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PREFACE. 


The  work  of  preparing  for  publication  the  Official  Records  of  the 
Union  and  Confederate  Navies,  which  was  begun  July  7,  1884,  was 
organized  under  the  superintendeney  of  Professor  J.  R.  Soley,  U.  S. 
Navy,  at  that  time  librarian  of  the  Navy  Department,  afterwards 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

In  August,  1890,  the  work  of  collecting  these  records  and  their  clas- 
sification was  ably  continued  by  his  successor,  Lieutenant-Commander 
F.  M.  Wise,  U.  S.  Navy,  who,  having  received  orders  to  sea,  was 
relieved  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Richard  Rush,  U.  S.  Navy,  in 
May,  1893. 

The  long-delayed  publication  was  finally  authorized  by  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  31,  1894,  and  begun  by  Mr.  Rush.  The  first 
five  volumes  were  published  under  his  efficient  administration,  and 
the  important  duty  of  organizing  the  office  for  the  distribution  of 
these  volumes  was  accomplished. 

In  March,  1897,  Mr.  Rush,  having  been  ordered  to  sea,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Professor  Edward  K.  Rawson,  U.  S.  Navy,  as  superintend- 
ent, under  whose  able  administration  volumes  6-14  were  published. 
Professor  Rawson  was  detached  and  ordered  to  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Academy  September  20,  1902,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Charles  W. 
Stewart. 

No  change  is  contemplated  at  present  in  the  outline  of  the  plan  of 
publication  as  approved  by  the  Department.  This  plan  includes  only 
the  use  of  such  material  as  may  be  certified  to  be  contemporaneous 
naval  records  of  the  war,  which  is  divided  into  three  series,  in  the 
following  order  of  arrangement: 

I.  The  first  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspondence, 
bojbh  Union  and  Confederate,  relating  to  all  naval  operations  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  inland  waters  of  the  United  States  during 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  together  with  the  operations  of  vessels  acting 
singly,  either  as  cruisers  or  privateers,  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 
These  reports  are  accompanied  by  occasional  maps  and  diagrams. 

In  this  series  the  papers  are  arranged  according  to  squadrons  and 
flotillas,  chronologically;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Union  reports  of 
any  events  are  immediately  followed  by  the  Confederate  reports. 
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II.  The  second  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to — 

1.  The  condition  of  the  Union  Navy  in  1861,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  hostilities,  and  to  its  increase  during  the  progress 
of  the  war,  including  the  annual  and  special  reports  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus. 

2.  The  construction  and  outfit  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  in- 
cluding privateers,  setting  forth  also  the  annual  and  special 
reports  of  the  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of 
bureaus. 

3.  Statistical  data  of  all  vessels,  Union  and  Confederate,  as  far 
as  can  be  obtained. 

4.  Returns  of  naval  and  military  property  captured  by  the 
navies  of  both  sides  during  the  war. 

5.  Correspondence  relating  to  naval  prisoners.         * 

This  series  is  also  arranged  chronologically  in  each  of  the  above 
sections,  as  far  as  practicable. 

III.  The  third  series  embraces  all  reports,  orders,  correspondence, 
and  returns  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  authorities  not  specially 
relating  to  the  matter  of  the  first  and  second  series. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  introduce  throughout  the 
volumes  of  the  different  series  illustrations  of  each  class  or  type  of 
vessels  referred  to,  in  order  to  preserve  the  identity  of  these  ships  as 
they  actually  appeared  during  the  war.  These  cuts  have  been  repro- 
duced either  from  photographs  of  the  vessels  themselves  or  from  the 
carefully  prepared  drawings  made  from  official  sources. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  found  in  collecting  the  records,  for,  while 
the  official  reports  of  commanders  of  fleets  and  of  vessels  acting  singly 
are  on  file  in  the  Navy  Department,  it  is  found  that  the  correspond- 
ence between  flag-officers  and  their  subordinates  is  frequently  missing. 
Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  value  of  the 
work  would  necessarily  be  impaired,  and  the  Department  therefore 
has  spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  books  and  papers  of  the  chief 
actors  on  both  sides.  These  papers  have  for  the  most  part  been 
obtained,  and  they  have  been  copiously  used  in  the  compilation  of 
the  work.  The  reports  of  the  Union  commanders  are  full  and  fairly 
complete.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  Confederate 
records  are  not  equally  complete,  due  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in 
collecting  them,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  archives 
of  the  Confederate  Navy  Department  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  Frequent  careful  searches  throughout  various  parts  of  the 
country,  conducted  by  a  special  agent  of  the  Department,  have 
brought  to  light  many  duplicates  of  these  papers,  found  among  the 
personal  files  of  participants.  It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  will 
revive  the  interest  of  participants  in  the  events  referred  to,  and  lead 
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them  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  the  whereabouts  of  any 
papers  bearing  upon  naval  operations  in  the  civil  war  of  which  they 
may  have  knowledge. 

The  twentieth  volume  of  the  records  (Series  I,  vol.  20),  which  has 
recently  been  published  by  the  Department,  gives  the  operations  of 
the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  from  March  15  to  December  31, 
1863.  The  present  volume  (Series  I,  vol.  21)  gives  the  operations  of 
the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  from  January  1  to  December  31, 
1864. 

The  reports  and  correspondence  are  placed  chronologically,  with  a 
distinct  heading  for  every  paper.  In  the  record  of  events  in  which 
both  sides  took  part  the  Confederate  reports  (where  they  could  be 
obtained)  immediately  follow  the  Union  reports,  while  the  miscella- 
neous Confederate  correspondence  is  placed  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 
Reference  to  the  table  of  contents  will  show  the  context  of  these  Con- 
federate papers.  It  is  believed  that  the  chronological  arrangement 
of  the  records,  in  connection  with  the  full  and  complete  index  to  each 
volume,  will  afford  ample  means  of  reference  to  its  contents  without 
other  subdivision  or  classification.  In  reports  of  special  or  single 
events,  in  which  the  papers  bear  specific  relation  to  those  events,  the 
chronological  order  has  been  somewhat  modified,  and  such  documents 
have  been  placed  together  in  the  compilation.

Note. — The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  law  governing  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  sets  comprising  the  publication  (act  of  Congress 
approved  July  31,  1904) : 

*  *  *  Of  said  number,  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty 
copies  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  twelve  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  and  one 
thousand  and  forty-eight  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  Department 
and  for  distribution  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  among  officers  of 
the  Navy  and  contributors  to  the  work.  The- quotas  herein  author- 
ized of  said  publication  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  such  libraries,  organiza- 
tions, and  individuals  as  mav  be  designated  by  the  Senators,  Rep- 
resentatives, and  Delegates  of  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  it  being  the 
purpose  of  this  distribution  herein  provided  for  to  place  these  records 
m  public  libraries,  and  with  permanent  organizations  having  libraries, 
so  far  as  such  libraries  may  exist  in  the  several  States  and  Territories. 
Each  Senator  shall  designate  not  exceeding  twenty-four  and  each  Rep- 
resentative and  Delegate  not  exceeding  nineteen  of  such  addresses, 
and  the  volumes  shall  be  sent  thereto  from  time  to  time,  as  they  are 
published,  until  the  publication  is  completed;  and  all  sets  that  may 
not  be  ordered  to  be  distributed  as  provided  herein  shall  be  sold  by  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  cost  of  publication,  with  ten  per  centum 
added  thereto,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury.  If  two  or  more  sets  of  said  volumes  are  ordered  to  the 
same  address,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform  the  Senators, 
Representatives,  or  Delegates  who  have  designated  the  same,  who 
thereupon  may  designate  other  libraries,  organizations,  or  individuals. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform  distributees  at  whose  instance 
the  volumes  are  sent. 

The  following  joint  resolution  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  work 
was  approved  January  30,  1896: 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  send  the  undis- 
tributed copies  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
both  of  the  Union  and  of  the  Confederate  navies,  to  such  libraries, 
organizations,  and  individuals  as  may  be  designated  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  Congress  by  the  Representatives  in  the  Fiftv-fourth 
Congress  of  the  districts  whose  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-third 
Congress  failed  to  designate  the  distributees  of  their  quota  of  said 
Official  Records  or  any  part  thereof,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
and  the  joint  resolution  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  and  form  provided*  in 
said  act. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  28, 1896, 
which  increased  the  edition  from  10,000  to  11,000  copies: 

*  *  *  For  printing,  binding,  and  wrapping  one  thousand  addi- 
tional copies  of  series  one,  volumes  one,  two,  three,  and  four,  for 
supplying  officers  of  the  Navy  who  have  not  received  the  work,  two 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars.

Letter  from  Commodore  Thatcher,   V.  8.  Navy,  to  Captain  Jenkins, 
U.  S.  Navy,  referring  to  the  chase  of  a  blockade  runner. 

U.  S.  S.  Colorado,  January,  1, 186 b. 

My  Dear  Captain:  I  have  scratched  off  hurriedly  a  copy  of  the 
letter  which  I  have  written  to  go  with  yours.  I  trust  it  may  nave  the 
desired  effect  and  that  either  the  Hartford  or  Brooklyn  may  take  your 
place  on  their  arrival. 

The  admiral  would  find  the  Richmond  as  good  as  any  other  for  the 
defense  of  New  Orleans,  and  as  far  as  I  can  learn  either  of  the  others 
are  steady  compared  with  the  Richmond. 

I  well  knew  that  you  could  do  little  or  nothing  the  other  night  at 
chasing.  At  no  time  was  the  runner  in  sight  of  this  ship,  but  the 
Richmond  was,  we  think,  close  upon  his  heels  and  the  Gertrude 
directly  after  him.  Neither  have  yet  returned.  They  must  have 
had  a  long  chase,  and  we  can  ill  spare  them  so  long.  They  are  now, 
9  p.m.,  forty-eight  hours  absent.  Thirty  pair  of  good  eyes  failed  to 
discover  the  out-running  craft.  She  frequently  changed  her  course, 
after  giving  us  a  good  berth,  as  we  saw  by  the  Richrnond's  movements. 
I  hope  your  picket  boat  sot  alongside  safely.  The  Gertrude  under- 
took to  tow  them  in.  My  boat  returned,  crew  all  wet  with  spray.

P.  S. — Acting  Master  Hanrahan,  commanding  my  pilot  boat, 
reports  as  follows: 

We  were  both  in  tow  of  the  Gertrude  and  had  proceeded  about  a  mile  when  one  of  the  crew 
told  me  that  the  Richmond's  boat  had  cast  off  her  towline  to  pick  up  her  rudder  without  giv- 
ing any  notice  to  the  steamer  or  the  Colorado's  boat  that  she  intended  to  cast  off;  but  as  soon 
as  Mr.  Hanrahan  discovered  that  she  had  cast  off  he  notified  the  Gertrude,  when  Captain 
Wade  stopped,  but  could  see  nothing  of  her.  He  then  turned  the  steamer  and  cruised  some 
time  in  pursuit.  Not  finding  her  he  came  to  this  ship  and  hailed,  asking  if  the  Richmond's 
boat  was  here  or  if  we  had  seen  her. 

I  then  recalled  our  boat  and  ordered  Captain  Wade  to  go  in  pursuit 
of  your  boat  and  to  speak  the  Richmond.

Sir:  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  from  Commo- 
dore H.  H.  Bell,  commanding  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  pro 
tem:  "Turn  over  the  command  of  the  blockade  of  Mobile  Bay  and  the 
adjacent  waters  to  Captain  Thornton  A.  Jenkins,  of  U.  S.  S.  Richmond. 
together  with  all  the  orders  pertaining  to  the  blockade,  and  proceed 
to  the  South  West  Pass,  Mississippi  River,"  etc. 

The  blockade  now  consists,  in  addition  to  your  own  ship,  of  the 
Port  Royal,  Lieutenant-Commander  George  U.  Morris;  the  Octorara, 
lieutenant-Commander  W.  W.  Low;  the  Oenesee,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander E.  C.  Grafton;  the  IZennebec,  Lieutenant-Commander  William 
P.  McCann;  the  Pinola,  Lieutenant-Oommander  [O.  F.]  Stanton; 
the  Gertrude,  Acting  Master  Commanding  H.  C.  Wade ;  the  Albatross, 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Commanding  T.  B.  DuBois,  and  the 
Penguin,  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  R.  Beers.  The  latter  vessel  has 
been  ordered  to  cruise  for  fifteen  days  between  the  longitudes  87°  and 
88°  W.  and  the  latitudes  27°  30'  N.,  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting 
vessels  bound  in  or  out,  at  the  end  of  which  time  to  go  to  Pensacola  for 
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coal,  and  then  to  report  here  for  further  orders,  when  she  is  to  be 
relieved  bv  the  Albatross,  to  cruise  until  her  coal  is  exhausted,  and  then 
to  proceed  for  coal  as  the  Penguin,  alternating  in  this  important  service 
until  this  squadron  is  sufficiently  strong  to  admit  of  both  of  these 
vessels  being  sent  on  this  service. 

The  Oneida  and  Lackawanna  belong  to  this  blockade,  hut  are  now 
under  repairs  at  New  Orleans,  and  tne  former  may  be  expected  to 
report  here  in  three  weeks  for  duty. 

The  gunboat  Itasca  is  to  be  sent  here  also,  having  reached  New 
Orleans  from  the  North. 

A  copy  of  the  order  for  night  picket  service  is  herewith  enclosed  for 
your  information. 

You  are  already  aware  of  the  station  assigned  to  the  various  vessels 
employed  here.  The  Mississippi  Sound  cruisers  are  the  J.  P.  Jackson 
and  Calhoun,  with  the  Vincennes  at  Ship  Island.  Their  respective 
commanders  are  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington,  Lieutenant- 
Commanders  Greene  and  Bigelow. 

I  have  directed  the  gunboats  going  and  returning  from  Pensacola  to 
run  along  the  coast,  closely  scrutinizing  the  waters  at  the  entrance  of 
the  Perdido. 

The  only  papers  relative  to  this  blockade  in  my  possession  are  here- 
with enclosed.

Sir:  Last  evening  H.  B.  M.  S.  Virago  arrived  and  anchored  near 
this  ship,  and  her  commander,  W.  G.  H.  Johnstone,  called  upon  me, 
presenting  an  -official  letter  on  her  Majesty's  service,  stating  that  he 
nad  been  instructed  by  Admiral  Milne,  commanding  her  Britannic  Maj- 
esty's forces,  North  America  and  West  Indies,  to  deliver  certain  dis- 
Satches  from  the  foreign  office  to  her  Britannic  Majesty's  consul  at 
[obile  in  person,  or  through  a  suitable  officer  of  his  ship,  and  saying 
to  me  that  he  must  either  go  himself  or  send  his  second  lieutenant  (his 
first  being  under  arrest).  He  left  it  to  me  to  point  out  to  him  in  what 
manner  he  could  execute  his  trust,  and  I  suggested  that  he  could 
either  go  in  with  one  of  our  gunboats  with  a  rowboat  and  her  crew, 
under  a  flag,  and  embark  for  Mobile  in  a  Confederate  steamer,  or  send 
for  his  consul  to  come  down  the  bay,  which  proposal  was  entirely  satis- 
factory to  him.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Richmond, 
Blockade  off  Mobile,  January  12,  1864- 

Sir:  I  transmit  herewith  for  your  information  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Commander  Johnstone,  commanding  H.  B.  M.  S.  Virago,  now  off  this 
place,  and  copy  of  my  reply  to  that  communication. 

The  Octorara  was  sent  inside  of  the  bar  on  the  forenoon  of  the  10th, 
in  compliance  with  previous  arrangement  by  Commodore  Thatcher, 
but  the  boat  did  not  make  its  appearance,  and  three  shots  having  been 
fired  at  the  Octorara  from  Fort  Morgan  I  made  signal  of  recall. 

The  boat  may  be  expected  when  the  weather  becomes  better.  The 
presence  of  foreign  vessels  of  war  off  a  blockaded  port  is  necessarily 
embarrassing  at  all  times,  but  especially  so  when  detained  a  long  time. 

Foreign  vessels  of  war  having  been  permitted  to  go  into  the  narbor 
of  Charleston,  the  restrictions  here  place  the  commanding  officer  in  an 
unpleasant,  if  not  a  false,  position. 
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I  would  be  pleased  if  this  subject  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  with  the  view  to  the  issuance  of  specific  and  positive 
instructions  in  regard  to  communicating  with  the  enemy. 

It  is  important,  too.  in  my  judgment,  that  foreign  vessels  of  war, 
when  insight  of  a  blockaded  port  or  place,  should  be  required  to  mask 
their  lights  at  night.  Restrictions  or  this  sort,  however,  belong  more 
property*  to  the  treaty-making  powers  than  to  naval  officers,  unless  in 
cases  or  great  urgency. 

You  will,  no  aoubt,  recall  to  mind  the  difficulties  at  this  place  last 
year  (at  about  this  time),  growing  out  of  the  arrival  and  stav  of  H.  B. 
M.  S.  Vesuvius,  which  resulted  m  the  issuing  of  a  general  order  by 
Vice-Admiral  Sir  Alexander  Milne,  commanding  the  North  America 
and  West  India  Station,  on  the  subject  of  flags  of  truce,  etc.

Subsequently,  in  a  conversation  with  an  intelligent  gentleman  of  Mobile 
(now  a  prisoner  of  war),  I  have  been  informed  that  he  is  personally 
acquainted  with  the  late  British  consul  at  Richmond,  Va.,  but  who 
now  resides  at  Mobile,  and  that  this  gentleman  disclaims  holding  that 
office  or  any  other  position  than  that  of  a  private  citizen  since  the 
decree  of  the  Confederate  Government  named  in  the  foregoing.  I  can 
not  assert,  nor  can  I  believe,  that  my  information  is  correct  on  this 
subject,  but  am  disposed  to  believe  that  I  have  been  misinformed, 
particularly  on  referring  to  the  following  quotation  from  your  letter  01 
last  evening,  requesting  permission  to  communicate  with  her  Britannic 
Majesty's  consul  at  Mobile  and  to  deliver  him  the  dispatches  you  are 
the  bearer  of  from  the  commander  in  chief  (foreign  office).

It  is  observed  that  Commodore  Thatcher  in  his  letter  to  Commander

We  do  not  admit  the  legitimacy  of  the  so-called  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, and  the  use  of  these  assumed  titles  should  not  take  place  with 
foreign  officials.  Such  terms  as  l '  the  rebel ' '  or ' '  the  insurgent ' '  Gov- 
ernment would  be  better. 

In  these  remarks  it  is  not  intended  to  intimate  that  in  the  necessary 
intercourse  with  the  rebels  themselves  there  should  be  any  want  of 
personal  courtesy  or  any  refusal  to  recognize  their  claims  to  titles 
m  necessary  official  interviews. .

Admiral:  The  tinclads  Nyanza  and  Stockdale  reported  to  me  on 
the  3d  instant,  and  their  pilots  were  next  day  detached  and  ordered  to 
proceed  to  Cairo;  the  master's  mates  and  crews  will  be  forwarded  with- 
out delay  to  the  Essex  for  transportation  to  Cairo. 

I  regret  you  can  not  spare  tne  crew  and  officers,  for  neither  can  be 
obtained  here,  especially  assistant  engineers,  without  crippling  other 
vessels.  Light-draft  vessels  of  3  or  4  feet  are  wanted  for  Texan  waters ; 
if  you  could  supply  a  half  dozen  such,  staunch  enough  in  top  hamper, 
boiler,  chimney,  hog  braces,  and  wheels  to  stand  a  moderate  sea  in 
running  down  the  coast  to  their  destinations,  you  would  do  good  public 
service.

S.  Navy,  regarding  the  capture  of 
Confederate  schooner  John  Scott 

U.  S.  Steam  Frigate  Colorado, 

Off  Mobile  Bay,  January  8, 1864. 
Sir:  Herewith  I  forward  the  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Wil- 
liam P.  McCann,  commanding  U.  S.  gunboat  Kennebec,  of  the  capture 
of  Confederate  schooner  John  Scott,  from  Mobile  for  Havana,  with 
cargo  of  cotton  and  turpentine: 

At  1 :30  a.  m.,  while  at  anchor  in  main  ship  channel,  X  discovered  a  small  boat  drifting  out 
to  sea.  The  cable  was  slipped  and  the  boat  picked  up  with  a  Mobile  pilot  named  William 
Norval,  from  whom  I  learned  that  he  had  piloted  out  the  Swash  Channel  the  evening  previous 
the  rebel  blockade  runner  John  Scott.  I  immediately  steamed  to  the  southward  and  east- 
ward and  about  8  a.  m.  discovered  a  sail  to  the  southward  and  gave  chase  and  fired  a  shot  to 
heave  her  to.  She  did  not  hoist  her  colors,  but  commenced  throwing  overboard  part  of  her 
deck  load  of  cotton  and  hauled  by  the  wind  to  the  southward  and  westward.  On  coming 
within  range  I  opened  fire,  and  at  the  tenth  shot  she  rounded  to  and  was  boarded  and  proved 
to  be  the  rebel  schooner  John  Scott,  bound  from  Mobile  to  Havana  with  cotton  and  turpen- 
tine, and  the  same  vessel  tne  pilot  Scott  [Norval]  had  brought  out  of  Mobile  Bay  the  evening 
previous.  The  papers  found  on  board  proved  her  to  be  a  rebel.  I  at  once  transferred  the 
master  and  five  other  persons  to  this  vessel  as  prisoners,  took  her  in  tow,  and  returned  to  this 
squadron.  I  have  transmitted  all  the  papers  and  writings  found  on  board  to  the  U.  S.  dis- 
trict judge  at  the  port  of  New  Orleans.  This  vessel  is  an  American-built  pilot  boat,  built  at 
Newburgn,  N.  Y.,  and  her  foreign  name  was  Victoria.  The  only  colors  found  on  board  were 
an  English  and  a  Confederate  nag.  There  was  no  other  vessel  in  sight  at  the  time  of  the 
capture,  which  was  in  latitude  29°  28',  longitude  89°  48'.  I  transmit  herewith  a  list  of 
officers  and  men  attached  to  this  vessel  entitled  to  share  in  the  prize  to  the  U.  S.  district 
judge.

Commodore  :  I  deem  the  information  communicated  to  me  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander McCann  of  sufficient  importance  to  make  it  the 
subject  of  an  especial  letter.  This  William  Norval,  the  pilot  who 
brought  out  the  prize  schooner  John  Scott,  now  a  prisoner,  is  sent  to 
New  Orleans  to  be  delivered  to  your  orders  with  the  crew  of  the  prize. 
He  is  the  man  who  piloted  out  all  the  blockade  runners,  according  to  his 
own  confession,  and  therefore  a  very  important  personage  to  the  rebels, 
and  had  he  been  able  to  return  to  Mobile  would  doubtless  have  been 
employed  by  that  Government  to  pilot  their  armed  vessels  should 
they  conclude  to  make  a  raid  upon  this  squadron,  and  you  will  per- 
ceive the  importance  of  retaining  this  prisoner  in  security.    From  all 
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accounts  Mobile  pilots  are  now  very  much  reduced  in  numbers  and 
difficult  to  be  procured.

From  consul  at  Quebec,  under  date  of  December  26, 1863.  In  re- 
ferring to  rebel  desperadoes  mentioned  in  a  previous  dispatch  he  says: 

Letters  have  been  received  here  from  them  by  their  friends  now  sojourning  in  Quebec,  who 
are  in  full  sympathy  with  the  rebellion,  in  which  they  say  that  they  have  concluded  not  to 
enter  the  South  by  the  way  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  but  they 
intend  to  run  the  blockade  at  the  port  of  Mobile,  Ala. 

From  consul  at  Bermuda,  under  date  of  December  22, 1863 : 

There  is  at  these  islands  at  the  present  time  a  large  number  of  desperate  men  from  the 
Southern  States,  some  fifty  having  arrived  from  Halifax  last  week,  one  of  which,  report  says, 
is  John  H.  Morgan.  About  one  hundred  have  been  here  for  some  time;  their  board  is  paid 
by  Confederate  agents.    Some  piratical  scheme  is  evidently  contemplated  by  them.

8:40  went  to  general  quarters  and  commenced  shelling  the  rebel  bat- 
teries at  San  Bernard.  Fired  from  Xl-inch  gun  1  10-second,  6  15- 
second,  and  3  1 5-second  shell;  from  rifle  gun,  3  10-second  and  10  15- 
second  shell.  At  10:15  ceased  firing  and  stood  S.  W.  £  S.,  running 
along  the  land.  At  11 :  20  wore  ship  and  stood  N.  E.  f  E.  At  1 :  10 
p.  m.  got  up  to  rebel  batteries  and  expended  2  1 5-second  Xl-inch  shell. 

January  21. — At  4:45  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  the  ene- 
my's battery.  Expended  4  1 5-second  and  3  10-second  Xl-inch  shell 
and  5  1 5-second  20-pounder  rifle  shell. 

January  23.— At  8: 10  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  south- 
ward and  westward.  Boarded  English  schooner  Cosmopolite,  from 
Tampico  to  New  Orleans,  with  an  -assorted  cargo.  Stood  inshore 
again  to  cover  troops.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.  running  along  shore 
in  company  with  Sciota  and  Queen;  our  army  on  shore.  At  6 :  50  p.  m. 
came  up  with  strange  sail;  fired  2  rifled  shell  to  bring  her  to.  At  7 
boarded  her.  Proved  to  be  the  same  vessel  boarded  in  forenoon.  At 
8:45  took  on  board  crew  of  7  men  from  British  schooner  Cosmopolite, 
captured  in  latitude  28°  32'  N. ,  longitude  95°  45'  W.

Report  of  Commander    Tovmsend,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Essex,  off  Donaldsville,  regarding  lumber. 

U.  S.  S.  Essex, 
Off  Donaldsonville,  La.,  January  12,  1864. 
Commodore:  I  have  been  unable  to  send  a  vessel  to  New  Orleans 
for  some  three  weeks  past.  Plaquemine,  the  seized  Ben  Franklin,  and 
the  sawmill  have  pretty  well  occupied  their  attention.  As  the  first  two 
exigencies  have  been  met  and  satisfied  they  are  now  a  little  more  at 
leisure.  As  to  the  mill,  they  have  been  doing  pretty  well  there  with 
the  new  wheels  until  the  recent  unprecedented^  long  spell  of  frosty 
weather  came  to  interrupt  temporarily  their  operations.  It  seems 
that  the  water  in  the  pump  was  frozen  so  solidly  a  few  mornings  since 
that  when  the  mill  was  started  the  resisting  ice  broke  the  pump  lever. 
But  Captain  Gregory  informs  me  that  the  accident  could  not  cause 
more  than  a  coupie  of  days  delay.  Still,  these  accidents,  the  frost  and 
the  holidays,  have  considerably  retarded  the  work  there,  and  I  presume 
Captain  Morong,  who  bears  this,  will  not  be  able  to  take  down  to  you 
more  than  8,000  or  10,000  feet  of  lumber.  This  is  not  all  that  the  mill 
has  produced  since  the  last  shipment;  but  I  have  had  to  take  some 
3,000  or  4,000  feet  to  cover  the  barge,  our  workshop,  and  Colonel  Fiske, 
contrary  to  my  expectations,  fell  back  upon  me  for  about  6,000  feet. 
But  this  will  be  his  last  reclamation ;  his  really  creditable  barracks  are 
nearly  finished,  and  I  have  lent  him  a  barge  which  goes  to-morrow  to

Bayou  Goula  for  the  lumber  that  will  complete  the  work.  But  as  I 
write,  commodore,  I  have  reflected  that  I  can  not  work  on  the  barge 
for  a  few  days  to  come.  I  have  therefore  concluded  to  send  you  by 
the  Argosy  the  3,000  or  4,000  feet  I  had  intended  to  devote  to  that 

furpose,  thus  increasing  the  present  shipment  to  12,000  or  14,000  feet, 
appreciate  your  great  needs  in  the  way  of  lumber,  and  know  that  the 
slight  addition  will  help  along  somewhat,  whilst  I  can  very  well  wait 
a  few  days.  I  have  borne  in  mind  your  request  in  regard  to  ash  for 
oars,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  procure  any.  I 
sent  Captain  Gregory  up  to  a  place  where  he  had  seen  an  ash  log,  some 
distance  back  from  the  bank,  duly  provided  with  whipsaws  to  cut  it 
into  suitable  lengths  for  conveyance  to  the  water,  but  tne  log  had  been 
cut  up.  I  then  authorized  him  to  engage  men  to  go  into  the  woods 
and  cut  and  get  out  a  number  of  ash  logs;  but  the  swampy  nature  of 
the  country,  the  rise  in  the  river,  and  the  rains  would  not  admit  of 
sending  horses  into  the  woods,  and  of  oxen,  which  it  seems  do  not  get 
mired,  there  are  none  hereabouts.  So  that  attempt  also  proved 
abortive.  After  all  our  prospecting  I  have  been  compelled  to  con- 
clude that  we  can  not  nnd  any  ash  logs  from  Red  River  to  New 
Orleans.  Should  I  chance  to  hear  of  a  single  one  you  may  rest  assured 
I  will  send  one  of  my  gunboats  after  it. 

By  the  way,  I  was  speaking  to  Fleet  Pavmaster  Dunn,  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Squadron,  when  here  on  his  way  to  New  Orleans,  of  your  great 
want  of  oars.  He  told  me  that  they  were  plentiful  at  Cairo  or  St. 
Louis,  and  if  you  would  write  to  Admiral  Porter  he  would  send  you  all 
you  might  require.  I  enjoined  it  upon  Mr.  Dunn  to  inform  you  of  this 
tact.  1  hope  he  remembered  to  ao  so,  and  that  your  requisition  is 
already  on  its  way  to  Cairo. 

I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  the  communication  you 
sent  me  by  the  Roll.  The  officers  ana  men  will  be  sent  up  by  the  first 
opportunity.  I  am  glad  to  see  you  are  receiving  such  an  accession  to 
your  light-draft  force  in  the  way  of  tinclads.  They  must  prove  very 
serviceable  in  the  shoal-water  operations  of  your  squadron. 

Enclosed  herewith  I  send  requisitions,  which  I  most  respectfully  ask 
you  to  approve.  You  see,  Commodore,  that  I  am  constantly  com- 
pelled to  depend  upon  your  obliging  kindness,  and  I  do  so  with  every 
confidence  that  it  will  not  fail  me  in  the  midst  of  my  necessities.  As 
you  will  perceive  by  my  pencil  marks  in  the  margin,  many  of  the  things 
are  for  the  cabin  that  I  nave  so  long  and  perseveringly  been  engaged 
in  building.  When  finished,  it  willhave  quite  a  little  history  of  its 
own  as  an  unpretending  monument  of  makeshifts  in  the  revamping  of 
old  and  the  adaptation  of  new  materials;  but  it  will  be  comfortable 
and  pleasant  ana  will  look  pretty  well.  After  all,  the  cabin  is  but  an 
epitome  of  the  ship  herself. 

Captain  Morong  will  give  you  by  word  of  mouth  the  news  in  this 
quarter  and  reports  from  the  Red  River  region.  From  Admiral  Por- 
ter's stationing  such  of  his  vessels  as  can  be  used  as  rams  at  or  near  the 
mouth  of  Red  River  (he  has  just  taken  the  General  Price  from  me  for 
that  purpose)  I  presume  he  does  not  give  full  credence  to  the  pretty 
well-authenticated  reports  that  the  rebel  ironclad  Missouri  is  a  failure.

Off  New  Orleans,  La.,  January  12,  I864. 
General:  I  addressed  a  note  on  the  29th  December  last  to  Briga- 
dier-General Stone,  chief  of  staff,  to  have  the  prize  steamer  Alabama 
now  in  the  service  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  Army, 
delivered  over  to  me  for  the  naval  service,  agreeably  to  a  previous 
understanding  consented  to  when  you  were  absent  on  the  Rio  Grande. 
Having  received  no  reply  to  my  note,  I  next  addressed  you  a  note  on 
the  same  subject  on  the  5th  instant,  enclosing  copies  of  the  corre- 
spondence between  Brigadier-General  Stone  and  myself,  by  which 
you  were  put  into  possession  of  all  the  circumstances  under  which 
the  Alabama  passed  into  the  hands  of  army  authorities.  That  com- 
munication also  remaining  unanswered  to  this  date,  and  observing 
the  said  steamer  Alabama  with  steam  up,  lying  against  the  wharf 
near  the  ship,  I  again  address  you,  general,  requesting  your  action 
on  the  subject  of  my  note  addressed  to  you  on  the  5th  instant,  and  I 
invite  your  attention  to  the  fact  of  hearty  cooperation  which  this 
fleet  has  given  the  army  under  your  command  whenever  there  has 
been  any  immediate  necessity  for  its  assistance,  notwithstanding  the 
pressing  necessities  of  the  blockade  with  which  it  is  intrusted.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  condition  of  ves- 
sels on  the  Mobile  blockade,  and  referring  to  the  escape  of  a  blockade 
runner. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Richmond, 

Off  Mobile  Bar,  January  12,  1864. 
Sib:  In  reply  to  that  part  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant  relating 
to  the  coaling  of  the  vessels  on  the  blockade  so  that  only  one  shall  be 
absent  at  a  time,  I  beg  to  say  that  if  coaling  and  provisioning  the  ves- 
sels only  were  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  as  a  general  rule  there 
would  be  but  little  difficulty  in  complying  with  your  suggestion — 
indeed  that  was  the  plan  when  I  was  in  command  here  last  year — 
but  when  a  vessel  (as  was  the  case  lately  of  the  Port  Royal)  leaves 
the  station  to  have  repairs  requiring,  as  reported,  only  about  six 
days,  is  absent  seven  weeks;  another,  in  fine  weather,  the  first  night 
after  her  arrival,  her  smokestack  is  carried  away  by  her  gaff;  the 
Itasca,  which  broke  the  anchor  stock  of  her  only  reliable  anchor  the 
first  twenty-four  hours  she  was  on  the  station;  the  Genesee,  which 
after  a  long  stay  at  New  Orleans  is  constantly  complained  of  as 
being  unseawortny;  the  Penguin,  which  went  to  Pensacola  to  have 
work  done  that  ought  to  have  required  at  most  two  days,  is  delayed 
a  week,  etc.,  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  war  to  carry  out  any  system- 
atic plan. 
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Commodore  Thatcher  left  here  in  the  afternoon.  At  that  time 
the  Penguin  was  absent,  but  overdue.  The  Port  Royal  left  for  Ship 
Island  to  have  her  smokestack  reset,  and  the  next  day  the  Pinota 
was  out  of  coal,  in  addition  to  the  Genesee  that  left  for  Ship  Island  a 
few  hours  after  the  departure  of  the  Colorado.  The  Albatross's  rud- 
der is  again  out  of  order,  and  I  must  send  her  to  Pensacola  to  have  it 
•repaired. 

A  steamer  ran  out  on  the  night  of  the  10th.  The  Octorara  and 
Pinola  chased  until  daylight  without  overhauling  her.  The  Octorara 
returned  at  about  1  p.  m.  next  day  without  anchor,  and  the  weather 
was  such  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  her  recovering  the  one  she 
had  slipped  when  she  went  in  chase;  consequently  I  had  to  send  her 
to  Pensacola  for  three  or  four  anchors  for  herself  and  the  Itasca. 

Thus  four  vessels  are  absent,  and  two,  the  Pinola  and  Albatross, 
ought  to  be. 

When  I  was  captain  of  the  fleet  last  year,  I  had  requisitions  made 
upon  the  bureau  for  a  number  of  anchors  for  the  third-class  sloops 
and  gunboats.  If  I  am  correctly  informed  all  that  were  sent  to  Pen- 
sacola upon  that  requisition  have  been  expended  except  three,  and 
those  there  have  now  been  required  for  the  Octorara  and  Itasca,  and 
unless  there  are  some  of  1,300  to  1,800  pounds  weight  in  New  Orleans, 
our  vessels  here  will  be  in  a  sad  plight  soon. 

If  the  Octorara  or  Pinola  had  had  the  requisite  speed  they,  or  one 
of  them,  would  most  certainly  have  captured  the  steamer  that  ran 
out  on  the  10th  instant.

Sir:  I  have  just  learned  from  one  of  the  officers  of  this  ship  that  he 
was  yesterday  informed  by  a  responsible  and  respectable  person, 
recently  at  Nassau,  that  at  the  time  he  left  there  it  was  reported  that 
there  were  100  vessels  loaded  and  ready  to  leave  for  this  place  and 
Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Since  the  Government  has  increased  the  force  blockading  off  Wil- 
mington to,  as  I  am  informed,  25  vessels,  it  is  a  fair  presumption  that 
many  of  these  Nassau  vessels  will  attempt  to  run  this  blockade. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  that  in  the  first  watch  last  night  a 
steamer  was  discovered  well  to  the  westward  and  chased  by  the  Kenne- 
bec and  Gertrude.  The  Gertrude  continued  the  chase  until  7  this  morn- 
ing, when,  having  lost  sight  of  the  strange  vessel  at  midnight,  she  re- 
turned to  the  squadron.     The  Kennebechhs  not  yet  returned. 

I  have  no  doubt  this  vessel  was  trying  to  get  in  through  th'  nain 
channel  by  running  close  along  the  shore. 

The  only  satisfaction  we  have  in  these  cases  is  that  the  reason  we  do 
not  capture  the  vessels  is  for  want  of  speed. 

The  steamer  Grey  Jacket  was  captured  in  consequence  of  her  ma- 
chinery giving  out,  and  the  schooner    [John]  Scott  (from  Newburg, 
N.  Y.)  in  consequence  of  calm.

Key  West,  Fla. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
Key  West,  Fla.,  January  IS,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  after  leaving 
Sandy  Hook  we  ran  with  a  northwester  for  three  days;  the  wind  then 
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hauled  round  gradually  to  the  eastward.  To  avoid  the  bad  weather, 
and  having  a  green  crew,  I  took  the  Hole  in  the  Wall,  or  Providence 
Channel  Passage;  had  pleasant  weather  and  arrived  here  on  the  night 
of  the  12th,  and  entered  on  the  morning  of  the  13th,  making  the  pas- 
sage in  six  days  and  a  half. 

Acting  Rear- Admiral  Bailey  gave  me  coal  and  kindly  offered  me 
everything  at  his  disposal. 

I  shall  sail  this  evening  for  Pensacola. 

I  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  the  crew  of  the 
Hartford  from  "colica."  The  report  of  Commodore  Palmer  is  here- 
with forwarded.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  weakness  of  the 

Mobile  blockade. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Blockade  off  Mobile,  January  IS,  1864* 

Sir:  In  consideration  of  the  often-repeated  reports,  made  within 
the  last  few  months  to  the  commanding  officers  of  tne  blockading 
squadron  at  this  place,  that  the  enemy  in  and  about  Mobile  has  been 
for  a  long  time,  and  is  now,  engaged  in  making  active  preparations  of 
a  formidable  character  for  an  early  attack  upon  this  squadron;  of  the 
reputed  invulnerable  character  of  at  least  one  of  the  enemy's  ironclad 
vessels  to  be  employed  in  this  threatened  attack,  and  in  view  of  the 
great  necessity  tnat  in  my  judgment  exists  for  maintaining  our  posi- 
tion at  this  point  at  all  hazards  and  beyond  all  peradventure  against 
all  enemies,  I  deem  it  my  imperative  duty  to  respectfully  call  your 
attention  to  the  present  weakened  state  of  my  command. 

Any  disaster  to  our  vessels  at  this  point  at  this  time  would  neces- 
sarily benefit  the  enemy  far  more  than  at  any  previous  period  of  the 
war  or  at  any  other  point  on  the  blockaded  coast. 

The  raising  of  this  blockade  by  driving  off  or  totally  destroying  all 
of  our  vessels,  with  the  prospective  advantage  of  capturing  or  of 
destroying  by  a  rapid  raid  upon  our  numerous  sailing  vessels  and  sup- 
plies at  Pensacola  and  Ship  Island  and  the  opening,  even  for  a  short 
time,  of  the  coast  from  Pensacola,  at  the  eastward,  to  the  lakes  in  the 
rear  of  New  Orleans,  to  the  southward  and  westward,  is  too  great  a 
temptation  to  an  active  and  enterprising  enemy,  not  to  say  a  desper- 
ate one,  to  be  wholly  disregarded  by  us. 

Whatever  may  be  the  intention  of  the  enemy  inside  of  Mobile  Bay 
or  of  their  friends  elsewhere  who  have  threatened  to  come  to  their 
assistance  at  this  point,  it  certainly  is  our  duty  to  be  well  prepared  to 
act,  not  only  on  the  defensive,  but  to  attack  with  the  assurance  of 
possible,  if  not  probable,  victory  in  case  the  opportunity  is  presented. 

The  information  received  from  the  commander  in  chief  or  the  West 
Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  (and  from  other  sources  of  which  he  has 
doubtless  been  informed  by  my  predecessors  in  command  here)  leaves 
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no  doubt  in  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  enemy  has  at  this  time  afloat 
inside  of  Mobile  Bay  and  at  Mobile  a  more  effective  force  in  guns  and 
calibers  than  we  have  on  this  blockade  when  all  the  vessels  belonging 
to  it  are  present  and  irrespective  of  the  comparative  character  of  the 
enemy's  and  our  own  vessels. 

There  are  at  present  attached  to  this  blockading  squadron  nine 
vessels,  including  this  ship.  (I  do  not  embrace  the  gunboat  Port 
Royal  m  this  list,  inasmuch  as  the  officer  commanding  that  vessel  has 
not  returned  to  this  place  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  Commodore 
Thatcher  to  him  tp  do  so  without  unnecessary  delay,  nor  made  any 
report  at  all  to  me.) 

Of  these  nine  vessels  (one,  and  frequently  two  or  three,  are  absent  in 
chase  for  supplies  of  coal  and  provisions  or  for  repairs)  three  (the 
Penguin,  Albatross,  and  Qertrude)  would  be  of  very  little,  if  indeed  of 
any  service  in  action,  either  offensively  or  defensively,  with  the  enemy. 
As  picket  or  lookout  vessels  and  for  chasing  blockade  runners  they 
are  only  better  than  none. 

Of  the  remainder  of  the  vessels  the  Genesee  and  Octorara  (side-wheel 
gunboats)  have  very  fair  armaments  for  vessels  of  their  class,  but  both 
are  reported  to  be  in  such  a  condition  that  it  may  become  my  dutyat 
any  time  and  without  previous  warning  to  send  them  into  port.  The 
Kennebec,  Pinola,  and  Itasca  are  small  gunboats,  having  far  inferior 
armaments  to  either  one  of  the  enemy's  steamers  constructed  of  wood 
and  not  armored.  The  smallest  number  of  gunboats  or  other  steamers 
on  this  blockade  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  at  all  times  superior  in 
armament  in  the  aggregate  to  that  of  all  of  the  enemy's  wooden  ves- 
sels, with  at  least  two  vessels  (wooden)  of  heavy  armament  to  engage 
each  of  the  enemy's  ironclads  in  case  a  regular  combined  attack  is 
made. 

Brave  men,  endowed  with  steady  nerves,  an  indomitable  will,  and 
strong  arms,  may  be  relied  upon  to  do  not  only  their  duty  to  their 
cause  and  country,  but  if  need  be  to  hazard  everything  in  striving  for 
victory;  but  ail  tnese  may  not  avail  against  too  great  odds. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  be  permitted  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  our 
present  weakness  at  this  point,  and  the  incalculable  benefits  to  accrue 
m  the  event  of  success,  are  a  most  tempting  invitation  to  the  enemy  to 
attack  us  and  endeavor  to  raise  the  blockade  by  capturing  or  destroy- 
ing our  vessels  and  to  open  the  way  to  other  successes. 

Come  what  may,  I  trust  and  believe  we  shall  all  do  our  duty  to  our- 
selves and  to  our  country.

Sib:  Information  has  been  given  to  the  naval  and  military  author- 
ities here  of  a  combined  operation  of  the  ircnclads  and  rams  at  Mobile 
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and  in  Red  River  and  the  rebel  troops  on  both  sides  of  the  Mississippi 
being  in  preparation  for  the  recapture  of  New  Orleans. 

The  commanding  officer  off  Mobile  bar  has  been  apprised  of  the 
threatened  raid,  and  I  have  heard  to-day,  by  an  arrival  from  the  river 
fleet,  that  Rear-Admiral  Porter  has  assembled  some  of  his  rams  at  the 
mouth  of  Red  River  for  intercepting  the  rams  from  that  direction. 

Although  we  have  frequent  reports  of  the  rams  in  Red  River  and 
Mobile  being  failures,  we  do  not  confide  in  them,  and  are  prepared  to 
meet  them  with  every  prospect  of  success  on  our  side,  ir  they  shall 
come,  although  the  Pensacola  and  river  boats  are  the  only  available 
vessels;  the  machinery  of  all  other  steamers  here  being  apart  and 
undergoing  repairs.

Sir:  The  naval  and  military  authorities  of  this  department  of  the 
blockade  have  information  of  a  contemplated  movement  for  the  recap- 
ture of  New  Orleans  and  the  river  by  the  concerted  action  of  the  rebel 
rams  and  ironclads  in  Red  River  and  Mobile  Bay  and  the  troops  in 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi. 

The  Mobile  rams  are  first  to  attack  the  fleet  on  blockade  there  and 
then  proceed  into  the  river  to  meet  those  from  Red  River. 

I  have  nothing  but  the  Pensacola  and  the  river  steamboats  to  defend 
this  point  with,  all  the  gunboats  here  having  their  machinery  apart 
undergoing  repairs. 

Bv  transferring  the  officers  and  crews  from  them  to  the  river  boats 
the  latter  may  be  made  to  smother  the  rams  in  flames. 

The  success  of  this  would  of  course  depend  upon  the  boldness  and 
skill  of  the  individual  commanders,  and  it  is  feasible.

The  following  statement  in  regard  to  rebel  vessels  and  works  in  and 
about  Mobile  Bay,  harbor,  and  city,  has  been  furnished  by  a  mechanic 
belonging  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  who  was  at  the  South  when 
the  rebellion  broke  out  and  took  work  as  a  mechanic  at  Mobile  on  half 
wages  to  escape  conscription.     That  is  his  story. 

He  got  (recently)  a  short  respite  to  visit  his  father,  who  is  some- 
where in  Alabama  or  Florida,  wnen  he  succeeded  in  getting  inside  of 
our  lines  at  Fensacola.  He  is  now  on  board  of  the  gunboat  Octorara, 
lieutenant-Commander  W.  W.  Low,  to  whom  I  aih  indebted  for  this 
statement.  This  man  claims  to  have  been  employed — among  other 
things —  in  preparing  and  filling  torpedoes  and  iron  plating  ironclads.

Steam  ram  Tennessee. — 235  feet  in  length;  has  casemate  plated  with 
iron  2  inches  x  10  inches,  three  plates  in  thickness.  Speed,  7i  knots 
on  trial  trip,  without  armament,  stores,  or  provisions  on  board ;  may 
not  be  ready  for  some  weeks  yet;  is  intended  to  mount  4  10-incn 
columbiads  of  16,000  pounds,  2  7  J-inch  Brooke  rifles,  19,000  pounds. 

Note. — Information  received  yesterday  from  a  fugitive  at  Fensacola. 
is  that  the  Tennessee  is  on  Dog  Kiver  Bar,  on  her  way  to  the  bay,  ana 
that  the  camels  made  to  float  her  over  have  to  be  made  larger. — 
T.  A.  J. 

Steam  ram  Baltic. — Was  a  towboat;  is  mailed  with  railroad  iron, 
laid  edgewise;  countersunk  and  bolted  with  rivet  heads  and  nuts  ana 
screws  inboard.  This  vessel  is  condemned  as  unfit  for  service. 
Mounts  1  42-pounder  gun,  2  32-pounder  guns  of  57  cwt.,  2  12-pounder 
howitzers. 

Ram  Tuscaloosa. — Is  plated  with  iron  like  that  on  the  Tennessee, 
2  inches  x  10  inches,  but  only  two  plates  thick;  will  steam  but  about 
3£  knots.  Mounts  1  Brooke  rifle  of  6  inches,  weighing  14,000  pounds, 
4  32-pounders  of  42  cwt. 

Ram  Huntsville. — Is  similar  in  every  respect  to  the  Tuscaloosa,  and 
mounts  1  Brooke  rifle  of  6  inches,  weighing  14,000  pounds,  4  32-pound- 
ers of  42  cwt. 

There  are  also  in  the  bay  5  floating  turrets,  covered  with  railroad 
iron,  mounted  on  an  octagonal-shaped  scow  with  1  8-inch  columbiad 
mounted  on  a  circle;  they  have  motive  power,  are  intended  to  be 
moored  in  the  channel-way,  but  can  not  withstand  the  shock  of  an 
S-inch  shell. 

The  steamer  Morgan  has  a  small  black  wheelhouse  on  the  platform 
forward  of  the  paddleboxes;  the  Gaines  has  nothing  of  the  land. 

From  the  end  of  the  piles  that  cross  the  flats  from  Fort  Gaines 
(about  three  months  ago)  thirty  torpedoes  were  laid  down  on  line 
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bearing  S.  E.  by  compass  across  the  Main  Ship  Channel;  they  are 
shaped  like  a  can  buoy,  with  a  chamber  in  each  and  75  pounds  of 
powder* 

Thfey  are  anchored  with  manila  rope,  with  about  the  third  of  a  bar 
bf  railroad  iron,  2£  inches*  A  number  of  them  broke  adrift  and  floated 
tip  the  bay; 

At  Cedar  toirit  thfcre  is  an  earthwork,  reported  to  mount  4  rifled 
32-pounders  of  7,000  potirids  weight; 

At  the  mouth  of  Spanish  River  there  is  a  battery  dad  with  railroad 
iron,  mounting  6  rifled  10-inch  columbiads;  . 

At  the  mouth  of  Tensas  River  and  at  the  head  of  the  bay  near 
Mobile  there  are  5  batteries. 

The  fortifications  in  the  rear  of  Mobile  are  very  strong,  with  a  ditch 
30  feet  wide  and  a  strong  redoubt  every  400  or  500  yards. 

Fort  Morgan  mounts,  on  bastion  No.  1,  N.  E.:  2  32-pounders. 
weighing  7,000  pounds;  1  24-pounder,  rifled,  which  throws  Kead  ana 
Skates  shot  and  shell  shaped  like  Mini6  balls.  East  curtain:  3  10-inch 
seacoast  mortars,  1  32-pounder,  weighing  7,000  pounds.  Bastion  No. 
2;  E.  S.  E.:  1  10-inch  coiumbiad  of  14,000  pounds;  2  32-pounder 
rifles,  of  7,000  pounds.  Bastion  No.  3:  2  32-pounders,  rifled,  of  7,000 
pounds;  1  10-inch  coiumbiad  of  16,000  pounds.  South  curtain:  2  24- 
pounder8,rifled,  of  1 1 ,000  pounds,  and  tnrowing  68-pounder  projectiles ; 
1  10-inch  coiumbiad  of  14,000  pounds.  Bastion  No.  4:  1  2'4-pounder 
rifle  1  10-inch  coiumbiad  of  16.000  pounds,  2  32-pounders,  rifled,  of 
7.000  pounds.  West  curtain,  facing  channel:  2  6lakely  guns  (from 
England),  weighing  between  11,000  and  12,000  pounds,  throwing  a 
shell  of  160  pounds  and  a  shot  of  196  pounds  with  a  charge  of  about  14 
pounds  of  powder;  3  10-inch  columbiads  of  16,000  pounds.  Bastion 
No.  5:  2  32-pounder  guns,  smoothbore.  North  curtain:  1  8-inch 
smoothbore.  Flank  casemate  guns:  On  each  flank  of  each  bastion 
are  2  24-pounder  howitzers,  making  20  flank  casemate  guns.  Within 
the  fort,  m  the  center  of  terreplein,  is  a  citadel  having  ten  sides,  loop- 
holed  for  musketry,  and  quarters  on  each  side  for  100  men,  constructed 
of  brick,  4  feet  thick. 

Lighthouse  Battery. — 11  32-pounder  guns  of  7,000  pounds,  smooth- 
bore. 

At  Grant's  Pass,  on  the  site  of  the  old  light-house,  there  is  an  earth- 
work, very  strong,  mounting  1  100-pounder  rifle  gun,  1  64-pounder 
rifle  gun,  2  32-pounder  smoothbore. 

Fort  Gaines  mounts:  1  10-inch  coiumbiad,  weighing  from  14,000 
pounds  to  18,000  pounds,  14  32-pounder  smoothbores,  1  32-pounder, 
rifled;  5  24-pounder  siege  pieces. 

(Note. — The  Boston,  which  has  been  lengthened  25  feet  and  con- 
verted into  a  rebel  privateer,  is  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  state- 
ment, as  he  said  he  thought  she  had  left  on  a  cruise.  This  vessel 
appeared  to  be  fast  (when  seen  in  the  bay),  with  two  guns,  and,  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe,  is  now  awaiting  a  good  opportunity  to  run  out. 

The  person  who  has  furnished  the  foregoing  statement  gave  a  full 
account  to  the  officer  of  the  army  commanding  at  Pensacola,  who, 
no  doubt,  communicated  it  to  General  Banks.  The  description  of  the 
land  embankments  around  Fort  Morgan,  not  embraced  in  this  state- 
ment, are  well  worth  examining. — Thornton  A.  Jenkins.

Off  Mobile,  January  16,  1864. 
Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  capture  of 
the  rebel  scnooner  Ellen,  Captain  Levi  Webster,  of  Mobile,  from 
Havana,  bound  to  Mobile,  with  an  assorted  cargo. 

At  6  a.  m.  discovered  a  sail  bearing  E.  by  N.,  steering  along  the  land 
toward  Mobile.  I  immediately  slipped  my  cable  ana  stood  for  her, 
when  she  hauled  in  toward  the  land,  with  the  apparent  intention  of 
running  ashore.  Before  I  got  within  rifle  range  I  saw  a  boat  leave 
her  ana  go  on  shore. 

At  7  a.  m.  sent  a  boat  alongside,  took  possession  of,  and  claimed 
her  as  a  prize  to  this  vessel;  found  tne  captain  of  her  on  board. 

The  schooner's  papers  had  been  taken  Dy  the  crew  of  the  boat  that 
had  left  her.  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  land  a  boat's  crew  for  the 
sake  of  capturing  the  small  boat,  as  the  men  had  all  left  her. 

The  U.  S.  gunboat  Kennebec  was  the  only  vessel  in  signal  distance 
at  the  time  of  capture.

January  IS. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  up  shore.  At 
7 :  30  discovered  a  battery  and  opened  on  it.  Fired  from  the  rifle  5 
shots,  from  the  Xl-inch  5  shots,  and  the  howitzer  3.  At  10 :  15  called 
all  hands  to  quarters  and  trained  the  battery  on  the  starboard;  put 
about  and  steamed  down  the  coast,  heading  S.  W .  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. , 
steaming  slowly  up  and  down  the  shore  past  the  battery.  Fired  3 
shots  from  starboard  howitzer,  3  from  Xl-inch,  and  2  from  rifle.  At 
12 :  30  fired  1  shot  from  Xl-inch  and  3  shots  from  howitzer.  At  1 :  30 
1  shot  from  Xl-inch.  At  2:30  p.m.  1  shot  from  howitzer.  At 
4 :  50  1  shot  from  howitzer.  At  4  stopped  the  engine.  At  5  p.  m. 
inspected  the  crew  at  quarters,  steaming  around  slowly  in  sight  of  the 
battery.  At  6  hauled  offshore  into  7  fathoms  water  and  came  to 
anchor. 

January  14. — At  8:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  ran  inshore.  Saw 
men  on  battery.  Opened  fire  on  them;  fired  4  shots  from  Xl-inch,  2 
from  rifle,  and  1  from  howitzer.  Steaming  off  and  on.  At  1 :  45  p.  m. 
fired  1  shot  from  howitzer;  then  started  down  the  coast,  our  course 
S.  W.  At  3  p.m.  turned  and  steamed  up  the  coast;  course  N.  E.  At 
4:45  fired  a  shot  from  rifle  gun  and  one  from  Xl-inch  at  the  battery. 
At  5 :  30  came  to  anchor. 

January  15. — At  8 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  along  the 
land.  At  9:30  fired  a  shell  at  the  battery  from  the  Xl-inch  gun. 
Heading  up  the  coast.  At  12:30  discovered  a  battery,  ran  inshore 
within  range,  and  threw  a  shell  at  it  from  the  Xl-inch;  went  on,  head- 
ing down  the  coast,  until  the  other  battery  was  made.  Fired  at  it,  and 
at  a  steamer  which  was  discovered  in  the  river  back  of  it,  9  shots.  At 
4 :  20  p.  m.  fired  a  shot  from  our  rifle.     At  6  came  to  anchor. 

January  16. — From  8  to  meridian:  Communicated  with  the  Monon- 
gahela.  MoTwngahela  and  Estrella  fired  several  shots  at  a  steamer 
inside  and  at  the  battery.  The  Estrella  then  steamed  down  the  coast 
toward  Pass  Cavallo  and  the  Monongdhela  steamed  toward  the  N.  E. 
At  8 :  45  fired  2  shots  from  Xl-inch  and  2  from  port  howitzer.

January  16, 186 %. — At  anchor  off  Pass  Cavallo,  Tex.  At  midnight 
got  underway  in  company  with  the  gunboat  Estrella  and  stood  to  the 
northward.    At  3 :  30  a.  m.  passed  a  steamer  standing  south.    At  6 :  30 
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made  sail  to  the  east,  which  proved  to  be  the  Qranite  City.  Same 
time  saw  the  Owasco  to  the  northward,  the  land  in  sight.

At  8  took  on  board 
the  coast  pilot  from  the  Owasco  and  stood  to  N.  E.  until  we  reached 
Velasco;  changed  our  course  to  southward  and  westward.  At  8:20 
called  Nos.  1  and  3  guns'  crews  to  quarters  and  fired  14  shell  at  the 
enemy's  earthworks  and  rebel  steamer  atCaney  Creek.  At  11  fired 
2  rifle  shell  at  earthworks  at  San  Bernard.  At  12 :  40  p.  m.  saw  a  ves- 
sel ahead.  At  1  made  general  signal  to  the  Owasco.  At  1 :  15  stopped 
the  engine  and  the  captain  of  the  Owasco  came  on  board.  At  1:25 
started  ahead  again.  At  2,  when  abreast  of  Germantown,  saw  a 
steamer  and  two  schooners  in  Matagorda  Bay.  At  6 :  10  sent  Major- 
General  Dana  and  staff  in  third  cutter  to  the  dtranite  City.

Dear  Admiral  :  I  find  that  Admiral  Buchanan,  of  the  rebel  Confed- 
eracy, has  impressed  the  Government  of  the  United  States  with  the 
idea  that  he  will  be  able  to  raise  the  blockade  of  Mobile  with  the  Ten- 
nessee, a  ram  recently  constructed  at  Selma. 

The  admiral  considers  her  superior  to  the  Merrimack.  I  am  there- 
fore anxious  to  know  if  your  monitors,  at  least  two  of  them,  are  not 
completed  and  ready  for  service:  and  if  so,  can  you  not  spare  them  to 
assist  us?  If  I  had  them,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  become  the  assailant 
instead  of  awaiting  the  attack.  I  must  have  ironclads  enough  to  lie  in 
the  bay  to  hold  the  gunboats  and  rams  in  check  in  the  shoal  water. 
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Please  let  me  hear  from  you  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 
I  will  be  glad  to  get  the  small  boats  or  light  draft  for  operating  in 
the  shallow  waters  of  Texas,  etc.

I  trust  you  will  boldly  push  any  advantage 
that  may  offer,  occupy  the  fort  with  100  men,  enter  the  Day  with  all 
your  force,  and  send  the  double-enders  straight  up  the  Dog  River  Bar 
(where  your  note  of  the  14th  informed  me  the  ram  Tennessee  was 
reported  as  lying  aground) .

Report  of  Captain  Gillis,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  operations  on  the  Texas 

coast  from  January  19  to  February  26, 1863,  including  the  capture  of 

the  schooner  Henry  Colihirst. 

U.  S.  S.  Ossipee, 
Off  Galveston,  Tex.,  February  21,  1864. 

Admiral:  I  had  the  honor  to  address  you  per  the  Queen  on  the  12th 
instant. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Hatfield,  of  the  Aroostook,  reports  having 
on  the  19th  of  January  shelled  the  enemy's  battery  at  San  Bernard 
Creek  [River],  and  again  on  the  21st,  driving  the  rebels  from  their 
works,  and  on  the  22d,  in  company  with  the  Sciota  and  Queen,  pro- 
tected a  reconnoitering  party  under  General  Ransom,  the  rebels  hav- 
ing shown  themselves  about  4,000  stroiyj  near  Caney  Creek.  On  the 
23d  she  captured  the  schooner  Cosmopolite. 

The  Queen  drove  on  shore  a  schooner  near  Caney  Creek  on  the  3d 
February,  which  was  broken  up.  The  President's  proclamation  was 
sent  on  shore  at  different  points  within  the  enemy's  lines. 

An  extract  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Perkins's  (of  the  Sciota) 
letter  of  the  16th  instant,  from  Pass  Cavallo,  says,  "  I  have  kept  myself 
constantly  posted  in  regard  to  movements  at  Rio  Grande,  having 
frequent  communication  with  the  commanding  general  at  Browns- 
ville, also  from  army  transports  which  touch  nere  on  their  way  to 
New  Orleans.     Everything  is  quiet  along  the  coast  to  the  southward." 

The  Queen  left  here  on  the  12th  instant  for  New  Orleans  with  her 
prize  in  tow,  the  Louisa,  laden  with  arms  and  ammunition. 
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22d  February. — A  sail  reported  in  sight  this  morning  to  the  south- 
ward and  westward;  the  Ossipee  stood  for  her;  she  proved  to  be  a 
prize  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginia  had  just  seized  near  San  Luis  Pass, 
schooner  Henry  Colthirst,  Whiting,  master,  from  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
8th  ultimo,  with  200  kegs  powder,  250,000  percussion  caps,  500  ounces 
of  quinine,  also  coffee,  hardware,  and  dry  goods.  Sent  her  to  New 
Orleans  for  adjudication.     We  returned  to  our  anchorage. 

On  the  25th  picked  up  a  boat  containing  three  refugees  from  Gal- 
veston Island.  One,  Samuel  Gray,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  and  two 
fanner  boys,  who  were  conscripted.  Gray  gives  various  rumors, 
among  them  that  two  barks  up  the  bay  are  loading  with  cotton  to  run 
out.  Harriet  Lane  was  sold  to  a  Mr.  House,  of  Houston,  for  fifteen 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  Confederate  scrip.  She  is  to  be  run  out 
with  cotton;  General  Magruder  and  a  Polish  engineer  to  take  passage 
in  her,  their  destination  France.  She  has  now  6  guns  on  board — to  be 
taken  out  and  left  here,  etc.     Fast  tug  may  be  of  great  service  here. 

28th  February. — The  A.  Dinsmore  has  just  arrived  from  the  Rio 
Grande.  She  reports  the  barks  Herbert  and  Alsterdam  there,  the  first 
laden  with  cotton  bagging,  rope,  etc,,  the  second  with  coal;  no  ammu- 
nition or  arms;  so  stated  by  U.  S.  consul. 

lieutenant-Commander  Perkins  writes  me  from  Corpus  Christi, 
26th  instant:  "The  Herbert  and  Alsterdam,  mentioned  in  your  letters, 
have  both  arrived  at  the  Rio  Grande.  Their  cargoes  consist  of  bag- 
ging, cordage,  and  general  merchandise;  no  arms  or  ammunition.' '

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,   U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  affairs  off 
Mobile  upon  his  arrival  there. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
Off  Mobile,  January  20,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  arrived  here  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  18th  and  found  Captain  Jenkins,  of  the  Richmond,  in  com- 
mand of  the  blockade.  He  was  in  possession  of  all  the  information  I 
had  received  from  the  Department  in  relation  to  the  rams  and  gun- 
boats now  in  Mobile  Bay,  and  all  the  most  minute  details  of  tneir 
construction  and  armament.  It  is  said  that  the  ram  Tennessee  is  now 
upon  Dog  River  Bar,  drawing  2  feet  more  water  than  there  ever  is  on 
that  bar,  but  they  are  endeavoring  to  float  her  over  with  camels. 
Their  first  essay,  I  understand,  failed,  and  they  are  now  enlarging  the 
camels.  I  will  send  by  the  mail  steamer  from  New  Orleans  (which 
will  probably  arrive  before  this)  a  detailed  account  of  the  enemy's 
whole  force,  as  given  me  by  a  refugee,  who  was  ordnance  sergeant  in 
Fort  Morgan,  and  who  appears  fully  informed,  as  you  will  perceive  by 
his  statement.  I  beg  also  to  state  to  the  Department  that  immedi- 
ately on  my  arrival  I  wrote  to  Admiral  Porter  to  say  that  if  two  of  his 
monitor  ironclads  were  ready  for  service  I  would  be  greatly  obliged  to 
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him  to  let  me  have  them,  as  it  would  enable  me  to  take  the  offensive 
against  this  flotilla  when  it  best  suited  my  convenience,  and  so  soon  as 
the  Department  can  spare  me  two  of  the  monitor  class  from  the  North, 
it  will  render  this  fleet  perfectly  secure  and  allay  the  apprehensions 
which  are  now  severely  felt  in  Pensacola  and  New  Orleans.

Crowell,  commariding. 

January  20, 1864- — Lying  at  anchor  at  Ship  Island.  At  2  a.  m.  up 
anchor  and  stood  up  the  sound.  At  4:30  anchored  near  the  stake. 
At  daylight  got  our  anchor  and  stood  into  South  Channel.  Saw  the 
Calhoun  near  Grand  Battue  Spit.    At  10  anchored  off  Grand  Battue 
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near  the  Calhoun  and  sent  a  mail  on  board.  At  11 :  30  got  underway 
and  stood  toward  Grant's  Pass.  At  1  p.  m.  anchored  near  Dauphin 
Island,  fired  a  gun  and  hoisted  signals  to  attract  the  attention  or  the 
Mobile  blockading  fleet  for  the  purpose  of  communicating,  but  no 
attention  was  paid  to  it.  Saw  tnree  vessels  off  Mobile  Bar.  Saw  a 
rebel  gunboat,  a  high-pressure  steamer,  and  several  small  craft  in 
Mobile  Bay,  a  small  sloop  at  anchor  near  Cat  Island.  At  3 :  35  saw  a 
smoke  in  the  direction  or  Horn  Island;  stood  toward  it. 

January  21. — Lying  at  anchor  off  the  east  end  of  Petit  Bois  Island. 
At  6' a.  m.  stood  to  the  eastward.  Saw  a  gunboat  and  a  high-pressure 
steamer  in  Mobile  Bay,  near  Shell  Bank.  At  7  anchored  near  Dauphin 
Island,  two  of  our  blockading  vessels  in  sight  off  Mobile  Bar.  From 
8  to  12 :  Saw  three  of  the  fleet  off  Mobile  Bar  and  a  steamer  to  the 
westward.  At  11 :30  fired  a  shell  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  fleet 
outside  for  the  purpose  of  communicating.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Saw 
a  barge  lying  at  Shell  Bank,  a  gunboat  to  the  northward  of  it,  and  a 
high-pressure  steamer  going  up  Mobile  Bay.  At  1  p.  m.  saw  two  of 
the  outside  fleet  approaching  us.  At  1 :  30  communicated  by  signal 
with  gunboats  Kennebec  and  Itasca.  Sent  a  boat  ashore  on  Dau- 
phin Island  and  delivered  a  mail  to  a  boat  from  the  Kennebec.  At 
10:15  heard  the  report  of  a  heavy  gun  to  the  eastward. 

January  22.— -Lying  at  anchor  on  the  east  end  of  Petit  Bois  Island. 
At  7  anchored  off  the  middle  of  Dauphin  Island,  near  Grant's  Pass. 
From  8  to  12:  Saw  a  rebel  gunboat  lying  at  the  Shell  Bank  and  a 
high-pressure  steamer  going  up  Mobile  Bay.  At  6: 15  p.  m.  anchored 
off  the  middle  of  Petit  Bois  Island.  Saw  a  vessel  having  a  light  set 
outside,  apparently  coming  in  Horn  Island  Pass;  got  our  anchor  and 
gave  chase.  After  arriving  at  the  pass  saw  nothing  unusual ;  laid  to 
a  short  time,  then  stood  to  the  eastward  again.  Heavy  dew  falling, 
horizon  unusually  hazy.

Snt:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  reported  to  Captain  Strong  for 
duty  on  January  18.  On  the  20th  instant  I  received  orders  from 
Captain  Strong  to  accompany  an  army  expedition  up  the  coast  about 
40  miles.  At  12  o'clock  that  night  I  got  underway  m  company  with 
the  Granite  City,  which  had  on  board  400  troops,  and  assisted  her  in 
landing  them  at  Smith's  Landing  the  following  day,  remaining  with 
them,  protecting  their  rear  while  they  were  marching  down  the 
[Matagorda]  Peninsula. 

January  21st  the  Granite  City  was  relieved  by  the  gunboat  Queen. 
On  the  24th  I  arrived  off  this  place,  found  the  bark  W.  G.  Anderson, 
and,  not  having  any  wind,  she  nas  been  obliged  to  remain  here.  The 
coal  schooner  reguonnock,  of  Bridgeport,  arrived  here  on  the  24th, 
with  325  tons  of  coal  for  the  navy.  Being  short  of  coal  I  have  taken 
this  opportunity  to  fill  up. 

The  Estrella  has  broken  her  piston  rod,  which  will  probably  lay 
her  up  for  a  month. 

Everything  is  quiet  in  relation  to  the  army.  At  present  lying  out- 
side the  bar  are  four  army  transports,  coal  schooner,  bark  Anderson, 
Queen,  and  Sciota.

January  20, 186^. — At  6 :  30  p.  m.  Colonel  Hesseltine,  of  the  Army, 
and  the  captains  of  the  Granite  City  and  Sciota  came  on  board.  At 
7:25  the  above-named  officers  left  the  ship.  Called  for  volunteers  to 
go  on  an  expedition  up  the  coast.  Selected  the  following  men  from 
amongst  them,  viz,  Andrew  J.  Florence,  Charles  Peterson,  Frank  Han- 
son, James  West,  George  August,  Thomas  Johnson,  Robert  J.  Waters, 
Henry  Earle,  John  Noel.  Frank  Brogan,  Alden  Moulton,  John  Gordon. 
Lowered  the  first  launcn  and  put  into  her  a  12-pounder  smoothbore 
howitzer,  3  boxes  of  shrapnel,  2  boxes  of  shell,  and  1  box  of  canister.

Acting  Ensign  Grinnel  and  party  left  the  ship  in  the  first  launch  and 
went  on  board  the  Sciota  for  passage  up  the  coast.

January  22. — At  8 :  45  a.  m.  Ensign  Grinnell  and  party  returned  on 
board,  also  first  launch  and  second  cutter.

January  21,  186 J^. — Off  coast  of  Texas.  The  Granite  City  came  in. 
At  12: 15  p.  m.  lowered  all  boats  to  land  troops  from  the  Granite  City. 
At  2:20  p.  m.  boats  returned,  got  underway,  and  convoyed  troops 
down  the  coast.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.  Running  down  the  coast  abreast 
of  the  troops.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.  Sent  boat  to  communicate  with 
army.  From  8  to  midnight.  Made  a  large  fire  bearing  W.,  S.W.,  ran 
down  and  communicated  by  boat.  At  11:50  sent  boat  ashore  with 
provisions  and  water. 

January  22. — At  11  a.  m.  captain  communicated  by  boat  with  the 
army.  At  12:20  p.  m.  captain  returned  ii*  company  with  Brigadier- 
General  Ransom.  At  1  started  up  the  coast.  At  2 :  30  fired  three 
shots  from  the  Xl-inch  gun  at  tne  Caney  Creek  batteries.  At  3 
turned  and  steamed  down  the  coast.  At  3:20  the  general  went  on 
shore. 

January  28. — At  5 :  30  a.  m.  sent  second  cutter  on  shore  to  the  army. 
At  6 :  30  second  cutter  returned.  At  7 :  50  got  underway  and  steamed 
to  the  southwest.  Troops  marching  down  the  coast.  At  9:30 
inspected  crew  at  quarters,  sent  the  first  and  second  cutters  on  shore 
for  the  howitzer  and  crew.  At  1 1 :  30  boats  returned.  At  1 1 :  45  sent 
second  cutter  on  shore  again.  Troops  marching  down  the  coast.  At 
1 2 :  30  p.  m.  sent  first  cutter  on  shore.  At  2  p.  m.  boats  returned  with 
disabled  soldiers.     At  3 :  50  saw  a  rebel  steamer  in  the  bay. 

January  2^. — At  2 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  off  Pass  Cavallo.  Lowered  the 
second  cutter  and  sent  the  soldiers  on  board  the  pilot  boat. 


Beport  of  Major-General  Dana,  U.  8.  Army,  commanding  U.  8.  foreei  in  Texae. 

Headquarters  U.  S.  Forces, 
Matagorda  Peninsula,  January  28,  186^. 

Sir:  The  reconnoissance  made  by  my  order,  under  direction  of 
Brigadier-General  Ransom,  who  marched  from  here  on  the  2 1  st  instant, 
was  entirely  successful.  He  returned  three  days  ago  without  loss  or 
accident,  except  the  sad  death  of  Captain  Charles  K.  March  and  the 
wounding  of  rrivate  Heald,  of  the  Thirteenth  Maine,  both  by  an  acci- 
dental shot  fired  by  one  of  the  sailors  from  a  gunboat.  Tnc  enemy 
were  closely  reconnoitered  at  Caney  Creek,  60  miles  from  here,  and 
discovered  in  some  force.  His  pickets  were  driven  in,  and  although 
none  were  captured,  they  were  compelled  to  abandon  their  horses  and 
hide  in  some  swamps,  and  their  horses  were  captured.  General  Ran- 
som saw  3,000  cavalry,  1,000  infantry,  and  some  artillery  drawn  up  in 
the  open  ground  just  outside  the  works,  preparing  to  repel  his  expected 
attack.  One  deserter  came  in  from  there  night  before  last  and  reports 
30,000  men  up  there.     This  is,  of  course,  false. 

Three  deserters  came  into  our  lines  at  Indianola  last  night,  having 
left  Matagorda  the  night  before.  They  report  10  regiments  and  2  bat- 
teries of  neldpieces  at  Caney  and  Magruaer's  main  force  just  behind 
the  San  Bernard,  just  in  rear  of  the  force  at  Caney.  They  report  the 
steamboats  Carr,  Cora,  Lucy  Gwin,  and  Lizzie  Lake  and  the  schooners 
Annie  Dale  and  George  Buclchart  as  above  the  surf  in  Matagorda  Bay, 
and  that  the  surf  is  impassable,  the  channel  having  been  filled  up. 
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The  two  first-named  steamers  are  cotton  clads,  the  other  two  ply  with 
stores  and  supplies  between  Caney  and  Matagorda.  The  two  schoon- 
ers are  armed,  one  with  a  12-pounder,  the  other  with  a  6-pounder. 
The  armament  of  the  Carr  has  lately  been  changed,  and  she  now  has  a 
30-pounder  Parrott,  taken  from  the  gunboat  Westfield. 

Our  reconnoissance  up  the  peninsula  was  considered  so  threatening 
that  this  was  taken  from  her  and  mounted  in  one  of  the  works  at 
Caney,  together  with  another  of  the  same  kind,  but  it  has  since  been 
returned  to  her.  The  Cora  has  a  24-pounder  howitzer.  Oh,  for 
some  cavalry.  If  I  only  had  even  two  good  regiments  of  cavalry,  I 
could  do  good  service.  Believe  me,  chances  are  being  thrown  away, 
which  are  seriously  to  be  regretted.  Do  send  me  cavalry,  as  much 
as  you  can;  but  if  no  more  can  be  had,  send  me  two  good  regiments, 
ana  I  can  use  them  profitably,  well,  gloriously.  I  hope  I  shall  know 
soon  what  regiments,  if  any,  are  to  be  withdrawn  from  here.  I  dare 
not  stir  now,  under  the  information  of  your  last  letter.  Don't  post- 
pone sending  my  engineer  officer  and  ordnance  officer,  also  the  quar- 
termaster.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Hansom,  U.  8.  Army,  commanding  expedition. 

Hdqrs.  Fourth  Division  Thirteenth  Army  Corps, 

Decrowns  Point,  Tex.,  January  25,  I864. 
Captain  :  In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  general  commanding,  I 
marched  at  noon  on  the  21st  instant  to  make  a  reconnoissance  up 
Matagorda  Peninsula,  my  command  consisting  of  the  First  Brigade, 
Colonel  W.  J.  Landram,  commanding;  one  gun  of  White's  battery  and 
40  men  of  Foust's  and  White's  batteries  as  mounted  infantry,  Lieu- 
tenant Throop,  commanding.  On  the  night  of  the  21st  instant 
encamped  at  Harklin's  place,  having  marched  14  miles;  marched  25 
miles  on  the  22d,  and  on  going  into  camp  sent  forward  mounted  men 
to  communicate  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hesseltine,  Thirteenth 
Maine  Infantry,  who,  with  his  regiment  and  boat  howitzer  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  Sciota,  had  landed  at  noon  on  the  peninsula,  about  45  miles 
from  Decrow's  Point.  The  entire  command  continued  the  march  on 
the  23d.  Met  rebel  pickets  at  Idelbach's  place,  10  miles  from  camp 
No.  2.  Pushed  forward  rapidly,  leaving  tne  transportation  at  Idel- 
bach's  under  guard.  Arrived  at  Hill's  and  Forrester's  places  and 
found  more  rebel  pickets.  Captured  3  horses,  the  riders  escaping  on 
the  bay.  I  halted  the  infantry  and  sent  forward  the  mounted  men, 
in  charge  of  Captain  Dana,  who  went  up  beyond  the  head  of  the  penin- 
sula without  meeting  any  opposition.  Finding  that  I  could  gain  no 
more  information  by  land  without  attacking  the  rebel  works  on  the 
Caney  River,  I  went  on  board  the  steamer  Sciota  and  moved  up  the 
coast  close  inshore,  and  from  the  masthead  of  the  ship  I  obtained  a 
fine  view  of  the  enemy's  position  and  strength.  His  works  are  not 
formidable,  and  seem  to  consist  of  2  or  3  detached  fieldworks,  the  one 
on  the  coast  being  the  most  extensive.     They  are  situated  about  4 
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miles  from  and  front  toward  the  head  of  the  peninsula.  The  ground 
in  front  is  a  level  plain,  and,  excepting  a  strip  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
wide  on  the  coast,  is  reported  marshy.  No  guns  mounted  on  the 
works.  The  rebel  troops  were  plainly  distinguished  in  the  opening 
bordering  on  the  Caney  River  and  appeared  to  be  in  line  preparing 
for  an  attack.  I  estimated  the  calvary  in  sight  at  3,000  and  infantry 
at  1,000,  and  saw  one  piece  of  field  artillery.  Discovering  a  body  of 
rebel  cavalry  moving  down  toward  our  forces,  I  immediately  returned 
to  my  command,  and  having  accomplished  the  object  of  the  recon- 
noissance,  I  withdrew  to  Idelbach's  place  and  encamped  for  the  night. 
On  the  following  day  the  command  moved  back  to  Duffey's  place,  26 
miles,  and  on  the  24th  returned  to  this  post,  marching  27  miles. 

The  settlers  on  the  peninsula  are  generally  at  home  and  seem  well 
disposed  toward  Federal  troops.  They  are  poor  and  scantily  sup- 
plied with  subsistence.  Most  of  the  stock  that  was  formerly  so 
abundant  on  the  island  has  been  driven  off  by  rebel  troops.  We 
experienced  difficulty  in  procuring  water,  and  for  15  miles  between 
Freeman's  and  Idelbach's  places  there  is  no  habitation  and  no  water 
to  be  had  by  digging. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  the  death  of  Captain  Charles  R. 
March,  of  the  Thirteenth  Maine  Infantry,  who  died  on  the  23d  instant 
of  a  wound  in  the  head,  received  from  a  shot  fired  by  a  sailor  of  the 
steamer  Scioto,  who  had  landed  with  Colonel  Hesseltine's  regiment 
to  get  a  beef.  Private  Samuel  Heald,  Company  C,  of  the  Thirteenth 
Maine  Infantry,  was  wounded  in  the  neck  by  the  same  shot.  Captain 
March  was  buried  at  Forrester's  place,  7  miles  from  the  head  of  the 
peninsula.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  was  good.  Lieutenant  George 
Throop,  of  Mercantile  Battery,  ana  the  officers  and  men  under  his 
command,  and  Captain  Dana,  of  the  staff  of  the  general  commanding, 
deserve  and  receive  my  thanks  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
discharged  the  arduous  duties  assigned  them.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  communications*  from 
Acting  Master  J.  R.  Hamilton,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Commodore,  and 
Acting  Master  Francis  H.  Grove,  commanding  U.  S.  schooner  Cory- 
pheus. 

The  Commodore,  a  small  stern-wheel  steamer,  and  the  Corypheus 
are  stationed  on  Lake  Pontchartrain,  and  have  been  doing  good  serv- 
ice there  in  intercepting  supplies  for  the  rebels  and  in  destroying  salt 
works  aijLd  tanneries. 

The  commanding  officers  of  these  vessels  have  performed  their  duty 
with  zeal  and  ability.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  facts  and  sugges- 
tions regarding  the  Mobile  blockade. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
New  Orleans,  January  22,  I864. 
Sir:  (1)  On  the  morning  of  the  20th  instant  I  made  a  reconnois- 
sance  of  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines.  I  went  in  over  the  bar  in  the  gun- 
boat Octorara,  Lieutenant-Commander  Low,  taking  the  Itasca  in  com- 
pany as  a  precaution  against  accident.  We  passed  up  to  Sand  Island 
and  laid  abreast  of  the  light-house  on  it.  Tne  day  was  uncommonly 
fine  and  the  air  very  clear.  We  were  distant  from  the  forts  3  and  3  J 
miles,  and  could  see  everything  distinctly,  so  that  it  was  easy  to  verify 
the  statements  of  the  refugee  Mcintosh  in  respect  to  the  number  of 
guns  visible  on  the  bastions  of  the  forts.  I  could  count  the  guns  and 
the  men  who  stood  by  them;  could  see  the  piles  that  had  been  driven 
across  from  Fort  Gaines  to  the  channel  opposite  Fort  Morgan,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  force  the  ships  to  keep  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
latter.    There  were  no  vessels  in  the  bay  except  one  transport  steamer. 

(2)  I  am  satisfied  that  if  I  had  one  ironclad  at  this  time  I  could 
destroy  their  whole  force  in  the  bay  and  reduce  the  forts  at  my  leisure 
by  cooperation  with  our  land  forces,  say,  5,000  men.  We  must  have 
about  2,500  men  in  the  rear  of  each  fort  to  make  regular  approaches 
by  land  and  to  prevent  the  garrisons  receiving  supplies  and  reinforce- 
ments, the  fleet  to  run  the  batteries  and  fight  the  flotilla  in  the  bay; 
but  without  ironclads  we  should  not  be  able  to  fight  the  enemy's  ves- 
sels of  that  class  with  much  prospect  of  success,  as  the  latter  could  lie 
on  the  flats  where  our  ships  could  not  go  to  destroy  them.  Wooden 
vessels  can  do  nothing  with  them  unless  by  getting  within  100  or  200 
yards,  so  as  to  ram  them  or  pour  in  a  broadside. 

(3)  I  am  told  by  Mr.  Shock,  the  fleet  engineer,  that  two  of  the  iron- 
clads now  being  constructed  at  St.  Louis  are  finished,  and  that  three 

♦Not  found. 
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or  four  ought  to  be  by  this  time.     If  I  could  get  these  I  would  attack 
them  at  once. 

(4)  The  rebel  ironclad  Nashville,  I  am  told  by  a  refugee,  will  not  be 
ready  before  March,  and  he  says  that  Buchanan  made  a  speech  to  his 
men  saying  that  as  soon  as  she  is  finished  he  will  raise  the  blockade, 
etc.  It  is  depressing  to  see  how  easily  false  reports  circulate  out  here, 
and  in  what  a  state  of  alarm  the  community  is  kept  by  the  most  absurd 
rumors.  If  the  Department  could  get  one  or  two  of  the  ironclads 
down  here  it  would  put  an  end  to  this  state  of  things  and  restore  confi- 
dence to  the  people  of  the  ports  now  in  our  possession. 

(5)  I  feel  no  apprehension  of  Buchanan's  raising  the  blockade  of 
Mobile;  but  with  such  a  force  as  he  has  in  the  bay  it  would  be  unwise 
to  take  in  our  wooden  vessels  without  the  means  of  fighting  the  enemy 
on  an  equal  footing.  By  reference  to  the  chart  you  will  see  how  small 
a  space  there  is  for  the  ships  to  maneuver. 

(6)  I  beg  to  urge  upon  the  Department  the  necessity  of  expediting 
the  departure  of  the  Brooklyn  and  Galena,  as  it  is  always  indispen- 
sable to  keep  a  force  on  the  blockade  sufficient  to  allow  one  of  the 
ships  to  go  to  Pensacola  for  coaling  or  for  repairs,  as  the  case  may  be.

Instructions  for  night  service,  night  distinctions  for  vessels,  and  special 
and  other  night  signals  for  the  blockade  off  Mobile,  January  25, 186  4. 

[Note.— Special  signals  delivered  in  manuscript,  answering  to  certain  numbers  in  the  Naval  General 
Signal  Book,  but  not  to  be  incorporated  into  it  except  in  pencil,  are  to  be  used  when  necessary  only 
on  this  blockade.] 

1.  Vessels  approaching  the  blockade  in  the  day,  either  to  join  it  or 
to  return  to  it,  will  make  their  numbers  in  the  usual  way  from  the  list 
in  the  Naval  General  Signal  Book  or  from  a  manuscript  copy  of  it 
furnished  to  those  who  have  no  Naval  General  Signal  Book. 

Vessels  having  only  the  boat  code  may  make  their  numbers  in  the 
day  by  that  code,  using  the  union  jack  and  the  number  opposite  the 
name  of  the  vessel  in  the  list  (pages  142  to  146).     See  page  142. 

The  dav  distinguishing  pennants  are  the  same  throughout  the  West 
Gulf  Blockading  Sauadrbn. 

2.  Any  vessel  01  the  Mobile  blockade  discovering  a  strange  sail 
running  in  or  out  of  the  harbor  will,  at  the  moment  or  firing,  slipping, 
or  chasing,  show  or  hoist  where  it  can  be  seen  to  the  best  advantage  a 
red  lantern  light  and  keep  it  exhibited  while  within  the  limits  of  the 
line  of  blockade.  In  case  there  is  firing  all  the  vessels  of  the  blockade 
near  the  one  engaged,  or  at  least  within  range  of  fire,  will  also  hoist 
a  red  lantern  light  and  keep  it  exhibited  during  the  engagement  or 
until  the  vessel  or  vessels  engaged  are  out  of  the  line  of  the  blockade 
or  until  they  haul  down  their  lights. 

In  case  the  strange  vessel  seen  should  exhibit  lights  to  attempt  to 
deceive  or  mislead  the  chasing  or  engaging  vessels,  the  vessel  first 
making  the  discovery  will  haul  down  the  red  lantern  light  and  hoist 
insteaa  the  proper  night  lantern  lights,  representing  her  night  dis- 
tinction within  the  limits  of  this  blockade. 

3.  Vessels  having  to  get  underway  at  night  for  any  other  reason 
than  to  chase,  while  changing  stations,  going  to  their  stations,  or  to 
communicate  with  any  other  vessel  on  the  blockade,  will,  when  in  the 
line  or  range  of  the  guns  of  the  blockading  vessels,  exhibit  the  lantern 
lights  representing  their  night  distinction,  which  will  be  answered 
by  all. 

4.  Vessels  approached  by  a  white  lantern  light  shown  from  the  poop, 
peak,  forecastle,  or  over  the  side  or  quarter,  as  circumstances  may 
require,  to  prevent  collisions  and  being  fired  into  by  a  blockading 
vessel. 
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No  vessel  will  move  from  her  station  at  night  without  giving  warn- 
ing; if  in  chase  by  hoisting  a  red  lantern  light,  or  in  the  other  prescribed 
cases  by  hoisting  the  night  distinction  lights. 

Vessels  approaching  the  h'ne  of  blockade  after  dark  from  seaward 
will  invariably  report  their  names  and  numbers  as  recorded  in  the 
Naval  General  Signal  Book  or  in  the  manuscript  list  furnished  with 
Coston  lights  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 

1st.  Burn  the  Coston  P  (preparatory),  which  must  be  answered  by  the  senior  officer  or  the 
commander  of  the  vessel  nearest  to  which  the  signal  is  made. 

2d.  Send  up  a  rocket  and  follow  it. 

3d.  By  burning  the  Coston  number  representing  those  of  the  vessel,  as  indicated  above, 
immediately  after  which  the  vessel  approaching  will  hoist  her"  night  distinction  lights  and 
keep  them  up  until  she  anchors,  or  the  vessel  approached  communicates  or  hauls  down  her 
white  lantern  lights  or  her  nignt  distinction  lantern  lights,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  the 
approaching  vessel  must  not  attempt  to  pass  inside  of  the  line  until  authorized  to  do  so. 
Vessels  belonging  to  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  that  are  not  provided  with  a  copy 
of  the  Naval  General  Signal  Book  or  with  a  list  in  manuscript  of  the  numbers  and  names  of 
the  vessels  will  make  themselves  known  at  night  when  approaching  the  Mobile  Squadron  or  a 
vessel  belonging  to  it  by  making  the  numbers  of  the  vessel  as  recorded  in  the  boat  code  of 
signals  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 

1st.  Burn  a  navy-blue  light,  which  should  be  answered  by  a  Coston  A  (answering). 

2d.  Send-up  a  rocket  and  follow  it  immediately. 

3d.  By  burning  the  Coston  numbers  representing  the  name  and  number  of  the  vessel 
recorded:  in  the  Boat  Code.     (See  pages  142  to  146.)  / 

Special  night  signals. 

5.  To  be  used  only  by  picket  boats  and  by  all  vessels  on  the  Mobile 
blockade. 

The  following  Coston  lights  to  be  burned  without  the  preparatory 
signal  being  made: 

Coston  No.  1. — Interrogatory:  "May  or  shall  I  do  that  which  I  shall  ask  by  signal  to  be 
made  immediately  ? "  After  this  from  the  Boat  Code  by  Coston  lights  or  as  a  preparatory  to 
asking  for  information  or  asking  a  question  by  signal  from  the  Boat  Code. 

Coston  No.  2. — "Strange  sail  in  sight  to  the  westward/'  to  be  followed  immediately,  if  a 
steamer,  by  a  rocket  sent  in  the  direction  she  was  steering  when  last  seen. 

Coston  No.  3. — "Strange  sail  running  out  of  this  pass,"  to  be  followed  immediately,  if  a 
steamer,  by  a  rocket  sent  in  the  direction  was  seen  steering. 

Coston  No.  4. — "Strange  sail  outside  of  me  to  the  southward,"  to  be  followed  immediately, 
if  a  steamer,  by  a  rocket  sent  in  the  direction  the  steamer  was  steering. 

Coston  No.  5. — " Enemy  coming  out."  If  but  one  vessel  one  rocket  to  be  sent  up;  but  if 
in  force  or  more  than  one  vessel  two  rockets  will  be  sent  up  in  succession  immediately  after 
burning  the  red  light.    To  be  repeated  if  necessary  after  a  short  interval  of  time. 

Coston  No.  6. — ■  Strange  sail  running  in."  If  a  steamer,  to  bo  followed  immediately  by  a 
rocket. 

Coston  No.  7. — Negative.     "No,  do  not,"  or  refusal  to  grant  request  made. 

Coston  No.  8. — "Suspicious  movements  of  the  enemy  inside." 

Coston  No.  9. — "In  need  I  am  of  assistance." 

Coston  No.  10. — "  Strange  sail  to  the  eastward. ' '  If  a  steamer,  to  be  followed  immediately 
by  a  rocket. 

6.  No  vessel  of  the  Mobile  blockading  squadron  will  leave  her 
station  at  night  to  chase  out  of  signal  distance,  unless  she  sees  a  vessel, 
and  then  not  more  than  two  of  the  blockading  vessels  will  be  author- 
ized to  chase  a  single  vessel  unless  specially  ordered  to  do  so  by  the 
senior  officer  present  by  signal  or  otherwise. 

7.  Vessels  leaving  tneir  stations  at  night  to  give  chase  to  a  vessel 
or  vessels  seen  by  them  will  return  to  the  blockade  in  case  they  do 
not  see  the  escapinjg  vessel  or  her  smoke  at  daylight  the  following 
morning,  unless  reliable  information  is  obtained  from  vessels  fallen 
in  with,  which  will  give  reasonable  assurance  that  she  or  they  may 
be  overtaken. 
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8.  When  special  signal  No.  5  is  made,  all  the  vessels  of  the  blockade 
will  slip  and  concentrate  in  line  in  order  of  their  stations  upon  the 
senior  officer,  taking  care,  however,  not  to  do  so  in  so  precipitate  a 
manner  as  to  make  the  movement  a  rapid  retreat,  but  to  withdraw 
in  good  order,  keeping  the  enemy  at  bay  to  allow  time  for  the  whole 
squadron  to  concentrate  in  line  of  battle  well  outside  of  the  shoals. 
If  the  enemy  is  discovered  by  the  picket  boat  or  vessel  stationed  inside 
the  bar,  signal  No.  5  will  be  made  immediately,  and  that  vessel  or 
boat  will  retreat  toward  the  nearest  vessel  stationed  in  that  quarter, 
give  the  information  by  speaking,  and  continue  to  do  so  to  all  the 
vessels  near  which  it  will  have  to  pass  in  proceeding  to  the  senior 
officer's  vessel. 

9.  In  case  of  firing  being  heard  within  the  limits  of  the  blockade  at 
night,  those  vessels  stationed  nearest  will  slip  immediately  and  proceed 
to  the  scene  of  action  to  take  part,  if  necessary,  and  all  other  vessels 
will  be  on  the  lookout,  and  if  tne  firing  is  continuous,  they  will  lose  no 
time  in  proceeding  to  the  scene  of  action  also. 

The  bearings  of  all  vessels  of  the  blockade  and  of  all  prominent 
objects  on  shore  should  be  taken  by  the  blockading  vessels  after  taking 
their  respective  stations  for  the  night,  and  in  the  event  of  having  to 
fire  during  the  night  to  be  careful  m  pointing  their  guns  so  as  not  to 
•  run  any  unnecessary  risks  of  hitting  friends.  All  the  vessels  will,  if 
possible,  keep  themselves  during  the  day  within  good  signal  distance, 
unless  in  chase,  at  "  discretion/ '  or  when  sent  on  particular  duty 
beyond  signal  distance. 

Two  vessels  will,  as  a  general  rule*,  be  sent  in  chase  of  all  vessels  to 
be  chased  to  the  seaward.  Vessels  sent  in  chase  will  keep  the  com- 
manding officer  on  the  blockade  informed  from  time  to  time  by 
signal  of  character  or  appearance  of  the  strange  vessel  to  enable  him 
to  send  additional  force  in  case  the  stranger  should  have  the  appear- 
ance of  being  armed. 

10.  The  foregoing  special  signals  should  be  repeated  after  an  inter- 
val of  five  or  ten  minutes,  either  by  the  vessel  first  making  the  signal 
or  by  one  of  those  nearest  to  it.  The  answer  will  be  such  signals  as 
the  commanding  officer  may  consider  necessary  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

The  foregoing  instructions,  special  signals,  etc.,  take  the  place  of 
all  previous  ones  on  this  blockade.

Additional  instructions  for  the  commanders  of  vessels  on  the  blockade  off  Mobile. 

11.  Commanders  of  vessels  on  the  Mobile  blockade  are  authorized 
to  leave  their  positions  temporarily  during  the  day  (but  to  be  resumed 
before  or  as  soon  after  dark  as  circumstances  may  require)  to  commu- 
nicate with  or  to  lie  near  the  senior  officer's  vessel,  whenever  they  may 
consider  it  necessary  or  convenient,  if  the  state  of  the  atmosphere 
and  weather  is  such  as  to  justify  the  withdrawal  of  their  vessels. 

12.  Commanders  of  vessels  wishing  to  communicate  with  or  to  pass 
any  of  the  blockade  after  dark  will  hoist  their  night  distinction  Ian- 
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tern  lights.  When  near  the  vessel  or  vessels  approached,  they  will  be 
answered  by  the  exhibition  of  a  white  light  lantern  until  tne  approach- 
ing vessel  is  within  hail  or  shall  have  passed.  If  the  approaching 
vessel  wish  to  communicate,  either  by  speaking  or  by  boat,  the  night 
distinction  lights  will  be  lowered  and  the  engine  stopped. 

If  the  vessel  is  only  passing,  the  light  wilfbe  kept  up,  and  she  will 
proceed  on  her  course,  unless  required  to  stop  to  enable  the  approached 
vessel  to  identify  her. 

13.  No  vessel  on  the  blockade  must  proceed  at  night  when  hailed 
by  another  vessel  on  the  blockade  until  the  hailing  vessel  is  satisfied 
of  the  identity  of  the  one  hailed. 

14.  No  strange  vessel  is  to  be  permitted  to  pass  inside  of  the  line 
of  blockade  at  any  time,  but  more  especially  at  night.  Any  vessel 
attempting  to  pass  inshore  of  any  blockading  vessel  or  inside  of  the 
line  ot  the  blockading  vessels  must  be  dealt  with  promptly  and,  if 
necessary,  summarily.  Neither  national  flags  nor  signals  are  to  be 
regarded,  in  such  cases,  due  warning  having  been  previously  given, 
either  by  blank  cartridge  or  by  speaking. 

15.  Tne  night  distinction  lantern  lights  of  the  vessels  on  the  blockade 
moving  at  night  within  the  lines  or  immediately  outside  of  them,  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  a  station,  must  be  answered  by  all  vessels 
of  the  blockade  near  which  they  may  pass  by  a  single  white  light  lan- 
tern exhibited  in  such  a  manner  as  to  mask  it  from  all  except  those 
on  board  of  the  passing  vessel. 

16.  Whenever  an  armed  vessel  is  discovered  approaching  the  block- 
ade, the  commander  of  the  vessel  making  the  discovery  will  promptly 
report  the  fact  by  signal  and  get  underway  or  slip  immediately  and 
proceed  m  the  direction  of  the  approaching  vessel,  taking  care  to  keep 
inside  of  the  stranger  and  to  turn  his  vessel's  head  in  the  direction  he 
may  be  steering  in  time  to  insure  keeping  ahead  of  him.  As  the 
stranger  is  approached,  signal  is  to  be  made  of  the  appearance,  flag 
carried,  and  supposed  character. 

17.  Vessels  on  the  blockade  discovering  the  enemy  approaching  or 
seeing  signals  reporting  an  armed  vessel  or  foreign  man-of-war 
approaching  will  get  underway  or  slip  immediately  without  waiting 
for  a  signal  from  the  commanding  officer  and  take  position  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  running  the  blockade  through  eitner  of  the  guarded 
channels. 

18.  When  vessels  of  war  of  friendly  nations  approach  the  blockade 
and  express  a  wish  to  communicate  with  the  commanding  officer,  they 
must  be  accompanied  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  vessels  of  the  blockade 
(one  on  either  dow  and  a  little  ahead  of  the  stranger)  to  an  anchorage 
a  short  distance  outside  of  the  senior  officer's  ship,  where  he  must  be 
requested  to  anchor.  The  accompanying  vessels  will  not  anchor,  but 
keep  their  positions  near  the  stranger  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
commanding  officer. 

19.  When  the  signal  is  made  to  chase  during  the  day  the  vessels  so 
ordered  will  either  slip  or  get  underway  as  the  urgency  or  otherwise 
of  the  case  may  require. 

20.  When  the  enemy  is  discovered  at  night,  signal  is  made  of  his 
approach,  or  when  signal  is  made  to  prepare  tor  tattle,  form  line  of 
battle,  or  rally  upon  the  senior  officer's  ship,  all  the  vessels  of  the 
blockade  will  slip;  spread  fires,  and  place  themselves  in  position  and 
in  readiness  for  vigorous  action  immediately. 
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21.  When  two  or  more  blockading  vessels  are  in  chase,  if  in  the  day- 
time, the  vessels  in  sight  of  the  one  chased  will  keep  the  other  vessels 
in  chase  fully  informed  by  signal  of  the  movements  or  the  chased  vessel. 
If  at  night,  the  course  will  be  indicated  by  the  exhibition  of  a  white 
lantern  light  over  the  stern  or  qu&rter,  masked  from  the  vessel  chased. 

22.  When  it  can  be  avoided,  vessels  belonging  to  the  blockade  will 
not  return  to  it  at  night  unless  they  were  in  siffht  and  recognized  by 
signal  before  dark;  but  in  case  a  vessel  should  nave  to  approach  the 
line  of  blockade  after  dark,  the  name  and  number  must  be  indicated, 
first,  by  Coston  signals,  and  to  be  recognized  and  answered  by  hoisting 
and  keeping  up  the  night-light  lantern  distinction  until  near  the  senior 
officer's  vessel  and  until  that  vessel's  white  lantern  light  is  withdrawn 
or  hauled  down. 

23.  When  vessels  belonging  to  the  blockade  are  sent  away  for  sup- 
plies, the  commanding  officers  are  expected  and  required  to  fill  up  with 
coal,  provisions,  and  small  stores  and  return  to  their  stations  on  the 
blockade  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

24.  When  vessels  are  sent  for  supplies  they  are  not  to  be  detained 
in  port  for  refitting,  overhauling,  or  making  repairs  beyond  the  time 
necessary  to  take  on  board  the  supplies  which  may  be  required. 

25.  When  vessels  are  on  the  eve  of  departure  from  the  blockade  for 
supplies,  their  commanders  will  inform  the  senior  officer  present  (in 
case  any  refitting,  overhauling,  or  repairing  is  needed  which  might 
detain  the  vessel  in  port  for  a  longer  time  than  would  probably  be 
required  to  take  those  supplies  on  board)  the  length  of  time  required 
and  the  extent  of  overhauling,  refitting,  or  repairing  needed,  and 
obtain  his  authority  for  the  necessary  detention  before  commencing 
the  work. 

26.  It  is  desirable  that  none  of  the  vessels  on  the  blockade  be 
detained  after  the  coal  on  board  is  reduced  to  the  quantity  equal  to 
four  days'  full  steaming.  Commanding  officers  are  therefore  requested 
to  keep  the  commanding  officer  fully  informed  in  regard  to  the  state  of 
their  coal  to  enable  him  to  make  provision  accordingly. 

27.  Commanders  of  vessels  on  the  blockade  are  expected  and 
required  to  see  that  the  coal  bunkers  are  properly  trimmed  down  and 
stowed  to  the  full  extent  of  their  capacity  and  that  on  leaving  port  to 
return  to  the  blockade  there  is  not  less  than  two  months'  full  supply 
of  provisions,  clothing,  and  small  stores  on  board  for  the  full  comple- 
ment of  men.

Instructions  for  picket  vessels  and  rowboats. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond,  January  27,  186^. 
As  a  general  rule  the  picket  vessel  and  boat,  or  one  or  the  other 
alone,  as  the  case  may  be,  will  proceed  from  their  day  positions  or 
ships  in  time  to  cross  the  bar  of  the  Main  Ship  Channel  as  soon  after 
dark  as  it  may  be  deemed  proper,  having  due  regard  to  concealments 
from  the  enemy  inside  the  bay. 
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The  picket  vessel  will  tow  the  picket  boat  over  the  bar. 

The  picket  boat  will  return  to  the  picket  vessel  at  or  before  the  dawn 
of  day. 

The  picket  vessel  will  return  from  the  anchorage  inside  of  the  bar  at 
early  daylight  with  the  picket  boat  in  tow  and  talce  her  to  the  vessel  to 
which  she  belongs. 

In  case  the  water  inside  the  bar  should  become  rough  during  the 
night  the  picket  boat  will  lose  no  time  in  returning  to  the  picket  vessel. 
In  like  case  the  picket  vessel  will  come  outside  of  the  Dar  with  the 
picket  boat  and  anchor  until  daylight  or  take  the  picket  boat  to  the 
vessel  to  which  it  belongs,  as  may  be  deemed  best,  naving  due  regard 
to  the  state  of  the  weather  and  sea. 

The  picket  vessel  will  be  sent  in  the  afternoon  near  the  vessel  whose 
turn  it  may  be  to  send  the  picket  boat  for  the  night. 

In  case  a  picket  boat  is  sent  inside  of  the  bar  alone  the  officer  in  com- 
mand will  regulate  his  movements  in  regard  to  crossing  the  bar, 
remaining  in  tne  channel,  returning  to  his  vessel,  etc.,  as  hereinbefore 
directed. 

In  case  the  weather  becomes  suddenly  bad,  the  sea  rough,  with  the 
current  too  strong  to  allow  the  boat  to  remain  in  the  cnannel  with 
safety,  the  officer  in  command  will  proceed  immediately  to  the  vessel 
nearest  to  him  or  to  the  one  most  easil  v  reached,  having  regard  to  the 
force  and  direction  of  the  wind  and  tide. 

Picket  boats  are  not  to  go  beyond  the  northern  point  of  Sand  Island 
unless  specially  directed  to  do  so.  Ordinarily  the  picket  boat  should 
remain  within  600  or  800  yards  to  the  northward  of  the  picket  vessel. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  picket  boat  will  keep  his  boat  under- 
way or  at  anchor,  with  a  light  boat's  anchor  (in  the  latter  case  taking 
care  to  see  the  boat  does  not  drift),  as  circumstances  may  permit.  In 
general,  especially  in  dark,  foggy,  or  hazy  nights,  the  boat  should  pull 
about  the  channel. 

A  sharp  lookout  must  be  kept  at  all  times  while  on  picket  duty  to 
prevent  surprise. 

No  vessel  or  boat  is  to  be  allowed  to  approach  the  picket  boat  from 
the  bay,  or,  indeed,  from  any  quarter. 

In  case  enemy's  vessels  or  blockade  runners  or  pilot  or  other  boats 
are  discovered,  warning  must  be  given  immediately  by  burning  the 
prescribed  signal  lights,  taking  care,  however,  to  get  out  of  the  way  of 
a  superior  force  by  pulling  into  shoal  water  before  making  the  signals. 

Tne  following  signals  will  be  made  to  meet  the  prescribed  cases: 

1st.  If  an  armed  vessel  of  the  enemy  is  seen  approaching  or  coming 
out,  the  Coston  light  No.  5  (the  present  corrected  number,  red)  must 
be  burned,  followed  immediately  by  a  rocket. 

2d.  If  two  or  more  vessels  of  the  enemy  are  seen  approaching  or 
coming  out,  the  Coston  light  No.  5,  red,  will  be  burned,  followed  imme- 
diately by  two  rockets  in  quick  succession.  Signals  Nos.  1  and  2  must 
be  repeated  by  the  picket  vessel  or  the  vessel  or  vessels  near  the  main 
channel  entrance. 

3d.  If  a  vessel  is  seen  running  out,  the  Coston  light  No.  3  (white  and 
red)  must  be  burned,  and  if  a  steamer,  to  be  followed  immediately  by  a 
rocket  sent  up  in  the  direction  the  steamer  was  last  seen  or  in  the 
direction  of  tne  course  she  appeared  to  be  steering  when  last  seen 
inside  of  him. 
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4th.  In  case  the  picket  boat  or  vessel  needs  assistance,  Coston  light 
No.  9  (green  and  white)  must  be  burned,  and  repeated  after  a  short 
intervafif  necessary. 

The  picket  vessel  (in  case  the  enemy's  armed  vessel  or  vessels  appear 
at  night)  will,  after  making  the  prescribed  signal,  proceed  toward  the 
commanding  officer's  vessel  and  communicate  what  he  may  have  seen 
by  speaking  to  the  commander  of  each  vessel  he  has  to  pass  near  to  in 
doing  so. 

The  picket  boat  must  have  an  officer  in  charge,  one  coxswain,  and 
not  less  than  eight  oarsmen. 

The  officer  and  crew  are  to  be  completely  armed  with  carbines  or 
rifle  muskets,  revolvers,  and  ship's  cutlasses;  the  arms  to  be  protected 
against  rain  and  spray.  A  full  supply  of  ammunition  (carefully  put 
up  and  secure  against  wet  in  proper  packages  and  properly  marked  for 
each  description  of  firearms)  must  be  provided. 

There  must  be  a  grapnel,  with  a  suitable  line  attached,  kept  in  the 
bow,  and  one  in  the  coxswain's  box  of  the  boat  for  grappling  small 
vessels  or  boats.  A  grapnel  or  boat's  anchor  of  the  necessary  weight, 
with  a  good  length  of  line,  for  anchoring  must  be  provided. 

A  complete  set,  with  a  few  extra  mufflers  for  the  oars;  a  boat's  com- 
pass; a  lead  line  marked  to  feet;  a  breaker  of  fresh  water;  a  baej  of 
nard  bread;  a  supply  of  Coston  lights,  Nos.  3,  5,  and  9,  and  not  less 
than  three  rockets,  with  their  staves  fitted,  and  a  rocket  chute  for 
firing  them;  a  lint  stock  (slow  match),  flint  steel,  and  tinder  (tinder 
box);  two  tourniquets;  two  tin  pans  and  pots;  a  bucket  for  bailing; 
one  hatchet;  one  boat  ensign  and  a  few  nails  (assorted  sizes  and  differ- 
ent kinds),  felt  or  lead,  or  both,  for  covering  holes  either  of  shot  or 
rocks;  a  lantern,  with  a  painted  cover  to  fit  snugly  over  it,  but  easily 
removed,  and  a  night's  supply  of  candles. 

A  password  will  he  given  to  the  officer  of  the  picket  vessel  stationed 
inside  of  the  bar,  or  he  will  select  one  himself  in  case  he  does  not  receive 
one  for  the  night  from  the  commanding  officer,  which  he  will  communi- 
cate to  the  officer  commanding  the  picket  boat,  to  be  given  to  the  picket 
vessel  in  answer  to  a  hail  from  her. 

The  words  selected  should  be  short  and  easily  repeated,  and  written 
on  a  slip  of  paper  for  the  officer  of  the  deck  and  the  officer  commanding 
thepicKet  boat. 

Tne  officers  and  boats'  crews  sent  on  picket  duty  are  to  be  thickly 
or  comfortably  clad  in  blue,  with  pea-jackets,  good  shoes  and  stock- 
ings, etc. 

The  ammunition  and  bread  must  be  covered  by  a  tarpaulin. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  picket  boat  will  be  held  to  a  strict 
account  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

He  must  not,  under  any  pretense  whatsoever,  endanger  the  safety 
of  the  boat  or  the  men  unnecessarily,  and  he  will  not  be  excused  for 
going  beyond  the  limits  of  his  prescribed  beat  for  any  purpose  unless 
specially  ordered  to  do  so.  He  will  use  his  arms  and  ail  the  force 
under  his  command  prudently,  but  firmly  and  vigorously,  if  oppor- 
tunity should  present  itself  or  necessity  compel  him  to  use  them  at  all. 
In  case  of  stress  of  weather  or  of  accident  he  will  endeavor  to  reach  (or 
to  obtain  assistance  from)  the  vessel  of  the  blockade  most  accessible 
to  him. 

In  going  into  the  station  and  also  during  the  stay  there  a  careful 
watch  should  be  kept  upon  Sand  Island,  as  well  as  the  channels,  to 
prevent  surprise.  Digitized  by  Google 
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The  senior  officer  will  inform  the  commander  of  the  vessel  who  is  to 
furnish  a  picket  boat  for  the  night  by  signal  in  advance  of  the  picket 
vessel.

New  Orleans,  January  27,  1863  [1864]. 
Dear  Sir:  Commodore  Smith,  in  command  of  the  navy  yard  at 
Pensacola,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  the  Navy  Department  to  build 
a  hospital  and  other  houses  in  the  yard,  made  a  contract  with  Captain 
S.  P.  Griffin  to  saw  lumber  for  those  purposes,  and  I  have  to  request 
that  you  will  give  the  necessary  orders  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  military  forces  in  Pensacola  Bay,  so  that  he  may  not  be  prevented 
or  interfered  with  in  his  work. 

It  appears  that  Captain  Griffin  placed  his  mills  on  Santa  Rosa 
Island,  which  I  presume  General  Asooth  conceives  to  be  an  infringe- 
ment upon  his  premises  and  has  refused  to  let  him  have  the  logs  which 
drift  upon  the  Island  and  which  broke  loose  from  the  yard.

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
.  Off  New  Orleans,  January  28,  1864- 
Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  26th, 
in  which  you  desire  to  have  my  opinion  in  relation  to  the  confinement 
or  disposition  of  the  British  blockade  runners.  % 

The  only  instructions  I  have  received  on  the  subject  from  the 
Department  directed  the  release  of  foreigners  after  the  condemnation 
of  the  vessel,  but  believing  as  I  do,  that  there  should  be  no  such  dis- 
tinction made,  I  would  gladly  avail  myself  of  your  instructions  and 
turn  them  over  to  the  court.  We  are  in  the  habit  of  sending  to  the 
North  all  persons  f  ound  on  board  captured  vessels  except  a  sufficient 
number  to  appear  before  the  court  for  her  condemnation;  but  if  they 
are  not  confined  on  their  arrival  there,  we  only  offer  them  a  greater 
facility  for  getting  back  to  Nassau,  Havana,  or  England  to  try  their 
fortunes  again. 

My  opinion  in  relation  to  those  placed  in  possession  of  the  court  is 
that  they  should  be  turned  over  to  the  provost-marshal  for  confine- 
ment as  prisoners  of  war  for  exchange. 
We  have  no  place  of  security  for  tnem.

Memorandum  of  6.  Forscheimer  and  P.  Helman  regarding  the  defenses 

of  Mobile. 

Left  Mobile  on  the  20th  January.  Reinforcements  from  Johnston's 
army  arrived  that  day,  about  3,000.  It  was  stated  that  10,000  were 
expected. 

Major-General  Maury  and  Admiral  Buchanan  are  still  the  com- 
manding officers.  Commodore  Farrand  is  the  second  naval  com- 
mander. 

Several  thousand  negroes  are  continually  working  on  the  fortifica- 
tions, which  are  nearly  completed  from  the  old  light-house  to  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,near  the  city,  inside  the  swamps, 
and  Three  Mile  Creek. 

The  garrison  at  Fort  Morgan,  1,000  strong,  had  laid  down  their 
arms,  but  were  induced  by  General  Maury  to  take  [them]  up  again. 

Provisions  and  all  supplies  very  scarce.  Ammunition  plenty,  as 
two  Government  steamers  ran  in  three  weeks  ago  loaded  with  ammu- 
nition. 

Prices  of  everything  very  high.  Flour,  $160  per  barrel;  coffee,  $12 
per  pound;  boots  from  $120  to  $200  per  pair;  common  overcoat,  $200; 
and  common  suit  of  clothes  from  $200  to  300. 

The  spirit  of  the  people  is  broken,  but  the  officers  determined  to 
defend  tne  city  to  tne  last.  The  Mobile  and  Montgomery  Railroad 
is  not  guarded. 
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The  terminus  of  the  Mobile  and  Montgomery  Railroad  is  10  miles 
above  Blakely,  at  Hall's  House,  the  depot  entirely  surrounded  by 
swamps  and  accessible  within  3  miles  only  on  the  trestlework. 
Trains  run  regularly  once  a  day  from  and  to. 

The  small  steamer  Boston  is  still  there,  but  ready  to  run  the  block- 
ade, well  provided  with  ammunition.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  77.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  proposed 
conversion  of  the  77.  S.  vessels  Bohio  and  Kittatinny  into  colliers. 

No.  11.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  New  Orleans,  January  29,  I864. 

Sir:  I  find  that  the  sailing  vessels  Kittatinny  and  Bohio  are  of  no 
use  as  vessels  of  war,  and  I  think  that  the  best  thing  I  can  do  with 
them  is  to  convert  them  into  colliers  and  send  them  down  on  the 
coast  of  Texas  to  supply  the  vessels  of  war  blockading  that  coast. 
The  chartering  [of]  vessels  for  that  purpose  is  attended  with  great 
expense,  as  it  is  also  at  great  risk. 

The  ship  Sportsman,  which  has  been  in  attendance  on  the  squadron 
as  ordnance  ship,  has  been  ordered  to  be  discharged.  By  using  the 
Nightingale  we  will  be  able  to  store  the  ordnance  stores  in  her.  She 
will  require  some  repairs,  being  much  wormed  above  her  copper.  We 
will  have  to  put  on  one  or  two  streaks  of  copper  also. 

I  am  doing  all  in  my  power  to  dispose  of  tne  sailing  vessels  and  take 
their  officers  and  crews  for  the  steamers. 

I  hope  to  leave  here  to-morrow  or  the  day  after  for  Mobile  and  Pen- 
sacola.

I  was  delighted  to  hear  of  the  surrender  of  the  company  of  soldiers 
at  Pensacola.     I  think  there  will  be  more  of  that  done  m  a  short  time.

Sir:  Having  failed  to  find  either  the  Calhoun  or  J.  P.  Jackson  off 
Grant's  Pass  since  I  have  been  in  command  of  the  blockade,  and  not 
having  received  any  reports,  either  from  you  or  the  commanding  offi- 
cer at  Ship  Island  by  the  Jasmine  on  her  last  trip  from  New  Orleans 
via  Ship  Island,  I  have  determined  to  send  a  vessel  to  Ship  Island  to 
ascertain  what  is  now  going  01^  and  what  has  been  done  in  Mississippi 
Sound  during  the  last  twenty-five  days.

Colorado,  announcing  arrival  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 

U.  S.  S.  Frigate  Colorado, 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  February  S,  I864. 
Sir:  I  had  the  honor  to  address  the  Department  on  the  31st  ultimo 
from  Martha's  Vineyard,  [Vineyard  Sound],  at  which  port  I  anchored 
with  this  ship  under  my  command  on  that  day  to  escape  a  storm. 
On  the  2d  instant  she  sailed  from  that  anchorage  and  we  arrived 
here  this  evening. 

I  sailed  from  the  South  West  Pass,  Mississippi  River,  on  the  16th 
ultimo,  under  orders  from  Commodore  H.  H.  Bell,  commanding 
squadron  (pro  tern.),  to  proceed  to  this  port,  and  on  the  20th  ultimo 
touched  at  Kev  West  for  coal,  and  sailed  thence  on  the  23d. 

The  terms  or  service  of  452  men  of  this  ship's  company  have  expired, 
and  231  men  from  this  ship  whose  terms  of  service  had  not  expired  were 
exchanged  into  various  vessels  of  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron 
for  those  whose  terms  of  service  had  expired. 

All  the  ammunition  of  the  Colorado,  except  sufficient  for  the  prob- 
able emergencies  of  the  passage  north,  was  transferred  to  the  ordnance 
vessel  on  the  day  previous  to  my  departure  from  the  passes,  by  order 
of  the  commander  of  the  squacfron,  also  a  150-pounder  rifled  rarrott 
gun.  All  the  stores  of  the  ship  belonging  to  the  engineer's,  boat- 
swain's, carpenter's,  and  sailmaker's  departments,  except  sufficient  for 
the  necessities  of  the  passage  home,  were  left  at  New  Orleans.

Navy,  regarding  affairs  on  the 
coast  of  Texas,  and  transmitting  letters  relative  to  ship  Amsterdam  and 
bark  Herbert,  under  charter  to  transport  arms  to  Matamoras,  Mexico. 

No.  14.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  New  Orleans,  February  J+,  I864. 
Sir:  (1)  Since  my  last  communication  I  have  received  information 
from  the  coast  of  Texas  in  relation  to  the  movements  of  the  enemy. 
General  Magruder  is  supposed  to  have  about  20,000  infantry  and 
artillery  and  about  5,000  cavalry.  Our  people  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Brazos  Santiago  have  had  a  little  skirmish  with  them,  but  our  gun- 
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boats  drove  them  off,  and  our  troops,  having  made  their  reconnois- 
sance,  fell  back  to  their  intrenchments. 

(2)  Captain  Gillis  expresses  his  regret  that  our  army  was  not  able  to 
follow  up  its  successes,  as  the  enemy  have  been  very  active  in  fortify- 
ing their  positions,  especially  Galveston.  They  have  now,  it  is  said, 
some  39  guns  mounted  on  the  several  forts  and  several  gunboats  in  the 
bay,  two  of  which  are  reported  to  be  ironclads.  I  do  not  give  much 
credit,  however,  to  this  last  item,  nor  do  I  believe  they  have  as  many 
guns  in  Texas. 

(3)  Captain  Gillis  sent  up  by  the  supply  vessel  ten  or  twelve 
deserters  and  refugees,  also  the  crew  of  a  small  captured  schooner. 
By  the  same  vessel  I  received  (through  General  Banks)  a  communica- 
tion from  our  consul  at  Altona,  [Germany],  to  Mr.  Seward,  and  also  one, 
from  Mr.  Seward,  directing  that  any  naval  officer  who  midit  be  so 
fortunate  as  to  fall  in  with  the  vessels  named  therein  shoula  capture 
them.  Also  a  letter  from  General  Herron  (a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed) , 
showing  that  he  has  probably  made  capture  or  the  Herbert.  In  hopes 
of  overtaking  the  other,  the  ship  Afoterdam,  I  immediately  sent  a 
vessel  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kio  Grande.  On  receiving  the  dis- 
patches of  Captain  Gillis  I  was  disappointed  to  learn  that  we  had  no 
vessel  at  the  mouth  of  that  river;  but  he  informed  me  that  his  force 
was  too  limited  to  spare  anything  from  Galveston  under  the  circum- 
stances.

States  jurisdiction  they  may  be  seized  as  prizes.  If,  however,  they 
unfortunately  succeed  m  landing  their  cargoes  at  Matamoras,  you  will 
take  all  proper  steps  to  prevent  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  from 
coming  into  the  possession  of  the  insurgents.

Letter  from  Major-Qeneral  Dana,  V.  S.  Army,  to  IAeutenanUCom- 
manlier  Cooke,  77.  S.  Navy,  regarding  measures  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  desertion  from  the  Confederate  forces. 

Headquarters  U.  S.  Forges, 
Matagorda  Bay,  February  4, 186 4. 

Two  commissioned  officers  and  one  private,  deserters  from  tiie 
enemy,  have  come  in  this  morning.  They  report  that  so  many  lies 
are  told  them  about  the  way  in  which  they  are  treated  here  that  it  is 
very  necessary  that  some  or  the  orders  I  have  had  printed  and  Gov- 
ernor [Andrew  J.]  Hamilton's  address  should  be  circulated  among 
them.  Can  it  not  be  arranged  for  a  gunboat  to  send  an  armed  boat 
ashore,  in  calm  weather,  at  points  anywhere  between  5  and  15  miles 
from  the  head  of  the  peninsula?  These  orders  can  be  put  in  singly 
(a  single  copy  of  each)  in  a  slit  in  the  end  of  a  stick  fastened  in  the 
sand  on  the  beach.  They  would  be  sure  to  be  picked  up.  The  pickets 
of  the  enemy  go  in  pairs  only,  and  two  of  them  start  aown  the  beach 
from  Caney  every  two  hours.  They  ride  down  16  miles  to  a  house 
called  "Idlebach's,"  and  then  ride  back. 

A  few  copies  of  the  orders  left  at  the  house  or  at  points  above  it 
would  be  picked  up  by  the  pickets;  I  have  also  some  letters  written 
by  the  deserters  to  their  comrades,  relating  the  kind  of  reception  they 
meet  with  here,  which  I  would  like  to  have  disposed  of  in  the  same  way. 
If  a  gunboat  would  put  ashore  two  or  three  of  these  sticks  every  two  or 
three  days,  or  less  frequently,  the  information  would  certainly  get  to 
the  men  who  are  desirous  of  deserting.  I  can  supply  copies  of  the 
documents  whenever  the  matter  is  decided  upon  by  your  arm  of  the 
service.     I  understand  from  these  men  that  the  demonstrations  which 
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are  occasionally  made  by  the  gunboats  near  Caney  are  very  annoying 
and  troublesome  to  them;  they  often  think  we  are  about  to  make  a 
landing,  and  send  them  miles  off  for  cavalry,  which  comes  down  and 
keeps  m  the  saddle  all  night.  These  stampedes  have  occurred  so  fre- 
quently that  their  horses  nave  been  very  much  run  down  and  the  men 
overworked  and  disgusted.  I  hope  demonstrations  of  threatening  to 
land  by  shelling  and  lying  in  close  and  getting  out  boats  will  continue.

February  6,  1864. 

Sir:  I  send  down  the  Dinsmore  with  provisions  and  other  articles 
required  by  your  vessels  on  the  coast  of  Texas,  but  you  are  not  to  delay 
him  a  moment  longer  than  you  can  help;  as  you  will  perceive  by  his 
orders  that  his  duty  at  the  Kio  Grande  is  urgent.  By  not  having  a 
vessel  there  we  have  lost  two  most  important  prizes  with  arms  and 
munitions  of  war.  I  also  send  you  a  copy  of  an  order  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  capture  these  vessels  if  tney  are  fallen  in  with,  unless 
in  "neutral  waters,"  etc. 

As  soon  as  the  Princess  Royal  arrives  out  you  will  send  up  the  Semi- 
nole for  repairs.  The  Princess  Royal  is  expected  to  get  off  on  the  10th. 
I  will  have  you  relieved  as  soon  as  I  possibly  can.  Inf  orm  the  surgeon 
that  I  will  do  the  best  we  can  to  accommodate  him,  but  medical  officers 
are  scarce. 

As  to  the  ironclad  gunboats  in  Galveston,  I  do  not  believe  they  have 
iron  enough  in  Texas  to  cover  one,  and  if  they  come  out  I  expect  the 
Ossipee  to  whip  the  whole  fleet  of  tin  vessels.  I  only  wish  there  was 
water  enough  to  get  into  the  port  without  such  great  risk  of  running 
aground,  and  we  would  soon  test  the  question.  Isee  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Confederates  (Mr.  Mallory's)  report  the  Harriet  Lane  is  ready 
for  sea.  You  say  she  has  no  masts  in.  These  reports  are  circulated  to 
deceive  us  and  keep  us  uneasy,  but  they  only  keep  us  on  the  alert.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Perkins,  TJ.  S.'Havy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Sciota. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Sciota, 
Off  Pass  Cavalh,  Tex.,  February  16,  186 4. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 

February  1. — The  Aroostook  arrived  here  for  coal,  and,  learning 
through  a  rebel  deserter  to  the  army  that  a  steamer  was  expected  to 
run  the  blockade  at  Brazos,  I  ordered  the  Queen  to  relieve  the  Aroostook 
off  Velasco  until  she  returned.  The  Queen  arrived  here  from  the 
Brazos  on  the  7th.  General  [N.  J.  T.]  Dana  being  anxious  that  a 
reconnoissance  should  be  made  up  the  coast  and  that  some  general 
orders  and  President's  proclamations  should  be  landed  at  different 
points  within  the  enemy*  s  lines,  I  left  this  place  on  the  7th  to  carry 
out  his  wishes,  leaving  tne  Queen  here. 

February  8. — While  passing  San  Bernard,  was  fired  upon  by  a  bat- 
tery of  three  guns.     I  returned  the  fire. 

February  9. — In  company  with  the  Aroostook,  attacked  the  batteries 
at  Velasco  and  San  Bernard  River.  Found  six  ffuns,  about  32- 
pounders,  33  hundredweight,  I  should  judge,  at  Velasco,  and  three 
12-pounders  at  San  Bernard.  We  anchored  off  Caney  Creek  that 
night.  The  battery  at  Caney  has  one  30-pounder  Parrott  and  about 
four  32-pounders,  33  hundredweight,  and  should  judge  that  they  had 
a  force  of  about  4,000  or  5,000  troops  there. 

I  returned  here  on  the  10th  instant  and  filled  up  with  coal.  On  the 
evening  of  the  same  day  the  Augusta  Dinsmore  arrived.  I  sent  the 
coal  schooner  Peguonnock  inside  with  the  Estrella's  machinery,  and  I 

E resume  that  she  having  125  tons  left,  the  Estrella  will  take  the 
alance,  when  I  shall  send  her  direct  to  New  Orleans.  I  have  kept 
myself  constantly  posted  in  regard  to  movements  at  the  Rio  Grande, 
having  frequent  communications  with  the  commanding  general  here, 
who  hears  weekly  from  the  commanding  general  at  Brownsville,  also 
from  army  transports  which  touch  here  on  their  way  to  New  Orleans. 
Everything  is  quiet  along  the  coast  to  the  sound.  The  only  block- 
ade running  now  seems  to  Be  at  Velasco.  Owing  to  four  or  five  army 
transports  lying  outside  without  protection^  I  have  not  deemed  it 
proper  to  be  absent  from  this  place  unless  with  sufficient  reasons  for 
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so  doing.    The  Aroostook  reports  having  seen  a  bark-rigged  steamer 
burning  black  smoke  about  30  miles  off  this  place. 

February  16. — Received  a  communication  from  the  commanding 
general  at  this  place,  stating  that  in  the  attack  at  San  Bernard  ana 
Velasco,  February  9,  three  of  the  enemy  were  killed  and  several 
wounded,  which  he.  learned  through  a  rebel  deserter.  The  Estrella 
came  out  this  morning  on  her  trial  trip.  I  shall  leave  for  Aransas 
this  evening  and  return  to-morrow,  there  having  been  no  communica- 
tion with  that  place  for  some  time.

The  object  of  the  order  vas  to  prevent  the  depletion  of  the  crews  of 
the  vessels  of  the  Gulf  Squadron.  That  squadron  on  the  Gulf  Station 
is  looked  upon  in  the  light  of  a  foreign  station,  and  therefore  our  sea- 
men can  not  claim  their  discharge  there.  (See  section  17,  law  of 
July  16,  1862.) 

Those  who  shipped  at  New  Orleans  may  be  discharged  there,  but 
those  who  enlistee!  in  the  Atlantic  ports  should  not  be.  They  can,  aa 
you  suggest,  be  sent  home  in  the  first  vessel  coming  north  after  their 
expiration  of  service,  or  when  they  can  be  spared  without  manifest 
injury  to  the  service.

Snt:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Louisa, 
of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  3  miles  north  by  west  of  the  Brazos  River 
Pass  [San  Luis  Pass?],  running  for  the  moutn  of  that  river,  on  the  1 1th 
instant,  at  12  noon. 

In  reply  to  my  hail  he  answered  he  was  from  Havana,  bound  some- 
where along  the  coast  of  Texas,  and  did  not  know  of  what  his  cargo 
consisted,  but  upon  boarding  him  he  gave  up  to  my  officer  a  British 
certificate  of  registry  and  his  shipping  articles,  remarking  at  the  same 
moment  he  gave  his  vessel  up  as  a  lawful  prize  to  this  ship. 

Upon  a  hasty  examination,  his  cargo  proves  to  be  powder,  Enfield 
rifles,  salt,  cigars,  and  whisky,  and  the  schooner  is  about  85  tons,  in 
good  order. 

I  placed  a  prize  crew  on  board,  with  all  the  necessary  papers,  and 
ordered  the  prize  master  to  report  to  the  commanding  officer  at  New 
Orleans.

Flagship  Hartford, 
Pensacola,  February  13,  I864. 
My  Dear  Jenkins:  I  am  sorry  there  has  been  so  much  confusion 
about  the  circulars.  I  directed  the  admiral's  clerk  to  enclose  them 
to  commanders  of  divisions,  and  he  told  me  expressly  he  had  done  so; 
but  he  is  very  young,  and  although  willing,  like  all  pups,  is  thought- 
less and  makes  mistakes.  I  could  not  give  my  immediate  attention 
to  the  matter  in  the  pressure  at  New  Orleans,  but  can  for  the  future 
have  this  and  many  other  things  better  regulated.  I  am  just  now 
getting  into  shape  the  mass  of  papers  and  orders  handed  over  to  me 
by  Bell,  mostly  naif  endorsed  and  without  order,  and  as  Palmer  had 
removed  everything  pertaining  to  the  office  which  offered  any  chance 
or  facility  of  filing  away.  As  to  departmental  circulars  and  orders, 
they  are  almost  all  missing,  and  I  suppose  I  shall  only  discover  their 
existence  through  the  raps  for  noncompliance  with  their  require- 
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ments.  I  was  regularly  installed  as  captain  on  our  leaving  you, 
which  enabled  the  admiral  to  get  a  good  night's  rest,  which,  otherwise,  I 
should  have  taken  myself. 

The  mortar  schooners  all  left  this  morning  for  Grant's  Pass,  where 
the  Ociorara  will  follow  them  to-morrow.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  English  schooner 
Mary  Douglas,  under  the  following  circumstances:  At  8  a.  m.  of  this 
day,  while  off  San  Luis  Pass,  I  saw  the  Mary  Douglas  running  inside 
the  pass. 

After  firing  a  few  shots  at  her  she  was  abandoned  by  the  officers  and 
crew  and  I  sent  in  my  first  and  second  cutters,  the  former  under  charge 
of  Acting  Ensign  and  Executive  Officer  E.  H.  Thomas,  the  latter  m 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  H.  Rogers.  She  was  found  to  be  on  fire, 
but  it  was  soon  extinguished,  and  the  vessel  was  brought  out  over  the 
bar  in  safety.  I  have  sent  her,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  H.  Rogers, 
to  New  Orleans.

February  15, 1864- — San  Luis  Pass,  Tex.  At  6  a.  m.  got  underway. 
At  8  a.  m.  sight  of  a  sail ;  gave  chase,  and  at  9,  seeing  her  crew  trying  to 
tow  her  inside  the  pass  of  San  Luis,  we  fired  at  her  9  12-pounder  shells 
from  No.  2  division,  2  percussion  time-fuze  shell  from  the  pivot  gun. 
then  the  crew  left -in  her  boats.  At  9:15  sent  away  the  first  ana 
second  cutter  under  command  of  Acting  Ensigns  Thomas  and  Rogers, 
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with  armed  crews  in  each,  to  bring  her  out.  Boarded  her  at  9 :  30  and 
found  her  deserted,  an  attempt  having  been  made  previously  to  set 
her  on  fire  by  upsetting  the  galley  stove.  Extinguished  the  fire, 
slipped  the  chain,  and  proceeded  over  the  pass  under  jib  and  foresail. 
She  came  to  under  our  stern.  At  10  sent  a  hawser  and  took  her  in  tow 
to  Galveston  Roads.  She  proved  to  be  the  schooner  Mary  Douglas. 
from  Tampico  to  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  bananas,  coffee,  ana 
linen.

Dear  General  :  There  appears  that  an  order  has  been  given  to  Gen- 
eral Asboth  not  to  permit  private  mills  to  be  put  up  in  his  district. 

Mr.  Clapp  has  put  his  mill  up  on  Santa  Rosa  Island,  about  4  miles 
from  Fort  Pickens. 

The  general  says  that  the  commanding  officer  (his  predecessor) 
objected  to  it,  but  Mr.  Clapp  persisted,  upon  the  ground  that  he  had 
the  right  to  put  his  mill  anywhere  upon  pu blic  land. 

The  general  says  he  told  Mr.  Clapp  that  as  he  was  sawing  for  the 
navy  hospital  it  might  proceed  until  that  was  finished,  and  unless  he 
obtained  your  permission  by  that  [time]  it  should  be  removed. 

Now,  I  do  not  wish  to  interfere  with  this  matter,  as  the  general  has 
been  very  courteous  to  me,  and,  as  far  as  I  can  understand,  equally  so 
to  the  other  parties,  telling  them  they  had  no  right  to  put  up  their 
mills  without  the  military  permission,  which  he  had  not,  either  from 
the  Army  or  Navy,  and  must  take  the  consequences. 

I  therefore  only  wish  you  to  decide  the  case  as  to  the  propriety  of 
making  him  remove  the  mill  from  Santa  Rosa  Island  or  not,  as  it  is  for 
you  to  judge  as  to  the  propriety  of  having  it  there  or  not. 

The  general  not  only  did  not  wish  to  interfere  with  our  sawing,  but 
said  the  army  mill  should  saw  day  and  night  if  it  were  necessary  to 
supply  the  lumber. 

My  object  is  simply  to  do  both  parties  justice. 

I  think  the  general  to  be  a  true  soldier,  and  one  who  only  wishes  to 
do  his  duty  by  obeying  his  orders.

Dear  General:  We  received  intelligence  from  a  refugee  of  respec- 
tability, whom  we  know,  that  when  last  heard  from  McPherson  was  at 
Brandon,  [Miss.] ;  had  a  skirmish  with  the  enemy ;  they  told  him ' '  with 
some  of  Johnston's  forces ; "  that,  I  presume,  is  a  mistake. 

They  appear  to  think  that  they  are  ready  for  him  at  Mobile,  for  they 
say  he  is  advancing  upon  the  city  with  30,000  men;  so  you  see  they 
look  for  a  grand  attack  upon  Mobile. 

Of  course  you  know  that  the  number  of  troops  at  Mobile  is  greatly 
exaggerated,  as  we  learn  by  the  engineer  who  came  in  here  the  other 
day.

Seizure  of  the  British  bria  Scio,  in  the  harbor  of  Brazos  Santiago,  Tex., 
by  the  U.  S.  S.  Augusta  Dinsmore,  February  16,  I864. 

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  V.  8.  Wavy,  transmitting  correspondence. 

No.  56.1  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Pensacola,  March  8,  186 %.   ■ 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  the  attention  ot  the  Department  to  the 
case  of  the  English  brig  Scio,  seized  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Augusta  Dinsmore, 
Acting  Master  William*  Hamilton,  commanding,  in  the  harbor  of  Bra- 
zos Santiago,  Texas,  for  violating  the  blockade. 

The  circumstances  as  reported  by  Acting  Master  Hamilton  are  in 
substance  as  follows: 

The  Scio  originally  cleared  from  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  provi- 
sions and  forage  for  Matamoras.  She  entered  there  and  discharged 
part  of  her  cargo.  Major-General  Dana,  the  commanding  general  in 
Texas,  wanting  forage,  it  is  said,  gave  her  a  permit  to  enter  Brazos 
Santiago.    She  went  there  without  having  cleared  from  Matamoras; 
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General  Dana  purchased  the  forage  and  paid  for  it  in  cotton.  The  pro- 
visions were  sold  to  the  people  of  Brownsville.  The  brig,  loaded  with 
cotton  and,  in  addition,  with  a  quantity  of  hides,  which  were  smuggled 
on  board,  was  ready  to  sail,  having  received  a  permit  to  go  to  sea, 
when  Acting  Master  Hamilton  seized  her  for  violating  the  blockade 
and  placed  a  prize  crew  on  board. 

Acting  Master  Hamilton  acted  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  under  date  of  September  21, 1863.  These 
instructions  were  imperative,  in  these  words:  "You  will  not  regard 
what  are  called  permits  from  any  officer  except  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  War,  or  Navy,  authorizing  the  ingress  or  egress  of  any  ves- 
sel in  violation  of  the  blockade." 

Acting  Master  Hamilton,  having  taken  possession  of  the  vessel,  was 
preparing  to  tow  her  over  the  bar,  when  the  assistant  quartermaster  at 
Brazos,  Captain  Pitkin,  informed  him  that  he  had  orders  not  to  allow 
the  vessel  to  proceed  to  sea. 

Oh  receiving  this  information  Acting  Master  Hamilton  addressed  a 
communication  to  Major-General  Herron,  under  date  of  February  22 
(enclosure  marked  No.  1),  to  the  effect  that  he  had  seized  the  Scio. 
placed  a  prize  crew  on  board,  and  protested  against  the  order  ana 
requested  that  it  might  be  annulled. 

On  the  day  following  he  received  a  letter  from  General  Herron 
(enclosure  marked  No.  2),  in  which  the  general  gave  his  reasons  for 
detaining  the  Scio,  claiming  at  the  same  time  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
the  harbor.  On  the  day  following,  February  25,  General  Herron 
again  wrote  to  Acting  Master  Hamilton  (enclosure  marked  No.  3), 
ordering  him  to  release  the  Scio,  which  Acting  Master  Hamilton,  not 
wishing  to  have  a  collision  with  the  army,  did,  at  the  same  time,  now- 
ever,  under  protest  (enclosure  marked  No.  4). 

The  Augusta  Dinsmore  sailed  on  the  26th  of  February  for  New 
Orleans,  and  I  am  told  the  Scio  sailed  the  day  following  for  New  York. 

At  the  time  of  these  occurrences  Brazos  Santiago  was  not  an  open 
port,  and,  consequently,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  before  referred  to,  General  Dana  had  no  authority  to  grant  a 
permit  to  the  master  of  the  Scio,  and  the  latter  vessel,  being  engaged 
in  trade  with  a  blockaded  port  against  law,  was  properly  seized  by 
Acting  Master  Hamilton,  and  the  said  vessel  ought  to  be  considered  as 
a  prize  to  the  Augusta  Ditismore  and  libeled  as  such  on  her  arrival  at 
New  York. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  refer  the  Department  to  the  decision  of 
Judge  Fraser  in  the  case  of  the  Sea  Lion.

Broumsville,  Tex.,  February  24,  1864. 

Dear  Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  23d  instant  regarding  the 
Scio  is  received.  It  is  my  intention  to  retain  the  brig  in  the  harbor  at 
Brazos  until  the  return  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Peeler  from  New  Orleans,  whither 
he  has  gone  to  lay  his  case  before  the  proper  authorities.  From  L. 
Pierce,  jr.,  U.  S.  consul  at  Matamoras,  and  from  all  other  loyal  men  of 
this  vicinity,  I  learn  that  Mr.  Peeler  has  been  throughout  an  uncondi- 
tionally loyal  man,  has  furnished  a  large  amount  of  funds  to  refugees 
from  Texas,  and  I  know  that  he  has  rendered  aid  to  the  Government 
officers  since  the  occupation  of  this  place  by  our  forces.  I  am  not 
willing,  therefore,  while  his  vessel  is  in  the  harbor  and  under  my  pro- 
tection to  see  him  treated  as  a  blockade  runner  until  he  has  had  oppor- 
tunity of  laying  his  case  before  the  authorities.  If  he  or  any  officers 
of  the  brig  have  been  engaged  in  any  unlawful  acts,  I  will  be  the  last 
person  to  shield  them.  I  can  not,  of  course,  recognize  your  right  to 
seize  the  Scio  while  she  lay  in  the  harbor  by  my  permission.  When 
she  crosses  the  bar,  you  have  the  undoubtea  rignt  to  do  so.  Under  a 
strict  construction  of  the  law,  therefore,  your  action  in  placing  a  prize 
crew  on  board  while  she  lay  in  the  harbor  is  not  correct,  but  I  make  no 
objection  whatever  to  it  or  to  their  remaining  there  until  Mr.  Peeler 
returns. 

I  have  ordered  Captain  Pitkin,  assistant  quartermaster  at  Brazos, 
to  retain  her  in  the  harbor  until  my  further  orders.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  rehearsing  the  facts  in  the 


case. 


Navy  Department,  April  4,  1864- 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  proceedings  of 
Major-General  F.  J.  Herron  in  the  case  of  the  British  brig  Scio,  which 
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vessel  was  seized  in  the  harbor  of  Brazos  Santiago,  Tex.,  on  or  about 
the  23d  of  February  last,  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Augusta  Dinsmore  for  vio- 
lating the  blockade. 

The  circumstances  as  reported  by  Rear-Admiral  Farragut  are  as 
follows: 

The  Scio  originally  cleared  from  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  provi- 
sions and  forage  for  Matamoras,  and  on  arriving  at  the  latter  port,  and 
having  partly  discharged  her  cargo,  Major-General  Dana,  wanting  for- 
age, it  is  saia,  gave  her  a  permit  to  enter  Brazos  Santiago.  She  went 
there  without  clearing  from  Matamoras.  General  Dana  purchased 
forage  and  paid  for  it  in  cotton;  the  provisions  were  sold  to  the  people 
of  Brownsville;  the  brig  was  loaded  with  cotton  and  a  quantity  of 
hides,  which  were  smuggled  on  board,  and  having  received  a  permit 
was  ready  to  sail  when  she  was  seized  by  Acting  Master  Hamilton,  of 
the  Augusta  Dinsmore,  for  violating  the  blockade  and  a  prize  crew  put 
on  board.  He  was  preparing  to  tow  her  over  the  bar  when  he  was 
informed  by  Assistant  (Quartermaster  Pitkin,  at  Brazos,  that  he  had 
orders  not  to  allow  the  Scio  to  proceed  to  sea.  Acting  Master  Ham- 
ilton protested  in  a  letter  to  Major-General  Herron,  from  whom  the 
authority  for  the  detention  of  the  Scio  emanated,  against  the  proceed- 
ings and  asked  that  the  order  might  be  revoked.  This  General  Herron 
declined  to  do,  giving  his  reasons  for  his  action  and  claiming  in  the 
same  communication  jurisdiction  over  the  harbor.  On  the  -25th  of 
February  Acting  Master  Hamilton  was  ordered  by  Major-General 
Herron  to  release  the  Scio,  which  he  did  under  protest,  not  wishing  a 
conflict  with  the  military  authorities,  and  turned  the  vessel  over  to 
Assistant  Quartermaster  Pitkin. 

The  foregoing  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  case.  Brazos  Santiago  is 
not  an  open  port,  and  the  blockade  of  it  has  not  been  relaxed  by  execu- 
tive proclamation.  I  am  aware  of  no  authority  which  warrants  the 
issuing  of  permits  by  officers  of  the  Army  for  vessels  to  enter  block- 
aded ports  and  trade  in  the  insurrectionary  region  in  violation  of  the 
rules  and  laws  of  blockade.  The  officers  of  the  blockading  squadrons' 
have  instructions  not  to  regard  what  are  termed  permits  from  any 
officer  except  the  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  for  the 
ingress  or  egress  of  any  vessel  in  violation  or  the  blockade. 

Acting  Master  Hamilton  in  this  instance  appears  to  have  been  but 
discharging  his  duty  in  seizing  the  Sdo  and  in  preparing  to  send  her  in 
for  adjudication  when  he  was  arrested  in  his  proceedmg  by  order  of 
Major-General  Herron.  That  you  may  be  acquainted  with  the 
grounds  of  Major-General  Herron  in  detaining  the  Scio  and  subse- 
quently ordering  her  release,  and  with  the  position  which  he  has  taken 
and  the  control  which  he  proposes  to  exercise  in  the  unopened  port  of 
Brazos  Santiago,  I  inclose  you  a  copy  of  his  letter  to  Acting  Master 
Hamilton. 

Rear-Admiral  Farragut  has  advised  the  libeling  of  the  Scio  as  a 
prize  to  the  Augusta  Din&nore  on  her  arrival  in  New  York,  but  I  am 
not  prepared  to  recommend  such  an  extreme  measure  without  your 
concurrence.

February  21. — William  Donald,  John  Smith,  landsman,  and  George 
Dixon  were  ordered  for  duty  on  board  the  English  brig  Scio,  a  prize  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  Augusta  Dinsmore.  Also  sent  on  board  6  revolvers,  with  2 
rounds  of  ammunition  each,  and  6  cutlasses. 

February  28. — At  10  a.  m.  sent  ten  days'  provisions  for  the  prize 
crew  on  board  the  Scio. 

February  26. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Acting  Ensign  H.  M.  Pierce 
and  D.  Mimez,  Alexander  Mulligan,  John  Smith,  John  Driscoll,  George 
Dixon,  and  ^illiam  Donald  returned  on  board,  having  left  the  brig 
Scio,  prize  to  the  Dinsmore,  by  order  of  General  Herron. 

February  27. — At  4:30  p.  m.  opened  fire  with  rifled  battery  on 
Caney  fort,  distant  4  miles.

Report  of  Boar-Admiral  Farragnt,  U.  8.  Navy,  proposing  to  cooperate  by  apparent  activity 

in  Mississippi  Sound.

Off  Mississippi  River,  February  7,  1864. 

Sir:  Having  made  all  my  arrangements  for  relieving  and  supplying 
the  different  vessels  in  the  fleet,  I  have  transferred  Commodore  ralmer 
to  the  Pensacola,  he  being  my  second  in  command,  and  left  him  in 
charge  at  New  Orleans  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  repairing,  supplying, 
and  signing  the  various  passports  to  vessels  running  in  and  out  of  New 
Orleans. 

I  then  had  a  consultation  with  General  Banks,  who  furnished  me 
with  extracts  of  instructions  he  had  received  from  the  commanding 
general,  and  fully  informed  me  of  his  intentions  and  of  his  inability  to 
cooperate  with  me  anywhere  on  the  coast,  but  by  these  extracts  I  per- 
ceived that  I  might  do  something  to  aid  in  the  general  movements. by 
apparent  activity  upon  the  coast  of  Mississippi  Sound  and  off  Mobile, 
and  otherwise  to  keep  up  the  idea  of  an  intended  attack  upon  Mobile. 
I  shall  therefore  amuse  myself  in  that  way  for  the  next  month,  unless 
the  ironclads  should  come  out,  as  the  refugees  all  say  they  will,  so  soon 
as  the  Tennessee  and  Nashville  are  ready.  I  shall  continue  to  keep  a 
good  lookout  for  them,  and  whenever  the  army  can  give  us  5,000  men, 
we  will  see  what  can  be  done  with  the  forts.

The  bombers  are  in  a  most  dilapidated 
condition,  no  officers  or  men,  and  altogether  rather  used  up;  nor  do  I 
see  exactly,  were  they  not  so,  what  particular  use  they  can  be  in  the 
[Mississippi]  Sound  unsupported.  They  are,  however,  better  there 
than  in  this  harbor,  rotting  out  for  want  of  work. 

I  send  you  a  few  letters,  which  please  forward  when  opportunity 
offers. 

I  don't  know  how  long  we  shall  remain  here,  but  not  long,  I  suppose.

Army, 
referring  to  the  departure  of  mortar  boats  for  Mississippi  Sound. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
Pensacola,  February  11,  186 4. 
Dear  General:  I  am  going  ahead  with  my  part  of  the  pro- 
gramme to  assist  General  Sherman.  I  will  have  my  six  mortar  boats 
pounding  away  at  the  fort  in  Grants  Pass  by  the  time  this  reaches  you, 
as  they  all  leave  here  to-day  for  the  Mississippi  Sound;  but  I  do  wish 
you  each  could  let  General  Asboth  have  a  few  cavalry  to  cut  that  rail- 
road at  Sparta,  [Ala.].  It  would  be  as  great  a  move  as  General 
McPherson's,  as  that  is  the  road  by  which  all  the  troops  are  now  com- 
ing into  Mobile.  An  engineer  of  the  road  came  in  yesterday  who  says 
that  about  7,000  men  have  already  passed  down  that  road  to  Mobile, 
and  thinks  there  are  about  10,000  there  now.  They  evidently  expect 
an  attack  daily,  and  with  2,000  or  3,000  men  (soldiers)  I  will  gratify 
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them  in  a  week.  I  am  all  ready  at  a  moment's  notice.  I  can  hear 
nothing  new  of  the  Tennessee,  but  she  is  not  yet  over  the  bar.  I  think 
the  raid  upon  the  railroad  at  Sparta  could  all  be  done  in  two  days. 
My  light-draft  boats  have  not  yet  arrived,  which  distresses  me  much. 
JPlease  present  me  kindly  to  Mrs.  Banks,  and  believe  me,

Sir:  Immediately  after  the  arrival  of  the  Oneida  at  this  anchorage, 
you  will  please  proceed  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Genesee,  under  your  command, 
to  Ship  Island,  and  ascertain  from  the  senior  officer  at  that  place  the 
state  of  affairs  there  and  in  Mississippi  Sound. 

You  will  proceed  thence  up  the  sound  to  Grant's  Pass,  and  for  the 
present  take  charge  of  the  duties  in  that  quarter,  making  the  best  dis- 
position of  the  force  stationed  in  the  sound  for  guarding  it.

One  vessel,  if  pos- 
sible, must  be  kept  off  Grant's  Pass  day  and  night  until  regularly 
relieved.  But  in  case  of  absolute  necessity,  the  vessels  stationed  for 
the  time  being  off  Grant's  Pass  may  leave  there  at  night  and  take  posi- 
tion for  the  night  in  the  middle  of  Horn  Island  Pass,  returning  at  day- 
light to  Grant  s  Pass. 

Horn  Island  Pass  must  be  guarded  by  one  vessel  every  night,  and 
another  should  be  stationed  off  Petit  Bois  [IslandJ  Pass,  if  available. 

Pascagoula  should  be  watched  closely  and  the  sound  well  patrolled. 

You  will  instruct  Lieutenant-Commander  Bigelow,  of  the  Calhoun, 
and  Acting  Master  Crowell,  of  the  J.  P.  Jackson,  in  regard  to  the 
movements  of  their  vessels.

Letter  from  Bear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  to  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Bailey,  U.  8.  Navy, 
referring  to  the  difficulties  of  the  undertaking. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford^ 
At  Ship  Island,  February  19,  I864. 
My  Dear  Admiral:  I  truly  congratulate  you  on  your  great  good 
fortune  in  the  capture  of  the  Cumberland  by  the  De  Soto.  On  my 
way  down  from  Pensacola  to  Mobile  I  fell  in  with  the  De  Soto.  Cap- 
tain Scott  came  on  board  and  informed  me  of  his  good  fortune.  He 
was  also  kind  enough  to  give  g  e  a  chart  which  had  been  marked  by 
his  pilot,  laying  down  the  obstructions  and  fortifications  in  Mobile 
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Bay,  which,  may  be  useful  to  me,  although  I  have  generally  found 
that  I  could  see  them  in  time  to  prepare  for  them.  I  fear  that  I  shall 
lead  a  life  of  idleness  for  a  month  or  two,  as  the  Government  appears 
to  plan  the  campaigns,  and  Mobile  does  not  appear  to  be  included  just 
yet.  I  expect  to  hear  in  a  day  or  two  of  quite  a  handsome  raid  of  our 
troops  from  Vicksburg  down  to  Meridian,  destroying  the  railroads 
communicating  with  either  North  or-  South.  At  the  last  accounts 
they  were  down  as  low  as  Brandon,  had  a  smart  fight  at  Jackson,  and 
beat  the  rebels.  I  shall  have  to  content  myself  going  along  the  coast 
and  pestering  all  the  people  I  can  get  at.  I  am  now  trying  to  clear 
out  Grant's  Pass.  The  enemy  have  established  a  very  strong  battery 
of  about  six  or  eight  guns  about  the  middle  of  it,  and  1  wish  to  remove 
them  if  I  can,  but  the  difficulty  is  the  shallowness  of  the  water.  I  can 
not  get  within  2  miles  of  them.  I  hope  when  the  wind  changes  to  the 
southward  it  will  enable  me  to  get  within  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
nearer.  We  have  had  a  very  cold  norther  blowing  for  the  last  three 
days,  but  I  hope  it  is  at  an  end. 

I  have  been  quite  indisposed  during  the  last  week,  and  I  sincerely 
hope  that  is  at  an  end  too. 

To-morrow  I  hope  to  be  able  to  go  up  and  take  a  look  at  the  mortar 
boats  at  Grant's  Pass. 

As  yet  I  have  heard  of  none  of  my  light-draft  vessels.  Not  one  of 
them  has  arrived  at  New  Orleans,  and  Scott  told  me  that  he  had  seen 
two  of  them  a  week  ago  bound  for  that  place. 

The  Conema/ugh  has  arrived  there,  and  I  am  told  it  will  take  three 
weeks  to  repair  her  wheelhouse,  the  damage  done  by  running  into  the 
Metacomet  at  Key  West.* 

I  received  a  mail  from  New  Orleans  yesterday,  but  it  contained 
nothing  new,  and  as  the  transport  is  about  getting  off  with  a  regiment 
of  troops  for  Key  West,  I  must  close  by  subscribing  myself,

Unofficial  letter  from  Captain  Drayton,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Captain  Jenkins,  V.  8.  Navy, 
referring  to  the  operations. 

U.  S.  S.  Calhoun,  February  &£,  I864. 

My  Dear  Jenkins:  I  am  sorry  you  were  hurried  out  before  your 
engines  were  in  order  by  the  absurd  report  of  the  Tennessee,  or  rather 
the  untrue  one,  because  her  coming  out,  if  there  is  any  pluck  in  the 
rebel  Navy ,  ought  not  to  be  long  deferred. 

We  are  hammering  away  at  the  fort  here,  which  minds  us  about  as 
much  as  if  we  did  not  fire — that  is,  the  fort — for  the  men  skedaddle 
as  soon  as  the.  fire  is  at  all  brisk,  although  they  will  keep  up  anything 
like  a  fair  fight,  as  they  did  with  me  for  two  hours  yesterday  in  the 
Orvetta,  and  until  the  others  commenced  action,  when  they  retired. 

We  can  not  get  inside  of  2  miles  at  the  nearest,  and  to  do  this 
every  vessel  is  at  least  a  foot  in  the  mud,  so  that  should  the  tide  fall 
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suddenly  God  knows  when  we  would  get  off,  although  I  suspect  you 
people,  who  are  rolling  about  outside,  would  be  delighted  to  remain 
a  week  [or]  so  in  such.a  quiet  berth  as  this  is. 

I  can't  write  anymore,  for  in  spite  of  all  attempts  to  stop  him,  I  am 
obliged  to  listen  to  a  long  rigmarole  story  of  nothing  in  particular 
from  Morris. 

I  don't  know  when  we  leave  here,  but  I  suppose  in  a  day  or  two.

Two  deserters  were  picked  up  yesterday,  just  from  Fort  Morgan 
and  Mobile;  left  the  latter  place  last  Saturday.     The  Tennessee  was 
then  off  the  town,  being  prepared  for  floating  over  the  bar,  but  it  was 
thought  doubtful  whether  the  attempt  would  succeed.  -

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Earragnt,  IT.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  hopelessness  of  reducing 

Fort  Powell. 

No.  33.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Ship  Island,   February  28,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  been  shelling  Fort  Powell,  on  Shell  Island,  in  Grant's 
Pass,  Mississippi  Sound,  during  the  past  week,  but  have  made  but 
little  impression  upon  it,  as  we  can  not  approach  nearer  than  4,000 
yards,  and  then  we  got  hard  aground  in  the  Calhoun,  drawing  only  8  J 
feet.  It  required  two  steamers  besides  her  own  power  to  get  her  off. 
This  I  did  because  I  saw  the  wind  hauling  round  to  the  northward, 
which  blows  the  water  out  of  the  sound,  and  I  feared  we  might  be  kept 
there  a  week  or  longer  before  the  water  would  rise  sufficiently  to  enable 
us  to  get  off.  The  enemv  at  the  time  were  throwing  their  shot  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  over  ana  beyond  us.  The  ammunition  of  the  vessels 
being  nearly  all  expended,  and  fearing  I  might  not  receive  a  supply  in 
less  than  two  days,I  hauled  all  the  vessels  out  where  they  could  float. 

The  weather  "became  thick  and  has  continued  so  for  the  last  two 
days.  I  have  now  received  a  fresh  supply  of  ammunition  and  will 
recommence  the  work  tomorrow,  the  29th,  but  I  have  no  hope  of 
reducing  the  fort,  as  the  steamers  lie  on  the  opposite  side  of  it  to  take 
the  people  aboard,  if  necessary,  or  to  relieve  tne  garrison. 
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We  can  not  get  within  800  yards  in  the  small  boats,  so  as  to  assault 
it,  but  it  assists  General  Sherman  by  keeping  up  the  idea  of  an  attack 
upon  Mobile,  which  is  looked  for  hourly  by  the  Confederates.  Would 
that  were  true;  now  is  the  propitious  time. 

The  Tennessee  is  at  Mobile  getting  the  camels  under  her,  and  if  their 
intention  is  to  get  her  over  Dog  River  Bar,  which  I  doubt,  she  will 
have  to  take  the  chances  of  being  destroyed  in  doing  so. 

If  we  had  only  two  or  three  thousand  troops  to  make  their  ap- 
proaches on  the  peninsulas  the  ships  will  run  in,  I  think,  easily.  We 
might  have  done  it  long  since,  but  General  Banks  is  ordered  to  be 
ready  to  move  in  concert  with  General  Sherman,  and  of  course  is  not 
willing  to  risk  being  out  of  place  at  the  moment  he  is  called  upon  to 
march. 

After  the  Tennessee  gets  over  Dog  River  Bar  it  would  be  imprudent 
to  go  in  without  an  ironclad,  as  I  before  stated,  because  she  could  lie 
in  shoal  water  where  our  ships  could  not  get  at  her,  and  could  knock 
our  vessels  to  pieces,  but  if  we  go  in  before  she  gets  over  the  bar,  our 
gunboats  will  destroy  her  on  the  bar  if  she  attempts  to  cross  with 
camels. 

I  am  ready  the  moment  the  army  will  act  with  me,  but  there  is  no 
doing  anything  with  forts  so  lone  as  their  back  doors  are  open;  besides 
which  my  communication  must  be  open  for  supplies,  which  can  not  be 
done  without  troops  to  cut  off  all  their  forts  from  the  land  communica- 
tion with  Mobile.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  V.  8.  Kavy,  announcing  the  appearance  of  the  G.  8.  ram 
Tennessee  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  FoweU. 

No.  34,]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Ship  Island,  March  1,  1864. 

Sir:  In  my  last  dispatch,  No.  33,  I  informed  you  that  the  ram 
Tennessee,  in  Mobile  Bay,  had  not  yet  crossed  Dog  River  Bar;  but 
to-day  to  our  great  surprise  she  appeared  in  full  view  in  the  bay  oppo- 
site Grant's  Pass,  where  I  was  at  the  time,  having  been  at  work  all  day 
yesterday  shelling  Fort  Powell. 

I  do  not  know  what  impression  we  made  upon  the  fort.  They 
opened  upon  our  mortar  boats  with  five  heavy-rifled  100-pounder  guns 
and  struck  the  John  Griffith  four  times  in  succession. 

We  silenced  the  fort  in  one  hour  and  a  quarter,  and  they  did  not 
again  open  fire,  but  kept  their  flag  flying  until  after  sunset,  when  we 
ceased  firing. 

This  morning  at  7  a.  m.  we  perceived  three  gunboats  and  two  iron- 
clads lying  near  the  fort;  about  one  hour  afterwards  the  Tennessee 
made  her  appearance,  coming  down  the  bay.  The  wind  freshened  and 
she  came  to  an  anchor. 

Since  1 1  a.  m.  it  has  been  blowing  a  gale  from  the  N.  N.  W.  As  soon 
as  I  was  satisfied  that  she  was  really  the  Tennessee,  I  came  down  to  join 
the  Hartford  and  will  be  off  Mobile  as  soon  as  the  weather  moderates. 
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Unless  she  fails  in  some  particular,  I  fear  that  with  the  present  force 
they  have  inside  it  will  be  much  more  difficult  for  us  to  take  Mobile 
with  our  wooden  vessels  than  it  would  have  been  one  week  ago.

Flagship  Calhoun, 
Mississippi  Sound,  March  1,  I864. 
Dear  Captain:  The  Tennessee,  ram,  has  just  passed  down  in  full 
view  of  us.  The  other  four  gunboats  are  all  lying  off  Shell  Island. 
The  Baltic  and  the  Tennessee  appear  to  be  the  only  rams  casemated.. 
I  will  go  down  to  bring  up  the  Hartford  to  the  bar  \o  your  assistance. 
I  will  withdraw  the  forces  from  this  place,  except  the  two  boats  hereto- 
fore in  the  sound,  and  will  send  the  Port  Rayal  to  Pensacola  for  coal 
and  to  apprise  them  to  be  on  their  guard  in  case  any  one  of  the  rams 
should  slip  out  in  the. night.  No  vessel  should  be  allowed  to  go  in 
during  the  night.

February  16, 1864- — At  6 :  20  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  the  fleet  also 
got  underway.  We  took  the  mortar  brig  Sea  Foam  in  tow.  From  8 
a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. :  Anchored  the  Sea  Foam  in  position  for  firing.  Went  to 
general  quarters,  then  commenced  firing  at  Fort  Powell.  The  flotilla 
followed  in  rotation.

Lee  made  signals.  At  5  p.  m.  the  Jackson  burst  her  rifle  gun,  no  one 
hurt.  She  left  the  fleet  and  made  signals  to  vessels  outside.  At  8 :  30 
p.  m.  the  first  cutter  left,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Howell,  with 
orders  to  mortar  schooners.     At  1 1 :  30  boat  returned. 

February  17. — From  8  to  meridian :  Sent  first  and  second  cutters  to 
assist  the  mortar  schooners  aground  inshore.  At  10  the  mortar 
schooners  succeeded  in  working  clear. 

February  22. — At  7  a.  m.  got  underway.  The  Gertrude  sighted  out- 
side.    Stood  to  the  westward  and  sent  a  boat  to  communicate  with 
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the  Gertrude  over  the  land.  At  4  p.  m.  the  Calhoun  arrived,  flying  the 
flag  of  Rear-Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut. 

February  23. — At  10  a.  m.  the  Port  Royal  opened  fire  on  Fort  Powell. 
From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  Mortar  schooners  Port  Royal  and  Calhoun 
engaged  in  bombardment  of  Fort  Powell.  At  2:40  p.  m.  called  first 
division  to  quarters  and  opened  fire  upon  Fort  Powell  from  the  100- 
pounder  Parrott  rifle.  At  4 :20  p.  m.  Calhoun  made  signal.  Asked 
and  received  permission  to  continue  firing.  Engaged  all  the  watch 
firing  at  Fort  Powell.  All  shots  made  hit  some  part  of  fort.  From  6 
to  8  p.  m. :  Ran  down  and  came  to  anchor  on  starboard  side  of  the 
Calhoun;  went  to  quarters  and  cast  battery  loose  ready  for  action. 
Fired  in  action  of  to-day  45  100-pounder  percussion  fuze  Parrott  shell, 
4  100-pounder  time  fuze  Parrott  shell;  49  10-pound  Parrott  charges. 

February  21+. — At  8:45  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  down  and 
laid  by  until  11  and  then  ran  down,  came  to,  and  commenced  firing  at 
Fort  rowell.  At  4  p.  m.  called  first  division  to  quarters  and  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Powell  from  100-pounder  Parrott.     At  5  ceased  firing. 

February  25. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  called  first  division  to  quarters.  At  7 
Fort  Powell  opened  fire  on  the  Port  Royal.  Was  replied  to  by  this 
vessel  from  the  100-pounder  Parrott.  At  7.30  the  Port  Royal  and 
mortar  schooners  opened  fire  on  Fort  Powell.  At  8  ceased  firing 
aboard  this  steamer.  From  8  to  meridian :  Firing  at  intervals  during 
this  watch.  In  action  to-day  fired  from  No.  1  gun,  100-pounder  Par- 
rott, 3  100-pounder  shell,  percussion,  long;  11  100-pounder  shell,  per- 
cussion, short;  11  100-pounder  shell,  time,  short. 

February  29. — At  9  a.  m.  the  Calhoun  signaled.  At  9 :  15  got  under- 
way and  stood  toward  Fort  Powell.  At  9 :  30  went  to  general  quarters 
and  commenced  firing  on  the  fort  from  100-pounder  Parrott.  The 
fleet  also  commenced.  The  Jackson  made  signal  that  she  had  burst 
her  rifled  cannon.  At  1 :30  p.  m.  commenced  firing  again  from  100- 
pounder  Parrott.  Fired  34  shell  during  the  watch.  At  sundown  all 
the  powder  and  shell  for  100-pounder  Parrott  was  expended.  Made 
signal  to  the  Calhoun.  At  6  came  to  anchor  off  the  Calhoun's  star- 
board beam.  At  6 :  30  mortar  schooners  made  sail  and  stood  to  the 
westward  out  of  range  of  Fort  Powell.  In  action  to-day  fired  from 
No.  1  gun  39  100-pounder  percussion  shell,  long;  25  100-pounder  time 
shell,  long;  35  100-pounder  time  shell,  short;  97  10-pound  cartridge 
bags;  970  pounds  No.  7  cannon  powder.

February  15,  1864.—A.t  anchor  off  Horn  Island.  At  6  a.  m.  got 
underway  in  company  with  the  Sebago,  went  down  to  Horn  Island 
Pass,  spoke  the  Jackson,  and  went  outside  to  pilot  the  mortar  boats 
over  the  bar.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  mortar  boats  came  inside  the  [Mississippi] 
Sound  and  proceeded  up  the  sound  toward  Grant's  Pass.  At  12:50 
p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Dauphin  Island  in  company  with  the  Octo- 
rara,  Sebago,  and  Jackson.

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lines  from  schooner  and  ran  alongside  the  schooner  John  Griffith  and 
made  fast.  At  8 :  25  a.  m.  cast  off  from  the  schooner  John  Griffith,  fort 
bearing  N.  E.  and  west  point  of  woods  bearing  S.  E.  by  E.,  by  compass. 
At  8 :  30  U.  S.  S.  Port  Royal  joined  the  fleet.  At  9 :  20  U.  S.  S.  Octorara 
opened  on  the  fort,  followed  by  the  mortar  boats.  At  10  opened  on  the 
fort  with  our  after  Sawyer  and  Parrott  guns.  At  10: 15  went  to  the 
assistance  of  the  Sebago.  she  being  aground.  We  succeeded  in  pulling 
her  off;  let  go  of  her  ana  opened  on  the  fort  again.  At  11  went  to  the 
assistance  of  the  Sebago  and  took  a  hawser  from  her,  she  being  aground 
again.  Fired  during  the  watch  2  Parrott  shell  and  5  Sawyer  shell.  At 
12 :  30  p.  m.  made  signal ;  answered  by  the  Port  Royal.  She  sent  us  a 
hawser  to  assist  in  hauling  off  the  Sebago.  Succeeded  in  getting  her 
off ;  she  proceeded  on  down  the  sound:  Fleet  still  bombarding  the  fort. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Fired  2  shots  from  the  Sawyer,  very  good  shots. 
Fleet  still  engaged  in  bombarding  the  fort. 

February  17. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.  still  at  anchor  guard- 
ing the  mortar  schooners.  At  7 :  15  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  up 
toward  the  mortar  boats.  At  7:20  discovered  two  men  on  Dauphin 
Island ;  sent  the  second  cutter,  in  charge  of  an  officer,  after  them.  At 
8  a.  m.  the  Octorara  made  signal  and  mortar  schooner  Sarah  Bruen 
made  signal  for  assistance.  We  stood  up  for  her  and  towed  her  off. 
At  9  cast  off  from  her.  At  9 :  10  a.  m.  second  cutter  returned  with  two 
deserters  from  rebel  steamer  Morgan.  At  1 1  came  to  anchor.  Port 
Royal  stood  down  the  sound. 

February  18. — At  3:45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Ship  Island. 
Found  the  U.  S.  S.  Hartford,  flying  the  flag  of  Rear-Admiral  D.  G.  Far- 
ragut,  U.  S.  S.  Tennessee,  J.  P.  Jackson,  and  sloop  of  war  Vincennes. 

February  22. — At  9:10  a.  m.  Rear-Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut  came  on 
board  with  his  staff.  At  9: 15  hoisted  the  admiral's  flag  at  the  mast- 
head. At  9 :  20  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  sound.  At  12 :  30 
p.  m.  stopped  off  Horn  Island  and  sent  the  second  cutter  on  shore. 
At  12:35  second  cutter  returned  with  A.  K.  Aikan,  refugee  from 
Biloxi.  At  2  p.  m.  sighted  the  fleet  off  Dauphin  Island,  the  Gertrude 
outside.  At  3  picked  up  a  boat  with  3  rebel  deserters  from  Bayou 
Battery  [Labatre].  At  3 :  45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Dauphin  Island 
and  the  captains  of  the  fleet  came  on  board  to  pay  their  respects  to  the 
admiral.

— At  9 :  30  a.  m.  took  out  the  kedge  astern  to  haul  the 
ship  around  to  bring  our  forward  guns  to  bear.  During  the  watch 
fired  28  shots.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m.,  still  engaging  Fort  Powell.  From 
4  to  6  p.  m.:  Fired  during  the  watch  4  Sawyer  and  1  Parrott  shell. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Still  lying  at  anchor  off  Dauphin  Island  in  com- 
pany with  the  fleet. 

February  25. — At  7  a.  m.  the  fort  opened  on  the  fleet.  At  7 :  05  the 
fleet  opened  on  the  fort.  At  9  a.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  opened  on 
the  fort  with  the  Parrott  and  after  Sawyer,  fired  during  the  watch  10 
Sawyer  and  16  Parrott  shell.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Fleet  still  at 
anchor  off  Dauphin  Island.  At  1  p.  m.  fleet  opened  on  the  fort.  From 
4  to  6  p.  m.:  Fleet  ceased  firing.  At  10:30  nad  7  feet  3  inches  water 
alongside,  started  the  engine,  tried  to  get  off,  but  could  not.  At  1 1 :  30 
the  Port  Royal  came  up  and  gave  us  a  hawser  to  tow  us  off.  At  mid- 
night still  aground. 
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February  26. — At  5:30  a.  m.  got  afloat.  At  10:30  got  underway 
and  steamed  down  the  sound  toward  Ship  Island.  Fleet  still  at  anchor 
off  west  end  of  Dauphin  Island.  Total  number  of  fires  during  the 
engagement  of  Fort  Powell,  86  Sawyer  and  37  Parrott  and  132  car- 
tridges and  shell  and  shot.     At  7  came  to  anchor  off  Ship  Island. 

February  28. — At  5:10  p.m.  cafne  to  an  anchor  off  Ship  Island ;  Rear- 
Admiral  Farragut  and  Captain  Drayton  left  the  steamer.     At  6:30 
Rear-Admiral  Farragut  and  suite  returned  on  board  and  we  proceeded 
up  the  sound.     From  8  to  midnight  steaming  up  the  [Mississippi] 
Sound  toward  Grant's  Pass. 

February  29. — At  2  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Sand  Island.  At  6 :  30 
came  to  anchor  off  Dauphin  Island  in  company  with  the  fleet.  At 
9 :  30  got  underway  and  stood  up  toward  Fort  Powell  and  engaged  the 
enemy.  At  10  dropped  anchor  and  got  a  kedge  under  our  port  quar- 
ter, hauled  around  to  bring  the  starboard  broadside  to  bear  on  the  fort  j 
several  shots  from  the  fort  passed  over  us.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. : 
Still  at  anchor  off  Dauphin  Island  in  company  with  the  fleet,  engaging 
the  fort.  At  4 :  10  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  to  the  northward 
and  opened  on  the  iort.  At  6 :  40  steamed  back  to  the  southward  and 
anchored.  Banked  fires  and  ceased  firing  for  the  night.  From  6  to  8 
p.  m.:  Still  at  anchor  off 'Dauphin  Island.  Total  number  Of  rounds 
fired  during  the  day,  49  Sawyer  cartridge  and  shell  and  33  Parrott  car- 
tridges, shot,  and  shell. 

March  1. — At  11  a.  m.  Rear- Admiral  Farragut  and  suite  left  the 
vessel.  At  11 :  18  U.  S.  S.  Glasgow  got  underway  and  steamed  down 
toward  Ship  Island  with  Real-Admiral  Farragut  and  suite  on  board. 
At  4  p.  m.  steaming  up  the  sound  toward  the  fleet.  At  5  came  to 
anchor  off  Dauphin  Island.

February  16,  186^. — From  12  to  4  a.  m. :  At  anchor  with  the  fleet 
off  Dauphin  Island.  Moderate  breezes  from  N.  N.W.  Saw  several 
lights  on  the  north  shore  and  one  on  the  Shell  Bank.  At  daylight  got 
our  anchor,  went  alongside  the  schooner  Orvetta,  took  her  in  tow,  placed 
her  in  position,  she  stopping  in  the  mud,  Shell  Bank  bearing  E.,  west 
point  of  Dauphin  Island  woods  bearing  S.  E.  £  S.  Returned  for 
another  schooner.  At  8  took  the  0.  H.  Lee  in  tow  and  placed  her  in 
position;  Shell  Bank  bearing  E.  by  N.,  woods  S.  E.  Returned  and 
took  the  Henry  Janes  into  position  at  9 :  30;  Shell  Bank  bearing  E.  by 
N.  £  N.,  west  point  of  woods  on  Dauphin  Island  bearing  S.  E.  £  S.  At 
9  o'clock  U.  S.  S.  Port  Royal  arrived  from  westward.  At  9 :  30  the  first 
shot  was  fired  by  U.  S.  S.  Octorara.  At  10  o'clock  took  our  station  on 
the  left  as  far  to  northward  as  we  could  get,  in  8  feet  6  inches  water, 
between  the  Orvetta  and  0.  H.  Lee,  and  engaged  rebel  works  with  Saw- 
yer rifle.  At  12 :  40  ceased  firing,  having  toed  42  shell,  23  of  which  tak- 
ing effect  inside  the  enemy's  works.  Up  to  this  time  none  of  the  mor- 
tars have  struck  the  fort.  Saw  a  steamer,  sloop,  and  schooner  outside. 
The  enemy  returned  our  fire  briskly  at  times,  most  of  the  shot  fell 
short.  From  12  to  4  p.  m.  moderate  wind  from  N.  N.  W.  All  the 
mortar  boats  moving  nearer  to  the  fort  under  sail.  At  2 :  30  p.  m.  the 
Sebago  stood  to  the  westward.  At  3 :  30  we  commenced  action  again. 
At  3 :  50  the  fifth  shell  was  fired,  when  the  Sawyer  rifle  split  in  the  vent,

about  five  inches  long,  which  rendered  it  useless.  During  the  after- 
noon action  was  continued  by  the  steamers  and  mortar  schooners  with 
but  little  success.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Communicated  with  the  senior 
officer.  The  rebel  gunboat  Gaines  came  down  Mobile  Bay  and 
anchored  near  the  Shell  Bank.  At  5 :  15  withdrew  from  action;  stood 
to  S.  to  communicate  with  outside  fleet.  Saw  a  gunboat  outside 
standing  to  eastward.  At  6 :  30  stood  nearer  the  fleet.  At  7  anchored 
in  our  former  position. 

February  17. — At  6:40  a.  m.  went  within  hail  of  the  Octorara.  All 
the  mortar  schooners  getting  underway  and  withdrawing  out  of  range 
of  the  enemy.  From  8  to  12  went  within  hail  of  Octorara,  took  ten 
boats  in  tow,  steamed  toward  the  Orvetta  to  assist  her  in  getting 
afloat.  At  9  all  the  mortar  schooners  were  out  of  range  of  the  enemy. 
At  9 :  45  started  for  Ship  Island. 

February  21. — At  1  p.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  [Mis- 
'sissippi]  Sound  to  the  eastward.  At  7  p.  m.  arrived  at  the  fleet  and 
anchored. 

February  22. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Saw  two  rebel  gunboats  and  the 
high-pressure  steamer  off  Shell  Bank.  Saw  several  of  our  blockading 
fleet  outside.  At  7 :  30  steamer  from  outside  fleet  approaching  with 
numbers  set;  made  her  out  to  be  the  Gertrude.  The  Octorara  sent  a 
boat  to  communicate  across  the  land.  From  8  to  12:  Saw  one  rebel 
gunboat  and  two  steamers  off  the  Shell  Bank.  Several  fires  in  sight 
on  the  north  shore.     At  12  saw  a  large  fire  in  Dauphin  woods.     At  4 

E.  m.  steamer  Calhoun  arrived  with  Admiral  Farragut.  Saw  a  small 
oat  coming  from  the  north  shore,  which  was  picked  up  by  the  Cal- 
houn. 

February  23. — From  12  to  4  a.  m.:  Saw  a  light  in  the  direction  of 
Shell  Bank,  which  judge  was  from  the  rebel  gunboats.  At  5 :  30  a.  m. 
got  underwajr  and  went  within  hail  of  steamer  Calhoun.  Steamers 
and  schooners  got  underway  and  moved  in  for  action.  At  7  steamed 
around  the  fleet;  one  of  the  schooners  fired, but  could  not  reach.  The 
Gertrude  approached  from  the  southward.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Mortar 
schooners  firing  on  Shell  Bank.  At  2  saw  a  gunboat  and  two  other 
steamers  in  the  bay.  Six  of  our  blockaders  in  sight  outside.  From  4 
to  6  p.  m.,  gunboats  and  mortar  fleet  still  in  action. 

February  2£. — At  5 :  30  a.  m.  arrived  off  Ship  Island.  At  7 :  30  went 
alongside  the  Hartford  and  took  on  board  one  30-pounder  Parrott  rifle 
and  equipments,  also  ammunition  for  Parrott  gun.  Saw  a  high-pres- 
sure steamer  off  Cat  Island.  Took  on  board  one  tank  powder  for 
30-pounder  Parrott  rifle  and  3  tanks  for  100-pounder  Parrott  rifle.  At 
8 :  45  started  up  the  sound  with  Captain  Giraud,  of  the  Tennessee,  on 
board.  At  1  p.  m.  sighted  the  fleet  engaged  in  action  with  the  Shell 
Bank.     From  4  to  6  p.  m.  fleet  still  firing  at  the  Shell  Bank. 

February  27. — Received  from  Hartford  one  Sawyer  rifle,  equipments, 
and  ammunition. 

February  29. — At  9:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  went  into  our  station 
for  action;  moored  ship  head  and  stern  and  began  firing  on  the  Shell 
Bank.  Fired  24  rounds  with  the  Sawyer  rifle.  At  the  25th  discharge 
gun  burst,  injuring  decks  and  slightly  injuring  7  men,  using  an  ordinary 
charge  of  8  pounds  of  powder  and  an  elevation  of  13  degrees.  At  1 1 :  30 
got  our  anchors  and  laid  bv  in  readiness  to  assist  mortar  schooners  if 
required.  At  2:15  p.  m.  Hear- Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut  and  Captain 
Drayton  came  on  board  and  inspected  the  rifle  gun  which  burst.     At 
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2 :  30  they  left  the  ship.  Two  gunboats  and  a  ram  lying  near  the  Shell 
Bank.  At  5 :  30  the  Calhoun  made  signals  to  cease  firing  and  with- 
draw out  of  range;  also  signalized  the  J.  P.  Jackson  to  assist  mortar 
boats.  Steamed  up  to  them  and  offered  to  tow.  They  replied  that 
they  would  rather  sail  out  of  range  than  tow.  Laid  by  them  until  all 
withdrew,  then  steamed  out  and  anchored  near  the  Calhoun.

Report  of  Major-General  Maury,  C.  8.  Army,  referring  to  the  proposed  attack  upon  the 

defenses  at  Grant's  Past.    • 

Headquarters  Department  of  the  Gulf, 

Mobile,  Ala.,  February  15,  I864. 

My  Dear  Sir:     *     *     * 

An  escaped  prisoner  from  Pensacola  reports  Farragut  there  on  last 
Wednesday  with  eight  mortar  boats  and  four  steamers,  preparing  to 
attack  Grant's  Pass,  that  his  fleet  recently  brought  from  tne  North 
lies  off  the  bar  of  Mobile  Bay.  The  weather  has  been  so  hazy  for  sev- 
eral days  that  our  pickets  can  not  see  anything  of  such  a  fleet  if  it  is 
there.  The  line  of  Grant's  Pass  is  30  miles  from  here.  It  is  weak,  and 
the  difficulties  of  fortifying  it  are  very  great,  while  our  means  have  not 
sufficed  to  make  such  defensive  arrangements  there  as  will  certainly 
resist  a  determined  effort  of  the  enemy  to  force  a  passage.  The  line 
between  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  is  also  very  liable,  from  the  same 
causes,  to  be  forced.  The  channel  is  too  wide  and  deep  to  defend  or 
obstruct  effectually.  The  battery  to  have  been  placed  in  the  channel 
is  not  yet  <}uite  ready,  nor  has  the  admiral  yet  been  able  to  move  the 
Tennessee  into  the  lower  bay.  The  enemy  will  probably,  therefore,  be 
able  to  occupy  the  lower  bay  with  his  fleet  of  war  ships,  and  will  do  so 
preliminary  to  the  siege. 

The  whole  effective  force  of  the  department  is  about  10,000. 
Deduct  the  garrisons  of  Forts  Morgan,  Gaines,  Grant's  Pass,  and 
Cedar  Point,  and  two  regiments  of  cavalry,  about  1,700  in  all,  which 
will  not  be  available  for  the  defense  of  the  city,  and  my  effective  gar- 
rison for  Mobile  will  be  about  8,300.  I  ought  to  have  6,000  or  7,000 
additional  troops  to  stand  a  siege  successfully.  There  are  brea.dstuffs 
enough  here  for  20,000  men  six  months,  besides  a  fair  supply  of  other 
subsistence  as  compared  with  our  stock  elsewhere.  Tne  quarter- 
master reports  that  the  supply  of  grain  in  his  storehouses,  not  consid- 
ered in  the  above  estimate,  will  give  rations  to  4,000  horses  for  six 
months.  The  ordnance  supplies  give  most  anxiety.  At  the  outer 
line  I  have  about  250  rounds  to  each  cannon.     In  and  about  the  city  I 
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have  not  more  than  about  200  rounds  for  each  siege  gun.  Of  musket 
ammunition  I  have  only  about  200  rounds  for  the  present  force.  I 
know  the  difficulties  in  procuring  these  things,  and  therefore  submit 
these  statements  in  no  spirit  of  complaint,  but  in  order  that  you  may 
clearly  decide  how  far  the  exigencies  of  the  service  elsewhere  will 
admit  of  increasing  my  defensive  means.  I  have  received  a  dispatch 
this  morning  saying  the  enemy's  vessels  were,  advancing  in  direction  of 
Grant's  Pass.

They  stated  to 
the  people  that  they  destroyed  the  bridges  to  prevent  forces  from 
Mobile  interf ering  with  their  pursuit  of  Loring,  whom  they  hoped  to 
catch  at  Demopolis,  [Ala.].  That  the  attack  on  Fort  Powell  is  a  feint 
to  detain  troops  here.  *  *  *  I  think  Farragut  will  endeavor  to 
reduce  Fort  Powell,  to  open  Grant's  Pass,  and  to  get  possession  of  the 
lower  bay.  The  weather  has  prevented  a  renewal  of  his  attack.  Only 
four  boats  can  go  up  the  Tombigbee  in  addition  to  those  already 
there.     *     *     *

Report  of  Captain   Marchand,    U.  S.   Navy,  forwarding  information 
obtained  from  deserters  sent  from  Mississippi  Sound.. 

U.  S.  S.  Lackawanna, 
Off  Mobile,  February  18,  I864. 

Sir:  Six  Confederate  deserters  were  sent  on  board  this  ship  to-day 
from  the  vessels  in  Mississippi  Sound,  who  came  off  to  them  in  boats 
last  night.  Four  of  them  deserted  from  the  Twenty-first  Alabama 
Regiment,  one  seaman  from  the  Morgan,  and  one  fireman  from  the 
Tuscaloosa. 

The  two  latter  escaped  from  Mobile  on  Friday  last,  12th  instant, 
in  a  skiff,  and  slowly  found  the  way  down.  The  soldiers  came  off 
in  a  boat  from  Cedar  Point  last  night. 

William  Ihlo,  the  seaman,  is  a  Swede,  and  said  that  on  Friday  he 
had  been  at  work  getting  camels  under  the  ironclad  ram  Tennessee, 
then  near  Mobile;  that  she  was  sheathed  with  two  thicknesses  01 
iron,  each  2£  inches  in  thickness,  to  the  water's  edge,  below  which 
was  wood;  that  the  deck  from  which  the  iron  roofing  commenced 
was  a  little  over  a  foot  or  18  inches  above  the  water's  edge;  that  the 
guns,  four  broadside  and  one  forward  and  one  aft,  were  on  the  deck 
and  that  they  were  mounted  on  ordinary  carriages,  with  lower  port 
sills  a  foot  or  18  inches  high.  The  shape  above  must,  from  his  descrip- 
tion of  her  appearance  above  the  deck,  be  like  the  New  Ironsides,  with 
a  foot  walk  on  the  deck  outside  of  the  roofing. 

Her  draft  was  14  feet,  and  was  told  she  would  make  7  or  8  miles  an 
hour.  The  rudder  was  exposed  like  all  propellers,  the  propeller 
being  between  the  rudder  and  sternpost.  She  has  no  masts  or  flag- 
staff, but  hoists  her  flag  from  an  iron  bar  projecting  from  her  single 
smokestack. 

He  said  that  in  the  early  part  of  January  he  was  employed  on  a 
vessel  and  assisted  in  placing  obstructions  in  the  Main  Snip  Channel 
directly  west  from  a  point  some  yards  north  of  Fort  Morgan  light- 
house across  to  the  shoal  water  opposite.  These  obstructions  were 
24  strings  of  solid  wooden  buoys,  moored  with  three  or  four  pieces  of 
railroad  iron  banded  together  at  25  feet  apart,  across  the  channel, 
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leaving  a  passage  for  vessels  only  close  to  Fort  Morgan.  Each  string 
had  8  nara-wood  buoys  2  feet  long  and  a  foot  square,  25  feet  apart. 
Each  string  being  moored  by  itself  had  the  buoys  secured  between  3 
tarred  manila  ropes  of  an  inch  each  in  diameter,  between  which  ropes 
the  buoys  forming  a  string  were  seized.  Hence  each  string  of  buoys 
is  200  feet  long  and  trend  with  the  tide.  The  object  of  the  buoys  is 
not  only  to  break  the  paddles  of  side-wheel  steamers  and  being 
entangled  by  the  blocks  catching  in  the  wheels,  but  that  propellers 
may  also  catch  the  ropes,  by  which  all  will  be  detained  under  the 
heaviest  guns  in  the  fort  and  a  five-gun  battery  by  the  light-house, 
which  is  designed  for  using  hot  shot.  Torpedoes  have  been  used,  gen- 
erally made  of  sheet  iron,  but  from  being  long  in  the  water  have  rusted 
and  sunk,  or  have  been  washed  away.  From  Ihlo  and  the  soldiers  I 
learned  that  they  have  20  torpedoes  on  the  wharf,  made  of  copper, 
but  they  do  not  intend  to  plant  them  until  they  see  our  vessels  col- 
lected to  make  an  attack;  then  it  is  thought  they  will  be  closely 
placed  in  the  Main  Ship  Channel  near  the  fort.  The  soldiers  say  that 
the  little  steamer  Gunnison  is  prepared  to  plant  the  torpedoes. 

The  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Setma  are  the  only  other  man-of-war 
steamers  that  can  be  used  in  the  lower  bay. 

The  Tuscaloosa .  and  Huntsville,  flat-bottom  propellers,  can  not 
come  down  the  bay,  but  lay  up  at  Mobile  as  floating  batteries,  each 
having  4  guns  mounted. 

It  was  said  that  the  crew  of  the  Boston  (which  was  fitting  out  for  a 
privateer,  having  a  6-pounder  forward  and  a  12-pounder  aft,  her  only 
armament)  designed  running  out  and  selling  her,  and  that  Jeff. 
Davis  telegraphed  to  have  her  seized  and  her  crew  conscripted  into 
the  army,  which  was  done,  and  she  is  lying  at  Mobile. 

The  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Selma  ordinarily  have  a  crew  of  75  per- 
sons, officers  and  all,  nve-sixths  of  the  men  being  drafted  from  the 
army  arid  that  for  many  months  they  had  only  men  enough  to  work 
three  guns. 

Pat  Murphy  has  again  command  of  the  Selma,  but  by  desertion  of 
three  boats'  crews  his  vessel  has  not  more  than  15  men  on  board. 

Ihlo,  the  seaman,  said  that  the  Austin  ran  out  ten  or  twelve  days 
ago,  and  the  Isabella  about  Christmas. 

The  Denbigh  is  nearly  ready  to  come  out  cotton  laden. 

The  other  steamers  in  the  bay  are  the  Dick  Keys,  Magnolia.  Natchez. 
and  Virginia  Pearl,  which  communicate  between  the  torts  ana 
Mobile.     The  latter  vessel  is  very  old  and  worthless. 

One  schooner  is  laden  with  cotton  at  Mobile  ready  to  run  out. 

Terence  Conway,  Charles  Robinson,  James  McPmllips,  and  Michael 
McBurk,  the  four  soldier  deserters,  were  in  Mobile  Qn  the  12th  instant 
and  say  that  on  that  and  the  few  preceding  days  20,000  rebel  soldiers 
reached  there  from  Dalton,  [Ga.J  ,  to  protect  Mobile  from  an  attack 
of  our  army  and  navy.  That  a  few  days  previously  5,000  soldiers 
had  been  sent  to  Meridian,  120  miles  distant,  to  retard  the  advance  of 
General  Sherman,  who  was  approaching  with  an  army  from  Jackson, 
Miss.  That  Sherman  had  captured  7,000  rebels  of  the  troops  under 
Bishop  [Leonidasl  Polk.  They  also  stated  that  breastworks  ex- 
tended all  around  Mobile,  at  some  distance  from  the  city,  and  that 
they  saw  only  one  part  of  those  breastworks,  which  was  on  the  Shell 
Road  leading  to  the  S.  W.,  where  a  few  guns  were  placed.  The  other 
portions  of  the  breastworks  they  did  not  see,  but  were  informed  that 
they  had  very  few  if  any  guns,  none  being  to  spare  to  place  on  them. 
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One  regiment,  the  Twenty-first  Alabama,  was  stationed  from  Fort 
Powell  and  Cedar  Point  to  the  westward  along  the  coast  in  small 
detachments.  Nine  companies  compose  that  regiment,  two  of  which 
are  in  Fort  Powell  and  two  at  Cedar  Point.  Two  24-pounders  are 
placed  in  batteries  on  southwest  side  of  Cedar  Point,  and  from  there  to 
the  southpoint  of  Cedar  Point  are  breastworks  for  musketry  and  field- 
pieces.  They  think  that  Fort  Powell  has  an  armament  of  four  guns, 
viz :  One  32-pounder  rifle,  one  Dahlgren,  and  two  8-inch  guns. 

Fort  Morgan  has  a  garrison  of  about  500  men  and  Fort  Gaines  an 
equal  number.  The  former  is  provisioned  for  six  months  and  the 
latter  for  three  or  four. 

The  soldiers  give  a  confused  account  of  a  hawser  with  buoys  upon 
it  stretched  across  the  Main  Ship  Channel  from  Fort  Morgan,  but  I 
think  that  Ihlo's — the  seaman's — statement  of  the  obstructions  is  the 
true  one,  as  he  assisted  in  putting  them  down. 

I  neglected  to  mention  m  the  narration  of  Ihlo  and  the  fireman  that 
on  their  way  down  the  bay  they  passed  the  Tennessee  on  Tuesday 
night  (16th  instant),  at  which  time  she  was  below  Dog  River  Bar. 
Also  that  the  Tennessee  had  an  iron  beak,  steel-pointed,  from  her  cut- 
water some  distance  below  the  water  line.  In  reference  to  her  size, 
they  separately  said  she  was  not  much  more  than  half  as  long  as  the 
Lackawanna,  and  as  to  beam,  not  so  great,  for  when  the  opposite 
broadside  guns  were  run  in  they  touched  each  other. 

Herewith  I  send  diagrams  of  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines,  with  the 
position  and  caliber  of  the  guns,  also  a  deck  plan  of  the  position  and 
contracted  quarters  at  the  guns  on  board  the  Tennessee.  These 
diagrams  were  made  from  verbal  descriptions.  The  caliber  of  the 
guns  on  board  the  Tennessee  were  unknown  to  my  informants,  but 
they  said  that  they  were  smaller  than  the  Lackawanna's  9-inch  broad- 
side guns,  were  cast  rough,  and  some,  if  not  all  of  them,  were  rifled.

Report  of  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  correspond- 
ence*  with  Vice-Admiral  Milne,  R.  N.,  regarding  questions  of  inter- 
national law  connected  with  the  seizure  of  vessels  off  Matamoras.

Ship  Island,  February  19,  1864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  for  your  inspection  the  copy  of  a 
letter  addressed  by  Admiral  Milne  to  Commodore  Bell  and  lately 
received  by  me,  and  my  reply  to  it,  which,  if  approved,  the  Depart- 
ment will  please  forward  through  her  Britannic  Majesty's  minister  at 
Washington  to  the  admiral,  as  I  do  not  know  where  a  letter  would  at 
this  time  reach  him.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acquaint  you  that  I  have  received  reports 
from  Captain  [Rochfort]  Maguire,  or  her  Majesty's  ship  Galatea,  the 
senior  officer  of  her  Britannic  Majesty's  ships  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
relative  to  the  seizure  off  Matamoras  of  the  British  ships  Matamoras, 
Volante,  Science,  and  Flying  Scud,  by  United  States  cruisers,  which 
I  understand  are  serving  under  your  orders. 

I  have  on  a  previous  occasion,  with  a  view  of  promoting  the  continu- 
ance of  amicable  relations  between  our  respective  governments,  taken 
the  necessary  steps  to  bring  to  the  notice  or  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment certain  proceedings  on*  the  part  of  United  States  cruisers  that 
appeared  to  me  to  be  m  violation  of  international  law,  and  which 
resulted  in  the  issue  by  your  Government  of  instructions  which  were 
communicated  to  Lord  Lyons  in  August,  1862,  and  which  were  con- 
sidered satisfactory  by  her  Majesty's  Government. 

If,  however,  the  information  which  has  recently  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge is  correct,  I  can  not  but  entertain  the  belief  that  the  United 
States  cruisers  employed  off  Matamoras  have  much  misunderstood 
the  scope  and  spirit  of  those  instructions.  I  have  therefore  deemed 
it  my  duty  to  lose  no  time  in  addressing  her  Majesty's  minister  at 
Washington  on  this  important  subject,  which  I  can  not  doubt  will  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  your  Government  and  will  receive  immediate 
attention;  but,  as  considerable  delay  must  take  place  before  the  ques- 
tions raised  are  determined  on,  I  am  sure  that  I  snail  not  be  misunder- 
stood by  you  when  acquainting  you  with  the  principal  points  which  I 
regard  as  very  questionable  in  an  international  point  of  view,  if  I 
express  the  hope  that  (should,  on  investigation,  my  facts  and  my 
interpretation  of  the  law  of  nations  both  prove  to  be  correct)  you  will 
see  fit  to  anticipate  what  I  can  not  doubt  will  be  the  decision  of  your 
own  Government  by  prohibiting  the  cruisers  under  your  orders, 

(1st)  From  capturing  ships  for  having  carried  contraband  of  war 
after  the  contraband  has  been  actually  landed; 

(2d)  From  capturing  ships  lying  in  Mexican  waters;  and, 

(3d)  From  claiming  and  exercising  the  right  to  seize  neutral  ships 
lying  within  three  leagues  of  the  coast  of  Texas  for  alleged  trading  with 
tne  enemy,  irrespective  of  any  questions  of  blockade  or  of  contraband . 

Before  concluding,  permit  me  to  assure  you  that  it  will  afford  mc 
very  great  pleasure  to  learn  that  you  are  disposed  to  treat  these  ques- 
tions in  the  same  spirit  as  that  in  which  I  am  now  addressing  you,  and 
which  has  for  its  sole  object  the  prevention  of  questions  arising  likely 
to  embarrass  the  relations  between  our  respective  governments.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication addressed  to  Commodore  Bell  (who  in  my  absence  was 
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temporarily  in  command  of  the  United  States  naval  forces  in  the  Gulf  * 
of  Mexico),  and  stating  that  certain  named  British  vessels  had  been 
seized  by  our  cruisers  off  Matamoras  (or,  as  I  suppose  you  intend,  off 
the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande) ;  that  on  a  previous  occasion,  with  a 
view  to  promote  amicable  relations,  you  had  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  United  States  Government  acts  which  you  considered  as  an  infrac- 
tion by  our  cruisers  of  international  law;  and  that,  accordingly, 
instructions  on  the  subject  had  been  issued  by  our  Government  which 
were  satisfactory  to  that  of  her  Britannic  Majesty;  that;  if  you  are 
correctly  informed,  you  must  believe  that  the  scope  and  spirit  of  those 
instructions  have  been  much  misunderstood  by  our  cruisers;  that  you 
have  again,  through  her  Britannic  Majesty's  minister  at  Washington, 
brought  the  matter  before  the  United  States  Government;  and  that  to 
avoid  delay,  and  for  the  prevention  of  questions  arising  likely  to 
embarrass  the  relation  of  our  respective  governments,  you  desire  that 
I  should  anticipate  what  you  consider  will  undoubtedly  be  the  action 
of  iny  own,  by  issuing  certain  orders  which  you  are  so  good  as  to  indi- 
cate, for  the  government  of  our  cruisers  in  tne  Gulf  "should,  on  inves- 
tigation, your  facts  and  your  interpretation  of  the  law  of  nations  both 
prove  to  be  correct." 

I  have  not  yet  had  the  honor  of  receiving  from  you  any  facts  beyond 
a  bare  statement  of  the  seizure  of  certain  vessels  and  your  expression 
of  a  belief  that  our  cruisers  have  much  misunderstood  the  scope  and 
spirit  of  their  instructions,  if  certain  information  received  by  you  be 
correct,  which  information,  or  the  purport  of  it,  has  not  yet  been  com- 
municated to  me.  Nor  have  I  received  any  interpretation  of  the  law 
of  nations  other  than  might  be  inferred  from  the  tenor  of  the  orders 
which  you  are  pleased  to  suggest,  and  which  I  will  proceed,  with 
respect,  severally  to  consider. 

That  I  prohibit  our  cruisers, 

"(1st)  From  capturing  ships  for  having  carried  contraband  of  war 
after  the  contraband  has  been  actually  landed." 

But  I  find  it  laid  down  by  learned  jurists  that  the  liability  to  seizure 
of  a  blockade  runner  continues  after  the  commission  of  the  offense 
until  by  the  intervention  of  at  least  one  innocent  voyage  she  is  in 
some  sort  cleared  of  the  odium  and  responsibility  of  her  act.  (1 
Stair's  Decisions,  529;*  also  cases  of  the  K.  Rye,  schooner  Elizabeth. 
Major  Barbour,  Y.  H.  Tome,  etc.)  And  as  the  landing  of  contraband 
is  at  this  time  customarily  conducted  in  violation  of  blockade,  of 
course,  such  landing  is  necessarily  mostly  involved  with  the  other 
offense,  and  only  enhances  the  liability.  Contraband  is  further  char- 
acterized by  an  eminent  writer  as  infectious  and  capable  of  contami- 
nating the  whole  cargo;  so  that  if  a  neutral  witn  such  on  board 
should  touch  at  an  enemy's  port,  though  ostensibly  for  other  traffic, 
the  whole  property  becomes  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation.  Ana 
(though  opposed  to  other  of  his  decisions)  it  has  been  held  by  a  learned 
judge  (Sir  William  Scott)  that  under  certain  circumstances  the  return 
cargo  of  a  neutral  ship  which  had  carried  out  contraband  was  liable  to 
seizure  and  condemnation. 

"  (2d)  From  capturing  ships  lying  in  Mexican  waters." 

Our  orders  always  direct  that  no  captures  are  to  be  made  in  neutral 
waters — viz,  within  a  marine  league  of  a  neutral  shore.  But,  sir,  as 
you  are  aware,  where  the  dividing  line  between  neutral  and  blockaded 
territory  in  a  river  emptying  into  the  sea,  like  the  Rio  Grande,  such 
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line  is  held  to  be  taken  from  the  center  of  the  bar,  and  thus  it  is  diffi- 
cult so  to  define  the  marine  league  that  at  times  the  rights  of  one  or  the 
other  party  may  not  be  infringed  upon;  and  as  the  parties  can  not  be 
disinterested  it  is.well,  perhaps,  in  such  cases  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
United  States  courts,  who  are  better  able  to  define  the  law. 

"  (3d)  From  claiming  and  exercising  the  right  to  seize  neutral  ships 
lying  within  three  leagues  of  the  coast  of  Texas  for  alleged  trading  with 
the  enemy,  irrespective  of  any  questions  of  blockade  or  of  contraband." 

The  wording  of  this  suggested  order  seems  to  me  somewhat  obscure, 
as  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  neutral  ships  lying  near  our  coast 
could  be  seized  "for  alleged  trading  with  the  enemy,  without  questions 
of  blockade  or  of  contraband  "  being  involved.  Presumption  of  such 
trading  would  raise  both,  and,  if  sufficiently  strong,  would  properly 
subject  such  vessels  to  the  adjudication  of  the  courts.  If  you  mean 
that  neutrals  have  a  right  to  he  within  three  leagues  of  that  coast  dur- 
ing the  blockade  without  being  subject  to  seizure  by  our  vessels  on 
the  customary  grounds,  I  fear  that  we  do  not  entertain  the  same  views 
of  the  rights  or  neutrals  on  the  coast  of  Texas.  But  your  meaning,  I 
apprehend,  must  be  that  neutral  vessels  shall  not  be  seized  on  such  a 
charge,  simply  for  lying  within  three  leagues  of  a  certain  part  of  our 
coast.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  suspicious  approach 
and  proximity  to  the  enemy  has  always  been  held  to  be  strong  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  a  design  to  evad.e  the  blockade  or  to  land  con- 
traband of  war,  and  that  especial  care  has  ever  been  taken  that  such 
vessels,  under  frivolous  pretenses  for  approaching  a  blockaded  coast, 
shall  not  acquire  the  opportunity  (as  Chancellor  Rent  has  it)  "to  slip 

My  officers  have  been  supposed  to  know  their  duties  sufficiently  well 
not  to  seize  a  vessel  without  pretty  clear  evidence  of  her  intention  to 
violate  the  law  of  nations,  and  when  occasionally  a  mistake  is  made, 
they  are  liable  to  pay  the  penalty  of  their  error,  and  the  injured  party 
is  indemnified,  according  to  the  usage  of  all  civilized  nations,  by  the 
decision  of  the  prize  court  (vide  Blanche). 

If  any  such  understanding  as  may  be  implied  from  the  tenor  of  your 
dispatcn  (especially  of  orders  1  and  3)  has  been  entered  into  by  6ur 
Government,  it  has  never  been  communicated  to  me. 

I  know  nothing  of  the  particulars  of  the  captures  to  which  you  refer, 
but  will  collect  the  facts  and  transmit  them  (with  a  copy  of  your  letter 
and  of  this)  to  our  Government  (to  which  you  have  doubtless  supplied 
information  of  a  more  definite  nature) ,  that  they  may  communicate  on 
the  subject  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  proper  with  her  Bri- 
tannic Majesty's  minister  at  Washington. 

I  shall  always  endeavor  to  enforce  and  maintain  all  instructions 
heretofore  issued  or  which  may  be  issued  to  me  by  our  Navy  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  for  the  government  of  our  vessels  in  the  Gulf,  but 
I  can  not  undertake,  as  you  suggest,  to  "  anticipate"  (or,  as  it  might  be, 
contravene)  the  action  of  our  Government  by  promulgating  novel  ones 
of  my  own  nor  assume  to  initiate  precedents  of  international  law. 

The  laws  of  nations,  so-called,  on  the  subject  of  blockade,  are 
intended  evidently,  as  far  as  possible,  to  protect  the  innocent  and 
afford  them  the  opportunity  of  being  distinguished  from  the  blockade 
runner,  who,  according  to  my  reading,  has  no  rights  beyond  those  of 
any  other  criminal,  viz,  the  opportunity  of  a  fair  trial. 
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You  are  pleased  to  imply  a  ground  for  apprehension  that  in  the 
event  of  my  present  nonaction  in  the  matter,  a  possibility  might  arise 
of  embarrassment  in  the  relation  of  our  respective  governments. 
Such  apprehension  I  can  not  share,  believing  that  those  at  hoihe 
charged  with  our  diplomatic  relations  would  not  allow  any  error  of 
mine  or  of  my  officers  to  disturb  the  existing  good  understanding,  and 
considering  that  in  the  present  case,  on  the  information  so  far  received 
by  me,  and  with  my  construction  of  the  law  of  nations,  there  is  nothing 
to  justify  a  compliance  with  your  request.

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. — A  Proclamation. 

Whereas,  by  my  proclamation  of  the  nineteenth  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  ports  of  the  States  of  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Texas 
were,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  placed  under  blockade ;  and  whereas 
the  port  of  Brownsville,  in  the  district  of  Brazos  Santiago,  in  the 
State  of  Texas,  has  since  been  blockaded,  but  as  the  blockade  of  said 
port  may  now  be  safely  relaxed  with  advantage  to  the  interests  of 
commerce: 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  the  fifth 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  13th  of  July,  1861, 
entitled  "An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  duties  on 
imports,  and  for  other  purposes/ '  do  hereby  declare  that  the  blockade 
of  the  said  port  of  Brownsville  shall  so  far  cease  and  determine  from 
and  after  this  date  that  commercial  intercourse  with  said  port,  except 
as  to  persons,  things,  and  information  hereinafter  specified,  may,  from 
this  date,  be  carried  on  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and,  until 
the  rebellion  shall  have  been  suppressed,  to  such  orders  as  may  be 
promulgated  by  the  general  commanding  the  department,  or  by  an 
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officer  duly  authorized  by  him  and  commanding  at  said  port.  This 
proclamation  does  not  authorize  or  allow  the  shipment  or  convey- 
ance of  persons  in  or  intending  to  enter  the  service  of  the  insurgents, 
or  of  things  or  information  intended  for  their  use,  or  for  their  aid  or 
comfort,  nor,  except  upon  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  or 
of  some  officer  duly  authorized  by  him,  of  the  following  prohibited 
articles,  namely:  Cannon,  mortars,  firearms,  pistols,  bombs,  grenades, 
powder,  saltpeter,  sulphur,  balls,  bullets,  pikes,  swords,  boarding- 
caps  (always  excepting  the  quantity  of  the  said  articles  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  defense  of  the  ship  and  those  who  compose  the  crew), 
saddles,  bridles,  cartridge-bag  material,  percussion  and  other  caps, 
clothing  adapted  for  uniforms,  sailcloth  of  all  kinds,  hemp  and  cord- 
age, intoxicating  drinks  other  than  beer  and  light  native  wines. 

To  vessels  clearing  from  foreign  ports  and  destined  to  the  port  of 
Brownsville,  opened  by  this  proclamation,  licenses  will  be  granted  by 
consuls  of  the  United  States  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  ves- 
sel so  licensed  will  convey  no  persons,  property,  or  information, 
excepted  or  prohibited  above,  either  to  or  from  the  said  port,  which 
licenses  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  collector  of  said  port  immediately  on 
arrival,  and,  if  required,  to  any  officer  in  charge  of  the  blockade,  and 
on  leaving  said  port  every  vessel  will  be  required  to  have  a  clearance 
from  the  collector  of  the  customs,  according  to  law,  showing  no  viola- 
tion of  the  conditions  of  the  license.  Any  violations  of  said  condi- 
tions will  involve  the  forfeiture  and  condemnation  of  the  vessel  and 
cargo,  and  the  exclusion  of  all  parties  concerned  from  any  further 
privilege  of  entering  the  United  States  during  the  war  for  any  purpose 
whatever. 

In  all  respects  except  as  herein  specified  the  existing  blockade 
remains  in  full  force  and  effect  as  hitherto  established  and  main- 
tained, nor  is  it  relaxed  by  this,  proclamation  except  in  regard  to  the 
port  to  which  relaxation  is  or  has  been  expressly  applied. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington,  this  eighteenth  day  of  February, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the  eighty-eighth.

As  I  only  wish  her  to  make  one  trip  to  the  city,  you 
will  put  on  board  such  articles  as  you  have  to  send  North,  so  that  he 
can  come  from  Texas  directly  to  me  at  this  place  or  Pensacola.

My  boats  are  coming  at  last.  I  understand  from  Captain  Eaton 
that  some  of  them  have  arrived.  Send  them  around  as  soon  as  they 
are  fit  for  service. 

I  wrote  foryou  to  send  me  the  Glasgow  (Eugenie)  to  run  the  mail 
through  the  [rontchartrain]  Lake. 

It  is  only  60  miles  from  this  island  to  Lakeport,  back  of  New 
Orleans. 

The  rebel  rams  are  on  the  bar  trying  to  get  over;  now  is  the  time  to 
attack  them. 

If  I  only  had  2,000  men  to  attack  Fort  Gaines  in  the  rear,  I  would 
go  in  with  the  force  I  have  without  waiting  for  the  Brooklyn,  but  I 
should  have  the  Brooklyn  and  Galena  both;  they  would  be  a  great 
help  to  me  in  such  a  case. 

I  want  a  passage  opened  in  the  rear,  so  as  to  run  my  supplies  and 
coal  into  my  vessels. 

If  I  had  one  ironclad  I  could  go  up  and  destroy  the  Tennessee  where 
she  lies  (on  Dog  River  Bar). 

Admiral  Porter  writes  he  will  have  two  more  tinclads  down  to 
jou  in  a  day  or  two.  He  also  says  he  has  upward  of  100  boats  on  the 
river,  beside  ironclads,  etc.,  so  the  general  will  not  need  anything  from 
us. 

Tell  the  general  that  from  the  last  deserters  we  find  that  the  rebels 
have  sent  5,000  men  from  Mobile  to  Meridian  to  resist  the  attack  upon 
that  place.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Brown,  U.  S.  Navy,  command- 
ing u.  S.  8.  Virginia,  regarding  the  capture  of  the  British  schooner 
Henry  Colthirst. 

U.  S.  S.  Virginia, 
Off  San  Luis  Pass,  Texas,  February  22,  1864. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  capture  by  this  vessel  of  the  English 
schooner  Henry  Colthirst,  from  Jamaica,  bound  ostensibly  to  Mata- 
moras,  with  a  miscellaneous  cargo,  comprising  200  kegs  of  gunpowder, 
etc. 

When  first  seen,  about  8:30  this  morning,  she  was  standing  directly 
in  for  the  land,  being  about  two  miles  distant  from  San  Luis  Pass. 
Obi  our  taking  position,  however,  between  her  and  the  shore,  she 
altered  her  course,  endeavoring  to  get  to  sea. 

She  had  no  log  book  whatever.     Considering  her  a  lawful  prize,  I 
send  her  this  day  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  supposed  violation 
of  custom-Jtouse  lews  by  the  schooner  Pelican  State. 

U.  S.  S.  Lackawanna, 
Off  Mobile,  February  22,  I864. 
Sir  :  Lieutenant-Commander  W.  W.  Low,  of  the  Octorara,  and  senior 
officer  in  Mississippi  Sound,  reports  that  the  schooner  Pelican  State, 
which  had  a  proper  clearance  from  the  custom-house  at  New  Orleans' 
and  regular  passes  signed  by  yourself  and  other  military  authorities 
to  trade  with  the  fleet  in  Mississippi  Sound,  exhibited  to  him  his  invoice 
of  prices,  which  differed  so  materially  from  the  retail  prices  as  to  cause 
him  to  demand  an  explanation.  The  reply  was  that  the  goods  cost 
more  than  was  marked  on  the  invoice,  and  that  the  invoice  which  had 
the  permit  attached  was  only  a  form  supplied  at  the  custom-house. 

From  Lieutenant-Commander  Low's  statement,  it  appears  that  a 
fraud  was  committed  and  the  full  export  duties  not  paid  at  the  custom- 
house.

Sir:  Everything  remains  quiet  on  the  outside  blockade. 

The  atmosphere  being  clear  to-day,  an  opportunity  offered  to  see  a 
considerable  distance  up  Mobile  Bay,  but  nothing  was  visible  of  the 
rebel  vessels. 
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On  the  arrival  of  the  Gertrude  from  Pensacola  on  the  20th  instant.  I 
sent,  agreeable  to  your  orders,  the  Albatross  to  assist  in  getting  the 

frize  steamer  Grey  Jacket,  near  Pass  &  l'Outre,  afloat,  since  which  time 
have  learned  that  she  had  been  gotten  off  and  was  met  by  the  Jasmine 
going  up  the  Mississippi  River  on  the  19th  instant.  Hourly  I  expect 
the  return  of  the  Albatross. 

The  Richmond  arrived  here  yesterday  from  Pensacola,  and  this 
morning  went  back  again  to  finish  her  repairs. 

John  Bond  (colored),  landsman,  of  this  ship,  died  yesterday  of 
dysentery. 

The  following  vessels  are  at  present  on  the  blockade,  viz:  Lacka- 
wanna, Monongdhela,  Oneida,  Pxnola,  Sebago,  Genesee,  Kennebec,  Pen- 
guin, and  Gertrude.

Sir:  My  informant  must,  I  doubt  not,  have  been  in  error  in  relating 
that  the  Grey  Jacket  was  afloat  and  met  by  the  Jasmine  going  up  the 
Mississippi  Kiver,  as  the  Albatross,  which' went  to  her  assistance,  has 
not  returned.. 

The  only  accession  to  the  force  here  since  I  last  informed  you  is  the 
return  of  the  Itasca  from  coaling  at  Pensacola. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send  a  copv  of  the  instructions  to  the 
blockading  vessels  in  relation  to  meeting  the  enemy.  These  instruc- 
tions were  not  issued  upon  the  probability,  but  a  remote'possibility,  of 
their  coming  out.

U.  S.  S.  Lackawanna, 
Off  Mobile,  February  22,  I864. 
No.  28.  In  the  event  of  an  attack  by  the  enemy  on  the  blockading 
vessels  in  the  nighttime,  it  will  in  all  probability  be  done  through  the 
Main  Ship  Channel  by  the  Tennessee,  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Selma. 
To  screen  their  attack  some  other  lightly  armed  vessels  may  precede 
them  by  the  Swash  Channel  to  entice  our  vessels  to  that  point. 
Therefore,  if  the  alarm  takes  place  in  that  quarter,  the  three  inside 
blockading  vessels  nearest  the  land  are  deemed  sufficient  to  protect 
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that  entrance,  whilst  the  remainder  of  the  vessels  on  the  blockade  will 
slip  their  cables,  approach  a  reasonable  distance  from  the  senior 
officer,  prepared  to  meet  the  enemy  from  either  point. 

If  the  enemy  should  come  through  the  Main  Ship  Channel  without 
a  feigned  attack  through  the  Swash  Channel,  the  olockading  vessels 
will  rally  near  the  senior  officer  with  or  without  signal. 

No  commanding  officer  will  err  in  risking  his  vessel  by  running 
down  the  enemy,  but  the  destruction  of  the  ironclad  Tennessee  should 
be  the  aim  of  all.   ' 

Should  the  enemy's  designs  partially  succeed,  and  any  of  their 
vessels  get  to  sea,  they  must  be  followed,  or,  if  possible,  preceded, 
keeping  them  in  sight,  giving  them  the  utmost  annoyance,  and  mak- 
ing such  signals  as  will  warn  others  of  their  character.  This  has 
more  especial  reference  to  the  ironclad  Tennessee. 

Under  no  circumstances,  however,  is  the  blockade  of  Mobile  to  be 
raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  all  the  vessels  in  chase  or  otherwise. 
Therefore,  the  three  vessels  before  mentioned,  stationed  off  the  Swash 
Channel,  will  undertake  the  blockade.  Should  they  be  disabled,  the 
three  nearest  them  to  the  eastward  will  do  so,  unless  the  senior  officer 
by  signal  or  otherwise  designates  others  to  remain.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  orders  from 
Captain  Gillis,  I  proceeded  this  morning  to  San  Luis  Pass,  and  run- 
ning into  16  feet  of  water,  I  discovered  a  sloop  and  schooner,  cotton 
loaded,  anchored  inside  of  Galveston  Island.  I  immediately  sent  in 
the  first  and  second  cutters,  under  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  E.  H. 
Thomas,  executive  officer,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  T.  E.  Brackett, 
to  capture  and  bring  them  out. 

Mr.  Thomas  succeeded  in  bringing  the  schooner  out  safely,  but  the 
sloop  having  been  run  aground  by  nee  crew  on  the  approach  of  our 
boats,  Mr.  Brackett  was  unable  to  get  her  afloat.  After  bringing  out 
the  schooner,  Mr.  Thomas  returned  to  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Brackett, 
but  although  they  threw  overboard  the  sloop's  deck  load,  she  still 
grounded  hard,  and  it  being  very  dark  and  rainy,  Mr.  Thomas  set  fire 
to  the  cotton  and  returned  to  the  ship  at  7 :  30  p.  m. 

There  was  a  picket  guard  of  cavalry  on  the  point  of  Galveston 
Island,  but  they  made  no  attack  on  our  boats,  and  as  I  had  them 
within  easy  range  of  my  guns  I  did  not  consider  it  was  risking  too 
much  to  cut  out  the  vessels. 

The  schooner  proved  to  be  the  Camilla,  with  about  75  bales  of  cot- 
ton; the  sloop  destroyed  was  the  Cassie  Holt,  with  25  bales.

Dear  General:  I  received  your  kind  notes,  for  which  I  am  much 
obliged.  The  time  has  now  passed  when  you  could  act  to  the  same 
advantage  in  taking  the  forts  at  Mobile.  The  ram  Tennessee  came 
down  the  bay  yesterday,  and  was  full  in  sight  of  us  off  Grant's  Pass, 
lying  in  the  middle  of  the  bay.  She  appeared  to  me  to  be  very  slow. 
A  gale  of  wind  came  on  from  the  north,  and  I  am  anxious  to  hear  how 
she  stood  it. 

You  will  readily  understand  that  she  can  be  in  shoal  water  along- 
side of  the  beach  mside  of  the  peninsula  and  prevent  the  approach  of 
your  troops  toward  Fort  Morgan,  and  that  our  ships,  even  after  pass- 
ing the  forts,  will  not  be  able  to  get  at  her,  at  least  none  but  the  small 
vessels,  who  would  not  be  able  to  make  any  impression  upon  her,  so 
that  now  Mobile  will  have  to  be  left  until  the  arrival  of  ironclads. 
When  that  will  be,  God  only  knows. 

I  only  ask  for  two,  and  will  go  in  with  one.  I  fear  we  put  off  the 
attack  too  late,  but  it  is  a  great  consolation  to  us  to  Imow  that  it  was 
neither  our  wish  nor  fault  that  Mobile  was  not  taken  last  year  or  last 
month.

Headquarters  District  of  West  Florida, 

Barrancas,  March  4,  1864- 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  in  connection  with  my  report 
of  February  23,  No.  86,  the  following  additional  information  in  regard 
to  affairs  in  my  neighborhood,  received  from  refugees  and  deserters. 

There  are  at  present  12,000  to  15.000  rebel  troops  at  Mobile  *  *  * 
with  about  1 ,000  cavalry.  General  Maury  was  urging  noncombatants 
to  leave  the  city  at  once.  *  *  *  The  people  of  Mobile  seem  pre- 
pared to  surrender  as  soon  as  the  railroad  communication  with  Mont- 
gomery is  cut  off.  The  rebel  iron  ram  Tennessee  succeeded  in  getting 
over  tne  Dog  River  Bar2  in  the  Mobile  Harbor,  and  as  it  becomes  thus 
one  of  the  possibilities  m  prospect  that  this  formidable  vessel,  aided 
by  others  of  similar  power,  may  pass  our  blockading  fleet  and  at- 
tempt an  entrance  into  Pensacola  Harbor,  I  issued,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Admiral  Farragut,  the  enclosed  Special  Orders,  No.  46,  directing 
the  commanders  of  Forts  Pickens  and  Barrancas  to  prevent  the  en- 
trance of  any  vessel  at  night  until  its  character  is  satisfactorily  ascer- 
tained, requesting,  at  the  same  time,  Commodore  Smith,  commanding 
the  navy  yard,  and  Captain  Gibson,  senior  officer  afloat  here,  to  secure 
for  the  two  ports  a  seasonable  information  of  the  approach  of  any 
vessel  of  suspicious  appearance.     *     *     *

The  schooner  was  from  Kingston,  Jamaica,  and  her  cargo  is  reported 
to  consist  of  200  kegs  of  powder,  250,000  percussion  caps,  and  500 
ounces  quinine:  also  coffee,  hardware,  and  dry  goods.  Sne  has  been 
sent  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication. 

Also  the  capture  by  the  Penobscot,  Lieutenant-Commander  Benham, 
of  the  English  schooner  Lilly,  on  the  28th  February,  about  8  miles 
from  Velasco,  Tex.  She  was  from  Belize,  Honduras,  43  tons  register, 
and  has  a  cargo  consisting  of  45  packages,  a  part  of  which  is  powder 

Also  the  capture  by  the  Penobscot,  on  the  29th  February,  of  the 
schooners  Stingray  and  John  Douglas,  off  Velasco,  Tex.  The  Stingray 
has  a  cargo  of  60  bales  of  cotton  and  52  half  bales.  The  John  Douglas 
has  100  bales.  The  vessels  have  been  sent  to  New  Orleans  for 
adjudication. 

Also  the  capture  by  the  Virginia,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Charles  H.  Brown,  of  the  schooner  Camilla,  and  the  burning  of  a  sloop 
by  the  same  vessel,  both  cotton  loaded,  the  details  of  which  have  not 
yet  been  received.

Sir:  I  visited  our  machine  shop  yesterday  evening  on  my  arrival 
and  find  it  improving,  although  its  ability  to  do  work  has  as  yet  not 
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much  improved,  as  the  chief  articles  have  not  yet  arrived.  We  have 
neither  heavy  bellows  nor  heavy  anvils,  and  consequently  are  unable 
to  get  a  high  heat.  The  coppersmith  is  at  work,  and  as  soon  as  your 
piece  of  shafting  comes  they  will  be  ready  for  work  on  the  lathes,  etc. 

The  Nasmytn  hammer,  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Isherwood,  has  been 
purchased  and  ordered  out  to  New  York,  so  I  presume  that  some  of 
your  requisitions  must  have  been  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Engineering 
instead  of  Yards  and  Docks. 

I  shall  not  remove  anything  more  from  Ship  Island,  except  the 
workmen.  The  few  tools  they  have  there  are  necessary  for  the  con- 
stant repairs  required  on  the  vessels  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound. 

It  will  be  entirely  out  of  the  question  for  you  to  go  to  St.  Louis  with 
such  an  amount  of  work  as  you  have  on  your  hands  at  this  time.  I 
would  be  very  glad  if  it  were  otherwise,  as  we  are  in  great  want  of 
Mr.  Eada'  vessels;  and  nothing  can  be  depending  on  you  for  their 
completion.  I  presume  that  it  is  a  mere  gratification  that  he  desires 
to  have  your  approval  of  things  before  he  sends  them  out. 

I  regret  that  ne  is  so  unwell  as  not  to  be  able  to  give  his  personal 
attention,  as  everything  will  suffer  more  or  less  when  the  master  hand 
is  not  at  work. 

I  have  sent  forward  your  proposition  for  the  machine  shop  by  the 
last  mail  and  urged  the  honorable  Secretary  to  make  the  purchase, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  he  will  do  so. 

Send  forward  the  heavy  anvils,  bellows,  shears,  punch,  and  piece  of 
shafting  by  the  first  opportunity.

Commodore:  I  sent  the  Arkansas  back  to  you,  that  you  might  keep 
the  two  vessels  (she  and  the  Dinsmore)  running  back  and  fortn  to  the 
Rio  Grande  about  once  in  ten  days  to  supply  them  with  such  things 
as  may  be  required  by  the  bloekaders,  to  bring  up  telegrams,  and  keep 
up  the  police  of  the  coast.  ' 

Send  two  of  the  tinclads  to  Calcasieu;  let  them  take  advantage  of  a 
good  start,  but  do  not  let  them  go  until  you  have  trusty  commanders 
For  them;  do  not  send  one  vessel  alone.  If  any  of  the  light-draft  ves- 
sels arrive  from  the  North,  send  one  of  them  and  one  tinclad. 

We  are  in  the  dark  as  to  the  fate  of  the  ram  Tennessee;  some  say  she 
has  not  yet  crossed  Dog  River  Bar;  some  that  she  has  come  down,  I 
among  tne  latter;  those  who  were  looking  at  her  when  the  norther 
struck  her  say  (some  of  them)  that  she  went  down,  others  that  she 
went' up  the  bay  in  tow  of  the  other  steamers.     The  deserters  I  send, 
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you  will  say  that  she  never  came  over  the  bar,  but  I  saw  a  vessel  that  I 
do  not  believe  could  be  anything  but  the  Tennessee. 

She  was  at  least  300  feet  long,  casemated  only,  3  and  not  2  feet  out 
of  water.  A  very  intelligent  man  who  had  worked  on  her  pronounced 
her  to  be  the  Tennessee  the  moment  he  saw  her;  still  these  men  say  it 
was  too  important  an  affair  not  to  have  been  blazed  forth. 

I  send  you  the  court-martial  approved.  Apply  to  have  the  man 
put  in  the  Parish  Prison,  and  I  will  send  the  other  home  as  he  desired. 

The  claim  for  sinking  the  vessel  should  be  referred  to  Admiral  Por- 
ter for  payment. 

Have  the  man  who  killed  the  other  on  board  the  Pampero  turned 
over  to  the  criminal  court  in  New  Orleans. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  allow  Mr.  Shock  to  go  to  St.  Louis  at  a  time 
like  this.

He  found  there  only  one  gunboat  under  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Harmony,  who  informed  him  that  if  he  had  only  known  of 
General  Gillmore*s  intended  movement  in  Florida,  he  could  have  made 
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an  important  diversion  in  his  favor.     It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that 
such  information  had  not  been  communicated  to  me.

Sir  :  I  am  much  gratified  to  be  able  to  contradict  my  letter  of  the  1st 
instant,  in  which  I  stated  the  rebel  ironclad  Tennessee  had  crossed  Dog 
River  Bar,  for  although  the  vessel  was  pronounced  the  Tennessee  by  a 
man  on  board  one  of  our  vessels  the  moment  he  saw  her,  yet  it  is  now 
reported  bv  an  engineer  refugee,  who  left  Mobile  with  his  wife  en  route 
to  New  Orleans  on  the  1st  of  March,  that  the  Tennessee  was  then  alone- 
side  the  wharf  at  Mobile,  with  the  camels  alongside  and  that  the  rebels 
have  but  little  hope  of  raising  her  sufficiently  to  get  her  over  the  bar, 
but  he  also  states  that  the  ironclad  that  came  down  the  bay  did  sink, 
as  we  supposed,  in  the  blow  which  came  out  from  the  north  that 
morning,     jHe  called  her  the  Selma,  but  we  have  never  heard  of  an

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  orders  from 
Captain  John  P.  Gillis,  I  took  station  off  this  pass  March  6  for  block- 
ade duty. 

At  3 :  30  p.  m.  on  the  9th  instant  we  saw  a  sail  standing  to  .the  south 
and  west.  I  immediately  gave  chase,  and  upon  being  seen  by  the 
stranger  she  tacked  to  the  eastward.  I  fired  a  shot  as  a  signal  for  her 
to  heave  to,  but  not  until  a  number  of  shells  burst  near  her  did  she 
do  so. 

She  proved  to  be  the  schooner  Sylphide,  from  Tampico,  bound 
ostensibly  to  Havana.  Her  flag  was  of  swallow-tail  shape,  with  black, 
white,  and  black  bars  horizontal.  When  first  seen  she  was  standing 
with  a  fine  wind  to  the  S.  W.,  and  being  very  far  from  the  true  position 
which  she  should  have  been  in  if  really  bound  for  Havana,  there  was 
no  doubt  as  to  her  intention  to  violate  the  blockade. 

Her  cargo  consisted  of  salt,  bagging,  bale  rope,  coffee,  cigars, 
bundles  of  flat  and  bar  iron,  and  percussion  caps.  The  latter  article, 
however,  was  not  mentioned  on  the  manifest. 

I  have  captured  her  as  a  prize  to  the  United  States,  and  with  the 
approval  of  Captain  Gillis  send  her  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

March  11,  1864. 

The  vessels  present  will  take  turns  in  sending  in  a  picket  boat  at 
night. 

Said  boat  will  be  in  charge  of  a  competent  officer,  and  both  officer 
and  men  will  be  fully  armed. 

The  boat  must  be  provided  with  a  timepiece  and  binnacle  and  the 
necessary  fireworks.  She  will  not  leave  before  dark  and  must  return 
before  daylight. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  picket  boat  to  watch  the  movements  of 
the  enemy  inside;  and  for  that  purpose  she  will  pull  in  for  the  wreck 
of  the  Morning  Light  and  be  prepared  to  give  the  following  signals,  viz : 

Steamer  coming  out  to  the  eastward — Coston  signal  No.  8  (all 
green). 

Steamer  coining  out  to  the  westward — Coston  signal  No.  5  (all  red). 

Should  the  weather  be  foggy,  fire  two  muskets  m  quick  succession 
and  burn  light  if  going  west. 
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If  going  east,  four  muskets  and  light. 

Should  the  steamer  run  directly  out  in  mid-channel,  the  boat  will 
avoid  her,  make  no  signal,  and  return  to  her  own  or  the  nearest  vessel. 

Should  the  steamer  turn  to  the  eastward,  the  boat  will  pull  rapidly 
to  the  westward,  and  vice  versa,  until  out  of  musket  range,  then 
make  her  signal. 

The  picket  boat  will  not  approach  nor  engage  any  of  the  enemy's 
picket  boats  unless  chased  or  attacked.  Ana  in  event  of  being  chased 
she  will  pull  for  our  nearest  vessel. 

It  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  send  out  boats  in  clear  moonlight  nights.

March  11,  1864- — At  6  a.  m.  made  signal  to  the  Glide;  up  anchor 
and  steamed  up  the  river,  accompanied  by  the  Glide.  At  10  a.  m. 
saw  a  boat  sailing  along  the  shore.  Appearing  suspicious,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Beyer,  in  charge  of  a  boat  and  8  men,  well  armed,  went  off  for  the 
strange  boat  and  returned  at  12  with  the  same  and  a  man  and  two 
children  as  prisoners;  the  man  was  well  armed  with  a  soldier's  musket 
and  knives;  he  had  also  $147  Confederate  and  $10  U.  S.  Treasury 
money.  From  noon  to  4  p.  m. :  Proceeded  on  up  Grand  Lake.  At 
2  p.  m.  landed  at  Chicot  Pass;  took  on  board  an  iron  money  safe;  left 
this  place  and  went  farther  up  the  river,  accompanied  by  the  Glide. 
At  6  p.  m.  anchored  in  Mosquito  -Lake. 

March  12. — At  6  a.  m.  got  up  anchor  and  steamed  up  [Atcha- 
falaya?]  River,  by  direction  of  the  river  pilot.  At  7 :50  all  hands  to 
quarters;  got  the  battery  and  sharpshooters  with  muskets  ready  for 
action.  From  8  to  noon:  All  hands  to  quarters  ready  for  action; 
proceeded  onward  for  Butte-k-la-Rose.  At  9  a.  m.  encountered  a 
camp  of  rebel  soldiers  on  the  right-hand  bank  of  the  river  (going  up) . 
consisting  of  about  35  or  40  men.  Opened  fire  on  them  with  forward 
broadside  guns  and  muskets,  but  the  rebel  soldiers  ran  into  the  woods 
and  escaped.  Mr.  J.  F.  Bever,  in  charge  of  8  men,  landed,  captured 
some  soldiers'  muskets,  leather  clothing  bags,  and  destroyed  the  camp 
buildings  by  fire,  then  returned  down  the  liver  and  destroyed  several 
boats  and  scows.  At  2  p.  m.  anchored  in  Mosquito  Lake.  Our  ves- 
sel suffered  some  damage  from  the  firing  of  our  own  guns,  viz,  No. 
1  gun  on  port  side  tore  a  considerable  part  of  tL  >  side  out  of  their 
fastenings;  one  shell  of  the  starboard  gun  exploded  in  the  forecastle 
and  tore  up  some  of  the  forecastle  deck  planks,  also  many  window 
glasses  and  lamp  chimneys  broken  from  tne  concussion. 

March  IS. — At  6  a.  m.  up  anchor  and  steamed  through  the  lake 
down  river.  At  1 :  15  p.  m.  anchored  off  Brashear  City.  The  captain 
went  on  shore,  also  the  soldiers  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Pinckney. 

March  14- — From  8  a.  m.  to  noon:  Sent  the  prisoner,  Mendoza,  and 
his  two  children  on  shore. 

March  15. — At  5:45  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  down  the 
Atchafalaya  River  in  charge  of  pilot,  Mr.  Lewis.  At  9  a.m.  saw  a 
schooner  two  points  off  our  port  bow;  steered  for  her.  At  10  fired  the 
port  forward  gun  to  bring  the  schooner  to,  which  hove  to  instantly  and 
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anchored.  Mr.  J.  F.  Beyer  received  orders  to  board  the  schooner. 
The  starboard  boat  was  lowered,  and  as  the  boat  tackle  could  not  get 
unhooked  soon  enough,  owing  to  too  much  headway  of  the  steamer,  the 
boat  capsized  and  endangered  the  lives  of  the  boat  s  crew,  who  were  all 
thrown  overboard.  After  some  struggle  three  were  saved  and  Henry 
Eberlv  drowned.  He  could  not  swim  at  all.  Lowered  the  gig,  boarded 
the  schooner,  which  proved  to  be  the  J.  W.  Wilder,  Captain  Laganne.

also  a  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  Statesj  an  order 
from  tne  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  decision  of  prize  court  m  relation 
to  capture  of  vessels  having  illegal  papers;  circulars;  reports  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  etc.,  which  please  distribute  amongst  the  vessels 
under  your  charge  off  Sabine  Bar. 

The  admiral  designs  sending  several  light  steamers  to  operate  on 
this  coast,  drawing  from  6  to  8  feet  water,  and  wishes  to  know  how 
and  where  they  can  be  advantageously  employed  in  the  rivers,  bays, 
etc.  I  will  thank  you  to  give  me  sucn  information  as  may  guide  the 
admiral  in  designating  the  service  upon  which  they  may  be  engaged.. 

The  admiral  is  under  the  impression  that  contraband  trade  to  some 
extent  is  carried  on  through  Calcasieu  River  and  Lake.  It  would  be 
desirable,  if  you  have  the  force,  to  keep  a  watch  occasionally  on  that 
place  also. 

On  the  southwestern  part  of  the  coast  many  small  schooners  are 
now  engaged  running  the  blockade;  such  may  be  the  case  on  that  part 
of  the  coast  of  whicn  you  have  charge.  It  is  very  desirable  that  a 
stop  should  be  put  to  such  illicit  trade. 

I  will  be  much  gratified  to  hear  from  you  when  opportunities  occur.

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Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  blockade  runners 
and  blockading  vessels  on  the  coast  of  Texas. 

U.  S.  S.  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  March  12,  I864. 

Dear  Sir:  On  our  way  here  we  had  extremely  bad  weather  and 
encountered  two  gales,  which,  with  chasing  vessels,  drove  us  so  much 
out  of  the  way  that  when  the  position  or  the  ship  was  "ascertained 
we  were  so  near  Galveston  that  to  have  gone  to  Sabine  Pass  "would 
have  been  the  delay  of  a  whole  day;  consequently  I  ran  here,  and 
Captain  Gillis,  on  his  way  to  Mobile,  will  deliver  the  orders  for  change 
of  signals  to  Captain  Woolsey,  off  the  Sabine. 

As  yet  I  can  form  no  definite  opinion  as  to  the  places  which  the 
several  small  steamers  that  the  admiral  intends  sending  to  this  coast 
can  be  advantageously  employed.  •  I  will  endeavor  to  obtain  the 
information  and  let  the  admiral  know  as  soon  as  possible.  Captain 
Gillis  will  see  the  admiral  and  yourself  and  from  his  knowledge  of 
the  coast  will  give  information  upon  that  subject. 

A  brisk  trade  seems  to  be  carrying  on  by  the  blockade  runners  on 
the  coast  between  Matagorda  and  Galveston  Bay,  as  appears  by 
freauent  captures,  and  it  is  possible  on  other  parts  of  the  coast,  yet 
we  nave  not  a  sufficient  number  of  vessels  to  prevent  it. 

By  the  present  arrangement  three  steamers  (Princess  Royal, 
Chocura,  ana  Antona)  guard  Sabine  Pass  and  look  at  Calcasieu  River; 
five  steamers  (Lackawanna,  Kanawha,  Cayuga,  Owasco,  and  Aroos- 
took) are  off  Galveston  watching  the  Harriet  Lane,  a  bark,  brig,  and 
several  schooners,  apparently  prepared  to  run  out,  besides  the  steam- 
boats in  the  bay;  one  steamer  (Virginia)  at  San  Luis  Pass;  one 
steamer  (Penobscot)  at  Brazos  River,  off  Velasco;  one  steamer 
(Sciota)  stationed  at  Pass  Cavallo  and  occasionally  to  run  to  the  Rio 
Grande,  touching  at  Corpus  Christi  and  Brazos  Santiago,  and  the 
Estrella  inside  of  Pass  Cavallo,  in  Matagorda  Bay,  occasionally  in  good 
weather  to  run  along  the  coast  as  far  as  Caney  Creek. 

For  want  of  blockading  vessels  none  are  permanently  stationed 
south  of  Pass  Cavallo. 

The  Aroostook  has  just  been  withdrawn  from  the  Brazos  River,  off 
Velasco,  and  her  place  taken  by  the  Penobscot,  that  she  may  have 
some  temporary  work  done  to  her  boiler  here,  and  in  all  probability 
before  long  she  may  have  to  return  to  Newr  Orleans. 

The  character  of  the  small  steamers  intended  to  be  sent  here  by 
the  admiral  I  do  not  know,  but  hope  some  may  be  df  assistance  on 
the  outside  blockade  in  the  absence  of  more  effective  ones.

Off  Grant's  Pass,  March  14,  1864. 
My  Dear  Sir:  The  Calhoun  has  not  yet  returned ;  the  Jackson  went 
on  a  cruise  down  the  sound  and  along  north  shore  this  morning,  to  be 
back  to-night;  she  may  find  some  supplies;  and,  if  so,  I  will  send 
you  some  by  the  first  opportunity. 

I  send  two  prisoners  of  war,  picked  up  from  the  beach  yesterday; 
they  seem  to  have  but  little  news.  Tney  say,  however,  that  the 
troops  and  people  are  discussing  the  expediency  of  calling  a  meeting  of 
the  people  to  decide  by  vote  whether  the  war  shall  be  continued  or 
they  shall  give  up. 

We  have  coal  for  four  days  and  a  half  of  full  steaming  (54  tons),  and 
by  borrowing  a  little  sugar  and  butter  from  the  schooners,  provisions 
will  last  till  the  24th.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  disposition  of 
vessels  of  the  Third  Division  of  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  March  16,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  yesterday  the  Katahdin, 
Lieutenant-Commander  John  Irwin,  joined  the  blockade  of  this  coast 
from  New  Orleans,  and  that  the  Aroostook,  Lieutenant-Commander 
Hatfield,  lelt  for  the  same  place  for  repairs  to  her  boilers.  The  same 
evening  the  Arkansas  reached  here  trom  Pass  Cavallo  and  continued 
along  the  coast  on  the  way  to  New  Orleans.  The  Sciota  arrived  to-day 
from  the  Rio  Grande,  touching  at  all  points  along  the  coast.  Neither 
she  nor  the  Arkansas  brought  information  of  importance. 

Nearly  the  same  disposition  remains  of  the  olockading  as  when 
Captain  Gillis  left,  viz:  Princess  Royal,  Chocura,  and  Antona  at 
Saoine  Pass;  Lackawanna,  Owasco,  Kanawha,  Katahdin,  and  Sciota  off 
Galveston;  Virginia'  at  San  Luis  Pass;  Penobscot  at  Brazos  River,  off 
Velasco;  Estrefla  at  Pass  Cavallo,  in  Matagorda  Bay,  occasionally  in 
good  weather  to  come  outside  and  coast  as  far  to  the  northward  and 
eastward  as  Canev  Creek. 

The  Cayuga  will  leave  this  evening  to  take  the  place  of  the  Sciota. 
whose  station  was  off  Pass  Cavallo,  and  occasionally  to  examine  all 
parts  of  the  coast  from  San  Bernard  River  to  the  Rio  Grande  and  aid 
the  land  forces  if  necessarv. 

The  schooner  Marian,  of  12  or  18  tons  burden,  laden  with  a  few  sacks 
of  salt  and  bundles  of  iron,  captured  by  the  Aroostook  off  Velasco  about 
the  9th  instant,  and  reported  to  you  by  Captain  Gillis  as  being  in  an 
unseaworthy  condition,  sunk  at  her  anchorage  off  this  place  on  the 
14th  instant  in  a  gale,  not,  however,  before  the  cargo  was  removed  to 
the  Aroostook,  which  latter  vessel  has  taken  it  to  New  Orleans  for  adju- 
dication. 

The  Harriet  Lane,  with  all  masts  dowTn,  still  lies  under  the  guns  of  the 
fort  at  Pelican  Spit,  protected  by  steam  guard  boats  and  an  encamp- 
ment oi  the  enemy  on  Pelican  Island.  About  seventy  persons  are 
represented  to  be  on  board. 

Acting  Master  E.  A.  Terrell,  formerly  of  the  Owasco,  who  had  been 
sent  to  New  Orleans  as  a  witness  to  the  district  court,  returned  as  pas- 
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senger  in  the  Katahdin.     I  have  ordered  him  temporarily  on  duty  on 
board  the  latter  vessel  in  consequence  of  a  deficiency  of  officers.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  Confederate  forti- 
fications between  Galveston  and  Matagorda  Bay. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  March  16,  186 J^. 

Sir:  In  reference  to  the  employment  of  the  small  steamers  you  pro- 
pose sending  to  this  part  of  the  blockading  fleet,  I  have  made  enquiries 
and  learn  that  there  are  but  few  inlets  on  the  coast  unoccupied  by  our 
land  forces  into  which  thej  could  go. 

Sabine  Pass  has  ordinarily  7  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  and  is  the  only 
one  on  the  coast  with  muddy  bottom ;  all  the  rest  have  hard  sand  bars. 
Vessels  drawing  10  feet  may,  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances 
of  a  southerly  gale  and  heavy  swell,  be  forced  through  the  mud  into 
the  Sabine  River.  Calcasieu,  to  the  eastward  of  Sabine  Pass ;  San  Luis 
and  Brazos  River,  at  Velasco,  have  each  nearly  7  feet  on  the  bar.  On 
the  bar  at  San  Bernard  River  3  feet  is  obtained.  The  remaining 
places— Cedar  Creek  and  Caney  Creek — are  so  nearly  closed  by  sand 
that  the  water  ripples  on  the  bars  in  light  weather. 

The  enemy  appear  to  be  fortifying  the  coast  between  this  place  and 
Matagorda  Bay.  Captain  Gillis  informed  me  that  they  had  erected  a 
fort  on  the  west  ena  of  Galveston  Island  to  guard  San  Luis  Pass. 
From  other  sources  I  learn  that  thev  have  a  fort  on  each  side  of  the 
entrance  of  the  Brazos  River,  each  having  about  four  guns,  smooth- 
bore. On  the  east  side  of  San  Bernard  River  a  tort  exists  of  tour  guns, 
two  of  them  smoothbore  and  the  remainder  rifled  guns  of  about  12- 
pounder  caliber.  At  Cedar  Creek  a  small  battery  stands  with  light 
guns,  and  at  Caney  Creek,  on  the  east  side  of  the  entrance,  is  a  fort 
with  four  guns,  three  of  them  smoothbore  and  one  30-pounder  rifle  with 
a  range  of  about  3  miles. 

The  forts  and  batteries  at  San  Bernard  River  and  Cedar  and  Caney 
creeks  do  not  appear  to  have  been  constructed  to  prevent  our  gun  boats 
going  in,  as  so  little  water  is  found  upon  the  bars,  but  to  resist  the 
advance  ot  our  land  forces  from  Matagorda  Peninsula  toward  Velasco. 
Many  rifle  pits  and  pits  for  the  use  of  fieldpieces  have  also  been  con- 
structed between  the  Brazos  River  and  Caney  Creek,  especially  between 
the  former  place  and  San  Bernard  River,  apparently  with  the  design 
of  preventyig  our  land  forces  disembarking  on  that  part  of  the  coast. 

Of  the  defenses  of  Galveston  doubtless  Captain  Gillis  has  given  you 
full  information,  as  on  his  leaving  he  took  with  him  a  chart  locating 
the  position  of  all  the  strengthened  points.

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Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  to  Captain  Jenkins, 
U.  S.  Navy }  regarding  general  matters. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Pensacola,  March  17,  I864. 
Dear  Captain  :  1  suppose  you  have  heard  nothing  new  of  the  ram 
Tennessee  lately.  I  saw  by  a  Mobile  paper  great  lamentations  about 
their  having  anchored  her  in  5  fathoms  water  above  Dog  River  Bar — 
that  is,  they  said  a  vessel  that  great  things  had  been  expected  from, 
etc.,  not  calling  her  by  name;  but  I  am  so  suspicious  of  the  rebs  that  I 
feared  it  might  be  to  take  us  in,  as  they  did  about  the  Merrimack. 

I  see  that  they  fired  on  one  of  their  blockade  runners  the  other 
night,  in  passing  Fort  Gaines,  by  mistake,  showing  that  our  suspicions 
are  true  that  they  run  out  through  Pelican  Pass.  Walker,  the  spy, 
told  me  he  knew  that  they  did.  I  have  sent  a  little  vessel  for  the 
sound,  the  Cowslip.  She  will  be  a  very  efficient  vessel,  so  soon  as  the 
captain  learns  something  about  the  sound. 

I  must  try  and  do  something  for  the  late  commander  of  the  Jackson. 
He  is  a  very  good  officer.  The  fact  is,  there  will  not  be  one  in  five  of 
those  who  come  out  in  these  vessels  fit  to  command  them  as  vessels  of 
war.  We  have  given  him  an  ensign  to  exercise  his  crew  at  the  guns, 
etc.,  and  as  she  only  draws  6  feet  water,  she  will  be  able  to  run  all 
over  the  sound. 

Please  let  me  have  a  note  from  you  by  every  vessel  you  send  in  for 
coal,  etc.     I  don't  mind  reading  the  letters;  let  me  know  all  the  news.

The  admiral  seems  to  chafe  a  little  at  inaction, 
but  yet  even  he  can  scarcely  bring  himself  to  believe  that  there  would 
be  any  object  in  running  the  gantlet  of  the  forts  without  ^oldiers  to 

g've  stability  to  the  movement;  and  if  Banks  has  no  better  luck  than 
illmore,  I  am  afraid  there  will  be  no  soldiers  to  spare  for  some  time. 
WTiat  a  stupid  movement  that  whole  Florida  one  seems  to  have 
been.  Had  it  been  only  connected  with  a  demonstration  on  this  side, 
which  could  have  easily  been  made,  its  chances  of  success  would  have 
been  much  greater;  but  I  suppose  they  wanted  a  monopoly  of  the  glory 
and  got  a  beating,  which,  had  the  enemy  only  followed  up  the  victory 
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(which  neither  of  us  ever  do),  would  have  Gilded  in  the  total  destruc- 
tion of  our  army.

Off  Pensacola,  March  18,  I864. 
Commodore:  We  will  have  to  stop  the  outlays  upon  the  ironclads, 
if  so  expensive;  but  I  can  not  understand  why  it  should  cost  sq  much  ds 
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$8,000,  when  they  told  me  it  would  only  cost  as  many  hundreds,  to  haul 
up  one  and  about  $2,000  to  copper  her,  including  the  copper  or  metal. 
It  is  nonsense  to  send  these  vessels  into  salt  water,  where  the  worms 
bite,  without  protection  against  them. 

As  soon  as  I  can  get  suitable  commanders  for  these  vessels  I  must 
send  two  of  them  down  to  the  Rio  Grande  and  one  of  light  draft  to 
Calcasieu. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  send  the  Calhoun  into  fresh  water  for  fear  of 
her  sinking.

Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  V.  S.  Navy,  to  the-  Bureau  of  Navi- 
gation, regarding  signals. 

Pensacola,  Fla.,  March  20,  I864. 

Admiral:  You  will  have  to  do  something  to  simplify  the  signals.  It 
has  now  become  a  matter  of  the  greatest  anxiety  to  tne  officers  in  this 
fleet.  There  are  nothing  but  mistakes  with  two  sets  of  signals — the  regu- 
lar and  the  boat  code.  Can  not  the  thing  be  simplified  by  keeping  the 
signal  book,  numerical  signals,  and  flags  always  the  same,  and  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  change  the  signals  by  loss  of  a  signal  book  do  so 
by  adding  and  subtracting  a  number  you  may  decide  upon:  for  exam- 
pie,  No.  43  reads  "Anchor."  The  officer  making  the  signal  adds  2  (or 
any  number  you  please);  the  signal  officer  reads  it  '45,"  but  sub- 
tracts 2  from  it  and  looks  in  the  signal  book  and  finds  (as  intended). 

Of  course,  it  would  not  be  necessary  with  conftnon  signals,  such  as 
for  lowering  sails  or  a  boat,  etc.  It  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence  who 
knows  the  ordinary  signals.  The  change,  perhaps,  would  only  be  nec- 
essary in  matters  of  importance.  When  it  is  necessary  to  be  particu- 
lar, indicate  it  by  a  signal  which  shall  mean  that  the  number  2  is  now 
to  be  added  and  subtracted.  It  occurs  to  me  that  this  would  obviate 
all  the  difficulty  we  have  at  present,  which  I  assure  you  no  one  can 
comprehend  except  those  who  have  to  use  them. 

The  signals  have  been  changed  so  frequently  that  we  scarcely  learn 
the  flags  Defore  they  are  altered. 

I  really  beg  that  you  will  give  this  subject  your  attention,  for  I  look 
for  some  disaster  daily. 

The  Ossipee  was  fired  at  by  the  Mobile  blockading  vessels  at  night. 

There  is  a  general  complaint  in  the  squadron.

Navy,  to  the  Bureau  of  Yards 
and  Docks,  regarding  the  inadequate  means  for  repairs  to  vessels. 

Pensacola,  March  20,  I864. 

Admiral:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  kind  communi- 
cation of  the  27th  February,  1864. 

I  do  not  expect  the  Bureau  to  do  more  than  Congress  will  permit, 
but  I  am  perfectly  aware  that  it  is  difficult  for  either  Congress  or  your- 
self to  comprehend  the  true  state  of  the  case,  because  I,  who  am  the 
sufferer,  find  it  difficult  to  explain.  The  facts  are  simply  these:  My 
fleet  consists  of  more  vessels  than  our  whole  Navy  did  a  few  years 
back,  three-fourths  of  them  steamers — say  59.  The  dockyards  at  the 
Nortn  can  not  do  half  the  work  required  of  them  in  time. 

I  send  a  vessel  North  for  repairs  which  we  have  not  the  appliances 
to  make,  and  she  remains  eight  weeks,  and  returns  to  me  and  requires 
to  go  to  New  Orleans  for  one  or  two  months  to  repair  before  she  can 
take  her  station  on  the  blockade. 

Anything  we  have  the  machinery  and  appliances jgenerallv  to  do  we 
can  do  in  half  the  time  it  is  done  at  the  Northern  dockyard,  simply,  I 
suppose,  because  they  are  overworked.  At  New  Orleans  the  work  is 
done  by  the  job  and  day's  work. 

They  sent  me  vessels  from  the  Upper  Mississippi  for  the  shallow 
waters  of  the  Gulf,  but  they  will  be  eaten  up  by  the  worms  in  two 
months  without  copper,  so  they  must  be  hauled  up  and  coppered  and 
much  strengthened  to  go  outside  to  get  to  their  stations. 

Our  blockaders  are  from  300  to  500  and  700  miles  from  New  Orleans. 
It  is  necessary  that  we  should  have  the  means  of  repairing  our  block- 
aders at  a  nearer  port.  Pensacola  is  the  nearest  (only  40  miles  from 
Mobile) ,  where  we  nave  20  vessels  on  the  hardest  possible  service,  liable 
to  break  down  every  moment,  and  obliged  to  keep  steam  up  all  the 
time. 

At  Pensacola  I  have  a  fine  depot  of  everything  we  need,  except  the 
appliances  for  repairs,  and,  thank  God,  they  are  progressing  rapidly. 
We  have  a  good  harbor,  fine  dock  for  the  vessels  to  haul  into  when 
necessary  for  particular  work,  and  good  stone  wharves  for  coaling,  etc., 
with  a  fine  pair  of  shears  and  cranes,  and  will  soon  have  a  fine  hospital, 
able  to  accommodate  200  to  300  sick. 

You  say  that  I  did  not  state  the  size  of  the  Nasmyth  hammer;  I 
think  I  did,  from  1,500  to  3,000  pounds.  I  will  be  thankful  for  any- 
thing. 

I  think  that  there  must  be  some  mistake  in  the  course  my  requisi- 
tions took,  for  I  am  informed  by  the  engineer-in-chief  that  a  hammer 
had  been  ordered  from  New  York. 

You  speak  of  the  cost  of  boilers  and  steam  power  enough  for  all  pur- 
poses. My  boilers  are  set  and  at  work,  running  two  lathes,  a  drill- 
press,  and  I  will  soon  have  the  puncher  and  shears  added  to  it.  The 
machine  shop  is  beginning  to  look  Uke  work,  but  owing  to  our  not  hav- 
ing the  large  bellows  we  are  unable  to  get  a  heat  upon  large  pieces  of 
iron. 

The  old  smith's  shop  is  alongside  of  the  machine  shop,  and  I  wish 
three  rooms  of  the  old  building  roofed  over;  the  first  for  the  smithery, 
which  will  contain  six  forges,  two  of  which  will  be  for  the  use  of  the 
steam  hammer.  When  that  is  done  we  will  be  able  to  do  almost  any 
wrought-iron  work  for  the  fleet.    The  second  room  will  be  for  the 
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foundry;  we  have  the  cupola,  etc.,  and  the  molding  sand  left  by  the 
rebels.     The  third  room  will  be- for  any  boiler  work. 

The  whole  expense  of  the  above  will  be  that  of  cleaning  and  laying 
the  brick  and  putting  on  the  roof. 

Ship  Island  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  Mississippi  Sound,  and  protects 
the  entrance  to  New  Orleans  by  the  lakes  [Pontcnartrain  and  Borgne], 

We  have  been  obliged  to  keep  a  small  force  in  the  sound  all  the  time. 
I  select  for  this  work  the  vessels  which  are  unable  to  go  outside  by 
reason  of  worn-out  machinery,  boilers,  or  hulls.  These  vessels  require 
constant  patching  and  repairs,  and  we  have  made  the  lame  ductus  do 
astonishing  service  in  this  way  during,  the  last  twelve  or  eighteen 
months;  so  that  The  Ship  Island  shop  is  very  necessary,  but  it  is  a 
very  small  affair,  and  will  be  reduced  still  more  by  bringing  the  work- 
men to  Pensacola  (say  7  or  8) ;  the  machinery  is  very  limited,  and 
small  but  sufficient  for  the  place. 

You  must  bear  in  mind  tnat  vessels  in  the  sound  can  not  be  risked  to 
Pensacola,  but  those  in  the  lake  or  sound  can  all  go  to  Ship  Island  for 
repairs  and  coal  with  perfect  safety.  Still,  it  is  a  rough  place  to  lie, 
except  with  a  southerly  wind.  I  have  been  there  a  week  without 
being  able  to  go  on  shore  without  being  drenched,  and  therefore  did 
not  go. 

I  nave  written  you  this  long  letter,  admiral,  to  convince  you  that  I 
am  not  an  unreasonable  man,  and,  in  conclusion,will  pledge  myself  to 
do  all  in  my  power  to  "reduce  the  rebels  to  submission  within  the  next 
season,"  as  you  desire. 

We  are  ready  to  go  ahead  whenever  the  order  is  given;  but  we  must 
have  soldiers  stop  up  the  back  doors  of  Gaines  and  Morgan.

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  received  by  the 
Jasmine,  I  have  heard  all  the  news  respecting  the  movements  of  the 
army. 

I  can  not  spare  the  Cowslip,  as  she  is  the  only  vessel  I  have  in  Mis- 
sissippi Sound  except  now  and  then  one  taken  from  the  blockade.  As 
soon  as  vessels  of  light  draft  arrive,  I  will  send  them  down  to  look  after 
Vermilion  and  CalcAsieu  bays.  As  to  the  Octorara,  let  Mr.  Shock  go 
ahead  and  repair  her  as  fast  as  he  can.  I  will  send  north  for  the  tubes. 
Let  him  send  his  requisitions  here  for  what  he  wants  and  send  copies 
with  the  specifications  to  the  Bureau  of  Steam  Engineering.  As  to 
galleys,  she  fitted  [them]  out  as  thev  are,  and  so  let  them  be.  If  I 
send  every  vessel  home  that  is  likely  to  have  the  fever,  I  fear  that 
I  shall  have  no  squadron  left. 

If  the  Dinsmore  is  not  likely  to  be  ready  in  time,  send  the  Arkansas 
down  the  coast  again  in  about  a  week,  instructing  the  captain  to  keep 
close  into  the  shore,  particularly  between  Vermilion  and  Calcasieu. 

I  do  not  wish  a  new  screw  for  the  Jasmine,  she  [illegible]  northeast 
wind  than  usual. 

I  want  to  know  what  work  Mr.  Shock  is  doing  for  the  Richmond  that 
he  talks  so  seriously  about  her  going  into  port  to  have  fixed.  We 
have  something  more  than  morafeffect  to  deal  with  out  here.  They 
all  talk  about  sending  vessels  north  as  if  there  was  a  superabundance 
of  them,  when  we  have  not  actually  a  vessel  to  send  down  on  the  coast.

Sir:  I  forward  herewith  a  communication  from  the  U.  S.  prize 
commissioner  at  New  Orleans,  referring  to  the  cargoes  of  prize  vessels, 
which,  consisting  as  they  do  of  munitions  of  war — powaer,  muskets, 
pistols,  etc. — intended  for  the  rebels,  can  not  be  sold  in  New  Orleans  in 
consequence  of  orders  issued  by  the  provost-marshal-general. 

He  suggests  that  these  articles  be  appraised  here  and  turned  over  to 
the  Navy  at  their  appraised  value,  crediting  the  captors  therewith. 

I  approve  of  the  suggestion,  but  submit  the  matter  for  the  decision 
of  the  Department.

Sir:  In  the  capture  of  prize  vessels  running  the  blockade  from  Nas- 
sau, Havana,  and  other  ports  to  Alabama  and  Texas,  in  their  assorted 
cargoes,  which  are  sold  at  auction,  the  proceeds  to  be  divided  as  prize 
moneys  among,  we  find  powder,  percussion  caps,  muskets  with  bayo- 
nets, navy  pistols,  etc.  All  were  intended  for  the  Confederacy,  which 
can  not  be  sold  here  by  order  of  the  provost-marshal-general;  the  pow- 
der (500)  kegs  and  other  munitions  of  war  are  of  superior  quality  and 
workmanship,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  they  be  appraised  and 
turned  over  to  the  Navy  here,  and  their  value  credited  to  the  different 
vessels  making  the  captures.  But  for  some  such  arrangement,  these 
things  will  be  lost  to  the  Navy,  and  their  value  under  any  circum- 
stances deteriorated.

Navy,  forwarding  iitformation  from  the  TJ.  S.  consul  at  Tampico, 
regarding  breach  of  blockade. 

Navy  Department,  March  21,  I864. 
Sir:  The  honorable  Secretary  of  State  has  submitted  to  my  perusal 
two  dispatches,  of  date  the  8th  and  15th  ultimo,  received  by  him  from 
the  U.  S.  consul  at  Tampico,  from  which  the  following  are  extracts: 

February  8. — I  am  much  gratified  at  the  prompt  measures  which  you  were  pleased  to  take 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  traffic  of  blockade  runners  between  Texas  and  this  port, 
which  has  increased  to  an  alarming  extent.  From  the  6th  of  September  to  the  17th  of 
December,  inclusive,  of  1862,  eleven  of  those  vessels  arrived  at  and  loaded  in  this  port, 
1,519  bales  of  cotton,  averaging  in  weight  450  pounds  to  the  bale. 

February  17. — Yesterday  a  steamer  called  the  Emma,  which  has  been  for  several  months 
post  under  the  British  flag  as  a  towboat,  cleared  for  the  port  of  Havana;  Fredk.  Grisser, 
Esq.,  the  reputed  owner  of  the  steamer  in  question,  and  consul  for  Hanover  for  this  port, 
invested  that  vessel  with  the  nationality  of  his  country.  I  was  permitted  by  the  Spanish 
consul  to  examine  the  manifest  of  the  cargo  of  the  Emma,  which  is  composed  of  imperial 
white  and  brown  sheetings,  salt,  coffee,  and  one  crate,  said  to  contain  detftware,  but  m  all 
probability  it  was  filled  up  with  small  arms,  as  it  is  well  known  here  that  the  vessel  is 
actually  bound  for  a  port  of  Texas. 

Yesterday  I  had  the  mortification  to  witness  the  arrival  in  this  port  of  three  small  vessels 
under  British  colors  and  one  under  the  rebel  flag,  all  from  Galveston,  bringing,  together, 
120  bales  of  .cotton. 

I  am  fearful  that  our  Navy  is  not  on  the  alert  on  the  coast  of  Texas.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  4:30  o'clock  yesterday 
the  blockader.  a  schooner-rigged  propeller,  passed  up  to  the  eastward 
some  3  miles  from  the  forts  and  then  came  back,  just  out  the  range  of 
our  guns,  with  the  wind  and  sea,  and  opened  fire  on  the  steamship 
Matagorda,  which  was  still  aground.  She  fired  four  shots  from  a  Par- 
rott gun,  all  passing  over  the  vessel  and  exploding  some  distance  to  the 
rear.  The  enemy  then  passed  to  the  eastward  again,  not  being  able 
with  so  much  wind  and  sea  to  fire  going  up,  and  the  second  time  came 
down  within  range  of  both  batteries.  The  enemy  fired  three  shots,  one 
of  them,  a  shell,  exploded  within  a  few  yards  of  the  Matagorda,  one 
exploded  so  near  Doctor  Seeds  tnat  he  was  covered  with  cinders  and 
smoke,  and  a  solid  shot  knocked  down  a  horse  at  the  bridge  on  the 
bayou.  Our  guns  shot  remarkably  well,  since  six  shots  from  our  bat- 
teries came  very  near — some  went  over,  some  a  little  short,  glanced 
(ricochetted),  and,  I  think,  struck  the  vessel,  and  a  32-pounder  shell, 
thrown  from  the  Velasco  side,  exploded  directly  over  the  vessel  of  the 
enemy,  which  drove  the  gunners  from  their  guns  and  the  men  from  off 
the  deck,  and  the  vessel  remained  in  an  unmanageable  condition  for 
about  ten  minutes,  when  she  backed  out  to  sea  without  firing  any 
more.  The  enemy  came  to  anchor  about  3  miles  out.  There  were 
seven  shots  fired  by  the  enemy  and  fifteen  shots  by  our  batteries. 
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To-day  is  a  beautiful  day  for  the  enemy  to  fire  at  the  steamship,  and 
they  certainly  will  during  the  day.  A  three-masted  vessel  passed  here 
going  westward  last  night.  The  steamer  Matagorda1 8  crew  all  aban- 
doned her  yesterday  evening,  but  a  few  went  aboard  last  night  to 
watch  and  signal  the  guards  on  shore.  She  is  about  18  inches  m  the 
sand ;  considerably  listed  on  the  larboard  side.  The  captain  thinks  he 
can  save  her ;  others  entertain  a  different  idea,  and  believe  her  a  wreck. 
The  schooner  Emily  still  on  the  beach.    All  her  cargo  is  here  safely 

housed;  the  supercargo  left  for  Houston  on  the  Mary  Mill.

The  crew  of  the  Matagorda  have  gone  on  board  to  endeavor  to  get 
her  off,  but  it  will  be  a  difficult  task.  Nothing  from  San  Bernard  this 
morning.  The  enemy  still  at  anchor  3  miles  out.  Nothing  further  of 
importance.

Sir:  I  enclose  a  copy  of  an  order  from.  Rear-Admiral  Farragutj 
directing  one  of  the  vessels  of  this  division' to  be  sent  into  Mississippi 
Sound,  and  I  have  determined  to  send  the  steamer  Metacomet,  under 
your  command,  for  the  first  tour  of  duty  off  Grant's  Pass.  You  will 
please  carry  out  the  instructions  embraced  in  the  order  referred  to. 
In  case  the  bomb  vessels  need  water  before  they  can  reach  Pensacola. 
and  you  can  not  supply  them  from  your  vessel,  you  will  please  send 
them  in  pairs  to  Round.  Island  to  take  in  a  sufficient  supply,  and  with 
injunctions  to  be  careful  to  keep  their  boats,  officers,  and  men  under 
their  guns  while  watering  ship. 

A  buoy  has  been  placed  m  Petit  Bois  [Island]  Pass,  and  I  under- 
stand that  there  is  another  on  the  beach  at  Dauphin  Island,  which  can 
be  easily  recovered.  It  is  probable  that  pieces  of  spars,  chain,  and 
other  means  to  construct  temporary  buoys  may  be  had  between 
Grant's  Pass  and  Ship  Island.  Lieutenant-Commander  Bigelow, 
whose  orders  I  enclose,  will  turn  over  to  you  copies  of  all  instructions 
relating  to  duty  in  the  sound.

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Report  of  Major-General  Mc demand,  U.  S.  Army,  giving  information 
obtained  regarding  Confederate  operations  in  Texas. 

Headquarters  Thirteenth  Army  Corps, 

Matagorda  Island,  Tex.,  March  28,  1864. 

Colonel:  A  number  of  colored  refugees  escaping  from  Port  Lavaca 
brought  within  our  lines  last  night  the  rebel  schooner  Fanny  Fern, 
which  has  been  turned  in  to  the  quartermaster  as  United  States  prop- 
erty. The  same  refugees  report  tnat  Green's  rebel  brigade  left  Lavaca 
River  about  two  weeks  since,  and  that  Duff's  regiment  was  under 
marching  orders,  both  for  Louisiana.  They  also  report  that  Bracken- 
ridge,  with  three  companies  of  cavalry,  now  occupies  Powderhorn 
(Indianola) ;  that  famines  declining  to  come  away  with  us  and  remain- 
ing there  are  harshly  treated  and  ordered  to  leave  next  week  (when  the 
town  is  to  be  burned),  and  that  two  schooners  remain  in  Lavaca 
Bay,  the  Neptune  and  Angeline,  the  latter  loaded  with  cotton  and  com- 
manded by  Poindexter,  who  professes  the  intention  to  run  the  block- 
ade, of  which  I  have  advised  Lieutenant  A.  P.  Cooke,  commanding  the 
U.  S.  gunboat  Estrella,  now  here. 

Captain  Armstrong,  commanding  Texas  scouts,  reported  last  night, 
through  the  line  of  couriers  running  between  the  extremities  of  this 
island,  that  a  small  rebel  force,  probably  a  reconnoitering  party, 
showed  itself  yesterday  on  the  mainland  beyond  Oyster  Shell  Keef  ,but 
soon  disappeared.  To-day  Imade  a  personal  reconnoissance  in  that 
direction,  but  neither  saw  nor  heard  further  of  the  party.  Our  defen- 
sive works,  at  the  rate  they  are  now  progressing,  notwithstanding  the 
wasting  action  of  the  wind  upon  the  sand  of  which  they  are  composed, 
will  be.  soon  jmshed  to  completion.  They  could  be  made  available 
now  as  a  partial  defense.  Thefr  permanency  will  be  secured  as  far 
as  possible  by  the  use  of  gra&s  sods. 

Before  concluding  this  dispatch  I  can  not  forbear  expressing  the 
opinion  that  now,  while  the  enemy's  attention  and  most  of  his  forces 
are  drawn  eastward  to  the  Red  River,  a  most  favorable  opportunity 
offers  for  concentrating  a  force  at  this  point  and  penetrating  into 
Texas.  With  the  Thirteenth  Army  Corps  reinforced  Tby  a  due  propor- 
tion of  cavahy  and  cooperated  witn  by  a  few  vessels  of  war,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  Houston,  Galveston,  and  the  hostile  works  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Brazos  River  might  be  taken,  and  the  way  thus  opened  to  the 
speedy  overthrow  of  the  rebel  power  throughout  Texas.  My  best 
endeavors,  and  life,  if  necessary,  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  general  com- 
manding to  carry  into  effect  so  important  an  object.

Letter  from  Cavtain  Jenkins,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Lieutenant- Commander 
Jouett,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  operations  in  Mississippi  Sound. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Blockade  off  Mobile,  March  26,  I864. 

Sir  :  Your  report  of  the  23d  instant  from  Mississippi  Sound,  explain- 
ing the  cause  of  your  having  abandoned  the  station  assigned  you  at 
your  own  request  on  Sunday  last,  has  been  received. 

To  admit  the  propriety  of  a  commanding  officer  abandoning  a  sta- 
tion assigned  to  trim  off  a  blockaded  place  m  anticipation  of  a  coming 
storm,  or  for  any  other  reason,  before  attempting  to  communicate 
with  the  senior  officer  in  command,  would  be  virtually  authorizing  the 
officers  in  command  of  blockading  vessels  to  raise  the  blockade  estab- 
lished by  the  Government  whenever,  in  their  separate  and  independent 
judgments,  they  ought  to  seek  harbors  either  before  or  during  gales. 
I  therefore  can  not  admit  .that  you  were  justified  in  leaving  the  station 
assigned  to  you,  as  you  did  a  little  before  dark  on  Sunday  evening, 
the  20th  instant,  and  steering  to  the  westward  of  the  "Middle  and 
Pelican  channels,"  and  also  out  of  signal  distance,  in  violation  of  the 
instructions  which  have  always  existed  on  this  blockade  and  which 
have  been  repeated  since  I  last  assumed  the  command. 

I  am  unwilling  to  believe  that  you  designed  to  lead  me  to  infer  from 
the  remark — that  Admiral  Farragut  said  to  me  in  Pensacola  he  thought 
it  well  for  the  double-enders  to  run  inside  the  sound  for  shelter — that 
Admiral  Farragut  intended  to  instruct  or  authorize  any  officer  in  com- 
mand of  a  double-ender  to  leave  his  station  on  the  blockade  without 
the  knowledge  or  authority  of  the  senior  officer  present. 

Admiral  Farragut  commands  the  fleet,  and  with  that  fleet  he  com- 
mands me  as  one  of  the  senior  officers  of  it;   but  he  only  commands 
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this  division  through  me,  whom  he  properly  holds  responsible  for  the 
proper  execution  or  the  duties  assigned  to  it. 

The  anchorage  off  the  Middle  and  Pelican  channels  is  well  protected 
against  winds  from  the  N.  N.  E.  around  to  the  northward  and  west- 
ward, as  you  state  the  wind  was  on  the  21st. 

With  reference  to  the  ability  of  the  Metacornet  to  ride  out  an  ordi- 
nary gale,  I  have  no  means  of  forming  an  opinion;  but  two  of  that 
class  of  vessels  (and  among  the  oldest)  have  ridden  out  most  of  the 
gales  of  the  past  winter  off  Mobile  Bar  without  damage. 

On  Sunday ,  March  20,  at  4  p.  m. ,  on  board  of  this  snip  the  barometer 
is  recorded  30.07  inches;  at  6  p.  m.,  30.06  inches.  On  Monday,  March 
21,  it  was  recorded  at  8  a.  m.  29.88  inches;  between  Sunday  afternoon 
(2  p.  m.)  and  Wednesday  noon  (23d)  the  lowest  record  of  the  barometer 
was  at  lip.  m.  of  the  21st  and  at  2  p.  m.  of  the  23d.  It  then  stood 
29.76  inches.

oftheU.S.  S.  Pensacola. 

No.  89.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Pensacola,  March  29,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have,  in  consequence  of  the  urgent  suggestions  of  the  fleet 
surgeon  and  surgeon  of  the  Pensacola,  ordered  that  vessel  to  prepare 
for  home. 

I  do  so  because  my  instructions  from  the  Department  require  me  to 
"do  it  as  soon  as  she  can  be  spared  and  particularly  before  the  warm 
weather."  The  Albatross  will  also  have  to  go  North.  I  shall  send 
her  to  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  on  account  of  the  state  of  her  hold.  She 
has  had  the  fever  two  years  in  succession,  last  year  very  badly,  and 
her  hold  can  not  be  cleaned  out  (so  reported  to  me)  without  taking 
out  the  boilers  or  garboard  strake. 

There  are  several  other  vessels,  such  as  the  Hollyhock,  Estrella,  and 
all  the  mortar  boats,  which  were  very  sickly  last  year,  but  as  they 
have  been  well  cleaned  out  I  see  no  reason  why  they  should  be 
unhealthy  this  year;  still,  that  appears  to  be  the  doctrine  of  the  day 
among  the  surgeons.     I  shall  not  send  them  home,  however,  until  May. 

I  hope  the  Brooklyn  and  Galena  will  arrive  soon  to  replace  these 
vessels.

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Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  the  Bureau  of  Yards 
ana  Docks,  requesting  an  opinion  in  the  matter  of  the  disposition  of 
timber  collected  in  Pensacola  Bay. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
Off  Pensacola,  March  29,  I864. 

Admiral:  On  my  arrival  here  I  found  that  there  had  been  a  little 
difficulty  between  Commodore  Smith  and  the  commanding  general, 
Asboth.  The  latter  had  an  order  to  collect  some  timber  in  Pensacola 
Bay  for  the  repair  of  the  forts,  and  also  some  ship  timber  (as  the 
quartermaster  denominated  it)  for  the  repairs  of  the  transports  that 
was  to  be  sent  to  New  Orleans.  The  commodore  seems  to  think  that 
he  had  no  right  to  permit  the  Army  to  collect  logs  for  the  above  pur- 
poses, because  he  had  orders  to  collect  all  in  Pensacola  Bay  for  the 
Navy,  and  that,  having  made  a  contract  to  that  effect  with  Messrs. 
Griflfen  &  Co.  he  had  no  right  to  deprive  them  of  any  of  the  lumber, 
and  therefore  referred  the  general  to  Washington  for  an  order  and 
refused  to  permit  his  contractor  to  collect  any  logs  in  the  Bay  of 
Pensacola. 

General  Asboth  addressed  to  me  a  letter  on  the  subject,  which,  with 
my  reply,  is  herewith  enclosed.  In  the  latter  I  have  taken  a  different 
view  and  have  allowed  the  general  to  collect  lumber  for  the  necessary 
repairs  of  the  fort,  etc.,  but  not  to  take  the  35-foot  logs,  as  you  require 
them  for  the  Navy. 

It  is  due  to  the  general  to  say  that  he  has  always  been  ready  to 
oblige  us,  and  that  he  has  sawed  a  large  amount  of  lumber  for  us  to 
enable  the  mechanics  to  complete  the  hospital  and  other  work  now  in 
progress  at  the  yard,  and  is  continuing  to  do  so. 

This  matter  is  respectfully  referred  for  the  opinion  of  the  Bureau.

General:  Your  communication  of  March  25  is  received  in  relation 
to  the  refusal  of  the  pass  to  collect  timber  for  the  use  of  the  Army,  and 
I  have  had  an  interview  with  Commodore  Smith  upon  the  subject. 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  commodore  does  not  think  he  has  the  right  to 
grant  such  permits,  as  he  is  required  to  collect  and  seize  all  the  timber 
m  Pensacola  Bay  ror  the  Navy,  and  to  contract  with  parties,  etc.,  to 
send  it  to  the  navy  yards  at  the  North,  and  he  further  states  that  he 
has  always  been  ready  to  give  the  Army  any  lumber  or  logs  they  may 
require  in  the  repairs  of  the  public  works,  and  that  he  has  done  so  on 
other  occasions,  and  appeals  for  confirmation  to  the  quartermaster  of 
the  district.  All  this  is  to  show  that  he  has  been  actuated  purely  by 
a  sense  of  duty  and  a  desire  to  obey  his  orders,  and  not  from  any  dispo- 
sition to  disoblige  the  Army  or  in  any  way  to  run  counter  to  the  gen- 
eral weal  of  the  Government,  but  he  has  thought  that  you  should  have 
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referred  the  matter  to  the  Department,  so  that  the  order  to  him  might 
have  been  changed .  But  as  I  do  not  consider  that  the  Chief  of  Bureau 
or  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ever  contemplated  such  a 
difficulty,  I  shall  have  no  hesitation  in  giving  the  order  to  permit  your 
people  to  collect  timber  according  to  your  order,  except  ship  timber, 
which  the  commodore  has  orders  to  seize  and  send  North  for  the  use 
of  the  Navy,  say,  logs  35  feet  in  length,  and  which  I  understood  you 
to  say  that  you  did  not  want.  These  logs  are  deemed  indispensable 
for  naval  purposes,  and  I  can  not  imagine  the  necessity  for  such 
lengths  for  the  repairs  of  ordinary  steamers.  I  trust  that  the  em- 
ployed parties  will  not  raise  difficulties  by  claiming  each  other's 
timber.  There  should  be  enough  in  the  bay  and  its  tributaries  for 
both  the  Army  and  Navy  for  some  time  to  come.

Sir:  Since  the  more  effectual  closing  of  eastern  ports,  the  blockade 
runners  are  making  this  coast  their  field  of  operations.  From  four 
German  refugees,  who  came  off  to  the  squadron  on  the  19th  inst.,  and 
two  deserters  from  the  rebel  Army,  on  the  26th  instant,  I  have  learned 
that  three  vessels  have  succeeded  in  getting  into  Galveston  within 
the  last  month,  two  of  them  since  this  ship  has  been  here.  They 
were  two  sc?;  oners  and  one  small  steamer,  all  from  Havana.    The 
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steamer  is  the  well-known  blockade  runner  Isabella,  now  under  Brit- 
ish colors,  and  effected  her  entrance  on  the  night  of  the  18th  instant. 
On  that  night  there  appeared  more  than  usual  activity  amongst  the 
four  rebel  steam  picket  boats  inside  of  the  bar,  and  unfortunately 
two  of  the  gunboats  stationed  to  the  southward  and  westward  of  the 
Main  Ship  Channel  were  for  an  hour  and  a  half  absent  from  the  sta- 
tion, about  2  miles  distant,  endeavoring  to  capture  a  schooner  appar- 
ently attempting  to  violate  the  blockade,  which  schooner  on  being 
boarded  proved  to  be  a  coal  vessel  for  this  squadron.  At  that  unlucky 
time  it  is  supposed  that  the  Isabella  ran  in.  Evidently  she  had  been 
expected,  from  the  unusual  number  of  rebel  steam  picket  boats  cruis- 
ingfar  down  the  channel. 

The  four  German  refugees  above  referred  to  came  off  to  avoid  being 
forced  into  the  rebel  Army ;  neither  they  nor  the  rebel  deserters  brought 
off  important  information.  All,  however,  unite  in  saying  that  the 
rebel  Army  are  massing  on  the  frontier  of  Texas,  toward  Berwick  Bay, 
and  on  the  Red  River.  I  will  send  them  for  disposition  to  Commodore 
Palmer  at  New  Orleans. 

The  British  steam  sloop  of  war  Lily,  Commander  A.  C.  F.  Heneage, 
arrived  on  the  20th  instant  with  dispatches  to  his  consul;  communi- 
cation by  boat  was  permitted,  and  on  the  23d  she  started  on  her 
return  to  Tampico. 

In  a  northeast  gale  on  the  23d  instant  many  bales  of  cotton  floated 
by  the  squadron  and  large  pieces  of  partially  burned  wood,  like  plank- 
ing, etc.,  of  a  vessel.  As  the  cotton  was  unpressed,  it  was  known  to 
have  come  from  a  more  northerly  port,  and  upon  the  gale  abating  I 
sent  the  Virginia  to  cruise  along  the  coast  to  the  northward  and  east- 
ward and  communicated  with  Commander  Woolsey  off  Sabine.  On 
her  return  the  information  I  had  before  received  from  deserters  was 
confirmed — that  the  Clifton,  cotton-laden,  in  attempting  to  run  out 
of  Sabine  Pass,  grounded  upon  the  bar,  and  to  prevent  capture  by  our 
blockading  vessps  was  set  on  fire  and  burned  fey  her  crew,  after  inef- 
fectually throwing  overboard  her  deckload  in  trying  to  get  her  afloat. 

Apparently  no  vessels  have  attempted  to  run  out  from  this  place; 
daily  they  are  counted  and  examined  with  glasses  by  our  vessels. 
Two  schooners,  deeply  laden  with  cotton,  anchored  close  to  Pelican 
Spit  Fort  and  amongst  the  rebel  steam  picket  boats,  are  prepared  to 
run  out.  The  Harriet  Lane  and  Isabella  lie  close  above  the  same  fort, 
protected  also  by  the  steam  picket  boats  and  cotton-clad  ram  Bayou 
City.  One  of  the  refugees,  who  came  off  on  the  19th  instant,  stated 
that  he  was  the  army  butcher  and  had  the  day  previous  served  fresh 
beef  for  a  creto  of  70  persons  on  board  the  Harriet  Lane.  A  discrep- 
ancy exists  in  the  statements  of  deserters  and  refugees  with  regard  to 
the  latter  vessel  receiving  a  cargo  of  cotton,  none  of  them  ever  having 
been  on  board  of  her. 

From  an  officer  who  has  just  come  from  the  Penobscot,  off  the 
Brazos  River,  I  have  learned  that  the  steamer  Alice,  a  blockade  run- 
ner, succeeded  in  getting  into  that  river  about  the  1st  of  this  month, 
and  a  few  days  ago,  in  a  fog,  attempted  to  come  out  laden  with  cotton, 
but  grounded  on  the  bar.  The  Penobscot  attempted  to  destroy  her 
by  shi'Ung,  but  the  rifle  guns  from  the  forts  at  the  entrance  of  the 
rive*  prevented  her  approaching  sufficiently  near,  and  the  Alice 
reJ  urned  to  the  river,  where  she  is  now  lying  ready,  with  six  cotton- 
'aden  schooners,  to  run  out  on  the  first  favorable  opp6rtunity. 
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Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send  the  report  of  Commander 
Woolsey  in  relation  to  the  destruction  of  the  Clifton  and  operations  of 
the  blockading  vessels  off  Sabine  Pass.

U.  S.  S.  Princess  Royal, 
Off  Sabine  Pass,  March  27,  I864. 

Sir  :  I  respectfully  submit  the  fallowing  report  of  the  state  of  affairs 
here :  A  memorandum  statement  of  the  coal,  oil,  etc.,  with  the  reports 
of  the  Chocwra  and  Antona,  were  sent  by  the  Virginia  yesterday. 

The  only  event  of  any  importance  which  has  transpired  here  was  the 
burning  of  the  Clifton  on  Monday  last  (21st). 

A  little  before  6  a.  m.  the  officer  of  the  deck  reported  to  me  that 
there  was  a  fire  in  the  [Sabine  Pass].  Upon  examination  with  my 
glass  I  recognized  the  Clifton  on  fire  fore  and  aft. .  At  daylight,  the  fog 
clearing  away  partially,  I  discovered  that  she  was  outside  and  hard 
aground  on  tne  west  side  of  the  channel.  The  boats  had  left.  The 
supposition  is  that,  finding  she  could  not  get  out  without  passing  in 
sight  of  our  vessels,  she  attempted  to  return  or  to  turn  to  the  westward 
and  got  aground,  and  after  finding  every  effort  to  get  her  off  ineffectual 
she  was  fired. 

She  was  almost  immediately  enveloped  in  flames  and  soon  burned  to 
the  water's  edge.  The  next  morning  I  ordered  theChocura  to  get  as  near 
to  her  as  possible  and  send  a  boat  in.  She  was  completely  destroyed 
above  water  and  her  hold  was  covered.  One  bale  of  cotton  was  all 
that  could  be  recovered.  There  was  too  much  sea  t<**end  boats  in  at 
the  time  she  was  burned,  and  had  it  been  smooth  I  would  not  have  sent 
them  at  that  time,  because  the  risk  of  having  the  boats  blown  up  by  an 
explosion  of  the  boilers  was  greater  than  the  necessity. 

I  had  been  and  still  continue  to  keep  a  picket  boat  in  at  night,  but 
on  that  night  the  Antona,  whose  turn  it  was,  did  not  send  one,  incon- 
sequence of  the  boisterous  state  of  the  weather. 

After  dark  on  Wednesday  night  (23d)  I  went  to  Calcasieu  and  re- 
mained there  at  anchor  in  2  fathoms  of  water  until  morning.  I  then 
went  to  the  eastward  as  far  as  Mermentau  River,  then  returned  along 
the  coast  in  4  fathoms  of  water,  thus  obtaining  a  good  view  of  the  en- 
tire coast.  In  Calcasieu  River  there  was  a  small  sloop  and  a  sailboat. 
I  ran  the  ship  in  as  close  as  I  could  without  getting  aground  and  was 
still  out  of  range.  There  was  too  much  surf  on  the  bar  to  go  in  with 
my  boats,  consequently  I  returned  to  Sabine.  It  has  been  too  rough 
since  for  any  vessel  to  get  out. 

I  came  out  into  5  fathoms  of  water  on  Friday  (25th)  to  clean  the 
boilers.  So  soon  as  I  get  up  steam  it  is  my  intention  to  make  another 
night  trip  to  Calcasieu.  Had  I  four  vessels  here,  I  could  keep  one  off 
that  part  of  the  coast.  This  place  can  not  be  guarded  by  less  than 
three  vessels,  excepting  in  clear  moonlight  nights. 

The  Princess  Royal  and  the  CJw&ura  are  in  good  condition,  but  the 
Antona  is  a  little  better  than  nothing,  excepting  as  a  signal  or  guard 
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vessel.  I  sent  her  off  one  day  to  speak  a  strange  sail,  and  she  went  off 
at  the  rate  of  4  knots,  stopping  several  times  to  get  up  steam.  I  after- 
wards sent  my  engineer  on  board  to  examine  her.  His  report  I  re- 
spectfully enclose  herewith. 

The  enemy's  force  inside  is  as  follows:  A  battery  on  Texas  Point 
mounting  seven  guns,  the  Sachem  y  the  gunboat  (river  steamer)  J.  A. 
Bell,  and  one  cotton-clad.  I  think  it  possible  that  they  may  disarm 
the  Sachem  and  attempt  to  run  her  out  with  cotton;  but  she  can  not 
pass  us  unless  she  draws  less  than  8  feet  water  and  comes  out  in  a  fog. 
I  will  send  you  the  monthly  reports  and  communicate  by  every  op- 
portunity, sending  a  special  message,  if  necessary.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  condition  of  af- 
fairs off  Galveston,  and  referring  to  (he  insufficiency  of  the  blockade. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  March  SO,  1864. 

Dear  Captain:  It  has  been  the  desire  of  all  on  board  this  ship  since 
our  arrival  to  destroy  the  Harriet  Lane  and  the  other  vessels  inside. 
As  yet  it  is  hazardous  to  make  the  attempt.  The  Harriet  Lane  and 
the  newly  arrived  blockade  runner  Isabella  are  lying  close  above  and 
behind  the  fort  on  Pelican  Spit,  protected  by  the  so-called  ootton-clad 
ram  Bayou  City  and  four  steam  picket  boats.  The  picket  boats  are 
small-sized  river  steamers,  drawing  3  or  3  J  feet  of  water,  and  can 
run  across  the  shoals  at  almost  any  place  that  our  pulling  boats  can  go. 

Within  the  last  two  months  the  rebels  have  finished  a  fort  on  Boli- 
var Point,  and,  with  their  pickets  on  Bolivar  Island,  have  a  greater 
advantage  in  preventing  boats  passing  in  or  out  to  injure  the  vessels 
in  Galveston  Bay. 

Some  days  ago  the  Harriet  Lane  steamed  a  short  distance  up  the 
bay,  and  in  a  few  moments  returned  to  her  old  station.  I  anticipated 
that  she  was  preparing  to  come  out.  Subsequently  the  refugees  in- 
formed me  that  sne  had  been  aground  and  only  took  a  turn  up  the  bay 
in  shifting  her  berth. 

They  said  that  the  rebels  are  in  want  of  engineers,  not  having  capa- 
ble ones  to  manage  the  Harriet  Lane's  engines  at  sea. 

I  have  received  no  information  from  the  blockading  vessels  to  the 
southward  and  westward,  and  do  not  know  the  truthfulness  of  the 
refugees'  statement  with-regard  to  any  steamer  getting  into  the  Brazos 
River. 

The  news  of  the  destruction  of  the  Clifton  was  most  agreeable. 
Daily  I  had  been  apprehensive  of  her  escape  from  the  Sabine  River. 
In  Captain  Woolsey  s  report  you  will  notice  that  he  wants  another 
vessel  at  that  station.  None  can  be  spared  from  this  place,  as  all  the 
time  a  crippled  one  is  here  undergoing  repairs.  His  statement  shows 
that  the  Antona  will  soon  have  to  leave  for  extensive  repairs,  when  the 
number  of  blockading  vessels  there  will  be  reduced  unless  another  is 
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sent  in  her  place.  In  my  letter  sending  the  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Antona'8  boilers  I  mentioned  that  the  Antona  would  have  to  re- 
main at  Sabine  Pass  until  orders  came  from  you,  unless  she  became 
useless,  when  Captain  Woolsey*  would  be  authorized  to  send  her  to 
New  Orleans  after  a  proper  survey  was  held. 

The  Penohscot  and  Cayuga  being  down  the  coast,  I  will  obtain  the 
proper  monthly  returns  for  the  IstMarch  and  forward  them  as  soon  as 
obtained. 

No  opportunity  has  offered  since  the  17th  instant,  else  I  should 
have  sent  you  returns  of  coal  and  oil  consumed  and  required.  As  it 
is,  two  or  three  of  the  distant  vessels'  expenditures  and  wants  are 
estimated. 

This  place  has  great  advantages  for  blockade  running,  as,  in  addition 
to  the  regular  channels,  the  shores,  both  to  the  northward  and  south- 
ward, are  represented  to  be  bold.  I  have  been  credibly  informed  that 
good  large  schooners  have  hugged  the  shore  so  close  as  to  be  dragged 
along  for  miles  by  lines  from  the  land  by  soldiers  and  sailors  into 
Galveston. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  I  have  received  verbal  information  from 
the  Penobscot,  off  Brazos  River,  which  verifies  the  statement  of  a 
steamer  (the  Alice)  having  succeeded  in  getting  into  that  river,  but  at 
an  earlier  time  than  I  had  anticipated.  It  further  appears  from  the 
statements  made  by  captured  blockade  runners  that  the  Alice  had  pre- 
viously attempted  to  run  into  Galveston,  but  was  frightened  off  by  the 
Ossipee.  In  a  communication  to  the  admiral  I  have  stated  the  report 
of  the  Alice1 8  unsuccessful  attempt  to  get  out  of  Brazos  River. 

We  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  vessels  on  this  coast  to  prevent 
a  violation  of  the  blockade.     We  can  not  effect  the  blockade  of  this 
place  with  a  less  number  of  vessels  than  are  here  at  present,  and  a 
second  one  should  be  off  Brazos  River.

Report  of  Lieutenant-  Commander  Coolce,  U.  S.  Navy ,  regarding  the  dis- 
covery of  a  cotton-laden  schooner,  deserted  and  on  fire. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Estrella, 

Matagorda  Bay,  March  81,  1864* 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  niffht  of  the  28th  instant 
we  discovered  a  light  up  the  Day.  On  approaching  it.  found  a  small 
schooner  on  fire,  aground  and  deserted,  loaded  witn  cotton.  We 
endeavored  to  extinguish  the  flames,  but  without  effect;  threw  several 
bales  of  burning  cotton  overboard,  which  floated  out  to  sea,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  9  bales  and  some  loose  cotton.  The  schooner  was 
completely  destroyed.

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Regulations  to  be  observed  by  the  blockading  vessels  off  Sabine  Pass. 

Apru.  1,  1864. 

Before  dark  the  vessels  will  take  their  stations  as  follows:  The 
Chocura  will  anchor  to  the  westward  of  the  channel,  in  2 J  to  3  fathoms 
water,  the  Princess  Royal  barely  visible  to  the  naked  eye  (at  night)  in 
clear  weather. 

The  Antona  will  anchor  in  3  fathoms  water,  the  wreck  of  the 
Morning  Light  a  little  open  to  the  westward  of  Texas  Point. 

The  Princess  Royal  directly  un  front  of  the  channel,  in  3  fathoms 
water,  the  light-house  bearing  N.  W.  by  N.,  and  the  entrance  of  the 
pass  open  between  the  Clifton  and  Morning  IAght. 

In  bad  weather  the  vessels  may,  if  necessary,  haul  off  into  4}  or  5 
fathoms  water,  showing  their  distinguishing  lights  until  underway, 
then  hauling  them  down.     The  lights  not  to  be  answered. 

If  a  vessel  is  seen  coming  out  at  night,  go  to  quarters,  blow  a  long 
whistle,  and  slip  or  get  underway. 

Should  it  be  necessary  to  define  positions  at  night,  it  will  be  done  by 
showing  a  red  light  at  the  peak,  which  must  be  answered  with  the 
same,  and  immediately  hauled  down. 

No  lights  must  be  shown  at  night  excepting  signals.  While  the  ves- 
sels are  achored  in  sight  of  each  other,  it  is  unnecessary  to  burn  signals 
or  show  lanterns  at  night,  unless  there  is  a  doubt;  in  which  case  the 
following  will  be  the — 

ChalUnae. — A  white  light  shown  twice,  four  seconds  each  time,  with 
an  interval  of  four  seconds. 

The  answer  will  be  a  white  light  shown  four  seconds.  Should  the 
challenge  be  repeated,  the  answer  will  be  made  with  a  red  light. 

The  distinguishing  lights  not  to  be  shown  excepting  in  the  case 
before  mentioned,  or  in  answer  to  a  vessel  approaching.  In  the  latter 
case  the  lights  will  be  Shown  by  none  but  the  vessel  which  has  gone 
out  td  speak  strange  sail. 

Signals  to  be  made  in  case  of  necessity,  without  preparatory:  Cos- 
ton  signal  No.  1  (W.  R.  G.). — Enemy  coming  out.  Coston  signal  No. 
8  (G). — Assistance  I  need.  Coston  signal  No.  0  (G.  R.). — Annuls 
signals  of  alarm. 

All  signals  at  night  not  here  enumerated  are  Boat  Code.  No  bells 
to  be  struck  at  night  or  during  a  fog. 

The  inner  anchorage  must  not  be  left  without  one  of  the  steamers, 
which  will  occupy  the  best  station  for  observation  during  the  day,  ana 
immediately  signal  to  the  commanding  officer  anything  of  importance 
which  may  be  transpiring  within  the  pass. 

The  vessels  will  keep  slip  ropes  ana  buoys  bent;  and  at  night  chains 
unshackled,  excepting  in  stormy  weather.

Report  of  Captain  Xarohnnd,  commanding  off  Galveston. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  4,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  about  2  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing the  U.  S.  gunboat  Sciota,  Lieutenant-Commander  George  H. 
Perkins,  captured  the  rebel  schooner  Mary  Sorly,  of  Galveston,  Tex., 
of  75$  tons  burden,  whereof  Charles  Diericks  was  master,  having  a 
crew  of  8  persons,  including  the  master,  together  with  2  passengers, 
laden  with  257  bales  of  cotton,  bound  to  Havana. 

The  Mary  Sorly  was  formerly  the  U.  S.  revenue  cutter  Dodge,  seized 
by  the  rebels  at  the  commencement  of  the  insurrection  in  Texas,  but 
at  the  time  of  leavmg  Galveston  was  owned  (as  appears  by  her  regis- 
ter) by  Thomas  W.  House,  of  Houston,  Tex. 

The  gunboat  Sciota,  which  made  the  capture,  was  one  of  the  ves- 
sels on  the  blockade  of  this  place,  watching  the  southwest  channel. 
Two  hours  and  a  half  previous  to  the  capture  the  Mary  Sorly  was  seen 
coming  out  of  Galveston  in  a  gale;  the  Sciota  gave  chase  and  after 
running  S.  by  W.  about  25  miles  made  the  capture  beyond  signal  dis- . 
tanceorany  of  the  blockading  vessels. 

All  the  official  papers  were  found  on  board. 

The  vessel  will  oe  sent  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Sir:  Before  daylight  this  morning  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Sciota,  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander George  H.  Perkins,  captured  the  rebel  schooner 
Mary  Sorly,  of  Galveston,  Tex.,  of  75J  tons  burden,  belonging — as 
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appears  by  her  register — to  Thomas  W.  House,  of  Houston,  Tex., 
ladpn  with  257  bales  of  cotton,  for  violation  of  the  blockade.  She 
was  bound  for  Havana  and  had  a  crew  of  7  persons,  independent  of  the 
master  (Charles  Diericks)  and  2  passengers. 

The  capture  was  made  by  the  gunboat  Sciota  25  miles  S.  by  W.  from 
Galveston,  and,  as  represented  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Perkins, 
beyond  signal  distance  of  the  vessels  of  the  blockading  squadron. 

The  circumstances  of  the  capture  are  as  follows:  The  Sciota,  em- 
ployed on  the  blockade  of  this  place,  was  at  her  station  at  the  south- 
west channel;  another  gunboat  saw  the  Mary  SorZy  coming  out  of 
Galveston  Harbor  and  made  signal  to  that  effect.  The  Sciota  gave 
chase,  fired  upon,  and  captured  her  after  a  chase  of  two  and  one-half 
hours. 

The  Mary  Sorty  was  formerly  the  U.  S.  revenue  cutter  Dodge,  seized 
by  the  rebels  at  Galveston  at  the  commencement  of  the  insurrection  in 
Texas,  but  at  the  time  of  capture  was  apparently  owned  by  Thomas 
W.  House,  of  Houston,  Tex. 

Herewith  I  send  the  register,  manifest,  shipping  articles,  bill  of 
health,  and  four  private  letters,  being  the  whole  or  the  papers  found  on 
board  at  the  time  of  capture.  Her  late  master,  Charles  Diericks,  will 
be  sent  in  her  to  New  Orleans  as  a  witness,  and  the  crew  and  passen- 
gers in  a  few  days.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  5,  I864.. 
Sir:  Several  deserters  from  the  rebel  Army  and  refugees  from 
Galveston  came  off  to  the  sauadron  this  morning  and  amongst  other 
information  reported  that  nve  or  six  schooners  laden  with  cotton 
had  left  Galveston  through  the  West  Bay  to  rim  the  blockade  at  San 
Luis  Pass.  The  schooners  designed  waiting  at  the  entrance  of  the 
pass  for  a  favorable  wind  or  thick  weather. 

The  refugees  and  deserters  state  that  one  or  more  schooners  accom- 
panied them,  armed  with  two  12  or  24  pounders,  and  manned  each 
by  about  40  soldiers.  The  armed  schooners  have  bales  of  cotton  on 
their  decks,  so  as  to  appear  like  ordinary  blockade  runners,  in  hopes 
of  capturing  any  boats  that  might  be  sent  to  cut  out  the  schooners, 
as  was  done  on  a  former  occasion,  or,  if  a  favorable  opportunity 
occurred  to  go  out  and  take  by  strategem  or  boarding  the  blockading 
steamer. 

Whether  the  information  is  reliable  or  not  it  is  worthy  of  notice, 
and  may  be  the  means  of  preventing  disaster.

Beport  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Cooke,  V.  8.  Havy,  commanding  V.  8.  8.  Estrella. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Estrella, 
Matagorda  Bay,  April  7,  186%. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  3d  instant  the  enemy 
sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  this  point  on  a  schooner.     I  met  her  and  sent 
Acting  Master  Pomeroy  to  learn  its  object.     Afterwards  I  commu- 
nicated with  the  commanding  general,  who  sent  an  officer  to  attend 
to  the  flag. 
Mr.  Pomeroy  informed  me  there  were  several  officers  of  the  rebel 

Sunboat  J.  F.  Carr  on  the  schooner.  They  came  with  the  flag  of  truce, 
oubtless  to  make  a  reconnoissance  or  our  situation  here.  The 
weather  prevented  the  schooner  from  returning  till  next  day.  On  the 
5th  instant  the  same  party  came  again  in  a  different  schooner  on  a 
trivial  errand  with  a  flag  of  truce,  but  returned  immediately.  On  the 
morning  of  the  6th  instant  I  took  a  cruise  up  the  bay,  and  'when  off 
Indianola  discovered  the  schooner  which  had  been  down  the  day 
before  on  a  flag  of  truce  lying  in  the  bayou  at  the  town.  I  fired  a  shot 
at  her,  whereupon  a  white  flag  was  hoisted  at  her  masthead  and  two 
men  came  off  in  a  small  boat.  They  were  detained  as  prisoners,  and 
an  armed  boat  sent  in  to  bring  out  the  schooner  and  a  little  sloop 
which  was  lying  there.  Two  other  men  were  brought  off  with  the 
schooner.  I  ascertained  that  the  men  were  all  in  the  employ  of  the 
enemy.  They  gave  their  names  as  follows:  Captain  Green  Hall,  C.  S. 
Navy,  commanding  Confederate  gunboat  J.  F.  Carr;  Joseph  P.  Hanna, 
first  pilot,  gunboat  Carr;  James  Delaney,  pilot,  transport  steamboat 
Lucy  Owinn;  and  William  Austin,  commanding  dispatch  boat  Julia 
A.  bodges,  which  is  the  name  of  the  schooner  captured,  a  fast  little 
vessel  of  8  tons  burden.  I  brought  the  boats  down  to  the  anchorage 
of  the  Cavallo  and  turned  the  prisoners  over  to  the  provost-marshal 
of  the  forces  at  this  point.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  following  persons 
were  captured  by  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Estrell-a,  on  the  6th  instant,  at 
Indianola:  Captain  Green  Hall,  late  commanding  Confederate  gunboat 
Carr;  Joseph  P.  Hanna,  late  first  pilot  of  the  Confederate  gunboat 
Carr;  James  Delaney,  late  seaman  of  the  Confederate  gunboat  Carr; 
William  Austin,  captain  Confederate  dispatch  and  mail  schooner 
J.  A.  Hodges. 

They  came  within  our  lines  on  a  flag-of-truce  boat  on  the  3d  instant 
and  again  on  the  5th  instant,  during  my  absence  on  the  Rio  Grande. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  this  was  with  some  ulterior  motive.  They 
pretend  to  some  claim  of  protection  from  the  flag  of  truce  they  came 
into  our  lines  with,  but  at  the  time  of  their  capture  they  had  returned 
to  the  place  from  which  they  started  with  the  flag,  had  arms  on  board, 
and  were  in  communication  with  an  armed  force  of  rebels  on  land. 
Their  return  to  Indianola  was  on  the  previous  day,  and  there  are  no 
grounds  whatever  for  their  pretended  claim. 

It  is  reported  that  the  commodore,  the  same  who  captured  the 
Harriet  Lane,  is  at  Matagorda,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  purposes  some 
similar  movement  in  sending  these  men  down  here,  45  miles  from  their 
vessel,  to  spy  out,  under  cover  of  a  flag  of  truce,  our  defenses  and  the 
position  of  our  vessels  in  our  harbor.  Joseph  P.  Hanna  is  said  to  be 
the  last  regular  pilot  of  this  portion  of  the  coast  they  had,  and  his  cap- 
ture has  rendered  their  gunboats  in  Matagorda  Bay  almost  useless. 
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They  will  be  forwarded  to  the  provost-marshal-general  in  charge  of 
Captain  J.  D.  Brewster,  aid-de-camp.  The  schooner  Julia  A.  Hodges, 
used  as  a  mail  and  dispatch  boat  by  them,  and  a  small  sloop  were  cap- 
tured at  the  same  time.

Send  the  Glasaow  back  as 
soon  as  she  can  be  conveniently  got  ready,  but  not  later  tnan  twenty- 
four  hours,  as  the  admiral  would  Eke  to  have  her  before  going  to  Texas, 
for  which  place  he  will,  I  think,  leave  in  a  few  days.

Sir:  Tour  letter  of  the  21st  ultimo,  No.  79,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a 
communication  from  the  prize  commissioner  at  New  Orleans,  has  been 
received. 

The  Department  declines  to  direct  that  the  munitions  of  war  referred 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  Navy  without  necessity  and  without  discrimi- 
nation. What  is  already  needed,  and  can  not  otherwise  be  so  well 
obtained,  may  be  taken  at  the  appraised  value. 

It  is  presumed  that  when  prize  property  is  f  ound  unsalable  in  New 
Orleans  the  prize  court  has  authority  to  order  its  sale  in  some  other 
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district.     This  appears  to  have  been  the  course  adopted  by  the  court 
at  Key  West.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  FarrcLgut,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  impaired 
condition  of  the  vessels  of  his  command  ana  referring  to  the  reported 
'  destruction  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Clifton. 

No.  104.]  *  U.  S.  Flagship  Tennessee, 

Off  New  Orleans,  April  7,  I864. 

Sir:  I  found  my  blockading  vessels  breaking  down  so  rapidly  that 
I  determined  to  run  around  here  and  look  into  the  condition  of  things. 

I  found  11  vessels  undergoing  repairs,  viz,  the  Ossipee,  Monon- 
gahela,  and  Seminole  (3  of  my  largest  vessels),  and  8  gunboats,  some 
requiring  two  or  three  months'  repairs.  The  Monongahela  was  run 
against  the  wreck  of  the  sunken  ironclad  at  the  bar  at  South  West 
Pass  and  knocked  off  her  entire  cutwater  and  stern  down  to  the  keel. 
This  was  done,  perhaps,  through  the  want  of  skill  in  Mr.  Jones,  the 

filot,  but  the  error  was  in  going  out  when  it  was  too  dark  to  see;  but  as 
seldom  have  occasion  to  find  fault  with  overzeal  in  repairing  to  the 
blockade,  I  passed  it  over  by  telling  them  not  to  do  it  again. 

I  left  four  vessels  in  Pensacola.  I  only  give  this  account  that  the 
Department  may  see  that  it  is  not  always  in  my  power  to  prevent  an 
occasional  escape  of  a  schooner  on  the  coast  of  Texas.  These  little 
vessels  can  run  close  along  the  shore  until  out  of  sight  of  the  block- 
aders,  but  I  think  that  Mr.  Chase,  the  consul  at  Tampico  (extracts 
from  whose  reports  are  given  in  your  dispatch  of  March  21)  does  not 
show  a  large  amount  of  cotton  escaped,  and  the  vessels  he  describes 
under  English  colors  could  not  be  seized. 

Only  2  of  my  small  vessels  have  as  yet  arrived.  I  fear  some  of 
them  have  been  lost.  They  are  indispensable  for  the  blockade  of  this 
coast. 

We  have  a  report  by  the  Arkansas  from  the  coast  of  Texas  that  the 
Clifton  attempted  to  run  out  of  Sabine  Pass,  got  aground,  and  the 
enemy  destroyed  her  by  setting  her  on  fire.  Our  vessels,  it  is  said, 
could  not  get  near  her.     I  have  nothing  official  on  the  subject. 

I  still  hear  from  refugees  and  deserters  that  the. ironclad  Tennessee 
has  not  crossed  Dog  River  Bar,  but  that  the  rebels  are  making  new 
pontoons  to  float  her  over.  I  never  did  think  they  intended  to  get  her 
over  unless  they  could  do  so  with  ease,  as  they  could  not  get  her  back 
without  greater  difficulty;  but  I  am  told  that  it  is  determined  to  keep 
her  near  the  city  for  its  defense.  I  shall  nevertheless  continue  to 
watoh  her  until  1  have  the  proper  force,  viz,  soldiers  to  land  on  the 
peninsula  and  Dauphin  Island.

Commander  Strong  has  orders  to  proceed  first  to  Pensacola  for  coal 
and  afterwards  to  Hampton  Itoads,  reporting  his  arrival  there  by  tele- 
graph to  the  Department  and  to  a  Wait  the  further  orders  of  the  honor- 
able Secretary  of  the  Navy  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  vessel. 

Commodore  Palmer  has  been  directed  to  hoist  his  divisional  flag  in 
the  meantime  on  the  Monongahela.

Sir:  The  Department  has  had  under  consideration  your  dispatch  of 
February  19,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  Admiral  Milne 
to  Commodore  Bell,  and  your  proposed  reply  to  it. 

A  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  between  this  Department 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  has  rendered  the  transmission  of  your  pro- 
posed reply  to  Admiral  Milne  unnecessary .  The  Department  approves 
of  your  course  in  submitting  it  for  inspection.  You  will  perceive  from 
the  copy  of  a  communication  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  herewith 
enclosed,  that  further  difficulty  or  misunderstanding  might  have 
ensued  had  you  forwarded  your  reply  to  Admiral  Milne  witnout  the 
knowledge  of  the  Department. 

If  any  inst  uctions  should  have  been  issued  to  officers  under  your 
command  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  enclosed  paper  the  Department 
desires  that  you  will  recall  or  modify  them.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  3d  instant  and 
accompanying  papers  in  relation  to  a  difficulty  which  has  seemed 
likely  to  grow  out  of  a  misapprehension  of  the  instructions  given  to 
our  cruisers  in  the  Gulf  and  on  the  coast  of  Mexico. 

I  do  not  understand  our  Government  to  claim  the  right  of  "captur- 
ing ships  for  having  carried  contraband  of  war  after  the  contraband 
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has  been  landed, ' '  unless  the  contraband  has  been  landed  by  them 
in  a  blockaded  port  and  they  are  on  the  return  voyage  from  such  port, 
nor  the  right  or  capturing  ships  in  Mexican  waters  or  in  any  neutral 
waters,  nor  the  right  to  capture  neutral  ships  on  a  bona  fide  voyage 
from  one  neutral  port  to  another,  though  laden  with  articles  wnich 
would  be  contraband  if  carried  to  an  enemy's  port;  nor  the  right  to 
capture  neutral  ships  bound  to  an  enemy's  port  not  blockaded,  unless 
such  ships  have  contraband  on  board;  nor  the  right  to  exercise 
exclusive  jurisdiction  to  the  extent  of  more  than  a  marine  league  from 
our  coast.  v 

With  respect  to  the  point  last  mentioned,  any  misapprehension 
which  exists  may  have  arisen  partly  from  wnat  may  have  been  an 
inadvertence,  analogous  to  a  clerical  error,  in  the  treaty  with  Mexico 
and  partly  to  our  municipal  law,  under  which  merchant  vessels  bound 
to  the  United  States  may  be  boarded  by  the  revenue  officers  when 
within  4  leagues  of  our  coast.  Other  nations  have  similar  municipal 
laws,  which  are  to  be  regarded  merely  as  prescribing  the  conditions 
on  which  trade  is  permitted. 

We  claim  the  belligerent  right  of  search  ubique,  except  in  neutral 
waters;  the  right  of  seizing  enemy's  property  on  board  merchant 
vessels  anywhere,  with  the  same  exception;  and  the  right  of  capturing 
any  merchant  vessel  returning  from  tne  blockade  port,  after  violating 
the  blockade,  such  right  to  exist  at  any  time  during  the  return  voyage. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  commanders  of  some  of  our  cruisers 
in  the  Gulf  are  not  accurately  informed  of  the  extent  of  the  neutral 
rights  herein  referred  to,  and  the  Department  will  .lose  no  time  in 
placing  the  matter  properly  before  them. 

The  whole  coast  of  Texas,  except  such  port  as  may  be  necessary 
for  access  to  the  port  of  Brownsville,  is  to  be  regarded  as  under  blockade.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Nam,  commanding  on  the  coast 
of  Texas,  giving  information  received  from  deserters  regarding  the 
movements  of  blockade  runners  in  those  waters. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  9,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  4th  instant  the 

U.  S.  gunboat  Kineo,  Lieutenant-Commander  John  Watters,  arrived 

from  New  Orleans,  which  permitted  my  sending  a  second  gunboat  to 

blockade  the  entrance  of  Brazos  River.     On  the  following  day  three 
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deserters  from  the  rebel  Army  and  two  contrabands  came  off  to  the 
blockading  vessels  at  that  place  and  stated  that  there  were  nearly  a 
dozen  small  schooners,  cotton  laden,  in  that  river  ready  to  run  out, 
and  that  the  steamer  Alice,  formerly  the  Matagorda,  had  made  two 
attempts  to  come  out  when  partially  cotton  loadea,  but  grounded 
upon  the  bar,  and  that  all  the  cotton  (350  bales)  was  about  being 
taken  out  of  her  and  sent  to  Galveston,  where  she  would  go  to  reload. 
The  deserters  further  state  that  signal  stations  have  within  the  last 
two  months  been  established  along  the  coast  and  the  lookouts  in- 
structed to  keep  a  strict  watch,  especially  for  the  "  China  fleet/ ' 
which  is  to  raise  the  blockade.  Tnis  "China  fleet' '  [is]  composed 
(they  say)  of  several  vessels  built  in  England  for  the  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment, but  subsequently  sold  to  rebel  agents  in  China.  The 
information  in  relation  to  the  " China  fleet' '  was  said  to  have  been 
brought  from  Richmond  by  a  bearer  of  dispatches  some  time  ago. 

These  deserters  say  that  the  Alice  is  the  only  steamer  that  nas run 
into  the  Brazos  River,  but  that  a  large  trade  has  been  carried  on  there 
by  small  schooners,  wnich,  however,  within  the  last  three  months,  has 
greatly  decreased.  Those  schooners  carry  in  rope,  bagging,* etc.,  and 
occasionally  arms  and  ammunition,  only  enough  cargo  to  purchase 
cotton  for  outward  trips,  and  run  to  Havana,  Jamaica,  Mexican  ports, 
and  Honduras. 

One  of  the  contrabands  above  referred  to  will,  at  his  own  request,  be 
detained  on  board  the  Penobscot  as  part  of  the  crew. 

I  was  happy  on  the  4th  instant  to  communicate  information  of  the 
capture  of  the  schooner  Mary  Sorly,  formerly  the  U.  S.  revenue  cutter 
Dodge,  laden  with  257  bales  of  cotton,  by  tne  Sciota  off  this  place  in 
attempting  to  run  out.  The  Dodge  was  seized  by  the  rebels  at  the 
commencement  of  the  rebellion  whilst  in  Galveston  Bay.  By  the 
destruction  of  the  Clifton  on  the  21st  ultimo,  reported  in  a  former  com- 
munication, and  the  capture  of  the  late  Dodae,  the  rebels'are  beginning 
to  lose  their  ill-gotten  spoils.  They  still  hold  four  vessels  captured  by 
them,  viz,  the  Sachem,  in  Sabine  Kiver  on  8th  September,  1863,  and 
the  Harriet  Lane  and  barks  Cavallo  and  Elias  Pike,  in  Galveston  Har- 
bor on  the  1st  January,  1863,  on  the  reoccupation  of  that  place.  The 
two  latter  were  laden  with  coal  at  the  tfme  of  their  capture. 

From  rebel  deserters  I  have  learned  that  a  noted  blockade  runner  of 
Galveston  named  John  Davisson  has  recently  left  to  take  command 
of  the  Sachem  at  Sabine  Pass,  and  that  another  one  named  Maynard 
has  the  command  of  the  Harriet  Lane,  which  is  being  laden  witn  cot- 
ton preparatory  to  goinjg  out. 

On  tne  5th  instant  six  deserters  from  the  rebel  Army  and  one  ref- 
ugee, all  Germans,  who  had  emigrated  to  Texas  immediately  before 
the  rebellion,  came  off  to  the  squadron  off  this  place.  They  all  repre- 
sent that  the  Harriet  Lane  is  about  being  laden  with  cotton  to  go  to 
Havana,  and  that  the  blockade  running  steamer  Isabella  is  already 
laden  and  ready  to  run  out.  They  further  state  that  a  few  days  ago 
several  small  schooners,  cotton  laden,  left  Galveston  through  West 
Bay  to  run  out  of  San  Luis  Pass  ana  were  acompanied  that  far  by 
one  or  more  like-looking  schooners,  whose  decks  also  axe  partially  cov- 
ered with  cotton  bales,  each  armed  with  two  12  or  24  pounders  and 
manned  by  about  40  soldiers,  to  prevent  boats  from  the  blockading 
vessel  cutting  out  the  cotton-laden  schooner,  as  was  done  upon  a  for- 
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mer  occasion,  and  to  run  out,  and,  by  stratagem  or  boarding,  take  our 
steatner  stationed  off  that  place.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

OffGalvesUm,  April  9, 186 4. 

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  yesterday  has  been  received,  together  with 
the  accompanying  communications,  and  I  am  obliged  for  the  informa- 
tion you  sent. 

We  were  lucky  here  on  the  4th  instant  by  the  Sciota  capturing  the 
schooner  Miry  Sorly,  formerly  the  U.  S.  revenue  cutter  Dodge,  seized 
by  the  rebels  at  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion.  At  the  time  of 
her  capture  she  was  coming  out  of  Galveston  laden  with  257  bales  of 
cotton. 

Deserters  frequently  come  off  from  Galveston.  The  last  say  that 
a  noted  blockade  runner  of  Galveston  named  John  Davisson  left  a  few 
days  ago  tor  the  Sabine  to  take  command  of  the  ScLchem,  but  they  did 
not  know  for  what  purpose  the  Sachem  was  designed. 

The  rebels  are  said  to  be  fitting  out  schooners,  each  to  be  armed 
with  two  12  or  24  pounders  and  manned  with  40  soldiers,  their  decks  to 
be  covered  with  cotton  bales  to  give  them  the  appearance  of  blockade 
runners  in  order,  by  stratagem  or  boarding,  to  take  boats  that  may  be 
sent  to  cut  out  the  schooners  or  to  capture  any  of  the  blockading  ves- 
sels which  may  not  be  on  their  guard. 

The  blockade  runner  Alice  (late  Matagorda),  partially  cotton  laden, 
has  made  two  ineffectual  attempts  to  cross  the  bar  and  come  out  of 
Brazos  River.  She  is  said  now  to  be  discharging  her  cargo  and  sending 
it  to  Galveston,*  where  she  proposes  to  run  in  and  reload. 

The  Isabella  is  fully  laden  here  and  ready  to  run  out  the  first  favor- 
able opportunity,  and  the  Harriet  Lane  is  said  to  be  lading  with  cotton 
to  go  to  Havana.  Two  other  schooners  in  sight  inside  have  been 
ready  to  come  out  nearly  a  month. 

The  last  preceding  two  days  have  been  foggy,  rainy,  and  thick,  giv- 
ing the  most  favorable  opportunities  for  the  olockade  runners  to  come 
out,  and  I  was  extremely  apprehensive  that  they  would  avail  them- 
selves of  it,  but  to-day  the  weather  has  been  clear  and  they  are  still 
seen  inside. 

I  have  learned  that  within  the  last  two  months  the  rebels  have  estab- 
lished signal  stations  along  the  coast,  or  rather  increased  the  signal 
stations  and  corps  with  instructions  to  vigilance  and  especially  to 
report  the  arrival  of  the  "China  fleet."  This  "China  fleet/'  they  rep- 
resent, is  composed  of  several  vessels  built  in  England  for  the  Cninese 
Government  and  subsequently  purchased  by  rebel  agents, 
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The  rebels  say  that  with  their  floating  forces  in  the  harbor,  aided 
by  the  " China  fleet/7  they  will  sweep  away  the  blockade.  *

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  blockade  runners  in 
Oalveston  Bay,  arid  other  matters  in  that  vicinity. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Oalveston,  April  9+  I864. 

Dear  Sir:  The  monthly  reports  of  the  Sciota  and  Virginia  for  1st 
March,  referred  to  in  your  note,  were  forwarded  a  few  days  before  its 
receipt. 

Since  the  capture  of  the  late  revenue  cutter  Dodge  everything 
remains  in  the  former  condition  in  Galveston  Bay.  The  English "block- 
ade runner  Isabella  and  the  Harriet  Lane  are  lying  to  the  northward 
and  close  under  the  fort  on  Pelican  Spit,  two  schooners,  cotton 
laden — the  Tip  Top  and  Higher — close  to  them.  The  Cavallo  near  one 
of  the  wharves  at  Galveston.  Several  light-draft  schooners,  loaded 
with  cotton,  reported  by  deserters  as  having  ffone  through  West  Bay  to 
run  out  through.  San  Luis  Pass  accompanied  by  armed  ones,  as  referred 
to  in  my  letter  to  the  admiral. .  I  have  written  to  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Brown,  of  the  Virginia,  giving  him  that  information. 

With  the  two  vessels  at  Brazos  I  hope  that  blockade  running  will  be 
checked  there  to  some  extent.  For  some  time  the  weather  has  been 
bad  and  foggy  along  the  coast,  giving  most  favorable  opportunities  for 
blockade  running.  The  report  about  the  "  China  fleet,"  I  presume, 
has  been  circulated  by  the  rebel  authorities  to  encourage  the  people 
and  cause  the  coast  lookouts  to  vigilance. 

The  deserters  from  Brazos  River  agree  in  stating  that  nearly  all  the 
rebel  troops  along  the  unimportant  points  of  the  coast,  between  Gal- 
veston and  Pass  Cavallo,  have  been  withdrawn  and  sent  toward  the 
Red  River,  leaving  only  small  guards  behind.  The  rebel  military 
force  at  Galveston  still  amounts  to  about  2,000  men. 

I  was  glad  to  hear  yesterday  from  Commander  Woolsey  that  after 
he  had  sent  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Princess  Royal  to  examine  the 
boiler  of  the  Antona  the  latter  vessel  has  performed  better  and  steams 
at  the  rate  of  6  and  7  miles  an  hour. 

A  survey  has  just  been  holden  on  the  engines  and  boilers  of  the 
Penobscot  and  reported  in  a  bad  condition.  She  will  have  to  go  to 
New  Orleans  for  repairs  in  the  course  of  a  couple  of  weeks. 

The  boilers  of  the  Virginia  are  again  leaking,  and  I  will  be  under  the 
necessity  of  bringing  her  here  for  three  or  four  days'  work  upon  them 
as  soon  as  the  nights  become  more  moonlight. 

Herewith  I  send  the  position  of  the  blockading  vessels  on  the  Texas 
coast.

My  Dear  Jenkins  :  Old  Smith  is  a  regular  marplot  and  seems  deter- 
mined neither  to  do  anything  himself  nor  to  permit  anyone  else. 
Until  his  return  the  admiral  desires  that  Mr.  Williamson  shall  merely 
superintend  the  work  required  by  our  steamers,  not  interfering  with 
the  workshops  if  Commodore  Smith  objects.  He  will  arrange  the 
matter  when  he  comes  to  Pensacola. 

About  the  Jasmine  there  must  be  some  mistake;  she  belongs  to  the 
yard,  and  has  been  always  looked  upon  as  under  the  control  of  the 
commandant  there.  If  you  received  orders  from  the  admiral  to  take 
charge  of  her  it  must  have  been  through  some  misunderstanding. 

The  Ossipee  leaves  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours  for  Mobile,  ana  the 
Arizona  has  just  come  down  from  Cairo. 

I  think  we  shall  go  to  Texas  about  the  13th,  and  hope  to  be  in  Pen- 
sacola before  long. 

I  sent  the  papers  by  the  Glasgow,  and  a  cap  by  the  captain  of  the 
Jasmine.  The  second  device  I  will  get  on  Monday,  when  a  new  lot  is 
expected. 

Nothing  particularlv  important  from  the  Red  River,  but  everything 
is  going  on  well,  ancf  the  prospect  is  that  the  rebs  will  be  entirely 
cleaned  out  if  the  river  does  not  fall  too  soon,  which  it  threatens.

San  Luis  Pass  by  the  Virginia,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  [H.] 
Brown,  commanding,  of  the  Mexican  schooner  Juanita,  ostensibly 
bound  for  Havana.

The 
crew  are  supposed  to  be  prisoners;  their  names  are  given.  See  the 
enclosed  communications  from  Lieutenant  Brown,  marked  Nos.  2 
and  3. 

I  have  heard  from  Captain  Marchand  that  by  deserters  it  is  stated 
that  the  schooner  was  run  on  shore  by  the  helmsman  when  drunk,  the 
prize  master  being  at  the  time  asleep.

She  was  first  seen  from  this  vessel  soon  after  8  o'clock  this  morning, 
and  after  a  moderate  ehase  was  brought  to  and  boarded. 

All  the  official  papers  of  the  vessel  indicate  that  she  was  bound  to 
Havana,  the  only  evidence  to  the  contrary  being  the  assertions  of  the 
captain  and  a  private  note  purporting  to  come  from  her  owners  direct- 
ingthe  captain  to  proceed  to  New  Orleans. 

The  vessel  having  unquestionably  cleared  for  Havana  and  being 
widely  out  of  her  course  to  that  port,  I  send  her  to  New  Orleans  as  a 
prize  for  adjudication.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  loss  of  the  Mexican  schooner  Juanita,  a 
prize  to  this  vessel,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

Having  been  captured  yesterday  morning,  according  to  my  previous 
report,  she  was  dispatched  for  New  Orleans  at  10  in  the  evening,  under 
the  charge  of  my  second  officer,  Acting  Ensign  N.  A.  Blume. 

At  the  time  the  schooner  got  underway  there  was  a  light  wind  from 
the  southward  and  eastward,  which  fell  away  during  the  night  to 
nearly  a  calm. 

At  daylight  this  morning  the  Juanita  was  discovered  about  2  miles 
distant,  inside  the  line  of  breakers,  with  her  head  toward  the  beach  and 
nearly  out  of  water,  the  vessel  being  of  very  light  draft. 

Approaching  as  near  the  schooner  as  was  possible,  I  discovered  that 
she  nad  been  abandoned  and  that  several  of  the  enemy  were  stationed 
in  various  positions  close  by. 
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It  is  of  course  impossible  at  present  to  give  any  further  details  or  to 
account  for  the  loss  of  the  vessel,  the  wind  having  been  fair  while  it 
lasted  and  the  schooner  having  two  good  anchors  on  board,  with 
chains,  etc. 

Mr.  Blume,  the  officer  in  charge,  has  hitherto  shown  himself  worthy 
of  confidence  as  a  seaman  and  navigator,  and  has  taken  .two  vessels, 
prizes  to  the  Virginia,  from  this  coast  to  New  Orleans. 

This  forenoon  ne  was  seen  to  come  down  the  beach  in  company  with 
some  of  the  rebel  soldiers  and  remove  his  effects  from  the  schooner  to 
the  picket  station. 

I  endeavored  during  the  morning  to  destroy  the  Juanita  with  shell, 
but  owing  to  rolling  badly  was  unable  to  do  so.

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the  land.  At  10:45  several  rifle  shots  were  fired  at  us  by  soldiers 
ashore.  Called  all  hands  to  quarters  and  fired  17  24-pounder  shells 
and  4  34-pounder  rifle  shells  at  them. 

April  11. — At  5 :  50  a.  m.  sail  reported  bearing  S.W.  by  S.  At  6  got 
up  anchor  and  stood  for  strange  sail;  vessel  proved  to  be  the  Rachel 
Seaman.  Taking  in  stores  from  the  Rachel  Seaman.  Got  underway 
and  stood  in  chase  of  a  sail  to  the  southward.  The  bolt  of  the  main 
trysail  gaff  gave  way.

Thomas  boarded  the  schooner  and  brought  the  captain  with  his  papers, 
on  board.

Sir:  From  information  received  by  deserters  on  the  5th* instant,  I 
have  learned  that  within  the  last  two  months  the  rebel  signal  stations 
along  the  coast  have  been  increased,  and  the  corps  instructed  to  vigi- 
lance, and  especially  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  China  fleet."  This

agents.  With  this  fleet  the  rebels  say  it  is  their  intention  to  sweep 
away  our  blockade.

Sir:  I  regret  having  to  send  you  another  gunboat  for  repairs,  viz, 
Sciota,  whicn  has  nearly  broken  down  by  reason  of  the  after  bearing  of 
the  shaft  wearing  away  and  causing  the  propeller  to  strike  upon  the 
shoe. 

The  Penobscot  having  been  surveyed  (the  result  of  which  was  sent 
to  you)  will  have  to  go  to  New  Orleans  for  repairs  as  soon  ad  the  nights 
become  moonlight. 

From  the  Virginia  I  have  just  heard  that  her  boiler  tubes  leak  and 
will  require  three  or  four  days  with  fires  out  to  repair.  She  will  come 
here  for  that  purpose. 

From  the  condition  of  the  above  vessels  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
blockading  force  here  is  insufficient,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  you  will 
send  other  vessels  as  soon  as  practicable. 

This  coast  is  becoming  a  principal  field  of  operations  for  blockade 
runners.  Three  steamers  and  manv  schooners  are  in  Galveston  Bay 
laden  and  ready  to  run  out;  at  Sabine  Pass  the  Sachem  and  several 
schooners  are  also  ready  for  the  same  purpose;  at  San  Luis  Pass  six 
schooners  are  similarly  waiting,  and  at  Brazos  River  a  steamer  and 
fleet  of  schooners  are  prepared  to  run  the  blockade. 

The  coal  brig  Imogene  arrived  here  three  days  ago  from  the  South 
West  Pass  with  526  tons  coal  for  the  squadron. 

To-morrow  I  expect  to  be  able  to  complete  discharging  the  coal  brig 
Ward,  except  about  40  tons  of  coal  for  ballast,  and,  having  no  instruc- 
tions in  relation  to  her  disposition,  I  will  send  her  to  the  South  West 
Pass  of  the  Mississippi  to  report  to  the  senior  naval  officer  there,  with 
instructions  to  telegraph  to  you  for  further  orders;

Sir:  On  the  10th  instant  the  master  of  the  schooner  Lovet  Peacock 
informed  me  that  he  had  put  into  Hampton  Roads  in  distress  from  the 
effects  of  a  gale  of  wind,  and  that  he  is  bound  to  New  Orleans  with 
naval  supplies  for  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron.  '  He  asked  for 
and  received  permission  to  pass  the  guard  vessel,  that  he  might  go  to 
Norfolk  for  examination  ana  repair. 

This  morning  the  master  of  this  schooner  hands  me  the  enclosed 
communication,  containing  the  report  of  examiners  at  Norfolk,  indi- 
cating that  the  Peacock  requires  such  repairs  as  make  it  necessary  to 
discharge  most  if  not  all  of  her  cargo,  and  her  master  desires  to  go  to 
Baltimore  to  make  them,  saying  that  the  army  occupies  the  shipyards 
at  Norfolk  and  that  he  can  not  get  repaired  there.

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Letter  from  Major-General  Hurlbut,  TJ.  S.  Army,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  regarding  the  preparation  by  the  Confederates  of  a  submerged 
torpedo  boat. 

Headquarters  Sixteenth  Army  Corps, 

Memphis,  April  12,  I864. 
I  am  informed,  and  I  believe  credibly,  that  a  submerged  torpedo 
boat  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  attack  upon  the  fleet  at  Mobile. 

The  craft,  as  described  to  me,  is  a  propeller  about  30  feet  long,  with 
engine  of  great  power  for  her  size,  and  boiler  so  constructed  as  to  raise 
steam  with  great  rapidity.  She  shows  above  the  surface  only  a  small 
smoke  outlet  and  pilot  house,  boats  of  which  can  be  lowered  and 
covered.  The  plan  is  to  drop  down  within  a  short  distance  of  the  ship, 
put  out  the  fires,  cover  the  smoke  pipe  and  pilot  house,  and  sink  the 
craft  to  a  proper  depth;  then  work  tne  propeller  by  hand,  drop  beneath 
the  ship,  ascertaining  her  position  by  a  magnet  suspended  in  the  pro- 
peller, rise  against  her  bottom,  fasten  the  torpedo  by  screws,  drop 
their  boat  away,  pass  off  a  sufficient  distance,  rise  to  the  surface,  light 
their  fires,  and  work  off. 

The  torpedo  to  contain  40  pounds  of  powder  and  work  by  clockwork. 

As  near  as  my  informant  can  give  the  plan,  I  send  you  a  rude  sketch.

My  Dear  Jenkins  :  Get  the  Sportsman  off  as  soon  as  you  can,  for 
she  is  one  of  those  swindles  handed  over  from  early  times  of  the  war, 
which  it  is  disagreeable  to  contemplate.  The  admiral  gave  notice 
to  the  captain  tnat  there  must  be  no  detention  for  ballasting,  as  per 
his  letter  in  lette   book,  which  you  can  see  on  board  of  the  Hartford. 

Walker  will  go  round  to  join  the  ship  in  a  day  or  two,  per  Arkansas, 
and  when  your  vessel  is  ready  again  for  sea  he  will  go  to  Texas;  but 
that  will  not  be,  I  suspect,  before  our  return. 

The  admiral  says  vou  must  judge  for  yourself  as  to  what  is  best 
to  be  done  about  the  buoys,  and  if  (jrinnell  is  not  competent  or  is  care- 
less, select  some  one  else  to  attend  to  the  matter.  Take  the  whole 
thing  into  your  own  hands,  either  directly  or  through  Gibson,  as  you 
may  think  proper.

to  put  the  house  on  the  Glasgow,  it  would  be  well  to  do  so ;  otherwise 
I  suppose  she  must  come  now  and  await  a  more  convenient  oppor- 
tunity. 
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The  admiral  talks  of  going  to  Texas  about  Thursday,  and  again  of 
notgoing  at  all,  but  returning  at  once  to  Fensacola.

April  12,  186 4. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  in  company  with  the 
Zephyr  and  steamed  up  the  bay.  At  9  discovered  a  rebel  steamer 
and  two  schooners  inside  Matagorda  Reef;  called  all  hands  to  quar- 
ters; steamed  for  rebel  steamer  until  we  grounded.  Opened  fire  at 
about  3  miles  distance;  fired  13  solid  shot,  4  percussion,  and  1  time- 
fuzed  shell  from  30-pounder  Parrott.  but  could  not  get  sufficient 
elevation.  At  11 :  30,  in  company  witn  the  Zeyhyr,  proceeded  down- 
stream. At  2 :  20  p.m.  anchored,  with  the  Zephyr,  and  sent  an  escort 
of  troops  ashore  to  bring  off  a  Union  family  desirous  of  coming  within 
our  lines.

At  9 :  30  weighed  anchor 
and  followed.    At  11   passed  lndianola.    At   10:40    Warrior  and 
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Zephyr,  [army  steamers],  anchored  inshore;  this  vessel  anchored  off- 
shore in  7  feet  water.  At  6:30  went  to  quarters,  cast  loose,  and 
prepared  for  action. 

April  22. — The  Zephyr  and  Warrior  underway  and  steaming  in 
toward  Lavaca.    At  9 :  30  the  Zephyr  and  Warrior  not  in  sight. 

April  23. — At  6  a.  m.  saw  the  Zephyr  and  Warrior  on  Lavaca. 
Weather  squally;  thunder  and  lightning.  At  1:30  weighed  anchor, 
steamed  up  the  bay,  and  at  4: 15  returned  and  anchored  about  4  miles 
to  the  southward  and  westward  of  Indianola. 

April  24. — At  9  a.  m.  weighed  and  steamed  down  the  bay;  steamed 
outside.  At  5:30  weighed  and  steamed  inside.  At  6:40  p.  m. 
anchored  and  found  the  Zephyr  and  Warrior  alongside  the  wharf  at 
Fort  Esperanza.  At  7  Acting  Master  G.  P.  Pomeroy  returned  on 
board.

Headquarters  Thirteenth  Army  Corps, 

Pass  Cavallo,  Tex.,  April  15,  I864. 

Colonel:  I  am  directed  by  Major-General  McClernand  to  report 
that  the  transport  Zephyr,  with  two  guns,  and  the  gunboat  Estrella, 
each  with  a  company  of  infantry,  left  here  on  the  12th  instant  under 
orders  from  these  headquarters  to  sail  up  Matagorda  Bay  and  gain 
information  respecting  tne  movements  of  two  vessels  seen  inside  the 
peninsula.  On  approaching  Matagorda  Reef  the  gunboat  Carr  and  the 
armed  schooner  Buckhart,  two  rebel  vessels,  were  seen  on  the  other 
side  of  the  reef.  Shots  were  exchanged  without  any  other  effect  than 
temporarily  to  drive  the  rebel  gunners  from  their  guns.  Two  rebel 
scouts  were  seen  on  the  peninsula,  who  fled  upon  seeing  a  party  disem- 
bark from  our  vessel.  The  same  evening  the  Zephyr  ran  down  a  small 
sloop  on  her  way  from  Matagorda  city  to  Port  Lavaca,  her  crew  jump- 
ing overboard  into  shallow  water  and  escaping.  Next  day  the  Estrella 
and  Zephyr  sailed  to  Indianola  and  thence  to  Olivers  Point  in  Trespa- 
lacios  Bay,  where  they  captured  another  small  sloop  and  two  small 
boats  and  burned  still  another  sloop.  All  were  brought  to  this  land- 
ing excepting  the  burned  sloop  and  turned  over  to  the  quartermaster. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Sinclair,  inspector-general  of  this  corps,  com- 
manded the  Zephyr  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Cooke  the  EstreUa.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  at  11 : 30  a.  m.  this  day  a 
suspicious  looking  schooner  was  discovered  from  this  vessel,  steering 
N.  oy  E.,  the  wind  at  the  time  being  from  the  east.  I  gave  chase  and 
sent  a  boat  on  board  at  1  p.  m.  She  proved  to  be  the  British  schooner 
Maria  Alfred,  of  Nassau,  from  Havana,  bound  to  Matamoras,  with  an 
assorted  cargo. 

As  her  captain  (Joseph  Williams)  did  not  give  a  good  reason  for 
being  found  m  his  present  position,  and  steering  in  for  tne  coast  now  in 
possession  of  the  rebels,  I  decided  in  putting  an  officer  and  prize  crew 
on  board  and  sent  her  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.  I  herewith 
enclose  muster  roll.

Report  of  the  Acting  Light-House  Engineer  at  New  Orleans,  regarding 
the  buoys  at  the  entrance  to  Pensacola  Bay. 

Office  of  Light-House  Engineer, 

8th  and  9th  Districts, 
New  Orleans,  April  IS,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  9th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  buoys  at  Pensacola  entrance. 
The  apparent  neglect  of  the  aids  to  navigation  in  that  important 

Elace  will,  I  trust.  De  found  on  explanation  to  be  due  to  obstacles 
eyond  the  control  of  this  office.  In  January  last  a  lot  of  100  spar 
buoys  were  sent  out,  but  instead  of  being  "completely  rigged,"  as  the 
invoice  stated,  no  moorings,  chains,  or  sinkers  were  sent  with  them. 
During  last  month  a  lot  of  40  iron  buoys  were  received.  They  are  in 
sections  and  have  to  be  put  together  and  riveted  here.  At  the  time 
when  these  buoys  were  ordered  (August,  1863)  boiler  makers  could 
easily  have  been  obtained,  but  by  reason  of  the  great  demand  for  this 
class  of  mechanics,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  number  of  public 
and  private  steamers  in  these  waters;  I  have  thus  far  failed  in  all  my 
efforts  to  get  a  gang  of  men  to  do  this  work,  even  at  $3.50  a  day  and 
rations.     There  is  now  but  one  iron  buoy  on  hand. 

In  December  last  I  received  information  that  the  Pensacola  buoys 
were  displaced,  and  shortly  after  Commodore  Gibson  recommended 
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Mr.  Grinnell  as  a  proper  person  to  be  charged  with  the  keeping  of  the 
buoys.  This  recommendation  was  anticipated  by  my  application  to 
him  to  give  the  job  to  Mr.  Grinnell.  Shortly  afterwards  I  received 
through  Commodore  Bell  a  letter  from  Mr.  Grinnell,  endorsed  bv  you, 
and  referring  him  to  this  office;  thereupon  I  wrote  you,  under  date  of 
January  25,  of  which  letter  I  herewith  enclose  a  copy. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  Admiral  Farragut  to  this  city  a  couple 
of  weeks  ago  I  had  the  honor  to  wait  upon  him  and  to  learn  from  him 
that  nothing  had  as  yet  been  done  to  the  buoys,  and  that  it  was  his 
desire  to  have  the  matter  attended  to.  I  informed  the  admiral  that  I 
had  just  dispatched  the  schooner  Martha,  Captain  Williams,  to  Pensa- 
cola  for  this  purpose.  The  Martha  having  but  few  days  work  to  do  at 
the  Passes,  I  calculated  that  she  should  have  reached  rensacola  about 
the  10th  instant.  Much  to  my  surprise  and  regret  I  received,  shortly 
after  receiving  your  letter  of  tne  9th,  information  to  the  effect  that  the 
Martha  was  delayed  at  Pass  k  POutre,  in  consequence  of  two  of  her 
crew  having  fallen  sick  and  being  sent  back  to  the  city.  I  send  to-day 
two  other  men  to  complete  her  crew,  but  in  consequence  of  this  unfore- 
seen delay  and  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  taking  off  a  gang  of  work- 
men from  Chandeleur  Island  to  Ship  Island  (their  work  at  the  former 
station  being  supposed  to  have  been  accomplished),  it  becomes  now 
necessary  to  change  my  first  plan  of  sending  the  Martha  direct  from 
Pass  k  POutre  to  rensacola  and  to  let  her  go  first  to  Chandeleur  to 
take  the  men  to  Ship  Island,  where  she  is  to  leave  them  and  then  pro- 
ceed to  Pensacola. 

This  delay  will  enable  me  to  3end,  in  addition  to  the  spar  buoys  and 
appurtenances  now  on  board,  some  more  sinkers  and  chains  and  the 
iron  buoys  spoken  of.  I  shall  now  instruct  Captain  Williams  to 
remain  in  Pensacola  until  the  work  is  completed  to  your  satisfaction. 

If  you  deem  it  desirable  that  Mr.  Grinnell  be  employed  to  keep  the 
buoys  in  order,  I  shall  be  happy  to  agree  to  any  bargain  you  may  see 
fit  to  make  witn  him.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  16,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  13th  instant  seven 
deserters  from  the  rebel  Army  came  off  to  the  blockading  squadron 
here.  They  are  all  Frenchmen  by  birth,  and  represent  that  they  left  a 
small  fort  on  the  coast  named  Mannahassett,  located  7  miles  south- 
west of  Sabine  Pass,  with  the  intention  of  going  to  the  blockading  ves- 
sels off  that  place,  but  the  heavy  northerly  winds  drove  them  along  the 
coast,  and  after  being  sixteen  nours  at  sea  reached  our  vessels  here. 
To-day  two  other  deserters  came  off  from  Bolivar  Island.  They  are 
Irishmen  by  birth,  but  neither  party  brought  information  of  impor- 
tance. 

The  term  of  service  of  the  Cayuga  on  the  southern  coast  having 
expired,  I  have  ordered  her  to  this  place,  and  on  her  arrival  will  send 
the  Kanawha  to  cruise  between  Pass  Cavallo  and  the  Bio  Grande. 

In  a  few  days  I  will  have  the  Virginia  relieved  at  San  Luis  Pass  by 
one  of  the  gunboats  from  this  place,  in  order  that  she  may  come  here, 
draw  fires,  and  repair  boilers. 

By  these  necessary  changes  the  blockading  force  will  be  reduced  at 
this  place  to  three  effective  vessels,  whilst  four  channels  are  tb  be 
watched,  and  in  order  that  this,  the  most  important  point,  may  be 
guarded  I  have  ordered  the  Antona  from  Sabme  Pass  to  come  here, 
and  will  detain  her  until  the  repairs  of  the  Virginia  are  completed. 

Frequently  reports  of  commanding  officers  of  this  division  are 
incomplete  in  relation  to  the  names  of  vessels  taken,  destroyed,  etc. 
I  have  instructed  them  that  when  practicable  to  give  the  names  of  all 
such  vessels,  that  the  records  of  the  Navy  Department  may  be  com- 
plete. 
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Since  writing  the  foregoing  I  have  seen  an  intelligent  person,  cap- 
tured by  the  boats  of  the  Virginia  near  San  Luis  Pass,  who  for  eighteen 
months  past  belonged  to  the  signal  corps  of  the  rebel  Army.  His 
statements,  although  not  new,  are  confirmatory  of  those  heretofore 
made  by  deserters.  This  prisoner  was  captured  yesterday  and  had 
seen  an  announcement  in  a  Houston  newspaper  or  rebel  successes  on 
the  Red  River  in  which  3,000  Federal  soldiers  and  35  cannon  were 
captured.  He  further  represents  having  seen  six  cannon,  from  32s  to 
100-pounders,  made  from  the  shafts  of  the  Westfield.

Sir:  With  reference  to  the  request  of  General  Asboth  to  send  your 
launch  armed  with  a  howitzer  into  the  Big  Bayou  [or  Bayou  Grand], 
and  which  I  agreed  to,  it  did  not  occur  to  me  at  the  moment  that  it 
will  not  do  to  keep  a  boat  in  that  vicinity,  for  the  reason  that  the  ves- 
sels stationed  near  the  mouth  of  the  Big  Bayou  have  orders  to  open 
fire  up  the  whole  length  of  it  in  case  of  an  attack,  either  at  night  or  in 
the  day. 

I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  navigation  of  the  bayou  is  such  as  to  war- 
rant hazarding  a  boat  and  crew,  even  if  the  above  objections  did  not 
obtain. 

If  a  boat  can  operate  in  the  bavou,  which  has  its  mouth  near  Fort

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  on  the 
night  of  the  28th  March  Lieutenant-Commanaer  A.  P.  Cooke,  com- 
manding the  XL  S.  S.  Estrella,  blockading  in  Matagorda  Bay,  dis- 
covered a  light  up  the  bay  and  on  approaching  it  found  a  small  schooner 
on  fire,  aground,  and  deserted.  Endeavors  were  made  to  save  the 
vessel,  which,  however,  proved  fruitless.  Nine  bales  of  cotton  and 
some  loose  cotton  were  taken  from  her. 

I  have  further  to  report  that  on  the  6th  instant  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Cooke  made  a  cruise  up  the  bay,  and  when  off  Indianola  dis- 
covered a  schooner  and  small  sloop,  ooth  of  which  he  captured, 
together  with  four  prisoners,  all  of  whom  were  in  the  rebel  service. 
These  he  delivered  over  to  the  military  authorities,  retaining  the 
vessels.     The  schooner  is  only  of  8  tons  burden. 

It  appears  that  on  the  3d  instant  the  rebels  sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  the 
point  near  the  anchorage  of  the  Estrella.  On  returning  from  boarding 
the  schooner  carrying  the  flag,  the  executive  officer  of  the  Estrella 
reported  that  there  were  several  officers  of  the  rebel  gunboat  J.  F. 
Carr  on  board.     The  vessel,  however,  was  not  detained. 

On  the  5th  instant  the  same  parties  came  again  with  a  flag  of  truce 
on  another  schooner  upon  some  trivial  errand,  but  went  back  again 
immediately,  and  it  was  on  the  following  day  that  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Cooke  made  the  reconnoissance  above  referred  to,  in  which  he 
captured  the  schooner  last  mentioned.

On  referring  to  the  letter  of  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  State,  dated  July  23,  1863,  to  Lord  Lyons,  there  appears 
to  be  a  little  discrepancy,  as  ne  concedes  to  Lord  Lyons  that  blockade 
runners  are  not  to  be  detained  beyond  a  certain  limit.  What  that 
limit  is  I  do  not  know,  unless  it  be  the  time  required  to  give  in  their 
testimony  before  the  court. 

I  beg,  nowever,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  fact 
that  among  these  blockade  runners  are  many  passengers,  some  of 
whom  are  evidently  in  the  employ  of  the  rebels,  and  when  turned  at 
liberty  are  free  to  pursue  their  mission  by  way  of  New  York  or  Havana, 
as  the  case  may  be.

After  having  made  the  necessary 
declaration  to  the  court,  and  furnished  to  the  prize  commissioners 
the  necessary  affidavits,  you  will  immediately  ask  to  be  discharged 
by  the  court,  when  you  will  return  to  this  anchorage  without  delay 
and  report  your  proceedings.  I  think  it  not  necessary  to  specify 
more  minutely  the  proceedings  to  be  taken  by  you  in  case  of  making 
a  prize,  presuming  you  to  be  familiar  with  the  laws  and  regulations 
established  in  sucn  cases. 

Ih  the  event  of  meeting  with  national  ships  you  will  remember  that 
national  ships  on  the  "  high  seas  "  recognize  no  other  jurisdiction  than 
that  of  the  government  to  which  they  owe  allegiance.  In  the  exercise 
of  our  belligerent  rights  you  will  be  careful  to  associate  with  firmness 
the  utmost  courtesy.  On  arriving  at  Key  West,  should  you  be  in 
want  of  coal,  you  will  represent  tne  fact  to  the  commanding  officer 
and  request  a  supply. 

Unless  sooner  recalled  you  will  return  to  this  anchorage  on  the  16th 
day  of  May,  leaving  your  station  at  7  a.  m.  on  that  day.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  I  arrived  off 
the  port  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  on  the  night  of  the  18th,  after 
a  passage  of  ei^ht  days  from  Hampton  Roads. 

In  the  morning  I  dispatched  an  officer  on  shore  to  communicate 
with  the  U.  S.  consul  particularly  with  reference  to  entering  the 
harbor,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  quantity  of  coal  to  enable 
me  to  reach  Key  West.  Fla.,  my  nearest  port. 

The  governor  was  informed  of  all  the  circumstances  by  our  consul 
which  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  seek  the  port  of  a  friendly  nation, 
having  but  three  or  four  tons  of  coal  on  board  and  possessing  no  sail- 
ing power  of  any  consequence  unless  I  could  have  depended  upon 
fair  winds. 

After  a  vexatious  delay  of  two  days  off  the  harbor,  underway, 
which  reduced  my  small  stock  of  coal  to  within  a  dozen  buckets,  I 
received  a  verbal  message  from  the  consul  that  I  could  enter  the 
harbor  for  the  purpose  I  had  asked,  and,  on  anchoring,  for  the  first 
time  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Thompson,  U.  S.  consul,  and  one 
from  the  governor  of  the  place;  a  copy  of  each  I  herewith  enclose. 
When  I  called  to  see  the  governor,  shortly  after  my  arrival,  he 
impressed  me  with  the  idea  that  he  had  very  reluctantly  assented  to 
my  coming  in  on  account  of  the  Queen's  neutrality  proclamation, 
but  had  given  way  to  the  professional  opinion  expressed  by  Captain 
Preston,  K.  N.,  commanding  H.  B.  M.  S.  Medea,  that  I  could  not  pro- 
ceed on  my  voyage  without  running  considerable  risk  on  account  of 
having  little  or  no  coal  on  board,  which  made  it  a  necessity. 

The  friendly  representations  of  this  officer  no  doubt  influenced  the 
governor  in  my  favor,  and  he  seemed  to  regret  that  I  had  not  received 
a  copy  of  the  dispatch  he  had  written  to  the  U.  S.  consul,  so  that  I 

*Not  found. 
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could  have  been  in  the  port  a  day  sooner.  I  also  obtained  his  permis- 
sion to  transfer  50  tons  of  anthracite  coal  from  the  American  merchant 
schooner  Typhoon,  which  had  put  into  Nassau  in  distress  from  being 
overloaded  with  coal.  This  vessel  was  bound  to  New  Orleans  with  her 
cargo  for  the  U.  S.  naval  service.  The  coal  was  obtained  with  the 
consent  also  of  the  agent  of  the  underwriters,  so  that  the  expense  of 
purchasing  in  open  market  was  saved.  While  at  Nassau  I  fired  a 
national  salute  of  21  guns,  with  the  English  flag  at  the  fore,  previously 
having  ascertained  from  Governor  Bayley  that  it  would  be  returned, 
as  it  was,  gun  for  gun.  During  my  three  days1  stay  at  Nassau ,  coaling, 
I  obtained  a  list  of  the  blockade  runners  in  port,  which  I  enclose. 
Some  of  these  vessels  on  my  arrival  flew  the  English  and  rebel  flag.  I 
conceived  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  Captain  Preston  to 
this,  who  partially  had  it  stopped,  though  it  was  done  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances afterwards,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  rebel  merchant 
steamecJ..  D.  Vance,  with  the  rebel  flag  at  the  peak,  burgee,  with  her 
name  at  the  main,  and  the  English  flag  at  the  fore,  as  she  passed  out  of 
the  harbor  in  the  most  exulting  way  amidst  the  cheers  or  yells  of  those 
on  board.  As  that  steamer  passed  the  Galena  she  barely  escaped 
touching  her  lower  boom,  but  had  he  done  so  I  should  have  felt  it  my 
duty  to  have  fired  into  him. 

Tlie  occasion  of  the  yells  on  board  of  the  A.  D,  Vance  was,  I  learned 
afterwards,  given  to  a  boat  near  her  filled  with  rebels  and  part  owi^ers 
of  her  cargo,  but  I  considered  it  nothing  more  than  a  mean,  contempti- 
ble way  of  insulting  this  vessel.  I  was  the  more  exasperated  when  I 
saw  her  dip  her  flag  to  H.  B.  M.  S.  Medea,  which  returned  it,  to  my 
great  surprise.  In  my  interview  with  the  commander  of  that  vessel,  a 
few  hours  after  the  occurrence,  I  spoke  of  this  matter.  He  replied  that 
he  acknowledged  the  salute  of  the  A.  D.  Vance  just  as  he  would  to  a 
man  on  shore  who  should  raise  his  hat  to  him,  and  that  he  was  indiffer- 
ent as  to  which  side  in  the  United  States  would  be  successful.  I 
then  asked  him  if  he  acknowledged  the  rebel  flag.  He  replied,  "  Yes; 
as  a  belligerent."  I  then  put  the  question  to  him,  if  in  tae  case  of  a 
blockade-nmning  vessel  flying  the  rebel  colors  (for  by  so  doing  it 
would  be  acknowledging  the  so-called  Southern  Confederation).  I 
could  not  obtain  from  him  a  decided  answer  to  this  question.  Myself 
and  some  of  my  officers  were  on  several  occasions  grossly  insulted 
while  on  shore  by  the  lower  orders.  They  were,  I  learned,  paid  to  do 
this  by  the  rebels  on  shore.  No  personal  attack  was,  however,  made 
upon  anyone  attached  to  this  vessel,  but  had  there  been,  the  law  of 
self-defense  would  have  been  strictly  carried  out.  It  is  but  just  to  say 
that  when  I  spoke  of  this  matter  to  the  governor,  the  day  on  which  I 
left,  it  met  with  his  strong  condemnation,  remarking  tliat  had  I  re- 
ported the  individuals  to  him  he  would  have  had  them  arrested  by  the 
police.  The  authorities  I  found  were  polite  and  attentive,  but  1  am 
somewhat  afraid  that  the  governor  of  Nassau  is  inclined  toward  the 
rebel  cause,  as  he  not  only  very  reluctantly  assented  to  my  coming 
in  the  harbor,  but  manifested  no  little  impatience  (as  I  ascertained  un- 
officially) at  my  remaining  as  long  as  I  did,  three  days,  although  every 
dispatch  had  been  made.  When  I  called  to  take  leave  of  him  he  re- 
marked that  he  hoped  that  he  had  not  appeared  discourteous  in  hurry- 
ing us  off,  and  he  trusted  he  would  have  tne  pleasure  of  seeing  us  again 
under  more  favorable  circumstances.  He  also  said  that  he  had  re- 
ceived other  instructions  than  those  contained  in  the  Queen's  neu- 
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trality  proclamation  about  belligerent  vessels  of  our  nation  which 
were  so  binding  in  their  character  that  he  could  not  exercise  any  dis- 
cretion, having  done  so  in  one  case,  for  which  he  was  censured  by  his 
Government. 

I  could  not  help  telling  him  that  if  I  had  received  his  letter  before 
anchoring  in  the  harbor  I  would  have  endeavored  to  have  reached 
some  place  on  the*  banks  where  I  could  have  remained  until  an  oppor- 
tunity should  have  offered  for  communicating  with  Key  West,  though 
I  was"  nearly  out  of  coal  and  had  but  a  few  days'  supply  of  fresh  water 
on  board.  He  then  read  to  me  from  a  dispatch  from  his  Government 
endeavoring  to  show  how  completely  he  was  bound  down  to  a  literal 
compliance  with  his  orders,  which  I  did  not  see  in  the  same  light  that 
he  did.  To  Captain  Preston  I  am  therefore  indebted  for  the  permis- 
sion I  received  to  enter  the  harbor  of  Nassau,  for  had  he  expressed 
himself  adversely  1  believe  that  the  governor  would  not  have  complied 
with  my  request.  My  passage  from  Hampton  Roads  contained  noth- 
ing of  special  interest  except  chasing  a  blockade  runner  when  about 
the  longitude  of  Wilmington,  near  the  outer  edge  of  the  Gulf  Stream, 
on  the  12th  instant.  Finding  that  I  could  not  possibly  overtake  her, 
she  being  very  fast  and  steaming  dead  against  the  wind  and  sea,  I  was 
obliged,  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours,  to  abandon  the  chase.  This 
steamer,  the  Anna,  arrived  at  Nassau  a  few  days  before  us.  She  had 
run  out  of  Wilmington  with  some  400  bales  of  cotton.  The  steamer 
A.  D.  Vance,  the  Nassau  people  say,  is  the  regular  merchant  vessel  un- 
der the  flag  of  the  so-called  Southern  Confederation,  and  has  been  a 
very  successful  blockade  runner. 

I  have,  in  order  to  show  the  unfriendly  spirit  of  Governor  Bayley  to- 
ward the  United  States,  thought  proper  to  send  a  copy  of  my  corre- 
spondence with  him  and  others  at  Nassau. 

The  Galena  arrived  this  morning  from  Nassau,  having  left  on  the 
evening  of  the  23d.  Her  consumption  of  coal,  full  steaming,  is  16 
tons.  So  far,  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  using  sails  and 
wind  fair,  her  maximum  speed  is  about  8J  knots,  and  snould  the 
wind  and  sea  be  ahead  it  is  reduced  to  4  and  5  knots.

My  Deab  Sir:  I  am  very  much  surprised  to  hear  from  the  officer  I 
sent  on  shore  to  communicate  with  you  on  the  subject  of  taking  in  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  coal  to  enable  me  to  reach  Key  West  that  the 
authorities  hesitate  about  granting  permission. 

The  Queen's  proclamation  expressly  states  that  a  vessel  of  war  of 
the  United  States  can  take  in  coal  to  carry  such  vessel  to  the  nearest 
port  of  her  own  country.     A  copy  of  the  section  I  herewith  enclose. 

The  U.  S.  S:  Galena  was  delayed  by  head  winds  on  her  passage  from 
Hampton  Roads,  which  I  did  not  anticipate  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
and  as  a  matter  of  course  necessity  has  obliged  me  to  make  the  nearest 
port  to  obtain  enough  coal  to  carry  me  to  Key  West.     I  have  but  one 
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or  two  tons  left,  hardly  sufficient  to  keep  this  vessel  underway;  besides 
I  depend  on  coal  for  distilling  purposes,  so  that  I  may  be  fairly  in  the 
condition  of  a  vessel  that  has  been  obliged  by  stress  of  weather  to  seek 
the  port  of  a  friendly  nation. 

I  feel  assured  that  a  proper  representation  of  the  facts  to  the  gov- 
ernor will  remove  the  difficulties  of  the  case.

his  Excellency  is  quite  willing  to  allow  him  to  take  in  50  tons  of  coal, 
as  his  Excellency  is  assured  by  Captain  Preston,  R.  N.,  is  the  quantity 
required  and  sufficient  to  take  the  vessel  to  Key  West. 

He  further  states  that  he  does  not  wish  this  to  be  considered  as  a 
precedent  for  future  acquiescence.     I  will  forward  to  his  Excellency  a 
copy  of  your  letter,  as  you  request.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
dated  April  19.  On  the  understanding  that  you  intend  to  proceed 
direct  to  Key  West,  I  have  no  objection  to  allow  of  your  taking  in  50 
tons  of  coal,  which  I  am  informed  is  the  quantity  required  to  carry  you 
to  that  port. 

From  the  enclosure  in  your  letter  I  infer  that  Acting  U.  S.  consul, 
Mr.  Thompson,  did  not  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  more  recent 
instructions  conveyed  in  the  Duke  of  Newcastle's  dispatch  of  13th 
January,  1864,  which,  in  my  opinion,  restricts  the  occasions  on  which 
belligerent  vessels  may  be  permitted  to  anchor  here  to  cases  of  more 
urgent  necessity  than  that  which  I  understand  has  constrained  you 
to  resort  hither.    However,  I  have  allowed  myself  to  give  you  the 
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benefit  of  the  very  slight  doubt  which  attaches  to  the  interpretation  of 
these  instructions;  and  to  permit  you  to  take  in  the  quantity  of  coal 
which  I  have  Specified  above.  But  as  I  am  by  no  means  sure  that  this 
course  will  be  approved  by  her  Majesty's  Government,  I  would  guard 
against  being  supposed  to  establish  as  a  precedent  a  decision  which  it 
may  ultimately  appear  it  was  the  intention  of  her  Majesty's  ministers 
to  prevent  me  from  giving.  You  are  of  course  aware  of  the  general 
provisions  of  the  proclamation  of  March,  1861,  to  which  any  bellig- 
erent man-of-war  becomes  liable  on  entering  this  port.

Sir:  Having  understood  from  the  U.  S.  consul  that  it  would  be  nec- 
essary to  have  a  permit  from  you  to  obtain  the  amount  of  coal  I 
require  to  carry  me  to  Key  West,  Fla.,  I  respectfully  request  that  you 
will  grant  that  permit,  so  that  I  may  take  the  coal  from  one  of  the  two 
United  States  merchant  vessels  now  in  the  port  of  Nassau. 

These  vessels  I  learn  put  into  Nassau  in  distress,  one  from  being 
overloaded  and  the  other  with  the  loss  of  her  masts.  Their  coals  are 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States  service,  and  being  of  the  quality  I  use — 
anthracite — it  would  be  to  the  interests  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  that  I  should  obtain  it  in  this  way,  for  I  presume  there 
would  be  no  infraction  of  the  Queen's  neutrality  proclamation  by 
allowing  this  transfer  of  coal  under  existing  circumstances. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  Mr.  Thompson,  U.  S.  consul, 
showing  the  reasons  which  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  seek  this  port, 
which  I  trust  will  remove  the  difficulties  of  tne  case.

3d.  Steamer  with  no  name  in  sight,  about  800  tons;  two  low  masts, 
fore-and-aft  rig;  has  two  smokestacks,  one  forward  of  the  wheels  and 
one  aft;  has  a  Targe  house  on  deck;  side-wlieels  painted  lead  color.

5th.  A  large  side-wheel  steamer,  walking  beam,  promenade  deck, 
side-wheel,  painted  white;  evidently  a  New  York  river  built  boat; 
about  800  tons;  no  name  visible;  one  pipe  painted  white.  P.  S. — 
Steamer  No.  5  is  the  Young  Republic;  was  originally  the  Conqueror; 
built  near  New  York;  went  to  Matanzas  and  ran  between  that  place 
and  Havana.  It  is  said  that  another  like  her  was  sent  from  New  Y  ork 
to  Cuba  and  she  is  now  expected  here.

A  large  lead-colored,  side-wheel,  two-piped  steamer,  red  bot- 
tom, iron  boat;  two  fore-and-aft  rigged  masts;  a  fast  and  splendid 
vessel;  square  stern.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  could  not  think  of  leaving  Nassau  without  thank- 
ing you  for  the  many  acts  of.  courtesy  I  have  had  extended  me  by  your- 
self during  my  brief  visit.  I  shall  not  fail  to  communicate  them  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  to  let  him  know  that  if  it  had  not  been  for 
your  friendly  interference  I  should  probably  not  have  been  allowed  to 
anchor  in  tjie  harbor  of  Nassau,  altnough  necessity  obliged  me  to  seek 
shelter  in  the  nearest  friendly  port  in  consequence  of  running  very 
short  of  coal  and  having  no  sailing  power  of  any  importance  unless  I 
could  have  depended  upon  fair  winds. 
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I  must  also  thank  you  for  prohibiting  blockade  runners  from  making 
use  of  the  flag  of  your  nation  in  connection  with  the  rebel  flag,  though 
I  learned  tlfls  morning  that  a  steamer  passed  out  with  the  English  flag 
at  the  peak  and  the  rebel  flag  at  the  fore.  This  was  the  act  of  those  on 
board  m  defiance  of  your  orders. 

With  the  exception  of  several  insults  I  have  received  on  shore  from 
the  rabble,  when  in  company  with  you,  and  which  met  with  your 
strong  condemnation,  and  which  happened  to  some  of  my  officers  also, 
particularly  the  other  night  when  I  sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  an  officer 
after  the  one  stolen  from  this  vessel  by  three  deserters,  ne  was  grossly 
insulted  by  some  person  standing  on  the  deck  of  a  blockade  runner, 

who  wanted  to  know,  "What  the  d d  Yankee  son  of  a  b h 

wanted  near  his  vessel,"  I  have  nothing  to  complain  of.     I  shall  there- 
fore carry  away  with  me  some  agreeable  impressions  of  Nassau. 

I  am  naturally  sentitive,  as  you  have  doubtless  perceived  in  my  sev- 
eral conversations  with  you,  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  honor,  dignity, 
and  glory  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States.

My  Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  this  morning  I  must 

thank  you  for  your  kind  wishes,  and  assure  you  it  has  been  a  pleasant 

duty  to  me  as  the  commander  of  the  ship  here  to  offer  you  those  little 

attentions  that  were  in  my  power.     I  can  not,  however,  admit  that 

Jou  are  indebted  to  me  for  obtaining  permission  to  bring  your  ship  in 
ere  to  coal.  His  excellency  the  governor  gives  or  withholds  permis- 
sion to  belligerent  vessels  of  war  to  enter  the  port  as  he  deems  it  his 
duty  to  do,  in  compliance  with  his  instructions  from  the  supreme  Gov- 
ernment. He  asked  me  for  my  opinion  professionally,  as  a  naval 
officer,  as  to  whether  it  was  a  case  of  real  necessity  that  your  vessel 
should  be  allowed  to  come  in  here  for  coal,  and  my  opinion  being  that 
it  was  he  gave  an  affirmative  reply  to  your  request. 

I  should  not  consider  myself  deserving  of  blame  from  you  had  my 
opinion  been  different,  and  I  can  not  think  I  am  in  any  way  deserving 
or  your  thanks  concerning  it  now. 

I  regret  that  the  negro  men  and  women  should  have  shouted  low 
epithets  after  us  ashore,  but  considering  who  the  aggressors  were  I 
imagine  that,  like  myself,  you  were  but  momentarily  annoyed  by  their 
abuse.  I  am  sorry  that  anybody  on  board  a  ship  m  this  port  should 
have  made  use  of  improper  language  to  the  officer  and  crew  of  your 
boat,  particularly  as  it  was  on  board  an  English  vessel  that  the  man 
was  wno  used  it. 

I  can  not  find  any  authority  to  prevent  English  merchant  vessels 
displaying  foreign  ensigns  at  their  foremast-head,  but  should  I  find  it 
to  oe  illegal  I  shall  in  this  case  recommend  the  punishment  of  the 
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offender,  as  it  may  be  reasonably  supposed  to  have  been  done  for 
annoyance. 

I  have  expressed  my  opinion  to  one  of  the  vessels  about  it,  and  until 
the  vessel  you  speak  of  went  out  to-day  there  has  been  no  instance 
since  your  arrival  in  port  of  an  English  ship  hoisting  at  the  fore  the  flag 
used  by  the  Confederate  States.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  arrival  of  the 
U.  8.  S.  Augusta  Dinsmore  off  Galveston  in  damaged  condition. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  28,  I864. 
Sir:  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  Augusta  Dinsmore  arrived  here 
this  morning  with  her  rudder  so  much  damaged  as  to  render  her  diffi- 
cult to  steer.

Letter  from  Major-General  Banks,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Rear-Admiral  Farra- 
gut, U.  8.  rlavy,  requesting  additional  vessels  in  the  Red  River. 

Alexandria,  La.,  April  28,  186 4. 
Admiral:  Admiral  Porter's  fleet  is  above  the  rapids  and  can  not  fall 
below  on  account  of  the  low  stage  of  the  water.  There  are  but  few 
boats  between  Alexandria  and  the  mouth  of  the  river.  It  is  desirable 
that  you  should  send  such  boats  as  can  navigate  the  river  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  open  our  communications.  The  enemy  threaten  this 
line  in  considerable  force.  I  beg  your  immediate  attention  to  this 
subject.  Our  situation  is  in  nowise  embarrassing,  except  that  the  fleet 
is  detained  above  the  rapids,  and  the  movements  oi  the  army  are  depend- 
ent upon  its  relief.  The  army  is  in  excellent  spirits  and  condition  and 
fears  nothing.  The  enemy  is  reported  in  force  aboi£  us,  and  it  is  quite 
probable  that  we  may  have  a  general  engagement  witnin  a  few  days, 
for  which  we  are  fully  prepared.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation, dated  April  7,  with  its  enclosure,  relative  to  the  dispatch  of 
Sir  Alexander  Milne. 
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I  am  glad  if  there  was  anything  in  my  letter  calculated  to  produce 
evil  effects  that  it  was  not  sent  to  that  officer.  I  am  always  ready  to 
submit  to  the  better  judgment  of  the  Department  in  such  cases,  but  I 
certainly  have  not  been  able  to  see  wherein  the  Department  differs 
materially  from  me  on  the  three  points  raised  by  Sir  Alexander  Milne, 
in  reference  to  which  my  reply,  in  substance,  was  as  follows: 

First.  That  we  claim  the  right  of  capturing  ships  for  haviog  carried 
contraband  of  war,  after  the  contraband  has  been  actually  landed  in  a 
blockaded  port,  at  any  time  during  the  return  voyage. 

Second.  That*we  do  not  capture  ships  in  Mexican  or  other  neutral 
waters. 

Third.  That  we  do  not  claim  the  right  to  seize  a  neutral  ship  lying 
within  3  leagues  of  the  coast  of  Texas,  irrespective  of  any  question  or 
blockade  or  contraband,  with  the  proviso,  nowever,  that  sne  is  on  a 
bona  fide  voyage  from  one  neutral  port  to  another,  but  if  there  are 
suspicious  circumstances  in  the  case,  even  when  her  papers  may  be 
apparently  fair,  such  as  being  out  of  her  course  and  in  close  proximity 
to  a  blockaded  coast,  she  can  be  seized  and  sent  in  for  adjudication, 
the  court  to  determine  the  legality  of  the  seizure. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  perceive  the  difference  between  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  the  Department's  communication  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  my  letter  to  Admiral  Milne,  nor  wherein  further  difficulty 
or  misunderstanding  could  have  ensued  had  my  reply  been  forwarded ' 
to  that  officer;  nor  do  I  see  any  justification  for  Sir  Alexander  Milne's 
demand  that  the  points  raised  in  his  communication  should  be  con- 
ceded and  orders  given  to  the  vessels  of  my  squadron,  when  it  seems 
clear  that  international  law  is  against  him. 

I  have,  however,  caused  copies  of  your  letter  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  be  printed  and  distributed  among  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  vessels  of  my  squadron  for  their  guidance,  but  I  should  be  pleased 
to  know  from  the  Department  wherein  I  have  erred  in  my  letter  to  Sir 
Alexander  Milne,  and  in  what  points  I  am  in  conflict  with  the  law  as 
laid  down  in  the  Department  s  communication  to  the  Secretary  of 
State.

Sir:  To  my  surprise,  I  learned  from  the  commander  of  the  Rachel 
Seaman,  which  arrived  here  on  the  28th,  that  he  only  found  two  small 
gunboats  off  Mobile.  I  could  not  account  for  this  most  extraordinary 
desertion  of  the  bar  and  the  exposure  of  two  small  gunboats  to  the 
hazard  of  being  destroyed. by  the  enemy's  force,  wnich  is  so  very 
superior. 

On  the  29th,  at  about  noon,  the  Itasca  arrived  for  coal;  not  from  off 
Mobile,  but  a  cruise  on  the  coast.  Upon  getting  Lieutenant-Commander 
Brown's  orders  I  was  astonished  to  find  that  you  had  not  only  with- 
drawn the  vessels  from  Mobile  Bar,  but  that  you  had  presumed  to  issue 
orders  directly  contradictory  to  mine,  assuming  to  yourself  the  right  to 
send  the  vessels  of  my  squadron  to  Key  West,  with  their  prizes,  etc. — a 
liberty  I  would  not  take  except  under  the  most  pressing  necessity. 

The  whole  order,  when  it  is  considered  that  I,  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  fleet,  am  within  three  hours'  run  of  your  station,  is  an 
assumption  of  authority  unprecedented,  and  which  I  certainly  did 
not  expect  from  an  officer  or  your  long  service  and  intelligence.  In 
fact,  there  appears  to  be  no  consideration  for  anything  but  capturing 
the  blockade  runners,  totally  ignoring  the  fact  that  the  great  object 
of  the  Government  is  to  prevent  the  egress  of  the  ironclads  and  other 
gunboats,  with  the  first  to  force  an  entrance  into  the  Mississippi  and 
rensacola,  and  with  the  others  to  prey  upon  our  commerce. 

The  capturing  of  the  blockade  runners,  although  important  as  crip- 
pling the  enemy  in  the  sinews  of  war,  is  nevertheless  of  little  considera- 
tion as  compared  with  the  close  blockade  of  the  port,  to  prevent  ingress 
and  egress  of  vessels  of  war. 

You  will,  on  the  receipt  of  this,  repair  to  this  port  and  await  my 
further  orders.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  of 
April,  20  miles  east  of  Mobile  Bar,  I  captured  the  schooner  Judson, 
L.  H.  Thompson,  master,  from  Mobile,  having  run  the  blockade  of 
that  port  the  evening  before,  with  a  cargo  consisting  of  40  bales  of 
cotton. 

Eleven  of  these  were  on  account  of  the  rebel  Government  and  con- 
signed to  C.  J.  Helm,  at  Havana. 

The  Judson  was  furnished  with  complete  Confederate  papers,  and 
at  the  time  of  capture  was  under  the  American  flag. 

She  has  been  sent,  with  her  papers  and  necessary  witnesses,  to  New 
Orleans  for  adjudication. 
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I  enclose  herewith  a  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel,  as 
required.     No  other  vessel  was  in  sight  at  time  of  capture.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  daylight  this  morning  a  small  schooner 
was  discovered  bearing  about  east,  and  apparently  beating  up  for  this 
anchorage.  At  about  7  o'clock  she  was  obsefved  to  bear  away  to  the 
south  and  east,  when  the  Oonemaugh  gave  chase,  and  at  9  p.  m.  came 
up  with  and  captured  the  schooner  Judson,  20  miles  east  of  Mobile  Bar, 
no  other  vessel  oeing  in  sight. 

The  captain,  L.  H.  Thompson,  master,  reports  that  he  ran  the  block- 
ade at  Mobile  last  night  through  the  Swash  Channel.  His  cargo  con- 
sists of  40  bales  of  cotton  (17,832  poui^ds);  his  papers  are  all  in  due 
form,  and  clearance  for  Havana.  1 1  Dales  being  on  Confederate  account. 

The  captain,  with  his  crew  of  three  men,  one  of  them  claiming  to  be 
a  partner,  all  claim  to  be  good  Union  men  and  glad  to  get  out  of  Mobile. 

Captain  Thompson  reports  several  other  vessels  ready  to  run  the 
blockade,  the  steamer  Denbigh  having  gone  out  upward  of  a  week 
ago,  also  that  a  buoy  is  placed  about  100  yards  west  by  south  of  the 
end  of  the  sand  spit  under  Fort  Morgan,  and  that  between  this  buoy 
and  the  western  channel  bank  of  the  main  channel  are  placed  60  tor- 

S;does  about  50  yards  apart,  leaving  the  only  clear  channel  way  into 
obile  Bay  under  the  sand  spit  at  Fort  Morgan,  and  not  over  100 
yards  wide.  This  information  is  derived  from  persons  on  board  the 
steamer  employed  in  placing  the  torpedoes.  He  confirms  the  reported 
burning  of  the  camels  intended  to  be  used  in  getting  the  Tennessee 
over  the  bar,  and  that  this  vessel  has  returned  to  Mobile.  He  reports 
a  double  row  of  obstructions,  consisting  of  piling  and  sunken  vessels, 
in  Dog  River,  and  that  the  high-pressure  ram  Baltic  has  been  twice 
down  to  the  lower  bay. 

I  have  myself  seen  the  Baltic  once  in  sight  from  the  blockading  fleet. 
I  shall  send  the  captured  vessel  and  papers  to  New  Orleans  unless 
otherwise  directed  bv  Captain  Walker.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  this  day  of  the  schooner 
Jud8on,  16$f  tons  burden,  from  Mobile  last  night,  with  clearance  from 
Havana,  having  on  board  40  bales  (17,832  pounds)  of  cotton. 

This  vessel  was  discovered  at  daylight,  bearing  east,  apparently 
beating  up  for  the  anchorage.  At  7  a.  m.  she  was  discovered  to  bear 
away  to  the  south  and  east,  whereupon  the  Conema/agh  gave  chase, 
and  at  9  a.  m.  came  up  with  the  Judson,  heading  for  Pensacola,  to 
which  place  the  captain  said  he  was  going  and  where  he  had  sent  his 
family  two  weeks  ago. 

On  being  hailed  and  asked  where  he  was  from,  he  replied  '  'Mobile," 
cargo  consisting  of  cotton. 

At  the  time  of  capture  the  vessel  bore  from  Mobile  Bar  about  east, 
distance  18  miles,  no  other  vessel  being  in  sight. 

I  send  herewith  the  master,  L.  H.  Thompson,  and  Warren  D. 
Gerror,  whom  he  claims  as  his  partner;  also  all  the  writings  and  papers 
found  on  board. 

The  master,  L.  H.  Thompson,  frankly  admits  that  he  ran  the  block- 
ade last  night  through  the  Swash  Channel,  and  that  29  bales  belong  to 
himself  and  partner;  the  remainder,  11,  being  on  account  of  the  Con- 
federate Government.

Navy,  regarding  application!  for  permission  to 
ran  ootton  ont  from  enemy's  ports. 

No.  109.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Tennessee, 

Off  New  Orleans,  April  9,  I864. 

Sir:  Much  embarrassment  arises  in  the  many  applications  now 
made  to  me  to  run  cotton  out  of  the  enemy's  ports  in  conformity  with 
the  construction  put  by  the  applicants  upon  the  "  Additional  Regula- 
tions" of  January  26,  1864,  for  commercial  intercourse  with  insurgent 
States. 

Some  of  the  applications  are  of  a  very  novel  character,  and  my 
desire  to  get  hold  of  the  vessels  referred  to  may,  I  fear,  induce  me  to 
go  beyond  what  the  Department  may  deem  the  intention  of  the  law. 
For  example,  an  individual  has  informed  me  that  if  I  will  receive  and 
conduct  to  New  Orleans  the  Harriet  Lane,  with  her  cargo  of  cotton, 
that  he  will  guarantee  to  run  her  out  to  the  blockade,  provided  that  I 
will  secure  to  him  the  cotton  she  has  on  board.  Another  has  offered 
to  me  to  run  out  of  Mobile  the  Morgan  and  the  Gaines,  gunboats  loaded 
with  cotton,  in  the  same  way,  in  all  cases  paying  to  the  Government 
the  regular  dues  and  fees.  1  was  informed  by  one  of  these  men  that 
the  CUfton  might  have  been  had  on  the  same  terms. 

All  this,  I  am  informed,  arises  from  a  resolution  of  the  rebel  Govern- 
ment to  dispose  of  those  vessels  nonironclads,  with  a  view  to  depend- 
ing entirely  on  the  ironclads  where  they  are  necessary,  and  investing, 
according  to  their  law,  one-third  of  the  proceeds  of  the  cargo  for  the 
benefit  01  their  Government.  I  would  be  pleased  to  learn  the  views  of 
the  Department  on  this  subject.

Confidential.]  Flagship  Tennessee, 

Off  New  Orleans,  April  11,  I864. 

Sir:  It  has  been  reported  to  me  that  the  Harriet  Lane  is  ready  for 
sea  and  about  to  run  the  blockade,  and  by  certain  strategy  she  can  be 
had  in  the  following  manner : 

The  part  owner  is  a  loyal  man,  residing  in  this  city,  and  he  engages 
to  give  up  to  us  the  Harriet  Lane  and  two  schooners  and  will  deliver 
over  the  vessels7  cargoes  to  the  special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment at  New  Orleans,  the  vessels  only  to  be  retained  by  tne  United 
States  and  the  captors. 

I  have  therefore  to  direct  that  when  a  man  accompanied  by  a  woman 

comes  to  you  to  communicate  with  the  shore  at   [illegible], 

you  will  send  a  flag  of  truce  on  shore  to  deliver  the  enclosed  letters 
addressed  to  the  consuls  of  France,  etc. 

Another  man,  whose  name  the  woman  will  give  you,  will  meet  the 
boat  on  shore;  you  will  simply  inform  him  that  she  is  on  board  and  he 
will  come  on  board  to  see  her,  and  then  the  arrangement  for  running 
out  the  Harriet  Lane  will  be  made. 

You  will  require  her,  and  the  schooners  also,  to  show  a  light  the 
moment  she  is  outside  the  range  of  the  enemy's  batteries  as  an  evi- 
dence of  [illegible]  directly  to  the  blockading  fleet.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  vessels  make  the  slightest  effort  to  pass  the  blockade,  you 
will  seize  them  and  send  them  m  as  prizes.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  April  14,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation in  relation  to  sending  into  Galveston  a  boat  with  flag  of  truce. 

A  difficulty  presents  itself  ii\  carrying  out  your  instructions,  as,  by 
the  rebels'  understanding  of  an  arrangement  made  by  them  with  Com- 
modore Bell  in  February,  1863 — now  in  force,  a  copy*  of  which  I  here- 
with send — boats  from  our  vessels  with  flags  of  truce  are  to  go  at  or  near 
the  tripod  beacon  east  of  Fort  Point,  where  communication  would  be 
held  with  them,  and  that,  should  such  boats  pass  beyond  the  designated

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Elace,  a  blank  cartridge  as  warning  would  be  fired,  to  be  followed  by 
ostile  demonstration  if  the  boat  proceeded.  The  tripod  beacon 
referred  to  is  still  standing  in  shoal  water  near  the  bar,  and  at  a  dis- 
tance of  about  2£  miles  from  the  enemy's  forts,  east  of  the  town  of 
Galveston. 

If  necessary,  I  will  endeavor,  however,  to  carry  out  your  instructions 
by  sending  a  fast  pulling  boat  from  the  Deacon,  which  possibly  may  be 
enabled  to  reach  the  land.

That  vessel  and  three  others  ran  out  of  Galveston  on  the  night  of  the 
30th  ultimo,  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Irwin,  who  saw  her,  chased 
her,  but,  as  you  will  perceive  by  this  report,  did  not  give  the  signal  or 
fire  at  her,  and  next  morning  found  himself  among  four  blockade  run- 
ners and  unable  to  catch  anv  one  of  them. 
I  believe  they  all  got  safely  to  Havana.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  8.  Vavy,  transmitting  report  of  the  commanding  officer  of 

the  chaiing  Teasel. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  May  5, 186 4. 

Sir:  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  Harriet  Lane,  which  had  been 
sold  by  the  rebel  Government  to  T.  W.  House,  of  Houston,  Tex.,  and 
which  had  had  her  masts  and  guns  taken  out,  escaped  from  Galveston 
Bay  on  the  night  of  the  30th  ultimo,  laden  with  cotton. 

The  early  part  of  that  night  was  dark,  squally,  and  rainy,  and  to 
prevent  her  escape  the  blockading  vessels  were  as  usual  close  to  differ- 
ent entering  channels,  the  extreme  of  those  channels  being  8  or  9  miles. 
The  Ovxisco  was  off  Bolivar  Island  [Peninsula?]  Passage,  the  Ari- 
zona and  New  London  at  the  Cylinder  Channel,  the  Lackawanna  at  the 
side  of,  and  the  Kineo  at,  the  Main  Ship  Channel,  and  the  Katahdin  at 
the  South  West  Channel. 

From  8  to  10  o'clock  that  night  the  darkness  was  so  great  that  from 
the  central  position  of  this  ship  the  Arizona,  New  London,  and  Kineo 
only  could  be  seen.  About  the  latter  hour  a  few  discharges  of  heavy 
gjuns  were  heard  to  the  southward  and  westward,  nearly  m  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Virginia,  which  was  blockading  San  Luis  Pass,  on  the 
coast  below,  but  I  could  not  entertain  the  suspicion  that  anv  vessels 
attempted  to  violate  the  blockade  of  this  place  until  the  following 
morning,  when  it  was  seen  that  the  Harriet  Lam  and  two  other 
steamers  were  no  longer  at  their  usual  anchorage,  and  at  the  same 
time  observed  that  the  Katahdin  was  not  in  sight,  having  left  in  the 
night  without  making  the  preconcerted  signal  to  enable  me  immedi- 
ately to  place  another  vessel  at  her  station.  [It  was  thought  that]  * 
the  Harriet  Lane  and  the  other  vessels  escaped  through  the  Southwest 
Channel,  keeping  close  to  Galveston  Island,  in  which  is  7$  feet  water, 
whereas  from  information  received  the  Harriet  Lane's  draft  was  9 
feet,  and  she  could  only  pass  out  at  the  Main  Ship  Channel. 

Had  it  been  known  to  a  certainty  that  those  vessels  had  escaped, 
two  or  more  of  the  blockading  vessels,  especially  the  Lackawanna,

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would  have  gone  in  pursuit.  When  the  Harriet  Lane  was  not  visible  in 
the  morning,  it  was  thought  that  she  might  again  have  been  run  up  Gal- 
veston Bay  beyond  sight,  where  she  had  been  concealed  for  some 
months  after  her  capture  by  the  rebels,  as  a  ruse,  to  induce  the  prin- 
cipal blockading  vessels  to  go  in  pursuit,  leaving  the  channel  but  par- 
tially guarded;  nor  did  I  learn,  and  that  through  deserters,  that  she 
had  actually  gone  to  sea  until  the  forenoon  of  the  2d  instant. 

The  Southwest  Channel  had  been  considered  an  important  one, 
and  to  its  blockade  would  have  been  added  the  New  London,  which 
lately  arrived;  l*ut  a  few  days  previously  the  rebels  had  planted  a 
buoy  leading  to  the  Cylinder  Channel,  giving  the  impression  it  would 
be  used,  as  being  wider  and  less  intricate;  hence  the  New  London  was 
stationed  there. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d  instant  the  Katahdin  returned.  Her 
commander  reported  that  he  had  left  his  station  between  8  and  9 
o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  30th  instant,  in  chase  of  a  vessel  running  out, 
whether  a  steamer  or  sailing  vessel  was  not  known  to  a  certainty, 
owing  to  the  darkness  of  the  night;  and  that  at  daylight  the  following 
morning  four  blockade-running  steamers  were  in  signt.  He  chased 
the  Harriet  Lane  until  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  1st  instant,  when 
she  ran  out  of  sight,  being  about  25  miles  from  the  western  coast  of 
Louisiana,  and  then  followed  the  Alice  until  after  dark  close  into  the 
same  coast,  when  she  also  was  lost  to  sight. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send  the  report  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Irwin,  of  the  Katahdin,  relating  to  the  occurrence,  and  a 
diagram  showing  the  position  of  the  blockading  vessels  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  30th  ultimo.

Beport  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Irwin,  IT.  8.  Vavy,  oommanding  IT.  8.  8.  Katahdin. 

U.  S.  S.  Katahdin, 
Off  Galveston,  May  S,  186^ 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  unsuc- 
cessful chase  of  the  steamers  Harriet  Lcme  and  Matagorda: 

At  9:15  p.  m.,  April  30,  while  at  anchor  off  Galveston,  blockading 
the  Southwest  Channel,  discovered  a  large  steamer  passing  rapidly 
inshore  of  and  very  close  to  us,  moving  to  the  southward  and  west- 
ward. .  Believing  it  to  be  a  light-draft  steamer,  because  it  is  not  sup- 
posed that  others  can  use  the  Southwest  Channel,  I  slipped  the  cable 
and  stood  after  her,  but  before  we  could  get  sufficient  headway  to 
turn  she  had  disappeared  in  the  darkness.  I  would  have  instantlv 
made  a  signal  to  you  if  it  had  been  possible  to  see  anything  a  half 
mile  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  and  the  nearest  station  is  2 
miles  from  where  I  was  anchored.  At  no  time  after  dusk  could  I 
distinguish  any  one  of  the  blockading  fleet,  although  I  endeavored 
to  do  so  to  get  their  bearings.  At  the  time  the  steamer  passed  us, 
a  dense  rain  squall  was  passing  between  this  vessel  and  the  rest  of  the 
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fleet,  and  it  had  just  reached  this  vessel.     The  steamer  that  dashed 
past  us  was  just  clear  of  it,  or  she  could  not  hare  been  seen  one  hun- 
dred yards  from  us.     If  I  had  fired  a  gun  it  would  have  drawn  you 
away  from  the  Main  Ship  Channel,  and  it  would  have  given  the  Har- 
riet Lane  a  fine  chance  to  escape  by  that  channel,  the  onlv  one  that 
it  was  believed  she  could  use.     As  soon  as  I  lost  sight  of  the  steamer 
I  determined  to  cross  her  track  and  to  make  every  effort  to  capture 
her.     I  believed  her  to  be  the  Matagorda,  and  mew  that  she  was 
slow.     I  then  shaped  the  course  seaward,  and  at  10:30  sighted    the 
steamer  again  and  fired  four  shell  at  her  to  bring  hef  to,  but  did  not 
succeed  in  stopping  her.     We  again  lost  sight  of Tier.     I  then  shaped 
our  course  to  intercept  her  in  tne  morning,  and  at  daylight,  May  1, 
in  latitude  28°  23'  N.,  longitude  94°  16'  W.,  discovered  asteamer  bear- 
ing east.     Stood  for  her  and  made  sail  in  chase.     In  a  very  short  time 
I  found  that  we  were  gaining  rapidly  on  her.     At  5:30  a.  m.  discov- 
ered the  smoke  of  three  other  steamers,  all  burning  soft  coal  or  wood. 
At  6  a.  m.  made  out  the  chase  to  be  the  Harriet  Lane;  gained  on  her 
rapidly  until  8  a.  m.,  when  the  wind  drew  rapidly  ahead  and  I  "was 
forced  to  take  in  sail.     The  Harriet  Lane  then  commenced  to  gain 
on  us  (for  she  had  us  at  the  worst  point  for  a  medium-powered  pro- 
peller), and  her  captain  changed  nis  course  with  every  change  of 
wind,  so  as  to  keep  it  a  head  wind  for  us.    At  9  a.  m.  we  were  steer- 
ing N.  E.  and  the  wind  was  N.  E.     At  this  time  a  large  steamer  crossed 
our  bows,  running  an  E.  S.  E.  course.     This  steamer  I  recognized  as 
the  Matagorda.     She  passed  about  4  miles  ahead  of  us.     At  10  o'clock 
the  Harriet  Lane,  still  gaining  on  us  rapidly,  the  Matagorda  bearing 
from  us  E.  S.  E.,  determined  to  make  a  dash  for  her  under  all  sail,  ana 
if  successful  I  intended  to  take  soft  coal  from  her  to  enable  me  to  keep 
up  steam  and  to  make  her  join  in  the  chase  of  the  Harriet  Lane.     I 
would  have  lashed  alongside  of  her,  steering  after  the  Harriet  Lane, 
until  I  had  taken  coal  from  her  to  answer  mv  purpose.     I  kept  off 
for  her  under  all  sail,  but  her  captain  brought  nis  vessel  head  to  wind 
immediately.     That  course  brought  him  across  our  bows  and  in  long 
range.     I  immediately  opened  fire  with  the  Parrott  rifle,  but  could  not 
stop  him.     I  then  took  in  all  sail  again  and  stood  after  both  steamers, 
steering  N.  E.     At  11  a.  m.  the  wind  moderated  and  we  gained  rapidly 
on  the  Matagorda,  and  she  commenced  throwing  overboard  her  deck 
load  of  cotton;  kept  on  firing  at  her  until  all  of  our  Parrott  shell  were 
expended.     At  this  time  we  were  within  2,500  yards  of  her.     We  now- 
fired  Hotchkiss  and  Schenkle  shell  at  her,  every  one  of  which  turned 
end  over  end  and  proved  to  be  perfectly  useless  as  projectiles.     There 
was  a  short  head  sea,  which  destroyed  the  accuracy  or  the  aim,  or  we 
should  have  disabled  the  Matagorda.     At  1 :  15  p.  m.,  when  we  were 
within  2,500  yards  of  the  Matagorda,  the  wind  freshened  suddenly  and 
she  commenced  gaining  on  us  rapidly.     The  Harriet  Lane  was  at  this 
time  distant  about  12  miles  and  bearing  two  points  on  our  starboard 
bow.     The  wind  again  lulled  and  we  gained  rapidly  on  the  Matagorda; 
kept  on  after  her,  noping  that  the  Harriet  Lane  would  run  off  again 
on  her  course  for  Havana  and  allow  this  vessel  to  get  to  windward  of 
her;  but  at  a  few  minutes  past  2  p.  m.  she  finally  disappeared,  bearing 
E.  N.  E.     We  were  heading  N.  E.  at  the  time  and  the  wind  was  N.  E. 
Kept  on  in  chase  of  the  Matagorda,  as  we  were  gaining  rapidly  on  her 
at  this  time,  hoping  to  capture  her  and  take  from  her  enough  coal  to 
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enable  me  to  make  a  fresh  effort  to  intercept  the  Harriet  Lane.    Until 
6  p.  m.  the  wind  varied  in  force  and  direction,  but  did  not  change 
more  than  a  point  either  way,  and  we  gained  or  lost  ground  as  tne 
wind  freshened  or  lulled.    At  6  p.  m.  we  were  again  gaining  rapidly  and 
were  running  for  Bayou  Mermentau,  on  the  west  coast *of  Louisiana. 
I  determined  to  force  her  captain  to  run  her  on  shore  and  destroy  her 
if  I  could  but  keep  her  in  sight.     At  8  p.  m.,  when  within  5  miles  of 
Bayou  Mermentau,  lost  sight  of  the  Matagorda.    The  early  part  of  the 
night  was  again  very  dark,  and  unfortunately  for  us  there  were  large 
swamp  fires  near  the  mouth  of  the  bayou.    They  emitted  dense  vol- 
umes of  smoke,  and  as  we  neared  the  land  it  was  impossible  to  see 
anything,  although  every  glass  in  the  vessel  was  in  use.     I  now  deter- 
mined to  make  a  final  effort  to  intercept  the  Harriet  Lane  or,  failing 
her,  the  Matagorda.    I  stood  off  to  seaward  again  under  sail  and  steam 
to  cross  their  track  in  the  morning;  kept  on  at  full  speed  until  after 
broad  daylight  May  2,  but  saw  nothing.     I  would  have  kept  on  after 
the  Harriet  Lane  to  intercept  her  before  she  could  reach  Havana,  but 
unfortunately  we  had  but  15  tons  of  coal  left,  and  that  of  very  poor 
quality ,  and  the  distance  was  600  miles.     I  was  reluctantly  compelled 
to  abandon  the  chase  to  the  eastward,  but  ran  so  as  to  cross  any  pos- 
sible course  either  vessel  might  have  taken  on  her  way  for  Havana.     I 
was  not  fortunate  enough  to  sight  either  vessel,  and  I  had  barely  coal 
enough  left  to  get  back  to  my  station.     I'  enclose  a  chart,  with  all  of 
the  positions  and  courses  marked,  so  that  all  of  the  incidents  of  the 
chase  will  be  perfectly  clear  to  you.     With  a  fair  wind,  or  even  in  a 
calm,  this  vessel  could  certainly  have  captured  both  steamers;  but 
this  vessel  can  not  be  driven  over  1\  knots  against  an  ordinary  head 
wind.     In  the  endeavor  to  keep  up  steam  we  used  what  little  soft  coal 
we  had,  all  of  our  firewood  and -lumber,  and  all  of  our  pork  and  tar. 
We  made  an  average  of  82  revolutions  of  the  propeller.     Nothing  but 
the  repeated  changes  in  the  force  and  direction  of  the  wind  saved  those 
steamers  from  capture.     It  is  a  bitter  mortification  to  me  to  have  to 
report  a  failure,  but  I  need  not  assure  you  that  no  effort  was  spared  to 
enable  me  to  report  a  success.   The  captains  of  the  Harriet  Lane  and  the 
Matagorda  showed  good  judgment  in  the  management  of  their  vessels, 
for  they  never  gave  me  a  chance  to  get  to  windward  of  them  from  the 
time  or  the  first  change  of  wind.     During  the  chase  we  compelled  the 
Matagorda  to  throw  overboard  at  least  300  bales  of  cotton,  for  we  had 
counted  248  bales  at  1  p.  m.,  and  we  passed  a  great  many  afterwards. 
The  highest  speed  of  tne  Harriet  Lane  and  Matagorda  is  not  over  9 
knots,  and  they  can  not  average  over  8£  knots  for  twelve  hours.     The 
Harriet  Lane  is  the  faster  of  the  (wo  against  a  head  wind,  and  that  is 
the  only  difference  in  their  speed.

Sib:  I  received  with  great  regret  the  report  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Irwin  of  the  chase  of  the  Harriet  Lane  and  Alice,  as  it  is 
evident  to  me  that  your  ship,  or  almost  any  vessel  on  the  blockade, 
would  have  caught  them  both,  and  his  reasons  for  not  firing  a  gun  or 
burning  a  light '  *  that  you  might  have  been  induced  to  leave  the  chan- 
nel unguarded"  are  inadmissible,  as  you  were  the  proper  judge  of  such 
propriety. 

It  turned  out,  as  I  feared  it  would,  that  the  parties  only  wished  to 
have  the  chances  to  escape,  but  I  will  have  no  more  such  arrange- 
ments.    They  will  hereafter  be  all  prizes  when  taken.

Sir:  I  have  received  the  report  of  vour  chase  of  the  steamers  Harriet 
Lane  and  Alice,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  I  attribute  the  escape  of  those 
vessels  to  your  not  firing  a  gun  and  burning  lights  to  give  notice  to  the 
squadron  of  their  running  out.  That  you  were  afraid  it  would  draw 
Captain  Marchand  from  nis  station  was  not  a  proper  reason  for  so 
great  a  dereliction  of  duty,  as  he  was  the  proper  person  to  judge  of  the 
propriety  of  leaving  the  channel  unguarded  and  not  you. 

It  is  evident  that  if  the  Lackavxinna  had  chased,  both  the  steamers 
would,  in  all  probability,  have  been  captured,  and  the  blockade  have 
escaped  further  rebuke  of  the  Navy  Department.

Army,  re- 
garding the  running  ont  from  Galveston  of  vessels  loaded  with  cotton. 

Headquarters  Trans-Mississippi  Department, 

Shreveport,  La.,  January  28,  186 b. 

General:  In  the  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  6th  allusion  was  made 
to  your  plan  as  presented  of  using  the  prize  vessels  Harriet  Lane, 
Clifton,  bark  Cavallo,  and  revenue  cutter  Dodge  for  the  purpose  of 
exporting  cotton  and  securing  the  arms  from  Vera  Cruz.  In  my 
answer  the  ground  was  taken  that  such  procedure  as  you  proposed 
would  be  an  assumption  of  authority,  more  properly  taken,  if  assumed 
at  all,  by  the  commanding  general  on  the  spot,  fully  cognizant  of  all 
the  facts,  as  also  the  necessities  of  the  military  service.  My  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  as  the  appearance  of  these  vessels 
in  a  foreign  port  prior  to  recognition  of  our  nationality  might  involve 
their  seizure,  their  sale  now  by  the  Confederate  States  marshal  under 
a  decree  of  the  admiralty  court  would  prevent  the  Government  from 
obtaining  their  value,  and  it  would  therefore  be  better,  in  order  to 
prevent  a  sacrifice,  to  nave  them  purchased  by  some  foreigner  selected 
t>y  the  cotton  office  to  represent  the  Government,  and  your  project 
to  get  arms  might  then  be  carried  out  through  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hutchins.  who  is  very  desirous  of  serving  you,  and,  with  his  associates, 
is  perfectly  competent  to  manage  this  description  of  business. 

It  is  believed  that  1,200  or  1,500  bales  ol  cotton,  judiciously  han- 
dled, would  pay  for  the  guns  and  give  us  the  means  to  purchase  other 
things,  and  thus  obviate  the  necessity  of  ultimately  furnishing  8,000 
or  9,000  bales  to  Mr.  House,  as  is  intimated  in  your  letter  might  be 
required.  It  must  appear  clear  to  you  that  if  this  business  can  be 
managed  at  all  it  can  be  better  managed  through  enlightened  shipping 
merchants,  such  as  compose  the  cotton  board,  than  through  Mr. 
House.  It  would  certainly  be  much  less  expensive  and  would  reduce 
the  responsibility  incident  to  an  irregular  procedure,  if  backed  up  and 
supported  by  trusted  agents  of  the  Government,  who  have  the  con- 
fidence of  the  authorities  at  Richmond.  The  expenses  to  be  incurred 
by  Messrs.  House  &  Co.  in  such  an  enterprise,  if  undertaken  by  them, 
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can  not  be  accurately  estimated  here;  but  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  that 
if  they  ultimately  get  possession  of  9,000  bales  of  cotton,  as  computed 
by  you,  and  have  permission  to  export  it  to  England,  its  value  will 
be,  at  the  current  price  in  Liverpool,  60  cents  per  pound — say  $300 
per  bale — $2,700,000,  which  would  purchase  in  our  money,  at  the 
present  gauge  in  Houston,  $67,500,000. 

If  not  asking  too  much,  do  me  the  favor  to  discuss  this  matter  with 
Mr.  James  Soney,  who  indicates  in  his  letter  a  very  high  appreciation 
of  yourself  personally.  He  may  discover  great  inaccuracy  in  the  fore- 
going reasoning;  but,  if  not  tasking  too  much  the  time  due  your  mili- 
tary matters,  I  desire  that  you  investigate  the  results  of  this  enterprise 
through  the  agency  of  some  good  business  man  and,  if  possible,  reach 
the  merits  of  the  case.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  1st  of  August,  1864,  in  regard  to  the  steamer  Harriet  Lane  and 
her  cargo  of  cotton. 

I  beg  leave  in  reply  to  submit  the  following  statement:  By  my 
orders  some  16,000  stand  of  arms,  which  had  oeen  released  in  our 
favor  by  the  French  at  Vera  Cruz  in  the  spring  of  1863  had  been  con- 
centrated at  Havana. 

Before  any  steam  blockade  runners  had  entered  our  harbors  in 
Texas,  I,  finding  that  the  Harriet  Lane  and  other  ships  captured  by 
me  were  useless  as  cruisers  at  sea.  and  after  the  building  of  the  forts 
useless  for  the  defense  of  the  haroors,  placed  their  guns  in  the  forts, 
and  having  the  arms  above  mentioned  at  Havana,  which  could  only 
be  procured  by  sending  the  cotton  or  specie  for  them,  I  proposed  to 
General  Kirby  Smith,  commanding  the  Trans-Mississippi  Depart- 
ment, to  send  out  these  ships  loaded  with  cotton,  and  to  sell  the  ships 
and  their  cargoes  for  the  purpose  of  buying  these  arms  and  a  fast 
steam  blockade  runner,  with  which  to  bring  in  these  arms.     General 
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Smith  informed  me  that  I  could  send  them  out  in  this  way  on  my  own 
responsibility.  It  was  so  obviously  right  that  I  did  not  hesitate  a 
minute.  The  ships  were  lying  useless,  rotting,  and  in  danger  from 
the  enemy.  The  arms  were  absolutely  necessary,  and  we  would  at 
that  time  procure  them  in  no  other  way  than  by  sending  cotton  or 
specie  abroad  with  which  to  purchase  them.  The  Government  had 
no  cotton.  Arrangements  were  made  by  me  with  Mr.  T.  W.  House, 
a  merchant  of  Houston,  Tex.,  who  advanced  the  cotton,  paying  the 
freight,  and,  to  save  the  ships  on  their  arrival  in  a  foreign  port  from 
the  danger  of  a  successful  claim  by  the  U.  S.  consul,  tney  were 
passed  through  a  prize  court  and  were  sent  abroad  as  the  property  of  a 
private  individual,  being  as  such  protected  by  the  Spanish  authorities. 

Captain  Robert  B.  Scott,  as  special  agent  of  the  Government,  was 
sent  out,  and  was  kept  in  ignorance  of  the  real  ownership  of  the 
Harriet  Lane  (the  only  ship  yet  out) .  and  Mr.  C.  J.  Helm,  Confederate 
States  agent  at  Havana,  was  not  informed  of  the  transaction,  lest  he 
might  be  called  upon  in  a  Spanish  court  as  a  witness  to  testify  as  to 
ownership,  and  the  claim  of  the  United  States  be  thus  allowed. 

Mr.  Helm  is  still  in  ignorance,  and  should  remain  so  until  the  ships 
are  disposed  of. 

The  U.  S.  consul  did  claim  the  Harriet  Lane  on  her  arrival  at  Havana, 
but  in  consequence  of  these  prudential  arrangements  she  has  not  been 
given  up. 

The  plans,  contracts,  papers,  etc.,  were  all  arranged  on  full  consulta- 
tion with  the  C.  S.  district  attorney,  Mr.  George  Mason,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  cotton  office,  Lieutenant-Colonel  W.  J.  Hutchins.  Mr. 
James  Sorley,  C.  S.  depositary;  Mr.  B.  A.  Shepherd,  and  Mr.  Ball,  of 
the  firm  of  feall,  Hutchings  &  Co.,  Houston,  Tex.,  being  the  members 
who  compose  what  is  called  the  cotton  office  for  the  District  of  Texas, 
etc^,  and  which  is  under  the  exclusive  control  of  General  Smith. 

The  details  of  the  transaction  were  arranged  by  Brigadier-General 
J.  E.  Slaughter,  then  chief  of  my  staff,  and  these  gentlemen,  after  full 
and  frequent  consultation. 

If  these  ships  and  their  cargoes  get  out,  we  shall  at  once  be  able  to 
pay  for  the  arms,  and  if  these  arms  can  then  be  run  in  successfully, 
incalculable  benefit  will  result  to  this  department. 

So  far  we  have  been  successful  with  tne  Harriet  Lane.  The  others 
may  be  equally  fortunate.  We  lost  one,  the  Clifton,  which,  striking 
on  the  bar  at  the  entrance  to  Sabine  Pass,  was  burned  by  us. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  Harriet  Lane  was  condemned  as  a 
cruiser  by  Commander  Barney,  C.  S.  Navy,  sent  to  command  her,  and 
was  therefore  turned  over  by  the  Navy  Department  to  the  War 
Department. 

I  have  not  thought  it  prudent  to  send  you  an  account  of  these 
transactions  for  fear  that  the  papers  might  fall  into  the  possession  of 
the  enemy  while  being  taken  across  the  Mississippi  River,  and  the 
information  might  lead  to  the  seizure  of  these  vessels  by  the  U.  S. 
Government.

Dear  General:  I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  drop  you  a  line 
on  the  subject  of  our  last  conversation.  First,I  find  that  notwithstand- 
ing all  we  said  about  the  arms  being  sent  to  General  Asboth,  not  a 
musket  or  a  saber  has  ever  been  received  by  him,  and  he  has  500  men 
waiting  for  arms,  as  heretofore  stated. 

My  supply  vessel  has  brought  down  a  paymaster  with  $2,000,000 
for  the  army,  and  I  suppose  will  be  quarantined,  although  the  captain 
informs  me  that  there  is  no  truth  in  the  fever  being  at  Pensaeola  or 
Key  West,  but  I  let  the  vessel  go  to  the  river,  as  I  was  not  willing  to 
risk  so  much  money  in  the  small  mail  boat.  Do  let  me  know  if  you 
have  anything  cheering  from  the  army,  for  everything  appears  to  be 
going  wrong  with  us.  •

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  L.  H.  Thompson,  late  master  of  the  prize 
schooner  Judson,  informs  me  that  there  is  now  fitting  out  at  Mobile,  an 
expedition  consisting  of  60  men  and  three  boats  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  about  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  capturing  such 
trading  vessels  and  small  steamers  as  they  may  be  able  to  come  up  with 
and  surprise. 

Their  principal  rendezvous  is  to-be  in  Grand  Bay,  eastward  of  Pass  k 
FOutre,  and  tneir  communication  with  the  river  is  to  be  kept  up  by 
means  of  a  small  skiff  boat  running  through  a  canal  which  connects  the 
Pass  with  the  bay. 

This  expedition  will  be  ready  to  leave  Mobile  in  about  a  week  or 
ten  days.

Report  of  Commodore  Palmer,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  certain  vessels  of 
the  squadron  and  referring  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  Calcasieu  expedi- 
tion. 

U.  S.  Naval  Headquarters, 
No.  148  Canal  Street,  New  Orleans,  La.,  May  3,  I864. 
Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  report  of  a  survey 
upon  the  Arkansas. 

I  fear  that  the  purchases  here  are  not  sufficient  to  take  her  up  on  the 
ways. 

The  Dinsmore  has  returned  with  her  rudder  disabled,  so  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  get  a  dock  under  her. 

I  shall  send  the  Pembina  to  Mobile  instead  of  Texas,  on  account  of 
her  liability  to  break  down,  as  her  engine  is  considered  a  very  weak 
one.     She  will  sail  to-morrow  morning. 

The  Gertrude,  Sciota,  and  Aroostook  will  all  be  ready  this  week,  and 
will  be  sent  to  the  coast  of  Texas.  I  have  placed  in  confinement,  on 
board  the  Portsmouth,  two  engineers,  one  for  desertion,  the  other  for 
drunkenness  and  mutinous,  treasonable  conduct.  The  commanding 
officer  of  Nyama  reports  another,  for  declining  to  take  the  oath  sent 
by  the  Department,  with  the  confirmation  of  nis  appointment,  from 
you.     I  enclose  you  the  papers  of  Nolan's  case. 

I  also  enclose  report  of  captain  of  the  Wave,  at  Calcasieu.  The  pay- 
master of  the  Wave,  who  came  up  with  dispatches,  informs  me  that 
about  twenty  refugeea  came  in  since  the  accompanying  report  was 
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written.    Both  the  Granite  City  and  Wave  are  inside.    I  hope  they 
will  be  able  to  hold  their  own  against  any  attack. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  strip  our  ships  here  in  order  to  man  the  tin- 
clads,  and  if  you  can  possibly  spare  any  men  I  wish  you  would  send 
them  here. 

I  shall  withdraw  the  Calcasieu  expedition,  as  the  only  object  in  our 
haying  vessels  there  was  to  enlist  men  for  the  Navy.  The  Army 
have  already  brought  off  a  large  amount  of  livestock,  and  there  is  no 
longer  any  object  in  keeping  our  vessels  there;  besides  that,  I  wish  to 
place  the  tinclad  at  Pass  k  FOutre,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Meteor, 
which  I  have  sent  up  to  Red  River. 

I  send  this  by  the  Union  which  leaves  this  morning,  she  having' been 
detained  here  twenty-four  hours  on  account  of  her  boilers.

River.

No.  lift  Canal  Street,  New  Orleans,  La.,  May  8,  1864. 

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  letters  of  General  Banks 
to  you  and  tq  myself. 

The  only  boats  that  I  can  make  at  all  available  are  three  tinclads. 
The  Tallahatchie,  No.  46,  went  up  last  night.  I  have  been  obliged  to 
withdraw  the  Meteor,  No.  44,  from  Pass  k  POutre;  I  hope  to  get  her 
off  for  Alexandria  this  afternoon,  although  some  work  is  required  upon 
her  engine.  The  other,  a  coppered  one,  the  Elk,  No.  47,  and  which  I 
had  intended  for  Lake  Pontcnartrain.  I  have  given  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gillis  the  command  of  her,  and  hope  to  send  him  above  by  day 
after  to-morrow.    This  is  all  I  can  possibly  do  for  them. 

You  will  observe  by  Porter's  letter  that  the  whole  party.  &r©  in  a 
critical  condition.  General  B.?  I  learn,  has  orders  from  Washington  to 
abandon  the  Alexandria  expedition  and  get  his  army  over  onto  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  preparatory  to  an  attack  on  Mobile.  The 
question  is  whether  he  will  stick  by  the  gunboats  (nine  of  which — 
ironclads — are  above  the  falls)  or  abandon  them  to  their  fate.  Por- 
ter's letters  will  express  what  his  apprehensions  are;  the  whole  affair 
has  been  most  disastrous,  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 

I  have  heard  of  the  safety  of  the  Calcasieu  vessels,  though  nothing 
from  them  direct.  The  rebel  guerrillas,  some  800  strong,  attacked 
Brashear  City,  but  were  driven  off  by  the  gunboats. 

It  is  reported  that  General  Polk  is  massing  a  strong  force  at  Camp 
Moore,  on  the  Jackson  Railroad,  for  an  attack  upon  this  city,  which  is 
simply  ridiculous.

Sir:  I  have  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  commanding  general  of 
this  station  (General  Asboth).  I  found  there  a  lad,  not  quite  16  years 
of  age,  who  left  the  city  of  Mobile  about  the 26th  of  last  month;  he  is 
remarkably  bright  and  intelligent,  and  appeared  to  be  very  ingenuous; 
answered  all  questions  with  great  frankness  and  apparent  knowledge 
of  the  subject.  From  him  T learned  that  the  camels  for  floating  the 
Tennessee  over  the  bar,  which  were  nearly  finished,  were  one-half 
burned  on  the  stocks.  He  said  it  was  explained  by  Admiral  Buchanan 
that  while  working  by  candlelight  a  man  dropped,  a  candle  into  a  par- 
cel of  cotton  which  they  were^  using  for  calking,  and  there  being  so 
many  chips  around  and  the  shipyara  being  so  far  from  the  engines  in 
the  city  tnat  before  they  could  obtain  help  everything  was  in  a  perfect 
blaze  •  but  that  they  have  gone  to  work  again  constructing  new  ones, 
and  tnat  the  rebels  are  confident  of  soon  being  able  to  get  her  over  the 
bar. 

I  feel  assured  that  if  I  had  Eads'  boats  down  from  up  the  river, 
which  he  informs  me  are  ready  for  service,  I  could  go  into  the  bay  ana 
destroy  the  ram  before  she  can  get  over  the  bar. 

It  is  now  evident  to  me  that  whatever  may  be  the  desire  of  the 
authorities,  the  pressure  of  the  public  opinion  is  so  great  that  they  will 
have  to  get  the  ram  Tennessee  over  the  bar  and  make  an  attempt  to 
raise  the  blockade  by  the  destruction  of  our  vessels.  How  far  she  will 
venture  out  I  can  not  imagine;  she  might  come  outside  ill  a  calm  day, 
but  these  people  are  so  much  influenced  by  their  success  that  no  one 
knows  how  far  they  will  go. 

The  disastrous  retreat  of  General  Banks'  army  has  so  elated  them 
that  it  is  with  difficulty  they  keep  down.  Their  success  with  the 
torpedoes  also  has  given  them  great  hopes,  and  they  will  continue  that 
system  with  increased  energy;  but  only  give  me  the  ironcladsbuilt  by 
Mr.  Eads  on  the  Mississippi  and  I  will  find  out  how  far  Providence  is 
with  us. 

If  I  saw  any  great  importance  that  these  vessels  would  be  to  Admi- 
ral Porter  I  would  not  ask  for  them,  but  I  do  not,  nor  do  I  see  the  least 
hope  of  my  getting  any  from  the  North,  as  each  of  the  admirals  com- 
marding  the  Atlantic  squadrons  have  never  yet  thought  they  had 
force  enough,  nor  are  they  likely  to  think  so  now,  when  they  have  to 
make  increased  efforts.  But  of  all  these  things  the  Department  will 
be  the  judge  and  give  the  ironclads  to  those  who  require  them  most,

General:  Commodore  Palmer  has  anticipated  your  wishes  and  my 
action  by  sending  all  the  suitable  boats  we  have  for  Red  River  (the 
ironclads).  He  will  send  them  as  fast  as  he  can  get  them  ready. 
Could  we  have  foreseen  such  a  disaster  they  could  nave  been  there 
before,  but,  beheving  that  Admiral  Porter  had  an  abundant  supply  of 
boats,  I  never  anticipated  anything  but  the  difficulty  of  getting  them 
down  over  the  falls  before  the  next  rise  in  the  river. 

I  am  deeply  pained  at  the  sad  result.  We  can  illy  afford  the  loss  of 
one  ironclad  at  this  time,  when  the  rebels  appear  to  be  redoubling  their 
exertions  at  every  point. 

I  hope  Porter  will  not  be  compelled  to  lose  his  vessels. 
When  I  was  in  Texas  an  intelligent  person  who  gave  me  the  first 
account  of  the  battle  at  Mansfield  informed  me  that  the  rebels  could 
not  raise  over  23,000  troops  if  all  the  parties  arrived  in  time,  which,  it 
is  said,  they  had  done,  so  I  had  every  nope  of  j^our  success  in  the  over- 
land march  to  Shreveport,  and  I  still  hope  it  will  be  accomplished.

Sir:  I  have  received  by  the  mail  to-day  several  communications 
from  General  Banks  and  Admiral  Porter,  requesting  assistance  in  the

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way  of  gunboats  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  communication 
between  Alexandria  and  the  mouth  of  Red  River. 

Commodore  Palmer  responded  to  call  at  once  and  sent  them  three 
of  the  tinclads  and  hoped  to  have  two  more  in  the  course  of  a  day  or 
two.  They  are  the  only  vessels  that  I  have  suitable  for  that  river,  as 
my  seagoing  vessels  draw  too  much  water. 

As  I  presume  both  of  these  officers  have  communicated  with  the 
Department,  and  their  situation  is  precisely  understood,  it  may  not  be 
necessary  to  repeat  it. 

The  great  fear  is,  as  I  understand  it,  that  the  Red  River  may  not 
rise  sufficiently  to  enable  Admiral  Porter  to  get  his  vessels  over  the 
bar  at  Alexandria,  and  that  the  army  will  be  compelled  to  remain  there 
to  prevent  the  necessity  of  destroying  the  gunboats. 

1  learn  that  the  enemy  is  threatening  Baton  Rouse  and  Port  Hud- 
son, but  General  Reynolds  informs  me  that  he  thinks  both  places  are 
well  protected. 

Our  people  had  a  brush  with  a  reconnoitering  party  at  Baton  Rouge 
and  drove  them  back,  but  we  lost  Colonel  [ifredenck  A.]  Boardman 
(killed)  and  10  wounded. 

This  is  all  the  intelligence  that  I  have  to  transmit  to  the  Depart- 
ment, but  it  may  rest  assured  that  I  shall  use  every  exertion  to  aid 
those  officers  in  their  present  difficulty  through  the  medium  of  Com- 
modore Palmer,  but  I  can  not  leave  here,  as  I  am  hourly  expecting  the 
rebel  ram  Tennessee  out  of  Mobile  Bay.

Second  report  of  Bear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  additional  reports. 

No.  192.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

May  18,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  already  informed  the  Department  in  my  dispatch  No. 
179  of  the  capture  of  the  Granite  City  and  the  Wave,  at  Calcasieu,  and 
I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  the  additional  loss  of  a  boat  and  boat's 
crew  of  the  New  London  at  the  same  place. 

The  circumstances  appear  to  be  as  follows:  I  had  directed  Captain 
J.  B.  Marchand,  commanding  the  Texas  division,  to  send  into  Mata- 
gorda Bay  a  light-draft  vesselin  addition  to  the  Estrella  to  protect  the 
army,  as  a  considerable  portion  of  the  force  there  had  been  withdrawn 
to  assist  General  Banks  when  hard  pressed  in  the  Bed  Biver,  and  had 
named  the  Granite  City  as  a  proper  vessel,  from  her  draft,  for  that 
purpose. 

Captain  Marchand,  on  the  9th  instant,  dispatched  the  New  London 
(Actmg  Master  Lyman  Wells)  to  Sabine  r  ass,  with  the  necessary  orders 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Granite  City.  After  communicating 
with  Commander  Woolsey,  senior  officer  there;  Acting  Master  Wells 
proceeded  to  Calcasieu  in  search  of  the  Gramte  City,  neither  Com- 
mander Woolsey  nor  Acting  Master  Wells  being  aware  of  the  disaster 
that  had  occurred  at  Calcasieu. 

Acting  Master  Wells  reports  that  he  anchored  outside  about  5  miles 
from  the  Granite  City  at  1 1 :  30  a.  m.  of  the  morning  of  the  10th  instant, 
and  tried  to  communicate  with  her  by  signals,  but  the  weather  being 
misty  he  could  not  make  out  her  answer,  and  sent  in  a  boat  with  Cap- 
tain Marchand's  dispatch,  under  the  charge  of  his  executive  officer, 
Acting  Ensign  H.  Jackson,  accompanied  by  A.  T.  Vanzile,  coast  pilot, 
and  four  men,  all  armed.  The  boat  did  not  return,  but  Acting  Master 
Wells  supposed  that  he  was  detained  in  consequence  of  the  increasing 
wind  and  sea,  which  began  to  break  heavily  upon  the  bar. 

The  next  morning  he  got  underway  and  ran  nearer  in  until  within  3£ 
miles  of  the  Granite  City,  when  he  again  made  signals,  but  without 
eliciting  any  reply.     He  then  sent  in  a  second  boat  with  a  flag  of  truce, 
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in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  H.  Z.  Howard,  who  soon  after  returned 
with  the  following  report:  That  Acting  Ensign  Jackson  had  ap- 
proached the  Granite  City  until  within  distance  of  small  arms.  He 
saw  the  rebel  flag  at  her  peak,  but  supposed,  asthe  men  said,  that  it 
was  flying  as  a  joke  and  fired  on  it,  when  he  was  immediately  Killed  by 
a  shot  from  the  Granite  City.  The  rest  of  the  boat's  crew  were  taken 
prisoners.  He  further  reports  that  he  was  informed  that  the  Granite 
City  and  Wave  were  captured  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant  by  the 
rebel  land  forces  after  one  hour's  engagement. 

Enclosed  are  copies  of  the  report  mi  Acting  Master  Lyman  Wells  and 
of  Acting  Ensign  Howard,  marked  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  also  a  list  of  the 
officers  and  men  killed  and  taken  prisoners  and  of  the  property  cap- 
tured, marked  No.  3. 

These  are  all  the  facts  connected  with  the  loss  of  the  Granite  City 
and  Wave  which  have  as  yet  come  to  my  knowledge.

U.  S.  S.  New  London, 

Off  Galveston,  May  11,  I864. 

Sib:  I  regret  to  inform  you  of  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Granite  City 
and  a  tinclad  gunboat,  name  unknown,  captured  by  the  rebels  at  Cal- 
casieu on  the  6th  instant,  and  a  boat  and  boat's  crew  belonging  to  this 
ship  on  the  10th  instant,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

rursuant  to  your  orders,  on  the  9th  instant  I  went  with  this  ship  to 
Sabine  Pass  and  communicated  with  Commander  M.  B.  Woolsey, 
senior  officer  there,  and  then  proceeded  to  off  Calcasieu,  arriving  at 
11 :30  a.  m.  on  the  10th  instant. 

I  found  that  the  Granite  City  was  anchored  inside  and  I  came  to 
anchor  in  2 J  fathoms  about  5  miles  from  her;  set  my  numbers,  but  it 
being  somewhat  misty  and  the  wind  blowing  on  snore,  I  could  not 
make  out  her  answer.  I  therefore  sent  in  your  dispatch  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  H.  Jackson,  executive  officer,  accompanied  by  A.  T. 
VanziTe,  coast  pilot,  in  my  third  cutter,  with  coxswam  and  four  men, 
all  armed.  I  charged  Mr.  Jackson  to  be  cautious  in  proceeding  and  to 
return  as  soon  as  possible.     The  boat  left  the  ship  at  12  m. 

He  did  not  return,  but  I  thought  that  the  increasing  wind  and  sea 
was  the  cause  of  his  detention,  as  it  began  to  break  heavily  on  the  bar. 

This  morning  at  daylight,  the  wind  having  shifted  to  N.  W.,  and  sea 
smooth,  I  got  underway  and  proceeded  inshore  and  came  to  anchor, 
the  Granite  City  bearing  N.  N.  W.,  about  3  J  miles  distant.  Set  her 
number,  but  there  was  no  reply.  At  9  a.  m.  we  fired  a  gun.  At  10 :  30 
a.  m.  sent  in  a  boat  with  flag  of  truce,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
H.  Z.  Howard,  a  copy  of  whose  report,  marked  A,  I  enclose,  as  also  a

U.  S.  S.  New  London,  May  11,  186 4. 
Sib:  The  loss  of  Mr.  Jackson  and  boat's  crew  is  as  follows :  The  boat 
got  within  distance  of  small  arms  on  board  the  Granite  City  with  a 
Confederate  flag  at  the  peak.     Mr.  Jackson,  thinking,  as  our  men  said, 
that  the  flag  was  flying  as  a  joke  or  lark,  fired  on  it.     Immediately 
after  he  was  shot  dead  by  a  shot  from  the  Granite  City.     There  was  no 
other  shot  fired.     The  remainder  of  the  boat's  crew  was  taken  prison- 
ers on  board  the  Granite  City.     It  was  also  stated  that  the  Granite 
City  and  one  tinclad  were  captured  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  May 
by  the  rebel  land  force,  after  one  hour's  engagement,  and  that  Mr. 
Jackson  might  have  known  that  they  were  captured,  as  the  Granite 
City  was  so  much  shattered  by  shot. 
This  was  stated  to  me  by  the  officer  in  command  of  boat.

No.  199.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile,  May  28,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  just  received  from  Captain  Marchand  (whom  I  have 
recalled  from  the  coast  of  Texas  to  reinforce  my  blockading  force  here) 
two  letters,  herewith  enclosed,  one  written  by  Acting  Master  Lamson, 
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of  the  Granite  City,  and  the  other  by  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Boy- 
den,  of  the  Wave,  from  which  it  appears  that  they  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion, as  most  of  those  gentlemen  do,  that  there  is  no  danger  in  the 
enemy's  country  so  long  as  you  do  not  see  it.  They  were  lying  with- 
out steam  or  any  precaution  against  attack,  and  the  enemy,  about  300 
infantry  and  4  pieces  of  field  artillery,  opened  upon  them  at  the  dis- 
tance of  perhaps  100  yards.  They  say  tnat  eacn  vessel  made  a  most 
gallant  defense,  but  finally  had  to  surrender,  having  so  many  killed  or 
wounded,  while  the  letters  show  that  there  were  only  10  wounded  on 
board  the  Granite  City,  two  of  whom  have  since  died,  and  8  wounded 
on  board  the  Wave,  all  flesh  wounds.  This  was  the  desperate  fighting 
that  caused  them  to  surrender.  The  enemy  was  on  shore  without 
cover  of  any  kind. 

It  is  very  mortifying  to  see  my  vessels  behave  so  badlv,  but  I  have 
none  else  but  these  volunteer  officers  to  send  in  them,  and  Acting  Mas- 
ter Lamson  was  accused  of  acting  badly  in  the  Sabine  affair,  the  pro- 
ceedings relative  to  which  I  sent  to  the  Department.  The  assistant 
surgeon  says  the  commander  of  the  Wave  fought  a  gun  himself,  and 
fought  forty  minutes  longer  than  the  Granite  City,  and  his  vessel 
received  two  shots  through  her  boilers  before  he  surrendered.  He 
also  says  that  a  small  amount  of  vigilance  would  have  prevented  the 
disaster.     The  soldiers  who  were  on  shore  were  also  captured. 

If  I  had  any  of  my  light-draft  vessels  I  would  try  and  recover  them, 
and  hope  to  do  so  yet,  out  I  must  confine  myself  to  this  place  for  the 
present,  and  as  soon  as  I  have  some  vessels  I  will  send  them  there. 

The  enclosed  letters  were  sent  out  by  flag  of  truce.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Loring,  V.  8.  Navy,  late  oommanding  V.  B.  8.  Wave. 

Houston,  Tex.,  May  9, 1864. 
Sir  :  By  flag  of  truce  I  inform  you  that  the  U.  S.  S.  Wave  and  Granite 
City,  while  lying  at  anchor  in  Calcasieu  Bayou,  on  the  morning  of  May 
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6,  at  daylight,  were  attacked  by  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  consist- 
ing of  a  battery  of  artillery  and  several  hundred  sharpshooters,  who 
were  posted  in  a  dense  chaparral  about  100  yards  from  the  Granite 
City- 

Their  incessant  fire  at  her  ports  was  so  severe  that  after  discharging 
about  thirty  rounds  from  her  guns  and  nearly  all  the  guns'  crews  being 
wounded,  sne  was  obliged  to  surrender. 

The  Wave  having  received  a  shot  through  the  steam  drum,  escape 
became  impossible.  I  surrendered  her  after  a  contest  of  one  hour  and 
thirty-five  minutes.     Both  vessels  are  severely  cut  up. 

The  lieutenant  of  the  squad  of  soldiers  surrendered  his  command 
without  firing  a  shot,  although  posted  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

Our  pickets  that  were  posted  on  the  line  of  the  enemy's  march 
(Sabine  Pass)  have  not  yet  been  heard  from. 

On  board  the  Wave  were  5  men  severely  wounded  (but  will  all 
recover),  5  slightly  wounded  and  able  to  march. 

On  board  the  Granite  City  were  killed  John  W.  Tindall,  quartermas- 
ter; Joseph  Johnson,  seaman,  mortally  wounded;  John  Jacobs,  quar- 
termaster; William  H.  Hayden,  ordinary  seaman;  Acting  Ensign  S.  R. 
Tyrrell,  was  dangerously  wounded;  Acting  Ensim  A.  H.  Berry, 
severely  wounded;  John  Scott,  seaman,  one  arm  shot  off.  Slightly 
wounded,  8.  A  boat's  crew  from  the  Granite  City,  consisting  of  8  men, 
under  command  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Thomas  R.  Marshall,  away 
above,  on  night  picket  duty,  were  not  present  during  the  action,  but 
were  captured  on  their  return. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Wave  behaved  in  the  most  gallant  man- 
ner during  the  action.  Ensign  Howard,  being  severely  wounded  in 
the  left  hand  (losing  one  finger),  Remained  at  his  station. 

Captain  Lamson,  of  the  Granite  City,  informs  me  that  his  officers  and 
men  performed  their  duties  to  his  entire  satisfaction,  remaining  at 
their  guns  as  long  as  there  was  enough  to  work  them. 

The  surgeons  of  both  vessels  remain  behind  in  charge  of  the  wounded, 
but  will  join  us  at  this  place. 

We  are  well  treated  and  cared  for.

Report  of  Major  Simpson,  Second  New  Orleans  Infantry  (Union). 

New  Orleans,  La.,  May  10,  186 4. 
General:  I  have  to  report  the  capture  of  the  detachment  sent  to 
Calcasieu,  La. ;  also  the  gunboats  Wave  and  Granite  City  at  that  place. 
I  arrived  at  Calcasieu  Sunday,  8th  instant,  at  7  a.  m.,  on  the  steamer 
Ella  Morse,  Captain  Pepper.  We  crossed  the  bar"  and  entered  the 
river,  and  when  within  about  500  yards  of  the  gunboats,  things  looking 
a  little  suspicious,  stopped  our  boat.  The  tide  swung  her  around;  we 
dipped  our  flag  as  a  signal,  and  were  answered  by  a  broadside  from  the 
Granite  City.  We  immediately  put  on  steam  and  ran  down  the  river, 
the  Granite  City  throwing  shot  and  shell  at  us  for  about  half  a  mile,  ana 
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then  we  were  attacked  by  sharpshooters  from  either  shore.     Our  pilot 

was  wounded  by  the  first  shot.     Captain  Pepper  took  the  wheel  and 

ran  the  boat  out.     We  know  nothing  further  in  regard  to  the  capture.

Sir:  The  New  London  has  just  arrived  with  the  mortifying  intelli- 
gence that  the  Granite  City  and  a  tinclad  had  been  captured  by  the 
rebels  in  Calcasieu  River  on  the  6th  instant,  also  that  a  boat  and  boat's 
crew  belonging  to  the  New  London,  which  had  gone  into  that  river  to 
communicate  with  the  Gromite  City,  was  also  captured. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  reports  of  Acting  Master 
Lyman  Wells,  of  the  New  London,  on  that  subject. 

I  have  directed  the  New  London,  in  consequence  of  her  light  draft  of 
water,  to  return  immediately  and  report  to  Commander  Woolsey,  off 
Sabine  River,  for  the  blockade  of  Calcasieu.  To-morrow  I  will  send 
another  vessel  for  the  same  purpose. 

Neither  the  Granite  City  nor  the  tinclad  referred  to  had  reported  as 
portion  of  this  division  of  the  blockading  squadron.

Report  of  Captain  Karohand,  V.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  execution  of  the  order  for  two 
gunboats  in  Matagorda  Bay. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 
Off  Galveston,  May  15,  I864. 

Sir:  By  the  arrival  of  the  Sciota  on  the  9th  instant  I  had  the  honor 
to  receive  your  communication  of  the  25th  ultimo,  directing  that  if 
possible  two  gunboats  should  be  kept  in  Matagorda  Bay,  and  suggest- 
ing that  the  Granite  City  should  be  sent  there  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Estrella. 

Not  knowing,  except  by  rumor,  that  the  Granite  City  was  somewhere 
in  the  vicinity  of  Calcasieu  River,  I  immediately  dispatched  the  New 
London  for  her,  with  the  following  written  order  to  Acting  Master  C.  W 
Lamson,  commanding  the  Granite  City:  "You  will  repair  without 
delay  with  the  Granite  City  to  this  place  and  report  to  the  senior  offi- 
cer, and  which  order  was  reported  as  having  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
the  rebels,  on  the  capture  of  tne  New  London1 s  boat. 
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Soon  as  possible  after  hearing  of  the  loss  of  the  Granite  City,  I 
ordered  the  Arizona  here  from  San  Luis  Pass  to  coal,  and  on  the  13th 
instant  dispatched  her  to  Matagorda  Bay.  Her  draft  was  7  feet, 
which  was  thought  would  enable  ner  to  cross  the  bar.  The  orders  to 
her  commander  were  not  to  attempt  to  cross  the  bar  unless  with  entire 
safety.

Report  of  Captain  Marohand,  V.  8.  Navy,  referring  to  the  capture. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  May  15, 1864. 

Sir:  As  I  advised  you  in  my  communication  dated  11th  instant, 
near  midnight,  the  New  London  left  this  place  an  hour  afterwards  for 
Calcasieu  and  was  followed  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  by  the  Owasco 
for  the  same  place.  The  Arizona  would  have  been  serviceable  there 
on  account  of  ner  light  draft,  but  she  was  destined  for  Matagorda  Bay 
after  learning  of  the  loss  of  the  Granite  City. 

The  Aroostook  arrived  yesterday  from  Calcasieu,  where  she  had  left 
the  Owasco  and  Pocahontas;  the  latter  to  leave  for  repairs  at  New 
Orleans  on  the  arrival  of  the  New  London  from  Sabine  Pass.  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Skerrett,  of  the  Aroostook,  represented  that  the  ves- 
sels at  Calcasieu  were  unsuccessful  in  endeavoring  to  injure  either  the 
Granite  City  or  Wave  by  shot,  on  account  of  their  distance  up  the  Cal- 
casieu River. 

The  rebel  officers  bearing  flags  of  truce  which  have  come  out  at  this 
place  give  significant  gesticulation,  but  no  information  as  to  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Granite  City  and  Wave.  They,  however,  delivered  news- 
papers, giving  some  accounts  of  the  capture  and  movements  of  the 
prisoners  taken  in  them.    Those  newspapers  I  herewith  enclose. 

The  flag  of  truce  also  brought  letters  for  the  families  and  friends  of 
the  late  officers  and  men  of  the  Granite  City  and  Wave,  viz,  from  Acting 
Master  C.  W.  Lamson,  late  commanding  the  Granite  City;  Acting 
Third  Assistant  Engineer  M.  F.  Rogers  and  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Charles  Cameron,  of  the  Wave,  and  two  from  persons  belonging  to  the 
crew.  One  letter  states  that  2  were  killed  and  8  wounaed  in  the 
Granite  City  and  7  wounded  on  the  Wave.  Mr.  Rogers  represents  that 
the  vessels  were  surprised.  The  letters  all  bear  date  Houston,  May  12, 
and  unite  in  saying  that  they  are  on  the  eve  of  being  sent  to  Hemp- 
stead, Tex.,  for  confinement.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Loring,  V.  8.  Navy,  late  commanding  V.  8. 8.  Wave. 

Navy  Yard,  Washington,  March  — ,  [1865]. 

Sir:  In  the  accompanying  report  I  have  been  governed  by  vour 
order  requiring  minute  particulars  regarding  the  loss  of  the  Wave; 
also  believing  these  particulars  necessarv  to  relieve  myself  from  the 
disgrace  reflected  upon  me  by  the  publishment  of  Admiral  Farragut's 
reports  and  opinions  respecting  that  affair,  which,  in  all  respect,  I  can 
not  but  believe  were  formed  without  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  the 
censure  implied. 

I  feel  much  aggrieved  to  have  learned,  but  a  few  days  ago,  that, 
thinking  that  I  had  done  my  duty  well,  and  while  suffering  imprison- 
ment in  Texas,  I  am  remembered  only  as  disgraced. 

From  Commodore  Palmer  I  requested  a  copy  of  the  orders  under 
which  I  was  acting,  that  you  might  judge  wnether  they  were  suffi- 
ciently explicit  or  not.  I  was  vouchsafed  no  verbal  information  nor 
held  any  conversation  with  anyone  regarding  our  expedition  prior  to 
sailing  from  New  Orleans. 

The  request  for  copies  of  my  dispatches,  written  between  the  time 
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of  sailing  and  the  capture,  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  a  communication 
dated  but  two  days  previous  to  our  capture,  which  Commodore 
Palmer  knew  had  not  been  received  by  me;  therefore,  why  forward  it 
now.  Even  it  would  have  given  no  satisfaction  as  to  the  repeated 
request  for  coal  and  for  men  and  arms  before  we  could  proceed  with 
the  work  before  us.  It  orders  me ' '  to  return  to  the  South  West  Pass 
as  soon  as  the  expedition  is  accomplished,"  etc.,  without  coal  or  the 
necessary  means  to  accomplish  our  object. 

You  will  observe  that  the  papers  I  requested  were  forwarded  to 
Admiral  Farragut.  I  would  respectfully  request  that  they  may  be 
produced  to  verify  these  statements. 

Admiral  Farragut  formed  his  opinions  from  letters  written  by  Cap- 
tain Lamson  and  Doctor  Boyden.  I  think  Captain  L.  was  present  and 
cognizant  of  the  arrangements  made  for  the  duties  of  tne  night  of 
May  5,  and  it  was  to  him  personally  the  order  was  given  to  send  a  boat 
from  the  Granite  City  up  to  the  lake  on  picket,  for  that  duty  had  been 
performed  by  the  Waves  boats  the  two  previous  nights.  Tne  admiral 
undoubtedly  knows  that  I  would  not  be  expected  to  make  a  confidant 
of  my  surgeon,  who  was  but  a  boy,  and  a  very  simple  one,  too. 

When  produced,  those  dispatches  will  show  that  I  was  perfectly 
aware  of  the  dangers  of  our  situation,  and,  being  so,  the  neglect  to  per- 
fect all  precautions  in  my  power  for  security  would  stamp  me  void  of 
good  sense. 

Enclosed  you  will  please  find  a  statement  from  Mr.  Smith  and  his 
son,  who  was  placed  m  command  of  one  of  the  picket  stations  upon 
the  night  of  May  5. 

It  is  intimated  also  that  our  resistance  was  insufficient,  because 
there  were  no  men  killed.  I  confess  to  the  weakness  of  congratulating 
myself  that  there  were  none. 

The  situation  at  the  time  of  surrender  may  be  summed  up  thus: 

Steam  power  completely  destroyed.  The  Granite  City  in  the  hands 
of  the  enemy,  whom  I  had  seen  taken  on  board  by  her  crew  a  long  time 
before,  and  she  was  lying  below  the  Wave;  the  positions  gained  by  the 
enemy  could  not  be  reached  by  our  guns,  thus  rendering  us  perfectly 
helpless;  from  their  protected  positions  an  incessant  cross  nre  upon 
our  ports  was  maintained,  whereas  nothing  could  be  discerned  of  tnem 
but  flashes  of  smoke;  their  artillery  was  posted  well  upon  the  star- 
board bow,  and  our  only  bow  gun  that  could  be  brought  to  bear  upon 
them  was  disabled;  the  broadside  guns  could  be  trained  to  reach  them 
only  as  the  vessel  gave  a  favorable  swing  well  to  port,  even  when 
loaded,  which  had  become  a  very  difficult  matter. 

Therefore,  believing  the  salvation  of  the  vessel  hopeless,  I  deemed 
the  best  measure  remaining  was  to  destroy  the  munitions  of  war, 
which  was  performed  successfully. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  that  nothing  contained  in  this  communication 
may  be  interpreted  as  disrespectful,  for  nothing  is  further  from  the 
intention,  although  laboring  under  a  sense  of  great  injustice,  and  the 
belief  that  the  whole  transaction  has  forever  barred  my  future 
advancement.

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Detailed  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Loring,  V.  B.  JTavy,  late  commanding 

V.  8.  8.  Wave. 

U.  S.  Navy  Yard,  Washington,  D.  C.,  February  88, 1866. 

Sib:  In  obedience  to  your  order  dated  December  31,  1864,  and 
received  February  2,  1865,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following 
statement  regarding  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Wave,  by  capture,  May  6, 
1864: 

In  pursuance  of  orders  received  from  Commodore  James  S.  Palmer, 
datecl  New  Orleans,  April  15,  1864,  to  proceed  with  the  U.  S.  steamers 
Wave  and  Granite  City  to  Calcasieu  Pass,  Louisiana,  and  receive  such 
refugees  as  may  be  willing  to  enter  the  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
receiving  further  instructions  regarding  the  expedition  from  a  Mr. 
Smith,  whom  I  was  directed  to  receive  as  a  passenger. 

I  left  New  Orleans  on  the  evening  of  April  15,  and  the  South  West 
Pass  on  the  morning  of  the  17th. 

Adverse  winds  and  incompetent  pilotag^  forced  us  to  enter  Atchaf  a- 
lava  Bay  to  repair  damages  and  if  possible  procure  another  pilot. 
While  there  I  forwarded  a  dispatch  to  Commodore  Palmer,  informing 
him  of  the  injuries  received,  requesting  a  more  competent  pilot,  and 
that  the  Wave  had  but  three  days'  consumption  or  coal  remaining, 
half  of  which  was  consumed  going  to  the  Soutn  West  Pass  of  Vermilion 
Bay,  where  there  would  be  smoother  water  necesssry  before  we  could 
repair  the  vessel.  During  strong  head  wind,  we  lay  two  days  ready 
to  proceed,  during  which  time  the  tug  Ella  Morse  arrived  with  a  pilot 
fpr  the  Wave. 

April  23,  at  6  p.  m.,  took  tow  from  the  Ella  Morse  and  proceeded. 
A  tow  was  necessary  when  there  was  a  6-knot  breeze  near  ahead,  for 
the  Wave  then  became  unmanageable. 

Daylight,  April  24,  off  Mermentau  Pass,  was  obliged  to  furnish  the 
Morse  3  tons  of  coal.  Arrived  off  Calcasieu  about  11  a.  m.,  discharged 
several  shell  at  the  old  fortification,  receiving  no  response,  steamed 
directly  into  the  pass,  leaving  the  tug  outside,  awaiting  signal  before 
entering,  which  was  subsequently  made.  Anchored  2  miles  above  the 
mouth  of  the  pass,  opposite  Mr.  Smith's  house. 

The  stream  being  very  narrow,  having  barely  room  to  clear  the 
banks  at  turn  of  tide  by  dropping  anchor  in  mid-channel  with  but  8 
fathoms  scope  of  chain. 

The  Granite  City  arrived  two  days  after  and  entered  the  pass  on  or 
about  the  28th,  anchoring  a  few  hundred  yards  below  the  Wave  and 
where  the  stream  was  somewhat  wider. 

A  guard  of  25  soldiers,  who  were  attached  to  the  expedition,  were 
landed  from  her  and  quartered  upon  the  east  bank. 

From  the  27th  labored  diligently,  preparing  to  fulfill  the  objects  of 
the  expedition,  as  I  had  understood  it  from  Mr.  Smith,  collecting 
horses,  saddles,  and  all  the  arms  that  could  be  found  among  the  citi- 
zens. 

The  bridge  across  Mud  Bayou  was  destroyed.  Two  parties  sent  to 
perfect  its  total  destruction,  and  a  third  one  under  the  command  of 
Acting  Ensign  Latham,  the  executive  officer  of  the  Wave,  was  sent,  to 
be  certain  that  not  a  vestige  of  it  remained.  Twice  afterwards  armed 
parties  were  sent  to  examine  and  to  see  that  no  effort  had  been  made 
to  cross  or  repair  it. 

A  small  bridge  across  Oyster  Bayou  was  destroyed.  Mr.  Smith, 
[who]  was  an  old  resident  of  the  place,  emphatically  assured  me  that 
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it  was  impossible  for  the  enemy  to  cross  Mud  Bayou  after  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  bridges  and  that  it  could  not  be  rebuilt  at  that  season  of  the 
year. 

Gathering  refugees  to  drive  cattle  and  form  a  force  for  protection 
was  one  of  our  objects.  Scouts  were  scattered  through  the  surround- 
ing country  to  inform  them  of  our  presence.  Scouting  parties  were  on 
the  alert,  day  and  night,  endeavoring  to  capture  rebel  soldiers  and  dis- 
affected citizens.  Pickets  were  stationed  at  prominent  points  by  day 
and  night,  and  a  boat,  in  addition,  at  the  head  of  the  pass  by  night. 
To  do  all  this  labor  there  were  but  25  soldiers  and  8  or  10  refugees, 
who  had  returned  from  New  Orleans  with  Mr.  Smith  and  belonged  to 
his  party.  Ten  more  were  added,  and  only  10,  during  the  time  we 
remained,  from  April  24  to  May  6,  the  day  of  the  capture.  Many 
prisoners  were  brought  in  and  confined  to  the  fifranite  City. 

A  boat  expedition  was  sent  to  the  head  of  the  lake  [Calcasieu]  , 
returning  with  two  prisoners.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  very  visionary  man 
and  required  constant  watching  to  keep  him  at  the  required  work. 
Each  evening  I  met  him  and  perfected  tne  required  arrangements  for 
the  following  day's  duties  and  the  stationing  night  pickets,  who  were 
partly  composed  of  refugees,  the  soldiers  having  an  entirely  insuffi- 
cient force  for  that  duty,  and  often  complained  of  inability  to  perform 
the  requirements  from  exhaustion. 

Using  refugees  for  picket  duty  was  a  necessity.  The  Ella  Morse  was 
sent  to  Brashear  City  with  dispatches  and  furnished  with  about  7  tons 
of  coal,  which  left  the  Wave  with  but  a  ton.  The  chief  engineer  in- 
formed me  that  he  had  made  a  mistake  in  his  calculations  of  several 
tons.  In  the  meantime  the  engineer's  department  was  engaged  in 
cutting  wood  for  emergencies. 

The  officer  of  the  deck  was  frequently  instructed  to  be  exceedingly 
vigilant;  that  we  were  "surrounded  by  enemies,  where  eyes  were  upon 
us  both  day  and  night."  I  made  a  practice  of  visiting  the  deck  often 
during  the  night  watches,  and  it  was  two  or  three  nights  previous  to 
the  6tn  that  during  a  night  round  I  had  detected  a  sentry  asleep  while 
on  watch  upon  the  upper  deck.  He  was  placed  in  irons  for  future 
trial  by  court-martial. 

The  second  dispatch  to  Commodore  Palmer  advised  him  of  our  being 
destitute  of  coal  and  of  the  small  number  of  refugees  that  claimed  pro- 
tection. The  third  informed  him  that  we  had  been  there  ten  days  and 
but  10  refugees  had  made  their  appearance,  and  that  we  were  olbliged 
to  furnish  arms  to  some.  That  all  preparatory  operations  were  con- 
cluded and  we  were  then  lying  idle  for  want  of  sufficient  force  to 
continue,  and  thereby  "giving  the  enemy  opportunity  to  organize 
against  us." 

That,  in  order  to  continue  our  work,  I  should  require ' 1 200  men  armed, 
and  spare  arms  for  the  refugees  who  were  to  assist  us."  Again,  that 
we  had  no  coal;  that  I  would  like  to  be  informed  "when  our  part  of 
the  expedition  was  supposed  to  be  accomplished,"  for  I  had  received 
no  orders  wjien  to  leave  there.  I  should  not  have  left  there  without 
such  Orders,  even  if  full  of  coal. 

The  night  previous  to  the  capture  I  met  Mr.  Smith  near  his  house, 
as  usual,  to  arrange  the  pickets  lor  the  night.  I  always  consulted  him, 
because  he  and  his  sons  nad  control  of  the  refugees,  the  sons  generally 
taking  charge  of  the  parties  and  acting  as  guides  for  the  scouts.  Four 
points  were  picketed  that  night,  viz.,  one  near  the  bayou  to  the  north- 
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ward,  one  to  the  southward  and  westward;  on  the  Mermentau  road; 
one  on  the  west  side,  near  Mr.  Thayer's  house,  in  the  Sabine  Pass  road, 
and  one  at  the  head  of  the  pass,  at  the  lake,  by  a  boat  from  the  Granite 
City.  A  scouting  party,  to  consist  of  10  men  with  the  lieutenant  in 
command  of  the  squad,  to  examine  the  country  15  miles  on  the  Mer- 
mentau road,  toward  tne  pass  of  that  name.  All  of  the  parties  were 
necessarily  small,  and  we  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing even  a  small  number  lor  each  station.  A  citizen  in  charge  of 
one  of  the  picketing  parties  came  on  board  with  me  and  was  furnished 
arms  for  that  -service.  I  have  been  more  minute  in  details  than  neces- 
sary for  reasons  that  I  will  rive  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  May,  at  daybreak,  1  was  awakened  by 
the  report  of  artfllery,  proceeding  from  an  attack  by  the  enemy;  dis- 
covered them  by  the  smoke  posted  well  upon  our  starboard  bow, 
abreast  of  the  Granite  City,  upon  the  west  side  of  the  bayou.  The  banks 
were  raised  somewhat  above  the  level  of  the  surrounding  country,  and 
the  whole  covered  with  tall  prairie  grass,  which  entirely  prohibited  us 
from  seeing  the  enemy,  judging  of  their  position  by  their  smoke. 

A  large  number  of  sharpshooters  were  Dehind  the  bank,  firing  toward 
the  Granite  City.  It  was  at  them  I  directed  the  bow  guns  should 
operate,  under  the  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Latham,  the  executive 
officer,  while  I,  with  a  crew  of  volunteers,  worked  the  broadside  howit- 
zers at  their  artillery.  It  was  only  at  times  when  the  vessel  would 
take  a  favorable  sheer  that  the  broadside  guns  could  be  brought  to 
bear.  The  engineer  was  ordered  to  get  up  steam  and  was  progressing 
favorably  until  shots  had  penetrated  the  steam  drum  and  boilers. 

The  action  had  progressed  sometime,  I  know  not  how  long,  for  I 
made  no  note  of  time,  when  the  quartermaster  informed  me  tnat  the 
Granite  City  had  surrendered.  The  whole  force  of  the  enemy  was 
then  directed  to  the  Wove.  The  second  discharge  of  one  of  the  broad- 
side guns  carried  away  the  pivoting  bolt,  requiring  considerable  time 
to  shift  it  to  another  port. 

The  port  bow  gun  was  a  Sawyer  rifle,  for  which  the  only  projectile 
on  board  was  percussion  shell,  which,  with  the  difficulty  of  training  it 
to  fire  across  the  forecastle,  rendered  it  of  but  little  use.  The  otner 
bow  gun,  a  32-pounder,  was  struck  at  the  muzzle  and  split  4  feet, 
rendering  it  useless.  The  enemy,  in  sweeping  around  to  get  astern  or 
the  Wave,  was  discovered  and  treated  to  camster  from  the  howitzers, 
and  I  afterward  learned  that  they  suffered  severely. 

The  engineer  reported  the  boilers  disabled  and  also  the  steam  drum 
and  starboard  engine.  Finally,  the  enemy  obtained  a  position  upon 
our  starboard  bow  and  quarter,  and  opened  a  cross  fire  upon  the  ports, 
lying  concealed  in  the  grass  and  so  far  aft  and  forward  that  our  guns 
could  not  be  trained  upon  them,  even  when  loaded,  which  had  been  a 
very  difficult  operation  for  the  cross  firing  at  the  ports.  At  this  stage 
of  the  action,  believing  it  impossible  to  save  the  vessel,  I  ordered  the 
destruction  of  all  munitions  of  war;  all  muskets,  pistols,  revolvers, 
cutlasses,  percussion  primers,  percussion  caps,  boarding  pikes,  etc. 
The  paymaster's  safe  and  signal  books  were  tnrown  overboard;  the 
guns  spiked;  elevating  screws  broken  into  pieces,  and  compressor 
handles  thrown  overboard;  the  magazine  flooded,  and  the  vessel  sur- 
rendered after  one  and  one-half  hours'  action. 

Upon  examination,  I  found  the  vessel  to  have  received  the  following 
injuries:  Three  of  the  four  hog  chains  cut;  one  of  the  fantail  staysi 


fantail  stay* 
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ditto;  starboard  engine  disabled;  one  gun  struck  at  muzzle  and  split; 
two  shot  through  boilers;  two  ditto  through  steam  drum;  boats  and 
davits  cut  away;  the  upper  decks  were  cut  into  chips;  several  rooms 
were  stove  into  one;  stoves,  crockery,  and  lumber  strewed  around; 
officers'  clothes,  trunks,  bedding,  etc.,  destroyed. 

Fortunatelv,  and  most  miraculouslv,  our  loss  was  but  10  men 
wounded,  only  one  of  whom  since  died,  of  his  wounds.  The  force  of 
the  enemy  consisted  of  the  whole  Sabine  Pass  garrison  (with  the 
exception  of  10  men  left  as  guards),  of  4  pieces  of  heavy  artillery,  and 
350  sharpshooters.  » 

The  guard  of  soldiers  stationed  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  river 
from  the  point  of  attack  gave  us  no  assistance. 

The  enemy  subsequently  reported  the  Wave  struck  by  65  artillery 
shot,  besides  grape,  consiaeraDle  of  which  was  used.  Their  loss,  by 
report  of  the  rebel  surgeon,  was  20  killed ;  no  mention  made  of  wounded.- 
"We  were  permitted  to  take  all  our  personal  effects,  and  were  well 
treated  while  in  the  hands  of  our  immediate  captors.

The  following  letter,  received  this  morning  from  Paymaster  John 
Head,  of  the  gunboat  Granite  City,  captured  at  Calcasieu  Pass,  Louisi- 
ana, on  the  morning  of  the  6th  or  May  last,  will  be  read  with  interest 
by  those  having  friends  on  board  that  vessel.

May  10, 1864- — At  11 :  15  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  2f  fathoms  water, 
veered  to  15  fathoms  on  port  anchor.  At  12  sent  an  armed  boat's 
crew  in  with  dispatches  for  the  Granite  City,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
Henry  Jackson,  executive  officer,  and  Abraham  Vanzile,  pilot,  Cal- 
casieu bar  bearing  N.  N.  E.  At  8  p.  m.  sent  a  rocket  up,  also  signal 
light  at  mizzen  peak. 

May  11. — At  5 :  40  a.  m.  got  our  anchor  and  stood  inshore.  At  8 :  20 
a.  m.  fired  No.  1  gun  with T>lank  cartridge.  At  9  quarters  for  inspec- 
tion and  fired  No.  2  gun,  blank  cartridge.

At  6 :  20  the  schooner  got  underway  and  stood  down  to  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  tacked  ship,  and  stood  back  again.  At  9  pi  m.  saw 
a  light  near  the  Granite  City,  also  one  at  the  entrance  of  the  river. 

June  10. — At  daylight  rebel  vessels  inside  had  steam  up.  Tinclad 
(  Wave)  moved  upstream  and  came  to  near  the  Granite  City. 

June  14- — At  10:45  a.  m.  discovered  a  boat  with  a  flag  of  truce  and 
rebel  ensign  pulling  out  from  the  mouth  of  Calcasieu  River  toward  this 
steamer.  Answered  it  and  sent  the  first  cutter  in  charge  of  Actios 
Ensign  H.  Z.  Howard.  At  11 :  10  got  our  anchor  and  started  ahead 
slow.  At  1 1 :  12  the  boats  came  together.  At  1 1 :  24  boats  separated. 
At  11 :  40  our  cutter'came  alongside,  stating  that  the  enemy  wanted  to 
get  some  chloroform  to  perform  a  surgical  operation  on  Acting  Ensign 
[A.  H.]  Berry,  late  of  the  Granite  City.  At  11:50  Bolty  Crossley 
(quartermaster)  was  confined  in  double  irons  for  pulling  down  the  flag 
or  truce  without  orders  from  commanding  officer.  Supplied  the  chlo- 
roform, and  at  11 :  50  first  cutter  left  the  ship  with  orders  to  deliver  it 
and  return  immediately.  At  1 :  05  p.  m.  first  cutter  came  alongside. 
Hauled  down  the  flag  of  truce.  At  2  p.  m.  Granite  City  hauled  down 
her  flag  of  truce. 

June  15-August  10. — Granite  City  and  Wave  at  Calcasieu. 

August  24. — At  anchor  off  Galveston.  At  12:30  p.  m.  saw  a  small 
sloop  standing  out  toward  the  bar  with  a  flag  of  truce.  At  12 :  45  cloth- 
ing, Delonging  to  our  boat's  crew  captured  at  Calcasieu  and  now  prison- 
ers of  war,  was  sent  on  board  the  flagship  to  be  sent  to  them  per  flag  of 
truce.  At  2  p.  m.  the  flagship  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  the 
bar.  At  2:10  she  hoisted  the  white  flag  at  her  fore.  At  2:25  she 
came  to  anchor  to  the  westward  of  the  Spmdle,  bearing  from  us  W.  by 
N.  At  3 :  20  boat  left  the  Princess  Royal  with  a  flag  of  truce.  At  3 :  35 
met  the  enemy's  boat.  At  5 :  30  boats  parted  company  and  returned 
to  their  respective  places.

Headquarters  Sabine  Post, 

Sabine  Pass,  May  11,  186 J^. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  amendatory  of  my 
report*  on  the  late  engagement  with  the  enemy  at*  Calcasieu  Pass: 
Owing  to  the  hurried  manner  in  which  I  wrote  out  my  report  and  the 
multiplicity  of  other  business  on  my  hands,  I  omitted  entirely  to  men- 
tion tne  names  of  the  officers  of  the  medical  staff  engaged  with  me  on 
that  occasion.  Great  credit  and  praise  are  due  to  Assistant  Surgeons 
[John  T.]  Barton,  Gordon,  and  [Geo.  H. ;  Bailey  for  the  indefatigable 
and  energetic  manner  in  which  they  discharged  their  duties.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  battle  a  hospital  was  established  at  a  vacant 
house,  to  which  all  wounded  were  carried  as  fast  as  possible.  As  soon 
as  the  wounded  of  my  command  were  disposed  of,  they  lent  all  their 
aid  to  the  Federal  medical  officer.  Only  one  capital  operation  was 
performed  upon  the  soldiers  of  my  command,  but  there  were  nine  cap- 
ital operations  performed  upon  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  GrcCnite  City. 
I  thought  it  very  strange  when  I  went  on  board  the  Granite  City  that 
there  were  so  many  seriously  wounded  and  so  few  dead.  It  will  now 
be  explained.  Five  dead  bodies  have  washed  ashore,  to  which  weights 
had  been  attached  and  then  thrown  overboard.  How  many  more 
dead  were  thrown  overboard  of  course  will  never  be  known.  I  was 
aboard  the  Granite  City  when  the  knave  ran  up  the  white  flag.  I  could- 
after  that  plainly  see  pistols,  guns,  swords,  etc,  being  thrown  over- 
board. It  is  said  an  iron  safe  was  also  thrown  into  the  pass.  They 
attempted  to  throw  overboard  two  Dahlgren  howitzers,  out  failed  in 
doing  so.  The  probability  is.  therefore,  that  some  15  or  20  of  the 
enemy  were  killed  in  the  late  battle.  It  is  due  to  Dr.  Gordon  to  say 
that  all  operations  performed  on  the  Granite  City,  with  one  exception, 
were  performed  by  nim.

Besides  the  prisoners  who  have  died  from  their  wounds,  7  others 
were  severely  wounded  and  11  or  12  slightly.  It  will  be  impossible  to 
ascertain  the  number  who  were  killed  in  battle,  as  they  were  all  thrown 
overboard.  Several  have  broken  loose  from  their  weights  and  floated 
ashore,  and  others  have  been  fished  up  from  where  they  had  been 
thrown.  From  the  best  information  that  I  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain I  suppose  that  from  15  to  20  were  killed  in  action  and  thrown 
overboard.

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 

OffPensacola,  May  7,  1864. 
Commodore:  Your  letter  in  relation  to  the  coal  has  been  received. 
We  do  not  want  coal  sent  to  Ship  Island.  I  send  it  there  as  we 
require  it  by  a  Government  vessel.  The  demurrage  of  the  New  Eng- 
land at  Ship  Island  last  year  would  have  paid  for  her.  This  port  and 
New  Orleans  are  the  only  places  where  coal  is  wanted.  Commodore 
Palmer  sends  the  vessels,  as  they  arrive  at  South  West  Pass,  down  the 
coast  of  Texas. 

We  require  about  two-fifths  of  the  entire  quantity  for  the  Mobile 
blockade.     You  can  send  any  draft  of  vessel  below  22  feet  to  this  place ; 
.but  to  New  Orleans  they  should  not  be  of  more  than  12  or  14  feet.

port,  and  then,  to  make  things  worse  you  permitted  him  to  chase 
you  26  miles  before  you  hove  to,  and  it  was  then  only  by  a  shot. 

But  for  the  fact  of  your  good  conduct  before  Port  Hudson,  for 
which  I  recommended  you  for  promotion  to  the  Government,  I  should 
now  have  recommended  you  to  a  court-martial.

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Report  of  Bear- Admiral  Farragut,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  regarding  an  anticipated 
attack  by  the  enemy  upon  the  blockading  vessels  off  Mobile. 

No.  166.]  Flagship  Habtford, 

Off  Pensacola,  May  9, 186 J^. 

Sir:  All  the  late  accounts  from  Mobile  agree  in  representing 
Buchanan  as  making  exertions  to  get  camels  large  enough  to  float  the 
ram  Tennessee  over  Dog  River  Bar,  and  no  doubt  is  felt  of  his  success, 
and  the  public  mind  in  the  rebel  States  is  in  such  a  state  of  excitement, 
in  consequence  of  the  disaster  of  General  Banks  and  the  success  of  the 
rebel  ram  in  North  Carolina,  that  they  say  he  will  be  compelled  to  come 
out  and  attack  us  with  his  whole  force,  which,  as  1  have  before 
informed  the  Department,  consists  of  seven  vessels  (four  ironclads  and 
three  wooden  gunboats),  besides  the  Nashville,  which  is  finished  with 
the  exception  of  the  plating.     She  is  a  facsimile  of  the  Tennessee. 

The  Tennessee  is  plated  with  6-inch  iron  and  armed  with  six  Brooke 
rifles  of  6  and  7  inch  caliber. 

The  Tuscaloosa  and  Huntsville  are  plated  with  4-inch  iron. 

The  other  boats  all  have  one  or  two  Brooke  rifles  of  from  100  pounds 
to  150  pounds,  and  the  rest  of  their  battery  IX-inch  guns. 

The  Morgan,  Gaines  7  and  Selma  are  much  the  same  as  our  gunboats, 
perhaps  better  armed  for  long  fighting,  but  if  they  come  outside  that 
will  not  serve  them. 

Thus  you  perceive  that  I  am  in  hourly  expectation  of  being  attacked 
by  almost  an  equal  number  of  vessels^  ironclads  against  wooden  ves- 
sels, and  a  most  unequal  contest  it  will  be,  as  the  Tennessee  is  repre- 
sented as  impervious  to  all  their  experiments  at  Mobile,  so  that  our 
only  hope  is  to  run  her  down,  which  we  shall  certainly  do  all  in  our 
power  to  accomplish;  but  should  we  be  unsuccessful  the  panic  in  this 

Sart  of  the  country  will  be  beyond  all  control.     They  will  imagine  that 
few  Orleans  and  Pensacola  must  fall. 

New  Orleans  is  well  defended.  The  forts  have  each  two  XV-inch 
guns,  and  at  range  that  I  think  would  destroy  any  vessel;  but  this 
place  has  not  a  gun  that  would  hurt  a  4-inch  piatecf  vessel  at  the  dis- 
tance the  forts  will  be  compelled  to  fire  at  them.  X-inch  shell  guns 
are  the  heaviest  they  have  and  only  four  of  them,  all  on  different  t>as- 
tions.  One  ironclad  in  Pensacola  would  be  worth  all  the  forts  under 
the  present  circumstances;  their  ironclads  would  be  afraid  to  come  out 
to  threaten  New  Orleans  or  Pensacola.  If  New  Orleans,  one  ironclad 
would  be  on  his  trail  up  the  river.  If  Pensacola,  she  would  probably 
have  an  overmatch  in  the  ironclad's  XV-inch  gun  and  which,  if  placed 
between  the  forts,  would  lessen  the  distance  to  be  fired  at  one-half. 

I  fully  understand  and  appreciate  my  situation.  The  experience  I 
had  of  the  fight  between  the  Arkansas  and  Admiral  Davis's  vessels  on 
the  Mississippi  showed  plainly  how  unequal  the  contest  is  between 
ironclads  ana  wooden  vessels  in  loss  of  life,  unless  you  succeed  in 
destroying  the  ironclad.  I,  therefore,  deeply  regret  that  the  Depart- 
ment has  not  been  able  to  give  us  one  of  the  many  ironclads  that  are 
off  Charleston  and  on  the  Mississippi.  I  have  always  looked  for  the 
latter,  but  it  appears  that  it  takes  us  twice  as  long  to  build  an  ironclad 
as  anyone  else.  It  looks  as  if  the  contractors  and  the  fates  are 
against  us.  While  the  rebels  are  bending  their  whole  energies  to  the 
war,  our  people  appear  to  be  expecting  the  war  to  close  by  default, 
and  if  they  do  not  awake  to  a  sense  of  their  danger  soon  it  will  be  so. 
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But  be  assured,  sir,  that  the  Nayy  will  do  its  duty,  let  the  issue  come 

when  it  may,  or  I  am  greatly  deceived.     I  think  you  have  many  ready 

and  willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  their  country  can  require  of  them. 

All  I  ask  of  them  is  to  cfo  their  whole  duty;  the  result  belongs  to  God.

Instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Rear-Admiral  Farragut, 
U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  disposition  of  persons  captured  on  blockade 
runners. 

Navy  Department,  May  9,  I864. 
Sir:  The  following  instructions  will  hereafter  be  observed  with 
regard  to  the  disposition  of  persons  found  on  board  vessels  seized  for 
breach  of  blockade: 
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1st.  Bona  fide  foreign  subjects  captured  in  neutral  vessels,  whether 
passengers,  officers,  or  crew,  can  not  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war, 
unless  guilty  of  belligerent  acts,  but  are  entitled  to  immediate  release. 
Such  as  are  regarded  as  witnesses  may  be  detained  for  that  purpose, 
and  when  their  testimony  is  secured  they  must  be  unconditionally 
released. 

2d.  Foreign  subjects  captured  in  vessels  without  papers  or  colors  or 
those  sailing  under  the  protection  and  flag  of  the  insurgent  Govern- 
ment or  employed  in  the  service  of  that  Government  are  subject  to 
treatment  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  if  in  the  capacity  of  officers  or  crew 
are  to  be  detamed.  If  they  were  passengers  only  and  have  no  interest 
in  the  vessel  or  cargo  and  are  in  no  way  connected  with  the  insurgent 
Government,  they  may  be  released. 

3d.  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  captured  either  in  neutral  or  rebel 
vessels,  are  always  to  be  detained,  with  the  following  exceptions:  If 
they  are  passengers  only,  have  no  interest  in  vessel  or  cargo,  have  not 
been  active  in  the  rebellion  or  engaged  in  supplying  the  insurgents  with 
munitions  of  war,  etc.,  and  are  loyally  disposed,  they  may  be  released 
on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance.  The  same  privilege  may  be  allowed 
to  any  of  the  crew  that  are  not  seafaring  men,  of  like  antecedents,  and 
who  are  loyally  disposed. 

4th.  Pilots  and  seafaring  men,  excepting  bona  fide  foreign  subjects, 
captured  in  neutral  vessels,  are  always  to  De  detained.  These  are  the 
principal  instruments  in  maintaining  the  system  of  violating  the 
blockade,  and  it  is  important  to  hold  them.     Persons  habitually  en- 

faged  in  violating  the  blockade,  although  they  may  not  be  serving  on 
oard  the  vessels,  are  of  this  class,  and  are  to  be  likewise  detained. 
5th.  When  there  is  reason  to  doubt  that  those  who  claim  to  be  for- 
eign subjects  are  in  reality  such,  they  will  be  required  to  state  under 
oath  that  they  have  never  been  naturalized  in  this  country,  have  never 
exercised  the  privileges  of  a  citizen  thereof  by  voting  or  otherwise,  and 
have  never  been  in  the  pay  or  employment  of  the  insurgent  or  the 
so-called  "  Confederate  Government."  On  their  making  such  state- 
ment they  may  be  released,  provided  you  have  not  evidence  of  their 
having  sworn  falsely.  The  examination  in  cases  that  are  doubtful 
should  be  rigid. 

6th.  When  the  neutrality  of  a  vessel  is  doubtful  or  when  a  vessel 
claiming  to  be  neutral  is  believed  to  be  engaged  in  transporting  sup- 
plies and  munitions  of  war  for  the  insurgent  Government,  foreign  sub- 
jects captured  in  such  vessel  may  be  detained  until  the  neutrality  of 
the  vessel  is  satisfactorily  established.  It  is  not  advisable  to  detain 
such  persons  under  this  instruction  unless  there  is  good  ground  for 
doubting  the  neutrality  of  the  vessel. 

7th.  Parties  who  may  be  detained  under  the  foregoing  instructions 
are  to  be  sent  to  a  Northern  port  for  safer  custody  unless  there  is  a 
suitable  place  for  keeping  them  within  the  limits  of  your  command 
and  the  Department  furnished  with  a  memorandum  in  their  cases, 
respectively.

Sir:  If  you  have  gotten  out  the  Harriet  Lane,  or  she  has  been  aban- 
doned by  the  parties  who  made  the  offer,  I  wisn  you  to  turn  over  the 
division  to  Commander  Woolsey  and  come  up  to  Mobile,  so  that  I  can 
have  the  use  of  your  ship  and  your  head  here  in  a  case  of  great  impor- 
tance, and  at  the  same  time  send  the  men  home  whose  times  have 
expired. 

It  is  now  supposed  that  the  rebels  have  become  so  jubilant  that 
they  have  determined  to  attack  New  Orleans  by  land  and  sea.  Bu- 
chanan has  been  delayed  with  the  ram  Tennessee,  but  is  now  likely 
to  succeed  in  getting  her  over  Dog  River  Bar,  and  will  then  make  an 
attack  upon  us,  and  if  he  can  drive  us  off  he  will  run  for  the  Mississippi 
and  go  up  to  New  Orleans,  if  he  can,  and  the  army  will  come  in  from 
above,  and  the  people  rfee  in  the  city  at  the  same  time,  so  that  I  want 
all  the  heavy  vessels  here  at  present.  He  will  be  out  in  a  week,  so 
says  my  informant.     This  is  now  the  plan. 

Walker  has  gone  home,  and  I  shall  keep  the  Ossipee  here  also. 
I  hope  you  have  been  more  successful  down  on  the  coast  of  Texas 
in  blockading  than  here.     Vessels  have  made  two  or  three  trips  with- 
out being  seen  even. 

After  this  great  depression  is  over — in  other  words,  after  we  have 
a  success — we  will  be  able  to  make  a  change  again.

Memorandum. — Received  off  Mobile,  June  21, 1864,  we  having  sailed 
the  day  previous  to  its  date. 


Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  operations  of  Third  Divi- 
sion West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Off  Galveston,  May  11,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  transactions  in  the  Third  Division  of 
the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron. 

On  the  26th  ultimo  the  Arkansas  arrived  after  delivering  stores  at 
Pensacola,  Ship  Island,  Pass  Cavallo,  etc.,  leaking  badly.  After  a  few 
hours'  delay  she  proceeded  to  New  Orleans  via  Sabine  Pass,  agreeably 
to  orders  given  by  Commodore  Palmer. 

The  Augusta  Dinsmore,  which  had  been  dispatched  down  the  coast 
as  far  as  Tampico,  returned  to  this  place  on  the  28th  ultimo  with  dis- 
abled rudder  and  was  immediately  sent  to  New  Orleans,  also  by  the 
way  of  Sabine  Pass. 

The  night  of  the  29th  ultimo  being  dark  and  foggy,  a  small  schooner 
succeeded  in  running  into  Galveston  Bay,  by  keeping  close  to  Galves- 
ton Island,  but  not  without  being  seen  and  chased  by  the  Kineo  into 
shoal  water  and  afterward  by  her  boat  nearly  inside  the  guns  of  Fort 
Point. 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant  a  steamer  was  seen  for  a  few 
moments  in  Galveston  Bay;  the  weather  was  thick  and  it  is  unknown 
whether  it  was  one  that  succeeded  in  running  in.  The  deserters  who 
subsequently  came  off  knew  nothing  of  her. 

Your  communication  of  the  25th  ultimo,  directing  that  the  Granite 
City  should  be  sent  to  aid  the  Estrella  in  Matagorda  Bay,  was  received 
by  the  Sdota,  which  arrived  here  on  the  9tn  instant.  The  Granite 
City  has  not  yet  reported  as  being  on  the  Texas  blockade,  but  learning 
that  she  was  off  Calcasieu,  I  immediately  dispatched  the  New  London 
for  her.     Neither  of  the  two  latter  vessels  have  yet  come. 

Deserters  from  the  rebel  Army  came  off  to  the  squadron  on  the  2d 
instant,  8  came  on  board,  but  bringing  no  especial  news. 

Coal  for  the  squadron  had  become  a  subject  of  anxiety,  and  I  dis- 
patched a  schooner  from  this  place  with  100  tons  to  be  divided  be- 
tween the  Kanawha  and  Estrella  at  Pass  Cavallo.  Since  then  another 
has  reached  here  with  370  tons  available  coal,  and  I  have  been  informed 
that  a  coal  brig  is  on  her  way  from  the  Mississippi  River  to  Sabine  Pass, 
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Since  my  last  report  the  following  vessels  have  been  captured,  viz: 

Schooner  Alma,  from  a  Mexican  port,  with  army  blankets,  etc. 

Schooner  Lilly,  from  Havana. 

Schooner  Fanny,  from  Havana,  with  arms,  etc. 

Schooner  Laura,  from  Havana. . 

Schooner  Agnes,  from  Velasco,  with  155  bales  of  cotton. 

Schooner  Frederick  II,  from  Velasco,  with  114  bales  of  cotton. 

Schooner  Experiment,  from  Galveston,  with  31  bales  cotton. 

And  from  the  cargo  of  the  steamer  Alice,  which  was  thrown  over- 
board whilst  being  chased  by  the  Katahdin  on  the  1st  instant,  the  Vir- 
giniapicked  up  about  80  bales  of  cotton  and  the  Chocura  about  21,  as 
it  drifted  by  San  Luis  Pass  and  the  Brazos  River. 

The  schooner  Experiment,  above  referred  to,  was  found  unsea- 
worthy,  and  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Brown,  of  the  Virginia, 
took  out  her  cargo  and  burned  the  vessel.

Sir:  The  Sciota  has  been  ordered  for  your  disposition,  either  on  the 
blockade  of  Sabine  Pass  or  Calcasieu,  as  you  may  deem  necessary,  and 
on  her  arrival  please  send  the  Owasco  here  for  temporary  repairs.  At 
the  time  the  Owasco  was  sent  to  you  I  had  remaining  here  only  the 
CJtocura,  Sciota,  and  Gertrude.  The  former  had  recently  come  from 
Sabine  Pass  by  the  admiraFs  order.  The  Sciota  was  laden  with  stores 
for  the  vessels  below,  and  the  Gertrude's  draft  and  light  battery  pre- 
vented her  from  going. 
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• 

Previously,  when  the  Cayuga  was  sent  to  Sabine  Pa£3,  I  had  no 
recollection  of  any  defect  in  ner  machinery. 

After  Rearing  of  the  loss  of  the  Granite  City  iti  became  necessary  to 
recall  the  Arizona  from  San  Luis  Pass  and  order  her  into  Matagorda 
Bay,  as  she  is  the  only  vessel  on  the  blockade  that  can  cross  the  bar, 
otherwise  she  should  nave  been  dispatched  to  you. 

On  the  Sciota  leaving,  there  will  remain  to  blockade  this  place  and 
send  assistance  elsewhere,  if  required,  only  the  Chocwra,  Aroostook,  and  » 
Gertrude.  4  ' 

Shortly  the  KataMin  will  have  to  come  here  from  San  Luis  Pass  and 
lay  with  fires  out  for  three  days  to  repair  boilers.  The  Kanawha  is 
expected  soon  from  the  Rio  Grande  and  another  vessel  will  be  required 
to  take  her  place.  Most  probably  she  will  require  repairs  on  her 
return.  Thus,  with  the  injured  KataMin  and  Owasco,  I  can  only  keep 
a  nominal  blockade  of  this  place. 

It  has  always  been  a  source  of  anxiety  to  me  to  reinforce  you,  and 
especially  so  since  the  Harriet  Lane  escaped,  but  I  have  been  so 
cramped  for  vessels  as  to  render  it  impossible. 

From  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant  I  have  entertained  every  hope 
that  the  Cayuga  was  getting  into  running  order,  after  the  receipt  of  tne 
valve  from  New  Orleans,  especially  having  heard  nothing  to  the  con- 
trary since  that  time. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  admiral  will  send  more  vessels  for  the 
blockade  of  this  coast  on  hearing  of  the  loss  of  the  Granite  City  and 
Wave,  and  I  will  make  it  a  point  that  you  shall  have  a  fair  proportion 
of  them.

At  the  time  I  made  the  capture  Espiritu  Santo  Pass  bore  per  com- 
pass W.  J  N.,  distant  about  6  miles,  we  being  in  9  fathoms  water. 
She  claimed  to  be  from  Havana,  bound  to  Matamoras. 

She  is  a  small  schooner  of  from  fifty  to  sixty  tons,  and  laden  with  an 
assorted  cargo.  I  placed  a  prize  crew  on  board  and  sent  her  into  New 
Orleans.

Sir  :  In  sending  out  a  draft  of  men  in  the  supply  vessel  Bermuda  the 
descriptive  list  was  sent  to  the  paymastet  or  the  East  Gulf  and  the 
accounts  to  the  paymaster  of  the  West  GuM  Squadron,  and  nothing  to 
the  commanding  officers  of  either  squadron,  except  that  Commodore 
Stribling  wrote  to  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Bailey  that  he  had  no  doubt 
but  that  the  men  were  intended  for  his  squadron.  The  commanding 
officer  of  the  Bermudal  who  had  the  accounts,  said  he  thought  other- 
wise, but  Admiral  Bailev  said  he  would  keep  them  upon  Commodore 
Stribling's  letter,  and  I  do  not  blame  him. 

I  have  now  sent  over  for  the  men,  but  do  not  know  that  he  will 
send  them.  I  have  recently  had  to  send  home  for  discharge  some 
200  or  300  men,  some  of  whom  have  been  detained  six  montns  over 
their  times.  I  have  not  men  to  man  the  ironclads  to  send  up  to  the 
assistance  of  General  Banks  and  Admiral  Porter.

Lockwood,  taken  prison- 
ers, and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Gilbert  H.  Moore,  severely  wounded 
and  since  died. 

The  circumstances  of  the  capture  are  the  following:  On  Monday 
morning,  May  16,  about  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  I  went  into  the  mouth  of  the 
Tchefuncta  Kiver,  where  the  smugglers  make  it  a  practice  of  running 
whenever  the  opportunity  affords.  After  I  came  to  anchor  the  execu- 
tive officer,  Mr.  Lowrie,  reported  to  me  he  would  like  to  go  on  the 
point  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  and  get  some  sand.  I  gave  him  the 
order  to  go  and  sent  Mr.  Moore  as  officer  of  the  boat,  with  five  men, 
well  armed,  and  to  have  the  bow  gun  trained  upon  the  point.  The 
boat  went  to  the  point  and  got  the  sand  and  came  on  board.  Not 
having  enough  sand,  Mr.  Lowrie  said  he  would  like  to  go  himself  this 
time.  I  told  him  to  go  and  be  [back]  as  soon  as  possible,  as  I  was 
going  to  get  underway.  He  went,  but  instead  of  going  to  the  point 
after  the  sand,  he  went  about  400  yards  up  river  from  the  point  into 
the  mouth  of  a  small  bayou,  where  it  was  thickly  wooded,  and  the 
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moment  the  boat  struck  the  shore  a  whole  company  fired  into  them. 
The  men  immediately  jumped  overboard  (three  colored  men  and  one 
white  man)  and  the  officers,  by  their  staying  in  the  boat,  stopped  to 
fight  them,  I  think.  I  immediately  commenced  firing  my  bow  e;uns 
(30-pounder  Parrotts)  with  5-second  shell,  and  they  left,  but  taking 
Mr.  Lowrie  and  Mr.  Lockwood  with  them,  leaving  Mr.  Moore  over-  * 
board  wounded.  As  I  was  lying  about  400  [yards]  from  where  the 
boat  landed,  I  immediately  steamed  up  to  where  my  men  were  and 
got  them  and  the  boat,  still  shelling  the  woods,  but  wounding  only  two 
or  three,  which  I  have  since  learned.  I  then  went  to  Mandeville ;  sent 
on  shore  by  flag  of  truce  to  get  my  officers,  if  killed.  I  was  informed 
that  Mr.  Lowrie  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder  and  Mr.  Lockwood  in 
the  hand.  I  also  gained  intelligence  that  this  was  an  expedition  of 
cavalry,  commanded  by  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hill.  for.  the  purpose 
of  capturing  the  Stockdale,  should  she  go  into  the  Tcnefuncta  Kiver  on 
Sunday  night.  For  this  purpose  they  nad  six  boats  at  Lewisburg,  but 
on  Sunday  afternoon  I  went  and  took  them  all  and  did  not  go  into  the 
Tchefuncta  River  on  Sunday  night.  They  also  had  a  man  in  a  small 
boat  to  make  a  signal  should.  I  come  in  the  river;  him  I  took  as  a  pris- 
oner. I  also  have  learned  since  that  they  have  three  companies  of 
cavalry  about  3  miles  back  of  Lewisburg,  [La.]  I  also  respectfully 
report  the  capture  of  a  man  in  a  small  boat  running  the  blockade  on 
Sunday  morning;  he  threw  everything  overboard  before  I  reached 
him.

U.  S.  S.  Hartford, 
Pensacola,  May  17,  [1864]  . 
Commodore:  You  can  let  Mr.  Shock  go  home  if  you  can  possibly 
spare  him  on  the  21st,  as  he  wishes.     I  think  he  will  be  able  to  do 
something  in  the  way  of  getting  the  articles  for  our  repairs. 
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Our  shop  is  going  very  finely;  all  we  want  is  the  steam  hammer  and 
a  gate  to  our  dock,  and  we  will  be  able  to  repair  any  of  our  vessels.  I 
find  that  the  governor-general  of  Cuba  does  not  object  to  docking  his 
vessels  on  the  private  docks. 

I  can  not  tell  what  to  do  about  the  vessels  at  Calcasieu  until  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Gillis  comes  down  the  river,  then  I  think  I  will 
send  an  expedition  down  of  ironclads  and  one  or  two  light-draft  ves- 
sels and  see  if  we  can  not  cut  them  out.  Notify  Marchand  or  the 
officers  in  the  vicinity  to  give  them  assistance. 

I  have  permitted  a  Miss  Curren,  who  has  a  pass  from  Generals 
Reynolds  and  Bowen,  to  go  round  on  the  Tennessee.  I  wish  you 
would  send  us  round  the  large  Parrott  rifles  and  all  the  small  guns  and 
armor  for  the  light-draft  vessels  coming  out,  so  that  I  will  not  have  to 
send  them  round  to  New  Orleans. 

Give  no  more  passes  to  persons  trading  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound 
or  off  Mobile.  The  officers  of  the  blockading  vessels  complain,  and 
saythey  are  only  smugglers  of  liquors;  they  don't  want  them. 

The  Department  has  expressly  said  that  officers  must  take  the  usual 
oath. 

Enclosed  I  send  copy  of  the  dispatch  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
to  whom  I  referred  the  matter.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,  U.   S.    Navy,   regarding   the   escape  into 
Mobile  of  a  blockade  runner,  supposed  to  be  the  steamer  Denbigh. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Off  Mobile  Bar,  May  18,  I864. 

Sir:  At  3:30  o'clock  this  morning  (a  few  minutes  after  the  moon 
had  set)  one  of  the  picket  boats  in  the  Swash  Channel  made  signal 
that  a  strange  steamer  was  running  in  along  the  beach.  The  Itasca, 
Lieutenant-Commander  George  Brown,  bemg  nearest  to  the  picket 
boat  and  to  the  beach  running  east  and  west,  slipped  for  the  purpose 
of  cutting  her  off  from  the  port,  he  being  at  the  time  very  near  the 
beach;  but.  unfortunately,  m  spite  of  all  the  precautions  which  that 
zealous  ana  attentive  officer  had  taken  to  prevent  fouling  his  propeller, 
the  slip  buoy  rope  was  caught  and  prevented  his  moving  farther  than 
a  few  yards,  enabling  the  blockade  runner  to  get  safely  into  port.  The 
vessel  was  a  side-wheel  steamer,  supposed  toTbe  the  Denbigh. 

In  her  passage  in  she  encountered  another  picket  ooat,  which 
promptly  made  tne  prescribed  signal;  but  at  that  time  she  was  too  far 
u\for  the  blockading  vessels  nearest  to  her  to  cut  her  off. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  boat  was  well  to  the  eastward  of  the 
outermost  vessel  ana  within  400  yards  of  the  beach,  yet  he  asserts 
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that  this  vessel  crept  along  so  slowly  and  so  close  to  the  beach  until 
after  he  had  made  nis  signal  that  he  was  very  near  not  seeing  her  at 
all.  There  seems  to  be  a  very  perfect  system  of  night  signals  in  use 
by  the  rebels  and  blockade  runners,  many  of  which  are  no  doubt 
masked  from  us.  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  send  the  Itasca  to 
Pensacola  in  tow  of  the  Conemaugli,  the  latter  vessel  to  proceed  then 
to  New  Orleans  to  have  her  rudder  repaired,  unless  you  direct  other- 
wise.

My  Dear  Jenkins:  The  admiral  is  going  to  give  a  leave  to  [G.  U.] 
Morris,  who>  of  course,  won't  return,  so  you  will  get  rid  of  your  black 
crows.  I  will  try  and  get  off  some  of  the  vessels  here,  but  they  are 
in  a  verv  bad  condition  and  will  require  near  two  weeks  more  to  get 
out.  The  Port  RoyaVs  boilers,  Mr.  Williamson,  our  chief,'  says,  are 
leaking  very  badly. 

I  send  you  the  latest  paper  and  a  report  from  one  later.  Between 
you  and  me,  I  don't  believe  much  in  the  present  "on  to  Richmond, " 
and  am  afraid  it  will  be  a  failure,  as  the  others,  both  armies  being  of 
about  the  same  relative  force  and  material  as  heretofore.  As  to 
Butler's  advance  on  the  James  River,  I  doubt  its  having  much  influ- 
ence on  the  campaign,  and  the  ironclads,  beyond  what  are  necessary 
to  guard  the  river,  should  be  here. 

I  suspect  we  will,  now  that  the  presence  of  such  vessels  is  required 
to  keep  up  the  blockade,  soon  settle  the  question  of  whether  the  moni- 
tors are  seagoing  vessels  or  not.  and  wnether,  if  they  are,  they  can 
cast  loose  a  gun  more  than  one  day  in  a  month  outside  of  port. 

The  Glasgow  will  come  along  at  daylight. 

Try  and  get  some  information  about  the  Tennessee.

My  Dear  Sir:  Having  both  stuck  to  the  General  Government,  and 
still  being  employed  by  it  in  the  same  manner  as  when  we  first  met,  it 
is  not  unnatural  that  we  should  now  and  then  call  upon  each  other  for 
information  in  our  respective  departments. 

I  happen  to  be  in  one  of  your  first  fields  of  operations,  and  having 
been  employed  for  some  time  in  very  much  the  same  way  as  yourself — 
reorganizing  a  dockyard.  If  I  mistake  not,  you  constructed  the  dock- 
yard at  this  place. 

I  think  it  was  intended  simply  to  support  the  dry  dock,  but  I  wish  to 
construct  it  into  a  dry  dock  of  itself  by  building  a  new  floating  gate.  I 
presume  it  was  originally  intended  to  dock  the  dock  for  repairs  in 
case  of  necessity,  and  therefore  I  suppose  the  bottom  is  sufficiently 
firm  to  stand  the  upward  hydraulic  pressure;  but  if  you  think  it  is  not 
I  wish  you  would  let  me  know,  so  as  to  prevent  a  great  waste  of  labor. 
I  don't  think  there  were  ever  any  pumps  or  engines  fixed  for  pumping 
it  out,  but  I  will  soon  be  ready  to  construct  them,  if  I  can  procure  the 
money  simply  to  pay  for  the  labor. 

Please  give  me  any  information  which  you  think  may  be  of  service 
to  me.  I  would  much  rather  depend  upon  your  judgment  than  my 
own. 

By  dint  of  perseverance  I  have  at  last  succeeded  in  getting  a  pretty 
gooa  machine  shop;  everything  is  running  by  steam,  and  so  soon  as  I 
get  my  Nasmyth  nammer  and  my  dry  dock  I  shall  feel  pretty  inde- 
pendent of  the  North  and  will  be  ready  to  set  up  for  myself.

We  have  a  traitor,  I  believe, 
in  everyone  we  favor  in  any  way.  •  Break  up  the  trading  business  as 
soon  as  you  can,  and  you  will,  I  am  satisfied,  do  us  a  good  service.

Commodore:  Hereafter  it  is  my  direction  that  no  boat  or  vessel  be 
given  any  pass  to  trade  with  the  fleet  off  Mobile  or  in  Mississippi 
Sound.  It  is  simply  an  excuse  to  go  that  far,  and  if  they  see  no  one  m 
sight,  owing  to  thick  weather  or  other  cause,  they  avail  themselves  of 
it  to  run  into  Mobile  or  other  place  within  the  enemy's  lines,  and  the 
blockaders  would  much  rather  supply  themselves  at  Pensacola  or 
New  Orleans,  or  from  the  supply  vessels.  I  find  these  boats  using  my 
passes  to  carry  on  the  above-mentioned  trade  with  the  enemy,  as  well 
as  to  smuggle  liquor  to  the  men  on  board  our  vessels.  The  fishermen 
and  oystermen  you  can  still  grant  permits  to,  but  inform  them  that 
they  will  be  captured  if  found  with  goods  in  their  boats  for  trade.

Instructions  of  Captain  Marchand,  U.  S.  Navy,  for  the  night  picket  boats. 

U.  S.  S.  Lackawanna, 
Off  Mobile,  May  22,  I864. 
A  boat  will  leave  the  ship  before  dark  to  keep  between  her  and  the 
east  end  of  Sand  Island,  at  a  distance  of  150  to  250  yards  from  the  ship. 
Should  a  vessel  be  seen  coming  out,  a  white  light  will  be  held  steadily 
up  in  the  boat  until  the  officer  slowly  counts  ten. 

Should  a  supposed  torpedo  be  seen,  the  light  will  be  waved  slowly 
from  side  to  side,  and  the  boat  to  pull  for  and  ascertain  its  character. 
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If  it  should  prove  a  torpedo,  as  many  muskets  to  be  fired  from  the  boat 
as  possible  to  notify  the  ship  of  danger.  When  an  object  is  seen, 
whether  vessel  or  torpedo,  the  officer  of  the  boat  will  notify  the  ship 
through  a  speaking  trumpet. 

Should  the  ship  go  in  chase,  the  picket  boat  will  go  to  the  nearest 
vessel  for  shelter. 

The  picket  boat  on  approaching  any  vessel  or  boat  will  either  be 
hailed  or  hail,  then  lay  upon  the  oars,  tne  answer  to  be  "Lackawanna's 
picket  boat,"  but  not  to  go  alongside  of  any  vessel  until  ordered. 

Should  the  picket  boat  be  required  to  return  to  the  ship,  the  "pipe 
for  side  boys/  or  three  white  flashes  from  a  lantern  will  be  made.

The 
weather  was,  for  the  most  part,  fine,  but  the  wind,  Varying  only  in 
strength,  continued  persistently  ahead  during  the  whole  time.  Our 
engines  work  badly,  too,  and  will  require  more  or  less  adjustment 
before  leaving.  This  and  coaling,  however,  will  not  detain  us  more 
than  four  or  five  days.

Loss  of  captured  British  schooner  Sting  Ray  qnd  prize  crew,  off  Velasco, 

Texas,  May  22,  I864. 

Report  of  Lieutenant  Watteri,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Kineo,  transmitting 
report  of  officer  in  charge  of  priie. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Kineo, 
Blockading  off  Velasco,  Brazos  River,  Tex.,  May  28,  I864. 

Sir  :  I  regret  having  to  report  the  loss  of  Acting  Ensign  Paul  Borner , 
of  this  vessel,,and  4  men  under  his  command,  viz,  John  Smith,  seaman; 
Charles  Zimmerman,  seaman;  Daniel  Hennessy,  ordinary  seaman; 
John  Griffin,  landsman.  They  (with  3  others  belonging  to  the  boat's 
crew,  who  escaped)  had  charge  of  a  schooner  which  they  were  unable  to 
manage,  in  consequence,  as  I  learned  finally,  of  being  drunk — in  a 
beastly  state  of  intoxication.  The  vessel  was  run  ashore  and  they 
were  captured  by  the  enemy.  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
account  of  what  we  saw,  and  accompanying  is  a  statement  of  the 
officer  captured,  which  I  received  by  nag  of  truce  the  following  day: 

At  daylight  on  the  22d  instant,  wnen  cruising  before  the  mouth  of 
the  Brazos  River,  5  or  6  miles  irom  the  town  of  Velasco,  coast  of 
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Texas,  chased  and  brpught  a  schooner  to  by  firing.  I  sent  Acting 
Ensign  Paul  Borner  to  board  her,  with  orders  to  examine  all  papers 
and  ascertain  what  cargo  she  had  and  any  other  information  concerning 
her.  He  returned  and  reported  the  British  schooner  Stingaree  [Sting 
Ray] ,  from  Havana  to  Matamoras,  Mexico,  and  her  papers  correct,  as  far 
as  he  had  seen;  she  had  no  bill  of  lading;  was  said  to  be  in  ballast,  with 
only  a  few  bales  of  bagging  and  some  coils  of  rope  in  her  hold.  This 
did  not  satisfy  me,  the  vessel  being  a  great  distance  off  her  course  if 
bound  to  Matamoras,  and  I  determined  to  seize  her  for  a  further  exami- 
nation, intending,  if  I  could  establish  no  facts  or  evidence  against  her, 
to  finally  let  her  go.  With  this  view  I  ordered  Mr.  Borner  to  take 
charge  of  her,  giving  him  a  boat  and  7  men  to  sail  her  in,  following  us 
to  our  anchorage  in  sight  of  the  town  of  Velasco,  from  which  we  were 
then  distant  about  15  miles,  and  had  been  absent  some  time,  which  I 
did  not  wish  unnecessarily  to  prolong. 

Before  getting  to  the  anchorage,  I  observed  that  the  schooner  was 
very  badly  managed,  and  apprehending  that  she  might  get  too  near 
the  shore,  having  already  fallen  to  leeward,  I  ordered  the  vessel  about 
and  steered  toward  her  to  tow  her  up,  the  distance  not  being  greater 
than  1  mile.  When  within  a  very  short  distance  of  her,  she  suddenly 
kept  away  and  ran  straight  for  the  shore,  our  boat  whicn  she  was  tow- 
ing with  one  man  in  it  being  at  the  same  instant  cut  away;  we  pursued 
quickly,  intending  to  rim  her  down  if  we  could  get  to  ner  before  she 
should  be  in  too  shoal  water,  firing  at  her  at  the  same  time  with  the 
20-pounder  bow  gun,  hoping  to  cripple  her.  One  of  our  men  was 
9  seen  to  go  overboard  from  the  schooner;  her  boat  was  also  thrown  out 
'  with  a  man  in  it  we  recognized  as  one  of  ours.  The  schooner  still  kept 
toward  the  shore,  and  by  this  time  we  had  run  into  water  so  shoal  that 
we  could  pursue  no  farther  without  getting  aground  and  were  reluc- 
tantly obliged  to  desist,  seeing  her  go  soon  after  plump  on  the  beach, 
which  was  soon  lined  with  cavalry  of  the  enemy,  rendering  it  improper 
to  send  our  boats. 

We  also  ceased  firing,  lest  we  should  injure  our  own  people.  We 
picked  up  our  men  who  escaped  from  the  schooner;  one,  tne  fellow 
who  was  m  the  water  swimming,  enlisted  our  first  attention,  and  when 
we  got  him  on  board,  were  surprised  to  find  the  chief  of  the  party,  the 
coxswain  of  the  boat,  William  Morgan,  seaman,  in  a  beastly  state  of 
intoxication,  crazy  drunk  and  howling;  one  of  the  others,  Joseph 
Fernandez,  ordinary  seaman,  a  negro,  was  also  very  drunk;  the  con- 
dition of  these  two  enabled  us  to  surmise  the  cause  of  this  deplorable 
affair,  although  they  were  unable  to  give  any  account  of  themselves. 
The  next  day — i.  e.,  to-day,  I  received  by  flag  of  truce  a  report  from 
the  officer,  Mr.  Borner,  a  copy  of  which  1  have  the  honor  to  append.

Sir:  Through  the  kindness  of  Colonel  Brown,  commander  of  this 
post,  I  am  enabled  to  state  to  you  the  circumstances  that  brought 
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about  the  capture  of  myself,  Charles  Zimmerman,  John  Smith,  John 
Griffin,  and  Hennessy. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  to  exonerate  myself  from  the  odious  charge  of 
having  neglected  my  duty,  and  I  hope  that  the  following  statement, 
which  I  pledge  my  honor  to  be  a  faithful  and  correct  one,  will  convince 
you  and  everybody  else  that  no  blame  can  be  attached  to  me. 

Having  taken  charge  of  the  schooner  Stingaree  [Sting  Ray]  and 
brought  ner  to  the  course  given  to  me,  I  went  down  in  the  cabin  to 
investigate  and  possibly  to  find  proofs  for  her  condemnation,  ordering 
Morgan,  boatswain's  mate,  to  look  out  for  the  vessel.  When  I  came 
up  on  deck  again,  I  found  it  entirely  deserted  with  exception  of  the 
helm.  It  appears  that  the  schooner's  crew  invited  them  into  the  hold, 
where  they  gave  them  as  much  liquor  as  they  desired.  I  ordered  them 
up,  some  of  them  being,  to  my  surprise,  so  far  gone  as  to  be  unable  to 
get  on  deck  without  assistance.  I  had  the  hatch  closed  immediately, 
and  thus  prevented  them  from  going  down  again.  However,  a  short 
time  after,  Zimmerman  and  Morgan  lay  helplessly  on  deck  and  the 
rest  were  so  drunk  that  they  did  not  know  what  they  were  about. 

Several  times  after  I  prevented  the  schooner's  crew  from  supplying 
them  with  liquor,  which  I  then  suspected  was  done  with  some  design. 
When  near  enough  the  Kineo,  I  intended  to  go  about  and  sent  two  men 
forward  to  attend  the  jib  sheet,  keeping  two  aft  at  the  main  sheet ;  she, 
however,  missed  stays,  the  men  in  then*  drunken  officiousness  hauling 
the  jib  sheet  to  windward.  Keeping  her  off  to  get  some  headway,  I 
tried  it  again,  when  four  of  the  schooner's  crew  pounced  upon  me,  one 
of  them  holding  my  arms  behind  and  the  captam  of  the  schooner  dis*- 
arming  me.  I  struggled  hard  to  get  my  revolver,  but  was  unsuccess- 
ful, nobody  coming  to  my  assistance.  John  Smith  made  the  only 
attempt  to  resist,  picking  up  a  handspike,  which  he  was  hardly  able  to 
hold,  but  he  was  soon  disarmed.  Morgan,  being  startled  by  the  noise, 
tumbled  up  and,  losing  his  balance,  fell  overboard.  The  captam  or 
the  schooner  hove  a  spar  overboard  to  save  him  if  possible.  The  boat 
in  which  Edwards  was  boat  keeper  had  been  cut  adrift.  It  appears 
that  the  schooner's  crew  intended  to  go  on  shore  in  the  boat  ana  leave 
the  schooner  in  our  hands.  Their  Doat  was  hoisted  out  and  some 
carpet  bags  thrown  in,  when  Fernandez  jumped  into  her  and  cut  the 
painter.     With  the  rest  you  are  no  doubt  acquainted. 

A  company  of  soldiers  received  us  on  the  beach  and  conducted  us  to 
headauarters.  I  have  been  treated  very  gentlemanly  and  kindly  by 
every body  thus  far.  Captain  [John  11  Payne,  commanding  the  Mary 
Hill,  is  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  nag  of  truce.  He  will  give  you 
more  particulars  and  will  receive  mine  and  our  men's  clothes  on  condi- 
tion that  the  two  carpet  bags  taken  out  of  the  schooner's  boat  are 
returned  to  him.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  Captain  Payne  a 
gentleman  of  honorable  principles,  and  I  am  convinced  that  anything 
you  see  fit  to  send  to  me  or  the  men  will  be  safely  delivered  to  us. 

Hoping  that  my  statement  will  be  deemed  sufficient  to  clear  me  from 
any  charges,  and  begging  to  grant  my  request  for  me  and  the  men 
captured  with  me,

Sir:  I  hat*e  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  special  report:  Yes- 
terday morning  the  blockader  at  the  mouth  of  the  Brazos  gave  chase 
to  a  schooner  which  appeared  in  the  offing  southwest  of  Velasco.  After 
passing  out  of  sight  the  schooner,  which  proved  to  be  the  Stingaree 
[Sting  Ray]  ,  McCloskey,  master,  was  captured  and  placed  in  charge 
of  a  prize  crew,  consisting  of  an  ensign  and  6  men,  Captain  McCloskey 
and  nis  crew  remaining  as  prisoners  on  board  the  schooner.  The 
steamer  then  sailed  back  toward  her  anchorage,  the  schooner  following 
in  her  wake.  Captain  McCloskey  then  produced  some  liquor,  and  in  a 
short  time  succeeded  in  getting  the  prize  crew  drunk;  and  at  the 
proper  moment,  with  the  aid  of  his  crew,  secured  their  arms,  made 
prisoners  of  the  prize  crew,  and  resumed  command  of  his  vessel. 

Captain  McCloskey  continued  in  the  wake  of  the  steamer  until 
within  about  4  miles  from  Velasco,  when  he  changed  his  course  and 
made  all  sail  for  the  beach.  The  steamer  immediately  gave  chase, 
firing  several  shots  without  effect.  The  schooner  succeeded  in  beach- 
ing about  2  miles  from  Velasco,  west.  In  the  meantime  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Cayce,  commanding  post,  Velasco,  seeing  the  movements  of 
the  schooner,  sent  to  her  assistance  one  company  of  cavalry  and  25 
infantry. 

During  the  contest  on  board  the  schooner  two  of  the  prize  crew 
escaped  in  a  small  boat.  Captain  McCloskey  reports  the  two  men  who 
escaped  as  being  wounded  or  killed.  He  also  reports  having  lost  1  of 
his  crew  overboard.  The  result  of  all  this  is  that  Captain  McCloskey, 
after  having  been  captured  by  a  Federal  gunboat  and  placed  under 
charge  of  a  prize  crew,  succeeded  in  recapturing  his  vessel  and  bringing 
her  safely  to  shore,  with  5  out  of  the  7  Yankees  who,  with  arms  in 
their  hands,  were  placed  as  a  guard  over  him.  I  .can  not  close  this 
report  without  testifying  mv  hign  appreciation  of  the  bold  and  patriotic 
heroism  of  Captain  McCloskey  and  liis  crew  in  this  affair.  Such  devo- 
tion to  the  interests  which  he  represents  and  to  the  honor  of  his  coun- 
try should  not  go  unrewarded.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Asboih,  U.  8.  Army,  regarding  the  revorted 
movements  of  Confederate  ironclads  and  other  armed  vessels  in  Mobile 
Bay. 

Headquarters  District  of  Pensacola, 
Barrancas,  May  24)  1864- 
Major:  I  beg  to  submit t  in  connection  with  my  report  of  15th 
instant,  No.  324,  the  following  additional  information,  received  from 
refugees  and  deserters:  The  iron  ram  Tennessee  is  over  Dog  River 
Bar  and  is  now  lying  above  Fort  Morgan,  with  three  other  smaller 
ironclads  and  five  wooden  armed  vessels,  ready  to  come  out  at  any 
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moment.  Admiral  Buchanan  id  in  command,  with  the  Tennessee  as 
flagship.  They  practice  daily,  and  intend,  after  the  arrival  of  the 
two  additional  gunboats,  to  raise  the  blockade  and  then  proceed,  if 
successful,  direct  to  New  Orleans  and  farther  up  the  Mississippi  River. 

The  rebels  are  working  day  and  night  a  laree  number  or  negroes 
in  building  three  lines  of  fortifications  between  Fort  Morgan  and  Pilot 
Town. 

Rebel  reports  from  Pensacola  claim  that  Beauregard,  reinforced 
by  Lee,  defeated  Butler,  driving  him  back  to  the  protection  of  the 
gunboats.  I  confidently  hope  tnis  news  to  be  untrue.  Mr.  Moore 
has  not  jet  returned,  nor  has  he  been  heard  of.  I  have  five  Florida 
men  out  in  the  same  direction  and  expect  two  of  them  in  to-morrow. 

Now  is  again  the  time  to  make  a  forward  movement  from  my  isolated 
position;  but  I  have  only  a  small  company  of  cavalry;  no  norses  or 
arms  for  my  500  Florida  men,  who  are  anxious  to  prove  their  loyalty 
by  deeds;  no  horses  for  my  battery,  and  no  steamers  or  land  trans- 
portation for  my  infantry.  Two  steamers,  with  26  mule  teams  and 
one  good  regiment  of  cavalry,  with  600  additional  horses,  would 
enable  me  to  accomplish  great  successes  for  the  furtherance  of  our 
cause  in  West  Florida.

Navy,  referring  to  late  correspondence  with  Vice- Admiral  Milne,  R.  N. 

Navy  Department,  May  &£,  1864. 
Sir:  Your  dispatch  of  the  29th  ultimo  (No.  141)  has  been  received. 
It  did  not  appear  to  the  Department  that  your  proposed  letter  to 
Admiral  Milne  was  intended  to  assure  him  that  he  had  misappre- 
hended the  cruising  instructions  of  which  he  complained.  The  puij- 
pose  of  the  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  whicn  a  copy  was  trans- 
mitted to  you,  was  to  remove  the  cause  of  complaint,  and  it  is  pre- 
sumed to  have  had  that  effect,  as  the  matter  has  not  again  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Department. 

It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  a  difference  was  perceived  ' 'between 
the  instructions  contained  in  the  Department's  communication  to  the 
Secretary  of. State"  and  the  cruising  instructions,  as  understood,  or 
misunderstood,  by  Admiral  Milne  and  his  Government.  To  prevent 
misunderstanding  hereafter,  it  is  desirable  that  the  instructions  of 
the  Department  should  be  strictly  adhered  to  and  no  material  addi- 
tions made  to  them  without  previous  reference  to  it.

Off  Mobile  Bar,  May  25,  I864. 

Sir:  My  mail  from  New  Orleans  this  morning  is  very  discouraging. 
Our  army  is  not  only  falling  back  to  that  most  demoralizing  of  places, 
New  Orleans,  but  1  am  informed  by  Lieutenant-Commanaer  Cooke, 
at  Matagorda,  that  General  Banks  has  ordered  Matagorda  to  be  aban- 
doned and  the  forts  and  earthworks  to  be  destroyed.  The  general 
is  in  New  Orleans;  the  army  said  to  be  at  Morganza,  just  above  Port 
Hudson,  on  the  western  shore. 

I  ran  inshore  yesterday  and  took  a  good  look  at  the  ironclad  Ten- 
nessee. She  flies  the  blue  flag  of  Admiral  Buchanan.  She  has  four 
ports  of  a  side,  out  of  which  she  fights;  I  understand  from  the  refugees, 
four  7-inch  Brooke  rifles  and  two  X-mch  columbiads.     She  has  a  tor- 

Eedo  fixture  on  the  bow.  Their  four  ironclads  and  three  wooden  gun- 
oats  make  quite  a  formidable  appearance.  I  see  by  the  rebel  papers 
Buchanan  is  advertised  to  raise  the  blockade  so  soon  as  he  is  ready. 
As  I  have  before  informed  the  Department,  if  I  had  the  military  force 
to  place  on  the  isthmus  and  on  Dauphin  Island,  say  3,000  men  and 
one  or  two  ironclads,  I  would  not  hesitate  to  run  in  and  attack  him; 
but  if  I  were  to  run  in,  and  in  So  doing  get  my  vessels  crippled,  it 
would  be  in  his  power  to  retire  to  the  shoal  water  with  his  ironclads 
(in  fact,  all  their  vessels  draw  much  less  water  than  ours),  and  thus 
destroy  us  without  our  being  able  to  get  at  him;  but  if  he  takes  the 
offensive  and  comes  out  of  port,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  contend  with 
him.  The  Department  has  not  yet  responded  to  my  call  for  the  iron- 
clads in  the  Mississippi,  which  I  was  led  to  believe  were  intended  for 
this  squadron.  I  am  placing  heavy  iron  cutters  on  the  bows  of  my 
vessels,  and  shall  also  have  torpedoes,  to  place  me  on  an  equality  with 
my  enemy,  if  he  comes  outside.  No  doubt  he  will  have  the  advantage 
of  me  inside,  as  they  are  planting  them  every  day;  we  can  see  them 
distinctly  when  at  work. 

Torpedoes  are  not  so  agreeable  when  used  both  sides;  therefore  I 
have  reluctantly  brought  myself  to  it.  I  have  always  deemed  it 
unworthy  of  a  chivalrous  nation;  but  it  does  not  do  to  give  your 
enemy  such  a  decided  superiority  over  you.

Dear  Admiral:  I  am  satisfied  that  the  commodore,  Stribling,  was 

right  in  supposing  that  the  draft  was  intended  for  your  squadron,  but 

where  the  men  are  for  this  squadron  is  a  mystery,  but  I  suppose  all  will 

be  right  before  long;  everything  depends  upon  the  great  battles  in 
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Virginia  and  Georgia.  I  am  watching  Buchanan  in  the  ram  Tennes- 
see) she  is  a  formidable-looking  thing.  There  are  4  others  and  3 
wooden  gunboats.  They  say  he  is  waitmg  for  the  2  others  to  come  out 
and  attack  me,  and  then  raid  upon  New  Orleans.  Let  him  come;  I 
have  a  fine  squadron  to  meet  him,  all  ready  and  willing.  I  can  see  his 
boats  very  industriously  laying  down  torpedoes,  so  I  judge  that  he  is 
quite  as  much  afraid  of  our  going  in  as  we  are  or  his  coming  out,  but  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  to  fight  the  devil  with  fire,  and  therefore 
shall  attach  a  torpedo  to  the  bow  of  each  ship  and  see  how  it  will  work 
on  the  rebels — if  they  can  stand  blowing  up  any  better  than  we  cai*. 

The  news  from  the  North  is  still  very  good  by  our  papers,  and  not 
bad  by  the  rebel  papers.  They  only  claim  to  have  whipped  Butler 
and  repulsed  Grant.

Will  you 
be  kind  enough  to  allow  them  to  be  placed  on  the  Fort  Pickens  wharf, 
or  if  you  can  mount  them  to  advantage  on  the  Fort  Cameron,  I  think 
it  would  be  well.  They  say  that  Admiral  Buchanan  intends  to  raid 
on  New  Orleans^  but  that  is  no  sign  that  such  is  the  fact;  he  could  raid 
on  Pensacola  with  more  ease,  and  yet  I  think  he  will  not  find  much 
ease  in  either.  Although  I  have  never  yet  encountered  an  ironclad,  I 
am  at  their  service,  and  will  do  the  best  I  can  to  amuse  them.

Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  V.  S.  Navy,  to  Commodore  Palmer, 
U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  general  affairs. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile  Bar,  May  26,  I864. 

Commodore:  I  did  not  answer  your  request  to  build  ways  to  haul 

up  vessels.     When  I  see  that  it  costs  me  just  three  times  as  much  as 

the  estimate  to  build  a  railroad,  which  I  thought  was  so  simple,  with 

nothing  to  pay  for  iron,  I  do  not  think  I  wul  undertake  any  other 
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speculation  of  the  kind  without  authority.     Had  Mr.  Cox  been  there 
to  superintend  it,  I  believe  it  would  not  have  cost  over  $3,000. 

I  will  approve  the  bills,  but  they  should  have  been  audited  by  some 
one.  Mr.  Cook,  the  paymaster,  could  have  kept  the  roll  every  Satur- 
day night;  the  estimate  was  for  $2,500. 

You  say  I  seem  to  think  you  can  get  men  from  the  Army;  the 
Department  writes  me  that  tney  are  getting  them,  and  even  expect 
me  to  send  them  the  surplus  North.  I  return  you  some  letters  or  fel- 
lows in  a  jail,  requesting  to  be  released;  please  look  to  them.  I  shall 
write  General  Banks  by  this  mail.  I  thought  you  had  made  the 
request  of  him  before,  or  of  General  Reynolds. 

I  am  disgusted  with  the  manner  in  which  we  abandon  plans  and 
sacrifice  our  friends.    Matagorda  abandoned  also. 

If  this  Ensign  Blume  was  the  commander  of  the  prize  that  ran  on 
shore  on  the  coast  of  Texas,  I  will  try  him  by  court-martial. 

I  wish  you  had  sent  the  men  belonging  to  the  Antona  in  the  Ber- 
muda to  me,  and  I  would  have  sent  them  nome.  You  write  to  me  as 
if  I  was  keeping  the  men,  when  I  am  trying  all  I  can  to  get  them  dis- 
charged. Admiral  Bailey  won't  let  one  go,  and  the  Department 
does  not  contemplate  it.  The  Department  says  I  may  discharge  at 
New  Orleans  as  soon  as  we  get  some  men  from  the  Army.  You  may 
discharge  any  who  shipped  at  New  Orleans,  and  you  may  discharge 
any  who  have  been  left,  whose  times  have  been  out  some  tune. 

Send  the  Pocahontas  and  Cornubia  to  the  coast  of  Texas.  I  expect 
the  next  thing  to  hear  that  the  Granite  City  and  Wave  have  gobbled  up 
the  New  London  unless  the  spirit  of  poor  Read  protects  her. 

I  have  no  officers  or  men  to  give  you.  I  must  be  ready  to  fight  and 
I  hope  to  give  a  good  account  of  the  Tennessee  if  she  comes  out. 

I  think  well  of  the  disposition  of  the  tinclads.  I  should  not  be  sur- 
prised if  the  Texans  followed  Banks  into  New  Orleans. 

If  I  had  the  ironclads  and  soldiers  to  gnuard  the  back  door  on  the 
peninsula  and  Dauphin  Island  I  would  go  in  at  once,  but  I  will  not  go 
into  the  bay  without  them.  If  Buchanan  comes  out  here  I  will 
endeavor  to  amuse  him.  I  have  written  to  the  Department  time  and 
again  about  the  ironclads  of  the  Mississippi,  but  it  is  of  no  use;  they 
will  listen  to  nothing  until  the  fight  is  over  at  Richmond,  which  God 
grant  may  finish  this  month.

Report  of  Acting  Ensign  O'Brien,    U.  S.  Navy,  commanding   V.  S. 

schooner  Oliver  H.  Lee,  regarding  arrival  at  Beaufort,  N.  C,  en  route 

to  Hampton  Roads. 

U.  S.  Schooner  Oliver  H.  Lee, 

Beaufort,  N.  C,  May  26,  186 4. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  at  tfiis 
place  in  a  disabled  condition.  I  left  Pensacola,  Fl&.»  on  the  7th 
instant,  bound  to  New  York,  in  qbedience  to  orders  of  Kear-Admiral 
D.  G.  Farragut.  On  the  11th  instant  experienced  a  moderate  gale, 
which  caused  the  vessel  to  leak  freely.  On  the  17th  the  vessel  then 
leaking  14  inches  per  hour,  broke  out  the  fore  hold  and  discovered  a 
leak  some  4  feet  below  the  water  line,  which  proved  to  be  the  effects 
of  a  shot  received  at  Port  Hudson,  La.  As  the  planking  outside  was 
entirely  cut  away  and  the  water  running  in  with  great  force,  I  did  not 
deem  it  prudent  to  proceed  on  my  course  with  the  vessel  in  Such  con- 
dition. I  hauled  up  for  this  port  and  at  4  p.  m.  on  the  17th  spoke  the 
U.  S.  gunboat  Victsburg,  Lieutenant-Commander  D.  L.  Brame,  who 
kindly  offered  to  tow  me  into  this  port.  ^  I  arrived  here  at  2  p.  m.  on 
the  18th  instant  and  reported  the  condition  of  the  vessel  to  the  senior 
officer  present,  who  furnished  me  with  every  facility  at  his  command. 
On  the  19th  ran  the  vessel  ashore  at  high  water  in  order  to  get  at  the 
leak,  and  at  low  water  succeeded  in  nailing  canvas  and  zinc  over  the 
hole  and  hauled  off  again  at  high  water.  On  the  22d  got  underway 
and  proceeded  out  to  sea,  but  before  we  had  got  to  Cape  Lookout  the 
vessel  had  2  feet  of  water  in  the  hold  and  gaining  on  us  fast;  had  to 
reduce  sail  and  put  back  to  this  port,  the  vessel  being  so  weak  and 
strained  forward  it  was  impossible  to  carry  sail  on  her.  I  am  now 
waiting  for  a  steamer  to  tow  the  vessel  to  Hampton  Roads,  where  I 
shall  awafy  further  orders  from  the  Department  or  the  senior  officer  at 
that  place.  I  have  not  asked  for  a  survey  on  the  vessel,  as  we  can 
easily  keep  her  free  when  not  under  sail.

U.  S.  Consulate,  Havana,  May  14,  I864. 

Sir:  In  my  dispatch  No.  147  I  mentioned  a  scheme  of  a  number  of 
rebels  to  seize  one  or  more  of  our  mail  steamers.  My  informant 
assures  me  that  there  are  at  least  twenty-five  men  who  will  take  part 
in  the  enterprise.  The  scheme  was  first  concocted  in  Mobile,  but  sub- 
sequently transferred  to  this  place,  it  being  even  asserted  that  the  sum 
of  $10,000  was  sent  out  to  the  rebel  agent,  Helm,  to  carry  out  the 
same,  for  which  reason  the  leaders  are  said  to  be  very  angry  with  Helm 
who  refused  them  the  money  for  the  purpose.  It  is  alleged  that  Helm 
feared  his  expulsion  from  this  island  by  order  of  the  authorities  if  they 
discovered  that  he  was  engaged  in  sucn  schemes.  From  what  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain  the  leading  ma  ^  is  a  Captain  Edwards,  a  Ken- 
tuckian,  who  formerly  belonged  to  our  Navy,  was  taken  prisoner  in 
the  defense  of  Fort  Jackson,  New  Orleans,  and  though  paroled  was,  as 
he  alleges,  kept  one  month  in  prison  in  New  Orleans  by  order  of  Gen- 
eral Butler,  and  was  exchanged  about  three  months  after  the  date  of 
his  capture.  He  has  a  commission  from  the  Confederate  Government 
and  keeps  his  papers  in  the  lining  of  an  old  coat.  He  and  the  other 
men  concerned  with  him  appear  to  have  plenty  of  money  and  to  spend 
it  freely.  Edwards  is  a  man  of  from  38  to  45  years  of  age,  fair  com- 
plexion, side  whiskers,  black  and  thin. 

The  original  plan  was  for  several  of  the  gang  to  take  passage  at  New 
York  upon  a  given  steamer  (one  of  the  New  York  and  New  Orleans 
line  touching  at  Havana  to  be  selected),  others  at  Havana,  and  seize 
her  on  the  voyage  to  New  Orleans,  and  then  run  her  into  Mobile. 
Four  of  the  gang  went  to  New  York  in  the  latter  part  of  last  month  on 
either  the  Columbia  or  Matanzas;  three  more  in  the  Morning  Star  on 
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the  3d  of  this  month;  another  was  to  go  in  the  same  steamer,  but  was 
taken  sick.  These  parties  have  a  rendezvous  in  New  York  or  its 
neighborhood,  and  several  of  the  men  have  papers  under  assumed 
names.  As  owing  to  the  Quarantine  laws  of  New  Orleans  none  of  tjie 
steamers  plying  between  New  York  and  that  port  will  touch  here, 
their  plans  must  of  necessity  be  changed. 

There  are  two  other  persons  in  this  city  who  evidently  are  engaged 
in  some  plot  against  the  United  States,  the  object  of  which  I  have  not 
been  able  to  learn.  One  of  them  is  a  Frenchman,  called  Dr.  Mouthrey 
de  Lasalle,  and  the  other  is  called  Colonel  Phelps.  Dr.  Mouthrey  is 
about  45  years  old,  5  feet  7  or  8  inches  in  height,  thick  set,  and  very 
stronglv  built;  lived  formerly  in  California  and  came  in  a  coolie  ship 
latelv  from  China.  Phelps  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Richmond.  He  is  very  tall  and  slim;  wears  moustache, 
imperial,  and  goatee,  very  black;  has  a  slight  Irish  brogue  at  times; 
wears  on  the  little  finger  of  the  right  hand  a  gold  ring,  with  a  diamond 
of  the  size  of  the  third  of  a  5-cent  piece,  what  in  French  is  called  a 
Chevalier.  He  is  represented  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Charles- 
ton convention  and  to  have  served  in  Mexico  under  Robert  E.  Lee  in 
some  capacity;  conceals  the  fact  of  being  a  colonel,  but  is  evidently  a 
military  man.  It  is  suspected  that  he  is  bound  upon  a  secret  mission 
for  the  rebel  cause.  I  am  positively  assured  that  he  goes  to  New  York 
in  the  steamer  Havana,  the  same  steamer  that  conveys  this  dispatch, 
under  what  name  I  can  not  tell  as  yet. 

Mouthrey  has  a  Portuguese  passport,  but  I  am  led  to  believe  that  he 
is  not  going  to  New  York  immediately.  In  my  opinion  it  would  be  very 
important  to  arrest  Phelps  and  secure  such  papers  as  may  be  in  his 
possession.  This  is  all  I  know  at  present.  I  will  endeavor  to  discover 
more.

which  I  left  on  the  first  of  this  month.  There  are  2,000  troops  sta- 
tioned there.  They  have  5  land  forts,  with  about  20  guns,  none 
heavier  than  48-pounders,  except  two  guns  made  from  the  waft  of  the 
steamer  Westfield.  They  are  64-pounders,  and  are  expected  to  throw 
a  shot  6  miles.  The  remains  or  the  Westfield  are  still  visible.  The 
steamer  that  captured  the  Harriet  Lane,  the  Bayou  City,  is  still  lying 
in  Galveston  and  keeps  up  steam  day  and  night.     She  is  an  old  lugh- 

Sressure  river  boat  and  has  cotton  piled  up  as  high  as  the  hurricane 
eck  all  around  her,  boarded  in.     She  has  one  64-pounder  on  the  lower 
deck  and  a  32  on  the  upper  deck.

All  our  troops  have  closed  up  this  p.  m.  There  has  been  very  little 
infantry  fighting  to-day.  We  have  dislodged  several  of  their  largest 
guns,  with  quite  a  small  loss.  The  Twenty-first  Indiana.  Sixth  Michi- 
gan, and  a  cavalry  company  charged  their  breastworks  tnis  p.  m.,  but 
were  repulsed,  with  considerable  loss.

U.  S.  S.  Virginia,  May  28,  I864. 

Sib:  In  accordance  with  your  order,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the 
following  report  of  94  bales  of  cotton  picked  [up]  by  this  vessel  on  the 
7th  and  8th  of  this  month. 

Being  off  San  Luis  Pass,  while  cruising  to  seaward  in  search  of 
blockade  runners,  at  4  a.  m.  we  stood  to  the  E.  S.  E.  and  at  daylight 
sighted  a  bale  of  cotton,  which  we  picked  up  and  stood  in  for  purpose 
or  finding  more. 

We  soon  saw  many  bales,  and  took  on  board  54  bales. 

At  night  we  anchored  and  noticed  the  drift,  which  was  to  the  W.  S. 
W.,  andat  4  a.  m.  we  again  weighed  anchor  and  stood  in  that  direction, 
and  the  second  day  took  on  board  40  bales. 

On  the  11th  instant  we  were  ordered  to  New  Orleans,  where  we 
arrived  on  the  13th  and  reported  to  Commodore  J.  S.  Palmer  that  we 
had  94  bales  of  cotton,  picked  up  at  sea,  and  was  ordered  by  him  to 
store  it  in  the  Reading  Press  until  further  orders. 

On  the  17th  instant  I  received  orders  from  Commodore  Palmer  to 
hand  the  report  of  the  cotton  to  the  prize  commissioners,  which  I 
immediately  did,  and  it  is  now  in  the  charge  of  the  U.  S.  marshal. 

After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  U.  S.  district  attorney  said  that  it 
was  subject  to  be  libeled  as  a  case  of  salvage,  and  it  is  now  in  the  court 
on  that  charge. 

Not  knowing  the  course  to  pursue  in  this  matter.  I  have  obeyed  the 
orders  of  my  superior  officers  m  every  step  and  shall  report  to  you  the 
decision  of  the  judge  as  soon  as  it  is  rendered.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  Isabel,  an  old 
offender,  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Admiral,  off  or  near  San  Luis  Pass,  Tex. ,  on  the 
night  of  the  28th  ultimo,  after  a  long  chase,  in  which  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  W.  B.  Eaton  was  obliged  to  use  not  only  shell  but  small 
arms. 

The  Isabel  was  sent  to  South  West  Pass  until  the  Admiral  could 
arrive,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  sank  in  the  Mississippi  near  the  Quaran- 
tine  [Station]  ,  having  been  either  injured  by  the  nre  of  the  Admiral 
or  by  the  blockade  runners  before  surrendering.

U.  S.  S.  Admiral, 
Of  Velasco,  Tex.,  May  29,  1864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  blockade  runner  Isabel  was 
captured  by  this  vessel  during  the  night  of  the  28th  instant  while 
attempting  to  run  into  the  port  of  Galveston. 

The  Isaoel  is  a  steamer  of  much  notoriety,  having  made  upward  of 
twenty  successful  trips  between  Havana  ana  the  ports  of  Mobile  and 
Galveston. 

The  chase  was  an  arduous  one;  the  night  being  dark,  it  was  with 

Seat  difficulty  the  Isabel  could  be  kept  in  sight,  and  her  commander 
jidled  her  with  great  skill  and  desperate  courage,  not  surrendering 
until  he  had  received  two  broadsides  at  short  range,  every  shot  hitting 
his  vessel  and  our  fire  from  small  arms  literally  driving  the  men  from 
the  wheel. 

One  of  her  crew  was  badly  wounded,  our  surgeon  having  found  it 
necessary  to  amputate  his  left  arm  and  three  fingers  of  his  right  hand. 
The  prize  was  one  of  the  three  steamers  that  ran  out  from  Galveston 
on  the  night  of  the  30th  April  last. 

The  prize  had  in  as  cargo  powder,  arms,  percussion  caps,  hardware, 
and  medicines.  The  powder  and  some  other  portion  of  her  cargo  were 
thrown  overboard  during  the  chase. 

This  will  be  f orwardea  from  New  Orleans  by  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  prize,  together  with  complete  price  lists  of  officers  and  crew  of  this 
vessel.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel,  in  obedience  to  the 
Department's  order,  has  stopped  at  this  place  to  forward  mails  and 
dispatches. 
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During  this  voyage  she  has  supplied  vessels  of  the  West  Gulf  Block- 
ading Squadron  as  far  as  Pass  Cavallo.  Texas,  giving  them  ample  sup- 
plies of  iresh  provisions,  delivered  ana  received  mans,  etc. 

On  the  night  of  the  28th  May,  ultimo,  this  vessel  captured  the 
steamer  Isabel,  blockade  runner.  A  detailed  account  of  the  capture 
was  forwarded  to  the  Department  from  New  Orleans  by  the  prize 
master  in  charge. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  Isabel  on  her  arrival  at  Quarantine  Station, 
June  1,  on  her  way  to  New  Orleans  was  detained;  also  this  vessel,  hav- 
ingon  board  the  former  crew  of  the  Isabel. 

The  prize  was  reported  to  me  that  night  in  a  sinking  condition,  and 
notwithstanding  the  most  strenuous  exertions  on  our  part  she  could 
not  be  kept  afloat. 

On  the  2d  of  June  we  hauled  her  up  alongside  the  bank  of  the  river 
and  made  her  fast  with  hawsers  and  lines  to  the  trees.  During  that 
night  she  parted  her  fastenings,  slid  off  the  bank  into  deep  water,  and 
sank. 

I  have  no  doubt  it  was  entirely  owing  to  the  mismanagement  of  the 
officer  in  charge,  or  the  engineer  m  charge  of  the  engines,  in  allowing  his 
steam  to  run  down. 

Had  steam  been  kept  up  until  the  steam  pumping  apparatus,  which 
I  had  telegraphed  to  New  Orleans  for,  had  arrived,  we  would  no  doubt 
have  prevented  her  from  being,  I  am  afraid,  a  total  loss. 

On  the  3d  of  June  I  received  orders  from  Commodore  Palmer  to 
land  my  prisoners  at  Fort  Jackson  and  proceed  on  our  course.  While 
landing  the  prisoners  at  Fort  Jackson,  the  captain  and  chief  officer  of 
the  Isabel  (who  were  given  their  parole  on  board)  were  found  missing. 
On  immediate  search  being  made  the  captain  was  found  secreted  m 
the  hold  and  the  chief  officer  in  one  of  the  staterooms.  I  then  put 
them  in  irons  and  delivered  them  over  to  the  commander  of  the  tort 
and  proceeded  to  sea,  arriving  at  Pensacola  on  the  4th  of  June. 

The  supply  steamer  Circassian  also  arrived  there  the  same  day. 

Left  Pensacola  June  5  and  proceeded  to  Key  West,  arriving  there  on 
the  8th  instant;  received  on  board  passengers,  mails,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  supernumeraries.  A  few  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported 
there. 

Left  Key  West  June  9,  Port  Royal  June  1 1 . 

During  the  passage  from  Port  Royal  to  this  place  the  Admiral 
encountered  a  severe  gale  from  the  northward  and  eastward  of  forty- 
eight  hours'  duration.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  her  engines  have 
worked  well  during  the  whole  voyage. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  usual  abstracts  required  by  the  Department. 
Also  a  list  of  prisoners  captured  on  the  prize  steamer  Isabel. 

The  mails  and  dispatches  from  the  squadrons  are  forwarded  from 
this  place.

Admiral,  under  command  of  Volunteer  Lieutenant  William  B.  Eaton- 

that  at  about  6  p.  m.  we  discovered  the  blockade  runner  Isabel  ana 

gave  chase;  at  sunset  discovered  that  the  chase  was  distancing  us,  but 
eing  rapidly  overhauled  by  the  Admiral.  Kept  along  the  land, 
thinking  she  might  attempt  to  run  on  shore;  was  within  signal  distance 
during  the  whole  chase,  seeing  distinctly  the  flash  of  the  guns  and  the 
bursting  of  the  shells,  and  altered  our  course  from  time  to  time  as  seemed 
necessary  for  intercepting  the  chase,  and  at  the  time  the  last  gun  was 
fired  and  the  vessel  surrendered  the  Kanawha  was  less  than  5  miles 
distant  from  the  Admiral  and  her  prize  and  within  easy  signal  distance : 
that  I  exchanged  numbers  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Admiral  and  anchored 
in  company  with  her  before  Captain  Eaton  had  finished  transferring 
his  prisoners  from  the  prize  to  the  Admiral,  and  loaned  him  my  irons 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  them;  furthermore,  that  I  sent  my  surgeon 
on  board  tne  prize  at  Captain  Eaton's  request  to  assist  in  caring  for 
the  wounded. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  hereby  claim,  on  behalf  of  the  officers  and 
crew  of  this  vessel,  a  share  in  the  proceeds  of  said  capture,  and  have 
duly  forwarded  a  prize  list  to  the  Navy  Department.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  this  vessel, 
under  my  command,  was  within  signal  distance  of,  and  presents  claim 
as  joint  captor  with  the  U.  S.  storeship  Admiral  and  the  gunboat 
Kanawha  in  the  capture,  on  the  28th  instant,  of  the  steam  blockade 
runner  Isabel,  near  Velasco,  coast  of  Texas,  and  I  herewith  have  the 
honor  to  forward  a  list  of  officers  and  crew. 

The  chase  passed  within  2  or  3  miles  of  our  blockade  station  before 
the  town  of  Velasco,  Tex.,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Brazos  River.  We  saw 
the  flashes  and  heard  the  guns  at  10  p.  m.  on  said  date;  immediately 
got  underway  and  moved  about  in  oraer  to  prevent  the  chase  running 
on  shore  or  entering  the  port  of  Velasco,  by  keeping  the  ship  inside  the 
line  of  firing.    We  made  the  usual  signal  and  fired  a  gun  to  denote  our 
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presence  to  render  assistance.  At  1 1 :40,  the  firing  having  ceased  and 
some  lights  being  displayed  to  the  eastward,  steamed  off  in  that  direc- 
tion, making  our  night  number  as  we  approached,  and  2  miles  from 
the  blockade  station  at  Velasco  spoke  the  gunboat  Kanawha  and  the 
supply  steamer  Admiral,  having  as  a  prize  tne  steamer  Isabel.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  have  just  arrived  here  after  an  absence  from  New 
York  of  thirty-two  days,  our  trip  having  been  a  very  pleasant  one 
with  the  exception  of  the  last  three  days,  during  which  time  we  expe- 
rienced a  heavy  gale  from  the  northward  and  eastward  of  forty-eight 
hours'  continuance.  It  seemed  more  like  winter  weather  than  the 
summer  month  of  June.     The  ship  behaved  beautifully. 

You  will  doubtless  have  learned  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut  of  the 
movements  of  the  enemy's  naval  forces  at  Mobile.  The  ram  Tennes- 
see and  four  other  rams  or  ironclads  are  distinctly  visible  under  the 
guns  of  Fort  Morgan.  All  accounts  received  from  deserters  and 
refugees  agree  in  asserting  that  Admiral  Buchanan  has  promised  the 
people  of  Mobile  that  he  would,  without  further  loss  of  time,  come  out 
ana  destroy  or  disperse  our  blockading  fleet  off  that  port. 

If  he  does,  God  nelp  him;  neither  he  nor  his  vessels  will  ever  return. 

It  gives  me  much  satifsaction  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  on  the 
night  of  the  28th  Mav  I  captured  off  the  coast  of  Texas,  some  thirty- 
odd  miles  to  the  southward  of  Galveston,  the  blockade  runner  steamer 
Isabel,  commanded  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Blake,  who  has,  during 
the  entire  war,  been  in  command  of  blockade  runners  and  has  made, 
it  is  said,  some  twenty-odd  trips  in  the  Isabel  between  the  .ports  01 
Mobile  and  Galveston  and  Havana. 

The  chase  commenced  at  6  p.  m.,  and  the  Isabel  surrendered  at  12 
midnight.  The  night  was  dark  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  the 
steamer  could  be  kept  in  view.  She  was  ably  handled,  and  her  com- 
mander evinced  the  most  desperate  courage,  not  surrendering  until 
two  broadsides  at  close  quarters  had  been  poured  into  him,  and  our 
marines  pouring  in  such  an  incessant  fire  of  musketry  that  not  a  man 
could  remain  on  deck,  and  not  until  then  did  the  captain  of  her  show 
a  light  as  a  signal  of  submission. 

Having  taken  her  crew  out  of  her,  I  sent  her  in  charge  of  an  officer 
and  prize  crew  to  the  South  West  Pass  and  proceeded  down  the  coast 
of  Texas  to  supply  the  vessels  off  Pass  Cavallo.  On  our  return  to 
South  West  Pass  I  found  the  prize  had  just  reached  there,  and  with  her 
proceeded  up  the  river  as  far  as  Quarantine  Station,  where  we  were 
detained  by  the  health  officer. 

The  Isabel  was  found  to  be  making  water  freely,  and  notwithstanding 
the  most  strenuous  exertions  on  our  part  she  could  not  be  kept  afloat, 
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and  on  the  second  day  of  June  we  hauled  her  up  on  a  bank  and  made 
her  fast  to  the  trees.  During  that  night  she  parted  the  hawsers  and 
slid  off  the  bank  in  deep  water. 

Three  or  four  shots  had  hit  her  between  wind  and  water.  I  have  no 
doubt  it  was  entirely  owing  to  the  bad  management  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  engines  in  allowing  his  steam  to  go  down  that  the 
prize  was,  I  am  afraid,  lost  to  us. 

However  much  I,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  ship's  company, 
regret  our  loss  of  prize  money,  I  am,  however,  gratified  and  consoled 
in  the  fact  of  having  discharged  my  duty  by  destroying  a  vessel  cele- 
brated in  the  Gulf  above  all  others  of  her  class,  and  m  having  received 
the  congratulations  of  Admirals  Farragut  and  Bailey  and  all  the  officers 
of  the  East  and  West  Gulf  squadrons. 

The  Isabel  made  during  the  chase  12  J  knots,  this  vessel  making  14J 
knots  per  hour. 

I  was  not  surprised  to  ascertain  from  Captain  Blake,  so  thorough  is . 
the  information  of  the  blockade  runners,  that  the  reputation  for  speed 
this  vessel  has  acquired  was  well  known  to  them  in  Havana.  In  fact, 
from  his  statements  to  me,  this  is  the  only  vessel  in  the  Gulf  they  fear, 
and  their  departures  are  so  arranged,  as  far  as  possible,  to  prevent  fall- 
ing in  with  this  vessel.

I  know  they  have  two  more,  the 
Huntsvilte  and  Tuscaloosa,  at  Mobile,  and  three  wooden  gunboats.  I 
have  a  beautiful  fleet  to  meet  them,  ready  and  willing  on  any  day  in 
the  week;  he  may  hurt  us  a  good  deal,  but  be  assured  we  will  nurt  him 
a  little.  Our  anairs  appear  to  look  well  just  now.  Sherman  has 
driven  Johnston  down  to  Cassville,  and  has  Rome  and  Kingston;  and 
Grant  says  Lee  is  falling  back  toward  Richmond.

Commodore:  I  have  received  your  communications,  and  the  burn- 
ing of  the  steamers  is  what  I  have  been  looking  for,  and  I  feared  that 
if  the  rebel  army  was  at  all  successful  in  Virginia  they  would  attempt 
something  of  the  kind  with  our  Reading  Press. 

I  send  you  the  only  engineers  I  have  to  spare.  I  have  the  Monon- 
gahela  and  a  fine  squadron  generally. 

I  have  sent  the  Cornubw,  to  Pensacola  to  try  and  reduce  her  con- 
sumption of  coal :  if  I  can,  I  will  send  her  to  Texas  also.  I  am  glad  you 
have  gotten  off  tne  Penobscot  and  Pocahontas, 

I  hope  you  will  have  no  use  of  vessels  to  defend  New  Orleans;  if  you 
do,  they  must  be  ironclads,  for  if  we  can  not  manage  Buchanan  in  the 
ocean  you  could  not  in  the  river  with  those  wooden  vessels;  but  the 
Government  appears  to  think  that  everything  is  needed  North,  and 
we  must  take  care  of  ourselves  as  best  we  can. 

I  do  not  think  any  launches  could  get  out  of  Fowl  River  find  Biloxi 
with  the  four  vessels  I  have  there;  besides  I  am  going  to  send  in  and 
capture  them.  You  can  keep  the  Philippi  at  present,  but  I  am  much 
in  want  of  her  as  a  picket  boat.  I  have  no  small  boat  for  any  such  pur- 
poses, and  have  to  keep  the  small  ship's  boats  out  every  night. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  General  Banks,  saying  that  he  would 
give  us  the  men. 
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We  will  have  to  stop  discharging  men  until  more  come  out  or  we 
shall  be  without  men  to  man  our  guns. 

I  have  sent  up  in  the  Glasgow  some  grain,  etc.,  captured  by  the  Nar- 
cissus. 

I  have  never  been  able  to  get  at  anything  Lamberta  was  entitled  to ; 
he  was  connected  with  Colonel  Butler,  and  they  took  everything  from 
Mrs.  McBride's  husband  and  got  all  mixed  up.

Sir:  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  fact  that 
my  vessels  are  getting  short  of  men,  and  yet  I  prefer  having  half  a 
crew  of  satisfied  men  to  a  whole  crew  of  dissatisfied,  and  therefore  sug- 
gested the  discharge  of  the  men  as  their  times  expired,  but  now,  with 
this  formidable  enemy  before  me,  I  must  stop  discharging  until  I 
either  get  more  men  or  the  enemy  comes  out. 

I  also  beg  to  state  to  the  Department  that  as  yet  I  have  received  but 
three  of  my  small  vessels  out  of  twelve  I  purchased  in  New  York,  and 
those  I  am  obliged  to  employ  in  Mississippi  Sound,  and  have  not  one 
tug  in  my  squadron  to  run  as  a  picket  boat,  but  have  to  use  my  small 
boats  for  all  such  purposes.  I  would  not  reiterate  this  call  for  my 
boats  and  men,  but  that  I  hear  from  the  officers  who  came  out  here 
recently  that  there  are  plenty  of  men  in  the  receiving  ship  at  New

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York,  but  I  suppose  they  are  landsmen.  I  am  content  to  have  lands- 
men; I  only  want  force.  I  have  very  few  but  landsmen  in  this  ship, 
and  yet  I  defy  any  navy  to  produce  a  better  drilled  crew  at  their  guns. 
Good  officers  soon  make  a  good  fighting  ship  of  a  steamer  with  plenty 
of  force,  and  we  are  fortunate  in  both  in  this  ship.  We  also  need  fire- 
men and  coal  heavers  very  much.  I  have  to  court-martial  the  engi- 
neers made  out  here  almost  as  fast  as  we  appoint  them.  I  have  two 
under  sentry's  charge  now  on  board  the  Portsmouth  for  desertion,  and 
shall  try  them  so  soon  as  I  have  the  officers  to  convene  a  court  at  New 
Orleans.

Admiral  Buchanan  is  lying  at  Fort  Morgan  in  the  Tennes- 
see, and  refugees  report  that  they  are  getting  the  IVashville  over  Dog 
River  Bar,  and  that  there  are  two  other  ironclads  which  have  come 
down  from  Selma  within  a  few  days;  that  it  is  not  true  that  Admiral 
Buchanan  intends  to  leave  Mobile  Bay;  he  only  intends  to  destroy

There  are  in  Mobile  Bay,  over  the  Dog  River  Bar,  the  Ten- 
nessee, Baltic,  Tuscaloosa,  and  tiuntsville,  ironclad  rams,  and  the 
wooden  gunboats  Selma,  Morgan,  and  Gaines.  The  NcLshville  was  not 
yet  over  the  bar,  but  they  had  already  the  camels  under  her,  and  she 
must  be  over  by  this  time;  her  bow,  stern,  and  pilot  house  are  only 
partly  ironed.  There  are  two  more  rams  at  Mobile  not  yet  plated,  and 
one  just  completed  at  Selma  and  aground  above  Mobile.  There  are 
also  at  Mobile  near  the  dry  dock  four  iron-plated  floating  batteries;

I  sincerely  hope  such  is  not 
your  intention.  It  is  one  of  the  test  ports  on  the  coast,  nas  from  8 J  to 
9  feet  water,  and  will  enable  the  enemy  to  carry  any  goods  and  muni- 
tions of  war  to  the  very  center  of  Texas  when  they  run  the  blockade, 
and  it  will  require  almost  as  many  vessels  to  blockade  it  as  Galveston, 
while  it  appears  to  me  that  500  soldiers,  with  one  of  our  gunboats  lying 
inside,  will  hold  it  forever.  Unless  this  is  an  order  of  the  Government 
I  hope  you  will  reconsider  the  subject  and  conclude  not  to  evacuate  it. 
We  will  never  get  it  again.  We  have  had  experience  enough  to  know 
that  in  ports  of  shallow  water  vessels  can  not  contend  with  forts, 
because  they  are  so  shallow  in  the  hold  that  their  machinery  is  all 
above  water  and  exposed  to  shot.

Off  Mobile  Bar,  June  7,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  gratification  at  last  to  report  the  capture  of  another 
famous  blockade  runner,  the  Donegal,  or  Austin.  The  first  is  her 
English  name  and  the  last  her  American.  She  was  built  in  Wil- 
mington, Del.  My  squadron  is  no  larger  than  it  was  formerly,  but 
it  is  much  more  efficient,  from  the  fact  that  I  have  a  depot  under  my 
own  eye  and  can  keep  my  vessels  in  repair.  I  have  but  one  vessel 
at  Pensaqola  now,  and  she  was  accidentally  run  into  by  another 
gunboat  on  the  night  we  took  the  Donegal.  I  had  7  there  three 
weeks  ago.  When  I  went  to  New  Orleans,  some  two  months  since, 
I  found  23  vessels;  now  I  have  only  3,  which  have  been  awaiting  the 
tubes  which  recently  arrived  in  the  Peacock,  so  that  I  am  enabled  to 
keep  six  or  seven  light  vessels  on  the  lookout  for  the  blockade  run- 
ning, while  the  large  ships  do  the  same  for  Admiral  Buchanan.  We 
chased  two  blockade  runners  last  night,  but  they  evaded  our  vessels 
and  made  their  escape;  but  I  think  we  will  make  it  a  very  difficult 
business  for  them  for  the  future;  still,  they  have  advantage  and  are 
very  skillful.  The  Department  has  notified  me  of  the  permission  to 
send  the  men  taken  in  these  vessels  to  Tortugas,  but  we  will  rarely 
have  any  to  send  there,  as  I  find  by  the  rolls  of  this  vessel,  which  is  a 
fair  type  of  them,  that  all  the  crew  are  foreigners,  the  captain  and 

Silot  included.  The  captain  of  the  Isabel  and  the  pilot  were  the  most 
esperate  characters,  and  shall  not  be  released  by  my  orders.  The 
captain  of  the  Donegal  I  will  send  North  in  her  for  the  condemnation 
of  the  vessel;  the  pilot  I  will  hold  as  one  of  the  principal  men  who, 
with  Duke,  captured  the  Boston,  off  South  West  rass,  but  all  the  rest 
I  will  put  through  the  strictest  examination  and  oath  in  relation  to 
their  citizenship  in  the  United  States,  and  then  discharge  those  who 
take  it.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  detailed  report  of 
Lieutenant-Commander  J.  E.  Jouett  of  the  capture  of  the  prize 
steamer  Donegal,  or  Austin,  by  the  Metacomet,  under  his  command, 
while  attempting  to  run  into  Mobile  Bay.  She  was  taken  not  long 
after  daylight  of  the  6th  instant,  after  four  hours'  chase. 

On  account  of  the  character  of  her  cargo,  supposed  to  be  munitions 
of  war,  and  which,  therefore,  can  not  be  disposed  of  here,  and  having 
a  number  of  men  on  board  the  vessels  off  Mobile  whose  times  have 
expired,  I  have  concluded  to  send  the  prize  to  Philadelphia.  She 
is  under  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  John  White,  of  the  Metacomet;  her 
prize  crew  consists  entirely  of  men  whose  times  are  out. 

The  captain,  W.  H.  Smith;  mate,  W.  Brown,  and  two  of  the  crew, 
with  a  Mrs.  Gadsden,  a  passenger,  go  in  the  vessel;  the  rest  of  the 
crew  have  been  sent  for  the  present  to  the  U.  S.  ship  Potomac,  as  I 
have  mentioned  in  my  previous  dispatch,  No.  224.

No.  8.]  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet, 

Off  Mobile,  June  7,  I864. 

Sir:  At  1 :40  a.  m.,  on  night  before  last,  being  with  my  ship,  under 
my  command,  at  anchor,  in  my  station  to  the  east  of  Mobile  Pomt,  the 
picket  boat  I  had  sent  to  the  eastward  of  me  made  private  squadron 
signal,  signifying  that  she  discovered  a  strange  steamer  to  the  east- 
ward, heading  to  the  south.  We  immediately  slipped  and  stood 
toward  the  east  close  to  the  beach,  made  signal  to  tne  admiral,  fired 
two  guns,  and  threw  up  a  rocket  in  the  direction  of  the  flagship;  at  3 
a.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  to  the  eastward,  but  very  soon  after  lost 
sight  of  her;  shaped  a  course  E.  S.  E.  At  daylight  made  out  a 
steamer  broad  on  the- starboard  bow,  standing  about  southeast; 
stood  for  her,  hoisted  our  colors,  and  fired  three  rifle  12-pounder  shell. 
The  strange  steamer  hoisted  English  colors;  after  the  lapse  of  half  an 
hour  exploded  a  shell  from  the  100-pounder  rifle  over  her  stern,  at 
which  period  she  hauled  down  her  colors  and  stopped  the  engine. 
After  a  chase  of  four  hours  boarded  and  took  possession  of  the  steamer 
Doneaal,  formerly  the  Austin;  placed  a  prize  officer  and  crew  on 
board  and  took  possession  of  her  papers  (she  had  no  manifest  aboard),, 
which  I  have  forwarded  to  the  judge  of  the  United  States  district  court 
of  Philadelphia,  and  steamed  back  to  the  squadron  off  Mobile  with 
the  prize  in  company. 

Her  cargo  is  an  assorted  one,  consisting  principally  of  munitions  of 
wax,  etc. 
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At  the  time  of  capture  Mobile  Point  bore  per  compass  W.  J  N.,  dis- 
tant 49  miles,  Pensacola  light  bearing  per  compass  N.  W.  J  N.,  distant 
21  miles.  There  were  no  United  States  vessels  of  war  within  signal 
distance  at  time  of  capture.

Sir:  I  have  received  the  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett, 
relative  to  your  conduct  on  the  occasion  of  his  having  directed  some- 
thing to  be  done  in  the  engine  or  fire  room. 

It  is  not  convenient  at  the  time  to  submit  cases  of  this  kind  to  a 
court-martial,  nor  do  I  desire  to  do  so,  inasmuch  as  your  commander 
does  not  appear  to  make  any  charge  of  incompetency  against  you,  but 
that  you  assume  to  yourself  the  right  to  regulate  your  own  department 
without  the  interference  of  the  commander.  That  right  you  can  never 
possess,  but  the  only  way  to  avoid  such  interference  is  to  keep  it  in 
such  good  order  as  not  to  justify  the  slightest  fault  to  be  found  with 
the  department;  but  the  sooner  you  get  rid  of  such  notions  the  better, 
for  on  the  next  occasion  you  manifest  that  spirit  of  insubordination  I 
shall  assuredly  bring  you  before  a  court-martial. 

I  shall  direct  Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett  to  restore  you  to  duty 
in  the  hope  that  he  will  have  no  further  manifestation  of  bad  spirit  and 
that  you  will  hereafter  do  your  duty  with  cheerfulness  and  obedience.

All  right;  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Crowell  is  a  very  good  com- 
mander for  the  Dinsmore.  Wo  have  two  or  three  more  very  good  men, 
Mr.  [Ezra]  Leonard  and  [Charles  G.  ]  Arthur. 

Send  us  the  men  as  fast  as  you  get  them  from  the  Army. 

I  have  informed  the  Department  of  the  sale  of  the  Calhoun. 

I  am  aware  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  try  any  one,  and  have  so 
informed  the  Department,  but  I  will  do  it  here  if  possible. 

I  care  but  little  for  the  commanders  of  the  Granite  City  and  Wave. 
They  ought  to  have  whipped  off  four  times  the  force,  and  the

dered  before  they  had  any  one  killed  on  the  Wave  and  only  2  on  the 
Granite  City;  besides,  they  took  no  precautions.  I  read  the  letters  that 
passed  through  my  hands  from  the  surgeon  and  Captain  Lamson  and 
the  odd  accounts. 

I  did  not  mean  to  say  I  expected  anything  to  be  done  by  you  in  the 
case  of  the  Isabel.  If  you  could  have  saved  anything  for  the  Govern- 
ment or  captors  it  was  our  duty  to  do  it,  but  I  understood  that  she 
had  sunk  and  was  a  total  loss.  It  was  evidently  either  the  act  of  the 
captain  or  the  grossest  neglect  of  the  prize  master  and  crew.

Letter  from  Bear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  the  special  agent 

of  t%e  Post-Office  Department  at  New  York,  regarding  the  rifling  of 

mail. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Off  Mobile,  June  8,  I864. 

Sir:  I  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  suggestions  in  relation 
to  the  opening  of  our  letters.  It  is  not  tne  first  1  have  heard  of  it. 
Several  persons  have  lost  money  and  complained  of  it.  Even  my 
wife  has  informed  me  that  her  letters  had  been  opened,  no  doubt 
because  they  thought  from  their  size  that  they  contained  money,  but 
it  so  happens  that  I  never  sent  money  by  letter  otherwise  than  by 
draft. 

Our  system  is  this:  Letters  are  placed  under  a  sentinel's  charge 
until  they  go  to  the  mail  boat  that  conveys  them  to  New  Orleans  or  to 
the  supply  vessel  that  takes  them  North.  I  have  examined  those  who 
have  lost  money  from  this  ship.  One  officer  sent  his  letter  by  the 
Admiral,  supply  steamer.  That  letter  must  have  opened  on  board  the 
Admiral  or  m  the  post-office,  New  York.  Another  officer  sent  his 
letter  by  our  mail  boat  to  New  Orleans  on  the  5th  March,  containinjg 
$30.  His  friends  returned  the  envelope  to  him,  as  it  was  not  in  his 
handwriting.  It  had  been  directed  by  one  of  his  messmates,  but  he 
noticed  that  it  had  been  mailed  in  New  Orleans  on  the  2d  May.  It  is 
therefore  probable  that  that  letter  was  opened  either  on  board  the  mail 
boat  or  in  the  post-office  at  New  Orleans. 

My  own  mail — that  is,  the  official  mail  and  my  private  letters — 
come  from  New  Orleans  in  a  mail  bag  I  had  made  for  the  purpose,  with 
one  key  in  the  post-office  and  one  in  the  hands  of  my  secretary  on 
board.

Sir:  In  my  communication  of  the  4th  instant  I  had  the  honor  to 
inform  you  of  th*  capture  of  a  number  of  yacht-built  boats  and  a 
small  steam  boiler.  Since  then  I  learned  that  there  is  on  board  the 
Buckthorn  a  small  hoisting  engine  that  is  not  used.  I  have  sent  Mr. 
Morris,  the  senior  engineer  of  this  vessel,  to  see  if  it  could  be  applied  to 
one  of  the  boats.     From  my  description  of  the  boat,  supposed  to  have 
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belonged  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Lafayette,  and  the  size  of  the  boiler 
he  thinks  that  at  a  trifling  expense  a  steam  yacht  might  soon  be 
fitted  up. 

I  understand  that  most  of  the  boats  were  more  or  less  injured  in 
towing  them  to  Ship  Island.  If  so,  I  fear  if  an  early  disposition  is  not 
made  of  them,  they  will  soon  be  destroyed. 

One  of  the  small  boats  I  have  here  and  shall  keep  until  some  dis- 
position can  be  made  of  her.     She  is  about  2  tons  and  of  little  value. 

Lieutenant  Godfrey,  the  commander  of  the  Buckthorn,  expresses 
himself  perfectly  satisfied  with  Mr.  Maycock  as  pilot.  Should  I 
require  another  pilot  for  this  vessel  (Sebago),  I  should  not  hesitate  to 
trust  him.

This  morning  the  Denbigh  arrived  from 
Mobile,  having  made  the  passage  in  two  days.  Some  effort  should  be  made  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  career  of  this  vessel.  For  some  time  past  her  arrival  here,  when  due,  has  been  looked  for 
with  the  same  degree  of  certainty  of  any  steamer  regularly  running  to  this  port,  and  so  far 
she  has  not  disappointed  expectations.

boat's  crew  on  shore  and  in  a  little  while,  by  way  of  evincing  their 
good  feeling,  offer  liquor  freely  and  get  the  men  drunk  and,  I  suppose, 
send  some  on  board  the  steamer,  in  the  meantime  they  would  pre- 
pare a  vessel  with  cotton  bales  around  to  protect  their  men  and  go  out 
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and  board  the  steamer.     The   Narcissus  was  the  boat  they  most 
desired. 

Mark  the  moral — that  our  men  are  such  drunkards  that  they  can 
calculate  with  almost  certainty  on  it  to  capture  our  vessels. 

Two  vessels  have  recently  Deen  captured  in  this  manner  on  the 
coast  of  Texas.  In  one  case  the  officer  says  he  left  the  deck  for  not 
over  ten  minutes  in  charge  of  the  best  man  he  had,  the  acting  boats- 
wain of  the  Kineo,  and  when  he  came  on  deck  the  whole  prize  crew 
were  beastly  drunk,  and  the*  boatswain  so  crazy  that  he  jumped  over- 
board and  was  the  only  man  saved  from  prison.  The  rest  were 
captured. 

I  wish  you  would  have  these  facts  made  known  to  the  men  of  your 
crew  and  the  other  vessels  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound  and  guard  them 
against  having  any  flags  of  truce  or  exposing  their  men  to  the  tempta- 
tion of  liquor.

Sir:  As  I  perceive  by  the  Scientific  American  that  steel  shot  pene- 
trates with  great  ease  all  the  ironclad  armor  as  yet  presented  for 
experiment,  do  you  not  think  that,  if  possible,  to  procure  them  we 
who  have  this  momentous  question  of  wood  against  iron  ^  to  settle 
should  have  them?    We  have  nothing  but  common  cast-iron  shot 
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(solid)  to  encounter  6-inch  iron  armor,  and  although  I  hope  that  if  Ad- 
miral Buchanan  comes  out  we  will  give  such  an  account  of  him  and  his 
seven  vessels  as  becomes  the  Western  Gulf  Squadron,  I  think  it  my 
duty  to  call  on  the  Bureau  for  the  best  means  to  encounter  this  new 
system  that  can  be  procured.

Commodore  :  I  received  your  communication  by  the  Glasgow,  and 
in  reply  have  to  say  that  unless  we  receive  some  coal  vessels  very  soon 
I  shall  have  to  send  our  blockaders  to  New  Orleans  for  coal.  We  have 
had  no  arrival  for  upward  of  a  month  and  have  only  1,000  tons  at 
Pensacola,  and  nearly  the  whole  fleet  to  coal  within  two  weeks. 

You  can  haul  up  or  take  on  the  dry  dock,  if  it  arrives,  the  Arkansas  as 
soon  as  you  please,  but  let  me  know  if  the  dock  comes  down,  as  we 
have  one  or  two  vessels  that  must  be  taken  up  on  it. 

I  will  send  the  engineer  for  the  trial  of  the  Meteor.  I  will  also  send 
the  Tennessee  for  the  remainder  of  the  articles  I  require.  I  received 
four  carpenters,  who  have  been  working  constantly  upon  the  rams. 
They  are  now  breaking  up  the  old  Baltic  and  putting  her  iron  on  the 
Nashville  forward  and  aft  3  inches  thick,  but  I  fear  they  will  not  come 
out;  yet  if  they  do,  it  will  be  in  the  night.  Buchanan  was  very  much 
surprised  when  he  came  down  and  saw  my  fleet  maneuvering.  He 
saia,  why  he  thought  he  would  get  out  upon  us  before  we  could  collect 
any  more  vessels,  and  says  now  that  he  must  have  all  his  vessels  before 
venturing  out;  but  that  won't  make  us  slacken  our  vigilance  in  the 
least.  I  think  the  statement  sent  by  your  provost-marshal's  friend 
was  the  greatest  tissue  of  lies  I  ever  read  about  the  Tennessee.  That 
fellow  is  either  a  traitor  or  a  fool.     He,  I  think,  wants  to  scare  us  off. 

What  an  opportunity  for  gallantry,  to  make  a  diversion  in  Sher- 
man's favor  by  coming  down  upon  Mobile;  but  I  have  long  since  given 
up  all  hopes  in  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  but  still  trust  that  it  may 
resuscitate. 

The  Circassian  had  orders  to  run  up  to  New  Orleans  on  her  return 
from  Texas  unless  stopped  at  Quarantine.  Should  she  be  detained 
there,  you  will  have  to  communicate  with  her  at  that  place. 

Since  writing  the  above  a  coal  schooner  sent  by  you  arrived  off  the 
bar  this  evening,  and  I  sent  her  to  Pensacola  to  discharge.  It  was  a 
great  relief  to  me.  Continue  to  send  them  to  Pensacola  as  they  arrive 
off  South  West  Pass  until  I  notify  you  that  others  are  beginning  to 
arrive  at  Pensacola  direct.  You  appear  to  have  enough  to  last  you 
for  four  or  five  months. 
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I  wish  you  to  ascertain  from  the  founders  where  the  molding  sand  is 
procured  on  the  Mississippi  River,  and  send  us  to  Pensacola  at  least 
150  tons  of  it.     Paymaster  Clark  will  pay  for  it.

My  Dear  Admiral:  I  am  most  happy  to  be  the  medium  of  trans- 
mitting to  you  the  accompanying  sword,  presented  by  the  Loyal 
League  of  New  York,  as  a  testimonial  of  the  sense  in  which  your  dis- 
tinguished services  to  the  Union  are  held  by  that  association  of  loyal 
men. 

The  presentation  ought  to  have  taken  place  on  the  waters^  of  the 
Mississippi  and  in  front  of  the  city  now  compelled  to  return  to  its  alle- 
giance. It  should  have  been  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Army  and 
Navy,  that  they  may  learn  to  emulate  your  glorious  achievements  by

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seeing  how  a  grateful  people  appreciate  them,  nor  would  the  lesson 
have  Deen  without  its  value  on  tins  population,  whose  seeming  loyalty 
is  maintained  only  by  the  euns  directed  at  them. 

But  you  are  away  watching  over  the  interests  of  the  country  for 
which  you  have  done  so  mucn,  and  the  presentation  must  be  made 
without  its  fitting  circumstances  and  appropriate  witnesses.

Austin, 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Of  Mobile,  Jun*  14,  I864. 

Dear  Admiral:  As  you  are  in  the  line  of  business  called  blockade 
catching,  and  apparently  a  little  in  the  way  of  running,  I  thought  I 
would  send  you  a  letter  we  took  in  the  Donegal,  or  Austin.  It  appears 
that  all  these  vessels  have  two  names.  Jouett  caught  her  on  Monday 
morning,  the  6th.  We  came  very  near  catching  the  Denbigh  also  the 
next  night,  but  he  was  too  smart  for  us  and  doubled  us  all  and  got  in 
and  now  lies  under  the  fort  (Morgan) .  I  do  not  know  why,  unless  some 
of  our  boats  struck  her,  which  they  certainly  would  have  done  but  for 
fear  of  firing  into  each  other.  I  am  in  hopes  we  will  do  better  hereafter. 
I  keep  the  large  vessels  to  look  after  Bucnanan,  and  the  light  gunboats 
for  the  blockade  running.  I  sent  the  Donegal  to  Philadelphia,  seeing 
that  you  had  no  court,  and  we  can  not  sell  a  cargo  01  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  at  New  Orleans;  besides,  I  am  not  sorry  to  have  a 
good  reason  for  sending  her  North,  as  our  charges  have  been  very 
heavy.  Now  comes  the  business  part  of  my  letter.  The  inclosed  let- 
ter from  Beckwith  to  Samuel  Brock,  of  Havana,  will  let  you  know  how 
you  are  patronizing  the  business,  and  it  may  give  you  a  chance  to 
watch  the  parties  named  therein,  as  I  take  it  for  granted  that  those 
who  are  so  reliable  for  Brook  and  Beckwith  are  not  very  reliable  for 
you.  I  would  also  like  you  to  find  out  a  little,  if  you  can,  in  relation  to 
Airs.  Gadsden.  She  is  evidently  an  English  woman,  and  has  now  gone 
to  Philadelphia  in  the  Donegal.  Says  she  was  going  to  get  her  father 
away  from  Mobile.  She  is  either  a  spy  or  the  mistress  of  the  captain. 
The  pilot,  I  will,  by  the  first  opportunity,  send  to  Tortugas;  he  is  one 
of  those  who  captured  the  Boston  off  the  South  West  Pass.  The  cap- 
tain is  an  old  offender;  says  he  has  run  the  blockade  twenty-one  times 
and  expects  to  run  as  often  again;  he  thinks  he  will  get  off  as  an  Eng- 
lish subject.  I  catch  you  pilfering  again;  the  Circassian  brought  us. 
as  we  supposed,  some ,  but;  they  found  claimants  at  Key  West. 

I  expect  to  have  a  long  account  to  settle  with  you  before  this  war  is 
over;  6ut  keep  your  boys  on  the  lookout  for  the  Denbigh  and  Mary. 
They  say  the  latter  is  very  fast,  and  a  screw.  We  nearly  had  the  Den- 
bigh; she  has  not  moved  from  the  fort  yet,  so  she  must  have  been  hit  by 
some  of  the  shot  fired  at  her;  but  he  is  a  bold  rascal,  and  well  he  may 
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be,  for  if  I  get  him  he  will  see  the  rest  of  his  days  of  the  war  in  the  Tor- 
tugas.

Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  to  the  Assistant  8eo- 
retary  of  the  Navy,  regarding  general  matters. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile,  June  14,  I864. 

Dear  Sir:  We  are  still  lying  here  watching  Buchanan.  I  took  4 
German  refugees  yesterday  from  Mobile;  they  were  all  carpenters, 
and  had  been  at  work  upon  all  the  rams.  They  inform  me  that  they 
are  now  breaking  up  the  old  Baltic  and  plating  the  Nashville  with 
her  iron,  forward  and  aft  and  on  the  outside  of  the  wheelhouses. 
They  say  we  disappointed  Buchanan  very  much;  he  thought  our 
fleet  was  very  small,  and  when  he  came  down  was  greatly  impressed 
at  seeing  the  large  vessels  here,  and  took  up  several  persons  upon 
suspicion  of  having  given  us  information  of  the  Tennessee  getting 
over  the  Dog  River  Bar,  but  they  say  they  think  he  will  come  out 
yet,  but  it  must  be  when  the  weather  suits  him.  very  smooth,  and 
that  he  will  come  with  his  whole  force,  and  at  nignt. 

I  wrote  to  Wise  to  send  me  some  steel  shot,  as  I  see  by  the  experi- 
ments in  Prussia  that  they  penetrate  iron  with  great  ease.  I  hope 
to  do  well,  but  the  steel  would  do  better.  I  have  good  cutters  on 
the  bows  of  several  of  the  heavy  vessels  and  will  soon  have  them  on 
all.  I  am  preparing  torpedoes  and  will  soon  be  able  to  fight  the 
devil  with  nre. 

I  can  hear  nothing  from  the  army  lately,  which  we  consider  a  good 
sign;  if  there  is  bad  news  they  send  it  immediately.  The  refugees 
say  that  all  you  can  get  out  of  them  in  Mobile  is  that  they  are  whip- 
ping our  army  in  every  fight.  I  am  not  the  judge,  but  it  appears  to 
me  that  if  General  Canby  was  to  come  down  to  Mobile  that  he  could 
take  it  with  great  ease.  They  haye  no  troops  except  just  enough  to 
man  the  forts.  If  we  had  one  ironclad  we  could  go  in  at  any  moment, 
and  that  is  [useless]  because  we  could  not  get  at  their  ironclads  after 
we  got  in,  and  they  could  choose  their  distance  on  the  flats  to  cut 
us  up. 

I  am  very  anxious  to  hear  the  true  account  of  the  fight  between 
the  ironclaa  in  the  sound  and  our  gunboats.  I  <?an  not  believe  the 
statement  I  see  in  the  newspapers.  I  mean  the  last  fight,  where 
the  Sassacus  beat  her  off  and  she  retreated  up  the  riyei*. 

There  is  a  young  man  who  was  formerly  in  this  squardon,  Mac- 
kenzie. I  am  told  that  he  has  had  some  difficulty  with  his  com- 
mander. I  have  no  interest  in  the  young  man,  never  saw  him  but 
.  once;  but  he  is  the  friend  of  my  young  friend  and  flag-lieutenant, 
Crittenden  Watson,  and  he  begged  me  to  see  if  I  could  not  get  him 
ordered  down  here.  If  there  is  no  good  reason  why  he  should  not 
be,  I  would  be  glad  to  oblige  them  both.

Mobile  Blockade,  June  14,  1864- 
In  case  the  enemy  should  come  out,  either  at  night  or  during  the 
day,  the  right  wing,  composed  of  the  Richmond  and  vessels  to  the  east- 
ward, is  to  attack  him  in  flank  and  endeavor  to  prevent  his  getting 
back  inside  the  bar. 

The  heavy  ships  should  keep  as  close  to  each  other  as  possible,  run 
at  the  ram  Tennessee  and  strike  her,  if  practicable,  just  abaft  the 
casemate,  firing  only  when  within  a  few  yards,  and  then  concentrating 
at  the  water  lme  and  ports.  If  the  broadside  guns  will  bear,  direct 
one  or  two  to  throw  grape  into  the  ports  when  they  are  opened. 

The  Brooklyn  and  heavy  vessels  to  the  westward  will  attack  in  the 
same  way  on  the  other  flank. 

This  is  communicated  now,  as  it  might  not  be  possible  to  make 
signals  clearly  understood  at  tne  time  of  encounter.

I  sent  them  to  Pensacola;  they  are 
all  Danes.  I  am  well  posted  in  all  that  relates  to  Mobile  now;  they 
are  taking  the  iron  off  of  one  of  the  clads  to  put  on  the  Nashville. 
The  fact  that  they  can  hear  nothing  in  Mobile  about  the  army  is 
sufficient  to  me  that  all  is  going  right  with  us.

Sir:  I  have  read  with  regret  the  explanations  and  documents  of 
General  Asboth  in  relation  to  your  difficulty  with  him  and  his  com- 
mand, and  I  sav  with  pain  that  I  do  not  see  a  line  from  you  to  justify 
the  course  you  nave  taken,  and,  moreover,  if  the  papers  are  true  copies 
(which  I  do  not  doubt)  and  I  had  the  officers  and  the  public  interest 
would  justify  it,  I  would  prefer  charges  against  you  and  bring  you 
before  a  court-martial  and  thereby  save  myself  the  onus  of  becoming 
judge  in  the  case.  The  case  is  simply  this :  To  begin,  you  gave  certain 
men  (Jones.  Roach,  and  Alba)  permission  to  butcner  cattle  on  the 
Iive-Oak  plantation,  a  matter  you  had  nothing  to  do  with,  and  then 
because  the  provost-marshal  would  not  let  these  people  go  back  and 
forth  without  his  consent,  you  threatened  General  Asboth  that  you 
would  send  armed  boats  to  enforce  your  permits  to  those  men,  whom 
you  say  you  know  to  be  loyal.  Mr.  Watte  deposes  upon  oath  that  he 
is  charged  with  the  care  01  the  Iive-Oak  plantation  and  that  he  for- 
bade them  to  butcher  cattle  there. 

The  next  outrage  you  commit  is  that,  notwithstanding  you  had  an 
understanding  with  the  general  to  carry  out  the  order  of  Commodore 
Bell,  the  then  commanding  officer  of  the  station,  by  not  giving  any 
pass  without  the  endorsement  of  the  commanding  general,  by  way  of 
evading  that  understanding,  or  rather,  I  should  say,  "order  of  Com- 
modore Bell,"  you  gave  a  person  by  the  name  of  Goolsby  an  order  "  to 
go  to  East  Pass,  in  the  Industry,  and  deliver  certain  articles — flour, 
coffee,  empty  barrels,  etc. — after  which  return  to  this  place  and  report 
on  board  this  ship/'  all  of  which  was  a  fraud,  as  the  said  Goolsby  nad 
no  connection  with  the  Navy.  You  had  no  right  to  give  him  any 
such  order,  and  the  articles  were  not  intended  for  the  men  under  your 
command,  which  it  was  evidently  your  desire  to  convey  to  the  general : 
but  as  the  order  was  given  by  a  commander  in  the  Navy,  the  general 
allowed  the  men  to  go  free,  because  he  saw  that  he  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  contents  of  the  paper  given  him,  believing  that  it  was  a  simple 
pass  to  take  these  articles  to  East  Pass  to  trade. 

This,  sir,  is  the  state  of  your  case,  and  unless  you  can  make  it  appear 
in  a  different  light  to  me  I  shall  send  a  copy  of  this  paper  to  the  hon- 
orable Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  request  the  withdrawal  of  my  letter 
in  your  behalf  and  the  removal  of  you  from  this  station.

Could  we  have  occupied  the  railroad  south  and  west,  as  was  planned, 
then  the  whole  face  of  affairs  would  have  been  changed  and  might 
have  been  likened  to  Vicksburg;  now  it  is  only  Sebastopol. 

Did  you  send  out  any  of  the  admiral's  orders  for  attacking  the  ram? 
I  gave  two  copies  to  Alden  and  Strong,  respectively.

I  think,  if  you  can,  you  had  better 
hire  one  of  the  little  coasting  schooners  to  bring  the  molding  sand  for 
the  foundry  round  to  us.

Sir:  Having  recently  read  an  account  of  the  torpedo  attack  on  the 
Minnesota,  may  I  beg  to  make  the  following  suggestions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  any  such  occurrences  in  future,  when  our  ships  are 
cruising  on  an  enemy's  coast  or  at  anchor  in  rebel  waters. 

I  would  strongly  recommend  that  armed  boats,  the  crews  with 
their  double-barreled  rifles  and  the  officers  with  their  regular  watch- 
words, should  be  kept  rowing  round  the  ships  of  war  all  night,  the 
men  relieved  as  they  would  be  if  serving  in  a  night  watch  on  deck. 
Had  this  simple  precaution  been  adopted  it  would  have  been  alto- 
gether impossible  for  the  Minnesota  to  have  been  thus  suddenly 
attacked  and  the  rebels  to  have  altogether  escaped,  for  the  guard 
boats  could  have  thrown  up  rockets  as  a  signal  of  their  approach, 
while  the  crews  could  have  given  them  a  volley  or  two  from  their 
rifles  and  the  frigate  have  sent  a  broadside  into  the  craft,  the  guns 
being  always  shotted  for  the  purpose  and  the  seamen  at  a  moment's  call 
ready  to  work  them.  Doctor  Ward,  of  an  English  ship  of  war.  [says]  a 
welWrilled  crew  will  be  at  quarters  and  fire  a  broadside  in  less  than 
five  minutes  after  being  called  from  their  hammocks.  Can  we  not  do 
the  same? 

In  these  days  of  steam  and  torpedoes,  you  may  rest  assured  that 
outlying  picket  boats  and  a  steam  tug  at  all  hours  ready  to  move  are 
not  sufficient  protection  for  our  ships  of  war,  where  a  squadron  is  at 
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anchor.  They  require  something  more,  and  this  should  be  in  having 
their  own  boats  rowing  round  all  night,  so  that  in  a  measure  every 
ship  should  protect  itself.  If  this  precaution  be  not  taken,  any  vessel 
in  a  dark  and  foggy  night  could  be  blown  out  of  the  water,  even  while 
a  watchful  sentry  on  board  might  still  have  his  cry  of  "All's  well"  yet 
on  his  lips  as  the  fiendish  act  was  accomplished.

Sra:  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  general  order,  No.  7,  issued  by 
as  to  the  disposition  of  cotton  and  other  merchandise  picked  up  at 
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sea  and  commonly  denominated  "waif."  The  Department  will  per- 
ceive by  this  order  that  I  have  directed  that  such  cotton  or  other  mer- 
chandise be  delivered  over  to  the  United  States  courts  for  adjudication. 

This  matter  has  become  of  some  importance  lately,  as  a  large 
amount  of  cotton  thrown  overboard  by  steamers  running  the  blockade 
has  been  subsequently  picked  up  at  sea  by  our  cruisers.  I  have  for- 
warded a  communication  addressed  to  the  Department  by  Lieutenant 
Commander  Gherardi,  enclosing  therewith  a  list  of  the  officers  and 
crew  of  the  Chocura  at  the  time  he  picked  up  19  bales  of  cotton,  which 
we  subsequently  sent  to  New  Orleans  and  delivered  into  the  United 
States  court. 

I  presume  the  court  will  decide  whether  merchandise  thus  found  is  to 
be  distributed  as  prize  or  whether  salvage  be  allowed  the  finder. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  have  the  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  the 
legality  and  propriety  of  my  general  order,  herewith  enclosed.

Perceiving  the  prevalence  of  an  erroneous  opinion  in  this  squadron 
that  the  captors  of  cotton  or  other  merchandise  found  at  sea  or  on  the 
beach,  commonly  denominated  "  waif,"  have  a  right  to  appropriate  the 
same  or  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  without  the  inter- 
vention of  the  courts  of  law,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  put  a  stop  to  all  such 
appropriations,  and  to  direct  that  all  cotton  or  other  merchandise 
picked  up  at  sea  or  on  shore  must  be  taken  into  port  and  delivered  up 
to  the  united  States  courts  for  adjudication,  as  though  it  had  been 
captured,  in  order  that  the  judicial  authorities  may  distribute  it  as 
prize  or  award  salvage  to  the  captors. 

I  issue  this  order  because  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  authority 
for  such  appropriation  on  the  part  of  the  captors,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, all  that  is  written  on  the  subject  seems  clearly  to  discounte- 
nance it.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  de  Krafft,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
TJ.  S.  S.  Conemaugh,  regarding  affairs  in  Mississippi  Sound. 

U.  S.  S.  Conemaugh, 
Mississippi  Sound,  June  SO,  1864- 
Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  sentences  of  general  court- 
martial,  dated,  respectively,  May  8  and  23. 
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I  have  to  report  that  information  has  reached  me  by  parties  belong- 
ing to  trading  vessels  in  the  sound,  who  are  in  communication  with  the 
north  shore,  to  the  effect  that  two  (some  say  three)  armed  launches 
from  Mobile  are  now  in  the  vicinity  of  Grant's  Pass,  waiting  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  to  Pascagoula,  at  which  place  there  are  two  compames  of 
rebel  cavalry.  One  of  these  launches  is  armed  with  a  revolving  boat 
gun. 

The  Buckthorn  is  the  only  available  vessel  now  in  the  sound.     At 

night  I  keep  her  stationed  on  Point  Aux  Pins  with  a  well-armed  cutter 

from  this  vessel.     That  appears  the  best  point  for  intercepting  these 

launches.     I  should  feel  better  satisfied  if  there  were  two  light  steam- 

•  ers  for  that  purpose  up  from  below. 

The  Elk  is  at  present  at  Petit  Bois  Island,  ostensibly  watching  both 
passes,  but  in  reality  is  patching  both  boilers.  The  work  is  being 
prosecuted  with  all  vigor,  Dut  it  will  be  at  least  a  week  before  she  can 
get  up  steam  and  be  of  any  assistance  to  me.  She  is  much  in  want  of 
men  and  one  third  assistant  engineer. 

I  will  endeavor  to  use  the  very  limited  force  at  my  disposal  to  the 
best  advantage  until  such  time  as  other  vessels  can  be  sent  into  the 
sound. 

If  there  is  any  truth  in  the  rumor  that  cotton-clad  steamers  are  pre- 
paring in  Mobile  to  come  through  the  pass,  in  which  there  is  5  feet  at 
nigh  water,  I  hope  the  Jackson  will  be  here  to  assist  in  their  recapture. 
Her  battery  will  be  an  important  reinforcement. 

Four  schooners  are  now  in  the  sound,  having  passes  from  the  author- 
ities at  New  Orleans. 

The  sloop  Sella  passed  down  the  sound  yesterday  with  a  cargo  con- 
sisting of  9  barrels  rosin  and  3  of  turpentine,  from  Pascagoula.  This 
is  the  first  success  I  have  heard  of;  she  is  commanded  by  one  Captain 
Palermo,  who  seems  to  be  regarded  as  a  good  friend  to  both  sides. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  on  the  28th  instant  of  James  Ryan, 
landsman,  on  board  the  Elk,  from  the  effect  of  an  accidental  gunshot 
wound,  which  terminated  in  lockjaw.

Sir  :  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  occasionally  to  announce  to  the 
Department  the  destruction  of  a  blockade  runner. 

On  the  night  of  the  30th  ultimo,  at  1 1  p.  m.,  a  steamer  attempted  to 
pass  into  Mobile,  but  the  vessels  had  been  placed  in  anticipation  of  it, 
and  the  little  dispatch  boat  Glasgow  was  in  the  Swash  Channel,  and  so 
soon  as  the  eastern  boat  made  the  signal,  "Vessel  running  in,"  the 
Glasgow  ran  for  the  beach,  soon  discovered  her,  and  fired  five  shots  at  her 
when  the  fort  opened  upon  the  Glasgow,  but  the  blockade  runner  was 
aground.     In  the  morning  I  sent  the  gunboats  in  to  shell  her,     I  pre- 
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sume  they  have  gotten  her  cargo  out  of  her,  but  the  vessel  still  lies  on 
the  beach  and  I  hope  effectively  to  destroy  her. 
I  do  not  know  what  vessel  it  is,  but  they  say  it  is  not  the  Denbigh.

Report  of  Bear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Jfavy,  regarding  the  burning  of  the  iteamer. 

No.  283.]  Flagship  Hartford,  July  6,  186 4. 

Sir:  I  am  happy  to  announce  to  you  the  burning  of  the  blockade 
runner  which  I  informed  you  was  run  on  shore  by  the  Glasgow  a  few 
nights  since,  under  the  forts. 
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Yesterday,  the  5th,  I  permitted  Captain  Drayton  to  send  in  a  boat 
expedition  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  J.  Crittenden  Watson, 
my  flag-lieutenant,  composed  of  three  boats  from  this  ship  in  charge  or 
Lieutenant  H.  B.  Tyson,  Ensigns  William  S.  Dana,  William  H.  Whit- 
ing, and  G.  D.  B.  Glidden,  and  Master's  Mate  R.  P.  Herrick,  and  one 
boat  from  the  Brooklyn  in'  charge  of  Ensign  C.  H.  Pendleton  and 
Assistant  Surgeon  William  Commons. 

The  boarding  party  was  covered  by  the  gunboats  Metacomet,  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander J.  E.  Jouett,  and  Kennebec,  Lieutenant-Comman- 
der W.  P.  McCann. 

The  duty  was  performed  promptly,  the  vessel  boarded  without  re- 
sistance, and  set  on  fire.  We  discovered  the  flames  twenty  minutes 
before  1  a.  m.,  and  she  burned  until  3  a.  m.  The  party  all  returned 
by  2 :  30  a.  m.  The  whole  was  performed  with  great  judgment  and 
discretion. 

The  enemy's  forces  were  lying  within  a  short  distance,  but  did  not 
open  fire  on  our  people  until  the  flames  burst  out. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  a  copy  of  Captain  Drayton's  report 
and  my  general  order,  and  hope  the  conduct  of  those  of  tne  expedition 
will  be  worthy  of  your  notice. 

We  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  vessel.

Beport  of  Captain  Drayton,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  deetrnotion  of  the  eteamer. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile,  July  6,  I864. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  being  important  to  destroy  the 
blockade  runner  which  was  chased  on  shore  near  Fort  Morgan  on  the 
night  of  the  1st  instant,  and  the  fire  of  our  vessels  having  apparently 
fafled  to  accomplish  this  object,  Flag-Lieutenant  Watson  offered  to  go 
in  and  set  her  on  fire. 

For  this  purpose  he  was  given,  last  evening,  three  of  the  Hartford's 
and  one  of  the  Brooklyn's  boats,  which  were  towed  into  position  after 
dark  by  the  Metacomet,  Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett,  and  the  Ken- 
nebec. Lieutenant-Commander  McCann,  these  vessels  afterwards  cover- 
ing the  movement. 

About  1  a.  m.  this  morning  the  blockade  runner  was  boarded  and 
set  on  fire  in  two  places,  from  the  effects  of  which  she  has,  I  should  say, 
been  rendered  utterly  useless.  The  boats  then  returned  to  the  cover- 
ingvessels  and  were  towed  off  to  the  fleet. 

The  whole  affair  was  well  managed  and  very  creditable  to  Lieu- 
tenant Watson,  and  to  his  assistants,  Lieutenant  Tyson,  Ensigns  Whit- 
ing, Glidden,  Dana,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Herrick,  of  this  vessel, 
and  Ensign  Pendleton,  of  the  Brooklyn,  and  although  offering,  as  it 
proved,  rew  difficulties  of  execution,  still  there  was  every  reason  to 
suppose  beforehand  that  the  enemy  would  not,  without  a  stubborn 
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resistance,  permit  a  vessel  to  be  destroyed  so  near  a  strongly  gar- 
risoned fort  and  immediately  under  the  fire  of  its  guns.

Three  boats  of  the  Hartford,  under  command  of  Flag-Lieutenant 
J.  Crittenden  Watson,  and  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  H.  B.  Tyson, 
Ensigns  William  S.  Dana,  William  H.  Whiting,  and  G.  D.  B.  Glidden, 
and  Master's  Mate  Richard  P.  Herrick,  and  one  boat  of  the  Brooklyn,  in 
charge  of  Ensign  C.  H.  Pendleton,  were  dispatched  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  boarding  party  was  covered  by  the  gunboats  Metacomet,  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander James  E.  Jouett,  -and  Kennebec,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander William  P.  McCann.  Assistant  Surgeon  William  Commons, 
of  the  Hartford,  accompanied  the  expedition  as  medical  officer.  The 
steamer  was  boarded  and  set  on  fire,  and  the  entire  conduct  of  the 
expedition  was  marked  by  a  promptness  and  energy  which  shows  what 
may  be  expected  of  such  officers  and  men  on  similar  occasions. 

They  have  the  thanks  of  the  admiral  commanding  for  the  manner 
in  which  they  performed  their  respective  duties.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  expedition  for  the  examination  of  the 

fteamer. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile,  July  8,  I864. 

Sir:  It  being  a  matter  of  some  interest  to  know  the  extent  of  injury 
done  to  the  blockade  runner  by  the  burning  to  which  she  was  sub- 
jected on  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant,  Lieutenant  Watson  volun- 
teered to  go  in  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and,  if  found  necessary,  of 
blowing  her  up  last  night. 

Two  armed  boats  from  this  vessel  were  given  him,  and  accompanied 
by  Lieutenants  Tyson,  Adams,  and  Jones  and  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Hathorne,  he  was  taken  in  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Pinola,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Stanton,  but  in  the  darkness  the  vessel  could  not  be  found, 
and  the  boats,  while  going  along  the  beach  in  search  of  her,  were  several 
times  hailed,  thus  giving  the  alarm,  so  that  on  approaching  the  steamer 
they  were  received  with  heavy  volleys  of  musketry  and  grape.  Pro- 
tected as  they  were,  however,  by  the  darkness,  only  one  man,  William 
Hawkins,  was  struck,  and  he  with  musket  ball,  from  the  effects  of 
which  he  died  to-day. 
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The  party  being  too  weak  for  attack  under  the  circumstances,  with- 
drew and  returned  to  the  Finola  without  further  accident.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  by  the  enclosed 
slip  from  a  Mobile  paper  of  the  5th  instant  the  blockade  runner  we 
destroyed  last  week  is  the  Ivarihoe,  one  of  those  named  in  our  consular 
dispatches. 

We  ran  another  on  shore  on  the  night  of  the  7th,  very  close  under 
Fort  Morgan,  which  made  it  more  difficult  to  destroy  her  without  sub- 
jecting our  vessels  to  the  similar  risk  of  getting  on  shore.  This 
steamer  succeeded  last  night  in  getting  off  and  running  into  the  bay. 
She  is  also  a  new  vessel,  and  we  do  not  know  her  name.  We  shelled 
her  at  intervals  for  two  days.

Commodore:  As  fast  as  you  have  men  to  send  out  to  us  send  them 
to  the  Vincennes  at  Ship  Island  as  the  depot. 

General  Canby  made  a  request  of  me  to  loan  him  two  100-pounder 
Parrotts.  I  have  two  150-pounders  at  Pensacola,  which  I  told  him 
he  could  have,  and  one  100-pounder. 

Send  me  all  the  100-pounder  shot  and  shell,  reserving  fifty;  they 
are  much  needed;  and  also  as  many  cartridges  as  you  can  for  the  same; 
also  some  cartridge  stuff. 

No  doubt  you  may  want  a  light  anchor  occasionally,  but  we  are 
losing  them  almost  daily,  slipping  and  chasing  in  the  night.  We  have 
another  steam  blockade  runner  on  the  beach,  but  not  yet  destroyed, 

I  will  send  you  the  Meteor's  witnesses  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  am  anxious  for  the  Jackson  in  the  sound.  It  is  best  to  send  the 
molding  sand  round  in  a  vessel.     I  believe  it  will  cost  less. 

Buchanan  is  still  absent  at  Mobile,  fitting  the  iron  on  the  Nashville. 
When  she  comes  down,  I  expect  him  out. 

The  draft  we  received  did  not  more  than  fill  up  half  the  deficiencies, 
and  they  came  in  the  most  horrid  condition.  I  nad  to  report  it  to  the 
Department. 

Almost  every  supply  vessel  takes  home  30  to  50  sick,  besides  the 
men  whose  times  are  out.

P.  S. — There  is  a  report  here  to-day  from  the  interior  that  Sherman 
is  in  Atlanta.

Memorandum  of  conversation  vrtth  a  practical  observer. 

1st.  The  Confederate  ram  just  launched  at  Montgomery  is  a  poor 
affair. 

2d.  A  small  torpedo  steamer,  built » upon  the  latest  and  most 
approved  plan,  very  recently  left  Selma  for  Mobile.  She  makes  7 
knots  an  hour,  sinks  with  great  facility,  and  is  intended  to  act  upon  the 
blockading  squadron. 

3d.  They  speak  confidently  of  an  attack  on  the  squadron. 

4th.  They  are  building  a  number  of  these  torpedo  boats  at  Charles- 
ton and  Selma. 

5th.  The  opinion  prevails  all  over  the  Confederacy  that  an  armed 
insurrection  will  take  place  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Kentucky. 
Southern  agents,  with  commissions  from  Richmond,  swarm  in  Canada 
and  the  Western  States.  The  postponement  of  the  Chicago  conven- 
tion was  recommended  from  Richmond. 

6th.  It  has  been  determined  to  burn  all  the  cotton  gins  and  sugar 
houses  in  Louisiana  and  along  the  Mississippi  River,  if  possible.  The 
plan  is  now  maturing. 

7th.  The  impression  is  general  that  the  French  (rebel)  rams  may  be 
looked  for  every  day,  and  that  they  will  first  appear  off  Mobile.

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8th.  Lee's  and  Johnston's  armies  are  both  better  fed  than  at  any 
time  previous  since  the  war. 

9th.  Corn  crops  everywhere  fine;  wheat  abundant,  but  injured  by 
wet  weather;  pork  more  than  last  year  by  one-quarter. 

10th.  Guerrilla  warfare  to  be  organized  on  a  large  scale  and  encour- 
aged in  every  possible  way. 

11th.  Desperate  men,  convicts,  etc.,  at  the  North  to  be  employed 
by  rebel  agents  to  burn  steamers,  ships,  cities,  etc. 

12th.  The  defeat  of  Ijee  and  Johnston  to  be  followed  by  a  general 
war  of  ambush  and  conflagration.

Memorandum  forwarded  by  Colonel  Myer,  Chief  Signal  Officer,  U.  S. 
Army,  of  in  formation  given  by  a  resident  of  Mobile  regarding  Confed- 
erate vessels  and  defenses, 

Hdqrs.  Military  Division  of  the  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  July  7,  1864. 

Mr.  De  Grow,  introduced  from  the  United  States  marshal's  office  at 
New  Orleans,  a  citizen  of  Mobile,  professing  to  be  loyal,  his  family  now 
in  Mobile,  wishes  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the  United  States  authori- 
ties, anticipating  the  ultimate  capture  of  the  city.  His  business  pur- 
suits have  caused  him  to  be  much  upon  the  Mobile  Bay  and  the  incur- 
rent  rivers. 

Mr.  De  Grow  left  Mobile  on  the  15th  of  April  on  the  schooner  Judson. 
This  schooner  lay  for  three  weeks  near  Fort  Morgan,  then  ran  out  and 
was  soon  after  captured  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Conemaugh.  Mr.  De  Grow  has 
knowledge  of  the  following  vessels  and  floating  batteries : 

Rams  built  at  Selma,  Ala. — Tennessee,  Nashville,  Tuscaloosa,  and 
Huntsville. 

Wooden  gunboats. — The  Morganand  the  Gaines. 

Commercial  steamers  altered  to  be  used  as  gunboats. — The  Florida 
and  the  Baltic. 

Unfinished  rains. — There  are  two  rams,  each  150  feet  in  length, 
unfinished.  These  were  building  on  the  Tombigbee  River  at  the  time 
of  Sherman's  raid.  There  was  danger  that  our  troops  might  reach 
them.  They  were  hastily  launched  as  they  were  and  were  towed 
down  to  Motile  for  protection. 

On  April  15  the  iron  had  not  been  obtained  with  which  to  plate  them, 
nor  had  the  rams  been  then  attached  to  their  bows.  A  sketch,  ' '  D, " 
from  information  accompanies  this  paper. 

Floating  batteries. — There  are  two  floating  batteries,  built  square, 
of  heavy  timber,  inclining  inward,  plated  with  4  inches  of  iron.  Each 
battery  is  pierced  for  four  guns.  They  are  without  motive  power; 
when  moved  thev  are  towed  from  pomt  to  point,  a  hawser  being 
attached  at  one  01  the  angles. 
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These  batteries  are  clumsy,  of  such  draft  of  water,  and  so  difficultly 
managed  as  to  be  almost  useless.  A  sketch,  "E,"  from  information, 
accompanies  this  paper. 

The  Tennessee. — A  casemated  ironclad  ram,  over  200  feet  in 
length,  said  by  workmen  who  have  served  upon  the  Atlanta  to  be 
almost  identical  in  structure  with  that  vessel.  Shows  one  smoke- 
stack, is  a  screw  steamer,  draws  from  12  to  14  feet,  said  to  be  capable 
of  making  8  knots  per  hour,  which  is  fully  as  much  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  informant  she  can  do. 

Pierced  with  six  ports,  has  a  single  bow,  and  a  single  stern  port, 
casemated  as  follows:  Casemate  formed  or  heavy  timbers,  inclining 
inward  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees. 

Upon  these  timbers  three  coatings  of  iron  plates.  These  plates  are 
rather  bars  than  plates,  each  bar  or  plate  being  about  12  or  14  feet  in 
length,  4  inches  broad,  and  2  inches  thick. 

The  first  coating  of  these  bars  is  laid  upon  the  casemate,  vertically 
as  to  their  length.  The  second  coating  of  bars  is  disposed  horizon- 
tally as  to  their  length.  The  third  and  exterior  coating  is  laid  ver- 
tically.    The  total  thickness  of  plating  thus  given  is  about  6  inches- 

The  port  shutters  are  of  iron  about  4  inches  thick.  They  are  placed 
exterior  to  the  plating,  turning  upon  a  pivot  upon  one  side  of  the  port. 

To  open  ports  the  shutters  are  raised  by  a  tackle  attaching  to  the 
side  of  the  port,  distant  from  the  pivot,  passing  outside  of  the  casemate 
for  a  few  feet,  then  entering  the  casemate,  from  the  inside  of  which  it  is 
worked. 

To  close  ports  the  shutters  are  allowed  to  fall  back  by  their  weight. 
The  Tennessee  with  guns  and  stores  on  board  floats  very  low,  carrying 
her  ports  hardly  2  feet  6  inches  above  the  water  line.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  tne  informant  that  she  can  not  endure  serious  collision.  In  his 
phrase,  "She  has  no  bearings — is  below  her  bearings,"  and  would  be 
very  easily  pressed  under. 

A  sloping-stemmed  vessel  would,  in  his  opinion,  if  striking  her  either 
fore  or  aft  the  casemate,  go  over  her,  or,  striking  square  upon  the  case- 
mate, would  climb  upon  her;  in  either  case  the  Tennessee  would  be  run 
down. 

Of  the  caliber  of  the  guns  of  the  Tennessee  the  informant  has  no 
knowledge. 

Of  the  strength  of  the  crew  he  is  not  informed.  He  believes  them 
to  be  disaffected. 

A  sketch,  "A,"  from  information,  accompanies  this  paper. 

The  Nashville. — A  casemated  ram,  over  200  feet  in  length,  will  be. 
when  completed,  as  formidable  as  the  Tennessee.  Is  a  side-wheel 
steamer;  snows  one  smokestack.  Wheel  shafts  protected  by  a  kind 
of  angular  shield  of  heavy  timbers  to  be  hereafter  ironclad. 

This  vessel  was  on  April  15  without  her  mail,  being  clad  only  about 
the  bows.     She  is  to  be  ironclad  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Tennessee. 

The  steamer  Baltic,  formerly  ironclad,  is  reported  as  laid  upland  as 
being  stripped  of  her  iron,  the  iron  to  be  used  to  mail  the  Nashville. 

The  Nashville  carries  a  large  ram  and  is  complete  with  the  exception 
of  her  mail. 

The  casemate  is  pierced  with  six  ports,  showing  one  bow  port  and 
one  after  port,  two  oroadside  ports  on  either  side,  forward  the  wheels. 

Of  the  speed  of  the  vessel,  caliber  of  the  guns,  or  strength  of  the 
crew  the  informant  has  no  knowledge.  A  sketch, "  B,"  from  informa- 
tion, accompanies  this  paper. 
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The  Buntsville  and  Tuscaloosa. — Casemated  ironclad  rams,  150  to 
175  feet  in  length.    Engines  high  pressure,  taken  from  river  boats. 

Casemate  clad  with  4  inches  of  iron  and  pierced  for  six  guns.  The 
engines  of  these  boats  are  described  as  defective.  Very  little  depend- 
ence is  placed  upon  them.  They  are  slow  and  unwieldy.  They  are 
said  to  oe  singularly  shaped.  The  sketch,  "C,"  accompanying  this 
paper,  illustrates  the  description. 

Wooden  gunboats. — The  gunboats  Morgan  and  Gaines  are  high- 
pressure,  side-wheel  steamers;  engines  taken  from  river  boats:  They 
show  each  a  single  smokestack.  They  carry  each  six  guns.  Of  these 
guns,  two,  one  forward  and  one  aft,  are  upon  pivots. 

The  Florida  is  a  high-pressure  side-wheel  steamer,  altered  as  a  gun- 
boat; carries  eight  guns.  The  Baltic  is  reported  as  now  laid  up  and 
dismantled. 

Location. — The  Tennessee  now  lies  inside  of  and  near  Fort  Morgan. 
The  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Florida  serve  on  picket  duty  near  the  forts, 
relieving  each  other  every  two  weeks.  The  ironclad  rams  Nashville, 
Huntsvule,  and  Tuscaloosa,  the  two  unfinished  rams  from  the  Tombig- 
bee  River,  and  the  two  floating  batteries  were,  on  April  15,  lying  moored 
in  Choctaw  Pass,  inside  of  Pinto's  Island,  opposite  Hitchcock's  Pass 
[press].    There  is  a  kind  of  navy  yard  at  this  place. 

Defenses  and  obstructions. — The  five  batteries  shown  upon  the  maps 
south  of  Choctaw  Point,  and  just  below  the  town,  are  small  earth- 
works. They  are  now  abandoned.  There  are  no  guns  in  these  bat- 
teries. There  is  a  battery  at  Choctaw  Point,  another  due  east  of  this 
and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  distant,  and  a  tnird  (Spanish  River  bat- 
tery) due  east  of  this  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  distant  from  it. 
From  the  outer  battery  to  Choctaw  Point,  and  curving  slightly  to  the 
southward,  is  a  line  of  piles  sawed  off  under  water.  Near  the  center 
of  this  line,  and  at  a  point  commanded  by  the  central  battery,  is  an 
opening  or  passageway.  On  either  side  of  this  opening  one  or  two 
pdes  are  projecting  above  the  water  to  mark  the  entrance.  Near  to 
this  passage  is  kept  a  stone  boat  to  be  sunk  to  close  it  if  necessary. 
There  is  a  battery  at  Round  Top  [Battery  Huger?]  on  the  island  at  the 
junction  of  the  Blakely  and  Apalachee  rivers.  There  is  another  bat- 
tery on  the  west  bank  of  the  river  one-half  a  mile  above  the  last 
described.  On  the  15th  of  April  this  battery  was  garrisoned  by  one 
company  of  Louisiana  troops.  There  are  obstructions  from  the  bat- 
tery at  Round  Top  to  the  east  bank  of  the  river.  An  opening  200  feet 
wiae,  marked  by  piles  projecting- above  the  water,  is  left  in  mid- 
channel  and  as  a  passage.  The  batteries,  shown  upon  the  maps  as  at 
Blakely,  are  now  abandoned.  There  are  no  batteries  at  this  place. 
There  are  no  batteries  or  obstructions  upon  the  Alabama  River.    After 

Sassing  the  batteries  at  Round  Top  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  vessels 
rawing  12  feet  of  water  going  up  the  Tensas  River,  crossing  by  the 
junction  to  Alabama  River,  and  thence  descending  to  Mobile. 

The  batteries  formerly  at  Twenty-one  Mile  Bluff  (Fort  St.  Philip, 
probably)  have  been  abandoned.  There  are  supposed  to  be  some 
obstructions,  and  possibly  torpedoes,  at  Grant's  Pass.  A  line  of  piles 
2  feet  under  water  extends  from  Fort  Gaines  to  the  middle  of  the  main 
ship  channel.  Thence  across  the  channel  torpedoes  are  anchored  in 
line  2  feet  under  water.  The  eastern  termination  of  this  torpedo  line 
is  marked  by  a  small  black  buoy.  East  of  this  buoy  the  channel  is 
clear.  The  shore  of  Mobile  Point  is  very  bold,  and  22  feet  can  be  car-

ried  anywhere.  The  line  of  obstructions  has  caused  this  portion  of 
the  channel  to  deepen  considerably.  Particular  instructions  were 
given  to  the  schooner  Judson  when  running  out  to  keep  to  the  east- 
ward of  the  black  buoy  above  mentioned. 

In  April  last  there  were  about  5,000  troops  garrisoning  Mobile  and 
the  forts.  They  were  poorly  clad,  poorly  fed,  disaffected,  and  tired  of 
the  war.  The  same  feeling  was  manifested  by  the  sailors  manning  the 
fleet. 

It  is  the  impression  of  the  informant  that  neither  the  naval  force 
nor  those  manning  the  forts  will  fight  with  great  spirit  or  determi- 
nation.

Sir:  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  to  the  Department  the  destruc- 
tion of  a  blockade  runner  off  the  coast  of  Texas,  which  Commander 
Woolsey  informs  me  is  the  well-known  steamer  Matagorda.  She  was 
destroyed  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  instant  by  the  Kanawha,  Penguin, 
and  Aroostook,  after  running  out  of  Galveston.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Taylor,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Kanawha. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Kanawha, 
Off  Galveston,  Tex.,  July  8,  186 4. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  while  lying  at  my  station 
(Main  Ship  Channel  of  the  entrance  into  Galveston)  last  evening,  7th 
instant,  a  steamer  was  discovered  at  11  o'clock  standing  to  the  south- 
west close  under  the  land.  I  immediately  slipped  the  cable,  spread 
fires,  signalized  the  fleet,  and  started  in  pursuit,  following  as  close 
inshore  as  was  deemed  safe,  keeping  the  stranger  in  sight  (although 
she  was  continually  changing  her  course)  until  nearly  daybreak,  when- 
finding  that  she  had  stopped,  and  supposing  she  had  run  on  shore,  I 
ran  down  and  spoke  the  steamer  Penguin  (blockading  off  San  Luis 
Pass),  ordering  nim  to  come  up  at  datybreak  to  assist  me  in  getting 
her  off  or  destroying  her.  I  tnen  returned  to  the  steamer  and  dis- 
covered that  she  was  not  ashore,  but  standing  under  the  land  to  the 
northward  and  eastward  and  throwing  overboard  her  cotton.  I  imme- 
diately opened  on  her  with  my  guns  and  succeeded  after  three  shots 
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in  driving  her  on  shore.  I  kept  up  a  brisk  fire,  being  joined  by  the 
Penguin  until  the  crew  were  compelled  to  quit  the  vessel.  I  then 
sent  in  three  boats — one  from  this  vessel  and  two  from  the  Penguin-^- 
under  command  of  Acting  Master  Durham,  of  the  Penguin,  to  see  if 
she  could  be  gotten  off;  if  not,  to  set  her  on  fire.  The  boats  approached 
within  about  30  yards  of  the  vessel,  when  they  were  opened  on  by 
about  150  riflemen  and  compelled  to  return,  the  commanding  officer 
being  slightly  wounded.  The  officer  in  charge  reported  that  the 
vessel  was  sunk  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  her  off.  We  then 
recommenced  firing,  and  shortly  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the 
vessel  in  flames.  I  would  state  that  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Aroostook 
joined  us  about  half  past  6  o'clock  and  also  opened  fire  on  the  steamer. 
We  continued  firing  until  the  vessel  was  a  complete  wreck  and  on 
fire  fore  and  aft. 

The  blockade  runner  was  a  side-wheel,  single-stack  vessel,  painted 
lead  color,  and  very  slow,  the  Kanawha  having  no  difficulty  in  over- 
hauling her.

Stranger  proved  to 
be  the  Penguin.  At  4: 15  spoke  the  Penguin,  beat  the  retreat,  and 
stood  N.  E.  At  4:30  discovered  the  chase  close  inshore  throwing 
cotton  overboard.

The  Penauin  came  up  and  joined 
us  in  shelling  her,  after  which  sent  an  expedition  of  three  boats  (one 
from  this  vessel  and  two  from  the  Penguin)  to  board  her;  but  the 
expedition  being  fired  upon,  the  officer  in  charge  wounded,  it  returned 
and  it  was  resolved  to  destroy  her,  which  was  accordingly  done. 
Fired  30  rounds  of  Parrott  shell,  16  Xl-inch,  2  from  24-pouncfer  how- 
itzer, the  execution  proving  most  excellent.  At  6  the  Aroostook  made 
her  number,  stood  in,  and.  joined  us  in  shelling  the  chase  and  beach. 
At  6 :  45  the  whole  body  of  the  chase  was  a  mass  of  fire.  We  stood  for 
Galveston  at  7:30.  At  8  sighted  the  fleet  off  Galveston.  At  10:15 
came  to  anchor.

Sir:  The  Hon.  William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State,  under  date  of 
the  18th  of  May,  wrote  to  the  Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton,  Secretary  of  War, 
enclosing  a  translation  of  a  communication  from  Mons.  L.  de  Geofroy 
regarding  one  Jean  Fortuni  Henri  Blanchav,  who  claims  $2,769  for  the 
destruction  of  his  property  at  Donaldsonville,  La.,  when  that  place  was 
fired  by  my  orders.  The  papers  were  referred  by  the  War  Department 
to  Major-General  Canby,  and  have  since  been  referred  by  the  military 
authorities  here  to  me.  I  have  considered  it  the  proper  course  to 
write  on  the  subject  directly  to  you,  by  whom  my  answer  can  be  com- 
municated to  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  facts  connected  with  the 
partial  burning  of  Donaldsonville  are  clearly  set  forth  in  my  letter  to 
the  Department  under  date  of  August  10,  1862,  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  enclosed  marked  No.  1. 

I  know  nothing  of  the  nationality  of  the  individual  who  has  made 
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his  claim  for  indemnity.     I  only  know  that  I  never  found  any  other 
than  enemies  in  that  neighborhood.

Sir:  A  communication  has  been  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
by  the  French  legation,  and  referred  to  this  Department,  in  relation  to 
the  seizure  of  the  steamer  Tennessee,  when  New  Orleans  was  captured. 
It  is  claimed  that  the  vessel  belonged  to  French  and  English  subjects 
and  carried  the  French  flag  as  an  indication  of  the  nationality  of  the 
majority  of  her  owners;  that  she  was  waiting  at  New  Orleans  the 
reopening  of  the  port  in  order  to  complete  the  French  ownership  of  her, 
obtain  French  papers,  and  depart  for  Havre.  I  enclose  herewith  a 
copy  of  the  letter  of  the  secretary  of  legation  on  the  subject,  also  of 
Mr.  Seward's  letter  transmitting  it. 

The  Department  is  not  advised  of  the  steps  that  have  been  taken 
toward  the  condemnation  as  prize  of  war,  of  the  vessels  seized  at  New 
Orleans.  It  is  presumed  they  are  in  court,  at  least  theyought  to  be, 
so  that  the  legality  of  the  seizure  can  be  passed  upon.  The  Tennessee 
was  appraised  at  $96,000,  according  to  a  report  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment from  your  squadron.  Be  pleased  to  communicate  such  facts 
bearing  upon  the  case  of  the  Tennessee  as  you  may  possess,  to  enable 
the  Department  to  reply  to  the  application  for  restitution  of  the  vessel 
to  the  claimants  made  through  the  French  legation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  we  are  very 
much  in  want  of  engineers,  firemen,  and  coal  heavers  in  this  squadron. 
The  tinclads  transferred  to  me  by  Admiral  Porter  I  have  been  obliged 
to  supply  entirely  from  our  own  resources,  which,  moreover,  are  con- 
stantly depleted  by  medical  surveys. 
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I  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  necessity 
of  supplying  me  with  more  men  to  fill  up  the  deficiencies  resulting  from 
the  expiration  of  terms  of  service  and  sickness.  If  the  Department 
would  send  me  100  by  each  store  or  supply  steamer  it  would  not  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  make  up  those  deficiencies. 

There  is  also  need  of  five  or  six  medical  officers.  The  Seminole  is 
without  any,  the  doctor  of  the  Portsmouth  has  resigned  on  account  of 
his  health,  and  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  hospital  at  Pensacola  navy 
yard  was  recently  invalided.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  schooner  James 
Williams  by  this  vessel.  At  daylight  this  morning  the  schooner 
James  Williams  was  discovered  standing  in  for  the  land  on  the  port 
tack,  the  wind  at  the  time  being  S.  S.  W.  and  fair  for  a  vessel  bound 
for  New  Orleans. 

As  soon  as  she  discovered  us  in  chase  she  tacked  and  stood  offshore. 

At  7 :  45  a.  m.  fired  a  shot  across  her  bows  and  she  hove  to.     On 

boarding  her  powder  was  discovered  scattered  about  her  decks  and  on 

the  rail,  and  as  the  hatches  were  off  and  cargo  broached  I  concluded 

they  had  been  throwing  it  overboard. 

She  was  under  English  colors  and  has  an  assorted  cargo,  consisting 
of  medicines,  coffee,  liquor,  bar  iron,  etc.  Her  suspicious  movements, 
her  position  very  much  oat  of  the  course  from  Tampico  to  New  Orleans, 
for  which  port  she  was  cleared,  and  the  nature  of  her  cargo,  in  my  opin- 
ion justified  her  seizure  as  a  prize.  I  shall  send  her  to  New  Orleans  for 
adjudication. 

The  capture  was  made  about  12  miles  S.  by  E.  of  Galveston  Bar. 
No  other  vessels  were  within  signal  distance  at  time  of  capture.

Headquarters  of  General  Maury  at  Mobile.  Strength  of  earrison 
in  and  about  Mobile  not  over  6,000.  No  troops  arriving  or  leaving. 
Was  oh  guard  and  escaped  in  a  boat  to  gunboat  Port  Royal,  about  the 
end  of  June.     Two  others  who  escaped  were  sent  to  Pensacola. 

Depot  of  supplies  for  troops  here  is  in  Mobile;  they  reach  here  by 
Mobile  and  Ohio  railroad.  Kations  are  corn  bread,  peas,  bacon,  and 
molasses;  occasionally  a  little  fresh  beef.   • 

Depot  of  ordnance  stores  in  Commerce  street,  Mobile.  Guns  and 
ammunition  received  from  arsenal  at  Selma.  Heavy  ordnance,  8  and 
10  inch  guns,  are  cast  there. 

News  from  Richmond  reaches  Mobile  in  from  two  to  three  days  by 
telegraph.     Does  not  know  the  condition  of  the  railroads. 

Tne  line  of  defense  around  Mobile  extends  about  3  J  miles  from  the 
city.  Does  not  know  anything  about  the  nature  of  them  or  the  posi- 
tion of  any  of  the  redoubts,  except  one  on  the  right  of  the  Government 
road,  50  yards. 

Four  guns  en  barbette  at  Fort  Powell.  Does  not  know  their  caliber; 
heavier  than  32-pounders;  can  not  say  whether  they  were  rifled  or  not. 
Magazine  in  center  of  bombproof;  bank  12  feet  thick;  guns  mounted  on 
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south,  front,  protected  on  either  side  by  a  thick  sod.  Bombproof  is 
traversed  by  two  passages  connected  at  right  angles  in  the  center. 
Entrance  to  bombproof  behind  each  gun;  built  of  24-inch  of  pine,  cov- 
ered with  12  feet  of  sand ;  about  50  feet  sauare.  Four  feet  from  outer 
slope  is  the  water.  A  breakwater  4  feet  nigh  protects  the  work  from 
the  action  of  the  sea.  The  fort  occupies  the  whole  island.  Men's 
quarters  in  time  of  action  in  the  bombproof;  when  not  firing  they 
occupy  a  building  on  the  wharf;  wharf  about  80  paces  long,  running 
east;  4  or  5  feet  of  water  alongside. 

Channel  runs  within  50  yards.  Drinking  water  is  brought  in  ves- 
sels from  eastern  shore,  and  kept  in  iron  tanks  and  two  cisterns;  this 
is  spring  water.  At  the  time  of  the  bombardment  ammunition  was 
sent  from  Fort  Gaines  at  night.  One  man  was  killed  and  four 
wounded.  Damages  repaired  by  negroes  during  the  night.  They 
draw  rations  every  two  montHs;  rations  kept  under  bombproof. 
During  the  bombardment  they  received  pure  coffee. 

All  the  men  of  the  battalion  are  armed  with  Springfield  muskets. 
The  two  Tennessee  companies  work  a  water  battery  of  seven  guns 
(7-inch  rifles  and  X-inch  smoothbores,  at  least  three  of  the  latter) 
directly  beneath  Fort  Morgan,  commanding  the  channel. 

There  are  18  guns  mounted  on  the  parapet  of  the  fort;  two  Blakelys, 
100-pounders,  X-inch,  one  bearing  toward  Sand  Island  and  the  other 
due  west.  The  others  are  7-inch  rifles  and  X-inch  smoothbores.  At 
the  light-house  is  a  battery  of  8  guns,  old  32-pounders,  5  of  them 
rifled  and  banded.  There  are  3  other  guns  in  position  on  the  point, 
of  which  we  could  give  no  information. 

The  line  of  obstructions  extends  across  Pelican  Pass  Channel,  from 
shoal  water  to  edge  of  main  channel;  from  thence  three  lines  of  tor- 

Sedoes,  about  4  feet  under  water,  extend  to  within  half  a  mile  of  Fort 
[organ.  This  end  of  line  is  marked  by  small  black  buoy.  Another 
line  of  obstructions  just  below  the  batteries  near  the  city,  extending 
from  shoal  water  on  west  side  one  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  batteries 
to  shoal  water  on  the  east  shore;  no  torpedoes.  About  the  middle  of 
the  obstructions  an  opening  75  to  100  ieet  is  left  to  allow  ships  and 
boats  to  pass  through.  Before  reaching  the  obstructions  the  channel 
is  marked  by  posts  appearing  first  on  the  right,  then  on  the  left,  be- 
tween which  the  boats  keep.  At  night  lights  are  kept  burning  on  these 
posts. 

He  gives  the  same  information  concerning  gunboats  as  derived  from 
other  sources.  The  Tennesssee,  completed,  and  the  Nashville,  build- 
ing, are  the  only  two  formidable  boats.  He  saw  the  Nashville  in  the 
dock.  She  is  a  side-wheeler,  plated  partially  with  iron  taken  from  the 
Baltic.     The  latter  is  dismantled  ana  put  out  of  commission.

The  extent  and  direction  of  the  lines  of  obstructions  and  torpedoes 
in  and  near  Mobile  Bay  are  similarly  reported  upon  by  Mr.  —  De  Grow, 
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a  refuges,  and  Jacobsin,  a  deserter;  the  knowledge  of  both  is  from 
hearsay. 

In  tne  case  of  Mr. — De  Grow,  derived  in  part  from  instructions  given 
in  relation  to  the  schooner  Judson,  and  in  the  case  of  Private  Jacob- 
sin  from  conversation  with  a  member  of  the  torpedo  party  stationed 
at  Fort  Morgan.  The  torpedo  party  consists  of  seven  men.  The  serv- 
ice of  torpedoes  seems  to  be  a  distinct  branch  of  the  service.  The 
party  is  located  at  Fort  Morgan.  They  are  supplied  with  a  large  and 
unusually  broad  launch,  or  boat,  which  can  be  propelled  by  either  oars 
or  sails. 

The  torpedoes  are  brought -empty  to  Fort  Morgan  and  are  there 
charged.  They  are  stored,  prior  to  oeing  filled,  in  a  wooden  building 
once  used  as  quarters  and  standing  just  outside  of  Fort  Morgan.  The 
torpedoes  are  anchored  in  different  locations,  as  circumstances  from 
time  to  time  seem  to  require. 

One  of  the  torpedo  crew  informed  Jacobsin  that  after  being  anchored 
under  water  they  remained  in  good  order  for  about  six  months. 

Structure. — Tne  torpedo  consists  of  a  copper  case,  made  conical  and 
water-tight.  This  case  is,  in  its  long  diameter,  2  feet,  or  perhaps  a 
little  more. 

The  diameter  of  the  base  is  about  18  inches.  From  the  apex  of  the 
cone  projects  a  firing  rod  from  3  to  5  feet  in  length.  This  rod  is  so  ad- 
justed that  a  vessel  or  other  body  pressing  against  it  fires  the  charge 
placed  within  the  torpedo.  The  torpedo,  being  charged,  is  anchored 
with  its  base  downward  in  the  channel  to  be  obstructed,  the  anchoring 
rope  and  the  firing  rod  being  made  of  such  length  that  the  top  of  the 
latter  shall  reach  nearly  "to  within  about  2  feet"  of  the  surface  of  the 
water.  Of  the  quantity  of  powder  placed  within  the  torpedo  the 
informant  had  no  knowledge.  Those  seen  by  him  were  of  the  char- 
acter described. 

Torpnedoes  of  much  greater  size  are  known  to  have  been  used  in  the 
Mississippi. 

The  informant  thinks  the  torpedo  is  fired  by  the  action  of  a  spring. 
It  would  seem  more  probable,  however,  that  the  firing  is  caused  by  the 
action  of  chemical  compounds  set  loose  and  mingled  together  by 
motion  of  the  firing  rod . 

Location  of  obstructions  and  principal  torpedo  line  at  entrance  of 
Mobile  Bay. — A  line  of  piles  driven  under  water  extends  from  the  shoal 
water  near  Fort  Gaines,  across  Pelican  Pass  Channel,  and  to  the  edge 
of  the  main  ship  channel. 

One  informant  describes  this  obstruction  as  five  rows  of  piles  driven 
closely  together.  The  other  informant  does  not  know  how  many  are 
the  piles  or  how  closely  driven. 

It  is  possible  the  obstructions  are  of  the  character  of  those  at  one 
time  in  the  harbor  at  Norfolk,  i.  e.,  groups  of  piles  bound  together  in 
fives,  the  groups  being  separated  by  some  little  distance.  In  very  low 
tides  or  when  the  wind  has  been  blowing  strongly  from  the  north  some 
of  the  piles  are  visible.  From  the  western  edge  of  the  main  ship  chan- 
nel, where  the  fixed  obstructions  terminate,  a  torpedo  line  extends 
eastward  across  that  channel  to  a  point  differently  estimated  as  at 
400yards  and  as  at  nearly  one-half  mile  from  Fort  Morgan. 

The  eastern  terminus  of  this  line  is  described  by  each  informant  as 
marked  by  a  small  black  buoy. 
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The  torpedoes  are  said  by  the  informant  Jacobsin  to  be  anchored  in 
three  lines  and  in  quincunx  order.  This  information  was  derived  by 
the  informant  in  conversation  with  one  of  the  torpedo  party  at  Fort 
Morgan.     There  are  no  means  of  determining  its  reliability. 

There  are  possibly  some  torpedoes  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Powell. 

The  informants  have  no  knowledge  or  reports  of  any  located  at  the 
line  of  obstructions  near  the  citv  or  at  that  in  the  Tensas  River. 

An  illustrative  sketch  from  description  accompanies  this  paper.  A 
tracing  from  description  is  also  given,  by  which  it  is  attempted  to  show 
the  position  of  the  guns  on  the  batteries  near  Fort  Morgan  as  they 
have  been  described  r>y  Private  Jacobsin.

Off  Mobile,  July  IB,  I864. 
Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  draft  of 
men,  230  in  number,  by  the  Admiral.    This  will  make  us  comfortable 
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for  a  short  time,  but  the  expiration  of  service  and  the  medical  surveys 
take  men  North  very  rapidly. 

My  great  apprehension  now  is  the  want  of  coal.  I  have  been 
writing  to  Commodore  Adams  for  some  time,  urging  a  supply,  and 
to-day  I  received  a  letter  informing  me  that  there  are  only  two  or 
three  hundred  tons  at  Pensacola.  Will  the  Department  please  urge 
it  forward? 

I  am  getting  ready  for  coming  events.  The  two  monitors  in  New 
Orleans  are  preparing  to  come  round  here.  They  were  intended  for 
the  river  service  and  require  some  securities  against  the  sea  breaking 
over  their  hatches. 

General  Canby  informed  me  that  he  thought  he  could  furnish  a 
sufficient  force  in  the  rear  of  the  forts  to  cut  off  the  enemy's  commu- 
nications. 

The  Manhattan  took  fire  in  the  engineer's  storeroom  on  the  night  of 
the  10th,  but  it  was  extinguished  in  a  few  hours,  and  the  damage 
amounts  to  very  little.  She  will  be  ready  for  service  by  the  19th  or 
20th.  I  enclose,  marked  Nos.  1  and  2,  the  report  of  Commander 
Nicholson  and  of  the  board  of  survey.  I  have  ordered  a  court  of 
enquiry  to  investigate  the  matter.

My  Dear  Admiral:  Things  appear  to  be  looking  better.     There 
are  some  monitors  getting  down  this  way,  but  when  they  will  be  ready 
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for  their  work  I  can  not  say,  as  I  have  not  yet  seen  them,  but  as  soon 
as  they  are,  and  all  things  are  ready  in  the  army,  we  will  take  a  look 
at  Buchanan.  Now  is  his  time;  the  sea  is  as  calm  as  possible  and 
everything  propitious  for  his  ironclads  to  attack  us;  still  he  remains 
behind  the  rort,  and  I  suppose  it  will  be  the  old  story  over  again.  If 
he  won't  visit  me,  I  will  have  to  visit  him.  I  am  all  ready  so  soon  as 
soldiers  arrive  to  stop  up  the  back  door  of  each  fort.  I  can  form  no 
idea  when  we  will  make  the  attack,  and  will  find  it  difficult  to  let  you 
know  so  as  not  to  take  you  from  your  station  at  such  an  important 
time  while  you  have  the  force,  etc.  I  hope  you  continue  to  enjoy 
good  health.  I  see  some  of  your  vessels  have  suffered  severely.  The 
capture  of  the  Alabama  is  glorious  news.  The  Hatteras  would  have 
taken  her  but  for  that  unfortunate  shot  in  the  boiler.  She  was  a 
mere  iron  shell,  but  she  struck  the  Alabama  two  shots  to  one.  I 
only  wish  Winslow  had  bagged  that  looker  on,  Mr.  Deerhound.

Sir:  We  received  by  the  supply  steamer  Admiral  some  tubes  and 
boiler  iron  for  your  use  at  New  Orleans,  but  Mr.  Williamson  thought 
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it  better  to  land  them  at  Pensacola.  as  the  Admiral  was  going  down 
the  coast  of  Texas  and  we  can  send  you  what  vou  wish  by  the  Glas- 
gow. I  think  some  were  left  on  board  and  will  be  landed  when  she 
arrives  at  New  Orleans  on  her  way  back  from  Texas. 

Your  whole  energies  should  be  given  to  the  monitors.  The  weather 
is  so  fine  that  I  think  they  will  come  round  very  easily,  and  I  have  a 
good  harbor  for  them  here. 

I  do  not  find  that  my  work  at  the  navy  yard,  Pensacola,  has  pro- 
gressed as  I  expected  since  I  left  there.  I  don't  know  why.  My  steam 
hammer  is  very  much  wanted.     It  is  my  ironwork  that  is  behind-hand. 

I  am  much  gratified  that  Mr.  Eads  succeeded  in  getting  the  moni- 
tors sent  down  to  me.  No  doubt  they  will  do  good  wore.  I  shall 
want  you  here  so  soon  as  active  operations  commence.  Their  machin- 
ery is  so  complicated  that  it  will  require  some  one  to  be  on  hand  who 
understands  it  if  anything  should  get  out  of  order. 

Send  round  the  scrap  iron,  etc.,  which  you  have  ready  for  Pensacola 
by  the  Tennessee.    Let  the  patterns  purchased  with  the  tools  at  Car- 
rollton  be  sold  by  Paymaster  Cook.     Your  orders  as  fleet  engineer  to 
report,  etc.,  have  been  received.

U.  S.  Navy,  giving  plan  of  attack  upon  Confederate  defenses  in  Mobile 

Bay. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Tennessee, 

Mobile  Bar,  July  18,  I884. 

Commodore:  I  send  by  the  Olasgow  lieutenant-Commander  Per- 
kins and for  the  monitors.  I  have  detained  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Perkins  for  this  work.  [N.  M.]  Dyer  also  volunteered  to 
go  anywhere  rather  than  go  home  at  this  juncture.  I  think  they  will 
make  them  efficient,  and  if  it  does  ncft  I  will  put  others  in  them  here. 
I  expect  the  Manhattan  to  arrive  to-day.  Please  express  my  thanks 
to  General  Canby  or  the  officer  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  ammu- 
nition. It  puts  me  all  right  on  that  point.  Coal  is  the  only  fear  I 
have,  and  as  the  breeze  was  fine  yesterday  I  am  in  hopes  that  some 
will  arrive.  I  will  assign  [Acting]  Assistant  Paymaster  Wheeler  to  the 
ironclads.  I  do  not  see  how  I  could  let  you  come  around,  as  the  rebels 
say  Canby  will  [have]  as  much  as  he  can  do  to  hold  his  own,  etc.,  so 
that  I  fear  to  take  you  away  from  New  Orleans;  but  if  I  can,  I  will. 

I  propose  to  go  in  according  to  programme — fourteen  vessels,  two 
and  two,  as  at  rort  Hudson;  low  steam;  flood  tide  in  the  morning, 
with  a  light  southwest  wind;  ironclads  on  the  eastern  side,  to  attack 
the  Tennessee,  and  gunboats  to  attack  rebel  gunboats  as  soon  as  past 
the  forts.  Ships  run  up  into  deep  water,  seven  vessels  outside  to 
assist  the  Army  in  landing  on  the  beach  and  to  flank  the  enemy;  five 
or  six  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound  to  assist  the  Army  to  land  on  Dauphin 
Island.

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aer)  below  your  own,  and  heave  away  on  board  the  gunboats  and  try 
to  get  her  off.  If  you  do  not  start  her,  then  fire  two  broadsides  into 
her  and  then  send  a  boat  with  a  boarding  gang  to  destroy  her  with  fire, 
but  if  you  are  opposed  by  force,  then  run  round  in  a  circle,  firing  in 
broadside  until  you  are  satisfied  she  is  destroyed.

Off  Mobile,  August  4,  I864. 

Sir:  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  the  gallantry 
of  a  little  party  landed  from  the  Oneida,  while  on  picket  duty  off  the 
peninsula,  about  5  miles  from  Fort  Morgan,  on  the  night  of  the  22d 
ultimo. 

Lieutenant  Cotton  and  Acting  Ensign  John  L.  Hall  were  landed  to 
lie  in  ambush  for  the  picket  guard  (wmch  Commander  T.  H.  Stevens, 
of  the  Oneida,  had  seen  pass  up  an  down  the  beach  frequently  during 
his  tour  of  duty  in  that  locality),  and  if  sufficiently  strong,  to  attack 
and  capture  them,  and  the  ship  would  send  to  their  assistance.  They 
had  not  been  in  ambush  more  than  an  hour  before  a  horseman  came 
along.  The  party  rushed  out  and  captured  him,  and  they  then  com- 
pelled him  to  lead  them  to  his  picket.  Mr.  Hall  took  cnarge  of  the 
party  and  followed  on  for  3  or  4  miles,  surprised  and  captured  a  lieu- 
tenant and  4  soldiers.  Although  the  act  was  somewhat  imprudent, 
it  was  nevertheless  a  bold  one,  and  as  he  succeeded  I  think  Mr.  Hall 
fairly  entitled  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Department,  and 
I  most  respectfully  recommend  him  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  act- 
ing  master.

Report  of  Commander  Stevens,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Oneida. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Oneida, 
OffPensacola,  July  28,  I864. 
Sir:  The  time  being  propitious  I  landed  a  party  of  10  men  from 
this  vessel  nearly  abreast  of  our  picket  station  for  tne  purpose  of  cap- 
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luring  the  cavalry  patrol  of  the  enemy,  which  for  several  nights  we  had 
observed  from  the  vessel  passing  up  and  down  the  beach. 

The  party  was  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  C.  S.  Cotton,  of  this  vessel, 
and  Acting  Ensign  J.  L.  Hall.  The  instructions  were  to  land  and 
secrete  themselves  in  the  woods,  sending  the  boat  back  to  the  Oneida. 

The  expedition  resulted  in  the  capture  of  the  entire  picket  cavalry 
camp  of  the  enemy,  who  were  established  some  4  miles  to  the  east- 
ward of  our  position,  with  the  exception  of  one  man,  who  escaped. 
A  lieutenant  and  4  privates  belonging  to  the  Seventh  Alabama  Cav- 
alry, with  their  arms,  horses,  and  accouterments,  were  taken.  Subse- 
quently the  horses  were  released.  The  prisoners  I  have  to-day  deliv- 
ered, according  to  your  instructions,  to  the  provost-marshal  of  this 
place. 

In  connection  with  the  execution  of  this  affair  I  desire  to  bring  to 
your  notice  the  good  conduct  of  both  men  and  officers.  Lieutenant 
Cotton  speaks  in  warm  terms  of  the  gallantry  and  judgment  displayed 
by  Acting  Ensign  Hall  upon  the  occasion.  Enclosed  please  receive 
report  of  Lieutenant  Cotton.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Cotton,  U.  8.  Navy,  in  oharge  of  expedition. 

U.  S.  S.  Oneida, 
QffPensacoia,  July  23,  I864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  landed,  with  Acting  Ensign 
John  L.  Hall  and  10  men  of  this  ship,  a  short  distance  to  the  east- 
ward ot  the  ship's  position  on  the  night  of  the  22d  instant. 

We  secreted  ourselves  in  a  commanding  position  a  short  distance 
from  the  beach,  and  after  having  laid  in  ambush  about  one  hour  were 
rewarded  by  the  capture  of  a  patrol  coming  from  the  westward,  arms, 
horse,  and  accouterments.  From  information  gained  from  the  pris- 
oner I  deemed  it  proper  and  expedient  to  detach  a  party  of  men  under 
Mr.  Hall  to  surprise  and  capture  the  patrol  camp,  situated  some  3 
miles  to  the  eastward,  and  accordingly  did  so,  sending  the  prisoner  as 
guide. 

I  remained  with  the  balance  and  a  smaller  portion  of  the  party  to 
watch  the  movements  of  the  patrols  a  short  distance  to  the  westward, 
and  if  possible  to  capture  them. 

About  2  a.  m.  Mr.  Hall  and  men  returned,  having  been  rewarded  by 
the  capture  of  a  lieutenant  and  3  privates,  arms,  horses,  accouter- 
ments, camp  equipages,  etc. 

At  2 :  30  a.  m.  I  returned  to  the  ship  with  the  party,  prisoners,  arms, 
and  ammunition.  It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  recommend  to 
your  notice  the  creditable  And  gallant  manner  in  which  Mr.  Hall  exe- 
cuted his  duty  and  also  the  commendable  conduct  of  the  men. 

The  results  of  the  expedition  were — captured,  1  lieutenant  and  4 
privates  of  the  Seventh  Alabama  Cavalry,  arms  and  ammunition;  5 
horses,  with  their  equipments  complete,  *and  all  the  camp  equipage 
and  stores. 
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The  sentry  who  was  on  post  at  the  time  Mr.  Hall  made  his  descent 
on  the  camp  made  his  escape  in  the  woods  and  gave  the  information  of 
our  presence  to  the  enemy.

U.  S.  S.  Hartford, 
Off  Mobile,  July  25,  I864. 
General:  As  the  winds  give  some  evidence  in  the  last  three  days  of 
an  early  fall,  time  is  very  precious  with  us,  and  I  can  not  urge  too 
strongly  upon  you  the  necessity  of  bringing  all  your  forces  up  into 
Mississippi  Sound  and  landing  a  force  first  in  the  rear  of  Fort  Gaines. 
The  menace  is  good,  for  they  are  now  transporting  everything  over  to 
Morgan  from  Graines  and  doing  everything  they  can  to  increase  the 
strength  of  Morgan.  But  my  reason  is  stronger  than  that.  Gaines 
must  fall  to  make  my  communication  good.  If  I  get  inside,  I  think  a 
small  force  will  only  be  necessary — say,  1,000  men.  When  I  once  get 
inside  I  can  approach  within  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  with  the  vessels, 
of  Gaines,  and  as  close  as  I  please  with  the  New  Orleans  monitors.  I 
can  give  your  forces  perfect  protection  on  Dauphin  Island  with  the 
gunboats  and  they  can  be  supplied  with  everything  by  the  steamers 
with  great  ease.  For  the  last  three  days  it  has  been  raining  outside. 
I  sent  a  small  party  on  shore  the  other  night  and  captured  one  of  their 

Eickets  near  the  place  we  supposed  you  would  land,  in  the  rear  of  Fort 
[organ.  Captain  Stevens  reports  that  the  landing  was  very  good. 
We  took  the  lieutenant  and  4  men,  horses,  arms,  etc.,  but  uniortu- 
nately  they  let  the  horses  go  instead  of  killing  them.  I  fear  Asboth  will 
meet  with  defeat  for  want  of  horses  and  by  having  traitors  in  his  midst, 
as  we  all  have.  We  took  4  prisoners  who  arrived  yesterday  at  Bar- 
rancas, and  they  state  that  the  rebels  knew  all  about  his  expedition 
before  it  left  and  sent  to  Mobile  for  troops,  which  were  sent  to  Pollard 
to  meet  him.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  intention  of  attack  is  men- 
tioned in  one  of  our  departments  that  is  not  communicated  indirectly 
to  the  robels.  I  send  you  a  Mobile  paper  of  the  11th,  speaking  of  you 
and  myself,  etc.,  as  to  our  intentions  and  how  you  will  be  prevented. 
But,  general,  do  not  send  the  vessels  out  of  the  sound  until  the  weather 
is  propitious,  and  let  a  force  be  landed  on  Dauphin  Island  in  the  rear  of 
Gaines.  There  is  fresh  water  to  be  had  by  digging  4  or  5  feet  any- 
where on  the  island  or  on  peninsula  in  the  rear  of  Morgan.  There  are 
also  the  fresh- water  ponds  on  the  latter,  about  5  miles  from  the  fort.

Second  Assistant  Engineer  Lane  was,  at  my  request,  transferred  by 
Admiral  Dahlgren,  and  a  good  officer  put  in  his  place. 

The  engines  of  the  Augusta,  in  baa  order  from  the  start,  exhibited 
so  much  weakness  by  the  time  I  reached  Port  Royal  I  decided  to  bring 
the  Eutaw  on,  in  company,  desiring  to  insure  the  utmost  dispatch.  I 
also  had  doubts  of  finding  coal  at  the  Tortugas,  in  which  event  I 
would  be  prepared  to  transfer  all  remaining  coal  to  the  best  vessel  and 
leave  the  other  at  those  islands. 

At  Cape  Florida,  the  Augusta  being  nearly  disabled,  I  transferred 
tow  line  to  the  Eutaw,  and  got  along  faster,  the  Augusta  slowly  fol- 
lowing. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Colonel  Hamilton,  commanding  at  Fort 
Jefferson,  I  procured  coal  there,  and  pushed  on  for  this  place,  reaching 
here  on  the  28th;  both  the  Eutaw  and  the  Augusta  being  badly  crip- 
pled by  the  service.

Mobile,  July  SO,  I864. 

Commodore:  I  am  delighted  to  learn  that  the  monitors  have  left 
New  Orleans.  I  have  the  other  in  a  snug  harbor  inside  the  Light- 
House  Island.  She  went  in  this  morning  very  handsomely,  so  that 
my  fears  are  quieted.  The  Tecumseh  has  also  arrived  in  rensacola 
and  will  be  ready  by  Monday  for  service.  I  am  all  ready  so  soon  as 
the  monitors  arrive  from  New  Orleans. 

I  can  not  give  Captain  Sartori  the  command  of  a  gunboat;  she  is 
the  command  of  a  lieutenant-commander,  and  Greene  wants  her,  and, 
as  I  told  Gibson,  there  must  be  some  officers  left  in  the  ports  to  protect 
the  public  interests  and  property. 
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We  want  vessels  that  can  run  in  3  or  4  feet  water,  and  I  have  none 
to  send  against  the  launches;  but,  if  I  am  successful  here,  I  will  give 
those  pirates  my  attention,  and  give  you  anything  I  can  to  protect 
New  Orleans,  but  Porter  must  have  boats  in  the  river  to  look  after  the 
Texans  at  Morganza.  If  they  are  looked  after  properly,  they  can  not 
cross  the  river. 

If  I  can  get  Fort  Gaines,  I  can  keep  up  this  blockade  inside  instead 
of  outside. 

I  wish  you  would  make  some  arrangement  by  which  we  can  get 
some  soft  coal  from  the  army  at  Lakeport  for  the  monitors.  You  can 
hire  a  vessel  and  send  it  down  to  me  at  Sand  Island,  which  I  shall 
make  my  depot  so  soon  as  I  get  the  army  to  put  a  battery  on  it. 

General  Canby  told  me  he  would  do  it,  and  now  that  we  have  the 
monitors,  it  can  be  done  with  perfect  safety. 

You  can  pay  half  the  amount  for  the  guns  and  other  articles  depos- 
ited by  Lamberton,  if  you  can  satisfy  yourself  that  he  is  the  proper 
person  to  whom  it  is  due;  but  bear  in  mind  that  if  we  pay  the  wrong 

Eerson  we  must,  in  the  end,  pay  the  right  person  should  he  appear 
ereafter.

lesser  number;  if  the  smaller  ones  managed  to  stow  away  in  a  safe

We  must  trv  and  have  the  monitors  full 
before  starting.  The  light  ones  have  left  New  Orleans,  and  we  are 
looking  for  them  hourly.  Thank  heaven  we  can  put  them  at  once  into 
agoodnarbor. 

The  army  is  supposed  to  have  also  left,  but  we  are  not  certain,  as 
its  leaders  are  very  mum,  and  one  must  be  secesh,  I  suppose,  to  pene- 
trate their  secrets.

My  Dear  Jenkins  :  I  am  sorry  to  find  that  there  is  no  reform  in  the 
navy  yard,  but  it  is  now  so  little  to  be  hoped  for  that  it  is  scarcely 
worth  while  worrying  oneself  about  it. 

I  don't  see  that  you  are  particularly  wanted  until  the  Tecumseh 
comes  out;  so  fill  up  and  get  ready  for  work.

o  all  in  your  power  to  carry  out  my  views,  as  well  as  orders  for  the 
speedy  repairs,  if  any  such  should  be  needed.  The  enemy  is  as  active 
as  possible;  he  knows  the  preparations  we  are  making,  for  it  was 
announced  in  the  Mobile  papers  on  the  11th  that  I  would  attempt  to 
do  something  against  Mobile. 

I  have  got  the  two  monitors  Manhattan  and  Winnebago  inside  very 
snugly;  the  Chickasaw  is  still  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound,  at  Petit  Bois 
[Island]  Pass,  and  will  come  out  so  soon  as  the  weather  is  milder.  The 
Winnebago  came  down  by  herself,  and  performed  very  well.  It  was 
quite  rough,  but  she  was  not  at  all  inconvenienced  by  it.  I  fear  my 
greatest  regret  will  be  not  having  my  rope  cutter  for  this  ship's  bow, 
as  they  appear  to  be  putting  down  ropes  to  catch  our  propellers.  So 
please  hurry  up  all  you  can.

Strip  your  vessels  and  prepare  for  the  conflict.  Send  down  all  your 
superfluous  spars  and  rigging.  Trice  up  or  remove  the  whiskers. 
Put  up  the  splinter  nets  on  the  starboard  side,  and  barricade  the 
wheel  and  steersmen  with  sails  and  hammocks.  Lay  chains  or  sand 
bags  on  the  deck  over  the  machinery,  to  resist  a  plunging  fire.  Hang 
the  sheet  chains  over  the  side,  or  make  any  other  arrangement  for 
security  that  your  ingenuity  may  suggest.  Land  your  starboard 
boats  or  lower  and  tow  them  on  the  port  side,  and  lower  the  port 
boats  down  to  the  water's  edge.  Place  a  leadsman  and  the  pilot  in 
theport  quarter  boat, or  the  one  most  convenient  to  the  commander. 

Tne  vessels  will  run  past  the  forts  in  couples,  lashed  side  by  side,  as 
hereinafter  designated.  The  flagship  will  lead  and  steer  from  Sand 
Island  N.  by  E.  by  compass,  until  abreast  of  Fort  Morgan;  then  N. 
W.  half  N.  until  past  the  Middle  Ground;  then  N.  by  W.,  and  the

It  is  understood  that  heretofore  we  have  nred  too  high,  but  with 
grapeshot  it  is  necessary  to  elevate  a  little  above  the  object,  as  grape 
will  dribble  from  the  muzzle  of  the  gun. 

If  one  or  more  of  the  vessels  be  disabled,  their  partners  must  carry 
them  through,  if  possible;  but  if  they  can  not  then  the  next  astern 
must  render  the  required  assistance;  but  as  the  admiral  contemplates 
moving  with  the  flood  tide,  it  will  only  require  sufficient  power  to 
keep  the  crippled  vessels  in  the  channel. 

vessels  that  can  must  place  guns  upon  the  poop  and  topgallant 
forecastle  and  in  the  tops  on  the  starboard  side.  Should  the  enemy 
fire  grape,  they  will  remove  the  men  from  the  topgallant  forecastle 
and  poop  to  the  guns  below  until  out  of  grape  range.

Should  any  vessel  be  disabled  to  such  a  degree  that  her  consort  is 
unable  to  keep  her  in  her  station,  she  will  drop  out  of  line  to  the  west- 
ward and  not  embarrass  the  vessels  next  astern  by  attempting  to 
regain  her  station.  Should  she  repair  damages,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
reenter  the  line  of  battle,  she  will  take  her  station  in  the  rear  as  close 
to  the  last  vessel  as  possible. 

So  soon  as  the  vessels  have  passed  the  fort  and  kept  away  N.  W., 
they  can  cast  off  the  gunboats  at  the  discretion  of  the  senior  officer  of 
the  two  vessels,  and  allow  them  to  proceed  up  the  bay  to  cut  off  the 
enemy's  gunboats  that  may  be  attempting  to  escape  up  to  Mobile. 
There  are  certain  black  buoys  placed  by  the  enemy  from  the  piles  on 
the  west  side  of  the  channel  across  it  toward  Fort  Morgan.  It  being 
understood  that  there  are  torpedoes  and  other  obstructions  between 
the  buoys,  the  vessels  will  take  care  to  pass  to  the  eastward  of  the 
easternmost  buoy,  which  is  clear  of  all  obstructions. 

So  soon  as  the  vessels  arrive  opposite  the  end  of  the  piles,  it  will  be 
best  to  stop  the  propeller  of  the  snip  and  let  her  drift  the  distance  past 
by  her  headway  and  the  tide,  and  those  having  side-wheel  gunboats 
will  continue  on  by  the  aid  of  their  paddle  wheels,  which  are  not  likely 
to  foul  with  the  enemy's  drag  ropes.

Off  Mobile,  August  8,  I864. 
Sir  :  I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department  that  the  two  monitors, 
Winnebago  and  dhickasaw,  have  arrived  from  New  Orleans  and  are 
now  anchored  inside  of  Sand  Island. 

They  came  around  without  the  slightest  accident,  and  worked  finely.

I  hope,  if  we  are  so  for- 
tunate as  to  get  inside  the  Day,  that  you  will  then  find  force  enough  to 
land  there  also.

Flagship  Hartford, 

Of  Mobile,  August  S,  I864. 
Captain:  I  have  lost  the  finest  day  for  my  operations.  I  confi- 
dently supposed  that  the  Tecumseh  would  be  ready  in  four  days,  and 
here  we  are  on  the  sixth  and  no  signs  of  her,  and  I  am  told  has  just 
begun  to  coal.  I  could  have  done  very  well  without  her,  as  I  have 
three  here  without  her,  and  every  day  is  an  irretrievable  loss. 

The  soldiers,  by  agreement,  are  landing  to-day  back  ot  Dauphin 
Island,  and  could  I  have  2one  in  this  morning,  we  would  have  taken 
them  by  surprise.  Four  deserters  came  off  from  Gaines  last  night, 
and  they  say  they  do  not  expect  any  landing  there ;  but  they  are  work- 
ing like  beavers  on  Morgan. 

I  have  consented  to  let  Alden  go  ahead,  as  he  has  four  chase  guns 
and  a  cowcatcher  or  torpedo  catcher.  I  send  the  Bienville  to  tow  the 
Tecumseh.  Send  out  the  Metacomet  and  come  out  yourself  to-morrow 
morning.  I  can  lose  no  more  days.  I  must  go  in  day  after  to-morrow 
morning  at  daylight  or  a  little  after.  It  is  a  bad  time,  but  when  you 
do  not  take  fortune  at  her  offer  you  must  take  her  as  you  can  find  her. 
I  have  had  the  wind  just  right,  and  I  expect  it  will  change  by  the  time 
I  can  go  in.

Flagship  Hartford, 

Off  Mobile,  August  4,  1864. 
Sir:  As  the  monitors  are  slower  than  the  wooden  vessels,  I  desire 
that  as  soon  as  a  signal  is  made  from  this  vessel  in  tne  morning,  or  if 
a  signal  can  not  be  seen,  you  perceive  any  movement  wnich  shows  that 
tne  fleet  is  about  moving,  you  will  get  underway  and  proceed  toward 
the  fort,  endeavoring  to  keep  at  about  a  mile  distance  until  we  are 
coming  up  and  begin  to  fire,  when  you  can  move  nearer,  so  as  to  make 
it  certain  that  when  abreast  of  the  fort  we  have  our  ironclads  as  an 
offset  to  those  of  tne  enemy,  which  otherwise  might  run  us  down. 

The  service  that  I  look  for  from  the  ironclads  is,  first,  to  neutralize 
as  much  as  possible  the  fire  of  the  guns  which  rake  our  approach;  next 
to  look  out  for  the  ironclads  when  we  are  abreast  of  the  forts,  and, 
lastly,  to  occupy  the  attention  of  those  batteries  which  would  rake  us 
while  running  up  the  bay. 

After  the  wooden  vessels  have  passed  the  fort,  the  Winnebago  and 

Chickasaw  will  follow  them.     The  commanding  officer  of  the  Tecumseh 

and  Manliattan  will  endeavor  to  destroy  the  Tennessee,  exercising  their 

own  judgment  as  to  the  time  they  shall  remain  behind  for  that  purpose.

Report  of  Bear- Admiral  Farragut,  IT.  8.  Nary,  regarding  the  battle  of  Mobile  Bay, 

August  5,  1864. 

No.  335.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  5,  1864' 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  this  morn- 
ing I  entered  Mobile  Bay,  passing  between  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines, 
and  encountering  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  and  the  gunboats  of  the 
enemy,  viz,  Selma,  Morgan,  and  Gaines. 

The  attacking  fleet  was  underway  by  5:45  a.  m.,  in  the  following 
order: 

Brooklyn  with  the  Octorara  on  her  port  side,  Hartford  with  the 
Metacomet,  Richmond  with  the  Port  Royal,  Lackawanna  with  the 
Seminole,  Monongdhela  with  the  Kennebec,  Ossipee  with  the  Itasca, 
and  Oneida  with  the  Galena. 

On  the  starboard  of  the  fleet  was  proper  position  of  the  monitors 
or  ironclads. 

The  wind  was  light  from  the  southward  and  westward;  the  sky 
cloudy  with  very  little  sun. 

Fort  Morgan  opened  upon  us  at  six  minutes  past  7,  and  soon  after 
this  the  action  became  lively.  As  we  steamed  up  the  Main  Ship 
Channel  there  was  some  difficulty  ahead  and  the  Hartford  passed  on 
ahead  of  the  Brooklyn.  At  forty  minutes  past  7  the  monitor  Tecumseh 
was  struck  by  a  torpedo  and  sank,  going  down  very  rapidly  and  carry- 
ing with  her  all  of  her  officers  and  crew  with  the  exception  of  the  pilot 
and  8  or  10  men,  who  were  saved  by  a  boat  that  I  sent  from  the  Meta- 
comet alongside  of  me. 

The  Hartford  had  passed  the  forts  before  8  o'clock,  and  finding 
myself  raked  by  the  rebel  gunboats  I  ordered  the  Metacomet  to  cast 
off  and  go  in  pursuit  of  them,  one  of  which,  the  Selma,  she  succeeded 
in  capturing. 

All  the  vessels  had  passed  the  forts  by  8:30  o'clock,  but  the  rebel 
ram  Tennessee  was  still  apparently  uninjured  in  our  rear. 

Signal  was  at  once  made  to  all  the  fleet  to  turn  again  and  attack 
the  ram,  not  only  with  the  guns,  but  with  orders  to  run  her  down  at 
full  speed.  The  Monongdhela  was  the  first  that  struck  her,  and, 
though  she  may  have  injured  her  badly,  yet  did  not  succeed  in  dis- 
abling her.  The  Lackawanna  also  struck  her,  but  ineffectually,  and 
the  flagship  gave  her  a  severe  shock  with  her  bow,  and  as  she  passed 
poured  her  whole  port  broadside  into  her,  solid  IX-inch  shot  and  13 
pounds  of  powder,  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  12  feet.  The  iron- 
clads were  closing  upon  her  and  the  Hartford  and  the  rest  of  the  fleet 
were  bearing  down  upon  her  when,  at  10  a.  m.,  she  surrendered. 
The  rest  of  the  rebel  fleet,  viz,  Morgan  and  Gaines,  succeeded  in  get- 
ting back  under  the  protection  of  the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan. 

This  terminated  the  action  of  the  day. 

Admiral  Buchanan  sent  me  his  sword,  being  himself  badly  wounded 
with  a  compound  fracture  of  the  leg,  which  it  is  supposed  will  have 
to  be  amputated. 
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Having  had  many  of  my  own  men  wounded  and  the  surgeon  of  the 
ram  Tennessee  being  very  desirous  to  have  Admiral  Buchanan 
removed  to  a  hospital,  I  sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  the  commanding  officer 
of  Fort  Morgan,  Brigadier-General  Richard  L.  Page,  ta  say  that  if  he 
would  allow  the  wounded  of  the  fleet  as  well  as  their  own  to  be  taken 
to  Pensacola,  where  they  could  be  better  cared  for  than  here,  I  would 
send  out  one  of  our  vessels,  provided  she  would  be  permitted  to  return 
bringing  back  nothing  that  she  did  not  take  out.  General  Page 
assented,  and  the  Metacomet  was  dispatched  about  —  o'clock.

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Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  IT.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Powell  by 

the  enemy. 

No.  336.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  8,  1864* 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  Fort  Powell 
was  evacuated  on  the  night  of  the  5th  instant.  The  rebels  blew  up 
much  of  the  fort,  but  we  took  all  of  the  guns,  and  those  of  the  best 
quality,  a  list  or  which  will  be  forwarded.  We  took  some  covered 
barges,  also,  from  Fort  Powell  and  Cedar  Point,  which  do  us  good 
service  as  a  workshop. 

The  fleet  engineer  and  fleet  paymaster  came  in  in  the  Stockdale, 
with  iron,  etc.,  for  the  repairs  of  our  vessels. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  the  Chickasaw  went  down  and  shelled 
Fort  Gaines,  and  on  the  morning  pf  the  7th  I  received  a  communica- 
tion from  Colonel  Anderson,  commanding  the  fort,  offering  to  surren- 
der to  the  fleet,  asking  the  best  conditions.  I  immediately  sent  for 
General  Granger,  and  in  the  evening  had  Colonel  Anderson  and  Major 
Browne  on  board,  and  the  agreement  was  signed  by  all  parties.  At 
7  a.  m.,  August  8,  Fleet  Captain  Drayton,  on  the  part  of  the  Navy, 
and  Colonel  Myer,  on  the  part  of  the  Army,  proceeded  to  the  fort  to 
carry  out  the  stipulations  of  the  agreement,  and  at  9 :  45  the  fort 
surrendered  and  stars  and  stripes  were  hoisted  on  the  staff  amid  the 
cheers  of  the  fleet. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  copies  of  the  letter  of  Colonel  Anderson  and 
the  reply  *  of  General  Granger  and  myself,  marked  Nos.  1  and  2, 
respectively. .

Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  proposal  made  in  your  letter  of  this 
morning  for  the  surrender  of  Fort  Gaines,  I  have  to  say  that  after  com- 
municating with    General   Granger,  in  command  of  our  forces  on 
Dauphin  Island,  the  only  offers  we  can  make  are: 

First.  The  unconditional  surrender  of  yourself  and  the  garrison  of 
Fort  Gaines,  with  all  of  the  public  property  within  its  limits. 

Second.  The  treatment  which  is  in  conformity  with  the  custom  of 
the  most  civilized  nations  toward  prisoners  of  war. 

Third.  Private  property,  with  the  exception  of  arms,  will  be  re- 
spected. 

This  communication  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Fleet  Captain  P. 
Drayton  and  Colonel  Myer,  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  who  fully  understand 
the  views  of  General  Granger  and  myself.

Detailed  report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  with  enclosures. 

No.  343.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  12,  1864. 

Sir:  I  had  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  on  the  evening 
of  the  5th  instant  a  report  of  my  entr6e  into  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morn- 
ing of  that  day,  and  which,  though  brief,  contained  all  the  principal 
facts  of  the  attack. 

Notwithstanding  the  loss  of  life,  particularly  on  this  ship,  and  the 
terrible  disaster  to  the  Tecumseh,  the  result  of  the  fight  was  a  glorious 
victory,  and  I  have  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  officers,  seamen,  and 
marines  of  the  squadron  under  my  command,  for  it  has  never  fallen 
to  the  lot  of  an  officer  to  be  thus  situated  and  thus  sustained.  Regular 
discipline  will  bring  men  to  any  amount  of  endurance,  but  there  is  a 
natural  fear  of  hidden  dangers,  particularly  when  so  awfully  destruc- 
tive of  human  life  as  the  torpedo,  which  requires  more  than  discipline 
to  overcome.  Digitized  by  Google 
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Preliminary  to  a  report  of  the  action  of  the  5th,  I  desire  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Department  to  the  previous  steps  take  in  consulta- 
tion with  Generals  Canby  and  Granger.  On  the  8th  of  July  I  had  an 
interview  with  these  officers  on  board  the  Hartford  on  the  subject  of 
an  attack  upon  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines,  at  wmch  it  was  agreed  that 
General  Canby  would  send  all  the  troops  he  could  spare  to  cooperate 
with  the  fleet.  Circumstances  soon  obliged  General  Canby  to  inform 
me  that  he  could  not  dispatch  a  sufficient  number  to  invest  both  forts, 
and  in  reply  I  suggested  that  Gaines  should  be  the  first  invested, 
engaging  to  have  a  force  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound  ready  to  protect 
the  landing  of  the  army  on  Dauphin  Island,  in  the  rear  of  that  fort, 
and  I  assigned  Lieutenant-Commander  de  Krafft,  of  the  ConemaugK, 
to  that  duty. 

On  the  1st  instant,  General  Granger  visited  me  again  on  the  Hart- 
ford. In  the  meantime  the  Tecumseh  had  arrived  at  Pensacola,  and 
Captain  Craven  had  informed  me  that  he  would  be  ready  in  four  davs 
for  any  service.  We  therefore  fixed  upon  the  4th  of  August  as  the, 
day  for  landing  of  the  troops  and  my  entrance  into  the  bay,  but  owing 
to  delays  mentioned  in  Captain  Jenkins  communication  to  me,  the 
Tecumseh  was  not  ready.  General  Granger,  however,  to  my  morti- 
fication, was  up  to  time  and  the  troops  actually  landed  on  Dauphin 
Island. 

As  subsequent  events  proved  the  delay  turned  to  our  advantage, 
as  the  rebels  were  busily  engaged  during  the  4th  in  throwing  troops 
and  supplies  into  Fort  Gaines,  all  of  which  were  captured  a  few  days 
afterwards. 

The  Tecumseh  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  4th,  and  everything 
being  propitious,  J  proceeded  to  the  attack  on  the  following  morning. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  dispatch,  the  vessels  outride  the  bar, 
which  were  designed  to  participate  in  the  engagement,  were  all  under- 
way by  5:40  in  the  morning,  in  the  following  order,  two  abreast  and 
lashed  together  (diagram  enclosed,  marked  "A"):

Perkins,  were  already  inside  the  bar,  and  had  been  ordered  to  take 
up  their  positions  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  wooden  ships,  or 
between  them  and  Fort  Morgan  for  the  double  purpose  of  keeping 
down  the  fire  from  the  water  battery  and  the  parapet  guns  of  the  rort, 
as  well  as  to  attack  the  ram  Tennessee  as  soon  as  the  fort  was  passed. 
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It  was  only  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  captains  and  commanding 
officers  that  I  yielded  to  the  Brooklyn  being  the  leading  ship  of  the 
line,  as  she  had  four  chase  guns  and  an  ingenious  arrangement  for  pick- 
ing up  torpedoes,  and  because,  in  their  judgment,  the  flagship  ought  not 
to  be  too  much  exposed.  This  I  believe  to  be  an  error,  for  apart 
from  the  fact  that  exposure  is  one  of  the  penalties  of  rank  in  the 
Navy,  it  will  always  be  the  aim  of  the  enemy  to  destroy  the  flagship, 
and,  as  will  appear  in  the  sequel,  such  attempt  was  very  persistently 
made,  but  Providence  did  not  permit  it  to  be  successful. 

The  attacking  fleet  steamea  steadily  up  the  Main  Ship  Channel, 
the  Tecum8eh  wring  the  first  shot  at  6:47.  At  7:6  the  fort  opened 
upon  us  and  was  replied  to  by  a  gun  from  the  Brooklyn,  and  imme- 
diately after  the  action  became  general. 

It  was  soon  apparent  that  there  was  some  difficulty  ahead.  The 
Brooklyn,,  for  some  cause  which  I  did  not  then  clearly  understand, 
but  which  has  since  been  explained  by  Captain  Alden  in  his  report, 
arrested  the  advance  of  the  whole  fleet,  wnile  at  the  same  time  the 
guns  of  the  fort  were  playing  with  great  effect  upon  that  vessel  and 
the  Hartford.  A  moment  after  I  saw  the  Tecumseh,  struck  by  a  tor- 
pedo, disappear  almost  instantaneously  beneath  the  waves,  carrying 
with  her  her  gallant  commander  and  nearly  all  her  crew.  I  deter- 
mined at  once,  as  I  had  originally  intended,  to  take  the  lead,  and 
after  ordering  the  Metacomet  to  send  a  boat  to  save,  if  possible,  any 
of  the  perishing  crew,  I  dashed  ahead  with  the  Hartford,  and  the  ships 
followed  on,  their  officers  believing  that  they  were  going  to  a  noble 
death  with  their  commander  in  chief. 

I  steamed  through  between  the  buoys  where  the  torpedoes  were 
supposed  to  have  been  sunk.  These  buoys  had  been  previously 
examined  by  my  flag-lieutenant,  J.  Crittenden  Watson,  m  several 
nightly  reconnoissances.  Though  he  had  not  been  able  to  discover 
the  sunken  torpedoes,  yet  we  had  been  assured  by  refugees,  desert- 
ers, and  others  of  their  existence,  but  believing  that  from  their  having 
been  some  time  in  the  water,  they  were  probably  innocuous,  I  deter- 
mined to  take  the  chance  of  their  explosion. 

From  the  moment  I  turned  to  the  northwestward  to  clear  the  Mid- 
dle Ground  we  were  enabled  to  keep  such  a  broadside  fire  upon  the 
batteries  at  Fort  Morgan  that  their  guns  did  us  comparatively  little 
injury. 

Just  after  we  passed  the  fort,  which  was  about  ten  minutes  before 
8  o'clock,  the  ram  Tennessee  dashed  out  at  this  ship,  as  had  been 
expected,  and  in  anticipation  of  which  I  had  ordered  the  monitors 
on  our  starboard  side.  I  took  no  further  notice  of  her  than  to  return 
her  fire. 

The  rebel  gunboats  Morgan,  Oaines,  and  Selma  were  ahead,  and 
the  latter  particularly  annoyed  us  with  a  raking  fire,  which  our  guns 
could  not  return.  At  two  minutes  after  8  o'clock  I  ordered  the  Metar 
comet  to  cast  off  and  go  in  pursuit  of  the  Selma.  Captain  Jouett  was 
after  her  in  a  moment,  ana  in  an  hour's  time  he  had  her  as  a  prize. 
She  was  commanded  by  P.  U.  Murphey,  formerly  of  the  U.  S.  Navy. 
He  was. wounded  in  the  wrist;  his  executive  officer,  lieutenant  Corn- 
stock,  and  8  of  the  crew,  killed,  and  7  or  8  wounded.  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Jouett's  conduct  during  the  whole  affair  commands  my 
warmest  commendations.  The  Morgan  and  Oaines  succeeded  in 
escaping  under  the  protection  of  the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan,  which 
n  w  B— vol  21 27 
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would  have  been  prevented  had  the  other  gunboats  been  as  prompt 
in  their  movements  as  the  Metacomet.  The  want  of  pilots,  however, 
I  believe  was  the  principal  difficulty.  The  Gaines  was  so  injured  by 
our  fire  that  she  had  to  be  run  ashore,  where  she  was  subsequently 
destroyed,  but  the  Morgan  escaped  to  Mobile  during  the  night,  though 
she  was  chased  and  fired  upon  by  our  cruisers. 

Having  passed  the  forts  and  dispersed  the  enemy]  s  gunboats,  I  had 
ordered  most  of  the  vessels  to  anchor,  when  I  perceived  the  ram  Ten- 
nessee  standing  up  for  this  ship.  This  was  at  8:45.  I  was  not  long 
in  comprehending  his  intention  to  be  the  destruction  of  the  flagship. 
The  monitors  and  such  of  the  wooden  vessels  as  I  thought  best 
adapted  for  the  purpose  were  immediately  ordered  to  attack  the  ram, 
not  only  with  their  guns,  but  bows  on  at  full  speed,  and  then  began 
one  of  the  fiercest  naval  combats  on  record. 

The  Monongahela,  Commander  Strong,  was  the  first  vessel  that 
struck  her,  and  in  doing  so  carried  away  his  own  iron  prow,  together 
with  the  cutwater,  without  apparently  doing  her  adversary  much 
injury.  The  Lackawanna,  Captain  Marchand,  was  the  next  vessel 
to  strike  her,  which  she  did  at  full  speed,  but  though  her  stem  was 
cut  and  crushed  to  the  plank  ends  for  the  distance  of  3  feet  above  the 
water's  edge  to  5  feet  fcelow,  the  only  perceptible  effect  on  the  ram 
was  to  give  her  a  heavy  list. 

The  Hartford  was  the  third  vessel  which  struck  her,  but  as  the 
Tennessee  quickly  shifted  her  helm,  the  blow  was  a  glancing  one,  and 
as  she  rasped  along  our  side  we  poured  our  whole  port  broadside  of 
IX-inch  solid  shot  within  10  feet  of  her  casemate. 

The  monitors  worked  slowly,  but  delivered  their  fire  as  opportunity 
offered.  The  Chickasaw  succeeded  in  getting  under  her  stern,  and  a 
15-inch  shot  from  the  Manhattan  broke  through  her  iron  plating  and 
heavy  wooden  backing,  though  the  missile  itself  did  not  enter  the 
vessel. 

Immediately  after  the  collision  with  the  flagship  I  directed  Cap- 
tain Drayton  to  bear  .down  for  the  ram  again.  He  was  doing  so  at 
full  speed,  when  unfortunately  the  Lackawanna  ran  into  the  Hart- 
ford, just  forward  of  the  mizzenmast,  cutting  her  down  to  within  2 
feet  of  the  water's  edge.  We  soon  got  clear  again,  however,  and 
were  fast  approaching  our  adversary  when  she  struck  her  colors  and 
ran  up  the  white  flag. 

She  was  at  this  time  sore  beset.  The  Ohickasaw  was  pounding  away 
at  her  stern,  the  Ossipee  was  approaching  her  at  full  speed,  and  the 
Monongahela,  Lackawanna,  and  tnis  ship  were  bearing  down  upon  her, 
determined  upon  her  destruction.  Her  smokestack  had  been  shot 
away,  her  steering  chains  were  gone,  compelling  a  resort  to  her  reliev- 
ing tackles,  and  several  of  her  port  shutters  were  jammed.  Indeed, 
from  the  time  the  Hartford  struck  her  until  her  surrender  she  never 
fired  a  gun.  As  the  Ossipee,  Commander  Le  Roy,  was  about  to  strike 
her  she  hoisted  the  white  flag,  and  that  vessel  immediately  stopped 
her  engine,  though  not  in  time  to  avoid  a  glancing  blow. 

During  this  contest  with  the  rebel  gunboats  and  the  ram  Tennessee, 
and  which  terminated  by  her  surrender  at  10  o'clock,  we  lost  many 
more  men  than  from  the  fire  of  the  batteries  of  Fort  Morgan. 

Admiral  Buchanan  was  wounded  in  the  leg,  2  or  3  of  his  men  were 

killed,  and  5  or  6  wounded.     Commander  Johnston,  formerly  of  the 

II.  S.  Navy,  was  in  command  of  the  Tennessee,  and  came  on  board 

he  flagship  to  surrender  his  sword  and  that  of  Admiral  Buc1 
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The  surgeon,  Dr.  Conrad,  came  with  him,  stated  the  condition  of  the 
admiral,  and  wished  to  know  what  was  to  be  done  with  him.  Fleet- 
Surgeon  Palmer,  who  was  on  board  the  Hartford  during  the  action, 
commiserating  tne  sufferings  of  the  wounded,  suggested  that  those  of 
both  sides  be  sent  to  Pensacola,  where  they  could  be  properly  cared 
for.  I  therefore  addressed  a  note  to  Brigadier-General  K.  L.  Page, 
commanding  Fort  Morgan,  informing  him  that  Admiral  Buchanan  ana 
others  of  the  Tennessee  had  been  wounded,  and  desiring  to  know 
whether  he  would  permit  one  of  our  vessels  under  a  flag  of  truce  to 
convey  them,  with  or  without  our  own  wounded,  to  Pensacola,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  vessel  should  take  out  none  but  the  wounded 
and  bring  nothing  back  that  she  did  not  take  out.  This  was  acceded 
to  by  General  Page,  anil  the  Metacomet  proceeded  on  this  mission  of 
humanity. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  correspondence  with  that  officer  (marked  1,2, 
3,  and  4).  I  forward  also  the  reports*  (marked  Nos.  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10, 
11,  12,  13,  14, 15, 16,  17, 18, 19,  20,  and  21)  of  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  vessels  who  participated  in  the  action,  and  who  will  no  doubt  call 
attention  to  the  conduct  of  such  individuals  as  most  distinguished 
themselves. 

As  I  had  an  elevated  position  in  the  main  rigging,  near  the  top,  I  was 
able  to  overlook  not  only  the  deck  of  the  Hartford,  but  the  otner  ves- 
sels of  the  fleet.  I  witnessed  the  terrible  effects  of  the  enemy's  shot 
and  the  good  conduct  of  the  men  at  their  guns,  and  although  no  doubt 
their  hearts  sickened,  as  mine  did,  when  their  shipmates  were  struck 
down  beside  them,  yet  there  was  not  a  moment  s  hesitation  to  lay 
their  comrades  aside  and  spring  again  to  their  deadly  work. 

Our  little  consort,  the  Metacomet,  was  also  under  my  immediate  eye 
during  the  whole  action  up  to  the  moment  I  ordered  her  to  cast  off  in 
pursuit  of  the  Selma.  Tne  coolness  and  promptness  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Jouett  throughout  merit  high  praise;  his  whole  conduct 
was  worthy  of  his  reputation. 

In  this  connection  I  must  not  omit  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  conduct  of  Acting  Ensign  Henry  C.  Nields,  of  the  Meta,- 
comet,  who  had  charge  of  the  boat  sent  from  that  vessel  when  the 
Tecumseh  sunk.  He  took  her  in  under  one  of  the  most  galling  fires  I 
ever  saw,  and  succeeded  in  rescuing  from  death  ten  of  her  crew  within 
600  yards  from  the  fort.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  his  advance- 
ment. 

The  commanding  officers  of  all  the  vessels  who  took  part  in  the  action 
deserve  my  warmest  commendations,  not  only  for  the  untiring  zeal 
with  which  they  had  prepared  their  ships  for  the  contest,  but  for  their 
skill  and  daring  in  carrying  out  my  orders  during  the  engagement. 
With  the  exception  of  the  momentary  arrest  of  the  fleet  when  the 
Hartford  passed  ahead,  and  to  which  I  have  already  adverted,  the 
order  of  battle  was  preserved,  and  the  ships  followed  each  other  in 
close  order  past  the  batteries  of  Fort  Morgan,  and  in  comparative 
safety,  too,  with  the  exception  of  the  Oneida.  Her  boilers  were  pene- 
trated by  a  shot  from  the  fort,  which  completely  disabled  her;  but  her 
consort,  the  Galena,  firmly  fastened  to  her  side,  brought  her  safely 
through,  showing  clearly  the  wisdom  of  the  precaution  of  carrying  the 
vessels  in  two  abreast.  Commander  Mullany ,  who  had  solicited  eagerly 
to  take  part  in  the  action,  was  severely  wounded,  losing  his  left  arm.

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In  the  encounter  with  the  ram  the  commanding  officers  obeyed  with 
alacrity  the  order  to  run  her  down,  and  without  hesitation  exposed  their 
ships  to  destruction  to  destroy  the  enemy. 

Our  ironclads,  from  their  slow  speed  and  bad  steering,  had  some 
difficulty  in  getting  into  and  maintaining  their  position  in  line  as  we 

Kissed  the  fort,  and  in  the  subsequent  encounter  with  the  Tennessee 
om  the  same  causes,  were  not  as  effective  as  could  have  been  desired, 
but  I  can  not  give  too  much  praise  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Perkins, 
who,  though  he  had  orders  from  the  Department  to  return  North,  vol- 
unteered to  take  command  of  the  Chickasaw,  and  did  his  duty  nobly. 

The  Winnebago  was  commanded  by  Commander  T.  H.  Stevens,  who 
volunteered  for  that  position.  His  vessel  steers  very  badly,  and 
neither  of  his  turrets  will  work,  which  compelled  him  to  turn  his  vessel 
every  time  to  get  a  shot,  so  that  he  could  not  fire  very  often,  but  he  did 
the  best  under  the  circumstances. 

The  Manhattan  appeared  to  work  well,  though  she  moved  slowly. 
Commander  Nicholson  delivered  his  fire  deliberately,  and,  as  before 
statedj  with  one  of  his  XV-inch  shot  broke  through  the  armor  of  the 
Tennessee  with  its  wooden  backing,  though  the  shot  itself  did  not  enter 
the  vessel.  No  other  shot  broke  through  her  armor,  though  many  of 
her  plates  were  started  and  several  of  her  port  shutters  jammed  by  the 
ffre  from  the  different  ships. 

The  Hartford,  my  flagship,  was  commanded  by  Captain  Percival 
Drayton,  who  exhibited  throughout  that  coolness  and  ability  for 
which  he  has  been  long  known  to  his  brother  officers.  But  I  must 
speak  of  that  officer  in  a  double  capacity.  He  is  the  fleet  captain  of 
my  squadron,  and  one  of  more  determined  energy,  untiring  devotion 
to  duty,  and  zeal  for  the  service,  tempered  by  great  calmness,  I  do  not 
think  adorns  any  Navy.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  this  officer, 
though  well  aware  that  in  thus  speaking  of  his  high  qualities  I  am  only 
communicating  officially  to  the  Department  that  which  it  knew  full 
well  before.  To  him  and  to  my  staff,  in  their  respective  positions,  I 
am  indebted  for  the  detail  of  my  fleet. 

Lieutenant  J.  Crittenden  Watson,  my  flag-lieutenant,  has  been 
brought  to  your  notice  in  former  dispatches.  During  the  action  he 
was  on  the  poop,  attending  to  the  signals,  and  performed  his  duties,  as 
might  be  expected,  thoroughly.  He  is  a  scion  worthy  the  noble  stock 
he  sprang  from,  and  I  commend  him  to  your  attention. 

My  secretary,  Mr.  McKinley,  and  Acting  Ensign  H.  H.  Brownell, 
were  also  on  tne  poop,  the  latter  taking  notes  01  the  action,  a  duty 
which  he  performed  with  coolness  and  accuracy. 

Two  otner  acting  ensigns  of  my  staff,  Mr.  feogart  and  Mr.  Hegin- 
botham,  were  on  duty  in  the  powder  division,  and,  as  the  reports  will 
show,  exhibited  zeal  and  ability.  The  latter,  I  regret  to  add,  was 
severely  wounded  by  a  raking  snot  from  the  Tennessee,  when  we  col- 
lided with  that  vessel,  and  died  a  few  hours  after.  Mr.  Heginbotham 
was  a  young  married  man,  and  has  left  a  widow  and  one  child,  whom  I 
commend  to  the  kindness  of  the  Department. 

Lieutenant  A.  R.  Yates,  of  the  Augusta,  acted  as  an  additional  aid 
to  me  on  board  the  Hartford,  and  was  very  efficient  in  the  transmission 
of  orders.  I  have  given  him  the  command  temporarily  of  the  cap- 
tured steamer  Selma. 

The  last  of  my  staff,  and  to  whom  I  would  call  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  is  not  the  least  in  importance.  I  mean  Pilot  Martin 
Freeman.     He  has  been  my  great  reliance  in  all  difficulties  in  his  line 
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of  duty.  During  the  action  he  was  in  the  maintop,  piloting  the  ships 
into  the  bay.  He  was  cool  and  brave  throughout,  never  losing  his 
self-possession.  This  man  was  captured  early  in  the  war  in  a  fine  fish- 
ing smack  which  he  owned,  and  though  he  protested  that  he  had  no 
interest  in  the  war  and  only  asked  for  the  privilege  of  fishing  for  the 
fleet,  yet  his  services  were  too  valuable  to  the  captors  as  a  pilot  not  to 
be  secured.  He  was  appointed  a  first-class  pilot  and  has  served  us 
with  zeal  and  fidelity,  and  has  lost  his  vessel,  which  went  to  pieces  on 
Ship  Island.     I  commend  him  to  the  Department. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  refer  to  several  officers  who  volunteered  to 
take  any  situation  where  they  might  be  useful,  some  of  whom  were  on 
their  way  North,  either  by  orders  of  the  Department  or  condemned  by 
medical  survey.  The  reports  of  the  different  commanders  will  show 
how  they  conducted  themselves. 

I  have  already  mentioned  Lieutenant-Commander  Perkins,  of  the 
Chickasaw,  and  Lieutenant  Yates,  of  the  Augusta.  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  William  Hamilton,  late  commanding  officer  of  the  Augusta 
Dinsmore,  had  been  invalided  by  medical  survey,  but  he  eagerly 
offered  his  services  on  board  the  ironclad  Chickasaw,  having  had  much 
experience  in  our  monitors.  Acting;  Volunteer  Lieutenant  P.  Giraud, 
another  experienced  officer  in  ironclads,  asked  to  go  in  on  one  of  these 
vessels,  but  as  they  were  all  well  supplied  with  officers,  I  permitted 
him  to  go  in  on  the  Ossipee  under  Commander  Le  Roy.  After  the 
action  he  was  given  temporary  charge  of  the  ram  Tennessee. 

Before  closing  this  report  there  is  one  other  officer  of  my  squadron 
of  whom  I  feel  bound  to  speak,  Captain  T.  A.  Jenkins,  of  the  Richmond, 
who  was  formerly  my  chief  of  staff,  not  because  of  his  having  held  that 
position,  but  because  he  never  forgets  to  do  his  duty  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  takes  now  the  same  interest  in  the  fleet  as  when  he  stood  in 
that  relation  to  me.  He  is  also  the  commanding  officer  of  the  second 
division  of  my  squadron  and  as  such  has  shown  ability  and  the  most 
untiring  zeal.  He  carries  out  the  spirit  of  one  of  Lord  Collingwood's 
best  sayings,  "not  to  be  afraid  of  doing  too  much;  those  who  are,  sel- 
dom do  as  much  as  they  ought."  When  in  Pensacola  he  spent  days 
on  the  bar  placing  the  buoys  in  the  best  positions,  was  always  looking 
after  the  interests  of  the  service,  and  keeping  the  vessels  from  being 
detained  one  moment  longer  in  port  than  was  necessary.  The  gallant 
Craven  told  me  only  the  night  Def ore  the  action  in  wnich  he  lost  his 
life,  "I  regret,  admiral,  that  I  have  detained  you,  but  had  it  not  been 
for  Captain  Jenkins,  God  knows  when  I  should  have  been  here;  when 
your  order  came  I  had  not  received  an  ounce  of  coal." 

I  feel  that  I  should  not  be  doing  my  duty  did  I  not  call  the  attention 
of  the  Department  to  an  officer  who  Jias  performed  all  his  various 
duties  with  so  much  zeal  and  fidelity.

Sir:  Admiral  Buchanan  is  severely  wounded,  having  lost  his  leg. 
There  are  in  addition  four  or  five  others  of  the  crew  of  the  Tennessee 
who  require  more  comfortable  quarters  than  we  can  give  them  in  the 
fleet.  Will  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Morgan  permit  a  vessel  to 
take  them  to  our  hospital  at  Pensacola  with  or  without  our  own 
wounded,  the  understanding  being  that  the  flag-of-truce  vessel  takes 
nothing  whatever  but  the  wounded  and  brings  nothing  back  that  she 
did  not  take  out,  and  my  honor  is  given  for  the  above  terms.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  note  of  this  date  I  would  say  that  it  is  alto- 
gether out  of  the  question  that  I  should  permit  Admiral  Buchanan  to 
be  sent  to  Mobile,  but  I  will  send  him  to  Pensacola,  where  he  will 
receive  the  same  comforts  as  our  own  wounded,  which  I  apprehend 
are  as  good  as  they  could  be  at  Mobile. 

It  was  simply  as  an  act  of  humanity  that  I  made  the  proposition 
I  did  to-day.  I  would  be  glad  to  bury  my  dead  on  shore,  but  if  there 
is  any  objection  to  it  they  can  have  a  soldier's  grave  in  the  deep,  hon- 
ored by  the  heartfelt  signs  of  their  shipmates.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  V.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  flagship  Hartford,  with 

enclosures. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay,  August  6,  I864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  offer  the  following  report  of  the  part  which 
this  vessel  took  in  the  action  of  yesterday: 

According  to  previous  arrangement,  the  Metacomet  was  lashed 
alongside  of  us  at  4 :  30  a.  m.,  ana  at  5 :  30  we  got  underway,  following 
the  Brooklyn,  which  led  the  line.  After  some  little  delay,  which  was 
required  to  allow  of  all  the  vessels  getting  into  position,  we  moved 
on  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan,  which  opened  on  us  at  about  2 
miles  distance  at  7:06.  The  enemy's  fire  was  at  once  answered  by 
that  of  our  bow  100-pounder  rifle,  the  only  gun  that  could  be  brought 
to  bear  until  about  7:30,  when  we  commenced  firing  the  broadside 

funs  with  great  rapidity,  which  was  continued  as  long  as  they  could 
e  of  use.  About  7:35  I  heard  the  cry  that  a  monitor  was  sinking, 
and  looking  on  the  starboard  bow  saw  the  turret  of  the  Tecumseh  just 
disappearing  under  the  water,  where  an  instant  before  I  had  seen 
this  noble  vessel  pushing  on  gallantly  in  a  straight  line  to  attack  the 
enemy's  ram  Tennessee,  which  had  apparently  moved  out  to  give  her 
an  opportunity.  % 

As  our  boats  could  not  be  lowered,  by  your  direction  one  was  sent 
which  was  towing  astern  of  the  Metacomet,  the  vessel  lashed  to  us. 

The  rapidity  of  our  fire,  together  with  the  smoke,  so  completely 
disordered  the  enemy's  aim  that  we  passed  the  fort  with  no  great 
injury  or  loss  of  life,  a  shell  which  came  through  the  side  and  exploded 
a  little  abaft  the  mainmast  killing  and  wounding  a  large  portion  of 
No.  7  gun's  crew,  being  the  only  one  that  caused  much  destruction. 
As  we,  however,  were  getting  by  the  shore  batteries  we  came  directly 
under  the  fire  of  the  gunboats  Selma,  Morgan,  and  Gaines  and  the 
ram  Tennessee,  and  being  only  able  to  direct  our  fire  on  one  of  them 
at  a  time,  the  shots  from  the  others  were  delivered  with  great  delibera- 
tion and  consequent  effect,  a  single  shell  having  killed  10  and  wounded 
5  men  at  Nos.  1  and  2  guns. 

The  Tennessee  also  followed  us  for  some  distance,  throwing  an  occa- 
sional shot;  but  finding  that  she  did  not  come  up,  and  we  being  now 
a  mile  ahead  of  the  remainder  of  the  fleet,  she  tinned  and  ran  down 
to  them,  not  wishing,  I  suppose,  to  be  entirely  cut  off  from  Fort 
Morgan. 

At  this  time,  by  your  order,  the  Metacomet  was  cast  off  and  directed 
to  chase  the  Selma,  which,  keeping  on  our  bow,  had  annoyed  us  exces- 
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sively  with  her  three  stern  guns,  which  we  could  not  answer,  owing 
to  our  rifle-gun  carriage  having  been  destroyed  by  a  shell. 

She  was  just  sheering  off  as  the  Metacomet  was  loosed  from  us,  and 
being  followed  into  shallow  water,  was  overtaken  and  captured  by 
the  latter  vessel  after  an  exciting  running  fight  of  an  hour.  The 
other  two  gunboats,  the  Morgan  and  Qaines,  also  got  into  shallow 
water,  and  not  being  followed  by  any  of  our  light-draft  vessels, 
escaped  to  Fort  Morgan,  where  one  was  run  ashore  and  afterwards 
burned,  and  the  other,  the  Morgan,  got  to  Mobile  during  the  night  by 
keeping  close  inshore. 

The  fight  appearing  to  be  now  over,  we  anchored  and  made  signal 
to  the  fleet  to  do  the  same,  supposing  that  as  the  Tennessee  had  got 
under  Fort  Morgan,  she  would  remain  there,  when  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  later  it  was  reported  that  she  had  come  out  and  was  steering 
toward  us.  I  could  not,  however,  believe  in  such  temerity  at  first- 
but  its  truth  becoming  soon  evident,  by  your  order  I  commenced 
heaving  up  the  anchor  and  should  have  slipped  had  it  not  been  for 
the  jamming  of  a  shackle  pin;  but  the  ship  was  soon  underway  again 
and  steering  straight  for  the  ram,  which  we  struck  with  great  force, 
although  not  on  her  beam,  as  she  turned  toward  us  as  we  approached. 
After  striking,  we  dropped  close  alongside  and  delivered  our  broad- 
side of  solid  IX-inch  shot  with  13  pounds  of  powder,  at  a  distance  of 
Eerhaps  not  more  than  8  feet  from  her  side,  as  I  believe,  however, 
•om  subsequent  observation,  without  doing  any  injury.  The  ram 
at  the  time  had  only  two  guns  in  broadside.  One  missed  fire  several 
times,  as  we  coilld  distinctly  hear.  The  shell  from  the  other  passed 
through  our  berth  deck  and  exploded  just  inside,  killing  and  wounding 
a  number  of  men,  and  the  pieces  broke  through  the  spar  and  berth 
decks,  even  going  through  the  launch  and  into  the  hold  where  were  the 
wounded. 

We  then  stood  off  and  were  making  another  circuit  to  run  into  the 
ram  again  when  in  mid  career  the  Lackawanna  struck  us  a  little  for- 
ward of  the  mizzenmast,  cutting  us  completely  down  to  within  2  feet 
of  the  water.  This  caused  a  detention  of  perhaps  five  minutes;  but 
finding  that  we  were  not  sinking,  the  ship  was,  by  your  order,  pointed 
again  lor  the  ram,  and  we  were  going  for  her  at  full  speed  when  it  was 
observed  that  a  white  flag  was  flying.  This  ended  the  action,  and 
at  10: 10  we  had  again  anchored  at  about  4  miles  distance  from  Fort 
Morgan. 

I  have  now  only  to  speak  of  the  officers  and  crew. 

To  Lieutenant-Commander  Kimberly,  the  executive  officer,  I  am 
indebted  not  only  for  the  fine  example  of  coolness  and  self-possession 
which  he  set  to  tnose  around  him,  but  also  for  the  excellent  condition 
to  which  he  had  brought  everything  belonging  to  the  fighting  depart- 
ment of  the  ship,  in  consequence  of  which  there  was  no  confusion  any- 
where, even  when  from  the  terrible  slaughter  at  some  of  the  guns  it 
might  have  been  looked  for. 

All  did  their  duty;  but  I  can  not  but  mention  Lieutenants  Tyson  and 
Adams  and  Ensign  Whiting,  to  whose  example  and  exertions  it  was  in 
a  great  measure  owing,  no  doubt,  that  the  great  loss  at  some  of  the  guns 
was  not  followed  by  confusion  or  delay  in  repairing  damages.  Acting 
Master's  Mate  Tinelli  also,  who  took  charge  of  the  third  division  after 
Lieutenant  Adams  was  wounded,  is  spoken  of  to  me  very  highly. 
Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  McEwan  is  also  strongly  noticed  m 
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the  report  of  Chief  Engineer  Williamson.  He  lost  his  right  arm  while 
busily  employed  on  the  berth  deck,  where  he  was  stationed,  in  assist- 
ing and  comforting  the  wounded.  He  is  spoken  of  by  his  superiors  as 
most  competent  to  fill  the  position  of  third  assistant  engineer  in  the 
regular  service,  for  which  I  would  beg  you  to  recommend  him  to  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  last  shell  fired  at  us,  that  from  the  ram,  killed  my  clerk,  Ensign 
W.  H.  Heginbotham.  Although  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  been 
in  action,  nothing,  I  am  told,  could  exceed  the  coolness  and  zeal  with 
which  he  performed  his  duties  in  the  powder  division,  and  I  feel  his  loss 
most  seriously,  as  his  general  intelligence  and  many  amiable  qualities 
had  made  him  almost  necessary  to  me. 

I  must  also  thank  Lieutenant  A.  R.  Yates,  a  volunteer  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  Augusta,  who  acted  as  an  aid  both  to  you  and  myself  and  was 
to  me  most  useful. 

.The  two  after  guns  were  entirely  manned  by  marines,  who,  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  Charles  Heywood;  performed  most  efficient  service. 

Thanks  to  tne  unremitting  supervision  of  Chief  Engineer  William- 
son all  had  been  so  thoroughly  prepared  in  his  department  that 
nothing  was  required  of  the  engines  during  the  day  which  they  could 
not  perfectly  perform. 

The  devoted  attendance  of  Fleet  Surgeon  Palmer,  Surgeon  Lansdale, 
and  Assistant  Surgeon  Commons  to  our  wounded  was  Beyond  praise, 
and  it  was'  owing  to  their  skill  and  untiring  exertions  that  the  large 
number  of  desperately  wounded  were  prepared,  by  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  for  removal  to  the  hospital  at  Pensacola,  for  which  place  they 
left  at  daylight  on  the  following  morning  in  the  Metacomet  under  a 
flag  of  truce. 

Boatswain  Dixon  was  nearly  knocked  overboard  by  a  splinter,  but 
absented  himself  from  the  deck  only  long  enough  to  have  his  wounds 
dressed,  when  he  returned  to  his  duties. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  Herrick,  while  superintending  the  passage  of 
powder  and  shell  on  the  berth  deck,  was  very  severely  wounded  oy  a 
piece  of  shell,  which  entirely  disabled  him  at  the  time  and  may,  I  am 
afraid,  prove  very  serious.  Up  to  this  time  his  conduct  and  bearing 
are  spoken  of  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  divisions  in  the 
highest  praise. 

I  must  also  thank  Lieutenant  Watson,  your  flag-lieutenant,  who, 
besides  attending  most  faithfully  to  the  signals,  found  time  to  assist  me 
on  several  occasions  when  it  was  important  to  give  directions  in  detail 
about  the  firing. 

Of  the  crew  I  can  scarcely  say  too  much.  They  were  most  of  them 
persons  who  had  never  been  in  action,  and  yet  I  can  not  hear  of  a  case 
where  anyone  attempted  to  leave  his  quarters  or  showed  anything  but 
the  sternest  determination  to  fight  it  out.  There  might  perhaps  nave 
been  a  little  excuse  had  such  a  disposition  been  exhibited  when  it  is 
considered  that  a  great  part  of  four  guns'  crews  were  at  different  times 
swept  away  almost  entirely  by  as  many  shells.  In  every  case,  how- 
ever, the  killed  and  wounded  were  quietly  removed,  the  injuries  at  the 
guns  made  good,  and  in  a  few  moments  except  from  the  traces  of  blood 
nothing  could  lead  one  to  suppose  that  anything  out  of  the  ordinary 
routine  had  happened. 

In  conclusion,  I  request  that  you  will  recommend  to  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for   the  medal  of  honor  the  men  whose  names 
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accompany  this  in  a  separate  report.     They  well  deserve  the  dis- 
tinction.

I  would  also  beg  leave  to  say  that  although  there  was  very  consid- 
erable loss  of  life  in  the  powder  division,  thanks  to  the  good  arrange- 
ments and  the  example  of  coolness  of  Ensign  Dana,  who  was  in  charge 
of  it,  there  was  no  confusion. 

He  was  also  greatly  assisted  in  the  after  part  of  the  division  by  Sail- 
maker  T.  C.  Herbert,  whose  example  tended  much  to  give  confidence 
to  those  around  him.     He  is  a  most  deserving  officer. 

The  gunner,  J.  L.  Staples,  and  carpenter,  George  E.  Burcham,  also 
deserve  notice  for  their  strict  attention  to  duty.

Sir:  Agreeably  to  your  order  I  submit  the  following  reports  of  the 
passage  of  this  ship  by  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  and  our  engagement 
with  the  ram  Tennessee,  ironclad,  and  with  the  gunboats  Selma% 
Qaines,  and  Morgan: 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  called  all  hands  at  3  a.  m.,  stowed  ham- 
mocks, and  gave  the  people  an  early  breakfast;  hove  in  to  20  fathoms 
of  chain  and  prepared  to  receive  the  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet  alongside. 
At  daylight  the  Metacomet  came  on  our  port  side  and  made  fast,  our 
battery  on  that  side  having  been  run  in  for  the  purpose.  Hove  up  our 
anchor,  and  at  5 :  40  a.  m.  stood  in  to  take  our  position  astern  of  the 
Brooklyn,  which  ship  was  slowly  standing  in  for  the  bar,  followed  by 
the  Hartford;  lashed  our  anchors  to  the  bows  and  secured  the  chains 
with  extra  stoppers,  beat  to  quarters,  and  cleared  ship  for  action.  A 
few  minutes  after  7  o'clock  Fort  Morgan  opened  upon  us  and  con- 
tinued firing  until  the  .fleet  had  passed. 

We  commenced  and  continued  to  fire  with  our  starboard  100-pounder 
Parrott  on  the  topgallant  forecastle  until  our  starboard  broadside 
could  bear,  which  was  not,  however,  until  we  got  nearly  abreast  of  the 
fort,  when  we  opened  with  our  twelve  IX-mch  guns  loaded  with 
10-second  shell.  We  now  fired  rapidly,  and  as  we  approached  used 
5-second  shell  and  shrapnel  with  fuzes  cut  at  2  seconds,  which  had  the 
effect  to  drive  the  enemy  from  their  water  batteries  and  parapet  guns 
whilst  we  were  abreast  of  the  fort.  The  Brooklyn  now  having  stopped 
and  commenced  backing,  the  Hartford  went  ahead  and  led  the  neet 
until  we  anchored  up  the  bay. 

After  passing  the  Brooklyn  the  rebel  ram  and  gunboats  paid  their 
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undivided  attention  to  this  ship,  taking  position  ahead  and  on  our 
starboard  bow,  and  with  their  heavy  guns  raking  us,  we  not  being  able 
to  bring  any  guns  to  bear  on  them,  except  those  mounted  on  the  top- 
gallant forecastle.  We  continued,  however,  to  advance,  they  pre- 
serving their  position  until  we  got  some  distance  from  Fort  Morgan, 
when  the  rebel  ram  went  back  to  attack  our  ships  astern.  The  three 
gunboats,  however,  still  stuck  by  us;  we  had  now  so  altered  our  course 
as  to  bring  them  to  bear  on  our  starboard  bow  and  beam,  and  opened 
on  them  with  the  starboard  broadside.  We  now  were  on  a  footing 
with  them  and  delivered  our  fire  with  effect  on  all  three,  they  edging 
off  and  increasing  their  distance,  but  still  keeping  up  a  hot  fire,  from 
which  we  suffered  very  much.  This  part  of  the  action  had  now  lasted  at 
least  some  thirty  minutes,  most  of  the  time  their  fire  raking  us,  cutting 
down  our  men  at  the  guns  fearfully  and  damaging  gun  carriages  and 
material,  when  the  Metacomet  cast  off  and  pursued.  The  nemy  by 
this  time  having  been  pretty  well  handled,  hauling  off,  separated,  the 
Gaines  and  Morgan  malting  for  the  fort  and  the  Selma  falling  a  prize 
to  the  Metacomet  Our  ships  now  having  come  up,  we  steamed  up  the 
bay  and  anchored  with  15  fathoms  of  chain  in  3J  fathoms  of  water, 
when  the  ram  was  seen  approaching;  hove  up  our  anchor,  went  to 
quarters,  and  stood  down  for  the  enemy.  Endeavored  to  strike  her, 
but  our  anchor  hanging  from  the  hawse  pipe  sheered  us  off  from  the 
ram,  so  that  the  ships  passed,  the  port  sides  grazing  each  other; 
depressed  our  port  guns  and  fired  with  13  pounds  of  powder  and  solid 
shot.  After  passing,  put  our  helm  hard  a-starboara  to  come  around 
for  another  butt;  the  ship,  however,  making  a  larger  circle  in  getting 
around,  approached  near  to  our  own  ships  that  were  bound  down  for 
the  rebel  ram.  One  of  them,  the  Lackawanna,  struck  us  on  the  star- 
board side,  abaft  the  main  chains,  knocking  two  of  our  ports  into  one, 
capsized  a  IX-inch  gun,  carried  away  the  gig  and  davits  and  starboard 
maintopmast  backstays,  also  cutting  us  down  to  within  2  feet  of  the 
water.  We  cleared  and  stood  down  for  the  ram,  which  had  turned 
and  was  running  away  without  a  smokestack,  followed  by  our  iron- 
clads, the  088ipee,  and  other  ships.  When  we  were  nearly  up  to  the 
enemy,  she  hoisted  the  white  flag  and  surrendered.  This  ship  turned 
back  a  short  distance  and  anchored. 

The  conduct  of  the  crew  was  splendid  and  their  enthusiasm 
unbounded,  notwithstanding  the  terrible  raking  fire  that  we  suffered; 
when  men  fell,  others  filled  the  gaps  until  almost  two  entire  crews  had 
been  swept  away.  Nothing  could  be  more  noble  than  the  spirit  dis- 
played by  our  wounded  and  dying,  who  cheered  and  smilea  in  their 
agony,  seemingly  contented  at  the  sacrifice  of  their  lives  for  the 
victory  vouchsafed  to  their  country.     Such  men  are  our  heroes. 

The  officers  one  and  all  did  their  whole  duty,  and  in  a  measure  to 
their  exertions  and  example  may  be  attributed  the  unflinching  con- 
duct of  those  they  so  well  instructed,  drilled,  and  commanded. 
Conspicuous  was  Ensign  Whiting,  who  worked  the  forecastle  guns 
under  the  most  trying  circumstances  and  under  the  most  scathing  fire. 
Mr.  Dixon,  our  boatswain;  Mr.  McEwan,  acting  assistant  engineer; 
Mr.  Herrick,  acting  master's  mate;  Acting  Ensigns  Bogart  and  Hegin- 
botham  deserve  praiye  for  the  coolness  and  assistance  in  the  powder 
division,  which  was  at  one  time  a  perfect  slaughterhouse. 

Lieutenant  Yates,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Augusta,  and  Acting  Ensign 
Marthon,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Tennessee,  who  volunteered  for  the  tight,  also 
deserve  praise  for  their  very  valuable  services. 
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Appended  are  the  reports  of  the  divisional  officers,  whose  mention 
of  particular  acts  of  men  under  their  immediate  command  will  enable 
you  to  recommend  the  men  mentioned  to  notice;  also  the  reports  of 
the  several  officers  in  charge  of  the  different  departments  ana  of  the 
damages  sustained  therein.

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  conduct  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  first  division  during  the  engagement  of  yes- 
terday: 

Acting  Ensign.  W.  H.  Whiting,  in  charge  of  the  forecastle  guns, 
deserves  special  mention  for  his  gallantry  in  serving  and  working  t>oth 
100-pounaer  rifles  under  the  most  trying  circumstances. 

The  three  captains  of  guns,  Henry  Clark,  Peter  W.  Stanley,  and 
William  H.  Wright,  displayed  an  amount  of  courage  and  coolness 
which  I  have  rarely  seen  equaled.  But  the  two  men  of  whom  I  wish 
particularly  to  speak  are  Charles  Melville  and  Thomas  Fitzpatrick.  A 
rifle  shell  burst  between  the  two  forward  IX-inch  guns,  killing  and 
wounding  15  men.  Charles  Melville  was  among  the  wounded  and  was 
taken  down  with  the  rest  to  the  surgeon,  but  came  on  deck  almost 
immediately,  and  although  scarcely  able  to  stand  refused  to  go  below, 
and  worked  at  the  gun  during  the"  remainder  of  the  action.  Thomas 
Fitzpatrick,  captain  of  No.  1  gun,  was  struck  several  times  in  the  lace 
by  splinters  ana  had  his  gun  disabled  by  a  shell.  In  a  few  minutes  he 
had  his  gun  in  working  order  again,  with  new  track,  breeching,  side 
tackle,  etc.,  his  wounded  below,  the  dead  clear,  and  was  fighting  his 

Sin  as  before,  setting  a  splendid  example  to  the  remainder  of  his  crew, 
is  conduct  came  particularly  under  my  notice  and  during  the  entire 
action  was  distinguished  for  coolness  and  bravery. 
The  first  division  had  13  killed  and  10  wounded.

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  conduct  of  the 
second  division  during  the  engagement  of  yesterday,  the  5th,  with 
Fort  Morgan  and  the  rebel  gunboats  and  ram  Tennessee:  But  a  few 
moments  elapsed  after  the  drum  beat  to  quarters  before  every  man 
was  at  his  station,  the  guns  cast  loose,  and  ready  for  action,  every  man 
seemingly  determined  to  do  his  duty,  which  he  did  faithfully,"  not  a 
man  shrinking.     When  all  did  their  duty  so  well  it  is  hard  to  discrimi- 
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nate.  Still  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  mention  a  few  who  were  the  most 
conspicuous.  Acting  Master's  Mate  William  H.  Childs  displayed  great 
courage  in  assisting  me  in  the  division.  The  captains  of  the  guns, 
Charles  Lake  (coxswain),  Joseph  Perry  (quartermaster),  James  Smith 
(captain  mizzentop);  the  second  captains,  James  Bennett  (seaman), 
Owen  Holland  (second  captain  maintop),  and  Samuel  McFall  (cap- 
tain afterguard),  showed  an  example  of  coolness,  energy,  and  bravery, 
which  stimulated  those  less  brave  than  themselves  and  reflected  credit 
upon  themselves.  The  loaders  and  spongers,  Bartholomew  Diggins 
(ordinary  seaman),  Augustus  Pauly  (seaman),  Charles  Davidson  (cap- 
tain forecastle),  Henry  Wright  (ordinary  seaman),  Thomas  Parker 
(ordinary  seaman),  ana  Robert  Emerson  (landsman),  did  nobly,  and  I 
am  proud  to  have  such  men  under  my  command.  m  The  auarter  gunner, 
David  Morrow,  was  killed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  conduct 
of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  third  division  during  the  engagement  of 
yesterday  with  Fort  Morgan,  the  rebel  gunboats,  and  the  ram: 

When  the  drum  beat  to  quarters  every  man  was  at  his  station 
instantly  and  the  guns  cleared  for  action.  We  were  unable  to  bring 
our  guns  to  bear  till  nearly  abreast  of  the  fort.  We  then  fired  with 
10-second  shell  and  4  degrees  of  elevation.  The  fire  was  kept  up  with 
great  rapidity,  using  5-second  shell  and  decreasing  the  elevation  as 
we  neared  the  fort.  When  abreast  it  two  rounds  of  shrapnel  cut  for 
2-seconds  were  fired  by  us.  As  we  passed  ahead  of  the  Brooklyn  two 
shell  struck  by  No.  7  gun,  disabling  the  crew;  but  one  man  escaped 
uninjured  on  the  right  side  of  that  gun.  Another  shell  followed  in  a 
few  seconds,  wounding  the  captain  of  No.  7,  3  men  at  No.  8,  and 
myself.  Four  men  were  killed  and  9  wounded  in  all,  and  by  those 
three  shell.  The  gun  captains  behaved  splendidly — Forbes,  Inger- 
soll,  Pinto.  William  A.  Stanley,  shellman  of  No.  8  gun,  continued  to 
pass  shell  after  being  wounded  till  compelled  by  loss  of  blood  to  go 
below.  He  deserves  especial  mention.  Every  man  did  his  duty  in  the 
most  gallant  manner.  I  am  proud  to  have  had  command  of  so  brave 
a  set  of  men.  Acting  Master  s  Mate  J.  J.  Tinelli  I  can  not  fail  to  men- 
tion. He  behaved  with  great  gallantry,  encouraging  the  men  by  his 
example,  and  served  the  guns  of  the  division  with  great  spirit  against 
the  rebel  gunboats  and  ram  after  I  was  sent  below.

John 
McFarland  (captain  forecastle),  James  Wood  (quartermaster),  Joseph 
Cassier  (seaman),  and  James  Reddington  (landsman),  deserve  especial 
mention  for  their  marked  composure.  They  were  at  the  wheel  and 
obeyed  every  order  promptly  and  correctly.  Henry  Williams  (boat- 
swain's mate)  served. the  12-pounder  howitzer  in  the  maintop  with 
courage  and  great  judgment.  I  had  not  the  power  of  witnessing  the 
conduct  of  the  remaining  men  of  this  division,  viz,  those  of  the  signal 
corps  and  carpenter's  gang,  but  from  the  officers  commanding  those 
departments  I  have  learned  that  one  and  all  deserve  the  greatest 
praise.

Acting  Master's  Mate  R.  P.  Herrick  deserves  especial  mention,  for, 
until  seriously  wounded,  he  performed  his  duties  with  great  coolness 
and  spirit. 

Acting  Ensign  W.  H.  Heginbotham  also  deserves  special  mention 
for  his  coolness  and  bravery.  He  performed  his  duties  in  the  most 
exemplary  manner  until  he  received  nis  death  wound. 

The  few  men  I  had  on  deck  passing  powder  acted  with  great  cool- 
ness, and  at  no  time  was  there  any  sign  of  shrinking  or  fear.  Nelson, 
ship's  cook,  John  Wallington,  landsman,  and  Mellage,  paymaster's 
steward,  deserve  special  mention. 

Seven  of  the  forward  part  of  the  division  were  wounded  and  3'  of 
them  killed;  most  of  the  wounds  were  mortal.

Sir:  The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  belonging  to  the  engineer's 
department  was  characterized  bv  coolness  and  energy  during  the 
engagement  of  yesterday;  their  duties  were  performed  as  if  nothing 
extraordinary  was  going  on. 

Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  William  G.  McEwan  deserves 
special  mention  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
attended  to  getting  the  wounded  below  near  his  station  at  the  berth- 
deck  hose,  and  he  continued  to  do  so  until  near  the  close  of  the  action, 
when  he  lost  his  right  arm. 

The  following  men  deserve  to  be  noticed:  Thomas  Walkley,  first- 
class  fireman,  for  his  coolness  and  attention  to  duties,  although  fre- 
quently covered  with  splinters. 

James  R.  Garrison,  coal  heaver,  had  his  great  toe  shot  off,  but 
dressed  his  wound  himself  and  then  returned  to  his  station,  where 
he  remained  until  badly  wounded  in  the  chest. 

Thomas  O'Connell  was  sick  and  hardly  able  to  walk,  but  went  to 
his  station  and  remained  until  his  right  hand  was  shot  away. 

William  Caffrey,  second-class  fireman,  and  Joseph  Fallen,  second- 
class  fireman,  were  inclined  to  skulk,  and  required  to  be  compelled 
to  assist  the  wounded. 

The.loss  in  the  engineer's  department  was  3  men  killed  and  3  men 
wounded.

Sir:  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  the  damage  received  by  this 
ship  in  hull,  spars,  etc.,  during  the  action  August  5,  1864,  witn  the 
rebel  Fort  Morgan,  the  water  batteries,  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  and  rebel 
fleet,  viz: 

No.  1.  Solid  shot  cut  through  starboard  headrail,  starboard  bow 
chock,  and  crushed  side  tackle  block  of  port  rifle  gun  on  forecastle. 

No.  2.  Shell  came  over  starboard  bow,  struck  axletree,  fore  tran- 
som, and  truck  of  port  rifle  on  forecastle,  and  started  bow  chock, 
headrail,  and  waterway. 

No.  3.  Shell  cut  through  starboard  lower  boom,  hammock  rail  and 
netting,  cut  main  topmast  stay  half,  then  struck  after  part  of  fore- 
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mast  2  feet  above  the  partners,  scoring  in  3  inches,  scarring  starboard 
side  of  mast  and  piercing;  galley  funnel,  when  it  exploded. 

No.  4.  Shell  struck  the  forward  part  of  No.  2  gun  port,  cutting 
away  top  timber,  bulwarks,  and  port  sill;  struck  starboard  sheet 
cable  bitt,  crushing  the  iron  plating  and  collar,  then  exploded,  scar- 
ring the  deck  between  Nos.  1,2,  and  3  guns. 

No.  5.  Shell  struck  outer  planking  6  inches  above  the  water  line 
between  Nos.  2  and  3  guns,  cut  through  timbers,  ceiling,  and  water- 
way on  berth  deck,  struck  foremast,  scored  in  the  depth  of  5  inches, 
18  inches  below  the  spar-deck  partners,  carrying  away  after  part  of 
port  sheet  cable  bitts,  part  of  spar-deck  beam  and  knee  on  port  side, 
and  after  diagonal  knee  and  fastening  started. 

No.  6.  Shell  struck  starboard  cham  armor  2  feet  below  the  gun- 
wale, between  No.  5  and  6  guns,  cut  through  outer  plank  and  timber 
and  lodged  in  deck  knee. 

No.  7.  Solid  shot  struck  chain  armor,  cut  through  armor,  pierced 
outer  plank  and  timber,  and  lodged  in  spar-deck  beam. 

No.  8.  Solid  shot  struck  starboard  chain  armor  4  inches  above  the 
water  line  under  No.  6  gun,  cut  through  armor,  pierced  outer  plank- 
ing, and  lodged  in  timber. 

No.  9.  Struck  chain  armor  on  the  water  line  between  No.  8  and  9 
guns,  cut  through  armor  and  pierced  the  outer  plank. 

No.  10.  Two-hundred-pound  rifle  shell  struck  aft  of  the  armor,  2 
feet  above  the  water  line  under  No.  9  gun,  pierced  outer  plank,  crush- 
ing four  timbers  and  two  streaks  of  ceiling,  breaking  down  the  fore- 
and-aft  bulkheads  of  the  starboard  steerage,  cutting  in  two  the 
between-deck  stanchions  under  wardroom  hatch  beam,  passed  into 
the  chief  engineer's  room  on  the  port  side  of  wardroom,  and  dropped 
on  a  lounge  without  exploding. 

No.  11.  Solid  shot  struck  gunwale  strake  between  Nos.  8  and  9  guns, 
pierced  through  gunwale,  top  timber,  and  bulwarks,  struck  capstan, 
crushing  the  pawls,  casting,  and  gear,  splitting  engine-room  natch 
combing  and  capstan  bed. 

No.  12.  Struck  the  spare  spars  in  the  main  chains,  breaking  in  two 
the  main  and  mizzen  topgallant  and  mizzen  royal  yards,  crushed 
through  the  main  rail  and  hammock  netting,  passed  over  to  the  port 
side  and  went  through  bulwarks,  top  timbers,  outer  plank,  and  sentry 
board  abaft  the  port  gangway. 

No.  13.  Shell  passed  over  between  fore  and  mainmast,  struck  inner 
hammock  rail  on  port  side,  cut  through  netting  and  outer  hammock 
rail,  breaking  a  hole  in  third  cutter. 

No.  14.  Shell,  150-pounder,  fired  from  the  ram  Tennessee  while 
alongside,  the  muzzles  of  her  gun  touching  our  port  side.  The  shell 
struck  the  outer  planking  on  the  port  side,  pierced  through  the  timbers 
and  ceiling  inside,  exploded  on  the  berth  deck,  fragments  of  the  shell 
going  through  three  strakes  of  plank  on  the  spar  deck  through  the 
launch,  first  and  second  cutters.  Portions  of  the  shell  also  went 
through  the  deck  plank  and  hatches  on  the  berth  deck  and  dropped 
into  the  hold,  scarring  spar-deck  beams  and  deck  frame  between  tore 
and  main  hatches  from  port  side  to  starboard. 

No.  15.  Shell  struck  grub  beam  on  forecastle,  crushed  the  upper 
edge  and  glanced  overboard. 

No.  16.  Conical  shot  or  shell  struck  the  band  on  starboard  side  of 
mainmast  18  feet  from  the  partners,  pierced  through  the  mast  band 
and  buried  its  length  in  the  magfc. 
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No.  17.  Shot  struck  the  forward  quarter  of  the  mainmast  16  feet 
above  the  partners,  scoring  1 J  inches. 

No.  18.  Shell  struck  collar  of  forestay,  shattered  trestletrees,  for- 
ward lower  crosstree,  heel  of  fore-topmast,  and  lodged  in  forward  nut 
of  trestletrees. 

No.  19.  Shell  struck  port  side  of  maintop,  crushed  a  hole  in  deck 
of  top,  and  glanced  overboard. 

No.  20.  Shot~through  smoke  pipe. 

In  the  collision  with  the  rebel  ram  the  port  head  pump  was  crushed 
in  2  feet  below  the  water  line.  The  copper  on  the  stem  and  port  bow 
was  peeled  off  by  the  iron  plating  of  the  ram. 

The  ship  received  considerable  damage  by  being  run  into  by  the 
Lackawanna.  She  crushed  in  the  after  part  of  the  main  channnel, 
broke  two  of  the  main  chains  and  spar  crane,  with  the  spars  that  were 
stowed,  viz,  spare  main  and  mizzen  topgallant  and  mizzen  royal 
yards,  the  mam  rail,  hammock  rails,  netting,  bulwarks,  top  timbers, 
outer  planking,  timbers  and  ceiling  from  gunwale  down  to  2  feet  of 
the  water  line  were  crushed  in  and  broken  on  the  starboard  side  abaft 
the  main  rigging  from  the  after  side  of  No.  10  gun  port  to  the  forward 
side  of  No.  11  gun  port.  The  deck  knees,  diagonal  and  hanging,  are 
broken;  the  iron  diagonal  braces  are  baaly  bent  inboard,  the  spar- 
deck  beams  and  deck  plank  moved  to  starboard;  abreast  of  the  frac- 
ture the  waterway  is  cut  in  two.  It  will  be  necessary  to  calk  a  large 
portion  of  the  quarter-deck.  The  gig  davits  were  broken,  also  her 
keel  and  planking.

also  port  and  starboard  cross- jack  braces  shot  away,  and  two  star- 
board maintopmast  backstay  screws  carried  away.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  orders  I  respectfully  report  the  damage 
sustained  in  the  gunner's  department  of  this  ship  and  the  amount  of 
ammunition  expended  in  the  action  on  the  5th  of  August  with  the 
rebel  forts  and  neet  to  be  as  follows,  viz: 

The  port  100-pounder  rifle  gun  carriage  struck  twice,  and  completely 
shattered.  No.  1  IX-inch  gun  carriage,  starboard  side,  struck  by  shell, 
splintering  right  bracket,  oreaking  bracket  bolt,  and  knocking  rear 
dumb  truck  out  of  place.  No.  2  iA-inch  gun  carriage,  starboard  side, 
scarred  by  shell  bursting,  and  having  port  truck  oroken  to  pieces, 
No.  10  iA-inch  gun  carriage  injured  by  being  upset  when  in  collision 
with  the  Lackawanna.  Three-roller  handspike  broken,  and  four  ordi- 
nary handspikes  broken.  Three  IX-inch  gun  tackles  carried  away. 
One  100-pounder  rifle  side  tackle  block  shattered.  One  100-pounder 
breeching  and  one  IX-inch  breeching  cut  with  shot.  One  IX-inch 
bristle  sponge  shot  away.     Two  rammers,  IX-inch,  broken.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  V.  8.  Navy,  commending  the  conduct  of  certain  petty  officers 
and  others  on  the  IT.  8.  8.  Hartford. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay j  August  7,  186^. 
Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  conduct  of  the  follow- 
ing petty  officers  and  others  of  this  vessel  during  the  action  of  the  5th 
instant,  which  I  think  entitles  them  to  the  medal  of  honor: 

1.  Thomas  Fitzpatrick,  coxswain,  was  captain  of  No.  1  gun.  His 
gun  was  almost  disabled  by  the  bursting  of  a  shell,  which  destroyed 
much  of  the  material  and  killed  7  men,  besides  wounding  several 
others,  and  among  them  himself.  Notwithstanding  this  he  had  the 
killed  and  wounaed  quietly  removed,  replaced  the  breeching,  side 
tackle,  and  truck,  etc.,  which  had  been  cut  to  pieces,  got  a  crew,  and 
in  a  little  while  was  firing  the  gun  again  as  usual.  I  recommend  that 
in  addition  to  the  medal  he  be  made  a  master's  mate. 

2.  Charles  Melville,  ordinary  seaman.     This  man,  a  loader  at  the 
•same  gun,  was  severely  wounded  by  a  piece  of  the  shell.     He  was 

taken  below,  but  would  not  remain  there,  and  although  scarcely  able 
to  stand,  performed  his  duty  until  the  end  of  the  action. 
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3.  William  A,  Stanley,  shell  man  at  No.  8  gun,  was  severely  wounded, 
but  refused  to  go  below,  and  continued  to  perform  his  duties  until  at 
length  he  became  so  weak  from  loss  of  blood  as  to  be  unable  to  stand. 

4.  William  Pelham,  landsman.  When  the  crew  of  the  gun  to  which 
he  belonged  was  entirely  broken  up,  owing  to  the  number  of  its  killed 
and  wounded,  he  assisted  to  remove  the  latter  below  and  then  imme- 
diately returned,  and,  without  any  direction  to  do  so,  took  his  place  at 
the  adjoining  gun,  where  a  vacancy  existed,  and  continued  to  perform 
his  duties  there  most  faithfully  for  the  remainder  of  the  action. 

5.  John  McFarland,  captain  of  the  forecastle,  was  at  the  wheel,which 
has  been  his  station  in  all  of  the  previous  fights  of  this  ship.  As  on 
every  other  occasion,  he  displayed  the  utmost  coolness  and.  intelli- 
gence throughout  the  action.  When  the  Lackawanna  ran  into  us. 
and  for  a  moment  there  was  every  appearance  of  the  men  at  the  wheel 
being  crushed,  he  never  left  his  station  nor  ceased  for  an  instant  to  at- 
tend strictlv  to  his  duties.  This  evidence  of  coolness  and  self-posses- 
sion, together  with  his  good  conduct  in  the  other  battles  of  the. 
Hartford,  I  hope  will  entitle  him  to  the  medal. 

6.  James  R.  Garrison,  coal  heaver,  had  one  of  his  great  toes  shot 
off,  but  without  leaving  his  station  at  the  shell  whip  bound  up  the 
wound  and  remained  at  work  until  again  severely  wounded. 

7.  Thomas  O'Connell,  coal  heaver — although  on  the  sick  list,  and 
quite  unwell,  he  went  to  his  station  at  the  snell  whip,  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  right  hand  was  shot  away. 

8.  Wilson  Brown,  landsman,  was  stationed  at  the  shell  whip  on  the 
berth  deck.  A  man  was  killed  on  the  ladder  above  him  and  thrown, 
with  such  violence  against  Brown  as  to  knock  him  into  the  hold,  where 
he  laid  for  a  short  time  senseless;  but  on  recovering  he  immediately 
returned  to  his  station,  though  besides  himself  only  one  of  the  original 
six  belonging  there  had  escaped. 

9.  John  Lawson,  landsman,  was  one  of  the  six  men  stationed  at 
the  shell  whip  on  the  berth  deck.  A  shell  killed  or  wounded  the  whole 
number.  Lawson  was  wounded  in  the  leg  and  thrown  with  great 
violence  against  the  side  of  the  ship,  but  as  soon  as  he  recovered  nim- 
self.  although  begged  to  go  below,  he  refused,  and  went  back  to  the 
shell  whip,  where  ne  remained  during  the  action. 

10.  George  Mellage,  paymaster's  steward,  although  quite  badly 
hurt  by  splinters,  reftised  to  leave  his  station  and  performed  very 
efficient  service  until  the  end  of  the  action.

Report  of  Bear- Admiral  Farragut,  V.  8.  Navy,  regarding  injuries  received  in  ramming 

the  C.  8.  ram  Tennessee. 

No.  357.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

.     Mobile  Bay,  August  20,  I864. 

Sir:  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  certain  facts 
in  my  recent  conflict  with  the  ram  Tennessee. 

Each  of  our  vessels  that  struck  her  in  succession,  with  the  exception 
of  this  ship,  had  their  cutwaters  smashed  into  the  hood  ends,  and  in 
some  instances  even  the  stems  somewhat  injured. 
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The  reason  why  this  ship  was  not  injured  was  because  we  had  not 
had  time  to  "cat  and  fish'  the  anchor,  and  the  anchor  took  the  chief 
force  of  the  blow.  The  flukes  Were  twisted  around  and  the  shank  bent 
and  the  stock  driven  into  the  bow.  The  bill  of  the  anchor  was  cut  off 
by  the  contact  with  the  Tennessee's  hull  as  much  as  2  inches,  and  ou 
cutwater  was  left  intact. 

But  the  Monongahela's  bow,  I  thought,  was  protected  in  the  best 
possible  manner,  and  I  am  still  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  cutwater 
was  knocked  off  by  a  shot  or  by  the  concussion  with  the  ram,  as  a  shot 
certainly  entered  directly  through  her  stem  and  destroyed  everything 
in  her  storeroom,  but  wnether  that  was  before  or  after  ramming  the 
Tennessee  I  do  not  Iqiow.  Her  entire  cutter,  which  I  had  put  on  her 
in  New  Orleans,  was  knocked  off. 

The  Lackawanna  struck  her  the  fairest  blow,  and  her  cutwater  is 
simply  crushed  right  in,  2  feet,  I  think,  quite  into  the  stem. 

Now,  the  suggestion  I  desire  to  make  to  the  Department  is  that  all 

>  ships  of  war  shall  have  their  cutwaters  and  bows  strengthened  for  the 

purpose  of  ramming,  as  I  am  of  opinion,  and  have  been  for  some 

time,  that  it  is  the  only  manner  in  which  we  can  contend  successfully 

with  such  formidable  vessels  as  the  Tennessee.

Admiral  Buchanan  lost  a  leg 
and  is  a  prisoner.  The  Selma  was  captured.  The  Oaines  was  beached  near  the  hospital.

The  people  of  Mobile  are  all  ready  for  the  fray.    Great  confidence  prevails. 

The  people  are  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  Lieutenants  Buchanan  [Johnston)],  Maury, 
Murphey,  an^ Bennett,  of  the  Navy. 

Second  dispatch: 

Mobile,  August  8. — It  is  painfully  humiliating  to  announce  the  shameful  surrender  of  Fort 
Gaines  at  half-past  9  o'clock  this  morning  by  Colonel  Charles  D.  Anderson,  of  the  Twenty-first 
Alabama  Regiment.  This  powerful  work  was  provisioned  for  six  months  and  with  a  garrison 
of  600  men.  He  communicated  with  the  enemy's  fleet  by  flag  of  truce  with  [out]  the  sanc- 
tion of  General  Page.  General  Page  enquired  by  signal  what  his  purpose  was,  but  received  no 
answer.  His  attention  was  attracted  by  signal  guns.  Page  repeatedly  telegraphed  "  Hold 
on  to  your  fort."  The  same  night  visited  Fort  Gaines  and  found  Anderson  on  board  the 
Yankee  fleet  arranging  the  terms  of  capitulation.  He  left  peremptory  orders  for  Anderson 
on  his  return  not  to  surrender  the  fort  and  relieved  him  of  his  command.  Fort  Morgan  sig- 
naled this  morning,  but  no  answer  was  received  except  the  hoisting  of  the  Yankee  flag  over 
ramparts  of  Fort  Gaines.  Anderson's  conduct  is  officially  pronounced  inexplicable  and 
shameful.

Letter  from  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  to  the  Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair, 
giving  information  gained  from  the  encounter  with  the  G.  S.  ram  Tennessee. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  19,  I864. 

Dear  Sir:  Feeling  that  the  Bureau  would  like  to  know  the  damage 
done  our  vessels  in  our  last  conflict,  and  particularly  by  the  ramming 
of  the  ram,  with  a  view  to  guarding  against,  as  far  as  possible  or 
practicable,  such  injuries  in  future,  I  take  pleasure  in  giving  you  the 
following  information: 

I  had  made,  in  the  first  place,  a  heavy  iron  casing  and  fitted  very 
firmly  on  the  cutwater  of  the  monongahela.  How  it  was  knocked 
off  I  do  not  know.  She  stuck  the  ram  twice  and  had  a  shot  directly 
through  her  stem,  which  passed  through  her  storeroom,  destroying 
many  articles  in  its  flight.  Whether  the  iron  was  knocked  off  before 
the  shot  entered,  or  by  the  shot,  we  have  no  means  of  ascertaining; 
but  the  stem  was  shivered  through  to  the  apron  and  down  almost  to 
the  keel.     The  apron,  however,  was  not  injured. 

The  Lackawanna,  as  the  doctors  would  say,  had  no  compound  frac- 
ture. She  struck  the  ram  fair  and  at  good  speed.  She  had  only  the 
usual  plate  on  the  cutwater,  and  the  knuckle  of  the  overhang  of  the 
ram  cut  her  square  through  and  boomed  up  the  inside  of  the  apron. 
Being  just  above  the  watei:  line,  it  did  not  cause  much  leak.  I  sent 
them  to  Pensacola,  had  the  bow  docks  placed  under  and  repaired

there,  and  if  I  only  had  a  competent  ship  carpenter  in  the  shape  of  a 
constructor  or  master  workman  to  direct  and  cany  on  the  repairs  at 
that  yard  in  a  proper  manner,  we  would  soon  be  aole  to  make  all  our 
own  repairs.     I  have  urged  this  upon  the  Department. 

Mr.  Hanscom,  in  whose  opinion  I  have  great  faith,  from  a  long 
association  with  him  at  Mare  Island,  informs  me  that  he  does  not  think 
the  basin  floor  of  the  dry  dock  will  bear  the  pressure  of  putting  a  gate 
to  the  basin  and  pumping  it  out. 

There  are  from  9  to  10  feet  water  in  the  basin,  which  would  admit 
all  but  the  large  vessels  to  be  docked  there,  if  the  floor  would  bear  the 
upward  pressure;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  pay  to  have  a  gate, 
and  if  we  could  not  dock  our  vessels,  it  would  enable  much  work  to  be 
done  in  windy  weather,  which  we  are  unable  to  do  now,  by  closing 
them  in  the  wet  dock.     It  would  be  a  great  additional  facility. 

I  never  could  understand  why  the  steam  was  not  led  into  our  gal- 
leys for  the  purpose  of  cooking  for  the  crew.     It  would  obviate  ten 
thousand  difficulties,  besides  giving  the  men  their  food  at  the  required 
time,  be  it  early  or  late.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Jonett,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  8.  Metacomet, 
regarding  the  battle  of  Mobile  Bay. 

U.  S.  S.  Metacomet, 
Bay  of  Mobile,  August  8,  1864- 

Sir:  Agreeably  to  your  order  of  the  7th  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report  of  the  successful  passage  of  the  forts 
and  the  capture  or  dispersion  of  the  rebel  fleet  inside  the  bay: 

At  4: 30  a.  m.  of  the  5th  I  ran  alongside  the  Hartford  ana  lashed  on 
her  port  side.  At  6:50  the  Tecumsen  hoisted  her  colors  and  fired  a 
gun.  Fort  Morgan  replied.  In  a  short  time  the  action  became  gen- 
eral between  the  fort,  ironclads,  Brooklyn,  Hartford,  and  Richmond. 
At  this  time  the  rebel  fleet  took  their  stations  across  the  channel, 
delivering  a  raking  fire  upon  our  line.  At  7 :  35,  amidst  the  hottest 
of  the  fire,  the  Tecumseh  was  blown  up.  I  immediately  sent  a  boat  to 
her  assistance  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  H.  C.  Nields,  who  pulled 
to  the  spot  where  she  sank  and  succeeded  in  saving  1  acting  ensign, 
8  men,  and  pilot.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  comment  upon  what 
he  did.  You  know  the  situation  under  which  he  gallantly  performed 
this  duty.  He  delivered  the  men  to  the  Winnebago  and  then  joined 
the  Oneida  and  asked  for  some  duty.  When  the  Oneida  anchored, 
he  rejoined  me  up  the  bay.  At  7:40  the  Brooklyn  backed  down  the 
line,  when  the  Hartford  shot  ahead,  leading  the  fleet  in  past  the  forts. 
At  this  time  a  shell  from  the  rebel  gunboat  Selma  passed  through  this 
vessel  into  the  forward  storeroom,  killing  1  man  ana  wounding  another 
and  setting  the  ship  on  fire.  By  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Acting 
Ensign  G.  E.  Wing,  in  charge  ot  powder  division,  we  succeeded  in 
extinguishing  it.     At  8:05  cast  on  from  the  Hartford  and  steamed 
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for  the  three  rebel  gunboats,  who  were  annoying  the  fleet  by  a  raking 
fire.  They  steamed  up  the  bay,  engaging  us  with  their  stern  guns, 
of  which  they  had  three  each.  At  8:30  the  Gaines  retreated  under 
cover  of  the  fort,  in  a  crippled  condition.  At  9  the  Morgan  hauled 
off  to  starboard,  and  at  9: 10  the  Selma  struck  her  flag  to  this  ship. 
I  immediately  dispatched  a  boat,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  N.  M. 
Dyer,  to  take  charge  of  the  prize  and  fo  send  her  captain  and  first 
lieutenant  on  board.  He  hoisted  the  American  flag  and  reported 
Captain  Murphey  wounded  and  first  lieutenant  killed.  He  trans- 
ferred 50  of  her  crew  to  this  vessel,  and  at  9 :  56-Captain  P.  U.  Murphey 
came  on  board  and  surrendered  his  sword  and  vessel.  She  had  5 
killed  and  10  wounded,  including  the  captain,  2  of  which  have 
since  died.  The  dead  and  wounded  were  attended  to.  ,  The  remainder 
of  her  crew  and  officers  were  sent  to  the  Port  Royal.  Put  engineers 
and  firemen  on  board  and  steamed  to  the  fleet,  reporting  the  capture 
of  the  Confederate  steamer  Selma,  which  vessel  mounted  two  IX-inch 
Dahlgren  smoothbore,  one  6J-inch  rifle,  and  one  8$-inch  smoothbore, 
all  on  pivot,  with  a  crew,  all  told,  of  94  men.  I  am  much  indebted 
to  the  executive  officer,  H.  J.  Sleeper,  for  his  cool,  prompt,  and  officer- 
like conduct.  He  is  a  valuable  officer.  For  the  efficient  handling 
of  the  vessel  I  am  much  indebted  to  Acting  Master  N.  M.  Dyer,  who 
had  permission  to  go  north  on  leave,  but  volunteered  to  remain  to 
assist  in  the  attack  upon  the  forts. 

Acting  Ensign  John  White  was  cool  and  deliberate,  working  his 
rifle  gun  with  good  effect.  Acting  Master's  Mates  Goodwin  and  Miller 
performed  their  duties  with  promptness  and  zeal,  making  good  shots 
with  their  IX-inch  guns.  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  King,  who 
was  much  exposed  at  the  engine  bell,  never  failed  to  pull  the  proper 
bell;  and  to  the  efficient  arrangement  of  the  engine  department  and  the 
prompt  answer  to  the  bells  I  am  indebted  to  First  Assistant  Engineer 
Atkins.  The  gunner,  Mr.  Lamen,  attended  in  both  shell  rooms  and 
magazines,  forward  and  aft,  and  kept  the  guns  more  than  supplied. 
I  can  not  close  this  long  report  without  calling  your  attention  to  Assist- 
ant Surgeon  Payne,  of  this  vessel.  By  his  report  we  had  1  killed  and  2 
wounded.  That  evening  there  were  placed  on  board  this  vessel  some 
60  badly  wounded  officers  and  men  to  be  conveyed  to  Pensacola.  He 
was  untiring  in  his  attention,  watching  and  tending  them  at  all  times. 
He  deserves  especial  mention  for  his  great  and  successful  exertions. 
This#ship  was  struck  11  times,  doing  but  little  damage;  shots  mostly 
above  the  hull. 

I  herewith  submit  the  reports  of  the  executive  officer  and  surgeon.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part 
that  this  ship  took  in  the  action  of  yesterday  with  Fort  Morgan,  the 
rebel  ram,  and  gunboats : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  and  by  signal,  at  5: 15  we  got 
underway  with  the  Octorara  lashed  on  our  port  side,  and  proceeded 
toward  tne  bar  of  Mobile  entrance.  After  some  little  delay  m  waiting 
for  the  ships  to  form  into  line  and  for  the  ironclads  to  precede  us, 
we  steamed  ahead  and  passed  up  the  channel  toward  Fort  Morgan, 
being  the  leading  ship,  closely  followed  by  the  admiral  and  the 
rest  of  the  fleet  in  line  of  battle.  At  6:15,  when  about  one-half 
mile  from  the  fort,  the  enemy  opened  fire  upon  us,  which  was  imme- 
diately returned  with  the  bow  chasers  (our  two  100-pounder  Parrotts). 
The  action  then  commenced,  the  fire  of  the  enemy  being  almost  entirely 
directed  at  the  wooden  vessels,  their  ram  (Tennessee)  and  gunboats 
soon  joining  in  the  fight.  The  starboard  battery  was  opened  on  the 
fort  as  soon  as  the  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear.  Our  progress  up  the 
channel  was  slow,  owing  to  our  carrying,  as  directed,  low  steam,  and 
the  very  deliberate  movements  of  our  ironclads,  which  occupied  the 
channel  close  ahead  of  us.  When  we  had  arrived  abreast  of  the  fort, 
by  a  rapid  and  timely  fire  of  grape  their  several  batteries  were  almost 
entirely  silenced.  At  this  juncture  I  observed  the  ill-fated  Tecumseh, 
which  was  then  about  300  yards  ahead  of  us  and  on  our  starboard 
bow,  careen  violently  oyer  and  sink  almost  instantaneously.  Sunk  by 
a  torpedo !  Assassination  in  its  worst  form !  A  glorious  though  terrible 
end  for  our  noble  friends,  the  intrepid  pioneers  of  that  death-strewed 
path!  Immortal  fame  is  theirs;  peace  to  their  names.  We  were  now 
somewhat  inside  of  the  fort,  when  shoal  water  was  reported,  and  at  the 
same  time,  as  the  smoke  cleared  up  a  little,  a  row  of  suspicious-looking 
buoys  was  discovered  directly  under  our  bows.  While  we  were  in  the 
act  of  backing  to  clear  them  our  gallant  admiral  passed  us  and  took 
the  lead.  Getting  headway  again,  as  soon  as  possible  we  pushed  up 
the  channel  at  full  speed  m  his  wake,  when  the  rebel  ram  was  dis- 
covered making  for  the  flagship,  and  at  the  same  time  throwing  shot 
and  shell  at  us,  which  inflicted  considerable  damage  at  and  above  the 
water  line  forward.  The  rebel  gunboats  having  now  taken  shelter  in 
shoal  water,  I  cast  off  the  Octorara  from  alongside  and  directed  her  to 
close  in  and  assist  the  other  gunboats  in  their  attack  upon  them.  The 
Hartford  having  steamed  past  the  ram  with  her  broadside  playing 
upon  him,  the  latter  turnea  his  attention  to  this  ship  and  made  for  us, 
our  100-pounder  Parrotts  playing  vigorously  upon  him.  Continuing 
our  course  at  full  speed,  and  exchanging  broadsides  as  we  could  bring 
our  guns  to  bear,  she  missed  us  and  just  passed  clear  of  our  stern,,  only 
a  few  yards  distant.  We  then  gave  her  some  parting  blows  with  our 
60-pounder  Parrotts  from  the  poop.  At  8:50  anchored  near  the 
flagship,  about  5  miles  above  the  fort,  the  rebel  gunboats  firing  a  few 
shots  at  us  at  long  range  as  we  passed  up.  At  about  9  a.  m.  the  Ten- 
nessee was  discovered  standing  for  the  fleet,  and  we,  in  company  with 
the  flagship  and  several  other  vessels,  made  toward  him,  firing  solid 
shot  from  our  bow  chasers.  When  within  a  short  distance  the  Chickar 
saw  crossed  our  bows  and  prevented  our  ramming  him.    As  soon  as 
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the  ram  was  clear  of  the  last-named  vessel  he  made  directly  at  us,  put 
our  helm  a-port  and  made  at  him  with  full  speed;  but  seeing  our 
torpedo  catcher  hanging  under  the  bows  and  thinking  it  was  a  real 
torpedo  (as  an  officer  belonging  to  her  has  since  told  me),  he  put  his 
helm  hard  up  and  avoided  us,  giving  us  some  heavy  shots  in  passing. 
Our  shot  (solid  IX-inch  with  13  pounds  of  powder)  struck  him 
repeatedly,  but  without  any  material  effect,  except  one,  which,  as  it  is 
believed,  carried  away  his  smokestack.  We  then  turned  to  try  it 
again,  but  the  ironclads  had  fairly  engaged  her,  and  shortly  afterwards 
she  surrendered. 

The  fleet  here  came  to,  near  the  former  anchorage. 

The  surgeon's  list  of  killed  and  wounded,  together  with  the  forward 
officers'  report  of  injuries  done  to  the  ship  by  the  enemy's  shot,  and 
the  number  of  projectiles  expended,  etc.,  are  herewith  enclosed. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Lull,  the  executive  officer,  has  at  my  request 
made  a  statement  of  some  very  interesting  incidents,  giving  a  list  of 
men  who  most  distinguished  themselves  during  the  action,  which  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  forwarding,  with  a  hearty  approval  of  it  and  the 
suggestions  it  contains.  It  will  De  seen  that  we  have  54  casualties  on 
board,  11  killed  and  43  wounded.  Many  of  the  latter,  I  amjhappy  to 
say,  are  slight.  The  list  will  not  appear  large  when  it  is  considered 
that  we  were  nearly  two  houi>oinder  lire.  Among  the  others  we  have 
to  regret  the  loss  of  an  officer,  Acting  Master's  Mate  William  H.  Cook, 
who  was  killed  while  bravely  doing  his  duty,  having  already  been 
wounded.  By  the  carpenter  s  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  hull  has 
received  extensive  ana  serious  injuries,  having  been  struck  twenty- 
three  times.  Our  mainmast  is  ruined,  having  been  shot  through  and 
through  the  center  three  times  between  the  cat-harpins  and  the  deck, 
the  shot  holes  being  about  equidistant  from  each  other.  Shot  struck 
the  other  spars  seven  times,  injuring  some  badly. 

The  boatswain's  report  shows  the  rigging  to  have  been  struck  and 
cut  in  twenty-nine  places,  making  an  aggregate  of  some  fifty-nine  hits 
in  the  hull,  rigging,  and  spars. 

The  number  of  projectiles  expended  is  183. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  beg  leave  to  state  that  as  far  as  I  can  learn 
everyone  did  his  duty  nobly  and  well,  and  while  the  officers  generally 
would  seem  to  deserve  some  especial  mention  I  must,  from  the  nature 
of  circumstances,  confine  my  notice  to  those  on  whom  devolved  the 
more  important  duty  of  controlling  and  fighting  the  ship. 

To  my  executive  officer,  Lieutenant-Commander  E.  P.  Lull,  my 
thanks  are  especially  due,  not  only  for  his  cool,  steady  bearing  in  the 
fight,  but  also  for  the  efficient  training  of  the  crew,  which  have  been 
together  now  less  than  three  months,  but  displayed  in  the  action  the 
steadiness  of  veterans,  fighting  their  guns  almost  as  coolly  as  if  they 
were  at  an  ordinary  exercise.  Lieutenant  Thomas  L.  Swann,  the  ord- 
nance officer,  had  everything  ready,  and  the  working  of  his  depart- 
ment was  admirable.  He  was  principally  occupied  during  the  action 
with  the  bow  chasers.  The  other  division  officers,  Captain  Houston, 
of  the  marines,  Lieutenant  Charles  F.  Blake,  Ensigns  Cassell  and 
Sigsbee,  with  their  assistants,  Master's  Mates  Duncan  and  Stevens, 
fought  their  guns  nobly  and  well. 

Tne  powder  division,  under  Acting  Ensign  Utter,  could  not  have 
been  conducted  better. 

Chief  Engineer  Kellogg' s  department  worked  beautifully. 
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Doctor  Maulsby  was  fully  prepared  for  the  wounded,  and  extended 
to  those  unf  ortunates  all  the  solicitude  and  care  that  a  generous  nature 
could  dictate. 

Ensign  Pendleton,  my  aid  and  signal  officer,  afforded  me  great 
assistance,  being  always  prompt  and  active  in  his  duties. 

To  our  pilot,  Mr.  Christopher  Lawrence,  great  credit  is  due  for  the 
handsome  manner  he  piloted  the  ship. 

I  ought  to  mention  before  closing  this  report  that  I  was  .particularly 

J  leased  with  the  cheerful  bearing  and  aid  afforded  me  by  Captain  E.  A. 
>enicke,  of  the  Army  Signal  Corps,  in  watching  and  pointing  out  the 
effect  of  our  shot  in  the  batteries  and  upon  the  rebel  ram  and  gunboats. 
In  accordance  with  your  directions,  I  also  send  a  separate  report  in 
regard  to  those  men  who  were  most  conspicuous  for  good  conduct  and 
gallantly  in  the  action.  It  is  taken  mostly  from  the  report  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Lull,  the  executive  officer.

Sir:  The  accompanying  reports  or  the  boatswain,  gunner,  and  car- 
penter of  the  damages  sustained  by  this  ship  and  of  the  ammunition 
expended  during  our  action  of  yesterday  with  the  rebel  forts  and 
gunboats  and  with  the  ram  Tennessee  are  respectfully  forwarded. 
The  saihnaker,  being  one  of  the  wounded,  is  not  able  to  make  a  report, 
but  the  damages  in  nis  department  are,  a  number  of  cloths  cut  in  the 
port  head  ol  the  fore-topsail  and  considerable  injury  to  the  hammock 
cloths  fore  and  aft. 

One  of  the  shots  mentioned  by  the  carpenter  as  wounding  the  rail 
of  the  topgallant  forecastle  struck  directly  under  the  breast  of  the 
bow,  and  had  its  force  not  been  nearly  spent,  as  is  supposed  by  its 
having  previously  passed  through  some  ot  the  woodwork  or  the 
ironclad  Chickasaw,  it  must  inevitably  have  disabled  the  gun. 

In  the  vicintiy  of  No.  4  port,  on  the  starboard  side,  in  a  space  of 
about  8  feet  square,  five  shot  or  shell  passed  through  the  siae,  and 
one  shell  struck  the  sheet  anchor,  whicn  was  stowed  above  this  port, 
breaking  the  shank.  The  lower  fluke  was  also  broken  off.  The 
gun  was  entirely  disabled.  Acting  Master's  Mate  [William  H.] 
Cook  and  3  men  were  killed,  and  Lieutenant  Blake  and  6  men 
wounded. 

A  shell  which  exploded  on  the  berth  deck  forward  killed  or 
wounded  every  man  at  the  two  shell  whips  and  those  who  were  pass- 
ing shell  between  them,  also  carrying  away  one  whip.  Acting  Ensign 
Utter  and  his  assistant,  Sailmaker  Brayton,  rigged  another  whip  and 
stationed  new  men  to  man  it,  and  just  as  they  were  recommencing 
work  a  second  shell  exploded,  again  clearing  awav  every  man,  this 
time  including  Mr.  Brayton  among  the  wounded,  depriving  us  of  the 
services  of  an  active  and  very  efficient  officer. 
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Mr.  Baker,  the  paymaster's  clerk,  performed  very  good  service  in 
the  powder  division,  taking  voluntary  charge  of  the  after  shell  whip, 
at  wnich  no  officer  was  stationed,  owing  to  our  being  short  of  officers. 

Our  chain  cable,  ranged  up  and  down  the  starboard  side,  saved 
our  boilers  from  one  shot,  and  the  sand  bags  upon  the  berth  deck 
saved  them  from  one  if  not  two  more. 

The  ship's  company  behaved  remarkably  well;  so  much  so  as  to 
make  it  difficult  to  specify  even  conspicious  conduct  without  making 
a  rather  large  list.  But  I  beg  to  call  to  your  especial  attention  the 
following  cases  mentioned  by  the  division  officers,  many  of  which 
also  fell  under  my  own  observation,  and  to  request  that  you  will 
recommend  them  for  the  medal  of  honor. 

J.  Henry  Dennig,  sergeant  of  marines;  Michael  Hudson,  sergeant 
of  marines;  William  M.  Smith  and  Miles  M.  Oviatt,  corporals  of 
marines,  for  conspicious  good  conduct  at  their  guns. 

Barnett  Kenna,  quartermaster,  and  William  Halstead,  coxswain, 
coolness,  bravery,  and  skill  in  working  their  guns;  their  conduct  was 
particularly  meritorious. 

Joseph  Brown,  quartermaster,  and  John  Irlam,  seaman,  stationed 
at  the  wheel,  behaved  with  great  coolness  and  bravery,  sending  the 
other  two  men  who  were  stationed  with  them  to  replace  men  who 
were  disabled  at  the  guns. 

Edward  Price,  coxswain,  great  coolness  and  bravery  under  fife. 
His  gun  became  disabled  by  the  sponge  breaking,  leaving  the  head 
in  the  gun.  He  proceeded  to  clear  it  by  pouring  down  powder  into 
the  vent  and  blowing  the  sponge  head  out. 

Alexander  Mack,  captain  of  top,  remarkable  coolness  and  courage, 
was  wounded  and  sent  below,  but  immediately  returned,  took  charge 
of  his  gun,  remaining  until  he  was  again  wounded  twice  and  entirely 
disabled. 

William  Robinson,  captain  of  top,  activity,  zeal,  and  skill  displayed 
in  handling  his  gun,  as  well  as  great  courage. 

William  Nichols,  quartermaster,  perfect  coolness  and  dexterity  in 
handling  his  gun;  always  sure  of  his  aim  before  he  would  consent  to 
fire. 

Nicholas  Irving,  seaman;  John  Cooper,  coxswain;  John  Brown, 
captain  forecastle,  and  John  Irwin,  coxswain,  very  conspicuous  for 
bravery,  skill,  coolness,  and  activity  at  their  guns. 

William  Blagden,  ship's  cook;  William  Madden,  coal  heaver;  James 
Machon,  boy;  William  H.  Brown,  landsman,  and  James  Mifflin, 
engineer's  cook,  conspicuous  for  bravely  performing  their  duty  in 
the  powder  division  at  a  point  where  the  ship  was  riddled  very  much, 
and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  shell  whips,  which  were  twice 
cleared  of  men  by  bursting:  shells. 

James  E.  Sterling,  coal  heaver,  bravery  in  remaining  at  his  post 
when  wounded,  and  passing  shell  until  struck  down  a  second  time 
and  completely  disabled. 

Richara  Dennis,  boatswain's  mate,  and  Samuel  W.  Davis  displaved 
much  courage  and  coolness,  the  first  in  operating  the  torpedo  catcher 
and  assisting  in  working  the  bow  chasers,  and  the  latter  in  acting  as 
a  lookout  for  torpedoes  and  other  obstructions. 

Samuel  Todd,  quartermaster,  conspicuous  coolness  at  the  "conn." 

We  have  found  upon  our  decks  and  extracted  from  the  woodwork 
over  1,100  pounds  of  iron  in  the  shape  of  8,  9,  and  10  inch  solid  shot 
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of  rifle  bolts,  shells,  and  fragments  of  shells,  all  thrown  at  us  by  the 
enemy,  a  large  amount  as  being  at  very  close  quarters.  Nearly  all 
their  shot  passed  through  and  through  us.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  damages  inflicted  upon 
this  ship  during  our  engagement  of  to-day  with  the  rebel  fort,  Mor- 
gan, and  the  rebel  gunboats: 

1.  Shot  carried  away  a  portion  of  the  rail  on  topgallant  forecastle 
directly  under  the  breast  of  bow  gun. 

2.  Snot  passed  directly  through  the  stern,  about  1  foot  from  water's 
edge. 

3.  Passed  through  the  side,  just  under  the  bridle  port;  struck  the 
deck  above  upon  the  opposite  side,  and  shows  in  the  waterway  above. 

4.  Passed  through  the  side  just  at  the  copper's  edge,  a  little  abaft  the 
bridle  port.  Entered  the  store  room,  destroying  a  hanging  knee  and 
wounding  a  beam;  did  much  damage  to  fixtures  of  store  room;  struck 
the  opposite  side,  but  did  not  penetrate. 

5.  rassed  through  side  just  forward  of  and  under  No.  2  port,  and 
struck  the  galley. 

6.  Passed  through  side  on  berth  deck,  abreast  of  galley,  destroying 
hanging  knee. 

7.  Passed  through  the  side  diagonally  about  2  feet  above  berth  deck, 
passed  out  through  opposite  side. 

8.  Through  side  abreast  forward  hatch,  destroying  an  air-port  and 
a  berth-decE  hanging  knee.  Entered  firemen's  wash  room,  arrested 
by  sand  bags. 

9.  Under  after  port  of  fore  channels,  through  side,  destroying  a 
berth-deck  hanging  knee  and  a  force  pump;  wounded  berth  deck,  cut 
starboard  chain. 

10.  Four  feet  abaft  No.  9,  passed  through  side,  destroying  an  air-port 
and  two  berth-deck  hanging  knees. 

11.  Passed  through  the  side,  and  exploded  in  the  dispensary,  doing 
considerable  damage. 

12.  Passed  through  side,  through  deck  in  second  assistant  engineer's 
room,  and  into  main  hold,  doing  much  damage. 

13.  Through  side,  cutting  main  rail  just  abaft  No.  2  port. 

14.  On  the  same  level,  through  side  about  four  feet  abaft  No.  13. 

15.  Struck  and  broke  starboard  sheet-anchor  shank,  cut  main  rail 
just  over  No.  4  port,  passed  through  bottom  of  the  launch,  and 
destroyed  forward  shore  of  launch. 

16.  Through  side  just  under  No.  1 5,  cutting  through  spar-deck  water- 
way and  carrying  away  the  starboard  truck  of  gun  No.  3. 

17.  Carried  away  iiuke  of  sheet  anchor,  cut  through  main  rail, 
destroyed  after  shore  of  launch,  and  struck  the  breech  of  No.  5  gun 
port. 
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18.  Passed  through  hammock  netting,  starboard  side,  just  abaft  No. 
8  port,  and  passed  out  through  opposite  side. 

19.  Plunging  shot  passed  through  port  hammock  netting  just  for- 
ward of  breaking  poop. 

20.  Wounded  top  of  hammock  rail  on  starboard  side  between  Nos.  8 
and  9  ports;  passed  out  through  hammock  netting  on  port  side. 

21 .  Followed  the  same  course  of  20,  a  few  feet  farther  aft. 

22.  A  ricochet  shot  struck  poop  deck,  crushed  it  down,  together 
with  beam  underneath,  and  ncocnetted  overboard;  this  shot  Tailed 
2  marines,  carrying  1  overboard  with  it. 

23.  24,  25.  Three  shots  passed  through  the  mainmast,  ruining  the 
mast.  No.  25  also  cut  the  truss  band  on  starboard  quarter  of  main 
yard,  wounding  the  yard. 

26.  Apparently  a  fragment  of  shell  entered  the  mainmast. 

27.  Wounding  jib  boom. 

28.  Passing  along  fore-topsailyard,  destroyed  port  yardarm. 

29.  A  raking  shot  from  ram  Tennessee  struck  and  passed  along  port 
side,  under  the  rail. 

30.  Carried  away  torpedo  catcher.  A  shot  passed  through  the 
dingey;  a  plank  was  started  in  the  barge,  supposed  to  have  been  by  a 
splinter.

Jib  and  frying  jib,  martingale  stavs,  and  backstays  shot  away. 
Port  cat  Block  shot  awav;  also  three  deck  stoppers. 
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Fore  rigging,  two  shrouds,  starboard,  and  one  port,  shot  awav.  One 
shroud  shot  away  in  two  places.  Two  dead-eyes,  starboard  fore  rig- 
sing,  shot  away.  Starboard  fore-topsail  halyards  shot  away.  Port 
forebrace  shot  away.  Port  fore-topsail  brace  and  block  shot  away. 
Starboard  sheet-anchor  shank  broke,  and  fluke  shot  off.  Port  main- 
stay shot  away.  Main  rigging,  six  shrouds,  shot  away,  four  starboard 
ana  two  port.  One  deaa-eye,  port  main  rigging,  shot  away.  Main 
lift  and  brace  shot  away.  Maintopsail  clewlines  and  buntfines  shot 
away.  Maintopmast  rigging  stranded.  One  shroud,  mizzen  rigging, 
shot  away.  One  lanyard,  port  mizzen  rigging,  shot  away.  Starboard 
cross  jack  and  mizzen- topsail  brace  shot  away. 

A  shot  passed  through  the  topgallant  and  royal  rigging,  barricaded 
in  the  sick  bay,  and  lodged  in  the  port  waterways.  Starboard  sheet 
chain  shot  away. 

No  doubt  a  great  deal  of  the  gear  is  cut,  but  how  much  can  not  be 
ascertained  until  broken  out.  Also  the  starboard  bow  chain  shot 
away.

Joseph  Brown,  quartermaster,  and  Joseph  Irlam,  seaman,  stationed 
at  the  wheel,  behaved  with  great  coolness  and  bravery,  sending  the 
other  two  men  who  were  stationed  with  them  to  replace  men  disabled 
at  the  guns. 

Edward  Price,  coxswain ;  great  coolness  and  bravery  under  fire.  His 
gun  became  disabled  by  the  sponge  breaking,  leaving  the  head  in  the 
gun.  He  proceeded  to  clear  it  by  pouring  down  powder  into  the  vent 
and  blowing  the  sponge  head  out. 

Alexander  Mack,  captain  of  top;  activity,  zeal,  and  skill  displayed 
in  handling  his  gun,  as  well  as  great  courage.  He  was  also  severely 
wounded. 

William  Nichols,  quartermaster;  perfect  coolness  and  dexterity  in 
handling  his  gun,  always  sure  of  his  aim  before  he  would  consent  to  fire. 

Nicholas  Irving,  seaman;  John  Cooper,  coxswain;  John  Brown, 
captain  forecastle,  and  John  Irwin,  coxswain;  very  conspicuous  for 
bravery,  skill,  coolness,  and  activity  at  their  guns. 

William  Blagden,  ship's  cook;  William  Madden,  coal  heaver;  James 
Machon,  boy;  William  H.  Brown,  landsman;  James  Mifflin,  engineer's 
cook;  conspicuous  for  bravely  performing  their  duty  in  the  powder 
division  at  a  point  where  the  ship  was  riddled  very  much  and  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  shell  whips,  which  were  twice  cleared  of  men 
by  bursting  shells.     Brown  was  also  wounded. 

James  E.  Sterling,  coal  heaver;  bravery  in  remaining  at  his  post 
when  wounded  and  passing  shell  until  struck  down  a  second  time  and 
completely  disabled. 

Richard  Dennis,  boatswain's  mate,  and  Samuel  W.  Davis  displayed 
much  courage,  bravery,  and  coolness,  the  first  in  operating  the 
torpedo  catcher  and  assisting  in  working  the  bow  chaser,  and  the  latter 
in  acting  as  a  lookout  for  torpedoes  and  other  obstructions. 

Samuel  Todd,  quartermaster:  conspicuous  coolness  at  the  "conn."

Abstract  steam  log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Brooklyn,  Captain  James  Alden,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding. 

Friday,  August  5,  I864. — At  3  o'clock  called  all  hands  and  prepared 
to  get  underway.  Fires  banked,  distilling  water  for  ship's  use.  At 
5  o'clock  spread  fires,  filled  oil  cups,  and  moved  engines.  At  5:12 
a.  m.  placed  all  engineer's  department  at  quarters.  Hove  up  anchor 
and  started  ahead  slow,  with  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Octorara  lashed  to  our 
port  side.  At  5 :  40  beat  to  quarters  for  general  action.  The  Brooklyn 
was  heading  up  the  channel,  followed  by  the  rest  of  the  fleet.  Moved 
the  engine  nrst  slow,  stopped  and  backed  quite  frequently  in  accord- 
ance with  the  bell  signals  from  deck.  From  7 :  15  to  7 :  30  close  under 
and  abreast  the  water  batteries  of  Fort  Morgan  and  receiving  rapid 
and  sharp  firing  from  the  batteries  of  the  fort  and  from  the  rebel  ram 
Tennessee.  Under  a  brisk  fire  at  intervals  until  out  of  the  range  of 
the  enemy,  and  came  to  anchor  in,  Mobile  Bay  at  8 :  05  a.  m.  Closed 
all  outboard  valves,  etc.,  banked  fires.  At  9 :  15  spread  fires,  hove  up 
anchor,  and  got  underway  to  engage  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  that 
was  discovered  making  for  the  fleet.  The  machinery  worked  well 
and  quickly  in  conformity  with  bell  signals.  The  engagement 
closed  at  10  o'clock  with  the  surrender  of  the  rebel  ram.  At  10:10 
closed,  came  to  anchor,  closed  all  cocks  and  valves,  and  banked  fires. 
The  machinery  and  boilers  received  no  damage  whatever  from  the 
shots  of  the  enemy.  The  chain  cable  and  sand  bags  were  effective 
in  guarding  them  from  being  disabled  from  shots  oil  three  several 
occasions. 

Killed  in  fire  division,  Anthony  Dunn,  second-class  fireman,  and 
Richard  Burke,  coal  heaver.  Wounded  in  fire  division,  John  Dunn, 
mortally;  Patrick  McGowan,  seriously,  and  John  Maxwell,  John  R. 
Housel,  James  E.  Sterling,  and  Barclay  Reddington,  slightly,  all  coal 
heavers.  From  10:10  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  fires  banked,  distiller  work- 
ing. From  4  to  8  p.  m.,  cleaned  all  fires.  From  8  to  midnight,  fires 
banked.

5  12-pounder  howitzer  (heavy)  shell,  from  main  top  into  the  water 
battery;  10  12-pounder  howitzer  (light)  shell,  from  foretop  into  the 
water  battery;  4  12-pounder  howitzer  (light)  shrapnel,  from  foretop 
into  the  water  battery. 

Ironclad  Tennessee:  One  IX-inch  solid  shot,  with  13-pound  charge, 
fired  at  the  rebel  ironclad  Tennessee  at  the  distance  of  about  400  yards; 
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32  solid  shot,  with  13-pound  charges,  fired  at  the  rebel  ironclad  Ten- 
nessee at  dista  xces  varying  from  50  to  200  yards  and  embracing  a 
period  of  about  twenty  minutes  time. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  10-pound  charges  expended  for  IX-inch 
and  100-pounder  rifle  guns;  30  3}-pound  charges  for  30-pounder  rifle; 

33  13-pound  charges. 

The  exact  number  of  rifled  musket  shots  fired  into  the  Tennessee's 
ports  is  not  known.

below  Vicksburg  in  1862.  He  received  two  wounds  in  the  left  leg  and 
a  severe  one  in  tne  head  in  the  engagement  with  Forts  Jackson  and  St. 
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Philip  April  24,  1862,  the  latter  causing  "  opacity  of  the  cornea  and 
loss  of  vision  of  the  right  eye,"  as  certified  by  the  surgeon  of  the  Brook- 
lyn) joined  the  Richmond  in  September,  1863. 

6.  Hendrick  Sharp,  seaman,  is  recommended  for  coolness  and 
courage  as  captain  of  100-pounaer  rifle  gun  on  topgallant  forecastle  in 
the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  forenoon  of  August  5, 
1864.  He  fought  his  gun  when  under  the  nottest  fire  from  the  enemy's 
batteries  at  short  range  with  a  coolness  and  effectiveness  that  won  not 
only  the  admiration  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  division  but  of 
all  others  who  had  opportunity  to  observe  him.  He  has  been  in  the 
naval  service  thirty-two  years;  joined  the  Richmond  at  Norfolk  when 
first  put  in  commission,  27th  September,  1860.  At  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  service  in  1863  reshipped  for  tne  period  of  three  years.  He 
was  in  action  on  board  the  Richmond  with  the  rebels  at  the  Head  of  the 
Passes  of  the  Mississippi;  at  the  bombardment  of  Fort  McRee,  at  Pen- 
sacola.  which  lasted  an  entire  day,  when  he  received  a  severe  splinter 
wound  in  $he  left  hand,  which  permanently  disabled  two  of  his  fingers, 
and  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  wound,  as  soon  as  it  was  dressed 
by  the  surgeon  he  returned  to  his  gun  without  the  permission  of  the 
surgeon  and  persisted  in  remaining  at  his  quarters,  using  his  right 
hand  until  the  action  ceased.  He  was  in  the  actions  with  Forts  Jackson 
and  St.  Philip  and  with  the  rebel  ironclads  and  gunboats  below  New 
Orleans;  in  action  with  the  Chalmette  batteries,  present  at  the  sur- 
render of  New  Orleans,  fought  the  batteries  at  Vicksburg  twice;  was 
in  the  memorable  attack  on  Port  Hudson  on  the  14th  of  March,  1863; 
was  captain  of  a  EX-inch  gun  on  the  naval  IX-inch  gun  battery  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant-Commander  Edward  Terry,  placed  in  rear  of 
Port  Hudson  during  the  siege  of  that  place  in  1863.  He  was  also  cap- 
tain of  a  gun  in  the  naval  battery  established  at  Baton  Rouge  and  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant-Commander  Edward  Terry,  after  the  repulse  of 
the  army  and  the  death  of  General  Williams  at  tnat  place. 

7.  Walter  B.  Smith,  ordinary  seaman,  is  recommended  for  coolness 
and  good  conduct  at  the  rifle  100-pounder  on  the  topgallant  fore- 
castle, and  for  musket  firing  into  the  gun  ports  of  the  rebel  ironclad 
Tennessee  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  forenoon  of 
August  5, 1864.  He  was  on  board  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Hatteras  when  that 
vessel  was  sunk  by  the  piratical  vessel  commanded  by  the  notorious 
Semmes,  off  Galveston.  Joined  the  Richmond  after  having  been  ex- 
changed September,  1863,  and  his  conduct  on  board  of  the  ship  has 
been  of  the  most  exemplary  kind. 

8.  George  Parks,  captam  of  forecastle,  is  recommended  for  cool- 
ness and  good  conduct  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and 
forenoon  of  August  5,  1864.  He  joined  the  Richmond  September, 
1860;  reshipped  October,  1863;  was  in  the  actions  with  Fort  McRee, 
with  the  rebel  vessels  at  the  Head  of  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi,  in 
passing  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmettes,  twice  oefore 
Vicksburg  batteries;  at  Port  Hudson;  was  captain  of  a  gun  in  the  naval 
IX-inch  gun  battery  at  the  siege  of  Port  Hudson,  and  present  at  the 
surrender  of  New  Orleans.

He  was  on  board  the 
Brooklyn  in  the  actions  with  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  and  the 
ironclads  and  gunboats  below  New  Orleans;  with  the  Chalmette  bat- 
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tery,  batteries  below  Vicksburg,  and  was  present  at  the  surrender  of 
New  Orleans. 

10.  Lebbeus  Simkins,  coxswain,  is  recommended  for  coolness  and 
courage  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  forenoon  of 
August  5, 1864.  He  joined  the  Brooklyn  in  January,  1861 ;  was  in  the 
actions  with  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  and  the  rebel  ironclads  and 
gunboats  below  New  Orleans,  Chalmette  batteries,  batteries  below 
Vicksburg,  and  present  at  the  surrender  of  New  Orleans;  joined  the 
Richmond  October,  1863.

He  has  been  coxswain  on 
oard  of  the  Richmond  for  twenty  consecutive  months. 

12.  Alexander  H.  Truett,  coxswain,  is  recommended  for  coolness 
and  good  conduct  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  fore- 
noon of  August  5,  1864.  He  was  in  the  actions  with  Forts  Jackson 
and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmette  batteries,  the  rebel  ironclads  and  gun- 
boats below  New  Orleans,  the  batteries  below  Vicksburg,  and  was 
present  at  the  surrender  of  New  Orleans.  He  was  present  at  and 
assisted  in  the  capture  of  the  piratical  steamers  Miramon  and  Marquis 
de  la  Habana  in  March,  1860,  near  Vera  Cruz. 

13.  Robert  Brown,  captain  of  top,  is  recommended  for  coolness  and 
good  conduct  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  forenoon 
of  August  5,  1864.  He  was  on  board  the  Westjield  in  the  actions  with 
Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmettes,  and  present  at  the  sur- 
render of  New  Orleans.  Also  with  the  batteries  at  Vicksburg.  Joined 
the  Richmond  in  September,  1863. 

14.  John  H.  James,  captain  of  top,  is  recommended  for  coolness  and 
good  conduct  as  captain  of  a  gun  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the 
morning  and  forenoon  of  August  5,  1864.

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the  commander  of  the  division,  the  passing  of  shells  from  the  shell 
room,  in  addition  to  his  duties  connected  witn  the  care  of  lights,  which 
he  performed  most  satisfactorily.  Has  been  master  at  arms  on 
board  the  Richmond  since  September,  1860.  Was  in  the  action  with 
Fort  McRee,  at  the  Head  of  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi,  Forts  Jack- 
son and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmettes,  the  rebel  ironclads  and  gunboats 
below  New  Orleans,  Vicksburg,  Port  Hudson,  and  present  at  the  sur- 
render of  New  Orleans. 

26.  Thomas  Atkinson,  yeoman,  is  recommended  for  coolness  and 
energy  in  supplying  the  rifle  ammunition,  which  was  under  his  sole 
charge,  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  and  forenoon  of 
August  5,  1864.  He  was  a  petty  officer  on  board  the  U.  S.  frigate 
Congress  with  me  in  1842-1846;  was  present  and  assisted  in  capturing 
the  whole  of  the  Buenos  Ayrean  fleet  by  that  vessel  off  Montevideo. 
Joined  the  Richmond  in  September,  1860;  was  in  the  actions  with 
Fort  McRee,  the  Head  of  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi,  Forts  Jackson 
and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmettes,  the  rebel  ironclads  and  gunboats  below 
New  Orleans,  Vicksburg,  Port  Hudson,  and  at  the  surrender  of  New 
Orleans. 

27.  David  Sprowles,  orderly  sergeant  of  marine  guard,  is  recom- 
mended for  coolness  and  for  setting  a  good  example  to  the  marine 
guard,  working  a  division  of  great  guns  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on 
the  morning  and  forenoon  of  August  5,  1864.  Joined  the  Richmond 
September  27,  1860;  was  in  the  actions  with  Fort  McRee,  the  Head  of 
the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi,  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  the  Chal- 
mettes, the  rebel  ironclads  and  gunboats  below  New  Orleans,  Vicks- 
burg, Port  Hudson,  and  present  at  the  surrender  of  New  Orleans.

Was  on  board  the 
Brooklyn  in  the  actions  with  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  the  Chal- 
mettes, the  rebel  ironclads  and  gunboats  below  New  Orleans,  batteries 
below  Vicksburg,  and  present  at  the  surrender  of  New  Orleans. 

29.  James  Martin,  sergeant  of  marines,  is  recommended  for  coolness 
and  good  conduct  as  captain  of  a  gun  in  the  action  in  Mobile  Bay  on 
the  morning  and  forenoon  of  August  5,  1864.  Was  in  the  actions  with 
the  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  the  Chalmettes,  the  rebel  ironclads 
and  gunboats  below  New  Orleans,  Vicksburg,  Port  Hudson,  and  pres- 
ent at  the  surrender  of  New  Orleans  on  board  the  Richmond.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,  TT.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  able  cooperation  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Oherardi,  TT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TT.  8.  8.  Port  Royal. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Inside  of  Mobile  Bay,  Argust  5,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  general 
order  and  plan  of  battle  for  attacking  Fort  Morgan  and  the  rebel 
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fleet,  Lieutenant-Commander  Bancroft  Gherardi,  commanding  the 
U.  S.  S.  Port  Royal,  reported  himself  with  his  vessel  to  me  ready  for 
action  a  little  after  daylight  this  morning. 

The  Port  Royal  was  lashed  on  the  port  side  of  this  vessel  with  her 
stem  pivot  gun  sufficiently  far  aft  of  tne  quarter  of  this  ship  to  enable 
it  to  be  used  against  the  enemy  as  effectively*  as  one  of  my  own  broad- 
side guns. 

To  Lieutenant-Commander  Gherardi  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  his 
cool  and  courageous  conduct,  from  the  moment  the  attack  commenced 
to  the  time  that  his  vessel  was  cast  off  by  my  order  to  go  in  chase  of 
the  enemy's  three  wooden  gunboats,  the  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Selma. 
My  orders  on  board  of  this  ship  to  the  helmsman  and  to  the  officer 
stationed  at  the  engine  bell  were  repeated  by  him  on  board  of  his  own 
vessel,  and  the  soundings  passed  from  his  vessel  to  this  with  a  cool- 
ness and  clearness  of  voice  that  could  but  excite  my  admiration. 

The  after  pivot  gun  of  the  Port  Royal  (the  only  one  that  could  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  enemy's  batteries  from  that  vessel)  was 
worked  most  effectively.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Richmond,  in  response  to 
request  from  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  regarding  the  firing  from  the  vessels. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond,  October  1,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  submit  this  report  in  reply  to 
your  order  of  the  26th  ultimo,  directing  that  the  information  called 
tor  by  the  following  extract  from  a  communication  from  the  Bureau 
of  Ordnance  be  furnished  to  you,  viz:  The  result  of  the  firing  on  board 
their  ships,  and  to  state  freely  and  fully  whether  they  discovered  any- 
thing in  the  service  of  the  guns,  magazine,  shell  rooms,  or  in  the  pro- 
jectiles used  which  was  in  the  slightest  degree  imperfect  or  requiring 
modifications. 

In  regard  to  the  firing  from  this  ship,  in  the  actions  with  Fort  Mor- 
gan and  its  outlying  batteries,  and  witn  the  late  rebel  ironclad  steamer 
Tennessee  on  the  morning  and  forenoon  of  August  5,  1864,  I  have  to 
state  that  there  were  fired  from  nine  IX-inch  broadside,  one  IX-inch 
and  one  100-pounder  rifle  guns  on  the  topgallant  forecastle,  and  two 
30-pounder  rifles  on  the  poop  deck  of  this  vessel  into  Fort  Morgan 
and  its  batteries  the  following  projectiles,  viz: 

One  hundred  and  ten  IX-inch  shell  and  shrapnel,  with  navy  and 
Bormann  time  fuzes;  16  100-pounder  rifle  concussion  fuze  shells;  9 
100-pounder  rifle  solid  shot;  44  30-pounder  rifle  concussion  shells;  2 
30-pounder  rifle  solid  shot;  19  12-pounder  rifle  howitzer  shells  from 
the  fore  and  main  tops. 

The  most  of  these  projectiles  were  fired  at  distances  varying  from 
300  to  700  yards  from  the  light-house  battery,  water  battery,  and  the 
barbette  batteries  of  the  main  work,  embracing  a  period  of  from 
twenty-five  to  forty  minutes. 
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The  heavy  concentrated  fire  into  this  fort  and  batteries  from  the 
three  leading  ships  (Brooklyn,  Hartford,  and  Richmond)  prevented 
the  arrival  at  anv  correct  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  particular  project- 
iles or  guns.  Tke  general  result,  however,  was  the  early  abandon- 
ment by  the  enemy  of  his  guns.  The  men  stationed  at  the  light- 
house and  water  batteries  were  plainly  seen  leaving  their  stations  for 
cover.  Soon  after  the  three  leading  ships  opened,  and  for  a  period  of 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  while  this  ship  was  lying  close  under  the  light- 
house and  water  batteries,  not  a  shot  was  fired  at  us  as  far  as  could  be 
discovered. 

The  howitzers  in  the  tops,  from  the  elevated  positions  and  prox- 
imity to  the  open  batteries,  did  most  effective  service  so  long  as  there 
were  any  men  in  the  enemy's  batteries. 

One  IX-i  ch  solid  shot,  with  13-pound  charge,  Aras  fired  at  the  rebel 
steamer  Tennessee,  distant  about  400  yards.  Thirty-two  IX-inch 
solid  shot,  with  heaviest  charges,  and  6  100-pounder  rifle  solid  shot 
were  also  fired  at  distances  varying  from  200  yards  to  50  yards  without 
any  other  visible  effect  than  that  of  knoclong  away  the  woodwork 
placed  on  the  outer  projection  of  the  deck  or  overhang  of  that  vessel, 
and  in  preventing  the  enemy  from  firing  his  guns  witn  any  degree  of 
accuracy,  this  latter  being  verified  by  the  fact  that  the  Tennessee  fired 
three  snot  almost  simultaneously,  when  nearly  abeam  at  not  more 
than  75  yards  distant  from  this  ship,  without  striking  her.  Nearly 
all  the  shot  fired  at  the  Tennessee  from  this  ship  were  seen  to  strike 
the  overhang  or  casemate  and  glance  off  without  inflicting  any  per- 
ceptible injury  to  the  plating. 

In  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Morgan  on  the  22d  August  last,  the 
firing,  in  obedience  to  orders,  was  confined  to  the  three  rifle  guns  on 
board.  The  firing  was  generally  good  and  effective.  Of  the  project- 
iles used  for  the  100-pounder  rifle  on  that  day  twenty  of  them  were 
fitted  with  Tice's  fuzes,  which  performed  well.  The  navy  and  Bor- 
mann  fuzes,  used  in  both  actions,  seldom  failed,  so  far  as  was  observed. 

In  reply  to  that  part  of  the  enquiry  relating  to  the  service  of  the 
guns,  magazines,  shell  rooms,  etc.,  I  have  to  say  that  this  ship  having 
been  in  commission  for  the  whole  of  the  four  years  last  past,  and  for 
more  than  a  year  of  that  time,  previous  to  the  attack  on  Mobile,  under 
my  command,  with  the  able  assistance  of  the  executive  officer,  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Edward  Terry,  all  the  necessary  and  practicable 
appliances  for  facilitating  while  m  action  and  insuring  a  rapid  and 
ample  supply  of  powder  and  projectiles  had  been  introduced  and 
practiced  on  board  long  prior  to  the  action  of  the  5th  of  August.

At  7 :  35  #  the  monitor  Tecumseh  sunk.  Stopping  engines,  starting, 
backing,  and  filling  during  the  engagement.  At  9:30  the  rebel  ram 
Tennessee  steamed  toward  the  fleet.  At  9 :  35  opened  fire  and  at  10 
surrendered  to  the  fleet.  At  10:25  anchored,  and  at  10:30  piped 
down,  engines  and  boilers  working  well,  with  water  on  forward  crank 

Sin.  From  10 :  30  to  meridian  fires  banked.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. 
res  banked;  hauled  fire  and  blew  down  water  in  auxiliary  boiler  at 
6:30.  From  8  p.  m.  to  midnight:  Second  Assistant  Engineer  J.  D. 
Ford,  Second-Class  Fireman  Edward  Reilley,  and  Coal  Heaver 
George  Simpson  ordered  to  report  for  duty  on  board  the  prize  ram 
Tennessee,  ty  order  of  Chief  Engineer  Jackson  McElmell;  heavy 
banked  fires. 

Note. — The  time  consumed  in  backing,  going  ahead  slow,  and 
lying  still  while  close  under  the  batteries  was  twenty-five  minutes.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  morning  of  the  5th 
instant  I  took  my  position  on  the  port  side  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Richmond  as 
her  consort.  •  I  was  able  to  open  nre  but  twice,  once  as  the  rebel  iron- 
clad Tennessee  passed  down  tne  line;  the  second  time  r,s  we  kept  away 
on  a  northwest  course  I  was  able  to  bring  the  X-ihch  pivot  gun  to  bear 
on  Fort  Morgan  and  the  rifled  guns  to  bear  on  Fort  Gaines.

Report  of  Captain  Marchand,  TT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Lackawanna,  transmitting 

reports  of  casualties. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Lackawanna, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  5,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  sunrise  to-day  this  ship 
was  gotten  underway,  and  the  Seminole  lashed  on  the  port  side,  our 
position  being  in  the  center  of  the  line  of  battle,  we  crossed  the  bar 
and,  following  close  on  the  leading  vessels,  stood  up  the  channel,  and 
as  soon  as  our  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear  a  fire  was  opened  on 
Fort  Morgan  with  shells  and  continued  until  passing  it,  when  the 
Seminole  was  cast  off. 

Soon  after  the  fleet  had  passed  the  Middle  Ground  the  rebel  ironclad 
Tennessee  commenced  approaching  with  the  design  of  attacking  our 
vessels,  and  in  obedience  to  your  signal  I  started  under  the  heaviest 
headway  to  run  her  down,  and  succeeded  in  striking  her  at  right 
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angles  at  the  after  end  of  the  casemate.  The  concussion  was  great, 
but  the  effect  on  her  was  only  a  heavy  list,  while  our  stem  was  cut  ana 
crushed  to  the  plank  ends  for  a  distance  or  3  feet  above  the  water  edge 
to  5  feet  below,  and  causing  a  considerable  leak  in  forward  storeroom 
and  peak.  Fortunately  our  yards  and  topmasts  were  down,  otherwise 
they,  in  all  probability,  would  have  been  carried  away  by  th&  concus- 
sion, which  caused  the  ship  to  rebound  and  the  stern  of  the  Tennessee 
to  recede.  Some  panic  must  have  existed  on  board  the  enemy,  as 
they  fired  but  two  guns  through  our  bows.  After  striking,  the  two 
swung  head  and  stern  alongside  of  each  other,  and  as  our  guiis  had 
been  pivoted  for  the  opposite  side  we  succeeded  in  discharging  but  one 
IX-inch  shell,  that  struck  one  of  the  enemy's  port  shutters,  which  was 
distant  about  12  feet,  destroying  it  and  driving  some  of  the  fragments 
into  her  casemate.  A  few  or  the  enemy  were  seen  through  their  ports, 
who,  using  most  opprobrious  language,  our  marines  opened  upon  them 
with  muskets;  even  a  spittoon  and  a  holystone  were  thrown  at  them 
from  our  deck,  which  drove  them  away.  Upon  separating  from  the 
Tennessee  our  helm  was  put  hard  over  to  make  another  attempt  at 
running  the  enemy  down,  but  our  great  length  and  the  shallowness  of 
the  water  caused  us  to  turn  so  slowly  that  we  had  not  gotten  round 
until  again  among  our  fleet,  and  unfortunately  we  collided  with  the 
flagship  which  was  running  toward  the  Tennessee,  although  every  exer- 
tion was  used  to  prevent  it  by  backing.  By  this  accident  two  of  the 
quarter-deck  ports  of  the  Hartford  were  knocked  into  one,  without 
tnis  ship  sustaining  any  injury.  After  the  collision  with  the  flagship, 
I  again  started  to  run  down  the  Tennessee,  but  while  still  at  a  distance 
she  surrendered  to  our  fleet. 

Our  loss  throughout  the  day  was  4  killed  and  35  wounded. 

Herewith  I  send  the  reports  of  the  surgeon,  engineer,  and  board  of 
officers  on  the  injuries  and  expenditures. 

Under  no  circumstances  could  more  coolness  and  bravery  have  been 
shown  by  the  crew. 

I  can  not  express  my  deep  feeling  for  the  undaunted  courage  and 
the  aid  given  me  by  all  the  officers. 

Second  Lieutenant  Myron  Adams,  of  the  Army  Signal  Corps,  with 
two  assistants,  were  on  board,  and  great  credit  is  due  them  for  their 
promptness  in  transmitting  signals.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  5th  instant,  we,  the  under- 
signed, have  held  a  strict  and  careful  survey  on  this  ship  and  find  the 
damages  herewith  stated  to  have  resulted  from  the  action  of  the  5th 
instant. 

That  there  are  five  shot  holes  through  the  hull  of  ship,  two  of  which 
are  18  inches  above  water  line,  and  damages  resulting  therefrom  are  as 
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follows:  Timber,  planking,  and  ceiling  badly  cut  up.  Spirketing  in 
wake  of  fore  rigging  and  on  each  side  of  ship  shot  away.  Port  forward 
hammock-netting  rail  shot  away  and  panel  work  much  injured.  Port 
sheet  cable  bitts  splintered  the  entire  length,  and  iron  casing  com- 
pletely shattered.  Two  stanchions  of  fore  fife  rail  entirely  shot  away; 
also  one-fourth  of  foremast  and  after  part,  and  18  inches  above  deck. 
Water-closets  and  bulkheads  broken  down,  several  hatch  gratings 
much  injured,  and  port  swinging  boom  broken  in  two. 

Between  decks  we  find  stanchion,  two  carlines,  hanging  knee,  water- 
pipe  connecting  with  condenser,  and  jackstay  shot  away.  Several 
spar-deck  beams,  coal  chute,  starboard  sheet  cable  bitt,  bulkheads, 
and  doors  to  fire  room  and  forward  officers'  quarters  badly  injured 
with  fragments  of  shell.  Dispensary  very  much  shattered,  berth-deck 
ladder  and  two  awning  stanchions  (the  fatter  being  placed  below  for 
security)  broken  in  two.  Berth-deck  planking,  directly  forward  of 
galley  and  under  platform,  also  much  injured  with  fragments  of  shell. 
The  damages  sustained  by  running  down  the  rebel  ironclad  ram 
Tennessee  as  follows: 

The  head  and  cutwater  badly  injured.  The  stern  for  distance  of  18 
feet  and  up  to  wood  ends  completely  gone.  That  portion  of  it  com- 
prised between  the  water  line  and  draft  mark  "8" forced  in,  causing 
the  planking  for  distance  of  several  feet  to  be  wrenched  from  fastening, 
the  ends  of  which  exposed  considerablv,  and  leaving  that  portion  of  the 
bow  in  a  much  exposed  condition,  tfot  having  the  means  for  examin- 
ing below  the  draft  mark  "8"  we  are  therefore  unable  to  arrive  at  the 
extent  of  injury  received  below  that  mark.  We  also  find  the  rigging 
damaged  to  the  following  extent:  Bobstays  and  port  bowsprit  shroud 
carried  away.  Mainstay,  after  shroud  of  port  fore  rigging  and  screw, 
boat  davit,  and  spanker  boom  topping  lifts,  and  two  9-inch  double 
blocks  shot  away.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  engines,  boilers,  and  appur- 
tenances thereto  of  this  ship  are  apparently  in  good  working  order, 
though  derangements  may  subsequently  become  visible  of  which  we 
have  now  no  knowledge. 

The  severe  concussion  consequent  upon  the  heavy  blow  dealt  the 
rebel  ram  Tennessee  by  this  vessel  under  full  headway  may  have 
thrown  the  engines  out  of  line  or  strained  the  boilers  and  braces. 
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Our  bunkers  being  full  of  coal,  we  can  not,  of  course,  speak  decidedly 
with  reference  to  the  staying  of  the  boilers.

2.  John  Smith,  captain  forecastle,  was  first  captain  of  a  gun,  and 
finding  that  he  coula  not  sufficiently  depress  his  gun  when  alongside 
of  rebel  ironclad  Tennessee,  threw  a  hand  holystone  into  one  of  the 
ports  at  a  rebel  using  abusive  language  against  the  crew  of  the  ship. 

3.  Samuel  W.  Kinnaird,  landsman,  set  an  example  to  the  crew  by 
his  presence  of  mind  and  cheerfulness  that  had  a  beneficial  effect. 

4.  Patrick  Dougherty,  landsman,  took  the  place  of  the  powder 
boy  at  his  gun.  without  orders,  when  the  powder  boy  was  disabled, 
kept  up  a  supply,  and  showed  much  zeal  in  his  new  capacity. 

5.  Michael  Cassidy,  landsman,  first  sponger  of  a  gun,  displayed 
great  coolness  and  exemplary  behavior,  eliciting  the  applause  of  his 
officers  and  of  the  gun's  crew.

honor: 

1.  George  Taylor,  armorer,  although  wounded,  went  into  the  shell 
room,  and  with  nis  hands  extinguished  the  fire  from  a  shell  exploded 
over  it  by  the  enemy. 

2.  Lewis  Copat,  landsman,  remained  at  his  gun  after  he  was  severely 
wounded  until  relieved  by  another  person,  was  then  taken  below, 
and  after  reporting  to  the  surgeon,  returned  to  his  station  at  the  g[un 
and  resumed  his  duties  till  the  action  was  over,  and  was  then  carried 
below. 

3.  James  Ward,  quarter  gunner,  being  wounded  and  ordered 
below,  would  not  go,  but  rendered  much  aid  at  one  of  the  guns  when 
the  crew  was  disabled,  and  subsequentlj  remained  in  the  chains, 
heaving  the  lead,  until  nearly  in  collision  with  the  rebel  ironclad 
Tennessee. 

4.  Daniel  Whitfield,  quartermaster,  remarkable  coolness  as  captain 
of  a  gun  in  holding  on  to  the  lock  string  and  waiting  for  some  time 
whilst  alongside  of  the  rebel  ironclad  Tennessee,  and  firing  that  the  shot 
might  enter  her  port. 

5.  John  M.  Burns,  seaman,  severely  wounded  and  sent  below  under 
the  surgeon's  charge,  would  not  remain  unemployed,  but  assisted  the 
powder  division  until  the  action  was  over. 

6.  John  Edwards,  captain  top,  second  captain  of  a  gun,  although 
wounded,  would  not,  when  ordered,  go  below  to  the  surgeon,  but 
took  the  place  of  the  first  captain  during  the  remainder  of  the  battle. 

7.  Adam  McCulloch,  seaman,  being  wounded,  would  not  leave 
his  quarters,  although  ordered  to  do  so,  but  remained  until  the  action 
was  over.

The  engines 
and  boilers  performed  during  the  entire  maneuvering  in  the  most 
entirely  satisfactory  manner.  No  casualties  in  this  department, 
except  a  slight  bruising  by  splinters  of  I.  Newsom  and  I.  Magett,  col- 
ored coal  heavers,  the  former  on  duty  in  the  fire  room  and  the  latter  in 
the  forward  supply  division.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Fires  banked ; 
cleaning  generally;  1:15,  started  distilling  apparatus.  From  4  to  6 
p.  m. :  Fires  banked;  5 : 20,  stopped  pumping  bilges,  3£  inches  remain- 
ing in  them;  5 :  25,  started  distilling  apparatus.  Acting  Third  Assist- 
ant Engineer  G.  W.  Russell  left  the  ship  with  Second-Class  Fireman 
David  Carr  and  colored  Coal  Heaver  Joseph  Green  for  temporary  duty 
on  board  the  prize  ram  Tennessee.  Expended  for  ship's  use  about 
leaks  forward,  10  pounds  of  tallow.  From  6  to  8:  Fires  banked;  7, 
stopped  distillery  apparatus,  ship  leaking  5  inches  per  hour.  -From  8  to 
midnight:  Fires  banked.     Distilled  one  tank  of  water. 

The  conduct  of  the  assistant  engineers  during  the  entire  action 
deserves  mention.  Their  cool  courage,  admirable  skill,  and  willing 
obedience  are  deserving  of  all  praise.  The  firemen  and  coal  heavers 
did  thteir  duty  willingly  and  well.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  for  passing  the  forts  on  the  5th 
instant,  at  5 :  35  a.  m.  we  went  alongside  and  made  fast  on  the  port  side 
of  the  Lackavxinna  and  took  our  designated  station  in  the  line,  and  am 
happy  to  say  we  had  no  casualties  on  board.     The  hull  of  the  ship 
was  not  struck  at  all.     One  strand  of  the  port  mainstay  was  cut  by  a 
fragment  of  a  shell.     At  7 :  15  a.  m.  we  cast  off  from  tfie  Lackawanna, 
and  at  8 :  15  a.  m.  came  to  anchor.     At  9 :  30  a.  m.,  seeing  the  rebel  ram 
Tennessee  approaching  us,  we  slipped  to  avoid  her,  and  at  10: 15  a.  m. 
returned  to  our  anchorage,  after  naving  delivered  two  broadsides  at 
her  at  a  distance  of  about  1,000  yards.     I  am  happy  to  say  that  all  the 
officers  and  crew  behaved  with  the  utmost  coolness.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  part  taken  by  this  ship  under 
my  command  in  the  action  of  yesterday  in  passing  the  Mobile  forts, 
etc.: 

At  5: 30  a.  m.  got  underway  in  obedience  to  signal;  took  my  station 
in  the  line  and  prepared  for  action. 

At  7 :  10  the  action  was  commenced  by  the  first  gun  being  fired  from 
the  fort.  After  passing  the  forts  I  saw  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  head- 
ing for  the  line.  I  then  sheered  out  of  the  line  to  run  into  her,  at  the 
same  time  ordering  full  speed  as  fast  as  possible.  I  struck  her  fair, 
and,  swinging  round,  poured  in  a  broadside  of  solid  Xl-inch  shot,  which 
apparently  had  but  little  if  any  effect  upon  her.  Soon  after  signal  was 
made  to  my  ship  to  again  run  into  her.  I  did  so,  and  was  about  to  try 
it  the  third  time  when  she  surrendered  to  the  fleet. 

During  the  action  my  officers  and  men,  without  exception,  behaved 
in  the  most  gallant  manner.  It  would  be  impossible  to  make  any  dis- 
tinction where  all  did  everything  that  could  have  been  desired. 

I  would  here  mention  that  a  volunteer  crew  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Ken- 
nebec, in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Joseph  [D.]  Ellis,  came  on  board  and 
manned  one  of  my  32-pounder  broadside  guns  during  the  engagement 
with  Fort  Morgan.  Tneir  conduct  during  the  action  was  gallant  and 
met  with  my  entire  approbation. 

I  regret  to  say  that  my  first  lieutenant,  Mr.  Prentiss,  lost  a  leg  in  the 
action  and  that  fears  are  entertained  for  his  life. 

Enclosed  I  send  you  the  executive  officer's  report  of  the  expenditure 
of  ammunition  and  the  damages  sustained;  also  the  surgeon's  and 
engineer's  reports.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  injuries  sustained  by 
this  vessel  during  the  action  or  to-day  with  Fort  Morgan  and  the  rebel 
fleet  inside: 

In  twice  attempting  to  run  down  the  rebel  ironclad  ram  Tennessee 
our  iron  prow  was  entirelv  carried  away,  together  with  the  cutwater. 
The  butt  ends  of  the  planking  on  both  bows  are  started  from  the  stem 
and  badly  shattered,  the  port  ones  considerably  sprung  off.  . 

Two  6-inch  rifle  shell  from  the  ram  entered  our  starboard  bow;  one 
between  the  planking  and  cutwater,  grazing  the  perpendicular,  strik- 
ing the  under  side  of  the  breasthook,  ricochetting,  passing  through 
the  boatswain's  store  room  and  striking  the  berth  deck,  where  it 
lodged  without  exploding.  The  other  entered  about  12  feet  farther 
aft,  and  exploded  on  the  oerth  deck,  slightly  wounding  3  men,  break- 
ing an  Xl-inch  scraper  and  an  Xl-inch  worm,  and  bending  a  stanchion 
near  the  galley.  A  6-inch  rifle  shell  exploded  underneath  the  No.  1 
pivot  port,  raking  up  the  side  in  ten  or  fifteen  places,  many  of  the 
pieces  remaining  in  the  side.  One  6-inch  solid  shot  entered  abreast 
No.  2  pivot  port,  passing  through  the  boatswain's  room,  starboard 
side,  berth  deck,  paymaster's  issuing  room,  port  side,  and  lodging  in 
the  outer  planking,  springing  off  one  butt  about  8  inches.  One  A-inch 
shot  or  shell  came  in  our  starboard  gangway,  carrying  away  head- 
board of  starboard  quarter-deck  hammock  netting,  grazing  top  rail 
and  mainmast,  and  passing  through  port  side  under  main  channels. 
Pieces  of  the  headboard  were  driven  through  the  fire-room  ventilators. 

Lieutenant  Prentiss  and  2  men  were  wounded  by  this  shot. 

In  the  rigging,  f orepeak  halliards,  end  of  mainstay,  and  port  ridge- 
rope  shot  away. 

I  also  report  the  following  expenditure 'of  ammunition:  17  shells, 
150-pounder  rifle;  6  solid  shot,  150-pounder  rifle;  8  solid  shot, 
Xl-inch;  7  shrapnel,  Xl-inch;  25  shells,  Xl-inch;  4  canister,  Xl-inch; 
7  grape,  Xl-inch;  47  shells,  32-pounder;  3  solid  shot,  32-pounder;  47 
shells,  12-pounder,  rifle  howitzer;  170  percussion  primers;  23  car- 
tridges, 150-pounder  rifle;  16  pounds;  8  cartridges,  Xl-inch,  20 
pounds;  43  cartridges,  Xl-mch,  15  pounds;  50  cartridges,  32-pounder, 
9  pounds;  47  cartridges,  12-pounder  rifled  howitzer;  4  shells,  24- 
pounder  howitzer. 

The  slide  of  starboard  24-pounder  howitzer  was  found  to  be  rotten, 
and  after  the  first  few  rounds  was  rendered  totally  unfit  for  use.  With 
this  exception  the  battery  is  in  as  good  condition  for  service  as  before 
the  action.

River  Bar. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Kennebec  performed  their  duties  gal- 
lantly under  the  enemy's  fire.  When  lashed  alongside  the  Mononga- 
hela, I  sent  Acting  Ensign  J.  D.  Ellis  in  charge  of  a  gun's  crew  to  work 
a  gun  there,  under  the  observation  of  Captain  Strong,  where  he  acted 
nobly. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  good  conduct  of  Acting 
Ensign  H.  E.  Tinkham,  who,  when  seriously  wounded  by  the  explo- 
sion of  a  shell  from  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  and  when  the  vessel  was 
supposed  to  be  on  fire,  refused  to  leave  his  station.

One  shot,  a  130-pounder,  passed  through  forward  starboard  section 
port  and  ship's  side,  destroying  a  knee  in  the  boatswain's  room,  also 
carrying  away  the  bulkheads  of  same  and  issuing  room. 

Another  shot  passed  through  ship's  side  and  starboard  forward  coal 
bunker.  One  shot  passed  througn  the  chain  armor,  just  forward  of 
starboard  gangway  at  water's  edge,  through  ship's  side  and  starboard 
coal  bunker,  landing  in  port  coal  bunker,  passing  within  3  inches  of  the 
steam  pipe.

In  obedience  to  your  orders  this  vessel  was  secured  on  the  port  side 
of  the  Ossipee  to  aid  her  should  she  become  disabled. 

After  having  passed  Fort  Morgan  I  cast  off  from  the  Ossipee  and 
started  under  sail  and  a  full  head  of  steam  in  pursuit  of  the  rebel  gun- 
boats Morgan  and  Selma  that  were  being  engaged  by  the#  Metacomet, 
but  before  I  came  within  range,  the  Morgan  had  succeeded  in  getting  in 
such  a  position  that  I  could  not  cut  off  her  retreat  toward  Fort  Morgan 
and  the  Selma  had  struck  her  flag  to  the  Metacomet, 

I  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  spirited  willingness  and  desire 
manifested  by  all  under  my  command  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  the 
engagement,  but  the  duty  assigned  me  prevented  us  from  using  our 
guns  m  passing  Fort  Morgan,  except  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
density  of  smoke. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  casualties  occurred.

Detailed  report  of  Lieutenant  Huntington,  U.  8.  Navy,  executive  officer  of  the  U.  8.  8. 
Oneida,  transmitting  reports  from  the  various  departments  of  the  vessel. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Oneida, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  6, 1864- 

Sir:  Commander  Mullany  having  been  seriously  wounded,  it 
devolves  upon  me  to  make  a  report  or  the  part  taken  by  the  Oneida  in 
the  engagement  with  Fort  Morgan  and  the  enemy's  vessels  on  the  5th 
instant. 

I  have  but  few  data  to  guide  me,  Mr.  Ebbetts,  the  captain's  clerk, 
having  been  required  below  after  Commander  Mullany  received  his 
wound. 

About  3:30  a.  m.  our  consort,  the  Qalena,  came  alongside  and  we 
proceeded  to  lash  the  ships  together. 

At  4 :  10  we  got  underway  in  obedience  to  signal  and  took  our  station 
in  line,  as  per  diagram  furnished  to  the  commanding  officers. 

At  7 :  05  a.  m.  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire,  and  at  7 :  15  we  opened  with 
the  30-pounder  Parrott  from  our  topgallant  forecastle,  the  Galena  also 
firing  with  her  100-pounder  Parrott  rifle. 

At  7:25  we  commenced  firing  1 5-second  and  10-second  shell  from 
the  Xl-inch  pivot  guns.  At  7:45  opened  with  our  entire  starboard 
broadside  with  5-second  shell,  also  nring  2-second  Xl-inch  shrapnel 
when  abreast  the  fort.  As  the  Oneida  was  the  sternmost  of  the  line, 
we  had  a  good  opportunity  to  observe  the  effects  of  the  grape  fired  by 
the  vessels  ahead,  and  it  appearing  to  fall  in  the  water,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  use  only  5-second  snell  and  shrapnel  with  short  fuze 
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Fort  Morgan  fired  very  vigorously  upon  us,  and  sustaining  as  we  did 
for  a  while  the  fire  of  all  its  guns,  the  damages  to  the  ship  are  very- 
severe.  At  7 :  50  a  VH-inch  rifle  shell  passed  through  the  chain  armor 
and  the  ship's  side  at  the  water  line  into  the  starboard  boiler,  exploding 
there.  Nearly  the  whole  watch  below  of  firemen  and  coal  heavers 
were  scalded  to  death  or  disabled  by  the  escaping  steam. 

This  accident  caused  only  a  very  temporary  excitement  on  the  part 
of  the  guns'  crews  near  the  fire  room  ana  engine  room  hatches,  and  the 
guns  were  gallantlv  served  and  fired  while  the  steam  was  escaping. 
About  this  time,  also,  a  Vll-inch  rifle  shell  entered  at  the  water  line, 
exploded  in  the  cabin,  cutting  both  wheel  ropes.  The  relieving  tackles 
were  immediately  manned  and  worked  very,  promptly  and  skillfully 
under  the  supervision  of  Alexander  Love,  boatswain's  mate. 

Observing  the  enemy's  ironclad  ram  Tennessee  to  be  approaching  us, 
the  guns  were  ordered  to  be  loaded  with  increased  charge  of  powder 
and  solid  shot.  She  passed  alongside  of  us,  not  more  than  200  yards 
distant,  attempting  to  discharge  ner  guns.  Fortunately  the  primers 
failed  to  explode  tne  charges  m  the  guns  three  times,  and  she  only 
succeeded  in  giving  us  one  shot,  which  struck  the  after  Xl-inch  pivot 
gun  on  the  chase. 

Both  train  tackle  and  one  out-tackle  of  the  forward  Xl-inch  gun 
having  at  this  time  been  shot  away,  and  the  carriage  of  No.  5  VHI-inch 
gun  having  been  disabled,  we  were  only  able  to  fire  the  after  Xl-inch 
gun.     The  shot  from  this  gun  struck  the  ram. 

The  ram,  passing  astern,  delivered  two  raking  fires  into  us,  one  of 
which  disabled  the  12-pounder  howitzer  on  the  poop,  severely  wound- 
ing Commander  Mullany.  The  effect  of  the  other  one  I  am  unable  to 
state,  but  think  the  only  damage  from  it  was  to  our  rigging. 

The  command  of  the  ship  now  devolved  upon  me,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  two  vessels  upon  Lieutenant-Commander  Wells,  of  tne 
Galena. 

The  battery  was  gallantly  served  while  passing  the  forts,  but  the 
enemy  raked  us  several  times  after  our  guns  could  not  be  brought  to 
bear. 

In  passing  the  fort  we  received  a  shell  forward  on  the  berth  deck, 
which  exploded,  knocking  out  a  deadlight  on  the  port  side,  starting  a 
fire  on  top  of  the  magazine.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  mind  of  Actmg 
Ensign  [J.  L.]  Hall,  commanding  the  powder  division,  and  Gunner 
William  Parker,  the  fire  was  promptly  extinguished,  and  the  supply 
of  powder  was  as  rapid  as  ever  before. 

At  8 :35  signal  was  made  that  the  captain  was  wounded,  and  also 
that  our  boiler  was  disabled;  not  being  answered  from  the  flagship 
hauled  down  signals.  About  9 :15  repeated  signals  and  they  were  not 
answered,  but  signal  was  made  from  the  flagship  to  run  down  at  full 
speed  the  enemy's  principal  vessel.  Answered  the  signal,  but  I  am 
sure  the  admiral  understands  that  we  could  not  obey  it;  we  had 
no  speed. 

At  10  a.  m.  the  Itasca,  Lieutenant-Commander  Brown,  took  us  in 
tow  and  carried  us  to  an  anchorage.  At  11  anchored  in  3 J  fathoms 
water  with  30  fathoms  of  chain,  ready  for  slipping. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Oneida  are  proud  to  have  served  in  your 
fleet,  and  they  are  proud  of  their  gallant  commander,  J.  R.  M.  Mullany, 
who  gave  us  all  so  noble  an  example  of  unflinching  courage  and  heroism. 
His  coolness  in  action  could  not  possibly  have  been  surpassed.  Having

scarcely  become  acquainted  with  Commander  Mullany,  he  having 
only  been  on  board  two  days,  the  highest  compliment  that  can  be  paid 
him  is  the  confidence  and  spirit  with  which  the  crew  went  into  action. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  awarded  to  Lieutenant  C.  S.  Cotton, 
Lieutenant  E.  N.  Kellogg,  and  Acting  Ensign  John  Sears,  commanding 
gun  divisions,  for  the  admirable  examples  of  courage  they  afforded 
their  men  and  for  their  skill  in  directing  the  fire  of  the  guns. 

The  conduct  of  Acting  Ensign  Charles  V.  Gridley  (regular)  is  beyond 
all  praise.  He  had  charge  of  the  master's  division  and  assisted  in 
conning  the  ship  from  the  topgallant  forecastle. 

Acting  Ensign  HalPs  conduct  has  been  previously  mentioned.  His 
duties  were  performed  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  and,  under 
the  Almighty  God,  we  probably  owe  to  his  presence  of  mind  at  the 
time  of  the  fire  on  the  berth  deck  the  safety  of  the  ship. 

Acting  Master's  Mates  Ed.  Bird,  Daniel  Clark,  and  John  Devereux 
behaved  courageously.  Gunner  William  Parker  and  Boatswain 
Hallowell  Dickinson  merit  mention  for  their  good  conduct. 

I  leave  it  to  Chief  Engineer  W.  H.  Hunt  to  speak  of  the  officers  and 
men  under  his  immediate  supervision,  but  must  speak  of  him  personally 
in  this  report.  He  was  cool  and  collected  during  the  whole  affair,  and 
his  gallantry  was  particularly  apparent  at  the  time  of  the  accident  to 
our  starboard  boiler.     Mr.  Hunt  was  scalded  severely  in  both  arms. 

Surgeon  John  Y.  Taylor  had  a  severe  task  imposed  upon  him,  but 
his  wnole  duty  by  the  wounded  was  done  quietly  and  skillfully. 
Medical  assistance  was  offered  from  the  Galena;  it  was  accepted  and 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  George  P.  Wright  came  on  board,  for  which 
we  owe  him  our  thanks.  At  the  time  that  our  boiler  was  exploded  5 
of  our  wounded  went  on  board  the  Galena;  4  subsequently  returned; 
the  other  was  suffering  much  pain  and  remained  on  board  until  trans- 
ferred to  the  Metacomet. 

The  safety  of  the  ship  after  the  explosion  depended  upon  the  Galena. 
That  we  are  here  quietly  at  anchor  attests  how  nobly  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Clark  H.  Wells  stood  by  us. 

Assistant  Paymaster  George  K.  Martin  assisted  the  surgeon 
materially.  He  also  superintended  putting  out  a  fire  that  broke  out 
in  the  cabin.  Paymaster's  Clerk  W.  P.  Treadwell  rendered  great 
service  in  passing  orders  to  the  bell  until  he  was  required  below  to 
assist  in  caring  for  the  wounded.  He  was  quite  badly  scalded  himself. 
Mr.  George  A.  Ebbetts,  captain's  clerk,  behaved  splendidly.  He  was 
knocked  down  at  the  same  time  that  Captain  Mullany  was  wounded. 
Whenever  he  could  be  spared  from  below  after  this  accident  he  cheer- 
fully rendered  assistance  in  carrying  orders. 

The  pilot,  Mr.  John  V.  Grivet,  served  part  of  the  time  on  board  the 
Galena  and  part  of  the  time  on  board  this  ship.  That  part  of  his  con- 
duct which  came  under  my  observation  merits  praise. 

For  the  crew,  they  stood  to  their  guns  most  nobly.  Many  deserve 
mention,  but  I  shall  only  name  those  that  came  under  my  own  obser- 
vation. James  Sheridan,  quartermaster,  captain  of  the  after  XI- 
inch  gun,  was  wounded  in  several  places,  but  remained  at  his  gun 
until  the  firing  ceased,  when  he  supplied  the  place  of  the  signal 
quartermaster,  who  had  been  injured  bv  a  fall.  Sheridan  is  very 
intelligent,  understands  the  rudiments  or  navigation  and  the  use  of 
a  sextant,  and  I  recommend  him  to  your  favorable  notice.  John 
E.  Jones,  quartermaster,  stationed  at  the  wheel,  was  also  wounded. 
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After  the  wheel  ropes  were  shot  away  he  went  on  the  poop  to  assist 
at  the  signals  and  remained  there  until  ordered  to  reeve  new  wheel 
ropes.  William  Gardner,  seaman,  behaved  so  coolly  under  fire  as 
to  draw  my  particular  attention  to  him.  John  Preston,  landsman, 
though  severely  wounded,  remained  at  his  gun  until  obliged  to  go 
to  the  surgeon.  He  reported  himself  slightly  hurt,  assisted  in  taking 
care  of  the  wounded  below,  and  wantea  to  return  to  his  station  on 
deck.  On  examination  it  was  found  that  he  was  wounded  quite 
severely  in  both  eyes.  William  Newland,  ordinary  seaman,  first 
loader  of  after  Xl-inch  gun,  behaved  splendidly:  he  has  been  distin- 
guished on  board  for  his  good  conduct  and  faithful  discharge  of  all 
his  duties.  David  Naylor,  landsman,  powder  boy  at  the  30-pounder 
Parrott  rifle,  had  his  passing  box  knocked  overboard  out  of  his 
hand.  The  passing  box  fell  into  one  of  the  Galena's  boats,  which 
was  right  under  our  bow.  Naylor  jumped  overboard,  recovered  his 
box,  and  returned  to  his  station.  Charles  B .  Woram,  ordinary  seaman, 
acting  as  an  aid  to  the  executive  officer,  distinguished  himself  by  his 
cool  courage.  He  carried  orders  intelligently  and  correctly.  Thomas 
Kendrick,  coxswain,  a  volunteer  from  the  Bienville,  attracted  my 
attention  by  his  excellent  conduct. 

The  marines  conducted  themselves  with  the  usual  distinguished 
gallantry  of  their  corps.  Sergeant  James  S.  Roantree  is  particu- 
larly deserving  of  notice. 

We  are  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  his  protection. 

Enclosed  are  the  reports  of  damages  in  the  different  departments 
of  the  ship.

Sib:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  followiiijg  report  of  damages  sus- 
tained in  the  engineer's  department  of  this  ship,  in  her  passage  by 
Fort  Morgan  on  tne  morning  of  the  5th  instant : 

A  7-inch  Brooke  rifle  projectile  penetrated  the  forward  outboard 
end  of  the  starboard  boiler,  about  8  inches  above  upper  tube  sheet, 
carrying  away  the  entire  sheet,  through  which  it  entered,  and,  explod- 
ing inside  the  boiler,  inflicted  serious  damage  to  the  entire  forward 
end  of  the  same,  destroying  all  the  angle  iron  and  the  fore-and-aft 
braces  thereto  attached,  starting  the  tube  sheets  and  all  the  tubes 
in  the  two  forward  tube  boxes.  Two  of  the  heaviest  fragments  of  the 
shell  were  driven  through  the  front  of  the  boiler,  destroying  the 
upper  manhole  plate,  the  entire  sheet  to  which  it  was  attached, 
ana  starting  the  riveting  of  the  adjoining  sheets.  As  soon  as  it  was 
practicable  after  this  accident,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  damage 
was  ascertained,  the  connection  between  the  two  boilers  immedi- 
ately shut  off,  and  the  engines  operated  with  the  remaining  boiler. 

I  regret  to  state  that  through  this  accident  to  the  starboard  boiler 
First  Assistant  Engineer  R.  H.  Fitch  and  6  of  the  firemen  and  coal- 
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heavers  on  watch  below  at  the  time  were  seriously  scalded  by  the  hot 
water  and  escaping  steam. 

In  its  present  condition  the  boiler  is  totally  unfit  for  use.  No  further 
damages  were  sustained  in  this  department. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  adverting  to  the  coolness,  zeal, 
and  intrepidity  displayed  by  the  officers  and  men  in  general  under 
my  supervision. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  accorded  to  First  Assistant  Engineer 
R.  H.  Fitch,  who  at  the  time  of  the  injury  to  the  boiler  displayed 
the  utmost  courage  and  coolness,  remaining  at  his  station  in  the  execu- 
tion of  his  duties  until  he  was  so  badly  scalded  by  the  escaping  steam 
as  to  be  rendered  -almost  helpless. 

I  desire  also  to  refer  in  terms  of  the  highest  commendation  to  the 
conduct  of  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  Nicholas  Dillon,  who, 
after  the  disabling  of  Mr.  Fitch,  rendered  me  invaluable  assistance 
in  discovering  the  nature  of  damages  and  making  the  requisite  pro- 
vision for  wonting  the  engines  with  the  remaining  boiler.

All  the  berths,  bulkheads,  and  furniture  in  the  cabin  a  total  wreck, 
caused  by  the  explosion  of  a  VH-inch  shell,  which  entered  at  the  water 
line.  One  VH-inch  rifle  shell  passed  through  the  chain  armor  and 
ship's  side  at  the  water  line,  entered  the  starboard  boiler,  and  there 
exploded.  One  8-inch  solid  shot  entered  the  mainmast,  doing  serious 
damage,  and  remains  there  yet.

Friday,  August  5,  1864- — Mobile  Bay.  *  From  midnight  to  4  a.  m., 
ship  at  anchor,  fires  banked.  From  4  to  8  a.  m.,  ship  at  anchor,  fires 
banked.  Spread  fires  at  5  a.  m.  At  5:18  started  ahead.  At  7:15 
went  into  action  with  Fort  Morgan,  going  ahead,  stopping,  and 
backing  at  intervals.  At  7 :  45  a  shell  penetrated  the  steam  space  of 
starboard  boiler,  badly  scalding  First  Assistant  Engineer  R.  EL  Fitch 
and  the  watch  below,  driving  everybody  from  the  fire  and  engine 
rooms.  As  soon  as  practicable  closed  the  stop  valve  of  starboard  boiler 
and  raised  safety  valve  of  same.  Operated  the  engines  with  one 
boiler.  Hauled  the  fires  from  the  starboard  boiler.  From  8  to  merid- 
ian, standing  up  Mobile  Bay  under  a  raking  fire  from  the  guns  of  Fort 
Morgan;  working  the  engines  with  the  starboard  boiler  shut  off.  At 
9:15  came  to  anchor  out  of  range  of  fire  and  banked  fires  in  the  port 
boiler.  Proceeded  to  make  an  examination  of  extent  of  damages  to 
the  starboard  boiler.  Discovered  that  a  Vll-inch  Brooke  rifle  shell 
had  penetrated  it  at  the  outboard  forward  end  about  12  inches  above 
upper  tube  sheet,  carrying  away  the  entire  sheet,  through  which  it 
entered,  exploding  inside,  badly  rupturing  the  two  end  sheets,  starting 
the  rivets,  carrying  away  the  angle  iron  and  all  the  fore-and-aft  bracing 
thereto  attached,  damaging  the  upper  tube  sheet,  and  starting  all  the 
tubes  in  the  two  forward  tube  boxes.  Two  heavy  projectiles  were 
driven  through  the  front  of  the  boiler,  smashing  the  upper  manhole 
plate,  destroying  theentire  sheet  to  which  it  was  attached,  and  starting 
the  rivets  of  the  adjoining  sheets.  By  this  accident  First  Assistant 
Engineer  R.  H.  Fitch  and  6  of  the  firemen  were  severely  scalded  by  the 
escaping  steam.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.,  ship  at  anchor.  Fires 
banked  m  port  boiler.  Removed  the  chain  from  over  the  fire-room  and 
engine-room  hatches;  also  the  sand  bags.  Removed  the  relief  tackle 
from  the  links  and  the  lever  from  the  forward  stop  valve.  The  gauge 
glass  of  the  starboard  boiler  is  broken.  Cleaning  up  fire  room  and 
engine  room.  Ship  at  anchor.  Fires  banked  in  port  Doiler.  From  8 
to  midnight,  ship  at  anchor;  fires  banked  in  port  boiler.

Off  Galveston,  Tex.,  December  15,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  for  your  consideration 
two  communications  addressed  to  me,  respectively,  by  Lieutenant 
Charles  L.  Huntington,  executive  officer,  and  Chief  Engineer  William 
H.  Hunt,  of  the  U.  S.  steam  sloop  Oneida,  with  the  object  of  correcting 
the  impression  that  she  was  totally  disabled  after  the  explosion  of  the 
starboard  boiler  and  dependent  upon  the  U.  S.  S.  Galena  to  carry  her 
through  in  the  action  of  the  5th  August  with  Fort  Morgan  and  the 
enemy's  gunboats. 

I  avail  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  practicable,  since  my  resto- 
ration to  health  and  return  to  this  squadron,  to  state  that  at  no  period 
of  the  action  did  I  consider  the  Oneida  dependent  upon  the  Galena. 
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Although  partially  disabled  in  her  steam  power  by  the  explosion  of 
her  starboard  boiler,  the  remaining  one  continued  to  supply  sufficient 
steam  to  operate  the  engines  effectively.  I  therefore  felt  satisfied  that 
we  could  take  care  of  ourselves  in  the  event  of  our  consort  meeting  with 
injury. 

I  desire  to  correct  some  errors  in  relation  to  the  Oneida,  contained  in 
the  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Clark  H.  Wells,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Galena. 

Captain  Wells  states  (quoting  from  his  report) : 

When  abreast  of  Fort  Morgan,  at  8:45  a.  m.,  within  400  yards  of  it,  Captain  Mullany, 
of  the  Oneida,  was  wounded  badly  in  the  arm  and  leg,  and  the  steering  apparatus  of  his 
vessel  was  shot  away,  which  was  shortly  after  followed  by  the  explosion  of  one  of  her 
boilers,  caused  by  a  heavy  shot  striking  it;  and  this  rendered  it  necessary  for  the  Galena. 
to  tow  the  Oneida  by  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines,  under  a  severe  raking  fire  from  the  former, 
which  was  accomplished  at  9:15  a.  m. 

Captain  Wells  has  been  misinformed  in  relation  to  the  above,  both 
as  to  facts  and  time. 

The  only  injury  done  to  the  steering  apparatus  of  the  Oneida  was 
that  the  wheel  ropes  were  shot  away  early  in  the  action,  as  we  were 
approaching  the  fort.  Another  pair,  nowever,  were  promptly  rove,  the 
ship  in  the  interval  being  skillfully  steered  with  the  relieving  tackles, 
under  the  supervision  of  Boatswain's  Mate  Love. 

The  injury  to  the  starboard  boiler  was  received  after  we  had  got  so 
far  past  Fort  Morgan  as  to  render  it  difficult  to  train  our  broadside 
guns  to  return  its  fire. 

Momentary  confusion  having  been  created  by  that  event,  I  left  my 
position  on  the  poop  deck  to  restore  order. 

Returning  immediately  afterwards,  I  sent  word  to  Captain  Wells  to 
carry  a  good  head  of  steam,  as  one  of  our  boilers  was  injured. 

Afterwards  my  attention  was  called,  by  the  sergeant  in  charge  of  the 
12-pounder  howitzer  on  the  j>oop,  to  the  fact  that  we  were  so  far  beyond 
Fort  Morgan  as  to  render  his  nre  harmless.  I  therefore  relieved  his 
crew  and  sent  them  away. 

After  passing  nearly  beyond  the  range  of  Fort  Morgan,  and  her  fire 
having  nearly  ceased,  we  encountered  the  ram  Tennessee. 

Our  guns  were  loaded  with  extreme  charges  and  solid  shot  by  my 
orders. 

Exchanging  shots  with  her,  she  passed  astern  and  commenced  raking 
us. 

Subsequently,  at  8:37  a.  m.,  as  reported  to  me  at  the  time  by  both 
my  clerk  and  coxswain,  I  was  injured  and  finally  compelled  to  leave 
the  deck. 

Please  observe,  admiral,  that  all  the  Oneida's  injuries  occurred  in 
the  reverse  order  to  that  represented  in  Captain  Wells'  report  and  that 
I  was  wounded  at  a  period  subsequent  to  their  occurrence,  when  past 
Fort  Morgan  and  nearly  if  not  quite  beyond  its  range;  also  that  I  was 
in  active  command  until  late  in  the  action. 

While  I  earnestly  desire  to  place  on  file  an  accurate  record  of  the 
part  taken  by  the  Oneida  in  the  brilliant  action  of  the  5th  August, 
it  is  very  far  from  my  desire  to  fail  in  according  to  my  consort,  the 
Qalena,  ner  gallant  commander,  lieutenant-Commander  Wells,  her 
officers  and  crew  the  meed  of  praise  so  justly  due  them  for  aiding  the 
Oneida  after  the  explosion  of  her  starboard  boiler  in  passing  beyond 
the  range  of  the  enemy's  fire  more  rapidly,  perhaps,  than  she  could 
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have  done  at  the  time  if  obliged  to  rely  upon  her  own  steam  power 
alone. 

I  desire  to  place  upon  record  my  appreciation  of  the  cool  courage  of 
the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Oneida  throughout  the  action. 

Lieutenant  Charles  L.  Huntington,  executive  officer,  was  conspicu- 
ous for  his  gallant  and  efficient  services. 

No  commander  could  be  better  supported  in  battle  than  I  was. 

I  respectfully  reauest  that  this  communication,  if  it  meets  with  your 
approbation,  together  with  those  of  Lieutenant  Huntington  and  Chief 
Engineer  Hunt,  respectively,  may  be  forwarded  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  be  placed  on  file  with  the  other  documents  connected  witn  the 
action  of  the  5th  August  in  Mobile  Bay,  with  such  comments  by  your- 
self as  you  may  deem  just  and  proper. 

In  the  log  book  of  tne  Bienville,  one  of  the  vessels  stationed  outside 
during  the  action,  I  find  noted  on  the  5th  August,  "At  8 :  40  a.  m.  Fort 
Morgan  ceased  finne,"  which  corroborates  my  statement  that  the  fire 
of  the  fort  had  nearly  ceased  when  I  was  wounded,  8 :  37  a.  m.

Sir:  Feeling  that  a  portion  of  my  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the 
Oneida  in  the  action  of  August  5  at  Mobile  Bay  does  that  ship  injustice 
in  stating  that, "  The  safety  of  the  ship  after  the  explosion  depended  on 
the  Galena,"  I  respectfully  enclose  a  statement  from  Chief  Engineer 
William  H.  Hunt,  which  I  hope  will  assist  in  correcting  the  impression 
that  we  were  totally  disabled. 

Reviewing  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  I  believe  that  without  any  aid 
from  the  Oalena  we  could  have  gone  past  Fort  Morgan  all  the  same.

Sir:  Lieutenant  Huntington,  of  this  vessel,  read  to  me  that  portion 
of  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  addressed  to  himself,  in  which  you 
desire  that  I  would  furnish  you  with  a  statement  "particularizing  the 
fact"  that  our  engines  never  stopped  after  the  accident  to  the  star- 
board boiler  in  the  action  with  Fort  Morgan  on  the  morning  of  the  5th 
August. 

Referring  to  my  official  report  submitted  the  day  succeeding  the 
action,  you  will  be  pleased  to  notice  that  I  explicitly  state  the  engines 
were  operated  by  the  remaining  or  port  boiler,  a  fact  patent  to  all  the 
officers  and  men  on  shipboard  at  the  time. 
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At  no  time  during  the  engagement  were  the  engines  stopped  from  any 
damage  sustained  by  the  enemy's  fire.  After  the  accident  to  the  star- 
board boiler  an  interval  elapsed,  owing  to  the  presence  of  scalding 
steam  in  the  department,  before  the  men  could  be  got  to  their  stations 
in  the  fire  room  to  operate  the  fires  in  the  remaining  boiler.  Fortu- 
nately, however,  the  fires  were  clean  and  heavy,  and  with  a  graduated 
feed  on  the  boiler  I  felt  no  apprehension. 

As  soon  as  the  steam  stop  valve  of  the  damaged  boiler  could  be 
reached  it  was  closed,  the  safety  valve  opened,  and  steam  blown  off, 
and  I  think  in  about  fifteen  minutes  after  the  explosion  of  the  shell  in 
the  starboard  boiler  I  had  succeeded  in  effecting  all  the  necessary 
adjustments  for  operating  the  engines  with  the  remaining  boiler. 
When  beyond  the  range  or  the  fire  of  Fort  Morgan,  we  cast  off  from 
our  consort  and  steamed  some  distance  to  our  anchorage.

Eeport  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Wells,  U.  S.  Kavy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Galena, 

U.  S/S.  Galena, 
Mobile  Bay,  Ala.}  August  6,  1864. 

Sir:  I  herewith  report  to  you  the  part  which  this  steamer  took  in 
passing  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  yesterday : 

Before  leaving  the  anchorage  off  Mobile  Bar  the  Oalena  was  lashed 
to  the  port  side  of  the  Oneida,  according  to  your  diagram  of  line  of 
battle  furnished,  and  occupied  the  rear  of  the  line.  Fort  Morgan 
began  firing  at  7 :  05  a.  m.,  when  the  Oneida  replied,  and  was  followed 
by  this  vessel  at  7:25  with  the  100-pounder  rifle  on  the  forecastle, 
which  took  effect  in  the  fort.  When  aSreast  and  within  400  yards  of  it 
Captain  Mullany,  of  the  Oneida,  was  wounded  badly  in  the  arm  and 
leg,  and  the  steering  apparatus  of  his  vessel  was  shot  awav,  which  was 
shortly  afterwards  followed  by  the  explosion  of  one  or  her  boilers, 
caused  by  a  heavy  shot  striking  it,  and  this  rendered  it  necessary  for 
the  Galena  to  tow  the  Oneida  by  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  under  a 
severe  raking  fire  from  the  former,  which  was  accomplished  by  9 :  15. 

Both  vessels  were  repeatedly  struck,  but  the  Oneida,  from  naving 
been  on  the  starboard  side  of  this  steamer,  suffered  severely,  losing  a 
number  of  men  killed  and  having  a  number  wounded.  Her  captain, 
J.  R.  M.  Mullany,  under  the  most  trying  circumstances,  displayed  the 
utmost  courage  and  gallantry  whilst  passing  through  a  ternfic  fire, 
and  only  left  the  deck  when  he  had  been  severely  wounded. 

His  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  Huntington,  cheerfully  carried  out 
my  orders  after  the  disability  of  Captain  Mullany  and  distinguished 
himself  by  his  coolness  and  bravery. 

I  take  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  notice  the  executive  officer  of 
this  vessel,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  W.  Wilson,  who  faithfully 
carried  out  my  orders  in  passing  Fort  Morgan,  as  well  as  in  the  exhibi- 
tion of  coolness  and  bravery.  Acting  Master  D.  C.  Kells,  Acting 
Ensigns  [Henry]  Pease  and  [Sanford  S.]  Miner,  and  Acting  Master's 
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Mates  [Francis!  Tuttle  and  [James  H.]  Delano  I  would  also  recommend 
to  your  favorable  notice  for  their  good  conduct  under  the  fire  of  the 
enemy. 

Mr.  Buehler,  first  assistant  engineer  and  acting  chief,  managed  the 
engineer's  department  in  a  highly  creditable  manner,  in  which  ne  was 
sustained  by  the  assistant  engineers,  Greehleaf,  Scot,  Burns,  and 
Welcker. 

Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Kitchen  and  Lesley  G.  Morrow,  cap- 
tain's clerk,  remained  on  deck  during  the  action  and  contributed  their 
parts  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  George  P. 
Wright  not  only  attended  to  our  three  cases  of  wounded  (one  mortally), 
but  gave  his  professional  services  to  the  Oneida  to  several  of  their 
wounded,  who  came  on  board  of  this  steamer. 

The  crew  manifested  the  utmost  courage  throughout  the  affair, 
which  will  always  reflect  creditably  upon  you  and  the  Navy  of  the 
United  States.

Mobile  Bay,  August  27,  1864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  (marked  No.  1)  a  copv  of 
a  report  made  to  me  by  Acting  Masters  C.  F.  Langley  and  Gardner 
Cottrell,  two  of  the  survivors  of  the  ironclad  Tecumseh,  and  in  which 
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are  given  the  names  of  6  men  who  were  saved  in  the  same  boat,  viz: 
S.  S.  Shinn,  gunner's  mate;  John  Gould,  quarter  gunner;  Frank 
Commens,  seaman;  Richard  Collins,  seaman,  and  Peter  Parker, 
seaman. 

These  officers  are  certainly  in  error  in  their  statement  that  a  row  of 
buoys  stretched  from  the  shore  a  distance  of  one  to  two  hundred  yards. 
We  now  know  that  the  channel  adjacent  to  the  shore  was  clear  of 
torpedoes  and  that  the  latter  were  placed  between  the  two  large  buoys 
to  which  I  have  referred  in  my  reports. 

In  addition  to  the  persons  named  in  this  report  as  saved,  the  boat 
from  the  Metacomet}  under  Acting  Ensign  Nields,  rescued  Acting 
Ensign  John  P.  Zettick;  Chauncey  r.  Dean,  quartermaster;  William 
Roberts,  quartermaster;  James  McDonald,  seaman;  George  Major, 
seaman;  James  Thorn,  seaman-  Charles  Packard,  ordinary  seaman; 
William  Fedder,  landsman;  and  William  C.  West,  coal  heaver;  with 
the  pilot  of  the  Tecumseh,  John  Collins. 

Four  others  also  swam  to  the  beach  and  were  taken  prisoners  at 
Fort  Morgan  and  immediately  sent  away. 

This  information  was  received  when  communicating  by  flag  of  truce 
with  the  fort. 

None  of  them,  we  were  told,  were  officers.

Sir:  Believing  that  we  are  the  only  surviving  officers  of  the  U.  S. 
monitor  Tecumseh,  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  report  the  circumstances 
attending  her  loss  and  of  the  safety  of  a  boat's  crew. 

When  nearly  abreast  of  Fort  Morgan,  and  about  150  yards  from  the 
beach,  a  row  of  buoys  was  discovered  stretching  from  the  shore  a  dis- 
tance from  one  to  two  hundred  yards.  It  being  reported  to  Captain 
Craven,  he  immediately  gave  the  vessel  full  speed  and  attempted  to 
pass  between  two  of  them. 

When  in  their  range,  a  torpedo  was  exploded  directly  under  the 
turret,  blowing  a  large  hole  through  the  bottom  of  the  vessel,  through 
which  the  water  rushed  with  great  rapidity. 

Finding  that  the  vessel  was  sinking,  the  order  was  given  to  leave  our 
quarters,  and  from  that  moment  every  one  used  the  utmost  exertions 
to  clear  himself  from  the  wreck.  After  being  carried  down  by  the 
vessel  several  times,  we  were  picked  up  in  a  drowning  condition  by  one 
of  our  boats,  manned  by  the  following  crew:  S.  S.  Shinn,  gunner's 
mate;  John  Gould,  quarter  gunner;  Frank  Commens,  seaman;  Rich- 
ard Collins,  seaman,  and  Peter  Parkes,  landsman,  all  of  whom  are  now 
on  board  this  ship.  Captain  Craven  was  seen  on  the  turret  by  Mr. 
Cottrell  just  before  the  vessel  sunk,  and  as  he  had  a  life-preserving  vest 
on  we  have  hopes  that  he  reached  the  shore. 

Not  recovering  from  our  exhausted  condition  until  the  boat  was 
abreast  of  the  Hartford,  and  knowing  that  an  attempt  to  board  one  of 
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the  attacking  fleet  would  cause  the  loss  of  her  position,  we  pulled  for 
the  Buckthorn,  from  which  vessel  we  were  sent  to  the  Tennessee,  and 
afterwards,  by  Captain  Grafton's  order,  sent  to  this  ship. 

There  was  no  opportunity  for  making  a  report  to  Captain  Grafton, 
otherwise  it  would  nave  been  done  in  person. 

Hoping  that  the  course  pursued  by  us  will  meet  your  approval,  we

U.  S.  S.  Manhattan, 
Mobile  Bay,  August  ff,  I864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  f  ollowing  report  of  the  part  taken 
by  this  ship  in  the  action  of  the  5th  instant  with  Fort  Morgan  and  the 
rebel  ironclad  Tennessee: 

At  7  hours  5  minutes  a.  m.  I  opened  on  the  fort,  but  owing  to  the 
dense  smoke  from  the  guns  our  firing  was  necessarily  very  slow. 

After  passing  Fort  Morgan  I  devoted  my  attention  entirely  to  the 
rebel  ironclad,  firing  my  guns  slowly  and  with  great  precision. 

At  9 :  45 1  obtained  a  raking  position  under  his  stern  and  fired  a  solid 
shot,  which  struck  him  on  the  port  quarter,  carrying  away  his  steering 
gear.  At  9 :  57,  when  on  the  point  of  firing  from  the  same  position,  he 
hauled  down  his  colors  and  surrendered. 

I  fired  at  the  Tennessee  six  times,  viz:  One  shell,  two  solid,  and  three 
cored  shot. 

I  am  satisfied  that  most  if  not  all  the  serious  damage  she  has  sus- 
tained was  caused  by  the  XV-inch  shot  from  this  vessel. 

This  ship  was  struck  by  the  enemy's  shot  nine  times,  causing  no 
material  damage,  but  of  tms  I  will  make  a  separate  report.  No  person 
was  injured  on  board.     Officers  and  men  all  did  tneir  duty;  but  I 
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especially  recommend  Acting  Ensign  John  B.  Trott,  who  was  stationed 
at  the  wheel  steering  the  ship  himself,  for  the  admirable  manner  in 
which  he  performed  his  duty. 

Also  Acting  Master  Robert  B.  Ely,  for  the  manner  in  which  he 
worked  his  guns. 

Both  of  these  gentlemen  I  think  are  worthy  of  being  advanced  a 
grade  in  the  service. 

One  of  XV-inch  carriages  is  temporarily  disabled  by  the  breaking  of 
some  bolts.  .

— One  2  J-inch  indentation  from  conical  steel-pointed  shot,  4 
feet  from  deck;  one  J-inch  indentation  from  glancing  shot,  2  feet  from 
deck;  one  lj-inch  indentation  just  above  base  ring;  outside,  three 
rivet  heads  knocked  off  and  four  started;  inside,  seven  rivet  heads 
knocked  off  and  seven  started;  base  ring  separated  slightly. 

Pilot  Jtouse. — One  lj-inch  indentation  from  conical  shot,  4  feet  3 
inches  from  base;  outside,  one  rivet  head  knocked  off  and  two  started; 
inside,  one  rivet  head  knocked  off  and  two  started.

Sir:  Of  the  six  XV-inch  projectiles  fired  from  this  vessel  at  the 
rebel  ironclad  Tennessee,  I  claim  four  as  having  struck,  doing  most  of 
the  real  injuries  that  she  has  sustained,  viz: 

1st.  One  shot  on  port  beam,  going  entirely  through  the  armor  and 
crushing  the  wood  backing,  making  a  hole  completely  through  the 
vessel. 

2d.  One  shot  near  the  first,  but  higher  up,  and  farther  forward, 
making  a  deep  indentation,  ana  then  glancing  over  the  ship. 

3d.  A  shell  striking  her  stern  port  shutters,  disabling  it,  so  the  gun 
could  not  be  used. 

4th.  A  shot  striking  her  stern,  ripping  up  the  deck  plating,  carrying 
away  her  steering  gear,  and  then  striking  her  armor  at  the  angle  of  the 
port  quarter,  crushing  it,  and  starting  the  wood  backing  through  to 
the  inside.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  I  have  examined  into  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  tne  XV-inch  shell  used  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Man- 
hattan against  Fort  Morgan,  which  was  reported  by  Commander  Nich- 
olson as  not  to  have  been  filled. 

Only  two  of  these  shells  were,  I  think,  found  near  the  fort  after  its 
surrender.  One  three-fuzed  had  struck  the  wall  near  the  sally  port 
with  the  fuzes  directly  in  front,  so  as  to  completely  choke  them  with 
brickdust.  The  other,  also  three-fuzed,  was  inside  of  the  water  battery 
and  contained,  when  I  examined  it,  only  a  small  quantity  of  caked 
powder,  but  as  the  water  caps  were  gone  and  the  paper  fuzes  out  there 
is  a  probability  that  the  remainder  may  have  been  taken  out  by  who- 
ever withdrew  these. 

At  any  rate,  I  do  not  think  from  the  facts  that  we  can  arrive  at  the 
inference  with  any  certainty  that  the  shell  when  fired  was  unloaded.

U.  S.  Monitor  Winnebago, 
Mobile  Bay,  August  6,  1864- 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  according  to  instructions  this 
vessel,  yesterday  at  5:30  a.  m.,  got  underway  from  her  anchorage 
near  Sand  Island  and  proceeded  up  the  bay  for  the  purpose  of  attack- 
ing the  enemy. 

At  7  took  station  between  Fort  Morgan  and  the  wooden  vessels  of 
the  fleet,  in  line  of  battle.  At  7 :  15  opened  fire  on  the  fort,  the  enemy 
firing  rapidly.  At  8  the  U.  S.  monitor  Tecumseh  was  blown  up  and 
sunk  by  a  torpedo  when  within  about  a  cable's  length  of  us,  and 
shortly  after  the  following  men,  having  been  saved  from  the  wreck, 
were  brought  on  board  in  a  boat  belonging  to  the  Metacomet:  Acting 
Ensign  John  J.  P.  Zettick,  Quartermaster  William  Roberts,  Quarter- 
master Chauncy  P.  Dean,  Seamen  George  Major,  James  McDonald, 
Ordinary  Seamen  James  Burnes,  Charles  Packard,  James  Lands, 
William  Tidder;  Coal  Passer  William  West.

At  8:30  passed  Fort  Morgan  and  steamed  slowly  up  the  bay.  At 
9 :  10  the  after  turret  broke  down.  At  9 :  15  received  order  from  flag- 
ship to  attack  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  which  surrendered  at  9:45. 
Anchored  with  the  fleet  at  10 :  45  in  the  lower  fleet  anchorage  of  Mobile 
Bay.  Enclosed  please  receive  engineer's  report  of  condition  of  the 
turrets  and  the  gunner's  account  of  ammunition  expended.  The 
Winnebago  was  struck  19  times,  three  of  the  shot  having  penetrated 
the  deck  near  the  after  turret.  I  have  to  report  no  casualties.  The 
officers  and  men  conducted  themselves  well,  and  to  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  W.  F.  Shankland,  First  Assistant  Engineer  John  Purdy.

Sib:  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  report: 
Owing  to  the  bad  management  of  the  starting  bar  in  [the]  Ericsson 
turret  of  this  vessel  by  tne  officer  of  the  division,  one  tooth  was 
broken  and  the  other  outer  rim  of  the  main  spur  wheel  cracked  while 
engaging  the  enemy's  steamer  off  Fort  Gaines  on  the  4th  instant. 
The  damages  I  repaired  by  working  all  night  of  the  4th.  On  the 
morning  of  the  5tn  I  started  the  turret  to  working;  the  performance 
was  satisfactory  to  me.  I  then  turned  it  over  to  First  Assistant 
Engineer  John  rurdy,  who  had  volunteered  for  general  service.  He 
deserves  the  highest  praise  for  the  careful  manner  in  which  he  worked 
the  turret,  until  compelled  by  the  excessive  heat  to  leave  the  turret 
for  a  few  moments  to  get  fresh  air.  During  his  absence  the  turret 
was  broken  by  the  officer  of  the  division  who  usually  worked  it,  and 
during  Mr.  P.'s  absence  two  more  teeth  were  broken,  which  effec- 
tually disabled  the  turret  for  the  time  being.  You  are  aware  of  the 
condition  of  the  Eads  turret,  and  it  is  just  as  it  was  when  you  took 
command  of  this  vessel.  As  there  may  be  some  doubts  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  trouble  we  experienced  last  night,  I  respectfully  ask 
for  a  board  of  survey.

Beport  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Shankland,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  working  of 
the  U.  8.  monitor  Winnebago. 

U.  S.  S.  Winnebago, 
Off  Mobile,  October  7,  1864. 
Sib:  In  obedience  to  orders  from  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  dated  September  5,  1864,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
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report  of  my  knowledge  in  regard  to  this  monitor.  I  have  carefully 
noticed  all  defects  that  came  under  my  own  observation  and  also  all 
reports  of  such  that  came  to  me  througn  my  officers : 

In  regard  to  the  hull  of  this  vessel,  there  are  several  defects  that  I 
have  noticed.  The  outside  armor  of  this  vessel  is  not  sufficiently  low 
around  the  bows;  when  full  coaled  and  provisioned  the  armour  is  4 
inches  from  the  water.  It  requires  to  be  1  foot  deeper;  the  hull  will 
then  be  protected  at  light  water  draft  as  well  as  deep.  I  do  not  approve 
of  the  deck  arrangements.  In  the  first  place  they  will  not  resist  shot 
fired  almost  horizontally,  as  proven  when  passing  Fort  Morgan  on  the 
morning  of  August  5  •  we  were  struck  three  times  on  the  dec£  from  the 
water  battery,  one  of  which  made  an  opening  through  the  deck  a  foot 
long,  but  did  not  go  below;  the  other  two  broke  the  outside  plating  and 
wood  underneath.  These  shots  were  fired  at  a  distance  of  300  yards. 
I  am  satisfied  that  a  plunging  shot  would  go  through  this  vessel's  deck 
and  hull.  I  have  paid  great  attention  to  the  steering,  and  can  safely 
say  that  it  is  open  to  great  improvements;  also  the  propellers  (Grif- 
fith's) on  this  vessel;  they  are  but  little  use  for  the  power  of  the  engine; 
the  overhang  for  the  protection  of  rudders  and  propellers  is  too  low. 
By  altering  the  rudders,  propellers,  and  overhang,  the  speed  of  this 
boat  would  be  2  miles  an  hour  greater.  As  regards  the  strength  of  this 
boat,  I  believe  her  to  be  a  good  boat  for  rivers,  but  not  for  sea.  Her 
pumps  are  five  in  number;  three  are  bilge  pumps  and  two  for  fire, 
one  of  which  works  by  steam,  the  other  by  nand;  the  steam  pump  is 
the  only  one  that  can  be  used  in  case  of  fire;  the  other  is  placed  behind 
the  boilers  and  is  worked  by  hand,  but  owing  to  the  extreme  heat  it 
would  be  useless;  by  connecting  the  bilge  pumps  from  the  outside  they 
could  then  be  used  for  either  purpose.  The  forward  turret  is  known  as 
the  Eads  turret;  it  has  not  been  in  good  working  order  since  I  joined 
this  ship,  June  7,  1864.  The  machinery  for  hoisting,  lowering,  run- 
ning in  and  out,  and  the  recoil,  works  splendidly,  but  the  revolving 
engine  of  the  turret  is  too  light  for  the  work  it  has  to  perform;  at 

E resent  it  is  in  better  condition  than  I  have  ever  seen  it,  but  can  not 
e  relied  upon.  W^ti1  the  Eads  turret  we  can  get  an  elevation  of 
twenty  degrees;  with  the  Ericsson  turret  we  get  but  ten  degrees. 
The  Ericsson  turret  has  always  worked  well  until  the  morning  of 
August  4,  when  one  of  the  cogs  of  the  spur-wheel  was  broken;  on  the 
morning  of  August  5  two  more  were  broken,  and  on  the  22d  August  it 
became  entirely  disabled  by  the  breaking  of  the  wheels.  I  am  now 
using  it  stationary.  I  have  never  known  the  Ericsson  turret  to  jam 
or  stop  while  revolving.  The  Eads  turret  would  frequently  jam  wnen 
in  use.  This  has  been  remedied  by  cutting  off  the  bulkheads  around 
it.  The  boilers  will  not  last  long  in  salt  water,  being  high  pressure. 
The  four  Xl-inch  Dahlgrens  are  in  capital  order  and  work  well. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  magazine  and  shell  rooms.  They 
are  four  in  number;  the  roofs  are  three-fourths  inch  pine,  about  15 
inches  below  the  deck,  and  as  it  has  been  proven  that  the  decks  are 
easily  pierced  I  deem  them  very  unsafe.  They  are  lightly  built  and 
much  exposed.  The  light  rooms  and  armory  are  but  half  fitted  up; 
the  light  rooms  have  no  lining  of  metal  inside,  except  one  sheet  of  tin 
over  the  chimney;  the  armory  requires  lining  overhead  to  prevent 
sweat,  which  is  so  bad  that  it  is  impossible  to  stop  it  without  being 
lined.  If  proper,  I  would  respectfully  request  that  loopholes  should 
be  cut  in  the  Ericsson  turret,  the  same  as  tho  Eads  turret;  as  it  now 
is  no  object  can  be  seen  except  through  the  ports,  and  when  they 
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are  closed,  as  they  are  when  loading,  nothing  can  be  seen  from  the 
inside.  The  plan  of  speaking  tubes  from  the  pilot-house  to  the  turrets 
and  engine  room  requires  great  alteration  to  make  them  answer;  on 
this  boat  they  are  tin,  and  being  much  exposed  below  have  become 
useless  to  us;  they  could  be  made  of  stout  copper  and  boxed  over,  so 
that  they  could  be  depended  upon  at  all  times.  The  Ericsson  turret 
was  struck  by  what  I  should  judge  a  X-inch  Columbiad  about  15 
inches  from  the  top,  making  an  indentation  1  foot  2  inches  in  length  by 
6  inches  broad  and  li  deep.  The  shot  struck  on  its  side.  With  this 
exception  no  other  injury  was  done,  not  starting  any  of  the  bolts,  sev- 
eral of  which  are  close  to  the  mark.  The  Eads  turret  was  struck  by 
grapeshot  in  four  different  places  about  half  inch  deep.  Hoping  that 
this  report  will  meet  the  views  of  the  Department,

Mobile  Bay,  August  7,  I864. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

At  6  a.  m.  on  Friday,  August  5,  in  obedience  to  orders,  I  got  under- 
way and  took  my  position  in  the  rear  of  the  Winnebago  on  the  right  of 
the  line.  I  passed  the  forts  with  the  rest  of  the  fleet,  firing  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

Afterwards,  in  obedience  to  orders,  I  attacked  the  rebel  ram  Ten- 
nessee, following  her  up  closely,  shooting  away  her  smokestack,  and 
firing  solid  shot  at  her  until  her  flag  was  hauled  down  and  a  white  flag 
raised.  Her  steering  gear  being  shot  away,  I  took  her  in  tow  ana 
brought  her  to  anchor  near  the  Hartford.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  I  again  got  underway  and  brought  a  large  barge,  the  Ingomar,  out 
from  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Powell,  exchanging  several  shot  and  being 
struck  three  times. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  I  proceeded  again  to  Fort  Powell,  which  I 
found  deserted  and  blown  up.     I  towed  out  another  barge. 

In  the  afternoon  I  advanced  and  shelled  Fort  Gaines. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  all  the  officers  and  men  for 
their  coolness  and  efficiency  under  fire  and  their  endurance  while  at 
quarters. 

I  would  mention  in  particular  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  William 
Hamilton,  the  executive  officer,  who,  when  on  his  way  home,  con- 
demned by  medical  survey,  volunteered  for  this  vessel.  I  owe  much 
to  him  for  his  energy  in  fitting  out  the  vessel  and  for  his  gallantry  and 
coolness  during  the  fight.  Acting  Master  E.  D.  Percy,  who  also  vol- 
unteered for  tne  vessel  and  commanded  the  guns  in  the  after  turret, 
and  Gunner  John  A.  McDonald,  who  commanded  the  forward  turret, 
deserve  especial  mention  for  the  skill  and  rapidity  with  which  they 
fought  their  batteries. 

Cnief  Boatswain's  Mate  Andrew  Jones  and  Master-at-Arms  James 
Seanor,  who,  although  their  time  was  out,  volunteered  for  the  fight 
from  the  Vincennes,  are  entitled  to  honorable  mentio&ed ' 
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During  the  entire  action  the  vessel  was  struck  a  number  of  times. 
The  smokestack  was  shot  almost  entirely  away,  and  one  shot  pene- 
trated the  deck  on  the  starboard  bow.     No  serious  injury  was  suffered, 
and  there  were  no  casualties  among  officers  or  men. 
I  enclose  the  report  of  ammunition  expended.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  de  Krafft,  XT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Conemangh, 
regarding  attack  on  Fort  Powell. 

U.  S.  S.  Conemaugh, 
Grant's  Pass,  August  6,  1864- 
Sir:  I  have  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  in  the  sound 
in  connection  with  the  occupation  of  Mobile  Bay  by  the  naval  forces 
under  your  command : 

On  the  3d  and  4th  instant  we  landed  without  opposition  the  forces 
of  Major-General  Granger  on  Dauphin  Island,  in  obedience  to  your 
instructions. 
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At  the  time  the  fleet  passed  Fort  Morgan,  the  Conemaugh,  J.  P. 
Jackson,  Estrella,  Narcissus,  and  Stockdale  got  underway  and  took 
position  to  the  westward  of  Fort  Powell,  at  easy  rifle  range,  and 
opened  with  two  100-pounder  Parrotts  and  four  30-pounder  Parrotts. 

At  8 :  32  a.  m.  Fort  Powell  replied  from  three  guns  on  its  western 
parapet,  maintaining  a  brisk  fire  until  10  o'clock,  at  which  time, 
discovering  the  fleet  inside  the  bay,  its  firing  ceased,  nor  did  they 
again  reply  to  any  fire  from  our  guns,  but  a  portion  of  the  garrison 
was  discovered  evacuating  the  works  by  wading  to  the  mainland. 

At  12  o'clock,  failing  to  elicit  any  reply,  we  ceased  firing  and 
anchored  in  our  position. 

At  11  o'clock  p.  m.  the  enemy  finally  abandoned  and  blew  up  the 
work. 

Early  this  morning  Acting* Master  G.  P.  Pomeroy  was  dispatched 
to  take  possession  of  the  fort  and  hoist  the  American  flag.  lie  found 
seven  heavy  guns  and  six  fieldpieces,  with  a  large  amount  of  ammu- 
nition, mostly  in  good  order,  and  the  center  of  the  work  entirely 
demolished. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  there  were  no  casualties  on  the  vessels 
under  my  command. 

The  deck  of  this  ship  has  been  badly  sprung  and  shaken  under  the 
100-pounder  pivot,  owing  to  the  deck  being  too  light  for  the  present 
battery.

Eitrella,  regarding 
the  part  taken  by  that  veitel  in  the  attack  on  Fort  Powell. 

U.  S.  S.  ESTRELLA, 

Off  Fort  Powell,  Mississippi  Sound,  August  6,  1864. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report,  comprising  the 
part  this  vessel  took  in  the  engagement  on  Fort  Powell  August  5 : 

We  weighed  anchor,  according  to  orders,  taking  our  position  in  line, 
and  steamed  gradually  up  to  the  fort.  At  8 :  40  we  opened  fire  witn 
30-pounder  Parrott,  at  the  range  of  3,500  yards;  gradually  approached 
nearer  the  fort  until  within  range  of  about  2,000  to  2,500  yards.  The 
fort  opened  on  us,  throwing  shell  all  around  us,  but  did  not  succeed  in 
hitting  us.  We  kept  up  a  constant  fire  until  10  o'clock,  using 
32-pounder.  When  near  enough,  signcjs  were  made  to  cease  firing. 
We  dropped  down  at  a  long  range  and  anchored,  having  fired  31 
Schenkle  shell  and  5  10-second  shell)  making  some  very  excellent  shots. 
About  9 :  45  we  perceived  the  troops  evacuating  the  fort  by  the  way  of 
the  reef  leading  from  fort  to  mainland.  As  near  as  I  could  judge  I 
should  think  there  were  from  100  to. 150.  They  seemed  to  be  m  great 
haste,  as  they  took  nothing  with  them.  At  11 :  45,  signal  being  made 
to  engage  the  enemy,  we  steamed  up  to  an  easy  range  of  2,000  yards 
and  commenced  firing  again.  Our  Schenkle  shell  tumbling  badly,  we 
had  to  use  solid  shot.  The  enemy  did  not  reply,  and  I  could  only  see 
some  10  or  12  men  remaining  on  the  fort.  About  12:45,  signals  being 
made  to  cease  firing,  we  dropped  down  at  long  range  ana  anchored! 
We  expended  during  the  action  the  following  ammunition:  Three 
10-pound  Parrott,  10  15-second  shell,  5  10-second  shell,  32  Schenkle 
shell,  and  28  solid  shot,  32-pounder,  3  10-second  shell,  2  15-second  shell. 
I  am  very  happy  to  say  we  have  no  casualties  to  report,  as  the  enemy 
did  not  hit  us  with  a  single  shell.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the 
crew  and  officers  did  their  duty  and  behaved  well,  being  the  first  time 
a  large  portion  of  them  were  ever  under  fire.

Beport  of  Acting  Matter  Pomeroy,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Eitrella,  regarding 
the  examination  of  Fort  Powell  after  the  evacuation  by  the  Confederate!. 

U.  S.  S.  Estrella,  August  6, 1864. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.  I  landed  on  Fort 
Powell  and  examined  it  carefully.  I  found  it  had  been  blown  up, 
turning  the  center  directly  out  over  the  parapet.  It  is  nothing  but  a 
heap  or  rubbish  and  ruins,  with  a  deep  tunnel-shaped  hole  in  the  center, 
which  was  filled  with  water.  There  are  some  remaining  portions  of 
the  magazines  for  shell  and  some  shell  in  them  in  good  order.  It  had 
the  appearance  of  being  evacuated  in  great  baste,  as  some  of  the 
clothing  of  men  and  officers  are  still  remaining  in  their  quarters. 
There  is  a  long  wharf  leading  out  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  fort,  at 
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the  end  of  which  is  5£  or  6  feet  of  water;  lying  alongside  is  a  barge, 
capable  of  carrying  from  100  to  150  tons  of  coal,  in  good  order.  On 
the  wharf  are  the  quarters  for  the  soldiers,  in  which  are  some  few 
muskets,  canteens,  and  privates'  clothing,  which  is  of  little  Value.  I 
found  in  the  fort  the  following  guns  and  ammunition: 

On  the  northeast  corner,  2  ammunition  chests  with  spherical  case. 
One  X-inch  columbiad,  perfect,  with  carriage;  1  iron  neldpiece,  3|, 
with  carriage;  1  fieldpiece,  4f,  with  carriage,  right  wheel  broken;  1 
fieldpiece,  perfect. 

The  following  on  the  east  side:  One  pivot  gun,  dismounted  and 
partly  buried ;  one  chest  of  hand  grenades,  perfect. 

In  the  bombproof  that  is  partly  demolished  is  the  following  shell: 
Forty-seven  shell  for  7-inch  gun,  in  good  order,  in  boxes. 

Southeast  corner:  One  7-inch  rifle  pivot  gun.  in  good  order,  on  car- 
riage; 1  fieldpiece,  4J-inch,  in  good  order,  on  field  carriage. 

South  side:  One  7.6  gun,  smoothbore. 

Southwest  corner:  One  7-inch  rifle  gun,  partly  buried  up;  has  about 
1  foot  of  muzzle  broken  off. 

West  side,  in  bombproof,  partly  buried  up,  a  quantity  of  projectile 
shells  for  rifle  guns. 

West  side:  One  8-inch  gun,  smoothbore,  on  carriage,  partly  covered 
up  in  rubbish. 

On  the  southwest  corner:  One  5|  fieldpiece,  on  carriage,  in  good 
order. 

This  comprises  all  the  armament  I  could  see.  Still  I  think  there  is 
another  rifle  gun  buried  upon  the  west  side.  These  guns  are  all  of 
rebel  manufacture. 

There  are  large  quantities  of  square  fine  lumber  in  good  order,  which 
may  be  useful  to  fleet  in  repairing  damages;  also  some  3  and  4  inch 
plank.

Sib:  I  regret  to  inform  the  Department  that  after  I  had  passed  the 
forts  some  time  I  saw  a  steamer  on  fire  inside  the  bay.  I  soon  per- 
ceived that  it  was  the  Philippi,  and  I  could  not  imagine  how  she  came 
to  be  set  on  fire. 

I  have  since  received  the  report  of  her  commanding  officer,  Acting 
Master  J.  T.  Seaver,  which  is  herewith  enclosed. 


The  facts  appear  to  be  that  Acting  Master  Seaver,  on  the  evening 
before  the  action,  asked  Fleet  Captain  Drayton  if  he  should  not  follow 

told  him  that  that 
ver  the  ammunition 
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he  had  brought  from  Pensacola  on  board  the  Tennessee,  and  then 
report  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Grafton,  senior  officer,  for  duty  out- 
side. Instead  of  doing  this,  he  followed  the  fleet  in,  and  was  struck 
with  a  shot  from  the  fort,  when  he  put  his  helm  aport  and  ran  her  on 
the  bank.  After  having  had  2  men  killed  and  2  wounded,  he  deserted 
the  vessel,  leaving  his  signal  book  (boat  code)  on  the  quarter-deck, 
where  it  was  found  by  the  enemy,  who  subsequently  Doarded  the 


I  shall  bring  him  to  a  court-martial  the  moment  I  have  time, 
although  I  do  not  think  he  deserves  so  much  consideration. 

The  rebels  set  the  vessel  on  fire,  and  we  have  thus  lost  one  of  the 
most  efficient  vessels  in  the  squadron  for  all  kinds  of  express  duty,  and 
we  are  sadly  in  want  of  just  such  vessels.

Sib:  I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  to  you  in  regard  to  the 
loss  of  the  U .  S.  S.  Philippi: 

At  daylight  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  alongside  the  Tennessee 
and  discharged  all  the  ordnance  stores  and  provisions  belonging  to 
other  vessels,  not  having  orders  to  report  to  any  one.  and  the  verbal 
order  I  received  being  to  discharge  tne  stores  into  tne  Tennessee  as 
quickly  as  possible,  I  did  so.  Wishing  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  fleet 
in  case  any  vessels  were  disabled,  and  knowing  the  power  of  my 
steamer,  immediately  after  the  freight  was  out,  I  dropped  off  from  the 
Tennessee,  got  hawsers,  lines,  etc.,  all  ready  to  be  of  assistance  in  tow- 
ing any  disabled  vessel  which  would  need  my  services.  At  7 :  45  stood 
up  the  channel  for  the  fleet,  keeping  as  far  out  of  range  of  the  fort  as  I 
could  judge  was  necessary  to  clear  the  shoal,  the  quartermaster  at  the 
lead  from  the  time  of  making  the  bar.  At  about  9: 15,  while  going 
ahead  slow,  the  quartermaster  gave  the  cast,  a  quarter  less  three,  and 
the  steamer  immediately  struck.  I  rang  three  bells  and  tried  to  back 
her  off,  but  she  did  not  stir.  I  kept  backing  for  ten  minutes;  had 
about  35  pounds  of  steam  on.  The  fort  then  opened  fire  on  us,  and 
getting  our  range  every  other  shell  did  execution.  The  second  shell 
(or  shot,  as  it  (fid  not  explode  I  could  not  tell  which)  struck  the  rail 
about  the  starboard  bow  port,  and  immediately  killed  Frank  Wilson, 
landsman.  One  shot  passed  through  the  boiler,  entirely  disabling  us, 
and  another  burst  in  the  engine  room.  At  this  time  Fort  Morgan 
kept  up  a  constant  fire  at  us,  every  shell  doing  more  or  less  execution. 
The  men,  while  I  was  forward,  many  of  them  rushed  aft  and  com- 
menced cutting  the  boats'  falls.  Hearing  this,  I  came  aft  and  ordered 
them  to  stop,  which  they  did,  and  the  boats  were  lowered  with  safety, 
but  the  men  crowded  in  and  two  of  the  boats  were  immediately  filled. 
I  put  the  wounded  in  one  of  the  boats,  and  sent  the  dingey  in  charge 
[of]  Acting  Ensign  L.  R.  Vance  to  the  Cowslip  for  assistance. 

The  deck  being  full  of  steam  and  smoke,  and  indication  of  the  ship 
being  on  fire,  ana  two  of  my  men  being  wounded  and  one  scalded,  and 
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almost  every  shell,  either  direct  or  ricochet,  striking  the  steamer,  and 
the  boiler  being  disabled,  and  my  men,  several  of  them,  being  almost 
paralyzed  with  fear;  also  the  sight  of  the  rebel  steamer  coming  out, 
and  the  utter  impossibility  to  save  the  steamer  or  resist  the  enemy,  I 
judged  it  best  to  abandon  her.  I  pulled  alongside  the  Cowslip  and 
liudcihorn,  the  two  vessels  being  close  to  each  other,  and  put  the 
wounded  on  board.  Both  vessels  then  stood  toward  the  Genesee.  I 
went  on  board  and  reported  to  Captain  Grafton;  was  ordered  to  put 
the  wounded  on  board  the  Tennessee  and  report  to  Captain  Grafton 
again,  but  as  the  Genesee  steamed  toward  Pelican  Cnannel  I  was 
forced  to  remain  in  the  Tennessee.  The  quartermaster,  William  H. 
French,  who  was  wounded  in  the  stomach,  died  at  7 :  20. 

list  of  casualties:  Frank  Wilson  (landsman),  killed;  William  H. 
French  (quartermaster),  mortally  wounded ;  John  Collins  (coal  heaver), 
scalded,  and  Joseph  Boyd,  slightly  wounded. 

The  officers  were  perfectly  cool  throughout  the  time  while  under 
fire  and  in  leaving  the  ship.

Flagship  Hartjtord, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  10,  I864. 
Sir:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  all  times  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Army  Signal  Corps,  particularly  to  the  skill  and  atten- 
tion to  duty  of  those  of  its  members  who  have  been  stationed  on  board 
this  vessel  under  my  immediate  eye. 

Captain  Frank  W .  Marston  and  Lieutenant  J.  C.  Kinney  came  on 
board  the  Hartford  just  before  the  passage  of  the  forts  into  Mobile  Bay. 
During  the  action  of  the  5th  August  I  had  not  myself  the  oppor- 
tunity of  observing  these  gentlemen  as  I  might  otherwise  have  done, 
owing  to  the  difficulties  that  surrounded  me,  but  I  am  informed  by  my 
flag-lieutenant,  Mr.  Watson,  that  he  is  indebted  to  them  for  a  number 
of  signals  which  they  made  to  individual  ships  during  the  action. 
Sometimes  thejr  were  in  the  foretop,  sometimes  on  the  forecastle, 
wherever  their  signals  could  best  be  seen. 

At  all  times  they  were  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
never  backward  in  exposing  themselves  when  in  the  least  necessary. 
Lieutenant  Kinney  still  remains  on  board  and  does  good  service.  ■ 
In  this  connection  I  take  pleasure  in  again  mentioning  Captain 
Eaton,  who  was  in  this  ship  above  Port  Hudson.

General:  We  have  had  our  free  fight  with  the  forts,  as  you  per- 
haps saw.  One  of  the  monitors,  the  Tecurnseh,  was  sunk  by  a  torpedo 
and  nearly  all  hands  perished. 

We  haa  all  anchored  above,  when  I  saw  Buchanan  making  up  for 
me.  I  knew  full  well  his  design  was  for  me.  So  we  had  a  free  nght. 
We  all  ran  at  him  and  punished  him  with  shot  and  heavy  charges  until 
he  struck  his  flag  and  became  my  prisoner,  and  we  have  the  Tennessee 
with  the  stars  and  stripes  flying. 
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I  will  now  place  gunboats  down  at  Pilot  Town  to  protect  your  army 
so  soon  as  you  are  ready  to  land. 

I  took  one  of  their  gunboats  also.  I  have  lost  many  killed  and 
wounded;  15  killed  and  25  wounded  in  this  ship;  others  have  lost 
more  or  less.

Headquarters  Steamer  Laura, 
Off  Dauphin  Island,  August  5,  186 %. 
Major:  As  the  fleet  under  Admiral  Farragut  has  succeeded  in  pass- 
ing the  batteries  and  is  now  in  the  inner  harbor  of  Mobile,  it  is  proba- 
ble that  the  two  forts  at  the  entrance  will  hold  out  until  reduced  by 
a  regular  siege.  This  is  particularly  probable  in  the  case  of  Fort 
Morgan,  which  has  still  the  advantage  of  land  communication  with 
Mobile.  Under  these  circumstances  I  respectfully  suggest  that  an 
additional  force  of  at  least  3,000  men  be  forwarded  to  me  without 
delay,  in  order  that  I  may  complete  the  investment  of  Fort*  Morgan 
and  compel  its  early  surrender.

Letter  from  Major-General  Granger,  U.  8.  Army,  to  Major-General  Canby,  U.  8.  Army, 
recounting  naval  operation!  and  advising  the  investment  of  Fort  Morgan. 

Dauphin  Island,  August  6,  1864- 
My  Dear  General:  Yesterday  was  a  glorious  day  for  our  cause. 
The  admiral,  with  his  usual  good  luck  and  pluck,  succeeded  beyond 
all  expectations,  and  in  spite  of  all  Fort  Morgan  and  the  rebel  fleet 
could  do. 

The  firing  was  perhaps  the  heaviest  and  fiercest  of  anything  on 
record.  The  game  little  monitor  which  led  the  fleet  went  down  almost 
like  a  flash  just  inside  the  light-house,  supposed  to  have  run  onto  a 
torpedo  or  other  obstruction. 

After  the  fleet  got  into  the  bay  the  Tennessee  gallantly  attacked 
it  all  and  for  m#re  than  an  hour  she  withstood  the  combined  pound- 
ing of  200  guns  before  surrendering.  Fort  Gaines  is  closely  invested; 
our  pickets  are  in  half  a  mile  of  the  glacis  and  the  line  of  battle  one 
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mile.  We  are  getting  the  30-pounders  into  position  slowly;  the  labor 
is  severe,  owing  to  the  deep  sand  and  the  great  distance;  everything 
has  to  be  hauled  and  packed  on  the  men's  backs.  All  the  landings 
on  this  island  are  difficult  and  uncertain,  owing  to  the  wind  and  surf 
and  shallow  water,  and  nearly  the  whole  of  it  is  a  quagmire  of  deep 
heavy  sand,  hot  enough  during  the  day  for  roasting  potatoes. 

A  deserter  came  in  last  night  and  states  that  there  are  about  1,000 
men  in  Gaines  and  have  two  months'  provisions. 

I  think  it  certain  that  the  fort  will  hold  out  as  long  as  possible. 
Last  night  they  burned  all  the  outbuildings  and  cleared  on  every- 
thing obstructing  their  front.  Last  night  we  took  possession  of 
Little  Dauphin  and  found  some  50  splendid  negroes  who  had  been 
sent  from  Gaines  the  day  before.  One  thing  is  certain,  that  Farragut 
can  not  get  out  of  Mobile  Bay  except  by  running  Morgan  until  that 
fort  is  reduced  either  by  siege  or  starvation.  I  therefore  deem  it  of 
vital  importance  that  it  should  be  invested  as  speedily  as  possible 
before  supplies  can  be  thrown  into  it  from  the  land  side. 

The  moment  my  guns  are  in  position  and  I  see  what  effect  our  fire 
will  have  upon  the  nerve  and  morale  of  the  garrison  of  Gaines,  I  will 
come  to  New  Orleans  and  talk  the  matter  over  with  you  and  await 

Jour  decision  as  to  future  operations.  Captains  McAlester  and 
'alfrey  coincide  with  me  in  opinion  that  it  is  neither  practicable 
nor  profitable  to  besiege  Gaines,  but  that  Morgan  is  the  first  objective  . 
point,  and  that  its  early  investment  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  fleet. 
What  news  have  you  of  the  movements  and  designs  of  Kirby 
Smith  and  Forrest?  For  upon  them  will  depend  your  ability  to 
spare  the  necessary  troops  for  operation  in  this  quarter. 

The  rebel  gunboat  morgan  passed  outside  last  night  and  made  her 
escape.

investment  of  Fort  Morgan. 

Hdqbs.  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  August  6, 186 J^. 
The  fleet  under  Admiral  Farragut  passed  the  forts  at  the  entrance 
of  Mobile  Bay  at  8  o'clock  yesterday  morning.  The  monitor  Tecumseh 
was  blown  up  by  a  rebel  torpedo  and  lost,  with  nearly  all  her  crew. 
The  rebel  ram  Tennessee  and  gunboat  Selma  were  captured  after  an 
obstinate  resistance.  The  other  gunboats  took  shelter  under  the  spins 
of  Fort  Morgan.  The  admiral  expects  to  capture  or  destroy  them 
to-day  and  to  secure  a  landing  east  of  Fort  Morgan  and  in  the  bay  for 
our  troops.  Fort  Powell  is  reported  abandoned  and  blown  up.  Fort 
Gaines  was  invested  by  the  land  forces  under  General  Granger  and  is 
reported  to  have  surrendered,  but  this  is  not  official.  The  loss  in  the 
fleet  in  killed,  wounded,  and  drowned  is  about  250.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Tecumseh,  none  of  our  vessels  was  lost,  and  the  Hartford  is 
the  only  one  that  is  seriously  injured.  I  am  sending  Granger  all  the 
force  that  I  can  collect.     Kirby  Smith,  I  have  no  doubt,  is  trying  to 
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send  a  part  of  his  force  east  of  the  Mississippi,  but  I  think  we  will  be 
able  to  prevent  it.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Asboth,  U.  S.  Army,  forwarding  the  news  of  victory  to  the 

Department  of  the  Golf. 

Headquarters  District  of  West  Florida, 

Barrancas,  August  6,  1864* 

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Captain  Jouett,  U.  S.  Navy, 
commanding  gunboat  Metacomet,  arrived  at  the  Pensacola  navy  yard 
this  noon.  He  left  Mobile  Bay  under  flag  of  truce  with  the  wounded 
of  both  sides  on  board  of  his  vessel,  and  gives  verbally  the  following 
glorious  news: 

Admiral  Farragut  passed  the  bar  yesterday,  the  5th  instant,  at  8 
a.  m.j  with  his  gigantic  fleet,  comprising;  four  monitors  and  fourteen 
additional  armed  vessels.  The  admiral  directed  the  movements  of  his 
numerous  vessels  from  the  maintop  of  his  flagship,  Hartford.  When 
abreast  of  Fort  Morgan  the  monitor  Tecumseh,  Captain  Craven  com- 
manding, was  blown  up  with  a  torpedo  and  sunk  within  a  minute. 
The  rest  of  the  fleet  passed  the  fort  about  9  o'clock,  well  cut  up,  and 
captured,  after  a  most  sanguinary  fight,  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  with 
Admiral  Buchanan  and  all  the  officers  and  crew. 

The  gunboat  Selma  was  chased  up  the  bay  4  miles  by  the  Meta- 
comet  and  captured;  the  gunboat  Gaines  disabled  and  run  ashore  at 
Fort  Morgan.  The  PhiUppi,  a  small  dispatch  steamer  of  ours, 
attempting:  to  follow  the  fleet,  was  burned  by  the  enemy's  shells. 

From  the  monitor  Tecumseh  only  2  officers  and  13  men  were 
saved,  the  gallant  Captain  Craven  lost  with  all  the  rest.  In  addition 
to  this  loss,  the  casualties  in  our  fleet  were  about  60  killed  and  wounded. 
Admiral  Buchanan,  with  his  right  leg  badly  shattered  at  the  knee,  was 
brought  in,  with  55  other  wounded  from  both  sides,  to  the  navy  yard 
hospital,  the  brave  Captain  Mullany,  commanding  the  Orieida, 
among  them,  with  his  right  arm  shot  on.  The  rebel  gunboat  Morgan 
escaped  and  put  to  sea. 

Captain  Jouett  delivered  to  the  commander  of  Fort  Morgan  this 
morning  the  written  demand  of  Admiral  Farragut  to  surrender  the 
fort,  and  will  call  for  the  answer  to-morrow  mormng. 

By  this  brilliant  victory  our  gallant  Navy  have  obtained  great 
advantages,  and,  separating  Forts  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Powell,  secured 
for  themselves  a  safe  anchorage,  with  full  control  of  the  forts  and  bay 
up  to  the  city.  The  chartered  steam  transport  Merrimac,  Captain 
Frederick  A.  Sampson  commanding,  arrived  this  morning  with  one 
battalion  of  the  Second  Maine  Cavalry,  Colonel  Woodman  command- 
ing, and  is  disembarking  at  the  navy  yard.  The  steam  transport  Mis- 
sissippi, with  the  second  battalion  on  board,  was  left  behind  yester- 
day evening,  aground  at  the  South  West  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
I  expect  her  in  to-night,  and  as  soon  as  the  second  battalion  is  disem- 
barked will  start  to  cross  the  Perdido  and  control  the  east  shore  of 
Mobile  Bay.  The  horses  of  the  Second  Maine  Cavalry  are  in  poor  con- 
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dition  and  the  men  very  sickly,  but  there  is  no  time  at  present  for 
recuperation.     They  will  have  to  move  at  once.

Dear  General:  I  thank  you  for  your  kind  congratulations  for  my 
success.     Your  troops  arrived  very  opportunely  and  the  general,  by 
our  assistance,  succeeded  in  landing  tne  troops  at  Pilot  Town,  on  the 

feninsula,  and  by  12  m.  Fort  Morgan  was  invested  and  we  sent  General 
'age  word  that  to  save  effusion  of  blood,  etc.,  we  summoned  him  to 
surrender  to  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  but  he  sent  us  word  that 
it  was  his  intention  to  die  in  the  last  ditch,  etc.,  so  I  opened  on  him 
with  the  monitors  for  a  short  [time] ;  to-morrow  will  give  him  a  little 
more.  He  has  600  men,  and  the  deserters  say  he  has  six  months'  pro- 
visions; his  men  will  desert  daily.  If  I  did  not  think  Mobile  would  be 
an  elephant  to  hold,  I  would  send  up  the  light-draft  ironclads  and  try 
that  city,  but  I  fear  we  are  not  in  a  condition  to  hold  it. 

I  will  send  you  a  list  of  the  officers  and  sailors  captured  by  the  fleet 
in  the  Tennessee  and  Selma,  and  trust  that  you  will  be  able  to  effect  an 
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exchange  of  our  poor  fellows  in  Texas.  I  will  not  exchange  Buchanan 
until  I  near  from  the  Department,  but  I  suppose  the  Government  will 
be  willing  to  exchange  him  for  a  general  officer  of  the  same  rank. 

The  admiral's  leg  has  not  yet  been  amputated  and  it  is  thought  will 
get  well  without.

New  Orleans,  La.,  August  9,  I864. 
(Received  9:40  a.  m.,  16th.) 
Sib:  Fort  Gaines  with  47  [46]  commissioned  officers  and  818  enlisted 
men,  with  its  armament  (26  guns  intact)  and  provisions  for  twelve 
months,  has  surrendered  unconditionally.  It  was  occupied  by  our 
forces  at  8  o'clock  yesterday  morning.  Fort  Powell  was  abandoned, 
its  garrison  escaping  to  Cedar  Point;  its  armament,  18  guns,  is  in  con- 
dition for  immediate  service.  General  Granger,  reinforced  by  2,000 
men,  will  immediately  invest  Fort  Morgan,  leaving  garrisons  in  Forts 
Gaines  and  Powell.

Beport  of  Major-Oeneral  Granger,  U.  8.  Army,  commanding  land  foroea,  regarding  the 
occupation  of  Forts  Oainea  and  Powell,  and  proposed  investment  of  Fort  Morgan. 

Headquarters, 
Fort  Gaines,  August  8,  I864. 
Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  old  flag  now  floats  over 
Fort  Gaines,  the  entire  garrison  naving  surrendered  to  the  combined 
forces  of  the  Army  and  Navy  this  morning  at  8  o'clock.  By  this  sur- 
render we  have  captured  818  prisoners  or  war,  including  46  commis- 
sioned officers,  26  guns,  a  large  amount  of  ordnance  stores  and 
ammunition,  and  subsistence  stores  for  a  garrison  of  800  men  for 
twelve  months.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  terms  of  surrender,  by  which 
it  will  be  seen  it  was  unconditional  and  complete.  I  shall  move  my 
troops  without  delay  to  Mobile  Point,  near  Pilot  Town,  so  as  to  invest 
Fort  Morgan,  leaving  as  small  a  force  as  possible  to  garrison  and  hold 
Fort  Gaines.  Fort  Powell  was  evacuated  and  dismantled  on  the  night 
of  the  5th  instant,  the  garrison  escaping  to  Cedar  Point,  but  leaving 
all  the  guns,  18  in  number,  in  excellent  condition  for  immediate  serv- 
ice. All  the  prisoners  are  now  being  forwarded  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible to  New  Orleans.  From  reliable  information  I  learn  that  the 
garrison  at  Fort  Morgan  already  outnumbers  my  own  force  and  that 
they  are  amply  supplied  to  resist  to  the  very  last.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances I  respectfully  request  that  my  reinforcements  may  be 
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forwarded  without  delay.  In  the  meantime  I  shall  make  the  invest- 
ment under  protection  of  the  gunboats  and  do  all  in  my  power  with 
the  troops  under  my  command.

Report  of  Major  Xarston,  Signal  Corps,  U.  8.  Army.

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  information  of  the  major- 
general  commanding  the  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi  the 
following  report  of  signal  duty  performed  by  the  officers  of  the  Signal 
Corps  in  the  combined  land  and  naval  operations  against  the  lower 
line  of  defenses  of  Mobile: 

My  officers  were  distributed  among  the  principal  vessels  of  the  fleet 
as  follows:  Captain  Denicke,  with  two  flagmen,  on  the  Brooklyn; 
Lieutenant  Dane,  with  two  flagmen,  on  the  Richmond;  Lieutenant 
Adams,  with  two  flagmen,  on  the  Lackawanna;  Lieutenant  Jerome, 
with  two  flagmen,  on  the  Bienville;  Lieutenant  Kinney  and  myself, 
with  five  flagmen,  on  the  Hartford.  Captain  Walker,  Lieutenant 
Sizer,  and  Lieutenant  Harris,  the  latter  in  cnarge  of  the  field  telegraph, 
were  assigned  to  duty  with  Major-General  Granger,  and  operated  with 
the  land  forces.  Lieutenant  Denicke  remained  on  board  the  boat 
Laura,  personally  attached  to  the  general  commanding.  On  board 
each  of  the  larger  vessels  of  the  fleet  was  placed  an  instructed  man  with 
one  flagman  each.  This  distribution  of  officers  and  men  was  effected 
on  the  evening  of  the  4th. 

Instructions  had  been  given  to  those  on  the  fleet  to  watch  for  signals 
from  this  ship  during  the  operations,  and  to  the  officers  with  the  army 
to  open  communication  from  the  inside  of  Dauphin  Island  with  the 
flagsnip  immediately  after  we  should  anchor  inside  the  harbor.  The 
wooden  ships  of  this  fleet  steamed  in  column  toward  the  forts,  our 
advance  covered  by  the  iron  ships,  at  about  7  a.m.  The  instructions 
previously  given  to  the  signal  officers  were  faithfully  carried  out,  while 
opposite  the  fort  (Morgan)  exposed  to  its  fire  and  that  of  four  gun- 
boats. Several  important  messages  were  transmitted  from  this  ship 
to  the  Brooklyn,  which,  having  the  advance,  had  stopped  under  the  fire 
of  the  fort  and  gunboats,  delaying  the  further  progress  of  the  column 
in  the  order  previously  assigned.  Captain  Denicke,  on  the  Brooklyn. 
and  Lieutenant  Kinney,  on  the  flagship,  received  and  transmit  tea 
these  messages  with  coolness  and  precision  while  exposed  to  the  heav- 
iest fire.     Shortly  after  the  passage  of  the  forts  by  the  fleet,  and  while 
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most  of  the  ships  were  at  anchor,  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  was  seen  to 
be  steaming  rapidly  up  the  harbor,  making  directly  for  the  wooden 
vessels  of  the  fleet.  Tne  admiral  called  upon  Lieutenant  Kinney  and 
myself  to  signal  the  ships  to  get  underway  and  run  down  the  ram. 
This  message  was  immediately  transmitted  to  the  following  ships: 
The  Brooklyn,  Richmond,  and  Lackawanna.  The  order  was  promptly 
obeyed.  After  the  action  with  the  ram  a  large  number  of  messages, 
official,  were  sent  from  ship  to  ship. 

******* 

At  10  a.  m.  communication  was  opened  by  signal  with  the  army  on 
Dauphin  Island;  messages  were  sent  from  the  admiral  to  the  major- 
general  commanding,  and  answers  transmitted.  This  communication 
was  valuable,  and  was  kept  up  until  after  the  surrender  of  Fort  Gaines. 
During  the  transfer  of  the  troops  from  Dauphin  Island  to  Mobile 
Point  preparatory  to  the  investment  of  Fort  Morgan  the  services  of  the 
officers  were  constantly  in  demand.  A  station  was  established  on 
Mobile  Point,  commumcating  with  the  navy  and  with  the  boat  Laura, 
headquarters  of  Major-General  Granger.  This  station  was  equally  as 
valuable  as  that  on  Dauphin  Island. 

I  have  the  honor  to  mention  the  names  of  Captain  Denicke,  acting 
signal  officer,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct  on  this  occasion  of 

Eissing  the  forts  and  subsequent  close  attention  to  his  duties;  that  of 
ieutenant  J.  C.  Kinney,  acting  signal  officer,  for  gallant  and  merito- 
rious conduct  on  the  same  occasion.  Lieutenant  C.  F.  M.  Denicke  has 
displayed  energy  and  attention  to  duty  during  the  entire  recent  opera- 
tions. I  recommend  that  First  Lieutenant  J.  C.  Kinney  and  Second 
Lieutenant  C.  F.  M.  Denicke,  acting  signal  officers,  be  ordered  to 
appear  before  the  board  for  examination  of  candidates  for  admission 
to  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  Armjr.  I  further  respectfully  recommend 
the  instructed  men  on  duty  in  this  fleet  to  be  ordered  to  report  to  the 
Signal  Camp  of  Instruction,  New  Orleans.  They  have  not  been  suffi- 
ciently instructed  in  their  duties  as  to  be  of  service  in  the  field.

My  Dear  Admiral  :  I  had  the  exquisite  gratification  of  telegraphing 
from  the  Richmond  papers  the  first  account  of  your  most  glorious  suc- 
cess and  the  noble  exploit  of  your  fleet.  I  need  not  use  the  language 
of  compliment  where  none  is  needed.  It  is  all  said  in  one  word:  It 
was  like  you. 

Reminding  me  so  much  of  the  passage  of  the  Mississippi  forts,  was  it 
wonderful  that,  boy  like,  in  mv  tent  all  alone,  when  the  rebel  journal 
was  brought  in  and  the  official  telegram  read  that  you  and  seventeen 
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of  your  vessels  had  passed  Fort  Morgan,  I  called  out,  "  Three  cheers 
for  Farragut."  They  were  given  with  a  will  that  brought  in  my  staff 
and  orderlies,  who  thought  their  general  had  gone  crazy,  perhaps,  from 
a  sunstroke,  whereas  it  was  onljr  a  stroke  of  good  luck;  of  high  daring 
and  noble  emprise,  quite  as  brilliant  as  anything  the  sun  could  do. 
Let  me  assure  you,  admiral,  that  those  cheers,  the  first  given  on  the 
occasion  in  the  loval  North,  are  not  done  ringing  yet.  but  every  hilltop 
is  resounding  witn  them  as  they  are  caught  up  from  namlet  to  hamlet, 
city  to  city,  of  a  grateful  nation. 

I  speak  no  language  of  hyperbole,  and  only  the  words  of  sincere 
admiration  when  I  say  I  envy  you  alone  of  all  men  for  the  place  you 
have  in  the  hearts  of  your  countrymen;  a  feeling,  however,  which  will 
not  prevent  me  from  at  all  times  adding  my  mite  to  the  tribute,  and

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  referring  to  the  disposition  of  the  G.  8. 
ram  Tennessee  and  the  investment  of  Fort  Morgan. 

No.  344.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  13,  I864. 

Sir:  As  I  shall  have  no  use  for  vessels  of  such  draft  of  water  as  the 
New  Ironsides  or  Susquehanna,  I  hope  the  Department  will  not 
send  any  of  those  vessels  down  to  me.  I  want  nothing  but  vessels  of 
light  draft.  I  shall  have  to  send  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  round  to 
New  Orleans  to  prevent  her  being  eaten  up  by  worms.  She  can  be  of 
no  use  to  me  anywhere  except  at  Pensacola  and  in  the  Mississippi 
River.  I  shall  use  the  Chickasaw  and  Winnebago  at  Mobile  if  I  go 
there.  The  rebels  have  so  obstructed  the  channel  by  piles  and  by 
sinking  vessels  loaded  with  bricks  that  in  that  shoal  water  it  will  be 
difficult  to  do  anything  with  them;  but  I  shall  take  a  look  at  them. 
The  refugees  say  they  have  three  or  four  forts  at  a  very  short  distance 
from  the  channel. 

We  are  getting  Fort  Morgan  pretty  closelv  invested  by  army  and 
navy,  and  will  tnrow  a  shell  into  it  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the 
day  and  night.

Navy, 
regarding  the  prosecution  of  the  work  against  Fort  Morgan. 

Hdqrs.  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  August  13,  186 4. 
My  Dear  Admiral:  I  send  over  this  morning  by  your  dispatch  boat 
General  Bailey  and  Captains  McAlester  and  Palfrey,  engineers.     Gen- 
eral Arnold  mil  also  come  over  as  soon  as  he  gets  his  material  well 
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underway.  I  will  also  send  General  Granger  some  additional  force  to 
be  used  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  against  Fort  Morgan  or  the 
occupation  of  Cedar  Point,  as  may  be  considered  most  advisable. 
After  we  left  you  yesterday  I  was  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the 
obstructions  placed  by  the  rebels  in  Grant's  Pass  had  deepened  the 
water  in  Heron  Pass,  and  that  one  might  find  it  more  advantageous  to 
use  it  than  Grant's.  Will  it  not  be  well  to  have  this  examined? 
Colonel  Sawtelle  is  now  looking  for  a  dredge  boat,  and  will  send  it  as 
soon  as  a  suitable  one  can  be  found. 

I  send  you  a  telegram  *  which  has  rust  reached  me.  I  have  no  doubt 
it  is  correct  in  its  main  features.  If  I  should  get  anything  more  before 
the  boat  leaves  I  will  send  it.  Please  let  me  know  when  1  can  do  any- 
thing that  will  serve  you  in  any  way. 

We  have  about  30,000  tons  of  anthracite  and  250,000  bushels  of 
bituminous  coal,  and  can  spare  you  what  you  may  need  until  your  own 
supplies  come  on.  Two  light-draft  boats  will  be  sent  over  to  General 
Granger  for  service  in  the  Bay.

Dear  General:  I  received  your  kind  letter  by  the  mail  boat,  and 
learn  with  great  pleasure  that  Atlanta  is  at  last  taken;  but  I  can  not 
believe  it  until  I  get  a  good  acknowledgment  by  the  enemy  that 
they  have  been  whipped  and  show  their  tribulation  for  Mobile  and 
Savannah. 

I  intend  visiting  Mobile  city  to-day  outside  the  obstructions.  I 
shall  take  Granger  along  with  me,  so  as  to  have  a  perfect  understand- 
ing of  all  the  forces,  naval  and  military.  I  shall  take  up  a  couple  of 
monitors  by  way  of  making  a  reconnoissance  in  force. 

As  to  Grant's  Pass,  the  Rose  brought  through  to-day  9  feet  at  high 
tide    Pass  aux  Herons  can  only  bring  through  4  J.     I  really  do  not 
think  there  will  be  any  necessity  for  a  dredge,  as  there  is  more  water  in 
the  pass  than  I  found  outside  m  the  sound. 
Your  boat  came  through  all  safe  to-day. 

I  continue  to  amuse  the  fort  [Morgan]  with  a  shell  every  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes,  night  and  day.

Through  the 
rebel  papers  we  learn  that  Forts  Gaines  and  Powell  were  captured  and 
destroyed.  I  have  seen  nothing  to  indicate  that  either  Fort  Morgan 
or  Mobile  had  been  taken,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  hope  that  the  fleet 
or  Granger's  command  will  be  able  to  open  up  the  Alabama  River. 
Your  dispatch  *  will  be  sent  to  General  Grant  for  his  reply.f

Captain:  I  propose  going  up  the  bay  to-day  to  look  at  the  obstruc- 
tions and  defenses  of  Mobile,  and  wish  you  to  look  after  the  work  of 
the  fleet  in  my  absence. 

Lieutenant  Tyson  is  working  with  the  Army  engineers  on  shore, 
planning  a  battery  of  four  IX-mch  guns  to  assist  in  the  reduction  of 
Fort  Morgan. 

The  monitor  Manhattan  and  ram  Tennessee  will  be  here  to  assist 
the  army  in  bombarding  it;  necessarily  I  shall  take  the  other  two  up 
with  me. 

I  will  not  send  the  mail  to  New  Orleans  until  to-morrow,  as  I  under- 
stand there  is  no  boat  to  take  the  mail  for  some  days  yet.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  yesterday  I 
made  a  reconnoissance  in  the  Metacomet,  accompanied  by  the  Selma, 
several  gunboats  and  light-draft  ironclads,  in  the  vicinity  of  Mobile, 
approaching  within  3£  miles  of  the  city.

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We  discovered  that  the  rebels  had  sunk  the  Nashville,  the  vessel 
intended  for  an  ironclad,  across  the  channel,  completely  obstructing 
it,  with  the  addition  of  a  row  of  piles  guarded  by  forts. 

Until  these  obstructions  can  be  removed  there  will  be  no  possibility 
of  our  reaching  Mobile  with  any  of  our  light-draf  t  vessels.

Hon.  G.  V.  Fox:  The  following  is  from  the  Richmond  Sentinel  of 
the  17th: 

Mobile,  August  15.— This  evening  two  monitors  and  five  gunboats  crossed  Dog  River  Bar, 
and,  coming  up  to  within  2  miles  of  the  obstructions,  opened  fire  for  three  hours  on  our  bat- 
teries and  gunboats,  doing  no  damage.  One  of  our  gunboats  replied  handsomely.  Our 
batteries  were  silent  at  sunset.    The  enemy  hauled  off . 

A  special  dispatch  to  the  Register  from  Ox  Pond  [Oxford,  Miss.?]  on  the  14th  says: 
Chalmers  dashec  into  Abbeville  and  whipped  the  enemy,  capturing  25  prisoners,  and  then 
fell  back  4  miles,  when  the  enemy  attacked  him  and  were  repulsed.  Our  loss  was  5  killed 
and  25  wounded.  The  enemy  lost  50  killed,  250  wounded,  and  40  prisoners.  Firing  was 
heard  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan  this  morning.

New  Orleans,  La.,  August  17,  186 4 — S  p.  m. 
(Received  9  a.  m.  26th.) 
I  returned  from  Mobile  Bay  on  the  morning  of  the  13th.  The  com- 
munications with  the  fleet  are  fully  secured  by  the  occupation  of  Forts 
Gaines  and  Powell.  The  outworks  of  Fort  Morgan,  batteries  Gee  and 
Bragg,  were  abandoned  by  the  rebels  and  the  fort  closely  invested  by 
Granger's  forces.  Batteries  of  30-pounder  rifle  guns  have  been  estab- 
lished at  1,200  yards  and  of  mortars  at  500  yards  from  the  fort.  The 
troops  are  well  covered  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  and  very  few  casu- 
alties have  occurred.  Farragut  coincides  with  me  in  the  opinion  that 
it  will  be  unwise  to  make  any  direct  attempt  upon  Mobile  until  the 
cooperating  land  force  can  be  lareely  increased.  This  can  not  be  done 
now,  but  such  demonstrations  will  be  made  from  the  bay  and  from  the 
Mississippi  as  will  keep  up  the  state  of  uneasiness  now  felt  there  and 
operating  in  favor  of  General  Sherman.  General  E.  K.  Smith  has 
nearly  completed  the  reorganization  of  his  armjr.  Magruder  com- 
mands the  district  of  Arkansas;  Buckner  the  district  of  West  Louisi- 
ana, and  J.  G.  Walker  that  of  Texas.  His  force  has  been  consider- 
ably increased  by  conscripts.  The  forces  in  Texas  and  west  Louisi- 
ana are  moving  eastward  and  toward  the  Mississippi,  above  the  mouth 
of  Red  River.  The  transfer  of  General  A.  J.  Smith's  command  to 
Sherman's  front  makes  it  advisable  that  any  troops  that  can  be  spared 
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from  the  main  operations  should  be  concentrated  at  Memphis,  with  the 
view  of  supporting  the  line  of  the  Arkansas,  as  I  can  not  now  safely 
draw  any  considerable  force  from  General  Washburn's  command.

Beport  of  Captain  XoAleiter,  Corpi  of  Engineers,  V.  B.  Army. 

Office  of  Chief  Engineeb, 

Military  Dist.  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  August  17,  1864. 

General:  Presuming  that  accounts  of  any  tests  applied  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  seacoast  fortifications  to  fulfill  their  objects  interest  you. 
I  will  give  you  a  brief  one  of  the  passage  of  Fort  Morgan  by  Admiral 
Farragut  on  the  5th  instant. 

The  armament  of  the  fort,  according  to  our  best  information,  con- 
sists of  X-inch  columbiads  and  7-inch  Brooke  rifles,  bearing  upon  the 
water;  some  of  the  land  g  ins  are  probably  lighter.  There  appears  to 
be  a  good  provision  of  traverses  on  the  terreplein.  The  rebels  have 
added  a  battery  of  ten  or  twelve  guns  of  the  above-named  calibers  out- 
side the  fort  proper,  placing  it  upon  the  beach  in  front  of  the  curtain, 
which  bears  directly  across  the  channel  (nearly  west).  Another  bat- 
tery of  nearly  the  same  strength  they  have  placed  on  the  beach  farther 
to  the  north,  and  apparently  in  front  of  the  curtain,  which  bears  upon 
(enfilades)  the  channel  after  it  changes  its  course  to  nearly  northwest. 
The  inference  can  be  fairly  drawn  that  on  these,  the  two  strongest 
water  fronts,  and  the  only  ones  originally  designed  to  mount  guns  in 
casemate,  the  casemates  have  been  closecf  or  masked,  since  the  embra- 
sures were  not  high  enough  to  clear  the  guns  mounted  on  the  beach  in 
front,  as  above  described.  The  information  we  have  corroborates 
this  inference.  I  regret  that  I  can  not  state  the  precise  number  and 
caliber  of  guns  bearing  upon  the  different  portions  of  the  channel. 
The  number  on  the  two  principal  water  fronts  is  probably  about 
thirty  each  of  the  above-named  calibers,  and  on  the  front,  looking  on 
the  cnannel  approach,  about  fifteen,  all  7-inch  rifles. 

The  entire  fleet  off  Mobile  consisted  of  4  monitors  and  26 
wooden  ships.  Of  these,  all  but  12  wooden  ships  started  for  the 
bay.  These  12  were  left  for  the  purpose  of  blockade  and  external 
cooperation.  My  sketch  herewith  will  give  you  very  clearly  the 
admiral's  dispositions  for  the  passage,  which  were  ingenious  and 
strategic.  The  object  in  lashing  by  twos  was  to  diminish  the  chance 
of  sinking  or  abandonment,  one  of  a  couple  being  struck,  for  example, 
so  as  to  sink  her,  the  other  would  float  her  up;  or,  if  her  machinery- 
were  disabled,  her  consort  would  take  her  through.  The  intervals 
were  determined  (for  the  wooden  ships)  by  the  consideration  that  as 
one  couple  turned  at  B  (see  sketch),  upon  the  new  course,  so  as  to  be 
exposed  to  the  raking  fire  of  the  fort,  the  next  succeeding  couple  would 
be  throwing  its  broadsides  of  grape  and  canister  into  the  raking  bat- 
teries. In  lashing  a  side-wheel  with  a  screw,  accidents  from  the  foul- 
ing of  the  latter  by  ropes,  nets,  etc.,  were  avoided,  since  the  side-wheel, 
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not  easily  fouled,  could  carry  its  consort  through.  The  total  broad- 
side of  the  passing  fleet  available  against  the  fort  was  about  75  guns. 
The  monitors  could  use  their  guns  during  the  approach.  The  Brook- 
lyn had  4  bow  guns  and  the  other  wooden  ships  one  or  two  bow  guns 
each,  giving  a  total  fire  of  about  30  guns  available  against  the  fort 
from  the  fleet  during  its  approach.  The  night  and  morning  were  all 
that  could  be  expected  or  noped  for.  A  tolerably  stiff  breeze  from  the 
west  blew  directly  in  the  face  of  the  fort.  Many  a  heart  on  our  side 
sent  up  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  that  breeze,  and  doubtless  many  a 
rebel  neart  was  filled  with  curses  upon  it.  It  may  be  remarked  that 
the  fleets  can  generally  choose  their  times  for  forcing  harbor  entrances. 
That  the  breeze  of  that  morning,  carrying  as  it  did  the  smoke  of  our 
broadsides  directly  into  the  eyes  of  the  fort,  impaired  materially  the 
efficiency  of  its  fire  at  close  quarters,  and  accounted  to  a  great  extent 
for  the  remarkably  small  amount  of  damage  received  by  the  fleet  can 
not  admit  of  a  question. 

The  first  order  of  battle  was  formed  before  dawn.  The  second  and 
third,  successively,  between  dawn  and  sunrise,  and  at  sunrise  the  fleet 
was  passing  Sand  Island,  as  laid  down  in  my  sketch.  The  Tecumseh  and 
Manhattan  had  orders  to  deliver  one  round  upon  the  water  batteries 
and  then  make  for  and  engage  the  ram  Tennessee.  The  others  were  all 
to  deliver  as  many  broadsides  as  they  could  while  passing,  using  grape 
and  canister  freely,  and  then  to  engage  the  rebel  fleet  generally.  Tne 
leading  couple  of  wooden  ships  (Brooklyn  and  consort)  reached  a  point 
at  2\  miles  from  the  fort.  The  latter  opened  fire  and  fired  steadily 
from  about  15  guns,  as  nearly  as  I  could  make  out,  as  long  as  these 
guns  had  anything  in  their  field.  I  watched  narrowly,  but  did  not 
see  a  single  shot  take  effect.  The  admiral  afterwards  informed  me 
that  none  of  his  ships  received  any  damage  whatever  from  this  enfi- 
lading fire.  This  seems  remarkable  in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  rebels 
had  practiced  a  great  deal  with  these  same  guns  upon  this  same 
approach  during  tne  year  and  a  half  preceding,  often  throwing  shot 
beyond  Sand  Island.  My  confidence  in  enfilading  views  of  channel 
approaches  was  somewhat  shaken.  The  inaccuracy  may  have  been  in 
part  due  to  the  wind  across  the  field  of  fire.  The  gallant  little  Tecum- 
seh moved  steadily  forward,  delivered  its  fire  directly  into  the  first 
shore  battery,  and  proceeded  onward,  not  feeling  the  terrific  fire  aimed 
at  her,  in  quest  of  the  Tennessee.  We  were  beginning  to  ask  what  had 
become  of  the  boasted  torpedoes  w~hen  she  went  down  at  the  point  A 
(see  sketch),  instantaneously,  like  a  lead,  her  bottom  stove  in  by  a 
torpedo.  The  Manhattan  passed  unhurt.  The  Winnebago  and 
Chickasaw,  on  getting  abreast  of  the  fort  nearly  sheared  in,  forming  a 
second  line,  and  opened  an  enfilading  fire  on  the  shore  batteries. 
Arrived  within  half  a  mile  of  the  fort,  the  wooden  vessels,  which  had 
hitherto  approached  with  screws  alone,  set  their  paddle-wheels  in 
motion  and  crowded  all  speed.  The  sinking  of  the  Tecumseh  scarcely 
checked  them.  They  rode  gallantly  by,  delivering  their  fire  as  per 
programme.  When  about  half  the  wooden  vessels  had  passed,  the 
Winnebago  and  Chickasaw  moved  on,  and  by  about  7  o'clock  the  whole 
fleet,  except  Tecumseh,  was  safely  beyond  the  range  of  the  fort's  guns. 
The  only  ship  that  suffered  by  the  raking  fire  of  the  fort  after  the 
change  of  course  at  B  (see  sketch)  was  the  screw  ship  Oneida,  of  the 
last  couple.  She  was  raked  fore  and  aft  and  had  her  boilers  punctured. 
This  result  was  undoubtely  due  to  the  admiral's  tactics  above  alluded 
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to.  I  confess  my  faith  in  enfilading  views  of  channels  has  received 
another  shock.  Fleets  can  generally  choose  their  own  tactics  in  run- 
ning by  batteries.  At  one  time  when  our  fleet  was  in  such  a  position 
as  to  bring  itself,  the  fort,  and  the  rebel  fleet  nearly  all  simultaneously 
into  action,  the  cannonading  from  so  many  heavy  guns  was  terrific 
and  grand  almost  beyond  conception. 

The  fleet  being  inside,  the  coupled  ships  were  immediately  unlashed, 
when  the  ram  Tennessee  came  up  and  the  final  engagement  with  her 
commenced.  This  the  admiral  describes  as  having  oeen  "terrific," 
adding  that  his  "  ships  suffered  more  from  this  engagement  than  in 
passing  the  fort."  All  our  fleet  that  could  get  at  her  attacked.  She 
was  rammed  six  or  eight  times  fairly,  at  good  speed,  by  our  heaviest 
ships  without  effect.  Whole  broadsides  of  IX-inch  and  Xl-inch  shot 
were  thrown  upon  her,  producing  no  apparent  injury,  except  the  bend- 
ing of  some  of  her  port  shutters  (made  to  slide  up  and  down  outside) 
and  carrying  away  ner  smokestack.  Finally  her  commander,  Admiral 
Buchanan,  was  wounded,  her  rudder  chains  carried  away,  and  she  was 
struck  by  one  of  the  Manhattan's  XV-inch  shot  fairly,  at  very  short 
ranee  (tne  only  one  that  hit  her  of  this  caliber),  when  she  surrendered 
at  about  8  a.  m.  after  a  fight  of  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour.  The 
XV-inch  shot  perforated  the  6-inch  outside  plating  and  drove  in  the 
timber  backing  and  1-inch  plating  (lining),  but  the  shot  itself  re- 
bounded into  tne  water.  She  got  a  Xl-inch  shot  obliquely  through 
her  sternpost  from  the  monitor  Chickasaw.  The  Selma  (gunboat) 
was  also  captured,  the  Gaines  disabled  and  run  aground,  sinking  under 
the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan.     The  gunboat  Morgan  escaped  to  Mobile. 

I  enclose  a  rough  sketch  of  the  Tennessee  as  she  appeared  to  me  at 
50  yards  from  on  board  the  Hartford.  I  did  not  get  an  opportunity  to 
go  on  board  of  her.  Both  she  and  the  Selma  are  agam  in  fighting 
order  and  will  participate  in  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Morgan. 

As  soon  as  I  can  prepare  reports  of  siege  operations  at  Forts  Gaines 
(now  in  our  possession)  and  Morgan  (now  invested  by  land  and  sea), 
will  forward  them.

In  the  field,  near  Atlanta,  August  17,  1864. 
^  Dispatch  of  6th  received.  Convey  to  Admiral  Farragut  my  admira- 
tion of  the  bold  and  successful  passage  of  the  Mobile  forts.  I  am 
familiar  with  Fort  Morgan  and  would  advise  that  a  single  gunboat  lay 
above  Pilot  Cove  and  prevent  supplies  going  to  Fort  Morgan,  and  time 
will  work  its  fall.  To  reduce  Mobile.  I  would  pass  a  force  up  the  Ten- 
sas and  across  to  old  Fort  Stoddara  and  operate  in  the  direction  of 
Citronelle.  The  Mobile  and  Ohio  road  broken  and  the  river  occupied, 
Mobile  would  be  untenable  to  the  rebels.  If  possible,  the  Alabama 
River  should  be  possessed  by  us  in  connection  with  my  movement.     I 
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could  easily  open  communication  with  Montgomery,  but  I  doubt  if  you 
will  have  troops  enough  till  the  September  draft.  I  am  pressing 
Atlanta  hard,  but  don't  want  Kirbv  Smith  here.  I  can  beat  Hood  in 
the  open  field,  but  not  intrenched.  I  have  repeatedly  disabled  his 
roads,  but  he  manages  to  patch  them  up.

Statement  of  Private  Richard  Solis,  Company  D,  Fifteenth  Confed- 
erate Cavalry,  a  most  efficient  and  important  rebel  scout,  who  knows 
the  neighboring  country  better  than  any  other  man: 

He  was  sent  bv  Colonel  (now  General)  Harry  Maury,  commanding 
at  Pollard,  Tuesday  morning,  the  16th  instant,  with  five  mounted  men 
to  Pensacola  to  reconnoiter  and  ascertain  all  our  movements  and 
designs.  Leaving  his  men  5  miles  above  Pensacola.  he  entered  the 
town  yesterday,  the  17th,  at  noon,  and  gave  himself  up  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  guard  ship,  bark  Arthur,  off  Pensacola.  He 
left  Mobile  on  Thursday  noon,  the  1 5th.  There  was  at  that  time  a  force 
of  about  8,000  or  9,000  men,  mostly  conscripts,  boys  and  old  men, 
enlisted  and  armed  as  infantry,  but  ordered  for  duty  as  heavy  artillery 
on  the  fortifications  around  the  city.  They  are  constructing  new 
obstructions  in  the  bay,  starting  at  the  lower  part  of  the  city  above 
Choctaw  Point,  and  bringing  them  in  half-circle  up  in  the  direction  of 
Tensas  River,  placing  new  batteries  behind  them  in  the  marshy  grounds. 
They  have  also  two  new  batteries  above  the  forking  of  the  Apalachee 
and  JBlakely  rivers,  placed  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  One  battery  with 
seven  guns  and  the  other  with  five,  one  32-pounder  rifled  gun  on  each 
of  them.  It  takes  one  hour  to  run  with  steam  from  the  new  batteries 
to  the  Tensas  railroad  station,  where  350  of  a  Mississippi  infantry  and 
100  militia  are  stationed,  Colonel  Withers  commanding.  Along  the 
railroad  to  Pollard  every  trestlework  is  well  guarded.  At  Pollard 
General  Harry  Maury  is  in  command,  with  2,000  troops  at  his  disposal. 
General  Maury  stated  that  he  had  eight  pieces  of  artillery,  but  Solis 
does  not  believe  he  has  more  than  four. 

His  advance  guard,  400  to  500  strong,  all  cavalry,  in  command  of 
Major  [Robert  H.]  Partridge,  is  encamped  this  side  Silver  Spring, 
with  commissary  stores  at  Widow  Lawson's  place  and  at  Pine  BawM* 
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Bridge.  The  companies  from  Camps  Withers  and  Powell  have  been 
withdrawn  to  Perdido  Mill  (Holman's  Place),  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Perdido,  and  part  of  them  have  crossed  to  and  reported  at  Pine  Barren 
Bridge.  He  heard  that  two  militia  companies  had  left  Mobile  for 
Blakely ;,  but  he  is  not  positive  of  their  being  there. 

At  Milton  there  is  one  company  of  cavahy ,  scoutingdown  the  Black- 
water  River,  [Fla.].  Torpedos  are  placed  in  the  Escambia  River, 
from  Cotton  Ferry  upward,  over  one  hundred  in  number,  and  in  the 
Blackwater  River  below  and  above  Milton.  The  torpedoes  were 
made  at  Mobile. 

General  Page,  in  command  at  Fort  Morgan,  reported  to  General 
Dabney  H.  Maury  that  he  would  hold  the  fort  to  the  last  man,  and 
that  it  was  not  with  his  consent  that  Fort  Powell  was  evacuated  and 
Fort  Gaines  surrendered.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Williams,  Twenty-first 
Alabama  Infantry,  late  commander  at  Fort  Powell,  is  under  arrest  for 
evacuating  the  forts.

Tour  dispatch  of  the  14th  has  been  received.  Immediately  after 
you  advisea  me  that  A.  J.  Smith  had  been  ordered  to  join  Sherman  I 
went  to  Mobile  Bay  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  Admiral  Farra- 
gut.  The  immediate  operations  at  that  place  will  be  limited  to  the 
reduction  of  the  forts  and  the  control  of  the  bay  and  such  demonstra- 
tions as  will  serve  as  a  diversion  in  favor  of  General  Sherman's  opera- 
tions. No  direct  attack  will  be  made  upon  Mobile  until  we  have  a 
larger  land  force  than  can  [now]  be  spared.

Report  of  Bear-Admiral  Farragnt,  U.  8.  Bavy,  announcing  fho  surrender  of  Fort  Morgan. 

No.  366.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  2S,  I864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  on  the  evening 
of  the  2 1st  instant  General  Granger  informed  me  that  his  batteries 
would  be  ready  to  open  on  Fort  Morgan  at  daylight  the  next  morning. 
I  accordingly  gave  directions  for  the  monitors  and  the  vessels  witn 
suitable  guns  to  move  up  and  be  ready  to  open  upon  it  with  the  army. 

I  had  previously  landed  four  IX-inch  guns  ana  placed  them  in  bat- 
tery under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  H.  B.  Tyson,  of  the  Hartford, 
and  manned  them  with  crews  taken  from  the  Hartford,  Brooklyn, 
Richmond,  and  Lackawanna.  They  did  good  service  in  conjunction 
with  the  batteries  of  the  army. 

At  davlight  on  the  22d  the  bombardment  began  from  the  shore  bat- 
teries, the  monitors  and  ships  inside  the  bay  and  outside,  and  a  more 
magnificent  fire  I  think  has  rarely  been  kept  up  for  twenty-four  hours. 

At  8 :  30  p.  m.  the  citadel  took  fire  and  the  general  ordered  the  near 
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batteries  to  redouble  their  fire.     At  6  this  morning  an  explosion  took 

flace  in  the  fort,  and  at  6 :  30  the  white  flag  was  displayea  on  the  fort, 
immediately  sent  Fleet  Captain  Drayton  to  meet  General  Granger  to 
arrange  the  terms  for  the  surrender  of  the  fort.  These  were  that  the 
fort,  its  garrison,  and  all  public  property  should  be  surrendered  uncon- 
ditionally at  2  o'clock  to-day  to  the  Army  and  Navy  forces  of  the 
United  States.  These  terms  were  agreed  to  by  Brigadier-General 
Richard  L.  Page  (formerly  a  commander  in  the  Navy). 
I  shall  send  the  garrison,  officers  and  men,  at  once  to  New  Orleans.

Supplementary  report  of  Bear-Admiral  Parragnt,  U.  B.  Navy,  regarding  the  surrender  of 
Fort  Morgan  and  transmitting  correspondence  relative  to  terms  of  oapitnlation. 

No.  368.]  Flagship  Hartfobd, 

Mobile  Bay,  August  25,  1864. 

Sir:  I  had  the  honor  in  my  disp&tch  No.  366  to  report  to  the 
Department  that  Fort  Morgan  nad  surrendered  on  the  23d  instant  to 
the  Army  and  Navy,  though  at  the  time  that  dispatch  was  written 
and  mailed  the  ceremony  of  surrender  had  not  actually  taken  place. 

The  correspondence  preliminary  to  that  event  is  herewith  for- 
warded (marked  Nos.  1,  2, 3,  and  4),  and  the  Department  will  perceive 
that  the  terms  of  capitulation  were  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Fort 
Gaines.  General  Page  endeavored  to  obtain  more  favorable  terms, 
but  without  success. 

I  regret  to  state  that  after  the  assembling  of  the  rebel  officers  at 
the  appointed  hour,  2  p.  m.,  for  the  surrender  outside  the  fort,  it  was 
discovered  on  an  examination  of  the  interior  that  most  of  the  guns 
were  spiked,  many  of  the  gun  carriages  wantonly  injured,  and  arms, 
ammunition,  and  provisions,  etc.,  destroyed,  and  that  there  was 
every  reason  to  believe  that  this  had  been  done  after  the  white  flag 
had  been  raised. 

It  was  also  discovered  that  General  Page  and  several  of  his  officers 
had  no  swords  to  deliver  up,  and,  further,  that  some  of  those  which 
were  surrendered  had  been  oroken. 

The  whole  conduct  of  the  officers  of  Fort  Gaines  and  Fort  Morgan 
presents  such  a  striking  contrast  in  moral  principle  that  I  can  not  fail 
to  remark  upon  it.  Colonel  Anderson,  who  commanded  the  former, 
finding  himself  in  a  position  perfectly  untenable,  and  encumbered 
with  a  superfluous  number  of  conscripts,  many  of  whom  were  mere 
boys,  determined  to  surrender  a  fort  which  he  could  not  defend,  and 
in  this  determination  was  supported  by  all  his  officers  save  one,  but 
from  the  moment  he  hoisted  the  white  flag  he  scrupulously  kept 
everything  intact,  and  in  that  condition  delivered  it  over,  whilst 
General  Page  and  his  officers,  with  a  childish  spitefulness,  destroyed 
the  guns  which  they  had  said  they  would  defend  to  the  last,  but  which 
they  never  defended  at  all,  and  threw  away  or  broke  those  weapons 
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which  they  had  not  the  manliness  to  use  against  their  enemies,  for 
Fort  Morgan  never  fired  a  gun  after  the  commencement  of  the  bom- 
bardment, and  the  advanced  pickets  of  our  army  were  actually  on 
its  glacis. 

As  before  stated,  the  ceremony  of  surrender  took  place  at  2  p.  m., 
and  that  same  afternoon  all  the  garrison  were  sent  to  New  Orleans 
in  the  U.  S.  steamers  Tennessee  and  Bienville,  where  they  arrived 
safely.

U.  S.  S.  Manhattan, 
Mobile  Bay,  August  26,  I864. 

Sib:  This  ship  has  taken  the  following  part  in  the  bombardment  of 
Fort  Morgan,  viz: 

August  9. — I  engaged  the  fort  at  a  distance  of  1,300  yards  from 
10:30  a.  m.  until  1  p.  m.,  firing  15  XV-inch  shell.  The  fort  returned 
fire  and  struck  this  vessel  once,  on  base  of  smokestack,  making  an 
indentation  of  about  one  inch  and  breaking  three  boltheads.  No 
person  injured. 

August  IS. — Engaged,  about  1,400  yards  distant,  from  7  p.  m.  until 
9  p.  m. ;  fort  did  not  reply;  fired  8  XV-inch  shell. 

August  14. — Engaged,  1,200  yards,  from  2  a.  m.  to  4  a.  m.,  firing  6 
XV-inch  shell ;  fort  did  not  reply. 

August  IB. — Engaged  at  1,200  yards  from  2  a.  m.  until  5  a.  m.; 
fired  14  XV-inch  shell;  fort  did  not  reply.  On  same  day  at  same  dis- 
tance engaged  from  7  p.  m.  until  10:30  p.  m.;  fired  8  XV-inch  shell; 
fort  returned  fire,  one  shell  bursting  over  the  deck  and  breaking  fluke 
of  small  kedge  anchor;  no  other  damage. 

August  19. — Engaged  at  1,200  yards  and  fired  6  XV-inch  shell;  fort 
did  not  reply. 

August  22. — Engaged  fort  at  5  a.  m.,  gradually  lessening  distance 
from  1,200  to  1,000  yards,  firing  13  XV-inch  shell;  fort  did  not  reply; 
ceased  firing  at  7 :  15  a.  m.     On  same  day  opened  fire  again  at  10  a.  m. 
and  continued  until  11 :  30  a.  m.,  firing  12  XV-inch  shell,  fort  not  reply- 
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ing.     On  same  day  again  opened  fire  at  5: 15  p.  m.,  continuing  until 
7  p.  m.,  firing  18  AV-inch  shell,  fort  not  replying. 

At  daylight  on  the  23d  instant  we  dropped  down  to  about  1,000 
yards  distant,  but  when  about  to  open  fire  Fort  Morgan  hoisted  the 
white  flag.

Letter  from  Bear-Admiral  Farragnt,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Major-General  Canby,  U.  B.  Army,  re- 
garding the  eondnct  of  Brigadier-General  Page,  C.  B.  Army,  in  connection  with  the  inr- 
render  of  Fort  Morgan. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
'  Mobile  Bay,  August  26,  I864. 
General:  Believing  as  I  did  that  General  Page  was  one  of  those 
unfortunate  men  who  nad  been  induced  by  circumstances  to  join  the 
rebels  rather  than  by  inclination,  and  having  known  him  for  many 
years  in  his  community  as  a  man  of  respectable  standing  and  a  good 
officer  in  our  Navy,  I  was  much  disposed  to  intercede  f or  nim  in  order 
that  he  might  be  sent  North,  which  appeared  to  be  his  desire.  But 
since  I  Tiave  heard  of  the  wanton  destruction  of  the  public  property 
and  his  childish  behavior  in  denying  that  he  had  a  sword  to  deliver  up 
after  manifesting  his  submission  by  showing  the  white  flag  on  his  fort, 
I  have  determined  to  say  nothing  on  the  subject,  but  to  leave  it  to 
yourself  to  say  how  he  shall  be  disposed  of.  Much  indignation,  I 
understand,  was  manifested  by  the  garrison  at  Fort  Morgan  at  the  sur- 
render of  Fort  Gaines  by  Colonel  Anderson.  I  think  the  community 
will  render  a  very  different  judgment  when  the  facts  are  known.  As 
I  stated  to  the  nonorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Colonel  A.  found 
himself  in  a  small  fortification,  with  a  much  larger  garrison  (many  of 
them  being  boys)  than  could  be  sheltered  from  either  the  shot  or  shell 
of  our  ships  or  the  guns  of  our  army  and  perfectly  untenable,  as  was 
satisfactorily  proven  to  him  and  his  officers  by  one  of  our  shells  enter- 
ing his  casemate  and  killing  2  of  his  sick  men  and  wounding  several. 
He  therefore  very  wisely  determined,  in  order  to  save  a  wanton  sacri- 
fice of  life,  to  capitulate,  and  in  this  determination  was  supported  by  all 
his  officers  save  one.  On  the  other  hand,  General  Page,  commanding 
a  first-rate  work,  with  a  sufficient  force  to  maintain  it,  well  armed  ana 

I>rovisioned,  and  a  garrison  determined  like  himself  to  defend  it  to  the 
ast,  quietly  and  tamely  yielded  after  one  day's  bombardment,  that  of 
the  22d,  and  during  which  he  never  fired  a  smgle  gun,  as  all  the  firing 
previous  to  that  day  was  merely  occasional  shots,  apparently  to  obtain 
their  ranges  while  preparations  were  making  for  the  oombardment,  and 
then,  having  raised  the  white  flag  in  token  of  submission,  with  a  chival- 
rous spirit  of  resistance,  they  destroyed  everything  they  could  lay 
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their  hands  on,  spiked  the  guns,  sawed  the  gun  carriages,  and  broke 
their  swords  and  threw  them  away.  Colonel  A.,  however,  was  so  con- 
scientious that  he  would  not  permit  a  thing  to  be  touched  after  he  had 
made  an  offer  of  surrender,  and  everything  was  left  intact  after  that 
moment.  So  that  whether  Colonel  A.  was  to  blame  or  not  I  can  not 
conceive  that  General  P.  and  his  officers  are  the  proper  persons  to 
criticise  him.

Sir:  Your  dispatch  of  the  5th  instant,  stating  that  you  had  on  the 
morning  of  that  day  entered  Mobile  Bay,  passing  between  Forts  Mor- 
gan and  Gaines  and  encountering  and  overcoming  the  rebel  fleet,  I 
had  the  satisfaction  to  receive  this  day.  Some  preliminary  account  of 
your  operations  had  previously  reached  us  through  rebel  channels. 
Again  it  is  my  pleasure  and  my  duty  to  congratulate  you  and  your  brave 
associates  on  an  achievement  unequaled  in  our  service  by  any  other 
commander  and  only  surpassed  by  that  unparalleled  naval  triumph 
of  the  squadron  under  your  command  in  the  spring  of  1862,  whfcn.  pro- 
ceeding up  the  Mississippi,  3rou  passed  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip, 
and;  overcoming  all  obstructions,  captured  New  Orleans  and  restored 
unobstructed  navigation  to  the  commercial  emporium  of  the  great 
central  valley  of  the  Union. 

The  bay  of  Mobile  was  not  only  fortified  and  guarded  by  forts  and 
batteries  on  shore  and  by  submerged  obstructions,  but  the  rebels  had 
also  collected  there  a  formidable  fleet,  commanded  by  their  highest 
naval  officer,  a  former  captain  in  the  Union  Navy,  who,  false  to  the 
Government  and  the  Union,  had  deserted  his  country  in  the  hour  of 
peril  and  leveled  his  guns  against  the  flag  which  it  was  his  duty  to 
have  defended. 

The  possession  of  Mobile  Bay,  which  you  have  acquired,  will  close 
the  illicit  traffic  which  has  been  carried  on  by  running  the  blockade  in 
that  part  of  the  Gulf,  and  gives  point  and  value  to  the  success  you  have 
achieved. 

Great  results  in  war  are  seldom  obtained  without  great  risks,  and  it 
was  not  expected  that  the  possession  of  the  harbor  or  Mobile  would  be 
secured  without  disaster.  The  loss  of  the  gallant  Craven  and  his  brave 
companions,  with  the  Tecumseh  (a  vessel  that  was  invulnerable  to  the 
guns  of  Fort  Morgan),  by  a  concealed  torpedo,  was  a  casualty  against 
which  no  human  foresight  could  guard.  While  the  nation  awards 
cheerful  honors  to  the  living,  she  will  ever  hold  in  grateful  remem- 
brance the  memory  of  the  gallant  and  lamented  dead,  who  periled 
their  lives  for  their  country  and  died  in  her  cause. 
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To  you  and  the  brave  officers  and  sailors  of  your  squadron  who  par- 
ticipated in  this  great  achievement  the  Department  tenders  its  thanks 
and  those  of  the  Government  and  country.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  15th  ultimo,  in  which  you  are  pleased  to  express 
the  thanks  of  the  Department  and  the  Government  at  the  successful 
entrance  into  Mobile  Bay  by  the  fleet  under  my  command  and  the 
capture  and  destruction  of  the  ironclads  of  the  enemy 'under  the 
command  of  Admiral  Buchanan. 

He,  though  a  rebel  and  a  traitor  to  the  Government  that  had  raised 
and  educated  him,  had  always  been  considered  one  of  its  ablest 
officers,  and  no  one  knew  him  better  or  appreciated  his  capacity 
more  highly  than  myself,  and,  I  may  add,  felt  more  proud  or  over- 
coming him  in  such  a  contest,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  prove  to 
the  world  that  ramming  and  sinking  a  helpless  frigate  at  her  anchor 
is  a  very  different  affair  from  ramming  steamers  when  handled  by 
officers  of  good  capacity. 

In  this  engagement  tne  Tennessee  ran  at  our  entire  line  of  fourteen 
vessels  and  yet  never  succeeded  in  striking  one,  but  on  the  contrary 
she  was  herself  struck  in  succession  by  the  MononpaJiela,  the  Ladca- 
wanna,  the  Hartford,  and  the  Ossipee.  All  the  injuries  which  she 
inflicted  were  with  her  guns;  as  a  ram  she  did  us  no  harm  whatever. 

The  Department  will  please  accept  my  thanks  for  its  congratula- 
tory letter,     I  have  directed  it  to  be  read  at  muster  on  all  the  ships 
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in  my  squadron,  and  I  know  well  that  it  will  be  as  gratefully  appre-

which  put  us  in  possession  of  the  bay,  and  until  the  integrity  of  the 
Union  is  fully  vindicated  and  established,  closes  all  ocean  communi- 
cation with  the  city  of  Mobile.  In  the  success  which  has  attended 
your  operations  vou  have  illustrated  the  efficiency  and  irresistible 
power  of  a  naval  force  led  by  a  bold  and  vigorous  mind,  and  the 
insufficiency  of  any  batteries  to  prevent  the  passage  of  a  fleet  thus 
led  and  commanded.  You  have,  first  on  the  Mississippi  and  recently 
in  the  bay  of  Mobile,  demonstrated  what  had  been  previously  doubtea, 
the  ability  of  naval  vessels,  properly  manned  and  commanded,  to 
set  at  defiance  the  best  constructed  and  most  heavily  armed  fortifi- 
cations.

Greatest  breadth  of  beam  on  deck,  48  feet. 

Mean  average  draft  of  water,  about  14  feet. 

The  deck  is  covered  fore  and  aft  with  wrought-iron  plates  2  inches 
thick.  The  sides  of  the  vessel  are  protected  Dy  an  overhang,  spon- 
soned  and  covered  with  two  layers  of  2-inch  wrought  iron.  This 
overhang  extends  about  6  feet  below  the  water-line.  The  sides  of 
the  vessel  below  the  deck  are  believed  to  be  8  feet  thick,  and  the  dis- 
tance from  the  knuckle  or  the  outside  of  the  overhang  on  deck  to  the 
base  of  the  casemate  on  either  side  is  10  feet. 

The  vessel  is  provided  with  a  strong  beak  or  prow  which  projects 
about  2  feet  under  water,  formed  by  the  continuation  of  the  sponson- 
ing,  and  covered  with  wrought-iron  plates. 

Casemate. 

The  casemate  of  the  vessel  is  very  strongly  built.  It  is  78  feet  8 
inches  long  and  28  feet  9  inches  wide  inside,  the  sides  of  the  vessel 
extending  10  feet  from  it  on  either  side  at  the  greatest  breadth  of 
beam.  The  framing  consists  of  heavy  vellow  pine  beams  13  inches 
thick  and  placed  close  together  vertically.  Outside  planking  of  yel- 
low pine  5J  inches  thick,  laid  on  horizontally,  and  outside  of  this 
horizontal  planking  there  is  a  layer  of  oak  timber  4  inches  thick, 
bolted  on  vertically,  upon  which  the  iron  plating  is  secured.  The 
plating  or  armor  of  the  casemate  forward  is  6  inches  thick,  consisting 
of  three  2-inch  iron  plates  of  about  6  inches  wide,  each,  and  abaft  and 
on  the  sides  5  inches  thick,  consisting  of  two  2-inch  and  one  1-inch 
iron  plates  of  the  same  width. 

The  yellow-pine  framing  of  the  casemate  is  planked  over  inside 
with  2J-inch  oak  timber,  laid  on  diagonally.  The  whole  of  the  armor 
plating  is  fastened  with  through-bolts  lj-inch  diameter,  with  washers 
and  nuts  inside.  The  casemate  is  covered  on  top  with  wrought-iron 
gratings,  composed  of  bars  2  inches  thick  and  6  inches  wide,  laid  flat, 
and  supported  on  wooden  beams  12  inches  square  and  about  5  feet 
distant  from  each  other.  Some  of  these  gratings  are  hinged  and 
fitted  to  open  from  the  inside.  There  are  10  gun  ports  in  the  case- 
mate, two  in  broadside  on  either  side,  three  forward,  and  three  aft. 
The  forward  and  after  ports  to  port  and  starboard  are  placed  so  as  to 
enable  the  forward  and  after  pivot  guns  to  be  used  as  broadside  guns. 
The  directly  forward  and  after  ports  are  on  a  line  with  the  keel. 

The  ports  are  elongated  and  made  just  wide  enough  for  the  entrance 
of  the  muzzle  of  the  guns  in  training,  and  only  high  enough  to  allow 
a  moderate  elevation  and  depression  of  the  gun. 
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The  wooden  backing  is  cut  away  on  each  side  of  the  ports  inside  of 
the  casemate  to  allow  the  guns  to  be  trained  about  one  point  forward 
and  aft.  The  gun  ports  are  covered  with  wrought-iron  sliding  plates 
or  shutters  5  inches  thick;  those  for  the  four  broadside  guns  are  fitted 
in  slides.  The  sliding  plates  or  shutters  for  the  pivot  guns  are  pivoted 
on  the  edge  with  one  bolt  that  can  be  kjlocked  out,  detaching  the  shut- 
ter, if  necessary,  and  are  worked  by  a  combination  of  racks  and 
pinions. 

Armament. 

The  armament  of  the  Tennessee  consists  of  six  rifled  guns,  called 
by  the  rebels  "Brooke  rifles."  The  two  pivot  guns  are  7?-inch  bore, 
and  the  four  broadside  guns  are  6-inch  bore.  These  guns  are  rein- 
forced abaft  by  two  wrought-iron  bands  2  inches  thick,  respectively. 
Weight  of  projectiles,  95  pounds  and  110  pounds  solid  shot.  The 
pivot  guns  are  fitted  on  wooden  slides,  with  a  rack  let  into  them. 
On  an  arm  attached  to  the  carriage  there  is  a  pinion  for  running  out 
the  gun,  and  bj  raising  the  arm  the  rack  is  thrown  out  of  gear  to  allow 
the  gun  to  recoil. 

The  arrangements  for  working  the  battery  and  the  implements 
and  machinery  employed  appear  to  be  very  good. 

Quarters  for  officers  and  crew. 

The  cabin  is  large  and  comfortable  for  an  ironclad  vessel.  The 
wardroom  is  situated  immediately  over  the  engine  and  is  open  to  it, 
and  although  sufficiently  commodious,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  officers  or  others  to  preserve  their  health  or  to  live 
there  comfortably  for  any  considerable  length  of  time  in  the  absence  of 
a  better  and  more  perfect  ventilation  than  is  at  present  provided. 

The  charters  of  the  crew  are  excellent  and  exceedingly  comfortable 
for  an  ironclad  vessel  of  her  description.  These  quarters  consist  of  a 
roomy  berth  deck,  with  rooms  fitted  up  on  either  side  for  the  junior 
officers. 

The  berth  deck  communicates  with  the  casemate  by  means  of  a 
large  hatch,  and  is  provided  with  two  large  ventilators  through  the 
deck  outside  of  the  casemate. 

When  in  port  and  in  moderately  smooth  sea,  it  is  believed  that  the 
berth  deck  will  be  found  to  be  sufficiently  well  ventilated  to  insure  a 
reasonable  degree  of  comfort  to  the  crew;  but  when  the  ventilators  are 
unshipped  it  is  believed  that  the  one  blower  now  on  board  (and  which 
is  also  used  for  forcing  the  fires)  is  not  sufficient  to  produce  a  proper 
circulation  of  fresh  air. 

The  steering  arrangements  appear  to  be  very  defective,  and  the 
accommodations  for  the  pilot  and  helmsman  bad.  These  defects  can, 
however,  be  easily  remedied  and  at  a  small  cost. 

Machinery. 

The  machinery  of  the  vessel  consists  of  two  geared,  noncondensing 
engines.  Cylinders,  24  inches  diameter  and  7-foot  stroke,  with  poppet 
valves  arranged  as  is  the  usual  mode  on  board  of  western  river 
steamers. 

These  engines  were  taken  out  of  the  river  steamer  called  the  Alonzo 
Child.  They  are  placed  fore  and  aft  in  the  vessel,  geared  to  an  idler 
shaft  by  spur  gearing  with  wooden  teeth,  and  from  the  idler  shaft  to 
the  propeller  shaft  by  bevel  cast-iron  gear. 
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There  are  four  horizontal  flue  boilers,  24  feet  long,  placed  side  by 
side,  with  one  furnace  under  the  whole  of  them;  the  products  of  com- 
bustion, returning  through  the  flues,  are  delivered  into  one  smoke  pipe. 

The  engine  and  fire  rooms  are  insufferably  hot  and  very  badly 
ventilated. 

Injuries  received  in  the  action. 

The  injuries  to  the  casemate  of  the  Tennessee  from  shot  are  very  con- 
siderable. On  its  after  side  nearly  all  the  plating  is  started;  one  bolt 
driven  in;  several  nuts  knocked  off  inside;  gun  carriage  of  the  after 
pivot  gun  damaged,  and  the  steering  rod  or  chain  cut  near  that  gun. 
There  are  unmistakable  marks  on  the  after  part  of  the  casemate  of  not 
less  than  nine  Xl-inch  solid  shots  having  struck  within  the  space  of  a 
few  square  feet  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  that  port.  On  the  port 
side  or  the  casemate  the  armor  is  also  badly  damaged  from  shot.  On 
that  side,  nearly  amidships  of  the  casemate  and  between  the  two  broad- 
side guns,  a  XV-inch  solid  shot  knocked  a  hole  through  the  armor  and 
backing,  leaving  on  the  inside  an  undetached  mass  of  oak  and  pine 
splinters  about  3  by  4  feet,  and  projecting  inside  of  the  casemate  about 
2  feet  from  the  side.  This  is  the  only  shot  that  penetrated  the  wooden 
backing  of  the  casemate,  although  there  are  numerous  places  on  the 
inside  giving  evidence  of  the  effect  of  the  shot. 

There  are  visible  between  forty  and  fifty  indentations  and  marks  of 
shot  on  the  hull,  deck,  and  casemate,  varying  from  very  severe  to 
slight;  nine  of  the  deepest  indentations  on  the  after  part  of  the  case- 
mate (evidently  being  Xl-inch  shot),  and  the  marks  of  about  thirty  of 
other  calibers  on  different  parts  of  the  vessel.  There  are  also  a  few 
other  marks,  being,  however,  merely  scratches,  or  slight  indentations 
of  the  plating. 

The  smokestack  was  shot  away,  although  it  is  not  improbable  the 
heavy  ramming  by  the  MonongaJiela,  Lackawannay  and  Hartford  had 
previously  prepared  it  for  its  fall. 

Three  of  the  wrought-iron  port  shutters  or  slides  were  so  much  dam- 
aged by  shot  as  to  prevent  the  firing  of  the  guns. 

There  are  no  external  visible  marks  or  evidences  of  injury  inflicted 
upon  the  hull  of  the  Tennessee  by  the  severe  ramming  by  the  Monon- 
qahela,  Lackawanna,  and  Hartford;  but  inasmuch  as  the  decks  leak 
badly,  and  when  there  is  a  moderate  sea  running  in  the  bay  her 
reported  usual  leakage  of  3  inches  an  hour  being  now  increased  to  5  or 
6  inches  an  hour,  it  is  fairly  to  be  inferred  that  this  increased  leakage  was 
caused  by  the  concussion  of  the  vessels. 

The  Tennessee  is  in  a  state  to  do  good  service  now.  To  restore  her 
to  the  state  of  efficiency  in  which  she  was  when  she  went  into  the 
action  with  this  fleet  on  the  5th  instant  it  will  be  necessary  to  over- 
haul much  of  the  iron  {dating  on  the  port  and  after  sides  or  the  case- 
mate and  replace  some  of  it. 

The  iron  gun-port  slides  or  shutters  which  were  damaged  must  be 
either  removed  or  repaired. 

A  new  smokestack  is  required,  and  additional  ventilators  should  be 
fitted. 

Blowers  are  required  to  produce  proper  ventilation  in  the  engine 
room  and  on  the  berth  deck.     When  these  small  repairs  and  additions 
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shall  have  been  made,  the  ironclad  Tennessee  will  be  a  most  formi- 
dable vessel  for  harbor  and  river  service  and  for  operating  generally  in 
smooth  water,  both  offensively  and  defensively. 

The  original  of  this  report  is  accompanied  by  sectional  views  of  the 
Tennessee  and  a  sketch  snowing  the  effect  of  shot  on  the  outside.

shall  send  the  case  of  the  Tennessee  and  other  war  vessels  taken  in 
Mobile  Bay  to  the  prize  court  at  Boston. 

I  should  be  pleased  now  to  be  informed  by  the  Department  whether 
I  can  go  on  with  her  repairs  or  whether  the  Department  prefers  waiting 
awhile  to  see  the  result  of  present  operations  or  for  the  decision  of  the 
court. 

The  Department  will  comprehend  that  whilst  the  Tennessee  may 
endure  a  good  deal  of  hammering  by  shot  in  her  present  state,  to 
repair  her  will  cost  much  time  and  Tabor.

Beport  of  Brigadier-General  Page,  G.  8.  Army,  commanding  Fort  Morgan. 

Headquarters  Third  Brigade,  D.  G., 

Fort  Morgan,  August  6,  186 4. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  6  o'clock  yesterday 
morning  the  enemy's  fleet,  consisting  of  twenty-three  men  of  war,  of 
which  four  were  monitors,  moved  up  in  line  to  pass  this  fort,  the 
monitors  leading,  the  wooden  vessels  lashed  together  in  twos  follow- 
ing; the  sloops  of  war  and  larger  craft  on  the  inshore  side  protecting 
their  consorts,  which  could  convoy  them  in  should  they  be  seriously 
damaged. 

The  first  monitor,  Tecumseh,  single  turreted,  was  sunk  under  our 
guns,  immediately  abreast  the  fort.  She  went  down  rapidly;  only  a 
few,  who  were  picked  up  by  a  boat  from  the  enemy,  and  four,  who 
swam  ashore  and  are  now  in  our  hands,  were  saved  from  her  crew. 

The  wooden  gunboat  PMlippi,  attempting  to  pass  the  fort  alone 
after  the  fleet,  was  sunk  by  the  second  shot  and  being  run  ashore  was 
deserted  by  her  crew  and  afterwards  burned  by  a  boat  from  the  C.  S. 
gunboat  Morgan.  One  man  was  found  on  her  whose  legs  had  been  so 
shattered  that  he  died  while  the  officer  was  on  board.  He  was  thrown 
overboard. 
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The  spirit  displayed  by  this  garrison  was  fine,  the  guns  admirably 
served,  and  all  did  their  duty  nobly,  and  though  subjected  to  a  fire 
which,  for  the  time,  was  probably  as  severe  as  any  known  in  the  annals 
of  this  war,  our  casualties  were  slight.     I  enclose  a  list. 

Four  of  the  enemy's  fleet  turned  from  the  fire  they  would  have  to 
encounter  in  passing  and  assisted  other  vessels  in  an  enfilading  fire 
from  the  Gulf  side  during  the  action.  As  to  the  damage  inflicted  on 
those  which  succeeded  in  passing  I  can  not  speak  definitely;  shot  after 
shot  was  distinctly  seen  to  enter  the  wooden  ships,  but,  as  was  evident, 
their  machinery  being  protected  by  chains,  no  vital  blow  could  be 
given  them  there.     Their  loss  in  men,  I  am  assured,  was  very  great. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-one  projectiles  were  delivered  from  this 
fort  during  the  passage  of  the  fleet. 

Our  naval  forces  under  Admiral  Buchanan  fought  most  gallantly 
against  odds  before  unknown  to  history.

Mobile,  August  6. — Advices  from  Fort  Morgan  to-day  state  that  a 
Yankee  gunboat  laden  with  wounded  had  left  for  Mobile.  By  com- 
munication with  her  we  learn  that  Admiral  Buchanan's  wound  is 
doing  well  and  that  his  leg  may  be  saved.  On  board  the  Tennessee 
our  losses  were  2  killed  and  3  wounded ;  on  the  Selma  8  killed,  including 
Lieutenant  Comstock,  and  7  wounded;  and  on  the  Morgan  1  slightly 
wounded.  The  garrison  of  Fort  Morgan  is  in  fine  spirits.  Their  loss 
was  slight.  The  gunboat  Morgan  came  up  last  night;  also  the  crew  of 
the  Games.     The  enemy  lost  one  monitor  and  one  gunboat. 

In  Mobile  business  is  generally  suspended;  the  city  looks  like  a 
military  camp.  Three  gunboats  came  within  a  few  miles  of  Dog  River 
bar  yesterday  evening;  they  went  back.  The  enemy  have  merelj 
carried  our  outposts.

Have  been  ordered  to  place  ironclad  floating  battery,  which  was 
being  changed  into  a  very  strong  2-gun  battery,  in  its  present  unfin- 
ished condition  at  lower  obstructions  near  Choctaw  Spit.  Position  is 
very  isolated.  Completion  of  battery  is  rendered  difficult,  and  even  if 
completed  it  can  not  hold  out  long  against  an  attack  by  the  whole  of 
the  enemy's  fleet.  In  my  opinion  our  efforts  should  be  concentrated 
on  making  the  line  from  Kedoubt  No.  1  to  Battery  Mcintosh  as  strong 
as  possible,  and  on  this  line  my  limited  force  should  be  employed.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  evacuation  and  destruc- 
tion of  Fort  Powell  on  the  night  of  August  5. 

When  the  enemy's  fleet  passed  into  the  bay  the  garrison  consisted 
of  two  companies  of  Twenty-first  Alabama  Regiment  and  part  of  Cul- 
peper's  battery,  in  all  about  140  men.  Water  for  thirty  days  was  pro- 
tected from  the  enemy's  fire  in  the  bombproof,  and  other  stores  for  two 
months.  The  front  face  of  the  work  was  nearly  completed  and  in  a 
defensible  condition,  mounting  one  Vlll-inch  columbiad,  one  6.4-inch 
rifle,  and  two  7-inch  Brooke  guns.  The  face  looking  toward  Gaines 
and  Little  Dauphin  Island  was  half  finished.  The  parapet  was  nearly 
complete,  but  traverses  and  galleries  had  only  been  framed.  The  rear 
had  only  been  commenced.  Two  guns  were  mounted,  one  X-inch 
columbiad  and  one  7-inch  Brooke  rifle.  They  were  without  parapets 
and  exposed  from  the  platform  up.  This  part  of  the  fort  was  strewed 
with  large  quantity  of  lumber,  wnich  was  being  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  galleries,  magazines,  etc. 

During  the  morning  the  fort  was  shelled  from  five  gunboats  in  the 
sound  at  long  range.  The  fort  was  hit  five  times,  but  no  particular 
damage  was  done.  I  replied  with  the  four  guns  bearing  on  that  side, 
with  what  effect  is  not  mown.  About  2 :  30  p.  m.  one  of  the  enemy's 
monitors  came  up  within  700  yards  of  the  fort,  firing  rapidly  with  shell 
and  grape.  I  replied  from  the  7-inch  Brooke  gun  (razeed)  on  the 
south  angle.  It  was  protected  by  an  unfinished  traverse,  which,  how- 
ever, would  not  permit  it  to  be  depressed  sufficiently  for  ricochet 
firing.  The  gun  was  loaded  with  great  difficulty,  there  being  no  plat- 
form for  the  gunners  in  the  rear,  owing  to  which  and  the  delay  occa- 
sioned by  a  sponge  head  pulling  off  in  the  gun  I  succeeded  in  firing  but 
three  shots  from  it  while  the  ironclad  was  in  range.  One  shot  struck 
on  the  bow  with  no  apparent  effect.  The  ironclad's  fire  made  it  impos- 
sible to  man  the  two  guns  in  the  rear,  and  I  made  no  attempt  to  do  so. 
The  elevating  machine  of  the  X-inch  columbiad  was  broken  by  a  frag- 
ment of  shell.  A  shell  entered  one  of  the  sally  ports,  which  are  not 
traversed  in  the  rear,  passed  entirely  through  the  bombproof,  and 
buried  itself  in  the  opposite  wall.  Fortunately  it  did  not  explode. 
The  shells  exploding  in  the  face  of  the  work  displaced  the  sand  so  rap- 
idly that  I  was  convinced  unless  the  ironclad  was  driven  off  it 
would  explode  my  magazine  and  make  the  bomprobf  chambers  unten- 
able in  two  days  at  the  furthest.  To  drive  it  from  its  position  I 
believed  impossible  with  my  imperfect  work,  and  so  telegraphed  to 
Colonel  Anderson,  commanding  Fort  Gaines,  that  unless  I  could 
evacuate  I  would  be  compelled  to  surrender  within  forty-eight  hours. 
His  reply  was:  "Save  your  garrison  when  your  fort  is  no  longer  ten- 
able." At  the  time  his  dispatch  was  received  it  was  becoming  dark. 
The  fleet  had  not  moved  up  to  intercept  my  communication  with 
Cedar  Point.  I  could  not  expect  to  have  another  opportunity  to 
escape,  and  I  decided  promptly  that  it  would  be  better  to  save  my 
command  and  destroy  the  fort  than  to  allow  both  to  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  enemy,  as  they  certainly  would  have  done  in  two  days.  The 
tide  being  low,  I  marched  my  command  to  Cedar  Point  without  inter- 
ruption or  discovery.  In  one  narrow  channel  I  found  the  water  over- 
head, and  in  crossing  it  I  damaged  my  ammunition  and  lost  a  few 
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muskets  (a  special  report  of  which  will  be  made).  Lieutenant  Savage 
was  left  in  the  fort  with  orders  to  prepare  a  train  and  match  to  explode 
the  magazine  as  soon  as  he  discovered  that  I  had  grained  the  mainland. 
Lieutenant  Jeffers,  acting  ordnance  officer,  was  directed  to  spike  the 
guns  at  the  same  time.  The  fort  was  blown  at  10:30  p.  m.  Every 
man  was  brought  off  safely  to  Cedar  Point,  thence  to  the  city.

He  made  no  acknowledgment, 
though  I  fired  signal  guns  to  gain  his  attention  and  telegraphed  repeat- 
edly m  case  he  was  on  lookout,  but  unable  to  make  signal  "  Hold  on  to 
your  fort."  I  went  there  last  night  and  was  greatly  surprised  to  find 
Colonel  Anderson  absent  in  the  fleet,  making  terms  for  surrender.  I 
save  peremptory  orders  on  his  return,  if  the  enemy  did  not  return  with 
nim,  all  terms  were  annulled  and  he  was  relieved  from  command.  This 
morning  fired  signal  guns  and  telegraphed  same  effect.  No  reply.  At 
9:30  o'clock  enemy's  flag  hoisted  on  Fort  Gaines.  Colonel  Ander- 
son's conduct  inexplicable  and  disgraceful.  On  4th  I  visited  Gaines, 
encouraged  the  garrison,  and  found  good  feeling.

Page  repeatedly  telegraphed,  "Hold  on  to  your  fort. '  The  same 
night  visited  Fort  Gaines  and  f ound  Anderson  on  board  the  Yankee 
fleet  arranging  the  terms  of  capitulation.  He  left  peremptory  orders 
for  Anderson  on  his  returnSot  to  surrender  the  fort,  and  relieved  him 
of  his  command.  Fort  Morgan  signaled  this  morning,  but  no  answer 
was  received  except  the  hoisting  of  the  Yankee  flag  over  the  ramparts 
of  Fort  Gaines.

Report  of  Major-General  Maury,  C.  8.  Army,  commanding  Confederate  forces. 

Headquarters  District  op  the  Gulf, 

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  9,  186 J^. 
General:  While  at  Meridian  on  the  3d  instant  I  received  dispatches 
indicating  a  naval  and  land  attack  on  the  lower  forts.     On  the  4th 
instant  a  force  was  thrown  on  Dauphin  Island  estimated  at  2,000. 

On  Friday,  the  5th  instant,  the  enemy's  fleet  attacked  Fort  Morgan 
at  6:30  a.  m.  After  several  hours  bombardment  the  whole  fleet, 
except  one  large  monitor,  which  was  sunk  by  our  guns,  ran  by  the  fort 
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and  entered  the  bay.  They  numbered  fourteen  wooden  ships  and 
three  ironclads.  The  Tennessee  and  little  gunboats  Selma,  Gaines, 
and  Morgan  were  soon  overpowered.  The  conduct  of  the  admiral  in 
the  Tennessee,  and  of  the  Selma,  Captain  Peter  U.  Murphey,  is  spoken 
of  as  devotedly  gallant.  On  the  same  day  a  monitor  ran  close  up  to 
Fort  Powell  and  cannonaded  it  for  several  hours.  Five  gunboats  in 
Mississippi  Sound  bombarded  it  at  long  range.  No  serious  injury  was 
done  to  the  fort  besides  disabling  the  carriage  of  a  X-inch  gun.  No 
officer  or  man  was  wounded.  That  night  Lieutenant-ColonefWilliams 
(the  same  commander  who,  in  a  spirited  manner,  sustained  the  attack 
of  Farragut  some  months  ago)  evacuated  the  fort,  blew  it  up,  and 
brought  the  garrison  to  this  city.  Urgent  orders  were  sent  to  Oolonel 
C.  D.  Anderson,  Twenty-first  Alabama,  the  commander  of  Gaines,  to 
hold  his  fort  to  last  extremity.  He  surrendered  his  fort  with  about 
600  good  troops  in  it  on  yesterday  morning.  The  commander  and 
garrison  of  Fort  Morgan  evince  a  noble  spirit  of  resolution. 

Grant's  Pass  is  now  open  tor  transports  and  Mobile  may  be  attacked 
in  a  short  time.  Henceforth  the  place  must  always  be  held  ready 
for  attack.  There  are  an  unusual  number  of  women  and  children 
here.  They  will  not  go  away  until  the  shells  begin  to  fall,  when  it 
may  be  too  late.  There  is  six  months7  supply  of  victuals  here  for  a 
garrison.  The  ordnance  supplies  are  still  insufficient  for  siege.  The 
citizens,  employes,  reserves,  militia,  two  Louisiana  regiments  of  heavy 
artillery,  six  companies  of  cavalry,  and  a  battalion  of  men  selected 
from  companies  or  correction,  in  all  about  4,000,  now  man  the  works. 
A  regiment  of  reserves  and  about  300  artillerists  are  en  route.  Other 
reserves  are  under  orders  to  come  here,  say  1,000.  Last  night  I 
received  a  dispatch  from  my  most  intelligent  New  Orleans  corre- 
spondent stating  Canby's  force  at  3,000.  If  this  be  so,  no  immediate 
attack  upon  the  city  is  probable.  Forrest  telegraphs  me  that  the 
force  advancing  down  Mississippi  Central  road  is  about  15,000 
men.  It  has  forced  Chalmers  back  toward  Oxford.  Forrest  has 
about  7,000  veteran  cavalry.  I  have  ordered  Generals  Wirt  Adams 
and  Liddell  to  reinforce  him  if  possible.  They  may  send  him  1,000 
to  1,500  men,  and  the  State  reserves  and  militia  of  Mississippi  may 

five  him  1,500  more.     With  this  I  think  he  can  retard  and  perhaps 
efeat  the  enemy.     I  go  to  Meridian  this  evening.     No  tidings  yet 
of  General  Taylor  or  of  troops  crossing.

He  made  [no]  reply  to  repeated  orders  and  signals 
from  General  Page  to  hold  his  fort,  and  surrendered;  conditions  not 
known.  Serious  delays  and  mischief  occasioned  'by  depot  quarter- 
masters refusing  to  issue  necessary  supplies,  except  by  orders  from 
Richmond;  please  correct  it.

Report  of  Major-General  Maury,  C.  8.  Army,  regarding  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Powell  and 

surrender  of  Fort  Gaines. 

Hdqrs.  Department  of  Ala.,  Miss.,  &  East  La., 

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  12,  I864. 
My  Dear  Sir:  I  received  to-day  your  dispatch  enquiring  for  the 
particulars  concerning  the  surrender  of  Fort  Gaines.  I  have  answered 
as  to  the  main  points.  When  the  fleet  first  appeared  to  be  increas- 
ing before  Fort  Morgan,  I  was  in  Meridian,  the  headquarters  of  the 
department  to  which  I  had  recently  been  temporarily  assigned.     On 
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my  return  to  Mobile^  on  the  3d  instant,  I  found  that  in  consequence 
ot  the  appearance  of  a  land  force  off  Dauphin  Island  the  garrisons 
of  Fort  Gaines  and  Powell  had  been  increased  by  sending  some  local 
troops  (Pelham  Cadets),  marines,  reserves,  heavy  artillery,  in  fact 
almost  every  available  soldier  at  that  time  in  Mobile.  It" was  then 
believed  those  would  hold  out  against  any  attack  likely  to  be  made 
on  them,  and  it  was  hoped  the  fleet  would  not  enter  the  Day. 

lieutenant-Colonel  Williams,  of  Fort  Powell,  abandoned  and  blew 
up  his  works  without  having  a  man  injured,  nor  had  any  injury  been 
inflicted  on  any  part  of  his  fort.  He  reports  one  of  his  gun  carriages 
disabled,  and  one  gun  temporarily  out  or  use  by  careless  loading.  He 
had  under  his  bombproof  fully  thirty  days  water  and  two  months 
provisions.  He  had  hand  grenades,  revolvers,  muskets,  and  howitzers 
to  defend  his  fort  against  launches,  and  eight  heavy  guns  to  use 
against  the  ships.  The  fort  had  just  been  connected  by  telegraph 
with  Fort  Gaines  and  with  Mobile. 

On  the  morningof  the  5th  there  were  70  negroes  with  trenching 
tools  in  the  fort.  The  guns  on  the  east  face  of  the  work  were  mountea 
and*  in  fighting  order,  but  were  not  yet  covered  by  the  parapet,  and 
the  men  serving  them  would  have  been  exposed  as  are  sailors  on  an 
ordinary  man-of-war.  It  is  altogether  probable  that  a  faithful 
service  of  their  battery  for  half  an  hour  would  have  driven  off  or  sunk 
the  only  boat  attacking  its  eastern  face,  and  that  it  might  have  been 
held  long  enough  to  compel  the  fleet  to  put  to  sea,  or  at  least  to  enable 
Mobile  to  prepare  fully  for  land  attack. 

Fort  Games  was  garrisoned  by  six  companies  Twenty-first  Alabama 
Regiment,  two  companies  First  Alabama  Battalion,  40relham  Cadets, 
120  reserves,  and  about  40  marines;  in  all,  about  600  good  troops. 
The  fort  was  well  supplied  for  six  months.  The  three  A-inch  guns, 
temporarily  dismounted  during  the  bombardment  by  the  carelessness 
of  tne  cannoneers,  afterwards  remounted,  according  to  information 
just  received,  were  dismounted  during  the  bombardment.  Twenty 
guns  remained  in  good  order.  The  fort  was  uninjured  and  could  have 
long  withstood  attack.  The  enclosed  copy  of  General  Page's  dis- 
patch *  reveals  all  I  know  of  the  surrender. 

The  important  consequence  of  these  misfortunes  is  that  Mobile  is 
henceforth  liable  to  attack  without  warning,  and  must  always  be  ready 
for  siege.  I  have  heretofore,  as  you  know,  sent  from  here  troops  and 
supplies  to  other  points  which  seemed  more  important  or  more  immi- 
nently pressed.  Henceforth  I  must  collect  ana  hold  here  everything 
necessary  for  a  beleaguered  city.  The  heavy  armament  calls  for  a 
great  deal  of  ammunition.  The  outer  line,  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Powell, 
was  supplied  with  300  rounds  per  gun.  The  guns  near  the  city  have 
not  more  than  200.  The  total  number  of  men  now  under  arms  in  the 
whole  district  is  about  6,000,  about  1,000  of  whom  have  been  under 
fire,  and  a  large  portion  are  citizens  of  the  place.  The  city  has  prob-. 
ably  more  women  and  children  in  it  than  at  any  time  since  the  war 
began.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  within  telegram,  with  the 
remark  that  previous  to  leaving  Mobile  I  had  67  torpedoes  planted 
where  this  one  acted,  and  had  9  submarine  mortar  batteries  underway 
(3  completed)  to  close  the  main  channel,  such  as  the  enemy  report 
kept  them  out  of  Charleston,  they  being  unable  to  move  them.  But 
my  instructions  and  wishes  were  frustrated  after  1  left,  the  place  left 
open,  and  the  enemy  made  use  of  it.      .

Letter  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sheliha,  C.  8.  Army  Engineer,  to  Commander  Harrison, 
C.  8.  Navy,  responding  to  request  for  the  more  efficient  obstruction  of  Blakely  and  Apa- 
laohee  rivers. 

Engineer  Office,  District  of  the  Gulf, 

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  19,  I864. 
Captain:  Your  note  urging  the  more  efficient  obstructions  of 
Blakely  and  Apalachee  rivers  has  just  been  received.  In  answer,  I  beg 
leave  to  state  that  I  fully  share  your  opinion.  In  fact  I  am  so  thor- 
oughly convinced  of  all  you  say  that  I  am  bending  all  energy  toward 
strengthening  the  one  weak  pomt  in  our  defenses.  From  the  amount 
of  labor  done  by  the  engineers  during  the  course  of  last  week  you  will 
easily  be  convinced  of  the  earnestness  of  our  desire  to  render  the  two 
channels  impracticable  to  any  enemy,  however  active  or  energetic  and 
enterprising  he  may  be.  I  have  pointed  out  repeatedly  batteries 
Huger  and  Tracy  as  unreliable,  yet  my  frequent  and  urgent  appeals 
for  labor  have  never  been  heeded.  But  let  us  use  the  short  respite  the 
enemy  may  grant  us  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  and  above  all  let 
us  adopt  tne  view  that  vessels  drawing  8  or  9  feet  can  pass  the  bar.  I 
am  much  afraid  of  not  being  able  to  render  the  two  batteries  what  they 
ought  to  be.  They  are  faulty  in  location,  in  conception,  and  in  con- 
struction. It  is  not  possible  to  alter  them  now  materially,  yet  I  expect 
much  good  service  from  the  considerable  increase  of  heavy  armament 
we  have  been  able  to  give  them  of  late.  They  can  and  will  make  an 
obstinate  resistance,  and  I  do  not  think  that  any  of  the  enemy's  vessels 
will  live  long  under  their  fire.  Our  object,  then,  must  be  to  keep  the 
enemy  under  one.  Our  present  obstructions  will  not  do  it,  and  they 
do  need  immediate  strengthening.  *  *  *  I  have,  therefore, 
adopted  the  same  plan  which  was  proposed  for  the  obstruction  of  the 
channel  between  Fort  Morgan  ana  the  west  bank,  and  which  will,  I 
hope,  succeed  in  the  two  rivers,  as  there  is  but  one  current,  less  depth 
of  water,  better  bottom,  and  no  seaway.  The  top  of  these  sawyers  or 
chevaux-de-frise  will  be  strengthened  by  an  iron  cap,  on  which  a  tor- 
pedo may  be  fastened.     Lieutenant  Barrett  leaves  here  to-night  with 
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22  torpedoes.  I  think  it  will  be  well  to  place  them  just  opposite  Bat- 
tery Huger  in  the  Blakely  River  a  few  yards  below  the  piling,  leaving 
only  a  narrow  channel  for  our  communication  by  small  boats  with  Bay 
Minette.  A  party  of  50  axmen  will  leave  to-night.  Any  assistance 
you  may  deem  proper  to  give  us  hard-pushed  engineers  will  be  thank- 
fully reciprocated.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Barrett,  C.  8.  Army,  regarding  the  sinking  of  the  TT.  8.  8.  Teenmteh 

by  torpedo. 

Mobile,  August  20,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  general, 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant  the  enemy's  fleet,  consisting 
of  four  monitors  and .  about  sixteen  heavy  vessels  of  war,  steamed 
through  the  main  entrance  to  Mobile  Bay  under  a  heavy  fire  from 
Fort  Morgan  and  the  fleet.  By  the  course  they  took  running  in 
it  is  evident  they  were  well  informed  as  to  the  location  of  the  tor- 
pedoes we  had  planted,  as  they  kept  well  in  on  the  east  side  of  the 
channel  where  we  had  none,  that  part  being  left  open  by  orders  of 
the  Chief  of  Engineer  Department  for  our  steamers  to  pass  in  and  out. 
The  monitor  TecumseTi  not  keeping  as  far  to  the  eastward  as  the 
others,  struck  one  of  our  torpedoes  and  sunk  almost  instantly,  carry- 
ing down  with  her  all  of  her  officers  and  crew  but  six,  who  saved 
themselves  by  swimming  to  the  shore,  and  were  taken  prisoners  by 
the  garrison  at  Fort  Morgan.  From  their  account  and  from  eye- 
witnesses there  is  no  doubt  she  was  sunk  as  above  described. 
Her  bottom  must  have  been  almost  entirely  destroyed,  as  she  went 
down  in  less  than  twenty-five  seconds  after  the  explosion.  The  sink- 
ing of  this  monitor  demonstrates  the  fact  that  if  we  had  been  allowed 
to  plant  torpedoes  entirely  across  the  channel,  leaving  no  entrance 
for  vessels  to  pass  in  and  out,  or  even  if  we  had  extended  our  line  300. 

Jards  farther  to  the  eastward  very  few,  if  any,  of  their  vessels  would 
ave  got  through,  but  many  of  them,  no  doubt,  would  have  been 
sunk.  We  had  planted,  by  order  or  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sheliha, 
Chief  of  the  Engineer  Department,  twentv-three  torpedoes  in  the 
main  channel  between  the  two  buoys  and  thirteen  between  the  west 
buoy  and  the  line  of  spiling  opposite  the  water  battery  at  Fort  Mor- 

!jan.  This  left  an  open  channel  of  about  500  yards  between  our  east 
me  and  the  shore.  The  enemy  evidently,  by  observing  blockade 
steamers  running  in  (one  having  done  so  after  daylight  that  morning), 
were  well  informed  of  this  open  space  in  the  channel  free  from  tor- 
pedoes, as  they  steamed  in  tnrougn  it  from  200  to  300  yards  farther 
to  the  eastward  than  any  vessels  usually  do  in  coming  in  irom  the 
outer  bay.  Had  their  object  not  been  to  avoid  them,  they  certainly 
would  not  have  exposed  themselves  to  the  fire  of  Fort  Morgan  at 
such  short  range,  when,  by  keeping  farther  to  the  westward,  with 
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the  same  depth  of  water,  they  would  have  avoided  the  short  range 
of  its  guns  and  necessarily  the  accuracy  of  its  gunners.

Torpedoes  to  be  fired  by  electricity  would  not  have  interfered  with 
the  use  of  the  channel  by  our  ships.-  This  should  be  looked  to  at  the 
entrance  to  Wilmington  and  Charleston.  Officers  not  fit  for  field 
service  from  temporary  disability  and  officers  on  the  invalid  list  may 
be  usefully  employed  under  the  orders  of  General  Rains.  The  latter 
class  would  be  preferable,  as  much  special  instruction  is  requisite.

Mobile,  Ala.,  September  26,  I864. 
I  ordered  a  space  on  the  line  of  torpedoes  to  be  left  open  for  the 
Tennessee  and  other  ships  to  pass  in  and  out.  This  space  was  marked 
by  a  buoy  160  yards  from  the  Fort  Morgan  shore.  A  ship  passing 
between  that  buoy  and  the  shore  would  be  exposed  to  tne  fire  at 
short  range  of  seven  X-inch  columbiads,  three  Vlll-inch  guns,  two 
8-inch  Blakely  rifles,  two  7-inch  Brooke  rifles,  some  6.4-inch  rifles, 
several  32-pounders,  and  the  rifle  fire  of  the  sharpshooters.  No  ves- 
sel yet  built  could  pass  through  that  channel  in  daylight.  The  enemy 
fave  it  a  wide  berth  on  the  5th  August.  Prom  the  best  information 
can  procure  none  of  their  ships  passed  within  800  yards  of  Fort 
Morgan.  All  of  them  passed  over  the  torpedoes.  The  Tecumseh  is 
believed  by  General  Page  to  have  been  sunk  by  his  fire.  She  is 
claimed  by  some  to  have  been  sunk  bv  a  Singer  torpedo;  by  Lieu- 
tenant Barrett  in  this  paper  to  have  been  sunk  by  one  of  General 
Bains'  torpedoes.  It  is  probable  that  the  rapid  and  changing  cur- 
rents in  the  deep  channel  off  Morgan,  and  other  causes  operating 
there,  had  carried  away  many  of  the  torpedoes  and  injured  others. 
Captain  Bennett,  of  tne  Gaines,  thinks  the  Tecumseh  sunk  400  or 
500  yards  from  shore;  that  the  rest  of  the  fleet  passed  500  or  600 
yards  from  shore.  Major  St.  Paul  says  they  passea  so  far  from  shore 
that  the  howitzers  in  the  tops  of  the  ships  failed  to  reach  the  shore 
with  their  projectiles.

Fort  Morgan,  August  23,  186 4. — 12  m. 
General:  I  held  the  fort  as  long  as  it  was  tenable.  The  parallels 
of  the  enemy  had  reached  the  glacis,  the  walls  were  breached,  all  the 
guns  save  two  were  disabled.  The  woodwork  of  the  citadel,  being 
repeatedly  fired  by  the  shells  of  the  enemy,  endangered  the  maga- 
zines. Ail  my  powder  was  destroyed,  every  gun  effectually  spiked 
and  otherwise  damaged,  and  indeed  the  whole  fort  (everytliing  that 
could  prove  of  value  to  the  enemy)  is  now  a  mass  of  debris.  I  turn 
this  over  to  their  forces  at  2  o'clock  to-day.  The  garrison  behaved 
gallantly  and  gained  honor  for  themselves  and  country.

yesterday.  General  Taylor  expects  to  cross  into  this  department 
m  a  few  days.  State  troops  came  in  slowly;  much  sickness  amongst 
them.

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Additional  report  of  Brigadier-General  Page,  C.  8.  Army,  late  commanding  Fort  Morgan. 

New  Orleans,  La.,  August  80,  I864. 

General:  The  report  of  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Powell  and  the  sur- 
render of  Fort  Gaines  I  had  the  honor  of  addressing  you  from  Fort 
Morgan  on  the  8th  instant.  It  embraced  the  military  operations  to 
that  date. 

After  the  reduction  of  Gaines,  I  felt  confident  that  the  whole  naval 
and  land  force  of  the  enemy  would  be  brought  against  Morgan,  and 
was  assiduous  in  preparing  my  fort  for  as  good  a  defense  as  possible. 
For  the  state  of  the  work  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  Chief  Engineer 
Sheliha's  letter  to  headquarters  department,  of  July  9,  from  which  time 
no  material  change  or  addition  was  made,  and  further  to  state  that  it  had 
been  demonstrated  by  the  fire  from  the  enemy  that  the  enceinte  of  the 
fort  (in  which  was  its  main  strength)  protected  the  scarp  of  the  main 
wall  only  about  one-half  its  height  from  curvated  shot;  that  it  was 
now  in  the  power  of  the  enemy  to  open  fire  from  every  point  of  the 
compass,  and  consequently  none  of  the  casemates  without  neavy  trav- 
erses in  their  front,  would  be  safe;  that  it  was  manifest  by  this  concen- 
tration of  fire  my  heavy  guns  could  soon  be  dismounted,  and  my  mak- 
'  ing  a  protracted  resistance  depended  on  my  ability  to  protect  my  men 
from  the  heavy  fire  and  hold  the  fort  from  the  flank  casemates  against 
an  assault.  With  these  views  I  employed  my  men  day  and  night, 
most  of  the  time  under  fire,  in  erecting  traverses  to  protect  mv  guns  on 
the  main  wall  as  long  as  possible,  to  render  the  casemate  selected  for 
the  sick  and  wounded  secure,  and  to  provide  safe  auarters  for  them- 
selves in  their  rest  from  the  arduous  duties  they  would  have  to  endure. 
It  was  necessary  also  to  put  a  large  traverse  at  the  sally  port,  which 
was  entirely  exposed. 

Thus  absolutely  to  prevent  the  probability  of  Fort  Morgan's  being 
reduced  at  the  first  test  and  onset  by  the  heavy  batteries  of  the  enemy, 
it  was  necessary  for  my  limited  garrison  (of  some  400  effective)  to 
labor  to  effect  a  work  equal  almost  in  extent  to  building  a  new  fort. 

On  early  morning  of  the  9th  the  enemy  proceeded  with  monitors  and 
transports,  and  disembarked  troops  at  Navy  Cove,  commencing  at  once 
their  first  work  of  investment  by  land. 

The  new  redoubt  (2,700  yards  from  the  fort),  from  which  the  guns 
had  been  withdrawn,  and  the  work  formerly  known  as  "  Battery 
Bragg, "  were  destroyed  as  far  as  possible  by  burning  the  woodwork. 
The  buildings  around  the  fort — hospitals,  quarters,  stables,  etc. — were 
also  at  the  same  time  fired  and  cleared  away  as  much  as  possible. 

Two  monitors,  three  sloops-of-war,  and  several  gunboats  engaged 
the  fort  for  two  or  three  hours,  the  wooden  vessels  at  rather  long  range, 
with  no  material  damage  apparent  on  either  side.  Soon  thereafter  a 
flag  of  truce  was  reported  from  the  fleet,  and  communicated  to  this 
effect: 

Sir:  To  prevent  the  unnecessary  sacrifice  of  human  life  which  must  follow  the  opening?  of 
our  batteries,  we  demand  the  unconditional  surrender  of  Fort  Morgan  and  its  dependencies. 
We  are,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servants,

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To  which  my  reply  said: 

Sirs:  I  am  prepared  to  sacrifice  life,  and  will  only  surrender  when  I  have  no  means  of 
defense.     I  do  not  understand  that  while  being  communicated  with  under  flag  of  truce  the 
Tennessee  should  be  towed  within  range  of  my  guns.

From  this  time  to  the  15th,  day  and  night,  we  were  engaged  by  the 
fleet,  sometimes  in  a  brisk  fight  of  severalhours'  duration,  at  other  in 
a  desultory  firing  without  any  effective  damage  being  done  to  our  fort, 
save  a  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  our  brick  walls  were  easily  pene- 
trable to  the  heavy  missiles  of  the  enemy,  and  that  a  systematic  con- 
centrated fire  would  soon  breach  them. 

On  the  15th  three  of  the  XV-inch  shells  striking  the  right  flank  face 
of  Bastion  No.  4,  breached  the  wall  and  disabled  the  howitzers  therein. 

During  this  time  a  pretty  continuous  fire  was  kept  up  on  the  fort 
from  the  Parrott  guns  in  several  batteries  erected  by  the  enemy,  and 
in  the  intervals  observing  the  guns  my  men  were  engaged  in  the  work 
before  mentioned,  for  their  protection,  in  the  anticipation  of  a  vigorous 
bombardment. 

The  sharpshooters  in  our  front  have  become  very  numerous  and 
active,  and  with  these  encircling  us  on  the  land  and  the  fire  delivered 
from  the  fleet  on  the  flanks,  our  guns  had  to  be  served  with  much  care 
and  under  great  difficulty. 

The  land  forces  of  the  enemy  completed  their  first  approach  (see 
accompanying  sketch)  on  the  9th  and  10th  across  the  peninsula;  the 
second  through  the  1 1th  and  12th;  the  third,  a  bayou  near  and  parallel 
to  Gulf  shore,  13th  and  14th;  their  first  parallel  500  and  700  yards 
distant,  15th,  16th,  17th,  18th,  19th;  approaches  on  20th  and  21st  to 
within  200  yards  of  our  glacis. 

Such  guns  as  I  could  use  on  this  force  I  annoyed  them  with,  espe- 
cially at  night,  and  to  the  extent  possible  retarded  their  work,  though 
notlung  very  effective  could  be  accomplished  in  this  way,  as  their 
working  parties  were  well  concealed  in  the  sand  hills,  and  when  our  fire 
was  concentrated  on  any  one  point  they  would  merely,  unseen,  remove 
to  some  other. 

To  the  morning  of  the  22d  our  efforts  were  with  the  heavy  guns  that 
bore  on  them  to  interfere  with  the  investing  approaches  of  the  enemy. 
The  topography  of  our  front,  however,  was  to  their  advantage,  and 
they  made  a  steady  advance,  covering  it  somewhat  with  an  irregular 
fire  from  the  batteries  already  in  position  and  lining  their  works  already 
completed  with  sharpshooters  to  pick  off  our  gunners. 

At  daylight  the  fleet  was  reported  moving  up  to  encircle  us,  and 
shortly  its  batteries  (in  conjunction  with  those  on  land,  which  num- 
bered thirty-six  guns  and  mortars)  opened  a  furious  fire,  which  came 
from  almost  every  point  of  the  compass  and  continued  unabated 
throughout  the  day,  culminating  in  increased  force  at  sundown,  after 
which  the  heavy  calibers  and  mortars  kept  it  up  during  the  night. 

This  fire  disabled  all  the  heavy  guns  save  two  (which  did  not  bear 
on  the  land  approach) ,  partially  breached  the  walls  in  several  places, 
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and  cut  up  the  fort  to  such  extent  as  to  make  the  whole  work  a  mere 
mass  of  debris.     Their  mortar  practice  was  accurate. 

Apprehensive  from  the  great  effect  already  had  on  the  walls  that 
my  magazines,  containing  now  80,000  pounds,  were  in  danger  in  con- 
tinuation of  the  bombardment  in  the  night,  with  great  care  and  under 
continuous  fire  I  had  the  powder  brought  out  and  flooded. 

The  guns  in  the  water  and  lunette  batteries,  now  unserviceable  and 
in  jeopardy  from  the  enemy,  I  ordered  spiked  and  otherwise  effec- 
tually damaged;  and  all  the  guns  on  the  main  rampart  dismounted 
by  the  fire  from  the  enemy  were  likewise  destroyed,  as  of  no  further 
avail  in  defense.  Early  in  the  night  the  woodwork  of  the  citadel  was 
fired  by  the  mortar  shells  and  burned  furiously  for  some  hours,  the 
enemy  during  the  conflagration  pouring  in  his  missiles  with  increased 
vigor.  With  great  efforts  the  fire  was  arrested  and  prevented  extend- 
ing around  near  the  magazines,  which  would  have  been  in  imminent 
danger  of  explosion.  In  the  gallant  endeavor  to  prevent  this  disaster 
I  would  especially  mention  Privates  Murphy,  Bumbaugh,  and  Stevens, 
First  Tennessee  Kegiment,  for  great  courage  and  daring  displayed. 

At  daylight  on  the  23d  (all  my  powder  had  then  been  destroyed)  the 
citadel  was  again  set  on  fire  in  several  places  by  shells,  and  had.  burned 
until  it  was  consumed. 

The  report  made  to  me  now  was  that  the  casemates,  which  had  been 
rendered  as  safe  as  possible  for  the  men,  some  had  been  breached, 
others  partially  (Captains  Johnston,  Fisher,  and  Hughes  informed  me 
that  another  shot  on  them  would  bring  down  the  walls  of  their  com- 
pany quarters),  so  that  a  resumption  or  the  severe  fire  from  the  enemy 
would  in  all  likelihood  inflict  great  loss  of  life,  there  being  no  bomb- 

Eroof  in  the  fort.  The  enemy's  approach  was  very  near  the  glacis, 
[y  guns  and  powder  had  all  been  destroyed,  my  means  of  defense  gone, 
the  citadel,  nearly  the  entire  quartermaster  stores,  and  a  portion  of  the 
commissariat  burned  by  the  enemy's  shells.  It  was  evident  the  fort 
could  hold  out  but  a  few  hours  longer  under  a  renewed  bombardment. 
The  only  question  was:  Hold  it  for  this  time,  gain  the  6clat,  and  sus- 
tain the  loss  of  life  from  the  falling  of  the  walls,  or  save  life  and  capitu- 
late? 

I  capitulated  to  the  enemy  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  though  they 
refused  to  insert  it  in  the  terms,  there  was  a  full  understanding,  and  I 
was  assured  that  my  sick  and  wounded  should  be  sent  at  once  to 
Mobile  by  a  flag  of  truce.  This  was  not  done.  Considering  the  great 
exposure  to  which  the  men  were  subjected,  and  the  fact  that  shells 
frequently  burst  among  them  when  in  the  casemates,  the  casualties 
were  unusually  small.     I  enclose  a  list. 

The  garrison  in  this  severe  test  behaved  well,  and  I  would  make  little 
distinction. 

Captain  J.  Gallimard,  engineer  in  charge,  performed  his  duties  to  my 
satisfaction.  To  the  officers  of  the  First  Alabama  Battalion  Artillery, 
Major  J.  T.  Gee,  commanding,  and  of  Captain  Cothran's  company. 
Twenty-first  Alabama,  I  give  my  thanks  for  their  promptness  ana 
alacrity  in  every  duty,  and  to  Colonel  Andrew  Jackson,  commanding 
First  Tennessee,  and  Captains  Johnston  and  Fisher  and  their  brave 
companies  of  that  regiment  for  every  efficient  service. 

To  Captain  C.  H.  Smith,  A.  A.  G.,  and  Captain  R.  T.  Thorn,  A.  I.  G.. 
for  prompt  performance  of  all  their  duties,  I  am  under  obligations,  ana 
to  my  aid-de-camp,  Lieutenant  J.  C.  Taylor,  I  owe  much  for  his 
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promptness  and  energy  and  for  his  active  and  gallant  assistance 
throughout  the  operations.

Report  of  Commander  Harriion,  C.  8.  Navy. 

Mobile,  August  9, 1864- 
Sir:  The  enemy  steamed  in  through  the  main  entrance  with  four 
monitors  and  about  sixteen  heavy  vessels  of  war.  The  Tecumseh,  com- 
manded by  T.  A.  M.  Craven,  was  sunk,  with  nearly  all  her  crew,  and 
also  another  gunboat,  the  Philippi,  which  I  subsequently  burned. 
The  Richmond,  Hartford,  and  Brooklyn,  in  line  of  battle,  followed  by 
the  remainder  of  the  fleet,  pushed  by  Fort  Morgan  under  full  headway, 
where  they  were  encountered  by  the  Tennessee,  Morgan,  Oaines,  and 
Selma.  The  Tennessee  and  the  other  vessels  steamed  in  close  range  of 
the  advancing  force  and  poured  a  heavy  fire  into  the  leading  snips. 
After  a  desperate  engagement  between  the  fleets,  the  Oaines  retired  to 
Fort  Morgan  in  a  sinking  condition;  the  Selma,  cut  off,  surrendered, 
and  the  Morgan  escaped  to  Fort  Morgan.  The  Tennessee,  so  far  unin- 
jured, steamed  toward  the  whole  fleet,  and  after  an  obstinate  fight 
surrendered,  her  rudder  disabled,  her  smokestack  carried  away,  and, 
as  we  suppose,  her  crew  in  an  exhausted  and  smothering  condition. 
On  the  Tennessee  Admiral  Buchanan  was  severely  wounded  by  a 
splinter  in  the  leg,  and  2  were  killed  and  several  wounded  among  her 
crew.  On  the  Oaines  there  were  2  killed  and  2  wounded.  On  the  Mor- 
gan 1  was  wounded;  and  on  the  Selma  there  were  8  killed,  including 
ner  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  J.  H.  Comstock,  and  7  were  wounded! 
The  enemy  suffered  severely,  and  he  requested  permission  to  bury  his 
dead.

My  leg,  lam  happy  to  say, 
has  been  saved  under  the  judicious  treatment  of  Fleet  Surgeon  Palmer, 
U.  S.  Navy,  and  Fleet  Surgeon  Conrad,  C.  S.  Navy,  and  is  doing  well. 
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The  kind  treatment  and  attention  paid  me  and  those  with  me  by  the 
military  and  naval  authorities  here  is  all  we  could  ^xpect  or  desire. 
It  would  add  much  to  our  comfort  if  we  could  receive  from  Mobile  our 
clothes;  probably  an  arrangement  could  be  made  with  Admiral  Farra- 
gut  to  send  them  in  one  of  the  vessels  of  his  fleet,  as  they  are  frequently- 
sent  here  on  duty.  The  enclosed  letters  to  our  friends  name  the  arti- 
cles we  wish.

Report  of  Admiral  Buchanan,  C.  8.  Navy,  late  commanding  naval  forces  in  Mobile  Bay. 

U.  S.  Naval  Hospital, 
Pensacola,  August  25,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  enemy's  fleet  under 
Admiral  Farragut,  consisting  of  fourteen  steamers  and  four  monitors, 
passed  Fort  Morgan  on  the  5th  instant,  about  6 :  30  a.  m.,  in  the  follow- 
ing order  and  stood  into  Mobile  Bay:  The  four  monitors — Tecumseh 
and  Manhattan,  each  carrying  two  AV-inch  guns,  the  Winnebago  and 
Chickasaw,  each  carrying  four  Xl-inch  guns — in  a  single  line  ahead 
about  a  half  a  mile  from  the  fort;  the  fourteen  steamers — Brooklyn,  of 
twenty-six;  Octorara,  ten;  Hartford,  twenty-eight;  Metacomet,  ten; 
Richmond,  twenty-four;  Port  Royal,  eight;  Ixickawanna,  fourteen; 
Seminole,  nine;  monangahela,  twelve;  Kennebec,  five;  Ossipee,  thirteen; 
Itasca,  four;  Oneida,  ten;  and  Qalena,  fourteen  guns — in  double  line 
ahead,  each  two  lashed  together.  The  side-wheel  steamers  offshore, 
all  about  4  miles  from  the  monitors,  carrying  in  all  199  guns  and  2,700 
men.  When  they  were  discovered  standing  into  the  channel,  signal 
was  made  to  the  Mobile  squadron  under  my  command,  consisting  of 
the  wooden  gunboats  Morgan  and  Gaines,  each  carrying  six  pins,  and 
the  Selma,  four,  to  follow  my  motions  in  the  ram  Tennessee,  or  six  guns, 
in  all  22  guns  and  470  men.  All  were  soon  underway  and  stood  toward 
the  enemy  in  a  line  abreast.  As  the  Tennessee  approached  the  fleet, 
when  opposite  the  fort,  we  opened  our  battery  at  snort  range  upon  the 
leading  snip,  the  admiral's  flagship  Hartford,  and  made  the  attempt  to 
run  into  her,  but  owing  to  her  superior  speed  our  attempt  was  frus- 
trated. We  then  stood  toward  tne  next  heavy  ship,  the  Brooklyn, 
with  the  same  view.  She  also  avoided  us  by  her  superior  speed. 
During  this  time  the  gunboats  were  also  closely  engaged  with  the 
enemy.  All  our  guns  were  used  to  the  greatest  advantage,  and  we 
succeeded  in  seriously  damaging  many  of  the  enemy's  vessels.  The 
Selma  and  Gaines,  under  Lieutenants  Commanding  P.  U.  Murphey 
and  J.  W.  Bennett,  fought  gallantly,  and  I  am  gratified  to  hear  from 
officers  of  the  enemy's  fleet  that  their  fire  was  very  destructive.  The 
Gaines  was  fought  until  she  was  found  to  be  in  a  sinking  condition, 
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when  she  was  run  on  shore  near  Fort  Morgan.  Lieutenant  Command- 
ing Murphey  was  closely  engaged  with  the  Metacometj  assisted  by  the 
Morgan,  Commander  Efarrison,  who,  during  the  conflict,  deserted  him, 
when,  upon  the  approach  of  another  large  steamer,  the  Selma  sur- 
rendered. I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Mtirphey  for  the  particulars  of  his  action.  He  lost  two  promising 
young  officers,  Lieutenant  Coijustock  and  Master's  Mate  Murray,  and 
a  number  of  his  men  were  killed  and  wotlnded,  and  he  was  also 
wounded  severely  in  the  wrist.  Commander  Harrison  will  no  doubt 
report  to  the  Department  his  reason  for  leaving  the  Selma  in  that 
contest  with  the  enemy;  as  the  Morgan  was  uninjured  his  conduct  is 
severely  commented  on  by  the  officers  of  the  enemy's  fleet,  much  to 
the  injury  of  that  officer  and  the  Navy. 

Soon  after  the  gunboats  were  dispersed-  by  the  overwhelming 
superiority  of  force,  and  the  enemy's  fleet  had  anchored  about  4 
miles  above  Fort  Morgan,  we  stood  for  them  again  in  the  Tennessee, 
and  renewed  the  attack  with  the  hope  of  sinking  some  of  them  with 
our  prow.  Again  were  we  foiled  by  their  superior  speed  in  avoid- 
ing us.  The  engagement  with  the  whole  fleet  soon  became  general 
at  very  close  quarters  and  lasted  about  an  hour,  and  notwithstanding 
the  serious  injury  inflicted  upon  many  of  their  vessels  by  our  guns, 
we  could  not  sink  them.  Frequently  during  the  contest  we  were  sur- 
rounded by  the  enemy  and  all  our  guns  were  in  action  almost  at  the  same 
moment.  Some  of  their  heaviest  vessels  ran  into  us  under  full  steam 
with  the  view  of  sinking  us.  One  vessel,  the  Monongahela,  had  been 
prepared  as  a  ram  and  was  very  formidable;  she  struck  us  with  great 
force,  injuring  us  but  little.  Her  prow  and  stem  were  knocked  off 
and  the  vessel  so  much  injured  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  dock  her. 
Several  of  the  other  vessels  of  the  fleet  were  found  to  require  exten- 
sive repairs.  I  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  a  drawing  of  the  Brooklyn, 
made  t>y  one  of  her  officers  after  the  action,  ana  an  officer  of  the 
Hartford  informed  me  that  she  was  more  seriously  injured  than  the 
Brooklyn.  I  mention  these  facts  to  prove  that  the  guns  of  the  Ten- 
nessee were  not  idle  during  this  unequal  contest.  For  other  details 
of  the  action  and  injuries  sustained  by  the  Tennessee,  I  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  Commander  J.  D.  Johnston,  which  has  my  approval. 
After  I  was  carried  below,  unfortunately  wounded,  I  had  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  reports  of  that  valuable  officer  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
ship,  and  the  necessity  and  time  of  her  surrender,  and  when  he  repre- 
sented to  me  her  utterly  hopeless  condition  to  continue  the  fight  with 
injury  to  the  enemy,  and  suggested  her  surrender,  I  directed  him  to 
do  the  best  he  could,  and  when  he  could  no  longer  damage  the  enemy, 
to  do  so.  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the  officers  and 
men  cheerfully  fought  their  guns  to  the  best  of  their  abilities  and 
gave  strong  evidence  by  their  promptness  in  executing  orders  of  their 
willingness  to  continue  the  contest  as  long  as  they  could  stand  to  their 

funs,  notwithstanding  the  fatigue  they  had  undergone  for  several 
ours,  and  it  was  only  under  the  circumstances  as  presented  by 
Captain  Johnston  that  she  was  surrendered  to  the  fleet  about  10  a.  m., 
as  painful  as  it  was  to  do  so.  I  seriously  felt  the  want  of  experienced 
officers  during  the  action.  All  were  young  and  inexperienced  and 
many  had  but  little  familiarity  with  naval  duties,  having  been 
appointed  from  civil  life  within  the  year.     The  reports  of  Commander 
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Harrison,  of  the  Morgan,  and  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bennett,  of 
the  Gaines,  you  have  no  doubt  received  from  those  officers. 

I  enclose  the  report  of  Fleet  Surgeon  D.  B.  Conrad,  to  whom  I  am 
much  indebted  for  his  skill,  promptness,  and  attention  to  the  wounded. 
By  permission  of  Admiral  Farragut,  he  accompanied  the  wounded  of 
the  Tennessee  and  Selma  to  this  hospital  and  is  assisted  by  Assistant 
Surgeons  Booth  and  Bowles,  of  the  Selma  and  Tennessee,  all  under 
charge  of  Fleet  Surgeon  Palmer,  XL'S.  Navy,  from  whom  we  have 
received  all  the  attention  and  consideration  we  could  desire  or  expect. 

The  crews  and  many  officers  of  the  Tennessee  and  Selma  have  oeen 
sent  to  New  Orleans;  Commander  J.  D.  Johnston,  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding P.  U.  Murphey,  and  Lieutenants  W.  L.  Bradford  and  A. 
D.  Wharton,  Second  Assistant  Engineer  J.  C.  O'Connell,  and  myself 
are  to  be  sent  North.  Master's  Mates  W.  S.  Forrest  and  R.  M. 
Carter,  who  are  with  me  acting  as  my  aids,  not  having  any  midship- 
men, are  permitted  to  accompany  me;  they  are  valuable  young 
officers,  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  both  have  served 
in  the  Army,  where  they  received  honorable  wounds;  their  services 
are  valuable  to  me. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  my  wound  is  improving  and  sin- 
cerely hope  our  exchange  will  be  effected,  and  that  1  will  soon  again 
be  on  duty.  Enclosed  is  a  list  of  the  officers  of  the  Tennessee  who 
were  in  the  action.

N.  B. — September  17.  Since  writing  the  above  I  have  seen  the 
report  of  Admiral  Farragut,  a  portion  of  which  is  incorrect.  Captain 
Jonnston  did  not  deliver  my  sword  on  board  the  Hartford.  After 
the  surrender  of  the  Tennessee,  Captain  Giraud,  the  officer  who  was 
sent  on  board  to  take  charge  of  her,  said  to  me  that  he  was  directed 
by  Admiral  Farragut  to  ask  for  my  sword,  which  was  brought  from 
the  cabin  and  delivered  to  him  by  one  of  my  aids.

Report  of  Commander  Johnston,  0. 8.  Navy,  late  commanding  0. 8.  ram  Tennessee,  flagship. 

U.  S.  Naval  Hospital, 
Navy  Yard,  Pensacola,  August  IS,  1864- 

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  theC.  S.  ram  Tennessee,  recently  under  my 
command  as  your  flagship,  was  surrendered  to  the  United  States  fleet 
commanded  by  Rear- Admiral  Farragut  in  Mobile  Bay  r 

At  6  a.  m.,  ou  the  5th  instant,  the  enemy's  fleet,  consisting  of  four 
ironclad  monitors  and  fourteen  wooden  vessels,  were  discovered  to  be 
standing  up  the  channel  into  the  bay,  the  former  in  a  single  line,  near- 
est to  Fort  Morgan,  and  the  latter  in  a  double  line,  eacn  two  vessels 
being  lashed  together.  When  they  had  approached  sufficiently  near 
to  draw  the  fire  from  Fort  Morgan,  signal  was  made  to  follow  your 
motions,  and  the  Tennessee  was  moved  down  to  the  middle  of  the 
channel,  just  inside  the  line  of  torpedoes  stretching  across  it,  from 
whence  she  immediately  opened  her  oattery  upon  the  advancing  fleet. 
Every  effort  was  made  at  the  •same  time  to  ram  each  of  the  leading 
vessels  as  they  entered  the  bay,  but  their  superior  speed  enabled  them 
to  avoid  this  mode  of  attack,  the  first,  with  the  admiral's  flag,  passing 
ahead  and  all  the  remainder  astern,  before  the  ship  could  be  turned  to 
encounter  them. 

As  she  followed  the  fleet  into  the  bay,  the  leading  monitor,  the 
Tecumseh,  was  discovered  to  be  sinking,  and  in  a  few  seconds  she  dis- 
appeared, taking  down  nearly  all  on  board,  consisting,  as  since  learned , 
of  120  souls.  The  Tennessee's  battery  was  used  to  the  greatest  advan- 
tage as  long  as  the  fleet  were  within  ranee,  and  when  they  reached  a 
pomt  about  4  miles  from  Fort  Morgan  ana  were  in  the  act  of  anchoring 
she  steamed  alone  up  toward  them  (the  other  vessels  of  the  squadron 
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having;  been  dispersed)  and  attacked  them  as  soon  as  she  was  near 
enough  to  render  her  fire  effective.  The  whole  fleet  were  again  put  in 
motion  to  receive  her,  and  she  received  four  heavy  shocks  by  the  neav- 
iest  vessels  running  into  her  at  full  speed,  soon  after  which  I  received  an 
order  from  you  in  person  to  steer  for  Fort  Morgan,  as  it  had  been 
reported  by  the  acting  chief  engineer  that  the  ship  was  leaking  rapidly. 
At  this  time  it  was  reported  to  me  that  the  wheel  chains  had  oeen  car- 
ried away,  and  ordering  the  relieving  tackles  to  be  used,  I  made  a  per- 
sonal examination  of  the  broken  chains  to  ascertain  if  they  could  be 
repaired.  This  was  found  to  be  impossible  without  sending  men 
outside  of  the  shield  to  expose  themselves  several  minutes  to  the  fire 
of  the  enemy's  vessels,  by  which  the  after  deck  (over  which  the  chains 
lead)  was  closely  watched  and  constantly  swept  until  the  close  of  the 
action. 

Returning  to  the  pilot  house  for  the  purpose  of  more  closely  observ- 
ing the  movements  of  the  enemy,  I  soon  received  a  report  that  you  had 
been  wounded,  when  I  went  aft  to  see  you,  and  while  there  found  that 
the  after  port  cover  had  been  struck  by  a  shot  which  instantly  killed  a 
man  engaged  in  removing  the  pivot  bolt  upon  which  it  revolved,  and 
wounded  yourself  and  one  of  the  gun's  crew,  the  latter  mortally.  I 
then  learned  that  the  two  quarter  ports  out  of  which  the  after  gun  was 
intended  to  be  used,  had  also  been  so  jammed  by  the  fire  of  the  enemy 
as  to  render  it  impracticable  to  remove  them,  and  that  the  relieving 
tackles  had  been  shot  away  and  the  tiller  unsnipped  from  the  rudder 
head.  The  smoke  pipe,  having  been  completely  riddled  by  shot,  was 
knocked  down  close  to  the  top  of  the  shield  by  the  concussion  of  ves- 
sels running  into  the  ship.  At  the  same  time  the  monitors  were  using 
their  XI  and  XV  inch  solid  shot  against  the  after  end  of  the  shield, 
while  the  largest  of  the  wooden  vessels  were  pouring  in  repeated  broad- 
sides at  the  distance  of  only  a  few  feet,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  many 
favorable  opportunities  of  sinking  these  vessels  were  unavoidably  lost 
by  the  repeated  failure  of  our  gun  prifners.  The  bow  port  cover  was 
struck  by  a  heavy  shot,  as  also  the  cover  of  the  forward  port  on  the 

Eort  side,  and  two  of  the  broadside  port  covers  were  entirely  unshipped 
y  the  enemy's  shot. 

The  enemy  was  not  long  in  perceiving  that  our  steering  gear  had 
been  entirely  disabled,  and  his  monitors  and  heaviest  vessels  at  once 
took  position  on  each  quarter  and  astern,  from  whence  they  pourecKn 
their  fire  without  intermission  for  a  period  of  nearly  half  an  hour, 
while  we  were  unable  to  bring  a  single  gun  to  bear,  as  it  was  impossible 
to  change  the  position  of  the  vessel,  and  the  steam  was  rapidly  going 
down  as  a  natural  consequence  of  the  loss  of  the  smoke  pipe. 

Feeling  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  condition  of  the  vessel,  I 
went  to  the  berth  deck  for  this  purpose,  and  after  making  my  report, 
I  asked  if  you  did  not  think  we  had  better  surrender,  to  which  you 
replied:  "Do  the  best  you  can,  sir,  and  when  all  is  done,  surrender," 
or  words  to  that  effect.  Upon  my  return  to  the  gun  deck  I  observed 
one  of  the  heaviest  vessels  of  the  enemy  in  the  act  of  running  into  us 
on  the  port  quarter,  while  the  shot  were  fairly  raining  upon  the  after 
end  of  the  shield,  which  was  now  so  thoroughly  shattered  that  in  a  few 
moments  it  would  have  fallen  and  exposed  the  gun  deck  to  a  raking 
fire  of  shell  and  grape. 

Realizing  our  nelpless  condition  at  a  glance,  and  convinced  that  the 
ship  was  now  nothing  more  than  a  target  for  the  heavy  guns  of  the 
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enemy,  I  concluded  that  no  good  object  could  be  accomplished  by 
sacrificing  the  lives  of  the  officers  and  men  in  such  a  one-sided  contest, 
and  therefore  proceeded  to  the  top  of  the  shield  and  took  down  the 
ensign,  which  had  been  seized  onto  the  handle  of  a  gun  scraper  and 
stuck  up  through  the  grating.  While  in  the  act,  several  shots  passed 
close  to  me,  ana  when  I  went  below  to  order  the  engines  to  be  stopped 
the  firing  of  the  enemy  was  continued.  I  then  decided,  although  with 
an  almost  bursting  heart,  to  hoist  the  white  flag,  and  returning  again 
onto  the  shield,  placed  it  in  the  same  spot  where  but  a  few  moments 
before  had  floated  the  proud  flag  for  whose  honor  I  would  so  cheerfully 
have  sacrificed  my  own  lif e  if  1  could  possibly  have  become  the  only 
victim;  but  at  the  time  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  destroy  the 
ship  without  the  certain  loss  of  many  valuable  lives,  your  own  among 
the  number. 

It  is  with  the  most  heartfelt  satisfaction  that  I  bear  testimony  to  the 
undaunted  gallantry  and  cheerful  alacrity  with  which  the  officers  and 
men  under  my  immediate  command  discharged  all  their  duties,  and  to 
the  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  Bradford,  it  is  due  that  I  should 
commend  the  regular  and  rapid  manner  in  which  the  battery  was  served 
in  every  particular. 

While  a  prisoner  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Ossipee  and  since  coming  into 
this  hospital,  I  have  learned  from  personal  observation  and  from 
other  reliable  sources  of  information  that  the  battery  of  the  Tennessee 
inflicted  more  damage  upon  the  enemy's  vessels  than  that  at  Fort 
Morgan,  although  she  was  opposed  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
guns  of  the  heaviest  caliber,  in  addition  to  the  twelve  XI  and  XV- 
lnch  guns  on  board  the  three  monitors. 

The  entire  loss  of  the  enemy,  most  of  which  is  ascribed  to  the 
Tennessee,  amounts  to  quite  300  in  killed  and  wounded,  exclusive  of 
the  100  lost  in  the  Tecumsehy  making  a  number  nearly  as  large  as  the 
entire  force  under  your  command  in  this  unequal  conflict. 

Fifty-three  shot  marks  were  found  on  the  Tennessee7 s  shield,  three 
of  which  had  penetrated  so  far  as  to  cause  splinters  to  fly  inboard,  and 
the  washers  over  the  ends  of  the  bolts  wounded  several  men.

The  fight  in  Mobile  Bay. 

[Extract  from  Charleston  Mercury,  August  27, 1864.] 

We  have  been  favored  by  an  officer  of  the  Navy  with  the  following 
letter  from  the  late  executive  officer  of  the  Tennessee,  which  we  pub- 
lish as  the  first  account  of  the  fight  from  any  person  wno  was  on  board 
that  ship  during  the  action: 

U.  S.  Frigate  Potomac, 
Pensacola  Bay,  August  12,  186 J^. 

Notwithstanding  you  must  have  heard  of  the  loss  of  our  dear  old 
ship  and  of  my  becoming  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  I  fancy 
that  a  short  note  from  me  would  not  be  unwelcome,  nor  be  considered 
superfluous  at  this  time.  We  were  certainly  under  the  heaviest  fire 
that  ever  a  ship  received  since  the  war  began.  Three  strong  and 
formidable  ironclads,  each  one  of  them  certainly  our  eoual,  ana  four- 
teen regular  men-of-war  were  playing  on  us  at  the  closest  possible 
quarters  with  IX,  XI,  and  XV  men  solid  shot  and  with  apparently  no 
intermission  from  the  time  we  regularly  engaged  the  fleet  until  the 
time  of  surrender,  a  period  of  probably  an  hour. 

We  met  them  as  they  entered  the  harbor  and  did  our  best  to  "ram" 
several  of  the  largest  vessels,  using,  of  course,  our  guns  at  the  same 
•  time.  The  Yankees  had  too  much  speed  for  us  though,  and  got  by  us 
into  the  bay,  with  only  the  injury  done  them  by  our  batteries.  We 
then  were  alone.  The  Gaines  was  in  a  sinking  condition  and  was  run 
ashore  near  Fort  Morgan.  The  Selma  had  surrendered,  and  the  Mor- 
gan had  left  us  also  and  was  under  the  guns  of  the  fort.  In  the  face  of 
all  this  our  gallant  ship,  after  running  up  our  colors  and  the  admiral's 
flag  again,  which  had  been  shot  away  as  the  enemy  passed  us,  stood 
across  the  bay,  and,  singly  and  unassisted,  we  engaged  the  most 
formidable  fleet  that  the  Yankees  could  get  into  that  harbor.  Thus 
Greek  met  Greek;  "then  came  the  tug  of  war." 

The  fire  was  really  terrible.  Coupled  with  that,  four  of  their  largest 
vessels,  one  of  them  iron-plated  on  the  stem,  ran  into  us  at  full  speed 
and  in  quick  succession.  The  ramming  part  of  the  affair  did  us  no 
harm  in  the  world,  however,  and  their  IX-inch  solid  shot  bounded  from 
our  sides  like  ordinary  pebbles.  The  Xl-inch  hurt  us  some,  and  the 
XV-inch  pierced  the  iron  and  torced  out  the  wood  on  the  inside,  but 
did  not,  however,  get  through.  By  and  by  the  admiral  was  wounded 
and  one  or  two  were  killed,  and  aoout  the  same  time  our  after  port 
became  jammed  by  a  shot  and  was  rendered  useless.  Next  away  went 
our  wheel  ropes,  and  the  relieving  tackles  came  into  play.     . 

We  steered  in  this  way  for  probably  half  an  hour,  when  they  too 
were  shot  away,  as  well  as  the  smokestack,  and  then  we  were  unable  to 
make  steam  or  to  get  a  single  gun  to  bear  upon  the  enemy. 

The  fleet  saw  our  condition,  and  taking  advantage  or  it  took  up 
positions  astern  and  on  each  quarter  and  were  as  perfectly  saf       * 
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clear  of  our  batteries  as  if  they  were  a  hundred  miles  away.  In  this 
state  of  things  nothing  could  be  done  to  destroy  the  ship  without 
destroying  every  soul  on  board,  and  the  admiral  and  captain  consented 
(as  I  think  very  properly)  that  they  had  no  right  to  pursue  such  a 
course.  All  had  rought  with  perfect  desperation,  and  had  done  their 
duty  like  brave  and  gallant  Southern  men  are  expected  to  do,  and  were 
rendered  as  unhappy  as  men  ever  become  when  at  last  it  was  discov- 
ered to  be  impossible  to  move  or  steer  the  vessel,  and  in  consequence 
a  surrender  became  necessary. 

The  Yankees  have  her  now,  and  I,  with  the  captain  and  Lieutenant 
Wharton,  are  on  our  way  to  a  Northern  prison.  We  shall  undergo  all 
that  is  put  upon  us  with  becoming  dignity  and  firmness.  I  leave  here 
for  New  York  or  Boston  (I  don't  know  which)  in  ten  days  or  a  fort- 
night. We  are  treated  very  kindly  as  yet  and  are  as  comfortable  as 
we  care  for.  My  health  is  in  excellent  keeping,  and  if  my  mind  was 
easy  I  should  care  for  nothing.  However,  a  failure  in  a  good  cause  is 
better  than  a  triumph  in  a  bad  one.

C.  S.  S.  Morgan, 

Mobile,  October  1,  I864. 

Sm:  I  respectfully  address  you  this  letter  for  the  purpose  of  relating 
the  particular  part  taken  by  tnis  vessel  in  the  action  with  the  enemy's 
fleet  on  the  5tn  of  August  last. 

The  Morgan,  as  you  must  be  aware,  was  on  the  extreme  right  of  the 
Confederate  line  of  battle  as  the  enemy  came  up  the  channel  from  sea- 
ward by  Fort  Morgan,  and  was  thus  enabled  from  her  position  ahead  of 
him  to  deliver  a  very  effective  broadside  raking  fire  into  his  leading  ves- 
sel, which  met  with  little  or  no  response  until  the  head  of  his  column, 
said  to  be  the  Hartford,  with  a  double-ender  lashed  to  her  western  side, 
had  approached  to  within  about  600  yards  of  us,  and  having  with  others 
in  the  rear  well  entered  the  bay  had  obliged  our  line  of  battle  to  swing 
back  by  its  right.  The  Hartford  was  then  enabled  to  use  her  bow  guns 
upon  us;  but  as  we  kept  for  the  most  of  the  time  on  her  starboard  bow 
we  could  materially  injure  her,  while  she  could  inflict  but  small  dam- 
age upon  us.  Our  shell  are  reported  to  have  several  times  struck, 
and  one  in  particular  from  our  forward  pivot  gun  must  have  been  con- 
siderably destructive  (afterwards  confirmed  by  a  New  Orleans  account) 
as  it  struck  her  bulwarks  forward  and  for  a  time  silenced  the  gun 
mounted  on  her  forecastle. 

We  maintained  our  excellent  position  until  toward  the  close  of  the 
action  with  the  Hartford,  when  we  fell  astern  to  her  beam  and  the 
Selma  shot  ahead  of  us.  At  this  time  a  broadside  of  missiles  were 
thrown  at  us,  but  fortunately  the  greater  part  went  over,  only  a  few 
grapeshot  striking  us. 

The  enemy's  fleet  had  now  accomplished  its  purpose,  being  entirely 
within  the  bay  and  running  up  the  "pocket"  of  deep  water  known  as 
the  "Lower  Fleet."  The  Tennessee,  owing:  to  her  slowness,  was  some 
distance  astern,following  up  its  rear.  The  Oaines  had  been  disabled  and 
forced  out  of  action,  ana  the  course  we  were  pursuing  was  taking  us  far- 
ther and  farther  away  from  the  peninsula  (which  was  our  only  place 
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of  refuge  in  case  of  being  hard  pressed),  and  thus  the  chances  were  con- 
tinually increasing  of  our' being  cut  off  from  all  retreat  by  the  enemy's 
gunboats,  which  I  foresaw  would  soon  be  thrown  off  from  the  fleet  in 
pursuit;  so  I  sheered  off  to  the  starboard,  the  Selma  doing  the  same, 
and  (as  I  had  anticipated)  a  double-ender,  said  to  be  the  Afetacomet,  in 
a  few  moments  after  started  off  from  the  Hartford  and  soon  overhauled 
and  engaged  in  action  with  my  vessel,  wnile  the  Selma,  on  our  port 
bow,  continued  her  retreat  (unfortunately  for  her)  in  a  direction  to 
cross  the  mouth  of  Bon  Secours  Bay  and  reach  the  eastern  shore  oi 
Mobile  Bay.  After  a  short  cannonading  between  us  the  Afetacomet 
slipped  off  and  steamed  rapidly  in  pursuit  of  the  Selma,  seeing  which 
and  that  my  vessel  would  inevitably  be  cut  off  and  captured  by  the 
two  other  vessels  of  the  enemy  now  on  their  way  to  join  in  tne  pursuit 
if  I  suffered  her  to  engage  in  a  stern  chase,  which  is  always  a  long  one, 
and  knowing,  furthermore,  that  with  the  coal  dust  on  Doard,  which 
was  my  only  fuel,  I  could  not  possibly  make  steam  enough  to  overtake 
two  such  fast  vessels  as  the  Metacomet  and  Selma,  going  off  as  they 
were  at  top  speed,  I  deemed  it  best  to  turn  the  Morgan's  dow  directly 
in  to  shallower  water,  and  in  doing  so  we  grounded  on  the  long  stretch 
of  shoals  which  extends  off  from  the  land  a  little  to  the  eastward  of 
Navy  Cove.  We  backed  off,  however,  in  a  few  minutes,  and  the 
Selma  having  by  that  time  surrendered  to  the  Metacomet  and  the  other 
chasing  gunboats  having  nearly  reached  them,  I  directed  my  vessel's 
course  toward  Fort  Morgan,  on  approaching  which  we  discovered  a 
small  Federal  gunboat  aground  on  the  western  side  of  the  seaward 
channel  about  a  mile  and  a  half  below  the  fort.  I  steamed  down 
toward  her  and  sent  a  boat  with  Lieutenant  Thomas  L.  Harrison  to 
burn  her,  which  was  accordingly  done.  She  proved  to  be  the  Philippi. 
disabled  by  a  shot  from  the  fort  and  abandoned.  Having  performed 
this  duty,  we  returned  to  the  fort  and  made  fast  to  the  wnarf . 

A  short  time  before  proceeding  on  this  affair  of  the  burning,  the  Ten- 
nessee, about  4  miles  distant  from  us,  after  a  desperate  contest  with  the 
enemy,  had  been  compelled,  by  being  disabled  (as  we  afterwards 
learned),  to  yield  to  an  overwhelming  force,  and  the  Morgan  was  now 
the  only  vessel  left  of  our  little  squadron.  I  felt  exceedingly  anxious 
to  save  her  to  the  Confederacy  by  "  running  the  gantlet "  up  the  bay  to 
Mobile,  distant  about  25  miles;  but  it  seemed  so  impossible  in  a  noisy, 
high-pressure  steamer,  making  black  smoke,  to  pass  the  enemy's  fleet 
unobserved  or  to  elude  the  vigilance  of  his  gunboats,  which  were  seen 
after  the  action  to  go  up  the  bay,  that  I  gave  up  the  idea  at  one  time  as 
impracticable  and  made  preparations  to  take  to  the  boats,  as  the 
Gaines  people  intended  to  do  when  night  should  come.  Upon  recon- 
sideration of  the  matter,  however,  I  determined  to  make  the  effort, 
and  having  landed  three-fourths  of  my  provisions  for  the  use  of  the 
garrison  and  thrown  overboard  my  coal  dust  for  the  purpose  of  picking 
out  all  the  lumps  that  could  be  founds  as  well  as  to  lighten  the  vessel,  I 
started  at  11  p.  m.  of  a  starlight  night  upon  an  enterprise  which  no  one 
on  shore  or  afloat  expected  to  be  successful.  Not  only  was  this  the 
universal  opinion,  but  all  letters  and  papers  from  the  fort  were  sent  in 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Bennett  in  his  boats,  which  were  to 
go  up  alongshore,  nor  would  the  two  or  three  townspeople  who  hap- 
pened to  be  down  there  take  passage  with  us,  preferring  tne  longer  and 
safer  route  by  land.  But  fortune  favored  us,  and  although  hotly  pur- 
sued and  shelled  by  the  enemy's  cruisers  for  a  large  portion  of  the  way, 
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we  successfully  reached  the  outer  obstructions  near  Mobile  at  day- 
break, having  been  struck  but  once  slightly.  We  found  the  "gap" 
through  the  obstructions,  much  to  our  surprise,  closed,  and  it  was  not 
until  the  afternoon  that  the  gate  was  pulled  sufficiently  aside  to  allow 
us  to  enter.  •  In  the  action  down  the  bay  we  had  the  good  luck  to 
escape  with  but  small  damage.  We  were  struck  but  six  times,  and 
only  one  of  that  number  did  any  harm,  and  that  entered  the  port 
wheelhouse  and  passed  out  of  the  starboard,  destroying  some  muskets, 
boarding  pikes,  and  stanchions  in  its  progress  over  tne  deck.  Only 
one  person  was  wounded,  and  he  slightly,  by  a  splinter.  I  owe  this 
exemption  from  injury  and  loss,  doubtless,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the 
excellent  position  I  was  enabled  to  keep,  generally  on  the  Hartford's 
bow.  The  casualties,  however,  seem  to  have  been  small  in  all  the  ves- 
sels save  the  Selma. 

The  officers  and  men  in  their  conduct  afforded  me  much  satisfaction, 
particularly  as  the  most  of  them  had  never  been  under  fire  before,  and 
I  am  a  good  deal  indebted  to  my  executive  officer,  Lieutenant  Thomas 
L.  Harrison  (who  had  especial  charge  of  the  after  division  of  guns, 
owing  to  an  insufficiency  of  officers)  for  his  hearty  cooperation  and 
assistance.

P.  S. — Besides  the  two  other  double-enders  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going as  having  left  the  fleet  after  the  Metacomet  to  join  in  the  chase, 
there  was  a  gunboat,  also,  which  followed  after  a  while. 

It  must  be  understood,  with  regard  to  the  Selma,  that  she  did  not 
discontinue  her  retreat  to  engage  the  Metacomet,  but  that  her  fighting 
was  done  with  her  after  gun,  fired  over  her  stern  at  the  approaching 
vessel,  and  that  she  surrendered  while  the  Metacomet  was  yet  astern  or 
had  just  got  up.

The  naval  engagement  in  Mobile  Bay. 

[Extract  from  Charleston  Mercury,  August  17, 1864.] 

A  correspondent  of  the  Mobile  Advertiser,  an  "  officer  of  the  Mor- 

Jan,"  gives  some  interesting  particulars  of  the  naval  engagement  in  the 
> ay  before  that  city. 

At  6  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  the  enemy's  fleet  was 
observed  in  line  of  battle  coining  slowly  over  the  bar,  the  monitors, 
which  were  already  inside,  at  the  same  time  moving  up  to  a  position 
inline. 

As  they  came  up,  the  ironclads,  owing  to  lack  of  speed,  gradually 
lost  their  position  ahead  and  dropped  off  to  the  westward,  but  the 
wooden  ships,  the  Richmond  at  their  head,  came  on  in  unbroken  line, 
and  preserving  the  same  rate  of  speed  throughout. 

At  near  7  o'clock  the  fort  opened  on  them  and  the  Tennessee,  run- 
ning down  close  to  the  wharf,  ran  out  into  the  channel  to  intercept 
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them,  while  the  Morgan,  the  Oaines,  and  the  Selma,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  namea,  turned  their  prows  to  the  westward  and  spread 
themselves  in  an  oblique  line  across  the  channel  for  the  same  purpose. 

On  came  the  immense  ships  of  the  enemy  right  past  the  fort  without 
slacking  their  speed  or  disturbing;  their  oraer  of  battle,  and  it  was  then 
that  we  first  discovered  that  each  of  the  large  ships  had  a  smaller  ves- 
sel lashed  alongside  of  her  opposite  to  the  fort,  and  that  their  sides 
were  protected  by  chains  a  la  Kearsarge. 

As  the  enemy  came  within  range  our  little  squadron  opened  on  them, 
and  the  engagement  soon  becatoe  general.  The  Tennessee  bestowed 
her  attention  on  each  one  as  they  passed  and  at  last  steered  right  into 
the  middle  of  them,  while  the  three  other  vessels  devoted  themselves 
to  the  Richmond  and  Hartford,  which  was  the  second  ship  in  the  line. 

It  was  at  this  moment,  during  the  process  of  straightening  up  in  a 
line  parallel  to  that  of  the  enemy,  that  the  Selma  shot  ahead,  leaving 
us  in  the  center  with  the  Gaines  on  our  starboard  quarter.  Broad- 
side after  broadside  did  we  pour  into  the  Hartford  as  we  ran  along 
on  the  starboard  bow  at  a  distance  of  500  yards,  and  thick  and  fast 
burst  the  shells  around  and  over  us.  while  showers  of  grape  lashed 
the  water  in  every  direction  and  embedded  themselves  in  the  ship's 
side,  and  yet,  strange  to  say,  we  were  not  materially  injured,  and, 
still  more  miraculous,  there  was  not  a  life  lost. 

Our  safety  lay  principally  in  the  fact  of  our  occupying  a  position 
so  much  ahead  of  the  enemy  that  he  was  unable  to  tram  his  guns 
upon  us,  while  the  Oaines  received  his  whole  broadside. 

After  this  running  fight  had  been  kept  up  sometime,  the  Oaines 
was  observed  to  round  to  and  head  for  the  Tort,  and  the  Richmond, 
casting  off  the  double-ender  which  had  been  lashed  alongside  of  her, 
the  latter  passed  ahead  and  came  in  between  us  and  the  Selma. 

In  doing  this  she  detached  herself  from  the  rest  of  the  fleet  and 
stood  to  the  eastward  so  as  to  completely  cut  off  the  Selma,  seeing 
which  we  immediately  left  the  Hartford  and  steered  on  a  course  paral- 
lel to  hers  at  a  short  distance,  the  Selma  pursuing  a  like  course  on  the 
other  side  of  her. 

Together  I  have  no  doubt  we  damaged  her  considerably,  and  even- 
tually might  have  sunk  her,  but  unfortunately  the  Morgan  ran 
aground,  and  the  double-ender  then  gave  her  whole  attention  to  the 
Selma,  and  being  a  very  fast  vessel  she  was  enabled  to  choose  her  own 
position  and  raked  her  opponent  fore  and  aft. 

In  the  meantime  one  of  the  enemy's  monitors  was  sunk  by  a  tor- 
pedo, and  the  others  attempted  to  get  between  the  Tennessee  and 
the  rest  of  their  fleet,  and,  being  much  faster  than  her,  they  partially 
succeeded.     Of  the  further  movements  of  the  Tennessee  I  can  not 

Xtk  with  any  certainty,  as  a  severe  rainstorm  burst  over  us  just 
r  the  Richmond  cast  off  the  double-ender,  which  entirely  concealed 
the  fleet. 

When  we  got  afloat,  we  were  about  to  proceed  again  to  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Selma  when  we  observed  that  she  had  already  hauled 
down  her  colors.  We  then  steamed  down  to  assist  the  Oaines,  but 
as  we  approached  it  was  found  that  she  had  been  beached  to  prevent 
her  sinking  and  that  her  officers  and  crew  were  already  leaving  her. 

It  was  then  that  we  boarded  and  burned  the  Philippi,  and  on  our 
return,  finding  that  the  Tennessee  had  surrendered,  we  made  fast  to 
the  wharf  and  began  lightening  the  ship  in  order  to  attempt  the  run 
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to  Mobile  that  night.  At  1 1 :  30  p.  m.  we  oast  off  from  the  wharf,  and 
with  all  the  steam  we  could  muster  initiated  one  of  the  most  desperate 
adventures  of  the  war. 

After  running  the  gantlet  of  the  .whole  Yankee  fleet  and  being 
chased  and  fired  at  successively  by  two  monitors  and  two  double- 
enders  from  Fort  Morgan  to  Dog  River  Bar,  we  reached  the  obstruc- 
tions in  safety,  having  received  but  one  shot  during  the  chase. 


Beport  of  Liantenant  Xnrphay,  0.  8.  Navy,  late  commanding  C.  8.  8.  Selma.

Sib:  The  shattered  state  of  my  nervous  system  produced  by  the 
wound  I  received  has  prevented  my  making  my  report  before  tins. 

Between  5  and  6  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant  it  was 
reported  to  me  that  a  move  was  made  by  the  fleet  outside.  I  gave 
the  order  at  once  to  get  up  steam,  to  weigh  anchor,  and  to  lash  both 
securely  and  then  to  go  to  breakfast,  and  if  we  had  time  for  the  crew 
to  clean  themselves.  The  Selma  was  lying  to  the  southward  and 
eastward  of  the  flagship  and  much  nearer  the  shore.  After  the 
anchor  was  weighed,  the  steamer  dropped  down  with  the  tide  to  the 
northward  and  eastward.  While  the  crew  were  at  breakfast,  the 
engagement  commenced,  and  many  shots  were  fired  by  both  sides 
before  I  went  to  quarters,  but  as  soon  as  the  crew  were  through  with 
their  breakfast  and  the  decks  were  cleared  up  I  went  to  quarters  and 
stood  slowly  to  the  northward  and  westward  under  easy  steam  and 
nearly  parallel  with  the  vessels  coming  in,  and  as  soon  as  I  passed 
the  stern  of  the  Tennessee  I  opened  on  the  enemy  with  all  my  guns 
and  continued  to  fight  all  of  them  for  some  time;  when  I  perceived 
the  Metacomet  was  towing  the  Hartford,  the  leading  ship,  when  I  gave 
the  order  to  give  her  all  tne  steam  they  could  that  I  might  get  ahead 
and  on  the  port  side  of  her.  My  intention  was  perceived,  and  before 
I  could  get  mto  the  position  I  wanted  the  Metacomet  cast  off  and  gave 
chase.  A  constant  fire  had  been  kept  up  all  the  time,  first  at  one 
and  then  at  another,  as  the  opportunity  offered.  Before  the  Meta- 
comet had  cast  off,  my  best  gunner  had  been  killed  by  a  piece  of  shell, 
from  the  Hartford,  I  think,  but  several  vessels  were  firing  at  me  at 
the  same  time,  and  in  a  short  while  my  next  best  gunner  met  the 
same  fate.  The  fight  was  then  with  the  Metacomet  (carrying  eight 
IX-inch  Dahlgren  and  two  100-pounder  Parrott  guns),  one  of  the 
fastest  vessels  in  their  squadron.  She  tried  hard  to  rake  me,  which 
was  prevented  by  good  steering.  The  Metacomet  being  so  much 
faster,  soon  came  quite  near,  and  firing  one  of  her  IX-inch  guns, 
killed  6  and  wounded  7  men  at  the  same  gun,  as  well  as  disabling  the 
gun  itself.  I  had  only  been  able  to  use  two  of  the  four  guns  wnich 
composed  the  battery  of  the  Selma  for  some  time,  and  the  crew  of 
No.  1  gun  had  just  been  sent  aft  to  assist  in  working  these  two. 

My  first  lieutenant,  John  H.  Comstock,  and  Master's  Mate  Murray 
were  both  lolled  by  the  same  shot,  and  I  was  wounded  in  the  left 
arm  after  firing  one  or  two  shots  more. 

I  perceived  that  the  Metacomet  was  about  to  rake  me  with  grape 
and  shrapnel  and  that  the  Port  Royal,  of  about  the  same  class,  was 
about  to  open  on  me  also,  and  as  I  did  not  believe  that  I  was  justified 
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in  sacrificing  more  of  my  men  in  such  an  unequal  contest,  I  gave  the 
order,  at  about  half-past  9  o'clock,  to  haul  down  the  colors.  My 
wound  was  bleeding  fast,  and  I  knew  if  I  left  the  deck  for  one  moment 
the  vessel  might  be  sunk.  I  hp,d  8  killed  and  7  wounded;  my  deck 
was  a  perfect  slaughter  pen  when  I  surrendered. 

I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  the  officers  and  crew ;  not  the  least  con- 
fusion occurred  during  the  action.  The  wounded  were  taken  below, 
and  the  men  returnea  instantly  to  their  quarters.  The  powder  divi- 
sion was  beautifully  attended  to;  every  charge  and  every  shell  were 
sent  to  the  different  guns  without  a  single  mistake.  The  enemy 
acknowledged  great  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  inflicted  on  them  by 
the  Selma.

Beport  of  Lieutenant  Bennett,  C.  8.  Navy,  late  commanding  C.  8.  8.  Gainer 

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  8,  186 4. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the 
Gaines,  under  my  command,  in  the  actipn  of  the  5th  instant,  off  Fort 
Morgan,  and  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  beaching  and  aban- 
donment of  the  ship: 

The  Oaines  was  cleared  for  action  about  6 :  20  a.  m.,  and  in  obedience 
to  signal  from  the  admiral  to  follow  "his  motions,"  waited  for  him  to 
open  upon  the  advancing  enemy,  advancing  with  four  monitors  in  line 
ahead  and  fourteen  wooden  vessels  by  twos,  each  large  ship  having  a 
smaller  one  lashed  'to  her  port  side,  the  whole  forming  one  compact 
line  of  battle.  As  soon  as  the  Tennessee  delivered  fire,  the  Qaines, 
having  placed  herself  next  the  admiral,  commenced  at  about  2,000 
yards  distance  with  her  pivot  guns,  upon  the  leading  wooden  ships, 
supposed  to  be  the  Hartford  ana  her  consort,  at  about  6 :  50,  as  nearly 
as  I  can  determine,  ana  continued  to  deliver  a  raking  fire  upon  the 
leading  wooden  ships  until  their  passage  past  the  fort.  She  then  made 
one  circle  to  prevent  too  close  action — as  she  was  lying  nearly  in  the 
track  of  the  advancing  fleet — and  afterwards  steered  in  nearly  parallel 
lines  with  the  enemy  at  distances  gradually  diminishing,  until  she  was 
within  at  least  700  yards  and  engaging  with  her  port  guns.  The 
anemy  now  being  clear  of  the  fort,  was  enabled  to  direct  attention 
exclusively  to  our  little  squadron. 

Early  in  the  action  a  shell  exploded  near  the  steering  wheel,  wound- 
ing the  two  men  stationed  at  it  and  cutting  the  wheel  rope.  The  ship 
was  then  steered  with  the  relieving  tackles  until  the  after  wheel  ropes 
could  be  rove.  Shortly  after  this,  it  was  reported  that  the  forward 
magazine  was  filled  with  smoke  and  thought  to  be  on  fire.  This,  on 
examination,  luckily  proved  a  mistake.  An  Xl-inch  shot  had  entered 
the  starboard  bow,  striking  the  deck  above  the  magazine,  had  broken 
it  in,  and  made  so  much  dust  that  the  gunner's  mate,  serving  powder 
in  that  magazine,  thought  it  smoke,  and  believed  from  the  shock  and 
dust  that  a  shell  had  exploded  and  fired  that  part  of  the  ship.  He 
reported  accordingly.  This  occasioned  a  short  delay  in  the  serving  of 
powder  to  the  forward  division.    The  firemen  of  this  division  ~^ 
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hose  and  buckets,  went  promptly  to  the  spot,  under  the  executive 
officer,  and  soon  discovered  the  mistake.  About  this  time  the  ship 
was  subjected  to  a  very  heavy  concentrated  fire  from  the  Hartford, 
Richmond,  and  others  at  short  range  as  the  enemy  passed  me.  Nearly 
their  whole  fire  seemed  for  a  time  to  be  directed  at  the  Gaines.  The 
after  magazine  was  now  discovered  filling  with  water.  I  went  below 
to  examine  it,  and  found  much  water  had  accumulated  in  it,  and  was 
rapidly  increasing.  Not  being  aware  of  any  shot  having  entered  near 
the  water  [in]  that  part  of  the  ship,  and  being  unable  to  see  any  dam- 
age upon  inspection  from  the  side  which  could  have  caused  such  a 
leak,  I  directed  the  executive  officer,  with  the  carpenter's  mate,  to  get 
into  a  boat  and  make  examination  of  the  counter.  He  found  a  shot 
had  broken  in  the  outer  planking  under  the  port  quarter  about  the 
water  line,  and  which,  from  marks,  seemed  to  have  glanced  below  in 
the  direction  of  the  sternpost.  This  could  not  be  stopped  by  reason 
of  the  impossibility  of  getting  to  it^because  of  the  flare  of  the  counter. 
As  this  break  could  not  have  caused  all  the  water  which  flowed  into 
the  ship,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  was  a  shell  which  had  caused  the  break 
and  had  probably  exploded  below  water  under  the  counter  and  had 
started  the  timbers  near  the  sternpost;  the  ship  had  received  a  shock 
during  the  engagement  which  shook  her  from  stem  to  stern,  being 
much  more  violent  than  that  of  shot  passing  through.  The  bilge 
pumps  were  immediately  worked,  but  there  was  no  water  in  the 
engine  room.  Finding  the  magazine  rapidly  filled,  also  the  afterhold 
and  shell  room,  with  no  water  m  the  engine  room,  I  caused  the  after- 
bulkhead  of  the  engine  room  to  be  knocked  down  so  as  to  allow  the 
flow  of  water  to  the  bilge  pumps.  By  this  time  the  stern  had  settled 
some  and  the  steering  became  difficult.  Under  these  circumstances 
I  determined  to  withdraw  from  action.    The  enemy's  fleet  had  now 


Finding  the  ship  would  sink  in  a  short  time,  and  thinking  I  might  be 
able  to  reach  the  shore,  now  about  two  or  three  miles  distant,  I  with- 
drew from  action  and  made  the  best  of  my  way  toward  the  fort,  steer- 
ing the  ship  principally  with  the  side  wheels,  which  position  I  reached 
without  embarrassment  from  the  enemy — thanks  to  an  opportune  rain 
squall  which  shut  me  from  view — and  placed  her  bow  upon  the  beach 
within  500  yards  of  Fort  Morgan,  about  9 :  30. 

I  am  happy  to  state  there  was  no  confusion  or  panic  under  the 
circumstances  of  our  position,  but  that  every  work  was  done  with 
deliberation  and  without  undue  excitement.  The  ship  delivered  fire 
to  the  enemy  at  the  moment  of  striking  the  shore 

At  the  time  of  beaching  the  magazine  was  nearly  filled.  I  had 
caused  all  the  powder  to  De  removed  to  the  cabin,  the  shells  were 
removed  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  not  before  many  of  them  might 
become  submerged.  The  usefulness  of  the  ship  having  been  destroyed 
by  the  enemy,  I  devoted  myself  and  crew  to  the  preservation  or  all 
valuable  materiel,  and  I  landed  all  the  powder,  shells,  shot,  gun 
equipment,  etc.,  which  I  gave  to  the  general  commanding  at  Fort 
Morgan,  to  whom  I  thought  they  might  be  useful  in  the  expected 
siege.  The  crew  were  then  landed  with  their  bags  and  blankets, 
muskets,  cutlasses,  and  small-arms  ammunition,  and  the  ship  aban- 
doned at  12  o'clock,  with  her  battle  flags  flying,  and  her  stern  settled 
as  far  as  it  could — about  2  fathoms.  I  aid  not  spike  the  guns,  because 
they  could  be  secured  by  the  fort,  and  could  not  to  be  taken  by  the 
enemy. 
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Having  thus  left  my  command,  it  became  necessary  to  devise  a 
retreat  for  my  crew — they  were  not  necessary  to  the  fort,  as  I  was 
informed  when  I  offered  their  services.  Already  I  had  secured  two 
boats  belonging  to  the  Tennessee — left  by  her  at  anchor — and  with 
four  boats  of  the  Gaines — one  having  been  destroyed  by  shot — I 
left  the  fort  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  reached  Mobile  at  7  o'clock  a.  m. 
on  the  6th  with  129  officers  and  men,  small  arms,  etc.,  and  six  boats, 
passed  the  enemy's  fleet  without  observation,  and  reported  myself 
and  crew  to  the  senior  officer  for  further  service.  Not  a  man  was 
lost  bv  straggling,  and  I  brought  up  the  wounded.  The  dead  were 
buried  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th  m  the  fort's  burial  ground.  We 
had  only  2  killed  and  3  wounded.  The  surgeon's  report  of  casualties 
I  herewith  enclose. 

Whilst  running  the  gantlet  up  the  bay  I  became  apprehensive  of 
capture  or  of  being  forced  to  land  and  make  a  march  to  Mobile. 
The  Morgan  was  being  chased  by  the  enemy.  As  I  knew  it  was  her 
intention  to  pass  near  the  eastern  shore,  and  could  see  her  approach 
us,  I  feared  she  might  lead  the  enemy  upon  the  boats.  Under  these 
circumstances  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  drop,  the  signal  book  into  the 
sea.     I  did  so. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Gaines  for  about  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
were  subjected  to  a  very  heavy  fire  from  the  enemy  at  short  distance, 
and  I  am  proud  to  say  stood  it  with  great  gallantry;  there  were  two 
or  three  exceptional  cases  only.  Without  casting  censure  upon  any 
by  my  silence,  I  can  not  withhold  the  expression  of  my  thanks  to 
Lieutenant  Payne,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Iglehart,  Second 
Assistant  Engineer  Debois,  -Gunner  Offutt,  and  Paymaster's  Clerk 
Wilson  (in  charge  of  the  supply  of  shells  to  the  after  division)  for 
their  examples  of  coolness  and  gallantry  under  the  trying  circum- 
stances of  tnis  combat  against  an  overwhelming  force,  and  the  influ- 
ence it  must  have  had  among  the  crew,  most  of  wnom  had  never 
before  been  in  action.  Frequent  interviews  with  these  officers 
caused  me  to  regard  them  with  admiration. 

The  ship  received  seventeen  shots  in  her  hull  and  smokestack;  of 
these  only  two  can  be  said  to  have  caused  her  any  distress — that 
which  caused  the  leak  and  the  cutting  of  the  wheel  ropes. 

As  is  usual  and  proper  when  a  ship  is  lost,  I  beg  the  Department 
to  order  a  court  of  enquiry  to  investigate  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
abandonment  of  the  Gaines.

Mobile,  August  9,  1864- 
Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  casualties 
on  board  the  C.  S.  S.  Gaines  during  the  engagement  on  the  morning 
of  August  5: 

Daniel  Ahern,  quarter  gunner,  killed  by  the  explosion  of  a  shell, 
tearing  open  the  abdomen  completely  across  (the  intestines  escap- 
ing tnrough  the  wound),  and  fracturing  and  terribly  lacerating  the 
right  thigh. 
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Michael  Vincent,  seaman,  killed  by  a  large  splinter,  the  abdomen 
being  torn  across  and  contents  entirely  exposed. 

W^  W.  Smith,  first  quartermaster,  ana  Thomas  Woods,  seaman, 
received  severe  contusions  of  both  thighs  and  legs  by  the  explosion 
of  a  shell  whilst  standing  at  the  wheel. 

Newton  Williams,  landsman,  wounded  by  a  splinter,  the  extremi- 
ties of  two  fingers  of  the  left  hand  being  badly  lacerated,  but  not 
requiring  amputation.     Several  others  received  slight  scratches,  but 
no  treatment  was  necessary.     All  are  doing  well.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Lieutenant  Bennett,  C.  8.  Navy,  late  oommanding 
C.  8.  8.  Gaines,  responding  to  request  for  a  court  of  enquiry  on  the  loss  of  that  vessel. 

Confederate  States  of  America, 
Navy  Department,  Richmond,  August  23,  186^ 
Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  8th,  instant,  reporting  the  battle  of  the 
5th  instant  in  the  bay  of  Mobile,  and  the  part  taken  in  it  by  the 
Gaines,  under  your  command,  has  been  received. 

Against  the  overwhelming  forces  brought  to  bear  upon  our  little 
squadron  defeat  seems  to  have  been  inevitable;  but  tne  bearing  of 
our  officers  and  men  #has  snatched  credit  even  from  defeat;  and, 
mingled  with  deep  regret  for  the  suffering  and  captivity  of  the  brave 
old  admiral  and  the  loss  of  our  men  and  ships,  is  the  conviction  that 
the  triumph  of  the  enemy  leaves  the  honor  or  our  service  untarnished. 
The  court  of  enquiry  for  which  you  ask  is  deemed  unnecessary. 
Such  a  tribunal  could  but  strengthen  the  public  verdict,  in  which 
the  Department  fully  concurs,  that  t)ie  loss  of  your  ship  resulted 
from  no  want  of  courage,  skill,  or  judgment  on  the  part  or  yourself, 
your  officers,  or  orew.

Additional  report  of  Lieutenant  Bennett,  C.  S.  Navy,  late  commanding  C.  8.  8.  Gaines, 
transmitting  report  of  gunner* s  department. 

C.  S.  S.  Nashville, 
Mobile,  December  28,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  report  of  Gunner  Offutt,  late  of 
the  Gaines,  setting  forth  a  statement  in  connection  with  the  injuries 
received  by  the  Gaines,  in  action  off  Fort  Morgan,  and  of  which  I  have 
had  no  knowledge  until  communicated  to  me  yesterday  in  conversa- 
tion. Of  course  no  mention  was  made  of  *it  in  my  report  to  the 
Department  of  August  8,  1864.     Gunner  Offutt  states  that  in  addition 
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to  the  flooding  of  the  magazine  from  the  break  under  the  port  quarter, 
which  was  beyond  our  control,  he  marked  another  of  similar  character 
on  the  starboard  side,  nearly  opposite  the  first,  and  through  which  the 
water  entered  the  magazine  in  even  greater  volume.  He  marks  the 
time  as  nearly  coincident  with  the  cutting  away  the  bulkhead  to  allow 
the  flow  of  water  to  the  steam  pumps,  n  this  is  correct  it  was  after  I 
had  turned  the  ship's  head  from  the  enemy  to  examine  damage  already 
received,  and  if  beyond  repair  to  seek  shoal  water.  At  no  other  time 
could  such  an  injury  on  the  starboard  side  have  been  received,  except 
in  the  early  part  or  the  action  and  before  the  enemy  had  well  gotten 
into  the  bay.  The  steam  pumps  worked  admirably,  and  discharged 
at  the  rate  of  286  gallons  per  minute,  without  visible  effect,  and  con- 
tinued to  do  so  until  they  nad  worked  off  all  the  steam  in  the  boilers. 
I  feel  both  mortification  and  annoyance  that  this  statement  of  the 
gunner  should  reach  me  at  this  late  period.  It  should  have  been 
reported  at  the  instant.  There  is  no  reason  of  my  questioning  the 
veracity  .of  this  officer,  and  if  his  statement  is  literally  correct  there  is 
less  difficulty  in  accounting  for  the  rapid  rise  of  water  in  the  ship.  In 
reviewing  such  scenes  as  tnose  through  which  the  Gaines  passed,  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  eliminate  truth  from  fiction,  and  although  I 
require  reports  in  writing  from  officers  commanding  divisions,  engines, 
etc.,  I  was  principally  governed  by  my  own  observation  and  recollec- 
tion in  the  report  I  made  the  Department.  I  did  not  require  one 
from  the  gunner,  because  of  his  circumscribed  sphere,  and  I  thought 
myself  perfectly  familiar  with  all  that  occurred  at  this  station. 

Incidentally,  I  may  remark  that  since  the  action  I  have  had  state- 
ments made  me  of  shots  striking  at  various  points  below  the  water,  but 
which  I  have  not  noticed,  since  no  water  is*  known  to  have  flowed 
from  them,  and  the  time  for  verification  has  passed.

Sir:  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  you  as  my  commanding  officer  of  the 
C.  S.  S.  Gaines  to  make  a  report  of  what  transpired  in  the  department 
of  which  I  had  charge  in  the  action  of  the  5th  of  August,  1864,  and  in 
which  the  Gaines  took  part. 

At  about  6:30  a.  m.  all  hands  were  beat  to  general  quarters.  I 
immediately  repaired  to  my  station  in  the  after  magazine.  I  had  not 
been  there  more  than  ten  minutes  before  the  reports  of  heavy  guns, 
and  immediately  the  demand  for  ammunition,  wnich  was  supplied  by 
me  very  rapidly.  Soon  after  the  action  commenced,  I  think  not  more 
than  thirty  minutes,  I  felt  a  very  severe  shock  which  caused  the  water 
to  rush  rapidly  in  on  the  port  side,  and  very  soon  the  magazine  became 
flooded  with  water.  I  immediately  informed  you  of  the  fact.  In  the 
meantime  I  was  also  engaged  in  passing  the  powder  from  the  magazine 
to  the  cabin  when  you  arrived  at  the  place  of  accident  and  saw  how 
rapidly  the  water  was  making  headway.    The  bulkhead  had  by  this

time  been  knocked  down  to  let  the  water  run  forward.  All  this  had 
no  effect,  when  I  experienced  another  shock,  more  severe  than  the 
first,  on  the  starboard  side  of  quarter-deck,  under  the  counter,  directly 
opposite  the  one  on  the  port  side,  and  which  apparently  opened  all  the 
planking,  as  the  body  or  water  which  rushed  in  caused  me  to  stagger, 
it  rushed  in  such  force.  Both  these  shocks  must  have  been  caused 
by  the  explosion  of  large  shells.  I  succeeded,  however,  in  saving  all 
the  ammunition  except  a  few  charges,  which  was  ordered  by  you  to 
be  sent  on  deck  and  conveyed  in  small  boats  to  the  shore  at  Fort 
Morgan,  and  there  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  fort.  When  the  magazine  was  abandoned,  the  water  was  within 
a  few  inches  of  the  cabin  floor,  having  to  swim  myself  through  the 
doorway  to  get  out  of  the  magazine.  This  is  a  correct  statement  of 
what  occurred  in  mv  immediate  station.

P.  S. — I  will  further  state  the  reason  why  I  delayed  to  make  this 
report  to  you;  it  was  owing  to  the  following  circumstances:  On  my 
arrival  to  the  city  I  was  immediately  detached  from  your  command 
and  ordered  to  report  to  First  Lieutenant  Commanding  Charles  C. 
Simms,  C.  S.  S.  Na&h/ville,  then  fitting  out  in  a  great  hurry,  and  which 
required  all  my  attention;  feeling  confident  that  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Gaines  (Lieutenant  Payne)  had  made  an  official  report  of  all 
that  occurred  during  the  action  which  caused  the  destruction  of  the 
Gaines,  and  never  having  had  the  opportunity  of  conversing  with  you 
before  this,  you  will  therefore  perceive  the  cause  of  my  delay.

Beport  of  Lieutenant  Payne,  C.  S.  Navy,  executive  officer  C.  S.  B.  Gainei. 

Sir:  At  6:30  hove  up  anchor  and  beat  to  quarters.  The  admiral 
made  general  signal  to  follow  his  movements.  At  6 :  50  the  Hartford 
fired  the  first  gun;  the  action  then  became  general.  At  6 :  55  we  fired 
our  first  shot  from  forward  gun  (the  Tennessee  having  fired  one  gun). 
We  then  engaged  the  nearest  ship  with  our  port  battery  at  about  1 ,700 
yards;  when  about  1,200  wore  snip  and  fired  from  starboard  battery- 
two  rounds;  then  turned  the  ship  with  our  head  the  same  as  the  enemy. 
At  about  7 :  30  the  Hartford  opened  on  us  with  her  starboard  battery 
at  about  1,000  yards.  One  Xl-inch  shot  came  through  the  bow  and 
stove  in  tne  berth  deck  above  the  forward  magazine,  when  the  for- 
ward magazine  was  reported  on  fire.  Called  away  the  firemen  and 
got  a  stream  of  water  to  the  magazine,  when  it  was  found  to  be  a  false 
report.  One  shell  burst  near  the  wheel,  wounding  both  men  at  the 
wneel  and  killed  Quarter  Gunner  Ahern  and  cut  wheel  rope  and  stove 
binnacle  and  doing  other  damage.  One  shot  struck  the  stern  and 
knocked  off  cutwater;  one  shot  entered  the  after  gangway  and  killed 
M.  Vincent,  seaman;  two  struck  chief  engineer's  room,  one  through 
each  wheelhouse;  one  Xl-inch  shell  came  through  the  side  and  lodged 
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on  berth  deck,  two  through  smokestaek.  Just  after  8  o'clock  a  shot 
or  shell  struck  just  abaft  the  gangway  below  the  water  line  and  a  shell 
struck  under  the  counter  2  feet  above  the  water  line  and  glanced  down 
and  burst  below  the  water  line,  crushing  the  several  planks.  The  car- 
penter's mate  was  put  over  the  side  to  plug  the  hole,  but  found  it 
impossible  to  do  it,  as  it  was  too  low  and  the  planking  shattered.  The 
ship  was  making  water  very  fast.  We  continued  to  fight  until  the 
magazine  was  drowned  out.  All  the  powder  was  taken  out  and  put  in 
the  cabin.  About  8 :  30  the  ship  was  settling  fast  by  the  stern.  The 
captain  sent  me  down  to  examine  the  leak,  and  found  about  4  feet  of 
water  in  the  hold  and  gaining  fast.  The  captain  then  ordered  her  to 
be  run  on  shore.  We  headed  for  Navy  Cove,  but  could  not  steer  the 
ship,  only  with  the  engines.  The  captain  then  ordered  the  pilot  to 
put  her  on  shore  as  near  Fort  Morgan  as  possible.  We  still  fought 
what  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  enemy.  She  struck  the 
beach  about  9  o'clock.  We  then  discovered  a  vessel  off  Fort  Morgan; 
opened  on  her  from  our  pivot  gun.  The  fort  was  firing  at  her.  Iney 
Soon  abandoned  their  snip.  Captain  Bennett  then  made  signal  for 
the  Morgan.  She  came  within  hail.  He  spoke  to  her  and  told  Cap- 
tain Harrison  that  the  enemy  had  deserted  their  ship  and  he  could 
burn  her.  Captain  H.  then  sent  a  boat's  crew  to  burn  her,  which  they 
did.  We  got  all  our  ammunition  out  and  all  gun  gear  and  everything 
that  could Tbe  saved  of  anv  value.  The  water  was  then  2  feet  over  the 
cabin  floor.  We  all  left  her  in  the  boats  and  took  up  our  quarters  in 
the  hospital.  We  were  employed  during  the  day  m  conveying  the 
ammunition  to  the  railroad  and  getting  ready  to  leave  at  dark.  We 
left  Fort  Morgan  at  8  o'clock  that  evening  and  arrived  in  town  next 
morning. 

The  dead  were  buried  at  Fort  Morgan  by  our  crew. 

We  were  struck  seventeen  times  and  several  shells  burst  over  and 
near,  so  that  the  ship  was  struck  often  by  pieces  of  shell. 

Midshipman  Waterman,  who  fought  the  broadside  guns  in  my 
division,  was  perfectly  cool  and  behaved  nobly.  My  men  all  behaved 
well  with  one  exception. 

Just  before  the  snip  grounded  I  went  over  the  other  side  to  examine 
the  hole  under,  and  found  it  could  not  be  stopped. 
I  remain,  sir,  most  respectfully,  etc.,

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lambert,  C.  8.  Navy,  of  the  C.  B.  B.  Gaines. 

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  61 1864. 

Sir:  I  herewith  make' report  of  what  transpired  on  board  C.  S.  S. 
Oaines  as  far  as  I  could  see  from  my  position  on  the  quarter-deck. 

At  6 :  20  a.  m.  the  ship  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the  enemy's 
fleet.  They  approached  Fort  Morgan  lashed  three  abreast,  the  moni- 
tors leading;  next  came  sloop-of-war  Hartford  (flagship),  with  ships 
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lashed  on  either  side  of  her,  the  smaller  vessels  bringing  up  the  rear. 
They  numbered  eighteen  vessels,  all  told.  The  Tennessee  (flagship), 
Admiral  Buchanan,  ranged  ahead  of  us  and  fired  the  first  gun,  the 
steamer  Oaines  firing  the  second  from  her  forward  pivot  gun,  the 
greatest  elevation  being  2,000  yards.  At  6:35  the  leading  monitor 
sank  off  the  water  battery  of  the  fort.  They  closed  up  and  passed 
between  the  two  buoys  that  marked  the  main  channel  to  the  bay. 
Up  to  this  time  they  had  not  fired  a  shot  at  the  Confederate  squadron. 
Soon  after  we  ranged  up  to  within  1 ,000  yards  and  centered  our  fire  on 
the  Hartford  and  the  three-masted  vessel  immediately  in  the  rear. 
Soon  after  the  Morgan  and  Selma  ranged  ahead  of  us  on  our  starboard 
bows  and  also  opened  on  the  Hartford.  The  whole  fleet's  fire  seemed 
to  be  centered  on  these  three  ships.  At  this  time  the  Tennessee  stood 
for  the  enemy's  fleet  and  separated  them,  pouring  in  a  heavy  fire.  We 
soon  ranged  up  within  750  yards  of  the  Hartford,  the  least  elevation 
that  the  guns  of  the  after  division  was  fired.  About  fifteen  minutes 
after,  the  Selma  and  Morgan  hauled  off  and  stood  up  the  bay  and  then 
across  in  the  direction  of  Navy  Cove.  At  this  time  all  tne  enemy's 
guns  within  range  of  the  steamer  Oaines  were  centered  on  her.  M. 
Vincent,  second  loader  of  No.  2  gun,  was  then  killed  by  a  solid  shot 
that  struck  her  rail  abaft  the  dead-eye  of  the  after  shroud.  We  stood 
the  enemy's  fire  at  this  range  for  about  twenty-five  minutes,  when  it 
was  reported  to  me  that  the  ship  was  making  water  fast  from  a  shell 
which  had  entered  her  under  ner  counter  on  the  port  quarter.  I 
immediately  informed  my  captain  (Bennett)  of  the  fact.  Tne  Oaines 
hauled  off  after  having  4$  feet  of  water  in  her  after  hold,  But  still  con- 
tinued to  fire  from  her  pivot  gun.  The  last  three  shots  struck  the 
Hartford's  hull  between  tne  fore  and  main  channels.  Captain  Bennett, 
findrncr  that  he  could  not  save  his  ship,  as  the  water  was  gaining  rapidly, 
headed  her  for  the  shore  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  Fort  Morgan 
and  beached  her,  her  stern  settling  down  in  two  fathoms  water. 

We  lost  in  killed  2  men  (M.  Vincent2  seaman;  D.  Ahern,  second  gun- 
ner, both  belonging  to  the  after  division)  and  4  men  wounded. 

The  Oaines  received  seventeen  shots  through  her.  One  shot  cut  the 
dingey  in  two  that  was  run  up  to  the  stern  davits.    We  fired  from  the 

Eivot  gun  22  percussion  shell  and  8  wrought-iron  bolts;  from  the 
roadside  rifle  (32-pounder)  20  percussion  shell;  from  32-pounder, 
smoothbore,  8  5-second  shell.  Midshipman  Phillips,  commanding 
broadside  guns,  served  them  with  good  effect. 

So  far  as  I  could  see,  the  men  benaved  themselves  well  and  worked 
their  guns  well.  Gunner  Offutt  remained  in  the  magazine  until  all  the 
powder  was  saved  on  deck  and  the  water  up  to  the  magazine  scuttle. 
After  the  ship  was  beached  everything  portable  was  landed  that 
could  be  got  at;  also  the  remaining  ammunition,  muskets,  and  cut- 
lasses. 

At  12  m.  left  the  ship  and  landed  on  the  beach,  the  water  at  that 
time  being  halfway  up  to  her  spar  deck  aft.  Officers  and  crew 
remained  ashore  until  8  p.  m.,  when  they  embarked  for  Mobile  in  the 
captain's  gig,  Tennessee9 s  launch  and  first  cutter,  Oaines1  launch,  first 
cutter  ana  second  cutter. 

At  8  a.  m.  August  6  arrived  off  Mobile;  transferred  officers  and  crew 
to  the  receiving  ship.    So  ends  this  report.

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  8,  1864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  herewith  send  this  report  of  the 
part  taken  in  action  of  the  5th  of  August  off  Fort  Morgan: 

The  engines,  boilers,  and  auxiliary  engines  remained  intact  up  to  the 
time  the  steamer  Gaines  was  beached.  During  the  engagement  the 
steamer  was  struck  under  port  counter  by  shots  from  the  enemy,  and 
was  making  water  very  fast,  which  soon  flooded  the  after  magazine 
and  shell  room.  Agreeably  to  your  orders  I  had  the  bulkhead  of 
shell  room  alongside  starboard  entrance  cut  away  to  give  the  water 
egress  into  engine  room,  as  it  was  found  that  the  limbers  could  not  lead 
it  to  the  steam  pumps  as  fast  as  they  could  discharge  it,  as  they  were 
discharging  at  tne  rate  of  286  gallons  per  minute  and  continued  at  that 
rate  of  aischarffe  until  the  water  raised  sufficiently  high  enough  to  put 
out  the  fires,  the  engineers  and  firemen  remaining  at  their  several  sta- 
tions until  ordered  on  deck.  As  the  vessel  sunk  so  fast  it  was  found 
impossible  to  remove  any  part  or  parts  of  the  machinery  or  engine 
stores  in  engine  room,  and  until  she  was  beached  the  more  imperative 
duties  of  engineers  and  firemen  gave  them  no  time  to  do  so.  I  can 
only  say  that  all  my  orders  were  carried  out  and  all  under  my  charge 
acquitted  themselves  well.

From  other  sources  I  have  learned  that  Lieu- 
tenant Barrett  had  been  misinformed  and  was  mistaken  as  to  some  of 
the  facts  of  his  report.  The  return  of  Captain  Whiting  to  Mobile 
enables  me  to  submit  to  you  a  report  which  is  entitled  to  full  credit.

From  my  own  knowledge  of  the  manner  and  time  in  which  vessels 
are  sunk  by  shot,  as  well  as  from  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
Tecumseh  went  down,  I  have  no  doubt  she  was  sunk  by  a  torpedo. 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrison,  in  his  official  report  of  the  action 
of  the  5th  of  August,  says: 

One  of  the  rams  was  blown  up  just  opposite  Fort  Morgan  by  a  torpedo,  as  I  think, 
although  it  may  have  been  done  by  the  fort. 

Though  this  vessel  was  deep  and  could  not  probably  have  borne  30 
inches  of  additional  immersion  without  going  down,  the  suddenness  of 
her  disappearance  can  not  be  accounted  for  upon  the  supposition  that 
she  was  struck  by  shot  or  shell,  and  it  is  not  denied  that  she  was  over 
the  place  where  torpedoes  had  been  placed.

Mobile,  Ala.,  October  4, 1864. 

Dear  Oenebal  :  I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  state  that  I  was  on 
duty  at  Fort  Morgan  when  the  enemy's  fleet  entered  the  bay  on  the 
morning  of  August  5,  ultimo,  and  saw  the  monitor  Tecumseh  when  she 
went  down.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  she  sunk  before  reaching  the 
line  of  torpedoes.  This  opinion  is  entertained  by  such  other  or  the 
officers  of  the  fort  as  witnessed  the  sinking  and  by  the  pilots  on  lookout 
duty  and  privates  who  had  been  detailed  to  assist  in  planting  the  tor- 
pedoes. I  saw  distinctly  the  bottom  of  the  Tecumseh  and  could  dis- 
cover no  damage  to  show  it  was  struck  by  a  torpedo.  She  was  sunk 
about  500  or  600  yards  from  the  fort.  The  Winnebago,  following  in 
her  wake,  as  soon  as  she  discovered  the  fate  of  the  Tecumseh,  altered 
her  course  more  to  the  westward,  and  consequently  did  not  come  so 
near  our  batteries,  I  should  judge  not  nearer  than  800  or  900  yards, 
and  so,  with  the  entire  fleet  of  monitors,  passing  directly  over  the  line 
of  torpedoes.  The  wooden  ships,  lashed  two  and  two,  passed  from 
1,200  to  1,600  and  1,800  yards  from  the  fort  and  over  the  line  of  tor- 
pedoes. There  was  a  short  space  of  the  channel  nearest  the  fort  shore, 
and  under  the  concentrated  fire  of  all  the  batteries,  marked  by  a  buoy 
and  left  open  for  the  use  of  our  fleet.  No  ship  of  the  enemy,  wooden  or 
iron,  passed  through  this  gap,  however,  nor  according  to  my  judgment 
within  300  yards  of  it,  nor  do  I  believe  that  a  wooden  vessel  could  pos- 
sibly have  lived  in  it,  as  she  would  have  been  subjected  to  the  concen- 
trated fire  of  about  twenty  guns,  mostly  of  the  heaviest  caliber,  at  a 
distance  of  not  more  than  200  yards: 

In  presenting  you>  general,  with  the  above  statement,  I   have 
endeavored  to  adhere  to  actual  facts.     I  have  been  stationed  at  the 
fort  for  over  three  years,  and  claim  to  be  perfectly  familiar  with  the 
distances  of  all  objects  within  sight— such  as  stakes,  buoys,  etc.

Honored  Sir:  By  one  of  those  strange  coincidences,  doubtless 
under  the  inscrutable  eye  of  Providence,  whilst  inditing  my  remarks  for 
the  enclosed,  my  attention  was  attracted  to  a  letter,  unopened,  lying  on 
my  table  from  a  female,  a  lady  friend  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  ana,  as  it  seems  to 
give  the  best  answer  thereto,  it  is  forwarded  for  your  perusal,  believing 
it  will  give  much  satisfaction  to  the  writer  in  learning  such  disposal! 
In  the  enemy's  report  published  in  the  New  Orleans  Picayune  news- 
paper, of  9th  of  August  last,  the  fact  is  stated  by  themselves  that  the 
Tecumseh  was  sunk  oy  a  torpedo,  "so  rapidly  tliat  two  acting  masters 
who  escaped  from  the  top  of  the  turret  stepped  off  directly  into  the 
water;"  and  is  it  probable  that  they  would  so  publish  a  statement, 
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without  facts  to  sustain  it,  calculated  to  demoralize  their  Navy  in  all 
our  ports  ?  A  person  of  the  first  respectability  writes  me  from  Mobile : 
"  The  only  serious  damage  done  the  enemy's  fleet  passing  our  forts  was 
done  by  a  torpedo,  which  sunk  one  of  then:  monitors."     *     *     * 

From  my  own  observation  no  smoke  nor  fire  became  visible  from 
1 ,500  pounds  of  gunpowder  exploded  at  about  30  feet  deep  under  water, 
thougn  its  effects  are  otherwise  decided  and  immediate.  It  is  no  won- 
der, therefore,  that  Captain  Whiting  saw  no  more  than  he  did. 

The  time  of  submersion  determines  whether  shot  or  torpedoes  sunk 
the  vessel.  We  have  no  evidence  that  her  magazine  was  penetrated, 
and  how  otherwise  could  a  shot  have  occasioned  her  sinking  in  half  a 
minute?

Extract  from  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  dated  Novem- 
ber 5,  1864. 

On  the  5th  day  of  August  last  a  formidable  fleet  of  the  enemy,  con- 
sisting of  eighteen  ships,  including  four  ironclads,  mounting  199  guns 
and  manned  by  2,700  men,  under  Admiral  Farragut,  crossed  the 
Mobile- Bar,  when  they  were  vigorously  attacked  by  the  forts  and  by 
our  small  squadron  under  Admiral  Buchanan.  This  force  consisted  of 
the  steam  sloops  Morgan  and  Gaines,  each  carrying  6  guns,  the  Selma, 
4  guns,  and  the  ironclad  ram  Tennessee,  6  guns;  in  all,  22  guns  and  470 
men. 

In  this  action  the  Tennessee  and  Selma  were  captured  and  the  Gaines, 
in  a  sinking  condition,  was  rim  ashore  and  abandoned,  the  officers  and 
men  escaping  to  Mobile,  where  the  Morgan  also  arrived  in  safety.  Our 
loss  was  12  killed,  20  wounded,  and  243  prisoners. '  The  injury  to  the 
enemy's  ships  is  not  ascertained,  though  we  know  that  the  ironclad 
Tecumseh,  probably  struck  by  a  torpeao,  went  down  with  100  men, 
and  that  several  of  his  vessels  were  crippled  and  seriously  damaged. 
In  addition  to  the  crew  of  the  Tecumseh  the  enemy's  loss  in  killed  and 
wounded  was  about  300. 

Naval  history  records  few  contests  between  forces  so  unequal  in 
ships,  guns,  and  men,  and  but  few  in  which  the  weaker  party  displayed 
equal  heroism.  Apart  from  grave  considerations  this  contest  pos- 
sesses peculiar  interest  for  all  who  are  watchful  of  the  progress  of 
naval  affairs,  it  being  the  first  in  which  the  modern  and  improved 
means  of  naval  warfare,  offensive  and  defensive,  have  been  tested. 

The  enemy  s  ships,  among  the  finest  afloat,  were  armed  with  IX, 
X,  XI,  and  XV  inch  {juns,  whose  projectiles  varied  in  weight  from  84 
to  428  pounds.  Then*  broadsides,  the  heaviest  known,  were  dis- 
charged upon  the  Tennessee  at  distances  ranging  from  3  to  30  yards, 
and  three  of  their  heaviest  ships,  fitted  as  rams,  ran  into  her  repeatedly 
at  full  speed.  The  massive  strength  of  the  frame  and  the  sloping 
armor  or  the  ship  resisted  these  assaults,  and  but  one  shot  reached  or 
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made  any  impression  upon  the  woodwork  of  the  shield,  and  this  did 
not  go  through  it. 

On  the  6th  of  August,  the  day  after  the  battle,  Admiral  Farragut 
ordered  a  board  of  four  naval  officers  to  examine  and  report  the  con- 
dition of  the  Tennessee,  and  the  official  report  of  this  board,  made  on . 
the  13th  of  August,  after  detailing  the  specific  injuries  sustained  by 
the  ship,  says  "The  Tennessee  is  in  a  state  to  do  good  service  now." 

The  resistance  offered  by  inclined  iron  armor  to  the  heaviest  ord- 
nance ever  jused  upon  the  sea  was  here  fully  tested  at  short  ranges, 
and  the  result,  so  far  as  known,  shows  the  superiority  of  this  arrange- 
ment over  similar  armor  upon  vertical  planes. 

Our  naval  officers,  constructors,  and  engineers  will  not  fail  to  avail 
themselves  of  and  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered  by  this  engage- 
ment, Admiral  Buchanan's  report  of  which  is  annexed.

At  Mobile. — The  large  ironclad  side-wheel  steamer,  built  under 
contract  by  Messrs.  Montgomery  &  Anderson,  has  not  been  com- 

Sleted  for  want  of  iron  armor.  Ihere  are  also  at  this  place  two  light- 
raft,  double-propeller  ironclad  steamers,  to  mount  four  guns  each, 
which  were  built  under  contract  with  Messrs.  Porter  &  Watson,  on 
the  Tombigbee  River;  but  the  iron  armor  to  complete  these  vessels 
is  not  at  present  available.  Their  machinery  is  being  provided  for 
at  the  Columbus  Naval  Iron  Works.  On  the  TombigDee  another 
large  size  ironclad  is  in  progress,  for  which  an  engine  nas  been  pro- 
vided, but  the  armor  is  wanting. 

It  will  be  seen  that  everything  has  been  done  to  get  up  an  ironclad 
fleet  of  vessels  which  could  possibly  be  done  under  the  circumstances, 
but  in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  our  iron  and  coal  regions,  with  the 
rolling  mill  at  Atlanta,  our  supply  of  iron  has  been  very  limited. 
The  mills  at  Richmond  are  capable  of  rolling  any  quantity,  but  the 
material  is  not  on  hand,  and  the  amount  now  necessary  to  complete 
vessels  already  built  would  be  equal  to  4,230  tons,  as  follows:

Sir:  I  am  desired  by  Admiral  Farragut,  who  is  not  on  board  at 
present,  to  say  that  all  prisoners,  both  Army  and  Navy,  have  been 
sent  to  New  Orleans,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  tne  wounded, 
who  were  transferred  immediately  to  our  hospital  at  Pensacola. 
General  Canby,  the  commander  of  the  troops  in  this  department, 
has  entered  into  arrangements  for  a  general  exchange  of  prisoners, 
and  everything  appertaining  to  the  matter  has  been  transferred 
to  him.

Sm:  I  have  to  report  to  the  Department  that  it  will  be  necessary 
for  some  of  our  vessels  to  eo  into  the  dockyard  and  be  thoroughly 
repaired  so  soon  as  they  can  be  got  out  of  the  Day. 

The  Brooklyn,  Oneida,  and  this  ship  could  not  be  safely  sent  to  sea 
farther  than  rensacola  or  New  Orleans  until  at  least  temporarily 
repaired.  Nor  do  I  think  that  they  could  be  thoroughly  repaired  in 
either  of  those  places. 

The  Brooklyn  is  terribly  cut  up;  half  her  hanging  knees  on  the  star- 
board side  have  been  cut  from  under  the  beams,  and  this  ship's  star- 
board side  was  so  crushed  in  by  the  collision  with  the  Lackawanna  that 
neither  she  nor  the  Brooklyn  would  be  safe  in  a  gale.  The  masts, 
though  much  injured  by  shot,  could  be  fished. 

The  stems  of  the  Monongahela  and  Lackawanna  can  be  repaired  in 
Pensacola. 

The  principal  injury  to  the  Oneida  is  in  her  boilers,  which,  I  think, 
can  be  remedied  either  at  Pensacola  or  New  Orleans.

The  rebels,  I  understand,  refuse  to  exchange  our  Navy  officers  except 
for  Navy  officers,  and  heretofore  we  have  had  few  prisoners  ot  theirs  in 
that  branch  of  the  service,  but  by  the  capture  of  the  rams  Tennessee 
and  Selma  several  have  fallen  into  our  hands  whom  I  propose  to  send 
North  to  be  exchanged  for  those  of  our  officers  who  have  been  for 
nearly  a  year  confined  in  Richland  jail,  South  Carolina. 

The  names  of  the  rebel  officers  now  at  Pensacola  are  Commander 
J.  D.  Johnston,  Lieutenant  Commanding  Peter  U.  Murphey,  Lieuten- 
ant William  L.  Bradford,  and  Lieutenant  A.  D.  Wharton. 

In  addition,  we  hold  three  surgeons,  viz,  Fleet  Surgeon  D.  B.  Con- 
rad, Assistant  Surgeons  R.  C.  Bowles  and  E.  G.  Booth,  but  I  am  not 
advised  as  to  the  course  pursued  by  oui:  s&ecaies  with  this  class  of 
officers.

General:  The  movements  of  Kirby  Smith  were  such  that  I  did  not 
consider  it  advisable  to  withdraw  any  more  troops    from  Morganza 
until  I  could  make  arrangements  to  replace  them.     I  sent,  however,  an 

S[uivalent  in  numbers  from  the  First  Indiana  and  Sixth  Michigan 
eavy  Artillery  and  the  Seventy-fourth  Colored  from  Ship  Island. 
The  Ninety-seventh  Colored  (Engineers)  has  since  been  sent  and  two 
regiments  from  Morganza  go  over  to-day.  In  accordance  with  your 
suggestions  orders  have  been  telegraphed  to  the  Ninety-seventh  Col- 
ored to  go  to  Fort  Macomb,  but  the  steamer  may  have  got  beyond 
reach  or  may  not  be  able  to  get  in  the  Chef  Menteurrass.  If  so,  retain 
or  send  them  back  to  Fort  Macomb,  as  you  may  judge  best. 

Kirby  Smith  is  concentrating  his  troops,  either  witn  a  view  of  forc- 
ing the  passage  of  the  Mississippi  or  of  attacking  Steele'.  In  either 
case  we  have  no  more  troops  than  will  be  needed.  I  had  counted  upon 
A.  J.  Smith's  force  for  the  line  of  the  Arkansas,  but  that  has  gone 
forward  to  Sherman.  The  occupation  of  Mobile  and  a  demonstration 
up  the  Alabama  would  favor  Sherman's  operations  greatly,  and  if  I 
can  get  the  force  it  will  be  done.  I  advised  the  admiral  when  I  was 
over  that  I  could  not  materially  increase  your  force,  and  he  concurred 
with  me  in  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  make  any  direct 
attempt  upon  Mobile  until  this  could  be  done.  We  can  still  make  such 
demonstrations  from  the  bay  and  from  the  Mississippi  as  will  mate- 
rially aid  Sherman.

Your  dispatch  is  received.  Kirby  Smith  is  concentrating  his  troops, 
evidently  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  the  passage  of  the  Mississippi  or 
to  attack  Steele.  I  have  only  a  reserve  of  12,000  men  in  addition  to 
5,000  at  Mobile.  In  either  case  all  of  the  reserve  will  be  needed  on  the 
Mississippi  or  in  Arkansas.  I  had  counted  upon  the  force  at  Memphis 
to  aid  Steele  if  necessary,  and  hoped  to  have  accomplished  all  that 
Sherman  now  suggests.  The  consultation  with  Admiral  Farragut, 
reported  in  my  dispatch  of  the  i7th,  was  in  consequence  of  being 
advised  by  General  Washburn  that  Sherman  had  ordered  A.  J.  Smith 
to  join  him.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  Kirby  Smith's  army,  now 
reorganized  and  considerably  strengthened,  will  remain  comparatively 
idle  much  longer.  If  any  troops  can  be  sent  to  Memphis,  to  be  in  posi- 
tion to  reinforce  the  line  of  the  Arkansas,  I  can  use  the  greater  part  or 
whole  of  Reynold's  force  against  Mobile.

Sib:  In  reply  to  a  communication  from  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance,  I 
have  the  honor  to  state  that  during  the  engagements  in  this  bay  I  have 
discovered  nothing  in  the  service  of  the  guns,  magazines,  shell  rooms, 
or  in  the  projectiles  used  which  was  imperfect. 

I  recommend,  as  the  deck  has  been  penetrated  by  a  direct  shot  from 
an  80-pounder  rifle,  that  over  the  magazines  and  shell  rooms  the  deck 
be  strengthened  by  an  additional  plating  of  inch  iron,  and  the  tops  of 
the  magazines  and  shell  rooms,  wnich  are  now  in  direct  contact  with 
the  deck,  be  lowered  at  least  1  foot  and  made  heavier,  and  that  the 
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magazine  and  shell  room  and  the  engine  room  be  covered  on  the  outside 
with  sheet  lead.

Mobile  Bay,  August  27,  1864. 

Sir:  I  am  now  a  little  embarrassed  by  my  position. 

We  have  taken  the  forts  at  the  entrance  of  Mobile  Bay,  which  is 
all  I  ever  contemplated  doing  for  more  reasons  than  one. 

I  consider  an  army  of  twenty  or  thirty  thousand  men  necessary 
to  take  the  city  of  Mobile  and  almost  as  many  to  hold  it. 

The  double-enders  of  the  gunboats  and  the  Mississippi  monitors 
are  the  only  vessels  that  can  reach  the  defenses  of  Mobile.  The  larger 
vessels  can  not  approach  within  12  or  15  miles  of  the  obstructions. 

It  is  evident  that  the  army  has  no  men  to  spare  for  this  place 
beyond  those  sufficient  to  keep  up  an  alarm,  and  thereby  make  a 
diversion  in  favor  of  General  Sherman,  say  4,000  men,  and  most  of 
these  are  now  on  Cedar  Point,  opposite  Fort  Powell.  Now,  I  dislike 
to  make  a  show  of  attack  unless  I  can  do  something  more  than  make 
a  menace,  but  so  long  as  I  am  able  I  am  willing  to  do  the  bidding  of 
the  Department  to  the  best  of  my  abilities.  I  fear,  however,  my 
health  is  giving  way.  I  have  now  been  down  in  this  Gulf  and  the 
Caribbean  Sea  nearly  five  years  out  of  six,  with  the  exception  of  the 
short  time  at  home  last  fall,  and  the  last  six  months  have  been  a 
severe  drag  upon  me,  and  I  want  rest,  if  it  is  to  be  had. 

I  do  not  presume  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of  what  should  be  the 

course  of  the  Government,  Dut  I  can  not  believe  that  Mobile  will  be 

anything  but  a  constant  trouble  and  source  of  anxiety  to  us  if  once 

in  our  possession,  and  all  the  supplies  of  the  rebels  will  go  through  it.

until  she  has  been  appraised. 

On  the  20th  instant  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Kellogg,  the  United  States 
district  attorney,  requesting  him  to  libel  the  Tennessee,  the  Selma, 
and  three  lighters,  captured  in  the  bay  by  the  fleet. 

I  have  had  preliminary  surveys  made  and  inventories  taken  of  her 
ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  stores  in  the  boatswain's,  sailmaker's, 
and  master's  departments,  and  of  her  provisions  and  small  stores, 
and  value  affixed  to  them.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  have  an 
appraisement  made  by  disinterested  parties  of  the  value  of  the  ves- 
S2I,  taking  into  consideration  her  hull,  armor,  armament,  ordnance, 
ordnance  stores,  etc.  An  order  for  such  appraisement  is  enclosed, 
but  I  do  not  know  whom  to  select  as  members  of  that  board  in  addi- 
tion to  yourself  and  Commander  Sartori.  Fleet  Engineer  Shock 
may  be  interested  in  the  result,  otherwise  he  would  be  very  compe- 
tent. Can  you  suggest  any  proper  persons  for  the  purpose  and  let. 
me  have  their  names  by  return  mail  ? 
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I  wish  you  would  see  the  district  attorney  on  the  subject,  but 
please  report  to  me  before  any  action  is  taken.

Mobile  Bay,  August  29,  1864. 

Sir:  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  another 
instance  of  an  interference  with  one  of  the  supply  vessels  of  this  squad- 
ron on  her  passage  here. 

The  captain  of  the  Bermuda  had  received  orders  to  stop  at  Tampa 
Bay  simply  to  deliver  over  a  draft  of  men  intended  for  the  East  Gulf 
Squadron;  but  when  there  he  was  ordered  by  the  senior  officer  in  com- 
mand, Commander  Shufeldt,  to  supply  his  vessels  with  beef  and  vege- 
tables, and  the  Bermuda  was  boarded  by  boats  from  those  vessels  for 
that  purpose. 

Aside  irom  this  unauthorized  appropriation  of  supplies  intended  for 
my  squadron  and  the  detention  or  the  vessel,  the  still  greater  wrong 
was  done  in  endangering  the  safety  not  only  of  the  officers  and  men  or 
the  Bermuda,  but  of  this  squadron,  by  infection  from  yellow  fever, 
which  at  that  time  existed  on  one  or  more  of  the  vessels  at  Tampa  Bay. 

The  Bermuda  arrived  here  on  the  23d  instant,  but  with  such  a  short 
supply  of  beef  and  vegetables  that  it  was  out  of  my  power  to  send  her 
to  tne  coast  of  Texas,  where  the  ships  are  in  much  need  of  the  latter  to 
avoid  scurvy. 
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May  I  request  the  Department  to  give  instructions  that  under  no 
pretense  shall  any  vessel  destined  for  this  squadron  be  intermeddled 
with  at  any  of  the  intermediate  points.

Admiral:  Commodore  Palmer  has  communicated  your  kind  mes- 
sage. It  is  hardly  necessary  to  assure  you  that  we  all  feel  that  the  Navy 
and  the  Army  can  have  no  divided  interest  in  this  struggle.  Our  great 
object  is  to  perform  the  work  we  are  appointed  to  do.  The  operations 
in  Mobile  Bay  were  essentially  naval  operations,  and  the  part  taken  by 
the  Army  was  simply  a  cooperation.  That  it  has  done  its  work  satis- 
factorily is  sufficient,  and  tne  only  regret  we  can  feel  is  that  we  have 
not  the  means  at  present  to  press  these  operations  to  greater  and  more 
brilliant  results. 

Kirby  Smith  has  completed  the  reorganization  of  his  army  and  is 
now  concentrating  it  above  Red  River  and  near  the  Mississippi.  In 
this  he  has  probably  two  objects;  the  first,  to  force  the  passage  of  the 
river,  and  the  second,  to  attack  the  line  of  the  Arkansas.  If  A.  J. 
Smith's  force  had  remained  at  Memphis,  I  could  have  spared  from  ten 
to  fifteen  thousand  men  for  the  operations  against  Mobile;  but  I  hafe 
now  only  12,000  men  in  hand  to  oppose  any  operations  that  Kirby 
Smith  may  attempt  and  I  can  not  safely  draw  any  from  the  Memphis 
force.  We  may  still  be  able  to  do  a  good  deal  in  the  way  of  harassing 
from  the  bay  and  from  the  Mississippi,  and  whatever  I  can  do,  either 
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directly  or  in  cooperation  with  you,  will  be  done.  Sherman,  antici- 
pating that  Mobile  had  been  captured,  is  anxious  that  a  demonstration 
up  the  Alabama  should  be  made.  This  would  no  doubt  brine  great 
results  •  but  I  can  not  spare  the  troops  without  exposing  both  the  Mis- 
sissippi and  the  line  of  the  Arkansas.  I  have  now  5,000  men  east  of 
the  Mississippi,  but  within  reach,  if  Smith's  operations  should  make  it 
necessary  to  recall  them,  and  it  is  very  possible  that  I  may  aid  some  of 
your  operations  that  will  not  require  tne  removal  of  the  troops  to  too 
great  a  distance. 

Please  advise  me  freely  of  your  wishes,  and  be  assured  that  in  what- 
ever way  I  can  aid  them  it  shall  be  done.

Report  of  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  casualties  result- 
ing from  the  accidental  explosion  of  a  torpedo. 

No.  377.]  Flagship  Hartford,  August  29,  1864. 

Sir:  I  regret  to  report  to  the  Department  the  following  casualties 
resulting  from  the  accidental  explosion  of  a  torpedo  on  the  25th 
instant: 

Killed. — Charles  E.  Milliken,  ordinary  seaman,  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Seminole. 

Mortally  wounded  and  since  dead. — John  Miller,  seaman,  Seminole; 
Robert  G.  White,  seaman,  Seminole;,  George  Thompson,  seaman, 
Seminole;  Isaac  Young,  ordinary  seaman,  Seminole. 

Wounded  seriously. — Pilot  Martin  Freeman,  of  the  Hartford;  Acting 
Ensign  John  White,  of  the  Metacomet,  face  badly  cut  and  his  body 
braised:  H.  J.  O'Brien,  quartermaster  of  the  Metacomet,  lost  his  right 
arm;  William  Howard,  landsman,  of  Metacomet,  lost  his  right  arm; 
James  McDonald,  seaman,  lost  an  eye,  also  of  the  Metacomet;  Charles 
White,  boatswain,  of  Seminole,  leg  fractured. 

Slightly  wounded. — Henry  Chester,  seaman,  Seminole;  Edward  Mann, 
ordinary  seaman,  Seminole;  Thomas  Webster,  landsman,  Seminole. 

In  all,  14,  to  wit:  Killed  and  mortally  wounded,  5;  wounded  seri- 
ously, 6;  wounded  slightly,  3. 

As  the  Department  has  been  advised,  the  rebels  have  planted  a 
great  number  of  torpedoes  to  guard  the  channel  into  Mobile  Bay,  leav- 
ing only  that  portion  clear  which  is  immediately  adjacent  to  Fort 
Morgan. 

After  the  surrender,  I  ordered  the  gradual  removal  of  these  obstruc- 
tions. On  the  first  da v  five  of  them  were  taken  up  and  safely  removed 
to  the  shore;  and  of  these,  four  were  found  to  be  so  injured  by  immer- 
sion as  to  be  perfectly  harmless,  one  only  being  dry.  On  the  second 
occasion  five  more  were  taken  up  and  towed  on  shore,  but  becoming 
entangled  with  the  ropes,  the  men  having  grown  careless,  collected 
around,  and  in  pulling  and  hauling  them  different  ways,  caused  the 
explosion  which  resulted  in  the  killing  and  wounding  of  the  men  above 
named. 
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As  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  free  the  channel  of  these  torpedoes, 
I  shall  continue  to  remove  them,  but  as  every  precaution  will  be  used, 
I  do  not  apprehend  any  further  accident.

Admiral:  I  think  that  Kirby  Smith  has  abandoned  the  idea  of 
attempting  to  cross  the  Mississippi,  and  is  turning  his  whole  force 
against  the  line  of  the  Arkansas.  I  am  sending  reinforcements  to 
Steele,  and  if  the  demonstration  be  in  earnest  he  will  require  all  the 
force  that  I  can  send  him.  This  obliges  me  to  withdraw  part  of  the 
force  from  Mobile  Bay,  leaving  only  what  is  necessary  to  secure  the 
forts. 

I  believe  that  this  will  be  only  temporary,  and  that  within  the 
next  thirty  days  I  shall  be  able  to  turn  against  Mobile  an  army  of 
twenty-five  or  thirtv  thousand  men.

Sir:  Since  my  last  communication  I  have  sent  the  ram  Tennessee  to 
New  Orleans,  for  several  reasons: 

First.  She  was  of  no  use  here. 
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Second.  She  will  be  a  terror  to  the  disaffected  there;  and 

Third.  I  wished  to  disappoint  the  rebels,  who  said  she  would  sink  in 
the  first  gale  of  wind,  and  that  if  she  did  not  the  worms  would  destroy 
her  in  a  season,  none  of  which  dangers  are  to  be  apprehended  in  the 
Mississippi  River. 

I  have  directed  the  district  attorney  to  libel  her,  and  I  shall  have 
her  appraised  by  a  competent  board,  as  well  as  the  Selma  and  the 
wrecks  of  the  Gaines  and  Ivanhoe  (the  olockade  runner  which  was  sunk 
on  the  beach  from  the  outside).  My  engineers  are  of  opinio  1  that  the 
machinery  of  the  Gaines  sndlvanhoe,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Philippic 
will  be  of  co  isiderable  value.  The  Gaines  and  Selma  are  both  plated 
with  2-inch  iron  on  the  sides  and  over  the  macninery. 

In  addition,  we  captured  four  lighters,  two  with  covers  for  the  crews 
of  the  ironclads,  and  two  others,  which  are  very  valuable  for  moving 
guns,  coal,  etc.,  100  tons  burden. 

I  purpose  to  nave  the  machinery  and  other  articles  taken  out  of  the 
Gaines  and  Ivarihoe  and  to  have  them  appraised  by  judges. 

If  the  Department  wishes  any  other  disposition  to  be  made  of  any  erf 
the  vessels  above  named  I  shall  be  pleased  to  comply.

He  only 
delivered  nimself  up  because  he  thougnt  it  would  be  to  his  advantage 
in  some  way.

Have  a  survey  held  on  the  Arizona,  and  if  it  is  found  that  she  is  in 
the  condition  you  described,  I  will  forward  it  to  the  Department,  with 
a  recommendation  that  she  be  sold.  I  shall  go  to  Pensacola  in  a  few 
days,  as  most  of  the  troops  are  to  be  taken  away  from  here. 

The  men  from  the  Donegal,  it  was  intended,  should  be  freed  on 
taking  the  oath  of  allegiance,  which  they  did  before  leaving  Pensacola. 
I  do  not  understand  their  being  in  prison;  it  can  only  be  through  a 
mistake. 

Send  the  Corypheus  to  Pensacola,  and  I  will  look  into  her  wants  and 
those  of  her  commanding  officer.

Headquarters  Defenses  of  New  Orleans, 

New  Orleans,  September  5,  I864. 

We  have  reports  that  the  enemy  are  quite  active  on  the  other  side 
of  Grand  River,  such  as  hauling  skiffs,  etc.,  from  Bayou  Teche  to 
Grand  Lake,  a  large  number  of  oars  (1,000)  being  made  hy  negroes 
for  operations  in  that  quarter.  The  enemy  are  occasionally  crossing 
Grand  River  in  considerable  parties,  some  near  the  head  of  Lake 
Verret,  others  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Natchez  and  above.  What 
they  are  at  I  would  like  to  know.  I  would  .respectfully  propose, 
Commodore,  that  a  light-^iraft  gunboat  from  Brasnear  go  up  Grand 
River  as  far  as  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Natchez,  or  certainly  as  far  as 
Bayou  "Go  to  Hell"  (excuse  the  name),  to  which  points  boats  draw- 
ing five  to  six  feet,  I  understand,  can  ascend.  If  you  will  do  this,  I 
will  send,  to  be  in  that  vicinity  at  the  same  time,  a  cavalry  force.  By 
this  means  I  think  we  will,  if  not  find  out  exactly  what  they  are  at, 
be  the  means  of  destroying  or  frustrating  all  their  plans  and  combi- 
nations in  that  quarter.  The  reason  wny  it  is  thought  a  gunboat 
should  go  up  there  is  that  no  reconnoissance  by  land  alone  will  be 
effective  on  account  of  the  great  difficulty  of  roads  and  practicable 
traveling,  and  for  the  enemy  to  know  that  we  can  explore  that  coun- 
try, notwithstanding  the  difficulties  that  are  patent  to  all,  will  be  a 
great  point  gained.

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  dispatch  respecting  the  condition  of  our 
prisoners  in  Texas,  the  Department  on  the  16th  ultimo  authorized 
you  to  exchange  for  them  any  of  the  rebel  prisoners  you  had  cap- 
tured in  Mobile  Bay  and  directed  you  not  to  release  the  latter  while 
the  former  were  detained. 

If  you  have  not  exchanged  or  made  a  proposition  for  the  exchange 
of  Admiral  Buchanan,  you  will  send  him  North  by  the  first  conven- 
ient opportunity  for  safer  custody.  You  will  likewise  send  North 
General  R.  L.  Page,  if  he  is  in  your  custody  and  is  regarded  as  a 
naval  prisoner. 

Any  of  the  remaining  officers  and  seamen  can  be  exchanged  for 
our  naval  officers  and  seamen  in  Texas.  If  this  exchange  can  not 
be  effected,  send  all  of  them  North.  We  propose  sending  some  of 
the  rebel  officers  now  at  Fort  Warren  to  Charleston,  as  there  is  a 
prospect  of  exchanging  them  for  ours  confined  there.  Should  ex- 
changes be  thus  renewed,  we  shall  need  all  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  rebel  service  we  now  hold  as  our  prisoners,  as  our  prisoners  in 
rebel  hands — that  is,  naval  prisoners — are  in  excess  of  tneirs  in  our 
hands. 

Our  Navy  officers  and  seamen  in  Texas  have  been  imprisoned  for 
a  long  time,  at  least  many  of  them  have,  and  have  doubtless  suffered 
much.     Their  exchange  is  therefore  an  object  much  desired,  and 
their  cases  are  deserving  attention.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  the  report  of 
Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  George  Wiggin,  giving  an  account  of  the 
destruction  of  extensive  salt  works  on  Bon  Secours  Bay,  and  a  rough 
sketch  showing  their  position  on  both  sides  of  Bon  Secours  River. 

There  were  55  furnaces,  in  which  were  manufactured  nearly  2,000 
bushels  of  salt  per  day,  ana  their  destruction  must  necessarily  seriously 
inconvenience  the  rebels.

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First  report  of  Aoting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wiggin,  JS.  8.  Navy,  eommanding  naval  foree. 

U.  S.  S.  Teitonia, 
Mobile  Bay,  September  10,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have 'the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  I 
left  the  anchorage  off  Fort  Morgan  on  Thursday  morning,  September 
8,  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  accompanied  bythe  U.  S.  steamers  Rodolph  and 
Stockdale,  also  an  army  transport.  We  arrived  off  Bon  Secours  Bar  at 
10  a.  m.  I  anchored  this  vessel  and  went  on  board  the  Rodolph  with 
the  pilot  and  proceeded  in  over  the  bar,  followed  by  the  Stockdale. 
10:30,  came  to  anchor  off  Salt  House  Point  in  12  feet  of  water,  one 
mile  above  the  bar. 

I  immediately  sent  on  shore  an  armed  boat's  crew  from  each  vessel, 
and,  accompanied  by  Captains  [G.  D.]  Upham  and  [Thomas]  Edwards, 
proceeded  to  examine  the  salt  works.  We  found  55  furnaces,  averaging 
18  pans  or  pots  each,  making  a  total  of  near  1,000,  and  capable  of  mak- 
ing 2  bushels  of  salt  to  a  pan  per  day.  We  commenced  the  destruction 
of  them  by  breaking  the  pans  and  furnaces  and  cutting  the  pumps, 
tearing  the  brickwork,  etc.  We  did  not  finish  breaking  them  until  near 
5  o'clock  yesterday  evening,  when  we  set  all  the  sheds  covering  the 
works  and  also  the  quarters  attached  on  fire,  some  200  buildings  alto- 
gether. The  destruction  was  complete.  I  found  some  of  the  works 
well  built  and  very  strong,  particularly  one  known  as  the  Memphis 
Works,  said  to  have  cost  $60,000;  this  one  we  were  obliged  to  blow  up 
before  we  could  get  at  the  pans.  Another  work,  which  was  very 
strong  and  well  built,  said  to  have  cost  $50,000.  These  works  were 
the  largest,  having  28  pans  each.  The  whole  works  covered  an  area  of 
a  square  mile.  I  learned  from  the  inhabitants  that  thev  averaged 
some  2,000  bushels  of  salt  per  day.  There  are  about  ten  families  Irv- 
ing on  the  bay  and  rivers;  they  seem  well  disposed  and  glad  to  see 
us.  The  entrance  is  shallow;  4  feet  of  water  can  be  carried  in  at  low 
water.  We  saw  no  troops  or  heard  of  them  nearer  than  20  miles.  I 
learned  that  everything  had  been  destroyed  in  the  vicinity  of  Fish 
River.  I  regret  very  much  to  report  that  Mr.  Trundy ,  acting  master's 
mate,  accidentally  shot  himself  through  the  right  hand  by  his  own 
revolver  going  off  in  his  belt;  he  will  lose  a  finger.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragnt,  V.  8.  Navy,  regarding  expedition  to  Tien  River,  trans- 
mitting additional  reports. 

No.  410.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  September  IS,  I864. 
Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  in  a  previous  dispatch,  No.  405,  to  report  to  the 
Department  the  results  of  an  expedition  under  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  George  Wiggin,  of  the  Tntonia,  for  the  destruction  of  exten- 
sive salt  works  in  Bon  Secours  Bay. 
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On  the  night  of  the  10th  instant  I  again  dispatched  this  same  officer 
to  Fish  River  for  the  purpose  of  getting  possession  of  an  engine  used  in 
a  sawmill  on  this  stream,  as  well  as  to  assist  the  army  in  procuring 
lumber  at  this  place. 

The  tinclads  Stockdale  and  Rodolph  were,  as  before,  the  vessels 
Employed  in  the  expedition,  being  the  only  steamers  which,  from  their 
light  draft,  could  be  used  for  such  purpose.  An  army  transport,  called 
the  Planter,  with  a  barge  in  tow  containing  some  two  hundred  soldiers, 
formed  part  of  the  force. 

On  the  morning  of  the  11th  the  vessels  crossed  Fish  River  Bar  and 
proceeded  up  the  river,  which  is  represented  as  being  very  narrow 
and  crooked,  to  Smith's  mill.  The  engine  had  been  taken  from  the 
mill  and  buried,  but  it  was  after  some  difficulty  dug  out  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  fly  wheel  and  bedplate,  removed  safely.  The  army 
succeeded  in  obtaining  about  60,000  feet  of  lumber  and  some  live 
stock. 

On  their  return  our  vessels  were  attacked  from  Peter's  Bluff,  at  one 
of  the  sharp  bends  of  the  river,  by  sixty  or  seventy  rebels,  armed  with 
rifles,  who  nad  also  felled  several  large  trees  across  the  stream.  The 
fire  was  returned  from  our  howitzers,  and  the  Rodolph,  in  advance, 
broke  through  the  obstructions  and  all  the  other  vessels  followed  in 
safety.  The  only  casualties  were  the  slightly  wounding  of  1  officer 
and  2  men  on  the  Stockdale.  The  smokestacks  of  that  vessel  were 
knocked  over,  and  a  boat  of  the  Tritonia  was  lost  by  being  jammed 
between  that  vessel  and  the  bank. 

The  manner  in  which  the  expedition  was  carried  out  reflects  credit 
on  the  officers  engaged  in  it.  I  herewith  forward  (marked  Nos.  1,  2, 
and  3)  the  reports  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wiggin,  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Upham,  and  Acting  Master  Bennis,  together 
with  a  sketch  of  the  localities  (No.  4).

Beeond  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wiggin,  JS.  8.  Navy,  commanding  naval  force. 

U.  S.  S.  Tritonia, 
Mobile  Bay,  September  12,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  orders  I  got 
underway  at  11 :30,  on  Saturday  night,  September  10,  to  look  for  the 
army  transport  Planter,  but  found  that  she  had  gone. 

I  steamed  up  and  signaled  to  the  Rodolph  and  Stockdale  to  get 
underway  and  iollow. 

We  arrived  off  Fish  River  and  came  to  anchor  at  3  o'clock  a.  m.  At 
6  o'clock  saw  the  army  transport  near  Grant's  Pass,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  bay;  8:30  a.  m.  sne  stopped  alongside  and  reportea  that 
she  had  lost  her  way. 

I  went  on  board  the  Stockdale  with  armed  boat,  accompanied  by 
two  officers  and  a  pilot.  I  got  underway  and  steamed  in  at  once  over 
the  bar,  the  Rodolph  following.     At  9 :  30  a.  m.  entered  the  river, 
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which  we  found  narrow  and  crooked,  but  very  deep;  some  of  the 
turns  were  so  short  that  we  had  to  use  lines  to  swing  the  boats.  We 
found  60,000  feet  of  lumber  and  some  stock,  which  the  army  took  on 
board  of  the  barge;  we  also  found  the  engine,  which  we  brought  off, 
with  the  exception  of  the  fly  wheel  and  bedplate. 

The  army  transports  did  not  get  ready  to  leave  until  near  dark,  the 
Rodolph  taking  the  lead,  the  transports  next,  and  I  brought  up  the 
rear  in  the  StockdaU.  When  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  and  in  a 
short  bend,  just  as  we  fouled  the  bank,  we  were  attacked  by  the 
enemy.  We  immediately  returned  the  fire,  with  canister,  shrapnel, 
and  musketry.  In  getting  cletor  we  swept  our  smokestacks  down  and 
also  our  flagstaff  and  derricks,  etc.  Here  I  lost  my  boat,  with  5 
muskets  and  equipments,  by  being  jammed  between  the  steamer  and 
the  bank.  It  was  very  dark  on  the  river,  and  about  as  much  as  Mr. 
Robert  Moore,  the  pilot,  and  myself  coula  do  to  keep  the  boat  out  of 
the  woods.  For  details,  please  see  Captains  Upham's  and  Bennis's 
reports. 

I  learned  from  a  refugee  this  morning  that  the  rebels  were  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Maury  in  person. 

We  got  clear  of  the  bank  and  steamed  down  to  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  shelling  the  bank  as  we  came  along.  Nine  o'clock  a.  m.  we 
came  to  anchor  in  Weeks  Bay,  without  further  accident.  At  5  a.  m. 
this  morning  we  got  underway  and  crossed  over  the  flats  and  out  into 
Mobile  Bay,  bringing  5  feet  of  water  all  the  way. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  StockdaU  all  behaved  well,  as  also  did 
my  boat's  crew,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Iaschke,  acting  master's  mate,  who 
worked  a  howitzer  and  superintended  the  powder  division.  Mr. 
Home,  acting  third  assistant  engineer,  belonging  to  this  vessel,  did 
take  a  very  active  part  in  the  affair,  and  deserves  much  credit  for  cool- 
ness and  the  good  example  that  he  set  the  others.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  TJpham,  V.  8.  Navy,  commanding  V.  8.  8.  Bodolph. 

U.  S.  S.  Rodolph, 
Mobile  Bay,  September  12,  I864. 
Sir:  Agreeable  to  your  instructions  I  got  underway  at  12:30  a.  m., 
11th  instant,  and  ran  across  the  bay,  in  company  with  the  Tritonia 
and  StockdaU;  anchored  off  the  mouth  of  Fish  River  at  3  a.  m. 
8:30  a.  m.,  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  river.  At  11:30 
made  fast  to  the  bank  at  Smith's  mill,  where  we  remained  until 
6 :  30  p.  m.,  when  I  started  down  the  river  followed  by  the  army  trans- 
port Planter,  with  barge  of  lumber  in  tow,  and  the  StockdaU.  Cleared 
ship  for  action.  When  abreast  of  Peter's  Bluff,  I  stopped,  in  order  to 
run  a  line  to  swing  around  the  bend,  when  a  party  of  rebels  (should 
judge  some  fifty  or  sixty)  opened  fire  on  us  with  musketry,  several 
shots  going  through  our  armor.     Returned  their  fire  with  canister, 
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shell,  and  rifles.  After  getting  through  the  bend,  where  the  river  is 
very  narrow,  I  discovered  that  obstructions  had  been  thrown  across 
the  river  since  we  had  passed  up  in  the  morning;  they  consisted  of 
three  large  pine  trees  from  each  bank,  extending  entirely  across  the 
river.  Succeeded  in  breaking  through  them  with  little  damage  to  the 
vessel,  and  proceeded  down  the  river.  Came  to  anchor  in  Weeks  Bay, 
at  mouth  of  river,  at  8:30  p.  m.,  in  order  to  protect  the  steamer 
Planter  and  lumber  barge,  which  were  aground.  5  a.  m.  this  day  got 
underway;  proceeded  across  the  bar.  9 :  30  a.  m.  anchored  at  the  fleet, 
Mobile  Bay.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  one  was  wounded  on  board 
of  this  vessel. 

The  amount  of  ammunition  expended  was  6  rifle  shells,  30-pounder 
Parrott;  8  canister,  24-pounder  howitzer;  2  shrapnel,  24-pounder 
howitzer.

U.  S.  S.  Stockdale, 
Mobile  Bay,  Ala.,  September  12,  186 4. 

Sib:  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  and  in  accordance  with  signals 
previously  arranged,  at  12:30  a.  m.,  September  11,  I  got  underway 
and  followed  the  u.  S.  steamers  Tritonia  and  Rodolvh  up  Mobile  Bay. 
At  3 :  20  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  the  mouth  of  Fish  River.  At  6  a.  m. 
I  had  the  honor  to  receive  you  on  board  as  the  commander  of  the 
expedition.  At  8  a.  m.  the  army  steamer  Planter,  with  a  barge  in 
tow  and  about  200  troops  came  up  to  us.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway, 
crossed  the  bar,  and  proceeded  up  Fish  River,  in  company  with  the 
Bodolph  and  Planter.  At  11:30  a.  m.  arrived  at  Smith's  mills  and 
made  fast  alongside  of  the  Planter.  Remained  there  until  6 :  30  d.  m. . 
then  cast  off  and  proceeded  down  the  river,  following  the  Rodolvh  ana 
Planter.  When  abreast  of  CottrePs  wood  landing,  aparty  of  about 
sixty  or  seventy  rebels  fired  upon  us  with  rifles.  We  immediately 
returned  the  fire  with  canister  and  shrapnel  from  24-pounder  howitzer, 
and  with  shell  from  30-pounder  Parrott  rifles.  The  river  being  very 
narrow  and  the  bends  very  short,  unfortunately,  this  vessel,  in  work- 
ing* sot  against  the  bank  of  the  river  and  under  some  heavy  trees, 
which  knocked  down  and  injured  our  smokestacks  and  caused  some 
damage  to  the  upper  light  work.  At  8 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Fish 
[River]  Bay,  covering  the  Planter,  which  was  aground  on  the  bar. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  F.  R.  Iaschke,  of  the  Tritonia,  has  my  thanks 
for  his  gallant  conduct  in  taking  charge  of  two  24-pounder  howitzers 
and  firing  them  with  precision.  I  trust  that  his  good  behavior  will 
receive  the  consideration  of  Rear-Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut.  The 
officers  and  men  of  this  ship  behaved  well.  I  regret  to  have  to  report 
that  1  officer  and  2  men  were  slightly  wounded. 
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The  following  is  the  amount  of  ammunition  expended,  viz:  15 
shrapnel,  15  canister,  and  9  shells  from  24-pounder  howitzers;  20 
5-second  shell  from  30-pounder  Parrott  rifles.

Third  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wiggin,  V.  8.  NaTy,  eritieiiing  the  eondnet 

of  the  army  force. 

U.  S.  S.  Tkitonia, 
Mobile  Bay,  September  18,  I864. 

Sir:  I  hope  that  I  shall  not  be  sent  on  another  expedition  with 
the  army.     My  reason  for  making  this  request  is  as  follows: 

Their  main  object  is  to  plunder  and  rob  the  inhabitants  wherever 

they  go,  without  regard  to  age,  sex,  or  condition.     Everyone  is  on 

his  own  hook  and  does  just  about  as  he  pleases.     The  officers  have 

no  control  of  their  men  whatever,  they  go  on  shore  when  they  please 

-and  come  on  board  when  they  get  ready. 

Such  privileges  spoil  our  best  men,  and  would  ruin  the  discipline 
of  any  ship  in  a  short  time.  Our  sailors  don't  like  to  see  soldiers 
bring  on  board  backloads  of  chickens  and  other  valuables  for  his 
own  use,  while  he  is  kept  standing  at  his  gun  from  morning  till  night 
to  protect  this  illegitimate  warfare.  Such  was  the  case  yesterday. 
I  attribute  our  whole  misfortune  yesterday  to  two  feather  beds  and 
two  or  three  dozen  chickens,  which  detained  two  gunboats  and  the 
transport,  with  a  loaded  barge  alongside,  thirty  minutes;  and  that 
after  sundown,  in  a  narrow,  crooked  river,  6  miles  above  its  mouth. 
The  damage  that  our  gunboats  received  would  have  paid  for  more 
lumber  and  beds,  and  landed  it  at  Fort  Morgan,  than  our  expedition 
obtained.  They  have  taken  some  pains  to  interfere  with  my  officers 
in  the  execution  of  their  orders,  as  was  the  case  at  Bon  Secours 
River  on  the  9th  instant  in  regard  to  the  destruction  of  the  salt 
works. 

It  would  be  better  for  the  navy  to  go  and  fetch  the  lumber  and 
give  it  to  the  army.  We  have  already  lost  four  gunboats  in  cooper- 
ating with  the  army,  and  should  we  be  detained  as  we  were  Sunday 
night,  we  may  expect  to  sacrifice  more  boats.  The  feeling  is  uni- 
versal on  board  of  all  the  gunboats  which  were  on  the  late  expeditions, 
that  the  army  is  of  no  use;  or,  in  other  words,  we  have  no  use  for 
them.  The  West  Gulf  Squadron  has  a  reputation  at  stake,  and  I 
trust  that  none  will  be  called  on  to  witness  the  scenes  of  robbery 
that  some  of  us  have  witness[ed]  within  the  last  few  days.

I  forward  herewith  reports  of  expeditions  made  to  Bon  Secours 
and  Fish  rivers,  Alabama,  by  Captain  C.  W.  Stone,  of  my  staff. 

These  expeditions  were  made  upon  advisement  with  Admiral 
Farragut,  and  I  received,  as  I  do  in  everything  else  here,  the  very 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  navy.  There  have  been  destroyed  the 
immense  salt  works  at  Bon  Secours  and  the  barracks  at  Camp  Ander- 
son. Probably  100,000  feet  of  fine  lumber  has  thereby  been  secured 
to  the  Government,  of  vast  benefit  here  in  the  erection  of  ware- 
houses, hospitals,  eCc.  The  expeditions  were  conducted  with  the 
utmost  care,  and  I  feel  confident  that  no  wanton  destruction  of 

Erivate  property  or  pillaging  took  place.     It  was  learned  that  Hood 
ad  fallen  back  to  Montgomery,  and  that  a  brigade  of  his  army  had 
arrived  in  Mobile.' 

Trusting  that  these  reports  and  the  movements  they  chronicle 
may  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  major-general  commanding,  I

Fire t  report  of  Captain  Stone,  V.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters  U.  S.  Forges, 
Fort  Morgan,  Mobile  Point,  Ala.,  September  11,  I864. 
Sir:  In  pursuance  to  written  instructions  received  from  General 
Bailey,  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  instant,  I  proceeded  with  the 
steamo*  Planter,  with  two  barges  in  tow,  and  250  men,  under  com- 
mand of  Major  Pettibone,  Twentieth  Wisconsin  Volunteers,  to  the 
mouth  of  Bon  Secours  River.  Three  gunboats  under  the  command 
of  Captain  Wiggin,  U.  S.  Navy,  entered  the  bay  some  distance  in 
advance  of  the  Planter  and  took  such  position  as  would  enable  them 
to  assist  us  in  case  we  were  attacked.  As  soon  as  the  troops  were 
landed,  a  strong  picket  guard  was  posted  on  the  road  leading  into 
Bon  Secours,  there  being  but  one  road  leading  into  that  place,  the 
country  on  both  sides  being  an  impassable  swamp.  The  remainder 
of  the  force  was  placed  at  work  taking  down  buildings,  which  had 
been  constructed  for  manufacturing  salt,  and  in  loading  the  lumber 
into  the  barges.  I  suspended  all  labor  at  dark,  but  resumed  my 
work  at  an  early  hour  on  the  succeeding  morning,  and  before  night 
I  had  loaded  into  the  barges  about  30,000  feet  of  lumber,  that  being 
all  the  available  lumber  in  the  salt  works.  The  naval  forces  had' 
been  engaged  in  the  meantime  in  breaking  the  kettles  belonging  to 
the  salt  works,  the  tools  which  I  had  with  me  being  too  light  for  this 
purpose,  many  of  these  kettles  being  fully  2  inches  in  thickness, 
while  others  were  made  of  a  heavy  quality  of  boiler  iron.    Captain 
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Wiggin,  U.  S.  Navy,  informs  me  that  990  of  these  kettles  were 
destroyed. 

In  addition  to  the  lumber,  I  loaded  onto  the  barges  nine  head  of 
beef  cattle,  belonging  to  a  citizen  who  is  at  present  inside  of  our 
lines  in  the  employment  of  Captain  Perkins,  assistant  Quarter- 
master. I  left  Bon  Secours  at  8  p.  m.,  having  previously  nred  all 
buildings  used  as  salt  works,  as  I  ascertained  that  they  were  owned 
by  parties,  who  are  at  present  in  Mobile,  and  that  these  works  hpd 
been  manufacturing  salt  for  the  Confederate  Army,  and  also  a  num- 
ber of  buildings  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  Bon  Secours,  these 
buildings  having  been  constructed  by  the  Confederate  forces  as 
quarters  for  soldiers,  the  place  being  known  as  Camp  Anderson.  I 
arrived  at  this  place  at  midnight.  I  also  brought  in  2  prisoners, 
George  Brown  and  J.  F.  Yeenel,  they  both  being  reported  as  being 
engaged  in  conveying  information  to  Mobile. 

No  improper  depredations  were  committed  by  the  troops,  all  con- 
ducting themselves  in  an  orderly  and  soldierlike  manner. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Major  Pettibone  and  his  officers  for  the 
manner  in  which  they  assisted  me  in  discharging  my  duties,  all  tak- 
ing an  interest  in  forwarding  the  work  as  much  as  possible.

Second  report  of  Captain  Stone,  TT.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters  U.  S.  Forces, 
Fort  Morgan,  Mobile  Point,  Ala.,  September  IS,  186^. 
Sir:  I  would  very  respectfully  report  that  on  the  night  of  the  10th 
instant  I  ordered  the  steamer  Planter  to  make  fast  to  the  large  barge, 
and  at  midnight  Captain  Vandagrif t,  Twentieth  Wisconsin  Volunteers, 
having  reported  on  board  with  200  men,  I  proceeded  to  Fish  River  in 
obedience  to  Special  Orders,  No.  27.  On  arriving  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  I  found  three  gunboats,  Captain  Wiggin,  U.  S.  Navy,  comman- 
ing.  Soon  after  sunrise  we  moved  up  the  river,  preceded  by  two  gun- 
boats of  light  draft,  one  gunboat  being  left  at  the  mouth  of  the  river, 
as  it  was  drawing  too  much  water  to  pass  over  the  flats.  Owing  to  the 
extremely  tortuous  course  of  this  stream  we  were  obliged  to  move  very 
slowly.  The  gunboats,  being  stern-wheel  boats,  experienced  much 
trouble  in  passmg  the  bends  of  the  river.  We  proceeded  up  the  river 
for  a  distance  of  6  miles  to  a  place  known  as  Smith's  mills,  and  here 
made  a  landing.  This  place  is  on  a  narrow  ridge  of  high  land  running 
down  to  the«iver,  being  flanked  on  both  sides  Dy  a  swamp.  I  sent  a 
strong  picket  guard  out  at  a  proper  distance  and  placed  them  across 
the  hign  land  m  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  my  party  being  surprised 
I  then  ordered  the  men  to  load  into  the  barge  the  lumber  found  at  the 
mill,  of  which  there  was  a  considerable  quantity,  and  before  night  we 
had  loaded  on  some  55,000  feet  of  new  lumber  and  twenty  head  of 
cattle,  both  the  lumber  and  the  cattle  being  the  property  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Smith.    He  was  absent  from  the  mill,  being  in  Mobile  at  this  time. 
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We  saw  nothing  of  the  enemy  during  the  day,  and  at  sundown  we 
moved  out  and  proceeded  down  the  river.  After  leaving,  the  mill 
about  half  a  mile  we  were  suddenly  fired  into  by  a  force  from  the  left- 
hand  bank  of  the  river.  I  immediately  ordered  the  men  t*v£re  at  the 
enemy,  and  also  ordered  them  to  place  themselves  in  such  a  way  that 
they  were  protected  by  the  lumber  on  board  the  barge.  The  boats 
soon  moved,  below  the  nigh  ground.  It  being  a  swamp  on  either  side 
the  enemy  could  not  reach  us,  but  on  again  passing  a  high  point  of  land 
we  were  met  by  a  second  shower  of  bullets.  We  replied  to  the  enemy's 
fire,  the  gunboats  being  engaged  all  the  time  in  throwing  ^rape  and 
canister.  The  enemy's  force  consisted  of  mounted  men  entirely,  and 
as  near  as  I  could  judge  from  the  firing  and  what  little  could  tie  seen 
in  the  darkness  numbered  about  40  men.  After  the  second  firing  we 
saw  nothing  more  of  the  enemy,  and  on  arriving  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  we  anchored  until  morning,  the  water  being  too  low  to  pass  at 
that  time.  In  the  morning  we  passed  out  into  the  bay,  touching  at 
the  [Fish  River?]  Point  and  taking  on  8  head  of  cattle.  We  then  pro- 
ceeded direct  to  this  place. 

During  the  time  we  were  under  fire  both  officers  and  men  behaved 
with  great  coolness,  there  being  no  confusion  whatever  among  the 
troops.  There  was  but  one  wounded  on  board  the  steamer  Planter, 
he  being  an  officer's  servant,  and  received  his  wound  while  he  was 
firing  at  the  enemy.  Captain  Wiggin  reported  to  me  that  the  gunboat 
42  had  3  woundea,  none  of  them  Deing  serious  wounds.

In  addition  to  the  above  I  would  respectfully  state  that  .the  lumber 
taken  was  sawed  for  the  Confederate  forces  at  Mobile,  but  was  Dre- 
vented  from  reaching  that  place  by  the  arrival  of  the  fleet  in  Mobile 
Bay.  This  mill  has  been  engaged  for  the  past  two  years  in  sawing 
lumber  for  the  Confederate  authorities.  The  engine  belonging  to  the 
mill  I  found  buried  near  the  mill.  This  engine  was  taken  charge  of  by 
the  naval  forces.

September  11, 186 J^. — At  12 :  30  a.  m.  got  ship  underway  and  steamed 
up  tne  bay,  in  company  with  the  Roaolph  and  Tritonia.  At  3:35 
came  to  anchor  off  Fish  River.  At  5 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway .  At  6 
made  fast  alongside  the  Tritonia.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  George 
Wiggin,  commanding  the  expedition,  came  on  board  this  vessel.  At 
8: 15  the  army  transport  Planter  came  alongside  with  a  barge  in  tow 
and  about  200  men.  Army  Signal  Corps  came  on  board  this  vessel. 
At  8 :  30  cast  off  lines  from  the  Tritonia,  crossed  the  bar,  and  steamed  up 
Fish  River,  Rodolph  and  army  steamer  Planter  following.  At  11 :30 
arrived  at  Smith's  sawmill  and  made  fast  alongside  the  Planter.  Two 
guns'  crews  kept  to  quarters  during  the  watch.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. : 
Ship  lying  at  Smithes  mills  fast  alongside  the  Planter.    Two  guns' 
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crews  at  quarters  during  the  watch.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  Ship  lying 
alongside  the  Planter.  Sent  10  men  on  shore  and  brought  off  engine 
and  belting.  Two  guns'  crews  at  quarters  during  the  watch.  At  6: 30 
p.  m.  cast  off  lines.  The  Rodolph  steamed  down  the  river,  Planter 
and  this  vessel  following.  Fired  one  5-second  shell  from  starboard 
Parrott  gun.  When  abreast  Colter's  [CottreFsi]  woods  landing  were 
fired  into  by  the  enemy  with  musketry.  Beat  to  general  quarters  and 
fired  upon  the  enemy  with  shrapnel  and  canister  from  howitzers  and 
shells  from  Parrott  guns.  Kept  firing  until  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of 
Fish  [River]  Bay.  During  the  action  Charles  H.  Cleaveland,  acting 
master's  mate,  Kichard  Delaney,  first-class  fireman,  and  Lewis  John- 
son, second-class  fireman,  slightly  wounded.  When  rounding  the  bluff, 
being  unable  to  come  around  without  going  into  the  opposite  bank,  we 
ran  against  the  trees,  knocked  down  smokestacks,  ana  carried  away 
light  woodwork.  At  8 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Fish  [River]  Bay  in 
company  with  the  Rodolph  and  armv  steamer  Planter,  being  aground 
on  tne  bar.  Cleared  away  the  wreck  and  put  one  end  of  the  smoke- 
stack on  top  pilot  house.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 
On  this  trip  from  New  Orleans  to  the  blockading  fleet  off  the  coast  of 
Texas,  after  naving  supplied  the  fleet  off  Galveston,  by  the  order  of 
Commander  M.  B.  Woolsey,  I  proceeded  to  the  southward.     When 
about  7  miles  off  Velasco,  at  about  daybreak,  I  fell  in  with  a  schooner, 
with  sails  lowered  down,  drifting.     After  having  boarded  her  I  found 
her  to  be  the  schooner  John,  having  a  British  register;  cargo,  81  bales 
cotton.     I  seized  her  as  a  prize  and  sent  her  to  New  Orleans  for 
adjudication,  with  all  papers  found  on  board,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  T.  H.  Paine,  U.  S.  Navy. 
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The  captain  and  crew  I  took  on  board  this  vessel  to  deliver  to  senior 
naval  officer  at  New  Orleans. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  list  of  persons  on  board  this 
vessel  at  the  time  of  capture.

Commodore:  Yours  of  the  10th  instant  was  received  by  the  Buck- 
thorn in  relation  to  the  Confederate  surgeons. 

My  understanding  was  that  Surgeon  Conrad  should  be  allowed  to 
attend  to  the  wounds  of  Admiral  Buchanan  so  long  as  his  services  were 
needed  for  that  purpose  and  should  then  be  permitted  to  return  on 
parole  to  this  place,  and  thence  to  Mobile,  upon  the  ground  that  a  sur- 
geon's mission  was  one  of  mercy;  and  because  similar  acts  of  courtesy 
nave  been  extended  to  our  medical  officers  by  the  enemy.  I  do  not 
admit,  however,  that  the  fleet  surgeon  is  responsible  for  anything 
more  than  the  medical  care  and  condition  of  the  prisoners,  and  as  soon 
as  they  are  well  enough  to  be  moved  he  should  report  the  same  to  you. 
in  order  that  you  may  dispose  of  them  as  may  have  been  directed. 
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I  did  not  fail  to  call  Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett  to  account  for 
taking  those  medical  officers  on  board  at  the  request  of  the  fleet  sur- 
geon without  orders  from  you.  I  do  not  permit  any  one  to  be  taken 
on  board  a  vessel  within  my  reach  without  my  written  orders  to  the 
commanding  officer.  The  permission  granted  Surgeon  Conrad  was  a 
courtesy  to  Admiral  Buchanan  and  to  insure  him  against  the  chance  of 
mismanagement  of  his  case,  then  understood  to  be  critical.

Sir:  In  my  dispatch  No.  377  I  reported  to  the  Department  that  we 
were  engaged  in  removing  the  torpedoes  in  Mobile  Bay,  planted  in  the 
Main  Ship  Channel. 

The  work  is  still  progressing,  and  up  to  the  present  time  twenty-one 
have  been  taken  up,  all  of  which  had  been  placed  between  the  two 
buoys  referred  to  m  my  reports.  This  part  of  the  channel  is  now 
believed  to  be  clear,  for,  though  beyond  doubt  many  more  were  orig- 
inally anchored  there,  report  says  they  have  sunk  over  one  hundred  to 
the  bottom. 

I  am  now  searching  for  others  between  the  western  buoy  and  the 
spiles.

Mobile  Bay. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay,  September  IS,  I864. 

General:  I  find  several  boats  sailing  about  the  bay  at  night,  and 
since  the  expedition  up  Fish  River,  where  our  vessels  were  fired  upon 
by  about  70  men,  I  have  become  suspicious  of  the  people  about  here, 
particularly  as  I  was  told  so  confidently  that  there  were  no  troops  in 
the  vicinity  of  Fish  River. 

There  is  a  notorious  blockade  runner  named  Bill  Lee,  who  is  now 
either  at  Pilot  Town  or  in  the  employ  of  the  army.  I  have  not 
meddled  with  him  yet,  as  I  can  not  prove  any  direct  act  against  him, 
but  my  fear  is  that  he  and  some  of  the  people  around  us  are  mere  spies, 
and  when  we  least  expect  it  he  will  get  the  positions  of  our  vessels  and 
run  out  one  of  the  blockade  runners  when  the  dark  nights  come  on. 
The  thing  is  possible,  but  not  probable.  I  think,  however,  there 
should  be  a  check  upon  these  men,  and  that  they  should  not  be  allowed 
to  run  about  at  nignt.  I  shall  therefore  give  orders  to  bring  them  up 
and  make  them  account  for  their  wanderings  hereafter,  and  as  they 
will  be  likely  to  be  fired  into  so  soon  as  the  nights  become  dark,  I  wish 
to  give  notice  in  time. 

I  have,  general,  also  to  request  that  all  boats  navigating  the  waters 
of  the  bay  and  sound  shall  nave  passes  signed  by  the  military  and 
naval  commanders,  which  has  always  been  the  custom  since  I  have 
been  on  this  station.  Their  names  are  generally  known  by  all  the 
commanders  of  vessels,  whereas  a  provost-marshal  is  seldom  known  to 
anyone  but  the  Department  to  which  he  belongs.

Sib:  I  respectfully  inform  the  honorable  Department  that  on  the 
13th  instant  I  came  across  a  quantity  of  cotton  m  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
between  the  town  of  Velasctf  and  the  San  Bernard  River  in  Texas,  and 
picked  up  38  bales.

Hamilton,  or  any  person  authorized  m  writing  by  him,  to  come  out  of 
Galveston  or  Sabine  Pass  with  vessels  freighted  with  cotton  shipped  to 
the  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department,  at  New  Orleans,  said  persons, 
vessels,  and  cargoes  not  to  be  molested,  etc. 

Now,  as  General  Canby  has  no  means  of  permitting  or  preventing 
cotton  to  pass  out  of  the  enemy's  ports,  he  sent  the  letter  to  me,  at  the 
same  time  requesting  me  to  send  him,  for  the  use  of  the  parties  named, 
my  order  authorizing  the  vessels  to  pass  the  vessels  of  my  squadron.

P.  S. — I  understand  from  an  engineer  just  arrived  from  Texas,  from 
whence  he  made  his  escape,  that  there  are  forty  vessels  now  loaded  in 
the  different  ports  of  Texas  ready  to  run  the  blockade  the  first  dark 
night  or  during  bad  weather.  I  have  therefore  doubled  the  vessels  on 
the  Texas  blockade.  The  Tennessee,  now  the  Mobile,  chased  their 
fastest  vessel  the  other  day  and  compelled  him  to  throw  overboard  his 
entire  cargo  of  cotton,  his  anchors  and  chains,  and  even  his  furniture, 
and  then  only  made  his  escape  in  a  squall  after  dark.  This,  I  think, 
will  demoralize  them  much,  as  heretofore  they  have  given  our  block- 
aders  the  soubriquet  of  "armed  buoys,"  being  so  slow;  but  I  hope  to 
disappoint  them  soon.

Sir:  The  enemy  have  at  Mobile  now  the  ram  Nashville,  armored 
with  2  inches  of  iron  on  the  forward  slope  of  her  casemate  and  abreast 
of  her  wheelhouses,  which  they  took  from  the  old  Baltic,  condemned. 
She  mounts  six  guns  of  their  heaviest  rifles  and  has  a  heavier  backing 
and  greater  speed  than  the  Tennessee.  If  she  had  gotten  out  fully 
equipped,  the  rebels  would  have  made  a  stronger  fight  on  the  5th  of 
August,  but  she  was  not  sufficiently  plated;  they  have  been  waiting 
for  iron  at  least  twelve  months.  Enclosed  is  a  sketch  of  this  vessel. 
There  are  also  two  other  casemated  ironclads,  the  Tuscaloosa  and 
Huntsville,  and  three  gunboats,  the  ironclads  covered  with  4  inches 
of  iron,  but,  I  understand,  very  unmanageable.  I  have  them  guarded 
by  the  two  ironclads,  the  Winnebago  and  Chickasaw,  and  four  of  our 
gunboats. 

This  will  give  the  Department  an  idea  of  our  present  status.

Admiral:  If  the  present  troubles  in  Arkansas  should  be  soon  set- 
tled, I  propose  to  send  a  force  back  to  Mobile  Bay  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  up  the  Alabama  River,  directing  the  first  operations  against 
the  works  on  Spanish  and  Tensas  rivers,  with  the  expectation  of  get- 
ting control  of  these  rivers  and  effecting  a  lodgment  on  the  Alabama 
at  or  near  old  Fort  Stoddard.  This,  I  think,  will  force  the  rebels  to 
abandon  Mobile,'  or  at  least  will  enable  us  to  cut  off  their  communi- 
cation with  the  interior  and  give  us  very  great  advantage  in  the  attack 
upon  the  city. 

If  we  can  obtain  force  enough,  the  most  important  results  will  be 
obtained  by  moving  directly  upon  Montgomery,  leaving  Mobile  to 
fall  by  its  own  weight,  as  it  must  do  if  we  can  occupy  and  hold  the 
country  above  it.  In  either  case  a  demonstration  will  be  made 
against  Mobile  from  the  direction  of  East  Pascagoula  and  auxiliary 
(cavalry)  operations  from  Pensacola  and  from  the  Mississippi  against 
the  railroads  leading  from  Mobile  into  the  interior. 

General  Granger  has  been  placed  in  command  of  the  district,  includ- 
ing the  troops  at  Mobile  Bay  and  Pensacola,  and  is  charged  with  the 
duties  of  making  the  preliminary  preparations.  My  estimates  for 
material,  which  were  at  first  suspended,  have  now  been  answered, 
and  the  supplies  are  on  the  way  down. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  in  relation  to  this  and  to  receive 
any  suggestion  that  may  occur  to  you  in  relation  to  the  operations 
from  Mobile  Bay.

In  making  the  returns  required  by  General  Orders,  No.  3,  the  returns 
of  officers  should  be  kept  separate  from  those  of  the  petty  officers  and 
crew;  the  two  must  not  be  made  on  the  same  paper.  The  columns 
marked  "Allowed  on  board"  and  "Deficient"  should  be  added  up. 

In  the  returns  of  officers,  whenever  the  appointments  have  been 
originally  made  by  the  admiral,  it  should  be  stated  whether  the  same 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

In  the  return  of  officers  of  the  grade  of  acting  master's  mate  it  must 
appear  whether  these  officers  are  appointed  or  rated,  and  in  the  case  of 
rated  acting  master's  mates  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding 
officers  of  vessels  upon  which  they  may  be  serving,  whenever  their 
terms  of  enlistment  have  expired,  to  reduce  them  at  once  to  their 
original  rating,  unless  they  reenlist,  when  new  appointments  will  be 
issued.  If  they  decline  to  reenlist,  they  will  be  sent  North  for 
discharge. 

No  returns  of  contrabands  will  hereafter  be  made.  Persons  hereto- 
fore styled  contrabands  will  be  placed  under  their  proper  ratings.

Sib:  After  the  departure  of  the  Circassian  from  the  Rio  Grande 
on  the  31st  ultimo,  I  shifted  my  berth,  anchoring  near  the  line  of 
demarcation  between  Texas  and  Mexico,  and  was  visited  by  Captain 
R.  Lambert,  of  H.  B.  M.  frigate  Liverpool:  In  course  of  conversa- 
tion I  was  asked  by  him  whether  or  no  that  part  of  the  coast  was 
blockaded  (evidently  meaning  the  port  of  Brownsville).  I  informed 
him  that  no  blockade  of  that  port  had  been  proclaimed,  but  as  the 
place  was  in  the  possession  of  the  rebels,  vessels  were  not  allowed  to 
go  there.  He  seamed  to  think  we  would  be  likely  to  have  trouble 
with  the  French  when  the  blockade  was  again  established,  as  there 
would  be  trouble  about  the  line  of  demarcation. 

On  the  31st  ultimo  the  French  sent  an  armed  steam  launch  up 
the  Rio  Grande  on  a  reconnoissance,  but  meeting  with  a  warm 
reception  from  the  Mexicans,  and  having  several  men  wounded, 
were  forced  to  retire.  The  weather  became  stormy  on  the  1st  instant 
and  continued  so  until  the  4th  instant,  when  it  moderated  sufficiently 
to  permit  the  army  tug  to  bring  me  the  accompanying  letter  from 
the  U.  S.  consul  at  Matamoras.     On  the  5th  instant  I  intended 

foing  to  Brazos  Santiago  to  communicate  with  Colonel  [H.  M.] 
)ay,  but  bad  weather  prevented.  On  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant 
I  got  underway,  intending  to  stop  at  Brazos  Santiago  on  my;  way 
up  the  coast,  but  observing  the  heavy  surf  at  that  place  I  continued 
up  the  coast.  At  11  p.  m.  it  came  on  to  blow  very  hard  from  the 
S.  E.,  with  dark  and  rainy  weather,  and  as  I  was  near  Corpus  Christi 
Pass,  and  having  found  good  holding  ground,  I  anchored.     The 

fale  broke  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  instant.  At  3  p.  m.  of  that 
ate  I  proceeded  to  Aransas  Pass.  There  are  no  indications  of 
blockade  running  at  that  point.  No  vessels  of  any  size  were  seen 
in  the  bay.  The  heavy  swell  from  the  S.  E.  makes  a  terrific  surf  on 
the  bar  and  shoals.  I  remained  off  Aransas  Pass  until  the  night  of 
the  9th  instant.  During  my  stay  there  was  seen  but  one  small 
sloop  near  the  light-house.  I  then  steamed  slowly  down  the  coast, 
and  about  8  a.  m.  of  the  10th  instant  discovered  the  Itasca  to  the 
eastward.  I  communicated  with  her,  receiving  from  Lieutenant- 
Commander  [George]  Brown  your  order  of  the  8th  instant.  In 
order  to  obtain  sand  and  some  beef  cattle  promised  me  by  Colonel 
Day,  I  accompanied  the  Itasca  down.  Arriving  at  Brazos  Santiago 
I  found  the  jSanawha  at  anchor.  Lieutenant-Commander  [B.  B.] 
Taylor  had  just  received  a  message  from  Colonel  Day,  asking  him 
to  move  his  vessel  down  to  Boca  Cnica,  to  protect  his  troops  in  case 
they  were  compelled  to  retreat.  It  seems  that  on  the  9tn  instant 
0  a  demonstration  had  been  made  by  two  companies  of  cavalry  from 
Brazos  Island,  in  the  direction  of  Brownsville.  Meeting  with  a 
large  force  of  rebels,  they  were  compelled  to  send  them  reinforcements, 
ana  it  was  to  protect  the  whole  party  in  case  of  a  retreat  that  the  Ka- 
nawha was  wanted  at  Boca  Chica.  Learning  the  state  of  affairs,  all 
three  vessels  went  to  that  point  about  5  p.  m.  Up  to  the  time  of  my 
leaving  Brazos  Santiago,  on  the  night  of  the  lltn  instant,  the  mili- 
tary force  was  still  in  the  direction  of  Brownsville,  and  I  could  learn 
nothing  definite ;  because  Colonel  Day  had  himself  accompanied  the 
reinforcements.  On  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant  I  again  anchored 
off  Brazos  Santiago,  and  through  the  kindness  of  the  commanding 
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officer  pro  tern,  obtained  the  use  of  the  army  tug,  by  which  means  I 
soon  received  a  good  supply  of  sand.  I  coufd  get  no  beef,  on  account 
of  Colonel  Day's  absence.  I  learned  that  on  the  10th  instant  Cortina 
had  crossed  tne  Rio  Grande  with  a  force  of  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  Mexicans,  with  the  intention  of  fighting  his  way  through  the 
rebels  to  seek  asylum  at  Brazos  Santiago,  but  failed  to  hear  of  the 
arrival  of  any  of  them.  On  the  night  of  the  11th  instant  I  com- 
municated with  the  Kanawha  and  then  steamed  up  the  coast.  About 
10  p.  m.  I  boarded  the  army  transport  Alabama,  from  New  Orleans, 
bound  to  Brazos.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant  I  discovered 
and  spoke  the  Augusta  Dinsmore^  at  that  time  about  40  miles  south 
of  Corpus  Christi.  On  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant  I  communi- 
cated with  the  Tennessee  off  Caney  Creek.  Proceeding  up  the  coast, 
and  when  off  the  San  Bernard  River,  I  discovered  and  picked  up  38 
bales  of  cotton.  About  10  p.  m.  of  same  date  communicated  with 
the  Penobscot.

Sm:  I  was  rejoiced  to  know,  upon  receiving  your  letter  of  the  26th, 
that  we  were  again  to  have  our  flag  floating  in  this  port,  as  it  is  seldom 
that  one  of  our  gunboats  gets  so  tar  from  civilization  as  to  reach  this 
coast. 

Affairs  in  the  city  are  in  a  most  complete  state  of  confusion.  The 
Mexicans  have  enemies  all  around  them  on  their  own  soil,  and  at  pres- 
ent it  looks  as  though  there  might  be  a  fight  at  any  moment  between 
the  forces  of  our  governor  (Cortina)  and  the  rebels  in  Brownsville. 
The  governor  brought  me  a  letter  last  evening  written  by  the  rebel 
commander,  which  showed  plainly  that  he  desired  to  insult  the  Mexi- 
cans and  in  this  way  aid  the  French,  and  Cortina  says  that  as  a  last 
resort  he  will  take  his  force,  cross  the  river  above,  attack  Brownsville, 
and  then  throw  himself  and  troops  under  the  protection  of  our  forces 
at  Brazos.  He  and  his  brother,  who  is  second  in  command,  are  really 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  he  declares  that  he  will  go  over, 
hoist  the  American  flag,  and"  drive  them  out.  This  may  occur  at  any 
moment. 

If  this  should  take  place,  most  of  our  citizens  (although  of  loyal  citi- 
zens we  have  but  few)  will  probably  run  for  Brazos  for  safety,  as  it 
would  result  in  a  free  fight. 

The  French  at  the  mouth  will  be  attacked  about  Saturday"  morning. 
The  Mexicans  are  in  what  we  call  in  this  country  strong  force,  witn 
plenty  of  artillery,  some  of  the  best  kind  of  brass  rifled  guns,  and 
plenty  of  ammunition. 

I  learn  from  below  that  the  French  are  collecting  port  charges,  etc., 
on  all  vessels  leaving  the  port.  I  do  not  see  their  right  in  this,  as  the 
custom-house  is  located  here,  and  all  vessels  now  clearing  have  entered 
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at  this  custom-house,  and  until  the  French  can  get  possession  of  it  I 
don't  see  how  they  can  interfere.  They  have  never  established  a 
blockade,  neither  has  Bagdad,  Mexico,  ever  been  made  a  port  of  entry. 
However,  they  have  the  power. 

Large  quantities  of  merchandise  now  cross  the  river  daily  for  the 
interior  or  Texas,  they  having  taken  advantage  of  the  absence  of  our 
troops,  and  if  they  had  left  with  Colonel  Dav  a  few  hundred  cavalry 
the  trains  that  they  would  capture  going  and  coming  would  pay  their 
expenses,  as  it  is  tne  general  belief  in  Texas  that  Brazos  will  be  evacu- 
ated. 

Blockade  running  to  and  from  this  port  is  done,  for  the  present,  at 
least.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  these  fellows,  wnen  they  could  slip 
out  of  some  Texas  port,  to  run  well  to  the  southward  and.  then  come 
up  close  in  to  the  Mexican  coast  and  slip  in  over  the  bar,  where  their 
cotton  would  be  transferred  to  lighters,  taken  out  over  the  bar  again, 
and  shipped  in  some  vessel  bound  to  Europe,  or  even  to  New  York.

Admiral:  In  the  further  operation  in  Mobile  Bay  and  the  Alabama 
River  two  more  of  the  river  monitors  will  be  of  great  service  to  us. 
Admiral  Farragut,  from  motives  of  delicacy,  which  you  will  under- 
stand and  appreciate,  does  not  like  to  apply  for  them,  but  I  have  just 
learned  from  him  that  if  you  can  send  the  monitors  he  will  give  you  in 
exchange  the  monitor  Manhattan  (heavy  draft)  and  the  ram  Ten- 
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nes8ee  or  any  other  vessel  in  his  fleet  that  you  may  designate.  I  know 
that  you  will  send  them  without  conditions  if  you  can  spare  them,  and 
I  mention  this  only  for  the  reason  that  the  monitor  and  the  ram  can  be 
used  on  the  lower  Mississippi,  [which]  will  probably  enable  you  to 
spare  the  river  monitors.  The  two  sent  on  my  previous  applica- 
tions were  so  well  suited  to  the  work,  and  so  effective,  that  I  am 
induced  to  ask  for  more.

Report  of  Acting  Master  LinneHn,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  8. 

Tallahatchie,  regarding  captures  made  in  Blind  River  and  Bayou  Chene 

Blanc. 

U.  S.  S.  Tallahatchie, 
New  Orleans,  La.,  September  SI,  186b. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  having  received  information  on  the 
night  of  the  15th  instant  that  12  bales  of  cotton  were  coming  out  of  the 
Blind  River.  I  stationed  a  picket  boat  in  the  mouth  which  captured 
the  following-named  blockade  runners,  with  a  small  maiL  viz:  Th6- 
ophile  Fruchude,  Jean  Morin,  F.  Guiibeault,  and  Justin  Kuffer,  all  of 
New  Orleans.  As  soon  as  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  picket  boat 
demanded  a  surrender  they  threw  overboard  a  small  mail  and  a  memo- 
randum book,  which  was  picked  up  in  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  not 
being  wet  through.  The  book  contained  a  supposed  list  of  goods 
brought  over  by  them,  said  list  being  made  up  of  revolvers,  percussion 
caps,  and  a  large  amount  of  quinine,  drugs,  etc.  They  acknowledge  to 
have  been  buying  cotton,  having  no  permit  for  same.  On  the  17th 
instant  I  captured  on  the  banks  of  Bayou  Schinblon  [Chene  Blanc], 
Ascension  Parish,  9  bales  of  cotton  and  a  number  of  bags.  In  the 
bayou  near  this  cotton  there  were  flats,  all  made  to  move  it  across  the 
lake  [Maurepas],  On  the  banks  of  the  Amite  River  the  same  instant, 
at  the  house  of  Samuel  Leake,  now  prisoner  in  my  possession,  I  cap- 
tured 1  bale  of  cotton  and  2  sacks;  also  revolver,  1  keg  of  powder,  and 
number  of  small  lots  of  powder,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of 
medicines,  dry  goods,  hats,  barrels  of  whisky,  barrels  of  flour,  saltj  and 
about  20,000  percussion  caps.  The  cotton  captured  by  me  is  claimed 
as  follows:  Jean  Morin,  now  a  prisoner  on  board,  claims  4  bales; 
Madame  Leake,  wife  of  Samuel  Leake,  1  bale  and  2  sacks.  The  bal- 
ance remains  unclaimed.  I  aiii  credibly  informed  that  Lieutenant 
Wheat,  of  the  Confederate  service,  buys  ammunition,  etc.,  from  the 
house  of  Samuel  Leake  once  a  month,  taking  the  same  to  Clinton,  La,

Confidential  report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding 
expedition  proposed  by  the  Department  against  Wilmington,  iv.  C. 

No.  432.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  September  22,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  5th  instant,  and  in  reply  I  can  but  express  my  surprise  that  I 
should  be  selected  for  so  difficult  and  arduous  a  service  (and  that  at 
the  short  notice  of  nine  days). 

After  having  completed  seven  months  of  blockade  duty  off  this  port, 
and  nearly  three  years  of  duty  in  this  Gulf  and  its  tributaries,  and  nearly 
five  years  out  of  six  in  the  Uulf  of  Mexico,  Central  America,  and  the 
Mississippi  River,  I  flattered  myself  that  the  intimation  I  gave  the 
Department  of  these  facts  in  my  dispatch  (No.  372),  and  that  I 
required  rest,  as  my  health  was  beginning  to  fail,  owing  to  the  con- 
stant strain  on  my  mind  for  so  long  a  period,  would  have heen  all  suffi- 
cient to  insure  me'that  rest  so  much  needed,  and  I  am  constrained  to 
believe  that  my  dispatch  had  not  reached  the  Department  when  their 
present  communication  was  written.  I  also  wrote  to  the  Assistant 
Secretary  (in  reply  to  abetter  of  congratulation  from  him)  two  or  three 
days  later  to  the  same  effect,  viz,  that  I  was  suffering  from  long  and 
arduous  service  and  that  I  must  have  rest  if  it  could  be  had.  Judge, 
sir,  my  surprise  to  find  myself  called  upon  to  repair  to  Port  Royal  to 
organize  an  expedition  of  such  magnitude  at  a  port  1,000  miles  distant 
in  nine  or  ten  days,  "in  which  time  the  army  will  be  ready  for  opera- 
tions with  the  navy."  But  as  the  Department  is  pleased  to  ask  my 
views  and  wishes  in  regard  to  the  matter,  I  will  endeavor  briefly  to 
give  them,  guided  by  the  best  lights  I  can*command. 

The  large  vessels  named  in  the  Department's  communication  will  be 
so  many  burdens  to  the  commander  in  chief,  as  their  draft  is  too  great 
to  approach  the  batteries  sufficiently  near  to  hurt  them  with  their 
*  broadside  guns. 

I  can  not  find  anything  on  the  chart  to  justify  the  conclusion  that 
the  monitors  of  the  Passaic  class  can  pass  the  bar,  making  the  least 
allowance  for  the  ordinary  swell  of  the  Atlantic.     Nothing,  therefore, 
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but  the  light-draft  wooden  vessels  could  hope  to  pass  inside  (most  of 
the  gunboats  and  double-enders  in  this  squadron  draw  over  10  feet), 
and  if  the  ironclad  the  Department  Speaks  of  as  being  "in  the  river  in 
commission' '  is  half  as  formidable  as  the  Tennessee  she  ought  to 
destroy  as  many  of  the  light  gunboats  as  would  float  on  its  surface. 
The  main  dependence,  therefore,  will  be  upon  light-draft  monitors, 
such  as  those  sent  out  from  the  Mississippi  River.  The  probability  of 
getting  vessels  of  that  class  around  from  this  part  of  the  coast  to  Wil- 
mington at  this  blowing  season  would  be  very  small,  and,  besides,  when 
they  got  there  they  would  be  the  most  helpless  things  in  the  world 
except  in  perfectly  smooth  water;  then  if  well  commanded  they  would 
do  good  service.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  discover  a  harbor  for 
them  at  the  entrance  of  this  bay  under  Sand  Island,  where  they  were 
able  to  raise  their  turrets  and  make  their  preparations  for  action. 
Otherwise  they  could  not  have  been  gotten  ready  to  pass  the  forts. 
If  such  is  generally  the  case,  and  I  judge  by  four  or  them,  I  can  not  see 
how  the  ironclads  can  be  made  available  until  they  get  inside  in  smooth 
water.  The  Tennessee,  to  which  the  Department  refers,  is  in  such  a 
battered  condition  that  it  would  take  months  to  put  her  in  such  a  state 
as  to  justify  her  going  to  sea  in  the  most  favorable  season.  I  may 
add  here  that  none  of  the  vessels  in  this  squadron  are  available  for  the 
purpose  intended.  Nearly  all  of  them  are  in  want  of  extensive  repairs 
and  most  of  the  gunboats  and  double-enders  are  breaking  down 
continually. 

Thus  I  have  endeavored  to  give  the  Department  my  views  on  the 
subject  of  the  proposed  attack,  from  which  the  Department  will  per- 
ceive that,  in  my  opinion,  it  will  be  attended  with  many  difficulties, 
great  labor,  and  a  constant  fatigue  of  body  and  mind  to  the  com- 
mander in  chief  who  undertakes  it,  and,  as  I  have  before  stated,  I  do 
not  feel  equal  to  such  a  task.  Though  at  all  times  anxious  to  serve 
my  country  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  in 
attempting  such  an  undertaking  I  should  do  credit  neither  to  the 
country  nor  myself. 

As  I  have  already  informed  the  Department  in  my  dispatch  (No. 
427),  General  Canby  states  that  he  hopes  to  commence  operations  „on 
Mobile  in  a  week  or  two.  and  I  am  anxious  to  finish  up  the  work  so 
satisfactorily  begun.  Tnis  I  hoped  to  do  from  the  fact  of  having 
many  advantages,  such  as  a  good  narbor,  freedom  from  anxiety  about 
my  vessels,  smooth  water  for  the  light-draft  monitors  and  others  to 
operate  in,  and  my  arrangements  already  made  so  far  as  is  necessary 
until  the  army  is  reported  ready  to  move,  when  I  purposed  transfer- 
ring my  flag  temporarily  to  one  of  the  tinclads  and  moving  up  toward 
the  city  with  my  light-draft  vessels. 

Believing  as  I  do  that  your  communication  was  written  before 
these  and  the  other  facts  above  mentioned  had  reached  you,  I  will 
await  your  reply  before  I  move.  To  save  time,  I  shall  send  this  dis- 
patch direct  by  the  Connecticut  and  a  duplicate  by  the  way  of  New 
Orleans.

Sir:  I  regret  to  report  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Antelope,  tinclad,  in 
the  Mississippi  River  on  the  morning  of  the  23d  of  September  last. 

She  had  been  sent  down  to  Pass  k  l'Outre  by  ord§r  of  Commodore 
Palmer  to  relieve  the  Meteor,  and  was  on  her  way  back  to  the  city,  hav- 
ing been  reported  as  in  a  very  leaky  condition,  when  she  unfortunately 
sank  some  7  miles  below  New  Orleans. 

After  receiving  a  report  of  the  circumstances  from  Commodore 
Palmer  and  Acting  Master  John  Ross,  who  was  her  commanding 
officer,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  convene  a  court  of  enquiry  to  investigate 
all  the  facts  connected  with  her  loss.  The  report  is  herewith  for- 
warded with  my  approval.  The  court  is  of  tne  opinion  "that  no 
blame  can  be  attached  to  the  commanding  or  other  officers  of  the  ship, 
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who  appear  to  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  preserve  the  vessel  and 
property  belonging  to  her,"  in  which  opinion  I  coincide.

Statement  of  Acting  Matter  Bom,  U.  8.  Havy. 

U.  S.  Ship  Pobtsmouth, 
Off  New  Orleans,  October  7,  186^. 

Gentlemen  :  I  most  respectfully  tender  this  my  statement  as  relat- 
ing to  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Antetoye: 

Having  been  ordered  by  Commodore  J.  S.  Palmer  to  proceed  with 
the  U.  S.  S.  Antelope,  under  my  command,  to  Pass  k  F  Outre  to  relieve 
the  U.  S.  S.  Meteor,  I  found,  after  I  had  been  a  few  days  in  the  Pass, 
that  the  vessel  was  making  considerable  water  and  the  leaks  gradually 
increasing.  On  a  thorough  examination  of  the  vessel  I  f  ouna  the  leak 
was  not  confined  to  any  one  place,  but  extended  to  all  parts  of  the  bot- 
tom and  sides.  On  the  eighth  day  after  arriving  at  the  Pass  I  sent  a 
dispatch  to  Commodore  J.  S.  Palmer  stating  the  condition  of  the  vessel 
ana  that  I  was  obliged  to  keep  up  60  pounds  of  steam  to  work  the 
steam  pumps,  as  we  could  not  keep  her  free  by  the  hand  pumps.  I 
kept  the  commodore  informed  of  the  vessel's  condition.  The  commo- 
dore had  me  relieved  as  soon  as  possible  and  ordered  me  to  proceed  to 
the  city,  the  leaks  still  increasing.  On  arriving  at  Quarantine  I  was 
informed  that  the  army  transport  Suffolk  was  in  a  sinking  condition; 
the  surgeon  also  said  there  were  no  officers  or  crew  on  board.  I  imme- 
diately went  to  her  assistance,  took  her  in  tow,  and  placed  her  on  the 
flats,  so  that  she  would  be  safe,  Acting  Master  Jordan,  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Meteor,  securing  her  with  his  men.  I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  render 
every  assistance,  though  my  own  vessel  was  in  a  bad  condition.  This 
was  on  the  evening  of  the  22d  ultimo.  I  then  proceeded  on  my  way 
for  the  city.    At  this  time  all  the  pumps  were  working  to  keep  her  free. 
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At  about  4 :  30  a.  m.  of  the  23d  I  heard  some  person  call  out, "  The  vessel 
is  sinking."  I  instantly  went  forward  tfnd  ordered  the  helm  hard 
aport.  to  beach  her,  being  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river.  She  filled 
rapidly.  As  soon  as  she  struck  I  gave  orders  to  save  the  ordnance  and 
stores. 

I  am  most  happy  to  state  that  the  officers  and  men  worked  with 
coolness  and  energy.  All  the  small  arms  and  equipments  were  saved 
and  most  of  the  vessel's  furniture. 

I  also  sent  at  once  to  Commodore  Palmer  for  assistance.  The 
U.  S.  S.  Hollyhock  was  immediately  sent,  and  with  her  aid  the  whole 
of  the  battery  was  gotten  safely  to  New  Orleans,  and  everything  else- 
that  could  be  saved.  I  would  here  say  that  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  vessel  struck  the  bank  I  had  an  anchor  got  on  shore  and  secured 
her  from  sliding  further  into  the  rive? . 

Acting  Ensign  A.  H.  Reynolds  said  he  had  felt  a  slight  shock  just 
previous  to  the  alarm  being  given,  rendering  it  possible  she  might  have 
struck  a  snag,  and  if  so  a  very  slight  shock  would,  in  the  condition  of 
the  vessel,  be  sufficient  to  sink  her.  I  would  also  here  state  that  pre- 
vious to  leaving  the  city  I  reported  to  Mr.  Stimson,  fleet  carpenter,  that 
the  vessel  leaked  some.  He  came  on  board  and  examined  her,  and 
said  that  the  Vessel  would  do  for  a  month  or  two,  and  on  my  return 
he  would  have  her  hauled  upon  the  ways.

The  court  was  then  closed  for  deliberation  and  after  maturely  weigh- 
ing the  evidence  adduced  find  the  following  facts  proven: 

That  her  hull  was  very  weak  and  in  badcondition,  and  that  in  con- 
sequence of  the  duty  winch  she  was  unexpectedly  called  to  perform  in 
towing  a  disabled  steamer,  and  also  from  the  blow  received  m  striking 
some  object  in  the  river,  the  leak  which  she  already  had  was  so  much 
increased  as  to  cause  her  to  fill. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  no  blame  can  be  attached  to  the  commanding 
or  other  officers  of  the  ship,  who  appear  to  have  done  all  in  their  power 
to  preserve  the  vessel  and  property  belonging  to  her.

Letter  from  Brigadier-General  Sherman,  JJ.  S.  Army,  to  Brigadier- 
General  Cameron,  V.  S.  Army,  stating  the  objects  of  the  combined 
expedition  into  La  Fourche  district. 

Headquarters  Defenses  of  New  Orleans, 

New  Orleans,  September  23,  I864. 
The  general  commanding  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  a  thorough 
reconnoissance  of  the  country  about  Lake  Natchez  and  on  Grand 
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River  will  be  made  by  a  combined  expedition  of  the  army  and  navy, 
the  time  of  junction  of  the  two  forces  to  be  at  12  m,  on  the  27th  instant. 
General  Cameron  will  designate  the  land  force  of  the  expedition  and 
also  the  force  to  accompany  the  gunboats  from  Brashear  and  will  give 
all  the  necessary  instructions.  Commodore  Palmer  has  given  orders 
concerning  the  gunboats.  The  objects  of  this  expedition  are,  first,  to 
surround  and  capture  any  of  the  enemy  found  in  that  region;  second, 
to  obtain  a  good  topographical  knowledge  of  the  country  bordering 
Grand  River;  third,  to  explore  the  country  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
the  rendezvous  and  haunts  of  rebel  jayhawkers  and  guerrillas  who 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  infesting  the  La  Fourche  country;  to  break 
up  all  the  enemy's  means  of  infesting  this  country  hereafter,  as  well  as 
to  arrest  all  persons  found  who  are  known  to  be  in  the  habit  of  assisting 
or  giving  countenance  to  the  enemy.  After  this  expedition  is  accom- 
plished a  combined  reconnoissance  of  the  army  and  navy  will  be  made 
on  Grand  or  Belle  rivers  behind  Lake  Verret.  You  will  make  neces- 
sary details  and  give  the  necessary  instructions  pertaining  to  the  land 
force.  Its  object  is,  first,  to  capture  any  of  the  enemy  who  might  be 
found;  second,  to  make  a  thorough  exploration  of  the  whole  island 
behind  Lake  Verret  to  ascertain  the  place  of  rendezvous  and  haunts  of 
rebel  guerrillas  and  jayhawkers,  and  to  arrest  all  persons  who  are  known 
to  assist  or  harbor  the  enemy;  third,  to  assist  the  navy  by  a  close  and 
united  cooperation  in  clearing  out  Grand  or  Belle  rivers  and  removing 
torpedoes  and  other  obstructions.  The  placing  of  Grand  and  Belle 
rivers  in  a  position  of  navigation  from  Brashear  to  Lake  Natchez  is  one 
of  its  most  important  objects.

Mobile  Bay,  September  24,  I864. 

Captain:  When  I  left  New  Orleans  I  promised  you  that  I  would,  if 
possible,  comply  with  your  request  by  bringing  in  your  vessel  to  Mobile 
feay  as  one  01  tne  attacking  column,  but  even  the  commander  in  chief 
can  not  always  control  circumstances  so  as  to  keep  all  his  promises. 

Commodore  Palmer  repeated  to  me  your  desire  and  my  promise,  but 
at  the  same  time  stated  that  he  could  not,  threatened  as  he  was,  pos- 
sibly spare  the  Portsmouth,  as  she  was  the  only  vessel  he  had  to  rely 
upon  in  case  of  difficulty,  and  I  therefore  told  him  that  I  would  not 
withdraw  her,  as  I  then  nad  vessels  enough  without  her.  I  regret  that 
I  felt  myself  constrained  to  disappoint  you  after  having  made  the 
promise  and  one  which  I  so  earnestly  desired  to  fulfill. 

When  you  applied  for  the  Octorara,  I  had  already  assigned  a  com- 
manding officer  for  her,  independent  of  which,  however,  I  considered 
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that  your  service  would  be  of  more  advantage  to  the  Government  at 
New  Orleans  in  case  of  any  difficulty  there. 

In  the  Navy  as  well  as  in  the  Army  there  must  be  outposts,  pickets, 
etc.,  usually,  too;  the  most  responsible  positions,  and  it  rarely  happens 
that  all  can  participate  in  the  fight,  although  they  all  contribute  to  the 
success  of  the  battle.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  Department's  dispatch 
of  the  5th  instant,  desiring  special  reports  of  defects  in  any  of  the 
ironclad  vessels  used  at  Mobile,  etc.,  and  in  compliance  therewith 
forward  the  report  of  Commander  J.  W.  A.  Nicholson,  of  the  Man- 
hattan,  the  only  one  as  yet  received. 

Commander  Nicholson  says  that  on  the  5th  August  he  had  no 
difficulty  in  managing  his  vessel;  she  steered  beautifully,  etc.  I 
had  supposed  it  was  from  bad  steering  that  he  did  not  close  in  with 
and  engage  the  ram  Tennessee  when  we  entered  the  bay,  but  it  appears 
from  his  report  that  it  was  owing  to  the  smoke  of  his  own  guns  which 
caused  the  difficulty.    He  fired  6  shots  during  the  two  engagements. 
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I  have  the  ironclads  now  in  Mobile  Bay  provided  with  covered 
lighters  (taken  from  the  enemy),  for  the  comiort  of  their  men. 

The  monitors  are  no  doubt  most  valuable  vessels  in  smooth  water, 
and  ironclads  are  indispensable  so  long  as  our  enemies  have  them.

Sir:  Agreeably  to  your  order  to  me  of  the  20th  instant  for  "  a  report 
as  to  any  defects  of  construction  you  may  have  discovered  and 
difficulties  of  management  you  may  have  encountered  in  the  vessel  • 
under  your  command,"  I  reply  as  follows: 

In  construction  I  think  a  great  improvement  may  be  made  by 
having  leaders  from  the  blower  engines  carried  to  the  after  part  of  the 
engine  room  on  each  side,  with  one  small  one,  as  at  present,  over  the 
center  of  the  main  engine  and  entirely  closing  the  main  one  at  the  fire 
room.  As  at  present  arranged  the  heat  banks  up  in  the  engine  room, 
while  the  cold  air  that  comes  into  the  fire  room  is  at  once  drawn  into 
the  furnaces,  without  being  of  any  advantage  whatever  in  ventilation 
farther  aft. 

An  improvement  can' be  made  in  placing  the  galley  by  taking  a 
small  portion  from  one  coal  bunker  and  making  it  a  kitchen,  thus 
having  the  berth  deck  clear  of  this  extra  heat  and  also  giving  more 
room  for  berthing  the  crew.  I  think  that  the  present  tail  ventilator 
pipe  can  be  entirely  dispensed  with,  and  the  galley  pipe  led  to  the 
smokestack  instead. 

During  the  engagement  of  the  5th  of  August  I  f ound  no  difficulties 
in  management ;  the  vessel  steered  beautifully,  and  all  of  her  machinery 
worked  to  a  charm,  and  although  the  turret  and  pilot  house  were 
struck  very  heavily,  no  disarrangement  or  jamming  took  place. 

The  only  trouble  that  I  had  was  from  the  smoke  of  our  XV-inch 

funs,  which  was  so  very  dense  it  was  impossible  to  steer  at  times,  as  we 
ad  to  be  governed  entirely  by  the  eye,  the  compass  having  been 
unshipped. 

The  speed  of  the  vessel  might  be  very  materially  increased  by  sub- 
stituting a  new  propeller  with  about  18  reet  pitch  instead  of  the  present 
one,  which  has  22  feet  pitch.  At  present  we  make  a  great  deal  more 
steam  than  we  work  up,  and  as  our  propeller  is  broken  in  one  flange  it 
would  be  advisable  to  dock  the  vessel  at  New  Orleans,  if  possible,  and 
make  the  change. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  apartments  of  officers  and  crew 
are  cool  in  port  and  when  under  banked  fires.  The  blower  engines 
have  been  stopped  since  the  22d  of  August  and  the  ship  is  perfectly 
comfortable.

Sir:  Proceed  with  the  schooner  Water  Witch  under  your  charge  to 
the  port  of  New  York  and  there  deliver  her,  together  wth  the  accom- 
panying papers  (which  are  all  that  were  found  on  board)  and  the 
persons  retained  as  witnesses,  to  the  judge  of  the  U.  S.  district  court 
or  to  the  U.  S.  prize  commissioners  at  that  place,  taking  his  or  their 
receipt  for  the  same.  You  will  not  deliver  either  her,  the  papers,  or 
the  witnesses  to  the  order  of  any  other  person  or  parties  unless  directed 
to  act  otherwise  by  the  Navy  Department  or  flag-officer  commanding 
the  squadron. 

The  schooner  Water  Witch  was  seized  by  this  vessel,  under  my  com- 
mand, on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1862,  off  this  port,  for  violating  the 
rules  governing  the  blockade  at  present  instituted  by  the  United 
States;  and  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  case  you  are  sufficiently 
aware  and  will  communicate  them  when  required  to  do  so  by  com- 
petent authority. 

On  your  arnval  at  New  York,  and  immediately  after  you  have 
visited  the  judge  or  prize  commissioners,  you  will  call  upon  the  U.  S. 
district  attorney  thereat,  show  him  these  instructions,  and  give  him 
any  information  concerning  the  seizure  he  may  solicit.  Then  you  will 
next  report  yourself  in  person  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  navy 
yard  thereat,  show  him  also  these  instructions,  and  ask  his  directions, 
when  needed,  as  to  the  disposition  of  yourself  and  the  rest  constituting 
the  prize  crew.  Finally,  when  duly  notified  by  the  judge,  prize  com- 
missioners, or  district  attorney  that  your  services  are  no  longer  wanted 
by  the  court,  you  will  at  once  return  to  your  vessel,  taking  with  you 
the  men  under  your  command  and  the  receipt  above  alluded  to,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  superior  authority. 

You  will  receive  herewith  a  communication  for  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  giving  him  a  detailed  account  of  the  seizure.  This  you  will 
mail  immediately  on  your  arrival  at  New  York. 
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Your  attention  is  called  to  the  annexed  circular  lately  issued  from 
the  Navy  Department,  to  which  have  been  added,  since  it  was  issued, 
the  words  in  the  last  paragraph  beginning  with  "together  with  a 
descriptive  list,"  etc.,  which  you  will  see  is  complied  with  in  every 
particular  before  sailing  with  your  prize.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  V.  S. 
Navy,  in  relation  to  the  Department's  order  assigning  the  latter  to 
command  the  naval  forces  in  operations  against  Wilmington,  N.  C 

Confidential.]  Navy  Department,  October  1, 1864. 

Sir:  Your  confidential  dispatch  of  the  22d  ultimo  by  the  Connecti- 
cut was  received  this  morning,  expressing  surprise  that  you  should 
have  been  selected  for  the  important  duty  therein  mentioned.  It  is 
proper  to  state  that  the  selection  was  made  after  consultation  with 
General  Grant  and  because  of  the  very  great  confidence  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  Government  in  your  ability  to  succeed.  Your  dispatch, 
No.  372,  dated  August  27,  had  not  been  received  when  the  letter  of  the 
Department  of  the  5th  of  September  was  written.  No  intimation  of 
indisposition  or  want  of  rest  or  exercise  had  been  received,  and  there 
being  still  a  great  work  to  be  accomplished  the  country,  as  well  as  the 
Department,  looks  to  you  as  the  proper  man  for  its  accomplishment. 

lour  letter  of  the  27th  of  August  was  received  on  the  9th  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  Department  proceeded  at  once  to  adopt  other  meas- 
ures for  the  Wilmington  expedition.  That  letter  was  tne  first  intima- 
tion of  impaired  health  ana  overtaxed  energies.  Immmediate  meas- 
ures were  taken  to  substitute  another  for  the  duties  that  had  been  con- 
fided to  you,  but  as  your  dispatches  of  the  29th  August  stated  that 
General  Canby  had  not  sufficient  force  for  any  extensive  military 
demonstration  against  Mobile,  and  on  the  7th  of  September  you  wrote 
that  he  had  "withdrawn  all  his  forces  from  the  bay  except  a  garrfeon 
for  each  of  the  forts,"  it  was  not  supposed  you  would  longer  remain  in 
the  Gulf.  With  this  impression  and  in  the  expectation  that  you  would 
proceed  North  under  the  orders  which  had  been  issued,  the  Depart- 
ment addressed  you  a  letter  on  the  22d  ultimo,  which  was  forwarded  to 
Port  Royal,  relieving  you  from  the  proposed  expedition  against  Wil- 
mington and  substituting  Rear-Admiral  Porter.  A  copy  of  that  dis- 
patch is  herewith  annexed. 

Your  dispatch,  No.  427,  of  the  19th  September  is  the  first  intimation 
which  the  Department  has  received  that  he  or  the  military  authorities 
would  "probably  be  able  to  renew  military  operations  in  this  quarter 
(on  the  Gulf)  in  a  short  time; "  and  your  confidential  dispatch  of  the 
22d  ultimo,  No.  432,  advises  me  that  vou  are  "anxious  to  finish  up  the 
work  we  have  so  successfully  begun. 

The  Department  fully  approves  the  conclusion  to  which  you  have 
arrived,  of  active  cooperation  against  Mobile,  and  only  regrets  that  it 
was  not  earlier  informed  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  intentions 
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and  movements  of  the  army  in  that  quarter  and  of  your  ability  and 
disposition  to  perform  the  duty  that  devolves  on  the  naval  com- 
mander. . 

Rear- Admiral  Porter  has  this  day  been  directed  to  send  to  your

le  to  you  as  the  two 
1  all  your  movements, 
the  best  wishes  of  the  Department  and  of  the  whole  country;  and  it  is 
my  earnest  desire  and  injunction  that  you  will  not  overtax  your 
physical  or  mental  powers  in  the  efforts  you  are  making. 

Aware  of  what  you  had  done  and  are  doing,  the  Department,  in  its 
contemplated  demonstration  against  Wilmington,  proposed  to  take 
upon  itself  and  to  devolve  upon  others  the  labor  of  collecting  and 

S lacing  at  your  disposal  the  force  which  may  be  essential  to  make  that 
emonstration  effective. 

The  Department,  like  yourself,  appreciates  the  great  difficulties 
that  present  themselves  against  a  purely  naval  operation  against  Wil- 
mington, and  it  is  only  in  cooperation  with  the  army  that  the  move- 
ment is  made.  Could  the  capture  of  the  place  or  the  closing  of  the 
1)ort  have  been  effected  by  a  purely  naval  attack,  the  work  would  have 
ong  since  been  effected.  But  as  at  Mobile,  and  more  essential  than 
there,  we  have  been  compelled  to  wait  the  movements  of  the  military. 
I  am  gratified  that  you  are  to  have  this  active  cooperation  at  Mobile, 
and  God  grant  that  the  efforts  of  yourself  and  of  Admiral  Porter  may 
be  each  successful.

Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  to  the  judge  of  prize 
court,  Boston,  regarding  the  capture  of  the  C.  S.  ram  Tennessee. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  October  1,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  capture  of  the  late  rebel  ironclad  steamer 
Tennessee  in  Mobile  Bay,  on  the  5th  day  of  August  last,  by  part  of 
the  fleet  under  my  command  and  under  the  following  circumstances: 

On  the  morning  of  that  day  I  attacked  the  batteries  of  Fort  Mor- 
gan, which  commands  the  entrance  of  the  bay,  with  the  following 
vessels,  viz,  Hartford,  Brooklyn,  Richmond,  Lackawanna,  Monon- 
gahela,  Ossivee,  Seminole,  Oneida,  Metacomet,  Octorara,  Port  Royal, 
Kennebec,  Itasca,  Galena,  and  the  ironclads  Tecumseh,  Manhattan, 
Winnebago,  and  Chickasaw,  eighteen  vessels  in  all.  When  abreast 
of  the  fort,  and  about  half  past  7  o'clock,  the  ironclad  Tecumseh, 
the  vessel  most  in  advance,  was  sunk  almost  instantaneously  by  a 
torpedo,  and  nearly  all  on  board  perished. 

After  passing  the  fort  the  fleet  was  attacked  and  fired  into  by  the 
ironclad  steamer  Tennessee,  but  all  the  ships  had  succeeded  in  getting 
beyond  the  range  of  the  guns  of  the  fort,  and  were  anchored  or  about 
to  anchor,  when  the  Tennessee  was  observed  approaching  from  under 
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the  guns  of  the  fort,  with  the  intention,  apparently,  of  resuming  the 
contest.  The  fight  was  renewed  and  continued  with  great  fierce- 
ness until.  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  the  Tennessee  struck  her  flag  and 
surrendered.  All  the  vessels  mentioned  above,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Tecumsehj  which  had  sunk  as  above  stated,  were  inside  the  bay 
and  within  easy  signal  distance,  and  in  condition  to  render  effective 
aid  at  the  time  of  her  capture. 

The  following  vessels  of  my  squadron  were  outside  the  bay  or  off 
Mobile  Bar  on  that  morning,  viz,  Genesee,  Sebcu/o,  side-wheel  steamer 
Tennessee  (now  called  the  Mobile),  the  Buckthorn,  Cowslip,  Pinola, 
but,  as  between  them  and  Mobile  Bay  were  the  batteries  of  Forts 
Morgan  and  Gaines,  it  is  for  the  court  to  decide  whether  these 
vessels  can  share  in  the  prize  under  the  provisions  of  section  10  of 
the  prize  law  of  June  3,  1864,  which  says:  "All  vessels  of  the  Navy 
witlun  signal  distance  of  the  vessel  or  vessels  making  the  capture 
under  such  circumstances  and  in  such  condition  as  to  be  able  to 
render  effective  aid,  if  required,  shall  share  in  the  prize.' '  Even  if 
the  vessels  last  named  were  within  signal  distance,  which  is  doubtful, 
they  could  have  rendered  no  effective  aid  in  the  capture. 

The  Conemaugh,  J.  P.  Jackson,  Estrella,  Narcissus,  Stockdalet 
and  Glasgow,  also  belonging  to  this  squadron,  were  in  Mississippi 
Sound,  but  between  them  and  the  bay  was  the  rebel  Fort  Powell, 
commanding  a  narrow  channel  completely  obstructed  by  piles. 
Even  if  within  signal  distance,  they  could  have  rendered  no  effec- 
tive aid. 

The  prize  Tennessee  is  now  in  the  United  States  service,  as  one  of 
the  squadron  under  my  command.  ■  I  forward  herewith  a  complete 
and  accurate  appraisement  and  inventory  made  by  persons  as  com- 
petent and  impartial  as  could  be  obtained  of  her  hull,  armor,  arma- 
ment, ordnance  stores,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
27th  section  of  the  prize  law  before  cited,  to  the  United  States  prize 
court  at  Boston,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  adjudi- 
cation.

Report  of  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  oversupply 
of  men  for  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

No.  461.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  October  2,  I864. 

Sir:  In  my  dispatch,  No.  435,  dated  September  23, 1  had  the  honor 
to  inform  the  Department  that  I  had  more  than  a  supply  of  landsmen 
for  this  squadron  and  that  I  had  no  place  for  any  more. 

The  Kensington  has  just  arrived  with  another  draft  of  men,  and  I 
am  at  a  loss  what  to  do  with  them. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  great  risk 
incurred  in  thus  overcrowding  our  vessels.     We  have  yellow  fever  on 
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both  sides  of  us,  at  New  Orleans  and  Key  West,  and  it  will  require 
great  care  and  strict  watchfulness  to  guard  the  fleet  from  this  dreadful 
scourge. 

Though  some  inconvenience  may  be  experienced  in  keeping  a  sur- 
plus of  men  on  the  receiving  ships  at  the  North,  yet  that  is  nothing  to 
the  risk  and  danger  of  overcrowding  vessels  in  tlus  climate  and  at  this 
season.  I  may  add  in  this  connection  that  the  condition  in  which 
these  new  recruits  arrive  here,  dirty  in  person  and  nearly  destitute  of 
clothing,  increases  the  risk. 

The  Kensington  stopped  off  Key  West,  but  Captain  Greene  refused 
to  take  any  or  the  men,  on  the  ground,  which  appears  to  me  to  be  a 
just  one,  they  would  only  fall  victims  to  the  yellow  fever. 

I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Department  will  issue  orders  to  send  no 
more  ordinary  seamen,  landsmen,  firemen,  and  coal  heavers  to  this 
sauadron.  I  am  still, Tiowever,  greatly  in  want  of  100  seamen,  for 
wnom  I  could  find  place.

Memorandum  regarding  Apalachicola  Bay,  River,  and  tributaries. 

Office  of  Chief  Engineer, 
Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  October  6,  186 b. 

Memonandum  of  statement  of  Harrison  Lewis,  resident  of  Apalachi- 
cola City,  where  he  was  raised;  left  there  a  little  more  than  a  year 
since;  was  seaman  assisting  the  bay  pilots;  is  ignorant;  a  Spamard, 
and  speaks  English  with  difficulty. 

Bay. — St.  George's  Sound  can  be  entered  with  17  feet;  thence  can 
be  carried  into  the  bay,  with  veiy  careful  pilotage,  6  feet.  The  best 
entrance  to  the  bay  is  by  West  Pass,  whicn  gives  13  to  13£  feet  at 
high  water.  From  the  bay  to  the  city  or  into  the  river  6  to  6£  feet 
can  be  carried,  either  by  the  short  course  from  West  Pass  (crossing 
Tow  Head  Shoal,  about  3  miles  from  city,  on  a  course  N.  N.  W.)  or 
by  Cat  Point,  through  the  circuitous  and  intricate  channel.  (See 
Pittsfield's  statement.) 

River. — Is  not  so  well  acquainted  with  the  rivers;  is  certain  6  feet 
can  be  carried  up  to  Columbus  at  high  water,  which  he  says  begins  in 
November  and  continues  four  or  five  months.  The  steamboats  draw 
when  light  3  to  4  feet  on  these  rivers  and  carry  that  depth  up  to  Colum- 
bus during  low-water  months.  He  speaks  indistinctly  of  a  shoal 
called  the  "Arrows,"  on  the  Apalachicola  River,  at  35  miles  from  its 
mouth,  which  he  says  only  affords  3  J  feet  at  low  water.  This  seems 
doubtful,  if  Pittsfield's  statement  that  tide  water  extends  up  to  junc- 
tion of  Chattahoochee  and  Flint  is  correct. 

Says  he  can  pilot  vessels  across  the  bars,  but  the  best  pilot  is  Elias 
Roderick,  living  on  St.  George's  Island,  who  knows  every  inch  of  the 
bay  and  adjacent  waters. 

Lewis  can  be  found  by  Colonel  [Harai]  Robinson,  provost-marshal, 
Department  of  the  Gulf.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Sebago. 

U.  S.iS.  Sebago, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  9,  186/>. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  at  about  6:30  a.  m.  of  this  date, 
while  this  ship  was  at  an  anchor  to  the  southward  and  westward  of 
Freeman's  wharf,  the  enemy  opened  fire  with  a  fieldpiece  to  the  north- 
ward of  the  wharf,  his  shot  falling  short  of  us.  Went  to  quarters,  and 
while  ascertaining  the  position  of  the  guns  were  opened  upon  by  two 
rifle  guns  to  the  southward  of  the  wharf,  the  shell  passing  over  the 
ship.  Returned  the  fire  with  100-pounder  rifle  and  IX-inch  guns, 
the  shell  striking  over  and  about  the  enemy's  battery,  doing  but  little 
damage.  The  enemy  fired  about  fifteen  rifle  shells  over  and  about 
the  ship,  three  of  which  struck,  one  the  deck  forward  in  circle  for  100- 
pounder;  one,  ship's  side  under  starboard  main  chains;  one  striking 
square-sail  yard  and  port  forward  waist  boat.  At  7 :  30,  having  fired 
23  shells,  weighed  ana  stood  off. 

I  regret  to  report  the  following  casualties:  Edgar  A.  Miller  (lands- 
man), killed;  Cnarles  B.  Dorrance,  acting  ensign,  left  leg  amputated; 
John  Gray  (captain  forecastle),  dangerously  wounded  in  the  forehead; 
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Jeremiah  Carthy  (landsman),  slightly  wounded  in  forehead;  Chris- 
topher McLaughlin  (landsman),  wounded  in  the  hand.  All  the  above- 
named  were  struck  by  a  shell  which  struck  the  deck  and  exploded. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  earthworks  when  these  guns  were  fired; 
they  were  so  masked  as  to  make  them  difficult  to  be  seen.     I  regret 
to  state,  since  writing  the  above,  the  death  of  Acting  Ensign  Dorrance.

At  5:45  a.  m.  the  enemy  opened 
fire  on  us  from  the  east  shore,  firing  four  shots  from  a  fieldpiece,  all 
of  which  fell  short.  Threw  three  IX-inch  shell;  fell  short  of  the  beach. 
At  9  a.  m.  at  quarters  for  inspection.  Saw  a  party  of  rebels  ashore 
throwing  up  breastworks;  trained  the  100-pounder  rifle  on  them  and 
threw  a  shell  over  them,  which  burst  in  the  woods  just  beyond  them. 

October  9. — Mobile  Bay;  At  6:30  a.  m.  batteries  on  shore  opened 
fire  on  us.  At  7  returned  the  fire.  During  the  engagement  Acting 
Ensign  C.  B.  Dorrance,  John  Gray,  coal  heaver;  E.  A.  Miller,  lands- 
man; Christopher  McLaughlin,  landsman,  and  Jeremiah  Carthy, 
landsman,  were  wounded.  E.  A.  Miller  since  died.  At  7: 30  ceased 
firing,  got  underway,  and  stood  toward  the  Octorara.  Number  of 
shell  fired:  IX-inch,  21;  100-pounder  rifle,  2.  At  8  came  to  anchor. 
At  10:45  Surgeon  Coan,  assisted  by  Surgeon  Edward  R.  Dodge,  of 
the  Octorara,  amputated  Mr.  Dorrance's  left  leg  between  the  knee 
and  hip  joint,  resulting  from  the  wound  received  in  action  this  morn- 
ing. At  1:40  p.  m.  Acting  Ensign  C.  B.  Dorrance  departed  this  life 
from  the  effects  of  wounds  received  in  the  engagement  this  morning. 


Report  of  Commander  Le  Roy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Third  Division, 
regarding  general  matters  off  Galveston. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Ossipee, 
Off  Galveston,  October  10,  1864. 

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  Pembina 
this  morning. 

I  have  nothing  new  to  communicate  since  my  last  advices  by  the 
Arkansas. 

The  Owasco  arrived  on  Saturday  noon,  and  during  the  rough 
weather  of  that  day  and  night,  though  not  very  severe,  she  opened 
so  that  her  commander  requested  a  survey,  which  was  held  this  day, 
and  the  result  I  enclose  under  cover  to  yourself. 

The  condition  of  the  Owasco  is  such  [that]  I  will  order  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Kirkland  to  report  to  you  at  Mobile  Bay. 

The  Katdhdin  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  boiler  makers,  and  will 
probably  not  be  ready  for  service  under  a  week's  time.     She  is  evi- 
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dently  in  not  very  good  condition,  but  Lieutenant-Commander  Irwin 
seems  desirous  of  keeping  his  ship  as  long  at  work  as  it  is  prudent  to 
do  so,  even  when  I  tnink  most  other  commanding  officers  would  be 
urgent  to  get  into  port.  I  recommend  his  case  especially  for  your 
consideration. 

The  gunboats  generally  are  complaining. 

The  Penguiii  I  have  not  been  permitted  to  bring  here  for  survey  on 
account  of  not  being  able  to  supply  her  place. 

Two  coal  barks,  the  Adelaide  and  Alexander  McNeill,  have  arrived 
within  a  few  days. 

The  Pembina  brought  a  draft  of  men,  which  I  will  endeavor  to  divide 
out  to  the  best  advantage.     The  want  is  principally  in  seamen  and 
ordinary  seamen,  the  landsmen  being  over  what  is  required.     Seamen 
are  especially  wanted,  and  many  of  the  vessels  are  badly  off  for  petty  . 
officers. 

I  am  unable  at  present  to  ascertain  the  number  of  seamen  required, 
but  I  think  about  25  good  seamen  and  the  same  number  of  ordinary 
seamen  could  be  disposed  of  to  advantage. 

I  regret  to  notice  remittent  fever  prevails  to  some  extent  through- 
out this  division.  One  case  [is]  so  severe,  an  officer  of  the  Sciota,  as 
to  induce  at  one  time  the  fear  it  was  the  yellow  type,  and  the  surgeon 
has  recommended  him  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital  at  xensacola,  and  he 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Owasco. 

Masters'  mates  are  badly  wanted.  By  the  promotion  of  Mr.  Win- 
good,  of  this  ship,  I  am  left  without  a  single  master's  mate.  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Maxwell  reports  picking  up  some  people  from  a  sink- 
ing schooner  under  the  French  flag,  ana  I  have  directed  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Kirkland  to  receive  them  on  board  the  Owasco  for  passage, 
and  the  original  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Maxwell  I  forward 
for  your  information. 

On  Friday  last  I  communicated  with  the  shore  through  flag  of  truce, 
but  have  received  as  yet  no  reply  to  my  dispatch,  asking  for  the  num- 
ber of  our  naval  prisoners  now  in  Texas. 

11th  October. — I  regret  to  report  that  Acting  Ensign  G.  W.  Coffin, 
who  was  transferred  yesterday  to  the  Owasco,  departed  this  life  this 
morning  on  board  that  vessel.

Biloxi. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  10,  I864. 
Commodore:  In  reference  to  the  expedition  mentioned  in  your 
letter  *  of  the  7th  instant,  to  land  soldiers  at  Pass  Christian  and  Biloxi, 

♦Not  found. 
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I  have  questioned  very  closely  Acting  Ensign  Jones,  the  captain  of  the 
Narcissus,  who  is  familiar  with  the  sound  and  the  localities  in  and 
around  Biloxi.  He  says  there  are  no  salt  works  in  Biloxi  or  near  it. 
There  are  not  three  able-bodied  men  there.  r  The  inhabitants  *  are 
women  and  children,  mostly  of  Union  sympathizers,  and  from  whom 
we  receive  chickens  and  eggs  occasionally  in  return  for  articles  mostly 
needed  by  them,  such  as  tea,  coffee,  etc.  There  are  no  soldiers  in  the 
vicinity,  nor  have  there  been  since  our  presence  here.  To  turn  loose 
sailors  and  soldiers  among'them  would  be  to  deprive  these  poor  people 
of  the  little  they  have  to  subsist  on. 

Captain  Jones  informs  me  that  the  salt  works  are  immediately  on 

the  coast,  and  that  there  is  not  the  slightest  difficulty  in  his  going  there 

at  any  moment  with  one  tinclad  to  accompany  him  and  destroy  them, 

^and  he  does  not  think  that  a  gun  would  De  fired  on  either  side.     He 

also  states  that  he  never  heard  of  any  soldiers  being  at  Pass  Christian. 

We  recently  sent  an  expedition  to  Fish  River  for  lumber  for  the 
army,  and  it  brought  upon  us  many  destitute  refugees,  whom  we  have 
since  been  obliged  t6  sejid  to  New  Orleans  in  consequence  of  their  hav- 
ing lost  their  all,  even  their  beds  being  taken  from  them. 

I  can  not  object  to  such  an  expedition  as  the  one  you  have  spoken 
of,  but  I  regret  it,  as  I  can  see  no  good  that  can  result  from  it.  You 
will  please  submit  these  views  to  Generals  Canby  and  Sherman. 

If,  however,  the  expedition  is  determined  on,  I  trust  that  Biloxi  at 
least  will  be  spared.  The  salt  works  being  to  the  westward  of  that 
place,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  necessity  for  landing  there,  par- 
ticularly as  there  is  a  fine  wharf  at  Mississippi  City. 

You  will  send  a  reliable  officer  in  charge;  a  regular  if  possible.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  the  yellow  fever  has  again  broken  out 
in  New  Orleans  and  a  number  of  my  vessels  there,  upon  which  it  has 
appeared,  have  been  sent  to  the  Quarantine  station..  Among  them 
is  the  ironclad  Tennessee.  She  is  not  at  present  habitable,  and  fier 
officers  and  crew  have  been  removed  to  quarters  on  shore. 

Fifty  cases  have  been  reported  from  the  hospital  at  New  Orleans  up 
to  the  present  time,  of  which  12  have  turned  out  fatally.  We  have 
had  a  norther  for  several  days,  which  I  hope  may  have  a  beneficial 
effect.

She  tried  to  escape,  but  ineffectually.  She  has  been  sent  to  New

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Meade,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  IF.  8.  8.  Choenra. 

U.  S.  S.  Chocitra, 
Off  Aransas  Pass,  Tex.,  October  12,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  morning,  whilst  at 
anchor  off  Aransas  light-house,  I  discovered  a  fore-and-ait  schooner 
bearing  E.  N.  E.,  distant  about  8  miles,  and  steering  with  the  wind  free 
to  the  northward  and  westward. 

Chase  was  given,  and  upon  our  making  all  sail  to  head  the  stranger, 
off,  she  bore  up  to  cross  our  bows,  making  more  sail  at  the  same  time 
to  get  inshore  of  us.  Finding  that  she  could  not  effect  her  object  of 
getting  between  us  and  the  land,  she  tacked  and  stood  offshore  to 
southward  and  eastward,  but  we  gained  upon  her  rapidly  and  at  10: 45 
a.  m.  hove  her  to  with  a  shot  from  the  pivot  gun.  She  proved  to  be 
the  British  schooner  Louisa,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  from  Havana, 
ostensibly  bound  to  Matamoras,  but  being  nearly  200  miles  out  of  her 
course,  close  to  the  blockaded  coast  and  steering  away  from*  the  port 
she  claimed  to  be  bound  to,  together  with  the  other  suspicious  circum- 
stances alluded  to,  of  her  running  in  with  a  free  wind  for  the  rebel  coast, 
I  seized  her  as  lawful  prize  and  have  sent  her  in  to  New  Orleans  for 
adjudication. 

Her  cargo  is  general ;  she  has  bar  iron  and  steel,  tools  for  intrenching 

E purposes,  and  liquors,  the  latter  not  being  on  the  manifest.     I  transmit 
►v  this  mail  a  complete  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  entitled  to  share  in 
the  prize.

U.  S.  Ironclad  Chickasaw, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  18,  I864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  20th  ultimo  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report  in  relation  to  the  defects  of  this  vessel : 

During  the  engagement  of  August  5,  1864,  while  passing  the  forts 
and  uncler  a  severe  fire,  the  distance  being  from  300  to  500  yards,  75 
shell  were  fired  from  the  two  turrets,  both  of  which  worked  admirably. 

Afterwards,  in  the  engagement  with  the  ram  Tennessee,  52  solid  shot 
were  fired  in  a  short  time  and  with  great  accuracy,  the  distance  being 
from  50  to  10  yards.  Seventy-pound  charges  were  used  with  solid 
shot.  The  only  difficulty  experienced  was  with  the  steering  gear, 
which  parted,  but  we  were  able  to  manage  the  vessel  by  her  engines. 

Subsequently,  in  the  bombardment  of  Forts  Powell,  Gaines,  and 
Morgan,  170  shell  were  expended  at  ranges  varying  from  500  to  1,000 
yards.  With  this  experience  I  can  say  that  the  vessel  has  in  every 
way  given  satisfaction.  Still  there  are  certain  defects,  and  I  would 
respectfully  make  the  following  suggestions:  That  the  deck  be 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  1-inch  of  iron  plating,  by  which  the 
draft  of  water  will  not  be  materially  increased.  This  extra  plating  is 
particularly  needed  over  the  magazines,  shell  rooms,  and  steam  pipes, 
as  the  deck  has  already  been  penetrated  by  a  direct  shot  from  an 
80-pounder  rifle,  which,  although  it  rebounded,  caused  sufficient 
friction  to  set  fire  to  the  hammocks  stowed  below. 

The  top  of  the  magazines  and  shell  rooms  is  in  direct  contact  with 
the  deck,  and  should T>e  lowered  at  least  1  foot  and  made  heavier.  It 
is  very  necessary  that  peepholes,  with  slots,  be  made  in  the  turrets, 
particularly  in  the  after  one,  as  during  action  it  is  impossible  to  give 
directions  to  the  officer  there  by  means  of  speaking  tubes  leading  i?om 
the  pilot  house. 

Spare  steering  gear  should  be  rove  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  worked 
from  the  berth  deck  in  case  of  any  accident  to  that  now  in  use. 

The  awning  stanchions  are  made  of  wood  5  inches  square,  set  into 
the  deck  and  resting  on  the  lower  lining,  thereby  weakening  the  deck. 
Iron  gas  pipe,  fitted  to  the  deck  and  supported  by  small  iron  braces, 
would  be  stronger,  more  durable,  take  up  less  room  for  stowage,  ana 
remedy  the  above  defect. 

I  would  state  that  the  blower  hatches  as  now  arranged  are  so  situ- 
ated that  when  the  guns  are  fired  over  them  the  concussion  bursts  the 
air  conductors;  thus  most  of  the  fire  is  carried  below,  the  passing  of 
powder  endangered,  and  the  air  fouled. 

I  would  suggest  tnat  one  hatch  be  made  for  each  pair  of  blowers,  the 
after  hatch  to  be  placed  amidship  and  just  forward  of  the  turret,  the 
forward  hatch  amidship  and  just  abaft  the  turret.  The  defect  will 
thus  be  remedied,  as  the  guns  of  the  forward  turret  can  not  be  fired 
directly  aft  or  those  of  the  after  turret  directly  forward.  Further,  the 
air  from  the  blower  hatches  should  be  conducted  through  water-tight 
conductors  below  the  lower  deck,  discharging  upward  through  ven- 
tilators. The  present  system  of  ventilation  is  very  bad ;  the  heat  in 
the  midship  portion  of  the  vessel  being  so  intense  as  to  prevent  living 
below.  This  is  caused  by  the  steam  pipes,  which  run  through  the 
distance  of  64  feet  from  the  boilers  to  the  engine  room;     I  suggest  that 
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these  pipes  be  made  of  copper,  thoroughly  tested  by  hydraulic  pres- 
sure, covered  with  plaster  of  Paris  and  hair  felt,  and  encased  in  wood, 
to  be  led  along  the  wings  of  the  vessel  and  enclosed  in  a  water-tight 
bulkhead.     This  arrangement  presents  the  following  advantages: 

1st.  Strengthening  the  vessel. 

2d.  Afforaing  a  water-tight  compartment  in  case  of  being  rammed. 

3d.  Preventing  injury  to  persons  below  in  case  of  damage  to  the 
steam  pipes. 

4th.  Enclosing  the  heat,  which  can  be  passed  off  through  small  deck 
ventilators. 

Hatches  with  gratings  should  be  put  in  the  deck  over  each  section  of 
the  boilers  and  abaft  the  bulkhead  in  the  rear  of  the  engine  room,  those 
over  the  boilers  being  necessary  for  repairing  and  cleaning  boilers, 
besides  ventilation. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  stop  valves  be  put  in  the  steam  pipes 
near  the  boilers  to  shut  off  steam  from  one  at  a  time.  As  now 
arranged,  a  shot  striking  one  of  the  pipes  or  any  accident  happening  to 
either  would  disable  the  whole  ship,  with  th&  exception  of  the  forward 
turret. 

If  these  vessels  are  to  be  used  in  salt  water,  all  the  steam  pipes  should 
be  made  of  copper. 

A  steam  pump  should  be  put  in  the  vessel,  to  be  used  in  case  of  fire, 
as  well  as  for  the  bilge  and  condensing  purposes. 

The  protection  around  the  smokestack  is  not  sufficient;  it  should  be 
6  feet  in  height  and  6  inches  in  thickness  and  well  secured  to  the  deck. 
As  it  is  now,  if  a  shot  should  strike  it,  the  greater  part  would  be  carried 
away. 

If  the  euns  were  run  out  by  levers,  as  on  the  monitors,  instead *of  by 
side  tackles,  fewer  men  woula  be  required  in  the  turrets. 

In  offering  these  suggestions  I  would  not  have  it  understood  that 
there  is  an  immediate  necessity  for  them  to  be  applied  to  this  vessel, 
but  only  that  in  the  construction  of  new  vessels  or  this  class  it  would 
be  wortn  while  to  take  them  into  consideration. 

When  an  opportunity  occurs  for  repairs  to  this  vessel,  her  efficiency 
and  comfort  would  be  increased  by  making  the  alterations  I  have 
noted.

Sir:  I  shall,  as  I  informed  you  in  my  communication  of  the  21st 
ultimo,  remain  here  until  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for  the  Depart- 
ment to  have  determined  upon  its  course  and  its  reply  to  my  letter  to 
reach  me.  I  have  been  quite  unwell  since  I  wrote  that  dispatch,  but 
I  am  now  better. 
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I  shall  leave  here  so  soon  as  I  can  turn  over  the  squadron  to  Commo- 
dore Palmer,  who  will  be  the  senior  officer  left,  and  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  judge  the  commodore  understands  the  wants  and  duties 
of  the  fleet  as  well  as  anyone.  He  has  served  in  it  since  the  beginning, 
but  did  not  reach  New  Orleans  until  after  that  city  was  taken,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  detention  at  Hampton  Roads  by  Admiral  Goldsbor- 
ough  of  the  supply  steamer  in  which  he  was  a  passenger  in  April,  1862. 
He  has  been  employed  on  the  river  in  the  steamers  Iroquois  and  Hart- 
ford ever  since,  until  within  the  last  six  or  eight  months,  when  I  found 
it  necessary  to  place  him  at  the  city  of  New  Orleans  to  superintend 
the  First  Division,  many  of  the  vessels  of  which  division  were  sta- 
tioned there  for  the  protection  of  the  city,  as  well  as  to  look  after  the 
repairs  and  supplies  required  at  that  depot.

Sir:  The  Pensacola  navy  yard  has  become  of  such  importance  to  us 
in  the  repairs  of  the  vessels  of  this  squadron  that  I  have  written  to  the 
Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  urging  the  necessity  of  sending  a  naval 
constructor  here,  or  at  all  events  a  skillful,  energetic,  and  trustworthy 
ship  carpenter,  and  I  trust  that  the  Department  will  issue  orders  to 
that  effect. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department 
to  the  great  want  of  skillful  carpenters  in  this  squadron.  Very  few 
of  those  now  on  board  of  our  vessels  understand  their  business. 

Mr.  [J.  E.]  Cox,  who  is  still  at  the  North,  was  a  great  loss  to  us,  and 
the  recent  death  of  Mr.  [O.  T.]  Stimson  has  increased  our  embarrass- 
ments. Both  these  officers  were  men  not  only  of  intelligence  but  of 
integrity  of  character,  and  the  want  of  others  to  supply  tneir  places  is 
very  seriously  felt.

Honorable  Sir:  By  extracts  in  the  New  York  City  papers  taken 
from  the  Houston,  Tex.,  papers  of  very  recent  date,  I  see  that  Captain 
Leon  Smith,  chief  of  the  rebel  fleet  in  Texas,  has  been  relieved  from 
duty  in  Galveston  Bay  and  has  sailed  for  England.  I  should  be  recre- 
ant to  duty  did  I  not  inform  the  Government  of  what  I  know  respect- 
ing this  man  Smith  and  his  purposes.  He  told  me  in  1861,  when  I 
met  him  at  a  wedding,  that  he  was  half  brother  to  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Smith,  one  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  Cabinet. 

He  is  a  sailorman,  born  in  Connecticut;  has  commanded  a  steam- 
ship on  the  California  coast  between  San  Francisco  and  Panama,  and 
is  familiar  with  all  that  coast.  He  commanded  one  of  the  United  States 
mail  steamers  between  New  Orleans  and  Texas  in  the  opening  of  the 
rebellion,  and  surrendered  her  to  the  rebel  authorities  very  early  in  the 
game.  He  was  the  commander  of  the  flotilla  at  the  recapture  of  Gal- 
veston, January  1,  1863.  He  is  a  very  daring,  skillful,  bold,  and  suc- 
cessful villain,  whom  God  has  permitted  and  circumstances  have 
formed  into  a  pirate.  For  two  years  past,  to  my  knowledge,  he  has 
had  private  subscriptions  on  foot  in  Texas  whereby  to  procure  and 
arm  a  very  swift  steamship  in  England  with  which  to  prey  up*m  the 
commerce  of  his  native  land  and  nation.  He  obtained  subscriptions 
of  cotton  from  planters,  and  has  now,  doubtless,  obtained  all  he  needs 
for  his  purpose.  He  is  a  man  of  enormous  energy  and  capacity,  enter- 
prising ana  unscrupulous;  he  will  go  into  his  piratical  scheme  with  all 
the  vim  that  secesh  grafted  upon  renegade  can  promise.  I  write  this  to 
you,  sir,  because  you  can  inform  the  minister  in  Britain  to  look  out 
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for  the  "Lion  Smith ;"  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  put  a  tiger  upon 
the  lion's  trail,  or  the  rather,  an  honest  man  in  an  honest  ship  after  the 
pirate  scoundrel. 

His  scheme  has  been  a  favorite  one  since  the  opening  of  the  rebellion, 
and  if  ho  ever  gets  to  sea  he  will  make  the  treasure  ships  of  the  Cali- 
fornia lines  exceeding  scarce.  He  is  a  very  good  navigator,  and  one 
of  the  most  dangerously  capable  men  in  the  rebel  category.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  de  Krafft,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Conemaugh,  regarding  expedition  in  Lake  Pontchartrain. 

U.  S.  S.  Conemaugh, 
New  Orleans,  October  15,  1864- 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  13th 
instant,  I  proceeded  with  the  gunboats  Elk  and  Fort  Gaines  and  a 
detachment  of  troops  under  command  of  Colonel  Killborn  to  the 
north  shore  of  Lake  Pontchartrain,  and  at  daylight  on  the  14th 
both  vessels  ascended  the  Tchefuncta  River  several  miles  above 
Madisonville,  touching  at  the  town  on  our  return,  without  finding 
any  indications  of  refugees,  rebel  pickets,  or  cavalry,  or  any  means  of 
transportation  which  could  be  available  to  the  enemy. 

From  this  point  we  proceeded  to  the  Tangipahoa  Kiver,  a  narrow 
and  crooked  stream,  which  being  too  small  to  admit  the  Elk.  we 
proceeded  in  the  Fort  Gaines  about  7  miles  up.  About  4  miles  from 
the  mouth  of  this  stream  we  found  a  small  vessel,  no  name,  of  about 
40  tons,  which  had  been  hauled  up  for  repairs,  but  which  had  remained 
unfinished  for  some  time ;  as  she  only  required  calking  and  her  decks 
completed  to  render  her  a  very  useful  vessel  she  was  burned  and 
totally  destroyed. 
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Leaving  this  point,  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Pontchartrain  was 
carefully  examined,  including  the  villages  of  Lewisburg  and  Mande- 
ville,  without  any  indications  whatever  of  the  objects  of  the  expe- 
dition. 

On  the  morning  of  the  15th  both  vessels  ascended  Bayou  Bonfuca, 
and  Fort  Gaines  alone  proceeded  several  miles  up  Bayou  Vincent, 
to  a  point  where  it  became  so  narrow  that  this  small  vessel  was 
turnea  around  by  means  of  lines  with  difficulty. 

Nothing  which  could  be  available  as  transportation  was  discovered 
except  a  few  small  skiff  boats,  which,  being  necessary  for  the  use  of 
the  wretchedly  poor  families  living  on  the  bayous,  were  not  molested, 
as  they  could  be  of  no  service  to  the  enemy. 

In  all,  we  did  not  see  over  a  dozen  men  on  these  bayous,  and  they 
were  nearly  all  old  persons,  but  few  negroes,  and,  except  at  Madison- 
ville  and  Mandeville,  not  more  than  six  or  eight  families  of  women 
and  children. 

Madisonville  appears  to  be  nearly  deserted,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  this  whole  region  painfully  destitute  and  needy,  with  scarcely 
clothing.  The  appearance  of  the  whole  country  is  that  of  a  silent 
wilderness,  in  wmch  no  laborers  could  be  found  to  build  launches 
for  offensive  purposes  if  any  such  project  had  ever  been  entertained.

July  15,  186J.. — At  4:45  p.  m.  anchored  off  Point  of  Pines  [Point 
aux  Pins,  Mississippi  Sound];  fired  two  shells  at  some  rebels,  who 
fired  several  musket  shots  at  this  vessel.  . 

October  13. — At  2  p.  m.  anchored  off  Lakeport.  At  4:40  p.  m. 
hove  up  anchor  and  went  alongside  the  wharf.  Took  on  board 
Lieutenant-Commander  de  Krafft,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  a  detachment 
of  troops  under  Colonel  ^Killborn.  At  5:40  dropped  off  to  anchor. 
The  Fort  Gaines  also  took  on  troops.  At  10:30  p.  m.  got  underway, 
steering  N.  by  W.  At  11  beat  to  quarters,  drew  charges,  and  loaded 
the  battery  afresh. 

October  14. — At  2 :  50  a.  m.  anchored  near  Madisonville.  At  6  a.  m. 
underway  and  proceeded  up  the  [Tchefuncta]  River  to  Madisonville 
and  above  and  returned,  the  Fort  Gaines  in  company.  At  6:30  p.  m. 
anchored  off  Bayou  Bonfuca,  Fort  Pike  light  bearing  E.  S.  E.,  distant 
8  miles. 

October  15. — At  8:20  a.  m.  stood  out  of  the  bayou,  steering  to  the 
south  and  westward.  At  12  arrived  at  Lakeport  and  disembarked 
troops. 
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Order  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Acting  Master  Belden, 
V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  u.  S.  S.  Pink,  to  proceed  to  Pensacola  on 
special  duty. 

Flagship  Hartford, 
Mobile  Bay,  October  15,  I864. 
Sir:  Proceed  to  Pensacola  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Pink  and  report  to 
Commodore  Smith,  who  will  give  you  directions  where  to  place  the 
XV-inch  projectiles  that  you  take  round.

Report  of  Cavtain  Newton,  U.  S.  Engineers,  regarding  depth  of  water  in 
the  Chattahooche,  Apalachicola,  ana  other  rivers. 

Office  of  the  Engineer  in  Charge, 

Barrancas,  Fla.,  October  17,  1864. 

Sir:  Your  communication  of  October  4  did  not  reach  me  until  yes- 
terday. The  prisoners  are  all  removed  to  New  Orleans,  but  I  nave 
found  three  men  of  the  First  Florida  Cavalry  who  profess  to  be  able  to 
take  boats  to  the  head  of  navigation  on  both  rivers,  and  whose  state- 
ments agree  perfectly. 

On  the  bar  at  Apalachicola  at  mean  low  tide  there  is  13  feet;  never 
less  than  11  feet  6  inches.  This  depth  carries  up  to  within  2  miles  of 
Apalachicola.  On  the  bar  of  the  Chattahooche,  at  United  States 
arsenal,  there  is  never  less  than  4  feet ;  now  there  is  from  8  feet  6  inches  to 
9  feet.  At  Fort  Gaines  there  is  1 5  feet ;  at  Georgetown  9  feet ;  4  feet  may 
be  carried  up  to  Columbus,  which  is  the  head  of  navigation,  at  all  times 
except  over  Barber's  Shoals,  54  miles  below  Columbus,  where,  at  the 
very  lowest  water,  there  is  but  2  feet  6  inches.  At  the  present  time  on 
the  shoals  there  is  from  7  feet  6  inches  to  8  feet.  Vessels  drawing  7 
feet  6  inches  may  be  taken  to  Columbus  at  all  times  except  from  the 
1st  June  to  the  middle  of  September. 

Thirty  miles  above  Apalachicola  there  is  a  schooner  anchored,  ready 
to  be  sunk  across  the  channel.  Obstructions  of  timber  were  placed 
here,  but  were  carried  away  by  the  current. 

On  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Flint  River  there  is  never  less  than  4 
feet,  which  may  always  be  carried  up  to  Albany;  9  feet  may  be  carried 
to  Bainbridge  now  and  7  feet  8  inches  to  Albany. 

At  both  Columbus  and  Albany  are  a  series  of  falls  that  are  impassa- 
ble for  everything,  and  above  there  they  occur  so  frequently  as  to  render 
navigation  impossible. 

The  Chipola  (branch  of  the  Chattahooche  [Apalachicola])  is  navi- 
gable to  within  1  £  miles  of  Marianna.

"The  bar  of  the  Apalachicola,"  alluded  to  in  the  second  paragraph, 
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doubtless  refers  to  the  West  Pass,  leading  into  the  bay  (St.  George's 
Sound)  from  the  Gulf.  No  reference  is  made  to  the  immediate  bar  of 
the  Apalachicola  River,  located  about  3  miles  from  the  city,  over  which 

5  feet  can  be  carried,  according  to  the  Coast  Survey  Notes  of  1861,  and 

6  feet  according  to  Mr.  Pitfield  and  Harrison  Lewis,  7  feet  6  inches 
being  possible  by  the  circuitous  channel  via  Cat  Point. 

The  point  where  obstructions  have  been  prepared  on  the  Apalachi- 
cola, 30  miles  from  its  mouth,  is  doubtless  at  or  near  Iola.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S. 
Navy j  regarding  rumored  Confederate  operations  abroad. 

Navy  Department,  October  17,  1864- 
Sib:  It  is  reported  that  an  agreement  has  been  effected  between  the 
rebel  Government  and  some  European  power  (Poland,  it  is  intimated), 
by  which  30,000  soldiers  from  afcroad  are  to  be  added  to  the  rebel 
Army,  and  that  the  rebel  Government  are  making  arrangements  for 
having  built  in  England  some  50  swift  steamers,  similar  to  the  Colonel 
Lamb,  for  the  purpose  of  running  these  soldiers  thro.ugh  the  blockade. 
The  Department  places  little  confidence  in  rumors  regarding  a 
scheme  -so  impracticable  in  almost  every  feature,  and  should  such  be 
contemplated,  we  will,  without  doubt,  hear  something  reliable  of  it 
hereafter.  In  the  meantime,  however,  I  communicate  the  report  to 
you  for  your  information.

Letter  from  Major-Qeneral  Canby,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Rear-Admiral  Far- 
ragut, U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  an  unexpected  movement  of  the  enemy. 

Hdqrs.  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  October  18,  1864- 
Admiral:  I  received  a  dispatch  yesterday  morning  from  General 
Steele,  reporting  that  the  enemy  in  ms  front  had  suddenly  fallen  back, 
but  that  he  was  unable  to  account  for  this  unexpected  movement. 
Last  night  we  succeeded  in  deciphering  a  captured  cipher  telegram  from 
Jefferson  Davis,  which  I  think  gives  the  key  to  the  movement.  I  have 
sent  a  fast  boat  up  the  river  to  notify  the  gunboats  and  troops,  and 
believe  we  shall  be  able  to  checkmate  the  movement.  I  think  the 
crossing  will  be  attempted  in  the  neighborhood  of  Gaines  Landing.  I 
have  been  notified  that  dispatches  in  relation  to  the  projected  oper- 
ations from  the  neighborhood  of  Mobile  will  be  down  by  the  next 
steamer  from  New  York.  As  soon  as  they  are  received  I  will  make  you  a 
visit.  I  should  have  been  over  before  tnis  time,  but  the  affairs  in  Mis- 
souri and  Arkansas  have  kept  me  busy  as  well  as  anxious.  Porter 
takes  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron;  Pennock  desires  to  get  the  Man- 
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hattan  and  Tennessee.  As  the  movement  of  the  rebels  will  probably 
draw  the  heavier  gunboats  up,  I  think  it  will  be  advisable  to  send  one 
or  two  heavy  boats  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River  until  after  this  matter 
has  been  settled.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  regretting  his  inability 
to  command  the  expedition  against  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Confidential.]  Flagship  Habtfobd, 

Mobile  Bay,  October  18,  I864. 

Snt:  I  haver  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  to-day  of  your 
confidential  dispatch  of  October  1  and  tne  copy  of  one  of  September 
22,  addressed  to  me  at  Port  Royal. 

It  is,  as  you  may  imagine,  most  painful  to  me  to  be  compelled  to 
avoid  or  evade  a  duty  in  any  manner  or  shape  whatever;  but  at  the 
time  of  the  receipt  or  your  communication  of  the  5th  of  September, 
directing  me  to  prepare  for  operations  in  a  new  field,  the  nature  of 
which  I  only  knew  from  others  and  the  charts,  on  an  exposed  coast,  in 
the  fall  of  the  year,  where  to  do  my  duty  as  it  ought  to  be  done  I  would 
be  required  to  recommence  a  blockade  to  whicn  I  had  already  been 
exposed  for  many  months  consecutively  and  which  had,  together  with 
my  recent  exertions  of  entering  this  bay,  caused  such  a  peculiar  effect 
upon  my  health  as  to  render  me,  in  my  opinion,  unfit  for  any  new 
undertaking,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  write  to  the  Department  my  confi- 
dential dispatch  of  the  22d  September,  and  urged  upon  it  the  neces- 
sity of  selecting  some  other  person  more  able  than  myself  for  the  expe- 
dition against  Wilmington, 
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I  thought  at  the  same  time  that  if  I  could  not  have  a  respite  from 
duty  I  might,  surrounded  as  I  am  by  officers  who  have  gone  through 
with  me  the  Mobile  service  thus  far,  continue  the  cooperation  with  the 
army  in  this  bay,  and  I  therefore  requested  that  I  might  be  allowed  to 
finish  up  the  work,  believing  that  my  exemption  from  the  cares  of  a 
fleet  at  sea,  together  with  a  little  exercise  wnich  I  could  get  daily  on 
shore,  would  soon  restore  me  to  my  wonted  good  health.  This,  I  am 
happy  to  say,  has  in  a  measure  been  realized;  for  though  my  health  is 
notgood,  it  has  much  improved. 

The  Department  is  pleased  to  say  they  intended  to  take  much  of  the 
labor  off  my  shoulders  by  providing  the  vessels  of  the  fleet  for  me.  I 
will  only  remark  in  that  connection  that  with  me  the  difficulty  would 
not  be  as  to  the  number  of  vessels,  since  for  that  particular  service  I 
would  desire  only  two  or  three  light-draft  monitors,  but  in  acquiring 
the  necessary  information  and  in  accustoming  the  officers  to  the  work 
they  would  have  to  perform.  To  do  this  would  have  required  my  con- 
stant presence  in  the  field  of  operations  and  an  amount  of  work  to 
which!  did  not  consider  myself  eaual,  and  I  therefore  felt  it  my  duty  to 
the  country,  the  Department,  ana  myself  to  avoid  if  possible  an  under- 
taking which  might  end  in  disaster  to  the  country  and  discredit  to 
myself. 

The  Department  very  justly  complains  that  they  do  not"  know  the 
movements  of  the  Army  and  that  they  are  never  informed  by  the 

§  roper  authorities.  I  will  do  the  Army  the  justice  to  say  that  in  this 
epartment  the  commanding  generals  have  generally  been  disposed  to 
do  what  they  can;  but  they  scarcely  begin  an  operation  before  their 
designs  are  frustrated  and  the  troops  are  called  off  to  some  work 
deemed  of  more  importance.  For  example,  I  urged  General  Banks 
many  months  ago  to  spare  2,000  men  for  tnis  Mobile  work.  He  at  one 
time  consented;  but  before  I  could  inform  you  of  it  he  considered  it 
impossible,  and  the  attack  was  abandoned  and  he  went  to  Red  River. 
General  Canby  then  agreed  to  cooperate,  but  he,  too,  was  obliged  sud- 
denly to  send  many  of  his  men  north  to  assist  General  Grant,  and 
afterwards  up  the  Mississippi  to'counteract  raids  of  the  enemy,  and  the 
project  was  again  abandoned.  The  next  time  he  thought  he  could 
spare  men  I  told  him  to  send  them  along,  that  the  Navy  was  always 
ready,  and  by  being  very  quick  in  our  movements  we  succeeded  in 

Getting  in;  but  his  men  were  almost  immediately  called  off  and  have 
een  gone  ever  since  up  the  Mississippi.  The  general  is  assembling 
large  quantities  of  stores,  wagons,  etc.,  here  ana  is  evidently  intend- 
ing, so  soon  as  his  forces  return,  to  make  a  demonstration  at  the  head 
of  the  bay,  but  whether  against  Mobile,  to  which  I  am,  as  you  know, 
opposed,  or  not  I  can  not  tell;  but  it  is  supposed  that  the  railroads 
may  be  cut  and  both  they  and  the  river  taken  possession  of,  which 
would  produce  great  distress  in  the  city  of  Mobile. 

Lately  General  Sherman  has  been  urging  our  going  up  the  Apalachi- 
cola  River  to  Columbus  and,  with  our  gunboats,  destroying  tne  arse- 
nal, but  from  all  the  information  I  can  gain  there  is  not  over  6J  feet  of 
water  on  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  that  river. 

I  state  these  things  to  the  Department  that  it  may  understand  why 
I  do  not  give  timely  notice  of  tne  movements  of  the  army  in  which  I 
cooperate;  but  I  beg  to  assure  the  Department  that  so  long  as  I  am 
employed  I  shall  use  my  best  exertions  to  carry  out  my  understanding 
of  the  views  of  the  Government  by  using  my  force  to  the  best  advan- 
tage, either  in  cooperating  with  the  army  or  otherwise. 
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As  to  my  own  life,  it  is  of  but  little  consequence;  its  duration  is  now 
but  short,  and  nearly  all  of  it  has  been  expended  in  the  service  of  my 
country.  My  great  desire  is  not  to  overestimate  myself  and  permit 
my  country  to  suffer  by  my  weakness. 

I  beg  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  compliment  the  Department  is 
pleased  to  pay  me  in  saying  that  the  Government,  as  well  as  the 
country,  looked  to  me  as  the  proper  person  for  the  command  of  this 
expedition.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  repairing 
ofvessels  at  Pensacola. 

No.  488.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  October  19,  I864. 

Sir:  I  beg  to  state  to  the  Department  that  in  consequence  of  the 
yellow  fever  in  New  Orleans  nearly  all  work  has  been  stopped  upon 
our  vessels  in  that  port;  but  Pensacola  is  being  daily  better  prepared 
for  making  us  independent  of  the  former. 

If  the  commanding  officers  of  the  navy  yards  could  be  instructed 
to  send  us  down  by  the  supply  steamers  machinists  and  boiler  makers, 
ten  or  fifteen  of  each,  engaged,  as  the  last  were,  by  Admiral  Paulding, 
signing  a  written  agreement  to  work  as  lone  as  we  require  them  or 
until  the  end  of  the  war,  we  could  do  nearly  all  our  work  in  Pensacola. 

I  will  state  to  the  Department  that  we  have  thus  far  sent  home  but* 
one  vessel  for  repairs,  viz,  the  Brooklyn,  which  was  done  simply 
because  I  feared  the  ship  might  be  wanted  sooner  than  she  could  bie 
repaired  here.  I  would,  however,  call  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  fact  that  nearly  every  vessel  in  the  fleet  will  have  to 
undergo  most  extensive  repairs  on  their  boilers  within  the  next  three 
or  four  months;  in  truth,  not  half  of  them  are  fit  to  keep  the  sea  now, 
and  if  I  had  an  increase  of  twenty  or  thirty  machinists  and  boiler 
makers  I  could  make  all  the  repairs  required  at  Pensacola. 

We  have  had  bow  docks  built  and  placed  under  the  Monongahela, 
Lackawanna,  and  Ossipee  and  repaired  their  steins.  The  Mononga- 
hela  had  part  of  her  stem  taken  out  to  within  2  feet  of  her  keel.  The 
Lackawanna,  striking  the  ram  a  fair  blow,  was  cut  by  the  iron  over- 
hang through  the  entire  stem  and  nearly  through  her  apron.  The 
repairs  upon  her  will  be  finished  in  a  few  days.  We  only  lack  force 
in  mechanics  to  do  all  our  work.

Sir:  In  my  dispatch  No.  486  I  referred  to  the  uncertainty  of  army 
movements  generally  in  this  quarter  and  to  the  difficulty  of  my  com- 
municating definite  information  to  the  Department  as  to  any  pro- 
jected undertaking. 

Another  instance  of  this  has  occurred  since  that  dispatch  was  writ- 
ten, which  accounts  in  a  measure  for  the  detention  of  the  troops  by 
General  Canby  on  the  Mississippi. 
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An  intercepted  dispatch  from  Jefferson  Davis  to  General  Kirby 
Smith  (herewith  enclosed)  shows  that  the  rebels  are  about  to  make 
the  attempt  of  crossing  troops  to  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi,  and 
General  Canby  is  now  watching  their  movements  with  increased 
vigilance.

I  have  given  orders  to  Commodore  Palmer  to  send  up  the  Missis- 
sippi all  the  vessels  he  can  spare  to  aid  General  Canby  in  frustrating 
this  attempt  of  the  enemy. 

So  soon  as  General  Canby  makes  me  his  promised  visit  I  will  report 
the  result  to  the  Department.

Admiral:  Since  writing  to  you  on  the  18th  I  have  received  informa- 
tion which  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  rebels  will  attempt  to  cross  at 
or  about  Gaines  Landing.  This  district,  I  find,  has  fewer  heavy  boats 
than  any  other  district  on  the  river,  and  I  think  it  will  be  advisable  to 
send  three  or  four  boats  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River.  I  am  not  satis- 
fied with  the  delay  made  by  the  rebel  commissioners  of  exchange  in 
not  sending  down  our  prisoners.  It  may  cover  some  ulterior  object, 
and  I  wish  to  be  provided  fpr  it.  I  have  sent  troops  to  watch  the 
movements  of  the  rebels  on  the  Red  River,  and  if  you  can  spare  two  or 
three  gunboats  to  replace  [those]  that  may  be  sent  up  the  river,  I  think 
I  shall  be  able  to  meet  all  contingencies.

I  have  now  more  than  enough, 
and  surrounded  as  we  are  with  the  yellow  fever  at  New  Orleans  ana 
Key  West,  it  would  be  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  whole  fleet  to  fur- 
ther crowd  our  vessels  in  this  climate  and  at  this  season.  I  am  still, 
however,  in  want  of  seamen  (100),  for  whom  I  could  find  places.

Sir:  In  the  action  of  August  5  the  rebel  steamer  Fort  Gaines,  as  I 
have  stated  in  my  official  report,  was  so  much  injured  by  our  fire  that 
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she  was  beached  by  the  enemy  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan,  in  a  sink- 
ing condition,  and  was  subsequently  set  on  fire. 

I  have  succeeded  in  saving  ner  guns  and  much  of  her  machinery,  all 
of  which  have  been  sent  to  Pensacola,  where  I  purpose  to  have  the  same 
appraised.  As  the  guns  and  other  articles  saved  will  be  of  essential 
use  to  the  Navy,  I  desire  to  be  informed  whether  they  will  be  taken  for 
the  use  of  the  Government  and  an  inventory  and  appraisement  sent  to 
the  United  States  prize  court  at  Boston  for  adjudication,  as  in  the  cases 
of  the  Tennessee,  Selma,  and  lighters. 

Section  XI  of  the  prize  law  or  June  3, 1864,  awards  bounty  money  in 
case  of  vessels  of  war  of  an  enemy  being  destroyed,  but  I  presume  it  is 
not  the  intention  of  the  law  to  award  bounty  money  to  the  captors  and 
at  the  same  time  to  allow  them  the  value  of  property  saved  from  the 
vessel  so  destroyed.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,    V.  S.   Navy,  suggesting  certain 
improvements  for  the  vessels. 

No.  496.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  October  2S,  I864. 

Sir:  I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that,  as  wooden  vessels  may 
in  future  have  to  come  in  contact  with  ironclads,  that  they  be  prepared 
for  such  an  event  by  having  their  bows  properly  strengthened. 

I  think  the  double-enders  could  be  improved  by  removing  the  for- 
ward rudder  and  sloping  the  cutwater  from  6  inches  to  a  foot  above  the 
water  line  down  to  15  or  20  feet  abaft  the  perpendicular  of  the  stem,  in 
which  case  the  vessel  would  run  onto  the  ironclad  and  press  her  under 
water,  thus  demoralizing  the  crew  by  exciting  fears  on  their  part  that 
the  vesseljwas  sinking,  especially  as  they  know  that  it  takes  very  little 
to  sink  this  class  of  vessels. 

The  larger  vessels  should  be  strengthened  and  a  heavy  iron  casing 
put  on  the  cutwater  from  1  foot  above  to  3. feet  below  the  water  line,  to 
extend  well  back  upon  the  bow,  and  at  least  6  inches  thick  upon  the 
front,  with  at  least  2  or  3  inches  of  steel  to  receive  the  shock. 

For  rope  obstructions  in  harbors  I  have  had  a  saw  cutter  made  (as 
per  enclosed  drawing)  to  fix  on  the  cutwater,  and  two  revolving  rings 
of  composition  on  the  propeller  stub  to  revolve,  so  that  rope  will  not 
foul  it.  Neither  of  these  have  been  satisfactorily  tested,  as  we  were 
agreeably  disappointed  in  not  finding  any  obstructions  of  that  nature, 
although  we  have  heard  much  of  them  in  Mobile  Bay. 

A  jet  of  steam  should  be  turned  into  the  galley  to  cook  for  the  crew; 
it  would  save  fuel  and  be  a  great  gain  of  comfort  to  the  men.  I  am  try- 
ing the  plan  on  the  vessels  as  they  are  being  repaired.  There  is  no  cal- 
culating the  advantage  thus  given  to  the  crew  of  a  ship  when  necessary 
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to  be  exposed  late  and  early.     Their  tea  or  coffee  could  be  made  at  any 
moment  without  lighting  the  fire  in  the  galley.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  the  propelling  machinery  is  in- good 
order,  boilers  and  piping  fair,  at  the  present  time.  One  more  tooth 
has  been  broken  out  of  the  large  spur  gear  in  the  forward  turret,  mak- 
ing two  in  all.  When  the  portholes  are  pointed  directly  forward  or 
aft,  the  broken  teeth  will  come  in  contact  with  the  pinion,  and  if  there 
should  be  a  heavy  strain  at  the  time  more  teeth  will  give  way  and  the 
turret  disabled.  Spare  gear  should  be  procured  at  once  for  this  place, 
the  large  spur  pinion  and  large  bevel  gear.  The  large  spur  gear 
should,  in  my  opinion,  be  made  in  halves.  It  can  be  put  on  with 
much  less  labor  and  time.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  so  doing,  and  make 
the  gear  as  strong  and  good  in  every  respect  as  a  whole  one.  The  rim 
of  the  gear  should  be  made  much  thicker — say  twice  the  thickness — in 
order  tnat  single  teeth  may  be  put  in  when  one  breaks,  which  in  many 
cases  would  save  the  necessity  of  taking  the  gear  out. 

By  a  slight  alteration  in  the  valve  motion  I  believe  the  turrets  can 
be  turned  with  much  less  steam;  50  pounds  only,  I  should  think, 
would  be  necessary.  It  can  readily  be  seen  how 'much  better  this 
would  be  than  to  be  obliged  to  keep  up  70  pounds,  as  now,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  saving  in  coal.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  instant,  while 
lying  at  anchor  blockading  this  port,  discovered  a  schooner  standing 
inshore,  evidently  trying  to  make  either  San  Luis  Pass  or  Velasco.  I 
immediately  got  underway  and  by  standing  close  in  to  the  land  suc- 
ceeded in  heading  the  schooner  off,  and  after  a  chase  of  three  hours 
succeeded  in  getting  in  range  and  brought  her  to.     She  proved  to  be 
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the  Prussian  schooner  Pancha  Larispa,  loaded,  according  to  manifest, 
with  gunny  bags  and  hoop  iron,  from  Matamoras,  purporting  to  be 
bound  to  N  ew  Orleans,  ohe  ran  in  so  close  to  the  land  before  going 
about  that  it  was  the  general  impression  on  board  this  vessel  that  the 
captain  intended  beaching  her.  Her  papers  appear  to  be  all  correct; 
but  the  fact  that  with  a  free  wind  for  her  purported  port  she  was  stand- 
ing in  for  a  blockaded  port  was  sufficient,  in  my  estimation,  to  warrant 
her  being  seized  and  sent  in  for  adjudication.  I  therefore  send  her  to 
New  Orleans  in  charge  of  a  prize  master  and  prize  crew.  I  have  also 
to  report  the  capture  this  day  of  the  English  schooner  Cora  Smyser, 
from  Matamoras,  bound  to  Nassau,  with  an  assorted  cargo,  such  as  is 
generally  carried  into  Southern  ports.  When  first  discovered  she  was 
standing  directly  for  the  land,  evidently  trying  to  make  the  entrance 
at  San  Luis  Pass.

Admiral:  On  Monday  I  left  this  anchorage  for  Sabine  Pass  to  coal, 
etc.,  and  anchored  again  off  here  last  night  at  8: 30.  On  the  night  of 
the  25th  the  Augusta  Dinsmore  arrived  off  Sabine  Pass  from  New 
Orleans,  and  most  opportunely,  as  this  ship  had  but  24  pounds  of 
bread  left,  and  most  of  the  others  were  in  an  equally  bad  state.  This 
morning  the  Dinsmore  arrived  here  and  will,  alter  supplying  the  ves- 
sels off  Galveston,  proceed  as  far  as  the  Rio  Grande. 

A  short  time  since  I  reported  a  necessity  would  exist  for  soon  send- 
ing the  Penguin  for  repairs,  and  I  find  her  condition  such  that  I  have 
directed  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Beers  to  be  ready  to  leave  early  on 
Saturday  for  Mobile  to  report  to  you. 

The  Katahdin  is  in  no  condition  for  active  service,  and  that  she  has 
been  kept  so  long  is  in  a  great  measure  owing  to  the  zeal  and  earnest 
desire  or  Lieutenant-Commander  Irwin  to  do  duty. 

This  morning  Lieutenant-Commander  Watters,  of  the  Kineo, 
arrived,  a  day  or  two  since  from  the  Rio  Grande;  reports  his  ship  as 
likely  to  break  down  at  any  moment.  I  much  regret  to  have  to  annoy 
you  with  complaints  of  so  many  vessels  in  unsound  condition,  for,  in 
fact,  almost  all  the  gunboats  are  to  an  extent  crippled,  but  the  con- 
stant service  that  has  necessarily  been  required  from  the  gunboats  has 
used  them  up. 

The  health  of  the  division  is  generally  good..

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Report  of  Commander  Le  Roy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Third  Divi- 
sion, regarding  the  impaired  condition  of  the  vessels  under  his  com- 

mand. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Ossipee, 
Off  Galveston,  October  28,.  I864. 

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  accompanyingyjeport 
from  Lieutenant-Commander  John  Watters,  of  the  Kineo' m  refer- 
ence to  the  condition  of  that  vessel.  I  regret  to  be  compelled  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  constant  complaints  made  by  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  gunboats  to  their  unsound  condition. 

Upon  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  machinery,  etc. .  of  the  Kineo, 
I  sent  Mr.  James  M.  Adams,  acting  chief  engineer  01  this  ship,  on 
board.  Please  find  his  report  enclosed.  Since  then  the  report  of 
Lieutenant-Commander  Watters,  accompanied  by  those  of  his  execu- 
tive officer  and  senior  engineer,  have  been  received. 

I  will  have  an  examination  made  of  the  condition  of  the  hull  of 
the  Kineo,  and  if  she  is  in  the  condition  represented  I  shall  order  her 
to  report  to  yourself  at  Mobile  Bay  for  further  orders. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Meade  arrived  this  evening  from  Aransas 
Pass  and  Pass  Cavallo  and  in  a  verbal  report  complains  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Ohocura,  and  is  anxious  to  have  a  chance  for  repairs 
before  she  breaks  down  entirely  in  hull,  machinery,  etc. 

I  believe  the  Pembina,  but  lately  arrived,  and  the  Itasca  and 
Penobscot  are  the  only  vessels  that  can  hold  out  for  any  length  of 
time  among  the  gunboats,  and  I  am  not  certain  of  them. 

The  Katahdin  is  in  wretched  condition  and  may  at  anv  time  break 
down,  and  should  be  relieved.  The  AroostooTc  leaks  badly  and  wants 
the  services  of  a  machine  shop. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Meade  reports  the  capture  of  a  schooner 
to  the  westward  by  the  Sciota  the  day  before  yesterdav,  name  he 
does  not  know,  cargo  supposed  to  be  cotton  bagging  and.  medicines, 
and  to-day  the  capture  of  the  British  schooner  Cora  Smyser,  off 
Velasco,  laden  with  blankets,  cotton  cards,  etc.,  by  the  Sciota, 
Chocura,  and  Augusta  Dinsmore.  The  prizes  were  ordered  to  New 
Orelans. 

Most  of  the  gunboats  in  this  division  have  been  a  long  time  under 
steam,  and  I  think  are  worn-out,  and  I  fear  unless  they  are  relieved 
shortly  I  will  find  myself  without  the  means  of  keeping  up  the  block- 
ade or  some  of  those  smaller  points  to  the  westward,  much  used  by 
the  smaller  blockade  runners.

Sir:  I  herewith  enclose  a  prize  list  in  the  case  of  the  British  schooner 
Cora  Smyser,  captured  off  this  port  to-day  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Sciota,  in 
the  attempt  to  run  the  blockade. 
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We  sighted  and  chased  the  prize  at  the  same  time  with  the  Sciota, 
but  owing  to  a  temporary  stoppage  did  not  get  up  in  time  to  make 
the  capture  first,  though  alongside  at  the  time  the  seizure  was  made. 
The  prize  was  hove  to  by  a  shell  from  the  100-pounder  rifle  of  this 
vessel,  after  the  Sciota  with  her  20-pounder  haci  twice  fired  ineffec- 
tually.

Commodore:  In  reply  to  your  no.te  of  the  25th  instant  by  Mr. 
Bridges,  I  have  to  say  that  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  exchange  of  prisoners.  Buchanan  is  ordered  North  by 
the  Department.  All  the  prisoners  we  took  have  been  sent  to  Rich- 
mond, and  if  ours  are  not  sent  over  I  hope  that  will  be  the  end  of  all 
exchanges;  but  I  do  not  believe  that  Mr.  Commissioner  Szymanski 
will  be  allowed  to  have  his  way  in  the  matter.  I  see  no  reason  for 
bringing  the  gunboats  down  the  river,  as  there  is  no  doubt  Generals 
Gardner  and  Higgins,  Confederate,  have  been  sent  over  to  construct 
batteries  on  the  Mississippi  to  obstruct  the  commerce,  they  say,  but 
in  reality  to  aid  the.Texans  in  crossing  the  river.  The  Princess 
Royal  can  go  down  to  Texas  and  Tampico.  I  will  seAd  the  Mobile 
home  f  >r  repairs.  Send  her  round  here — that  is,  if  she  is  able  to  go 
home,  and  I  never  saw  a  vessel  too  damaged  to  go  home.  I  shall 
send  the  Manhattan  as  soon  as  I  think  it  safe.  You  can  repair  the 
Tennessee  temporarily  to  keep  out  the  shot  as  well  as  the  weather  so 
soon  as  she  can  be  brought  up  to  the  city  with  safety.

Flagship  Hartford, 
.  Mobile  Bay,  October  29,  I864. 
General:  In  the  course  of  catechising  two  men  who  deserted  from 
Mobile,  machinists,  working  in  the  ordnance  department,  one  of 
them,  who  appeared  to  be  an  intelligent  man  and  not  overwilling  to 
say  more  than  he  could  well  avoid,  in  reply  to  my  question,  what  had 
become  of  Generals  Gardner  and  Higgins,  said  it  was  understood  in 
Mobile  that  their  business  was  to  erect  batteries  at  suitable  points 
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on  the  Mississippi  River  to  interrupt  commerce.  I  remarked,  "You 
mean  to  help  the  enemy  across  the  river V  He  said:  "Yes,  sir; 
that  is  also  a  part  of  their  work." 

I  learn  by  Commodore  Palmer's  letter  that  you  no  longer  feel  under 
any  apprehension,  as  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  gunboats  up 
the  river.  I  think  the  commodore  will  always  be  able  to  send  one 
or  two  in  case  of  necessity.  The  sickness  has  cramped  him  a  little 
by  killing'  off  our  engineers.     I  hope  the  fever  is  over,  however. 

I  enclose  you  one  of  your  New  Orleans  papers,  which  appears  to 
me  to  be  a  pretty  strong  rebel  paper.  It  purports  to  be  the  organ 
of  the  Frencn-American  population.  No  doubt  it  is,  and  its  sympa- 
thies are  pretty  manifest. 

I  am  watching  with  great  anxiety  the  movements  of  your  army 
up  the  river.  One  of  our  officers,  "just  escaped  from  Texas,  came 
down  the  Red  River  and  informs  me  that  the  rebels  are  fortifying 
its  banks  very  stronglv.

My  Dear  Jenkins:  You  will  see  by  letter,  which  I  found  among 
those  you  sent  me,  that  the  money  and  other  articles  with  boat,  such 
as  oyster  tongs,  nets,  etc.,  are  the  property  of  a  loyal  citizen  of  Pilot 
Town.  As  he  lives  inside  of  the  army  lines,  the  admiral  thinks  it 
best  to  turn  over  the  whole  property  to  the  army  provost-marshal 
at  Fort  Morgan,  and  let  him  dispose  of  it,  according  to  the  rules  in 
such  cases.  You  had  better  sena  one  of  the  men  ashore  at  same  time 
to  detail  the  circumstances  of  capture,  and  we  can  afterwards  decide 
on  the  boat  question,  although  I  think  the  man  was  coming  down  to 
Pilot  Town.

Sir:  In  my  dispatch  No.  417,  dated  September  15, 1  had'the  honor 
to  enclose  to  the  Department  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States  to  General  Canby,  in  reference  to  vessels  coming 
out  of  Galveston  and  Sabine  Pass  with  cotton  consigned  to  the  agent 
of  the  Treasury  Department  at  New  Orleans,  and  to  report  my  action 
thereon. 

On  the  8th  instant  I  received  from  a  Mr.  Philips  a  communication 
(copy  enclosed  marked  No.  1),  transmitting  a  letter  from  the  President 
of  tne  United  States,  addressed  to  me  under  date  of  August  9,  which 
corresponded  exactly  with  the  President's  letter  to  General  Canby, 
forwarded  in  my  dispatch  No.  417. 

Accompanying  Mr.  Philips'  letter  was  a  power  of  attorney  from 
Mr.  Andrew  [J.]  Hamilton,  appointing  a  Mr.  S.  M.  Swenson,  C.  A. 
Weed,  and  himself  his  agents,  with  powers  of  substitution,  and  Mr. 
Philips,  as  you  will  perceive,  requested  me  to  endorse  or  attach  to 
this  paper  such  orders  as  would  prove  effective  in  carrying  out  the 
objects  contemplated,  etc.,  and  refers  further  to  pending  negotiations 
for  a  large  supply  of  cotton,  to  carry  out  which  it  would  be  necessary 
to  pass  in  and  return  a  number  of  vessels. 

The  letter  of  the  President  is  very  explicit  in  its  terms,  and  I  do 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  go  beyond  its  instructions.  I  therefore  replied 
to  Mr;  Philips  (enclosure  No.  2)  that  I  had  given  orders  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Texas  division  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of 
the  President;  that  the  letter  of  the  President  did  not  authorize  me 
to  allow  any  vessel  to  pass  in  and  return  from  the  ports  of  Galveston 
and  Sabine  Pass  on  the  authority  of  anyone,  nor  could  I  do  so  without 
such  express  authority. 

Mr.  Philips  again  addressed  me  on  the  l£th  instant  (enclosure  No. 
3),  and  in  reality  to  the  same  effect  as  before,  to  which  I  also  replied 
(enclosure  No.  4). 

The  instructions  to  Commander  Le  Roy  are  herewith  forwarded 
(enclosure  No.  5),  in  which,  after  quoting  the  President's  letter,  I 
directed  him,  in  order  to  prevent  any  attempt  at  an  evasion  of  the 
blockade,  that  if  the  vessels  should  come  out  openly  to  the  blockading 
fleet,  to  direct  a  gunboat  to  take  charge  of  such  vessels  and  deliver 
them  over  to  the  consignee,  but  not  to  allow  any  vessel  to  pass  into 
those  ports. 
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I  may  add  in  this  connection  that  a  Mr.  Swenson,  one  of  the  parties 
appointed  by  Mr.  Hamilton  in  the  power  of  attorney  above  referred 
to,  has  been  off  the  coast  of  Texas,  representing  himself  as  a  confiden- 
tial agent  of  the  Government.  One  of  my  officers,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander M.  P.  Jones,  of  the  PocohonUis,  stationed  off  Sabine  Pass, 
allowed  him  to  communicate  by  letter  with  the  shore  under  a  flag  of 
truce,  as  he  informs  me  in  his  communication  dated  the  17th  instant 
(enclosure  No.  6).  Knowing  nothing  about  Mr.  Swenson,  and  having 
no  official  information  of  his  confidential  relations  to  the  Government, 
I  have  so  expressed  myself  in  a  letter  to  Lieutenant-Commander 
Jones  (enclosure  No.  7),  and  directed  him  to  send  in  under  flag  of 
truce  no  sealed  communications  unless  forwarded  to  him  by  me.

I  have  given  orders  to  Commander  W.  "B.  Le  Roy,  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  Texas  division  of  my  squadron  to  carry  out  strictly  the 
orders  of  the  President,  which  direct  "that  u  Andrew  J.  Hamilton,  or 
any  person  authorized  in  writing  by  him,  shall  come  out  of  either  of 
the  ports  of  Galveston  or  Sabme  Pass  with  any  vessel  or  vessels 
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freighted  with  cotton,  shipped  to  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment at  New  Orleans,  the  passage  of  such  person,  vessels,  and  cargoes 
shall  not  be  molested  or  hindered,  but  they  shall  be  permitted  to  pass 
to  the  hands  of  such  consignees." 

I  have  therefore  directed  him  that  if  Mr.  Hamilton,  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  him,  shall  come  out  of  either  of  the  ports 
above  named,  openly,  to  the  blockading  fleet,  and  showing  no  inten- 
tion of  evading  the  blockade,  with  cotton  consigned  to  the  agent  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  he  shall  send  a  gunboat  to  take  charge  of  the 
vessels  and  deliver  them  over  to  the  agent  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, etc. 

The  President's  letter  does  not  authorize  me  to  allow  any  vessels  to 
pass  in  and  return  from  these  ports,  on  the  authority  of  anyone,  nor 
can  I  do  so  without  such  express  authority. 

Similar  negotiations  to  those  alluded  to  in  your  letter,  founded  upon 
the  demoralization  of  the  rebel  officers,  have  been  attempted  before, 
which  have  resulted  in  fraud  and  the  escape  of  the  Harriet  Lane  and 
others.

Sir:  Your  favor  was  received  declining  the  giving  permission  to 
take  vessels  in  and  return  from  the  ports  of  Galveston  and  Sabine  Pass 
without  more  special  instructions.  There  can  possibly  be  one  or  more 
vessels  purchased  from  the  rebels,  now  lying  in  the  ports  of  Galveston 
and  Sabine.  If  said  vessels  can  be  purchased,  do  you  feel  authorized 
to  permit  us  to  use  them,  after  coming  out  of  said  ports  with  the  first 
load  of  cotton,  to  return  to  said  ports  again  to  bring  out  additional 
cotton?  The  vessels  to  be  loaded  with  lighters  at  Sabine  Pass.  Can 
we  have  permission  to  take  a  vessel  from  New  Orleans  to  the  blockad- 
ing squadron  off  Galveston  and  Sabine,  to  be  used  to  take  out  crew  to 
put  on  board  vessels  bought  from  the  rebels,  and  to  remain  on  dur- 
ing pendency  of  negotiations? 

You  will  pardon  my  thus  troubling  you,  but  I  desire  in  all  matters 
to  act  advisedly.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Katahdin, 

Off  Galveston,  November  1,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  British  schooner 
Albert  Edward.     The  following  are  the  circumstances  attending  her 
capture:  On  the  31st  ultimo,  at  meridian,  in  latitude  27°  48'  N.,  and 
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longitude  94°  45'  W.,  discovered  a  schooner  standing  to  the  south- 
ward. Started  in  chase  and  came  up  with  her  in  about  one  hour. 
Sent  an  officer  to  board  her,  who  (on  his  return)  informed  me  that 
she  was  the  British  schooner  Albert  Edward,  and  that  she  had  run  the 
blockade  of  Galveston,  loaded  with  150  bales  of  cotton.  The  only- 
papers  found  on  board  were  a  British  register  and  a  rebel  crew  list 
and  bill  of  health.  I  sent  an  officer  with  a  prize  crew  to  take  her 
to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.     I  enclose  a  prize  list.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication of  the  29th  ultimo,  and  have  furnished  the  commanders  of 
naval  districts  on  the  Mississippi  with  copies  of  that  portion  which 
relates  to  the  examination  of  the  two  deserters  who  nad  been  em- 
ployed in  the  ordnance  department  at  Mobile. 

I  thank  you  for  calling  my  attention  to  the  "L'6cho  Franpais;" 
two  days  ago  I  had  another  French  newspaper,  uLa  Renaissance 
Louisianine,  suppressed,  the  type  and  other  material  confiscated, 
and  the  editor  sent  across  the  lines.  They  shall  all  be  cared  for  in 
due  course. 

The  news  from  Missouri  and  Arkansas  is  still  very  indefinite  and 
somewhat  contradictory.  General  Pleasonton  is  reported  as  pressing 
Price  very  closely.  I  have  taken  every  possible  means  to  prevent 
any  attempt  to  cross  the  Mississippi,  and  feel  confident  that  tney  will 
not  be  able  to  cross  any  considerable  number.

Memorandum  of  Commander  Le  Roy,  U.  S.  Nam/,  giving  list  of  vessels 
belonging  to  Third  Division,  West  Gulf  Bloclccunng  Squadron,  with 
stations,  conditions,  and  remarks. 

[Memorandum  left  for  the  guidance  of  my  successor.] 

The  blockading  points  at  present  are : 

1st.  Off  Calcasieu,  two  vessels  being  found  necessary,  and  is  of 
great  importance. 

2d.  Off  Sabine  Pass,  two  vessels  being  found  necessary,  and  is  of 
great  importance,  the  Granite  City  and  other  vessels  being  there.     It 
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is  a  much  more  quiet  anchorage  than  off  Galveston,  and  I  purposed 
making  it  the  principal  coaling  station,  keeping  only  one  vessel  off 
Galveston  to  supply  immediate  wants. 

3d.  Off  Galveston,  the  principal  point,  and  requiring  a  number  of 
vessels.  When  desiring  to  communicate  by  flag  of  truce,  a  white 
flag  hoisted  on  board  ship  is  responded  to  by  a  white  flag  hoisted 
on  a  large  building  in  Galveston,  near  the  west  end  of  the  town.  It 
has  been  the  custom  to  make  the  beacon  by  the  main  channel  the  place 
of  meeting,  our  boats  not  going  much  inside,  and  the  enemy's  not 
coming  much  outside  of  it.  Brigadier-General  J.  M.  Hawes  com- 
mands the  defenses  of  Galveston,  and  in  all  my  official  intercourse 
with  him  and  the  flag-of-truce  boat  I  have  found  the  utmost  courtesy. 
I  have  directed  the  vessels  of  the  blockade  not  to  approach  within 
range  of  any  of  the  batteries  on  the  beach,  as  they  are  said  to  have 
a  long-range  gun,  and  the  property  in  Galveston  being  owned  by 
people  at  the  North,  or  who  are  loyal,  I  did  not  wish  to  be  compelled 
to  return  the  fire  and  probably  injure  the  property  of  those  friendly 
to  the  Union. 

4th.  San  Luis  Pass  and  Velasco.  From  the  paucity  of  vessels,  I 
have  been  compelled  to  place  both  of  these  passages  under  the  sur- 
veillance of  one  gunboat.  They  are  important,  being  used  by  the 
light-draft  vessels. 

5th.  Velasco  to  Pass  Cavallo.  Could  only  be  cared  for  by  an 
occasional  passer-by  and  the  vessel  stationed  to  guard  San  Luis  Pass 
and  Velasco  on  the  one  side;  and, 

6th.  Pass  Cavallo, .  Espirltu  Fanto,  and  Aransas  Pass.  Pass 
Cavallo  and  Espiritu  Santo  are  considered  important  points,  and  I 
have  had  a  vessel  stationed  there  when  I  have  had  a  sufficient  num- 
ber at  my  command. 

7th.  Brazos  Santiago.  A  vessel  is  especially  directed  to  be  kept 
off  Brazos  Santiago,  where  we  have  a  military  station,  the  only  one 
now  on  this  coast.  I  believe  the  vessel  has  been  ordered  there  on 
account  of  some  irregularities  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  military, 
who  had  gone  to  work  shipping  cotton  or  something  else  other  than 
their  legitimate  occupation.  As  far  as  assistance  the  army  or  troops 
might  require,  that  could  be  easil}r  given  by  the  vessel  stationed  off 
tbe  Rio  Grande. 

8th.  Off  the  Rio  Grande.  Owing  to  evacuation  of  Brownsville  the 
blockade  of  the  Rio  Grande  has  been  resumed;  but  our  vessels  accom- 
plish nothing,  Matamoras  offering  all  the  facilities  for  contraband 
goods  the  enemy  may  require  and  as  an  avenue  for  the  exportation  of 
cotton  from  Texas. 

9th.  Rio  Grande  to  Tampico.  The  Princess  Royal,  Commander 
Woolsey,  as  I  was  advised  by  Admiral  Farragut  in  a  communication 
received  on  the  1st  of  November,  is  to  cruise  between  the  Rio  Grande 
and  Tampico,  and  the  admiral  directs,  when  necessary,  etc.,  that  one 
of  the  vessels  of  this  division  relieve  him.  The  order  upon  the  subject 
is  among  the  archives  of  the  division. 

Divisional. 

The  coal  and  oil  reports  are  usually  sent  in  before  the  end  of  the 
month  to  the  divisional  commander,  who  prepares  an  estimate  of  the 
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quantity  that  will  be  required  for  the  ensuing  month,  and  a  report  is 
made  to  the  admiral  and  one  to  the  commanding  naval  officer  at  New 
Orleans. 

The  Arkansas  and  Augusta  Dinsmore  are  considered  as  regular  sup- 
plies from  New  Orleans,  but  they  are  irregular  in  their  coming. 

All  prizes  are  sent  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication. 

The  guard  flag,  with  the  meal  (red)  pennant  underneath,  I  have  been 
in  the  nabit  of  noisting  when  there  was  a  chance  to  send  letters,  or 
letters  were  received  for  any  coal  vessel  lying  here,  having  an  under- 
standing with  the  captains  who  would  answer  the  signal  by  hoisting 
their  ensigns.

William  Curry,  formerly  engineer  of  the  Isabel,  is  said  to  be  on  board 
the  Watson.  He  is  reported  to  have  violated  his  parole  and  escaped 
from  guard  ship  at  Philadelphia. 

Captain  Blafcesly,  formerly  of  the  Cumberland,  made  his  escape 
under  similar  circumstances  and  at  the  same  time  with  Curry. 

The  American  steamer  Ike  Davis,  of  and  from  New  Orleans,  was 
captured  by  her  passengers  a  month  or  two  since,  in  September  or 
October,  after  leaving  the  Rio  Grande  and  taken  into  Texan  waters.  It 
is  supposed  her  capture  did  not  occasion  her  owners  much  regret. 

All  trading  vessels  in  this  region  are,  I  think,  a  fit  subject  for  suspi- 
cion, there  being  too  many  of  our  rascally  countrymen  who  care  but 
little  about  our  nation's  welldoing  so  long  as  gold  comes  into  their 
coffers. 

A  small  steamer,  the  Susanna,  is  rather  successful  in  passing  in  and 
out  of  Galveston.  She  is  of  very  light  draft,  and  I  believe  can  pass  in 
and  out  by  San  Luis  Pass.     She  is  fast. 

Order  for  court-martial  of  persons  on  board  the  Kineo  and  Bienville 
could  not  be  attended  to,  owing  to  the  absence  of  those  vessels,  etc., 
and  bad  weather.

Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  a  general  order  designed  to  put  an  end  to  the 
intercourse  which  it  is  said  is  daily  carried  on  between  Warrington  and 
Woolsey,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  town  of  Pensacola  on  the  other. 

The  families  of  some  of  the  residents  of  Warrington  and  Woolsey 
remain  at  Pensacola,  and  daily  visits  between  these  places  have  here- 
tofore, I  am  informed,  been  permitted,  which  must  now  cease.  The 
loyal  people  of  Warrington  and  Woolsey  must  elect  to  bring  their 
families  from  Pensacola  or  give  up  visiting  them. 
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I  shall  have  copies  of  thi£  general  order  printed  and  forwarded  to 
you  for  distribution.

All  intercourse  between  the  people  of  Warrington  and  Woolsey  and 
the  people  of  the  town  of  Pensacola,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels, 
must  be  put  a  stop  to.  Information  is  conveyed  from  the  yard  and 
army  headquarters  to  the  enemy  daily,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  such 
information  is  given  by  parties  passing  to  and  fro. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  military  lines  or  to  Pen- 
sacola without  a  pass  signed  by  the  commanding  general  and  the  com- 
mandant of  the  yard;  and  in  all  such  cases  the  individuals  will  be  care- 
fully searched  to  see  that  they  take  nothing  with  them  but  what  is 
specified  in  the  pass.

Report  of  Commander  Le  Roy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Third  Division, 
regarding  the  impaired  condition  of  the  vessels  of  his  command,  and 
referring  to  the  capture  of  British  schooner  Albert  Edward. 

U.  S.  S.  Ossipee, 
Off  Galveston,  November  2,  1864. 

Admiral:  On  the  1st  instant  the  Fort  Morgan  arrived  early  in  the 
morning  and  I  was  enabled  to  dispatch  her  by  noon  to  supply  the  ves- 
sels at  the  Rio  Grande  and  intermediate  points.  On  the  morningof  the 
1st  the  Augusta  Dinsmore  left  on  her  return  to  New  Orleans.  Fortu- 
nately, a  few  hours  quiet  enabled  us  to  get  our  supplies  from  the  Fort 
Morgan  without  unnecessary  delay.  In  the  last  fortnight  or  more  the 
weather  has  been  so  stormy  or  rough  as  to  greatly  interfere  with  com- 
munication between  the  vessels  of  the  blockading  fleet  off  the  port,  and 
that,  with  the  absence  of  a  number  of  the  vessels,  has  prevented  my 
organizing  the  court  ordered  sometime  since  upon  a  person  on  board 
the  Kineo,  that  vessel  also  having  been  until  within  a  few  days  sta- 
tioned off  the  Rio  Grande.  As  soon  as  it  is  practicable  I  will  endeavor 
to  have  the  several  cases  tried. 

On  the  night  of  the  30th  an  alarm  was  given  of  a  vessel  running  out 
from  this  port,  and  three  of  the  blockade  went  in  pursuit.  The  Cho- 
cura  returned  yesterday  morning,  having  failed  in  capturing  any- 
thing; but  in  the  afternoon  the  Katahdin  returned,  towing  the  British 
schooner  Albert  Edward,  loaded  with  150  bales  of  cotton,  captured  on 
the  31st  ultimo,  having  run  out  from  Galveston  the  previous  night.  A 
steamer  got  out  the  same  time  and  was  lost  in  the  thick  weatner  the 
following  day.  after  throwing  overboard  some  of  her  deck  load  of  cot- 
ton. The  Aloert  Edward  was  dispatched  yesterday  afternoon  to  New 
Orleans  with  a  prize  officer  and  crew. 
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Early  this  morning  the  Itasca  arrived  from  the  Rio  Grande,  and  this 
afternoon  the  Seminole  arrived  from  her  chase  after  blockade  runners 
of  the  night  of  the  30th.  Owing  to  a  heavy  blow  that  commenced  last 
evening  and  continues  at  present,  I  have  been  unable  to  communicate 
with  either  of  the  two  vessels. 

The  blockade  running  seems  to  be  very  brisk,  and  with  the  promise 
of  a  much  greater  number  of  vessels  soon  to  be  engaged  in  that  busi- 
ness, but  our  means  at  present  are  so  limited  I  fear  Dut  little  can  be 
done  to  break  this  trade  up.  At  present  I  have  off  here,  in  addition  to 
this  ship,  the  Seminole  and  Bienwlh,  the  only  vessels  that  can  do  any- 
thing in  chasing.  The  Itasca,  just  arrived,  I  know  nothing  of  her  con- 
dition; but  the  Katahdin,  Kineo.  and  Chocwra  are  in  danger  of  break- 
ing down  at  any  moment,  the  tormer  having  but  one  boiler  she  can 
depend  upon.  The  Kineo7s  hull  and  machinery  represented  in  such 
condition  her  commander  does  not  consider  her  seaworthy,  and  I  am 
only  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  send  a  survey  on  board  to  ascertain 
her  condition.  A  few  days  since  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  sta- 
tioned off  Velasco,  writes,  requesting  a  survey  upon  the  Sciota.  report- 
ing her  disabled  m  hull  and  machinery,  do  constant  are  tne  com- 
plaints of  commanding  officers  in  this  envision  of  the  bad  condition  of 
their  vessels  that  I  Iook  upon  every  arrival  with  anxiety.  The  Aroos- 
took, now  off  the  Rio  Grande,  was  delayed  here  some  days  repairing, 
her  machinery  being  out  of  order. 

I  regret  to  trouble  you  with  these  complaints,  but  the  condition  of 
the  vessels  is  too  patent  to  permit  me  to  pass  them  by,  and  I  feel  also 
it  is  due  to  the  commanding  officers  to  state  [that]  I  believe  as  a  body 
they  are  most  anxious  to  be  of  service — to  work — but  the  constant 
unceasing  work  their  vessels  have  been  called  upon  to  perform  has  used 
them  up. 

November  5. — The  Seminole  reports  having  chased  a  steamer,  but 
lost  her  at  night. 

November  6. — Lieutenant-Commander  Skerrett  reports  through 
Lieutenant-Commander  Brown,  of  the  Itasca,  that  one  of  his  boilers 
has  given  out. 

The  health  of  this  division  I  am  pleased  to  report  as  good.

Sir:  Nothing  of  any  importance  has  occurred  here  since  my  dis- 
patch No.  494.  The  enemy  is  industrious  and  increasing  his  works  on 
the  shore  and  at  the  mouths  of  the  rivers,  and  we  have  intelligence 
of  his  preparing  two  torpedo  boats  for  attacking  the  blockaders  at 
Dog  River  Bar,  and  also  that  he  is  building  two  more  rams  on  the 
Tombigbee. 
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I  was  in  hopes  that  before  this  we  should  have  been  at  work  here, 
but,  as  you  are  aware,  we  are  compelled  to  be  governed  by  the  move- 
ments of  the  Northern  armies,  as  you  will  further  perceive  by  the 
inclosed  copy  of  a  letter  just  received  from  General  Canby.

The  following  dispatch  is  forwarded  for  the  information  of  Major- 
General  Canby,  by  order  of  Lieu  tenant-General  Grant : 

Kingston,  3d — 7  p.  m. 
For  the  General-in-Chief:  The  situation  of  affairs  is  now  as  follows:  Beauregard,  with 
Hood's  army,  is  now  at  Florence  with  a  pontoon  bridge  protected  from  our  gunboat  from 
below  by  the  Calvert  [Colbert]  Shoals,  from  above  by  the  Mussel  Shoals.    He  nas  with  him 
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Wheeler's  and  Roddy's  cavalry.  Forrest's  cavalry  is  down  about  Fort  Talladega.  The 
country  round  about  Florence  "has  been  again  and  again  devastated  during  the  past  three 
years,  and  Beauregard  must  be  dependent  on  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,  which  has  been 
broken  and  patched  up  to  its  whole  extent.  He  purposes  and  promises  his  men  to  invade 
Middle  Tennessee  for  the  purpose  of  making  me  let  go  Georgia.  Trie  moment  I  learned  that 
he  had  passed  Gadsden  I  detached  the  Fourth  Corps,  General  Stanley,  15,000  strong,  which  is 
now  at  Pulaski;  and  subsequently  the  Twenty-third  Corps,  J.  M.  Schofield,  10,000,  which  is 
now  on  cars  moving  to  Nashville.  This  gives  General  George  H.  Thomas  two  field  corps  and 
about  5,000  cavalry,  besides  10,000  dismounted  cavalry,  and  all  the  new  track  recentfv  sent 
to  Tennessee  with  the  railroad  guards  with  which  to  encounter  Beauregard  should  he  advance 
farther,  besides  which  General  ueorge  H.  Thomas  will  have  the  active  cooperation  of  the  gun- 
boats both  above  and  below  the  shoals  and  the  two  divisions  of  General  A.  J.  Smith  and  Gen- 
eral Mower  en  route  from  Missouri.  I  therefore  feel  no  uneasiness  as  to  Tennessee,  and  have 
ordered  General  George  H.  Thomas  to  assume  the  offensive  in  the  direction  of  Selma,  Ala. 

With  myself  I  have  the  Twentieth  Corps  at  Atlanta,  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  near 
Kenesaw,  and  the  Fourteenth  here.  I  am  sending  to  the  rear,  as  fast  as  cars  will  move,  the 
vast  accumulation  of  stuff  that  in  spite  of  my  endeavors  has  been  along  the  lines;  and  am 
sending  forward  just  enough  of  bread  and  meat  to  enable  me  to  load  my  wagons,  destroy 
everything  of  value  to  the  enemy,  and  start  on  my  contemplated  movements.  I  can  be 
ready  in  five  days,  but  am  waiting  to  be  more  certain  that  General  George  H.  Thomas  will  be 
prepared  for  any  contingency  that  may  arise.  It  is  now  raining,  which  is  favorable  to  us  and 
unfavorable  to  the  enemy.  Jeff  Davis  has  utterly  failed  in  his  threat  to  force  me  to  leave  in 
thirty  days,  for  my  railroad  is  in  good  running  order  from  Nashville  to  Atlanta,  and  his  army 
Is  farther  from  my  communications  now  than  it  was  twenty  days  ago.  I  would  advise  the 
accumulation  of  all  troops  available  up  the  Tennessee  River,  now  in  good  boating  stage,  up 
about  Clifton,  subject  to  General  George  H.  Thomas's  orders,  and  that  Major-General  Canby 
leave  the  Mississippi  to  be  protected  by  gunboats  and  local  garrisons  and  push  with  about 
15,000  men  for  the  Alabama  River  and  Stlma.  These  cooperating  movements  would  com- 
pletely bewilder  Beauregard  and  he  would  burst  with  frantic  despair.  I  proposed  to  adhere 
as  near  as  possible  to  my  original  plan,  and  on  reaching  the  seacoast  will  be  available  for  wait- 
ins  the  army  in  Virginia,  leaving  behind  a  track  of  devastation  as  well  as  a  sufficient  force  to 
hold  fast  all  that  is  of  permanent  value  to  our  cause.  When  I  leave,  it  will  contain  little  that 
will  be  of  use  or  comfort  to  the  enemy.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  impaired 
condition  of  the  vessels  of  his  command. 

No.  523.]  Flagship  Hartford,. 

Mobile  Bay,  November  6,  I864. 
Sir:  I  regret  to  inform  the  Department  that  the  boilers  of  our  gun- 
boats are  becoming  so  badly  used  up  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
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keep  a  sufficient  number  on  the  coast  of  Texas  to  maintain  an  efficient 
blockade. 

What  we  want  are  vessels  that  can  run  from  10  to  14  knots,  if  pos- 
sible, with  light  batteries  and  capacity  for  much  coal.  I  should 
suppose  the  captured  and  purchased  vessels  would  be  preferable  for 
blockading;  our  large  vessels  are  fast  enough,  perhaps,  but  thej  are 
easily  seen  at  great  distances  and  consume  an  immense  quantity  of 
coal,  and  coaling  on  the  coast  is  a  serious  matter. 

The  Mobile  and  Bienville  are  the  only  vessels  that  can  vie  in  speed 
with  the  blockade  runners,  and  although  they  are  perhaps  a  little 
faster  than  the  latter,  yet  not  sufficiently  so  to  overtake  them  before 
night  closes  in,  and  they  have,  therefore,  in  nearly  every  case,  made 
their  escape. 

The  Mobile  is  now  broken  down  by  a  eale  off  the  Rio  Grande  and 
must  go  North  for  extensive  repairs.  She  was  condemned  fourteen 
months  ago,  but  has  done  me  good  service  since.  She  is  the  fastest 
vessel  I  have  in  this  squadron,  and  I  will  be  glad  to  have  her  back 
again  as  soon  as  repaired.

Be  pre- 
pared with  boats  to  send  me  supplies  from  Pontchartrain,  and  have 
the  naVy  look  out  for  my  fire  and  rocket  signals  along  the  east  shore  of 
Mobile  Bay  or  high  up  as  old  Blakely.

Headquarters  of  the  Army, 
Washington,  D.  C,  November  7,  1864.  (Received  18th). 
No*  further  military  operations  on  the  coast  will  be  undertaken  at 
this  time.  Troops  in  MoDile  Harbor  will  be  required  solely  for  holding 
the  harbor  defenses.  All  available  forces  of  the  Department  of  the 
Oulf  on  the  Mississippi  River  and  in  Arkansas  should  be  organized  to 
operate  from  some  point  on  the  river  to  cut  off  Beauregard's  commu- 
nications, break  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,  destroy  enemy's  sup- 
plies, and,  if  possible,  threaten  Selma.  General  Grant  leaves  tne 
Joint  of  departure  and  line  of  operations  at  your  own  discretion, 
rice  has  been  cut  to  pieces,  and  is  by  this  time  south  of  the  Arkansas 
River.  Beauregard  has  repaired  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  is 
also  repairing  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  road.  His  depot  is  at 
Corinth,  and  his  forces  mostly  on  the  Tennessee  River.  Thomas  is  in 
his  front  with  a  large  force.  Sherman,  with  four  corps,  is  operating  in 
Georgia;  his  destination  is  unknown.  Possibly  he  may  strike  Mont- 
gomery and  Selma.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,   U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  need  of 
competent  commanding  officers  for  ironclads. 

No.  526.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  November  8,  1864- 

Sir  :  I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Department  that  some 
fixed  rule  be  adopted  in  relation  to  the  command  of  the  ironclads. 
There  are  many  volunteer  officers  who  would  fight  them,  perhaps,  as 
well  as  the  regulars;  but  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  the  organization 
and  discipline  of  those  vessels  that  calls  for  the  regular  training  of  the 
service  to  set  them  in  proper  condition  for  fighting. 

I  am  lea  to  these  remarks  by  the  fact  that  these  vessels  are  now 
becoming  the  most  important  guardians  of  our  shallow  waters, 
because  no  wooden  vessels  of  light  draft  can  have  their  machinery 
protected  except  by  casemating  or  ironclading,  as  thev  are  required 
to  pass  under  tne  heaviest  batteries  and  frequently  at  short  distances, 
ana  such  will  be  the  case  here. 
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It  is  therefore,  in  my  or>inion,  very  essential  that  these  vessels  should 
be  well  commanded.  One  of  those  transferred  to  me  by  Admiral 
Porter  (the  Chickasaw)  was  commanded  by  a  volunteer  officer  sent  to 
deliver  her  over,  and  I  appointed  to  her  Lieutenant-Commander  Per- 
kins; the  other  {Winnebago)  was  commanded  by  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Shankland,  and  I  ordered  Commander  Stevens  to  her  for 
the  fight  of  the  5th  of  August  last,  considering  that  there  was  too  much 
at  risk  to  trust  to  the  inexperience  of  a  volunteer  officer.  I  stated 
frankly  to  Mr.  Shankland  my  reasons,  and  he  cheerfully  acted  as  sec- 
ond to  Commander  Stevens. 

Two  others  are  now  coming  to  me  from  the  Mississippi  (Kickavoo 
and  Milwaukee)  so  soon  as  prepared  for  the  voyage  around  to  Mobile 
Bay,  and  I  desire  to  urge  upon  the  Department  the  expediency  of 
appointing  regular  officers  to  command  them  or  allowing  me  to  do  so. 
It  is  not  doing  justice  to  these  vessels  or  the  service  to  intrust  them  to 
some  officers.  I  do  not  wish  to  reflect  upon  others,  but  I  dislike  still 
more  to  withhold  a  just  tribute  from  the  meritorious. 

I  have  no  doubt  these  vessels  will  do  good  service  to  the  country  if 
well  commanded — as,  for  example,  by  such  men  as  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Perkins.  My  memorandum  of  the  last  inspection  of  his  ves- 
sel on  the  day  he  returned  to  the  blockade  off  Mobile  city  reads  thus: 
u Vessel  clean  and  sweet  throughout;  well  ventilated;  officers  and 
crew  all  comfortably  lodged  under  canvas  in  apartments  on  deck 
between  the  turrets;  arrangements  out  ahead  for  picking  up  torpe- 
does ;  went  to  quarters  and  exercised  all  his  guns  himself ;  went  through 
all  the  motions  of  loading  and  firing,  and  taking  deliberate  aim  each 
fire,  four  times  in  five  minutes."  Such  a  fire  from  Such  batteries,  it 
appears  to  me,  would  destroy  anything  the  shot  could  penetrate  in  a 
very  short  time. 

In  conclusion,  on  this  point  permit  me  to  say  that  I  think  the  world 
is  sadly  mistaken  when  it  supposes  that  battles  are  won  by  this  or  that 
kind  of  gun  or  vessel.  In  my  humble  opinion  the  Kearsarge  would 
have  captured  or  sunk  the  Atabama  as  often  as  they  might  have  met 
under  the  same  organization  and  officers.  The  best  gun  and  the  best 
vessel  should  certainly  be  chosen,  but  the  victory  three  times  out  of 
four  depends  upon  those  who  fight  them.  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
result  would  have  been  different  if  the  Kearsarge  had  had  nothing  but 
a  battery  of  8-inch  guns  and  a  100-pounder  chase  rifle.  What  signi- 
fies the  size  and  caliber  of  the  gun  if  you  do  not  hit  your  adversary? 
It  is  true  that  if  the  machinery  of  a  steamer  is  not  protected  it  may  be 
struck  by  chance  shot  and  the  ship  lost,  and  therein  permit  me  to  assure 
you  the  rebels  are  vastly  ahead  of  us.  The  machinery  and  boilers  of 
every  one  of  their  gunboats  I  have  seen  are  better  protected  than  ours. 
Their  men  are  a  little  more  exposed  to  the  fire  of  small  arms,  but  as  no 
one  calculates  nowadays  upon  going  close  enough  to  an  enemy  for  the 
use  of  small  arms  since  the  introduction  of  long-range  guns,  that  is  of 
no  great  consequence.  The  rebel  gunboats  Morgan,  Gaines}  and 
Selma  are  protected  on  the  sides  in  wake  of  the  machinery  with  2-inch 
iron  plates  and  packed  cotton  inside  the  bulwarks.  The  boilers  are 
covered  in  with  the  same  material,  and  on  the  bows  they  have  pieces 
bent  round  the  cutwater  which  run  aft  some  20  feet,  intended  for  ram- 
ming. 

I  desire  to  mention  here  one  great  difficulty  we  have  with  these 
ironclads  on  this  station — the  want  of  a  drydocK.     They  soon  become 
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so  foul  that  they  lose  their  speed.  The  Manhattan  at  present  will 
scarcely  go  4  knots.  I  can  not  but  think  that  the  basin  at  Pensa- 
cola  could  be  made  to  dock  all  vessels  of  10  feet  draft  by  a  competent 
naval  constructor,  and  thus  millions  would  be  saved  to  the  Govern- 
ment. There  requires  little  to  be  done  to  it  besides  the  building  and 
placing  a  good  gate.  The  Pensacola  docks  and  its  fixtures  were  built 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hanscom,  the  naval  constructor  at  the 
Norfolk  yard,  who  will  be  able  to  give  the  Department  all  the  informa- 
tion on  the  subject.  He  is  a  person  of  fine  capacity  both  as  a  con- 
structor and  engineer.

Sir:  I  have  had  an  application  from  an  officer  of  this  squadron, 
Acting  Ensign  C.  H.  Sinclair,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Manhattan,  who  was  for- 
merly connected  in  business  with  a  Boston  firm,  of  which  Mr.  T.  H. 
Bacon  is  the  principal  partner.  The  firm  is  anxious  to  undertake 
to  raise  the  Tecumseh,  and  I  understand  their  terms  to  be  that  the 
Government  shall  pay  the  sum  or  sums  which  may  be  agreed  upon 
when  the  work  is  done. 
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The  Tecumseh  is  buoyed  and  lies  very  near  Fort  Morgan,  say  two 
or  three  hundred  yards  from  the  wharf,  in  a  southwest  direction,  the 

Kilots  say  in  7  fathoms  water,  with  3  fathoms  over  her.     We  have  not 
een  able  to  ascertain  her  position,  not  being  able  to  discover  her 
turret. 

Much  valuable  material  and  her  guns  may  be  recovered,  provided 
good  divers  are  employed  on  this  duty.  Tiiere  are  none  to  be  had 
here.  Those  which  I  had  at  work  on  the  Philippi  and  the  blockade 
runner  Ivanhoe  were  good  for  nothing.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  impaired 
condition  of  the  vessels  of  his  command. 

No.  532.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  November  IS,  186^. 

Sir:  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department 
to  the  present  condition  of  the  force  on  this  station. 

The  vessels  are  becoming  used  up,  the  boilers  of  most  of  them 
require  several  months  repairs,  and  some  of  the  officers  consider  their 
vessels  unsafe  .to  keep  the  sea. 

The  class  denominated  double-enders  I  have  had  but  little  service 
out  of  compared  with  the  screw  gunboats.  The  latter  have  done  pretty 
much  all  the  blockading  duty,  on  account  of  the  general  complaint 
of  the  commanders  of  the  douole-enders  of  their  vessels  being  so  weak 
as  to  work  and  twist  in  a  gale  and  also  to  settle  amidships,  some  of 
them  to  the  extent  of  4  inches  when  ready  for  sea,  besides  which  they 
all  steer  so  badly  that  I  forbid  them  crossing  the  bows  of  any  vessel, 
although  I  have  had  a  third  rudder  put  on  three  out  of  five  of  them. 
None  of  them  that  I  can  find  out  use  the  forward  rudder;  this  arises, 
I  believe,  from  two  causes.  First,  the  rudder  is  embedded  in  the 
woodwork,  so  that  the  water  does  not  act  sufficiently  upon  it;  and, 
second,  there  is  not  sufficient  space  in  the  bow  or  stern  to  allow  the 
helm  to  be  put  at  a  sufficient  angle  to  the  keel  before  striking  the 
side,  and  from  their  great  length  and  little  depth  they  work  so  much 
that  the  commanding  officers  are  generally  afraid  of  them  and  are 
always  anxious  to  avoid  sea  duty.  As  they  are  valuable  vessels  in 
smooth  water,  they  are  usually  sent  on  inside  duty  when  this  can  be 
done.  The  Conemaugh,  now  gone  home  for  repairs,  has  only  been 
out  here  eight  or  nine  months,  and  during  that  time  she  has  not  been 
outside  two  months,  but  kept  mostly  in  the  Mississippi  River  and 
Sound,  and  she  was  sent  North  because,  by  the  report  or  the  board  of 
survey,  it  would  occupy  all  our  mechanics  too  long  a  period  to  repair 
her. 

The  Octorara  has  recently  been  four  months  in  New  Orleans,  in  the 
hands  of  the  machinists,  and  lately  one  month  in  Pensacola,  and  has 
not  done  four  months'  sea  duty  since  she  has  been  on  this  station, 
but,  like  the  others,  kept  in  the  Mississippi  Sound  when  we  could 
spare  her. 
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The  Metacomet  and  Sebago  are  the  best  of  them;  the  latter  is  much 
the  strongest  built  of  all. 

The  double-enders  that  I  have  named  are  well  commanded,  and 
yet,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  last  mentioned,  are  unfit  to  go  to 
sea,  according  to  the  report  of  their  commanding  officers,  without 
taking  off  some  of  their  guns,  which  I  shall  do  if  I  find  myself  com- 
pelled to  send  them  to  keep  up  the  blockade  off  Texas. 

The  Genesee  I  do  not  know  the  extent  of  the  weakness  of.  She  has 
now  been  upward  of  two  months  in  Pensacola  repairing,  but  her  com- 
mander is  one  of  those  nervous,  complaining  officers,  that  it  is  not 
easy  to  form  a  very  just  idea  or  his  vessel;  he  has  always  said  that 
"she  is  good  for  nothing." 

The  Port  Royal's  boilers  are  also  said  to  require  extensive  repairs,  as 
well  as  new  bottoms;  the  Sebago7 s  also.  The  screw  gunboats  nearly  all 
require  new  bottoms  and  extensive  repairs  to  boilers,  so  that  although 
with  these  vessels  I  manage  to  keep  up  the  blockade  of  the  Dog  River 
Bar,  it  is  only  by  changing  them  every  few  days  for  repairs,  and  I  am 
being  very  hard  pushed  to  maintain  tlie  blockade  of  Texas  with  vessels 
that  can  not  eaten  anything  but  sailing  vessels  and  schooners.  Some  of 
these  screw  gunboats  are  weakly  built.  The  Owasco  was  condemned 
by  survey  the  other  day  and  sent  up  here.  I  find  her  lodge  and  hang- 
ing knees  rent  and  split  so  badly  tnat  the  officers  thought  she  would 
roll  herself  to  pieces  in  a  gale  off  Texas. 

With  all  these  lame  vessels  I  can  only  keep  three,  and  at  times  four 
gunboats  and  one  ironclad  (the  Ohickasaw)  to  blockade  the  enemy, 
who  has  three  ironclad  casemated  rams,  two  iron  casemated  floating 
batteries,  and  two  gunboats,  also  protected  as  to  their  machinery  with 
iron,  all  lying  under  a  line  of  forts  and  the  whole  protected  on  tlie  out- 
side by  a  line  of  obstructions,  piles,  and  torpedoes.  I  had  a  beautiful 
view  of  everything  yesterday  when  up  the  bay.  The  day  was  remark- 
ably clear  and  we  could  count  every  gun,  and  I  could  not  but  regret 
the  loss  of  time  through  the  want  of  troops  to  render  aid  to  our  forces 
in  Georgia. 

I  have  made  the  above  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  gunboats  in 
order  that  the  Department  may  not  be  surprised  if  we  do  not  catch  all 
the  blockade  runners  on  the  coast  of  Texas.

Report  of  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  U.  S.   Navy,  requesting  the  return  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  Mobile  j  after  repairs,  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

No.  542.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

Mobile  Bay,  November  16, 186^. 

Sir:  I  send  the  Mobile  to  New  York  for  repairs.  This  vessel  was 
condemned  over  twelve  months  ago,  but  she  is  so  fast  and  so  fine  a 
vessel  that  I  was  unwilling  to  let  her  go  so  long  as  she  could  do  service. 

Latterly  I  sent  her  down  on  the  coast  of  Texas,  where  she  became 
the  terror  of  the  blockade  runners.  She  captured  several  prizes  and . 
but  for  her  coal  giving  out  and  a  squall  she  would  have  caught  their 
fastest  steamer,  the  Susanna.  As  it  was,  she  compelled  her  to  throw 
overboard  400  bales  of  cotton,  most  of  which  was  afterwards  picked  up 
by  the  Mobile  and  other  vessels  of  the  squadron. 

I  would  be  much  gratified  to  have  her  back  again  if  she  is  deemed 
worthy  of  repairs,  fier  boilers  are  reported  worn-out,  the  ship  much 
decayed,  ana  in  a  gale  of  wind  off  Rio  Grande  she  was  much  strained, 
through  the  determination  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Watters  to 
compel  her  to  remain  at  her  anchors  instead  of  allowing  the  captain  to 
get  underway. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Giraud  is  an  excellent  officer  and  has 
always  acquitted  himself  well  under  my  command.  The  Department 
will  remember  he  came  into  Mobile  I>ay  in  the  action  of  tne  5th  of 
August  last  as  a  volunteer  on  board  the  Ossipee,  and  was  honorably 
mentioned  by  Commander  Le  Roy  and  myself.

Sir:  In  my  dispatch  No.  511  I  had  the  honor  to  enclose  to  the 
Department  copies  of  the  correspondence  which  I  had  had  with  a  Mr. 
Philips,  who  claimed  to  be,  with  a  Mr.  S.  M.  Swenson  and  C.  A.  Weed, 
the  agents  of  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Hamilton,  and  I  transmitted  at  the  same 
time  a  copy  of  my  orders  to  Commander  Le  Roy,  in  charge  of  the  block- 
ade off  Texas,  and  also  copies  of  a  letter  received  from  Lieutenant- 
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Commander  Jones,  of  the  Pocahontas,  referring  to  this  Mr.  Swenson. 
and  to  his  having  communicated  with  the  shore  by  letter  under  flag  of 
truce  and  of  mv  reply  thereto. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Jones  has  since  informed  me  by  letter, 
dated  the  1st  instant,  that  he  had  read  carefully  Mr.  Swenson' s  letter 
before  sending  it  on  snore, i '  that  it  was  addressed  to  a  Mr.  McKenney, 
a  resident  of,  I  think,  Austin,  Tex.,  and  briefly  stated  the  reasons  why 
he  was  unable  to  meet  McKenney  under  a  flag  of  truce  off  this  place,  as 
he,  Swenson,  proposed  to  him  in  the  letters  sent  in  at  Galveston;  tnat 
his  object  was  purely  commercial;  that  he  should  endeavor  to  get  back 
here  in  about  three  weeks,  when  he  urged  McKenney  to  meet  him,  if 
possible,  and  concluded  with  a  brief  message  to  Mrs.  Swenson  of  con- 
jugal love." 

I  have  also  received  a  letter  from  Commander  Le  Roy,  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Texas  division,  under  date  of  October  24,  an  extract 
from  which  is  as  follows: 

While  off  Galveston  Mr.  Swenson  sent,  through  me,  a  communication  to  the  commanding 
general,  requesting  permission  through  flag  oft  nice  to  have  an  interview  with  certain  mer- 
chants in  Texas.  Yesterday  Mr.  Swenson's  letter  was  returned  with  an  endorsement  from 
Headquarters  District  of  Texas  (where  it  was  referred  by  the  commanding  general  at  Gal- 
veston), that  under  no  circumstances  will  communication  be  allowed  between  the  writer  of 
this  or  any  of  the  class  of  persons  to  which  he  belongs  with  persons  within  our  lines. 

On  the  16th  instant  I  received  from  New  Orleans,  through  General 
Canby.  the  following  copy  of  a  telegram  from  the  President  of  the 
Unitea  States: 

Executive  Mansion, 
Washington,  November  6. 
For  the  Naval  Officer  in  Command  in  Mobile  Bay: 

Do  not,  on  any  account  or  any  showing  of  authority  whatever,  from  whomsoever  purport- 
ing to  come,  allow  the  blockade  to  be  violated.

Royal,  regarding  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Neptune.

Off  Brazos  Santiago,  Tex.,  November  28,  I864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  particulars  of  the 
capture  of  the  schooner  Neptune.  Said  schooner  was  discovered 
between  4  and  5  p.  m.  yesterday,  about  5  miles  to  the  eastward  and 
standing  for  the  coast,  this  vessel  being  about  2  miles  from  the  beach. 
I  boarded  her  about  16  miles  N.  N.  E.  of  this  place.  The  boarding 
officer  was  directed  to  enquire  why  she  showed  no  colors.  The  master 
replied  that  he  had  none.  She  had  no  register  nor  other  papers, 
excepting  some  informal  ones  of  no  value  excepting  as  evidence  that 
she  nad  been  in  Velasco  and  Matagorda,  and  a  certificate  of  D.  M. 
Stopp,  collector  of  Velasco,  that  the  "schooner  Neptune,  of  Lavaca, 
was  authorized  to  trade,  convey  passengers,  etc.,  until  regular  papers 
can  be  issued  by  the  collector  of  this  port,"  dated  September  2, 1863. 

I  seized  the  vessel,  brought  her  crew  (three  persons)  on  board  this 
vessel,  and  towed  her  to  this  anchorage.  Upon  searching  her  the  fol- 
lowing articles  were  found,  viz: 

1st.  A  rebel  ensign. 

2d.  A  pocketbook,  containing  the  discharge  of  John  Wilson  (sea^ 
man)  from  the  Confederate  steamer  Dodge,  and  signed  by  H.  S.  Lub- 
bock, commanding  C.  S.  S.  Bayou  City;  a  receipt  to  Jolm  Wilson  for 
$2,000,  by  Charles  Gearing,  Houston,  April  15, 1863 ;  a  receipt  to  same 
for  $100,  by  Charles  Sweeny  and  Thomas  Barnard,  Houston,  April 
21,  1863;  a  promissory  note  for  $100,  to  John  Wilson  or  order,  by 
William  Long,  Houston,  April  26,  1863. 

3d.  A  cigar  case  containing  $110  in  Confederate  bank  notes. 

The  vessel  was  empty,  having  just  lost  a  cargo  of  salt,  said  salt  hav- 
ing, according  to  the  master's  statement  " dissolved  in  her  hold." 
There  was  much  water  in  her  hold  and  it  was  very  salt.     She  has  40 
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tons  capacity;  is  of  little  value  as  a  prize,  but  she  is  almost  a  new 
vessel,  and  is  capable  of  carrying  75  bales  of  cotton  in  5  feet  of  water. 
I  will  send  her  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  in  this  port  this 
morning.  On  Sunday  week  the  Lackawanna  arrived  off  Galveston, 
and  having  turned  over  to  Captain  Marchand  all  the  papers  and  infor- 
mation in  my  possession,  I  left  the  same  evening  for  Sabine  Pass, 
where  I  arrived  the  next  morning,  and  the  following  day  (Tuesday) 
convened  a  court-martial  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  November  10. 
The  court  having  concluded  its  labor  early  on  Thursday  morning,  at 
noon  of  that  day  I  left  for  this  port.  Cm  Sunday  forenoon  I  com- 
municated at  Mobile  Bay  with  the  fleet  fox  the  purpose  of  reporting  to 
yourself  the  necessity  for  an  overhauling  of  the  engines  of  tins  ship,  as 
they  lately  have  occasioned  us  much  trouble,  and  requesting  your 
permission  to  do  so  at  this  port,  as  we  could  not,  in  our  present  condi- 
tion, do  any  service  that  would  require  much  running. 

Tne  senior  engineer  thinks  from  four  to  five  weeks'  labor  will  put 
his  department  in  serviceable  condition. 

The  ship  also  leaks  considerably,  but  I  am  in  hopes  calking  a  few 
strakes  outside,  near  the  water  line,  will  correct  to  some  extent  that 
trouble.  I  communicated  with  Captain  Jenkins,  the  senior  officer 
present,  commanding  Second  Division  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squad- 
ron, but  I  deem  it  proper  to  address  you  officially  upon  the  subject. 

I  have  stated  this  morning  to  Commander  Armstrong  the  wants,  etc., 
and  he  has  given  orders  to  the  chief  engineer  and  to  the  carpenter  of 
the  yard  to  make  the  necessary  inspection,  and  such  repairs,  etc.,  as 
may  be  necessary  will  be  commenced  immediately.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  several  communications  from 
Captain  Marchand  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Dinsmore ;  shall  be  able  to  dispatch 
her  in  two  hours.  I  have  no  news  of  importance  to  convey.  The 
weather  has  been  so  roue:h  now  for  two  weeks  that  I  have  not  been  able 
to  arrange  communications  with  the  general  in  command  of  our  forces 
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here,  not  even  to  establish  signals.  I  wrote  our  consul  several  days 
since,  forwarding  by  a  transport  bound  in,  but  as  the  former  consul  is 
about  to  be  relieved  can  hardly  expect  much  information  from  either 
at  present. 

I  learn  that  the  steamer  Ike  Davis,  seized  *  by  rebel  passengers  en 
route  from  Bagdad  to  New  Orleans,  was  run  into  Matagorda  Bay  and 
is  now  loading  with  cotton  to  run  the  blockade.  She  has  not  sufficient 
fuel,  but  they  are  burning  charcoal  for  her.  A  large  English  steamer 
ran  in  there  a  few  days  since,  disabled,  but  bound  for  Galveston.  One 
or  two  schooners  are  in  there  awaiting  cotton.  The  above  I  learn 
from  a  prisoner  (on  board  the  Dinsmore),  a  New  Orleans  mulatto. 

I  have  eight  days'  coal  remaining,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  coal 
here,  so,  with  your  permission,  I  shall  leave  for  off  Galveston  for  a 
supply  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  in  obedience  to  instructions 
from  the  divisional  commander. 

I  hardly  carry  sufficient  coal  for  this  station,  but  am  well  adapted 
to  offshore  cruising — that  is,  80  or  90  miles  off  Galveston — our  speed 
being  from  9  to  13  knots  with  steam  and  sail.  I  trust  you  will  give  it 
your  consideration.

She  is  broken  down 
and  will  scarcely  be  fit  for  outside  service  for  months. 

I  have  also  appointed  to  the  Milwaukee,  one  of  the  Mississippi  iron- 
clads recently  sent  to  my  squadron  and  now  at  New  Orleans,  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander J.  H.  Gillis,  detaching  him  from  the  gunboat  Sciota, 
that  vessel  being  also  in  a  very  crippled  condition.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  particulars  of 
the  capture  of  schooner  Flash,  at  9:30  a.  m.  to-day,  said  schooner 
being  discovered  and  boarded  in  latitude  23°  24'  N.,  longitude  97°  24' 
W.,  being  about  20  miles  from  the  coast  of  Mexico. 

The  following  articles  were  found  on  board,  as  follows:  41  bales  of 
cotton,  1  English  ensign,  an  exemption  paper  to  the  captain  (from 
military  duty),  dated  m  Galveston,  October  27,  1864. 

The  crew  consisted  of  the  following  persons :  Robert  Vaugn,  master; 
Louis  Wilson,  seaman;  Walter  Hayward,  seaman;  George  Williams, 
cook. 

The  captain  confessed  that  he  had  just  left  Galveston  and  was  bound 
to  Tampico.  I  immediately  seized  her,  put  a  prize  crew  on  board,  and 
have  ordered  her  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication,  to  report  to  Captain 
J.  B.  Marchand.  off  Galveston,  on  her  way  up;  The  prize  list  will  be 
sent  immediately  upon  our  arrival  at  Galveston,  whither  I  am  now 
going  for  coals.

Sir:  I  have  the  pleasure  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander J.  E.  Jouett,  detailing  the  circumstances  of  the  cap- 
ture of  the  prize  steamer  Susanna,  formerly  known  as  the  Mail,  on  tne 
27th  ultimo. 

She  was  first  descried  near  the  northerly  part  of  the  Campeche 
Banks  at  10 :  45  in  the  morning,  and  wad  taken  after  a  chase  of  about 
five  hours. 

Her  cargo  consisted  originally  of  270  bales  of  cotton,  half  of  which 
she  probably  threw  overboard. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett  towed  her  to  Key  West,  and  after- 
wards sent  her  to  Philadelphia  under  charge  of  Acting  Master  Nields.

North  Edge  of  Campeche  Banks,  November  27,  186 4. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  November  18.  1864, 1  towed  the 
ironclad  Manhattan  to  New  Orleans^  and  on  the  23a  instant  sailed  and 
cleared  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi  River  at  5  p.  m. 
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I  steamed  for  the  most  northerly  portion  of  the  Campeche  Banks, 
marked  "Coral,  good  fishing."  I  reached  the  spot  I  desired  at  10 :35 
a.  m.  of  this  date  and  stopped  the  engine  to  await  the  coming  of  some 
vessel.  At  10:45  a  sail  was  reported  bearing  S.  S.  W.,  coming  from 
the  direction  of  the  Alacrans.  I  gave  chase.  The  sea  was  rough, 
with  rollers.  The  stranger  showed  no  smoke.  At  11 :30  I  could  see 
her  from  deck  •  a  long,  low  steamer,  single  stack,  one  mast,  apparently 
very  fast,  as  she  determined  to  cross  my  course  or  bows.  I  gradually 
dropped  in  her  wake,  and  at  2  p.  m.  was  astern  of  her,  she  throwing 
cotton  overboard  very  fast.  She  crossed  my  bows  about  3  miles  off. 
I  tried  the  forward  100-pounder  rifle,  with  my  colors  set,  three  times, 
when  I  abandoned  that  plan  and  settled  down  for  a  long  chase  to  Cape 
San  Antonio,  Cuba,  as  I  saw  she  was  heading  for  that  point  and  run- 
ning well.  We  were  making  18,  19,  and  19£  turns,  with  36  to  37 
pounds  of  steam.  The  sea  gradually  fell,  which  gave  a  fine  oppor- 
tunity to  test  this  ship's  speed,  the  log  showing  13  knots.  At  4  p.  m. 
I  opened  on  him  with  a  24-pounder  Dahlgren.  After  a  few  well- 
pointed  shrapnel  she  came  to,  not  having  set  her  colors  at  any  time 
and  none  being  found  after  her  capture.  She  proved  to  be  the  cele- 
brated fast  blockade  running  steamer  Susanna,  which  the  Tennessee 
chased  seventeen  hours  and  did  not  catch.  She  was  from  Galveston. 
Her  cargo  was  originally  270  bales  of  cotton,  one-half  of  which,  I 
think,  the  captain  threw  overboard  during  tne  chase.  He  said  he 
pushed  boldly  for  Cuba,  as  he  supposed  his  speed  would  save  him,  etc. 

She  is  a  small,  English-built  steamer  of  350  tons,  and  was  once 
burned  and  captured  in  Florida,  her  name  at  that  time  being  the  Mail.  > 
I  am  towing  her  to  Key  West,  as  she  has  not  enough  soft  coal  to  last 
her  to  that  place  and  can  not  burn  the  hard.  I  shall  send  her  to  Phila- 
delphia unless  some  law  exists  prohibiting  it.  I  will  send  the  captain, 
mate,  and  cook  in  her. 

I  have  gained  all  the  information  I  wish  to  enable  me  to  be  very- 
troublesome  to  these  vessels.  I  shall  hasten  off  Cape  San  Antonio,  as 
the  Denbigh  will  soon  come  along.  I  expect  to  catch  her.  I  have 
sent  Acting  Master  H.  C.  Nields  in  the  Susanna,  with  all  proper  instruc- 
tions and  a  crew  whose  times  are  out,  directing  him  to  return  to  this 
vessel.  Captain  C.  W.  Austin,  of  the  Susanna,  says  there  is  but  one 
vessel,  the  Zephine,  formerly  the  Francis,  that  can  beat  this  ship,  and 
I  think  he  has  told  me  enough  to  enable  me  to  capture  her  should  she 
come  my  way.  If  rough,  get  her  on  a  wind  or  head  to  it  and  she  is 
slow,  but  very  fast  before  tne  wind  and  sea.  I  see  by  the  chart  and 
learn  from  these  people  that  vessels  going  to  Galveston  "  ships  shoal 
light"  to  avoid  the  northers  and  save  coal,  as  they  must  carry  fuel  to 
last  both  ways.

November  29, 1864- — From  8  to  12  meridian:  Lying  to  an  anchor  to 
the  eastward  of  Mandeville;  at  9: 15  went  to  quarters;  at  9:45  saw  a 
boat  bearing  S.  S.  W.,  distant  5  miles,  standing  in  for  Mandeville;  dis- 
patched the  gig  with  an  armed  crew  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  A. 
Rich,  to  overhaul  her;  at  about  11  he  succeeded  in  bringing  her  to, 
after  firing  8  shots,  she  then  being  within  1  mile  of  the  piers  at  Mande- 
ville. The  boat  proved  to  be  a  blockade  runner  with  an  assorted 
cargo  of  whisky,  coffee,  hams,  woolen  clothing,  opium,  and  quinine, 
manned  by  two  persons,  who  gave  their  names  as  George  Arhck  and 
George  Cranford.  No  papers  of  any  kind  were  found  in  the  boat  or 
on  the  persons  of  her  crew.  On  being  asked  for  their  papers  they  scid 
they  had  none,  and  admitted  that  they  were  bound  for  Mandeville 
with  the  goods.  At  11  got  the  vessel  underway;  at  11 :30  picked  up 
the  gig  and  her  prize  and  returned  to  our  anchorage.

At  the  time  of  their  receipt  the  Constellation  had  not  been  heard 
of,  and  I  had  no  means  of  knowing  when  that  vessel  would  arrive  on 
this  station.

Mair. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Itasca, 
Off  Pass  Cavallo,  Texas,  November  SO,  186 J^. 
Sir:  I  respectfully  inform  you  that  I  have  this  day  captured  the 
English  schooner  Carrie  Mair,  from  Tampico,  purporting  to  be  bound 
to  Havana. 

I  captured  her  about  15  miles  to  the  southward  and  eastward  of 
Pass  Cavallo  light-house.  I  have  sent  her  to  New  Orleans  for  adju- 
dication in  charge  of  Acting  Ensim  Charles  H.  Hurd.  I  yesterday 
chased  on  shore  a  schooner  of  about  100  tons;  she  was  evidently 
bound  into  Matagorda  Bay,  but  ran  on  shore  before  I  cut  her  off. 
I  endeavored  to  destroy  her  with  shell,  but  did  not  succeed,  owing  to 
the  swell  being  very  heavy,  and  consequently  our  aim  being  very 
[un]certain.  She  is  nearly  nigh  and  dry,  and  can  not  be  gotten  off, 
but  can  be  destroyed  as  soon  as  the  sea  becomes  smooth.  She  is  on 
shore  about  five  miles  to  the  northward  and  eastward  of  Decrow's 
Point.

Report  of  Major-General  Granger,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  Confederate 
operations  in  Mississippi  Souna,  and  general  uneasiness  in  and  about 
Mobile. 

Fort  Gaines,  November  SO,  I864. 
Colonel:  Forrest  has  sent  down  to  Fowl  River  1,000  men  (sailors), 
where  they  have  prepared  launches  to  capture  and  destroy  our  trans- 
ports running  in  Mississippi  Sound.  It  is  probable  that  they  will  try 
to  push  others  out  from  tne  Pascagoula  River.  Captain  Jenlans,  U.  S. 
Navy,  commanding  fleet  here,  and  myself,  are  on  the  qui  vive.  Our 
transports  should  be  on  the  alert  and  prepared  with  signal  rockets  to 
give  the  alarm  to  navy  boats  guarding  the  sound  coast.  It  is  probably 
their  intention  to  prevent  or  delay  supplies  reaching  Sherman  and 
Davidson  in  case  they  should  come  m  upon  this  coast.  If  I  had  a  few 
troops  and  water  transportation,  any  attempt  of  this  kind  could  be 
easily  frustrated.  I  will  try  it  anyhow.  Deserters  and  refugees  from 
Mobile  report  fighting  going  on  at  Macon.  Later  reports  say  that  one 
column  of  Sherman's  is  moving  on  Mobile,  while  the  main  body  has 
gone  to  Savannah.  Everything  indicates  uneasiness  at  Mobile.  I 
nave  two  spies  in  Mobile  and  hope  to  hear  something  definite  soon.

U.  S.  S.  Chocura, 
Cruising  off  Velasco,  Tex.,  December  4,  186 4. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  the  capture  ot 
the  three-masted  schooner  Lowood  (a  notorious  blockade  runner),  with 
a  cargo  of  221  bales  of  cotton.     She  ran  the  blockade  of  Velasco  last 
night  and  was  taken  by  this  vessel  to-day  in  latitude  27°  47'  N.,  longi- 
tude 95°  30'  W.  (65  miles  south  of  Velasco).     We  had  been  watching 
this  schooner  for  some  time  and  finally  laid  a  trap  for  her,  which  has 
proved  successful.     When  taken,  she  had  no  colors  or  papers,  and  the 
master  boldly  avows  her  to  be  Confederate  property.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  this  evening  seized 
the  Holland  brig  Geziena  Hilligonda,  B.  P.  Janson,  master,  from  Liver- 
pool to  Matamoras. 

She  was  discovered  at  10:20  a.  m.,  bearing  N.  by  W.,  and  at  the 
time  standing  to  the  southward,  but  close  inshore.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  sent 
a  boat  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  C.  L.  Crandall  to  overhaul  her,  she 
being  within  2  miles  of  shore. 

Mr.  Crandall,  on  his  return,  reported  her  to  be  suspicious,  having  an 
assorted  cargo  of  medicines,  gunny  cloth,  iron,  cloth,  mule  traces,  etc. 
I  sent  her  m  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  C.  L.  Crandall  and  Acting 
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[Master's]  Mate  H.  T.  Davis  with  a  crew  of  7  men  to  New  Orleans  for 
adjudication.  Considering  it  necessary,  I  have  detained  the  mate  and 
two  of  tho  men,  and  will  send  them  to  New  Orleans  by  the  first 
opportunity.

I  did  not  break  out  the  cargo.  The  articles  on  the  manifest  were 
sufficient  (in  my  opinion)  to  seize  her. 

Among  the  items  she  had  84  pounds  of  quinine  and  a  quantity  of 
other  medicines,  boxes  of  hardware,  bales  of  ready-made  clotmng, 
woolens,  cloth,  50,000  pounds  of  iron  plates;  in  fact,  a  very  suspicious 
cargo. 

I  shall  send  the  mate  and  two  men,  whom  I  detained,  to  Galveston 
in  the  Chocura. 

I  was  relieved  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Wilson  this  morning  and 
sailed  from  Brazos  at  10:30  a.  m.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  I  have  this 
day  captured  the  British  schooner  Julia,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
on  suspicion  of  attempting  to  run  the  blockade  of  tne  Texas  coast. 
The  Julia  was  cleared  from  Havana  for  Matamoras  with  a  cargo  of 
bar  iron  and  steel,  paper,  rope,  cotton  bagging,  and  one  case  of  mer- 
chandise (probably  medicines),  the  usual  cargo  for  the  blockade. 
When  discovered,  she  was  43  miles  from  Velasco,  heading  in  for  the 
rebel  coast,  under  easy  sail,  and  probably  waiting  for  night.     As  soon 
as  she  discovered  us  she  made  sail  and  went  about,  trying  to  escape. 
I  have  sent  her  into  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Hon.  Sir:  I  am  possessed  of  certain  information  which  I  think  will 
be  of  use  to  your  Department,  and  not  knowing  if  you  are  already  in 
possession  of  it,  take  this  medium  of  communicating. 

At  Selma,  Ala.,  has  just  been  built  a  torpedo  boat.  Length,  about 
30  feet ;  has  water-tight  compartments ;  can  be  sunk  or  raised  as  desired ; 
is  propelled  by  a  very  small  engine,  and  will  just  stow  in  5  men.  It 
has  some  arrangement  of  machinery  that  times  the  explosions  of  tor- 
pedoes, to  enable  the  operators  to  retire  to  a  safe  distance.  The  boat 
1>roves  to  be  a  good  sailer  on  the  river  and  has  gone  to  Mobile  to  make 
ast  preparations  for  trying  its  efficacy  on  the  Federal  vessels.  Was 
built  and  is  commanded  by  Halligan.  What  I  have  stated  you  can 
rely  upon  as  strictly  true;  as  to  the  danger  to  be  anticipated  from  the 
boat,  you  can  judge  better  than  I.

U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  blockade. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Mobile  Bay,  December  5,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  to  inform  you  that  I  have  seen  an  order  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  of  recent  date,  I  think  11th  November, 
1864,  annulling  and  rescinding  all  passes  and  permission  to  bring  cot- 
ton out  of  ports  or  places  in  the  possession  of  the  rebels  and  directing 
that  the  blockade  is  to  be  rigidly  enforced  regardless  of  all  passes,  from 
or  by  whomsoever  given,  including  his  own. 

You  will  please  carry  out  these  instructions  according  to  their  letter 
and  spirit,  and  in  case  any  person  presents  himself  or  herself  on  board 
of  your  vessel,  or  if  any  or  tnose  under  your  command  to  be  sent  under 
a  nag  of  truce  within  the  rebel  lines  for  any  purpose  whatever,  not 
purely  naval  or  military  in  its  character,  you  will  refuse  to  send  him  or 
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her  under  a  flag;  of  truce  within  the  rebel  lines.  And  in  case  any  person 
is  sent  to  our  unes  under  a  flag  of  truce  by  the  rebels,  who  have  not 
previously  been  authorized  to  be  received  by  proper  authority, 
through  me  or  the  commanding  officer  of  this  division,  you  will  decline 
to  receive  him  or  her.  No  letters  are  to  be  sent  or  received  by  flag  of 
truce  except  those  from  and  to  our  prisoners  who  are  in  the  hands  of 
rebels,  ana  to  and  from  rebel  prisoners  in  our  hands.  All  prisoners' 
letters,  when  received,  are  to  be  sent  enclosed  to  the  commander  of  the 
division  for  examination.  I  desire  that  these  instructions  be  rigidly 
enforced.

Report  of  Captain  Jenkins,    U.  S.  Navy,  urging  the  necessity  of  an 
increased  force  in  Mobile  Bay. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Mobile  Bay,  December  6,  1864. 

Sir:  The  force  of  this  division  having  been  greatly  reduced  within 
the  last  two  or  three  weeks,  I  have  to  can  your  attention  to  the  fact. 

There  are,  according  to  the  most  reliable  information  that  has 
reached  me,  not  less  than  four  light-draft  blockade  runners  at  Mobile, 
two  of  which,  it  is  reported,  are  laden  with  cotton  ready  to  attempt  an 
escape. 

The  Metacomet}  the  fastest  of  all  the  vessels  which  have  been  sta- 
tioned off  Dog  River  Bar,  has  been  withdrawn  and  sent  on  a  cruise. 
The  Pinola,  Kennebec,  and  Owasco,  [which]  have  been  kept  here  a 
good  part  of  the  time  since  the  capture  of  this  place,  have  Deen  sent 
either  on  a  cruise  or  to  New  Orleans.  The  Port  Royal  is  no  longer  in  a 
fit  condition  for  efficient  service  in  this  bay,  and  ought  to  be  sent  either 
to  Pensacola  or  to  New  Orleans  for  repairs. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  at  least  three  months  to  make  a 
thorough  repair  of  the  Port  RoyaVs  boilers.  The  Selma  is  leaking  at 
the  rate  of  5  inches  an  hour,  requiring  her  to  be  pumped  once  every 
hour  day  and  night.  This  vessel  is  not  pumped  out  by  her  engines. 
It  is  indispensable  that  the  Selma  be  sent  to  New  Orleans  or  higher  up 
the  river,  to  be  hauled  upon  ways,  calked,  and  coppered.  The  work 
can  not  at  present  be  done  at  Pensacola.  I  have  information  that  the 
Kennebec,  which  recently  arrived  at  Pensacola  for  repairs,  is  in  suffi- 
ciently good  condition  for  service,  until  her  time  for  being  taken  in 
hand  by  the  machinists  comes  round.  If  allowed  to  remain  in  Pensa- 
cola awaiting  repairs,  it  may  and  probably  will  be  several  months 
before  work  can  be  commenced  upon  her.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  the  Kineo  be  sent  here  for  service  off  Dog  River  Bar  until  such 
time  as  previously  ordered  work  upon  vessels  now  in  Pensacola  shall 
have  been  completed. 

With  the  numerous  outlets  for  light-draft  vessels  from  the  lower  bay- 
to  the  sea,  it  would  scarcely  be  possible  to  prevent  any  vessel  which 
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might  escape  the  observation  of  the  upper  fleet  from  getting  safely  to 
sea  by  the  present  inadequate  force  now  at  my  command.  The 
threatened  raid  in  the  sound  by  boats  from  Fowl  River  and  Heron 
Bay  made  it  my  duty  to  send  another  vessel  there,  and  to  keep  at  least 
one  vessel  at  mght  in  Grant's  Pass,  near  Fort  Powell. 

Since  the  admiral  left  I  have  been  here  frequently  without  a  single 
tug,  three  or  four  at  Pensacola,  two  at  Lakeport,  two  at  the  upper 
fleet,  and  one  in  the  sound. 

These  tugs  are  indispensable  for  communicating  with  New  Orleans, 

Dog  River  Bar,  Mississippi  Sound,  Pensacola,  and  with  Pilot  Town, 

where  it  is  too  rough  to  send  ships'  boats.     Besides,  we  must  send  out 

pilots  to  vessels  coming  here  with  coal  and  provisions  for  this  division.

U.  S.  S.  Princess  Royal, 
Off  Galveston,  December  7,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  capture 
by  this  vessel  of  the  schooner  Alabama. 

At  daylight  this  morning,  whilst  cruising  off  San  Luis  Pass,  a 
schooner  was  discovered  inshore,  standing  in.  This  vessel  imme- 
diately gave  chase.  A  shot  was  fired  to  bring  her  to,  when  she 
rounded  to,  being  at  [the]  time  in  the  breakers  and  aground.  She 
then  lowered  a  boat  on  the  inshore  side,  in  which  all  her  people  imme- 
diately deserted  the  vessel  and  pulled  for  the  beach,  keeping  the 
schooner  between  us  and  themselves.  This  ship  could  go  in  no 
farther  for  want  of  water. 

Two  boats  were  immediately  sent  to  board  her,  when  she  was 
worked  off  into  deep  water,  a  prize  crew  kept  on  board,  and  she  was 
ordered  to  Galveston  in  order  that  I  might  more  thoroughly  search 
her  hold. 

She  is  a  very  sharp,  clipper-built  schooner  of  about  52  tons  and 
looks  like  a  yacht,  and,  bemg  of  light  draft,  was  probably  built  for  a 
blockade  runner. 

The  following  articles  were  found  on  board,  viz: 

1st.  One  English  ensign. 

2d.  Log  book  of  the  schooner  Alabama,  from  Havana  to  Mata- 
moras,  commanded  by  Captain  Davis,  commencing  30th  November, 
1864;  kept  by  Alexander  Johnson,  mate.  Said  log  is  not  written  up 
beyond  the  4th  instant. 

3d.  Bill  of  health,  signed  by  the  visiting  medical  officer  at  Havana 
and  endorsed  by  the  Mexican  consul-general  at  that  place. 

4th.  Letter  dated  Havana,  29th  November,  1864.  addressed  to 
T.  W.  House,  Galveston,  and  notifying  said  House  01  invoices,  etc.. 
of  the  cargo  of  "my  British  schooner  Alabama,  Captain  Davis,"  ana 
requesting  him  to  invest  the  proceeds  in  cotton,  "  nothing  lower  than 
middling  class."     The  letter  is  signed  by  Rafael  Perez  de  St.  M.,  and 

fjoes  on  to  state  that  he  intends  to  keep  the  Alabama  running  regu- 
arly  to  Galveston. 

5th.  Shipping  articles,  registered  at  Nassau,  J.  H.  Davis,  master, 
signed  at  Havana,  November  29th,  1864,  by  Alex.  Johnson,  mate; 
Edward  McGrath,  second  mate;  John  Miller,  cook;  Robert  Burns, 
William  Gallagher,  Edward  Geary,  and  C.  Saxtorph,  seamen. 

6th.  Certificate  of  British  register,  dated  Nassau,  23d  March, 
1864.     Register  tonnage  52T80V. 

7th.  Invoices  and  buls  of  lading  showing  her  cargo  to  consist  of 
15  kegs  bicarbonate  soda,  15  bales  India  oagging,  20  coils  manila 
rope,  100  barrels  flour,  102  iron  bars,  assorted;  42  iron  bars,  sauare; 
36  bundles  iron  bars,  square;  consigned  to  Mr.  T.  W.  House,  Mata- 
moras. 

8th.  Letters  of  introduction  to  persons  in  Tampico,  Vera  Cruz, 
and  Matamoras. 

9th.  A  pocketbook  containing  a  two-dollar  bill  of  the  Confederate 
States,  and  some  private  papers  not  in  any  way  connected  with  or 
relating  to  the  vessel. 
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The  Alabama  will  be  sent  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication;  to  sail 
this  evening.

Narcissus,  then  lying  off  the  city  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  I  was  ordered  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Low  to  go  in  near  the  obstructions  on  picket 
duty.  An  officer  was  sent  on  board  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Low 
to  pilot  the  vessel. 

The  Narcissus  was  anchored  in  8  feet  of  water  and  to  the  northward 
and  westward  of  the  fleet. 

At  about  10:30  p.  m.  we  were  struck  by  a  heavy  squall  from  the 
northward  and  westward,  and  fearing  that  my  vessel  would  ground.  I 
got  underway  and  stood  to  the  southward  and  eastward  about  a  mile, 
and  anchored  in  9  feet  of  water. 

While  paying  out  chain,  the  vessel  struck  a  torpedo,  which  exploded, 
lifting  her  nearly  out  of  water  and  breaking  out  a  large  hole  in  tne  star- 
board side,  amidships,  besides  doing  other  damage,  causing  the  vessel 
to  sink  in  about  fifteen  minutes.  Everything  was  done  to  save  the 
vessel,  but  finding  this  impossible,  I  made  signals  of  distress  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  neet. 

In  the  morning  the  U.  S.  S.  Cowslip  came  up,  and  all  the  guns,  small 
arms,  ammunition,  provisions,  etc.,  were  saved.  The  steam  pipe  was 
burst  by  the  explosion  and  everything  was  enveloped  in  steam,  driv- 
ing the  men  from  below,  and  seriously  scalding  1  officer  and  3  men. 
All  did  their  duty  faithfully,  but  I  will  call  your  attention  to  James 
Kelly,  second-class  fireman.     Fearing  that  the  boiler  might  explode,  I 
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had  ordered  him  below  to  haul  the  fires,  and  this  duty  he  performed, 
though  the  fire-room  was  flooded  with  hot  water,  through  which  he 
was  obliged  to  wade.     He  was  badly  scalded  in  obeying  the  order. 

At  8  o'clock  a.  m.  on  December  8  I  abandoned  the  vessel  by  order  of 
Lieutenant-Commander  Low.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  to  the  Department  the 
record  of  a  court  of  enquiry  upon  the  sinking  of  the  tug  Narcissus. 

It  is  now  clearly  determined  that  she  was  sunk  by  tne  explosion  of  a 
torpedo;  indeed,  I  came  to  that  conclusion  immediately  upon  exam- 
ining her  bottom  the  other  day  at  Pensacola,  whilst  she  was  hauled 
upon  the  ways. 

The  conduct  of  her  commander  (Acting  Ensign  W.  G.  Jones)  in  dic- 
tating and  causing  a  letter  to  be  published  in  one  of  this  city's  papers, 
of  so  disgusting  a  character,  renders  him  unfit  to  hold  the  position  he 
now  occupies  in  the  Navy. 

I  do  not  think  persons  of  this  description  are  worth  the  time  and 
expense  of  a  trial  by  court-martial.  I  hope,  therefore,  it  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  Department's  views  to  dismiss  him  from  the 
service.

Sir  :  Until  operations  against  Mobile  are  determined  on  I  propose  to 
retain  my  headquarters  at  New  Orleans,  visiting  occasionally  the 
blockades  and  Pensacola,  leaving  the  blockade  of  this  bay  under  the 
control  of  Captain  Jenkins,  commanding  the  first  division. 

New  Orleans  (now  that  the  fever  has  disappeared)  possesses  far 
greater  advantages  for  the  control  of  this  fleet  than  this  baj.  Our 
principal  repairs  and  refitments  are  done  there;  besides  I  am  m  direct 
communication  with  the  Department  and  the  commanding  general; 
but  should  the  Department  prefer  Mobile  Bay,  then  I  should  relieve 
Captain  Jenkins  from  the  command  of  the  Richmond  and  establish  him 
at  New  Orleans,  and  in  this  case  would  request  permission  to  order 
Commander  Le  Roy  (now  in  command  of  the  Ossipee,  which  vessel  is 
undergoing  extensive  repairs  at  Pensacola)  to  the  command  of  the 
Richmond,  and  request  that  a  commander  for  the  Ossipee  may  be  sent 
me  from  the  North. 

Will  the  Department  please  inform  me  of  their  wishes  in  regard  to 
the  within-mentioned  subject.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  as  a  summary  of  the 
work  performed  by  this  vessel  in  her  recent  cruise  of  three  weeks  off 
Velasco,  Tex. :       *  C  ^r»a\o 
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November  &£. — Sighted  and  chased  ashore  on  the  bar  of  the  San 
Bernard  River  a  schooner  said  to  be  called  the  Louisa,  This  vessel 
was  totally  wrecked  in  the  heavy  S.  E.  gale  of  the  night  of  24th.  The 
heavy  sea  prevented  me  from  getting  near  her  or  boarding  her. 

December  4.— -Captured  the  three-masted  schooner  Lowood  (no  colors 
or  papers),  65  miles  south  of  Velasco;  cargo  of  221  bales  long-staple 
cotton. 

December  5. — Captured  the  British  schooner  Julia,  of  Nassua,  New 
Providence,  43  miles  south  of  Velasco;  cargo  of  bar  iron  and  steel, 
paper,  rope,  cotton  bagging,  cigars,  and  medicines. 

December  6. — Captured  the  British  schooner  Lady  Hurley,  of  Mon- 
treal (consort  to  the  Carrie  Mair,  taken  at  Pass  Cavallo  by  Itasca,  and 
owned  by  the  blockade-running  firm  of  A.  S.  Mair  &  Co.),  31  miles 
S.  E.  i  S.  of  Velasco;  cargo  of  bar  iron  and  steel,  salt,  paper, 
medicines,  etc., 

December  7. — In  company  with  Princess  Royal  when  she  captyired 
the  Alabama,  British  schooner,  off  San  Luis  Pass.  The  Lowood,  Julia, 
and  Lady  Hurley  have  been  sent  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Navy,  regarding  the 
arrival  of  the  ship  Lisbon  with  coal  for  the  Texas  division. 

U.  S.  S.  Pocahontas, 
Off  Sabine  Pass,  December  8,  186 J^. 
Sir:  The  ship  Lisbon,  with  800  tons  of  coal  for  the  Texas  division, 
arrived  here  on  the  2d  instant,  and  I  have  detained  her,  under  the 
instructions  I  received  from  Commander  Le  Roy,  until  I  have  an 
opportunity  to  hear  your  wishes.  The  Lisbon  is  reported  by  her 
master  to  be  leaking  in  her  upper  works,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  cause  him  any  anxiety,  and  for  this  reason,  and  as  it  is  generally 
smoother  here  than  off  Galveston,  he  wishes  to  remain  here  until  the 
ship  can  be  lightened  of  100  tons  of  her  cargo.  The  Lisbon  will  require 
to  retain  for  ballast  200  tons  of  coal,  whicn  will  leave  her  600  tons  for 
disposal. 

The  enemy  sent  out  a  flag  of  truce  on  the  5th  instant,  by  which  I 
learn  that  Semmes,  late  of  the  Alabama,  has  been  here  recently.  I 
think,  however,  that  this  is  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the 
officer  who  met  the  enemy's  flag,  as  Sabine  Pass  certainly  must  be  out 
of  the  direct  route  to  Richmond,  and  probably  the  rebel  officer  referred 
to  the  notice  in  the  newspaper  enclosed  in  the  accompanying  letter  to 
Commodore  Palmer.

On  the  30th  ultimo  I  captured  the  English  schooner  Carrie  Mair 
while  attempting  to  violate  the  blockade  of  this  coast.  I  sent  her  to 
New  Orleans  for  adjudication. 

This  morning  I  chased  and  ran  ashore  the  sloop  Mary  Ann,  of 
Galveston.  I  endeavored  to  haul  her  off,  but  not  being  able  to  do  so 
I  removed  her  cargo,  consisting  of  21  bales  of  cotton,  and  will  send  it 
to  ^ew  Orleans  for  adjudication  by  the  first  opportunity.  The  sloop 
I  caused  to  be  entirely  destroyed  by  cutting  away  her  mast  and  all  her 
beams.  I  could  not  destroy  her  by  fire,  as  she  was  under  water.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  copy  of  report  of  the  cap- 
ture in  Mississippi  Sound,  on  the  8th  instant,  of  the  rebel  schooner 
Medera  or  Medora,  by  the  U.  S.  S.  J.  P.  Jackson  and  tinclad  Stockdale, 
with  105  bales  of  cotton  on  board. 

I  have  just  received  information  that  this  schooner  was  removed 
outside  of  the  obstructions  soon  after  the  capture,  and  that  she  has 
been  sent  with  a  prize  crew  to  New  Orleans.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington,  V.  S.  Navy,  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  J.  P.  Jackson,  of  the  capture  of  the  Confederate 
schooner  Medora,  December  8,  1864- 

U.  S.  S.  J.  P.  Jackson, 
Mississippi  Sound,  December  8,  1864* 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  [that]  this  morning  at  6  o'clock  we 
discovered   a  schooner  aground  on   Pascagoula  Bar.     We  at  once 
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got  underway  and  steamed  in  toward  her;  signalized  to  the  steamer 
StocJcdale  to  come  within  hail.  We  ran  into  9  feet  of  water  and  came 
to  anchor;  called  away  three  armed  boats  and  boarded  her.  She 
proved  to  be  the  schooner  Medora,  with  105  bales  of  cotton  on  board, 
commanded  by  J.  E.  Sarrazin,  of  Pascagoula.  He  reports  that  the 
vessel  was  bound  to  New  Orleans  and  produced  a  pass  from  Rear- 
Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut,  dated  September  6, 1864.  The  vessel  is  now 
aground  inside  the  obstructions.  I  have  ordered  Captain  Edwards, 
of  the  StocJcdale,  assisted  by  two  boats'  crews  from  my  vessel,  to 
remove  the  spiles  in  the  channel  and  get  the  schooner  over  the  bar. 
This  can  be  done  by  taking  out  part  of  the  cotton.  The  schooner  has 
no  papers,  they  having  been  sent  to  New  Orleans  last  January  by  me. 
I  shall  finish  removing  the  obstructions  to-day,  and  will  take  out  the 
cotton  to-night,  and  at  high  water  to-morrow  I  think  she  will  come 
over  the  bar.  I  will  put  a  prize  crew  on  board  of  her  and  send  vessel 
and  cargo  to  New  Orleans  for  adjudication.

Report  of  Captain  JenJcins,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  (he  schooner  Medora, 
captured  December  8,  186 J^. 

U.  S.  S.  Richmond, 
Mobile  Bay,  December  15,  1864- 

Sib:  I  send  to  New  Orleans  in  tow  of  the  steam  tug  Tritonia  the 
schooner  Medora,  said  to  have  on  board  105  bales  of  cotton,  captured 
on  the  evening  of  the  8th  instant  on  Pascagoula  Bar  by  the  tinclad 
StocJcdale,  the  steam  tug  Rose,  and  the  steamer  J.  P.  Jackson. 

It  is  reported  that  this  schooner  was  partially  discharged  (mainly 
by  the  StocJcdale),  obstructions  removed  from  the  channel,  and  finally 
taken  into  Mississippi  Sound  and  reloaded. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  L.  W.  Pennington,  in  command  of  the 
J.  P.  Jackson,  and  the  senior  naval  officer  present,  reports  that  he 

germitted  the  master  and  supercargo  of  the  Medora  to  go  to  New 
cleans.  He  also  reports  that  the  only  papers  found  on  board  relating 
to  the  vessel  and  cargo  was  a  pass  or  permit  from  Admiral  Farragut 
to  take  this  vessel  and  cargo  to  New  Orleans;  but  this  paper  is  not 
embraced  with  those  given  to  the  prize  master. 

The  statute  is  plain  and  clear  under  these  bonds,  and  I  am  at  a  loss 
to  understand  why  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington  disre- 
garded it. 

I  have  visited  the  schooner  Medora,  and  finding  no  list  of  the  people 
on  bDard  at  the  time  of  the  capture,  I  had  the  men  mustered,  and 
enclose  the  list. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  cargo  of  this  vessel  belongs  bona 
fide  to  rebels,  and  most  probably  to  a  person  by  the  name  of  Hatfield. 

I  am  informed  that  a  small  vessel  laden  with  turpentine,  etc.,  was 
captured  receutly  by  the  steam  tug  Rose  in  Mississippi  Sound.  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington  has  not  reported  it  to  me,  as  it  was 
his  duty  to  do. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington  has  been  fully  informed 
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in  regard  to  these  orders  issued  from  the  President  of  the  United  States 
on  the  subject  of  the  blockade,  of  passes,  permits,  etc.,  and  therefore 
he  has  acted  with  full  information  in  his  possession. 

I  do  not  understand  by  what  authority  Mr.  Hatfield  and  other  per- 
sons known  to  have  been  on  board  the  J.  P.  Jackson  were  released. 

Should  the  admiralty  court  at  New  Orleans  refuse  to  adjudge  the 
Medora,  a  good  prize  to  the  captors,  those  officers  and  men  who  worked 
for  a  considerable  length  of  time  in  securing  her  and  her  cargo  are  cer- 
tainly entitled  to  salvage.  It  may  be  useless  for  me  to  add  that  I  am 
not  satisfied  witn  the  late  proceedings  in  Mississippi  Sound,  and  as 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington  is  no  longer  under  my  com- 
mand, he  having  been  ordered  by  you  to  appear  at  New  Orleans  for 
examination  for  promotion,  I  hope  a  thorough  investigation  will  be 
made  into  these  late  transactions.  The  officers  of  the  J .  P.  Jackson, 
Stoekdale,  and  Rose  may  be  able  to  clear  up  the,  to  me.  unsatisfactory 
points.  I  enclose  for  transmission  the  prize  lists  of  tne  three  vessels 
participating  in  the  capture  of  the  Medora  and  all  the  papers  sent  to 
me  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington. 

The  Tritonia  being  greatly  needed  here  at  this  time,  owing  to  the 
late  movements  of  General  Granger  and  his  request  for  the  use  of  the 
Rodolph  and  Stockdale  to  land  troops  in  Mississippi  Sound.  I  request 
that  she  may  not  be  detained  at  Lakeport.

Report  of  Major-CeneraL  Granger,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  insecurity 
of  Ship  Island  as  a  rendezvous  for  prisoners. 

Hdqrs.  Dist.  of  West  Florida  and  South  Alabama, 

Fort  Gaines,  December  10,  I864. 
Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  the  attention  of  the  commanding 
general  to  the  insecurity  of  Ship  Island,  with  its  present  garrison  and 
insufficient  means  of  defense,  as  a  rendezvous  for  prisoners.  From  a 
statement  made  to  me  a  few  days  since  by  Commodore  Palmer,  com- 
manding West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron,  who  had  to  stop  there  on 
his  way  to  the  fleet  in  Mobile  Bay,  it  appears  that  there  are  800  pris- 
oners of  war  on  that  island,  guarded  by  a  daily  detail  from  an  aggre- 
gate force  of  240  colored  soldiers,  without  a  field  battery,  with  an  unfin- 
ished fort  mounting  two  heavy  guns  pointing  seaward,  and  with  an  old 
sloop  of  war  in  the  harbor  scarcely  serviceable  for  immediate  defense. 
Although  this  post  is  not  in  my  command,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  repre- 
sent these  facts  to  the  commanding  general,  particularly  as  I  am  cred- 
ibly informed  that  a  large  number  of  flats  and  launches  are  now 
building  in  the  bays  along  Mississippi  Sound  between  Cedar  Point  and 
Pascagoula,  and  that  the  enemy  designs  moving  with  these  to  Ship 
Island  for  the  purpose  of  liberating  all  the  prisoners  confined  there.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  a  small  detachment  of  General 
Davidson's  cavalry  has  reached  West  Pascagoula;  the  main  column 
has  moved  in  the  direction  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad.  I  have 
communicated  with  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  detachment  that  has 
arrived  at  the  north  shore  and  have  notified  the  captain  of  the  trans- 
port at  Ship  Island,  which  has  their  stores  on  board.  General  Davidson 
is  in  command  of  the  raiding  forces,  and  wishes  all  the  stores  onboard 
of  the  transport  to  be  landed  at  West  Pascagoula.  This  can  not  be 
done  with  any  vessel  drawing  over  three  feet  and  a  half  of  water. 
When  the  transport  arrives  I  shall  endeavor  to  land  all  the  stores  I 
can  with  the  Stockdale.  Transports  of  light  draft  are  required  to  do  the 
work.

Report  of  Rear-Admiral  Farraout,  U.  S.  Navy,  announcing  arrival  at 

New  York. 

No.  576.]  Flagship  Hartford, 

New  York,  December  18,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  Hartford  at  this 
port,  after  a  passage  of  twelve  days  from  Pensacola,  which  place  I  left 
on  the  30th  ultimo. 

We  had  moderate  head  winds  from  Pensacola  to  Key  West^  where  I 
deemed  it  prudent  to  stop  and  replenish  the  coal.  We  left  Key  West 
on  the  morning  of  the  5th,  with  a  light  wind  from  the  eastward;  on  the 
6th  had  a  fine  Dreeze  from  the  southwest,  which  changed  to  the  north- 
east and  blew  a  terrible  gale  on  the  8th  and  9th.  The  ship  labored 
heavily,  rolled  away  the  starboard  waist  boat,  and  lost  the  dingey  from 
the  stern.  On  the  10th  the  wind  changed,  blowing  moderately  from 
the  westward ;  on  the  1 1th  blew  a  furious  gale  again  from  that  quarter, 
but  we  managed  to  get  in  with  the  land  and  run  up  to  Sandy  Hook, 
where  we  anchored  on  the  12th  instant  at  noon,  but  the  gale  was  so 
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heavy  that  we  could  not  stem  it  and  were  forced  to  anchor  outside  the 
bar.  I  succeeded  in  getting  up  to  the  city  to-day,  and  now  await  your 
further  instructions. 

Captain  Drayton  will  report  the  condition  of  the  ship.  She  has 
been  rudely  and  temporarily  repaired  in  Mobile  Bay,  but  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  she  showed  no  signs  of  weakness  through  the  gales  we 
recently  encountered.  Still,  she  will  require  some  repairs,  unless 
required  immediately  for  temporary  service.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Hartford, 
announcing  arrival  at  New  York. 

Flagship  Hartford, 

New  York,  December  IS,  I864. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  Hartford  at  New  York, 
where  she  is  now  at  anchor  off  the  Battery. 

If  much  needed,  the  vessel  could  be  got  ready  for  sea  in  a  few  weeks. 
The  only  repairs  actually  necessary  to  nt  her  for  a  short  service  being  a 
new  smokestack,  the  present  one  being  dangerous,  and  the  replacing 
of  the  fore  trestletrees,  forward  crosstree,  and  fore-topmast,  which 
were  much  injured  by  a  shot.  A  shot  is  also  deeply  embedded  in  the 
mainmast.  Both  the  engineer  and  carpenter  report  other  repairs 
which  it  would  be  important  to  make  as  soon  as  possible,  but  whicn  are 
not  actually  required  f or  immediate  security.  6ne  of  the  boilers,  how- 
ever, is  in  a  ratner  bad  condition. 

Excepting  officers  and  a  few  men  brought  North  from  vessels  of  the 
squadron  on  account  of  expiration  of  service  there  are  now  on  board 
259  persons.  Of  these  the  terms  of  service  of  107  expire  in  December, 
and  41  in  January,  leaving  111  persons  on  board  against  a  complement 
of  417  allowed. 

I  request  permission  to  discharge  the  men  whose  terms  of  enlistment 
have  expired  or  will  expire  during  this  month  and  January,  as  they  are 
mostly  three-years  men,  who  have  served  faithfully  and  would  perhaps 
scarcely  be  worth  keeping  for  the  small  remaining  term  of  their  enlist- 
ment. 

With  this  I  beg  leave  to  forward  a  list  of  the  officers  at  present  on 
board.     Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  G.  D.  Upham,  one  of  them,  has 
been  on  continuous  service  in  the  Gulf  nearly  three  years.

Report  of  Commander   Woolsey,    V.  S.  Navy,  commanding   V.  S.  S. 
Princess  Royal,  regarding  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Cora. 

U.  S.  S.  Princess  Royal, 
Off  Galveston,  December  20,  I864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  the  particulars  of  the  capture  of  the 
schooner  Cora  last  night,  as  follows: 

At  7:50  p.  m.,  while  at  my  night  station,  a  vessel  was  discovered 
inshore  of  us,  standing  to  the  southward.  I  immediately  made  the 
signal  of  alarm  to  the  squadron,  slipped  the  chain,  and  chased,  run- 
ning about  4  miles  to  the  southward  and  westward  of  my  station  and 
6  miles  from  Galveston,  where  I  came  up  with  the  vessel  and  caused 
her  to  lower  her  headsails  and  anchor.  She  proved  to  be  the  schooner 
Cora,  hailing  from  Belize,  [British  Honduras],  and  had  just  run  out 
of  Galveston  with  a  cargo  of  175  bales  of  cotton.  I  immediately  took 
possession  of  her.  Her  chronometer  book  shows  that  her  chronom- 
eter was  rated  at  Houston  on  the  27th  ultimo.  On  board  of  her  were 
found  the  following  papers,  etc. : 

1st.  Certificate  or  British  registry,  dated  Belize,  16th  October, 
1863,  47TVu  tons,  owned  by  William  Ardill,  of  Manchester,  England. 

2d.  Articles  of  agreement,  signed  bv  seven  persons,  registered  at 
Belize,  endorsed  by  British  consul  at  Vera  Cruz,  April  20,  1864,  and 
also  endorsed  by  a  certificate  of  James  Sorley,  collector  of  customs, 
port  of  Galveston,  dated  11th  November,  1864,  to  the  effect  that 
"John  Greenough  is  master  British  schooner  Cora  in  place  of  Henry 
Sherffins,  late  master,7 ' 
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3d.  Pass  signed  by  Captain  Stephen  D.  Yancey,  Houston,  August 
16,  1864,  by  order  of  Major-General  J.  B.  Magruder,  permitting  Mr. 
T.  W.  House  to  send  to  sea,  from  Galveston  Bay,  the  schooner  Cora, 
loaded  with  cotton. 

4th.  Manifest  of  cargo  (175  bales  of  cotton). 

5th.  Bill  of  health,  dated  Galveston,  27th  August,  1864. 

6th.  Letter  to  Messrs.  Choppinger  &  Co.,  Havana,  written  in  Span- 
ish, dated  Houston,  December  31,  1863,  introducing  Mr.  Taylor, 
former  master  of  schooner  Cora,  signed  by  A.  Maseras. 

7th.  Memorandum  of  articles  to  be  purchased  at  Havana,  one  of 
which  was  "50  to  100  kegs  rifle  powder,"  besides  a  number  of  minor 

Sapers,  mostly  private,  which  1  have  enclosed  to  the  judge  of  the 
istrict. 

8th.  One  English  ensign. 

She  will  be  sent  to  New  Orleans  to-day  for  adjudication.  Captain 
George  F.  Emmons  was  in  command  of  this  division  at  the  time. 
There  was  a  thick  fog,  and  none  of  the  vessels  of  the  squadron  were 
in  sight,  nor  within  signal  distance,  this  vessel  being  about  6  miles 
distant  from  the  fleet  off  Galveston  at  the  time  of  capture. 
Her  crew  consists  of  J.  Greenough,  master,  and  6  men.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  19th  instant,  enclosing  a  petition  ror  the  exchange  of  Mr.  John 
Skinner  Thompson,  paymaster's  clerk  of  the  Clifton,  and  expressing 
your  earnest  desire  that  the  exchange  may  be  effected  if  possible. 
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You  are  probably  aware  that  the  matter  of  exchanges  is  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  the  War  Department.  This  Department  has  never 
lost  sight  of  the  naval  prisoners  in  Texas,  and  has  exerted  itself,  so 
far  as  it  could,  to  secure  their  exchange.  Rear-Admiral  Farragut 
was  authorized  to  offer  in  exchange  for  them  the  rebel  Navy  officers 
captured  in  Mobile  Bay.  This  proposition  was  made,  but  the  insur- 
gent commissioner  demanded  that  Admiral  Buchanan  should  be 
included  in  the  exchange,  and  as  instructions  had  been  given  to  send 
that  officer  North,  Rear-Admiral  Farragut  did  not  feel  authorized 
to  give  him  up,  and  so  the  matter  ended  there.  Since  then  the 
Department  has  requested  Major-General  Butler  to  offer  Admiral 
Buchanan  in  exchange,  especially  for  our  Navy  officers  in  Texas. 
He  replied  that  he  would  do  so,  but  the  result  has  not  been  made 
known.  The  War  Department  has,  in  pursuance  of  an  urgent  appeal 
from  this  Department,  just  addressed  General  Canby  at  New  Orleans 
in  reference  to  effecting  the  exchange  of  the  Navy  officers  and  seamen 
in  Texas. 

From  this  statement  you  will  understand  that  we  are  doing  all  we 
can  in  the  matter,  and  I  hope  and  believe  that  before  very  long  the 
desired  object  will  be  accomplished.

Sm:  I  regret  to  have  the  necessity  of  reporting  to  you  an  accident 
by  collision  whereby  this  vessel  and  the  Army  transport  steamer  Exact 
have  received  slight  injury.  The  circumstances  attending  the  acci- 
dent are  fully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  reports  to  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  commodore  commanding.  I  would 
respectfully  request  your  perusal  of  my  report  and  the  accompanying 
statements,  and  trust  that  you  will  hold  me  blameless  in  the  premises. 
To  my  certain  knowledge  these  transports  have  been  frequently 
warned  not  only  to  keep  outside  of  blockading  vessels  at  all  times,  but 
to  particularly  avoid  the  coast  at  night.  Haa  the  master  of  the  Exact 
heeded  this  warning  the  accident  would  not  have  occurred.  I  would 
also  report  that  a  cotton-laden  schooner  attempted  to  run  out  of 
Velasco  on  the  night  of  the  22d  instant,  but  grounded  upon  the  bar. 
By  lightening  her  they  succeeded  in  getting  her  off,  and  she  returned 
inside  this  evening.

December  22, 186 4. — At  7 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  along 
the  land.  At  6 :  45  p.  m.  discovered  a  light  on  a  strange  steamer  bear- 
ing S.  E.,  steamer  apparently  steaming  W.  S.  W.  At  8: 20  wore  ship 
and  stood  up  along  the  lana  N.  E.  £  N.  Strange  steamer  with  run- 
ning lights  set  about  two  points  on  our  starboard  bow.  *  Flashed  a 
light  to  him  from  our  starboard  gangway  four  times.  Beat  to  quar- 
ters and  got  all  ready  for  action.  At  8: 40,  the  stranger  being  very 
close  to  us,  put  our  helm  hard  astarboard  so  as  to  keep  inshore  of  him, 
but  he  having  put  his  helm  to  port,  struck  us  forward  of  our  starboard 
fore-rigging  and  forging  ahead  passed  across  our  bow,  badly  damaging 
our  first  cutter,  carrying  away  billet-head  and  starting  cutwater.

him  under  a  flag  of  truce  within  rebel  lines  or  to  receive  nim  from 
within  rebel  lines  at  his  will  and  pleasure,  under  a  flag  of  truce,  and  to 
be  transported  by  the  naval  vessels  under  my  command,  his  ideas  and 
mine  in  regard  to  my  duties  and  responsibilities  are  greatly  at  variance. 

We  receive  gladly  all  who  are  oppressed  by  the  enemy,  deserters  and 
refugees,  when  they  place  themselves  within  our  reach,  but  I  am 
greatly  mistaken  if  it  is  my  duty,  or  that  of  any  faithful  officer  of  the 
Government,  to  encourage  or  permit  indiscriminate  .intercourse 
between  the  rebels  and  certain  individuals  claiming  to  be  loyal  citi- 
zens, especially  when  our  forces  are  in  such  close  proximity  to  the 
enemy,  and  making  frequent  movements,  the  success  or  failure  of 
which  must  depend  in  a  great  degree  upon  secrecy.  I  refused  posi- 
tively to  allow  Mr.  H.  Stewart  to  be  landed  under  a  flag  of  truce  within 
the  limits  of  my  command.  He  chose  to  throw  himself  upon  the 
grace  of  the  rebels  at  Cedar  Point,  [Ala.],  and  I  fancy  he  knows  the 
road  he  traveled  in  going  hence  to  Mobile,  once  from  Pensacola  and 
the  last  time  from  Cedar  roint. 

The  vessels  of  this  division  have  arduous  and  important  duties  to 
perform,  and  can  not  be  taken  from  their  stations  for  any  purpose  not 
relating  to  the  naval  service,  much  less  to  transport  persons  who  go 
voluntarily  within  the  lines  of  the  enemies  of  the  country. 
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Furthermore,  I  am  not  disposed  to  allow  any  one  to  visit  the  vessels 
under  my  command  who  are  on  such  intimate  terms  as  Mr.  Stewart 
represents  himself  to  be,  and  who  necessarily  must  be,  with  the  rebel 
authorities,  both  military  and  civil,  to  enable  him  to  pass  their  lines  at 
his  pleasure. 

It  is  a  dutv  I  owe  to  my  Government  to  treat  all  alike.  I  have  not 
shown  any  favoritism  to  any  one,  nor  do  I  intend  to  make  any  dis- 
crimination. 

I  make  this  communication  to  you  to  correct  any  possible  miscon- 
ception in  your  own  mind  on  this  subject.

Dear  Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  since  my  last  report 
of  December  — ,  there  are  the  following  prizes  reported  at  this  office: 

Schooner  Julia  and  cargo,  English,  73  tons,  7  n>?n;  captured  43 
miles  eastward  of  Brazos  River,  Texas,  on  5th  DecemDer,  1864,  by  the 
U.  S.  S.  Chocura,  Richard  W.  Meade,  ir.,  U.  S.  Navv,  commanding. 
Cargo  consists  of  cotton  bagging,  iron,  hardware,  ana  paper,  specified 
on  manifest,  and  also  two  or  three  large  cases  of  percussion  caps,  found 
on  board  at  time  of  capture.  Purports  to  have  been  bound  from 
Havana  to  Matamoras. 
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Dutch  brig  Oeziena  Hilligonda,  captured  off  Texas  coast,  near  shore, 
on  4th  December,  1864,  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Pembina,  J.  G.  Maxwell,  com- 
manding; cleared  for  Liverpool  for  Matamoras,  with  cargo  of  cotton 
bagging,  hardware,  quinine,  and  other  drugs  and  medicines. 

Schooner  Lowood  and  cargo,  captured  75  miles  to  the  eastward  of 
Brazos  River  on  4th  December,  1864,  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Chocura,  Richard 
W.  Meade,  jr.,  commanding;  has  a  cargo  of  221  bales  cotton  and 
cleared  from  mouth  of  Brazos  River. 

Schooner  Medora  and  cargo,  captured  on  Pascagoula  River  Bar, 
Mississippi,  while  aground,  having  attempted  to  cross  the  bar  to  come 
to  New  Orleans,  as  testified  to  by  the  crew,  no  officers  of  captured 
schooner  having  been  sent  up.  The  capture  was  made  by  the  U.  S. 
steamers  StocJcaale  and  J.  P.  Jackson.  Cargo  consists  of  105  bales 
cotton.  The  crew  report  that  there  was  but  one  paper  on  board  and 
that  a  pass  from  Rear- Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut  permitting  vessel  and 
cargo  to  come  to  New  Orleans.  Said  paper  has  not  been  produced  to 
this  commission. 

Schooner  Alabama  and  cargo,  captured  by  U.  S.  S.  Princess  Royal, 
M.  B.  Woolsey,  commanding,  off  San  Luis  Pass,  Texas,  on  7th  Decem- 
ber, 1864,  while  running  in.  She  was  abandoned  by  her  crew  before 
the  boats  from  the  Princess  Royal  came  up  with  her.  Cargo  consists 
of  cotton  bagging,  nails,  hardware,  etc.

Report  of  Vice-Admiral  Farragut,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  responding  to  the 
Departments  request  for  an  opinion  regarding  the  return  of  light- 
draft  monitors  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron. 

18  Washington  Square, 

New  YorJc,  December  %\,  1864. 

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant,  relating  to  the 
return  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron  of  the  light-draft  ironclads  received 
from  there  by  me,  I  beg  to  state: 

That  there  were,  when  I  left  that  neighborhood,  off  the  city  of 
Mobile  the  Nashville,  a  large  side-wheel  steamer,  but  in  other  respects 
like  the  Tennessee,  with  6-inch  iron  forward  and  aft,  but  not  yet  plated 
amidships,  a  very  fast  and  heavily  armed  vessel ;  the  Tuscaloosa  and 
Huntsville,  smaller  ironclads,  covered  with  4-inch  iron,  and  the  wooden 
gunboat  Morgan. 

These  vessels  form  a  squadron  which,  except  for  the  monitors 
received  from  the  Mississippi,  might  easily  regain  possession  of  the  bay, 
and  I  think  it  would  be  most  imprudent  to  remove  any  of  our  iron- 
clads, particularly  as  they  are  the  only  vessels  which,  from  their  light- 
draft  (6£  feet),  can  go  directly  up  to  the  obstructions  and  properly 
blockade  the  outlets  of  Mobile. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  recommend  that  the  four  vessels 
alluded  to  by  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee  be  allowed  to  remain  where 
they  are  now,  particularly  as,  should  the  Department,  when  Mobile  is 
disposed  of,  desire  to  reoccupy  the  coast  of  Texas,  they  will  be  indis- 
pensable for  that  purpose. 
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The  Department  will  also  bear  in  mind  that  I  had  sent,  before  my 
giving  up  the  command  of  the  squadron,  the  Manhattan  and  T<n- 
messee  to  replace  the  vessels  received  from  the  Mississippi.  My  letter 
book  is  not  now  by  me  or  I  could  refer  to  communications  in  which 
these  matters  have  been  treated  of  at  more  length  and  in  detail.

Report  of  Lieut* mint- Commander  Gherardiy  U.  S.  Navy,  senior  officer 
off  Pascagoula,  regarding  coal  and  other  matters. 

U.  S.  S.  J.  P.  Jackson, 
Off  Pascagoula,  December  25,  1864- 
Sir:  I  have  this  day  dispatched  the  Bohio  to  Pensacola.  The 
amount  of  coal  delivered  to  tnis  flotilla  was  very  much  reduced,  as  the 
Selma  took  30  tons  and  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pennington  gave 
the  army  transports  some.  There  is  at  present  on  board  this  vessel  29 
tons  and  on  board  of  the  Rose  5  tons;  therefore  I  am  greatly  in  need  of 
coal. 

I  will  have  to  keep  the  two  tinclads  for  the  present.     General  Gran- 

{^er  is  at  present  at  Goode's  Mill,  distant  from  this  place  12  miles  by 
and  and  28  by  the  river.  He  is  confronted  by  a  rebel  force  fully  equal 
to  his  own,  if  not  superior.  He  lias  a  very  small  wagon  train,  not  suffi- 
cient to  keep  up  the  supplies  for  his  troops.  During  an  interview  I 
had  with  him  yesterday  morning  he  informed  me  that  he  would  have 
to  fall  back  to  within  5  miles  of  my  anchorage.  Should  lie  be  attacked, 
the  tinclads  can  be  of  great  service.  Unfortunately  there  is  not  water 
enough  on  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  by  2\  feet  for  the  Jackson. 

The  paymaster  of  this  vessel  reports  to  me  that  he  has  no  blankets 
or  overcoats;  there  is  also  no  soap  on  board,  and  since  last  July  he  has 
had  only  300  pounds  of  the  latter,  although  he  has  frequently  made 
requisitions  for  it. 

Acting  Ensign  Maddocks,  commanding  officer  of  the  Rose,  has 
applied  tome  for  another  engineer;  he  has  at  present  only  two.  I 
have  no  means  of  knowing  what  is  the  complement  of  such  a  vessel. 
He  also  wants  one  seaman  and  two  landsmen. 

The  vessels  in  the  sound  are  never  supplied  with  any  provisions 
from  the  supply  steamers.  Vegetables  are  what  we  want  most, 
though  fresh  beef  would  be  very  acceptable. 

A  Mrs.  Todd,  of  New  Orleans,  applied  to  me  yesterday  to  be  allowed 
to  land,  but  I  positively  refused  permission. 

I  will  keep  you  fully  informed  of  anything  of  interest  that  may  occur.

U.  S.  Army,  ^ave  permission  to  the  agent  of  exchange  of  prisoners  at  * 
Richmond,  \a.,  to  deliver  in  this  bay  for  shipment  to  New  York  for 
the  benefit  of  prisoners  of  war  to  the  United  States. 
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Captain  Frank  G.  Noyes,  U.  S.  Army,  of  General  Granger's  staff, 
will  accompany  the  officers  and  crew  detailed  from  the  vessels  under 
my  command  to  take  charge  of  the  vessel  that  you  may  send,  and 
after  the  cotton  shall  have  been  transferred  to  the  vessel  now  in  this 
bay,  for  transportation  to  New  York,  the  vessel  will  be  returned  to  your 
officers  and  crew  at,  or  near  as  may  be.  the  same  place  at  which  the 
delivery  may  be  made,  and  to  return  tnence  immediately  within  the 
lines  of  your  obstructions.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  capture 
of  the  schooner  Belle: 

On  the  26th  of  December,  having  received  your  permission  to  fit 
out  an  expedition  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  out  a  schooner  laden  with 
cotton  in  Galveston  Bay,  I  called  for  volunteers  to  man  the  third 
cutter.     These  I  readily  obtained,  and  at  8  p.  m.  left  the  ship. 

The  distance  being  about  5  miles,  and  a  nead  sea  running,  we  did 
not  arrive  off  Bolivar  Point  and  in  sight  of  the  schooner  until  about 
1  a.  m.  of  the  27th.  The  schooner  was  lying  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  Fort  Jackson  and  about  1  mile  from  Fort  Green,  and  less  than 
400yards  from  the  Confederate  guard  schooner  Lecompte. 

When  about  500  vards  from  the  schooner,  which  proved  to  be  the 
Belle,  we  saw  a  lignt  aboard  of  her.  We  then  stood  past  her  and 
came  up  astern,  but  were  not  discovered  until  we  came  alongside.  I 
immediately  gave  the  order  to  board  her,  which  we  did,  and  after 
securing  the  prisoners,  5  in  number,  set  the  sails,  slipped  her  chain 
and  anchor,  and  stood  down  the  bay.  Coming  out  we  passed  within 
about  half  a  mile  of  Fort  Point,  on  Galveston  Island;  then  steering 
through  the  main  channel,  stood  out  to  sea.  At  daylight  sighted  the 
fleet,  bearing  N.  W. ;  stood  for  the  flagship,  and  came  to  near  her. 

I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  the  cheerful  readiness  with  which  the 
men  who  accompanied  me  fulfilled  their  part  of  the  duties  which  I 
required  of  them,  and  to  their  coolness  and  perseverance  I  must  in  a 
great  measure  attribute  the  successful  termination  of  the  expedition. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  who  composed  tne  boat's 
crew:  William  Stevenson,  master  at  arms;  James  Webster,  gunner's 
mate;  Thomas  Wallace,  coxswain;  Jacob  Bowman,  captain  forecastle;

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  port  of  the 
prize  schooner  Belle  and  cargo,  consisting  of  90  bales  of  cotton,  in 
charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  E.  F.  Small,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginia. 

The  schooner  was  captured  on  Tuesday,  27th  December,  1864,  at 
1  o'clock  a.  m.,  by  a  boat's  crew  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginia,  Charles 
H.  Brown,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
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N.  A.  Blume,  in  Galveston  Harbor,  while  lying  at  anchor  midway 
between  the  forts,  and  taken  out  to  sea  immediately. 

The  schooner  hails  from  Nassau,  is  of  45  tons  burden,  and  had  a 
crew  of  7  men.

Sir:  The  Department  received  your  dispatch,  asking  that  the  four 
ironclads  sent  to  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  might  be 
ordered  back  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron,  and  requested  Vice- 
Admiral  Farragut's  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  withdrawing  them 
from  their  present  duty. 

He  states  that  the  rebels  still  have  left  a  force  of  ironclads  at 
Mobile  which,  except  for  the  monitors  received  from  the  Mississippi 
Squadron,  might  easily  regain  possession  of  the  bay,  and  he  there- 
fore thinks  it  imprudent  to  remove  or  withdraw  any  of  the  present 
ironclad  force  of  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

The  Mississippi  Squadron  will,  in  some  measure,  be  compensated 
for  the  loss  of  these  four  monitors  by  receiving  the  Manhattan  and 
Tennessee,  which  Vice- Admiral  Farragut  sent  up  just  before  giving 
up  his  command.

Report  of  Commodore  Palmer,  U.  S.  Navy,  explaining  the  necessity  of 
modifying  the  Department's  order  regarding  the  port  of  Pensacola. 

No.  29.]  New  Orleans,  December  28,  I864. 

Sir:  The  port  of  Pensacola  is  declared  by  the  President's  procla- 
mation to  be  opened,  but  as  the  Government  is  doubtless  aware  that 
the  town  itselr  is  without  our  lines  and  often  occupied  by  armed

At  8 :  50 
took  in  all  sail.  At  9  beat  to  general  quarters,  still  standing  toward 
the  stranger.

My  Dear  Jenkins:  I  have  received  your  three  letters,  one  of 
which  accompanies  the  article  for  the  Army  and  Navy,  the  other  gives 
me  the  welcome  intelligence  that  the  alarm  is  off.  I  did  not  despair  of 
this  result  as  much  as  you  give  me  the  credit  for,  but  I  thought  it  would 
be  a  long  affair,  which  it  has  been.  About  the  article,  the  admiral  has 
not  yet  decided  whether  he  would  like  it  published  or  not.  When  the 
matter  is  settled,  I  will  write  you  further.     It  is  well  written  and  to  the 

Surpose.  Brownell  had  also  written  a  very  good  piece,  but  this  we 
ecided  to  hold  back  for  the  present  also.  Cmerardi  sent  the  admiral  a 
very  proper  letter,  to  state  that  his  name  was  used,  not  only  without 
his  consent,  but  much  to  his  mortification.  This  might  be  published 
with  good  effect,  perhaps. 

The  admiral  has  been  spending  the  last  ten  days  with  my  friend 
Hamilton,  which  makes  it  not  only  pleasant,  but  convenient  for  me,  as 
I  still  have  a  good  deal  of  business  of  one  kind  or  another  to  transact 
with  him.  I  only  got  rid  of  the  Hartford  yesterday,  having  been  much 
delayed  by  the  paying  off  and  disposing  of  the  crew,  my  paymaster 
being  very  slow.  "By  the  by,  if  there  is  a  reform  wantedf,  it  is  in  the 
matter  of  men's  accounts.  The  paymaster  settles  the  money  part  of 
them,  and  usually  overlooks  the  rest.  I  could  not  discover  from  any 
paper  when  your  men's  times  commenced.  They  claimed  to  be  three- 
years  men;  but  nothing  more  was  mentioned  than  that  their  times 
expired  at  a  certain  date.  Some  of  them  thought  that  they  were  enti- 
tled to  honorable  discharges;  but  as  there  was  nothing  on  record  in 
their  case,  either  here  or  in  Washington,  and  I  could  not  even  find  out 
whether  they  were  three-years  men,  I  had  to  refuse  them. 

Between  the  ship,  which  has  occupied  me  all  day,  and  the  series  of 
festivities  through  which  I  have  gone,  I  have  seldom  been  as  much 
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occupied  in  my  life.  You,  of  course,  will  have  seen  in  the  papers  that 
they  have  determined  to  raise  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  admiral 
and  he  has,  in  addition,  been  treated  with  the  utmost  attention  every- 
where. On  the  31st  he  escapes  to  Hastings  for  a  little  rest,  and  on  the 
4th  goes  to  Washington,  where  I  think  of  going  with  him,  and  if  I  do, 
will  write  and  give  you  the  news. 

Your  account  or  Palmer's  various  unsuccessful  attempts  to  spell 
your  name  is  rather  amusing.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  mistake  could 
scarcely  have  been  intended,  however,  and  yet  that  he  should  have 
gone  so  much  out  of  the  way  to  misspell  a  not  uncommon  name  is 
more  than  I  can  imagine.  Mrs.  Farragut  is  with  the  admiral,  and 
they  both  desire  their  kind  remembrances  to  you. 

There  is  a  talk  of  your  ship  being  brought  North,  but  I  can  not  trace 
it  to  any  very  reliable  source,  nor  have  I  heard  anything  about  the 
commodore. 

I  am  obliged  to  break  off  now,  but  will  write  again  in  a  few  days. 

I  am  very  much  obliged  for  the  various  letters  you  have  sent  me,

This  letter  was  sent  on  board  of  the  receiving  ship  Great  Western,  at 
Cairo,  in  an  envelope  addressed  to  Acting  Master  Benj.  Sebastian, 
commanding;  the  latter  enclosed  it  to  me.  I  returned  the  letter  to 
Acting  Master  Sebastian,  directing  him  to  call  upon  the  commanding 
military  officer  at  Cairo,  show  him  the  letter,  and  ask  him  for  any  fur- 
ther information.  The  reply  of  Colonel  Sprague  of  that  post  is  here- 
with enclosed,  as  also  the  letter  of  Acting  Master  Sebastian. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  letter  of  Branson  is  addressed  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  II.  S.  Army,  Washington.  I  have  thought  proper  to  enclose  it 
to  the  Department,  as  it  relates  to  the  Navy.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  276,  War  Department, 
Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  (\,  August  8,  1864,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  the  steamboat  Niagara  left  New  Orleans,  La., 
December  17,  1864,  having  on  board  Captain  William  M.  De  Hart,  of 
Forty-sixth  Indiana  Veteran  Infantry,  and  a  detachment  of  61  men, 
same  regiment,  lately  paroled  by  the  rebel  authorities  in  Texas  and 
sent  to  New  Orleans,  via  Galveston. 

There  were  no  deaths  on  the  route  from  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  no 
one  left  in  hospital.  Four  men  were  left  at  Memphis  while  on  shore 
for  rations.  No  other  casualties.  Paroled  men  of  this  detachment 
reported  to  me  that  it  was  common  talk  among  the  people  at  Galves- 
ton that  officers  of  the  blockading  fleet  off  that  place  have  frequently 
spent  nights  in  dissipation  on  shore  with  disreputable  characters 
and  rebel  officers ;  that  the  blockade  running  was  freely  allowed,  and 
that  heavy  guns  and  munitions  of  war  had  been  allowed  to  pass  in 
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in  vessels,  in  broad  day,  and  that  the  guns  were  being  sent  to  Red 
River  fortifications. 

The  exact  time  of  these  alleged  occurrences  I  could  not  ascertain, 
but  report  the  matter  as  probably  worthy  of  the  investigation  of  the 
Navy  Department.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Jouett,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
77.  S.  S.  Metacomet,  regarding  the  capture  by  that  vessel  of  schooner 
Sea  Witch. 

U.  S.  S.  Metacomet, 
At  Sea,  December  31,  I864. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  evening  of  the  31st 
instant,  latitude  27°  16'  N.,  longitude  93°  59'  W.,  I  boarded  and  took 
charge  of  the  schooner  Sea  Witch,  from  Vera  Cruz,  bound  to  New 
Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee  and  medicine.  His  papers  are  very 
imperfect,  and  from  his  cargo  and  position  on  th«  chart,  with  the 
winds  he  had,  I  consider  him  a  blockade  runner.  I  will  detail  the 
grounds  upon  which  I  seized  him.  I  discovered  him  just  76  miles 
S.  S.  E.  from  Galveston,  running  under  bare  poles,  a  large  topsail  yard 
schooner,  in  latitude  28°  10"  N.,  longitude  93°  59';  W.,  wind  N.  W.  by 
N.  His  course  to  South  West  Pass  from  where  discovered  was  E.  by 
N.,  which  gave  him  a  10-point  course  to  the  river.  If  he  had  been 
running  before  the  norther,  say,  all  night,  at  4  knots  per  hour,  which 
would  be  sixteen  hours — 16X4  =  64  miles — on  a  S.  S.  E.  course,  he 
must  have  been  close  to  the  land  and  in  good  anchorage  under  the 
land,  as  he  says  the  Seminole  boarded  him.  From  near  Galveston  to 
the  South  West  Pass  the  course  is  E.  by  S.,  a  12-point  course,  and  yet 
to  make  good  weather,  he  runs  away  from  good  anchorage  and  a 
weather  shore  S.  S.  E.     I  would  also  state  the  fact  of  his  being  so  near 
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Galveston  proved  to  me  his  intention  to  run  in  had  he  the  opportu- 
nity. He  is  from  Vera  Cruz,  bound  to  New  Orleans.  See  the  chart. 
From  Vera  Cruz  to  New  Orleans  is  about  a  N.  E.  by  N.  course.  On 
the  29th  December,  5  p.  m.,  strong  wind  S.  S.  W.,  at  6 :  11  p.  m.  wind  S., 
at  midnight  S.  by  E.  On  the  30th,  midnight,  wind  S.  S.  E. ;  from  4  to 
8  a.  m.  wind  S.  S.  W. ;  during  the  remainder  of  the  30th  wind  S.  W. 
At  midnight  of  the  30th  wind  shifted  to  the  N.  W.  He  goes  260  miles 
to  the  northward  and  westward,  which,  had  he  furled  his  sails,  would 
have  carried  him  direct  to  the  South  West  Pass.  He  says  he  could 
not  heave  to.  I  wore  this  vessel  during  the  gale,  he  hove  to  for  me, 
and  I  boarded  him  in  boats.  He  evidently  ran  south,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  running  back  with  the  first  south  or  east  wind.  What  he  is 
carrying  medicine  to  New  Orleans  for,  from  Vera  Cruz,  I  can  not  tell. 
I  send  her  to  New  Orleans  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  James  Brown 
and  Acting  Master's  Mate  J.  K.  Goodwin,  with  a  prize  crew  and  their 
accounts,  to  report  to  Commodore  James  S.  Palmer;  also  sent  to  the 
district  attorney  the  papers  of  the  schooner.

Abstract  log  of  the  IT.  8. 8.  Aroostook,  Lieutenant-Commander  Chester  Hatfield,  U.  8.  Havy, 

commanding. 

February  15, 1864- — At  11  a.  m.  anchored  off  Caney  Creek. 

March  12. — Off  Velasco.  At  5 :  30  a.  m.  a  sail  reported  bearing  S.  E. 
Got  underway  and  went  in  chase.  At  6:20  fired  a  howitzer;  sent  a 
boat  in  command  of  Acting  Master  S.  V.  Bennis  and  boarded  her. 
He  sent  her  captain  and  crew  on  board  of  us.  She  proved  to  be  the 
schooner  Marion.  Put  a  prize  crew  on  board.  At  11:30  prize 
schooner  got  underway  for  Galveston. 

March  14- — Off  Galveston.  The  prize  schooner  hoisted  her  ensign 
at  half-mast,  union  down,  at  8 :  20  a.  m.  At  8 :  30  got  underway  and 
ran  down  to  her;  found  she  was  leaking  badly;  made  fast  alongside, 
took  all  her  cargo  on  board,  consisting  of  salt  and  iron.  Dismantled 
her  of  rigging,  sails,  and  blocks.  Took  prize  crew  and  captain  and 
one  man  belonging  to  the  schooner  on  board;  sent  carpenter  on  board 
the  schooner,  who  cut  a  hole  through  her  deck.  Carpenter  returned; 
cast  off  from  schooner.  At  2  p.  m.  fired  24-pounder  into  schooner, 
which  caused  her  to  fill  and  capsize,  but  not  sink.  At  4  got  under- 
way and  destroyed  schooner. 

March  SO. — At  10:30  a.  m.  Lieutenant-Commander  Jos.  S.  Sker- 
rett  took  command  of  the  vessel. 

May  SO. — Off  Galveston.  At  4  a.  m.  running  down  in  sight  of  the 
coast.  At  9 :  50  commenced  firing  at  a  schooner  lying  in  the  canal,  6 
miles  from  Velasco.  Expended  6  rifle  shell,  4  Xl-inch  shrapnel, 
3  Xl-inch  shell,  10  24-pounder  shell,  and  2  24-pounder  shrapnel. 
Most  of  the  shell  burst  close  to  the  schooner,  the  pieces  apparently 
striking  her.  Digitized  by  Google 
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June  7. — Off  Galveston.  At  1 :  55  a.  m.  saw  a  Strang*  sail  bearing 
E.;  started  in  chase.  Burned  Coston  night  signal  No.  9;  went  to 
quarters.  At  2 :  20  commenced  firing  at  the  stranger,  which  proved 
to  be  a  schooner  standing  into  Galveston.  Fired  four  20-pounder 
rifle  shell  and  six  24-pounder  howitzer  shell;  in  meantime  burned 
another  signal,  No.  9,  neither  of  which  was  answered.  At  or  near  2 :  30 
another  gunboat  in  sight,  supposed  to  be  the  Penobscot,  who  fired 
three  shots  at  the  chase.  At  2:35,  while  the  leadsman  was  giving 
2|  fathoms,  the  ship  struck,  heading  to  the  eastward  at  the  time. 
Stood  offshore,  losing  sight  of  the  chase. 

June  9. — At  4  a.  m.  saw  a  side-wheel  steamer  bearing  N.  N.  W.; 
she  was  inside  the  bar  and  ran  into  Galveston. 

June  25. — At  6:45  p.  m.,  the  bar  at  Rio  Brazos  bearing  N.  N.  E., 
distant  6  miles,  saw  a  strange  sail  bearing  N.  E.  by  N.,  which  proved 
to  be  a  schooner  running  in.  Spread  fires  and  made  all  sail  in  chase 
to  cut  her  off,  but  she  got  under  the  fort  before  we  got  near  enough 
to  fire  at  her.  At  7:30  she  lowered  sails  and  apparently  anchored. 
Fired  one  Xl-inch  shell  at  her,  being  too  dark  to  nre  any  more. 

June  26. — At  9:30  the  schooner,  blockade  runner,  aground  close 
in  to  the  beach  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  with  all  sail  set,  trying  to 
get  off.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.,  blockade  schooner  still  aground 
with  all  sail  set.  From  6  to  8  first  cutter  and  gig's  crew  employed  in 
fitting  their  boats  for  an  expedition.  At  9: 10  a  boat  expedition  left 
the  ship  in  charge  of  Captain  Skerrett.  At  10:55  boats  returned  to 
the  ship. 

June  27. — At  8:30  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  come  out  to  schooner 
aground;  got  underway  and  stood  in.  Beat  to  general  quarters,  and 
mien  in  4}  fathoms  water  opened  fire,  first  shot  striking  20  yards  short 
of  steamer,  in  line.  Both  rebel  batteries  immediately  opened  fire; 
the  first  shot,  a  rifle  projectile,  cutting  away  port  main  swifter  and  a 
boat  spar  on  starboard  side.  The  rest  all  fell  short.  Kept  up  a  hot 
fire  on  the  forts  and  schooner  (after  the  first  shot  the  steamer  stood 
in  and  up  the  river),  the  shells  from  our  Xl-inch  and  20-pounder 
bursting  in  and  around  the  forts  in  the  town  and  about  the  schooner. 
Expended  10  Xl-inch  20-second  shell,  5  Xl-inch  15-second  shell, 
and  17  20-pounder  rifle  shell.  The  firing  good.  At  10:15  saw  two 
strange  sails  bearing  S.;  made  all  sail  and  stood  for  them.  Found 
one  to  be  U.  S.  transport  steamer  Thomas  Scott  and  the  other  the 
schooner  Brazos,  under  English  colors,  papers  correct. 

July  8. — At  5  a.  m.  discovered  two  gunboats,  the  Kanawha  and 
Penguin,  bearing  N.  W.,  and  a  strange  steamer  burning  black  smoke. 
At  5:10  the  gunboats  commenced  firing  on  the  strange  steamer  and 
kept  firing  at  intervals.  At  6  an  expedition  of  three  boats  left  the 
Penguin,  and  at  6: 15  the  boats  boarded  and  fired  the  stranger.  At 
6 :  20  went  to  general  quarters.  At  6 :  25  came  within  5-second  range 
and  began  firing.  Expended  5  Xl-inch  5-second  shell,  3  Xl-inch 
5-second  shrapnel,  6  20-pounder  Parrott  percussion  shell,  6  24-pounder 
howitzer  shell,  1  24-pounder  howitzer  shrapnel,  8  15-pouna  and  6 
2-pound  charges.  At  7: 15  stopped  firing  and  stood  N.  E.  by  E.  for 
the  fleet  off  Galveston. 

Note. — The  strange  steamer  was  supposed  to  be  the  rebel  blockade 
runner  Matagorda,  loaded  with  cotton.  She  was  fired  by  incendiary 
shells  fired  from  the  Kanawha.  The  firing  from  this  vessel  was 
directed  at  the  steamer  and  the  sharpshooters  secreted  on 
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When  this  vessel  left  the  scene  (about  7  miles  N.  and  E.  of  San  Luis 
Pass)  the  Matagorda  was  in  a  complete  state  of  conflagration. 

September  30. — At  5  a.  m.  got  underway  to  get  out  of  range  of  rebel 
battery.  At  5 :  25  strange  sail  reported  bearing  S.  We  stood  in  chase 
of  the  stranger.  Made  boat  code  signals  7662.  Made  stranger  to  be  a 
steamer  burning  black  smoke.  Flagship  not  answering  our  signals,  at 
5:30  fired  24-pound er  howitzer;  no  answer.  At  an  interval  of  three 
minutes  fired  another  24-pounder  howitzer ;  no  answer.  At  interval  of 
five  minutes  fired  Xl-inch  gun;  flagship  answered.  Bienville  got 
underway  and  stood  after  stranger.  At  5:45  opened  magazine  and 
reloaded  Xl-inch  gun  and  howitzers.  At  6:55  set  jib  and  staysail. 
At  7 :  05  took  in  jib  and  staysail.  At  7 :  20  wind  hauled  S.  W.  |W.; 
made  all  sail.  At  8  Bienville  off  our  port  beam.  Strange  sail  in 
sight  from  th&  deck,  steaming  to  windward.  At  8 :  30  Bienville  came 
up  with  us ;  made  signals  to  her.  Saw  a  gunboat  bearing  W.  and  stand- 
ing to  southward.  At  11  lost  sight  of  the  chase,  Bienville  gaining  on 
her.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  set  fore-and-aft  sails,  Bienville  at  the  same  time 
commenced  firing  at  the  chase  at  intervals  until  2.  At  2 :  45  lost  sight 
of  the  Bienville. 

October  1. — Came  to  anchor  off  Galveston. 

November  9. — At  4  p.  m.  fired  the  20-pounder  gun,  which  brought  to 
the  British  schooner  William  Hogan.  Expended  one  rifle  20-pounder 
shell  and  one  2-pound  cartridge. 

November  10. — Off  the  Rio  Grande.  At  1 :  50  p.  m.  heard  the  report 
of  guns  and  saw  the  smoke  at  Boca  Chica;  spread  fires  and  got  under- 
way and  stood  N.  N.  W.  Got  close  to  our  troops,  but  seeing  no  need 
of  assistance,  returned  to  our  station. 

November  18. — Off  Galveston.  In  company  with  the  Bienville  gave 
chase  to  a  strange  steamer.     Proved  to  be  an  army  transport  steamer.

April  H,  I864. — At  1  p.  m.  went  into  commission,  Captain  Alden 
assuming  command,  the  following  officers  attached  to  the  ship 
being  present:  Lieutenant-Commander  E.  P.  Lull,  executive  officer; 
Lieutenant  Thomas  L.  Swann,  ordnance  officer;  Lieutenant  C.  F. 
Blake,  Acting  Ensign  C.  H.  Pendleton,  Acting  Ensign  John  Utter, 
Surgeon  George  Maulsby,  Assistant  Surgeon  Heoer  Smith,  Paymaster 
G.  E.  Thornton,  Chief  Engineer  Mortimer  Kellogg,  Captain  Marines 
G.  Porter  Houston,  Second  Assistant  Engineers  John  D.  Toppin, 
David  Hardie,  Haviland  Barstow,  George  E.  Tower,  Third  Assistant

July  81. — Off  Mobile  Bay.  At  daylight  black  smoke  in  sight  and 
bearing  W.  S.  W.  At  10  a.  m.  called  all  hands  to  muster  and  read 
Articles  of  War.  10:30  held  divine  service.  At  2:40  p.  m.  a  sail 
reported  bearing  W.  proved  to  be  the  Tennessee.     At  4  Tennessee 
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arrived,  also  the  Genesee,  with  a  merchant  bark  in  tow.  From  4  to  6 
p.  m.:  The  Estrella,  having  in  tow  a  brig,  came  in  from  eastward. 
Monitor  (double-turret)  arrived  from  westward  and  went  inside  Sand 
Island. 

August  1. — At  12:30  p.  m.  loosed  sail.  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet  and  an 
ironclad  arrived. 

August  2. — From  8  to  meridian:  Exercised  marine  guard  and  second 
division  at  small  arms,  first  division  at  great  guns.  Gunner's  gang 
engaged  filling  shell.     Got  armor  plate  in  foretop. 

August  3. — 8  to  meridian:  Got  IX-inch  guns  off  forecastle  and 
mounted  a  100-pounder  rifle  in  place  of  them.  At  7 :  30  p.  m.  heard 
heavy  and  continued  firing  from  the  westward.  From  8  to  midnight, 
heavy  firing  heard  inshore  to  northward  and  westward. 

August  4. — At  7: 10  a.  m.  sail  reported  to  northward  and  eastward. 
Received  on  board  from  Philippi  one  12-pounder  howitzer,  with  boat 
and  gun  carriage  complete,  also  ammunition.  At  9  a.  m.  went  to 
quarters,  drew  old  charges,  and  reloaded  with  10-second  shell.  Sent 
ammunition  into  tops.  At  11:30  the  Chickasaw  commenced  to  shell 
Fort  Gaines.  Rigging  torpedo  fender.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  U.  S.  S. 
Bienville  arrived  eastward,  having  in  tow  monitor  Tecumseh. 

August  5. — At  3  a.  in.  called  all  hands.  At  5  the  Octorara  came 
alongside.  Lashed  her  to  our  port  side.  At  5:15  called  all  hands  up 
anchor.  Hove  up  the  anchor  and  took  our  station  as  leading  ship  of 
the  line;  the  monitors  standing  out  from  Sand  Island.  At  5:40  beat 
to  quarters  for  general  action.  Made  every  preparation  for  meeting 
the  enemy.  At  6,  heading  up  the  channel,  followed  by  rest  of  the 
fleet,  the  Hartford  directly  astern  of  us  and  the  ironclads  off  our  star- 
board bow.  At  6 :  50  first  shot  fired  by  the  enemy  at  this  ship ;  imme- 
diately replied  to  by  our  bow  chaser*  a  100-pounder  Parrott,  which 
commenced  the  engagement.  At  7 :  20  fairly  abreast  of  fort  under  a 
sharp  fire.  Rebel  ram  Tennessee,  with  their  gunboats,  opened  fire  on 
us.  Cast  off  the  Octorara.  The  fort  and  batteries  well  silenced.  At 
7 :  25  ironclad  Tecumseh  was  sunk  almost  instantaneously  by  a  torpedo. 
Rebel  ram  making  for  us.  Backed  the  ship  clear  of  two  buoys,  evi- 
dently attached  to  torpedoes,  there  being  also  but  16  or  17  feet  of 
water.  The  flagship  at  this  instant  sheered  under  our  port  beam  and 
stood  up  the  bay,  giving  the  ram  a  broadside  in  passing.  Ram  next 
made  for  our  bow,  then  sheered  off,  giving  us  a  broadside  and  receiv- 
ing ours;  passed  our  beam  and  attempted  to  ram  our  stern.  Fired 
our  stern  chasers  at  her,  and  stood  alter  the  Hartford,  which  had 
anchored  by  this  time  out  of  range.  Rebel  gunboats  firing  at  us  at 
long  range  from  shoal  water.  At  8:05  came  to  with  port  anchor 
abreast  of  the  Hartford,  veered  to  12  fathoms  chain,  the  rest  of  the 
fleet  following  up  after  us. — Thomas  L.  Swann,  Lieutenant  and 
Master.  From  8  to  meridian:  Wind  light  from  southward  and  west- 
ward. At  8:35  beat  retreat  from  quarters.  At  9:10  hove  up  the 
anchor  and  stood  for  the  ram  Tennessee,  then  making  for  the  fleet. 
At  9:15  opened  fire  upon  her  with  solid  shot  from  our  100-pounder 
Parrott.  The  Monongahela  and  LaclcawawM  ran  into  the  ram,  the 
latter  at  full  speed.  The  Hartford  then  ran  at  her  and  gave  her 
broadside.  The  ram  then  made  for  our  bow.  Put  the  helm  aport 
and  made  for  her  at  full  speed.  Tennessee  being  distant  about  300 
yards  at  this  instant,  caught  sight  of  our  torpedo  catcher  and,  sup- 
posing it  was  a  torpedo  for  them,  she  put  her  helm  hard  up  and  ran 
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past  our  itaxboard  beam  for  our  quarter,  giving  and  taking  a  broad- 
side or  so.  One  of  our  shot  at  tnis  instant  carried  away  her  smoke- 
stack. Foiled  her  in  her  attempt  to  ram  our  stern.  Started  ahead 
fast  and  winded  ship  to  make  for  her  again.  By  this  time  our  iron- 
clads fairly  engaged  her,  and  shortly  afterwards  she  surrendered. 
At  10:10  came  to  again  with  port  anchor  in  3  fathoms  water  and 
veered  to  12  fathoms  chain.  The  Metacomet  standing  for  the  fleet 
with  her  prize,  the  Selma,  in  tow.  Beat  the  retreat  for  quarters,  after 
securing  the  battery  and  clearing  up  the  wreck.  Lost  during  the  action 
11  killed  and  43  wounded. — Thomas  L.  Swann,  Lieutenant  and 
Master.  The  ship  was  struck  about  forty  times,  twenty-five  of  which 
hulled  us.  Heaviest  shots  from  the  ram.  The  chief  injuries  as  fol- 
lows: Of  hull,  spars,  rigging.  A  number  of  knees  carried  away  on 
berth  deck,  the  cutwater  badly  damaged,  mainmast  badly  wounded, 
as  was  the  main  yard  and  fore-topsail  yard,  which  was  cut  nearly  in 
two.  Port  main  stay,  bobstays,  jib  martingale  stay,  four  shrouds  of 
starboard  main,  two  of  the  fore,  and  one  of  the  mizzen  cut  away. 
Starboard  maintopmast  rigging  pretty  well  cut  up,  starboard  sheet 
anchor  and  starboard  bower  chain  cut  m  two.  Two  guns  disabled  and 
all  of  the  boats,  except  two,  either  cut  to  pieces  or  disabled.  Running 
gear,  of  course,  cut  in  numerous  places. — Thomas  L.  Swann,  Lieuten- 
ant and  Master.  From  12  to  4  p.  m.:  Several  vessels  shelling  Fort 
Powell.  Received  on  board  22  prisoners  from  rebel  prize  ram  Tennes- 
see. During  watch  flagship  made  full  signals,  viz:  "Send  medical 
officers  here  on  board;  captain  repair  on  board;  send  wounded  to 
Metacomet11 — C.  D.  Sigsbee.  From  4  to  6  p.m.:  Sent  wounded 
men  to  Metacomet  Received  6  men,  prisoners,  from  Selma.  New 
Orleans  monitor  engaged  Fort  Gaines.  Wind  southward,  force  2, 
weather  b.  c. — C.  H.  Pendleton.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Wind  S.  W., 
force  2,  weather  b.  c.  Received  on  board  a  small  ship's  galley.  Sent 
on  board  the  prize  steamer  Selma  Bernard  Kelley,  Patrick  Tiernan, 
Michael  Judge,  John  Shaughnessey,  George  W.  Cannon;  and  one 
third  assistant  engineer  and  two  firemen  to  the  Tennessee.  At  8  went 
to  auarters  for  inspection, — John  Utter. 

August  6. — At  4 :  50  a.  m.  discovered  a  vessel  *on  fire  at  Fort  Powell. 
At  7 :  10  the  stars  and  stripes  were  hoisted  from  Fort  Powell,  it  having 
been  evacuated  during  the  night. 

August  7. — At  6  a.  m.  a  boat  bearing  flag  of  truce  left  the  Hartford 
to  communicate  with  one  from  Fort  Gaines.  Our  boat  returned  with 
two  officers.  The  rebel  boat  soon  after  went  alongside  the  flagship. 
At  7 :  30  they  left  for  Fort  Gaines.  A  large  fire  to  N.  N.  W.  At  10 :  15 
a.  m.  went  to  quarters  for  inspection.  At  10:45  called  all  hands  to 
muster;  had  church  service;  read  a  general  order  from  Admiral  Farra- 

Sit.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Metacomet  left  under  a  flag  of  truce  for  Fort 
aines. 

August  8. — At  9:45  a.  m.  American  flag  hoisted  on  Fort  Gaines. 
From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Two  army  steamers  came  into  the  bay  near 
Fort  Gaines. 

August  9. — At  8:30  a.  m.  sent  to  Octorara,  for  the  purpose  of  land- 
ing troops,  second  whaleboat,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Douglas 
Cassel,  which  relieved  third  whaleboat,  in  charge  of  Master's  Mate 
Duncan.  At  9  loosed  sail  with  fleet.  Conemaugh  stood  in  toward 
Navy  Cove  with  boats  in  tow,  accompanied  by  Metacomet,  army 
transport,   monitor    Manhattan,    Monongahtla,  Lackawanna,  Itasca, 
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and  monitor,  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  Morgan  replied  several  times. 
Got  first  cutter  overboard.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Vessels  shelling  Fort 
Morgan.  The  flagship  Richmond,  Seminole,  and  Ossipee  anchored 
near  Fort  Morgan.  At  4:15  p.  m.  the  Hartford,  Richmond,  and 
Ossipee  got  underway  and  stood  in  near  Fort  Morgan. 

August  13. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  The  enemy  burning  buildings  near 
Fort  Morgan.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  lieutenant-Commander 
Lull  and  Second  Assistant  Engineer  J.  D.  Toppin  were  detached  from 
this  vessel  and  ordered  to  the  Tennessee,  the  former  to  command  the 
ram.  From  4  to  6 :  Ironclads  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. : 
Monitors  bombarding  Fort  Morgan. 

August  14: — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Monitors  firing  at  Fort  Morgan. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Monitors  occasionally  firing  at  Fort  Morgan. 

August  15. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Monitors  firing  at  Fort  Morgan, 
flagslup  signalized. 

Augustl6. — At  8  p.  m.  the  monitors  opened  on  Fort  Morgan.  From 
8  to  midnight:  Momtors  engaging  Fort  Morgan. 

August  18. — From  8  to  midnight:  Fort  Morgan  firing  a  few  shell 
toward  our  batteries. 

August  19. — From  4  to  8  a.  m.:  Monitor  Manhattan  fired  several 
shots  at  Fort  Morgan. 

August  20. — At  7 :  10  a.  m.  a  squall  struck  the  ship,  causing  her  to 
drag  foul  of  the  Ossipee,  damaging  second  whaleboat  and  barge  and 
carrying  away  starboard  main  Drace.  From  8  to  midnight:  Several 
shots  exchanged  between  land  batteries  and  Fort  Morgan. 

August  21  — Captain  inspected  the  ship  at  10:15  a.  m.  Sent  on 
shore  100  IX-inch  shell,  108  charges,  and  400  primers.  From  meridian 
to  4  p.  m. :  Sent  boat  to  the  Rodolph  with  equipments  for  guns  for 
Battery  Grant. 

August  22. — At  4:30  a.  m.  got  up  anchor  and  stood  toward  Fort 
Morgan  and  opened  fire  with  our  two  100-pounder  rifles.  At  9  ceased 
firing.  At  9.:  30  resumed  our  former  position.  Heavy  firing  from 
momtors  and  shore  batteries.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Gunboats 
and  land  batteries  firing  at  Fort  Morgan.  Flagship  made  signal 
"  Bermuda  goes  to  Pensacola  to-morrow; ' '  also, "  Send  boat  for  letters." 
From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Continued  firing  from  monitors  and  land  batteries  at 
Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  midnight :  Large  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  during 
whole  watch.     Heavy  firing. 

August  23. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  a  white  flag  was  displayed  at  Fort  Mor- 
gan. The  Winnebago  and  Laura  moved  up  and  communicated  with 
the  fort.  Lieutenant  C.  F.  Blake  and  P.  McGowan,  invalids,  left  the 
ship  for  Pensacola.  At  2  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  surrendered,  the  Union 
flag  was  unfurled  from  the  ramparts,  and  the  fleet  fired  a  salute. 
At  2:30  the  Tennessee,  Bienville,  Tort  Royal,  and  Sebago  stood  in  by 
the  fort. 

August  25. — At  9 :  45  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  down  into  Navy 
Cove;  came  to  anchor  in  7  fathoms  water  with  port  anchor.  Getting 
chain  off  side.  Sent  first  cutter  in  to  assist  in  embarking  guns.  Offi- 
cers visited  Fort  Morgan.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Crew  engaged  in  get- 
ting chain  from  ship's  side  and  a  party  on  shore  getting  guns  ready  for 
coining  off.  Hoisted  in  first  cutter.  At  5  sent  third  whaleboat  to 
Metacomet  with  Dr.  [Heber]  Smith.  At  5 :  30  landing  party  returned. 
From  6  to  8  p.  m.  received  wounded  men  from  Metacomet  and  Semi- 
nole.    From  8  to  midnight  received  on  board  wounded  men,  three  of 
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whom  died  during  the  watch.  Surgeons  attending  the  wounded.  The 
following  casualties  occurred  by  the  explosion  or  one  of  the  enemy's 
torpedoes:  Died  during  the  night,  John  Miller,  seaman;  Robert  G. 
White,  seaman;  Isaac  Young,  ordinary  seaman;  George  Thompson, 
seaman.  The  following  survivors  are  now  in  my  charge  on  passage  to 
Pensacola  on  board  this  ship:  Charles  Miller,  boatswain;  Henry  Ches- 
ter, seaman;  John  White,  acting  ensign;  Henry  J.  O'Brien,  seaman; 
William  Howard,  lansdman;  James  McDonald,  seaman;  Martin  Free- 
man, pilot. — J.  C.  Palmer,  Fleet  Surgeon. 

August  26. — At  3  a.  m.  sent  a  party  in  charge  of  Mr.  Quevedo  to 
bring  two  guns  off  from  shore.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood 
out  to  sea.  At  10:30  all  hands  were  called  to  bury  the  dead.  The 
burial  service  was  read  by  Lieutenant  Swann,  and  the  remains  of  the 
following  men  were  consigned  to  the  deep:  Robert  G.  White,  John 
Miller,  George  Thompson,  and  Isaac  Young.  At  4:45  p.  m.  came  to 
anchor  in  Pensacola  Harbor.     Sent  wounded  men  on  shore. 


Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  ironclad  Chickasaw,  Lieutenant-Commander  George  H.  Perkins, 

TJ.  8.  Kavy,  commanding. 

August  5 j  1864 — Mobile  Bay. — 4  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m. :  Weather  cloudy, 
with  a  moderate  breeze  from  southward  and  westward.  At  6 : 1 5  a.  m. 
got  underway  and  immediately  afterwards  beat  to  general  quarters  and 
took  our  position  on  the  right  of  the  line  and  astern  of  the  Winnebago. 
Passed  the  fort,  shelling  rapidly  the  batteries,  and  apparently  with 
good  effect.  At  7:07  the  enemy  struck  the  vessel  on  the  starboard 
side  near  the  after  turret.  At  7:10  opened  fire  from  this  vessel. 
After  passing  the  fort  we  passed  up  with  the  rest  of  the  fleet,  and 
while  steaming  toward  the  flagship  were  hailed  by  Fleet  Surgeon  Pal- 
mer in  the  steam  launch  Loyall,  who  gave  us  a  verbal  order  from  the 
admiral  to  encounter  the  ram  Tennessee.  Steam  being  low  on  account 
of  the  injuries  to  the  smokestack  by  the  enemy,  tallow  and  coal  tar 
were  put  into  the  furnaces,  and  we  made  rapidly  for  the  ram.  Imme- 
diately after  the  Hartford  gave  the  ram  her  Droadside,  and  about  9: 10 
we  closed  with  the  ram,  firing  rapidlv  at  her  with  steel  and  solid  iron 
shot,  and  at  times  within  a  few  yards  of  her,  and  at  no  time  over  50 
yards  distant,  ram  passing  on  our  port  side  and  receiving  our  fire  as 
she  passed.  Shot  away  the  enemy's  flagstaff  and  smokestack  and 
soon  afterwards  her  steering  gear,  which  forced  the  enemy  to  stop. 
We  opened  our  shot  into  the  stern  of  the  enemy,  nearly  all  of  which 
took  effect,  when  she  hoisted  the  white  flag  at  10:40.  The  steamer 
Ossipee,  some  distance  astern,  rapidly  approached,  and  owing  to  our 
boats  being  lashed  alongside  and  everything  stowed  away,  succeeded 
in  boarding  her  first,  and  some  twenty  or  thirty  minuteis  afterwards 
hoisted  the  American  ensign.  Took  the  ram  in  tow  and  anchored  her 
under  the  stern  of  the  Hartford  and  then  came  to  anchor  near  the  flag- 
ship. Expended  on  Fort  Morgan  75  5-second  shell.  Expended  on 
the  ram  Tennessee  48  solid  shot  and  4  steel  shot.  Vessel  struck  11 
times,  one  of  which  broke  the  deck  and  set  fire  to  the  hammocks 
below.     At  2:45  p.  m.  got  underway,  and  at  2:50  went  to  general 

?[uarters  and  stood  within  350  yards  of  Fort  Powell,  taking  the  barge 
ngomar,  with  shovels,  pickaxes,  and  wheelbarrows  on  board.     Fort 
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opened  on  us  and  struck  us  once  in  the  smokestack.  We  opened  fire 
on  the  fort  and  expended  25  5-second  shell,  after  which  returned  to  our 
anchorage,  bringing  with  us  the  Ingomar.  At  8  p.  m.  set  armed 
watch. — William  Hamilton,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  and  Execu- 
tive Officer. 

August  6. — At  2  a.  m.  fire  seen  at  Fort  Powell.  8  to  meridian:  Got 
underway  at  4:45  and  proceeded  up  Mobile  Bay  to  Fort  Powell;  lay 
to  about  100  yards  from  the  fort;  called  away  the  gig;  Captain  Perkins 
went  to  the  fort.  At  2  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  over  to  Dau- 
phin Island  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  with  General  Granger  • 
received  no  answer  to  our  signals;  stood  down  the  island  and  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Gaines  at  about  2,000  yards  distant;  light  breeze  from 
the  S.  W.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.  fired  15  5-second  and  16  10-second  shells, 
most  of  which  fell  within  the  fort ;  fort  opened  fire,  shot  falling  near 
the  vessel  without  striking  us.  Hauled  off  at  5  p.  m.  and  came  to 
anchor  in  2  J  fathoms  water,  veered  to  7  fathoms  chain. 

August  9. — At  6:30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Pilot  Town.  At  7 
sent  the  launch  ashore.  Dispatched  the  rig  in  chase  of  a  boat  run- 
ning up  the  bay.  At  9  a.  m.  gig  returned  with  boat  and  three  pris- 
oners. Prisoners  were  sent  to  the  flagship.  Launch  returned  with 
captured  sloop,  belonging  to  Hodge  &  Flint,  of  Mobile;  also  one  pris- 
oner (Moore),  a  pilot,  who  was  also  sent  to  flagship. 

August  IS. — Meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Ram  Tennessee  opened  fire  on  Fort 
Morgan.  At  2:20  sharp  firing  on  both  sides.  At  5:35  p.  m.  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  6 :  25  ceased  firing  and  dropped  out  of  range 
and  came  to  anchor.  Expended  15  shell.  At  1 1  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor 
and  commenced  firing  1 5-second  shell  half  hourly  at  Fort  Morgan. 
Expended  two  shell. 

August  14- — Midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  Manhattan,  Winnebago,  and 
Chickasaw  fired  alternately  every  thirty  minutes  on  Fort  Morgan. 
Chickasaw  hauled  off  at  1  a.  m.  At  6 :  30  a.  m.  opened  fire  on  Fort 
Morgan,  firing  every  fifteen  minutes.  At  7 :  30  ceased  firing,  dropped 
out  of  range  and  came  to  anchor.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Winnebago 
weighed  anchor.  At  4 :  30  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan,  firing  every 
half  hour.  At  5:55  the  Winnebago  shot  away  the  enemy's  flag  at 
Fort  Morgan.  At  6:45  got  underway  and  opened  fire  on  Fort  Mor- 
gan. At  7 :  20  ceased  firing.  Expended  three  shell.  From  8  to  mid- 
night: Fired  five  shots  at  intervals  until  11 :  15  p.  m.,  when  we  raised 
anchor  and  dropped  down  several  hundred  yards  and  came  to  anchor 
for  the  night. 

August  15. — At  1 1  a.  m.  a  signal  officer  and  two  men  reported  aboard 
for  signal  duty.  Proceeded  up  Mobile  Bay.  At  3  p.  m.  cleared  ship 
for  action;  received  pilot  from  the  Metacomet.  At  3 : 30  and  3 : 35  fired 
a  10-second  and  1 5-second  shell  from  the  forward  turret  at  the  rebel 
steamer  Morgan.  At  3:45  and  4  p.  m.,  fired  2  1 5-second  shell  at 
the  ram  lying  at  anchor  in  Choctaw  Pass.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Fired 
4  1 5-second  shell  at  the  rebel  ram.  At  5:30  came  to  anchor  in  Span- 
ish Channel. 

August  16. — From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  Sent  gig  in  chase  of  a  small  boat; 

S'g  was  fired  upon  from  shore;  sent  launch  ashore,  armed,  Lieutenant 
amilton  in  charge.  Launchers  opened  fire  on  the  enemy,  causing 
the  enemy  to  retreat.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  The  gig  and  launch  returned 
at  7:15  without  the  boat.  James  Rose,  one  of  the  gig's  crew,  was 
wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  Mini6  ball. 
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August  17. — At  6  p.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  stood  over  to  the  west 
shore.  Seeing  the  rebel  rams  were  moving,  beat  to  quarters,  cleared 
ship  for  action.  As  they  made  no  further  demonstrations,  beat  the 
retreat  and  came  to  anchor. 

August  22. — From  8  to  meridian:  At  anchor  within  1,300  yards  of 
Fort  Morgan,  firing  from  both  turrets.  Weighed  anchor  and  veered 
within  1,100  yards  range.  At  10  a.  m.  rounded  to  and  hauled  out  of 
range.  Shell  expended,  29  5-second,  27  10-second,  2  15-second,  75 
percussion  primers.  At  6  p.  m.  commenced  firing  upon  Fort  Morgan. 
After  being  at  quarters  one  hour  withdrew.     Expended  22  5-second 

Auaust  23. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Fort  Morgan  put  up  a  flag  of  truce. 
Sent  Doat  with  Lieutenant  Hamilton  ashore.  Captain  Perkins  went 
on  shore.  General  Granger  and  Lieutenant  Watson,  with  General 
Page,  are  negotiating  terms  of  surrender.

July  1}  186b. — Mississippi  Sound.  At  1:45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor 
off  east  end  of  Petit  Bois.  At  3:45  Buckthorn  arrived  from  Horn 
Island  and  anchored  near  us.  At  5  dispatched  12  armed  men  in 
charge  of  an  officer  to  report  to  Lieutenant  Godfrey,  commanding  the 
Buckthorn f  for  special  duty.  The  Buckthorn  weighed  anchor  and  pro- 
ceeded down  the  sound  to  intercept  two  armed  rebel  launches  said  to 
be  at  or  near  Mississippi  City. 

July  2. — At  4:45  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  to  Horn 
Island  Pass,  where  we  anchored  at  5:45.  At  9  a.  m.  the  Buckthorn 
returned  from  special  duty  and  communicated,  passing  to  the  east- 
ward. Party  detailed  for  duty  on  her  returned  on  board.  At  9:30 
weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  to  the  east  end  of  Petit  Bois,  where  we 
came  to  in  15  fathoms  water.  Heavy  cannonading  in  the  direction  of 
Fort  Morgan  throughout  the  afternoon. 

July  S. — From  2  to  4  a.  m. :  Brisk  cannonading  in  the  direction  of 
Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  meridian:  Cannonade  in  the  direction  of 
Fort  Morgan  continued  at  intervals. 

July  8. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  The  Cowslip  bore  down  to  communi- 
cate. Immediately  dispatched  her  to  the  relief  of  a  skiff  seen  approach- 
ing the  ship  from  the  mainland.  At  7 :  15  she  returned  with  two  refu- 
gees found  in  the  boat.  At  9  a.  m.  sent  refugees  in  charge  of  an  officer 
to  the  beach  of  Dauphin  Island,  where  they  were  turned  over  to  the 
Metacomet  for  passage  to  the  admiral.  At  8:30  p.  m.  observed  a 
moving  light  E.  by  N.,  and  at  once  weighed  anchor  and  stood  E.  N.  E. 
to  reconnoiter.  Having  made  the  light  to  be  a  steamer  outside, 
standing  to  the  westward,  returned  to  our  station  and  anchored. 

July  10. — At  7  a.  m.  discovered  a  strange  vessel  ashore  near  Fort 
Morgan,  and  one  of  our  squadron  moving  up  within  range.  At  7:30 
two  more  had  moved  up  and  all  three  were  evidentlv  shelling  the 
stranger.  From  8  to  meridian:  The  bombardment  of  the  stranger  off 
Fort  Morgan  maintained  throughout  the  watch.  At  2  p.  m.  the  ves- 
sels engaged  bombarding  discontinued  the  action  and  were  withdrawn. 
At  4:40  rebel  steamer  passed  Fort  Morgan  and  communicated  with 
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stranger.  Two  of  our  squadron  standing  in  to  intercept  her,  she 
returned  to  cover  of  the  fort,  when  our  vessels  returned  to  their 
anchorage. 

July  11. — From  9  to  11  a.  m.:  The  Galena  evidently  shelling  the 
stranded  steamer  under  Fort  Morgan.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.: 
Vessels  of  the  fleet  evidently  engaged  with  Fort  Morgan. 

July  IS. — At  8  p.  m.  sent  a  picket  boat,  fully  armed,  with  an  officer 
in  charge,  to  cruise  or  lie  E.  N.  E.,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  distant. 

July  29. — From  8  to  meridian:  At  9:30  called  away  the  first  and 
second  cutters  for  exercise.  Sent  the  whaleboat,  armed,  in  charge  of 
an  officer,  to  examine  a  strange  sail  or  boat  seen  N.  W.  At  10:40 
weighed  and  stood  to  N.  W.,  recalling  the  boats.  Having  observed 
the  Narcissus  in  possession  of  the  stranger,  we  returned  to  our  station 
at  1 1 :  20,  Horn  Island  W.  i  S.  and  east  end  of  Petit  Bois  E.  }  S.  At 
12: 15  p.  m.  the  Narcissus  arrived  with  three  persons,  refugees,  found 
in  the  strange  boat  above  mentioned.  At  12:30  a  boat  from  the 
Jackson  arrived  with  two  additional  refugees.  At  12:45  sent  Nar- 
cissus to  examine  strange  sail  to  westward.  She  returned  with 
stranger  in  tow. 

July  SO. — At  6  a.  m.  a  small  sloop  boat  arrived,  prize  to  the  Nar- 
cissus. 

August  2,  186 4. — At  9:15  a.  m.  the  steamer  Laura,  having  Major- 
General  Granger  and  staff  on  board,  arrived  and  anchored.  Sent  a 
boat  in  charge  of  an  officer  and  towed  off  all  the  serviceable  boats 
(three)  from  the  beach.  At  11:10  Lieutenant  Harris,  of  the  U.  S. 
Signal  Corps,  with  assistant,  came  on  board  and  reported  for  duty. 
At  1 1 :  55  the  Laura  proceeded  up  the  sound  to  reconnoiter. 

August  S. — At  2 :  10  a.  m.  the  transport  St.  Charles  and  a  barge  with 
troops  in  convoy  came  to  anchor  near  us.  At  8 :  20  the  Narcissus,  in 
charge  of  our  pilot  (John  Robinson),  proceeded  up  the  sound  to  select 
a  landing  place  for  troops.  At  1 :  35  p.  m.  the  Narcissus  returned  and 
communicated.  Lieutenant  Hallett  and  two  assistants,  of  the  U.  S. 
Signal  Corps,  reported  on  board  for  duty.  At  2 :  40  weighed  anchor 
and  proceeded  up  the  sound,  followed  by  the  Jackson,  Estrella,  Stock- 
dale,  Bohio,  and  all  the  army  transports.  At  4  came  to  with  starboard 
anchor  in  10  feet  and  veered  to  15  fathoms.  Prepared  seven  boats  to 
assist  in  landing  troops.  At  5: 15  p.  m.  dispatched  all  boats  to  assist 
in  debarkation  of  troops,  the  transports  having  arrived  at  the  proper 
point.  At  6 :  30  the  Jadcson  proceeded  up  tne  sound  to  cover  the 
advance  of  the  attacking  column.  All  boats  from  the  fleet  engaged  in 
the  debarkation.  Sent  boat  with  an  officer  to  communicate  with  the 
Jackson.  At  7 :  20  the  captain  returned  from  shore.  At  midnight  all 
boats  returned,  having  landed  all  the  troops  and  their  baggage, 
rations,  and  field  batteries  on  Dauphin  Island,  the  Jcwkson  shelling 
the  woods  to  clear  advance  for  the  troops,  which  took  position  under 
their  cover. 

August  4. — At  10:30  a.  m.  one  of  the  monitors  moved  up  and  com- 
menced shelling  Fort  Gaines.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Occasional  shots 
exchanged  between  Fort  Gaines  and  one  of  the  monitors.  At  4:30 
p.  m.  two  army  transports  arrived  with  troops. 

August  5.^-From  midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Weather  as  per  column  (b.  c.) . 
At  3:30  a.  m.  a  Coston  signal  was  burned  in  the  fleet.  Engines, 
boilers,  fires,  and  fire  apparatus  reported  in  proper  order.  At  4:45 
made  general  signal.     Bent  a  kedge  to  be  used  as  stern  anchor  if 
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required.  At  5 :  45  Narcissus,  from  her  station,  anchored  near  us.  At 
5 :  45  fleet  off  Mobile  weighed  and  bore  up  for  the  bay,  crossing  the  bar 
at  6 :  30,  one  of  the  monitors  delivering  the  first  fire,  the  fleet  proceed- 
ing slowly  up  the  channel.  At  7 :  10  Fort  Morgan  opened  upon  the 
fleet  and  the  action  immediately  became  general.  AD  the  remaining 
army  transports  underway  and  standing  to  the  westward.  At  8  a.  m. 
weighed  anchor  and,  accompanied  by  the  Jackson,  Estrella,  StocTcdale, 
and  Narcissus,  moved  up  toward  Fort  Powell,  on  which  we  opened  fire 
from  100-pounder  rifle  pivot  at  about  4,000  yards,  the  other  vessels 
taking  position  and  joining  in  the  action  about  the  same  time.  At 
8:32  the  fort  opened  in  reply,  maintaining  a  brisk  fire  until  10  a.  m., 
when  it  ceased  and  we  hauled  off  slightly.  Came  to  with  port  anchor 
in  9  feet  water,  having  discovered  the  enemy  evacuating  the  fort, 
leaving  only  about  a  dozen  men  in  the  work,  the  fort  bearing  N.  E. 
J  E.,  distant  1£  miles.  Communicated  with  vessels  of  sound  squad- 
ron, assigning  them  permanent  positions,  and  again  moved  up,  dropping 
an  anchor  under  foot  in  9  feet  water  and  reopening  fire  upon  the  fort. 
At  12  ceased  firing,  the  fort  failing  to  respond  to  our  last"  attack. 
Forty-three  shells  expended,  to  wit:  32  percussion,  5  30-second  time 
fuze,  5  25-second,  ana  1  20-second.  At  11 :  15  the  Glasgow,  from  New 
Orleans,  arrived  and  communicated,  having  Lieutenant-Commander 
Franklin  as  passenger.  At  noon,  the  fleet  evidently  victorious,  seemed 
to  have  come  to  anchor  about  2  miles  E.  N.  E.  of  the  north  end 
of  Little  Dauphin.  At  12 :  30  p.  m.  made  signal.  All  firing  ceased  and 
vessels  of  the  sound  squadron  came  to  anchor.  At  3:30  a  monitor 
from  the  fleet  approaching  Fort  Powell,  took  in  tow  a  barge  moored 
near  the  fort,  wnich  opened  with  one  gun;  the  monitor  promptly 
responding  from  her  after  turret  and  proceeding  with  her  prize. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Monitor  having  towed  the  barge  a  short  distance, 
anchored  her  and,  returning,  opened  fire  upon  the  fort  at  short  range, 
planting  every  shell,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  fairly  in  the  work, 
which  responded  with  three  guns  only,  until  5 :  40,  when  the  monitor 
again  took:  the  barge  in  tow  and  returned  to  the  fleet.  At  6:30  p.  m. 
Captain  de  Krafft,  accompanied  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Franklin 
and  the  ship's  pilot,  left  the  ship  to  communicate  with  the  admiral  and 
deliver  the  mails  to  the  squadron.  At  7  Lieutenant  Harris  and  the 
assistants  of  the  U.  S.  Signal  Corps  left  the  ship  for  Dauphin  Island. 
At  7 :  20  heavy  smoke  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Gaines.  At  9 :  30  two 
rockets  seen  over  Dauphin  Island.  At  1 1  a  heavy  explosion  was  heard 
bearing  N.  E.,  which  proved  to  be  the  destruction  of  Fort  Powell, 
which  work  was  blown  up  and  entirely  destroyed  by  the  rebels. 

August  6. — At  12:45  a.  m.  Lieutenant-Commander  de  Krafft 
returned  from  the  fleet  inside.  At  3  heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of 
Mobile.  At  5  fire  broke  out  in  the  ruins  of  Fort  Powell.  At  6  the 
Metacomet  went  to  sea  under  a  flag  of  truce.  At  7: 10  a  boat's  crew 
from  the  Estrella  ran  up  the  flag  of  our  Union  over  Fort  Powell.  At 
10  picked  up  buoy  and  boat  previously  moored  to  be  used  as  range 
during  the  action  of  yesterday.  At  3 :  30  p.  m.  heavy  cannonading  in 
the  direction  of  Fort  Gaines.  At  4:20  the  Stockaale  reported  the 
Estrella  ashore  on  her  anchor  with  a  hole  through  her  bottom;  she 
returned  to  the  fort.  Firing  at  Fort  Gaines  ceased.  At  4:45#prize 
gunboat  Selma  from  the  fleet  landed  a  force  of  marines  at  Fort  Powell 
to  occupy  the  ruins. 
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August  7. — At  2  a.  m.  heavy  fire  raging  in  the  direction  of  Mobile. 
At  6  p.  m.  observed  a  small  skiff  approaching  the  ship  from  the  north- 
ward. Sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  an  officer,  who  boarded  her  and 
returned,  bringing  a  negro  refugee,  who  reported  himself  as  from 
General  Bradford's  salt  works  on  the  north  shore.  Captain  de  Krafft 
returned  from  the  fleet,  having  intelligence  of  the  surrender  of  Fort 
Gaines  to  Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut. 

August  12. — At  9 :  30  a.  m.  Captain  de  Krafft,  accompanied  by  a 
pilot  and  10  men,  in  charge  of  an  officer,  left  the  ship,  and,  boarcung 
the  Narcissus,  proceeded  up  the  sound  in  her  to  buoy  out  Grant's 
Pass. 

August  18. — At  3:14  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  shelling  our  monitors. 
Captain  de  Krafft  and  all  boats  returned;  Narcissus  anchored  near 
us.  From  8  to  midnight:  Occasional  firing  in  the  direction  of  Fort 
Morgan. 

August  23. — At  5  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  stood  out  to  sea. 

August  24- — At  9  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  abreast  of  Lafayette  street, 
New  Orleans.

April  14,  1864- — Mississippi  Sound.  From  12  meridian  to  4  p. 
m.:  At  1 :30  p.  m.  let  go  from  the  Sebago  and  started  on  a  cruise  up 
the  north  shore.  At  3  saw  a  sloop  boat  under  the  land;  fired  a  shot 
from  the  30-pounder  Parrott  and  brought  her  alongside.  She 
proved  to  be  a  sloop  loaded  with  corn  and  meal  from  Mobile,  bound 
to  Biloxi.  Nelson  Beck  and  Jack  Feirs  were  on  board  of  her;  took 
her  cargo  on  board  and  took  the  sloop  in  tow  and  steamed  ahead  on 
our  cruise.     At  5  came  to  anchor. 

April  15. — At  8: 30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Pascagoula.  At  8:45 
got  underway;  chased  and  captured  a  sailboat  containing  5  rebels, 
3  of  them  soldiers.     At  9 :  30  came  to  anchor  off  Pascagoula. 

April  17. — At  2:30  p.  m.  saw  four  mules  on  the  beach;  saw  also 
some  of  the  enemy  trying  to  capture  them.  Let  go  of  Sebago  and 
steamed  up  for  the  persons  on  the  beach.  Fired  two  shots  from  30- 
pounder  Parrott.  Sebago  and  Narcissus  sent  boats  to  capture  the 
mules,  but  had  to  shoot  them,  being  unable  to  capture  them;  went 
to  the  Sebago  and  made  fast.  At  5: 30  p.  m.  took  two  sloop  boats  in 
tow  and  left  the  Sebago  for  Petit  Bois  Island.  At  6:30  came  to 
anchor  off  the  island  and  towed  one  of  the  boats  ashore  and  hauled 
her  up.  Attempted  to  tow  the  other,  but  oould  not,  owing  to  the 
high  wind.  Called  back  all  boats  and  made  fast  sloop  astern.  At 
8 :  45  got  underway  and  steamed  toward  the  north  shore.  At  1 1  came 
to  anchor. 

April  18. — At  5  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  stood  toward  Petit  Bois 
Island.  At  9  took  sloop  boat  ashore  and  hauled  her  up  on  the  beach. 
At  1:30  p.  m.  made  fast  to  the  Albatross1  s  stern;  a  boat  came  along- 
side with  a  mail  and  dispatches.  At  2:30  let  go  the  Albatross  and 
went  inside  to  the  Sebago ;  made  fast  to  her  ana  received  on  board  3 
rebel  soldiers  and  4  men,  captured  while  attempting  to  run  the  block- 
ade. At  3  let  go  the  Sebago  and  steamed  toward  Ship  Island.  'At 
8: 30  sent  prisoners  on  boara  the  Vincennes. 
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April  20. — At  5 ;  20  a.  m.  made  fast  to  a  wharf  at  Mississippi  City. 
At  10  Captain  Canfield  communicated  with  the  enemy  under  a  flag 
of  truce. 

May  9,  I864. — At  1 :30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  near  the  Port  Royal; 
captam  went  on  board  and  returned.  At  3 :  30  Captain  Morris  came  on 
board.  At  3 :  50  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  toward  Fort  Powell 
on  a  reconnoissance.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor.  At  4 :  35  Cap- 
tain Morris  and  Captain  Canfield  went  up  toward  the  fort  in  a  boat, 
and  on  returning  to  this  steamer  the  rebels  fired  a  shot  at  us  which  ^rent 
high  over  our  heads.  Boat  came  alongside.  At  5:10  got  underway 
and  proceeded  toward  the  Port  Royal  and  anchored.  At  9:30  the 
Port  Royal  ordered  us  to  get  underway  and  overhaul  a  light  down  the 
sound.  Called  all  hands  to  quarters.  It  proved  to  be  a  light  on  the 
north  shore,  probably  the  enemy's  salt  works.  Came  to  anchor  with 
light  bearing  N .  W.  At  1 1 :  45  saw  a  signal  rocket,  supposed  from  the 
Port  Royal]  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  ber. 

May  24. — Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh,  steward,  and  gig's 
crew  came  aboard. 

May  26. — At  10 :  30  a.  m.  the  captain  of  the  Buckthorn  left  the  ship; 
we  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  the  Point  of  Pines  [aux 
Pins]  to  reconnoiter  after  salt  works.  Saw  a  small  sloop  boat  in- 
shore with  three  men  in  it;  seeing  us  they  got  underway  and  ran  up  a 
small  creek.  From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Saw  the  oebago  coming  up  from  the 
westward.  Got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  her;  made  fast  to 
her  stern.  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh  left  the  ship  and  went 
on  board  of  her. 

May  29. — At  4: 15  a.  m.  made  a  sloop  boat  to  the  eastward.  Got 
underway,  called  all  hands  to  quarters.  Fired  one  10-inch  shell  from 
rifled  gun.  The  boat  came  alongside ;  she  proved  to  be  the  Last  Push, 
commanded  by  William  Holley;  the  following  persons  were  on  board: 
N.  B.  Folwell,  Charles  Anderson,  and  Francis  Schrander,  bound  to 
Biloxi  from  Mobile,  with  a  cargo  of  bags  of  corn.  Saw  a  sail  outside 
Petit  Bois- Island;  stood  toward  Horn  Island  Pass.  At  7  spoke  the 
Glasgow;  executive  officer  went  on  board.  From  8  to  meridian:  Took 
the  schooner  Martha  (light-house  tender)  in  tow  and  proceeded  to 
Grant's  Pass.  At  10:30  let  go  from  schooner;  she  anchored.  We 
steamed  ahead  and  anchored  near  the  Sebago;  captain  reported  on 
board  with  prisoners.  At  5  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Petit  Bois  Spit, 
lowered  boat,  towed  sloop  ashore,  and  hauled  her  up  on  the  beach. 

June  1. — At  3 :30  p.  m.  fitted  out  an  expedition  to  go  up  the  bay  of 
Biloxi  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  boats,  consisting  of  the  following 
boats:  Our  first  cutter,  with  Captains  Fitzhugh  and  Canfield,  and 
Vincennes'  launch,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Billings.  Captain 
Jones,  of  Narcissus,  with  his  first  cutter,  left  the  ship  and  stood  over 
toward  Biloxi  City  in  pursuit  of  a  boat.  At  9 :  45  p.  m.  first  cutter 
returned  with  Captains  Fitzhugh  and  Canfield.  At  10,  Vincennes9 
launch  returned,  bringing  a  sailboat  and  small  batteau. 

June  2. — At  2:10  p.  m.  stopped  at  a  sawmill  and  brought  off  2 
sloop  boats  and  destroyed  tne  frames  of  2  more  on  the  stocks. 
Steamed  ahead;  destroyed  four  salt  works.  Summary  of  the  day  up 
to  8  p.  m. :  Captured  5  sloop-yachts,  destroyed  6  large  sloop  boats,  3 
large  flatboats,  4  salt  works,  captured  1  small  steam  boiler.  At  6 :  30 
p.  m.  anchored  off  the  shipyard ;  tide  fell  and  left  us  aground.  From  8 
to  midnight  still  aground  off  the  shipyard. 
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June  3. — At  4 :  30  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  got  underway.  Nar- 
cissus came  to  us  and  we  took  her  in  tow,  she  taking  all  tne  prizes 
astern  of  her.  At  6  steamed  ahead  again  down  the  bay.  At  7 :  45  got 
ashore  again  opposite  Ocean  Springs.  From  8  to  meridian :  Rain,  with 
thunder  and  lightning;  still  aground.  At  4:30  p.  m.  the  Vincennes7 
launch  and  third  cutter  left  the  ship  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Billings 
and  proceeded  to  Biloxi  on  reconnoissance.  At  7 :  30  cutter  returned. 
At  8:15  Vincennes7  launch  returned.  At  10  Vincennes7  third  cutter, 
in  charge  of  Mr.  Smith,  boatswain,  with  10  men  and  Antoine  Bellende 
as  pilot,  left  the  ship  to  go  up  Fort  Bayou  and  cut  out  a  schooner. 

June  4- — At  3:15  a.  m.  the  Vincennes1  cutter  returned,  bringing 
Captain  Tobey  and  Lieutenant  Wilkinson,  two  rebel  officers,  as  pris- 
oners. 

July  2. — [Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  C.  G.  Arthur,  commanding.] 
At  9:30  a.  m.  the  Metacomet  and  Monongahela  got  underway  and 
steamed  inshore  and  commenced  firing  at  the  blockade  runner  aground. 
Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  Port  Royal&nd  Galena  close  inshore  shelling 
the  blockade  runner.  At  7:30  p.  m.  steamed  inshore,  following  the 
Itasca. 

July  8. — At  12:30  a.  m.  saw  a  vessel  to  the  eastward;  made  signal 
accordingly;  gave  chase.  Proved  to  be  the  Philippi.  Steamed  to  the 
westward  and  joined  the  Itasca  and  Pembina.  At  2  they  opened  fire 
on  the  blockade  runner  aground;  were  replied  to  by  the  rebels  with 
several  pieces  on  shore.     Fired  one  5-second  shell  from  rifled  gun. 

July  4- — At  12:30  p.  m.  Rear-Admiral  Farragut  and  staff  came  on 
board;  cast  off  from  tne  flagship  and  steamed  in  toward  the  blockade 
runner  aground.  At  2: 15  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  and  batteries  on  shore 
opened  fire  on  this  vessel.  Fired  one  round  from  20-pounder  rifle  with 
percussion  shell;  communicated  with  the  Seminole,  Galena,  Oneida, 
Ladcawanna;  returned  to  flagship;  made  fast. 

July  6. — At  12 :  15  a.  m.  saw  tne  blockade  runner  on  shore  in  flames. 

November  29. — [Acting  Master  W.  T.  Bacon,  commanding.]  At  9 :  45 
a.  m.  steamed  toward  Dog  River;  discovered  a  battery  and  camp  of 
the  enemy  at  the  mouth  of  the  river.  Returned  to  the  flagship  and 
communicated;  steamed  back,  and  at  10:45  went  to  quarters  and 
opened  fire  on  the  enemy's  battery.  Fired  12  rounds  from  20-pounder 
rifled  gun  and  6  rounds  from  howitzer  without  receiving  any  reply. 
At  meridian  steamed  back  toward  flagship. 

December  7. — At  11 :30  p.  m.  wind  came  out  from  northward  with  a 
squall.  The  Narcissus,  lying  toward  western  shore,  burned  Coston 
light  No.  2. 

December  8. — At  1 :  30  a.  m.  the  Octorara  hoisted  night  distinguishing 
light  and  steamed  toward  us;  communicated;  captain  went  on  board. 
At  2: 10  captain  returned;  got  underway  immediately,  taking  in  tow 
boat  from  the  Octorara;  all  hands  at  quarters  and  precautions  against 
surprise.  Steamed  toward  the  Narcissus,  that  vessel  having  been 
blown  up  by  a  torpedo,  and  in  a  sinking  condition.  At  3  ran  along- 
side. Acting  Ensign  [William  G.]  Jones,  commanding  the  Narcissus, 
reported  his  vessel  sunk  and  nearly  full  of  water.  Such  being  the  case, 
commenced  stripping  her.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Stripped  the  Narcissus, 
taking  on  board  all  ner  guns,  ammunition,  small  arms,  paymaster's 
stores,  nautical  instruments,  charts,  and  everything  movable  of  any 
value.  At  5 :  30  made  fast  with  hawser  and  endeavored  to  pull  her  oft ; 
not  succeeding,  took  off  her  crew,  leaving  Acting  Ensign  Jones  *nd 
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four  men  on  board.  Anchored  near  by.  At  daylight  Octorara  made 
signals.  Got  underway  and  ran  close  to  the  Narcissus  and  took  off 
Acting  Ensign  Jones  and  remainder  of  the  crew  and  steamed  toward 
the  flagship.

August  5,  186 A. — Mobile  Bay.  At  3:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and 
went  alongside  or  the  Oneida  and  made  fast.  At  5  flagship  made  sig- 
nal to  get  underway.  At  5  steamed  in  the  third  order  of  sailing.  The 
fort  opened  on  the  fleet  at  7 :  05.  At  8  the  ships  under  the  fire  of  the 
fort.  Commenced  firing  with  our  100-pounder  rifle.  At  8:45  Cap- 
tain Mullany  having  been  wounded  when  abreast  of  Fort  Morgan  by  a 
shell,  and  his  vessel;  the  Oneida,  having  had  her  steering  apparatus 
shot  away  and  one  of  her  boilers  exploded  by  a  heavy  shot,  the  com- 
mand devolved  upon  the  commander  of  the  Galena,  which  vessel  suc- 
ceeded in  towing  her  and  steering  both  safely  through  to  an  anchorage 
about  4  miles  N.W.  of  Fort  Morgan,  where  the  Oneida  was  cast  loose. 
At  10  a.  m.  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  making  toward  the  fleet  from 
Fort  Morgan,  *was  borne  down  for  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Mononaakela  and 

monitor  .     The  former  rode  down  upon  her  at  rull  speed, 

mounting  her,  with  the  intention  of  sinking  the  ram,  but  she  slid  off  her 
inclined  sides,  receiving  a  broadside  shot  from  the  ram,  which  was 
then  attacked  by  the  monitor,  and  a  brisk  exchange  of  snots  ensued. 
The  Lackawanna  then  ran  down  and  mounted  her  amidships,  but 
did  not  succeed  in  sinking  her.  The  Brooklyn  and  Hartford  then 
approached  and  engaged  her  in  a  terrific  duel,  in  which  the  ram  got 
seriously  battered  and  lost  her  smokestack.  The  ram  then  steamed 
down  toward  Fort  Gaines.  She  was  pursued  and  surrounded  by  the 
Hartford,  Brooklyn,  and  two  monitors,  when  she  hoisted  a  white  flag 
and  surrendered,  with  her  officers  and  crew,  who  were  taken  prisoners. 
Among  the  former  was  the  rebel  Admiral  Buchanan,  who  was  wounded 
in  the  leg.  The  fight  lasted  about  one  hour,  without  material  injury 
to  our  ships.  At  1 1 :  30  the  rebel  steamer  Selma  was  brought  in,  hav- 
ing been  captured  whilst  attempting  to  escape  to  Mobile  by  the  Mela- 
comet  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Received  from  the  captured 
steamer  Tennessee,  by  order  of  Admiral  Farragut,  the  following  pris- 
oners of  war:  William  A.  [Oscar?]  Benson,  third  assistant  engineer; 
W.  M.  Rogers,  third  assistant  engineer,  and  13  men  [names  omitted]  . 
At  5  p.  m.  ironclad  steamer  went  into  Fort  Powell  and  engaged  the 
fort.  At  5:30  flagship  made  signals.  Sent  David  McCafferty,  coal 
heaver,  wounded,  on  board  the  Metacomet.  Acting  Assistant  Engi- 
neer William  Welcker  and  Patrick  McCann,  firemen,  and  Daniel  Foley, 
coal  heaver,  were  detained  for  duty  on  board  the  prize  steamer  Selma. 
From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Sent  the  wounded  of  the  Oneida  on  board  the  Meta- 
comet.  At  8:30  p.  m.  saw  a  rocket  thrown  from  Fort  Gaines.  A£ 
1 1 :  30  heard  heavy  firing  east  of  Fort  Gaines. 

August  6. — At  5  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  on  fire  at  Fort  Powell.  At  7 
the  United  States  flag  was  hoisted  on  Fort  Powell  and  garrisoned  by 
our  marines.     From  8  to  meridian  employed  in  repairing  damages. 

August  7. — At  6  a.  m.  a  boat  with  a  flag  of  truce  communicated  with 
the  flagship.  At  9:30  inspected  and  mustered  the  crew  and  held 
divine  service,  returning  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  a  signal  victory 
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over  the  enemy.  Read  also  a  return  of  thanks  from  the  admiral  com- 
manding for  tne  gallantry  of  the  officers  and  men  of  this  fleet  during 
the  action  of  the  5th  instant.  At  7:30  p.  m.  got  underway  ana 
steamed  to  the  eastward.  At  8  came  to  anchor  in  2£  fathoms  water; 
fleet  bore  S.  S.  W. 

August  8. — At  10  a.  m.  the  American  flag  was  hoisted  on  Fort 
Gaines;  throughout  the  fleet  cheered  ship.  From  6  until  8  p.  m.:  Got 
the  two  launches  ready  for  immediate  service. 

August  9. — From  4  until  8  a.  m. :  Sent  the  first  and  second  launches 
to  the  Octorara  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Pease  and  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Tut  tie.  At  8: 10  a.  m.  the  rebel  gunboat  Morgan  burning.  At 
8:30  troops  passing  over  in  transports  from  Fort  Gaines  to  Mobile 
Point.  At  9  the  Octorara,  with  launches  in  tow,  went  over  to  Mobile 
Point.  At  9:40  the  Metacomet  went  to  where  they  were  landing 
troops.  At  9:50  the  Manhattan  went  over  also.  At  10:15  rebel 
hospital  and  outbuildings  outside  of  Fort  Morgan  on  fire.  At  10:20 
the  Itasca  and  Port  Royal.  10:30  flagship  made  signals,  the  Monon- 
gahela  and  Lackawanna  underway.  Tug  came  in  through  Pelican 
Channel.  At  11:20  the  Monongahela  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan. 
At  1 1 :  25  got  underway  and  stood  in  for  Fort  Morgan.  At  H :  50 
opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  with  100-pounder  rifle.  At  12:45  the 
Cowslip,  bearing  the  flag  officer's  pennant,  made  signal.  Ceased  firing. 
At  1  p.  m.  flag  of  truce  proceeded  toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  1 :  06 
launches  returned.  At  1 :  27  came  to  anchor  in  2}  fathoms  water,  Fort 
Morgan  bearing  S.  W.  }  S.,  Fort  Gaines  W.  £  S.  Ironclad  Tennessee 
opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan,  firing  two  shots.  From  6  until  8  p.m.: 
Keceived  a  sloop-rigged  boat  from  shore. 

August  13. — At  2 :45  p.  m.  the  ram  Tennessee  went  in  and  engaged 
Fort  Morgan.  The  fort  and  water  battery  replied  rapidly.  At  3 :  40 
the  StocJcdale  came  in  and  anchored  among  the  fleet.  At  3:45  the 
MetcLComet  came  in  from  above  the  bay  and  anchored.     From  4  to  6 

Bm. :  The  Selma  came  in  through  Pelican  Channel.  From  6  until  8: 
onitor  firing  occasionally.  From  8  to  midnight:  Monitor  firing  on 
Fort  Morgan,  a  shell  every  fifteen  minutes. 

August  14- — Commences  and  until  4  a.m.:  Monitor  firing  on  Fort 
Morgan.  From  4  until  8  a.  m. :  Monitor  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  From 
4  to  6  and  from  8  to  midnight:  Monitors  firing  occasionally  on  Fort 
Morgan. 

August  15. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.:  One  monitor  firing  a 
shell  at  Fort  Morgan  every  twenty  minutes.  From  6  imtil  8  p.m.: 
Monitor  firing  on  Fort  Morgan  and  the  fort  replying.  From  8  until 
midnight:  The  monitor  firing  on  Fort  Morgan  at  intervals,  the  fort 
replying. 

August  (j). — From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  Our  batteries  shelling  Fort 
Morgan.     From  8  to  midnight:  Monitor  firing  on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  19. — From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Batteries  on  shore  commenced  firing 
on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  20. — From  8  to  midnight:  Monitor  firing  on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  21. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.:  Fort  Morgan  and  the 
batteries  firing  at  intervals.  From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  Fort  Morgan 
firing  on  the  shore  batteries.  From  8  to  midnight :  Fort  Morgan  firing 
a  gun  every  five  minutes. 

Auaust  22. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Fort  Morgan  firing  on 
the  shore  batteries.

— Commences  and  until  4  a.m.:  A  large  fire  burning  m 
Fort  Morgan.  Our  batteries  firing  a  shot  every  five  minutes  at  the 
fort.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  A  large  fire  burning  in  Fort  Morgan.  At 
6 :  30  saw  a  white  flag  on  the  fort.  At  6 :  30  got  underway  and  steamed 
to  within  1  mile  of  tne  fort;  anchored  in  3i  fathoms  water,  15  fathoms 
chain.  At  2  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  surrendered  to  the  United  States 
forces.  The  entire  fleet  saluted  the  raising  of  the  United  States 
ensign  on  the  fort.

At  6 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  for  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi. 

January  22. — At  3 :  50  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  New  Orleans. 

February  9. — At  12:45  a.  m.  got  underway  and  headed  for  Pensa- 
cola Harbor.  At  1 1 :  55  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Pensacola  Harbor. 
Captain  Percival  Drayton  to-day  assumed  command  of  this  ship. 

April  2. — At  12:05  p.  m.  Rear-Admiral  David  G.  Farragut  and 
staff,  consisting  of  Fleet  Captain  Percival  Drayton,  Flag-Lieutenant 
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J.  C.  Watson,  Admiral's  Secretary  Alex.  McKinley,  Flag-Ensign  T.  W. 
Davis,  Flag  Master's  Mate  H.  H.  Brownell,  and  Coast  Pilot  Freeman, 
left  the  ship.  The  admiral  transferred  his  flag  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Tennes- 
see.

April  26. — At  6  p.  m.  admiral  and  staff  arrived  per  Tennessee;  re- 
turned on  board. 

May  ##.— Blockade  off  Mobile.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Transported 
both  the  100-pounder  Parrott  rifled  guns  to  topgallant  forecastle  and 
30-pounder  Parrott  to  poop  deck. 

May  2  4. — Seven  of  tne  enemy's  steamers  in  sight  up  the  bay  at  day- 
light. From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  Admiral  and  staff  went  on  board  the 
Metacomet,  who  got  underway  and  stood  close  inshore.  At  3:30 
admiral  and  staff  returned. 

May  SO. — At  11 :20  a.  m.  the  Metacomet  opened  fire  on  the  enemy, 
who  were  engaged  in  throwing  up  batteries  to  the  westward  of  Fort 
Morgan,  distance  3£  miles.  She  threw  four  shells,  which  dislodged  the 
rebels. 

June  6. — At  6 :  20  a.  m.  the  admiral  left  the  ship  and  went  on  board 
the  Philippi,  which  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  westward.  At  9 
a.  m.  the  Metacomet  Brought  in  the  prize  steamer  Donegal. 

June  7. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Repeated  firing  of  guns  both 
from  fleet  near  the  Swash  Channel  and  Fort  Morgan.  Saw  several 
lights  bearing  N.  N.  E.     Picket  boats  made  signal. 

June  11. — At  5 :  10  p.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  saw  battery  ready  for 
action  at  a  moment's  notice. 

June  17. — At  1  p.  m.  the  Glasgow  arrived,  having  on  board  Major- 
General  Canby  ana  staff.  From  8  to  midnight:  At  9  the  rebels  signal- 
ing from  Fort  Gaines. 

June  SO. — At  12  meridian  saw  black  smoke  bearing  E.  S.  E.  At 
12 :30  p.  m.  made  signal  to  the  Metacomet,  after  which  she  immediately 
got  underway  and  stood  to  the  southward  and  eastward.  At  11:45 
p.  m.  saw  a  signal  (Coston)  bearing  N.  E.,  but  could  not  make  out  the 
number;  it  was  immediately  followed  bv  flashes  of  heavy  guns  from 
N.  JW. 

Julyl. — At  daylight  discovered  a  blockade  runner  ashore  about  If 
miles  E.  from  Fort  Morgan.  Sent  Metacomet,  Itasca,  Seminole,  Pem- 
bina, Genesee,  and  Port  Royal  in  to  open  fire  upon  her.  At  6  a.  in. 
fire  opened  and  Fort  Morgan  replied  at  long  intervals.  From  8  to 
meridian:  All  the  vessels  of  the  neet,  except  the  Richmond,  Brooklyn, 
Ossipee,  and  Lackawanna  engaged  in  firing  at  the  blockade  runner, 
supposed  to  be  the  Danby  [Denbigh]  .  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  the  Mononga- 
hela, Galena,  Metacomet,  Port  Royal,  and  Genesee  engaged  in  firing  at 
the  blockade  runner  on  the  beach.  At  1  [2  ?]  the  Metacomet,  Semi- 
nole, Genesee,  Itasca,  and  Pembina  withdrew  and  came  out  and 
anchored.  At  2:15  Monongahela  withdrew  and  came  out  and 
anchored.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  During  the  watch  the  Pembina,  Port 
Royal,  Galena,  and  Seminole  were  engaged  firing  at  the  blockade 
runner ;  they  were  occasionally  fired  at  from  the  forts  and  batteries  on 
shore. 

July  2. — At  10  a.  m.  the  Monongahela  and  Metacomet  got  under- 
way and  went  in  and  fired  at  the  blockade  runner.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. : 
The  admiral  and  staff  left  the  ship  in  the  Glasgow  to  observe  the  block- 
ade runner  ashore.    At  1 1  p.  m.  a  fire  on  Fort  Morgan. 
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July  S. — At  1  a.  m.  the  vessel  bearing  N.  E.  by  N.  burned  Coston 
signal  R.  G.  and  threw  rockets  to  eastward.  At*2:40  the  Pembina, 
Itasca,  and  Glasgow  opened  fire  on  the  vessel  on  the  shore.  Fort 
Morgan  and  the  sand  battery  and  rebel  gunboat  returned  the  fire. 
The  firing  lasted  until  3 :  30.  At  10 :  35  p.  m.  the  gunboats  commenced 
firing  on  the  prize  steamer,  which  was  answered  by  the  batteries  on 
shore.  The  firing  continued  until  11 :20  p.  m.  From  meridian  to  4 
p.  m. :  The  Metacomet  inshore  firing  at  the  blockade  runner  on  beach. 
At  10:35  p.  m.  the  gunboats  commenced  firing  on  the  prize  steamer, 
which  was  answered  Dy  the  batteries  until  1 1 :  20  p.  m. 

July  4- — At  2 :  30  p.  m.  Lackawanna  made  signal.  She  then  stood 
in  and  engaged  the  batteries.  At  1  p.  m.  the  admiral  and  staff  went 
on  board  the  Cowslip  and  stood  inshore  toward  the  blockade  runner  on 
the  beach.  At  5  p.  m.  the  Lackawanna,  Galena,  Oneida,  Seminole, 
Monongahela,  and  Genesee  ceased  firing  and  came  out  and  anchored 
near  us. 

July  5. — At  midnight  discovered  a  steamer  bearing  N.  E.,  which 
proved  to  be  the  Kennebec.  At  2 :  05  she  came  within  hail,  and  the 
captain  came  on  board  and  reported  the  enemy  trying  to  get  off  the 
prize.  She  was  immediately  sent  back  and  the  Cowslip  sent  to  order 
three  steamers  to  go  to  her  assistance  and  shell  the  enemy.  At  3 :  15 
the  vessels  opened  fire.  At  daylight  the  vessels  came  from  their 
stations.  The  masts  of  the  blockade  runner  had  been  taken  out  during 
the  night.  At  7  p.  m.  sent  the  gig,  barge,  and  fourth  cutter,  armed, 
to  destroy  the  blockade  runner  on  the  beach. 

July  6. — At  12:40  a.  m.  saw  a  fire  bearing  N.  £  E.,  supposed  to  be 
the  blockade  runner  on  the  beach.  At  1 :  45  a.  m.  our  three  boats 
returned  to  the  ship,  having  set  the  blockade  runner  on  fire.  Fire  still 
burning  at  4  o'clock. 

July  7. — At  6 :  30  p.  m.  inspected  crew  at  quarters.  Sent  the  fourth 
cutter  and  gig  on  an  expedition  to  blow  up  the  steamer  on  the  beach. 

July  8. — At  2 :  30  a.  m.  discovered  a  flash  of  light  as  if  from  a  gun 
bearing  N.,  followed  by  five  other  smaller  flashes  bearing  N.  by  E.  At 
2 :  55  discovered  a  light  bearing  N.  by  E. ;  proved  to  be  the  Glasgow. 
At  4  the  expedition  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Watson  returned.  They 
found  the  rebels  on  board  the  steamer  prepared  to  receive  them.  The 
boats  made  no  attempt  to  board,  but  were  fired  into  by  the  troops  on 
board  the  steamer,  from  a  battery  on  the  beach,  and  also  from  Fort 
Morgan.  One  man,  William  Hawkins,  was  wounded,  shot  through 
both  hips.  From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  William  Hawkins,  seaman, 
died  from  wounds  received  in  the  expedition  last  night  against  the 
blockade  runner  ashore  on  the  beach.  From  4  to  6  p.m.:  Major- 
Generals  Canby  and  Granger  and  their  respective  staffs,  accompanied 
by  Commodore  Palmer,  visited  the  ship. 

July  9. — At  12  midnight  a  green  and  white  light  (Coston)  was 
burned,  bearing  about  N.  E.  by  N.  Saw  bright  light  moving  to  the 
northward  from  the  eastward. 

July  10. — At  daylight  discovered  a  rebel  blockade  runner  ashore 
about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Morgan.  At  5 :  50 
the  Monongahela  got  underway  and  stood  in  for  her.  From  8  to 
meridian:  Galena,  MonoTtgaJiela,  and  Genesee  engaged  firing  on  the 
blockade  runner  on  shore.'  At  10: 15  the  Lackawanna  got  underway 
and  went  to  fire  at  the  vessel  ashore.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The 
Lackawanna  engaged  firing  at  the  blockade  runner.     Aj 
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steamer  came  outside  at  3 :  45,  apparently  to  assist  the  blockade  run- 
ner off  or  to  take  her  cargo.  The  Seminole  and  Metacomet  were 
ordered  to  shell  her,  which  they  did.  At  4:05  p.  m.  discovered  a 
steamer  running  out  from  Fort  Morgan  and  run  toward  the  prize 
steamer  ashore.  Immediately  made  general  signal  to  the  Metacomet 
and  Seminole  and  they  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  in  and 
shelled  the  steamer. 

July  11. — At  9:40  a.  m.  the  Oneida  opened  fire  upon  the  blockade 
runner  ashore  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan.  Practice  good  and 
the  fire  returned  from  the  fort.  At  1 :  45  p.  m.  the  vessel  ashore 
backed  off  the  shoal  and  started  ahead,  but  got  aground  again  on 
southwest  spit  off  Fort  Morgan.  At  2:20  she  backed  off,  but  got 
aground  again  a  little  to  the  eastward  of  the  fort.  At  3  the  Ariel,  a 
large  river  steamer,  came  down  to  assist  the  blockade  runner.  Sent 
in  the  gunboats  Kennebec  and  Pinola  to  shell  her.  The  river  steamer 
then  went  up  the  bay.  The  rebel  steamer  on  guard  duty  off  the  spit 
went  up  the  bay.  Prom  4  to  6  p.  m. :  During  trie  watch  the  steamers 
Kennebec  and  Pinola  ceased  firing  at  the  steamer  on  the  beach.  At 
6:30  p.  m.  Admiral  Farragut  and  Lieutenant  Watson  went  on  board 
the  IT.  S.  S.  Tennessee,  hoisting  his  pennant  there. 

July  22. — At  daylight  made  out  the  rebel  gunboats  Morgan  and 
Gaines  at  anchor  06  the  spit.  At  8  the  blockade  runner  which  came 
down  the  bay  last  night  got  underway  and  went  up  the  bay. 

July  28. — From  8  to  meridian:  The  rebel  ram  Tennessee  got  under- 
way and  moved  around  inside  the  harbor,  firing  a  few  shot  appar- 
ently at  a  target.  The  blockade  runner  which  was  at  Fort  Morgan 
went  up  the  bay  at  11. 

August  3. — Prom  8  to  meridian :  Lieutenant  Kinney,  of  the  Signal 
Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  and  8  privates  reported  for  duty  on  board  this 
ship. 

August  4. — At  11  a.  m.  monitor  Winnebago  opened  fire  on  Fort 
Gaines,  which  was  returned  by  the  Fort.  Enemy  landing  troops  at 
Fort  Gaines.  At  10:45  p.  m.  neard  two  reports  as  heavy  guns  in  the 
direction  of  Fort  Gaines. 

August  5. — Mobile  Bay.  At  3  a.  m.  called  all  hands;  furled  awn- 
ings and  stowed  them  below  and  made  other  preparations  for  battle. 
At  4: 30  the  Metacomet  lashed  on  alongside;  a  delay  of  several  vessels 
in  lashing.  At  5:30  made  general  signal.  At  5:30  the  Brooklyn 
got  underway.  At  5:31  all  answered.  The  river  monitor  fired  two 
guns  at  5 :  30.  At  5 :  40  the  Hartford  underway  and  she  stood  in  for 
Mobile  Bar,  the  Brooklyn  ahead.  Wind  at  first  S.  W.,  then  W.,  and 
cloudy.  At  5:45  the  last  vessel  underwav.  Went  to  quarters  at 
5 :  50.  At  5 :  55  made  general  signal  to  Brooklyn;  answered.  At  6 :  08 
crossed  the  bar.  At  6 :  22  the  Tecumseh  fired  on  the  fort.  The  Man- 
hattan coming  out.  At  6:20  made  signal  Seminole;  answered.  Sem~ 
inoie  took  the  Loyall  in  tow.  At  6 :  25  vessels  reasonably  in  line.  All 
the  monitors  out  and  firing  on  fort,  but  not  reaching.  At  6:35 
Ossipee's  distinguishing  pennant  hoisted,  flying,  answered.  At  6:40 
hoisted  ensign  at  peak  and  broke  stops  of  masthead  flags.  At  6 :  43 
the  Hartford  abreast  of  Sand  Island  light.  A  delay  from  Chickasaw 
not  taking  her  position.  At  6:55  start  again,  vessels  ranging  toler- 
ably well  up.  At  6:52  made  signal  to  Chickasaw;  not  answered.  At 
7  signal  to  Brooklyn;  answered.  At  7 :  06  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire, 
the  Brooklyn  at  7:07,  and  the  Hartford  at  7:11,  and  the  action

almost  immediately  became  lively.  At  7 :  22  first  hit  in  the  foremast. 
At  7 :  24  made  signal  to  Brooklyn;  answered.  Very  great  delay  from 
monitors  not  talcing  their  position.  At  7:35  action  became  sharp 
and  general.  Hit  in  our  port  netting  and  Metacomet  in  wheel.  At 
7 :  40  the  Tecwmseh  sunk  almost  immediately  on  our  starboard  beam, 
from  a  torpedo,  a  little  to  the  southward  of  Fort  Morgan.  Our  gig 
hit.  The  engagement  now  very  general  and  rapid  firing  on  all  sides. 
The  Tennessee  neads  for  the  Hartford  and,  with  the  three  gunboats, 
Selma,  Gaines,  and  Morgan,  opened  fire  on  the  Hartford  exclusively. 
When  within  one-third  of  a  mile  put  his  helm  astarboard  and  ran 
down  to  the  fleet,  which  was  a  long  way  astern.  Very  sharp  engage- 
ment of  the  Hartford  with  the  Morqan,  Gaines,  and  Selma.  Our  men 
falling  rapidly.  From  8  to  meridian:  At  8:02  cut  loose  the  Meta- 
comet, which  proceeded  after  the  Selma.  Hartford  nearly  ahead  of 
everything.  Came  to  anchor  at  8:35  in  tne  fleet  anchorage.  The 
ram  alters  his  course  and  makes  for  the  Hartford  to  engage  her  before 
the  monitors  and  fleet  came  up.  Most  of  tne  fleet  came  up,  but  the 
monitors  outside  and  far  to  the  eastward.  We  got  underway  and 
prepared  to  ram  the  Tennessee.  Monongahela  and  Lackawanna 
ordered  to  prepare  to  do  the  same.  The  Monongahela  rams  first, 
then  the  Lackawanna.  The  Hartford  and  Tennessee  head  on,  both 
ram,  both  helms  astarboard.  Our  port  anchor  not  being  catted 
catches  on  the  gunwale  of  the  Tennessee  and  the  shank  bent  so 
as  to  bring  the  flukes  nearly  parallel  with  the  stock.  This  cants  the 
Tennessee  and  the  concussion  is  comparatively  slight.  She  passes 
rapidly  astern,  the  port  sides  of  the  vessels  grazing  each  [other],  and 
when  abreast  we  delivered  our  broadside  of  seven  IX-inch  guns  with 
their  utmost  depression,  13-pound  charges,  and  solid  shot.  The 
Philippi  seemed  to  be  burning.  We  steer  to  ram  her  again  [the  Ten- 
nessee], and  the  Lackawanna,  in  attempting  to  do  the  same  thing, 
strikes  us  directly  abeam,  at  about  5  knots,  just  forward  of  our  star- 
board mizzen  rigging,  and  cuts  us  within  2  feet  of  the  water's  edge,  also 
carries  away  our  starboard  maintopmast  backstays.  A  shot  carries 
away  the  ram's  smokestack,  I  think  by  one  of  our  IX-inch  shot;  and 
now  several  of  the  fleet  bearing  down  on  her,  she  surrenders  and 
hoists  the  white  flag.  The  Hartford  came  to  anchor  about  10  o'clock 
and  the  ram  was  towed  up  to  us  by  the  Winnebago.  The  Metacomet 
afterwards  brings  in  the  Selma. — Wm.  Starr  Dana.  From  meridian 
to  4  p.  m.:  Flag-of-truce  boat  having  permission  for  the  Metacomet 
to  convey  wounded  to  Pensacola  returned.  Engaged  in  clearing  up 
decks.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Firing  on  the  ironclad  Chickasaw  by  Fort 
Powell.  Sent  the  Loyall  to  pick  up  two  boats  adrift.  Got  19  bodies 
readv  for  buriaL  Sent  following  [5]  men  with  their  bags  and  ham- 
mocks to  the  captured  Selma.  Received  from  the  Port  Royal  2 
engineers  and  several  men  in  the  rebel  service.  From  8  to  midnight: 
Employed  until  10:45  removing  the  wounded  men  to  the  Metacomet. 
At  11:10  p.  m.  saw  an  explosion  and  fire  in  the  direction  of  Fort 
Powell,  supposed  to  be  that  fort. 

Auaust  6. — At  1 :  40  a.  m.  several  guns  were  fired,  bearing  N.  £  W. 
The  snell  traversed  from  east  to  west.  At  3 :  54  a  bright  fire  broke 
out  to  the  northward.  At  5 :  30  a.  m.  the  Metacomet  got  underway 
and  stood  out  of  Mobile  Bay  under  a  flag  of  truce.  Ooserved  a  fire 
at  or  on  Fort  Powell.  At  6 :  20  saw  the  Estrella  standing  from  the 
sound  toward  Fort  Powell.    At  7  saw  stars  and  stripes  floating  over 
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Fort  Powell.  At  7: 15  manned  rigging  and  cheered  ship.  At  7  dis- 
patched ironclad  Chickasaw  to  Fort  rowell.  At  about  3:10  p.  m. 
the  Chickasaw  went  in  and  engaged  Fort  Gaines.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. 
the  Chickascm  engaged  in  shelling  Fort  Gaines. 

August  7. — At  7  a.  m.  a  flag-of-truce  boat  from  Fort  Gaines,  having 
Major  Browne  and  Lieutenant  McCarty,  C.  S.  Army,  bearers  of  dis- 
patches from  the  commanding  officer  to  Rear- Admiral  Farragut,  came 
on  board.  At  6 :  45  p.  m.  the  Metacomet  got  underway  and  went  down 
to  Fort  Gaines  with  a  flag  of  truce.  From  8  to  midnight:  The  Meta- 
comet returned  with  Captain  Drayton  and  Colonel  Myer  from  Fort 
Gaines,  together  with  two  rebel  officers.  At  8:35  signals  made  by 
the  army  on  Dauphin  Island  and  answered  by  the  signal  corps  of  the 
Hartford  on  the  captured  Tennessee. 

August  8. — At  7:10  a.  m.  Captain-  Drayton  went  in  the  LoyaU  to 
receive  the  surrender  of  Fort  Gaines.  From  8  to  midnight:  Lieuten- 
ants Watson  and  Tyson  and  Ensign  Whiting  returned  from  embarking 
prisoners  from  Fort  Gaines  to  the  Bienville  and  the  vessels  outside 
the  Mobile  bar. 

August  9. — At  9 :  30  a.  m.  sent  the  boats  of  the  fleet  in  tow  of  the 
Octorara  to  aid  in  landing  the  army.  The  rebels  set  fire  to  the  hos- 
pital and  barracks  at  Fort  Morgan.  Also  set  fire  to  their  own  boat, 
the  Gaines,  Army  transports  moved  up  to  Navy  Cove  and  com- 
menced disembarking  troops.  The  Lackawanna,  Mononaahela,  and 
Itasca  moved  up  ana  opened  fire  to  cover  the  troops.  The  admiral 
and  staff  went  on  board  the  Cowslip  to  superintend  the  movement. 
The  Port  Royal  got  underway  and  took  the  Tennessee  in  tow  and  took 
up  a  position  off  Tort  Morgan  to  open  fire.  The  monitors  Manhattan, 
Winnebago,  and  Chickasaw  also  moved  up  and  took  up  position  to 
shell  Fort  Morgan.  At  11:30  the  Itasca  returned,  having  in  tow  a 
sloop  and  bringing  a  deserter  from  Fort  Morgan.  From  meridian 
to  4  p.  m.  several  vessels  of  the  fleet  engaged  shelling  Fort  Morgan. 
Troops  engaged  landing  on  the  mainland  in  rear  of  Fort  Morgan.  At 
1:18  p.  m.  Admiral  Farragut  and  staff  returned.  At  1:20  made 
preparations  to  get  underway.  Sent  Lieutenant  Watson  with  a  flag 
of  truce  to  Fort  Morgan.  At  2:45  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire  on  the 
Port  Royal,  with  the  Tennessee  in  tow.  The  Port  Royal  dropped  the 
Tennessee  and  stood  from  the  fort,  returning  the  fire.  At  10:45  the 
Itasca  came  within  hail  and  reported  that  the  monitor  Manhattan 
was  afloat  and  had  anchored  ahead  of  the  fleet. 

August  10. — At  9 :  30  a.  m.  a  heavy  rain  squall  from  the  S.  W.  From 
meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  army  transport  and  small  vessels  of  the  fleet 
engaged  in  carrying  troops  and  provisions  from  Fort  Gaines  to  Pilot 
Town. 

August  IS. — At  2  p.  m.  the  prize  steamer  Tennessee  opened  fire  on 
Fort  Morgan,  which  was  returned  by  the  fort  and  contmued  during 
the  watch.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  The  Winnebago  firing  at  Fort  Morgan. 
At  5  she  came  up  and  anchored  near  us.  Winnebago  fired  five  times 
at  the  fort;  practice  good.  From  8  to  midnight:  Tlie  monitor  Man- 
hattan  during  the  watch  threw  several  shot  into  the  fort. 

August  H. — The  Chickasaw  kept  up  her  fire  of  one  shell  every 
thirty  minutes  at  Fort  Morgan  during  tne  watch.  At  4:45  p.  m.  the 
monitor  Winnebago  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  mid- 
night: The  monitors  keeping  up  a  constant  fire  on  Fort  Morgan, 
with  intervals  of  twenty  minutes.  , 
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August  15. — At  3  a.  m.,  as  the  moon  was  setting,  a  perfect  rainbow 
was  visible  in  the  east  against  a  heavy  cloud  bank.  The  monitor 
fired  five  times  at  the  fort  during  the  watch.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.: 
Keeping  a  slow  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  from  the  batteries  on  shore. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Firing  from  the  fort  during  the  watch. 

August  16. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  During  the  watch  Fort 
Morgan  fired  a  few  shell  in  the  direction  of  our  army.  From  8  to  mid- 
night: Regular  firing  from  the  Winnebaao  at  Fort  Morgan.  Occa- 
sionally a  shot  from  the  shore  battery.  At  10:50  the  fort  opened  on 
shore  battery. 

August  17. — From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  Firing  at  Fort  Morgan  from  shore 
battery.  From  8  to  midnight:  Our  batteries  on  shore  firing  slowly 
at  fort  during  the  latter  part  of  the  watch. 

August  20. — From  8  to  midnight:  Three  shots  were  fired  from  the 
shore  batteries,  which  was  returned  by  Fort  Morgan. 

August  21. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  Our  batteries  firing  about  once 
every  half-hour.  At  2:10  Fort  Morgan  opened  a  heavy  fire  on  our 
lines  and  continued  it  about  half  an  hour.  At  3 :  30  fired  several  shot 
again.  A  bright  light  on  the  east  end  of  Fort  Morgan,  low  down. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  Fort  Morgan  fired  several  times.  From  8  to 
midnight:  The  fort  firing  on  our  batteries  about  once  every  five  min- 
utes during  first  part  of  watch,  at  longer  intervals  during  latter  part. 
Our  batteries  do  not  reply. 

August  22. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  During  the  watch  Fort 
Morgan  fired  a  number  of  times.  At  5  a.  m.  the  firing  became  general 
from  the  batteries  on  shore  and  the  ironclads.  The  Brooklyn,  Ussipee, 
Monongdhela,  Richmond,  Galena,  Seminole,  Octorara,  and  Lacka- 
wanna soon  moved  in  and  opened  fire,  all  upon  Fort  Morgan.  At  6 
the  Octorara  came  down  from  up  the  bay.  At  1 1 :  30  a.  m.  the  Brook- 
lyn came  out  of  action  and  anchored.  Our  shore  batteries  and  the 
fleet  firing  rapidly  at  Fort  Morgan.  No  reply.  The  outside  fleet 
firing  occasionally.  From  meridian  to  4  p.m.:  The  batteries  engaged 
firing  upon  Fort  Morgan.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Firing  still  kept  up  at 
the  fort  from  the  ironclads  and  the  batteries  on  shore.  From  6  to  8 
p.  m. :  Our  batteries  and  the  monitors  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  From 
8  to  midnight:  At  8:20  a  large  fire  broke  out  on  Fort  Morgan,  and 
our  batteries  opened  a  heavy  fire.  At  10: 10  an  explosion  took  place 
in  the  fort.  At  10:30  our  batteries  slackened  their  fire.  At  11:45 
the  fire  broke  out  to  the  left  and  burned  very  brilliantly.  At  mid- 
night fire  still  burning,  and  batteries  keeping  up  their  fire. 

August  23. — From  midnight  to  8  a.  m. :  Firing  from  shore  batteries 
at  Fort  Morgan  continued  at  short  intervals.  The  fire  inside  the  fort 
continuing  to  burn  throughout  the  watch.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Our 
batteries  firing  slowly  until  5  a.  m.,  then  the  fort  fired  a  couple  of  shots. 
Our  batteries  then  opened  heavily;  the  fire  apparently  nearly  out.  At 
5 :  50  a  heavy  explosion  in  the  fort  and  the  fire  broke  out  with  increased 
violence.  At  6:30  a  white  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  fort;  our  firing 
ceased.  At  7  Captain  Drayton  and  Lieutenant  Watson  went  to  Fort 
Morgan  in  the  Cowslip,  which  had  arrived  from  the  sound.  At  9:30 
the  Cowslip  returned  with  Captain  Drayton.  From  meridian  to  4

August  25. — From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Received  on  board  Martin  Freeman, 

pilot,  and  a  man  from  the  Metacomet,  both  wounded  by  the  accidental 

explosion  of  a  torpedo  on  shore. 

November  SO. —  [Pensacola.]  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Got  under- 
way and  stood  out  in  charge  of  the  pilot. 

December  12. — At  1 :  40  p.  m.  came  to  with  starboard  anchor,  Sandy 
Hook  light-house  bearing  W .  N.  W.  f  W. 

December  IS. — At  meridian  got  both  anchors  and  went  ahead  fast  up 
the  bay  in  charge  of  the  pilot.  At  2  p.  m.  the  revenue  steamer  [0.] 
Brown  came  alongside*  a  committee  of  reception  to  the  admiral  came 
on  board.  At  3 :  30  a  Swedish  man-of-war  saluted  the  broad  pennant 
of  Rear-Admiral  Farragut  with  thirteen  guns,  which  this  ship  returned 
gun  for  gun.  At  3:15  p.  m.  came  to  with  starboard  anchor  off  the 
battery.

July  1,  186 %. — Off  Mobile  Bar.  At  4  a.  m.,  underway,  discovered  a 
blockade  runner  ashore  about  3|  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Morgan. 
The  flagship  made  signal  to  this  ship.  We  went  in  with  other  light 
vessels  of  the  squadron  and  commenced  firing  at  blockade  runner. 
Fired  55  rifled  and  3  Xl-inch  shell.  Several  shot  struck  her;  the 
enemy  firing  from  Fort  Morgan  and  the  sand  battery,  some  of  the 
shot  coining  very  near  the  vessels  engaged.  At  7:53  flagship  made 
signal.  Sent  the  men  to  breakfast.  At  9  stood  in  again  and  com- 
menced firing  at  the  blockade  runner.  Fort  Morgan  fired  at  us  at 
intervals.  At  11 :30  the  Glasgow  passed,  with  the  admiral  on  board, 
and,  in  obedience  to  his  orders,  we  stood  out  to  the  fleet.  From  8  to 
midnight :  Underway  and  standing  to  the  northward,  in  company  with 
the  Pembina  and  Otasgow.  When  well  in  with  the  land  stood  to  the 
westward  until  we  saw  the  blockade  runner  that  was  ashore.  At  the 
same  time  we  saw  what  we  supposed  to  be  a  rebel  gunboat.  Sent  in  a 
boat  and  found  that  there  were  some  rowboats  around  her.  Did  not 
attempt  to  get  her  off.     All  hands  armed  and  at  quarters  all  night. 

July  2.— From  midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Underway  and  close  inshore. 
Fort  Morgan  and  steamer  ashore  in  plain  sight.  Crew  armed  and  at 
quarters.  At  4  steamed  out  to  the  flagship  and  came  to  with  port 
anchor.  From  8  to  12  midnight :  At  8  hove  up  anchor  and  took  a  boat 
belonging  to  the  Richmond  in  tow  and  steamed  in  to  the  Swash  Chan- 
nel, in  company  with  the  Pembina,  Cowslip,  and  Glasgow.  At  8 :  30 
went  to  quarters. 

July  8. — At  2 :  30  a.  m.  the  boats  started  in  from  abreast  of  the  block- 
ade runner,  but  as  the  rebels  had  some  fieldpieces  at*  that  place  it  was 
not  deemed  prudent  to  send  them  in.  At  4  steamed  out  to  the  flag- 
ship and  came  to  anchor.  From  8  to  midnight:  Underway  in  the 
Swash  Channel  in  company  with  the  Pembina,  Kennebec,  and  Cowslip, 
the  picket  boat  in  tow.  At  11,  being  within  500  or  600  yards  of  the 
blockade  runner  ashore  near  Fort  Morgan,  we  commenced  firing  on 
her.     The  fort  and  batteries  returned  the  fire. 

July  4. — At  1  a.  m.  towed  up  the  Richmond's  boat  to  go  in  and  sound 
near  the  steamers  ashore.    At  1 ;  45  the  boat  returned  and  reported  6 
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feet  water  50  yards  offshore  from  the  steamer.  The  sand  battery 
fired  two  shell.  The  remainder  of  the  watch  we  lay  near  the  steamer. 
At  2  p.  m.  the  Oneida,  Seminole,  Galena,  Genesee,  and  Cowslip  stood 
inshore  and  commenced  shelling  the  blockade  runner  ashore.  " 

July  5. — At  3:15  a.  m.  commenced  firing  at  the  blockade  runner 
ashore  near  Fort  Morgan;  ceased  firing  at  4,  having  fired  17  shots  in  all. 

July  6. — At  1 :  10  a.  m.  there  was  a  Tight  seen  in  the  direction  of  Fort 
Morgan,  supposed  to  be  the  blockade  runner  afire. 

August  5. — At  2  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  hove  up  port  anchor.  At 
3  a.  m.  steamed  along  the  port  side  of  the  Ossipee  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30  Hartford  made  general  signal,  "Get 
underway,  prepare  for  action,  and  take  stations."  Hoisted  ensigns  at 
masthead  and  peak.  At  6  in  our  stations  and  steaming  very  slowly 
toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  7  first  gun  fired  .from  Fort  Morgan,  our 
leading  ships  opening  at  the  same  time.  From  7  until  8 :  Continuous 
firing  from  both  sides.  Fired  several  shots  to  make  smoke.  At  8 :  20 
cast  off  from  the  Ossipee  and  started  in  pursuit  of  the  rebel  gunboat 
Selma.  Our  launch  swamped  alongside;  anchored  her  and  stood  on; 
made  sail  a  short  time.  At  8 :  50  the  Selma  struck  her  colors.  Steamed 
near  her  and  offered  assistance;  none  being  required,  started  for  the 
fleet.  The  rebel  ram  Tennessee  attacked  our  ironclads.  The  Monon- 
gahela  and  Lackawanna  ran  her  down.  The  Brooklyn,  Hartford,  and 
Richmond,  attacked  the  ram  and  after  a  spirited  resistance  she  hoisted 
the  white  flag;  she  was  towed  up  to  the  anchorage.  Hartford  made 
signal  to  us  to  cheer  at  discretion.  Started,  in  company  with  the 
Kennebec,  up  Mobile  Bay;  the  Octorara  joined  us.  Captured  a  fishing 
sloop.  At  4  p.  m.,  being  above  Cedar  Point,  the  Octorara  made  signal 
to  us.  Returned  and  stood  south.  At  6:10  flagship  made  signal; 
came  to  with  port  anchor  and  15  fathoms  chain.  At  10 :  30  two  rock- 
ets were  sent  up  from  Dauphin  Island.  At  10 :  55  heard  quite  a  heavy 
explosion  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Powell.

July  S,  I864. — Mobile  Bay.  At  1 :  15  p.  m.  came  to  near  the  Hart- 
ford. From  8  to  midnight :  Stood  in  toward  rebel  steamer  and  cleared 
ship  for  action.  At  10:30  commenced  firing  at  steamer,  in  conipany 
with  Itasca  and  Pembina.  A  rebel  battery  near  the  [Navy]  Cove 
opened  upon  us  and  fired  two  shells  over  us  and  a  shot  from  Fort 
Morgan  passed  over  our  quarter.  Fired  3  10-second  shell  from  the 
Xl-inch  pivot;  6  percussion  and  1  time  fuze  from  Parrott  rifle;  1  5-sec- 
ond  shell  from  24-pounder  howitzer;  silenced  the  battery.  Remained 
underway  and  cruising  around  in  tne  vicinity  of  the  steamer. 

July  4- — Midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Holding  position  under  steam  near 
the  shore.  At  12  m.  followed  the  movements  of  the  squadron  and 
fired  one  round  of  blank  cartridge  from  each  gun.  At  5  p.  m.  ships 
engaged  shelling  rebel  steamer  and  batteries;  withdrew  from  action. 
At  7 :  20  stood  inshore.  8  to  midnight :  Holding  position  under  steam 
near  the  land. 

July  5. — At  2  a.  m.  communicated  with  Port  Royal;  stood  in  toward 
rebel  steamer  and  at  3  opened  fire  upon  her.  Fired  1  percussion  and 
2  time-fuzed  shells  from  Parrott  rifle;  2  10-second  shells  from  Xl-inch 
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pivot.  Oneida,  Galena,  and  Port  Royal  opened  fire.  Holding  posi- 
tion near  steamer  until  4  a.  m.,  crew  remaining  at  their  guns.  At 
10:20  p.  m.  cleared  ship  for  action.  Stood  in  for  rebel  steamer,  in 
company  with  the  Metacomet. 

July  6. — At  12:05  a.  m.  an  expedition  left  this  ship,  consisting  of 
three  boats  from  the  Hartford  and  one  from  the  Brooklyn,  under  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Watson,  to  burn  the  steamer  on  shore.  At  12 :  45 
the  steamer  was  fired,  and  amidst  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry  the  boats 
returned,  reaching  this  ship  and  the  Metacomet  at  1  a.  m.  Anchored 
near  the  Hartford.  At  2.  boats  of  the  expedition  returned  to  flagship. 
Rebel  steamer  on  shore  turning  brightly. 

July  10. — At  3  a.  m.  saw  a  bright  light  bearing  W.  Got  underway 
and  stood  to  westward.  At  5  discovered  a  steamer  to  eastward,  whicn 
proved  to  be  the  Philippi,  steering  for  the  fleet.  A  blockade  runner 
ashore  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Morgan.  Monongahela  and  Galena 
and  Genesee  firing  at  the  steamer  ashore.  At  10 :  30  ships  shelling  rebel 
steamer;  withdrew  from  action.  At  12,  noon,  Lackawanna  stood  in 
and  shelled  rebel  steamer.  At  2  Lackawanna  stood  out  and  anchored. 
At  4  river  steamer  stood  outside  of  Fort  Morgan  and  steamed  along- 
side the  rebel  steamer  ashore.  At  4:10  the  Seminole  and  Metacomet 
went  in  and  fired  several  rounds  at  the  rebel  steamers,  causing  the 
steamer  which  was  rendering  assistance  to  drop  off  and  steam  around 
inside. 

July  11. — At  1  a.  m.,  a  shot  from  Fort  Morgan  striking  ahead  of  us, 
got  underway  and  held  position  under  steam.  From  8  to  meridian: 
Oneida  stood  in  and  commenced  shelling  rebel  steamer.  Fort  Morgan 
fired  four  shots  at  Oneida.  At  11:30  Oneida  stood  out.  At  3:15 
Hartford  made  signal  to  this  vessel.  Got  underway  and  steamed 
toward  rebel  steamer  aground,  in  company  with  the  Pinola.  At  3 :  30 
commenced  firing  at  the  rebel  steamer.  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire  on 
us  with  shell.  At  5 : 05  Hartford  made  signal;  ceased  firing  and  stood 
for  the  fleet.  Fired  32  rounds  from  20-pounder  Parrott  rifle,  14 
rounds  from  Xl-inch.  Admiral  transferred  his  flag  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Tennessee. 

August  5. — At  5  a.  m.  lashed  alongside  the  Monongahela.  At  5 :  40 
monitor  fired  at  Fort  Morgan.  At  5 :  45,  general  signal  from  Hartford. 
At  5:05  Richmond  and  Port  Royal  underway  to  take  place  in  the 
line.  At  6  Monongahela  went  to  quarters;  we  went  to  quarters.  At 
6:06  Monongahela  and  we  got  underway  slowly;  whole  line  moving 
slowly,  steaming  in.  At  6:20  stopped.  At  6:22  ahead  slowly, 
vessels  in  close  order;  6:23  stopped;  6:25  ahead  slow,  fleet  standing 
toward  Sand  Island,  bearing  N.  W.  £  N.,  crossing  bar.  At  6:35 
crossed  the  bar  and  stood  for  the  fort,  bearing  N.  W.  J  N.  At  7 
the  Hartford  made  general  signal;  whole  fleet  stopped  to  get  in  line 
and  stations.  At  7:10  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire;  Brooklyn  opened. 
Hartford  opened  fire  at  7:12.  At  7: 14  Monongahela  opened;  7:15, 
forts  firing  rapidly.  Steamers  Morgan  and  Gaines  opened  fire;  fleet 
going  ahead  slowly.  At  7 :  20  Oneida  opened  fire.  At  7 :  25  the  steamers 
Morgan  and  Gaines  ahead  of  the  fleet  firing  into  it.  Forts  firing  rap- 
idly, shots  passing  over  us.  At  7 :  30  general  signal.  Rebel  gunboat 
opened  on  neet  from  behind  the  fort.  At  7 :  38  opened  with  our  Par- 
rott gun.  At  7:40  Monongahela  opened  from  howitzer.  At  7:42 
whole  fleet  opened  broadsides  on  the  fort  and  went  ahead  fast.  At 
7 :45  fired  three  rounds  from  Parrott  gun;  fleet  fired  broadside  again. 
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At  7 :  46  abreast  of  fort.  Monongahela  fired  Xl-inch.  At  7 :  48  ram 
Tennessee  firing  at  flagship.  At  7 :  50  shot  passed  directly  under  our 
stern,  heading  N.  by  W.     At  7:55  Hartford  heading  for  ram,  shells 

Eassing  over  our  rail  from  Fort  Morgan.  Fort  Morgan  on  our  star- 
oard  beam  firing  very  rapidly.  At  8  our  Xl-inch  opened  on  Fort 
Gaines;  the  fort  immediately  returning  fire.  Continued  firing  Xl- 
inch  on  Fort  Gaines,  Parrott  firing  on  Fort  Morgan.  Shot  passed 
through  our  quarter  (starboard)  and  out  through  port  auarter;  one 
man  slightly  nurt.  At  8:05  Metacomet  cast  on  from  tne  Hartford 
and  steamed  ahead.  At  8:10  ram  Tennessee  passed  across  Monon- 
gahela's  bow  and  struck  our  bow,  tearing  her  quarter  boat  away,  also 
davits,  one  of  which  was  entangled  in  our  rail  and  taken  on  board. 
As  she  passed  our  port  bow  she  fired  a  shot  which  exploded  on  berth 
deck,  wounding  Acting  Ensign  Hosea  E.  Tinkham  severely;  Daniel 
Godfrey,  coal  heaver,  severely;  Peter  R.  Post,  landsman;  Charles 
Saunders,  master  at  arms,  and  John  D.  Weson,  captain  of  the  hold, 
slightly.  At  8 :  20  we  cast  off  from  the  Monongahela  and  steamed  up 
the  bay,  Metacomet  and  rebel  gunboat  off  our  port  bow.  At  8:50 
gunboat  lowered  her  flag  and  the  stars  and  stripes  hoisted.  At  9 :  30 
ram  came  up  the  bay  to  attack  fleet.  The  Monongahela  ran  at  her  at 
full  speed.  Ram  passed  her  starboard  bow  and  fired  into  her,  the  Monon- 
gahela returning  the  fire;  both  vessels  at  close  quarters.  Ram  then 
came  to  close  quarters  with  monitors.  The  Hartford  ran  at  her,  firing 
several  guns  and  shooting  away  ram's  flagstaff.  At  9 :  45  the  monitor 
shot  away  ram's  smokestack,  also  put  a  shot  through  the  ram.  At 
9 :  55  the  ram  retreated  toward  Fort  Morgan  badly  crippled,  not  able 
to  fire  her  guns,  monitor  in  pursuit.  At  10  ram  "between  two  moni- 
tors. At  10:08  ram  hoisted  white  flag.  At  10: 15  stars  and  stripes 
hoisted  on  ram  and  monitor  had  her  in  tow  steaming  up  to  flagship. 
At  10:15  Hartford  made  general  signal.  At  10:45  Richmond  and 
Lackawanna  anchored  near  Hartford.  Philippi  in  flames.  We  an- 
chored in  fleet.  At  11 :30  got  underway  and  stemmed  up  the  bay  in 
chase  of  rebel  steamer.  Metacomet  off  starboard  quarter.  From  12 
to  4  p.  m. :  Steaming  up  in  the  bay,  in  company  of  Itasca,  discovered 
two  small  sloops  standing  up  the  bay.  Stood  for  one;  fired  two 
rounds  from  Parrott  gun;  schooner  came  alongside;  proved  to  be  the 
Corina,  of  and  from  Mobile;  took  her  in  tow.  At  3  stopped  for  Octo- 
rara  to  come  up  with  us.  At  3 :  30  stood  up  the  bay;  discovered  sev- 
eral rebel  steamers  off  Dog  River  Bar.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  At  4: 15 
steamed  back  to  the  southward  and  eastward  after  the  Octorara.-  Saw 
the  smoke  of  nine  steamers  near  Dog  River  Bar.  From  8  to  mid- 
night: Holding  position  about  2  miles  up  the  bay.  At  11:25  heard 
heavy  firing  in  tne  direction  of  Fort  Morgan.  Note. — At  7 :  20  (a.  m.) 
the  monitor  Tecumseh  was  sunk  by  a  torpedo  to  westward  of  the  black 
buoy;  nearly  her  whole  crew  perished. 

August  6. — From  12  to  4  a.  m.:  The  Octorara  opened  fire  on  a 
steamer  running  up  the  bay  making  black  smoke.  Immediately  gave 
chase  and  opened  fire.  Continued  the  chase.  At  2 :  30  a.  m.  fired  6 
rounds  from  Xl-inch  gun  and  14  rounds  from  the  Parrott.  At  4  a 
large  fire  toward  the  city  of  Mobile. 

— At  1 1 :  25  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  read  congratulatory 
letter  from  Admiral  Farragut  to  the  fleet,  also  general  order  for  prayers 
in  consideration  of  the  victory  over  our  enemy;  after  which  read 
prayers  and  mustered  the  crew. 
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August  8. — At  10  a.  m.  the  rebel  flag  was  hauled  down  on  Fort 
Gaines  and  the  stars  and  stripes  run  up.  All  ships  manned  rigging  and 
gave  three  cheers. 

August  9. — The  rebel  gunboat  Gaines  was  fired  at  about  8  a.  m.  and 
destroyed.  At  9 :  20  the  army  transports  landing  troops  to  the  eastward 
of  Fort  Morgan,  Metacomet,  monitor  Manhattan,  and  Octorara  cover- 
ing the  landing.  At  10 :  30  three  tugs  arrived.  Admiral  Farragut  went 
on  board  one  of  the  tugs  and  stood  down  toward  Fort  Morgan.  Lack- 
awanna, Sehna,  Monongahela.  and  Manhattan  opened  fire  on  the  fort. 
At  11  a  small  sloop  came  off  from  the  fort;  Itasca  took  her  in  tow  and 
stood  for  the  Hartford.  At  11 :20  the  Galena  stood  toward  the  fort 
and  opened  fire,  fort  replying  very  slowly.  At  1  p.  m.  ships  ceased 
firing  in  the  fort,  and  an  army  steamer  communicated  with  the  fort  by 
flag  of  truce.  The  ram  Tennessee  towed  into  position  in  Main  Ship 
Channel  opposite  Fort  Morgan.  Troops  successfully  landed  to  the 
eastward  of  the  fort.  At  2 :  30  the  Manhattan  anchored  near  Hartford. 
Flag-of-truce  boat  came  out  and  communicated  with  Hartford,  nam 
Tennessee  moved  in  toward  Fort  Morgan.  Hartford  macle  signal  to 
Manhattan,  Octorara,  and  Port  Royal  to  give  immediate  assistance. 
Also  signal  to  Richmond  and  Ossipee  to  follow  the  flagship.  Man- 
hattan steamed  for  Fort  Morgan.  At  3 :  30  the  Seminole  got  underway. 
At  3 :  45  Hartford  and  Octorara  got  underway  and  all  steamed  for  Fort 
Morgan.  At  4:20  the  Hartford  anchored  about  3  miles  from  Fort 
Morgan  and  made  general  signals.  At  4:35  the  Richmond,  Galena, 
Monongahela,  Seminole,  Port  Royal,  Hartford,  monitors  Manhattan 
and  Chickasaw  got  underway  and  stood  in  for  fort.  At  5  Chickasaw 
fired  three  guns  into  Fort  Morgan.  Hartford  made  general  signals. 
At  6 :  15  made  signal  to  Hartford  and  stood  to  northward. 

August  11. — At  5  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  north  a  short 
time.  Took  in  tow  a  sloop  with  refugees  from  Mobile.  The  large  fire 
near  Point  Clear  proved  to  be  burning  turpentine  distillery. 

August  IS. — At  3:40  a.  m.  discovered  the  building  to  the  north  of 
Fort  Morgan  to  be  on  fire.  At  4  heavy  fires  burning  at  Fort  Morgan, 
the  buildings  all  in  flames.  At  7:30  very  heavy  rain.  At  9:45  the 
ram  Tennessee  fired  a  gun  at  Fort  Morgan.  At  2 :  30  stood  toward  the 
fleet.  At  2 :  50  came  to  anchor.  Tennessee  commenced  shelling  Fort 
Morgan.  At  3 :  30  Fort  Morgan  opened  a  brisk  fire  upon  the  Tennessee. 
At  6 :  30  ironclads  firing  steadily  at  Fort  Morgan,  landing  shell  in  the 
fort  nearly  every  time.  From  8  to  midnight :  Monitors  firing  occasion- 
ally at  the  fort. 

August  H. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Ironclads  firing  on  Fort  Morgan  at 
intervals.  At  10  ironclads  ceased  firing.  At  5  p.  m.  ironclads  com- 
menced firing  upon  the  fort.  From  8  to  midnight:  Monitors  firing  on 
Fort  Morgan  at  intervals. 

August  15. — From  midnight  to  8  a.  m. :  Ironclads  shelling  Fort  Mor- 
gan.    From  8  to  midnight :  Monitor  Manhattan  firing  on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  16. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Land  batteries  firing  on 
Fort  Morgan.  At  7  p.  m.  mortar  battery  ceased  firing  on  Fort  Morgan. 
Winnebago  took  position  near  the  fort.  At  10  p.  m.  came  to  with  port 
anchor.     Shelling  Fort  Morgan  from  our  batteries  and  monitors. 

August  17. — At  6  p.  m.  batteries  on  shore  fired  several  rounds  on 
Fort  Morgan. 

August  19. — From  4  to  8  a.m. :  Manhattan  fired  a  few  shot  on  Fort 
Morgan. 
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August  22. — At  5  a.  m.  heavy  and  rapid  firing  commenced  in  the 
direction  of  Fort  Morgan,  smoke  of  the  exploding  shells  plainly  visible. 
At  about  7  firingceased ;  recommenced  at  8. 

August  28.— From  4  to  8  a.  m.:  Firing  in  the  direction  of  Fort 
Morgan.     At  10 :  15  batteries  in  the  direction  of  Apalachee  were  firing. 

August  2b. — At  9 :  30  a.  m.  inspected  crew  at  quarters.  Firing  from 
the  rebel  batteries.  At  10  the  Metacomet  got  underway  and  stood  in 
for  the  batteries.  Discovered  a  small  sloop  Doat  standing  out  from  the 
city  with  a  flag  of  truce.  At  1  p.  m.  a  boat  from  the  Metacomet  com- 
municated with  the  flag-of-truce  boat.  At  1 :  15  the  flag-of-truce  boat 
stood  back  to  Mobile.  At  5  Genesee  came  to  about  3  miles  below  us. 
At  5: 15  got  underway  and  communicated  with  her;  ascertained  that 
Fort  Morgan  had  surrendered.  At  8:45  several  rounds  fired  from 
rebel  batteries. 

August  25. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Rebels  appear  to  be  placing  obstruc- 
tions; one  bearing  S.  E.  by  S.  from  square  white  steeple.  From  8  to 
meridian :  Rebels  fired  a  number  of  shots  from  Choctaw  Point  battery. 
At  1 :40  p.  m.  fired  a  gun  from  the  rebel  ironclad  and  hoisted  a  white 
flag;  also  discovered  a  boat  standing  out  from  the  batteries  bearing  a 
flag  of  truce.  Boat  from  the  Genesee  went  in  and  communicated  with 
her. 

September  16. — At  1  p.  m.  a  flag-of-truce  boat  came  out  and  com- 
municated with  a  boat  from  the  Octorara.  At  2 :  30  communication 
again  between  boats  from  the  Octorara  and  rebel  ram.  Discovered  a 
steamer  coining  up  the  bay.  At  6  p.  m.  a  flag-of-truce  boat  from  one 
of  the  rebel  ironclads  came  out  and  communicated  with  a  boat  from 
the  Octorara. 

September  17. — From  4  to  8  p.  m.:  The  rebel  ironclad  ram  Nash- 
ville steamed  out  from  the  eastern  shore  and  went  up  Spanish  River. 
Metacomet  stood  across  to  the  eastern  shore. 

October  7 —At  4 :  30  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  Tritonia  stood  to  Fort  Gaines, 
having  the  admiral  on  board.  Discovered  a  fire  on  the  land  near 
Cedar  Point.  Tinclad  No.  48  stood  in  and  fired  a  few  rounds  in  that 
direction,  which  was  replied  to  by  a  battery  from  shore. 


Abstract  log  of  the  IT.  8.  8.  Laokawanna,  Captain  J.  B.  Karohand,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding. 

August  5, 1864* — Mobile  Bay.  At  4  a.  m.  hove  short,  gave  the  men 
breakfast.  At  5  a.  m.  the  Seminole  came  alongside  and  was  lashed  to 
our  port  quarter.  Got  underway  in  obedience  to  signal.  Cleared 
ship  for  action  and  stood  into  the  main  ship  channel,  Following  after 
the  Richmond  in  line  of  battle.  At  6 :  50  abreast  of  Sand  Island.  At 
7:02  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire.  At  7:15  Brooklyn  (leading)  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  7:32  we  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  with 
No.  2  rifle.  At  7 :  36  general  signal.  At  7 :  45  we  were  abreast  of  Fort 
Morgan;  7 :  55  passed  Fort  Morgan,  going  full  speed.  At  8 :  40  steam- 
ing up  Mobile  Bay  astern  of  the  Richmond.  Passed  the  rebel  ram 
Tennessee  and  gave  her  a  broadside.  At  9  permission  was  given  to 
anchor,  but  soon  after  ram  Tennessee  was  seen  standing  toward  fleet. 
Flagship  made  signal  608  to  us  and  to  Monongahela.  We  steamed 
toward  ram.  At  9 :  45  butted  him  fair  at  junction  of  casemate  with 
deck ;  backed  off  from  ram.     She  swung  round  and  fired  one  round  into 
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our  bows.  All  the  vessels  firing  at  ram.  At  9 :  50  collided  with  Hart- 
ford. At  10  Tennessee  surrendered.  Gunboat  Selma  surrendered 
also.  Confined  Thomas  Sutton,  seaman,  in  irons  for  insubordination. 
We  had  4  killed  and  35  wounaed.  Came  to  anchor  at  10:50.  We 
were  hulled  five  times  and  had  cutwater  carried  away. — Frank 
Weldes,  Ensign. 

August  IS. — At  3:45  a.  m.  saw  the  outbuildings  adjoining  Fort 
Morgan  on  fire.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.  ironclad  ram  Tennessee 
engaged  in  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  the  Tennessee  ceased 
firing  and  hauled  off.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Winnebago  shelling  Fort 
Morgan. 

August  H. — From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Chickasaw  opened  fire  on  Fort  Mor- 
gan and  carried  away  the  flagstaff. 

August  15. — From  8  to  midnight:  The  Manhattan  and  shore  bat- 
teries opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.     The    fort  returned  the  fire. 

August  16. — From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  The  Winnebago  stood  inshore  and 
opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  22. — At  4 :  25  a.  m.  hove  short.  At  4 :  30  sighted  anchor  and 
stood  in  direction  of  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30  came  to  with  starboard 
stream  anchor  in  17  feet  of  water  and  Fort  Morgan  bearing  by  compass 
S.  S.  E.,  distant  2  miles.  Batteries  inshore,  with  several  ships  0/  the 
fleet,  engaged  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  meridian  continued 
shelling  the  fort. 

August  23. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  Large  fire  bearing  inside  Fort 
Morgan  during  the  watch.  At  6  a.  m.  saw  a  large  fire  burst  out  in 
Fort  Morgan.  At  6 :  45  enemy  in  Fort  Morgan  hoisted  a  flag  of  truce. 
Chickasaw  and  army  boat  went  in  near  Fort  Morgan  ana  commu- 
nicated. At  2  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  surrendered  and  hoisted  the  United 
States  flag.     Fired  a  salute. 


Extract  from  journal  of  Captain  Karohand,  XT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Lackawanna. 

March  13,  /<?&£•— Blockade  of  Galveston.  At  about  5  in  the  after- 
noon the  Ossipee,  with  Captain  Gillis,  left  for  the  blockading  force  off 
Mobile  and  I  assumed  command  of  the  western  division  of  the  blockad- 
ing squadron,  which  now  becomes  the  Third  Division.  It  embraces 
the  wnole  coast  of  Texas  and  the  western  part  of  Louisiana  and  is 
composed  of  the  following  vessels :  At  Sabine  Pass,  steamer  Princess 
Royal,  Commander  M.  B.  vVoolsey;  steam  gunboat  Chocura,  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander B.  Gherardi;  steamer  Antona,  Acting  Master  A.  L.  B. 
Zerega.  At  Galveston,  steam  sloop  Lackawanna,  Captain  J.  B. 
Marcnand  (chief);  steam  gunboat  uwclsco,  Lieutenant-Commander 
E.  W.  Henry;  steam  gunboat  Kanawha,  Lieutenant-Commander  B.  B. 
Taylor;  steam  gunboat  Cayuga,  Lieutenant-Commander  W.  H.  Dana. 
At  San  Luis  Pass,  steamer  Virginia,  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant 
C.  H.  Brown.  At  Brazos  River,  steam  gunboat  Penobscot,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  A.  E.  K.  Benham;  steam  gunboat  Aroostook,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  C.  Hatfield.  At  Pass  Cavallo,  steamer  Estrella,  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander A.  P.  Cooke.  From  Pass  Cavallo  to  the  Rio  Grande, 
steam  gunboat  Sciota,  Lieutenant-Commander  G.  H.  Perkins.  Patrol 
of  whole  coast  of  Texas,  etc.,  steamer  Arkansas,  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  D.  Cate. 
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March  14- — A  few  minutes  before  the  past  midnight  the  Aroostook 
[arrived]  from  the  Brazos  River  and  anchored.  The  little  schooner 
which  arrived  yesterday  was  a  prize  to  her,  being  the  Marian.  Early 
this  morning  tne  latter,  at  ancnor  half  a  mile  from  us,  made  signal  of 
distress,  and  the  Aroostook  going,  found  her  in  a  foundering  condition. 
Her  cargo,  consisting  of  a  few  sacks  of  salt  and  some  bars  of  iron, 
was  taken  out  and  she  was  sunk  in  4$  fathoms  water. 

March  15. — A  little  before  4  in  the  morning  one  of  our  blockading 
vessels,  the  Aroostook,  which  was  to  have  come  near  at  daylight,  was 
reported  to  me  as  being  underway  inside  of  us  and  anchored  outside. 
At  daylight  it  was  discovered  to  be  the  XJ.  S.  gunboat  Katahdin,  lieu- 
tenant-Commander John  Irwin,  from  New  Orleans,  to  join  the  block- 
ade of  this  place.  Toward  8  in  the  morning  he  called  upon  me  and 
reported. 

March  18. — About  1  o'clock  in  the  morning,  whilst  the  Katahdin  and 
Kanawha  were  chasing  the  coal  schooner,  we  saw  with  perfect  distinct- 
ness a  small  steamer,  which  we  supposed  to  be  one  of  the  rebel  picket 
boats,  inside  of  the  bar  and  running  up  the  channel  toward  Galveston, 
and,  as  they  are  nightly  seen,  we  entertained  no  uneasiness  as  to  its 
being  a  blockade  runner;  but  still  it  seemed  singular  she  should  come 
so  far  down  when  the  night  was  so  perfectly  clear  and  moonlight,  for 
we  could  see  distinctly  the  city  of  Galveston,  the  land,  forts,  and  even 
the  Harriet  Lane  above  Pelican  Spit.  Shortly  after  the  supposed 
rebel  picket  steamer  had  passed  up,  the  Sciota,  stationed  at  Cylinder 
Channel,  made  signal  that  a  steamer  was  running  out  and  stood  to 
the  S.  and  W.  By  that  time  the  Katahdin  and  Kanawha  were  well 
back  to  their  stations  and  could  see  anything  going  out,  so  the  Lacka- 
wanna was  not  moved,  and  I  soon  found,  I  afterwards  learned,  that  it 
was  an  object  on  shore  that  was  seen  which  caused  the  signal  to  be 
made.  Three  o'clock  in  the  morning  passed  before  I  lay  down  to  rest. 
On  going  on  deck  after  8  in  the  morning  discovered  that  a  small 
steamer  was  near  Fort  Point,  a  stranger  to  us,  with  English  colors,  and 
she  must  have  run  the  blockade  the  past  night,  and  probably  have 
been  the  one  which  we  supposed  to  be  the  rebel  picket  boat,  although 
subsequently  to-day  I  was  told  by  the  pilot  or  the  Sciota  that  last 
night  ne  saw  four  rebel  picket  boats  between  the  beacon  and  Pelican 
Spit.  If  it  was  the  blockade  runner  that  we  saw  running  in  the  past 
night,  taking  her  to  be  a  picket  steamer,  she  must  have  followed  close 
along  the  land  from  the  southward  and  westward  and  skirting  along 

the  outer  edge  of  the ,  entered  the  Main  Ship  Channel  unper- 

ceived  whilst  the  Kanawha  and  Katahdin  were  chasing  the  coal 
schooner.  Another  supposition  is  that  she  followed  close  along  the 
coast,  entered  by  the  Southwest  Channel,  and  that  the  unusual  num- 
ber of  the  enemy's  steam  pickets  were  in  the  outer  channels  to  attract 
our  attention  from  her.  At  all  events,  it  is  mortifying  that  a  vessel  has 
gotten  in.  In  the  forenoon  I  took  passage  in  the  Sciota,  skirting  along 
the  reef  to  Bolivar  Island  to  have  a  close  inspection  of  the  blockade 
runner,  which  had  shifted  her  berth  to  Pelican  Spit;  also  to  examine 
the  rebel  forts,  as  well  as  to  get  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  locali- 
ties, and  on  returning  along  the  edge  of  the  shoal  the  Sciota  grounded 
on  a  spit,  but  was  gotten  off  in  an  hour  by  carrying  out  a  hawser  and 
kedge,  assisted  by  the  Kanawha. 

March  26. — 1*hey  brought  information  that  the  Clifton,  which 
formerly  was  one  of  the  gunboats  and  captured  by  the  enemy  on  the

attempted  invasion  at  Sabine  several  months  ago,  had  attempted  to 
run  out  of  Sabine  River,  laden  with  cotton,  and  grounded  on  the  bar, 
and  to  prevent  her  falling  into  the  hands  of  our  blockading  boats  was 
set  on  fire  and  burned.  It  was  the  cotton  from  the  Clifton  that 
drifted  by  the  ship,  as  noted  in  my  remarks  of  the  23d  instant. 

April  %. — Shortly  before  the  p>ast  midnight  the  Kanawha,  stationed 
a  little  to  the  west  of  the  Main  Ship  Channel,  made  signal  that  a 
-vessel  was  coming  out.  She  was  gotten  underway,  as  was  the  Sciota, 
anchored  off  the  Southwest  Channel.  Subsequently  I  learned  that 
the  Kanawha  was  delayed  in  slipping  her  cable  and  lost  sight  of  the 
blockade  runner  in  the  darkness  of  the  night,  whilst  the  Sciota,  keeping 
her  in  sight  with  the  aid  of  sail  and  steam,  overtook  her  after  running 
two  and  one-half  hours  and  25  miles  on  a  S.  by  W.  course,  capturing 
her.  This  afternoon  she  towed  the  prize  near  this  ship  and  anchored 
her.  The  blockade  runner  is  the  rebel  schooner  Mary  SorUy,  formerly 
the  U.  S.  revenue  cutter  Dodge,  seized  by  the  rebels  at  Galveston  at  the 
commencement  of  the  rebelhon  in  Texas.  By  her  register  she  appears 
to  be  owned  by  Thomas  W.  House,  of  Houston,  Tex.,  and  belongs  to 
Galveston.  She  is  75£  tons  burden,  laden  with  257  bales  of  cotton; 
was  bound  to  Havana,  commanded  by  Charles  Diericks,  with  a  crew  of 
7  persons  and  2  passengers.  During  the  chase  last  night,  at  1  a.  m. 
we  saw  the  flash  and  heard  the  report  of  a  cannon  fired  at  the  block- 
ade runner  by  the  Sciota;  but  the  capture  was  made  beyond  signal 
distance  of  the  blockading  squadron.  In  the  early  part  of  the  after- 
noon the  U.  S.  gunboat  hlneo,  Lieutenant-Commander  John  Watters, 
arrived  from  New  Orleans  to  join  the  blockade  of  the  Texan  coast. 

April  5. — At  the  break  of  day  a  boat  came  off  from  Galveston 
to  the  Kineo,  at  anchor  to  the  westward  of  the  Main  Ship  Channel, 
having  on  board  7  persons,  viz,  Antonio  Orluffs,  Peter  Berg,  Fred- 
erick Rudolph,  Martin  Ricke,  deserters  from  the  rebel  First  Texas 
Artillery  (Colonel  Cook's),  and  Henry  Axtram  and  Frederick  Hahn,  of 
the  rebel  Army  (butchers),  and  Frank  Teichman,  carpenter,  of  Gal- 
veston, a  minor.  They  gave  the  information  that  the  British  block- 
ade-running steamer  Isabella  was  to  run  out  laden  with  cotton  to-mor- 
row night;  that  the  only  two  schooners  laden  and  ready  to  run  out 
were  those  in  sight  from  the  blockading  vessels  now  at  anchor  off 
Pelican  Spit,  the  names  of  which  were  Tip  Top  and  Higher;  that  the 
rebels  had  abandoned  the  idea  of  loading  with  cotton  and  sending  to 
sea  the  bark  Cavallo,  having  discharged  her  crew,  or,  rather,  sent  her 
to  Houston;  that  several  cotton-laden  schooners  had  gone  through 
West  Bay  to  try  and  run  out  at  San  Luis  Pass  and  were  accompanied 
by  one  or  more  schooners  armed  with  12  or  24  pounders  and  each  a 
crew  of  about  40  soldiers,  with  the  deck  covered  with  bales  of  cotton 
to  make  them  resemble  blockade  runners  to  prevent  the  schooners 
from  being  cut  out  by  the  boats  of  the  blockading  vessel,  as  was  done 
on  a  former  occasion,  or  to  capture  our  blockading  steamer  either  by 
stratagem  or  boarding.  They  further  represent  that  the  guns  of  the 
Harriet  Lane  were  taken  out  and  are  mounted  on  the  fort  at  Bolivar 
Point,  and  that  within  the  last  few  weeks  cotton  has  been  taken  on  board 
of  her,  and  that  she  will  be  loaded  and  run  out  some  time  this  week  under 
command  of  a  man  named  Maynard,  who  successfully  ran  a  schooner 
through  the  blockading  squadron  in  daytime  a  short  period  before  the 
arrival  of  the  Lackawanna  here.  The  Harriet  Lane  is  to  be  piloted  out 
by  a  man  named  Davidson,  who  some  time  ago  was  captured  in  a 
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blockade  runner  and  released  from  Fort  Lafayette  on  taking  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

Avril  14. — In  the  forenoon  the  Katahdin  came  from  her  station 
at  tne  N.  E.  end  of  the  blockading  line,  bringing  7  deserters  from 
the  rebel  Army,  namely:  Eugene  Picard,  Lewis  Bechet,  Alphonso 
F.  Rogers,  Felix  Loving,  Francis  Souffloit,  John  B.  Nivard,  and  Fran- 
cis Bouton,  all  Frenchmen,  who  had  some  eleven  months  ago  come 
from  Texas  and  settled  in  Brownsville,  from  which  they  were  con- 
scripted into  the  rebel  Army  a  short  time  before  our  Army  occupied 
that  place.  These  deserters  started  in  a  canoe  from  the  rebel  tort, 
Mannahassett,  7  miles  southwest  of  the  Sabine  Pass,  for  our  block- 
ading vessels  off  that  place,  but  bad  weather  setting  in  they  were  com- 
pelled to  run  along  the  coast  46  miles  to  the  blockading  vessels  here. 

Avril  15. — In  the  early  part  of  the  afternoon  two  deserters  from  the 
rebel  Army  came  off  to  the  squadron.  Their  names  were  Richard 
Allen  and  Matthew  Dullaghan,  belonging  to  the  Eighth  Texas  Regi- 
ment, stationed  on  Bolivar  Island.  They  are  Irishmen  by  birth,  and 
came  off  in  an  old  boat  which  had  on  two  former  occasions  brought 
off  deserters  and  set  adrift  on  each  occasion.  They  report  that  our 
blockading  vessel  off  San  Luis  Pass  captured  a  schooner  naving  liquor 
on  board,  and  the  prize  crew  getting  drunk,  the  old  crew  rose  and  took 
her  into  oan  Luis  Pass. 

April  16. — The  admiral  brought  the  report  from  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  [C.  H.]  Brown,  of  the  Virginia,  that,  through  drunken- 
ness, a  schooner  which  he  had  capturea  was  run  ashore  a  short  dis- 
tance from  San  Luis  Pass,  and  that  1  acting  ensign  and  5  men  form- 
ing the  crew  were  captured  by  the  rebels. 

April  20. — Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Brown,  of  the  Virginia, 
reported  to  me  that  on  yesterday  he  captured  the  Mexican  schooner 
Alma,  off  San  Luis  Pass,  and  laden  with  gunny  bags,  iron  hoops,  army 
blankets,  etc.,  and  sent  ner  to  New  Orleans;  the  vessel  and  cargo  sup- 
posed to  be  worth  $2,500. 

April  22. — The  Kineo  came  from  her  station  to  say  that  the  Owasco 
was  nearly  out  of  coal,  and  she  returned  to  San  Luis  Pass.  To-mor- 
row the  latter  vessel  will  be  relieved.  These  two  vessels  captured  a 
schooner  yesterday. 

April  24. — I  mentioned  yesterday  that  the  Owasco  arrived  from  the 
Brazos  River,  and  owing  to  the  gale  no  intercourse  was  had  with  her; 
but  the  sea  being  smooth,  her  commander,  Lieutenant-Commander 
Henry,  who  is  confined  to  his  bed  by  rheumatism,  wrote  me  that  he 
had  made  three  captures,  viz:  British  schooner  Lily,  on  the  17th 
instant;  the  Fanny,  on  tne  19th;  and  the  English  schooner  Laura, 
on  the  21st,  all  bound  into  the  Brazos  River  from  Havana. 

April  29. — The  following  are  the  vessels  now  under  my  charge  in 
various  places  along  the  coast:  Steam  sloop  Lackawanna,  Captain 
J.  B.  Marchand;  steamer  Princess  Royal,  Commander  M.  B.  Woolsey; 
steam  gunboat  Owasco,  Lieutenant-Commander  E.  W.  Henry;  steam 
gunboat  Chocura,  Lieutenant-Commander  B.  Gherardi;  steam  gun- 
boat Katahdin,  Lieutenant-Commander  John  Irwin;  steam  gunboat 
Kineo,  Lieutenant-Commander  John  Watters;  steam  gunboat  Kana- 
wha, Lieutenant-Commander  B.  B.  Taylor;  steam  gunboat  Cayuga, 
Lieutenant-Commander  W.  H.  Dana;  steamer  Estrella,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  A.  P.  Cooke;  steamer  Arizona,  Acting  Master  H.  Tibbits; 
steamer  New  London,  Acting  Master  Lyman  Wells;  steamer  Virginia, 
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Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  II.  Brown;  steamer  Augusta  Dins- 
more,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  William  Hamilton;  steamer  Ger- 
trude, Acting  Master  H.  C.  Wade. 

April  SO. — This  morning  at  daylight  the  KataMin  was  not  in  sight, 
and  at  breakfast  time  the  Kineo  came  near  and  the  captain  called, 
reporting;  that  a  schooner  had  succeeded  in  running  in  last  night  from 
the  southward  and  westward,  through  the  Main  Ship  Channel;  that 
he  slipped  and  ran  in  as  far  as  he  could  without  firing,  for  fear  of  draw- 
ing tne  other  vessels  from  their  stations,  but  the  schooner  was  too  far 
in  and  he  sent  a  boat  to  capture  her,  but  which  ineffectually  chased 
until  near  Fort  Point,  and  that  in  attempting  to  regain  his  cable  the 
slip  rope  parted  and  the  chain  dropped  to  the  Dottom.  Soon  after  the 
Kineo  stood  to  the  southward  and  westward  and  after  awhile  returned 
with  the  Katdhdin.  Lieutenant-Commander  Watters,  of  the  Kineo, 
then  reported  that  the  Katdhdin  had  chased  a  steamer  which  came 
out  of  (Salveston  at  10  last  night,  kept  her  in  sight  for  two  hours,  and, 
losing  her,  cruised  about  40  miles  on  to  the  S.  S.  W.  I  really  do  not 
know  what  steamer  could  have  come  out  last  niffht,  and  fancy  that  it 
must  have  been  one  attempting  to  run  in,  as  the  three  steamers  we 
are  watching,  viz:  Harriet  Lane,  Isabel,  and  Alice,  seem  still  to  be 
lying  near  Pelican  Spit,  and  those  are  the  only  sea  steamers  known  to 
be  in  Galvfeston. 

May  1. — A  day  of  intense  mental  suffering  to  me,  as  the  Harriet 
Lane  and  the  two  other  steamers,  Alice  and  Isabel,  escaped  last  night 
from  Galveston.  The  escape  was  unknown  to  me  until  daylight  this 
morning,  and  then  only  by  their  not  being  seen  at  their  usual  place. 
At  the  same  time  the  Katdhdin  was  absent  from  her  station,  having  in 
all  probability  gone  in  chase  during  the  night.  I  should  have  men- 
tioned that  last  night,  until  midnight,  it  was  very  dark,  cloudy,  and 
somewhat  squally,  with  rain.  The  wind,  which  at  9  p.  m.  last  night, 
was  moderately  fresh  from  the  eastward,  after  veering  to  the  south- 
ward, came  out  fresh  from  the  westward  at  11  at  night  and  hauled  to 
the  north.  It  was  just  such  a  night  as  suited  for  running  the  blockade. 
The  Owasco  was  stationed  off  Bolivar  Passage;  the  Arizona  off  the 
north  part  Cylinder  Channel,  the  New  London  off  the  south  part  of  the 
same  channel,  the  Lackawanna  on  eastern  side  of  Main  Ship  Channel, 
the  Kineo,  underway,  apparently,  till  nearly  midnight,  at  entrance  of 
Main  Ship  Channel,  and  the  Katdhdin1  s  regular  night  station  at  South 
West  Channel.  The  Arizona,  New  London,  and  Kineo  were  in  sight 
from  the  Lackawanna  all  night.  The  darkest  part  of  the  night,  and 
the  time  those  vessels  could  have  run  out  without  being  seen  by  the 
Arizona,  New  London,  Lackawanna,  and  Kineo,  was  between  7  and 
11:15  o'clock  the  past  night.  At  about  the  latter  hour  the  discharge 
of  a  couple  or  three  heavy  guns  was  heard  in  a  direction  about  S.  S.  W., 
and  the  flash  also  seen,  but  that  was  doubtful,  as  frequent  lightning 
flashed  in  all  directions.  It  is  supposed  that  between  9  and  10  o'cIock 
the  Alice,  Isabel,  and  Harriet  Lane  followed  each  other  through  the 
South  West  Channel  (which  was  supposed  not  to  have  sufficiently 
deep  water  for  the  Harriet  Lane) ;  that  the  Katdhdin  save  chase  to  the 
first  comer  and,  leaving  the  channel  unguarded,  the  others  passed 
unobserved.  This,  however,  is  but  a  surmise,  as  the  Katdhdin  has  not 
vet  (9  p.  m.)  returned.  I  am  in  ignorance  of  the  time  the  Katdhdin 
left,  as  she  did  not,  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  blockade,  burn 
the  blue  Coston  light  indicative  that  a  vessel  was  coming  out  of  that 
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channel,  nor  did  she  hoist  a  red  light  to  show  that  she  was  in  chase.  I 
should  have  stationed  the  New  London  on  her  arrival  on  the  26th 
ultimo  to  the  southward  and  westward  to  assist  the  KataMin  and 
Kineo,  although  the  distance  to  be  watched  is  little  more  than  half 
that  assigned  to  the  Arizona  and  Owasco,  as  the  probabilities  were 
greater  that  the  attempt  to  run  out  would  be  made  through  the  Main 
Ship  and  South  West  channels,  but  a  few  days  previous  the  rebels  had 
planted  a  large  buoy,  apparently  near  Bird  Key,  and  I  was  apprehen- 
sive that  an  attempt  would  be  made  through  Cylinder  Channel. 
From  all  information  I  was  led  to  believe  that  tne  narriet  Lane  drew 
9  or  9  J  feet  water,  and  as  the  Main  Ship  Channel  could  only  afford 
that  draft,  it  was  watched  with  the  greatest  intensity,  and  the  Laclca- 
wanna  was  kept  near  to  give  chase,  as  she  possessed  the  greatest  speed. 

May  2,  186 %. — At  daylight  8  deserters  from  the  rebel  Army,  viz: 
Bernard  Aysen,  William  iToch,  Oscar  Meano,  Julius  Ludwig,  Anton 
Hess,  August  Hammon,  John  G.  Rear,  and  Henry  Cook,  came  off  near 
the  South  West  Channel.  They  brought  no  news  of  interest  except  that 
the  Harriet  Lane,  Alice,  and  Isabel  succeeded  in  running  out  on  Satur- 
day night  last,  confirming  our  belief.  Had  I  been  certain  yesterday 
morning  that  the  Harriet  Lane  had  gotten  out,  I  would  nave  sent 
another  vessel  after  her.  The  KataMin  is  still  absent,  having  left 
sometime  on  Saturday  night,  doubtless  in  pursuit  of  the  other  steam- 
ers which  then  ran  out.  The  deserters  say  that  a  schooner  attempted 
to  go  out  the  same  night,  but  grounded  near  Fort  Magruder. 

May  4- — In  the  morning  a  schooner  came  from  the  southward  and 
westward,  which  proved  to  be  the  British  schooner  Agnes,  captured 
by  the  Chocura  in  running  out  of  the  Brazos  River  on  the  morning 
of  the  3d  instant,  laden  with  155  bales  of  cotton.  She  proceeded 
onward  toward  New  Orleans. 

May  5. — The  Army  transport  steamer  Sophia  arrived  from  Pass 
Cavallo  and  the  Brazos  River,  bringing  dispatches  for  me  from  the  ves- 
sels below,  amongst  others,  information  that  the  Chocura  had  captured 
the  Prussian  schooner  Frederic  II  on  the  4th  instant,  having  come  out 
of  the  Brazos  River  with  114  bales  of  cotton.  The  Virginia  also  came 
up  for  a  few  minutes  from  San  Luis  Pass  and  reported  her  having 
captured  the  schooner  Experiment,  which  had  run  the  blockade  to 
Galveston  with  31  bales  of  cotton,  and  that  the  vessel  being  unsea- 
worthy,  the  cargo  was  taken  out  and  the  schooner  burned. 

May  6. — I  neglected  to  mention  that  yesterday  at  daylight  a  strange 
steamer  Coroica,  or  else  Mail,  with  English  colors  flying,  was  seen  in 
the  bay,  which  had  run  the  blockade  unseen  during  tne  preceding 
night. 

May  11. — Besides  the  foregoing,  there  went,  much  to  my  conven- 
ience, Mr.  A.  M.  Hobbs  and  Mrs.  Ball,  who  came  to  this  ship  on  the 
20th  ultimo.  They  both  occupied  my  small  cabin.  They  came  under 
permission  of  the  admiral,  to  try  and  arrange  with  a  Mr.  J.  D.  Cham- 
plin,  of  Houston,  to  run  out  the  Harriet  Lane  to  us,  and  they  to  have 
the  cargo  of  cotton.  Mrs.  Ball  was  to  personate  Mrs.  Champlin,  who 
is  sick  in  Tennessee,  as  an  excuse  for  Mr.  Champlin  to  come  out  and 
make  the  necessary  arrangements.  But  the  letter  by  the  flag  of  truce 
remained  unanswered,  ohould  Mr.  Champlin  come  out,  I  am  to  get  a 
letter  from  him  on  the  subject  of  the  purchase  of  the  Harriet  Lane, 
now  supposed  to  be  in  Havana,  and  about  running  out  the  barks 
Cavallo  and  Elias  Pike  here  and  the  Sachem  at  Sabine  Pass,  and  send 
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the  letter  to  A.  M.  Hobbs,  care  of  True  Delta  Office,  New  Orleans. 
The  name  signed  by  Mr.  Hobbs  to  the  letter  sent  to  Mr.  Champlin  to 
induce  him  to  come  out  to  see  his  sick  wife  was  Samuel  French. 

May  12. — Acting  Master  Lyman  Wells,  commanding  the  New  Lon- 
don, on  the  following  morning,  the  sea  then  being  smooth,  sent  in  a 
flag  of  truce,  which  was  met  by  a  boat,  when  the  information  was 
obtained  that  on  the  6th  instant  an  attack  was  made  from  the  land  by 
rebel  soldiers  and  both  the  Granite  City  and  the  tinclad  ( Wave)  were 
captured.  Nothing  could  be  learned  as  to  the  mode  of  capture  or  loss 
of  life.  Information  was  further  obtained  that  when  the  armed  boat 
from  the  New  London  ran  into  the  Calcasieu  and  approached  the  New 
London  the  rebel  flag  was  flying  at  the  peak,  and  that  the  officer  of 
the  boat,  as  well  as  the  boat's  crew,  [thought]  that  those  on  board 
the  Granite  City  were  making  fun  of  them,  and  that  the  officer 
of  the  boat,  Mr.  Jackson,  fired  a  musket,  upon  which  musketry  was 
opened  upon  the  boat,  and  the  first  shot  struck  Mr.  Jackson  in  the 
head,  killing  him  instantly;  none  others  were  injured.  Subsequently, 
to-day,  I  learned  from  a  rebel  Army  deserter  that  the  capture  was  made 
by  a  detachment  from  Colonel  Griffin's  command  from  the  Sabine  Pass 
of  about  200  men,  having  no  cannon,  whilst  the  crews  of  the  Granite  City 
and  Wave  were  fishing  and  amusing  themselves  ashore.  During  the 
day  I  also  received  by  a  flag  of  truce  newspapers  of  yesterday  printed 
in  Galveston,  wherein  it  was  mentioned,  under  head  of  "  Houston,  May 
10,  1864,  107  privates,  23  officers,  and  3  niggers  (Yankees),  captured 
by  Colonel  Griffin  on  gunboats  at  Calcasieu,  arrived  here  to-day  from 
Beaumont  by  rail."  I  immediately  ordered  the  New  London  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  blockade  of  Calcasieu,  reporting  to  Commander  Woolsey  on 
the  way,  and  she  started  back  for  tnat  place  soon  after  12  o'clock  the 

East  night.  This  morning  I  also  sent  the  Owasco  for  the  same  purpose, 
[either  the  Granite  City  nor  Wave  had  ever  reported  to  me  as  belonging 
to  this  division,  and  I  was  almost  ignorant  of  the  location  of  the 
Granite  City  when  I  sent  the  New  London,  and  knew  nothing  about  the 
tinclad  being  in  Calcasieu. 

May  H. — A  small  rowboat,  with  flag  of  truce  flying,  came  to  the 
beacon,  and  a  boat  from  the  Sciota  communicated  with  her,  deliver- 
ing the  letter  which  I  tried  to  send  in  yesterday  and  bringing  late 
Galveston  and  Houston  newspapers  and  letters  from  Acting  Master 
C.  W.  Lamson,  late  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Granite  City;  Actine 
Master  Charles  Cameron,  late  or  the  Wave,  and  M.  F.  Rogers  and 
M.  F.  Fitzpatrick,  and  one  signed  with  the  Christian  name  of  Arthur 
(directed  to  Mrs.  Laurence  Lemhan,  New  Orleans),  formerly  belong- 
ing to  those  vessels,  all  to  the  friends  or  relations.  Mr.  Lamson 
says  nothing  in  relation  to  the  capture  of  these  two  vessels.  Mr. 
Cameron  says  that  2  were  killed  and  8  wounded  on  board  the  Granite 
City  and  7  wounded  on  board  the  Wave  at  the  time  of  the  capture. 
Fitzpatrick  wrote  that  none  of  the  officers  was  hurt,  except  one. 
The  above-mentioned  Michael  F.  Rogers  was  second  assistant  engi- 
neer of  the  Wave,  and  writes  that  that  vessel  was  surprised.  The 
letters  were  all  dated  12th  instant,  and  the  writers  unite  in  saying 
that  they  were  on  the  eve  of  starting  as  prisoners  for  confinement 
at  Hempstead,  in  Texas.  The  Galveston  and  Houston  newspapers 
brought  off  by  the  flag  of  truce  give  some  accounts  of  the  capture 
of  the  Granite  City  and  Wa/oe.  Colonel  Commanding  W.  H.  Griffin 
dates  a  dispatch,  "  Headquarters,  Sabine  Pass,  on  board  C,  S,  (late 
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U.  S.)  steamer  Granite  City,  Calcasieu,  May  6,  1864.  Dear  General 
(P.  O.  H6bert):  I  attacked  the  enemy  this  morning  and  captured 
two  gunboats,  the  Granite  City  and  Wave,  16  guns,  and  about  80 
prisoners."  A  correspondent  or  the  Galveston  News  writes  that  "the 
attack  on  the  gunboats  was  made  on  Friday,  6th  instant,  a  little 
after  5  a.  m.,  lieutenant-Colonel  Griffin,  commanding.  Our  force 
consisted  of  parts  of  Griffin's,  Spaight's,  and  Daly's  battalions  and 
of  Captain  Creuzbaur's  battery  of  4  guns.  The  Federals  had  no 
steam  up  and  were  caught  napping,  but  fought  for  about  one  hour, 
when  they  surrendered.  Our  casualties  are  10  killed  and  16  wounded. 
The  Federals  had  only  1  man  wounded,  since  dead;  28  of  them  were 
absent  from  the  boats,  but  surrendered  afterwards.  The  Wave  is  a 
stern-wheel  steamboat,  mounting  8  guns,  badly  used  up  by  Captain 
Creuzbaur's  guns.  The  Granite  City  is  a  side-wheel  steamer,  two- 
decked,  an  iron  ram,  having  six  guns  below  and  two  on  the  upper 
deck.  Captain  Loring  was  in  command  of  the  Federals/ '  The  rebel 
officer  who  came  out  in  the  flag  of  truce  boat  would  give  no  infor- 
mation in  relation  to  the  capture  of  the  Granite  City  and  Wave. 

May  17. — Received  orders  from  the  admiral  to  turn  over  command 
of  the  Third  Division  to  Commander  M.  B.  Woolsey,  of  the  Princess 
Royal,  and  repair  with  the  Lackawanna  off  Mobile,  as  a  threatened 
onslaught  is  making  on  our  fleet  there  by  the  ironclad  ram  from  Mobile 
Bay.  About  9:30  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  Princess  Royal  arrived  from 
Sabine  Pass.  Commander  Woolsey  came  on  board,  and  to  him 
turned  over  command,  with  all  the  papers. 

May  20. — The  Mobile  blockade  is  composed  as  follows:  Steam

June  1—  Blockade  of  Mobile.  The  fleet  here  is  the  largest  I  have 
ever  been  in  whilst  maneuvering.  Composing  it  are  the  steam  sloop 
Hartford,  Captain  P.  Drayton,  with  the  admiral;  steam  sloop  Rich- 
mond, Captain  T.  A.  Jenkins;  steam  sloop  Lackawanna,  Captam  J.  B. 
Marchand;  steam  sloop  Brooklyn,  Captam  James  Alden;  steam  sloop 
Ossipee,  Commander  W.  E.  Le  Koy;  steam  sloop  Seminole,  Comman- 
der E.  Donaldson;  steam  sloop  Galena,  lieutenant-Commander  C.  H. 
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Wells;  steam  sloop  Oneida,  Lieutenant-Commander  W.  W.  Low; 
steam  sloop  Monongdhela,  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  H.  Gillis;  steam 
double-ender  Metacomet,  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  E.  Jouett;  steam

June  6. — About  2 :  30  this  morning  signals  were  seen  to  the  N.  and  E. 
of  an  attempt  to  violate  the  blockade,  and  at  daylight  the  Metacomet 
was  missing  from  her  station.  In  the  forenoon  sne  returned,  bringing 
as  a  prize  the  steamer  Donegal.  It  seems  the  prize  attempted  to  run  in, 
but,  being  seen  and  headed  off,  was  pursued  and  captured  by  the  Meta- 
comet. The  cargo  consisted  of  40,000  poiujds  of  powder,  medicines, 
and  various  contraband  of  war  shipped  at  Havana. 

June  11. — The  blockade  running  is  brisk.  One  instance  was  men- 
tioned as  having  occurred  at  11  last  night,  another  took  place  toward 
2  this  morning,  toward  the  N.  E.  end  of  the  line,  which  was  seen  by 
one  or  two  or  the  blockading  vessels,  who  gave  unsuccessful  chase. 
The  prize  steamer  Donegal,  captured  yesterday  morning  by  the  Meta- 
comet,  left  for  the  North. 

July  1. — During  the  past  night  signal  was  made  of  a  blockade  run- 
ner, and  guns  were  firea.  At  daylient  a  blockade-running  steamer  of 
large  size  was  seen  ashore  apparently  a  mile  to  the  eastward  of  Fort 
Morgan,  and  throughout  the  day  the  gunboats  went  near  and  kept  up 
an  irregular  fire  upon  her.  The  admiral  himself  went  pretty  near  m  the 
Glasgow,  and,  after  taking  a  look,  communicated  with  the  firing  ves- 
sels, after  which  a  little  more  firing  took  place.  I  did  not  learn  the 
reason  that  the  firing  ceased,  as  at  dark  the  blockade  runner  was 
aground  in  the  same  place. 

July  4. — Early  in  the  afternoon  several  of  the  fleet,  and  this  ship 
among  the  rest,  ran  in  for  a  couple  of  hours,  fired  at  the  blockade- 
running  steamer  aground  east  of  Fort  Gaines.  We  were  at  too  great 
range,  and  do  not  think  that  a  shot  struck  her.  Fort  Morgan  and 
various  fieldpieces  on  shore  fired  in  return  without  effect.  The 
unknown  shoalness  of  the  water  prevented  our  going  closer  in. 

July  6. — About  the  past  midmght  an  expedition  consisting;  of  three 
boats  from  the  Hartford  and  one  from  the  Brooklyn,  towed  in  by  a  gun- 
boat, boarded  the  blockade-running  steamer  aground  to  the  east  of 
Fort  Morgan,  found  that  her  cargo  and  every  portable  thing  had  been 
removed  on  shore,  and  that  several  shot  holes  had  been  made  in  her 
hull  by  our  fleet,  causing  her  to  sink  in  6  feet  water.     The  boarding 

Earty  found  no  persons  on  board,  but  were  fired  at  by  sentinels  on  the 
each  15  or  20  yards  off  without  effect.  They  set  ner  on  fire  in  the 
forecastle  and  cabin  and  left.  She  burned  for  a  few  hours;  but  as  she 
is  an  iron  vessel,  the  conflagration  was  not  very  magnificent. 

July  10. — About  the  past  midnight  si<jnal  was  made  that  a  blockade 
runner  was  going  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  but  no  firing  by  our 
vessels.  Yet  it  seems  that  about  daylight  one  succeeded  in  passing 
through  our  lines,  when  seven  steamers  were  watching,  and  in  attempt- 
ing to  go  through  the  Swash  Channel  growled.  Toward  7  in  tfee 
7*  w  »— -ypfc  21- — 62 
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morning  signal  was  made  to  some  three  or  four  of  our  vessels  to  go  in, 
which  did  so  and  for  a  couple  of  hours  shelled  the  vessel,  and,  as  she 
was  aground  near  Fort  Morgan,  that  fort  replied.  After  breakfast  I 
called  on  the  admiral  and  obtained  permission  to  go  in.  We  took  a 
position  somewhat  nearer  and  threw  shell  around  and  far  over  her, 
making  good  shots,  and  from  the  fact  of  the  rebels  getting  her  afloat 
while  we  were  firing  and  running  her  still  farther  ashore,  the  admiral 
thought  we  had  inflicted  a  serious  injury,  particularly  from  a  150- 
pound  shell  striking  her  forward.  We  sustained  no  injury  from  the 
guns  of  Fort  Morgan,  although  one  shot  struck  the  water  under  our 
bows. 

July  12. — At  daylight  it  was  noticed  that  the  blockade-running 
steamer  which  had  been  aground  yesterday  close  to  Fort  Morgan  had 
floated  off  and  was  at  anchor  inside  of  the  Day,  with  English  and  rebel 
flags  flying.  The  army  transport  Clyde  arrived  from  New  Orleans, 
having  on  board  the  chief  of  staff  of  General  Canby  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  admiral  about  an  attack  on  Mobile.  It  is  said  that 
20,000  soldiers  are  ready  at  New  Orleans  for  the  expedition,  and  that 
two  ironclads  are  at  New  Orleans  and  two  at  Key  West,  which,  with 
the  one  at  Pensacola,  are  to  reinforce  the  fleet  upon  the  contemplated 
attack.

August  3. — We  are  still  preparing  ship  for  the  great  struggle  in  pass- 
ing the  forts,  which  event  will  come  off  in  a  day  or  two.  It  would  nave 
been  done  to-day  had  the  Tecumseh  been  here  from  Pensacola.  The 
Sebago  and  Galena  arrived  from  Pensacola. 

August  4. — To-morrow  is  contemplated  the  great  battle  for  the 
occupation  of  Mobile  Bay  and  the  iorts  at  its  entrance.  We  were 
employed  in  the  afternoon  finishing  preparations  for  the  fight  to-mor- 
row. I  have  the  conscientious  feeling  that  every  preparation  has  been 
made  for  the  safety  of  the  ship  and  the  crew  that  was  within  my 
power.  In  the  evening  the  Richmond,  Tecumseh,  and  Port  Royal 
arrived  from  Pensacola.  In  the  morning  all  the  commanding  officers 
met  on  board  the  flagship  by  signal,  and  after  consultation  with  the 
admiral  we  rejoined  our  ship  with  the  following  programme*  for  the

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attack  to-morrow:  The  gunboats  Genesee,  Pembina,  Penobscot,  Sebago, 
and  Pinola  and  steamers  Bienville  and  Tennessee,  together  with  the 
tugboats,  will  remain  outside.  In  going  in  it  is  not  expected  that  we 
shall  take  the  forts,  but  get  possession  of  the  bay,  after  which  the  forts 
must  fall  as  a  matter  of  course.  Yesterday  a  detachment  of  our  army- 
landed  on  the  west  end  of  Dauphin  Island  and  was  fired  upon  by  the 
enemy  at  Fort  Powell.  They  will  simultaneously  attack  Fort  Gaines 
with  our  passage  into  Mobile  Bay.  What  torpedoes  or  obstructions 
are  in  the  ship  channel  we  are  ignorant.  An  effort  on  our  part  to  pass 
in  will  be  made,  but  the  result  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Almighty,  and  we 
pray  that  He  may  favor  us. 

August  5—  I  thank  the  Almighty  for  the  victory  He  has  permitted 
us  to  gain  this  day  and  His  special  protection  or  us.  The  day  was 
pleasant  with  a  moderate  westerly  wind.  Before  its  dawn  all  hands 
were  called,  an  early  and  hurried  breakfast  eaten,  and  as  the  sun  rose 
the  vessels  took  positions  alongside  and  lashed  to  each  other,  as 
required  in  the  diagram  mentioned  yesterday.  The  Lackawanna, 
with  the  Seminole  alongside,  was  in  the  center  of  the  line  of  battle,  and 
at  6  o'clock  all  had  advanced  up  the  Main  Ship  Channel,  so  that  the 
leading  vessels  were  enabled  to  open  fire  upon  Fort  Morgan,  and  each 
succeeding  one  did  the  same  as  soon  as  her  guns  would  bear  upon  the 
fort.  The  fort  opened  fire  upon  us  first,  and  the  rebel  boats  Tennessee, 
Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Selma,  inside  of  the  bay,  raked  our  vessels  with 
shot  and  shell.  It  was  a  magnificent  sight.  Every  vessel  with 
ensigns  at  her  masthead  and  peak,  the  shot  and  shell  flying  through 
the  air  with  their  hissing  sound.  The  dense  volumes  of  smoke  from 
the  guns  sometimes  hiding  the  nearest  ship,  then  floating  away  toward 
the  fort,  and  the  loud  cheers  of  all  hands.  Although  shot  and  shell 
were  flying  around,  none  struck  the  Lackawanna's  hull  doing  serious 
injury  till  we  were  within  400  or  500  yards  of  Fort  Morgan;  when  a 
heavy  elongated  shot  from  the  fort  passed  through  the  ship's  side, 
killing  and  wounding  }6  men  at  the  150-pounder  rifle,  where  it  carried 
away  two  stanchions  of  the  fife  rail,  passed  through  the  foremast, 
earned  away  the  head  of  the  sheet  cable  bits,  and  passed  through  the 
other  side  of  the  ship,  falling  into  the  water.  Blood  and  mangled 
human  remains  for  a  time  impeded  the  working  of  the  150-pounder. 
The  firing  of  shells  from  our  neet  was  so  continuous  that  the  enemy 
were  driven  from  their  guns,  and  when  we  had  to  bear  away  for  the 
bay  to  clear  the  Middle  Ground,  leaving  our  stern  exposed,  lew  shots 
were  fired  by  them,  and  those  doing  no  injury.  But  the  rebel  ironclad 
ram  Tennessee  and  gunboats  Morgan,  Gaines,  and  Selma  still  kept  up 
their  discharges.  The  Morgan  and  Gaines,  however,  soon  after  ran  tp 
the  eastward  under  the  guns  of  the  fort,  while  the  Selma  stood  up  the 
bay  [followed]  by  the  Metacomet  and  another  one  of  our  gunboats,  and 
was  captured.  The  rebel  ram  Tennessee  kept  hovering  off  the  fort, 
unsuccessfully  endeavoring  to  strike  our  vessels  in  passing.  One  of 
our  ironclad  monitors,  the  Tecumseh,  Commander  T.  A.  Craven,  being 
in  his  station  in  advance  and  abreast  the  leading  ship  of  the  fleet, 
about  400  yards  from  the  shore  at  Fort  Morgan,  struck  upon  a  torpedo, 
which,  exploding,  sunk  her  with  all  the  officers.  Only  about  a  aozen 
of  the  crew  and  the  pilot  escaped  from  her  and  were  picked  up  by  the 
boats  of  the  Metacomet  and  another  vessel.  At  8:30  o'clock  in  the 
morningour  fleet  had  passed  the  Middle  Ground,  beyond  range  of  the 
guns  of  Fort  Morgan,  and  many  of  them  had  anchored,  when  the  rebel 
ram  Tennessee  was  seen  approaching.     The  admiral  made  signal  to  the 
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Monongahela,  as  being  nearest,  to  run  her  down,  and  instantly  after- 
wards the  same  was  made  to  me.  The  Monongahela  struck  her  angu- 
larly near  the  stern  and  glanced  away.  I  was  more  fortunate  and 
struck  her  at  right  angles  to  her  keel.  The  concussion  was  tre- 
mendous and  we  rebounded,  but  soon  after  drifted  against  her,  broad- 
side to  broadside,  head  and  stern,  when  our  marines  and  some  of  the 
crew  with  muskets  and  revolvers  opened  fire  into  her  ports,  prevent- 
ing the  reloading  of  her  guns,  which  had  been  fired  into  our  bows  when 
almost  touching,  exploding  two  shells  and  sending  one  solid  shot  into 
our  berth  deck,  Killing  and  wounding  many  of  the  powder  division  and 
the  already  wounded  under  the  surgeon's  care.  In  running  against 
the  Tennessee  we  did  her  no  perceptible  injury  except  demoralizing  the 
crew  but  our  stem  was  cut  and  crushed  far  back  of  the  plank  ends. 
All  the  time  I  was  standing  on  the  bridge,  and  while  alongside,  looking 
into  the  ports  of  the  Tennessee,  one  of  the  crew  looking  out,  but  stana 
ing  at  a  distance  from  the  port,  hallooed  out  to  me,  "You  d — d 
Yankee  son  of  a  b — h,"  which,  being  heard  by  the  crew  of  the  Lacka- 
wanna, redoubled  their  discharges  of  small  arms  into  the  rebel  ports, 
and  as  some  of  them  had  not  small  arms  in  their  possession,  one  of 
them  threw  a  spitbox  and  another  a  hand  holystone  at  the  fellow. 
Our  guns  had  been  pivoted  on  the  opposite  side  in  anticipation  of 
swinging  head  and  head,  so  that  but  one  IX-inch  gun  could  be  suffi- 
ciently depressed  to  bear  upon  the  Tennessee,  which  was  fired  nearly 
into  one  or  her  ports,  causing  the  port  shutter  to  jam,  becoming  useless 
during  the  remainder  of  the  engagement.  We  then  separated  in 
different  directions  by  her  going  ahead,  and  we  having  nothing  to  hold 
on  by,  I  ordered  the  nelm  hard  over,  to  bring  the  ship  around,  to  make 
another  attempt  at  ramming  the  Tennessee,  but  our  great  length  and 
the  shoalness  of  the  water,  which  sometimes  was  not  more  than  a  foot 
under  the  keel,  prevented  our  turning  rapidly  and  in  going  round,  we 
collided  with  tne  Hartford,  knocking  two  of  her  quarter-deck  ports 
into  one,  although  every  effort  was  made  on  my  part  by  backing  the 
engine  to  prevent  the  occurrence.  We  sustained  no  injury  by  the 
collision.  As  soon  as  we  cleared  the  Hartford  I  again  started  to  run 
down  the  Tennessee,  but  before  reaching  her  she  had  hauled  down  the 
flag,  hoisted  a  white  one,  and  surrendered  to  the  fleet,  which  had  by 
by  that  time  gotten  round  her  and  opened  an  incessant  discharge  of 
solid  shot  against  her  casemate.  Our  fleet  then  anchored,  having 
added  to  it  the  Selma  and  Tennessee,  both  in  good  fighting  order.  It 
was  three  hours  and  four  minutes  from  the  time  that  the  fleet  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan  until  the  surrender  of  the  Tennessee,  during  which 
time  the  loss  of  officers  and  men  was  great  in  the  fleet.  Our  loss  alone 
was  4  killed  instantly  and  35  wounded.  One  of  the  latter  died  in  the 
evening.  Among  the  prisoners  was  Admiral  Buchanan,  who  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  leg.  In  the  evening  the  severely  wounded, 
among  them  the  captured  admiral,  were  sent  on  board  the  Metacomet 
to  leave  to-morrow  morning  under  a  flag  of  truce  for  the  Pensacola 
hospital.  After  night  the  rebels  abandoned  and  set  fire  to  the  quar- 
ters in  Fort  Powell, leaving  us  an  open  communication  through  Grant's 
Pass  into  Mississippi  Sound.  During  the  engagements  of  the  day  we 
fired  105  cannon  shot  and  shell. 

In  my  remarks  of  the  5th  of  August  I  neglected  to  mention  the 
names  of  the  officers  of  the  Lackawanna,  they  being  on  board  during 
the  action:  John  B.  Marchand,  captain;  Thomas  S,  Spencer  ana 
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Stephen  A.  McCarty,  lieutenants;  James  Fulton,  paymaster;  Thomas 
W.  Leach,  surgeon;  W.  F.  Hutchinson,  acting  assistant  surgeon; 
Felix  McCurley  and  John  H.  Allen,  acting  masters;  George  H.  Wad- 
leigh  and  Frank  WildeSj  ensigns;  Clarence  Rathbone,  acting  ensign 
(regular):  James  W.  Whittaker,  first  assistant  engineer;  E.  J.  Whita- 
ker,  second  assistant  engineer;  George  W.  Roche  and  Isaac  B.  Fort, 
third  assistant  engineers;  David  Hennessy,  George  W.  Russell  and 
Thomas  W.  Sillman,  acting  third  assistant  engineers;  Thomas  Kelly, 
acting  boatswain;  John  G.  Foster,  gunner;  W.  J.  Lewis,  C.  H.  Foster, 
and  John  C.  Palmer,  acting  master's  mates;  Thomas  Chessan,  pay- 
master's clerk. 

In  my  remarks  of  the  5th  I  did  not  mention  the  names  of  vessels 
comprising  the  fleet  which  safely  passed  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines 
and  entered  in  triumph  Mobile  Say,  but  with  the  loss  of  many  men. 
They  were:  Steam  sloop  Hartford, Captain  P.  Drayton,  with  the  admi- 
ral; steam  sloop  Richmond,  Captain  Thornton  A.  Jenkins;  steam  sloop 
Lackawanna,  Captain  J.  B.  Marchand;  steam  sloop  Brooklyn,  Captain 
James  Alden;  steam  sloop  Monongahela,  Commander  J.  H.  Strong; 
steam  sloop  Ossipee,  Commander  W.  E.  Le  Roy;  steam  sloop  Oneida, 
Commander  J.  R.  M.  Mullany. 

August  8. — Mobile  Bay.  Another  pleasant  day  until  evening, 
when  rain  commenced  falling.  At  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  Fort 
Gaines  surrendered  and  was  occupied  by  our  army.  The  number  of 
prisoners  obtained  by  the  surrender  was  850,  who  were  taken  away 
oy  army  transports.  The  rebel  officers  had  the  option  of  surrender- 
ing their  swords  to  the  army  or  navy,  and  they  all  delivered  them  to' 
the  navy.  Upon  occasion  of  hoisting  the  Union  flag  on  Fort  Gaines 
three  cheers  were  given  by  the  fleet  upon  signal  to  that  effect  having 
been  made  by  the  admiral.  In  the  forenoon  called  upon  the  admiral 
agreeably  to  a  signal,  and  from  there,  in  company  with  Captains  Jen- 
kins and  Le  Roy,  went  and  held  a  survey  on  tne  captured  steamer 
Selma.  In  the  evening  dined  on  board  the  Ossipee  with  Captain 
Le  Roy.  The  other  guests  were  Captain  Strong,  of  the  Mononga- 
hela, and  Commander  James  D.  Johnston,  late  commanding  the  rebel 
ironclad  ram  Tennessee,  now  a  prisoner,  captured  on  the  5th  and  in 
custody  of  Captain  Le  Roy  on  board  the  Ossipee. 

August  9. — At  an  early  hour  in  the  morning  our  army,  which  had 
assembled  at  Fort  Gaines,  was  transshipped  in  one  tinclad  and  some 
tugboats  across  the  bay  and  landed  on  the  peninsula  in  Navy  Cove, 
about  3  J  miles  east  of  Fort  Morgan.  The  boats  of  the  fleet  were  sent 
to  put  the  soldiers  ashore,  but  the  wharf  was  perfect  and  the  boats 
were  unnecessary.  Some  of  our  ironclads  and  gunboats  covered  the 
landing  of  the  troops,  but  the  enemy  made  no  opposition.  About 
9:30  in  the  forenoon  I  received  orders  from  the  admiral  to  go  and 
shell  Fort  Morgan,  and  immediately  a  similar  order  was  given  to  the 
Monongahela.  The  steam  in  both  vessels  was  low.  We  started 
first,  but  the  Monongahela  having  more  steam,  passed  us  and  opened 
fire  first  upon  the  fort.  Not  long  after  we  got  to  the  Middle  Ground 
and  also  opened  on  the  fort.  At  that  time  the  engine  was  stopped 
that  the  aim  of  the  guns  would  be  more  perfect  and  it  could  not  be 
started  again  on  account  of  the  lowness  of  the  steam.  For  forty- 
eight  minutes  we  lay  waiting  for  steam  to  raise  in  the  boiler,  and  all 
that  time  firing  the  pivot  guns,  none  of  the  shells,  however,  seeming 
to  do  the  enemy  injury.    While  lying  there  the  rebels  fired  but  once 
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at  us,  the  shot  passing  directly  over  our  ship  and  striking  the  water 
about  300  yards  off.  It  was  just  noon  when  our  engine  started  and 
we  were  making  a  circuit  in  turning  to  continue  the  fire,  when  the 
admiral  made  signal  to  cease  firing  and  sent  a  flag-of-truce  to  demand 
the  surrender  of  Fort  Morgan.  The  reply  was  a  refusal^  and  as  it  was 
late  nothing  more  was  done  by  the  fleet  except  some  firing  on  the  fort 
by  the  captured  ironclad  Tennessee,  which  our  fleet  had  officered 
and  manned  and  had  been  towed  for  the  occasion  near,  when  she 
steamed  by  herself.  The  captured  Tennessee  is  a  great  acquisition  to 
our  effective  fleet,  as.  is  the  Selma,  which  also  fired  several  times  at 
the  fort.  The  ironclad  Tennessee  appearing  nearer  the  fort  than  she 
really  was,  and  the  admiral  fearing  that  she  might  be  in  some  danger 
of  grounding,  sent  the  Manhattan  to  her  assistance,  but  none  being 
required,  both  were  coming  out  when  the  latter  grounded  on  the 
Middle  Ground  and  was  some  time  in  getting  off. 

August  11. — The  fleet  doing  little  else  than  planting  buoys  prepara- 
tory to  joining  in  the  attack  on  Fort  Morgan  when  the  army,  which 
is  now  preparing  their  batteries,  are  ready  to  open  fire. 

August  12. — Frequently  during  the  day  there  was  skirmishing 
between  the  advance  posts  of  our  army  and  the  rebels  at  Fort  Morgan. 
Several  cannon  shots  from  the  fort  were  fired  at  them.  The  army 
people  are  working  like  beavers  among  the  sand  hills  in  their 
approaches  toward  Fort  Morgan;  they  seem  to  be  about  600  yards 
from  it. 

August  IS. — Yesterday  the  captured  ironclad  Tennessee  was  fitted 
with  a  smokestack  brought  from  Pensacola  (hers  having  been  shot 
away  in  the  action),  and  this  afternoon  she  steamed  near  Fort  Morgan 
and  for  an  hour  fired  upon  the  fort,  after  which  the  ironclads  Man- 
hattan and  Chickasaw,  from  their  anchorage  east  of  the  fort,  also 
opened  fire  and  kept  it  up  until  after  8  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The 
fort  returned  a  severe  fire,  but  did  our  vessels  no  injury. 

August  14. — Firing  was  kept  up  all  last  night  at  intervals  of  about 
twenty  minutes  by  our  ironclad  Chickasaw  on  the  fort  and  ceased  at 
daylight. 

August  22. — At  4  in  the  morning  all  hands  were  called,  and  as 
daylight  appeared  we  were  underway  and  felt  by  the  soundings, 
going  slowly,  the  way  in  the  bay  to  the  north  edge  of  the  Middle 
Ground,  so  as  to  bring  Fort  Morgan  to  bear  south,  and  anchored  with 
8  inches  water  under  the  keel  on  hard,  sandy  bottom.  We  had  not 
reached  our  berth  before  the  sun  rose  and  at  that  moment  the  army 
and  navy  batteries  on  shore  opened  the  bombardment  on  Fort  Mor- 
gan. We  were  followed  to  our  anchorage  by  the  vessels  designated 
yesterday,  which  opened  fire  with  their  rifle  guns,  making  our  ship 
their  beacon  for  avoiding  the  Middle  Ground.  The  tide  set  so  strong 
that  I  could  not  wind  the  ship  to  bear  upon  the  fort  until  after  the 
signal  was  made  by  the  admiral  to  cease  firing,  as  it  endangered  the 
army  sharpshooters  that  had  approached  near  the  glacis  or  the  fort. 
During  the  subsequent  part  of  the  day  the  batteries  on  shore  kept  up 
an  incessant  firing,  so  that  a  rebel  could  not  show  himself  on  the  fort. 
Consequently  not  a  gun  was  fired  from  the  fort  after  the  bombard- 
ment commenced.  Our  ironclads  also  kept  up  a  perpetual  fire,  at 
times  being  close  to  the  wharf  by  the  fort.  After  dark  the  firing  con- 
tinued brisk,  and  soon  after  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  shells  thrown 
into  the  fort  set  fire  to  the  rebel  quarters.     The  shot  and  shell  fell  into 
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the  fort  at  the  rate  of  about  three  a  minute,  preventing  the  extinguish- 
ing the  flames.  Throughout  the  night  the  conflagration  continued, 
and  it  was  magnificent.  The  sight  of  the  flames,  the  burning  course 
of  the  shells  from  the  mortars,  and  the  bursting  shells  from  other  guns 
combined  with  the  most  dense  volumes  of  smoke.  About  midnight  I 
went  tired  to  my  bed,  and  I  slept  with  all  the  noise  of  whirring  shot 
and  exploding  shells  around,  satisfied  that  the  rebels  could  not  long 
hold  out  in  the  burning  fort. 

August  23. — The  bombardment  of  Fort  Morgan  continuing  all 
night,  was  kept  up  until  6:30  o'clock  this  morning,  when  a  white  flag 
was  hoisted  on  the  fort  in  token  of  submission  of  the  rebels.  All  firing 
qeased,  and  subsequent  interview  between  the  navy  and  army  on  our 
part,  and  General  Kichard  [L.]  Page,  formerly  of  the  Navy,  now  com- 
manding here,  eventuated  in  an  unconditional  surrender  of  Fort  Mor- 
gan and  its  garrison  of  800  men.  At  3  p.  m.  the  surrender  was  made, 
and  by  signal  from  the  admiral  I  was  invited  to  attend  on  the  occasion. 
The  rebel  troops  were  marched  out  of  the  fort  and,  confronting  about 
an  equal  number  of  our  soldiers,  stacked  their  arms  and  were  marched 
on  board  steamer  at  the  wharf,  which  came  in  for  the  purpose  to  carry 
them  to  New  Orleans.  The  rebel  officers  were  mustered  between  the 
two  lines  of  soldiers  and  their  swords  delivered.  Very  few  had  any, 
and  it  was  generally  believed  that  they  had  destroyed  them  and  pre- 
varicated as  each  was  interrogated.  Even  General  Page  had  no 
sword.  Having  in  former  years  been  intimate  with  General  Page,  I 
had  two  or  three  private  talks  with  him  and  offered  him  every  hospi- 
tality, purse,  and  mess,  etc.,  but  as  he  was  to  leave  immediately  for 
New  Orleans  it  could  not  be  accepted. 

September  12. — For  an  hour  or  two  yesterday  evening  heavy  cannon- 
ading was  heard  toward  the  northward  and  eastward.  This  morning 
it  was  explained  by  our  gunboats  at  Fish  River,  on  the  eastern  side,  as 
the  shelling  of  the  woods  where  rebel  sharpshooters  were  concealed 
firing  at  our  vessels. 

October  9. — Pensacola  navy  yard.  The  following  vessels  are  here: 
Steam  sloop  Lackawanna,  Captain  J.  B.  Marchand;  sailing  frigate 
Potomac 7  Commander  Alex.  Gibson;  double-ender  Metacomet,  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander J.  E.  Jouett;  steam  gunboat  Kanawha.  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander B.  B.  Taylor;  steam  gunboat  Cayuga,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  H.  Wilson;  steam  gunboat  Genesee,  Acting  Master  C.  H. 
Baxter;  sailing  bark  Arthur,  Acting  Master  J.E.Stannard;  sailing  bark 
J.  C.  Kulin,  Acting  Ensign  S.  H.  Newman;  schooner  Kittatinny ,  Act- 
ing Ensign  N.  J.  Blasdell;  bark  W.  0.  Anderson,  Acting  Ensign  R.  H. 
Carey;  supply  steamer  Bermuda,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  J.  W. 
Smith. 


Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  monitor  Manhattan,  Commander  J.  W.  A.  Nicholson,  U.  8.  Navy, 

commanding. 

July  21,  1864- — Off  Mobile.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.  Admiral  Farragut  came 
on  board  and  inspected  the  ship.  At  10 :  50  cast  off  from  the  Bienville 
and  stood  inshore.     At  1 1 :  25  came  to  anchor  off  Sand  Island. 

August  2. — At  8:15  p.  m.  the  second  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  C.  W.  Snow,  ana  two  boats  from  the  Hartford,  all  under  com- 
mand of  Flag-Lieutenant  Watson,  left  ship  on  an  expedition  to  cut 
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away  the  rebel  buoys  in  the  bay  near  the  forts.  At  9: 10  p.  m.  the 
rebel  forts  making  signals. 

August  8. — At  1 :  45  a.  m.  Flag-lieutenant  Watson  came  alongside 
in  the  Hartford's  boat,  having  been  unsuccessful  in  his  attempt  to  sink 
the  rebel  buoys.  At  2:10  the  other  boat  from  the  Hartford  came 
alongside,  making  the  same  report.  At  4 :  30  second  cutter  returned. 
At  4 :  40  a  boat  containing  6  rebel  deserters  went  alongside  the  Itasca. 
At  5 :  30  p.  m.  the  Winnebago  got  underway  and  stood  out  of  the  bay 
and  fired  three  guns.  At  7 :  20  heard  heavy  firing  to  the  westward. 
From  8  p.  m.  to  midnight:  The  Winnebago  came  to  anchor  in  the  cove. 
The  monitor  Chickasaw  came  to  anchor. 

August  4- — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  At  6  a.  m.  the  Army  transport  Laura 
came  in  and  made  fast  to  the  monitor  Chickasaw.  At  10 :  15  a.  m.  the 
monitor  Winnebaao  got  underway  and  stood  toward  Fort  Gaines.  At 
11 :  15  the  Winnebago  opened  fire  on  the  rebel  steamers  and  batteries 
at  Fort  Gaines;  the  fort  returning  the  fire.  At  meridian  the  Winne- 
bago ceased  firing.  At  2  p.  m.  the  Winnebago  ceased  firing  and 
returned  to  her  anchorage.  From  6  to  8  p.  m:  The  Bienville  came  in 
from  the  eastward  with  the  Tecumseh  in  tow. 

August  6. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  Light  breeze  from  the  west- 
ward and  cloudy.  At  3 :  30  a.  m.  the  flagship  made  signal,  green  and 
red  light;  called  all  hands  up  at  3.  Saw  a  comet  bearing  N.  E.  From 
4  to  8  a.  m. :  Moderate  breeze  from  the  west  and  cloudy.  At  6  called 
all  hands  up  anchor.  At  6 :  20  beat  to  quarters,  cleared  ship  for 
action.  Stood  in  toward  Fort  Morgan  on  tne  right  flank  of  the  fleet, 
which  was  standing  in  to  engage  the  rebel  Fort  Morgan  and  the  rebel 
fleet  lying  in  Mobile  Bay.  The  engagement  commenced  at  6 :  15  a.  m. 
The  first  shot  fired  by  this  vessel  was  at  the  rebel  fort  at  7:05.  At 
7 :  30  the  Tecumseh  sunk  by  a  rebel  torpedo.  At  9 :  20  this  ship  engaged 
the  rebel  ram  Tennessee,  which  vessel  was  struck  three  times  by  the 
fire  from  this  vessel,  each  shot  penetrating  and  doing  serious  damage. 
At  10  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  surrendered  to  this  vessel.  Actmg 
Master  Robert  B.  Ely  boarded  her  by  order  of  Commander  Nicholson 
and  received  her  colors,  which  he  brought  on  board  this  vessel.  At 
10:41  came  to  anchor  above  the  forts  in  3  fathoms  water,  starboard 
anchor  and  11  fathoms  chain;  beat  retreat.  Expended  4  XV-inch 
shell;  3  fuzes,  3£,  7,  and  10  second;  3  XV-inch  solid  shot,  fired  at  the 
Tennessee.  Four  XV-inch  cored  shot;  4  XV-inch  charges  of  pow- 
der, 35  pounds  each;  4  XV-inch  charges,  50-pounds,  and  3  XV-inch 
charges,  60  pounds,  fired  at  the  Tennessee.  Damages  sustained  by 
this  vessel  during  the  engagement,  viz:  Turret,  one  indentation  from 
conical  steel-pointed  shot  of  2}  inches,  4  feet  from  the  deck.  One 
seven-eighths  inch  indentation  from  glancing  shot,  2  feet  from  the  deck. 
One  1  J-mch  indentation  just  above  oase  ring.  Outside,  3  rivet  heads 
knocked  off  and  4  started.  Inside,  7  rivet  neads  knocked  off  and  7 
started.  Base  ring  separated  slightly.  Pilot  house,  lj-inch  inden- 
tation from  conical  shot,  4  feet  from  base.  Outside,  one  rivet  head 
knocked  off  and  2  started.  Inside,  one  rivet  head  knocked  off  and  2 
started.  Armor  struck  by  glancing  shot  on  starboard  quarter,  a  few 
feet  from  propeller  and  10  inches  Tbelow  the  deck,  separated  armor 

Elates  slightly  for  5  feet.  A  shot  passed  through  both  quarters  of  one 
oat  and  through  gunwales  of  the  other.  One  ventilator  stay  was 
shot  away,  ventilator  dented  by  fragment  of  shell.  A  shot  passed 
through  boiler  iron  around  rim  or  turret.   The  carriage  of  port  X  V-inch 
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gun  was  disabled  by  the  recoil,  carrying  away  six  bolts  securing  com- 
position hurters  to  the  bottom  of  tne  carriage.  Starboard  Xv-inch 
fun  was  fouled  in  the  vent  at  the. commencement  of  the  engagement 
y  a  fragment  of  iron  rust  and  was  not  fired  throughout  the  day.  The 
rebel  gunboat  Selma  was  captured  by  the  fleet.  At  2  p.  m.  the 
Chickasaw  stood  in  toward  Fort  Powell  and  opened  fire  at  it  at  3,  the 
fort  returning  the  fire.  At  6  p.  m.  the  Chickasaw  returned  to  the  fleet 
with  a  captured  barge  in  tow.  At  7  the  Chickasaw  stood  down  the 
bay  toward  Fort  Gaines.  At  7 :  30  two  gunboats  followed  her.  At  7  a 
large  fire  broke  out  on  Dauphin  Island  near  Fort  Gaines.  From  8  to 
midnight:  Heavy  musketry  firing  at  Fort  Gaines.  At  11  p.  m.  one  of 
the  monitors  opened  fire  on  one  of  the  rebel  gunboats  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  bay. 

August  6. — At  4 :  20  a.  m.  the  Metacomet  went  to  sea  under  a  flag  of 
truce  with  the  wounded  on  board,  bound  to  Pensacola.  At  daylight 
discovered  that  Fort  Powell  was  evacuated  by  the  rebel  forces,  the 
magazine  having  been  blown  up.  At  10  a.  m.  Fort  Morgan  fired  four 
shot  at  the  fleet  outside.  A  large  fire  burning  near  Fort  Gaines.  At 
3  the  monitor  Winnebago  got  underway  ana  attacked  Fort  Gaines. 
At  4 :  20  Fort  Gaines  opened  fire  on  the  Winnebago.  At  4 :  45  the  firing 
ceased  and  Winnebago  withdrew. 

August  7. — At  2  a.  m.  discovered  a  large  fire  burning  at  the  north- 
ward shore  of  the  bay.     At  9 :  30  a.  m.  Fort  Morgan  fired  two  guns.  . 

Auaust  8. — At  5  a.  m.  the  Laura  proceeded  to  Fort  Gaines  under  a 
flag  of  truce.  At  10  the  rebel  Fort  Gaines  surrendered  unconditionally 
to  the  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  stationed  in  Mobile  Bay.  The 
rebel  flag  was  hauled  down  and  the  stars  and  stripes  hoisted  in  their 
stead;  850  prisoners  of  war  were  captured  with  the  tort. 

August  9. — At  8:30  a.  m.  the  flagship  made  signal  "  Prepare  to  get 
under  way. ' '  Two  army  transports,  filled  with  troops,  left  Fort  Gaines 
and  stood  over  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  bay  aDove  Morgan.  At 
meridian  the  rebel  steamer  Morgan  was  set  on  fire  by  the  rebels  near 
Fort  Morgan.  At  9:30  pilot  came  on  board.  At  10  got  underway 
and  proceeded  toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  10:25  went  to  general  quar- 
ters and  cleared  ship  for  action.  At  11  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan. 
At  11 :38  Fort  Morgan  returned  our  fire.  At  1  p.  m.  ceased  firing  and 
hauled  off  from  Fort  Morgan,  in  obedience  to  signal  from  flagship. 
Proceeded  to  the  fleet  and  lay  by  until  3 :  18  p.  m.,  when  we  got  under 
way  and  stood  in  for  the  fort;  went  to  quarters  and  cleared  ship  for 
action.  At  —  the  Tennessee  lying  near  tne  fort,  the  Winnebago  came 
in  and  towed  her  out  to  the  fleet.  At  12:44  the  steam  chest  was 
struck  by  a  conical  shot  from  the  fort,  making  an  indentation  three- 
fourths  inch  deep,  knocking  off  one  bolthead  and  loosening  another. 
At  4:30  spoke  the  ram  Tennessee.  She  requested  us  to  tow  her  into 
deeper  water,  which  we  were  unable  to  do,  tne  water  shoaling  rapidly. 
At  1  p.  m.  this  vessel  grounded  near  the  Tennessee.  At  6:39  the 
Winnebago  took  a  line  and  attempted  to  haul  us  over  the  shoal. 
From  8  to  midnight:  The  Winnebago  still  trying  to  haul  us  off.  At 
10  the  Itasca  came  alongside,  took  line  to  us,  and  assisted  the  Winne- 
bago in  trying  to  get  us  afloat.  At  9  Winnebago  left  us,  having  slipped 
her  hawser.  At  10:20  Itasca  shifted  her  line  to  our  port  quarter  and 
at  10 :  35  succeeded  in  getting  us  afloat,  with  the  assistance  of  our  own 
engine. 
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August  11. — At  7  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  fired  one  gun  at  our  troops. 

August  12. — At  9  a.  m.  ram  Tennessee  got  underway,  steamed  round 
the  bay,  and  fired  one  gun. 

August  IS. — At  4  a.  m.  the  rebels  set  on  fire  the  buildings  outside 
Fort  Morgan.  At  10:20  Fort  Morgan  fired  a  shot  to  seaward.  At 
2:20  p.  m.  the  Tennessee  got  underway  and  steamed  in  toward  Fort 
Morgan.  At  2:30  Tennessee  opened  fire  on  the  fort.  At  2: 40  Fort 
Morgan  returned  the  fire.  The  Winnebago  opened  fire  on  Fort  Mor- 
gan at  4:23;  the  Chickasaw  at  5:30.  At  6:52  this  vessel  opened  fire 
on  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  midnight:  The  Winnebago  firing  on 
Fort  Morgan  every  half  hour.     At  9  this  ship  ceased  firing. 

August  14- — Winnebago  ceased  firing  at  1:30  a.  m.  At  2  Man- 
hattan opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  and  fired  the  following  shell :  1  at  2, 
1  at  2:35,  1  at  3:07,  1  at  3:20,  1  at  3:43,  and  ceased  firing.  Opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan  at  9:46.  Fired  one  XV-inch  shell.  From  8  to 
meridian:  The  Winnebago  and  Chickasaw  shelling  Fort  Morgan. 

August  15. — At  2  a.  m.  Chickasaw  ceased  firing.  At  2:30  Man- 
hattan opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  Fired  6  XV-inch  shell  and  6 
35-pound  charges.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Fired  8  XV-inch  shell  and  8 
35-pound  charges.  At  8:10  Chickasaw  and  Winnebago  stood  up  the 
bay.  At  9  Metacomety  Itasca,  and  Selma  stood  up  also.  At  7  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  8  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire  on  this  ship  and 
fired  two  shot.  From  8  to  midnight:  Continuing  to  fire  on  Fort 
Morgan;  Morgan  fired  one  shot  at  this  ship.  At  10:20  ceased  firing, 
having  fired  7  XV-inch  shell.  Fort  fired  on  our  encampment  on  shore 
from  9  till  end  of  watch. 

August  16. — From  4  to  8  a.  m.:  Three  army  transports  arrived 
with  troops.  At  5 :  50  a.  m.  Morgan  opened  fire  on  the  batteries  on 
shore.  At  10:30  p.  m.  the  Winnebago  stood  in  toward  Fort  Morgan 
and  opened  fire. 

August  19. — At  4:20  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  Fort  Mor- 
gan. When  anchor  was  up,  went  to  general  quarters  and  opened  fire 
on  the  fort.  Fired  6  shell;  our  fire  not  returned.  At  5:40  ceased 
firing;  returned  to  the  anchorage  we  had  left.  At  5:30  Fort  Morgan 
opened  fire  on  the  troops. 

August  21 . — Midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  At  2 :  25  a.  m.  Fort  Morgan  opened 
fire  on  the  army  and  continued  it  at  intervals  during  the  watch.  From 
8  to  midnight:  Fort  Morgan  firing  on  the  troops. 

August  22. — At  3  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  prepared  ship  for  action. 
Fort  Morgan  and  army  exchanged  occasional  shots.  At  4:15  a.  m. 
got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  4 :  17  commenced 
firing;  fired  13  shells  with  35-pound  charges;  ceased  firing  at  7 :  15.  At 
9:10  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan;  fired  12  shell  witn  31  charges; 
ceased  firing  at  11 :25.  At  5  p.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  opened  fire 
on  Fort  Morgan;  fired  15  shell,  3J,  7,  and  10  second.  At  6:45  ceased 
firing  and  stood  out  of  range.  At  7 :  15  came  to  anchor.  At  9 :  30  fire 
broke  out  at  Fort  Morgan  and  burned  through  the  watch. 

Auaust  23. — At  3 :  30  a.  m.  fire  in  the  fort  no  longer  visible.  At  5 
called  all  hands  up  anchor;  dropped  down  the  bay  toward  Fort  Mor- 
gan and  cleared  ship  for  action.  At  6  a.  m.  discovered  a  flag  of  truce 
waving  over  Morgan.  Fort  Morgan  surrendered  to  the  combined 
naval  and  land  forces  of  the  United  States;  the  rebel  flag  was  hauled 
down  and  the  stars  and  stripes  hoisted  over  the  fort  at  2:20  p.  m., 
the  fleet  and  army  saluting.

June  6,  1864. — Off  Mobile  Bay.  At  2:15  a.  m.  picket  boat  made 
signal,  "Strange  sail  running  this  pass,"  and  fired  a  rocket  E.  by  S. 
Slipped  cable  and  started.  Stopped  and  picked  up  a  boat  with  two 
men;  started  again  as  soon  as  the  picket  boat  was  alongside.  Fired 
a  gun  and  made  signals,  "  Strange  sail  running  out."  At  2 :  31  started 
E.  by  N.  along  the  beach.  At  3  made  a  steamer  E.;  hauled  to  the 
S.  E.  by  E.  At  3 :  30  lost  sight  of  stranger.  At  4 :  20  made  him  again 
forward  of  the  starboard  bow.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  In  full  chase  or  the 
steamer  ahead.  Fired  two  shots  from  12-pounder  howitzer,  of  which 
she  took  no  notice.  At  5  fired  No.  1  pivot  and  broadside,  at  which 
she  hove  to.  Stopped  the  engine.  At  5:50  lowered  boats  and 
boarded  her  with  prize  crew,  Ensign  [John]  White,  prize  master. 
Sent  prisoners  on  board.  At  7  stood  W.  N.  W.,  prize  following.  At 
8:45  a.  m.  stood  for  the  flagship,  prize  steamer  following.  At  10:45 
came  to  anchor  in  7  fathoms  water.     [Prize  the  Donegal  or  Austin.] 

June  7. — At  2:25  a.  m.  picket  boat  made  signal,  "Strange  sail  run- 
ning in."  Slipped  and  gave  chase;  burned  rockets  and  signals  to 
fleet.  At  3:45  lost  sight  of  strange  sail.  At  10  a.  m.  sent  [10]  men 
on  board  the  Donegal  as  prize  crew. 

June  SO. — At  10:15  p.  m.  vessel  bearing  N.  E.  £  E.  Made  signal 
"Strange  sail  running  in,"  and  saw  several  flashes  of  guns. 

July  1. — At  3 :20  a.  m.  boat  returned.  Got  underway  and  stood  to 
flagship.  At  4 :  30  a.  m.  sent  a  boat  to  the  Bermuda  for  provisions. 
Soon  after  saw  a  blockade  runner  ashore  on  the  beach.  At  5  flagship 
made  signal.  Recalled  the  boat.  Opened  fire  on  the  steamer.  II. 
Fisher  was  wounded  by  a  shell  from  the  battery.  From  8  to  meridian : 
A  number  of  the  fleet  firing  at  the  steamer.  At  11 :45  stood  in  and 
commenced  firing  at  the  steamer.  At  8 :  40  p.  m.  H.  Fisher,  landsman, 
died  of  his  wounds. 

July  2. — At  9:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  steamer 
Monongahela  in  company.  At  10  opened  fire  on  the  steamer.  At 
11:30  ceased.  At  11:45  Monongahela  hauled  off.  At  1  p.  m.  com- 
menced firing  with  pivot.     At  1 :  30  ceased  and  stood  to  the  fleet. 

July  3. — At  2:30  a.  m.  saw  flashes  of  guns  bearing  E.  S.  E.,  which 
continued  at  short  intervals  during  the  watch.  At  3 :  45  got  underway 
and  stood  to  the  fleet.  At  9  flagship  made  signals.  Captain  went  on 
board.  At  9 :  30  captain  returned.  Sent  a  mail  to  the  Glasgow.  Got 
underway  and  stood  inshore.  Opened  fire  on  the  blockade  runner. 
At  8 :  30  p.  m.  stood  to  our  station. 

July  4- — At  12  all  ships  fired  a  salute.  At  1:30  p.  m.  Seminole. 
Genesee,  Galena,  Monongahela,  and  Cowslip  went  inshore  and  shelled 
steamer  and  batteries. 

July  5. — At  8  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  northward  for  the 
steamer  ashore,  with  two  boats  in  tow.  Pilot  of  the  Hartford  in 
charge.  At  9  beat  to  general  quarters,  cast  loose,  and  provided  bat- 
tery. At  9 :  30  stood  along  shore,  sent  a  boat  to  reconnoiter,  which 
soon  returned.  Stood  close  in  to  steamer  and  let  go  anchor  in  3} 
fathoms  water.  At  1 1 :  45  boats  left  the  ship  in  charge  of  Lieutenant 
Watson,  of  the  Hartford,  and  proceeded  to  the  steamer  with  combus- 
tible matter  to  set  her  on  fire. 

July  6. — At  12:29  a.  m.  discovered  a  fire  on  board  the  steamer  and 
musketry  on  the  beach.  At  12:45  boats  returned;  took  them  in  tow 
and  stood  to  flagship.      At  1 :  45  came  to. 
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August  5. — At  3  a.  m.  called  all  hands  up  anchor  and  went  on  the 
port  side  of  the  Hartford.  At  5  made  fast.  At  5 :  30  general  signals 
made  to  prepare  for  action.  Got  underway  and  formed  in  line  in  close 
order,  Brooklyn  leading.  At  6 :  15  crossed  the  bar,  steaming  slowly  up 
the  channel.  When  up  to  Sand  Island  the  monitors  took  their  position 
to  the  right  of  the  leading  ships,  and  the  whole  fleet  steamed  slowly 
ahead.  At  7  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire,  which  was  answered  from  the 
Brooklyn  forecastle,  and  soon  after  from  a  broadside  from  the  Hartford 
and  Brooklyn,  when  the  action  became  general.  At  this  time,  the 
Brooklyn  backing  to  clear  herself  of  a  torpedo,  the  Hartford,  with  this 
ship,  took  the  lead,  passing  from  300  to  500  yards  of  the  fort  and  firing 
grape  and  canister.  At  this  time  the  rebel  fleet,  four  in  number,  were 
lying  directly  in  front  of  the  line,  delivering  a  raking  fire  on  us.  At 
7 :  30  the  Tecumseh  was  blown  up  by  a  torpedo  and  sank  rapidly.  Sent 
our  third  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  H.  C.  Nields,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  10  of  her  crew.  At  7 :  50  a  shell  struck  us  from  the 
Selma,  exploding  in  the  ship's  storeroom,  setting  fire  to  the  ship.  We 
succeeded  in  extinguishing  it  without  much  trouble  or  damage.  At 
8:05  cast  off  from  the  Hartford  and  steamed  ahead,  engaging  three  of 
the  enemy's  boats.  Succeeded  in  driving  two  of  them  to  tne  shelter  of 
the  fort  M"  [Morgan],  and  at  9:10  the  remaining  one,  the  Selma, 
struck  her  colors,  after  a  running  fight  of  fifty  minutes.  In  the  mean- 
time the  fleet  succeeded  in  engaging  and  capturing  the  famous  ram 
Tennessee.  At  9:15  I  was  orderea  on  board  the  Selma  and  took 
charge,  sending  a  part  of  the  prisoners  on  board  and  the  rest  to  the 
Port  Royal.  Our  loss  during  the  action  was  1  killed  and  2  wounded. — 
Acting  Master  N.  M.  Dyer.  From  9:30  to  12  meridian:  Receiving 
prisoners  from  the  Selma.  Received  Captain  Murphey  and  50  of  crew. 
Sent  balance  of  officers  and  men  on  board  the  Port  Royal.  At  12:15 
p.  m.  steamed  back  to  the  Selma.  At  12 :  30  buried  John  Stewart.  At 
12:45  picked  up  the  launch.  At  1  stood  toward  the  fleet.  At  1:45 
came  to  in  3  £  fathoms  water.  At  2 :  30  received  a  wounded  man  from 
the  Tennessee.     8  to  midnight,  receiving  wounded  men. 

August  6. — At  2 :  30  a.  m.  Lieutenant  R.  Prentiss  died  from  wounds 
received  in  yesterday's  battle.  At  11  made  Pensacola  light-house, 
bearing  N.E.  by  E. 

August  H. — At  7  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  across  the  river  to 
Dog  River  Bar.  At  6:30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  down  the 
bay.  At  9 :  30  discovered  a  sloop  standing  up  the  bay.  Sent  a  boat 
and  captured  her,  bringing  her  alongside,  with  two  men  in  her. 

August  15. — At  6  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  for  the  fleet.  At 
7:45  came  to  anchor.  From  8  to  meridian:  Flagship  made  signal. 
Got  underway  and  stood  toward  Dog  River  Bar.  At  10:30  Admiral 
Farragut  and  General  Granger  and  staff  came  on  board .  From  merid- 
ian to  2  p.  m. :  Heading  up  the  bay,  pilot  in  charge.  At  1 :  40  came 
to  in  10£  feet  water,  7  fathoms  chain.  At  2  went  to  quarters.  From 
2  to  4  p.  m. :  This  ship,  with  the  Selma,  Port  Royal,  Itasca,  Kennebec, 
and  Octorara,  firing  occasionally  at  the  rebel  batteries  and  rebel  gun- 
boat Morgan.  Rebel  gunboat  replying  occasionally  to  our  fire.  At 
3:40  monitor  Chickasaw  arrived  and  we  sent  our  pilot  on  board.  At 
6:30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  down  the  bay.  At  9  came  to 
anchor  near  the  Hartford.  Admiral  and  staff  left  the  ship  in  company 
with  General  Granger.  Firing  at  short  intervals  between  the  Man- 
hattan and  Fort  Morgan. 
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August  19. — At  6  p.  m.  the  gig  left  the  ship  in  chase  of  a  sailboat. 
At  7  gig  returned  witn  a  small  sailboat  in  tow. 

August  21 . — At  1  a.  m.  a  boat  came  alongside  with  3  escaped  prison- 
ers from  Cahaba,  Ala.  At  3  a  boat  with  3  deserters  came  alongside. 
Heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan.  At  8 :  30  p.  m.  discov- 
ered a  fire  m  the  after  pilot  house.  Proved  to  be  a  box  of  Coston 
signals  accidentally  lighted. 

August  24. — At  6:30  p.  m.  gig  left  the  ship,  in  charge  of  executive 
officer ;  second  cutter,  Ensign  White,  on  an  expedition  up  the  bay.  At 
8:15  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the  Dog  River  Bar.  At  9  came 
to.  A  rebel  steamer,  Nashville,  was  blown  up.  At  9:45  boats 
returned.     Stood  for  lower  fleet. 

August  25. — At  6  a.  m.  Hartford  made  signals.  Got  underway  and 
came  to  near  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30  p.  m.  second  cutter  returned, 
Acting  Ensign  White,  H.  J.  O'Brien,  coxswain;  William  Howard, 
landsman,  wounded  by  accidental  explosion  of  a  torpedo.  James  Mc- 
Donald also  wounded;  carried  on  board  the  Hartford.  Sent  Ensign 
White,  H.  J.  O'Brien,  and  William  Howard  to  the  Brooklyn  for  trans- 
portation to  the  Pensacola  Hospital.

*embina,  and  Genesee  engaged  with  us.  The  Glasgow,  with  the 
admiral,  came  in  near  us  to  witness  the  firing.  From  meridian  to 
4  p.  m.:  Firing  at  the  blockade  runner.  At  12:45  hauled  off  for 
dinner.  The  Galena,  in  Swash  Channel,  firing  at  the  steamer,  was 
opened  on  by  Fort  Morgan  and  a  field  battery  to  the  eastward  of  the 
steamer  and  masked  by  the  sand  lumps  and  the  trees.  At  2 :  25  went 
to  quarters  and  stood  in  toward  Fort  Morgan;,  opened  on  the  steamer 
with  the  starboard  battery.  After  the  first  broadside,  used  the  rifle  at 
Fort  Morgan,  the  enemy  replying  from  the  fort  and  field  battery, 
throwing  shell  over  and  about  us,  none,  however,  hitting  us.  Fired 
11  150-pound  shell,  7  Xl-inch  shell,  8  32-pounder  shell.  At  3:15 
hauled  off  and  stood  out  to  the  flagship. 

July  2. — At  9:15  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the  flagship; 
afterwards  fired  at  the  rebel  steamer  ashore.  Fired  8  5-second  paper 
case.  Fort  Morgan  fired  several  times  at  us.  Metaeomet  also  firing  at 
the  steamer.  At  5 :  30  p.  m.  Ossipee  went  in  and  fired  a  few  shot  at 
the  blockade  runner.  The  admiral  went  in  on  the  Glasgow  to  witness 
it.  At  6 :  30  Lieutenant  Prentiss  left  the  ship,  in  charge  of  an  armed 
boat  to  go  in  with  the  Pembina  and  destroy  the  blockade  runner. 

July  S. — At  6  a.m.  the  armed  boat,  with  Lieutenant  Prentiss  and 
crew,  returned.     From  4  to  8  p.   m.  Metaeomet  and  Philipjri  in  Swash 
Channel  firing  at  the  blockade  runner,  Fort  Morgan  and  the  field  bat- 
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tery  replying  slowly.  8  to  midnight:  Rapid  firing  from  Fort  Morg&n 
and  the  shore  batteries;  returned  from  our  vessels  to  the  eastward  in 
Swash  Channel  from  10 :  30  till  1 1 :  20  p.  m. 

July  4- — Off  Mobile.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Firing  at  Fort 
Morgan  these  four  hours  and  getting  fired  at  in  return.  Placed  sev- 
eral 150-pounder  rifle  shell  close  to  the  flagstaff  on  Fort  Morgan. 
Expended  22  150-pounder  rifle  shell.  From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Stood  close 
in  and  fired  4  shell  from  rifle  gun  at  Fort  Morgan.  The  fourth  shell 
carried  away  the  nut  of  the  elevating  screw  and  temporarily  disabled 
the  gun. 

July  6. — At  1:45  a.  m.  discovered  a  light  bearing  N.  N.  E.,  and 
immediately  after  it  another  near  it,  which  proved  to  be  the  blockade 
runner  on  fire  in  her  bow  and  stern.  At  daylight  nothing  remained  of 
the  blockade  runner  but  her  ironwork. 

July  10. — At  5:45  a.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  aground  directly 
abreast  of  Fort  Morgan.  At  6  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  east- 
ward of  bar  and  opened  with  150-pounder  rifle  on  the  blockade  runner 
on  shore  near  Fort  Morgan.  Fired  30  .percussion  shell.  At  8:30 
hauled  off  for  breakfast.  At  9:30  stood  in  toward  Fort  Morgan  and 
opened  fire  on  the  blockade  runner;  fired  6  shell  and  3  solid  shot 
from  150-pounder  rifle. 

July  11. — Meridian  to  4  p.m.:  The  blockade  runner  backing  and 
filling  around  near  the  fort,  out  unable  to  get  over  the  bar.  At  2 :45 
p.  m.  a  steamboat  came  out  to  her  and  attempted  to  tow  her  off. 
The  Pinola  and  Kennebec  stood  in  toward  the  steamboat  and  com- 
menced firing  on  her,  and  Fort  Morgan  replying  slowly.  4  to  8  p.  m. : 
Rear-Admiral  Farragut  hoisted  his  flag  on  the  Tennessee. 

July  12. — At  daylight  discovered  the  blockade  runner  at  anchor 
inside,  she  having  got  off  during  the  night.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m.: 
Noticed  rebel  gunboats  towing  blockade  runner  up  the  bay. 

August  4- — At  5  a.  m.  the  Pembina  and  Itasca  came  over  the  bar 
and  anchored.  The  army  steamer  Laura  went  in  the  Pelican  Chan- 
nel. The  transport  Pocahontcis,  with  schooner  in  tow,  got  underway 
and  stood  to  the  northward  and  westward.  At  11:30  a.  m.  firing 
between  Fort  Gaines  and  our  ironclads  toward  Sand  Island.  At  2 
sent  our  chronometers  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Tennessee  in  obedience  to 
signal  from  flagship.  Unshipped  the  gig's  davits  and  got  up  the  sails 
and  made  a  barricade  of  them  to  protect  the  wheel.  Firing  inside 
between  Fort  Gaines  and  our  ironclads.  From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Mr.  A. 
Bellende,  pilot  for  Mobile  Bay  and  Bar,  came  on  board. 

August  5. — Off  Mobile  Bay.  At  3  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  hove 
into  20  fathoms  cable  and  prepared  ship  for  action.  At  4  a.  m. 
hauled  the  Kennebec  alongside  and  made  fast.  At  5:30  got  under- 
way in  obedience  to  flagship.  At  5:45  Ensign  Ellis,  with  a  gun's 
crew  from  the  Kennebec,  came  on  board  and  manned  the  after  broad- 
side guns.  At  6  flagship  made  signal.  Steamed  ahead  slowlv  and 
took  our  position  in  line  astern  of  the  Lackawanna  and  Seminole,  the 
Ossipee  and  Itasca  being  the  next  astern  of  us.  At  6 :  20  flagship  made 
general  signal.  At  6 :  40  each  ship  hoisted  the  American  ensign  at  fore, 
main,  mizzen,  and  mizzen  peak.  The  action  commenced  at  7 :  10,  the 
first  gun  having  been  fired  from  Fort  Morgan  and  answered  immediately 
by  the  Brooklyn.  At  7 :  50  this  ship  fully  engaged  with  Fort  Morgan 
and  the  rebel  fleet,  which  had  come  across  our  line  and  was  giving  us 
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a  raking  fire.  At  8  a.  m.  Lieutenant  R.  Prentiss  was  wounded,  also 
Private  of  Marines  Maurice  Fenney  and  Michael  Smith  (boy),  by  a 
shot  coming  in  the  starboard  gangway.  At  8: 10  clear  of  Fort  Mor- 
gan. Rebel  ram  Tennessee  off  starboard  bow.  steaming  toward  flag- 
ship. Left  our  position  in  the  line  without  orders  and  stood  for  her, 
but  the  Kennebec  being  made  fast  on  our  port  side  prevented  our 
attaining  full  speed.  At  8: 15  she  passed  on  our  port  side  and  fired 
into  the  Kennebec.  The  gun's  crew  which  came  on  board  from  the 
Kennebec  was  immediately  ordered  on  board  of  her.  At  8 :  20  cast  off 
from  the  Kennebec  and  steamed  slowly  up  the  bay.  Rebel  ram 
steamed  toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  8:55  flagship  signaled,  "Rebel 
ram  coming  up  the  bay  toward  us."  At  9 :  15  flagship  made  signal  to 
Ldckavxinna.  Ossipee,  and  this  ship.  We  immediately  steamed  ahead 
fast  toward  her  to  run  down  the  ram.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.  struck  the  ram. 
Just  before  we  struck  her  she  fired  two  shells  into  us,  passing  through 
the  berth  deck,  one  of  which  exploded,  wounding  slightly  Master's 
Mate  W.  S.  Arnaud,  James  Johns,  landsman,  and  Richard  Condon, 
landsman.  She  passed  on  the  starboard  side  of  us,  and  we  gave  her 
a  broadside  at  about  10  yards  distant.  The  Lackawanna  ran  into  her 
soon  after,  and  the  flagship  ran  alongside  and  gave  her  a  broadside; 
the  monitors  and  Ossipee  firing  at  her.  At  9 :  45  her  smokestack  was 
shot  away  and  she  commenced  retreating  toward  Fort  Morgan,  fol- 
lowed bv  most  of  the  fleet.  In  turning,  after  we  struck  her,  we 
grounded,  and  it  was  some  time  before  we  got  off.  As  soon  as  we 
were  afloat  we  steamed  at  full  speed  after  her,  but  she  surrendered  to 
the  fleet  at  10,  before  we  could  again  get  into  action.  At  10:10  the 
American  colors  were  hoisted  on  her  and  a  monitor  took  her  in  tow. 
As  we  turned  to  come  up  the  bay,  after  the  surrender  of  the  Tennes- 
see, we  opened  fire  on  Fort  Gaines.  Fired  one  round  from  port  bat- 
tery, and  at  10:15  ceased  firing.  At  10:30  came  to  in  Mobile  Bay 
with  starboard  anchor  in  3  fathoms  water.  Called  all  hands  to  mus- 
ter, and  Captain  Strong  addressed  the  officers  and  men,  expressing 
his  entire  satisfaction  at  the  manner  they  had  performed  their  duties 
during  the  action.  From  8  to  midnight:  A  large  fire  on  Fort  Gaines. 
Firing  heard  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan.  Signaling  going  on 
between  the  flagship  and  our  army  on  Dauphin  Island.  This  ship 
sustained  the  following  injuries  during  the  action:  In  twice  attempt- 
ing to  run  down  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  our  iron  prow  was  entirely 
carried  away,  together  with  the  cutwater.  The  butt  ends  of  the 
planking  on  both  beams  are  started  from  the  stem  and  badly  shat- 
tered. The  port  ones  considerably  sprung  off.  Two  6-inch  rifle 
shells  from  the  ram  entered  our  starboard  bow,  one  between  the  plank- 
ing and  cutwater,  grazing  the  perpendicular,  striking  the  underside 
of  the  breasthook,  ricochetting,  passing  through  boatswain's  store- 
room, and  striking  the  berth  deck,  where  it  lodged  without  exploding. 
The  other  entered  about  12  feet  farther  aft  and  exploded  on  berth 
deck,  slightly  wounding  3  men,  breaking  an  Xl-inch  scraper,  and  an 
Xl-inch  worm  and  bending  a  stanchion  near  the  galley.  A  6-inch 
rifle  shell  exploded  underneath  the  No.  1  pivot,  raking  up  the  side  in 
ten  or  fifteen  places,  many  of  the  pieces  remaining  in  the  side.  One 
VHI-inch  solid  shot  entered  abreast  No.  2  port,  passing  through  the 
boatswain's  room,  starboard  side  berth  deck,  paymaster's  issuing 
room,  port  side,  and  lodging  in  the  outer  planking,  springing  off  one 
butt  about  8  inches.    One  X-iiich  shot  or  shell  came  in  our  starboard 
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gangway,  carrying  away  starboard  headboard  of  quarter-deck  ham- 
mock netting,  grazing  the  top  rail  and  mainmast,  and  passing  through 
port  side  under  main  channels.  Pieces  of  the  headboard  were  driven 
through  the  fire-room  ventilators.  Lieutenant  Prentiss  and  2  men 
were  wounded  by  this  shot.  In  the  rigging  the  fore-peak  halliards, 
end  of  mainstay,  and  port  ridgerope  shot  away.  The  slide  of  star- 
board 24-pounder  howitzer  was  found  to  be  rotten,  and  after  the 
first  few  rounds  was  rendered  totally  unfit  for  use.  The  following 
ordnance  stores  expended  during  the  action:  150-pounder  rifle:  17 
shell,  6  solid  shot,  23  cartridges,  16  pounds;  Xl-inch:  8  shot,  7  shrap- 
nel, 25  shell,  4  canister,  7  grape,  8  cartridges,  20  pounds,  43  cartridges, 
15   pounds;  32-pounder:  3   solid   shot,    47  shell;  50   cartridges,   9 

Eounds;  12-pounder  rifle  howitzer:  47  shell,  47  cartridges;  24-pounder 
owitzer:  4  shell;  percussion  primers,  171. 


Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Nyania,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  8.  B.  Washburn,  TJ.  8. 

Navy,  commanding. 

May  6, 1864. — Lying  off  Brashear  City,  La.  At  7  a.  m.  the  steamer 
Glide  went  up  the  [Atchafalaya]  River  on  an  expedition.  At  12:30 
p.  m.  the  steamer  Glide  came  back  from  the  [Grand]  Lake.  A  boat 
came  on  board  from  the  Berwick  side  and  reported  that  rebel  cavalry 
were  in  sight  behind  the  sugar  houses.  Hove  up  anchor  and  went  up 
river  and  fired  into  the  sugar  houses;  the  rebels  retreated  out  of  sight 
(about  30  cavalry).     Went  back  and  anchored  off  Brashear  City. 

May  11. — At  11:30  a.  m.  signaled  from  the  fort  at  Berwick  City: 
"Enemy  in  sight  in  fields  beyond  Doctor  Rhodes',"  and  "Enemy  not 
apparently  in  large  force." 

May  12. — At  5 :  30  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  went  up  Grand  Lake  to 
Cypress  Island  and  Lynch's  Point.  Took  on  board  two  men  and  one 
lady,  with  their  furniture  and  goods.  From  8  to  noon:  Went  back  to 
Brashear  City  and  arrived  at  11  a.  m.  alongside  the  wharf;  put  the  fur- 
niture and  goods  on  the  wharf. 

May  IS. — At  5:30  p.  m.  saw  signal  on  Fort  Berwick's  flagstaff: 
"Enemy  in  sight  toward  Pattersonville."  Hove  up  anchor  and 
steamed  up  river  as  far  as  Doctor  Rhodes',  shelled  the  banks  and  drove 
the  rebels  away,  consisting  of  about  50  cavalry,  then  returned  and 
anchored  off  Brashear  City.  At  9 :  50  p.  m.  saw  signal  on  Fort  Ber- 
wick flagstaff:  "Enemy  are  in  sight;  not  in  large  force."  Called  all 
hands  to  quarters;  in  three  minutes  all  ready  for  action.  It  remained 
all  quiet ;  piped  down. 

May  15. — At  6 :  45  a.  m.  saw  signals  on  the  flagstaff  at  Berwick  fort: 
"The  enemy  is  in  sight  toward  Pattersonville.  Got  underway  and 
steamed  up  river  and  drove  them  away  by  firing  at  them,  then  returned 
and  anchored.  At  1 1  a.  m.  saw  a  house  burning  down  at  Berwick  side. 
From  noon  to  4p.  m. :  Saw  several  houses  and  a  sugar  house  on  fire  and 
burn  down.  From  8  to  midnight:  U.  S.  transport  steamer  A.  G. 
Brown  employed  transporting  U.  S.  cavalry  across  to  Berwick  side. 

May  24. — At  2:30  a.  m.  saw  and  heard  musket  firing  on  Berwick 
side;  got  underway  and  shelled  the  guerrillas  away. 

May  25. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  the  captain  went  on  shore  with  Colonel 
Day;  nove  up  anchor  and  steamed  up  the  river  into  Grand  Lake. 
At  10:3Q  a,  m*  8*w  a  rebel  picket  cwup  ashore  in  the  woods;  stalled 
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them  away  and  returned  to  Brashear.  At  1  p.  m.  anchored  off 
Brashear  City. 

May  29. — At  1 1 :  45  a.  m.  some  guerrillas  were  in  sight  from  BerwicK  s 
fort,  advancing  on  our  pickets,  but  were  met  with  a  few  shells  fired 
from  the  guns  of  said  fort,  whereupon  they  retreated  with  all  possible 
speed.  At  1 1 :  30  p.  m.  the  rebels  nred  on  our  pickets  on  Berwick  side. 
Our  soldiers  were  called  under  arms  by  the  beat  of  the  long  roll.  We 
called  all  hands  to  quarters  and  fired  one  shell  into  the  woods,  which 
silenced  the  rebels. 

May  SO. — At  1 :  15  a.  m.  the  enemy  commenced  to  fire  at  our  pickets 
at  Berwick  side.  Called  all  hands  up  anchor,  steamed  up  river,  and 
drove  the  rebels  away  by  firing  several  shells  at  them.  Mr.  J.  Wilson 
fired  the  three  starboard  guns  over  to  Brashear  side  by  mistake;  he 
was  ordered  under  arrest  by  the  captain.  At  3 :30  saw  again  musket 
firing  at  Berwick  side. 

June  2. — At  4 :  15  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  down  the  river 
to  Mr.  Beers'  place;  took  on  board  a  gentleman,  a  lady,  and  child,  with 
their  baggage "  then  went  back  alongside  of  Brashear  City  wharf.  Took 
on  board  M.  Porter  and  a  lady  anagentleman;  then  steamed  up  river 
through  Grand  Lake  to  M.  Porter's  plantation .  At  8 : 1 5  a.  m.  landed  M. 
Porter  with  the  other  ladies  and  gentleman  and  learned  from  the  negro 
living  there  that  18  men,  rebel  soldiers  on  picket  duty,  ran  into  the 
woods  when  they  saw  a  gunboat  approaching  the  shore.  Returned 
down  the  lake  to  Brashear.  At  10 :  50  struck  on  a  sunken  snag,  which 
carried  away  10  feet  of  port  guard  and  killing  and  knocking  overboard 
Joseph  Scott,  colored.  At  11:15  anchored  off  Brashear  City.  At  5 
p.  m.  saw  three  guerrillas  on  horseback  near  Doctor  Rhodes'  place,  who 
fired  across  the  river  at  our  pickets  on  Brashear  side.  At  9  saw  two 
houses  on  fire  on  Berwick  side. 

June  10. — From  8  to  noon:  Steamed  up  river  and  Bayou  Teche,  in 
company  with  the  Glide  and  A.  G.  Brown,  which  had  soldiers  on  board. 
At  9  the  soldiers  were  landed  about  5  miles  below  Pattersonville,  in 
order  to  attack  the  enemy  wherever  found,  while  the  gunboats  Nyanza 
and  Glide  steamed  up  river  to  encounter  tne  enemy.  At  10  met  some 
of  them,  who  were  repulsed  with  a  few  shells  from  our  guns.  At  11 
put  alongside  of  Pattersonville  wharf  without  any  trouble.  From 
noon  to  4  p.  m. :  While  lying  alongside  of  Pattersonville  wharf,  received 
on  board  some  stragglers  from  Ninety-third  Regiment  Corps  d' Afrique, 
pretending  to  be  tired  and  sick;  one  of  them  died  while  on  board.  At 
12: 15  p.  m.  left  the  wharf  and  steamed  down  the  river  for  Brashear 
City.  At  2 :  10  landed  the  negro  soldiers  and  the  dead  man;  then  an- 
chored with  25  fathoms  of  chain  out. 

June  1 1 . — At  7:30  a.m.  took  some  soldiers,  in  charge  of  Major 

and  Lieutenant ,  on  board  and  steamed  up  river  through  Flat 

Lake,  Bayou  Long,  to  the  mouth  of  Bayou  Sorrel.  At  8:30  entered 
Bayou  Long.  At  10:30  landed  and  destroyed  flatboats  and  skiffs 
belonging  to  rebels.  From  noon  to  4  p.m.:  Underway,  returning  to 
Brashear  City.     At  1 :  30  p.  m.  anchored. 

June  21. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  U.  S.  transport  steamer  A.  G. 
Brown  ferrying  troops  across  to  Berwick  City.  At  12:50  were  hailed 
from  the  A.  G.  Brown,  that  the  colonel  would  be  ready  at  10  o'clock  to 
go  to  Wick's  Island  with  the  troops.  At  9  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor,  went 
up  river  and  Bayou  Teche,  met  some  of  our  cavalry,  who  had  been 
arter  guerrillas;  took  on  board  one  guerrilla  who  was  dangerously 
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wounded ;  then  went  back  to  Brashear  City,  alongside  the  wharf,  landed 
the  soldiers  and  the  wounded  man.     At  1 1  anchored  in  the  stream. 

June  23. — At  5  a.  m.  went  up  river  into  Flat  Lake  and  sent  the  Glide 
into  Grand  Lake.  At  6  fired  four  shells  from  our  forward  guns  at  some 
fiatboats  and  a  house  ashore;  a  man  came  on  board,  whom  we  took  to 
Brashear  City.  At  9  p.  m.  the  Glide  left  her  moorings  and  went  up 
Teche  Bayou  and  shelled  a  sugar  house,  Madame  Cochran's,  which  was 
reported  to  be  occupied  by  rebel  cavalry. 

September  L — At  6:30  p.  m.  the  enemy  made  their  appearance  on 
the  road  to  Pattersonville.  A  party  of  cavalry  went  out  to  meet 
them.  After  firing  a  few  shots  from  the  fort  the  enemy  dispersed. 
At  6:45  p.  m.  we  sent  a  boat  in  chafge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  F.  Beyer 
to  ascertain  the  force  of  the  enemy;  the  boat  returned  at  7,  bringing 
the  particulars  that  the  enemy  were  250  strong. 

September  28. — At  5  p.  m.  the  enemy  came  in  sight  at  Rhodes' 
plantation  and  fired  upon  our  pickets.  The  cavalry  went  out  and 
the  fort  opened  fire  upon  them  and  they  retreated.  At  7  p.  m.  sent 
the  Gutter  on  shore  to  ascertain  the  force  of  the  enemy.  Cutter 
returned  at  7:30.  At  11:15  p.  m.  the  Carrabasset  came  down  the 
river  with  a  barge  in  tow,  loaded  with  cotton. 

October  4. — Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  A.  Boutelle  took 
charge  of  this  vessel  at  4  p.  m. 

October  11. — At  4:30  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  up  the 
lake.  At  6:30  sent  a  party  of  soldiers  on  shore  in  the  cutter  and 
gig.  At  7:30  the  boats  returned,  bringing  two  prisoners,  supposed 
to  be  rebel  spies,  namely,  Alfonso  Gune  [Jeune]  and  William  Vining. 
At  8:10  entered  Belle  Kiver.  At  9:30  sent  a  boat  on  shore  with 
some  soldiers  to  search  a  house.  At  10  went  into  the  bend  and  landed 
some  soldiers  to  search  houses.  At  10:40  they  returned  and  we 
turned  around  and  steamed  down  river.  At  11 :40  made  fast  to  the 
bank  at  Ivey's  plantation. 

November  12. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Indian  Bend,  took 
two  men  on  board,  got  underway,  and  stood  for  Lake  Force  [Fausse 
Pointe].  At  10  made  fast  to  the  bank  at  Forge  Point  [Fausse  Pointe], 
saw  the  enemy's  pickets,  landed  our  soldiers,  and  succeeded  in  routing 
the  enemy  and  capturing  a  horse  and  saddle.  Shelled  the  woods; 
cast  off  at  meridian  and  proceeded  down  the  lake.  At  3:40  p.  m. 
entered  Grand  Lake,  sent  the  captain  of  the  company  in  the  large 
skiff  on  shore  with  18  men  to  cut  up  large  flatboat. 

November  18. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Steaming  up  Grand  Lake.  At 
7 :  30  beat  to  quarters,  entered  Potherd's  [Portage]  Bayou.  U.  S. 
transport  Cornxe  passed  us  and  commenced  firing  on  the  enemy's 
picket.  At  7:55  landed  all  the  troops  of  the  Eleventh  Wisconsin 
Regiment,  under  command  of  Major  [Jesse  S.]  Miller.  We  opened 
fire  on  the  enemy  with  shrapnel,  graPe>  and  shell.  Sharp  firing  on 
both  sides.  From  8  to  meridian:  The  enemy  retreated  at  8: 15.  At 
9  set  fire  to  the  enemy's  quarters,  captured  some  skiffs,  and  one  flat- 
boat,  which  was  destroyed.  At  10  the  troops  returned  on  board. 
Still  firing  shrapnel  and  grape  and  shell  in  the  direction  of  the  enemy. 
One  man  belonging  to  the  company  A,  Ninety-third  Regiment  Col- 
ored Guard,  killed  in  the  engagement.  At  10:15  cast  off  from  the 
shore  and  started  down  with  one  rebel  prisoner.  Fired  some  shell  on 
shore  below  the  bayou.  Fired  from  broadside  guns  11  shrapnel,  3 
shell,  and  2  canister.     From  bow  guns  4  5-second  and  \  15-second 
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shell.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Steaming  down  the  lake;  stopped  at 
Cypress  Pass  and  dropped  Miller's  boat. 

December  7. — At  7  a.  m.  entered  Bayou  Pigeon.  At  10  made  fast 
to  the  bank  and  landed  a  company  of  colored  troops.  Cast  off  and 
steamed  up  the  bayou.  At  10:30  made  fast  to  Micheltre's  planta- 
tion and  landed  all  of  our  troops.  At  11:30  some  of  our  troops 
returned  with  five  horses  captured  from  the  rebels.  At  4:50  took 
on  board  all  of  our  troops  and  backed  down  the  bayou. 

December  8. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  Lying  alongside  of  the 
bank  at  Bayou  Pigeon.  At  4  a.  m.  took  on  board  all  of  our  pickets 
and  proceeded  up  the  bayou  to  Micheltre's  plantation.  Landed 
our  troops  at  6  and  burned  the  boats  around.  At  8:30  soldiers 
returned,  bringing  four  Confederate  prisoners — one  captaift,  two  lieu- 
tenants, and  one  claiming  to  be  a  citizen. 

December  10. — At  8:40  a.  m.  cast  off  from  the  bank  and  steamed 
down  the  bayou.  At  3:30  p.  m.  steamed  through  Cjrpress  Pass. 
At  5 :  30  went  alongside  the  wnarf  and  landed  soldiers,  prisoners,  and 
horses.     At  5 :  45  cast  off  and  went  to  our  moorings,

August  5,  1864- — At  4  a.  m.  went  alongside  the  Brooklyn  and  lashed 
to  the  port  side  of  her.  At  5 :  30  a.  m.  passed  the  bar  buoy  and  steamed 
in  company  with  the  Brooklyn.  At  7:15  the  first  shot  was  fired 
from  Fort  Morgan.  At  7 :  30  the  action  commenced  from  the  ships. 
At  8  passed  the  buoy  off  Fort  Morgan  within  200  yards  of  the  fort. 
Received  3  shots  in  bows,  4  in  paddle  boxes,  3  in  foremast,  2  in  main- 
mast, 1  through  gig,  1  through  first  cutter,  2  cutting  away  two  shrouds 
of  main  rigging,  1  cutting  away  one  shroud  of  forerigging,  and  several 
shots  passing  through  rigging  and  cutting  remaining  rigging  con- 
siderably. Expended  8  10-pound  charges  for  100-pounder  Parrot  t 
rifle  and  8  solid  shot  for  same.  At  9  the  rebel  steamer  Selma 
surrendered  to  the  Metacomet.  At  9 :  20  rebel  ram  Tennessee  surren- 
dered to  the  fleet.  At  1 1  started  for  Dog  River  Bar  and  at  2 :  30  p.  m. 
came  to  anchor.  One  man  killed  and  10  wounded.  At  7:45  p.  m. 
got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  the  fleet,  in  company  witn  the 
Kennebec. 

August  IB. — At  11  a.  m.  called  all  hands  up  anchor  and  went  in 
pursuit  of  a  sloop  boat  steering  for  Mobile.  At  2  p.  m.  the  following 
gunboats  came  up  the  bay:  Metacomet,  Port  Royal,  Selma,  Kennebec, 
and  ironclad  Chickasaw;  came  to  3  miles  from  obstructions  and  com- 
menced firing  at  the  batteries.  At  4:10  p.  m.  fired  forward  pivot 
gun  at  rebel  gunboat  Morgan. 

August  22. — At  8: 15  a.  m.  steamed  in  close  to  Fort  Morgan  and  at 
8:30  opened  fire  from  100-pounder  Parrott  rifle.  At  11:15  opened 
with  IX-inch  pivot  aft  at  a  distance  of  1,600  yards  from  the  fort  and 
continued  firing  until  12  meridian.  Expended  during  the  firing  55 
100-pounder  shell  and  11  IX-inch  shell.  From  meridian  to  4  p.m.: 
Firing  at  Fort  Morgan.  At  6:20  ceased  firing  and  got  underway; 
proceeded  to  the  flagship.     At  7  came  to  anchor  near  the  flagship. 

August  23. — At  2 :  25  p.  m.  fired  a  salute  of  6  guns  for  the  surrender 
of  Fort  Morgan. 
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September  6. — At  5  p.  m.  monitor  Winnebago  got  underway  and 
proceeded  up  N.  by  E.  toward  a  rebel  steamer  lying  aground.  At 
6: 10  saw  sail  coming  up  the  bay.  At  6:20  the  Winnebago  fired  at  a 
rebel  battery;  then  steamed  toiler  station  and  anchored.  At  10:30 
p.  m.  heard  firing  from  the  forts,  also  from  musketry.  At  11  picket 
boat  returned,  having  been  attacked  by  two  armed  boats  while  m  the 
act  of  capturing  a  large  boat  supposed  to  be  laying  torpedoes.  At 
12  the  picket  boat  went  in  again. 


Navy,  com- 
manding. 

July  2, 1864. — Blockading  off  Mobile.  At  12 :  15  a.  m.  saw  a  rocket 
sent  up,  bearing  S.  E.,  also  saw  several  signal  lights  made  by  the  enemy 
in  the  bay  during  the  watch.  At  4  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  stood 
toward  the  flagship,  anchoring  near  her.  From  8  to  meridian:  Com- 
mander T.  H.  Stevens  relieved  Lieutenant-Commander  Low  of  this 
command.  U.  S.  S.  Monongahela  and  Metacomet  engaged  firing  at 
the  blockade  runner  ashore.  At  5  p.  m.  Ossipee  got  underway  and 
went  inshore  and  threw  several  shells  at  a  blockade  runner  on  the  beach. 

July  4- — At  12 :  43  p.  m.  went  to  general  quarters  and  at  1 :  15  opened 
fire  on  blockade  runner  ashore.  Expended  33  Xl-inch  shell  and  1 
Xl-inch  shrapnel;  also  30  Schenkle  snell  and  2  solid  shot;  2  Parrott 
shell,  10-second,  and  3  shell,  15-second,  in  30-pounder  Parrott.  One 
shell  from  batteries  on  shore  went  through  the  whaleboat  and  one 
through  the  forward  windsail. 

July  6. — At  1 :  20  a.  m.  the  Kennebec  passed  within  hail  and  ordered 
us  to  go  in  and  attack  the  blockade  runner  aground  to  the  eastward 
of  the  fort  and  to  stand  by  to  assist  the  two  gunboats  which  were 
working  to  get  her  off.  Immediately  called  all  hands.  At  1 :  30  a.  m. 
slipped  our  cable,  cleared  our  buoy,  and  steamed  to  the  northward. 
At  about  1 :  50  the  Cowslip  came  within  hail  and  gave  an  order  from 
Admiral  Farragut  that  we  should  stand  by  to  render  assistance  to 
the  Kennebec  and  Port  Royal,  which  vessels  were  to  attack  the  rebel 

Snboats  reported  making  an  attempt  to  haul  off  the  blockade  runner, 
case  our  assistance  should  be  needed,  the  private  signal  to  that 
effect  would  be  made.  Stood  to  the  northward  and  eastward.  At 
about  2 :30  p.  m.  we  dropped  the  port  anchor  underfoot  in  4 J  fathoms 
water  about  one-half  mile  from  the  beach,  the  Port  Royal  and  Kenne- 
bec being  in  plain  sight  a  short  distance  to  the  westward  of  us.  The 
Kennebec  and  Port  Hoyal  fired  several  times  in  the  direction  of  the 
blockade  runner.  At  3:30  got  underway  and  stood  out  to  the  fleet. 
At  5:15  came  to  anchor.  From  8  to  midnight:  Standing  in  toward 
shore  to  the  northward  and  eastward.  Beat  to  quarters  at  8:10; 
drew  shot  from  the  guns  and  loaded  with  5-second  shell  and  shrapnel. 
At  about  9 :  30  anchored.  The  blockade  runner  bore  N.  W.  by  N.  dis- 
tant three-fourths  of  a  mile.  At  9 :  40  the  Metacomet  sent  a  boat  to 
us  and  requested  that  we  would  not  fire.  At  10  sent  a  boat  and  an 
officer  to  tne  Metacomet  Were  informed  that  four  armed  boats  from 
the  Hartford  and  Brooklyn  were  ordered  to  destroy  the  blockade  run- 
ner and  that  the  supporting  vessels  (Metacomet  and  Kennebec)  had 
instructions  not  to  fire.     At  midnight  lifted  our  kedge  and  stood  for 
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our  station.  At  12: 15  heard  musketry  in  the  direction  of  the  block- 
ade runner.  Stood  again  to  the  northward  to  render  assistance  if 
needed.     At  12 :  20  the  blockade  runner  was  seen  to  be  on  fire. 

July  6. — At  12:15  a.  m.  heard  musketry  in  the  direction  of  the 
blockade  runner.  Stood  again  to  the  northward  to  render  assistance 
if  needed.  At  12 :  20  the  blockade  runner  was  seen  to  be  on  fire.  At 
1  again  stood  to  the  southward  for  our  regular  night  station.  From  4 
to  8  a.  m. :  Smoke  issuing  from  the  blocKade  runner  aground  on  the 
beach  until  5  o'clock. 

July  10. — At  4  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  out  toward  the  flag- 
ship. At  5:25  came  to  near  her.  Discovered  a  large  paddle-wheel 
steamer  aground  a  short  distance  to  the  eastward  ana  under  the  guns 
of  Fort  Morgan.  She  had  one  mast  standing  forward,  and  was  appar- 
ently attempting  to  run  in  when  she  grounded.  At  6 :  10  the  Moncm- 
gahela  got  underway  and  stood  inshore.  At  7 :  05  the  MonongaJida 
opened  fire  on  the  blockade  runner.  The  Galena  and  Genesee  got 
underway  and  stood  inshore.  From  8  to  meridian :  The  MonongaJiela, 
Genesee,  and  Galena  firing  at  the  steamer  on  the  beach.  At  11  the 
Lackawanna  went  in  to  nre.  At  10:45,  in  obedience  to  signal,  the 
Genesee  and  Galena  withdrew.  At  4:20  p.  m.  the  Metacomet  and 
Seminole  went  inshore  and  drove  away  a  rebel  tugboat  that  was  try- 
ing to  tow  off  the  steamer.     At  5  they  withdrew. 

July  11. — At  1 :30  a.  m.  a  shot  was  fired  from  Fort  Morgan  at  us. 
At  9:30  a.  m.  opened  fire  on  the  blockade  runner  near  the  fort. 
Steamed  around  in  a  circle  and  fired  the  gjuns  as  soon  as  they  could  be 
brought  to  bear  on  the  object;  the  fort  firing  slowly.  Withdrew  from 
action  in  obedience  to  signal.  Stood  out  toward  flagship.  At  11 :  35 
anchored.  Ammunition  expended:  Xl-inch,  895  pounds  powder 
(35  bags  of  20  pounds  each ;  13  bags  of  15  pounds  each) ;  34  shells  of  20 
second  and  14  of  15  second.  For  rarrott  rifle,  35|  pounds  powder  (11 
bags  of  3}  pounds  each) ;  11  shells  of  15-second  paper  case;  50  cannon 
primers  and  14  friction  primers.  At  3  p.  m.  Kennebec  and  Pinola 
went  in  and  shelled  blockade  runner  under  the  fort. 

July  21. — At  7:55  p.  m.  anchored,  Fort  Morgan  bearing  W.,  Sand 
Island  W.  S.  W.,  and  Cove  Tree  W.  N.  W.  *  N.  At  8 :20  p.  m.  Cap- 
tain Stevens  and  Lieutenant  Kellogg  left  the  ship  in  the  gig,  pulled 
inshore,  and  landed  on  the  beach.     At  10  o'clock  they  returned. 

July  22  i- — At  4  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  out  toward  the  fleet. 
At  8 :  30  p.  m.  anchored  in  5  J  fathoms,  with  30  fathoms  starboard  chain. 
At  9  Lieutenant  Cotton  and  Acting  Ensign  Hall  left  the  ship  with  10 
men  and  went  on  shore  to  lay  in  ambush  tor  rebel  patrols. 

July  28. — At  1 :20  a.  m.  sent  the  gig  and  second  cutter  ashore  and 
brought  off  Lieutenant  Cotton  and  Jonn  L.  Hall,  acting  ensign,  with 
the  10  volunteers  and  following-named  rebel  prisoners:  H.  I*.  Brown, 
third  lieutenant,  Seventh  Alabama  Volunteer  Cavalry ,  Hodgson's  regi- 
ment; C.  T.  Pope,  private,  belonging  to  same  regiment;  E.  M.  Archi- 
bald, ditto;  C.  A.  Johnson,  ditto;  Samuel  S.  Wright,  ditto.  At  6:30 
a.  m.  stood  E.  N.  E.  for  Pensacola.  Meridian  to  4  p.m.:  Standing 
into  Pensacola  in  charge  of  the  pilot.  At  3  Lieutenant  Kellogg  took 
the  five  prisoners  captured  last  night  and  handed  them  over  to  the 
provost-marshal. 

August  2. — Commander  T.  H.  Stevens  is  temporarily  detached  and 
ordered  to  command  the  ironclad  Winnebago.  Lieutenant  Hunting- 
ton was  ordered  by  the  fleet  captain  to  take  charge  until  Captain  Mul- 
lany  reported. 
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August  S. — Blockading  off  Mobile  Bar.  Commander  J.  R.  M.  Mul- 
lany  came  on  board  to  take  temporary  command.  At  5  p.  m.  Winne- 
bago got  underway,  fired  4  shots  insnore,  and  then  came  out  to  the 
fleet.  Carpenters  and  gang  at  work  taking  down  all  immovable  wood- 
work about  the  deck.  At  7  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  in  to  our 
station.  Heard  the  report  of  heavy  guns  to  the  northward  and  west- 
ward, apparently  on  Dauphin  Island. 

August  4> — At  4:30  p.  m.  a  sail  reported  from  masthead,  which 
proved  to  be  the  Bienville,  towing  the  ironclad  monitor  battery 
Tecumseh;  also  the  double-ender  Metacomet.  At  5 :  45  came  to  anchor 
off  the  port  beam  of  the  Hartford. 

August  5. — Mobile  Bay.  At  2 :  30  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  led  out 
deck  tackle,  got  fenders  and  hawsers  along,  ready  to  take  the  Oalena 
alongside.  At  3:30  Coston  preparatory  was  made  in  the  direction 
of  Sand  Island.  At  3 :  30  Galena  came  alongside  and  we  made  prepa- 
rations for  the  pending  engagement.  About  5  the  flagship  made 
preparatory  signal  to  get  underwav.  Got  underway  in  ooedience  to 
signal,  and  as  soon  as  possible  took  our  station  in  the  line  astern  of 
the  Ossipee.  At  7 :  05  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire.  At  7 :  15  we  opened 
with  our  30-pounder  Parrott,  the  Galena  also  firing  her  100-pounder 
Parrott.  At  7:25  commenced  firing  15-second  and  10-second  shell 
from  the  Xl-inch  guns.  At  7:40  opened  with  our  entire  broadside 
with  5-second  shell  and  shrapnel.  About  7 :  45  received  a  7-inch  rifle 
shell  through  chain  armor  into  the  starboard  boiler,  where  it  exploded, 
doing  serious  damage.  About  the  same  time  received  a  shell  through 
the  snip's  side  at  the  water  line,  which  exploded  in  the  cabin,  cutting 
both  wneel  ropes.  Manned  relieving  tackles  at  once.  About  8  a.  m. 
Commander  Mullahy  received  a  severe  wound,  necessitating  the  am- 
putation of  his  arm.  After  passing  the  fort,  we  were  exposed  to  a 
raking  fire  and  received  several  direct  raking  shots.  While  exposed 
to  this  fire,  the  rebel  ironclad  Tennessee  passed  along  down  our  star- 
board side  and  delivered  her  fire  into  us.  Our  guns  were  loaded  with 
extreme  charges  of  powder  and  solid  shot  and  fired  at  the  ram.  A 
solid  shot  from  the  after  Xl-inch  struck  him.  From  8  to  meridian: 
Made  signals  1265  and  489  (general  signal  book).  Not  being  answered 
by  the  flagship,  hauled  down  signals.  About  9:15  repeated  signals: 
TThLey  were  not  answered,  and  after  keeping  them  flying  for  several 
minutes,  hauled  down  again.  At  9:30  the  flagship  made  general 
signal  to  run  down  the  enemy's  principal  vessel  at  full  speed.  We 
were  unable  to  obey  the  order,  because  of  the  starboard  boiler  having 
exploded.  This  ship  and  the  Galena  steamed  out  of  fire,  when  the 
Itasca  took  us  in  tow  and  carried  us  to  an  anchorage.  At  —  the 
rebel  ironclad  Tennessee,  after  a  spirited  engagement  with  the  fleet, 
hauled  down  her  colors  and  surrendered.  Our  loss  in  killed  in  wounded 
as  follows  (surgeon's  report):  Killed  7,*  Patrick  Dorris,  missing 
(killed  or  drowned).  Wounded  severely:  J.  R.  M.  Mullany,  left  fore- 
arm amputated;  R.  H.  Fitch,  first  assistant  engineer,  scalded -}  and 
10  men.  Wounded  slightly:  William  H.  Hunt,  chief  engineer; 
George  A.  Ebbitts,  captain's  clerk;  William  P.  Treadwell,  pay  clerk, 
and  15  men.  Killed,  8;  wounded  severely,  12;  wounded  slightly, 
18.  In  the  engineer's  department  (engineer  s  report)  a  7-inch  Brooke 
projectile  penetrated  the  forward  outboard  end  of  the  starboard 
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boiler,  about  8  inches  above  upper  tube  sheet,  which  it  entered  and, 
exploding  inside  the  boiler,  inflicted  serious  damage  to  the  entire  foi> 
ward  end  of  the  same,  destroying  all  the  angle  iron  and  the  f ore-and* 
aft  braces  thereto  attached,  starting  the  tube  sheets  and  all  the  tubes 
in  the  two  forward  tube  boxes.  Two  of  the  heaviest  fragments  of 
shell  were  driven  through  the  front  of  the  boiler,  destroying  the  upper 
manhole  plate,  the  entire  sheet  to  which  it  was  attached,  and  started 
the  riveting  of  the  adjoining  sheets.  (Master's  report:)  One  set  of 
wheel  ropes  cut  by  shell:  1  telltale  compass  damaged;  1  Mobile  Bay 
chart  damaged;  1  spyglass  badly  damaged;  1  binnacle  lamp  lost 
overboard;  2  wardroom  chairs  broken  by  shell;  1  lead  and  line  lost; 
2  sets  signal  halyards  cut  by  shell ;  1 5  fathoms  stream  chain,  on  engine- 
room  hatch,  cut  by  shot;  12  fathoms  starboard  bower  chain,  on  snip's 
side,  cut  by  shell;  7  fathoms  sheet  chain,  on  fire-room  hatch,  cut  Dy 
shot;  all  cabin  furniture  destroyed  entirely  or  badly  damaged;  1 
6-inch  hawser  badly  cut.  (Gunner's  report:)  No.  3  gun  (forward 
Xl-inch  pivot):  One  in  and  one  out  tackle  carried  away  by  shot; 
1  tangent  sight  bar  broken  by  lever  of  elevating  screw  while  firing 
the  gun;  shell  tackle  and  crane  broken  by  shot;  No.  4  gun  (VIII- 
incnbroadside) :  One  side  and  one  train  tackle  carried  away  by  shot. 
No.  5  gun  (Vlll-inch  broadside):  Carriage  badly  damaged,  breast 

1)iece  snot  away,  front  transom  badly  shattered,  both  brackets  on 
eft  side  of  the  carriage  badly  injured*  1  rammer  knocked  overboard, 
1  handspike  broken,  2  boring  bits  ana  1  priming  wire  broken.  No.  6 
gun  (after  Xl-inch  pivot) :  Chase  of  gun  dented  and  cracked  by  shot; 
brackets  on  right  side  of  carriage  badly  splintered  and  dented  by 
expansion  band  of  a  shell  and  remaining  there,  fracturing  the  breech- 
ing also,  and  making  both  unsafe  for  use.  Twelve-pounder  howitzer 
on  boat  carriage:  Slide  badly  injured,  bed  broken  and  splintered,  and 
elevating  screw  and  one  compressor  plate  broken,  making  it  unsafe 
for  use.  (Boatswain's  department) :  Starboard  fore  vang  shot  away, 
port  bowsprit  shroud  shot  away;  three  shrouds  of  starboard  mam 
rigging  injured  by  shot  (one  of  them  cut  in  two);  starboard  main 
topmast  backstay  cut;  mizzen  stay  cut;  main  spencer  brail  cut: 
topping  lift  of  whaleboat's  davit  cut;  ridgerope  of  awning  (starboard 
side)  cut;  spanker  brail  cut  away.  (Carpenter's  department):  All 
of  the  berths,  bulkheads,  and  furniture  in  the  cabin  a  total  wreck, 
caused  by  the  explosion  of  a  7-inch  rifle  shell,  which  entered  at  the 
water  line;  one  Vll-inch  shell  passed  through  the  chain  armor  and 
ship's  side  at  the  water  line,  entered  the  starboard  boiler,  and  there 
exploded;  one  Vlll-inch  solid  shot  entered  the  mainmast,  doing 
serious  damage,  and  remains  there  yet;  one  shot  through  ash  shoot, 
through  combings  of  fire-room  hatch  and  out  through  port  side;  fore- 
topmast  slightly  wounded  by  a  piece  of  shell,  spanker  gaff  in  like 
manner;  shot  through  starboard  Dow  below  spar  deck,  across  berth 
deck,  and  out  on  port  bow;  two  raking  shots  from  aft  struck  topgal- 
lant forecastle,  one  passed  out  through  starboard  bow,  one  through 
port  bow;  first  cutter  damaged  by  a  piece  of  a  shell;  second  cutter 
and  whaleboat  badly  shattered.

shot  holes  in  hammock  cloths.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Clearing  up 
decks,  repairing  damages,  preparing  the  dead  for  burial  and  the  badly 
wounded  for  transportation  to  Pensacola  hospital.    Flagship  made 
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general  signals;  we  answered.  Sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
C.  V.  Gridley  to  prize  steam  ram  Tennessee  (rebel)  for  prisoners  and 
received  the  following  eighteen.*  From  4  to  6  p.  .m. :  The  ironclad 
Chickasaw  engaged  with  fort.  At  5  flagship  made  general  signal. 
Captain  Mullany,  George  A.  Ebbitts,  his  clerk,  and  Thomas  Renarick 
left  the  ship,  the  first  two  transferred  to  the  Pensacola  hospital.  At 
7  sent  following-named  wounded  men,  R.  H.  Fitch,  first  assistant 
engineer,  and  11  men*  to  the  Metatomet  to  be  taken  to  Pensacola 
hospital.  At  about  10 :  30  p.  m.  heard  a  heavy  explosion  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Fort  Powell,  apparently  the  magazine.  At  11  heavy  firing 
from  one  of  the  monitors  in  pursuit  of  a  rebel  steamer  up  the  bay. 
Some  musketry  firing  from  the  different  land  forces  on  picket  duty. 

August  6. — At  10  a.  m.  ordered  all  hands  to  muster,  and  read  the 
service  for  the  burial  of  the  deaxl  at  sea.  Put  the  gig  and  launch  in 
charge  of  Lieutenant  Kellogg  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Devereux 
with  the  bodies  of  Albert  PhSfips,  coxswain;  John  C.  Jensen,  seaman; 
Frank  Levay,  ordinary  seaman;  Robert  Lenox,  landsman;  E.  Boya- 
kin,  captain's  steward;  John  J.  Gibson,  marine;  James  Agan,  first- 
class  fireman,  for  burial  to  the  westward  in  the  harbor.  At  3  p.  m. 
the  Chickasaw  went  in  and  threw  several  shells  at  the  fort. 

August  8. — At  10  a.  m.  the  rebel  flag  was  hauled  down  on  Fort 
Gaines  and  the  American  colors  run  up.  At  10:35  a.  m.  Fort  Gaines 
saluted  the  American  ensign. 

August  9. — At  8  a.  m.  the  buildings  around  and  to  the  eastward  of 
Fort  Morgan  were  seen  in  flames.  At  12 :  30  j).  m.  the  Port  Royal  took 
the  ironclad  Tennessee  in  tow  and  steamed  in  toward  Fort  Morgan. 
At  1 :  30  p.  m.  our  vessels  ceased  firing  and  flag-of-truce  boat  left  for 
the  fort  and  at  2 :  30  came  out  to  flagship.  At  2  launch  and  first  cutter 
returned  from  an  expedition.  At  3:20  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire  on 
the  Port  Royal.  The  ironclad  Tennessee  stood  in  toward  the  fort  and 
opened  fire  on  it.  At  3 :  30  the  monitor  Manhattan  steamed  in  toward 
tne  fort. 

August  10. — At  3 :  30  p.  m.  four  steamers  loaded  with  troops  steer- 
ing from  Fort  Gaines  toward  Navy  Cove. 

August  19. — Commander  T.  H.  Stevens  reported  on  board  to  resume 
command. 

August  20. — 8  to  midnight :  Heavy  firing  at  intervals  of  about  thirty 
minutes,  apparently  between  the  monitors  and  Fort  Morgan^ 
•  August  21. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  The  fort  fired  at  intervals  until 
2  o'clock,  at  which  time  firing  became  quite  brisk  and  then  subsided. 
From  4  to  6 :  Heavy  firing  between  the  fort  and  shore  batteries  during 
the  watch. 

August  28. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m. :  The  bombardment  of  the  fort  was 
kept  up  during  the  watch.  A  large  fire  was  discovered  on  the  west 
side  of  the  fort.  At  6 :  30  a.  m.  a  slow  bombardment  of  the  fort  was 
continued,  but  at  the  time  a  white  flag  was  displayed  on  the  fort  and 
the  firing  ceased.  The  Chickasaw  steamed  down  toward  the  fort,  as 
did  also  the  Laura.  At  2 :  25  p.  m.  the  American  flag  was  hoisted  over 
Fort  Morgan.  The  vessels  oi  the  fleet  fired  a  salute  in  succession  and 
then  cheered.

August  5, 186 4. — Mobile  Bay. — Commences  and  until  4  a.m.:  Calm 
and  pleasant.  At  3: 10  a.  m.  Itasca  came  alongside  and  made  fast. 
At  5  flagship  signalized  general  signal,  preparatory  1218.  At  5:35 
flagship  signaled.  Got  underway,  with  Itasca  alongside,  and  stood  in 
line  of  battle  for  Fort  Morgan.  At  6:20  flagship  signaled.  At  6:25 
leading  ships  opened  fire.  At  7:10  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire  on  the 
fleet.  From  7 :  20  to  8 :  30  fleet  hotly  engaged  with  rebel  batteries  and 
gunboats  and  ironclad  ram  Tennessee.  At  7:40  U.  S.  monitor 
Tecumseh  was  sunk  by  a  torpedo  abreast  of  the  fort.  At  8:15  this 
ship  passed  the  fort  and  stood  up  the  bay.  At  8:30  rebel  ironclad 
Tennessee  passed  between  this  ship  and  the  Monongahela  and  delivered 
a»broadside  into  each  ship  as  she  passed.  At  9 :  20  the  flagship  signaled 
to  us  and  several  other  vessels  to  run  the  enemy's  principal  vesseldown 
at  full  speed.  The  Monongahela  and  Lackawanna  immediately  ran 
upon  her,  doing  no  apparent  damage.  At  this  time  the  rebel  ram  lost 
her  smokestack.  We  then  steamed  at  full  speed  for  the  Tennessee, 
but  when  within  100  yards  she  hoisted  a  white  flag  and  surrendered  to 
the  fleet.  Boarded  ner  and  hoisted  the  United  States  ensign  and 
brought  Captain  Johnston,  her  commander,  on  board.  Admiral 
Buchanan,  being  wounded,  ordered  one  of  the  ironclads  to  tow  prize  to 
flagship.  Steamed  up  near  flagship  and  came  to  in  3  J  fathoms  water 
and  veered  to  15  fathoms  chain,  Fort  Morgan  bearing  S.  E.  £  S.  and 
Fort  Gaines  S.  J  E.  per  compass.  Received  on  board  19  prisoners  as 
follows:  Lieutenant  Wharton,  Acting  Master  DeMahy,  Gunner  [He- 
man  S.]  Smith,  of  the  rebel  Navy,  and  William  Lewis,  Christopher 
Wheeler,  William  A.  Herrone,  P.  W.  Ott,  Francis  Farley,  W.  B.  John- 
son, marines;  and  J.  Twinning,  landsman;  John  Brown,  second-class 
fireman;  John  Campbell,  coal  heaver;  Charles  Shaeffer,  second-class 
fireman;  John  A.  Campbell,  wardroom  steward;  Edward  Kilkenny, 
first-class  landsman;  John  Powers,  first-class  fireman;  John  Cunning- 
ham, second-class  fireman;  George  Spriggs,  landsman;  Dennis  Flinn, 
landsman. 

During  the  action  the  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet  engaged  and  captured  the 
rebel  steamer  Selma.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Received  on  board 
the  following  prisoners:  J.  H.  Fralick,  landsman;  Peter  Elden,  quarter- 
master; Edward  Milligan,  coal  heaver;  James  Kelly,  quarter  gunner; 
G.  A.  Missinger,  landsman;  A.  Black,  ordinary  seaman;  F.  J.  Christian- 
son,  ordinary  seaman;  Denis  Malone,  landsman;  James  McCann,  ordi- 
nary seaman;  C.  H.  Parsons,  landsman;  J.  W.  Johnson,  landsman; 
L.  Boyd,  boatswain's  mate;  William  R.  Shea,  servant.  From  4  to  6 
p.  m.:  Weather  pleasant.  Monitor  Winnebago  encaged  firing  at  and 
into  Fort  Powell.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Sent  the  body  of  Owen  Maines, 
who  died  of  wounds  received  in  to-day's  battle,  on  board  the  captured 
steamer  Selma  and  sent  wounded,  Louis  Lord  (boy),  John  Harris 
(quarter  gunner),  and  Henry  Johnson  (landsman) ;  on  board  the 
Metacomet  for  transportation  to  the  Pensacola  hospital.  Veered  to 
30  fathoms  chain.  Went  to  quarters  and  cast  loose  the  battery. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Several  guns  fired  during  the  watch.  Note. — 
This  ship  was  so  close  to  the  Tennessee  when  the  white  flag  was  dis- 
played tnat  though  we  reversed  the  engine  we  struck  her  such  a  blow 
as  to  injure  our  stem.    Hailed  her  commander  to  know  if  he  sur- 
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rendered,  and  receiving  a  reply  in  the  affirmative,  sent  a  boat  on  board 
•  with  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  Giraud  and  Acting  Master  Bunker, 
of  this  ship,  who  received  the  surrender,  hoisted  the  American  flag, 
and  took  possession  of  the  prize.

August  6. — Mobile  Bay.  At  7 :  15  a.  m.  all  the  vessels  followingthe 
flagslup  cheered  ship.  At  5 :  20  the  steamer  and  wharf  near  Fort 
Powell  discovered  to  be  on  fire  and  the  fort  in  ruins.  At  1  p.  m. 
Chickasaw  got  underway  and  engaged  Fort  Gaines.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. : 
Chickasaw  fired  at  Fort  Gaines  at  intervals.  Selma  went  to  Fort 
Powell  with  the  dead.  Note. — During  the  forenoon  of  this  day  the 
American  flag  was  hoisted  over  Fort  Powell,  which  had  been  evacu- 
ated during  the  night  by  the  enemy. — Wm.  E.  Le  Rot,  Commander. 

August  7. — At  10:30  a.  m.  called  all  hands  to  muster  and  captain 
read  Kear- Admiral  Farragut's  letter  of  thanks  to  the  officers  and  crews 
of  the  fleet,  dated  August  6,  for  their  participation  and  gallant  conduct 
during  the  fight  of  the  5th  instant;  also  general  order  dated  August  7, 
desiring  the  fleet  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  its  signal  vic- 
tory over  the  enemy  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant.  Mustered 
crew  and  captain  held  divine  service. 

August  8. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  No  flag  to  be  seen  on  Fort  Gaines 
this  morning.  •  The  admiral's  steam  barge  Loyall  went  to  Fort  Gaines 
with  a  flag  of  truce.  At  10  a.  m.  called  all  hands  to  cheer  ship.  The 
American  flag  was  hoisted  over  Fort  Gaines.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. : 
Several  army  steamers  made  their  appearance  at  Fort  Gaines  and  in 
the  [Mississippi]  Sound.  The  smoke  of  a  rebel  steamer  in  sight  up 
the  bay. 

August  9. — At  daylight  saw  several  armv  steamers  outside;  also 
saw  troops  embarking  from  Fort  Gaines.  Irom  8  to  meridian:  Sent 
boat  to  tne  Octorara,  which  ship  towed  in  boats  from  all  the  vessels  to 
assist  in  landing  troops.  The  army  steamer  transporting  troops  from 
Fort  Gaines  and  landing  them  on  Mobile  Point.  Several  of  the  shins 
went  in  and  opened  fire  at  long  range  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  1  p.  m.  tne 
Monongdhela  and  Lackawanna  ceased  firing  at  the  fort  and  anchored. 
Tennessee  anchored  near  the  fort.  At  3  the  fort  opened  on  the  Port 
Royal  until  the  latter  was  out  of  range. 

August  10. — From  8  to  meridian:  Sent  prisoners,  Captain  J.  D. 
Johnston  and  Lieutenant  A.  D.  Wharton,  captured  on  the  Confederate 
steamer  Tennessee,  on  board  the  Cowslip,  to  take  passage  to  the  U.  S. 
ship  Potomac  at  Pensacola  preparatory  to  being  sent  North,  by  order  of 
Admiral  Farragut.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  prisoners  above 
mentioned  returned,  weather  being  too  stormy  for  the  Cowslip  to 
leave. 

August  11. — From  4  to  8  a.  m.:  Sent  prisoners  to  the  Cowslip  for 

Eassage  to  Pensacola,  by  order  of  the  admiral,  Captain  J.  D.  Johnston, 
ieu  tenant  A.  D.  Wharton,  and  W.  R.  Shea  (boy),  all  from  Confederate 
steamer  Tennessee.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Ironclad  Tennessee  got  up 
her  smokestack. 

August  12. — From  8  to  meridian:  Sent  the  following  prisoners, 
received  from  the  rebel  steamer  Tennessee,  on  board  the  steamer 
Stockdale:  Acting  Master  DeMahv,  William  Lewis,  W.  A.  Harbin,  W.  B. 
Johnson,  marines ;  Isaac  Dennis:,  landsman ;  John  Cunningham,  second-  | 

-class  fireman;  John  Campbell,  coal  heaver;  Ed.  Kilkenny  first-class  ] 

fireman;  John  Powers,  ftrat-class  fireman.    From  the  Selma:  J.  A.

August  IS. — At  2:30  p.  m.  the  ram  Tennessee  got  underway  and 
engaged  Fort  Morgan.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  The  Chickasaw  got  under- 
way and  engaged  Fort  Morgan.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  The  Tennessee 
came  out  from  the  fort,  the  rest  of  the  ironclads  firing  at  intervals. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Monitors  inshore  engaged  firing  shells  at  Fort 
Morgan  occasionally. 

August  14. — Monitors  firing  at  Fort  Morgan. 

August  15. — Monitors  firing  on  Fort  Morgan.  From  meridian  to  4 
p.  m. :  Army  batteries  firing  at  intervals  at  Fort  Morgan.  From  4  to 
6  p.m.:  Army  batteries  firing  at  Fort  Morgan  every  half  hour.  From 
6  to  8  p.  m. :  The  battery  on  shore  and  the  Manhattan  fired  occasion- 
ally at  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  midnight:  The  fort  and  batteries 
filing  occasionally. 

August  16  to  21 . — Firing  between  batteries  and  Fort  Morgan. 

August  22. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Fort  Morgan  firing  at 
intervals  at  our  shore  batteries  on  Mobile  Point.  At  5  a.  m.  flagship 
signaled.  Shore  batteries  commenced  bombarding  Fort  Morgan.  At 
5 :45  a.  m.  LacJcawanna,  Brooklyn,  Ossipee,  Monongahela,  Catena,  iron- 
clads Manhattan,  Winnebago,  and  Chickasaw  got  underway  and  stood 
toward  Mobile  Point.  At  6:16  opened  fire  on  the  fort  with  100- 
pounder  rifle.  At  6 :  33  put  two  100-pounder  shell  into  the  fort.  At  7 
came  to  with  kedge,  Fort  Morgan  bearing  S.S.E.  by  compass.  At  7 :  30 
put  shot  into  light-house.  At  7 :  39  OcUyrara  got  underway  and  opened 
&re  on  the  fort.  At  7:45  opened  fire  with  Xl-inch  ana  30-pounder 
rifle.  From  8  to  meridian:  Firing  100-pounder  and  30-pounaer  rifles 
at  intervals.  At  9 :  12  ceased  firing  in  obedience  to  signal  from  flag- 
ship. At  9:30  shifted  position  and  came  to  again  with  kedge  in  4 
fathoms  water.  At  10  the  Tritonia,  with  boats  of  the  fleet  m  tow, 
went  out  to  the  Bermuda.  At  10 :  30  the  Brooklyn  got  underway  and 
anchored  near  the  flagship.  At  10:45  the  Hartford  shifted  her  posi- 
tion. At  11  the  Tennessee  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  the 
fort.  At  11 :  15  cast  loose  the  sails  in  obedience  to  signal.  The  moni- 
tors and  shore  batteries  continuing  the  bombardment.  From  4  to  6 
p.  m. :  Rapid  firing  kept  up  at  the  fort  by  shore  batteries  and  iron- 
clads. From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Shore  batteries  and  ironclads  still  engaging 
the  fort.  At  8 :  45  a  large  fire  broke  out  inside  of  Fort  Morgan  and  con- 
tinued to  burn  during  the  watch.  At  10 :45  the  shore  batteries  ceased 
firing.     At  1 1 :  20  p.  m.  batteries  opened  again  on  the  fort. 

August  23. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.:  Shore  batteries  still 
firing  at  Fort  Morgan.  At  daylight  the  rebel  flag  on  Fort  Morgan  was 
discovered  at  hair-mast.  At  6:20  a  white  flag  was  hoisted  on  the 
ramparts  and  the  Winnebago  and  army  steamer  Laura  steamed  down 
to  the  wharf  near  the  fort  and  communicated  with  the  rebel  authori- 
ties. Dense  smoke  ascending  from  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  meridian : 
Crew  engaged  in  taking  off  chain  armor  and  sending  it  below.  At 
2 :  17  p.  m.  the  rebel  flag  on  Fort  Morgan  was  hauled  down  and  our  flag 
was  hoisted  in  its  place.  The  fleet  fired  a  salute  and  then  cheers  were 
given.

Augusts  ,1864. — Mobile  Bay.  From  12  to  4  a.m.:  Light  and  variable 
winds  and  passing  clouds.  At  3 :  30  cast  off  from  the  schooner  Maria 
A.  Wood;  lay  off  and  on  waiting  for  daylight;  25  pounds  of  steam,  9 
revolutions,  thermometer  80°.  At  5  a.  m.  steamed  alongside  the 
Richmond  and  made  fast  to  her.  At  5 :  30  the  fleet  prepared  for  action 
by  forming  in  line  of  battle.  At  5 :  45  called  all  hands  to  quarters,  the 
fleet  underway  steaming  up  the  channel.  At  6 :  20  the  monitors  opened 
fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  The  fort  replied.  Passed  Sand  Island  at  6:45. 
At  7  the  Brooklyn  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  7:20  we  were 
within  close  range,  when  the  rebel  gunboats  opened  a  he&w  fire  upon 
the  foremost  vessels  of  the  fleet.  At  7 :  38  the  Richmond  fired  on  the 
fort  with  broadside  guns  and  we  with  our  IX-inch  and  X-inch  Dahl- 
grens.  At  8  o'clock  the  firing  was  terrific.  The  U.  S.  ironclad  Tecum- 
seh  ran  afoul  of  a  torpedo  and  sunk  nearly  abreast  of  the  fort.  Shells 
struck  and  exploded- all  around  us,  but  no  one  was  injured  on  board. 
At  8:15  the  monitors  engaged  the  ironclad  Tennessee.  We  also 
opened  on  her  with  solid  shot  from  IX-inch  and  X-inch  guns.  Metar- 
comet  cast  off  from  the  Hartford  and  started  in  chase  of  the  rebel  gun- 
boat Selma.  At  8 :  20  we  cast  off  from  the  Richmond  and  started  to 
cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  rebel  gunboat  Selma.  When  within  range 
we  opened  fire  on  her  with  100-pounder  rifle.  At  8 :  45  the  Selma  sur- 
rendered to  the  Metacomet.  We  ran  alongside  of  her.  At  9 :  45  the 
monitors  and  sloops  engaged  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  and  after  a  ter- 
rific engagement  for  about  forty-five  minutes  she  surrendered  to  the 
fleet.  Took  on  board  the  following  prisoners  from  the  rebel  gunboat 
Selma\  Wm.  F.  Robinson,  second  lieutenant;  Joseph  M.  Walker,  act- 
ing mastery  R.  J.  Kilpatrick,  chief  engineer;  George  B.  M.  Langdon, 
second  assistant  engineer;  D.  A.  [or  H.]  Dixon,  midshipman;  John 
Applegate,  third  assistant  engineer;  James  Sutton,  pilot;  John  L. 
Grahl,  landsman;  W.  D.  Davis,  second-class  fireman;  Adolph  Smith, 
seaman;  F.  Finegan,  landsman;  J.  M.  Edgar,  ordinary  seaman;  John 
Dodge,  coal  heaver;  Was.  Blakey,  landsman;  R.  W.  Forrest,  captain 
hold;  Jacob  Bokey,  landsman;  James  Morris,  second-class  fireman;

7  p.  m.  buried  Christopher  Shepherd  (prisoner  from  the  gunboat 
Selma),  who  died  from  the  effect  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  At 
7:30  got  underway  and  stood  to  the  eastward  and  anchored  in  2 
fathoms  water  with  15  fathoms  chain.  At  11 :  30  p.  m.  heard  heavy 
firing  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Morgan. 

August  6. — At  4  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the  flagship. 
At  5  anchored.  The  Metacomet  left  for  Pensacola  under  a  flag  of 
truce  with  wounded  and  dead.  At  7:35  saw  the  stars  and  stripes 
flying  over  Fort  Powell.  Cheered  ship.  At  3 :  20  p.  m.  the  Chickasaw 
opened  fire  on  Fort  Gaines.    At  4  the  Chickasaw  ceased  firing  on  Fort 
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Gaines  and  stood  to  the  westward  and  came  to  anchor  near  Fort 
Powell. 

August  7. — At  10  a.  m.  called  all  hands  to  muster.  Read  general 
fleet  orders  dated  August  6  and  7t  returning  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
for  victory,  and  commander  in  chief's  thanks  to  officers  and  men  of  the 
fleet  for  "bravery  displayed  on  their  part  in  battle.  Read  divine 
service. 

August  8.— At  8 :  50  a.  m.  the  Army  steamer  Laura  entered  the  bay 
near  Fort  Gaines  and  landed  a  small  number  of  troops.  At  10  the  fort 
surrendered  and  the  American  flag  was  hoisted.  The  entire  fleet 
cheered.  At  11  more  troops  were  landed  at  the  fort.  At  1  p.  m.  got 
underway  and  stood  toward  Fort  Powell,  to  communicate  with  the 
fleet  in  the  [Mississippi]  Sound.  At  1 :  30  came  to  anchor  off  Fort 
Powell. 

August  9. — At  9  a.  m.  flagship  made  signal  to  this  ship.  Got  under- 
way, taking  the  captured  ironclad  steamer  Tennessee  in  tow  and  stood 
toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  1:30  p.  m.  anchored  her  on  the  Middle 
Ground,  cast  off  our  towline,  and  proceeded  toward  the  flagship.  A 
flag-of-truce  boat  stood  in  toward  the  fort  while  we  were  towing  the 
ironclad  in.  Received  orders  from  our  truce  officer  to  go  back  and 
tow  the  Tennessee  out  again  to  position  she  was  in  when  flag-of-truce 
boat  started.  Steamed  back,  took  her  in  tow,  and  while  turning 
around  the  fort  opened  fire  on  us.  We  immediately  cast  off,  stood  out 
a  little,  beat  to  quarters,  and  opened  fire  on  the  fort  from  100-pounder 
rifle  and  IX-incn  and  X-inch  guns.  Fired  —  shots  and  stood  out  of 
range. 

August  10. — From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  The  Army  transports  were  busy 
carrying  troops  from  Fort  Gaines  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Morgan. 

August  11. — At  10:35  a.  m.,  in  company  with  the  Metacomet,  got 
underway  and  proceeded  up  the  bay.  At  2  p.  m.  stopped  abreast  of 
Alabama  City.  The  Metacomet  sent  2  boats  ashore.  At  3  we  started 
ahead  up  the  bay.  At  3 :  50  stopped  and  sent  the  launch  with  armed 
crew  ashore.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  Lying  for  the  launch  to  return,  in 
sight  of  Mobile  City.  At  5 :  15  the  launch  returned ;  started  ahead  in 
company  with  the  Metacomet  and  stood  along  the  western  shore  of 
the  Day  to  observe  some  floating  batteries  and  steamboats  which 
were  brought  down  and  moored  near  Dog  River  Bar.  At  6  kept  away 
for  the  fleet.  At  8  came  to  anchor  in  2\  fathoms  water  with  15 
fathoms  chain  ready  for  slipping  2  miles  to  the  northward  of  the 
fleet. 

August  12. — At  8 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the  flag- 
ship. A  boat  came  alongside  containing  two  refugees  from  Point  Clear. 
At  9 :  30  anchored.  At  10  flagship  made  signal  to  us.  Sent  prisoners 
captured  in  the  rebel  gunboat  Selma  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Stockdale.  At  11 
got  underway,  in  company  with  the  Metacomet,  and  stood  up  the  bay. 
At  2 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  on  the  east  shore  of  the  bay  m  sight  of 
the  city  of  Mobile.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.  sent  two  armed  boats  on  shore 
in  company  with  two  from  the  Metacomet.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Boats 
returned  from  shore. 

Auaust  13. — At  6  a.  m.  sent  an  armed  boat  on  shore  foraging.  At 
9 :  20  boat  returned  from  shore.  Got  underway  and  stood  down  the 
bay.  At  10:30  came  to  anchor  between  Point  Clear  and  Alabama 
City.  Sent  two  armed  boats  ashore.  At  1  p.  m.  our  boats  returned, 
bringing  a  small  sloop  in  tow,  laden  with  f  urmture  and  1 1  contrabands. 
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Got  underway  and  stood  down  the  bay  in  company  with  the  Meta- 
comet. At  4  anchored  near  the  fleet.  At  7  transferred  11  contrar- 
bands  and  1  refugee  to  the  Octorara.  At  8  came  to  anchor  about  3 
miles  north  of  the  fleet.  From  8  to  12  midnight:  The  ironclads  kept 
up  a  constant  fire  on  Fort  Morgan. 

August  15. — At  11  a.  m.  light-draft  steamers,  including  the  iron- 
clads Chickasaw  and  Winnebago ,  stood  up  the  bay  in  the  (Erection  of 
Mobile.  The  Metacomet  made  signal  to  us.  We  answered,  then  stood 
up  the  bay.  From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Underway  steaming  up  the  bay 
toward  Mobile.  At  2 :  15  p.  m.  the  Metacomet  opened  fire  on  the  rebel 
defenses  in  front  of  the  city.  At  2 :  25  we  opened  with  forward  pivot 
rifle.  Fired  two  shots.  The  Metacomet  then  made  signals  to  us. 
Ceased  firing.  She  also  made  general  signals  at  3  p.  m.  The  rebel 
gunboat  Morgan  returned  our  fire.  At  4  came  to  anchor  about  4 
miles  from  the  city.  At  6 :  30  the  Metacomet ,  Itasca,  and  Selma  got 
underway  and  stood  down  the  bay. 

August  16. — At  9  a.  m.  Captain  Gherardi  went  in  toward  Mobile 
with  a  flag  of  truce.  At  10:50  the  Winnebago  got  underway  and 
stood  down  the  bay.  At  1 :  45  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  down  the 
eastern  shore,  coming  to  anchor  in  11  feet  of  water.  Sent  two  armed 
boats  ashore.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Saw  a  flag-of-truce  boat  coming  off 
from  the  city;  sent  Octorara  toward  her  to  communicate.  At  6:50 
p.  m.  rebel  cavalry  opened  fire  on  our  boats  while  shoving  off  from  ' 
shore.  We  got  underway  immediately,  stood  in,  and  opened  fire  on 
the  enemy  with  great  guns.  Fired  3  shots  from  100-pounder  rifle,  1 
from  X-inch.  At  7:15  boats  returned.  At  8:20  came  to  anchor 
again.  At  8:20  received  from  rebel  flag-of-truce  boat  60  packages 
and  a  quantity  of  letters  to  be  forwarded  to  Confederate  prisoners  of 
war. 

August  19. — At  5 :  25  a.  m.  got  underway  for  Pensacola.

August  5,  1864.— At  3  a.  m.  called  all  hands.  3:30  Port  Royal 
burned  "  preparatory  "  coming  in  from  eastward.  Vessels  in  the  fleet 
with  lights  up.  Commenced  clearing  ship  for  action.  Got  howitzers 
in  fore  and  main  tops.  At  4:57  shortened  in  cable.  5:05  flagship 
made  signal ' '  Preparatory  to  get  underway."  Made  signal  to  flagship, 
"No  consort."  The  Port  Royatoame  alongside  and  made  fast  to  the 
port  side,  leaving  after  pivot  gun  clear  for  firing.  Lashed  the  launch 
and  the  first  cutter  of  this  ship  to  the  port  side  of  the  Port  Royal. 
Beat  to  quarters  and  loaded  the  battery.  5 :  30  flagship  made  signal 
"Underway,  to  get."  Weighed  anchor,  secured  everything;  6:17 
signal,  "Take  station  ;"  6: 19,  "Close  order;"  6:20,  "Go  ahead  slow." 
Steamed  in  toward  the  bar  third  in  line  ahead.  At  7 :  05  Fort  Morgan 
opened  fire.  Signal,  "Preserve  stations."  At  7:30  "Battle,  a  signal 
for  commencing."  At  7:45  saw  the  monitor  Tecumseh  sink.  The 
action  brisk  from  the  leading  vessels  of  the  fleet  and  from  the  three 
monitors.  Fort  Morgan,  the  batteries,  and  the  rebel  vessels  Tennes- 
see, Morgan,  Gaines,  ana  Selma  firing,  but  not  rapidly  or  with  great 
accuracy.  At  about  7:45  the  Brooklyn,  Hartford,  Richmond,  and 
their  consorts  being  abreast  of  the  water  battery,  the  Hartford  was 
observed  steering  to  the  northward  and  westward  and  the  Brooklyn 
backing  athwart  the  bow  of  this  ship  and  very  near;  order  given  to 
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back  hard  by  this  ship  and  the  Port  Royal.  As  soon  as  the  Brooklyn 
commenced  going  ahead  with  starboard  helm,  the  order  was  given, 
"Hard  a-port  ana  four  bells,"  and  when  about  in  the  wake  of  the  Hart- 
ford and  a  little  to  the  starboard  of  the  Brooklyn's  wake,  stood  to  the 
northward  and  westward.  At  8: 10  ceased  filing  the  four  stern  guns 
at  the  land  batteries  and  commenced  firing  at  the  rebel  gunboats 
Selma,  Morgan,  Gaines,  aud  ram.  At  8 :  10  Metacomet  cast  off  from  the 
Hartford  and  pursued  the  wooden  gunboats  and  soon  after  captured  the 
Selma,  the  other  two  escaping  by  running  under  the  guns  of  the  fort 
and  the  Gaines  running  aground,  apparently  badly  damaged.  Imme- 
diately after  the  Metaoomet  started,  the  Port  Royal  was  cast  off  and  sent 
in  pursuit  of  the  rebel  wooden  gunboats.  At  about  8 :  45,  the  Brooklyn, 
a  httle  on  the  starboard  bow  of  this  ship,  was  being  approached  by  the 
rebel  ram.  When  within  200  yards  of  ner,  the  Brooklyn  and  this  ship 
opened  upon  her  with  a  rapid  fire;  this  ship  with  13  iA-inch  solid-shot 
guns  ana  heaviest  charge  and  our  100-pounder  rifle,  which  continued 
twenty  minutes,  the  distance  varying  from  200  to  75  yards.  At  9 :  15 
came  to  near  the  admiral  with  port  anchor  and  30  fathoms  chain. 
The  ram,  having  passed  through  the  line,  was  next  seen  by  us  steam- 
ing in  toward  the  fort.  Soon  afterwards  discovered  the  rebel  ram  Ten- 
nessee  approaching  the  fleet.  Signal  made  by  the  admiral  to  the  iron- 
clads to  destroy  the  enemy's  principal  vessel."  Signal  made  to  the 
MonongaTiela,  Lackawanna,  and  Ossipee  to  "run  down  the  enemy's 
principal  vessel  at  full  speed."  Chickasaw  passed  under  the  stern  of 
this  snip  to  get  around  to  the  rebel  ram.  Got  underway  in  line 
abreast  with  the  Hartford  and  Brooklyn.  MonongaTiela  rammed  the 
Tennessee,  then  the  Lackawanna  did  the  same,  and  at  an  interval  of 
about  a  minute  after  the  Lackawanna  struck  the  ram,  a  lee  gun  was 
fired  from  her,  there  being  no  vessel  on  that  side  of  her  at  that  time, 
and  blew  off  steam  furiously.  After  perhaps  two  minutes  interval  of 
time  the  ram  apparently  deliberately  firea  two  guns  at  or  into  the 
Lackawanna.  The  Hartford  then  rammedthe  rebel  ironclad  on  her 
port  side  and  fired  her  own  port  battery  into  her.  The  Chickasaw 
was  some  time  previous  to  this  immediately  astern  of  the  ram,  pouring 
in  rapidly  Xl-inch  shot,  one  of  which  was  plainly  seen  to  knock  down 
the  smokestack.  The  Hartford  steamed  around  to  the  northward  and 
westward,  Chickasaw  and  Manhattan  by  this  time  being  near  the  ram, 
the  Chickasaw  nearly  touching  her  stern.  At  this  time  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  ship's  buoy  rope  was  foul  astern;  stopped,  called  the 
tender  Loyall  alongside,  and  cleared  it.  At  about  10  a.  m.  the  ram. 
Tennessee  noisted  a  white  flag  and  surrendered  to  the  fleet.  She  was 
towed  up  by  the  Chickasaw.  10:25  anchored  in  obedience  to  signal. 
10:30  piped  down.  Received  one  6£-inch  conical  shot  through  the 
starboard  side,  one  shot  struck  the  chain  armor,  one  shroud  or  star- 
board main  rigging  and  fore  brace  shot  away.  At  12:45  p.  m.  Hart- 
ford made  signal  Send  boat  to  the  prize  Tennessee  for  prisoners." 
1 :  30  p.  m.  signal ' '  All  the  fleet  send  surgeons. "  1 :  50  "  Report  killed 
and  wounded."  Port  Royal  returned  from  up  the  bay  ana  returned 
our  launch,  first  cutter  having  been  cut  away.  At  2,  signal  "Repair 
on  board,  captains."  2:35  third  cutter  returned  with  18  men  and  3 
officers  as  prisoners.  Officers  were  David  Q.  Raney,  first  lieutenant, 
Marine  Corps;  John  Hayes,  second  assistant  engineer,  and  Assistant 
Surgeon  R.  C.  Bowles.  3 :45  flagship  made  signal  "Send  wounded  to 
the  Metacomet."    11:45  (?)  signal  "Send  surgeon  here."     From  4  to 
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8  p.  m. :  William  Morrison  reported  his  time  of  service  having  expired. 
Received  11  prisoners  from  the  Selma.  Transferred  four  men  and 
Acting  Master's  Mate  De  Witt  to  the  Selma.  Some  of  our  vessels 
coming  down  the  bay.  At  10:30  p.  m.  saw  a  large  flash  and  heard  a 
heavy  report  in  the  range  of  Fort  Powell.  At  11:30  vessel  outside 
made  signal  "Sail  running  out."  Saw  a  dense  column  of  black  smoke 
to  the  E.  S.  E.  and  saw  one  of  our  vessels  give  chase  firing  at  inter- 
vals. Transferred  John  D.  Ford,  second  assistant  engineer,  and  two 
men  to  the  Tennessee.  Transferred  Daniel  O'Daniel  (Marine  Corps) 
to  the  Metacomet  for  passage  to  Pensacola  hospital.  Assistant  Sur- 
geon John  McD.  Rice  and  Dr.  Bowles,  of  the  Tennessee,  went  to  the 
Metacomet  to  go  to  Pensacola.

August  21,  1864- — Commences  and  until  4  a.m.:  Occasional  firing 
from  our  shore  batteries  and  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  meridian :  Sent, 
to  the  tinclad  Rodolph  for  use  of  the  batteries  on  shore,  100  IX-inch 
shell,  50  5-second,  and  50  10-second,  with  200  primers.  From  4  to  8 
p.  m. :  Firing  from  Fort  Morgan  at  our  batteries  on  shore. 

August  22. — At  4  a.  m.  called  all  hands  up  anchor  and  .brought  to 
the  starboard  chain.  At  5: 10  a.  m.  batteries  opened  fire  on  the  fort. 
At  5:35  called  all  hands  to  up  anchor  and  got  underway.  At  6:10 
anchored  with  port  anchor  ana  carried  out  a  kedge  from  port  quarter. 
At  6:20  opened  fire.  From  8  to  meridian:  Batteries  on  shore  and 
Richmond,  Lackawanna,  Brooklyn,  Monongahela,  Ossipee,  Galena, 
Octorara,  and  ironclads  firing.  At  9:25  flagship  made  signal  "Cease 
firing."  At  9:45  "Send  paymaster  to  Tritonia  with  boats."  At 
10:45  repeated  signal  to  Sebago  "Cease  firing."  At  1:30  p.  m. 
weighed  the  kedge  and  brought  it  alongside.  Batteries  and  iron- 
clads bombarding  the  fort.  From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Signals  made,  "Send 
boats  to  the  Rodolph  to  land  ammunition."  Got  underway  and 
backed  into  3£  fathoms  water  and  anchored;  30  fathoms  chain.  8  to 
midnight:  Large  fire  in  Fort  Morgan. 

Auaust  23.— -Commences  and  until  4  a.m.:  Fire  still  burning  inside  of 
Fort  Morgan.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Batteries  on  shore  firing  at  the  fort 
at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes.  At  5:35  dense  volumes  of  black 
smoke  seen  issuing  from  the  fort,  which  finally  burst  into  flames.  At 
6 :  33  a  small  white  flag  was  raised  on  the  parapet  and  soon  after  a 
larger  one  took  its  place.  At  6:15  the  Manhattan  and  Chickasaw 
stood  toward  the  fort.  At  6 :  40  Chickasaw  sent  a  boat  to  the  fort. 
At  6:47  the  Laura  and  another  army  steamer  went  alongside  the 
wharf.  At  7  the  Cowslip  stood  toward  the  fort.  At  7 :  05  the  Galena 
stood  in  toward  the  fort  and  anchored.  At  12 :  03  p.  m.  flagship  made 
signal,  "Fort  Morgan  surrendered  this  afternoon;  captains  and 
officers  who  wish  to  go,  repair  on  board  the  Octorara.f}  Asked,  "At 
what  hour?"  Answer:  "At  1."  Flag  made  signal,  "Salute,  follow 
flag,  succeed  rank;  when  they  have  hoisted  flag,  fire  all  guns."  At 
2:16  the  rebel  flag  on  Fort  Morgan  was  hauled  and  the  stars  and 
stripes  hoisted.     Saluted  with  fleet.     Fired  18  guns^itized  by  (       OgK 
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August  25. — 4  to  8  p.  *m. :  Cowslip  engaged  taking  up  torpedoes. 
In  towing  them  on  shore  one  torpedo  exploded,  killing  and  wounding 
about  13  men.

June  16 j  186 J^. — Mississippi  Sound.  At  8:15  p.  m.  Mr.  [William 
H.]  Mallard  left  the  ship  in  the  first  cutter  with  12  men  to  recon- 
noiter  under  the  north  shore  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  the  rebel 
mail  between  Mobile  and  points  along  tne  sound. 

June  17. — At  12:30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  up  to  the 
west  end  of  Dauphin  Island  to  take  the  first  cutter  in  tow.  At  1 :  25 
Mr.  Mallard  came  on  board  with  the  ship's  mail,  which  he  received 
from  the  Glasgow.  He  reported  as  being  unsuccessful  in  capturing 
the  rebel  mail.  At  8  p.  m.  sent  Mr.  Mallard  with  a  crew  of  12  men,  in 
tow  of  the  Buckthorn,  to  the  north  shore  to  capture  anything  running 
the  blockade  between  Mobile  and  points  along  the  sound. 

June  18. — At  7  a.  m.  the  Buckthorn  arrived  with  the  first  cutter  in 
tow.  At  7 :  15  the  first  cutter  returned  on  board,  not  having  accom.- 
plished  the  object  of  the  expedition. 

June  26. — At  10  a.  m.  came  to  off  a  small  island  between  Petit  Bois 
and  Dauphin  islands.  Sent  Mr.  Rogers,  with  starboard  watch,  to 
haul  boats  off  the  beach.  At  11:20  Mr.  Rogers  returned  with  two 
yachts;  took  them  in  tow  and  proceeded  to  sea  through  Petit  Bois 
[Island]  Pass.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Shaped  our  course  for  the  fleet 
off  Mobile.     At  2 :  45  came  to  with  port  anchor  alongside  the  Hartford. 

July  10. — At  6  a.  m.  discovered  a  blockade  runner  ashore,  appar- 
ently, near  Fort  Morgan.  The  Monongahela  and  Genesee  were  ordered 
in  to  shell*her.  At  1:30  p.  m.  the  blockade  runner  ashore  eastward 
of  Fort  Morgan  eot  off,  steamed  in  several  hundred  yards  toward  the 
fort,  and  brougnt  up  again  abreast  of  old  hospital.  Lackawanna 
fired  several  shots  at  ner.  Fort  Morgan  fired  twice  in  reply.  At  4 :  10 
p.  m.  the  Seminole  and  Metacomet  opened  fire  upon  the  blockade 
runner  lying  aground  near  the  fort.  At  5:55  the  flagship  made  tele- 
graphic signals.  The  Seminole  and  JlfefocomeJ-immediately  withdrew 
from  action  and  returned  to  the  fleet. 

July  11. — At  9  a.  m.  the  Oneida  ran  in  and  shelled  the  blockade 
runner  in  Swash  Channel.  At  2 :  55  p.  m.  Kennebec  and  Pinola  stood 
in  toward  fort  and  opened  fire  upon  the  blockade  runner.  At  5  p.  m. 
the  Kennebec  and  Pvrwla  ceased  firing  and  returned  to  the  fleet.  At 
6:30  p.  m.  Rear- Admiral  D.  G.  Farragut  transferred  his  flag  to  the 
Tennessee. 

July  25. — At  7  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  near  Sand  Island  in  6 J  fathoms, 
Fort  Morgan  bearing  N.  by  E.  Hartford's  boat  came  alongside  in 
charge  of  Flag-Lieutenant  W atson.  At  8 :  30  sent  out  picket  Doat  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Blood,  in  company  with  boats  from  the 
Hartford  and  Monongahela. 

July  26. — At  1:35  a.  m.  Lieutenant  Watson  returned  on  board  this 
ship.  At  4  a.  m.  our  picket  boat  returned.  At  4 :  20  got  underway 
and  towed  the  picket  boats  to  their  respective  ships. 

August  2. — rensacola  navy  yard.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Struck  top- 
masts and  landed  them  on  wharf.  Sent  ice  chests,  spare  ladders, 
and  all  unnecessary  lumber  on  shore.    At  11 :  15  commenced  to  take 
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in  coal  on  deck;  received  10  tons.  From  4#to  6:  Employed  fastening 
chain  armor  on  outside  of  vessel.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Crew  employed 
putting  chain  on  the  bow. 

August  8. — At  5:10  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  out  to  sea. 
At  5:45  passed  Fort  Pickens.  At  6:10  passed  outer  buoy.  Saw  a 
small  schooner  to  the  southward;  gave  chase  after  her.  At  7:45 
fired  a  shot  from  100-pounder  Parrott  rifle  across  her  stern  and 
brought  her  to.  At  8:15  boarded  the  schooner  Fanny,  Captain 
Harris,  from  Pensacola  to  New  Orleans.  At  12:45  p.  m.  made  the 
fleet  off  Mobile  ahead*  At  2  exchanged  numbers  with  the  flagship 
Hartford.  At  3 :  15  came  to  anchor.  At  7  an  army  transport  steamer 
with  a  schooner  in  tow  with  troops  on  board  arrived  at  tne  fleet;  also 
a  bark  with  coal  for  the  fleet.  At  7 :  30  at  quarters  for  inspection. 
Steaming  in  for  our  station,  attempted  to  pass  the  Lackawanna,  and, 
owing  to  the  sluggish  and  unwieldly  movements  of  the  vessel,  we 
drifted  afoul  of  the  Lackawanna  and  stove  in  our  first  cutter  and  also 
our  paddle-wheel  box.  We  immediately  got  clear.  In  the  collision 
lost  our  12-pounder  rifle  howitzer  overboard. 

August  5. — Off  Mobile.  At  5  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  toward 
the  fleet.  At  5:20  Brooklyn,  with  Metacomet  alongside,  stood  in 
toward  Sand  Island.  At  5:30  Hartford  made  general  signal.  At 
5:45  fleet  stood  in  toward  Sand  Island,  leaving  Sebago,  Tennessee, 
Bienville,  and  Genesee  outside.  At  6:15  stood  in  toward  Swash 
Channel.  At  6:40  Brooklyn  passed  Sand  Island  light,  followed  by 
Hartford  and  rest  of  the  fleet.  At  7:03  Fort  Morgan  opened  fire, 
first  shot  falling  short  of  the  Brooklyn.  At  7 :  06  the  Brooklyn,  Hart- 
ford, and  monitors  commenced  firing.  At  7  Hartford  made  general 
signal.  At  7:25  she  made  signal  again.  At  7:20  Pembina  opened 
fire  outside.  At  7:30  beat  to  quarters  and  cleared  ship  for  action, 
steaming  in  closer  to  Fort  Morgan  by  Swash  Channel.  At  7 :  25  flag- 
ship made  signal.  At  7:45  opened  fire  with  our  rifle  and  IX-incli 
guns.  At  8:30  ceased  firing,  having  fired  18  shots  in  all.  Genesee 
made  signal;  secured  battery  and  steamed  out  to  her.  At  10:30 
came  to  anchor.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Fleet  at  anchor  inside  to  north- 
ward and  eastward  of  Fort  Gaines.  At  1 1 :  40  p.  m.  saw  a  rebel  vessel 
running  out  from  Morgan.  We  immediately  slipped  anchor,  went  to 
quarters,  and  gave  chase. 

August  6. — At  12:45  a.  m.  piped  down.  Stood  out  to  southward 
and  eastward  to  intercept  the  supposed  rebel  steamer.  At  3 :  30  made 
a  vessel's  lights  ahead,  evidently  crossing  our  bows  to  northward  and 
westward.  Went  to  quarters,  but  lost  sight  of  her  in  a  thick  cloud. 
Pressure  of  steam,  33  pounds.  Temperature  of  water  in  bilge,  90°. 
At  5  a.  m.  hove  around  and  stood  in  toward  land,  having  failed  to  dis- 
cover the  chase.  At  7:40  made  the  fleet  off  Mobile.  At  9  saw  the 
Metacomet  outside,  standing  for  Pensacola.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  The 
Mississippi  monitors  got  underway  and  stood  up  toward  Grant's  Pass, 
throwing  an  occasional  shot  at  Fort  Gaines. 

August  7. — At  4:15  p.  m.  discovered  the  American  flag  flying  on 
Fort  Powell.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Buckthorn  arrived,  bringing  intelli- 
gence that  Fort  Powell  haa  been  evacuated  and  blown  up,  and  also 
that  the  rebel  gunboat  supposed  to  have  run  out  on  Friday  night  had 
not  done  so,  but  was  now  aoove  Dog  River  bar,  whither  she  had  been 
chased  by  our  gunboats  inside. 
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August  8. — At  9 :  40  a.  m.  the  tugs  arrived  and  immediately  started 
for  Mississippi  Sound.  At  10  discovered  the  American  flag  flying  on 
Fort  Gaines.  Steamed  out  and  communicated  with  the  Genesee.  At 
10: 50  steamed  to  westward,  in  company  with  the  Genesee  and  Pinola. 
At  6  p.  m.  received  on  board  147  rebel  prisoners  (captured  at  Fort 
Gaines)  from  the  Stockdale.  At  7:55  got  underway,  in  company 
with  the  Bienville  and  Gen°seey  and  started  for  New  Orleans. 

August  18. — Off  Mobile.  At  3 :  45  a.  m.  discovered  that  the  enemy 
had  fired  the  buildings  in  and  around  Fort  Morgan.  At  11:30  dis- 
covered troops  intrenching  about  1£  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Fort 
Morgan.  At  1:15  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  in  toward  Swash 
Channel.  At  2 :  10  came  to  anchor.  At  2 :  30  the  monitor  Manhattan 
steamed  in  and  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan  from  the  bay  side,  the  fort 
returning  the  fire.  At  4 :  30  the  monitor  ceased  firing  on  Fort  Morgan. 
At  5 :  30  the  monitor  ChicJcasaw  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  6 :  30 
monitors  shelling  Fort  Morgan  leisurely.  From  8  to  midnight:  Moni- 
tor keeping  up  her  fire  upon  Fort  Morgan  at  intervals. 

August  14- — Commenced  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Monitor  firing  on  Fort 
Morgan  at  intervals  of  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  an  hour.  At  6 :  45 
p.  m.  our  troops  opened  fire  from  their  battery  upon  Fort  Morgan. 
From  8  to  midnight:  One  monitor  and  a  shore  battery  firing  on  Fort 
Morgan  at  intervals  of  one-half  hour. 

August  15. — Between  8  and  10  p.  m.  brisk  firing  between  our  bat- 
teries and  one  monitor  and  Fort  Morgan,  an  occasional  shell  from 
Morgan  bursting  close  aboard  the  camp  near  our  anchorage. 

August  21. — Occasional  shots  from  our  batteries  and  Fort  Morgan. 
At  2  p.  m.  an  army  steam  transport,  loaded  with  troops,  arrived  from 
eastward  and  passed  in  Pelican  Island  Channel.  Fort  Morgan  fired 
several  shots  at  steamer  in  bay  coming  within  range,  and  at  the  bat- 
teries and  trenches  in  its  front.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  During  the  watch 
the  enemy  fired  six  shots  from  Fort  Morgan  down  the  peninsula  in  the 
direction  of  our  camps,  but  without  doing  any  perceptible  injury. 
From  8  to  midnight:  Fort  Morgan  shelling  the  batteries  at  intervals 
through  the  watch. 

Auaust  22. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Firing  at  intervals  from 
Fort  Morgan  throughout  the  watch,  our  batteries  returning  the  fire. 
At  5  a.  m.  the  shore  batteries  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30 
the  fleet  inside  commenced  firing.  From  8  to  meridian:  Continuous 
firing  on  Fort  Morgan  from  the  fleet  inside  and  batteries.  From 
meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  During  this  watch  the  shore  batteries  have  main- 
tained a  vigorous  fire  upon  the  fort,  assisted  by  an  occasional  shot 
from  the  Octorara  from  the  bay  side.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Shore  bat- 
teries, the  Octorara,  and  the  ironclads  Manhattan  and  Winnebaao 
maintained  a  vigorous  fire  upon  Fort  Morgan.  At  8 :  30  discovered  tne 
interior  of  Fort  Morgan  to  be  on  fire,  our  batteries  keeping  up  an 
incessant  and  well-directed  fire  upon  the  fort  until  10:45,  when  there 
was  a  temporary  suspension  for  fifteen  minutes,  when  they  again 
resumed  operations,  maintaining  a  brisk  fire,  the  flames  in  the  fort 
spreading  rapidly. 

Auaust  23. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Fort  Morgan  is  on  fire. 
The  shore  batteries  and  ironclads  keep  up  a  vigorous  foe.  At  6:10 
a.  m.  a  dense  black  smoke  arose  from  Fort  Morgan  and  continued  with 
occasional  explosions  for  nearly  an  hour.  At  6:40  the  white  flag  was 
hung  out  from  the  northeast  rampart;  firing  ceased.    Portions  of  the 
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garrison  came  out  on  the  glacis  and  conversed  with  our  troops.  At 
1 :  30  p.  m.  received  on  board  pilot  Freeman.  At  2  p.  m.  the  Ameri- 
can ensign  was  hoisted  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  5  passed  in  over  the  bar 
at  entrance  of  Main  Ship  Channel.  At  5 :  25  passed  Fort  Morgan  and 
entered  the  bay.  Steamers  Bienville  and  Tennessee  were  lying  off 
Fort  Morgan  receiving  the  prisoners  captured  with  the  fort.

August  6, 1864- — Mobile  Bay.  At  3 :  30  a.  m.  saw  a  Coston  night  sig- 
nal, preparatory,  burned,  bearing  W.,  and  a  vessel's  distinguishing 
lights,  wnich  proved  to  be  the  Port  Royal.  At  5 :  35  the  flagship  made 
general  signals.  Got  underway  and  made  fast  to  the  port  side  of  the 
Lackawanna  and  steamed  in  over  Mobile  Bar  toward  Fort  Morgan  and 
went  to  quarters.  At  5:52  general  signal  from  flagship,  also  general 
signal  to  this  ship.  At  6 :  35  the  fleet  set  their  battle  flags  and  moved 
up  toward  the  fort  in  close  order.  At  6:45  general  signal  from  flag- 
ship. The  action  at  this  time  commenced  and  soon  became  general, 
the  fleet  firing  on  and  receiving  the  fire  of  the  fort  and  enemy's  gun- 
boats. At  7:15,  having  passed  the  fort,  cast  off  from  the  Lackawanna 
and  proceeded  up  the  bay,  steering  N.  W.  £  W.  The  firing  at  this 
time  slackened  and  soon  ceased  altogether.  At  7:30  the  flagship 
made  general  signal.  At  8 :  15  came  to  anchor  close  to  the  flagship  in 
3J  fathoms  of  water.

At  10 :  15  the 
rebel  ram  Tennessee  surrendered  to  the  fleet.  We  then  stood  up  the 
baj  and  anchored  at  our  previous  anchorage.     Received  on  board  26 

Ensoners  from  prize  ram  Tennessee.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Received  on 
oard  rebel  prisoner  Robert  J.  Killpatrick,  chier  engineer  of  rebel 
steamer  Selma. 

August  6. — At  6  a.  m.  the  Metacomet  stood  down  toward  Fort  Mor- 
gan under  a  flag  of  truce.  At  7  the  Metacomet  sailed,  having  on  board 
our  wounded,  rebel  prisoners  and  their  wounded.  At  7:25  saw  the 
American  flag  flying  over  Fort  Powell. 

Auaust  9. — From  8  to  meridian:  Part  of  the  fleet  engaged  in  shelling 
Fort  Morgan. 

August  13. — At  3 :30  a.  m.  all  the  buildings  near  Fort  Morgan  were 
in  flames;  also  heard  the  report  of  one  large  gun.  Tennessee  engaged 
in  shelling  Fort  Morgan,  the  fort  returning  the  fire  at  3 :  30  p.  m. 

August  21. — Fort  Morgan  firing  at  intervals  at  3:30  a.  m.  At  10 
inspected  crew  at  quarters;  divine  service.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Fort 
Morgan  shelling  the  battery  on  shore  at  intervals. 

August  22.— -Commences  and  until  4  a.  m. :  Batteries  on  shore  shell- 
ing Fort  Morgan  at  intervals,  the  fort  replying.  At  5 :  15  our  batteries 
on  shore  opened  fire  on  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30  most  of  the  fleet  got 
underway  and  stood  iji  nearer  the  fort  and  opened  fire.  From  8  to 
meridian:  The  fleet  aiid  our  shore  batteries  engaged  shelling  Fort 
Morgan.  At  3  p.  m.  Hartford  made  general  signal;  sent  a  boat  in 
obedience.  Monitors  and  land  batteries  shelling  the  fort,  Morgan. 
From  4  to  6:  Shore  batteries  engaged  in  shelling  Fort  Morgan.  From 
6  to  8  p.  m. :  Batteries  on  shore  engaged  shelling  Fort  Morgan.    From 
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8  to  midnight:  Shore  batteries  continued  firing  at  Fort  Morgan.  At 
8 :  30  a  heavy  fire  broke  out  in  Fort  Morgan. 

August  28. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.:  Land  batteries  bom- 
barding Fort  Morgan.  At  6:30a.  m.  the  enemy  set  a  white  flag  on 
Fort  Morgan,  when  the  firing  immediately  ceased.  At  8  fire  still 
burning  in  fort. 

August  25. — At  5  p.  m.  a  torpedo  exploded  that  our  men  were  haul- 
ing on  shore.  Brought  on  board  Mr.  Miller,  with  his  leg  broken  by  the 
explosion  of  the  torpedo;  sent  on  shore  the  launch  with  cots  for  the 
wounded.  At  7  p.  m.  received  on  board  the  body  of  Charles  Milliken, 
landsman,  accidentally  killed  on  shore  by  the  explosion  of  a  torpedo. 
The  admiral's  steam  barge  Loyall  brought  from  the  shore  and  placed 
on  board  the  Brooklyn  the  following  men,  attached  to  this  ship,  mor- 
tally wounded:  Robert  G.  White,  seaman;  John  Miller,  seaman; 
George  Thompson,  seaman,  and  Isaac  Young,  ordinary  seaman,  for 
treatment  ana  transportation. 

August  26. — At  6  a.  m.  sent  first  cutter  ashore  with  an  officer  in 
charge  to  dig  a  grave  for  the  body  of  Charles  Milliken.  At  10 :  30  sent 
the  body  ashore  for  interment  and  set  the  ensign  at  half-mast.

At  6:15  cutter 
returned.  At  7 :  15  got  underway  and  steamed  in  farther  to  the  land. 
At  7 :  30  came  to  anchor  in  7  feet  water  with  15  fathoms  chain,  Cone- 
maugh  bearing  S.  S.  W.,  Jackson  bearing  S.  E.  by  S. 

August  2. — At  10  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  near  flagship  Conemaugh, 
off  Petit  Bois  Island,  gunboats  Jackson  and  Narcissus  at  anchor  off 
here  also.  Transports  Laura,  J.  M.  Brown,  Clyde,  TamaulipcLs,  and 
James  Battle  off  here,  with  troops  on  board. 

August  3  — At  2 :  15  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  toward  Dau- 
phin Island  in  company  with  flagship  Conemaugh,  steamer  Jackson, 
and  Estrella.  At  5:10  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  and  sent  all  boats  to 
senior  officer  in  obedience  to  signals.  U.  S.  transport  steamers  came 
down  and  commenced  to  land  troops  on  Dauphin  Island.  5 :  30  com- 
menced to  disembark  troops  on  Dauphin  Island.  At  7 :  10  the  Jack- 
son  commenced  shelling  the  woods.     At  9  Jadcson  ceased  firing. 

August  4- — At  2  a.  m.  boats  returned  from  disembarking  troops. 
At  1 1  monitor  fired  three  shell  at  Fort  Gaines.  The  fort  returned  the 
fire.

August  8. — At  6 :  45  a.  m.  Rear- Admiral  Farragut  and  staff  went  to 
Fort  Gaines  under  a  flag  of  truce.  At  10  a.  m.  the  American  ensign 
was  hoisted  over  Fort  Gaines.  Called  all  hands  to  cheer  ship.  At 
12 :30  p.  m.  received  400  rebel  prisoners  on  board.  At  1 :30  cast  off 
lines  and  steamed  toward  the  Bienville.  At  2:15  went  alongside  the 
Bienville  and  sent  the  prisoners  on  board.  At  2:30  cast  off  lines 
and  steamed  toward  Fort  Gaines.  Received  more  rebel  prisoners  on 
board.  At  4 :  10  p.  m.  steamed  out  of  the  bay,  made  fast  the  Genesee, 
put   300  prisoners  on  board  the  Genesee,  steamed    alongside  the 
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Sebago,  and  put  200  prisoners  on  board;  cast  off  lines  and  steamed 
inside  the  bay.     At  6:30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Fort  Gaines. 

August  9. — At  6  a.  m.  got  ship  underway  and  steamed  in  alongside 
wharf  at  Fort  Gaines  and  took  a  load  of  troops.  At  10  came  along- 
side the  wharf  at  Pilot  Town  and  landed  troops.  At  10:45  went 
alongside  the  transport  Kate  Dale  and  took  in  some  troops  and  took 
a  barge  in  tow  loaded  with  troops  and  steamed  in  alongside  the  wharf 
and  landed  them,  the  fleet  bombarding  Fort  Morgan.  From  12  to  4 
p.  m. :  Landing  troops.     At  7 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Fort  Gaines. 

August  13. — From  12  to  4  p.  m.:  The  ram  Tennessee  has  been 
engaged  shelling  the  Fort  Morgan  during  this  p.  m.  From  4  to  6 
p.  m. :  The  Chickasaw  bombarding  Fort  Morgan.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. : 
The  Winnebago  and  Manhattan  bombarding  Fort  Morgan.  Musket 
firing  heard  on  shore.  At  8  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  inshore. 
From  8  to  midnight :  The  Winnebago  nas  been  engaged  firing  at  Fort 
Morgan  about  every  fifteen  minutes  during  this  watch. 

August  H. — From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Monitor  Winnebago  has  been 
engaged  firing  at  Fort  Morgan  at  intervals. 

August  19. — At  12:45  p.  m.  proceeded  on  our  course  toward  Ship 
Island.     At  6  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Deer  Island. 

August  20. — At  6  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Ship  Island.  At  2:45 
p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Deer  Island.  At  5:30  p.  m.  called  all  hands 
to  quarters  and  fired  two  5-second  shells  from  rarrott  guns  and  four 
3-second  shrapnel  from  howitzers.  At  6  got  underway  and  steamed 
into  Biloxi  Bay.     At  6:15  came  to  anchor. 

August  23. — At  1:45  p.  m.  steamed  toward  Fort  Morgan.  At  2 
p.  m.  the  stars  and  stripes  were  hoisted  over  Fort  Morgan.  At  5:30 
steamed  toward  Pilot  Town.  At  5 :  45  came  to  anchor  between  Pilot 
Town  and  Fort  Morgan.  At  6  commenced  receiving  shell  from  navy 
battery.  At  7  got  all  the  powder  and  shell  on  board,  got  underway, 
and  steamed  over  to  the  fleet  and  came  to  anchor. 

September  8. — Navy  Cove.  At  7  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  near  the 
flagship.  At  7 :  45  got  underway.  At  10 :  30  called  all  hands  to  quar- 
ters. At  1 1 :  30  came  to  anchor  with  1 0  fathoms  chain.  Our  command- 
ing officer  went  ashore  with  an  armed  boat's  crew  and  10  men,  armed 
with  muskets,  to  destroy  salt  works.  At  12:30  p.  m.  transport 
Planter  arrived  with  troops  on  board.  At  12 :  30  first  cutter  returned. 
At  1  went  ashore  again  with  20  men  to  destroy  salt  works.  At  3  troops 
disembarked. 

September  9. — At  5  a.  m.  a  boatswain  and  12  men  went  ashore  in 
charge  of  executive  officer  to  destroy  salt  works, 

September  10. — At  7 :  30  p.  m.  sent  33  men  on  board  the  Circassian. 
Captain  [Thomas]  Edwards  went  also  on  board,  going  north  on  a  leave 
of  absence  for  sixty  days. 

November  5. — Acting  Master  S.  V.  Bennis,  commanding.  At  11:15 
a.  m.  spoke  the  Rodolph  and  came  to  anchor  near  Fort  Powell.  At 
1 1 :  30  Captain  Bennis  went  on  board  of  the  Rodolph.  At  1 :  30  p.  m. 
Captain  Bennis  returned  on  board.  Captain  Pennington,  of  the  J.  P. 
Jackson,  came  on  board.  Same  time  received  4  prisoners  from  the 
Rose  that  the  Jackson  captured.  At  1 :  45  weighed  anchor  and  steamed 
toward  the  fleet.  At  3 :  30  came  to  anchor  off  the  flagship.  At  3 :  45 
Admiral  Farragut  and  staff  came  on  board  of  this  vessel ;  we  got  under- 
way and  steamed  for  Fort  Gaines.  At  4: 15  arrived  off  Fort  Gaines. 
Admiral  Farragut  and  staff  went  on  shore  to  the  fort.     We  sent  4 
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prisoners  on  shore  that  we  received  from  the  Rose.  At  4:45  we 
steamed  toward  Fort  Powell.  At  5 :  30  steamed  through  Grant's  Pass 
into  Mississippi  Sound;  spoke  the  Rose  and  steamed  down  the  sound  in 
company.  At  6 :  30  Captain  Pennington  went  on  board  the  Rose.  At 
10: 30  came  to  anchor  off  Horn  Island  in  company  with  the  Rose,  the 
J.  P.  Jackson,  and  brig  Bohio. 

November  6— At  3 :  45  a.  m.  Captain  Pennington,  of  the  /.  P.  Jack- 
son, accompanied  by  some  officers  from  that  vessel,  also  some  from  the 
Rose,  came  on  board  of  this  vessel,  in  all  amounting  to  about  70  all 
told.  At  4: 15  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  toward  West  Pas- 
cagoula  River.  At  6 :  30  ship  grounded  on  the  bar  in  3£  feet  water  on 
a  mud  lump,  ship  drawing  2  feet  9  inches,  stuck  fast  amidships.  We 
got  out  anchors  and  tried  to  kedge  her  off,  and  by  backing  same  time 
hard  on  the  engines,  but  did  not  succeed,  as  the  tide  was  falling  fast  all 
the  time.  At  4:15  backed  the  ship  off,  hove  up  the  anchor,  and 
steamed  toward  Round  Island.  At  6:45  came  to  anchor  off  Round 
Island.  A  refugee  came  on  board,  stating  that  he  was  one  week  from 
Mobile. 

November  7. — Captain  Pennington,  with  officers  from  the  /.  P. 
Jadcson,  came  on  board.  At  5  p.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  steamed 
toward  Biloxi  Bay.  At  9:30  p.  m.  Captain  Pennington  and  some 
officers,  with  an  armed  boat's  crew,  went  on  shore  to  a  house.  Got 
information  of  one  Major  Strong  being  in  the  vicinity.  Boats  returned 
at  11  p.  m.  At  11:15  Captain  Pennington  went  on  shore  and  cap- 
tured the  same  Major  Strong,  while  Captain  Bennis  got  underway  and 
steamed  up  the  river.    At  12  came  to  anchor. 

November  8. — At  1  a.  m.  Captain  Pennington,  with  2  officers  and 
some  35  men  from  the  gunboat  J.  P.  Jackson,  also  a  boat  from  the 
Rose,  with  one  officer  and  12  men,  and  an  armed  crew  of  15  men  from 
this  vessel,  with  Master's  Mates  F.  H.  Johnson  and  C.  H.  Cleaveland, 
started  up  to  Hansboro.  At  6:15  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  up 
the  river  m  company  with  steamer  Rose.  At  8  made  fast  alongside  the 
wharf  at  Hansboro,  and  the  party  which  went  up  in  boats  came  on 
board.  All  hands  at  work  taking;  lumber  on  board.  At  4  p.  m.  cast 
off  lines  from  wharf  and  steamed  down  the  river  in  tow  of  the  Rose. 
At  6  came  to  anchor  about  3£  miles  below  the  town  of  Hansboro.  At 
9,  4  refugees  came  on  board,  stating  they  were  from  Charleston,  S.  C, 
by  way  of  Mobile,  Ala. 

November  9. — At  8  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  down  the 
river  in  tow  of  the  Rose.  Made  several  anchorages  during  the  watch. 
Some  8  or  10  refugees  came  on  board.  At  9  the  Rose  started  for  Ship 
Island  with  some  refugees.  Captain  Green,  of  the  Vincennes,  left  this 
vessel  to  take  passage  on  the  Rose.  At  9 :  15  we  came  to  anchor  in  the 
Back  Bay  of  Biloxi.  At  10  three  boats,  with  crews  well  armed,  and 
Captain  Bennis  and  Captain  Pennington,  with  some  officers,  went  on 
shore.  At  2 :  30  a  skiff  came  off  with  a  refugee,  stating  that  lie  was 
four  days  from  Mobile.  At  6 : 1 5  Captain  Bennis,  Captain  Pennington, 
and  most  of  the  officers  and  men  who  went  on  shore  in  the  boats  came 
in  on  the  Rose,  having  joined  her  at  Biloxi.  At  7 :  30  sent  boat  ashore 
and  brought  off  the  Jackson7s  boats  and  a  lot  of  furniture,  also  2 
refugees. 

December  8. — At  2 :  40  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Point  aux  Chines. 
At  7:20  a.  m.  saw  a  fore-and-aft  schooner  in  East  Pascagoula  River, 
heading  to  the  southward,  with  no  sail  set  and  evidently  ashore.    At 
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7 :  30  got  underway  and  steamed  for  her.  At  the  same  time  saw  U.  S. 
S.  Jackson  lying  opposite  the  mouth  of  river,  about  3  miles  off.  At 
8 :  15  saw  the  schooner  in  the  river  was  ashore  and  that  a  boat  from  the 
Jackson  was  on  board  of  her.  Steamed  into  the  river  as  close  as  we 
could  get  to  schooner  on  account  of  obstructions  in  channel.  At  8 :  30 
came  to  anchor  with  port  anchor  in  8  feet  water  and  commenced 
removing  piles  which  made  the  obstructions.  Sent  a  boat  on  board 
the  schooner  and  communicated  with  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
L.  W.  Pennington,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  /.  P.  Jackson.  Found 
schooner  to  be  the  Medora,  of  New  Orleans,  from  East  Pascagoula 
River,  loaded  with  150  bales  of  cotton,  commanded  by  J.  E.  Sarrazin. 
and  having  on  board  a  supercargo,  giving  his  name  as  Mr.  Logan,  ana 
a  crew  of  5  men.  Found  schooner  to  be  a  prize.  During  the  watch 
all  hands  employed  in  removing  obstructions  and  making  a  channel. 
From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Crew  employed  in  clearing  obstructions. 
At  3 :  30  succeeded  in  getting  alongside  of  schooner  Medora  and  made  fast 
for  the  purpose  of  towing  her.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Found  the  schooner 
could  not  be  started  by  towing  her.  Commenced  taking  cotton  on 
board  the  Stockdale  to  lighten  her.  Took  off  68  bales  and  tried  to 
start  her  with  steamer.  From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  After  pulling  on  Medora. 
could  not  start  her  with  steamer.  At  7:30  cast  off  from  her  ana 
steamed  out  over  the  bar.  Came  to  with  port  anchor.  At  7 :  45  sent 
an  armed  boat  with  10  men  to  guard  the  Medora. 

December  9. — At  1 1 :  50  a.  m.  succeeded  in  getting  the  schooner  off 
and  anchored  her  in  8  feet  water  outside  the  bar  at  Pascagoula  River. 


CONFEDERATE  REPORTS  JLNT>  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Report  of  Captain  Rugeley,  C  S.  Army,  regarding  operations  at 

Matagorda,  Tex. 

Headquarters, 
Matagorda,  January  4,  1868  [Jf\. 

Sir:  In  the  afternoon  of  December  the  30th  I  received  a  communi- 
cation from  Captain  [James  R.]  Marmion,  of  the  steam  gunboat 
John  F.  Carr,  through  Captain  Crofts,  of  the  steamer  Cora,  tnat  if  I 
should  hear  any  firing  from  the  Carr  to  come  over  or  send  a  detach- 
ment of  30  men. 

Not  long  after  receiving  this  intelligence  I  heard  several  guns  from 
the  Carr,  which  was  then  lying  in  the  bay  near  the  peninsula  and  oppo- 
site the  town  of  Matagorda.  I  immediately  placea  my  men,  consisting 
of  1  lieutenant,  4  noncommissioned  officers,  and  35  privates,  together 
with  3  volunteers  from  the  town  of  Matagorda  (commanded  by  myself ), 
on  board  of  the  Cora  and  started  from  the  wharf  for  the  Carr,  which  I 
reached  about  sunset.  Upon  consultation  with  Captains  Marmion  and 
Hall  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  make  a  nignt  attack  upon  the 
enemy's  encampment  or  intrenchment,  provided  we  deemed  it  pru- 
dent after  reconnoitering. 

The  plan  was  to  lancf  our  force,  consisting  of  my  own  men  and  15 
from  the  gunboats,  including  officers,  on  the  peninsula  bj  the  small 
boats;  move  up  to  within  a  safe  distance,  reconnoiter,  and,  if  prudent, 
make  the  attack.    The  steamers  Carr  and  Cora  were  lying  at  anchor 
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about  1,000  to  1,200  yards  from  the  peninsula  about  10  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  after  running  halfway  to  the  shore  a  most  terrific  norther  began 
to  blow,  which  induced  us  to  abandon  the  attack  and  order  a  return  to 
the  steamers. 

The  boat  in  which  were  Captains  Marmion,  Hall,  [H.  S.]  Lubbock, 
and  myself,  together  with  Mr.  Wilcox,  of  the  Signal  Corps,  and  three 
others,  succeeded  in  reaching  the  steamers.  The  two  other  boats 
filled  and  sank  and  18  of  my  men  were  lost,  together  with  the  3  volun- 
teers a^>ove  mentioned,  to  wit:  Sergeants  Matthews  and  Jones;  Cor- 
poral McKinley;  Privates  McKinTey,  Connor,  J.  and  F.  Secrist, 
Thomas  Wadsworth,  James  Seaborn,  May,  Meneley,  Walton,  A.  C. 
Johnson,  Hines,  Gibson,  Copeland,  ana  Howell;  George  M.  Bowie  has 
not  been  found,  but  no  doubt  he  was  drowned;  volunteers,  James 
Rugeley,  Duggan,  and  Lake.  Fifteen  minutes  longer  and  the  whole 
party  would  have  landed,  and  I  believe  we  could  have  taken  the 
enemy,  as  they  numbered  but  few,  if  any,  more  than  we  did. 

When  our  men  who  escaped  drowning  reached  their  intrenchments, 
about  12  o'clock  m.,  their  fires  were  still  burning.  While  attempting 
to  reach  the  steamers  several  of  my  men  discharged  their  guns,  ana 
immediately  rockets  were  thrown  up  from  their  steamers  on  the  out- 
side, and  I  think  at  that  time  the  enemy  left  their  intrenchments. 

Never  did  an  undertaking  at  its  commencement  appear  more 
auspicious  or  one  which  ended  more  disastrously.  As  I  am  now  too 
few  in  numbers  to  discharge  my  duties  fully  at  this  post  I  would  be 
glad  to  have  Lieutenant  Davis  relieved  at  Elliott's  Ferry  by  a  com- 
pany or  detachment.  Let  him  return  to  his  company.

Letter  from  the  commandant  Naval  Oun  Foundry  and  Ordnance  Works, 

Selma,  to  Commander  Brooke,  C.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  work  under 

way. 

Selma,  January  6,  1864- 

Dear  Brooke  :  Yours  of  the  30th  is  just  received. 

I  have  but  little  more  to  add  in  regard  to  the  guns  than  is  contained 
in  my  letter  of  the  22d.  The  two  guns  (VH-inch)  are  ready,  and  I  am 
waiting  an  answer  to  my  telegram  of  the  1st,  asking  if  I  should  send 
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them  off  without  proof,  as  the  high  water  prevented  our  proving  them. 
I  have  also  informed  Admiral  Buchanan  that  I  would  send  them  to 
him  immediately  if  he  wanted  them. 

I  think  you  can  rely  upon  at  least  one  gun  a  week.  I  hope  we  will 
turn  out  more.  Our  own  trunnion  lathe  works  well.  It  was  designed 
by  our  master  machinist.  As  soon  as  we  can  we  will  make  one  which 
will  turn  both  trunnions  at  once,  as  suggested  by  myself.  It  took 
three  weeks  to  finish  by  hand  the  trunnions  of  one  gun.  The  first  six 
guns  will  be  Vll-inch.  It  will  be  a  month  before  a  6.4-inch  will  be 
ready.  The  pattern  of  the  banded  X-inch  is  progressing.  The  sight 
mass  interferes  with  the  view  for  position  of  trunnions.  I  think,  too, 
it  would  be  well  to  make  the  same  changes  in  it  that  you  have  in  the 
Vll-inch,  depth  of  bore,  etc.  I  am  having  the  flasks  made  to  answer 
for  either  X-inch.  I  wrote  again  in  regara  to  stopping  work  on  rolling 
mill;  in  order  to  impress  the  Department  with  the  necessity  of  our 
having  mechanics  and  also  in  order  that  the  Secretary  might  not  forget 
the  condition  of  the  rolling  mill.  Though  not  necessary,  I  considered 
the  rolling  mill  so  important  that  I  wrote  a  special  letter.  We  are 
building  ironclads  whilst  we  have  not  iron  to  cover  those  now  afloat, 
and  if  I  had  had  the  mechanics  that  I  have  applied  for  the  mill  would 
have  been  in  operation  before  this.  I  am  waiting  for  a  smooth  time  to 
slip  off  to  visit  other  works.  I  have  to  supervise  and  direct  every- 
thing myself.  If  all  the  machinery  was  complete  and  regularly  organ- 
ized I  could  leave  at  any  time.  Simms  daily  expects  to  leave.  Will 
he  ?  and  will  I  ?  Admiral  Buchanan  writes  that  he  has  applied  for  me 
to  command  the  Tennessee.  Write  me.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Sandcliffe,  C.  S.  Engineers,  regarding  interrup- 
tions caused  by  the  sheik  from  Federal  gunboats  at  the  mouth  of 
Caney  and  San  Bernard  Rivers. 

San  Bernard,  January  8,  186 J^. — 11  p.  m. 
I  am  so  much  annoyed  by  gunboats  that  I  can  only  work  in  the 
nighttime.  Our  work  was  this  morning  literally  strewed  with  frag- 
ments of  shells,  grape,  and  canister,  and  am  happy  to  say  that  no 
injury  was  done,  the  working  parties  being  covered  by  the  bomb- 
proofs.  They  are  now  shelling  the  lines  below  this  place  and  are 
expected  any  moment  here.  I  had  just  now  a  report  from  Lieutenant 
Forsgard,  in  charge  of  the  troops  at  the  mouth  or  the  Caney,  that  one 
of  Colonel  Buchers  men  was  killed  by  a  shell,  and  that  another  gun- 
boat was  coming  up  from  the  west,  while  the  one  present  was  finng. 
I  have  ordered  the  negroes  to  work  during  the  night,  and  by  the  rise 
of  the  morning  star  withdraw  to  the  timber  and  then  return  in  the 
evening.  The  carpenter's  work  is  of  such  nature  that  it  must  be 
done  in  the  daytime,  unless  provided  with  lanterns.  The  boat  that 
shelled  us  last  night  laid  for  anchor  in  front  of  the  fort  until  broad 
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daylight  this  a.  m.,  when  she  commenced  again.     She  was  seen  at 
dark  returning,  and  will  probably  salute  us  in  the  morning.

Letter  from  the  President  to  Lieutenant-General  Polk,  C.  8.  Army, 
transmitting  a  plan  for  the  recapture  of  New  Orleans. 

Richmond,  Va.,  January  9, 1864- 

General:  The  President  directs  me  to  send  you,  by  Colonel  T.  J. 
Reid,  jr.,  Twelfth  Arkansas  Volunteers,  the  plan  proposed  by  this 
officer  for  the  recapture  of  New  Orleans  (copy  Herewith).  His  Excel- 
lency is  sure  that  you  will  agree  with  him  in  considering  the  prize 
aimed  at  worth  great  efforts  and  corresponding  risks,  and  as  the 
feasibility  of  the  undertaking  can  be  better  determined  upon  from 
your  position  than  at  this  distance  from  the  field  of  operations,  the 
subject  is  committed  to  your  most  earnest  consideration  and  best 
judgment.  It  is  needless  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for 
the  utmost  secrecy,  if  anything  is  to  be  done,  and  for  the  greatest 
expedition  in  getting  the  troops  into  position  after  the  movement  is 
commenced.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  have  the  cooperation 
of  the  naval  authorities  at  Mobile,  and  authority  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted to  call  upon  Admiral  Buchanan  to  give  you  all  the  aid  in  his 
power. 

It  will  also  be  desirable  to  inform  General  Taylor  of  your  proposed 
plans,  so  far  as  to  enable  him  to  regulate  his  movements  accordingly; 
and  you  may  use  Colonel  Reid,  if  you  so  wish,  for  this  purpose,  or 
any  other  in  which  he  may  be  useful.  As  the  present  disposition  of 
the  enemy's  forces  may  at  any  time  be  changed  to  one  less  favorable 
to  the  enterprise,  you  will  realize  the  importance  of  prompt  decision.

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  following  plan  for  the  cap- 
ture and  permanent  occupancy  of  New  Orleans.  Having  been  a  pris- 
oner since  the  fall  of  Port  Hudson  till  the  14th  of  December,  1863,  and 
retained  in  the  city,  I  possessed  advantages  to  acquire  information  as 
to  the  military  defenses  of  the  city.  It  was  my  study  during  my 
imprisonment  to  collect  all  the  facts  bearing  upon  the  probability  of  a 
repossession  by  the  Confederate  troops.  The  force  of  the  enemy- 
numbers  three  batteries  of  artillery,  a  battalion  of  cavalry,  one  regi- 
ment of  U.  S.  Regulars,  Ninth  Connecticut  Battalion  of  Infantry,  and 
Colonel  Killborn's  regiment  of  City  Guards,  raised  in  the  city,  making 
1,000  in  all  of  infantry,  exclusive  of  the  artillery.  One  of  the  three 
batteries  of  artillery,  numbering  six  pieces,  is  doing  picket  duty  on  the 
three  principal  roads  leading  from  the  city  to  Lake  Pontchartrain, 
about  halfway  from  the  city  to  the  lake.  On  the  central  road  (1 
believe  it  is  called  the  Bayou  Saint  John  road)  200  negroes  support  the 
section  of  artillery.  On  the  other  two  roads  the  artillery  has  no  sup- 
ports. The  infantry  act  as  provost  guard,  the  cavalry  as  couriers. 
At  the  terminus  of  each  of  the  three  roads  alluded  to  above,  one  infan- 
try company  does  picket  duty,  watching  over  an  area  of  15  or  20 
miles,  only  four  men  to  a  post — corporal  and  three  privates. 

At  Carrollton  there  are  two  regiments  of  negro  solaiers,  used  both  as 
artillery  and  infantry,  and  a  battery  of  the  Fifth  U.  S.  Regular  Artil- 
lery; total  force,  2,000.  The  entire  number  of  troops,  as  above  enu- 
merated, can  not  be  computed  as  exceeding  3,500  of  all  colors.  The 
fleet  in  the  Mississippi  River  opposite  the  city  consists  of  the  Brooklyn, 
Richmond,  Oenesee,  and  two  sloops.  In  Lake  Pontchartrain  one  tug 
steamboat,  carrying  four  rifled  guns,  small  caliber;  two  yachts,  sail- 
boats, carrying  two  rifled  guns,  small  size,  and  all  around  the  lake 
shore,  in  front  of  those  roads,  several  launches,  with  one  howitzer  each, 
patrol  to  prevent  blockade  running.  The  above  is  an  exact  estimate 
of  the  forces  of  the  enemy,  both  land  and  naval,  with  which  they 
retain  possession  of  New  Orleans.  A  calculation  upon  the  proba- 
bilities of  the  case  will  suggest  the  force  necessary  for  its  capture. 
Making  Mandeville  (of  the  rarish  of  Saint  Tammany)  on  this  side  of 
the  lake,  a  base  of  operations,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a  naval 
assistance  of  sufficient  power  to  destroy  the  enemy's  lake  fleet  and  to 
safely  convoy  the  expedition.  Under  pretext  of  trade  in  rosin,  lum- 
ber, cotton,  etc.,  steamboats  or  schooners  can  be  obtained  from  New 
Orleans  to  transport  the  expedition.  The  gunboats  or  vessels  in 
Mobile  Bay  are  more  than  enough  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  The 
only  obstacle  to  this  assistance  from  Mobile  is  Fort  Pike,  which  can 
be  passed  and,  perhaps,  without  a  shot.  Should,  however,  this  fort 
be  deemed  of  essential  importance,  it  can  be  surprised,  taken,  and  used 
for  permanent  occupation  of  the  city  beneficially. 

The  main  force  or  the  enemy  in  the  southwest  is  now  in  hand  about 
Brashear  and. Berwick  cities  for  operations  against  southwestern 
Louisiana  and  Texas.  Destruction  of  the  bridges  and  trestlework 
over  Lake  des  Allemands  would  prevent  any  communication  or  succor 
from  his  main  army  until  he  could  procure  coastwise  transportation  to 
reach  New  Orleans  through  the  Balize.  You,  Mr.  President,  being  so 
well  versed  in  the  peculiarity  of  the  topography  of  the  district  in  which 
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New  Orleans  is  situated,  know  that  it  may  be  promised  that,  once  in 
our  possession,  no  land  force  of  the  enemy  can  regain  it.  In  less  than 
a  week  we  could  arouse  the  spirits  of  its  downtrodden  population,  and 
it  would,  of  itself,  furnish  a  force  necessary  for  its  defense.  Already, 
even  under  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  six  large  regiments  are  organ- 
ized and  are  ready  to  respond  when  call  is  made  for  their  aid  and  rid 
their  city  of  the  foe.  These  troops  will  actively  cooperate  in  our 
attack.  Their  diversion  in  our  behalf  will  insure  success.  They  will 
seize  the  enemy's  arsenal,  cut  the  telegraph,  capture  the  general 
officers,  and  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  escape  of  citizens  or  sol- 
diers to  any  vessels  on  the  river.  At  any  rate  their  action  will  dis- 
concert the  plans  and  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  in  creating 
confusion  will  contribute  to  our  success.  This  force  is  reliable,  being 
composed  of  the  best  material  of  New  Orleans.  Desperation  and 
patriotism  are  combined  to  nerve  their  arms  for  a  stroke  for  freedom. 
With  them  failure  is  a  prelude  to  ignominious  death. 

I  know  many  of  the  most  prominent  officers  of  these  organizations, 
and  in  asking  your  confidence  in  their  behalf,  I  can  safely  assure  you 
that  the  reliance  you  impose  will  be  sacredly  executed.  Undoubtedly 
we  can  take  New  Orleans,  but  how  hold  it?  To  possess  and  occupy 
would  be  the  main  consideration,  at  least  long  enough  to  secure  its 
commissary  and  medical  stores,  also  its  large  addition  of  soldiers  to 
our  army.  The  enemy's  fleet  might  shell  the  city,  but  as  rejoinder  to 
that  consideration,  I  suggest  that  the  enemy  are  not  likely  to  destroy 
themselves.  The  largest  portion  of  the  merchandise  in  the  city 
belongs  to  Yankee  traders  and  loyal  men.  The  families  of  the  officers 
of  Banks'  army,  besides  a  large  influx  of  Northern  citizens,  both  male 
and  female,  reside  here.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  this  wealth 
which  they  have  fostered  into  existence  will  be  ruthlessly  and  speedily 
swept  to  ruin  and  destruction. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  attempt  to  exhibit  the  advantages  that  would 
accrue  to  our  cause  in  the  recapture  of  New  Orleans. 

It  would  retrieve  the  fall  of  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson;  it  would 
substantially  repair  the  disasters  of  last  year;  misfortune  and  gloom 
would  wear  the  robes  of  triumph;  it  would  renew  the  courage  of  our 
citizens,  dampen  the  animosity  of  our  enemy,  and  give  proofs  to  the 
civilized  world  of  the  spirit  which  animates  us  in  this  struggle  for  our 
liberties.

Report  of  commandant  Naval  Gun  Foundry  and  Ordnance    Works, 
Selma,  regarding  7-inch  gun  shipped  to  Mobile. 

Naval  Gun  Foundry, 

Selma,  January  9,  1864- 
My  Dear  Admiral:  Your  telegram  of  the  4th  was  received  too  late 
on  the  7th  to  ship  a  gun  on  that  day,  and  it  was  not  shipped  until  yes- 
terday by  the  Southern  Republic,  as  I  telegraphed  you. 

The  ordinary  proof  of  the  gun  is  to  fire  it  once  with  16  pounds  of 

Eowder  and  cast-iron  bolt,  with  sabot.  As  we  have  been  prevented 
•om  proving  it,  I  am  requested  by  Commander  Brooke  to  ask  you  to 
have  it  fired  once  with  the  above  charge  before  placing  it  in  battery. 

I  do  not  know  how  I  could  better  express  my  confidence  in  the  gun 
than  by  saying  that  if  I  had  to  fight  the  ship  I  should  place  it  where  I 
thought  it  would  be  most  fired.  The  gun  is  our  first  attempt.  I 
believe  it  possesses  all  the  essentials,  though  some  of  the  details  may 
be  faulty.  I  therefore  invite  criticism.  The  guns  that  follow  may  be 
improved  by  it.  I  think  it  likely  that  in  depressing  the  gun  (raising  the 
breech)  the  handspikes  may  be  used  to  advantage  in  aiding  the  screw, 
as  the  preponderance  is  greater  than  I  would  prefer.  The  sights  for 
this  gun  can  not  be  used  for  another  gun;  they  are  all  marked  with  the 
corresponding  number  of  the  guns  (§-5).  Tney,  with  the  screw,  will 
be  sent  down  shortly. 

I  have  another  gun  ready,  but  unless  you  want  it  immediately  I  will 
send  you  next  week  what  I  consider  a  better  gun.  Telegraph  if  you 
want  the  gun  immediately.  In  future  I  hope  to  turn  out  at  least  one* 
gun  a  month. 

I  have  received  a  detail  from  General  Maury  of  John  Hope,  Com-

Report  of  Captain  Turner,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  firing  from  Federal 
gunboats  at  the  mouth  of  Caney  Greek  and  San  Bernard  River. 

Camp  Wharton,  January  9,  1864 — 0  p.  m. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  result  of  the  enemy's  firing 
from  their  ships  on  our  works  at  the  mouth  of  the  Caney  and  [San] 
Bernard  Rivers  has  been  to  compel  us  to  suspend  work  by  day  for  one 
or  two  days  past.  On  yesterday  Captain  Gibson,  with  a  section  of 
artillery,  advanced  down  the  beach  below  Caney  and  with  his  little 
rifled  piece  compelled  the  enemy  to  haul  off.  Their  firing  was  subse- 
quently renewed  and  kept  up  during  the  night.  To-day  the  number  of 
reports  from  the  mouth  of  tri3  Caney  have  not  exceeded  two  or  three; 
none  from  the  [San]  Bernard.  I  went  to  Brigadier-General  Bee's 
quarters  this  morning  as  8  o'clock  to  accompany  him,  but  the  firing 
having  ceased  and  General  Bee  having  determined,  on  account  of  slight 
sickness,  not  to  move  personally  until  to-morrow,  I  deemed  it  best  to 
remain  here.

Report  of  Colonel  Buchel,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  attack  by  Federal  gun- 
boat upon  Confederate  works  at  Caney  Creek  and  San  Bernard  River. 

Headquarters  Second  Brigade,  Second  Division, 

Camp  near  P.  McNeil's  Farm,  January  10,  1864* 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  8th  instant,  at  about  11 
o'clock,  a  Federal  gunboat  commenced  shelling  our  works  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Caney  [Bayou],  which  she  continued  at  intervals  all  day.  At 
her  first  fire  one  man  of  Company  E,  First  Texas  Cavalry,  was  killed. 
In  the  afternoon  a  transport  was  reported  to  be  close  inshore  about  6 
miles  below  the  works,  and  the  brigade  was  immediately  sent  to  within 
supporting  distance,  where  they  remained  all  night.  About  noon  of 
the  9th,  the  transport  having  left  early  in  the  morning  in  the  direction 
of  Decrow's  Point,  the  brigade  returned  to  camp.  The  gunboat,  which 
lay  at  anchor  off  the  works  all  night,  commenced  shelling  them  again 
on  the  morning  of  the  9th,  firing  ouring  the  day  about  40  rounds.  No 
casualties,  except  that  previously  mentioned,  nave  thus  far  occurred. 
The  work  during  the  shelling  has  to  be  discontinued,  but  is  immedi- 
ately resumed  whenever  the  gunboat  moves  off,  which  she  frequently 
does.  About  10  a.  m.  on  the  9th  a  large  transport,  said  to  be  loaded 
with  troops,  passed  down  in  the  direction  of  Decrow's  Point  about  4 
p.  m. :  another  gunboat  came  to  anchor  near  the  one  previously  men- 
tioned off  the  works,  and  I  ordered  Colonel  Likens  with  five  companies 
of  his  regiment  to  within  sirpporting  distance,  where  they  remained  all 
night.  One  of  the  gunboats  having  left  during  the  night,  Colonel 
Likens  has  been  ordered  to  return  to  camp  with  his  command  this 
morning.

Admiral:  The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  inform  you,  most 
respectfully,  that  floating  rope  obstructions  have  been  placed  in  the 
mam  channel,  between  Fort.Morgan  and  the  west  bank,  commencing 
from  the  west  bank  and  covering  a  distance  of  2,200  feet  east  of  it. 
These  obstructions  being  liable  to  be  cut  or  removed  by  the  enemy, 
I  would  very  respectfully  suggest  that  they  be  guarded  by  a  picket 
boat  during  the  short  time  which  is  required  by  the  engineer  depart- 
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ment  to  complete  the  channel  defenses  and  projected  additional 
obstructions.

Army,  for  the  defense  of  San  Bernard  River. 

Headquarters  Army  in  the  Field, 

Ewing's  Plantation,  January  20,  1864. 

Sir:  The  major-general  commanding  has  ordered  that  "under  no 
circumstances  will  the  enemy  be  permitted  to  gain  possession  of  the 
mouth  of  the  [San]  Bernard." 

The  fulfillment  of  this  obligation  is  hereby  intrusted  to  you  by  the 
brigadier-general  commanding.  The  general  directs  that  you  will 
make  such  disposition  of  your  forces  as  may  render  them  promptly 
available,  keeping  always  a  force  of  not  less  than  100  men  in  the  fort. 
You  will  cause  tne  cavalry  to  patrol  the  beach  at  night  above  and 
below  you,  so  as  to  prevent  surprise.  These  patrols  will  be  relieved 
every  two  hours,  so  that  each  relief  will  meet  the  returning  guard  at 
about  halfway  of  the  distance,  say,  10  miles,  toward  the  mouth  of 
Caney  on  the  one  side  and  to  Velasco  on  the  other. 

Colonel  Luckett  will  be  ordered  to  cooperate  with  yoxi  in  the  cav- 
alry picket  from  Velasco.  You  will  establish  your  main  camp  at  the 
most  convenient  proximate  point  where  wood  and  water  can  be  ob- 
tained and  establish  signals  at  night  between  the  camp  and  the  fort 
by  firing  brush  heaps  or  other  simple  modes  until  you  can  be  furnished 
with  rockets,  requisitions  for  whicn  have  been  made.  You  will  report 
everything  of  interest  occurring,  and  communicate  freely  as  to  the 
necessities  of  your  command  with  these  headquarters.

Report  of  Brigadier-Oeneral  Bee,  C  S.  Army,  regarding  the  landing  of 
Federal  forces  below  the  mouth  of  Caney  River. 

Headquarters  Army  in  the  Field, 

Ewing's  Plantation,  January  22,  I864. 

Sir:  At  6  p.  m.  on  yesterday  I  received  information  that  the  enemy 
were  landing  from  two  steamers  10  miles  below  the  mouth  of  Caney. 
The  troops  were  at  once  ordered  to  the  beach  and  remained  under 
arms  all  night.  The  enemy  landed  about  200  men  with  a  small  ship 
howitzer,  and  at  once  placed  it  in  battery.  Two  other  steamers 
joined  them  by  5  o'clock.  They  then  moved  rapidly  toward  Decrow's 
Point,  and  at  midnight  were  25  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  Caney, 
and  still  marching  rapidly,  receiving  reinforcements  from  the  boats 
from  time  to  time.  In  the  camp  where  the  gun  was  intrenched  a 
blanket  and  an  india-rubber  cloth  were  found,  evidencing  haste  and 
fright. 

I  can 'form  but  one  opinion  of  this  extraordinary  movement,  that 
they  expected  to  draw  our  troops  after  them,  which  succeeding,  they 
would  land  in  the  rear  and  cut  them  off.  A  strong  body  of  cavalry, 
under  Colonel  Likens;  was  sent  down  the  beach  with  orders  to  return 
before  daylight,  which  they  did  without  overtaking  the  enemy. 
Tho  gunboat  lay  at  anchor  close  to  the  fort  all  night,  and  evidenced 
no  connection  with  the  movement  down  the  beach.  The  rifled  32- 
pounder  gun  from  Velasco  arrived  at  the  fort  during  the  night,  and 
will  be  placed  in  position  to-night.

Sir:  Yours  of  the  15th,  with  its  enclosures,  relating  to  the  bow 
gun  of  the  Nashville,  has  been  received. 

I  have  written  to  Lieutenant  McCorkle  and  asked  him  to  inform  me 
of  the  additional  length  he  desired. 

If  necessary,  we  could  make  the  gun  2  feet  longer,  though  that  would 
cause  a  change  in  the  position  of  the  trunnions.  The  addition  would 
be  nearly  cylindrical,  the  tape  would  be  scarcely  perceptible,  though 
it  could  t>e  turned  off  if  desired. 

Judging  from  the  drawing,  the  training  of  the  bow  gun  of  the  Nash- 
ville will  be  much  circumscribed,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  vessel  con- 
sequently diminished  if  the  forward  pivot  is  at  its  usual  position  with 
reference  to  the  carriage.  It  should  be  at  least  2  feet  in  port  of  the 
forward  part  of  the  carriage.

Letter  from  Lieutenant  McCorkle,  C.  S.  Navy,  Naval  Ordnance  Works, 
Atlanta,  to  Commander  Jones,  C  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  guns  of  the 
C.  S.  S.  Nashville. 

Naval  Ordnance  Works, 

Atlanta,  January  25,  186 4. 
Dear  Jones:  I  received  your  letter  of  22d  instant  this  morning. 
In  relation  to  the  Nashvilteys  guns,  I  only  showed  by  the  drawing 
sent  to  Bureau  that  the  angle  of  shield  being  29°  and  the  wood- 
work being  4  feet  1 1  inches,  tnat  the  gun  would  not  clear  the  port.  In 
addition  to  the  wood  there  was  6  inches  of  iron.  Brooke  wrote  me 
that  he  intended  lengthening  the  gun  5  inches,  but  he  did  not  think  of 
one  thing.  There  are  two  dow  guns  of  the  Nashville,  each  shifting 
into  two  ports,  one  port  (for  each)  right  astern,  and  one  right  abeam. 
In  fighting  both  sides,  there  is  not  room  for  the  two  chassis,  if  the  gun  is 
made  longer.  You  will  see  by  the  sketch  sent  that  the  muzzle  of  the 
gun  (5  inches  longer)  will  scarcely  clear  the  port.  It  might  do,  how- 
ever. I  am  in  favor  of  cutting  away  the  woodwork  instead  of  length- 
ening the  gun.  What  is  an  advantage  at  one  end  (the  muzzle)  makes 
a  disadvantage  at  the  other.  It  was  not  my  idea  at  all.  I  only  sent 
the  drawing  to  show  Brooke  that  the  pivot  carriages  would  not  allow 
the  gun  to  run  out  far  enough  to  clear  the  ship's  sides.  I  made  no  sug- 
gestion whatever. 
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I  did  not  say  that  the  Nashville  had  room  for  seven  IX-inch  rifle  or 
Vlll-inch  smoothbore,  mounted  on  Guy's  carriages.  I  enclose  you 
copy  of  telegram  from  Brooke,  with  my  reply.  You  will  see  I  merely 
stated  that  there  was  room  for  these  guns  mounted  on  Guy's  carriages. 
She  has  beam  enough  for  anything.  The  telegraph  operators  must 
have  played  the  devfl  with  the  dispatch. 

I  have  been  trying  to  get  you  the  alcohol,  but  have  been  unsuccess- 
ful; will  let  you  know  in  a  day  or  two.

I  have  built  a  coke  oven,  and  I  have  made  beautiful  coke.  All  I 
want  is  coal.  I  have  enough  coal  to  coke  for  three  or  four  months. 
My  men  have  all  struck  for  $10  a  day,  because  Governor  Brown,  the 
miserable  devil,  has  given  that  price  to  the  men  in  State  road  shops. 
Brooke  has  directed  me  to  furnish  them  with  provisions.  My  plan  is 
to  have  all  the  men  enlisted  (or  rather  shipped)  in  the  Navy,  rurnish 
them  with  provisions  and  clothing  at  cost.  As  soon  as  a  conscript 
comes  into  the  naval  works  let  him  be  transferred  instead  of  detailed 
(shipped  or  conscripted  for  the  war),  and  let  them  be  drilled  for  the 
defense  of  the  place,  either  artillery  or  infantry.  Ship's  guns  would  be 
better.  If  they  misbehave,  send  them  on  board  snip.  I  have  my 
men  drilled  every  Friday  afternoon  with  two  light  pieces  on  navy 
field  carriages.  Jackson  does  not  appear  to  like  me  much.  Does  not 
like  my  haying  a  wagon  to  drive  me  round.  Thinks  (so  I  understand) 
that  an  engineer  ougnt  to  have  my  place.  I  would  not  take  him  in  my 
house,  because  those  fretful  men  like  Jackson  make  me  nervous.  Hfe 
has  got  more  business  on  hand  than  mortal  man  can  well  attend  to.  I 
fear  he  will  go  up  like  a  rocket  and  come  down  like  a  stick.  He  is 
quite  welcome  to  my  place. 

I  have  two  or  three  hundred  rifle  shells  (6.4  and  Vll-inch)  that  have 

Eassed  the  bellows  inspection  in  the  water  and  perfectly  tight.  They 
ave  small  cavities  in  them  more  than  two-tenths  of  an  inch.  I  can 
not  break  them  without  many  severe  blows  with  a  heavy  hammer. 
What  would  you  do  with  them?  I  am  satisfied  they  will  not  burst  in 
the  gun.  Would  you  condemn  them?  I  hate  to  throw  away  so  much 
work.

No  cap- 
tain has  yet  been  ordered  to  Tennessee,  and  I  have  but  two  young, 
inexperienced  lieutenants;  no  midshipmen,  and  but  two  green  mas- 
ter's mates;  Phillips,  the  doctor;  a  young,  inexperienced  paymaster;  an 
inexperienced  master,  appointed  from  civil  life  for  the  war.     So  we  go ;

Up  to  this  time  I  have  failed  to  procure  satisfactory  evidence  of 
such  preparations  in  New  Orleans  as  would  indicate  an  intention  to 
attack  Mobile.  By  information  received  on  yesterday  I  learn  that 
up  to  the  19th  instant  there  was  no  adequate  preparation  going  on 
there.  From  several  other  sources  I  have  learned  that  there  were  no 
visible  preparations  for  any  attack  on  Mobile.  On  the  other  hand,  I 
hear  the  rumor  repeated  that  Farragut  is  about  to  force  the  passage 
of  the  outer  line,  but  I  can  procure  no  satisfactory  evidence  that  he 
has  such  a  fleet  as  will  be  required  to  attack  successfully  the  bay  bat- 
teries.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  25th  ultimo  by  this  day's  mail,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  vessels  constructed  and  now 
under  construction  for  the  defense  of  Mobile  Harbor  are  admirably 
adapted  to  the  purpose  with  the  exception  of  one  now  completed,  the 
Tennessee,  and  one  not  yet  launched  on  the  Tombigbee  River,  their 
draft  of  water  being  too  great  to  pass  over  the  bar  and  shoal  water 
without  the  use  of  camels.  The  other  four  vessels  now  under  con- 
struction will  draw  much  less  water,  and  as  our  vessels  are  not  cop- 
pered, it  is  very  important  that  they  should  be  able  to  run  up  the  fresh 
water  rivers  frequently  to  kill  the  barnacles  or  worms  on  their  bottoms. 
The  Tennessee  and  the  other  large  vessel  on  the  Tombigbee  will  be 
very  efficient  when  in  the  bay.

Letter  from  commandant  Naval  Gun  Factory  and  Ordnance  Works, 
Selma,  to  Admiral  Buchanan,  C.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  operations  of 
the  monitor  class  of  vessels. 

Naval  Gun  Foundry, 
Selma,  [Ala.],  February  2,  1864. 
My  Dear  Admiral:  Yours  of  the  30th  was  received  this  morning. 
I  regret  very  much  to  hear  of  the  obstacles  you  have  to  encounter  in 

Sreparing  the  Tennessee,  not  the  least  of  which  I  should  think  is  her 
raft,    f  hope,  however,  you  may  surmount  them  all  an<" 
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Yankees  before  their  ironclads  accumulate  there.  I  have  been  much 
interested  in  the  statements  of  the  commanders  of  the  ironclads  and 
also  in  Stimers'  defense,  who  states  that  all  of  the  monitors  were 
ready  for  service  twenty-four  hours  after  the  fight.  The  revolving 
turret  enables  the  monitor  class  to  bring  their  guns  to  bear  without 
reference  to  the  movements  or  turning  of  the  vessel.  This  is  its  dis- 
tinctive peculiarity  and  greatest  advantage.  You  who  fought  the 
Virginia  know  well  how  to  appreciate  that  great  advantage.  You 
doubtless  recollect  how  often  I  reported  to  you  that  we  could  not 
bring  one  of  her  ten  guns  to  bear.  In  fighting  that  class  it  is  very 
important  to  prevent  the  turret  from  revolving,  which  I  think  may  be 
done  either  with  the  Vll-inch  or  6.4-inch  rifles  or  64-pounder,  pro- 
vided their  projectiles  strike  the  turret  at  or  near  its  base  where  it  joins 
the  deck.  It  is  also  important  that  the  projectile  should  strike  that 
portion  of  the  turret  that  is  nearest  the  gun  fired,  as,  owine  to  the  cylin- 
drical form  of  the  turret,  it  might  glance  if  struck  elsewhere.  When 
the  port  presents  itself,  it  might  be  fired  at.  Should  the  projectile 
enter,  it  would  disable  the  gun  and  create  havoc  with  its  crew.  If  it 
should  strike  near  the  port,  it  would  jam  the  port  stopper,  and  thus 
prevent  further  use  of  the  gun. 

A  much  greater  effect  would  be  produced  by  a  simultaneous  con- 
centrated fire.  This,  though,  is  more  difficult,  but  might  sometimes 
be  effected.  I  believe  nothing  yet  constructed  could  withstand  the 
shock  and  concussion  of  a  number  of  heavy  projectiles  striking  about 
the  same  place  at  the  same  time. 

If  the  turret  is  prevented  from  revolving,  the  vessel  is  then  less  effi- 
cient than  one  with  the  same  guns  having  the  ordinary  ports,  as  the 
monitors  ports  are  so  small  that  the  guns  can  not  be  trained  except 
by  the  helm.     I  will  send  you  a  drawing  of  a  monitor. 

I  enclose  a  report  of  the  firing  of  a  Vll-inch  at  Fort  Sumter. 

We  will  have  a  Vll-inch  ready  this  week.  Will  you  want  it?  In 
spite  of  all  my  exertions  we  can  not  turn  out  yet  more  than  one  a 
week,  though  we  work  on  the  guns  night  and  day,  only  resting  on 
Sunday. 

Mrs.  Hunter  Davidson  was  taken  prisoner  whilst  crossing  the  Poto- 
mac, and  is  now  confined  at  the  navy  yard,  Washington.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication  of  the  31st  ultimo.  *  *  *  I  have  heard  notliing 
relative  to  the  construction  of  any  ironclad  steamers  at  Saint  Ijouis. 
In  the  Lower  Mississippi  the  only  ironclads  are  the  Choctaw,  Osage,  and 
perhaps  three  others.  They  confine  themselves  principally  to  guard- 
ing the  mouth  of  Red  River  and  its  vicinity,  occasionally  moving 
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between  Natchez  and  Baton  Rouge.  From  the  construction  of  these 
vessels  I  am  satisfied  they  were  never  intended  for  service  out  of  the 
Mississippi  River  and  can  not  be  made  available  on  the  coast  of  Texas. 
I  received  last  night  a  communication  from  New  Orleans  *  *  * 
that  Admiral  Farragut  is  fitting  out  an  expedition  to  be  conducted 
against  the  coast  of  Texas;  that  Matagorda  Bay  will  be  the  rendezvous, 
and  that  in  his  fleet  he  has  several  fight-draft  ironclads,  which  have 
been  constructed  specially  for  this  expedition.     *     *     *

My  Dear  Admiral:  From  drawings  sent  me  it  would  appear  that 
the  VH-inch  with  its  ordinary  carriage  is  not  long  enough  for  its  muz- 
zle to  be  outside  of  the  port,  owing  to  the  greater  slope  of  the  shield. 
I  am  therefore  preparing  guns  5  inches  longer,  but  it  must  necessarily 
be  some  time  before  they  can  be  completed;  and  in  the  meantime, 
should  you  desire  it,  I  can  send  you  the  ordinary  VH-inch,  two'  of 
which  are  now  ready.     Please  inform  me  at  once  of  your  wishes. 

I  should  think  it  probable  that  with  the  increased  length  the  gun  on 
the  same  slide  mignt  not  permit  the  muzzle  to  come  m  far  enough, 
and  think  it  likely  that  some  of  the  woodwork  will  have  to  be  cut 
away.  I  suppose  the  Bureau  will  arrange  that.  I  think  there  is 
great  room  for  improvement  in  the  arrangement  of  the  batteries.  I 
have  not  seen  any  vessel  that  could  not  be  made  more  effective.  An 
intelligent  officer  might  well  be  employed  on  that  duty  alone. 
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I  have  to-day,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary,  transferred  to  a  com- 
pany our  rolling  mill.  As  we  would  not  complete  it  ourselves,  I  sup- 
pose we  had  better  let  those  have  it  who  will.  Had  I  been  furnished 
the  men  I  asked  for  it  would  have  been  in  operation  and  enough  iron 
rolled  for  all  your  boats. 

Mrs.  Simms  is  still  quite  sick  and  is  uneasy  lest  you  may  have  her 
husband  ordered  away  from  her,  and  hopes  if  you  have  applied  for 
him  that  you  will  withdraw  the  application.  I  write  this  at  her 
earnest  request. 

I  hear  that  the  Tennessee  has  no  commander  yet.     I  have  not  had 
any  molders  from  General  Maury  for  his  work.

There  has  been  a  change  made  in  this  respect 
since  November  last,  and  a  few  days  since  I  forwarded  to  Admiral 
Buchanan  samples  oi  different-sized  powder  made  under  a  pressure  of 
150  tons  and  also  of  some  made  under  a  pressure  of  90  tons.  The 
pressure  originally  used  was  250  tons. 

When  Admiral  Buchanan  will  have  completed  his  experiments  with 
this  new  powder  you  will  doubtless  be  informed  of  the  result.

In  proving  a  rifled  and  banded  VH-inch  with  16  pounds  of 
powder  and  111  pounds  ratchet  sabot  service  bolt  I  found  more  of  the 
powder  was  unconsumed  and  the  recoil  less  than  with  the  unhanded 
smoothbore  with  14  pounds  and  120-pound  bolt,  the  powder  being 
Nos.  8  and  9,  penetration  30  feet.  Simms  is  ordered  to  the  Baltic.

Need  experi- 
enced heavy  artillerist  and  some  clever  engineers — engineers  experi- 
enced under  fire.  Sherman  reported  to  have  left  Vicksburg  with 
25,000  infantry,  25  guns,  2,000  cavalry,  to  have  destroyed  Southern 
Railroad,  and  breaking  up  bridges  behind  him.

Naval  Gun  Foundry, 
Selma,  February  16,  1864. 
My  Dear  Admiral:  I  had  intended  to  have  sent  you  two  Vll-inch 
guns  by  the  boat  to-day,  but  she  refused  to  take  them,  alleging  that 
it  would  be  dangerous.     I  was  not  satisfied  with  the  excuse,  but  the 
boat  (Reindeer)  had  left  before  I  could  examine  her. 

If  possible,  please  have  orders  given  to  the  boats  to  take  the  guns 
whenever  we  are  ready  to  ship  them.  Although  you  only  asked  for 
one  gun,  I  should  have  sent  two,  as  I  think  the  guns  should  not  remain 
here  under  the  present  threatening  prospects.  I  shall,  should  it  be 
necessary,  endeavor  to  remove  the  machinery,  as  it  can  not  be 
replaced  in  the  Confederacy,  and  for  that  purpose  will  require  a  steam- 
boat. If  I  can  not  procure  one  here  I  will  telegraph  you  and  will  ask 
you  to  send  one  for  us.  Simms  leaves  to-day.  I  have  ordered  the 
24-pounder  shell  for  General  Maury,  and  will  assist  all  that  I  can.

Naval  Gun  Foundry  and  Ordnance  Works, 

Selma,  March  1,  186 J^. 

Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  27th  was  received  this  morning.  Since  it 
was  written,  I  have  sent  you  a  VTI-inch  gun,  and  hope  to  send  you  this 
week  another  VH-inch,  and  also  a  6.4-inch. 

I  regret  we  can  not  turn  out  guns  faster.  You  are  aware  of  the 
cause,  want  of  mechanics,  and  for  the  same  reason  we  can  not  furnish 
shell,  as  you  were  notified  some  months  since.  Anything  that  you 
can  do  to  increase  our  force  of  molders,  machinists,  and  blacksmiths 
will  enable  us  to  furnish  you  more  rapidly.  I  understand  there  are 
some  in  the  Marine  Corps  at  Mobile.  I  have  sent  you  all  the  VH-inch 
projectiles  that  we  haa.  I  will  send  you  some  6.4-inch  this  week, 
which  will  exhaust  our  supply.  Can  you  not  procure  some  frcm  the 
Army  in  return  for  the  gunyou  have  given  them? 

Will  you  please  request  General  Maury  to  have  a  record  kept  of  the 
number  of  times  that  the  VH-inch  has  been  fired,  with  the  charge  and 
elevation?    I  would  strongly  advise  that  the  gun  be  not  fired  at  great 
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elevations,  except  when  absolutely  necessary;  it  strains  a  gun  very 
much. 

T  earnestly  hope  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  get  the  Tennessee  over 
the  bar,  and  that  your  exertions  may  be  rewarded  by  a  brilliant 
success  over  the  enemy.

My  Dear  Captain:  We  have  here  on  board  Gaines,  Morgan,  etc., 
9  32-pounder  guns,  57  cwt.,  smoothbore,  and  it  struck  me  that  you 
might  be  able  to  band  and  rifle  them.  The  admiral  told  me  to  write  to 
you  to  that  effect,  and  find  out  from  you  whether  you  can  do  it  and  in 
what  time.     We  could  send  you  one  or  two  at  a  time.     It  would  be  no 

freat  loss  should  the  vessels  oe  caught  in  a  fight  short  of  guns,  for  they 
ave  not  sufficient  men  to  man  them  all. 

Farragut  is  still  pegging  away  at  Fort  Powell,  making  no  impression 
on  it  so  far.  Several  or  his  vessels  have  been  struck.  Among  the 
projectiles  thrown  by  the  enemy  is  a  shell  covered  entirely  with  lead, 
with  the  flanges  apparently  cast  on  it.  If  the  admiral  will  allow  me 
to  do  so,  I  will  ship  it  up  to  you. 

The  camels  that  Pierce  used  for  the  Tennessee  have  failed,  as  every 
one  thought  they  would,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  cast  them  off. 
The  vessel  now  lies  near  the  mouth  of  Spanish  River,  in  5  fathoms 
water,  I  am  told.  Basse tt  now  has  her  in  hand  and  is  going  to  build 
docks  to  lift  her  down.  I  am  afraid  the  golden  opportunity  is  lost.

C.  S.  Navy,  reporting  condition  of  affairs  at  Mobile. 

C.  S.  S.  Baltic,  Mobile  March  5,  I864. 
My  Dear  Jones: 

******* 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  the  number  of  the  gun  being  used  at 
Fort  Powell,  but  will  do  so  as  soon  as  I  possibly  can.  On  Monday 
last  a  shell  burst  in  it  and  broke  off  a  piece  of  the  muzzle,  not,  how- 
ever, injuring  it  so  much  as  to  prevent  its  being  used.  I  saw  some 
beautiful  line  shots  made  with  it  during  the  bombardment,  and  am 
satisfied  at  least  one  of  the  mortar  schooners  would  have  been  sunk  if 
sailors  had  been  handling  it,  but  unfortunately  those  who  were  work- 
ing it  knew  not  how  to  sight  a  gun.  Six  of  tneir  shots  went  between 
her  masts,  too  high,  and  yet  they  never  thought  of  depressing  the  gun. 
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The  Tennessee  now  lies  inside  of  the  upper  line  of  obstructions,  where 
I  think  it  more  than  probable  she  will  have  to  remain,  it  being  a  mat- 
ter of  impossibility  to  get  her  over  Dog  River  Bar  with  anv  appliances 
that  we  can  command  here  at  present.  I  am  informed  that  Pierce  is 
now  at  work  constructing  a  couple  of  docks  with  a  view  to  lighten  her 
over  the  bar.  The  boats  they  used  did  not  lift  her  but  22  inches.  In 
order  to  get  her  over  it  will  be  necessary  to  lighten  her  up  4  feet  at  the 
very  lowest  calculation.  There  is  not  a  battery  commanding  the 
water  approaches  to  the  city  that  is  yet  completed;  large  gangs  of 
negroes  are  working  night  and  day  upon  them.  Even  Fort  rowell  is 
in  an  unfinished  state,  and  since  tne  Yankees  are  liable  to  shell  at  any 
moment  they  are  afraid  to  take  the  negroes  there  to  work.  Fortu- 
nately no  damage  of  any  consequence  has  yet  been  done  to  it,  and  but 
two  men  have  oeen  wounded,  although  some  fifteen  hundred  shell 
have  been  thrown  at  it.  It  is  made  entirely  of  sand  and  has  an  admir- 
able bombproof,  and  if  completed  as  designed,  the  Yankees  could 
never  take  it  except  by  starving  out  the  garrison.  I  believe,  however, 
that  the  present  attack  is  but  a  feint,  as  they  haul  off  at  sunset  regu- 
larly, whereas  if  they  had  any  intention  of  taking  it  they  would  shell 
steadily  night  and  day  to  prevent  supplies  being  sent  them  and  dam- 
ages being  repaired  at  night.  Work  is  progressing  slowly  on  the 
Nashville.  Two  of  the  Bigbee  [Tombigee]  boats  are  here,  nothing 
being  done  to  them,  however.  Remember  me  to  all  hands.

Report  of  Lieutenants  Colonel   Williams,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding    the 
bursting  of  Brooke  gun  at  Fort  Powell,  Mobile  Bay. 

Mobile,  Ala.,  March  7,  1864. 

Colonel:  The  7-inch  Brooke  gun  at  Fort  Powell  burst  on  the  29th. 
About  10  inches  was  broken  from  the  muzzle,  the  fracture  irregular, 
but  its  general  direction  perpendicular  to  the  axis  of  the  bore;  grain 
coarse  and  dark,  and  on  one  side  in  the  line  of  fracture,  the  metal  has 
formed  something  resembling  in  shape  a  cinder,  about  2  inches  long 
by  1  in  breadth.  In  the  bore  of  the  broken  part  are  many  small 
cracks. 

The  Brooke  gun  had  been  fired  fifty-five  times  during  the  bombard- 
ment, at  elevations  of  21  J°,  15°,  10°,  and  8°;  charge,  12  pounds  pow- 
der; shell,  130  pounds.  Seven  shells  burst  in  the  gun.  The  shells 
were  made  at  Selma. 

On  the  day  of  the  accident  the  gun  had  been  fired  twenty-six  times 
within  an  hour  and  fifty  minutes,  and  was  becoming  quite  hot  at  the 
muzzle.  The  elevation  this  day  was  10°.  The  elevation  at  the  time 
of  the  explosion,  8°.     The  last  shell  burst  in  the  gun. 

The  bursting  of  the  gun  was  attributed  to  the  premature  explosion 
of  shells,  but  upon  more  careful  examination  of  tne  fracture  I  Delieve 
that  the  cause  was  a  defect  in  the  gun  itself.

The 
muzzle  of  the  one  burst  is  cut  off  by  this  time.  If  so,  the  gun  will  be 
very  serviceable  yet.  I  was  informed  a  few  days  since  that  it  was  cut 
off.  No  news  or  consequence.  I  am  driving  on  with  the  camels 
very  fast.  I  thank  you  for  the  lists  of  men  who  wish  to  be  transferred, 
but  the  War  Department  will  not  transfer  any  except  those  under 
General  Maury  from  this  district.  I  have  a  gun's  crew  for  the  Ten- 
nessee, and  she  looks  already  like  a  man-of-war.  The  men  are  being 
trained  daily  at  the  guns.  There  are  three  boats  here  to  be  ironed, 
one  like  the  Selma  boat,  the  others  much  smaller,  propellers.  All  will 
be  admirably  adapted  to  the  defense  of  this  bay,  provided  they  don't 
draw  too  much  water,  which  I  fear  they  will.

All  the  rigging  of  the  schooner 
has  been  taken  off  and  she  is  fast  filling  with  sand  and  "water,  and  will 
prove  a  wreck  no  doubt.  The  steamer  Matagorda  is  gradually  work- 
ing her  way  off  the  bar,  and  will,  by  dark,  if  the  tide  continues  to  get 
higher,  be  inside.     They  are  making  every  effort  to  save  her.     Enclose

One  of  your  guns  was  sent  to  Fort  Powell  and  has  Had  the  muzzle 
knocked  off  by  a  shell  exploding  in  it.  Such  is  said  to  have  caused  the 
accident.  No  report  has  yet  been  [made]  of  it  (officially)  to  the  Army 
ordnance  officer,  and  as  soon  as  one  is  made  I  will  send  you  a  copy  of 
it.  A  piece  is  now  in  the  office,  measuring  a  foot  in  length  and  being 
about  one-third  of  the  cylinder. 

We  have  little  or  no  use  for  trunnion  sights,  most  of  the  guns — all 
the  rifles — in  the  open-deck  vessels  being  provided  with  them,  and 
sometime  ago  we  gave  twenty  to  the  Army. 

I  hear  that  your  uncle,  Captain  Page,  has  been  ordered  to  command 
Fort  Morgan.     A  navy  officer  shouldjbe  in  Fort  Powell  too. 

The  Tennessee  is  in  statu  <juo,  and  it  will  be  sometime  before  she  can 
be  moved,  as  they  are  making  new  camels  for  her,  or  rather  sectional 
docks.

The  charges  of  army  powder  for  VH-inch  rifles  should 
be  from  8  to  10  pounds  with  shells  and  from  10  to  13  pounds  with  bolts. 
The  charge  of  tne  6.4-inch  rifle  will  be  from  7  to  8  with  shells  and  from 
8  to  10  pounds  with  bolts.  The  high  charges  should  be  seldom 
employed;  they  may  be  required  to  produce  effective  results  with 
wrougnt-iron  bolts  on  ironclads.  Please  inform  army  officers  using 
navy  rifles  of  this;  otherwise  the  guns  may  be  injured  by  excessive 
charges.

Mobile,  March  20,  I864. 
My  Dear  Jones:    *     *    *    Nobody  here  is  willing  to  tal.e  Con- 
federate money,  and  I  for  one  do  not  wonder  at  it.     1  hope  the  new 
issue  will  be  better  than  the  old  has  been,  but  I  much  fear  that  the 
people  generally  have  lost  all  confidence  in  Confederate  notes;  they 
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look  upon  the  last  act  of  Congress  as  a  virtual  repudiation,  and  I 
frankly  confess  that  I  am  somewhat  of  their  opinion.  What  we  would 
do  for  subsistence,  were  it  not  for  our  ration,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conceive. 
Only  think  of  bacon  at  $4  and  $5  per  pound,  and  beef  $2.50  and  S3. 
Even  oysters  are  selling  at  $2  per  dozen,  and  fish  are  so  high  that  you 
can  not  reach  them  with  a  basket  full  of  Confederate  money.  I  really 
think  it  true  that  in  going  to  market  you  must  carry  your  basket  full  of 
notes  to  purchase  a  nat  full  of  provisions.  What  is  to  become  of  us 
salaried  folks  if  this  state  of  affairs  continue  is  more  than  I  can  tell. 

I  have  made  every  effort  to  set  the  information  you  desire  relative 
to  Vll-inch  at  Fort  rowell,  ana  as  yet  have  been  unsuccessful.  Gen- 
eral Maury  has  written  to  the  commander  of  the  fort  upon  the  subject, 
but  has  not  received  any  reply.  Everything  is  at  heads  and  points  in 
this  department,  particularly  in  the  Army.  McBlair,  Hamson,  and 
Murphey  are  all  down  on  old  Buck ;  the  former,  I  am  told,  will  not  speak 
to  him  except  on  duty.  Harrison  has  applied  to  be  detached  from  the 
squadron.  Poor  old  Murphey  has  been  very  unfortunate;  he  has  lost 
another  boat,  with  an  officer  and  four  men — the  fifth  one,  I  am  told, 
that  he  has  lost  since  he  has  been  on  the  station.  I  have  an  idea  of 
applying  to  be  detached,  as  I  am  pretty  well  convinced  that  the  Yan- 
kees have  no  intention  of  attacking  this  place,  at  least  for  some  time. 
I  am  now  having  some  repairs  done  to  one  of  my  wheels,  and  also  to 
the  engines;  when  done  I  shall  have  to  ffo  down  the  bay  again. 

Porter,  the  naval  constructor,  has  made  a  very  unfavorable  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  ship  and  recommended  that  the  iron  be  taken 
from  her  and  put  upon  one  of  the  new  boats  that  were  built  on  the 
Bigbee,  but  I  much  rear  that  old  Buck  will  not  consent  to  it.  Between 
you  and  me,  the  Baltic  is  as  rotten  as  punk,  and  is  about  as  fit  to  go 
into  action  as  a  mud  scow.  Don't  say  anything  of  this  to  Bet,  how- 
ever, as  it  would  probably  make  her  uneasy. 

The  Nashville  is  lying  in  statu  quo;  so  are  the  two  boats  that  were 
brought  from  the  Bigbee.  Everything  gives  way  for  the  Tennessee. 
They  are  now  at  work  building  six  sectional  docts  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  her  over  the  bar,  and  1  am  in  hopes  they  will  answer  the  pur- 
pose intended,  but  I  have  my  doubts.  I  think  you  were  fortunate  in 
not  getting  her. 

The  Yankees  are  very  auiet,  and  no  appearance  of  their  renewing 
the  attack  on  Fort  Powell. 

The  only  arrangement  I  made  with  Captain  Gillespie  about  harness 
was  that  he  said  he  would  try  and  have  it  made  for  us  in  Cahaba;  in 
fact,  I  think  he  said  that  he  would  have  it  made.  I  am  sorry  you  do 
not  get  as  much  iron  as  you  require.  My  opinion  is  that  it  would 
have  been  better  for  you  if  the  Government  nad  not  purchased  the 
Bibb  Works. 

Nothing  new  of  any  interest  in  these  parts.

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Report  of  Brigadier-General  Steele,  C.  8.  Army,  objecting  to  a  division 
of  authority  over  the  defenses  of  Galveston. 

Headquarters  Defenses  of  Galveston, 

Galveston,  Tex.,  March  23,  I864. 

General:  I  find  a  state  of  things  existing  here  with  regard  to  the 
transportation  and  other  steamboats  in  the  bay  which  it  is  hard  to 
reconcile  with  the  ordinary  rules  of  military  propriety.  How  mucn 
of  this  is  due  to  orders  or  to  ignorance  of  orders  I  am  unable  to  deter- 
mine. I  therefore  desire  to  be  informed  what  relation  the  gunboats 
bear  to  the  "Defenses  of  Galveston,"  of  which  I  have  charge,  and 
what  control  I  have  over  the  steamboats  now  employed  in  bringing 
wood  and  in  performing  other  necessary  transportation.  This  subject 
has  been  brought  to  my  notice  by  some  late  orders  sent  to  a  Mr.  Lafkin 
and  some  communications  to  the  chief  quartermaster,  signed  by  Leon 
Smith,  commanding  Marine  Department.  You  are  aware  that  parts 
of  my  command  are  inaccessible  to  me  except  by  steamboat,  and  that 
should  it  be  necessary  to  send  supplies  of  any  kind  or  reinforce  Bolivar 
Point  or  Pelican  Spit,  a  steamboat  would  be  necessary.  It  would 
also  appear  that  the  defenses  of  this  place  should  be  controlled  by  one 
commander,  particularly  as  the  garrison  of  the  forts  is  weakened  by 
details  of  artillerymen  for  duty  on  the  gunboats. 

Whatever  may  be  the  relations  of  the  boats  in  the  bay  to  my  com- 
mand, I  can  not  consent  to  have  orders  sent  direct  to  officers  under  my 
command,  as  in  the  instance  referred  to,  nor  can  I  permit  citizen 
employes  to  give  orders  to  officers  under  my  command.

Headquarters  District  of  Texas,  etc., 

Houston,  March  25,  186 4. 
General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication  of  the  23d  instant,  and  I  am  instructed  by  Major- 
General  Magruder  to  reply  as  follows:  Commodore  Smith  is  a  naval 
officer,  and  all  the  gunboats  are  under  his  control,  and  of  course  the 
officers  and  men  aboard  them  are  subject  only  to  his  orders.  For  the 
sake  of  convenience,  all  the  transports  are  also  placed  under  the  com- 
mand of  Commodore  Smith,  ana,  when  needed,  quartermasters  are 
required  to  apply  to  him  or  his  representative  at  Galveston.  The 
captains  of  these  gunboats  are  necessarily  seamen,  and  all  persons  on 
board  must  of  necessity  be  under  their  orders.  The  civil  law,  if  the 
military  does  not,  covers  this  case,  but  heretofore  no  objection  has 
been  made  by  the  officer  on  this  duty  to  obeying  the  orders  of  the 
captains  of  the  boats.  In  addition  to  this,  tne  harbor  police  have 
been  placed  under  the  control  of  Commodore  Smith.  Major-General 
Magruder,  however,  is  anxious  to  arrange  this  matter  satisfactorily, 
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and  desires  that  you  investigate  the  matter  and  give  him  the  advaA-» 
tage  of  your  views  on  the  subject.

Report  of  Colonel  Smith,  commanding  Marine  Department,  regarding 
conflicting  authority  in  that  department  at  Oalveston. 

Headquarters  Marine  Department,  Texas, 

Houston,  March  SO,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  23d 
instant,  addressed  to  Brigadier-General  Slaughter,  chief  of  staff,  by 
Colonel  A.  T.  Rainey,  commanding  post  of  Galveston,  and  referred 
to  these  headquarters,  relative  to  an  order  from  district  headquarters 
which  reiterates  orders  previously  issued  as  to  the  disposition  by  the 
commanding  general  of  all  steamers  and  vessels  in  the  rivers  and  bayous 
upon  the  coast  of  Texas.  In  reply  to  Colonel  Rainey' s  communica- 
tion I  most  respectfully  say  that  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  necessities  of 
the  post  of  Galveston,  and  how  far  the  business  of  the  command 
requires  the  services  of  either  a  steamer  or  a  sail  vessel,  harbor  police, 
or  dispatch  boats.  So  far  the  officers  of  the  Marine  Department  have 
never  interfered  with  the  demand  of  the  quartermaster  at  that  post, 
nor  the  requirements  of  its  commanding  officer;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
at  Galveston,  as  elsewhere,  the  utmost  energy  has  been  made  by  myself 
and  the  officers  of  this  department  to  facilitate  the  business  I  deemed 
incumbent  upon  it  to  perform. 

Colonel  Rainey  writes  thus: 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  such  an  order  would  produce  the  most  inextricable  con- 
fusion, for  under  said  order  not  only  the  post  quartermaster  but  the  commanding  officer,  if  a 
boat  is  desired  to  transport  troops  from  Galveston  to  Bolivar  Point,  Pelican  Spit,  or  else- 
where, or  to  carry  subsistence  or  forage  to  said  point,  must  first  apply  to  Commodore  Smith 
or  to  one  of  his  subordinates  in  charge,  he  being  at  Houston.    *    *    * 

In  view  of  the  "inextricable  confusion"  Colonel  Rainey  anticipates 
would  result  in  carrying  out  the  order  of  placing  all  the  boats,  etc., 
under  my  control,  I  am  desirous  to  know,  if  a  reason  exists,  why  this 
confusion  has  not  been  discovered  previous  to  the  time  anticipated 
by  Colonel  Rainey,  as  the  boats  have  for  one  year  and  a  half  been 
under  the  control  of  the  Marine  Department,  and  I  have  yet  to  learn 
of  any  demand  for  their  services  by  the  quartermaster  and  com- 
manding officer  of  the  post  of  Galveston  not  oeing  promptly  and  well 
attended  to,  as  also  the  Engineer  Department. 

In  regard  to  the  demands  of  the  commanding  officers  of  that  post 
for  a  "dispatch  or  flag-of-truce  boat,"  I  most  respectfully  state  that 
the  schooner  Lecompt  has  been,  and  is  now,  at  the  disposal  of  that 
command  for  that  purpose,  and  lying  at  the  city  of  Galveston  ready 
at  all  times  to  perform  that  duty.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  erroneous 
impressions  conveyed  to  Colonel  Rainey  by  interested  and  ambitious 
parties  in  regard  to  this  question,  and  desire  to  convey  to  him  my 
assurance  that  at  all  times,  when  the  weather  permits  and  it  does  not . 
conflict  with  orders  I  may  hold  from  the  commanding  general,  the 
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boats  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  the  post  of  Galveston  will 
be  promptly  on  hand  to  discharge  said  duty  upon  a  request  by  tele-

Letter  from  E.  M.  Jefferson  to  Admiral  Buchanan,  C.  S.  Navy,  pro- 
posing to  conduct  expedition  against  the  enemy  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 

Mobile,  April  8,  186 4. 
Admiral:  In  the  interview  that  took  place  between  us  yesterday 

in  your  office  respecting  my  launch  ana  her  destination,  you  were 
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pleased  to  infer  that  you  had  no  idea  of  her  destination  or  the  char- 
acter of  the  expedition  that  I  had  proposed  to  the  Government,  for 
which  I  have  so  often  called  upon  you  for  your  approval  in  con- 
formity with  the  letter  which  I  have  from  the  honorable  Secretary 
of  the  Navy. 

I  now  respectfully  inform  you  that  I  have  completed  her  outfit 
and  that  she  is  ready  for  service,  and  only  wait  your  permission  to 
enroll  my  crew,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  or  the  naval  service, 
to  operate  against  the  enemy  at  the  mouths  of  the  Mississippi  River 
and  on  the  lakes,  where  there  are  many  valuable  captures  to  be 
made. 

My  first  point  of  attack  will  be  at  the  Head  of  the  Passes,  and  cap- 
ture one  or  two  of  the  enemy's  towboats.  There  are  four  of  them, 
namely,  Leviathan,  Henry  J.  Tyler,  Illinois,  and  Eliza.  Three  of 
these  ooats  are  propellers;  the  other  is  a  side- wheel  steamer.  My 
armament  will  be  composed  of  two  armed  launches,  one  pulling 
fourteen  oars  and  the  other  twelve,  carrying  each  a  full  crew  of  20 
armed  men,  including  the  officers,  which  will  be  seen  in  the  copy  of 
my  stock  contract*  accompanying  this  letter. 

Second.  Should  I  fail  in  the  capture  of  the  towboats,  or  should  I 
have  to  send  a  prize  crew  off,  I  then  intend  to  push  for  the  Mississippi 
coast,  near  the  mouth  of  Pearl  River,  and  break  up  a  lucrative  com- 
merce that  is  now  carried  on  to  some  extent  by  the  enemy  in  that 
section  of  our  coast,  by  burning  and  destroying  the  vessels  that  fall 
into  my  hands,  and  should  an  opportunity  oner,  which  I  have  no 
doubt  of,  I  shall  push  through  tne  Rigolets  and  enter  Lake  Pont- 
chartrain,  and  there  await  an  opportunity  of  entering  the  new  basin, 
where  the  enemy  have  a  small,  high-pressure,  stern-wheel  steamer, 
mounting  one  gun,  with  a  crew  of  20  men,  black  and  white.  This 
steamer  is  an  easy  capture,  as  none  of  her  officers  stay  on  board  at 
night.  There  are  also  many  lake  schooners  which  are  used  as  trans- 
ports by  the  enemy  that  can  easily  be  destroyed. 

Could  I  but  for  a  few  moments  claim  your  personal  attention  on 
this  subject,  I  am  satisfied  that  I  would  enjoy  a  little  more  favorable 
opinion  on  these  points. 

My  original  intention  was  to  take  three  armed  launches  and  the 
full  amount  of  stock  taken  (some  in  Richmond),  but  the  manv  ob- 
stacles that  I  have  had  to  surmount  have  almost  disheartened,  me, 
but  as  I  have  expended  a  large  amount  of  money  I  can  not  withdraw 
now.  I  would  furthermore  state  that  I  am  prepared  with  the  best 
lake  and  river  pilots,  engineers,  and  navigators,  and  with  the  means 
to  carry  out  the  expedition  at  my  own  cost,  and  only  want  your 
approval  to  our  enterprise,  which  Mr.  Mallory  has  promised  that  I 
should  have.  If  you  would  kindly  grant  me  tne  requested  interview, 
I  then  could  give  you  any  explanation  on  the  subject  that  you  may 
require.

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Letter  from  commandant  Naval  Gun  Foundry  and  Ordnance  Works  to 
Admiral  Buchanan,  C.  8.  Navy,  regarding  a  completed  gun. 

Naval  Gun  Foundry  and  Ordnance  Works, 

Selma,  April  12,  1864. 

My  Dear  Admiral:  The  VTI-inch  gun  that  I  promised  you  has 
been  ready  for  some  days,  but  I  have  determined  not  to  send  it  unless 
it  is  very  important  that  you  should  have  it  very  soon,  as  there  are  a 
number  of  cavities  near  the  muzzle.  The  metal  we  use  is  very  liable 
to  cavities.  This  gun  was  made  5  inches  longer  than  usual,  as  was 
desired  for  the  Nashville.  With  the  exception  of  the  cavities  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  muzzle  it  has  no  defects,  and  as  far  as  we  know  is 
a  good  gun;  the  metal  appears  tough.  The  metal  with  which  we  are 
furnished  for  guns  differs  so  much  that  the  test  gun  is  no  guide  to  us. 

I  do  not  know  when  we  will  have  another  vll-inch  ready,  as  we 
were  more  than  six  weeks  without  casting  a  gun.  We  have  just  com- 
menced to  cast  again,  but  the  iron  differs  from  any  that  we  have  had 
before.    We  therefore  can  not  tell  how  it  will  turn  out,  and  even  if  it 

proves  well  it  will  be  over  six  weeks  before  it  can  be  finished.

Dear  Jones  :  Your  letter  of  the  12th  has  just  reached  me.  I  have 
enough  guns  here  for  the  present.  Their  carriages  have  not  arrived 
yet,  nor  are  the  vessels  ready  for  them.  I  am  ironing  the  front  part  of 
the  shield  of  the  Nashville  and  her  pilot  house,  in  case  we  should  want 
her  before  her  other  iron  is  put  on  her.  I  am  driving  on  with  the 
camels  for  the  Tennessee;  four  are  finished,  and  the  two  new  ones 
advancing  rapidly.  You,  of  course,  have  heard  of  the  burning  of  two 
by  fire,  accidental,  but  by  carelessness. 

Farragut,  I  think,  is  coming  here  before  long.  He  is  in  Pensacola 
with  a  large  force.  Page  thinks  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  very  weak. 
1  don't  agree  with  him.  They  might  be  stronger,  but  still  tney  are 
very  strong,  I  think.  Simms  is  well.  He  is  down  tne  bay;  will  be  here 
on  Saturday  next. 

No  news  of  interest  from  any  quarter,  except' what  you  see  in  the 
daily  papers.     A  battle  on  the  Potomac  is  inevitable,  'tis  said,  and  if 
we  whip  them  the  war  will  soon  close.     God  speed.

Unfortunately,  want  of  hands  and  transportation 
will  render  it  necessary  to  abandon  that  work  for  the  present  and  turn 
our  attention  to  more  important  points.  The  redoubt  east  of  Fort 
Morgan  once  finished  we  may  reassume  operations  at  Sughee  Point. 
Fort  Gaines  does  not  require  our  attention  for  the  present.  Please 
stop  all  operations  at  that  point  until  the  completion  of  the  new 
redoubts  at  Fort  Morgan,  Fort  Powell,  and  Sughee  Point  justify  us  in 
resuming  operations  there.

Cut  short  as  I  have  been,  as  you  are  pleased  to  infer,  by  a  late  act  of 
Congress,  my  boats  and  crews  lying  idle,  after  the  very  heavy  expense 
and  almost  insurmountable  obstacles  that  I  have  had  to  overcome  in 
collecting  together  such  material  for  my  expedition — thus  cut  short, 
when  I  expected  to  be  busily  engaged  against  the  enemv,  nevertheless 
I  do  not  relinquish  the  hope  of  being  shortly  among  tfiem,  doing  my 
country  good  service. 

Hoping  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  give  transition  to  my  papers 
from  your  Department  all  necessary  attention,  and  soliciting  your  kind

Dear  Jones  :  Your  letter  of  25th  reached  me  a  day  or  two  since. 
I  wish  you  would  send  me  the  two  guns  you  mention.  The  two  small 
'Bigbee  boats  will  require  f  our  guns  each,  and  the  Nashvicle  seven,  in  all 
fifteen.  I  have  on  hand  eight  only,  but  when  those  boats  will  be  ready 
for  guns  or  men  I  can  not  say.  I  am  arming  the  front  of  the  shield  of 
the  Ncuihville  and  her  pilot  house,  but  have  no  iron  for  other  parts  ot 
her  or  the  other  boats.  I  am  driving  on  with  the  camels.  One  will  be 
launched  on  Saturday,  I  hope,  and  the  other  on  Wednesday  next. 
These  are  the  two  large  ones.  The  four  others  have  been  launched  for 
several  days.  The  fire  delayed  my  operations  very  much.  Send  me 
a  list  of  the  articles  you  require  from  Havana,  and  I  will  try  and  pro- 
cure some  of  them,  if  not  all.  Ward  and  Minor  have  been  again  on 
active  service.  Gallant  fellows!  I  wish  these  boats  were  all  ready 
and  I  had  them  and  yourself  to  command  them.  Kirby  Smith  has 
whipped  the  vile  Yankees  well  on  land.  Daily  we  are  expecting  to 
hear  from  Lee  and  Grant,  also  from  Johnston.*

I  will  send  you  a  list  of  some  of  the  articles  we  most  need  and  hope 
you  will  be  awe  to  have  them  imported  for  us.  It  would  help  us  very 
much. 

I  hope  your  troubles  with  the  Tennessee  are  over,  and  that  you  may 
soon  revenge  yourself  for  them  on  the  Yankees. 

I  have  been  quite  unwell,  perhaps  more  so  than  I  supposed,  as 
Doctor  Fahs  and  two  other  doctors  nave  advised  me  to  leave,  at  least 
for  a  while.  So  much  for  attempting  to  perform  duties  that  properly 
appertain  to  at  least  three  persons.  I  should  much  prefer  leaving 
altogether  and  joining  you.     I  want  regular  duty  in  my  profession. 

Please  let  me  know  what  steps  you  take  to  procure  the  stores  from 
Havana  and  what  prospect  of  success.

Mobile,  May  7, 186 4. 
Dear  Jones:  Your  letter  of  the  2d  instant  has  reached  me.  I  will 
send  to  Havana  by  the  first  opportunity,  which  is  to-day  or  to-morrow, 
for  as  many  of  the  articles  as  can  be  procured  there.  You  must  not  be 
disappointed  if  you  do  not  get  many  articles  you  name.  Our  funds 
are  limited  and  Havana  not  very  well  supplied  with  many  articles  we 
require.  I  regret  to  hear  of  your  indisposition,  and  sincerely  hope  you 
may  be  perfectly  restored  by  a  relief  from  your  arduous  duties.  The 
Nashville,  if  ever  finished,  will  be  a  fine  command.  I  wish  you  had  her. 
I  am  ironing  the  pilot  house  and  front  part  of  her  shield.  The  prow  is 
ironed.  If  they  will  send  me  the  iron  for  her  and  the  two  'feigbec 
(Tombigbee  River]  boats,  we  would,  in  a  few  months,  have  quite  an 
efficient  squadron  here.  Can  you  not  pay  us  a  visit?  I  am  anxious 
you  should  see  the  Tennessee.  All  the  camels  are  launched,  and  we 
have  commenced  placing  them  under  her.  It  is  a  slow  job,  however, 
but  I  see  no  reason  why  we  will  not  succeed  in  getting  her  below  the 
bar.  Everything  thus  far  is  favorable.  I  have  but  few  officers,  and 
many  of  them  are  very  inefficient,  and  all  inexperienced.  I  had  three 
lieutenants  on  board  the  Tennessee,  young  and  inexperienced,  but  yes- 
terday one  of  them  was  detached  and  ordered  to  tne  Richmond.  No 
midshipmen  and  but  two  master's  mates,  one  not  worth  his  salt. 
Mitchell  informs  me  that  he  has  no  officers  to  send  me.  I  have  neither 
flag-captain  nor  flag-lieutenant,  nor  midshipmen  for  aids;  consequently, 
I  have  all  the  various  duties  to  attend  to  from  the  grade  of  midship- 
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man  up.  My  office  duties  increase  daily,  which  keeps  me  in  the  office 
until  3  o'clock,  and  then  in  the  afternoon  I  visit  the  navy  yard,  navy 
store,  ordnance,  etc.  Brent  was  ordered  to  report  to  me  a  few  months 
since,  and  I  gave  him,  by  a  general  order,  the  supervision  of  all  naval 
work  in  progress  under  my  orders  on  shore.  I  want  a  flag-captain  and 
flag-lieutenant  and  two  decent  midshipmen.  If  you  could  get  the 
Nashville,  and  Minor  could  be  promoted  and  come  to  me,  it  would  suit 
me  exactly. 

The  news  is  glorious  to-day,  but  the  loss  of  Longstreet  and  others  is  a 
serious  affair.  You  have  no  doubt  heard  all  the  news  by  the  telegrams. 
I  feel  confident  he  will  succeed  in  Virginia.  Johnston  will  soon  be 
engaged.    All  are  sanguine  of  his  success  also.

My  Dear  Admiral:  Yours  of  the  7th  was  received  this  morning, 
and,  as  requested,  I  enclose  requisition  for  emery  cloth  and  sandpaper. 
I  was  aware  that  articles  we  have  great  need  or  are  in  store  at  Mont- 
gomery, and  I  have  made  requisition  for  them,  but  the  Secretary 
refuses  to  allow  them  to  leave  the  store,  and  if  we  can  not  import  them 
I  do  not  know  what  we  will  do. 

We  have  been  very  successful  lately  in  casting  guns,  and  have  made 
improvements  in  the  machinery  for  boring  and  turning  the  guns  and 
bands,  but  without  more  blacksmiths  we  can  not  finish  the  guns  faster 
than  heretofore.  I  find  it  useless  to  represent  these  things  at  Rich- 
mond*    It  produces  no  effect. 

I  should  like  very  much  to  be  with  you,  but  fear  I  am  here  for  the 
war.     If  I  do  not  visit  Richmond,  where  I  want  to  examine  the  Trede- 
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gar,  I  will  visit  Mobile  and  Fort  Morgan.     It  would  delight  me  to  see 
a  man-of-war  again,  and  I  am  anxious  to  see  your  [illegible].

My  Dear  Johnston:  Yours  of  the  7th  instant,  with  its  enclosures, 
was  received  this  morning. 

I  can  appreciate  your  feelings  in  regard  to  the  sanguine  expecta- 
tions entertained  of  the  Tennessee.  Though  not  nominally  in  com- 
mand of  the  Virginia  my  duties  were  more  responsible,  as  in  addition 
I  had  to  select  her  battery  and  experimented  with  the  armor  and  pro- 
jectiles. Having  had  so  much  to  ao  with  her,  I  was  actually  oppressed 
with  the  undue  expectations,  and  confess  that  I  never  entirety  recon- 
ciled myself  to  them,  though  I  endeavored  to  console  myself  by  mak- 
ing every  possible  exertion  and  with  the  reflection  that  it  is  as  neces- 
sary sometimes  to  suffer  from  one's  friends  as  to  fight  one's  enemies. 

Have  you  any  arrangement,  for  firing  hot  shot?  Eggleston  is 
familiar  with  those  in  the  Virginia;  they  were  simple  ana  effective. 
Hot  shot  and  shell  for  wooden  vessels  ana  solid  shot  bolts  for  iron.  If 
you  encounter  monitors,  aim  at  the  base  of  their  turrets. 

I  would  like  to  see  your  vessel,  and  as  I  have  made  the  battery 
something  of  a  study  should  like  to  inspect  it  to  see  the  latest  improve- 
ments, etc.  I  here  feel  out  of  the  naval  world  entirely.  I  rather 
apprehend  you  will  not  be  able  to  catch  the  wooden  vessels.  The 
ironclads  you  will  find  tough  customers.  I  hope  you  will  get  out 
before  a  number  of  them  accumulate.  I  doubt  whether  Farragut 
will  make  a  serious  attack  without  a  large  land  force.

Selma  Cannon  Foundry,  May  11, 1864. 
My  Dear  Uncle:  Yours  of  the  7th  was  received  yesterday.  I 
have  ordered  long  sights  made  for  the  guns,  as  requested.  We  have 
never  been  able  to  keep  any  on  hand.  They  may  be  used  on  any  gun 
of  their  caliber,  but  not  so  with  the  short  sights  for  most  of  the  511ns  we 
have  hitherto  sent  away.    Though  as  we  make  them  more  uniformly 
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now,  I  hope  to  improve  with  the  sights  also.  I  should  like  to  make  the 
scrapers  for  you.  but  we  have  never  made  any,  nor  do  we  make  any 
implements  at  all;  our  force  will  not  permit.  We  have  reamed  out  a 
number  of  guns  to  8  inches,  smoothbore,  that  were  cast  for  6.4-inch 
rifles;  no  change  in  the  exterior.  With  heavy  charges  and  solid  shot 
they  ought  to  be  effective  against  ironclads.  I  think  by  applying  to 
the  admiral  some  would  be  furnished  your  command.  I  have  two 
here  in  addition  to  those  he  has.  We  are  often  out  of  iron;  have  none 
now.  We  have  cast  a  dozen  guns  since  you  [illegible]  there  is  a 
X-inch;  it  is  still  in  the  pit;  weight,  when  cast,  24.000  pounds;  when 
finished,  22.000  pounds,  smoothbore,  double-banded,  for  heavy  charges. 
I  am  troubled  to  move  it;  our  chain  breaks,  etc.  Will  not  cast  another 
until  we  have  another  crane.  We  have  been  compelled  to  commence 
work  making  chains  for  our  cranes;  a  tedious  job. 

I  doubt  whether  Farragut  will  make  a  serious  attack  without  a 
land  force  to  cooperate;  but  as  he  is  restless  I  suspect  he  will  attack 
your  forts  and  perhaps  run  by  as  an  experiment.  I  nope  your  obstruc- 
tions will  stand.  If  they  only  check  tne  enemy,  you  ougnt  to  damage 
them  seriously.  If  you  could  have  marks  (unknown  to  the  enemy) 
at  measured  distances,  it  would  assist  very  much  in  estimating  the 
distance. 

Have  you  tried  your  hot  shot  furnaces?  It  would  be  well  to  fire 
some  for  exercise. 

I  would  like  very  much  to  make  you  a  visit,  and  will  do  so  if  I  do 
not  go  to  Richmond.  I  ought  to  see  other  works  if  I  am  to  remain 
here.     *     *     *

In  consequence  of  the  hot  weather,  from  June  1  to  October  1,  offi- 
cers attached  to  the  Mobile  Squadron  may  wear  their  gray  flannel 
frock  or  sack  coats  with  navy  buttons,  gray  pantaloons,  and  vests.

Report  of  Captain  Fremauz,  C.  S.  Engineers,  regarding  the  placing  of 
obstructions  in  lower  Mobile  Bay. 

Engineer's  Office, 

Fort  Gaines,  June  2,  186^ 
General:  In  the  absence  of  lieutenant-Colonel  Sheliha  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  to  you  directly  the  following  facts  in  relation  to  the 
lower  bay  line; 
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I.  Battery  east  of  Fort  Morgan:  Yesterday  I  went  to  that  battery 
to  take  away  63  negroes  and  sent  them  to  Fort  Powell,  thus  reducing 
the  force  to  68.  The  battery  wants  sods  for  revetments;  the  bomb- 
proof is  placed  and  filled  around  to  roofing.  The  platforms  are  placed, 
and  would  do  for  barbette  carriages;  but  as  it  is  intended  to  put  Par- 
rotts  on  siege  carriages  and  Blakelys  on  field  carriages,  counter  plat- 
forms have  to  be  elevated  2  feet  3  inches  more,  exposing  the  guns  and 
gunners.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  small  barbette  carriages  and 
chasses  be  constructed  for  these  guns.  A  line  of  rifle  pits  and  redans 
from  this  work  to  Battery  Bragg,  on  the  west,  and  to  Navy  Cove,  on 
the  north,  to  be  constructed. 

II.  Fort  Morgan:  Several  rear  traverses  have  to  be  constructed; 
yet  not  one  man  to  place  there  to  do  the  work. 

III.  Main  Channel:  Eighty-six  torpedoes  placed  on  the  line  extend- 
ing from  the  can  buoy  (opposite  the  fort)  to  the  west  bank.  I  have  30 
more  filled  and  ready  to  anchor  and  46  for  which  there  is  no  powder." 
It  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  torpedoes  are  made  of  tin,  and  very 
indifferently  lacquered;  that  the  force  of  the  current  must  rub  tibie 
lacquer  very  soon  and  expose  the  tin  to  the  corroding  action  of  the  sea 
water;  and  that  it  takes  a  very  short  time  to  place  them.  If  there  is 
not  an  immediate  necessity  to  have  them  placed  this  week,  I  would  - 
respectfully  request  that  we  wait  for  the  last  moment  to  place,  to  be 
sure  of  their  efficiency.     Twenty  can  be  placed  in  one  day. 

The  obstructions  have  proved  a  failure,  as  they  have  floated  away; 
or  if  we  succeeded  in  anchoring  them  solid  to  the  bottom  the  currents 
of  the  ebb  and  flow  tide  have  wrenched  them  asunder. 

IV.  Fort  Gaines:  The  work  on  the  fort  has  been  abandoned  since 
April  for  the  want  of  hands.     Only  one  bastion  has  been  cribbed  and 

Erotected  with  15  feet  of  sand;  the  two  others  fronting  the  sea  have 
een  commenced  The  platforms  of  the  columbiads  are  constructed 
on  the  sea  faces.  One  of  the  columbiads  has  been  mounted;  the 
othero  can  not  be  placed  until  the  bastions  are  razeed  to  the  height  of 
the  wall.  The  chemin  de  ronde  is  to  be  filled  to  increase  the  thickness 
of  the  parapet;  reverse  fire  traverses  to  be  built;  galleries  in  bastions 
and  magazines  to  be  constructed,  and  bombproofs  for  men  and  com- 
missary stores;  traverses  between  guns  and  on  the  covered  ways  of 
the  glacis.  On  the  west  of  the  fort,  at  one  mile  and  a  quarter,  a  line 
of  breastworks  and  seacoast  battery  are  to  be  constructed.  The 
wharf  to  be  rebuilt  entirely;  this  is  of  the  most  urgent  necessity;  a 
light  artillery  carriage  coula  not  pass  on  it  to-day. 

V.  Little  Dauphin :  The  work  on  this  island  is  ready  to  receive  guns 
on  the  west  end,  but  the  work  of  completion  has  been  stopped  for  want 
of  hands. 

VI.  Fort  Powell:  The  number  of  hands  employed  here  are  not 
enough"  all  the  other  work  is  in  sufferance  to  carry  on  this;  every 
available  man  is  given  to  the  work,  but  the  number  is  not  sufficient 
yet.  The  large  Baltic,  one  of  the  most  useful  implements  for  this 
work,  is  worm-eaten  and  in  .a  sinking  condition,  and  the  crew  is  not 
complete. 

VII.  Cedar  Point  is  totally  abandoned.  The  workmen  for  the 
wharf  have  deserted  to  the  enemy,  but  two,and  since  April  not  one 
negro  could  be  obtained  to  finish  the  sodding  and  covering  of  the 
bombproof. 
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This  is  the  state  of  affairs  on  this  line  at  this  moment.     To  complete 
this  line  as  it  is  intended  it  would  require  a  large  increase  of  force. 
The  present  force  and  that  required  is  as  follows:

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answer  the  purposes  expected,  will  render  the  boat  very  formidable. 
It  is  to  be  propelled  by  steam  (the  engine  is  very  compact),  though 
under  water  by  hand.  There  are  also  arrangements  for  raising  and 
descending  at  will,  for  attaching  the  torpedo  to  the  bottom  of  vessels, 
etc.  Its  tost  field  of  operation  will  be  on  Mobile  Bay,  and  I  hope  you 
may  soon  have  evidence  of  its  success. 

I  have  to-day  written  to  Mr.  Blount,  general  agent  for  the  impress- 
ment of  negroes  in  this  State,  requesting  him  to  furnish  these  works 
with  fifty  negro  laborers.

Fort  Morgan,  June  26,  I864. 

My  Dear  Catesby:  I  have  two  of  your  Vlll-inch  smoothbore, 
double-banded  guns,  which  I  am  now  preparing  to  mount  in  the  glacis. 
They  are  intended,  of  course,  for  solid  shot  and  shell.  What  charge 
do  you  advise  for  each  of  these  projectiles  ?  Answer  me  soon.  I  have 
the  battery  in  pretty  good  fighting  condition,  but  for  a  siege  require 
double  the  quantity  of  projectiles  for  most  of  the  guns. 

Without  continued  and  personal  care  the  men  soon  fall  off  and  the 
officers,  too.     I  wish  I  could  fire  some  of  the  guns  every  dav. 

Farragut  remains  off  the  bar,  very  much  as  when  you  left.  I  hear 
from  various  sources  that  he  intends  attacking  us  by  land  and  water 
very  soon.  He  can  not  remain  idle  much  longer,  I  think.  I  have  only 
300  effective  men  at  this  fort*  not  enough  to  man  my  guns.  General 
Maury  says  he  can  not  let  me  nave  more. 

The  Tennessee  is  still  at  anchor  off  the  fort ;  the  Baltic  sent  to  town 
as  unseaworthy.  Buchanan  looks  humbled  and  thoughtful.  The 
movements  of  his  ship  and  squadron  were,  in  my  judgment,  delayed 
and  made  unnecessarily  public  after  she  came  down.  She  should  have 
been  kept  alone,  and  the  moment  she  was  released  from  the  camels 
she  should  have  gone  out.  This  was  my  opinion  at  first.  The  Secre- 
tary has  let  B.  off  easier  than  I  expected. 

If  the  Baltic  and  other  inefficient  gunboats  had  been  let  alone  or  the 
iron  used  for  the  'Bigbee  boats,  with  what  could  have  been  furnished 
from  Selma,  they  ought  to  have  been  ready  to  meet  the  enemy  at  this 
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moment.  I  will  not  say  as  much  as  I  think.  Some  efforts  are  being 
made  to  fit  out  the  Nashville.     It  will  be  all  lost ;  she  is  a  failure. 

Did  you  send  any  long-sight  bars  for  the  two  8-inches?  If  not,  can 
you  furnish  them?     Nos.  33  and  35. 

B.  is  now  in  the  city  and  will  be  there  most  of  his  time.  He  has 
some  taste  of  the  discomforts  of  an  ironclad.

Report  of  Major-General  Maury,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding  condition  of 

affairs  in  Mobile. 

Headquarters  District  of  the  Gulf, 

Mobile,  Ala.,  July  7,  1864. 
General:  I  hear  from  several  sources  that  the  enemy  is  actively 
preparing  to  attack  Mobile,  that  a  fleet  of  ironclads  is  now  on  the  way, 
ana  that  General  Canbv  is  preparing  an  army  of  20,000  to  30,000  men 
to  attack  by  land.  The  effective  total  shown  by  my  last  report  of 
troops  in  the  district  is  4,337.  On  yesterday  morning  I  sent  to  Gen- 
eral S.  D.  Lee  600  men,  and  I  hold  a  cavalry  regiment,  800  strong, 
ready  to  go  to  him  in  order  to  meet  an  advance  of  the  enemy  from 
Vicksburg.  My  supplies  and  ordnance  stores  are  insufficient  for  a 
siege,  especially  the  projectiles  for  heavy  rifled  cannon.  I  have 
ordered  that  the  guns  on  the  lines  commanded  by  General  Page  shall 
be  furnished  with  300  rounds  to  the  piece.  This  has  necessarily  taken 
from  the  supplies  for  the  guns  near  the  city,  few  of  which  have  more 
than  200  rounds.  *  *  *  The  garrisons  of  the  forts  and  bay  bat- 
teries are  necessarily  fixed  and  not  available  for  the  reinforcement  of 
threatened  points.  There  are  no  troops  left  to  me  for  duty  in  and 
about  the  city,  except  a  few  companies  of  "  local  troops/'  citizens  of 
Mobile.  *  *  *  I  do  not  believe  the  noncombatants  can  be  gotten 
away  from  the  city  before  the  firing  commences,  when  it  may  be  too 
late.  There  are  a  great  many  people  here  not  at  all  desirous  of  the 
success  of  the  Confederacy,  whose  machinations  are  very  hard  to 
guard  against.  They  evade  the  pickets;  trade  and  communicate  with 
the  enemy.    If  arrested,  unless  testimony  is  direct  and  complete  they 
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are  very  apt  to  be  turned  loose  by  the  instrumentality  of  the  lawyers. 
The  Ivarihoe,  a  fine  ship  owned  Dy  the  cotton  bondholders,  was  run 
aground  near  Fort  Morgan  in  attempting  to  get  into  this  harbor.  The 
enemy  have  so  injured  Tier  that  she  can  not  De  gotten  off.  Her  cargo 
was  all  saved.  She  brought  in  a  case  of  yellow  fever  and  her  crew  has 
consequently  been  quarantined.  The  disease  may  be  disseminated, 
because  it  was  not  reported  or  suspected  until  our  people  had  unloaded 
the  ship  and  had  been  associating  with  the  crew.

Dear  Jones:  Your  letter  of  the  5th  instant  has  just  reached  me. 
I  can  not  possibly  sendyou  the  men  you  require.  Some  of  them  have 
never  reached  here.  We  are  much  in  want  of  those  mechanics  our- 
selves to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  squadron.  Yesterday  all  hands 
knocked  off  work  because  Farrand  issued  an  order  during  my  absence 
that  the  men  must  work  ten  hours.  In  this  part  of  the  Confederacy 
nine  hours  are  considered  the  usual  time.  It  was  a  want  of  tact  on  the 
part  of  Farrand  to  issue  such  an  order  at  this  particular  time  when  I 
so  much  required  the  services  of  men.  I  revoked  the  order  and 
increased  the  pay  to  first-rate  men,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  pay 
at  private  yards,  etc.  I  am  doing  all  I  can  to  get  tne  Nashville  ready 
for  service  without  her  iron.  As  I  have  given  so  many  Vll-inch  guns 
to  the  army  I  shall  require  three  more  for  that  vessel.  I  really  do  not 
know  what  the  army  here  would  do  if  it  was  not  for  your  guns.  Maury 
does  not  attend  sufficiently  to  this  matter.  We  are  certainly  to  tie 
attacked  when  Farragut  and  General  Canby  are  ready.  Farragut  is 
waiting  for  his  ironclads.  His  fleet  is  a  powerful  one,  now  off  the  har- 
bor, from  eighteen  to  twenty;  the  number  varies  occasionally. 

Mr.  Ware  will  send  for  tne  belting.  The  X-inch  gun  I  will  give  to 
Page;  he  wants  it.  McCorkle  is  moving  everything  from  Atlanta,  so 
we  can  not  expect  many  projectiles  or  anything  else  from  him  soon. 

I  write  as  usual  in  a  great  hurry.     I  have  not  heard  anvthing  more 
about  the  provisional  navy,  nor  has  Page.     He  dined  with  me  yester- 
day;  returned  to  the  fort  in  the  evening.

Morgan. 

Selma,  July  25,  I864. 

My  Dear  Uncle:  Yours  of  the  21st  by  Mrs.  G.  just  reached  me. 

I  think  it  a  very  proper  precaution  to  nave  sent  off  all  noncombat- 
ants,  but  I  am  not  satisfied  that  a  serious  attack  is  yet  to  be  made  upon 
you.  though  it  is  threatened,  and  you  should  be  prepared.  Even  if 
made.  I  think  with  their  present  force,  including  the  monitor,  that  you 
would  beat  them  off,  notwithstanding  your  weak  condition.  Fire 
slowly  and  deliberately,  taking  care  not  to  throw  away  a  shot.  Use 
hot  shot  and  shell  against  the  wooden  vessels,  aiming  always  at  the 
water  line,  and  at  base  of  turret  with  precision.  A  simultaneous  fire 
might,  I  think,  be  used  against  the  ironclads,  though  I  know  it  is  diffi- 
cult. Select  a  few  heavy  guns  in  the  same  battery  [illegible].  When 
an  attack  is  made,  I  think  there  will  be  more  than  one  monitor.  If  the 
fleet  run  by,  you  will  then  be  besieged,  it  may  be  without  being 
actively  attacked,  though  I  hardly  think  they  would  permit  you  to 
retain  possession  if  they  could  prevent  it,  as  your  holding  it  would 
seriously  incommode  them.  In  the  present  temper  of  the  people  I  am 
convinced  that  they  would  only  be  content  with  an  obstinate  resist- 
ance. When  it  will  become  known  that  your  advice  was  unheeded, 
you  will  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  due  to  the  proper  want  ol 
preparation,  and  your  character  as  an  officer  will  not  suffer.  But  I  by 
no  means  think  tnat  the  fort  must  necessarily  fall,  and  you  may  dam- 
age them  very  much  even  if  it  does.  I  will  send  down  a  X-inch  this 
week.     I  hope  the  carriage  is  ready. 

Be  assured  that  in  case  of  accident  I  will  do  whatever  lean  for  your 
family,  but  I  trust  there  will  be  no  occasion  and  that  you  may  be  long 
spared  for  them.

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informed  you  that  I  should  send  them  to  you  and  not  to  the  army, 
that  you  might  dispose  of  them.  I  have,  however,  received  no  reply, 
and,  m  consequence,  have  sent  a  number  of  guns  to  Charleston  and 
other  places.  In  the  last  two  days  I  have  received  dispatches  from 
Generals  Maury  and  Higgins  asking  for  guns.  I  shall  therefore  ship 
to-day  a  VH-inch  gun,  to-morrow  a  X-inch,  and  perhaps  a  6.4  toward 
the  close  of  the  week.  Will  you  please  turn  them  over  to  the  army,  if 
you  do  not  wish  them,  and  have  me  sent  their  receipts  for  them. 

I  have  not  heard  of  the  two  good  blacksmiths  you  were  to  send  us. 
Let  the  army  know  we  can  not  make  them  projectiles,  nor  can  we  even 
supply  you  with  all  you  want.  We  have  not  hands.  Send  me  the 
mechanics  and  I  can  supply  both  army  and  navy. 

Please  send  me  a  barrel  of  tar.  If  you  do  not  write  me,  I  can  not  tell 
what  you  want.

Mobile,  September  9,  186^. 

My  Dear  Jones  :  I  received  your  kind  communication  yesterday, 
and  am  delighted  with  the  prospect  of  so  speedily  obtaining  the  assist- 
ance of  the  neavy  guns  you  speak  of.  The  X  and  XI  inch  are  much 
needed,  and  will,  I  am  assured,  render  victory  certain  against  their 
ironclads,  provided  we  can  get  ready  in  time.  My  great  trouble  is  in 
carriages.  The  Ordnance  Department  of  the  Army  is  terribly  slow, 
and  I  fear  it  will  be  weeks  before  carriages  are  made,  although  I  re- 
quired them  upon  the  first  intimation  given  me  that  the  euns  were 
being  prepared.  I  can  only  hope  that  the  enemy  will  delay  nis  opera- 
tions until  the  carriages  are  finished.  I  feel  pretty  confident  now, 
but  will  have  no  anxiety  when  vour  guns  are  in  fighting  trim. 

There  is  no  news  here,  but  four  of  the  enemys  vessels  are  in  sight 
this  morning  (two  monitors  and  two  double-enders).  Our  earth- 
works around  the  city  are  being  rapidly  completed  and  all  looks 
couleur  de  rose. 

Generals  Dick  Taylor,  Forrest,  Maury,  Gardner,  and  Major  in  addi- 
tion to  our  home  folks.  If  the  enemy  judge  our  iorce  by  the  number 
of  generals  present,  they  will  hesitate  a  little  about  making  the  attack. 

We  have  much  sickness  among  the  troops,  principally  chills  and 
fevers.

Report  of  Major-General  Magruder,  C.  8.  Army,  regarding  plans  for 
the  shipment  of  cotton  for  the  purpose  of  securing  arms. 

Headquarters  District  of  Arkansas, 

In  Field,  Monticello,  September  29,  I864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  1st  of  August,  1864,  in  regard  to  the  steamer  Harriet  Lane  and 
her  cargo  of  cotton. 

I  beg  leave  in  reply  to  submit  the  following  statement:  By  my 
orders  some  16,000  stand  of  arms,  which  had  oeen  released  in  our 
favor  by  the  French  at  Vera  Cruz,  in  the  spring  of  1863,  had  been 
concentrated  at  Havana. 

Before  any  steam  blockade  runners  had  entered  our  harbors  in 
Texas,  I,  finding  that  the  Harriet  Lane  and  other  ships  captured  by 
me  were  useless  as  cruisers  at  sea,  and  after  the  building  of  the  forts 
useless  for  the  defense  of  the  harbors,  placed  their  guns  in  the  forts, 
and  having  the  arms  above  mentioned  at  Havana,  which  could  only 
be  procured  by  sending  the  cotton  or  specie  for  them,  I  proposed  to 
General  Kirby  Smith;  commanding  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department, 
to  send  out  these  ships  loaded  with  cotton  and  to  sell  the  ships  and 
their  cargoes  for  the  purpose  of  buying  these  arms  and  a  fast  steam 
blockade  runner  with  which  to  bring  in  these  arms.  General  Smith 
informed  me  that  I  could  send  them  out  in  this  way  on  my  own 
responsibility.  It  was  so  obviously  right  that  I  did  not  hestiate  a 
minute.  The  ships  were  lying  useless,  rotting,  and  in  danger  from 
the  enemy.  The  arms  were  absolutely  necessary,  and  we  could  at 
that  time  procure  them  in  no  other  way  than  by  sending  cotton  or 
specie  abroad  with  which  to  purchase  them.  The  Government  had 
no  cotton.    Arrangements  mere  made  by  me  with  Mr.  T.  W.  House, 
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a  merchant  of  Houston,  Tex.,  who  advanced  the  cotton,  paying  the 
freight,  and  to  save  the  ships  on  their  arrival  in  a  foreign  port  from 
the  danger  of  a  successful  claim  by  the  U.  S.  consul  they  were  passed 
through  a  prize  court  and  were  sent  abroad  as  the  property  of  private 
individuals,  being,  as  such,  protected  by  the  Spanish  authorities. 

Captain  Robert  B.  Scott,  as  special  agent  of  the  Government,  was 
sent  out  and  was  kept  in  ignorance  of  the  real  ownership  of  the  Harriet 
Lane  (the  only  ship  yet  out) ,  and  Mr.  C.  J.  Helm,  C.  S.  agent  at  Havana, 
was  not  informed  of  the  transaction,  lest  he  might  be  called  upon  in 
a  Spanish  court  as  a  witness  to  testify  as  to  ownership,  and  the  claim 
of  the  United  States  be  thus  allowed. 

Mr.  Helm  is  still  in  ignorance  and  should  remain  so  until  the  ships 
are  disposed  of. 

The  U.  S.  consul  did  claim  the  Harriet  Lane  on  her  arrival  at 
Havana,  but  in  consequence  of  these  prudential  arrangements  she 
has  not  been  given  up. 

The  plans,  contracts,  papers,  etc.,  were  all  arranged  on  full  con- 
sultation with  the  C.  S.  district  attorney,  Mr.  George  Mason,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  cotton  office — lieutenant-Colonel  W.  J.  Hutchins, 
Mr.  James  Sorley,  C.  S.  depositary,  Mr.  B.  A.  Shepherd,  and  Mr.  Ball, 
of  the  firm  of  Ball,  Hutchings  &  Co.,  Houston,  Tex.,  being  the  mem- 
bers who  compose  what  is  called  the  cotton  office  for  the  district  of 
Texas,  etc.,  and  which  is  under  the  exclusive  control  of  General 
Smith. 

The  details  of  the  transaction  were  arranged  by  Brigadier-General 
J.  E.  Slaughter,  then  chief  of  my  staff,  and  these  gentlemen,  after 
full  and  frequent  consultation. 

If  these  snips  and  their  cargoes  get  out,  we  shall  at  once  be  able  to 
pay  for  the  arms,  and  if  these  arms  can  then  be  run  in  successfully 
incalculable  benefit  will  result  to  this  department. 

So  far  we  have  been  successful  with  the  Harriet  Lane.  The  others 
may  be  equally  fortunate.  We  lost  one,  the  Clifton,  which,  striking 
on  the  bar  at  the  entrace*to  Sabine  Pass,  was  burned  by  us. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  Harriet  Lane  was  condemned 
as  a  cruiser  by  Commander  Barney,  C.  S.  Navy,  sent  to  command 
her,  and  was  therefore  turned  over  by  the  Navy  Department  to  the 
War  Department. 

I  have  not  thought  it  prudent  to  send  you  an  account  of  these 
transactions,  for  fear  that  the  papers  might  fall  into  the  possession 
of  the  enemy  while  being  taken  across  the  Mississippi  River,  and  the 
information  might  lead  to  the  seizure  of  these  vessels  by  the  United 
States  Government.

Brown,  of  the  Marine  Department,  and  Lieutenant  Marcus  J.  Beebee, 
of  the  Confederate  States  Navy,  and  eight  other  volunteers  for  the 
enterprise,  a  few  days  ago  captured  the  U.  S.  steamer  Ike  Davis,  a 
packet  between  mouth  of  Rio  Grande  and  New  Orleans,  and  ran  her 
into  Matagorda  Bay,  where  she  now  lies. 

These  gentlemen  entered  themselves  as  passengers  for  New  Orleans, 
and  when  12  miles  from  Brazos  rose  upon  the  crew,  drove  them  below, 
and  took  possession  of  the  vessel,  a  steamer  of  400  tons,  and  said  to 
be  very  fast.

Personal  letter  from  Lieutenant  Simms,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  Commander  Jones 
C.  8.  Navy,  referring  to  the  expected  attack  upon  the  defenses  of 
Mobile. 

C.  S.  S.  Nashville, 
Lower  Obstructions,  Mobile  Bay,  October  4,  [I864.] 

My  Dear  Jones:  From  present  appearances  I  see  no  prospect  of 
my  leaving  Mobile  this  coming  winter,  and  as  my  better  half  has  made 
her  mind  up  to  remain  with  me,  I  must  look  round  for  the  means  of 
making  her  comfortable.  Mrs.  Myers  has  rented  a  new  house,  fur- 
nished with  grates,  which  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  procure  coal. 
Not  knowing  how  to  get  it,  it  struck  me  that  it  was  possible  you  might 
procure  me  4  or  5  tons  from  some  of  the  contractors  who  furnish  the 
foundry.  If  you  can  manage  to  get  it  for  me,  I  will  send  the  casks  up 
for  it. 

I  am  now  at  anchor  within  2  J  miles  of  four  of  the  enemy's  vessels, 
one  of  them  a  Mississippi  ironclad.  Unfortunately,  this  ship  draws 
so  much  water  that  even  were  it  possible  to  get  through  the  obstruc- 
tions, I  could  not  get  nearer  to  them  than  I  am  at  present,  as  they 
are  at  anchor  in  less  water  than  what  I  draw.  No  one  here  seems  to 
have  any  idea  of  what  Farragut's  next  move  will  be.  My  own  impres- 
sion is  that  he  is  making  preparations  to  attack  us,  and  I  think  he  will 
make  the  attack  before  this  month  is  out.  I  have  no  confidence  in 
the  obstructions,  and  less  in  the  torpedoes. 

I  understand  that  old  Buck  wrote  Mrs.  Winder  that  he  would  be 
back  this  week.  The  present  incumbent  is  not  thought  much  of. 
Most  anything  would  be  an  improvement  in  that  respect. 

Commodore  Lynch  is  here  on  an  inspecting  tour.  He  tells  me  it  is 
probable  Pembroke  Jones  will  be  sent  here  to  lay  down  torpedoes. 
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Have  you  heard  anything  of  it  ?    Higgins  has  been  relieved  from  duty 
here ;  so  has  General  Gardner.     I  have  not  heard  who  is  torelieve  them.

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Beport  of  Lieutenant  Baker,  C.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  cause  of  delay  in  making  proposed 

reoonnoissanoe. 

On  Board  Sloop  Creole, 
Off  Philips   Inlet,   30  miles   to   Eastward  of  East  Pass,  April  29, 

1864. 

Sir:  On  Monday  evening,  the  25th  instant,  the  weather  being  fine, 
left  the  beach  some  16  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Morgan,  having 
carried  the  boat  across  from  Oyster  Bay  [Bayou]  to  the  Little  Lagoon 
and  from  thence  to  the  Gulf.  Much  to  my  surprise  the  wind,  instead 
of  hauling  off  the  land,  chopped  round  to  the  southward  and  blew 
freshly,  making  quite  a  heavy  sea.  On  making  mouth  of  Perdido, 
which  I  had  intended  to  enter,  found  the  sea  breaking  across  the  whole 
bar,  rendering  it  impossible  for  me  to  do  so.  The  wind  having  increased 
the  sea  running  hign,  the  current  setting  to  the  eastward  several  knots 
per  hour,  I  was  compelled  to  keep  on  my  course.  When  some  8  miles 
to  the  eastward  of  Pensacola,  intending,  if  possible,  to  make  a  harbor 
at  East  Pass,  fell  in  with  a  sloop  smack  lying  at  anchor.  Our  position 
being  very  precarious,  as  the  sea  was  continually  breaking  over  us,  and 
the  aoubt  of  our  being  able  to  make  a  safe  harbor,  determined  me  to 
board  and  take  her.  We  did  so,  and  the  next  day,  26th,  while  lying 
off  and  on  the  land,  waiting  for  a  favorable  wind,  was  chased  by  a 
Yankee  screw  propeller  to  the  eastward.  We  are  now  lying  off  Philips 
Inlet,  in  hopes  of  soon  being  able  by  a  favorable  change  of  weather  to 
make  our  way  to  the  westward,  our  appearance  as  a  fishing  smack 
being  deceptive  and  very  much  in  our  favor.  I  omitted  to  mention 
that  our  appearance  deceived  the  Yankee  cruiser  and  caused  him  to 

§"ve  up  the  chase.  Our  capture  proved  to  be  the  sloop  Creole,  of  New 
rleans,  Captain  Lancashire,  ana  four  men,  one  day  out  from  Pensa- 
cola. The  captain  has  given  us  the  following  information:  The 
Hartford,  Richmond,  Genesee,  Octorara,  and  Potomac  were  lying  at  the 
navy  yard.  The  Pensacola  went  North  some  weeks  since.  Farragut 
was  in  New  Orleans.  It  was  currently  reported  at  the  yard  that 
Banks  had  met  with  a  disastrous  defeat  on  Red  River,  losing  two 
batteries  and  5,000  prisoners,  and  also  that  he  had  been  recalled. 
There  were  no  ironclads  in  port.  On  Saturday,  the  23d,  two  screw 
propellers  arrived  at  the  yard  with  negro  troops  on  board.  I  purpose 
to-day  sending  Mr.  Baker  25  miles  inland  to  our  pickets  with  Mr. 
Broxson,  a  citizen  of  Alabama,  whom  we  accidentally  met  at  this 
point  with  his  wagon  hauling  salt,  and  who  has  kindly  offered  to  haul 
a  seine  of  90  fathoms  and  a  new  manila  hawser  4£  inches,  150  fathoms, 
to  a  place  of  safety.  Mr.  Baker  will  also  endeavor  to  obtain  a  force 
sufficient  to  take  charge  of  prisoners,  viz,  Captain  Benj.  Lancashire, 
F.  Miller,  John  McDougal,  Ed.  Stafford,  Bernard  Bauman.  Stafford 
claims  to  be  a  discharged  Confederate  soldier,  captured  by  Yankees  on 
blockade  steamer  Alice  Vivien,  en  route  for  Havana.  Our  provisions 
are  running  short,  but  should  the  wind,  which  has  been  constantly 
blowing  from  the  westward,  change  in  our  favor,  I  will  endeavor  to 
make  my  way  back  to  Mobile  Bay,  either  by  running  blockade  or 
hauling  our  cutter  into  Little  Lagoon,  etc.,  in  which  case  I'll  destroy 
vessel.  Should  the  wind  hold  as  it  is,  I  will  be  compelled  to  burn 
vessel  at  this  point,  and  make  our  way  overland  to  Mobile.  I  trust 
my  course  will  meet  with  your  approbation,  as  I  have  done  what, 
under  the  circumstances,  seemed  best  and  what  necessity  forced  upon 
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me.  Should  an  opportunity  present  itself  on  my  return,  I  will  finish 
the  reconnoissance  which  unfavorable  weather  has  permitted  me  to 
only  make  in  part.  It  is  probable  I  shall  see  you  before  this  reaches 
Mobile.  In  tne  event  of  our  capture,  however,  this  will  give  you 
intelligence  of  our  whereabouts  and  what  we  have  done  up  to  this 
time.

Letter  from  Lieutenant  Baker,  C.  8.  Havy,  to  Brigadier-General  Higgins,  C.  8.  Army,  pro- 
posing an  immediate  attaok. 

C.  S.  S.  HUNTSVILLE, 

Mobile,  August  4,  186%. 

Sir:  In  April  last  a  proposition  was  submitted  by  Mr.  P.  M.  Baker 
to  General  Maury  for  the  capture  of  Fort  Pickens.  The  general 
approved  it  and  consulted  with  Admiral  Buchanan,  who  concluded  to 
send  me  in  a  small  boat,  with  a  crew  of  eight  men,  together  with  Mr. 
Baker,  on  a  reconnoissance. 

Owing  to  unfavorable  weather  I  succeeded  only  partially,  but  suffi- 
ciently to  demonstrate  the  practicability  of  a  boat  expedition  to  Fort 
Pickens,  by  starting  at  a  point  about  20  miles  east  of  Fort  Morgan. 
It  was  proposed  to  send  a  force  of  100  or  150  men  in  small  boats,  tney 
to  effect  a  landing  near  the  fort  and  make  an  entrance  through  the 
sallvports  or  by  scaling. 

By  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Newman,  who  escaped  from  Fort  Pickens  on 
Friday  last,  I  have  obtained  information  concerning  sentinels  and  gar- 
rison which  leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  of  the  success  of  an  attack  on 
the  fort  if  attempted  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  in  the  fort  for  garrison  duty  three  companies  of  the  Sev- 
enth Vermont,  numbering  in  all  100  men,  in  command  of  Major 
Allen.  There  are  but  two  sentinels,  one  on  the  parapet  on  the  east 
face  of  the  fort  and  one  at  the  gate  opposite  Barrancas.  In  view  of 
these  facts  I  earnestly  desire  to  obtain  permission  to  attempt  the  cap- 
ture of  the  fort,  and  should  you  approve  the  project  would  request 
your  influence  with  the  admiral  in  order  to  have  me  detached  for  that 
purpose.  I  would  require  but  three  or  four  boats  carrying  about  15 
men  each,  with  their  arms  and  five  days'  provisions.  In  seven  hours 
after  leaving  the  lagoon  we  can  reach  the  fort,  so  that,  starting  at  5 
p.  m.,  we  would  arrive  about  midnight. 

The  enemy  have  now  withdrawn  all  their  large  vessels  for  an  attack 
on  Mobile,  and  their  attention  is  wholly  diverted  from  Pensacola.  In 
the  event  of  the  capture  of  the  fort,  with  the  immense  amount  of 
ammunition,  stores,  etc.,  there  and  at  the  yard,  the  force  of  the  blow 
here  would  be  broken,  as  the  enemy  obtain  all  their  supplies  from  that 
point.  Having  already  reconnoitered  the  route,  I  feel  confident  in 
asserting  its  entire  feasibility,  and  think  it  would  greatly  relieve 
Mobile. 

Mr.  Newman  is  an  engineer  whom  I  have  long  known,  is  intelligent 
and  trustworthy.  He  is  well  known  by  naval  men  and  very  anxious 
to  accompany  me  on  this  expedition. 
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Hoping  the  above  will  meet  with  your  approval,  I  remain,  very

Dear  Baker:  Your  several  notes  have  been  received.  I  do  not 
think  it  advisable  to  telegraph  Mr.  Mallory  yet  awhile  about  the  mat- 
ter under  discussion.  It  would  be  better  to  wait  until  it  is  quite  evi- 
dent that  the  commodore  will  not  permit  you  to  embark  on  the  expe- 
dition. Then  it  would  be  well,  all  efforts  here  failing  to  that  end,  to 
telegraph  the  honorable  Secretary  and  request  his  authority  to  carry 
out  your  plans,  but  to  do  so  now  would  be  nasty. 

Commodore  Farrand  expresses  himself  much  pleased  and  satisfied 
with  your  plans  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  you  have  in 
view,  and  his  only  reason  for  withholding  his  consent  from  the  pro- 
posed expedition  is  that  there  is  no  officer  left  on  the  station  to  supply 
your  place,  were  you  taken  from  the  Huntsville.  I  have  met  tins 
futile  objection  of"  his  by  suggesting  Mr.  Lambert,  who  could  easily 
fill  your  placeduring  your  absence,  and  though  not  positively  declining 
he  said  that  Captam  Bennett  wanted  his  services.  Now,  I  would 
advise  you  to  write  to  the  commodore,  begging  that  you  be  permitted 
to  put  mto  execution  your  views,  and  asking  that  Liambert  be  put  in 
your  place  until  you  return,  and  ask  Captain  Myers  to  endorse  his 
approval  thereon,  and  I  think  all  will  be  right,  and  we  will  depart  on 
our  way  reioicing.  My  zeal  in  this  undertaking  is  not  in  the  least 
abated,  and  I  assure  you  I  have  tried  all  in  my  power  to  further  the 
enterprise,  and  to  obtain  for  it  the  commodore's  sanction.

Mobile,  Ala.,  August  IS,  I864. 

Dear  Baker:  Your  letter  to  me  and  communication  to  the  com- 
modore enclosed  was  received  on  Saturday  evening.  On  Sunday, 
yesterday,  I  handed  it  to  him  when  he  was  at  leisure,  and  said  ana 
did  everything  I  could  to  get  him  to  rive  his  consent  to  the  proposed 
expedition:  but  all  in  vain.  I  am  disheartened  at  the  way  and  man- 
ner in  which  this  project,  and  one  so  perfectly  feasible  and  practicable 
in  all  its  bearings,  has  been  suffered  quietly  to  be  passed  over  by  the 
authorities  that  be,  and  this  particularly  arter  it  received  the  full  and 
entire  endorsement  of  both  the  generals  and  Commodore  Farrand 
especially. 

Tis  no  further  use,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  to  push  this  matter  with 
Commodore  Farrand,  as  he  is  now  decided  that  we  can  not  go.  If 
you  think  it  would  be  right,  to  telegraph  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
Navy,  do  so,  but  be  certain  before  you  do  so  that  you  receive  not  a 
reprimand  for  presuming  to  address  him  without  sending  your  com- 
munication through  your  commanding  officer,  and  thereby  the  whole 
plan  fall  through. 

I  do  not  know  that  it  would  be  so;  you  know  best.  I  am  truly 
sorry  to  blight  your  hopes,  but  the  truth  must  be  told.  The  expedi- 
tion will  not  be  allowed  to  embark  by  the  commodore.     I  am  as  sorry 
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as  you  are,  and  if  you  should  go  by  consent  of  a  higher  authority  I 
also  will  endeavor  to  go  with  you.

Letter  from  Lieutenant  Baker,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Havy,  requesting  hie 

permission  for  the  attack. 

C.  S.  S.  HUNTSVILLE, 

Mobile,  August  18,  1864. 

Sir:  I  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  on  a  subject,  the  impor- 
tance of  which  will,  I  trust,  excuse  the  informality  of  my  action. 

From  information  which  I  have  received  from  time  to  time,  but 
particularly  since  the  arrival  of  William  Newman,  who  made  his 
escape  a  few  days  ago  from  Fort  Pickens,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
capture  of  the  fort  can  be  readily  accomplished.  Not  dreaming  that 
we  have  any  designs  upon  it,  and  deludmg  themselves  with  the  idea 
that  its  isolated  position  renders  it  safe  from  attack,  they  have  become 
exceedingly  careless,  having  only  two  sentinels  on  duty,  one  at  the 
east  face  of  the  fort  and  the  other  at  the  gate  opposite  Barrancas. 

The  garrison  consists  of  about  100  men,  ana  with  the  exception  of 
the  guard  (15  men),  all  sleep  with  their  arms  stacked.    . 

I  enclose  herewith  a  proposition  I  submitted  to  Generals  Maury 
and  Higgins,  which  they  highly  approved,  proffering  me  all  the  men 
and  arms  necessary.  Commodore  Farrand  also  approved  of  the 
project,  and  indeed  ordered  me  to  make  the  necessary  preparations, 
but  afterwards  concluded  he  could  not  well  spare  my  services  at  this 
juncture. 

As  a  Floridian,  I  am  particularly  anxious  to  recapture  Fort  Pickens, 
and  believe  the  way  is  now  open  to  us. 

I  propose  taking  about  60  men  with  four  small  boats,  pulling  down 
the  eastern  shore  of  the  bay  into  Bon  Secours,  and,  hauling  the  boats 
across  a  narrow  strip  of  land  into  Little  Lagoon,  I  would  enter  the 
Gulf  at  apoint  20  miles  east  of  Fort  Morgan  and  be  within  seven  hours' 
pull  of  Fort  Pickens,  with  nothing  to  interrupt  our  progress.  Fort 
McRee  is  dismantled  and  abandoned,  so  we  might  pull  close  in  under 
the  land  and  then  across  the  channel,  making  a  landing  between  the 
wharf  at  the  fort  and  the  point.  Once  landed,  we  could  effect  an 
entrance  through  the  sally  ports,  or  by  seizing  the  sentinel  at  the  gate 
and  calling  for  the  corporal  of  the  guard,  who  always  comes  alone  and 
opens  the  gate. 

Mr.  Newman  says  there  are  immense  stores  of  provisions,  medicines, 
ordnance,  etc.,  both  in  the  fort  and  at  the  yard.  In  the  event  of  our 
succeeding,  General  Maury  would  send  a  cooperating  force  by  land 
against  the  yard,  which,  being  assailed  in  front  and  rear,  must  neces- 
sarily surrender.  The  reinforcement  we  would  receive  in  the  prison- 
ers (numbering  some  fifty)  would  enable  us  to  hold  the  fort  without  a 
doubt. 

Believing,  sir,  that  the  capture  of  this  place  would  be  of  incalculable 
advantage  to  us  at  this  time,  giving  us  as  it  would  an  open  port  and 
distracting  the  attention  of  the  enemy  from  more  vital  points,  together 
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with  the  probability  of  recapturing,  our  noble  admiral  and  the  officers 
confined  there,  I  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  request  that  you 
will  detach  myself  and  brother  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  this 
expedition. 

Having  already  reconnoitered  the  proposed  route,  and  being  per- 
fectly familiar  with  the  coast  and  the  localities  in  and  around  the  fort, 
I  feel  confident  in  asserting  the  feasibility  of  the  enterprise. 
Trusting  this  will  meet  your  approbation,

C.  S.  S.  Huntsville,  August  20, 1864. 

Sir:  I  had  the  honor  some  days  since  of  proposing  for  your  con- 
sideration and  approval  a  plan  for  the  capture  of  one  of  the  enemy's 
vessels  lying  near  Grant's  rass  at  the  time.  I  informed  you  that  I 
could  obtain  all  the  men  and  officers  necessary  for  such  an  expedition, 
and  I  thought  a  steamer.  You  informed  me  that  should  I  succeed  in 
doing  so,  and  show  the  practicability  of  my  plans,  you  would  send  the 
expedition. 

After  leaving  you  I  called  on  General  Maury,  who  had  before  inti- 
mated to  me  that  he  was  desirous  of  capturing  this  steamer.  General 
M.  assured  me  that  I  should  have  every  assistance  in  his  power,  any 
steamer  in  Mobile  under  his  control,  together  with  as  many  men,  arms, 
etc.,  as  were  required.  My  next  movement  was  to  examine  all  the 
steamers  in  port.  I  found  one  without  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  in  the 
employ  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  exactly  suited  for  our  pur- 
pose; which  done,  I  called  on  you  again  to  state  the  success  of  my 
efforts,  but  you  informed  me  that  news  of  an  early  attack  having  been 
received  you  could  not  weaken  the  naval  force  in  this  quarter  to  facili- 
tate an  expedition  of  the  kind.  I  would  have  explained  myself  more 
fully  at  the  time,  showing,  as  I  have  above,  that  I  did  not  meditate  any 
reduction  of  the  naval  force  under  your  charge,  but  you  were  so  busily 
engaged  that  I  concluded  to  await  a  more  favorable  opportunity  for  an 
explanation.  All  I  desired  was  your  approval,  with  perhaps  a  few 
suggestions  and  permission  for  myself  and  one  or  more  brother  officers 
who  have  been  engaged  with  me  m  arranging  ways  and  means  to  lead 
the  expedition.  1  would  not  again  trouble  you  did  I  not  feel  assured 
that  in  my  last  interview  you  misunderstood  the  nature  of  the  under- 
taking. If  it  is  not  asking  too  much,  I  would  like  to  know  whether 
the  plan  considered  in  this  light  does  not  meet  with  your  approval. 

Hoping  that  in  thus  addressing  you  I  have  infringed  on  no  law  of 
naval  etiquette,

Your  plan  is  approved.  Flag-Officer  Farrand  is  instructed  to  take 
all  necessary  measures  for  fitting  out  the  expedition  and  securing  its 
success,  and  he  will  promptly  confer  with  you. 

Enclosed  you  have  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  him  and  of  General  Bragg*  s 
letter  to  me.  My  injunctions  as  to  secrecy  must  be  rigidly  observed.

Letter  from  General  Bragg,  C.  S.  Army,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  suggesting  a  modified 

plan  for  the  attack. 

Headquarters  Armies  Confederate  States, 

Richmond,  September  26,  1864- 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  the  letter  and  papers  of 
Lieutenant  Baker,  C.  S.  Navy,  referred  by  you  to  the  President.     It 
will  be  seen  he  approves  the  proposition  and  has  sent  it  to  me  for  the 
purpose  of  cooperation. 

In  the  present  aspect  of  affairs  in  Mobile  Bay  the  movement  by 
boats  into  Bon  Secours  may  be  difficult  or  impracticable.  In  that 
event  it  might  be  made  by  transporting  the  boats  overland  and  mov- 
ing down  the  Perdido. 

But  one  important  modification  in  the  plan  has  seemed  to  me 
advisable.  After  landing,  I  would  not  rely  solely  on  effecting  an 
entrance  at  the  sally  ports.  But  a  small  party  would  suffice  for  the 
ruse,  while  the  main  force  was  thrown  by  scaling  ladders  immediately 
into  the  fort  over  the  wall  opposite  Fort  McRee.  This  point  is  easily 
approached,  is  near  the  landing  place,  and  is  the  lowest  part  of  the 
wall.  It  could  be  scaled  by  light  ladders  transported  in  the  boats, 
which  can  be  carried  readily  by  two  stout  men. 

It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  order  the  necessary  assistance  and 
cooperation  from  the  land  forces,  and  to  direct  a  movement  in  diver- 
sion whenever  the  naval  expedition  shall  be  in  readiness.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  order  I  take  pleasure  in  making 
the  following  report: 

With  five  launches  and  100  men  I  propose  to  leave  Blakely,  Ala., 
transporting  boats  in  wagons  to  Ross  Point,  on  the  Perdido  River. 
From  this  point  I  will  pull  under  cover  of  night  to  Pensocola  Bay 
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and  effect  a  landing  near  Fort  Pickens.  I  will  then  endeavor  to  enter 
the  fort  with  scaling  ladders  or  through  the  sally  ports.  Once  in 
possession  of  the  fort,  I  will  signalize  the  land  forces,  who  are  to  coop- 
erate with  us.  My  course  after  this  will  be  determined  by  circum- 
stances; but  should  my  position  be  untenable,  I  will  of  course 
endeavor  to  destroy  as  much  as  possible  and  escape  with  my  command. 
Being  all  ready  I  will  leave  this  point  in  the  steamer  Dick  Keys 
to-night.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Baker,  C.  S.  Havy,  expressing  regret  at  delay  arising  from  withdrawal 

of  army  cooperation. 

Mobile,  November  1,  186 4. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  on  the  evening  of  the 
25th  ultimo  I  left  this  place  in  the  steamer  Dick  Keys  with  five 
launches,  fixtures  complete,  two  scaling  ladders  in  sections,  wagons, 
teams,  etc. 

We  landed  at  Blakely  at  9  p.  m.,  where  I  found  my  men,  100  in 
number,  awaiting  me.  The  better  to  conceal  our  movements,  started 
at  once  under  cover  of  night.  At  this  time  I  received  an  order  from 
Brigadier-General  Liddell,  commanding  me  to  suspend  the  expedition 
temporarily,  by  order  from  Major-General  Maury,  who  had  heard  of 
a  heavy  force  of  the  enemy's  being  landed  at  the  navy  yard.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  this,  I  encamped  in  an  obscure  spot,  oft  the  roaa,  3 
miles  from  Blakely. 

On  the  30th  ultimo  news  was  received  by  the  general  of  the  falsity 
of  the  rumor,  and  I  immediately  requested  permission  of  General 
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Maury  to  move  forward.  He  again  ordered  a  temporary  suspension 
of  the  expedition,  as  he  was  not  fully  prepared  to  cooperate,  and  feared 
the  enemy  had  obtained  information  of  the  movement.  I  remon- 
strated against  the  delay,  stating  the  impossibility  of  the  enemy  hav- 
ing obtained  such  information,  since  not  even  the  men  in  my  com- 
mand were  aware  of  my  destination,  but  the  men  being  under  his 
control,  I  was  compelled  to  acquiesce.  He  advised  that  the  men  be 
returned  to  their  respective  companies,  so  as  to  give  the  impression 
of  the  move  being  abandoned,  and,  on  a  given  day,  suddenly  ordered 
back,  when  the  expedition  might  proceed,  he  thought,  with  more 
secrecy  and  certainty  of  success. 

This  has  been  done,  and  I  have  left  the  boats  on  the  wagons,  con- 
cealed and  under  cover,  with  a  guard  in  charge  of  Master's  Mate 
P.  M.  Baker.  Had  I  been  allowed  to  proceed  without  delay,  I  feel 
confident  we  should  have  met  with  success.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
regretted  that  the  men  could  not  be  obtained  from  the  navy, 
as,  in  that  case,  they  would  have  been  under  my  control  and  tliis 
delay  avoided.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that,  if  possible,  sailors 
be  procured  for  the  enterprise.  The  generals  commanding  have 
recently  received  intelligence  that  besides  the  large  quantities  of 
stores,  munitions  of  war,  etc.,  always  at  the  yard,  the  enemy  have 
accumulated  there  immense  supplies  for  Sherman's  army.  Enclosed 
you  will  find  a  letter  to  me  from  General  Maury,  which,  unf ortunately, 
did  not  reach  me  until  other  orders  had  been  issued.  As  soon  as  the 
general  is  ready  to  cooperate  I  will  proceed  to  carry  out  the  plan 
without  delay.

It  is  proper 
that  I  should  inform  you  that  our  authorities  are  not  disposed  to 
abuse  a  flag  of  truce  or  trepass  upon  your  courtesy  by  aiding  anyone 
to  leave  the  country  under  such  circumstances  who  may  design  to 
return. 

I  am  at  all  times,  however,  ready  to  aid  unfortunate  noncombatants 
to  rejoin  their  natural  protectors,  and  will  either  receive  or  forward 
them,  whenever  the  consent  of  the  United  States  naval  authorities 
has  been  previously  obtained.

I  ask 
because  for  several  weeks  I  have  not  observed  the  total  fleet  down 
there  and  its  changes.  I  sent  Perryman  down  to  procure  specific 
information,  which  I  desired  to  have  very  quicklv.  Un  the  7th  it  was 
reported  to  me  from  the  other  side  of  the  bay  that  the  whole  fleet  in 
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Pensacola  Bay  had  sailed  for  Mobile  Bay.  You  must  be  very  vigi- 
lant to  avoid  capture  or  the  capture  of  any  of  your  party.  They  tell 
me  from  Pensacola  about  large  light-draft  boats  whicn  have  been 
built  there  in  order  to  be  used  against  Mobile.  Try  and  ascertain 
whether  any  such  are  in  Mobile  Bay.

February  16,  1864. — Mobile  River.  The  colors  were  hoisted  and 
the  ship  put  in  commission  at  9  a.  m.  with  the  following  attached : 
James  D.  Johnston,  first  lieutenant,  commanding;  William  L.  Brad- 
ford, first  lieutenant ;  Mortimer  M.  Benton,  second  Eeutenant ;  Henri  W. 
Perrin,  acting  master;  R.  C.  Bowles,  assistant  surgeon;  John  J.  Mc- 
Pherson,  assistant  paymaster;  George  D.  Lining,  first  assistant  engi- 
neer; John  C.  O'Connell,  second  assistant  engineer;  William  Rodgers, 
third  assistant  engineer;  Oscar  Benson,  third  assistant  engineer; 
William  Patterson,  third  assistant  engineer  John  McCredie,  boat- 
swain; H.  S.  Smith,  gunner;  W.  S.  Forrest,  master's  mate;  C.  F.  [R. ?] 
McBlair,  master's  mate;  63  men  on  board.  At  3:40  two  lighters 
came  alongside  with  two  steam  fire  engines  on  board  and  were  secured 
to  the  vessel.  Commenced  pumping  on  the  starboard  side  at  4  o'clock 
and  on  the  port  side  at  5  p.  m.  Ceased  pumping  at  8:30  p.  m. 
Weather  clear  and  cool.     Wind  N.     Very  low  tide. — H.  W.  Perbin. 

February  18. — John  Chapman,  fireman,  reported  on  board  from  the 
receiving  snip. 

February  20. — Nine  marines  reported  on  board  for  duty.  Admiral 
Buchanan  came  on  board  at  11  a.  m.  C.  S.  S.  Baltic  took  the  vessel, 
in  tow  and  proceeded  up  the  river  (at  12  o'clock).  Grounded  at  1 
o'clock  1$  miles  from  town.  The  admiral  left  the  ship  at  four  bells 
(2  o'clock).  The  vessel  floated  at  seven  bells  and  proceeded  up  the 
river  until  5  o'clock  and  again  grounded.  C.  S.  S.  Selma,  by  order  of 
Captain  Johnston,  passed  a  hawser  to  the  bows  of  the  Baltic  to  assist 
in  towing,  but  botn  vessels  being  unable  to  move  the  vessel,  they 
were  ordered  to  let  go  their  anchors  and  wait  for  higher  water  at  6 :  30 

E.  m.  Taken  in  tow  by  the  steamers  Baltic  and  Selma  and  ten  minutes 
efore  10  the  ship  moved  slowly  up  to  11  o'clock.  A.t  12  o'clock  the 
Selma  was  ordered  to  cast  loose  and  proceed  to  Mobile.  The  Baltic 
continued  towing  without  making  any  progress. 

February  24- — First  Lieutenant  A.  D.  Wnarton  reported  for  duty. 

February  28. — At  3 :  30  the  steamer  Senator  made  fast  on  our  star- 
board side  and  commenced  towing.  At  3 :  40  the  steamer  Natchez 
came  alongside  and  commenced  towing.  At  4  the  ship  floated  and  a 
hawser  was  passed  from  our  port  bow  to  the  steamer  Natchez  and 
another  from  our  ship's  starboard  quarter  to  the  Mary  Virginia  and 
the  ship  hauled  up  the  river,  when  the  hawser  from  the  Mary  Virginia 
was  cast  off  and  the  Natchez  continued  towing  up  the  river  until  4 :  30, 
when  the  hawser  was  cast  off,  the  steamer  Natchez  returned  to  the  city, 
and  we  let  go  our  port  anchor  with  7  fathoms  chain.  C.  S.  S.  Gaines 
passed  up  the  river  at  5  p.  m. 

February  29. — The  anchor  was  made  fast  at  8:25  a.  m.  and  the 
Mary  Virginia  was  made  fast  to  our  port  quarter.  At  8 :  35  the  vessel 
got  underway  and  steamed  up  the  river.  At  9 :  25  a  hawser  was  passed 
to  the  steamer  Dick  Keys  from  our  starboard  bow,  which  parted,  and 
another  was  passed  and  she  towed  us  down  the  river.  At  12 :  45  came 
to  with  port  anchor  in  5  fathoms  water  and  veered  to  15  fathoms  chain. 
Spanish  River  Battery  bearing  due  south,  distance  1  mile. 

March  SI. — Spanish  River.  From  8  to  meridian:  Executive  officer 
W.  L.  Bradford  left  the  ship  on  sick  leave. 

April  8. — The  docks,  in  process  of  construction  for  the  purpose  of 
lifting  the  vessel  over  the  bar,  caught  fire  at  12  midnight;  three  were 
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destroyed.  Captain  Johnston  left  the  ship  and  went  to  the  fire.  Mr. 
Wharton  also  took  the  launch,  with  her  crew.  Both  boats  returned 
at  3:30  a.m. 

Aprils. — From  8  to  meridian:  Admiral  F.  Buchanan  and  Generals 
Maury  and  Hart  visited  the  ship. 

April  6. — At  9 :  20  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  for  Mobile.  At 
1 :30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  the  navy  yard. 

April  IS. — At  9 :  20  p.  m.  a  fire  broke  out  in  rear  of  the  navy  yard. 
The  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  M.  M.  Benton,  left  to  render 
assistance.     At  9 :  30  cutter  returned. 

April  18. — At  11  p.  m.  one  of  the  unfinished  rams  at  the  navy  yard 
wharf  got  adrift.  Sent  a  boat  with  a  kedge  and  hawser  after  her;  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  her  to  anchor  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

May  17. — Passed  two  parts  of  7-inch  hawser  to  steamer  Morgan. 
Hove  up  anchor  and  got  underway  at  9  a.  m.,  the  Magnolia  towing  us. 
At  9:30  the  admiral  came  on  board  in  his  barge.  At  12:45  p.  m. 
steamer  Morgan  went  ahead  and  passed  her  hawser  to  the  Magnolia, 
both  commenced  towing.  At  1:45  p.  m.  the  Morgan  parted  her 
hawser,  and  the  wind  catching  the  Magnolia,  drove  her  on  the  banks, 
where  she  became  jammed  by  the  ship.  Got  out  kedge  from  starboard 
at  2:30  and  commenced  kedging  and  backing  ship  around.  Passed 
hawser  to  the  Morgan  from  port  bow.  swung  the  ship  around.  At  3 :  30 
the  Magnolia  passed  ahead,  taking  lines  from  the  Morgan.  Came  to 
anchor  at  6  p.  m.  near  the  obstructions  in  2  fathoms.  The  admiral 
left  the  ship. 

May  18. — Near  the  second  obstructions.  From  8  to  midnight: 
The  C.  S.  S.  Selma  came  alongside  from  Grant's  Pass  and  steamed 
back  again. 

May  22. — Mobile  Bay.  At  10  a.  m.  Admiral  Buchanan  hoisted 
his  flag  on  this  vessel.  Inspected  the  crew  aft  and  addressed  them 
in  a  few  remarks.     He  then  inspected  the  ships  of  the  squadron. 

May  23. — Mobile  Bay.  From  8  to  midnight:  Clear,  with  light 
breeze  from  the  southward  and  westward.  Commenced  getting  up 
steam  at  11  o'clock.  Commenced  getting  up  steam  on  steamers 
Baltic,  Selma,  Morgan,  and  Gaines  during  the  watch: 

May  24. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Clear,  with  moderate  breeze  from 
the  southward.     Hove  up  anchor  and  got  underway  at  5 :  55.     Made 

feneral  signals  for  fleet  to  follow  motions  of  commanding  officer. 
Vom  8  to  meridian:  Came  to  with  starboard  anchor,  Fort  Morgan 
bearing  S.  JW.,  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  distant. 

May  26. — From  8  to  meridian:  The  Morgan  fired  a  gun  at  the 
steamer  Denbigh,  starting  to  run  the  blockade.  She  showed  her 
light  and  proceeded  to  sea. 

May  SO. — Off  Fort  Morgan.  From  8  to  meridian:  One  of  the 
enemy's  vessels  fired  several  times  at  a  land  battery  near  Fort  Morgan. 
The  battery  replied  twice. 

May  SI. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Steamer  Morgan  left  for 
Grant  s  Pass.  A  ship-rigged  screw-propeller  came  to  in  the  enemy's 
fleet  and  fired  a  salute  of  fifteen  guns. 

June  7. — Off  Fort  Morgan.  Heavy  firing  to  the  eastward  at  4 
a.  m.     The  Denbigh  came  safely  in  and  hove  to  off  Fort  Morgan. 

June  10. — At  4:45  a.  m.  commenced  heaving  in  starboard  cable. 
Anchor  came  up  foul.     Steamer  Gaines  came  ahead;  sent  her  a

hawser,  and  she  towed  us  to  a  position  nearer  to  Fort  Morgan  and 
commanding  channel.     At  6  came  to  anchor. 

June  12. — At  11 :05  torpedo  boat  came  down. 

June  SO. — At  10:30  p.  m.  firing  commenced  from  blockaders. 
Soon  after  Fort  Morgan  fired  one  shot,  when  firing  ceased. 

July  1. — At  12:30  a.  m.  boat  from  the  fort  came  alongside,  asking 
a  boat  to  assist  blockade  runner  Ivanhoe,  beached  off  tne  fort.  At 
12:40  first  cutter  left  the  ship  with  Lieutenant  McDermett  and 
Master  H.  W.  Perrin  to  assist  said  steamer.  At  6  a.  m.  the  enemy's 
fleet  opened  fire  on  the  Ivanhoe.  The  guns  from  Fort  Morgan  replied. 
At  7:30  first  cutter  returned.  From  8  to  meridian:  Clear;  wind 
south.  Enemy  still  firing  on  the  Ivanhoe.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. : 
Enemy  firing  until  3:30.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Cutter  and  launch 
left  to  go  to  the  Ivanhoe,  H.  W.  Perrin,  master,  and  Boatswain 
McCredie  in  charge. 

July  2. — At  3  a.  m.  cutter  and  launch  returned.  From  8  to  merid- 
ian: Blockading  fleet  opened  fire  on  the  Ivanhoe.  Fort  returned 
the  fire.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Occasional  firing  from  the 
enemy's  fleet.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Sent  launch  to  assistance  of 
steamer  Ivanhoe,  in  charge  of  Boatswain  McCredie  and  Master's  Mate 
Forrest.     From  8  to  midnight:  Launch  returned. 

July  S. — Commences  and  to  4  a.  m.:  Enemy's  fleet  opened  fire 
on  the  Ivanhoe.     Light  battery  returned  the  fire. 

July  5. — At  3  a.  m.  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  the  Ivanhoe  and  ceased 
firing  at  3:30. 

July  6. — At  12:30  a.  m.  a  fire  broke  out  on  the  blockade  runner 
Ivanhoe  and  continued  to  burn  during  the  entire  watch. 

July  8. — Commences  and  until  4  a.  m.:  Volley  of  musketry  and 
firing  from  a  light  battery  in  direction  of  the  blockade  runner  Ivanhoe. 

July  10. — At  1 :  55  a.  m.  an  officer  from  Fort  Morgan  came  along- 
side. At  2:40  sent  cutter  and  launch  to  the  assistance  of  blockade 
runner  Virginia,  beached  during  the  watch.  From  4  to  8  a.  m.: 
Blockading  fleet  opened  fire  on  the  Virginia  and  fired  twenty  shots. 

July  11. — Commences  and  to  4  a.  m. :  Fort  Morgan  fired  a  gun 
at  1:10  a.  m.     At  2:45  a.  m.  the  enemy's  fleet  sent  up  a  rocket. 

July  H. — Master's  Mate  C.  McBlair  detached  from  this  vessel  and 
ordered  to  Savannah,  Ga. 

July  27. — From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Enemy's  boats  sounding  near  channel 
abreast  of  Fort  Morgan. 

July  28. — Got  underway  at  10  a.  m.  and  steamed  near  the  Gaines, 
firing  our  battery.  Came  to  anchor  at  11 :30,  Fort  Morgan  bearing 
S.  W.  by  S.,  about  one-half  mile  distant. 

July  SO. — From  8  to  meridian:  The  Yankee  monitor  and  two 
small  gunboats  came  inside  of  Sand  Island  and  anchored.  At  6:30 
p.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  cast  loose  the  battery.  Five  Yankee 
gunboats  and  a  monitor  inside  Sand  Island.     Ship  under  banked  fires. 

July  SI. — From  4  to  8  p.  m.:  A  Yankee  double-turreted  monitor 
came  from  the  westward  and  anchored  close  in  to  the  northward  of 
Sand  Island,  making  two  thus  far.  Enemy's  fleet  now  consists  of 
18  sail.
